pUce  unoDg  the  PerwdicaU  of  our  coimtry,  which  was  not  provided  for  in  the 
plan  of  any  other  publication.  It  is  mostly  devoted  to  religious  intelligence* 
derived  from  the  different  and  distant  parts  of  the  United  States,  and  b  con- 
cerned more  especially  in  the  promotion  of  the  work  of  Home  JUitsiont,  while 
the  Monthly  Concert  arUcle  directs  the  heart  of  the  reader  to  the  lost  of  other 
Bitions,  as  well  as  to  the  destitute  in  our  own  country,  and  reminds  him,  that 
the  great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  is  but  a  part  of  that  greater  enterprise, 
which  seeks  the  salvation  of  the  whole  world.  It  may  be  read,  therefore,  with 
profit  by  every  Christian,  in  whatever  department  of  benevolent  efibrt  he  fnay  he 
more  especially  engaged. 

This  publication,  however,  owes  its  origin  to  the  necessities  and  claims  of  the 
AaiKiiicAN  Home  Misstokart  Society,  and  is  designed  to  bring  before  the  re- 
ligious public,  from  month  to  month,  the  doings  of  this  important  institution* 
While,  therefore,  it  may  be  recommended  as  a  rich  source  of  information  to  all 
such  as  desire  to  be  guided  in  duty,  by  the  iignt  of  the  timeSf  it  is  especially  va- 
luable to  those  who  appreciate  most  highly  the  object  for  which  the  society  has 
bc€n  instituted,  it  is  pleasing  to  reflect,  how  many  such  have  hitherto  express- 
ed a  deep  interest  in  its  perusal  and  its  circulation.  More  than  4500  copies  of 
the  three  preceding  volumes  have  been  circulated,  and  the  list  of  subscribers  is 
now  larger  than  it  has  been  at  any  previous  time.  The  fourth  volume,  there- 
fore, is  commenced  under  encouragements,  which,  we  think,  will  secure  to  it  a 
still  wider  circulation,  and  a  pro()ortionatc  increase  of  uscfuluess.  Again,  it  is 
but  reasonable  to  expect,  that  as  the  operations  of  the  society  are  constantly  be- 
coming more  and  more  extended,  and  its  labourers  multiplied,  especially  in  the 
frontier  states  and  settlements,  materials  of  greater  variety  and  interest  will  be 
furnished,  to  enrich  the  pages  of  this  periodical. 

The  present  volume  will  be  conducted  on  the  same  plan  as  the  last,  excepting 
that  we  shall  hope  to  give  still  greater  variety  and  interest  to  the  article  adapted 
to  the  **Jlfofi/A/y  Concert  of  Prayer,'^  by  occasionally  furnishing  an  addref^s  for 
that  occasion,  on  the  plan  adopted  in  the  first  two  volumes  of  our  work. 

The  ordinary  size  of  each  monthly  number,  will  be  24  pages,  though  it  will 
occasionally  vary  as  heretofore. 

That  department  of  the  work  denominated  the  *<  American  Pastor's  Jour- 
i*iL,'*  is  interesting  and  instructive  in  its  materials,  as  it  is  novel  in  its  character. 
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It  has  Jiithorto  been  regarded  by  many  as  the  most  valuable  part  of  our  publica- 
tion. But,  aa  the  kingdom  of  Christ  advances,  and  revivals  of  religion  are  mul- 
tiplied, the  field  from  whicli  the  matter  of  the  "  JourntiV*  is  selected,  becomes 
richer  iu  religious  incidenl,  and  if  the  pastors  of  our  churches,  and  others,  who 
are  quahficd  to  select  from  the  mass  that  foils  within  their  observation,  will  be 
ftithful  to  communicate  whatever  of  religious  cx}i€riencc  may  seem  important  to 
be  preserved,  we  may  hope  hcrcailer  to  present  our  readers,  witli  a  still  greater 
and  richer  variety  of  those  ''  tkcUlies  of  real  characters,  conversatioru,  and  Hriking 
facUt**  which,  we  are  sure,  have  hitherto  greatly  enhanced  the  interest  and  use- 
fulneBs  of  this  publication.

FOREIGN. 

Sandwich  Islands. — ^The  following  is  from  tlie  joint  communication  recontly 
received  from  the  Missionaries,  in  tlie  Island  of  Oahu. 

JProgrtsM  of  Religion  among  the  JVaUves. — Public  preachmg  has  been  main- 
tained hero,  pretty  uniformly,  three  times  a  week,  since  the  summer  of  1832. 

Our  congregation  in  general  has  been  large  ;  fur  the  last  nine  months  averag- 
ing, on  Sabbath  morning,  between  3,000  and  4,000 ;  Subbath  afternoon,  from 
2,000  to  3,000;  and  on  Wednesday  evening,  from  500  to  1,000.  A  large  pro- 
portion of  these  are  pretty  constant  hearers,  residing  in  the  village  or  town  of 
Honoruru ;  but  many  are  less  constant  hearers  from  ncighbourutg  villages,  ^nd 
a  considerable  number  are  occasional  hearers  from  all  parts  of  the  island,  and 
strangers  from  other  islands. 

Prayer  J\Ieeiing8  o/Jlfa/ei.— -Five  years  ago,  Koraimoku  and  eight  or  ten  other 
serious  men  were  formed  into  a  prayer  meeting,  to  be  conducted  chiefly  by  thcm- 
aelves;  that  number  has  increased  to  1,5U7,  of  whom  1,137  belong  to  the  villago 
and  vaUey  of  Hononuru. 

Female  Prayer  Meetings. — Four  years  ago,  we  recorded  700  females  in  Oahu 
as  members  of  the  female  prayer  meeting ;  that  number  has  been  gradually 
increasing,  and  now  the  number  is  2,100,  of  whom  1,500  belong  to  Hono- 
ruru, and  600  to  the  other  districts,  who  meet  nt  their  own  places.  This  makes 
the  aggregate  3,689  in  Oaliu  alono,  who  are  members  of  a  weekly  prayer  meet- 
ing, the  rules  of  which  require,  that  no  immoral  person  shall  become  a  member, 
or,  being  known  to  be  immoral,  ehall  contimic  a  member* 

The  female  prayer  meeting  has  been  isupormtendcd  by  the  females  of  the 
mission,  residing  at  this  btation,  who  liave  attended  in  rotation  from  its  com- 
mencement. When  the  nicoling  became  so  large,  that  the  house  which  they 
had  built  for  their  accommodation  would  not  admit  more  than  half,  and  when 
a  female  voice  could  not  be  heard  by  oil,  eitlicr  in  reading  the  scriptures,  or  in 
prayer,  or  conversation,  the  meeting  was  divided  into  30  classes,  and  placed 
under  30  native  temale  leaders. 

Temptrance  and  Inquirers'  JSlcdings, — Another  association,  under  the  direction 
of  the  brethren  of  the  miesion,  is  composed  of  the  members  of  the  church,  and 
those  who  have  manifested  special  seriousness,  and  a  desire  to  profess  their  at- 
tachment to  the  word  and  service  of  God,  and  their  hope  and  confidence  in 
Christ.  One  of  our  number  devotes  half  a  day  in  a  week  to  conversation,  be- 
sides many  occasional  intcrefsting  interviews  with  them.  These,  about  6cio  in 
number,  are  emphatically  the  temperance  sw:iety  of  Oahu.  But  its  principal 
design  is  that  ot'  an  inquiry  meeting,  and  as  such  it  otlen  has  new  accessioiui* 
About  400  belong  to  Honoruru,  and  i^OO  to  the  other  districts. 
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AxULiCAS  lNoiAFrB.~The  New-York  Female  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  recently  held  their  unnivcrsury  meeting,  at  which, 
?eter  Jones,  a  converted  Indian,  and  now  one  of  their  missionaries,  was  present, 
uid  made  an  address,  of  which  the  following  iR  a  sketch. 

He  irose,  he  said,  to  shake  hands  with  his  Christian  sisters  in  his  heart,  and 
to  ihake  hands  in  his  heart  with  his  Christian  brothers  too.  lie  was  rejoiced 
in  his  heart  to  know,  that  the  white  man  and  the  white  woman  were  engaged  in 
dou^  good  to  the  poor  Indians ;  rejoiced  in  liis  heart  to  know  that  the  Great 
Spint  was  blessing  their  labours.  liad  it  not  been  for  such  labours,  he  now,  in* 
iteid  of  speaking  to  them,  would  have  been  roaming,  a  benighted,  drunken 
huliiD,  throuffh  the  forests.  Thanks  to  God,  he  was  on  this  night  permitted 
to  rejoice  witn  them,  and  had,  with  his  Christian  hearers,  the  same  hope  that 
after  his  body  was  laid  in  the  grave,  he  should  risn  again.  Whore  he  lives,  God 
had  done  great  things.  He  tiad  done  much  for  the  Indians  of  Canada,  not  to 
mention  the  Creeks,  and  the  Cherokees,  and  other  distant  tribes. 

He  had  been  a  witness  of  the  degraded  ^tate  of  the  Indian  women.  lie  had 
seen  the  load  of  misery  under  which  they  groaned ;  all  the  burdens  were  put 
nponthem;  they  brought  the  wood,  made  the  flros,  carried  the  wigwam  on  their 
bacb  when  movingrfrom  place  to  place,  brought  home  the  deer  and  the  bears, 
which  the  hunters  killed,  roasted  the  meat,  and  were  looked  upon  by  the  war- 
ijonand  hunters,  as  a  much  lower  grade  of  beings  than  themselves,  and  inva- 
liably  had  to  boar  the  most  brutal  treatment  wlicn  their  husbands  were  drunken, 
which  was  often  for  weeks  together.  Hut  now  what  hod  God  done !  The  Indian 
ounnow  took  the  Indian  woman  by  the  hand  like  their  white  brethren,  and  she 
was  now  well  treated  and  happy.  lie  had  often  told  his  native  sbtcrs,  to  re- 
membor  how  much  the^  owed  to  the  gospel  of  JesuR. 

He  would  relate  one  mstanco  to  his  Christian  sisters  who  were  listening  to 
him,  of  tlie  conduct  of  a  Huron  woman,  who  knew  notliing  about  religion,  to 
show  them  what  God  hnd  done  for  tlie  Chri:jtian  Indian?,  nnd  from  what  great 
■bomioations  they  had  been  saved.  He  iclt  bad  in  his  heart  to  tell  tlic  story. 
It  happened  last  winter.  This  Huron  woman,  driven  by  desperate  hunger,  had 
mcdand  eaten  up  her  own  husband !  and  then  to  avoid  death,  which  would 
hare  been  the  punishment  of  her  criino,  ilod  aw uy  to  the  Christian  Indians  at 
Lake  Simcoe.  She  was  a  poor,  friglitoncd,  miserable  outcast.  Ho  had  seeo 
her  flitting  day  after  day  on  a  log  in  llic  wood.s,  f  oinctiiiics  in  great  fear  'hiding 
under  it,  and  would  from  time  to  time  poke  up  licr  head,  as  if  looking  to  see  if 
the  avenger  of  blood  was  coming  after  hor.  The  gospel,  had  it  only  been 
preached  to  the  Hurons,  would  have  saved  her  I'Tom  so  horrid  a  deed. 

He  exhorted  his  hearers  to  go  on  in  their  gciod  enter])risc,  and  God  would 
bless  them  more  and  more.  "  1  shake  hands  wilk  you  all.  This  is  all  I  have 
to  toy." 

Rental  amon^  the  Indians A  letter  of  December  20,  If^SO,  from  Rev.  Evan 

Jones,  Missionary  at  the  Valley  Towns,  states,  that  at  a  church  meeting  the 
same  mominjT,  ten  Cherokees  crave  a  clear  relation  of  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  on  their  hearts,  and  were  baptized. 


UNITED  STATES. 
Rnicali, — The  joyful  tidings  of  the  existence  of  revivals  u*  now  received  from 


iiuui^  lorifi  in  me  ciiariOL  oi  iiia  gOspci,  **  coiiqiieniiir  uiui,  wu  uciievc,  long 
*'to  comjuer."  In  addition  to  the  notices  of  literary  instilutiona,  which  wc 
published  last  month,  as  visited  with  the  reviving  influ(;nces  of  God's  Spirit,  wo 
learn  that  in  the  Ohio  Univcrsiltj  at  Athens^  n  more  than  usual  attention  to  reli- 
gion is  manifested  by  some  of  the  dtudcnttf.    Ilamlton  College^  JV*.  K,  is  also 
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veoettlDg  the  menial  influences  of  this  heavenly  rain,  and  about  twenty  bai 
been  mentionea  aa  indul^ng  hope  ;  while  others  arc  inquirinif. 

A  member  of  Yale  College  writes  to  a  friend  as  follows : — *-  Tlie  revival  ia  at: 
«ulvancing  in  college,  and  with  as  much  interest  as  at  any  former  time.  Wit 
in  the  last  ten  days,  a  number  who  had  resisted  the  influences  of  truth  and 
the  Spirit  too,  for  a  long  time,  have,  as  we  trust,  yielded  their  hearts  to  U 
Saviour.— The  work  commenced  principally  in  the  senior  class,  and  has  hen 
more  powerful  in  that  and  the  junior  class,  than  in  the  two  lower  claaaea. 
the  junior  class,  there  arc  about  six  or  seven  who  do  not  give  evidence  of 
change  of  heart.  The  number  of  such  in  college,  I  suppose  does  not  vary  mui 
from  100,  perhaps  8  or  10  over.  The  whole  number  m  the  academical  depai 
ment,  is  about  350.  I  do  not  know  the  precise  number  of  those  who  hope  tbi 
they  have  passed  from  death  unto  life,  within  a  few  weeks.  Among  them  a 
many  of  the  first  scholars  in  their  respective  classes.  Those  who  have,  sin 
the  commencement  of  the  revival,  attended  a  ball,  are  now  rejoicing  in  tl 
Saviour.  The  junior  ball  is  given  up,  and  probably  the  senior  will  be.  It  Chri 
tians  felt  the  force  of  that  expression  of  the  Saviour, — *  according  to  yo 
faith  bo  it  unto  you,'  the  work  would  soon  be  accomplished  hi  college. 

**  In  regard  to  the  work  in  thctown^t  has  been  so  rapid  and  powerful,  that 
liaa  filled  us  all  with  wonder,  and  wo  are  almost  literally  standing  still,  and  b 
holding  tbe  salvation  of  the  Ijord.  It  is  in  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  among  i 
classes — the  rich  as  well  as  the  poor,  the  learned  and  ignorant,  the  old  ai 
younc;,  the  moralist  and  profligate,  all  are  more  or  less  interested  in  it."  (< 
the  lour  days  meeting  held  the  week  previous,  he  says,)  **  It  was  a  time 
God's  power,  such  as  I  never  before  witnessed.  How  many  were  conveiti 
during  the  meeting  is  known  only  to  Him,  whoscarcheth  the  heart,  and  whoi 
Spirit  evidently  moved  on  the  hearts  of  the  multitudes.'* 

Amherst  College  is  now  to  be  added  to  the  number  of  favoured  institution 
twelve  m  aU.     Six  of  the  students  arc  hoping ;  and  more  are  deeply  impreaee 

Bottom, — We  think  we  may  now  say,  (says  the  Boston  Recorder,)  that  a  doi 
of  mercy  is  resting  over  this  city,  and  that  many  souls  have  felt  its  reviving  i 
fluencc.  Several  churches  have  observed  dayn  of  fastinrr  and  prayert  and  oUie 
are  doin^  the  same.  These  and  other  meetings  are  iTill ;  and  the  number 
inquirers  is  multiplied,  with  tokens  of  deeper  an.xicty,  and  clearer  conviction 
sin.  We  understand  that  the  orthodox  congrcirtitional,  baptist,  and  methodi 
denominations,  all  share  in  tlie  work. 

JFare,  Mi. — Wo  are  now  enjoying  an  extensive  revival.  Its  commencemei 
among  professing  Christians  took  place  as  early  sr  Ihe  first  of  Decemb< 
last ;  and  for  about  two  mouths  its  infltiencc  appeared  to  be  confined  to  tl 
church.  Many  professors  of  religion  had  seasouR  of  thorough  searching  of  lieai 
and  in  some  cases  Christians  had  deep  and  pungent  distress  of  mind.  And  thei 
was  during  tliis  time  a  gradual  and  very  perceptible  increase  of  fervour  ai 
spirituality  in  the  church.  About  the  first  of  February,  there  were  a  few  caai 
of  inquiry  among  impenitent  sinners ;  and  since  that  time,  cases  of  convictic 
and  hopeful  conversion  have  been  numerous.  We  never  have  had  a  season  \ 
more  joyful  interest.  The  revival  has  been  remarkably  still  in  its  progress,  ai 
at  the  farthest  remove  from  mere  animal  excitenicnts.  Scarce  any  addition  hi 
been  made  to  the  usual  means  of  groce.  The  work  has  gone  forward  in  such 
way,  as  most  eflectually  to  show  it  to  be  the  work  of  God;  and  there  has  bee 
no  time,  when  the  prospect  of  a  continuance  andincreaseof  the  work  werebetU 
than  at  the  present  moment. 

In  Rhode  hland. — The  Rhode  Island  S.  S.  Magazine,  mentions  the  existem 
of  a  revival  at  the  village  of  Albia,  in  that  state,  embracing  perhaps  about  fift 
subjects  of  conversion,  with  a  greater  number  of  inquirers.  The  writer  adf 
the  following : 

**  Among  the  factory  population  are  some  very  striking  instances  of  the  powi 
of  grace,  and  the  force  of  religious  impressions.    We  hear  from  WarwicK  aii 
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Covoitry,  that  in  seven  factory  villages,  the  good  work  is  spreading  In  a  most 
powerful  and  pleasing  manner. 

RmwU  in  Troy. — -We  cannot  say  yet,  nor  shall  we  dare  to  say  till  the  last 
dijihow  many  souls  have  been  bom  again :  but  we  have  hope  of  several  hun- 
dndfl.  There  was  added  yesterday  to  the  first  Presbyterian  church,  about  one 
iuudred,  besides  a  number  by  certificate.  There  will  probably  be  a  still  larger 
iddition  to  the  second  church.  How  many  liave  entertained  hopes  in  the 
churches  of  other  denominations,  I  would  glaidly  say  if  I  could,  but  have  no  data 
from  which  to  judge. 

Among  those  who  have  been  hopefully  born  again,  there  has  been  a  good  pro- 
portioa  of  men^-of  men  in  their  prime,  of  men  high  in  talent,  office,  influence  and 
wealth,  of  men  who  had  previously  ranged  themselves  in  the  ranks  of  revolt,  of 
men  who  reason  for  themselves,  and  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  wrought  upon 
by  mere  declamation.  Few  revivals  have  altered  more  the  balance  of  correct 
ind  incorrect  influence. 

h  Sherbumt  Chenango  Co.  JV.  Y. — ^it  is  stated,  that  about  £0G  have  been  con- 
verted within  a  few  weeks. 

Long  likmd, — Revivals  are  reported  in  Southampton,  West  Hampton,  and 
Oyster-ponds. 

So/iiM,  JV.  F. — Ninety-eight  have  been  added  to  this  church,  since  July,  1827, 
eiffhty-tbree  of  whom  were  received  from  the  world.  We  enjoyed  a  season  of 
re&eihing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord  in  March  and  April  last,  which  added 
to  oar  commonion  thirty.  In  November  last,  this  church  agreed  to  hold  a  four 
diyi'  meeting  among  themselves,  that  is,  without  help  from  abroad.  During 
that  meeting,  a  revivd  was  commenced,  which  has  continued  through  the  winter, 
and  at  some  few  p«riods  very  powerfully.  Fifty-three  have  been  added  to  this 
church,  as  the  fruits  of  this  work ;  and  a  number  more  stand  propounded. 

Rochester,  JV.  Y. — About  450  have  already  lioen  added  to  the  Presbyterian 
churches  in  R.  as  fruits  of  the  revival  enjoyed  there,  for  some  months  past. 

^erc'York  Ciit/, — The  work  in  New- York  continues  to  be  interestmg  in  a 
high  degree,  and  souls  arc  added  to  the  Lord  daily.  Almost  all  the  churcheB  of 
the  Presbyterian,  Dutch,  Baptist,  Methodist,  and  some  of  the  Episcopal  deuo- 
BunattoDS,  share  in  the  blessing. 

Erie^Pa, — The  Agent  of  the  Seamen's  Friend  Society  visited  this  place  in 
the  prosecution  of  Jiis  work,  and  we  understand,  a  revival  has  commenced  under 
his  preaching,  of  a  character  so  deeply  interesting,  that  it  is  judged  best  for  him 
to  remain  there  for  the  present. 

A»  Urbana,  C/imnpaigne  dmnhj,  Ohio. — A  revival  commenced  at  Buck  Creek, 
aboiil  the  first  of  September  last.  As  the  fruits  of  this  work,  seventy-five  have 
been  gathered  into  the  churcli — thirty-two  males  and  forty-three  females — 
nearly  sixty  between  sixteen  and  thirty  years  of  age.  More  than  fifty  of  tlieni 
were  previously  members  of  a  Temperance  Society,  and  ardent  spirit  is  nearly 
banished  from  the  congregation.  Several  give  evidence  of  piety,  who  have  not 
yet  made  a  profession.

A  few  individuals,  learn, 
ing  our  embarrasaed  situation,  readUy  (jravo 
me  91Cli^  ^  ^^  U"  ^^  finishing  our 
house  of  worship.  This  waa  a  most  un- 
expected and  timely  assistance,  for  which 
we  praiao  God.  Wo  hope  that  an  impulse 
has  boen  given  to  the  work,  which  will 
result  in  its  completion  the  ensuing  sum- 
mer.  Thus  light  has  sprung  up  out  of 
darkness.  **  The  God  of  heaven,  he  will 
prosper  us;  therefore, we  his  servants  will 
rise  and  build,"  but  Sanballat  and  Tobiali, 
and  the  heathen,  shall  have  no  portion,  nor 
ri^t,  nor  memorial  in  Jerusalem. 

I  have  a  bible  class,  which  meets  every 
week,  and  has  become  exceedingly  intc. 
re8ti]^^.  Quite  a  number  attend,  and  ma. 
nifest  a  deep  interest,  who  have,  till  lately, 
been  tpldom  seen  even  in  the  Sanctuary 
on  the  Sabbath.  I  view  it  as  one  of  the 
most  promising  meane  of  salvation  we 
have. 

Our  Sabbath  school  has  recently  been 
re-organized,  under  very  auspicious  cir- 
cumstances.  At  our  last  Sabbath  school 
concert,  an  unusual  degree  of  feeling  was 
manifested ;  the  scholars,  especially  when 
addressed,  were  oiSbctcd  even  to  tears.

REVIVALS  IN  OHIO. 

From  Rev,  Francis  BartUtt,  Starr  tamM' 
ship,  Hocking  county,  O. 

The  eleven  months  of  my  labour  hero, 
has  been  a  season  of  uncommon  interest 
to  me.  I  may  truly  say,  the  Lord  has  re. 
vived  us.  My  wife  and  myself,  have  both 
lal)ourcd  to  make  the  means  of  grace  as 
numerous  and  as  interesting  as  possible. 
In  the  bible  class,  in  tho  Sabbath  school, 
and  ui  religious  visitation,  we  have  qient 
much  of  our  time.  Our  attention  has 
also  been  nmch  directed  to  the  distributiea 
of  religious  books  and  tracts,  which  wo 
procure  and  lend  to  tlio  people.  This,  in 
a  county,  whose  existence  is  but  as  yes- 
terday, is  a  privilege  indeed.  And  thesa 
various  cflortK,  although  vtry  fbchle,  have 
been  followed  with  blessings  of  incalcula. 
ble  value.  Our  labours,  however,  do  not 
deserve  to  Xta  mentioned  in  connexion  with 
what  the  Lord  hath  done  in  this  county. 
We  wished  and  prayed  for  a  jpowerful  re- 
vival, at  the  very  beginning  of  our  labours, 
but  the  Lord  in  wisdom,  has  ordered  it 
otherwise,  and  has  caused  us  to  hear  tho 
still  small  voice,  during  all  our  labours 
here.  Religion  seems  to  be  making  steady 
progress.  Ilcr  institutions  are  bettor  un- 
derstood, and  more  highly  prized,  and  the 
people  are  much  more  desirous  to  support 
them  now,  than  when  I  first  came  to  this 
place.  Previous  to  the  beginning  of  my 
labours  liere,  this  people  had  never  enjoyed 
but  two  months  regular  preaching.  No  reli- 
gious paper  gave  them  a  weekly  view  of  the 
religious  world ;  no  concert  of  prayer  gave 
them  a  monthly  record  of  the  stately  stop- 
pings of  Jehovah  throughout  the  earth; 
and  no  agents  of  tho  tract,  bible,  education. 
Sabbath  school,  missionary  society,  &c.,  oc- 
casionally spread  before  them  the  b^evo- 
lence  of  the  religion  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
But  they  wore  literally  alone,  and  that 
too  in  the  wildcruoss,  with  no  one  to  lead 
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than  oBward,  in  the  fallh  of  active  piety, 
h  ■  not  strange,  thoroforr,  that  they 
Aoold  havo  beon  found  livinf^,  as  our  fa. 
tlKn  Ihred  fifty  yearn  ajfo.  Thoro  were, 
hovBver,  a  few,  even  here,  under  all  thcso 
(iiiidTantajcnM,  who  nccmml  to  havp 
cufht  tho  spirit,  which  blcnaeii  tho  hap. 
piMl  portions  of  our  country.  Ono  of 
Umk,  who  now  sleepy  with  Jesus,  you 
wiD  pennit  me  to  mention  in  a  more  par. 
tieohr  manner. 


An  example  to  piou§  Emigranta, 

Ho  was  a  deacon  in  Plymouth,  Massa> 
chuetts   and  removed  to  this  county  in 
HI6.      Besides  himself  and  wifo,  tncrc 
«iino  known  professor  of  religion  within 
twelrc  miles  of  him,  and  the  nearest  place 
of  public   worship,    was   twenty    miles. 
Those  circnmstances  brought  sadness  to 
lui  heart,  **  while  ho  remembered  Zion." 
Vet  he  did  not  "hang  his  harp  ufion  the 
willowi.*>    But  08  his  first  Sabbath  drew 
on  him  in  the  wilderness,  ho  invited  his 
lUnly  scattered  neighbours,  to  come  and 
B&ita  with  him  in  prayer  on  the  Lord^s  day. 
A  thing  so  new,  excited  their  curiosity, 
ud  I  number  came,  and  attended  to  tho 
firtt  prayer    which  they  had  perhaps  ever 
hoard  there  in  public,  and  to  an  excellent 
sennon  from  Burder.    Tho  burden  of  his 
pnyer  was,  that   God  would   causo  this 
wildtmess  to  bud  and  blosom  as  the  rone  ; 
and  ere  long  spread  his  table  here.     His 
filth  never  failed  him,   ho  lalraured   as 
thoagh  he  expected  tho  Lord  would  an> 
■wcr  his  prayers,  in  his  own  time.    Ho  thus 
Ubourcd  alone,  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath, 
conversing  with  all  he  met,  on  the  monien- 
tou4  concerns  of  their'  souls,  during  one 
vhole  year ;  at  the  end  of  which,  tho  Lord 
sent  a  helper   for  him,  another*  layman, 
from  old  Plymouth.    Tho  year  fullowing, 
another  came.     Tho  deacon's  hnnds  were 
thus  greatly  strengthened,  and  his  heart 
much  encouraged,  by  seeing  a  littlo  im- 
pr«»veraont  in  the  moral  cliaracter  of  the 
settlers.    Tho  third  year,  his  second  son 
professed    conversion,    and     joined     the 
church  in  Athens,  twenty  miles  distant, 
and  a  few  months  af\erwanls  commenced 
his  studies  preparatory  to  tho  ministry, 
^'hcn  tliis  son  made  known  his  wishes  to 
his  father,  respoctuig  the  niinistry,  he  said, 
"tho  thing  procecdcth  from  tho  Ijord ;  we 
cannot  speak  unto  then  bad  or  good.** — 
Gen.  xxiv.  50.     "  Behold  tho  way  is  bo- 
fore  thoe ;  go,  and  tho  Lord  go  with  you 
and  bless  you.**   For  six  years,  he  watched 
and  pray«l  over  this  spot  in  the  little  pray- 
er  meeting  on  every  sabbath,  and  doubt, 
l^ss  in  secret  also;  and  during  tho  last 


jrear  of  hie  Hfe,  he  spent  every  IfHlaj  ki 

fasting  and  prayer.  His  great  desire  was 
to  havo  before  lio  died  tho  regular  minis, 
tration  of  tho  word  established  here ;  but 
tho  Ix>nl  conferred  a  still  greater  blessing 
on  him,  by  taking  him,  as  we  trust,  to  him. 
self  in  glory.  Ho  died  befbro  any  minis, 
tration  was  sent  here :  yet  I  believe  that 
we  are  to  look  to  that  little  prajrer  meeting, 
and  to  the  other  efforts  of  that  pious  man, 
as  tho  means,  in  the  hands  of  God,  of  all 
the  spiritual  blc*ings,  that  have  been  sent 
ou  this  people.  In  1829,  a  missionary  was 
sent  to  this  peoplo,  for  two  months,  under 
whoso  preaching,  tlirco  of  that  deacon's 
children  were  hopefully  converted,  and  a 
church  was  organized  of  seventeen  mem- 
l)crs.  In  the  mean  time,  tho  above  men- 
tioned son  of  tho  deacon  had  become  an 
ordained  minister,  and  on  tho  seventh  of 
May,  IH^O,  l)egan  to  labour  here,  under  a 
commission  from  tho  A.  II.  M.  S.  And  if 
ho  has  been  instrumental  in  doing  any 
good,  I  liclievo  it  to  bo  in  answer  to  the 
prayers  of  his  pious  father,  in  no  small 
dogroe.

In  my  last  quarterly  report,  I  was  per- 
mitted to  speak  of  the  continued  influenoos 
of  tho  Holy  Spirit  upon  tho  congregation 
in  this  place.  l)uring  tlie  last  three  months, 
hopeful   conversions  havo  not  occurod  as 
frequently,  as  in  three  months  preceding. 
We   have,    however,   enjoyed    the    con- 
tinued manifestations  oftho  divine  presence. 
It  hafl  rcMcnibled  the  gentle  distilling  of 
tlio  dew,  rather  than  the  copious  shower  of 
rain.     I  am  unable  to  name  tho  definite 
number  of  hopeful  conversions  since  I  last 
wrote.       Twenty   havo   united  with  our 
church,  eiirhtoon  of  them  by  confession, 
which,  added  to  tho  soventoen  before  ra- 
ported,  gives  thirty-fivo  who  havo  united 
with   us,  us  tho  fruits    of   this   revival. 
CHIicrs  are  expected  to  unito  with  us,  at 
our  next  comnninion.    Tho  whole  num- 
ber that  have  united  with  tho  Milan  church 
within  a  year,  is  forty.eight.

Since  the  date  of  my  last  commission  I 
have  continued  my  missionary  labours  in 
tills  place  and  in  Fitchville.  The  prospects 
in  both  congregations  are  encouraging. 
For  a  short  season  the  excitement  which 
ci>mmenced  last  summer  in  Fitchville, 
Koemed  to  subside,  but  recently  it  has  been 
renewed.  Professing  Christians  are  quick- 
ened— the  Holy  Spirit  is  convincing  of 
^'in.  The  Sabbath  school  enjoys  the  larg- 
est share  in  the  blessing.  At  our  last  com- 
munion there  were  added  to  the  chnrch 
two,  on  profession,  one  by  letter.  Meetinn 
are  well  attended,  especially  on  the  Sab- 
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kth;  and  tha  pneiknB  word  of  Ood  hai 
lot  been  dupented  in  Tain. 

Two  weeks  since,  a  monthly  conference 
«f  the  churches  was  attended  in  this  place, ' 
ftich  exerted  a  Very  favourable  intliieiice. 
Some  cases  of  seriousneiw,  and  a  very  tbw  > 
of  hopelul  conversion,  had  been  witnessed 
before.  The  way  appears  to  have  been 
preptrtd  for  just  such  a  meeting.  A  spirit 
of  gfftce  and  of  supplication,  seems  to 
kin  been  poured  out  upon  professinir 
Chiiitians.

REVIEW    OF    TUE    YEAR. 

In  looking  over  the  year's  service  juit 
ended,  there  are  many  things  calculated  ta 
till  our  hearts  with  gratitude  to  God.  When 
I  visited  this  place  last  spring,  as  a  mis- 
sionary, the  church  was  in  a  perishing  con- 
dition. The  Sabbath,  to  this  people,  had 
l)een  for  a  length  of  time  silent,  its  return 
brrnierht  no  temple  service,  the  voice  of 
prayer  and  praise  had  ceased.  And  though 
the  few  remaining  followers  of  the  Re~ 
dcemer,  (for  the  number  had  dwindled  to 
a  few,)  wept  over  the  desolations  of  this 
part  of  Zion,  yet  they  had  almost  relin. 
quished  all  hope  of  ever  again  seeing  good 
days,  when  they  should  rejoice  at  the  sweet 
and  heart-elevating  accents,  **  Let  us  go 
up  to  the  house  of  God."  Some  of  their 
children  had  well  nigh  wandered ;  others 
were  growing  in  years,  on  whose  foreheads 
had  never  been  impressed  the  seal  of  the 
everlasting  covenant;  over  whom  the  names 
of  the  bloHBed  Trinity  had  never  been  pro- 
nounced. Sadness  and  gloom  settled  on 
the  cmintenanccs  of  the  parents  as  they 
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looked  orer  thctr  rMn^  flimllic^,  unci  re- 
memborcd  llicir  oflMpriiigr  worn  mcmiuHint: 
in  iitatnre,  hiit  witlioiit  wiifdoni  and  tiio 
knowlod^  of  the  Ij^^rd.  And  but  for  the 
bonoToloiiRn  of  ynnr  fioclofy,  none  r.nn  toll 
how  lonfjTiiuch  a  melancholy  sttito  had  con- 
tinued.

The  old  chureh  in  Felicity  lias  been 
revived  and  (greatly  increased;  ami  the 
foundation  of  a  new  and  active  one  laid 
in  tho  adjoinin][r  neiprhbourhood. 

At  the  commencement  of  tlic  vear  we 
established  a  weekly  prayer  mectin<^,  the 
monthly  concert,  and  a  prayer  mectinp^  on 
tho  vacant  Sabbath,  which  have  b(>en  con- 
tinued with  interest.  Also,  a  sabbath 
school,  bible  class,  and  temperance  soci- 
ety.

When  I  wrote  you  last  I  mentioned  thnt 
thero  was  some  appearance  of  a  n;vival  in 
Marimi,  and  that  wo  had  some  expectation 
of  seeing  a  great  work  of  God  among  us. 
That  expectation  has  been  realized.  The 
congregation  became  so  largo  that  we  were 
obliged  to  build  an  addition  to  the  school. 
house  in  which  wo  held  our  meetings, 
which  will  contain  nearly  two  hundred 
persons,  and  yet  wo  are  straitened  for  room 


at  tinfKw.  Nevcriuire  I  known  •  ohnroh 
to  como  up  tu  tiie  help  of.  the  T^ord  more 
unanimously  than  tiiis  ;  and  such  has  been 
t  ho  spirit  o!  prayer,  that  whcro  tho  word 
prea<-hed  did  not.  profit,  ttie  strong  crying! 
of  f'hristians  have  so  availed  with  God,  as 
that  during  seasons  of  prayor  our  strong- 
est 'have  liowed  themsnlvcs.  There  has 
lM>en  an  universal  excitement  in  tho  town, 
and  I  i>elicve  that  the  various  denomina- 
tions havo  more  or  less  entered  into  the 
work.  Upwards  of  a  hundnul  have  in. 
dulgod  lio|KJS  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Presbyterian  society,  and  thirty.four  uni- 
ted with  the  church  on  Feb.  13th,  on  pro- 
tession  of  their  faith,  thirteen  of  whom 
were  then  i)aptiznd.  Tho  work  is  still  ad- 
vanring,  and  I  think  more  rapidly  than 
heretofore.  The  society  has  ever  liecn  di- 
vided alv)utthe  site  of  their  contemplated 
meeting  house.  They  have  been  prefKired, 
and  would  have  built  one  some  years  ago, 
but  for  this.  Now  they  are  united,  and  dc 
rlarc  with  one  voire,  *'  the  revival  has  de- 
cided whero  the  site  shall  be.**  Every 
thing  appears  to  bo  in  tho  most  happy  and 
hannonious  state. 

Revival  in  Nemark, 
I  have  been  at  Marion  only  part  of  the 
time  since  tho  revival  connnencod.  Tho 
j>eop]o  of  Newark  were  destitute  of  a  mi- 
nister, and  insisted  on  my  spending  part  of 
my  time  annmg  tliem.  A  revival  hsving 
commenced  among  them,  duty  appeared 
plain,  I  thought,  and  I  have  complied  with 
their  re(iuest.  J)uring  my  absence  from 
Marion,  my  place  has  been  supplied  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Nash,  Campbell,  of  Palmyra, 
and  Steele,  of  Warsaw.  There  has  been 
within  the  bounds  of  Newark  society,  I 
should  judge,  about  a  hundred  and  fifty 
hopeful  converiiions.  On  Feb,  20th  five 
were  added  to  tliis  church  by  letter,  and 
eighty -three  on  profession  of  their  faith. 
It  was  a  mostsolenm  day,  and  it  has  given 
a  mighty  impetus  to  the  work.

For  two  or  three  months  past  my  la. 
hours  have  l»een  greatly  increased,  by  the 
f  iord'H  pouriufr  out  his  Spirit  in  this  pkee. 
The  first  indication  of  nny  thing  special, 
was  seen  about  the  middle  of  last  Novem- 
l>er,  in  un  increase  of  the  npirit  of  prayer, 
among  some  of  the  memliers  of  the  church. 
This  spirit  gradually  increased  into  a  deep 
and  agonizing  wrestling  with  God,  that  be 
would  glorify  himself  in  the  salvation  of 
sinners.  It  was  not  long  liefore  there 
were  some,  who  began  to  inquire,  what 
they  should  do  to  be.  saved.

I  have  the  pleasure  of  communicatin]^ 
tojou  the  intelligence,  that  («od  m  re. 
ming  his  work  among  the  people  to  whom 
I  miniiter  in  holy  things.    The  work  of 
G«Pf  Sjnrit,  in  convicting  and  converting 
fflmers,  .commenced    about  the    first   of 
Febniaiy,  at  a  three  days'  meeting,  held 
in  this  place.    Previous  to  that  meeting, 
bowever,  there  were  a  few  who  were  con. 
nctedof  sin;  and  some  in  the  church,  be- 
gin to  awake  out  of  sleep.    Aa  God  was 
doing  great  things  in  Troy,  and  as  we 
were  so  near,  that  we  could  almost  hear 
the  song  of  the  redeemed  ones,  and  the 
ay  of  the  anxious,  we  dreaded  to  meet 
tw  responsibility  at    the  judgment,  of 
hiving  the  Lord  come  go  near,  and  we 
hue  no  refreshing    from  liis  presence. 
Mmrj  began  to  cry,  something  like  the 
begnng  Mind  man,  when  Jo^uh  was  pass, 
isg by,  "Jews,  thou  son  of  David^  have 
tierey  en  ffie.**     In  these  circumstances, 
and  with  these  feelingrs,  we  said  to  the! 
miniiten  and  brethren  of  sister  churches,  | 
"  C0SIS  orer  and  help  us"  for  three   days. 
They  came,  especially  from  Troy,  in  the 
vpirit  and  power  of  the  gospel.    The  last 
(by  of  the   feast  was  the   Sabbatli ;  the 
Lord's  supper  was  administered ;  titfo  were 
ajdded  to  the  church  on  profession  uf  their 
faith,  and  when  the  covenant  was  read, 
the  church  rose  and  renewed  their  cove- 
nant with   one  another,   and  with  their 
God.    It  was  a  solemn  time.     Tho  ever, 
lasting  doors  were  liiled  up,  and  the  King 
of  Glory  he  come  in,   even   '*tho  liord, 
strong  and  mighty,  the   Lord  miglity  in 
battle."    Many  felt  his  presence,  and  tlie 
arrows  of  conviction  pierced  many  a  flinty 
heart.    That  evening,  as  we  trust,  two 
lurrendered  themselves  and  their  all,  up 
into  the  hands  of  the  King  of  Glory,  as 
Ribdaed  and  redeemed  sinners.     Several 
others,  during  tlie  week,  thought  they  ob. 
tained  a  good  hope  through  grace.     Wo 
endeavoured  to  prepare  the  way  of  the 
Lord,  and  make  liis  paths  straight. 

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  comedown  upon 
one  of  the  schools,  in  a  peculiar  manner. 
Tho  teacher  is  a  pious  man.  There  had 
been,  some  weeks  ago,  a  few  instances  of 
conversion  among  nis  scholars;  the  rctrt 
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remained,  generally,  quite  cftlipld^  lUStSI 
loKt  Thursday  morning,  during  prayer, 
while  ho  was  pleading  for  tho  life  of  their 
Hoiils,  )io  thought  there  wns  an  unusual 
holcmnity  upon  the  minds  of  these  young 
iinmortalit.  There  was  nothing  peculiarly 
inUTosting,  however,  until  the  school  had 
ue;irly  closed  for  the  atlcmoon.  He  saw 
(tnu  littlo  boy,  about  9  years  old,  in  tears. 
Me  wont  to  tluN  buy,  and  inquired  what 
was  tho  cause  of  his  weeping.  He  could 
not  answer.  lie  saw  others  in  tears. 
His  own  feelings,  as  well  us  what  ho  wit. 
nesHud  in  others,  convinced  him,  that 
what  ho  Haw  was  from  the  Holy  Spirit. 
He  remarked  this  to  tlie  school,  and  from 
almost  eveiT  eye  tiiere  was  a  flood  of 
tears.  lie  knew  not  what  to  do — ^they 
could  not  read  their  lessons — it  was  a 
liouso  of  weeping.  In  the  midst  of  this 
ncone,  he  sent  for  me.  And  as  I  entered  tho 
room,  I  Kaid  to  my  soul,  '*  How  dreadful 
is  this  place  ;  this  is  none  other  than  tho 
house  of  God,  and  thin  the  gate  to  heaven." 
Almost  every  one  had  his  face  covered 
in  his  hands,  and  weeping  bitterly.  I 
told  them  it  was  God's  Holy  Spirit  that 
made  thcni  weep,  that  they  must  repent 
of  thrir  sins,  nnd  j^ive  thoir  hearts  to  God, 
iVc.  1  tlien  prayed,  conversed  with  them 
individually — had  Iwo  prayers  more,  and 
the  scliool  was  closed.  {Several  boj's  met 
in  llic  sclioolhousc  after  dark,  and  had  a 
prayer  mcetinjf  by  themselves,  only  one 
of  thoin  at  that  time  having  any  hope  in 
tlie  mercy  of  God.  And  yet  they  could 
not  rest — they  must  come  and  see  me 
once  more. 

I  co]i\Tirscd  and  prayed  with  them.  Two 
thou^lit  they  submitted  to  (vod  that  night. 
There  are  now  seven  of  these  scholars, 
who  are  indulging  hopes.  Five,  the  last 
week,  l)egan,  as  wo  think,  to  love  God. 
There  arc  within  the  bounds  of  this  so. 
cicty,  from  fifteen  to  twenty  who  give  evi- 
dence of  u  reecnt  change  of  heart,  and  four, 
teen  of  t  hose  either  belong  to  the  bible 
class  or  the  iSabbath  school.

**  TBE  HIGHEST  STYLE  OF  MAN.'* 

[Famiihed  by  m  Clergymui.] 

EnuT  Pastor,  who  has  been  long 
accustomed  to  miuister  at  the  couches 
of  the  sick  and  the  dying,  has  had  oc- 
casion to  remark  with  what  different 
feelings  different  men  come  to  the  end 
of  their  days.     The  infidel,  the  ne- 

glecter  of  religion,  the  mere  man  of 
^  world,  who  has  formed  his  system 
of  theobgy  independent  of  the  bible, 
^irters  the  dark  valley  single-handed 
^nd  alone.    Pains  and  infirmities  clus- 
ter upon  him,  and  he  feels  that  he  has 
's^ed  of  all  things.    But  no  eye  pities 
l^  ^at  is  able  to  do  for  him  any  of 
the  things  which  he  desires.     Otlen, 
perhaps,  when  in  the  vigour  of  healtli» 
^OQ  heard  him  say,  and  he  said  it  in 
^he  pride  of  human  reason,  what  it 
Vr'ould  be  right  for  God  to  be  and  to 
^0.    He  had  adopted  some  one  of  the 
^ver- varying  theories  of  the  unbelieving 
^orld  on  this  subject,  and  it  had  served 
*u  a  quietus  to  his  conscience,  while  he 
^ad  lived  a  life  of  impenitence  ;  but  it 
'Vras  not  the  theory  of  the  bible ;   it 
^ad  in  it  none  of  the  light  which  com- 
^th  from  above.     It  was  a  spark  of 
'^own  kindling;  and  it  goes  out  as 
fee  approaches  the  grave,  extinguitsjied 
^y  the  shadows  of  death.    JVomj  he  has 
^0  time  to  indulge  his  fancy  with  t?pe- 
<iulatioD8  upon  what  reason    teaches 
^^ncerning  God  and  eternity ;  and  all 
y~  hat  reason  ever  has  taught,  becomes 
J  arring  and  discordant  as  the  confusion 
<if  tongues  on  ancient  Babel.     He  cnn 
^her  nothing    up    from  the  whole 
^Wss  of  his  worldly  wisdom  to  conifort 
'^  soul.    The  messenger  comes  to  call 
him  to  another  world,  dashes  to  the 
pound  the  shield  which  corrupt  desires 
•nd  abandoned  habits,  perhaps,  had  iii- 
^^rposed  between  him  and  conviction  ; 
^ruth  flashes  upon  his  mind  at  once,  to 
iiarm  and  to  torment  him.     lie  goes 


out  of  the  world  in  deep  anxiety,  and, 
oAen,  in  absolute  despair. 

But  it  is  delightful  to  pass  from  tlie 
double  grief  of  such  a  death  to  the  sick- 
bed of  the  Christian.  Hero  is  exhibit- 
ed a  totally  different  set  of  feelings. 
The  God  in  whom  he  has  trusted  ni- 
therto,  comes  with  him  to  the  shores  of 
Jordan,  and  divides  the  watm  that  he 
may  go  over  on  dry  land.  He  is  peace- 
ful and  happy ;  sweet  music  charms  his 
ears :  visions  of  glury  fill  his  soul ;  and 
before  he  leaves  the  body,  he  begins  to 
assume  the  wfUie  robe  which  lie  shall 
wear  eternally  in  the  heavens.  Here 
we  lose  sight  of  all  worldly  distinc- 
tions in  the  simple  greatness  of  the 
Christian,  as  he  is  putting  off  the  last 
vestige  of  the  old  man^  and  putting  on 
the  nexo  rmin,  in  the  fulness  of  his  sta- 
ture. This,  in  the  light  of  eternal 
truth,  is  "  the  highest  style  of  man.'' 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  witness 
many  such  deaths,  which  have  marked 
the  pathway  of  the  gospel's  saving 
healtii,  through  the  whole  course  of  my 
ministry.  Biit  there  is  one  such  scene, 
which,  on  account  of  the  character  of 
its  subject,  and  the  importance  of  his 
relations  to  the  church,  has  taken  deep- 
er root  in  my  memory  than  any  other. 
He  was  my  friend  and  fellow-labourer, 
and  one  of  the  few  that  stood  firm  in 
the  defence  of  the  Lord's  cause,  when 
the  enemy  came  in  like  a  fiood.  He 
was  venerable  in  years,  and  having 
used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well,  he  had 
purchased  to  himself  a  good  degree,  and 
great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus.  Such  was  deacon  F.  in 
the  evening  of  his  days;  and  he  was 
led  to  the  possession  of  such  a  charac- 
ter in  a  way  which  it  may  be  profitable 
'brielly  to  sketch. 

In  his  youth  he  received  a  respecta- 
ble common  education,  and  by  his  pa- 
reuti-',  who  were  persons  of  prayer  and 
I  of  blameless  hves,  was  diligently  in- 
'structed  into  the  knowledge   of  the 
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Scriptures.  Possessing  a  mind  of  coii- 
nderable  strength  and  activity,  and  an 
uncommonly  retentive  memory,  these 
early  instructions  were  deeply  engra- 
ven upon  his  soul.  They  were  often 
the  tubject  of  his  meditation,  and  by 
the  frequency  with  which  they  were 
repeated  both  at  the  fire-side  and  in 
the  sanctuary,  he  was  enabled  to  trea- 
sure them  up  for  God  to  bless  in  his 
future  life.  In  his  old  age,  and  to  the 
last  of  his  days,  he  was  able  to  repeat 
lon^  continuous  portions  of  the  bible, 
which  were  impressed  on  his  memory 
in  childhood,  and  he  took  ]>Ieasurc  in 
recounting  texts  and  plans  of  sermons, 
which  he  Remembered  to  have  heard 
when  hfjwas  a  lad.  In  a  word,  bis 
early  training  was  in  the  tcay  he  should 
go.    He  was  educated  for  eternity. 

At  the  age  of  25  years,  he  was  mar- 
ried, and  having  settled  in  business  in 
his  native  town,  he  embraced,  with  his 
companion,  what  was  called  "  ike  half- 
way covcnanty*  a  provis^ion  which  was 
at  that  thne  made  in  many  of  the 
churches  of  New-England,  by  which 
parents,  without  boconiiiig  members  oi' 
the  church,  were  ])crniitlod  an<l  en- 
couraged to  ofler  their  childron  in  bnp- 
tism.  Under  this  provision  IVIr.  F.  lived 
several  years.  Thus  the  strong  man 
armed  remained  in  peaceable  i>ossos- 
sion  of  his  goods  ;  his  conscience  was 
at  ease,  until  his  covenanted  righteous- 
ness was  powerfully  put  to  tlic  test  by 
the  following  occurrence.  A  revolu- 
tion was  at  ]en(;th  wronrrht  in  the  feel- 
ings  of  the  body  of  that  church,  with 
regord  to  the  propriety  of  the  custom 
to  which  wc  have  just  now  alluded. — 
*'  The  hntf'xcmj  ctmnanV'  wns  rejected, 
OS  a  provision  unknown  to  scripture, 
and  inconsistent  with  the  saored  guards 
which  the  Great  Head  of  the  church 
has  placed  around  the  sacraments  of 
his  appointment.  Those,  therefore, 
who  had  hitherto  sustained  this  partial 
relation  to  the  body  of  the  faithful. 
were  now  cut  off  from  their  fancied 
privilege. 

With  this  measure,  Mr.  F.  was  deep- 
ly olFended;  his  heart  also  rebelled 
against  the  pungency  oft  hose  doctrines 
whicfi  had  constrained  the  bodv  of  the 
faithful  to  cross  the  path  of  Jiis  hopes, 
and  remove  the  ground  of  his  depcnd- 
ance.    These  were  bard  sayings,  and 


he  vrould  not  hear  them.  He  forsook 
the  sanctuary;  ho  Ufl  the  fountain  t^ 
living  wairrt ;  and,  having  committed 
this  one  evil,  he  wee  immediately  hur- 
ried into  another^  which  almost  inva- 
riably accompanies  the  first.  He  hetced 
out  to  himself  broken  citterns ,  which 
could  hold  no  water.  His  spirit,  having 
walked  through  dry  places,  seeking 
rest  and  linding  none,  took  refuge  at 
length  in  that  system  of  deism,  which 
had  at  that  time  obtained  considerable 
currency  both  in  Europe  and  in  this 
country.  He  denied  the  divinity  oi 
Jesus  Christ,  rejected  the  divine  ineiH' 
rot  ion  of  Scripture,  and  disputed  and 
ridiculed  the  authority  of  its  doctrines. 
Impelled  by  the  turmoil  and  reitleie- 
ness  of  his  own  feelings,  he  soon  be- 
came familiar  with  the  common  or^- 
ments  of  infidelity,  and  posseasinfl 
much  knowledge  of  the  scriptures,  onfl 
exceedingly  ready  conversational  pow- 
ers, he  became  a  champion  of  the  sys- 
tem which  he  had  embraced.  He  en- 
trenched himself  in  the  strong  hold  oi

Slivered  the  following  opening  Address  :-i-.« 

f^iUowMemben  tf  the  Soeie^, 
It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  permit  us  once  more  to  assemble  on  the 
Ktorn  of  our  solemn  anmversary.  The  first  offering  of  our  hearts  should  be,  a 
^oat  and  grateful  acknowled^ent  to  Him,  for  all  nis  mercies  during  the  past 
T^tr.  Through  his  kind  providence  we  have  been  blessed  with  a  prosperous 
ciuitiiraation  of  our  labours ;  and  we  have  abundant  reason  to  thank  the  Lord 
fcr  what  he  has  done.  How  true  it  is,  that  in  Him  are  all  our  ways !  It  is  an 
encouragement  which  belongs  to  every  Christian,  to  feel  that  God  rules  and 
<yver-rulcs  human  afbirs ;  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  sustains  His  cause 
^  His  own  fight  arm. 

,  In  this  age  of  active  enterprise,  the  tendency  is  too  much  to  exalt  our  own  ac- 
^vity.  It  becomes  us  constantly  to  feel  that  it  is  the  Sovereign  Power  <^  God 
vhich  carries  forward  the  interests  of  His  kingdom.  However  much  our  labours 
may  be  prospered,  it  is  all  through  the  favour  of  the  Most  High.  To  Him  alone 
^^ioags  the  power  and  the  glory  ! 

All  our  benevolent  institutions  have  been  blessed  with  the  marks  of  divine 
&voar  Uiroughout  the  past  yeaor.  The  Society,  whose  anniversary  we  have  met 
tocclebrate,  has  received  a  good  measure  of  success.  It  is  for  the  Chriitiaa 
pnUic,  however,  to  decide,  whether  its  operations  have  been  as  eztensiva  aa  its 
relative  importance  demands^  No  one  has  a  right,  nor,  we  trust,  a  dispoiition  t« 
Vol.  IV.  4 
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comi^aiii ; — for  the  Lord  has  been  very  gracious  to  vm ;  but  we  conceive  it  to  be 
incuabent  on  all  our  members,  to  sustaui  the  claims  of  the  American  Homo 
Missionary  Society. 

It  is  the  object  of  this  Society  to  send  the  Preached  Gospel  to  the  destitutein 
our  own  country.  In  our  exertions,  to  this  end,  no  sectarian  zeal  is  permitted  to 
appear.  The  welfare  of  tlie  Christian  Church  is  our  first,  our  last,  our  only 
dnject.  The  characteristics  of  our  Society,  though  few  and  simple,  are  such  is 
cannot  fail  to  comiocud  it  to  all  who  aim  at  advancing  the  cause  of  Christ. 

1.  One  of  the  characteristics  of  the  A.  H.  M.  Society  is,  that  it  is  MtUtmal 
in  its  aim.  It  is  an  American  Society.  It  proposes  to  send  the  preached  word 
to  the  destitute  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States.  The  operations  of  the  Society 
are  not  confined  to  any  particular  sections  of  our  countrjr ;  but  are  carried 
throughout  its  whole  extent.  No  geographical  divisions  limit  its  labours.  No 
landmarks  are  set  up  to  confine  its  measures  within  circumscribed  boundaries. 
Our  country,  our  whole  country,  is  the  field  of  labour.  The  annual  report  fuUy 
illustrateMie  enlarged  plans  of  the  Society.  W  ithin  the  past  year  it  has  assist- 
ed to  sprilcl  the  ^pel  in  almost  every  state  in  the  Union.  Nearly  600  Con- 
greffBUom  and  Missionary  Districts,  in  various  parts  of  our  land,  have  received 
assistance  from  this  association,  in  the  support  of  463  Ministers.  Our  measures, 
therefore,  testify  that  our  Society  is  American  in  its  plan  ;  enlarged,  national, 
aiming  at  the  welfare  of  the  whole  Christian  Church. 

2.  Another  characteristic  of  the  A.  H.  M.  Society,  is  that  it  is  domeeUc  in  all 
its  relations.  It  is  a  Home  Missionary  Society.  Its  object  is  to  advance  the  cause 
of  Christ,  by  preaching  the  gospel  within  our  own  territory.  The  deplorable 
condition  of  many  parts  of  our  country,  in  regard  to  gospel  privileges,  aemands 
the  serious  consideration  of  Christians.  A  wide  desolation  prevails  m  the  United 
States.  How  many  places  are  entirely  destitute  of  the  ordmances  of  the  gospel  ? 
How  many  never  hear  the  preached  word ;  have  never  been  blessed  with  the  mmis- 
trations  of  ffospel  truth  !  It  is,  indeed,  an  appalliog  fact,  that  the  word  of  God  is 
a  sealed  book  to  hundreds  and  thousands  in  our  country.  We  are  called  upon  by 
the  great  desolations  of  the  Church,  to  strive  to  build  it  up  in  our  midst.  In  vain 
do  we  labour  abroad,  if  we  do  not  sustain  the  Church  of  Christ  at  home.  If 
we  neglect  our  own  land,  we  forsake  the  mercies  of  God.  We  have  a  great 
duty  to  perform  to  our  own  citizens.  It  requires  all  tlie  exertions  of  Chris- 
tians to  keep  pace  with  our  country's  secular  advancement.  Every  means  must 
be  employea  in  order  to  preserve  the  privileges  which  the  Lord  has  given  us. 
The  importance  of  the  Missionary  cause  at  home,  cannot  be  overrated.  A  loud 
cry  is  raised  all  over  our  country  for  tlie  gospel ;  and  a  general  deficiency  prevails 
to  supply  the  call.  Ought  we  not  to  make  greater  efforts  at  home,  at  the  same 
time  that  we  are  striving  to  accomplish  much  in  Heathen  lands  ? 

3.  Another  characteristic  of  the  A.  H.  M.  Society  is,  that  it  is  Msnonary  in 
its  plan.  It  is  a  Home  Miuionary  Society.  It  sends  out  Ministers  to  preach  the 
Gospel  of  Christ.  Whilst  other  associations  send  bibles  and  tracts,  this  sends  the 
living  word — the  preached  gospel.  The  importance  of  proclaiming  openly  the 
offenof  salvation  is  beyond  calculation.  A  Ministry  was  instituted  by  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church,  that  all  men  niisht  be  called  to  repentance.  This  is  the 
appointed  means  to  bring  men  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  ;  and  experience 
abundantly  testifies  that  it  ,is,  of  all  others,  the  most  effectual.  Without  this, 
indeed,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  cauue  of  Christ  can  succeed.  It  is  not 
enough  to  supply  the  community  with  bibles  and  tracts;  we  must  send  living 
messengers  of  the  truth — Men,  who,  in  Christ's  stead,  can  exhort  all  to  be  re- 
conciled to  God.  This  is  the  command  of  Christ — '•  To  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature."  A  command,  full  of  meaning  and  of  solemn  import.  Has 
this  command  been  sufficiently  attended  to  in  this  country  ?  Our  documents 
prove  that  there  are  many  sections  of  our  land,  which,  from  various  causes, 
never  hear  the  truths  of  the  gospel.    <•  And  how  shall  they  hear  without  a 

Sreacher  ?    And  how  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be  sent  .^"    The  Home 
liseionary  Society  undertakes  to  send  the  **  preacher.*'  It  aims  at  furnishing, 
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with  the  gospel  mi nktrr,  the  desolate  parts  of  the  country ;  and  It  Hkewtoe  assvts 
those  conmffatioiis,  which,  in  part  only,  are  ahle  to  maintain  a  Minister  of  the 
Gospel  In  this  way  it  has  relieved,  or  entirely  supported,  nearly  600  con^rega- 
tioDs  during  the  year  past :  an  amount  of  aid,  which  eternity  alone  can  fully 
disclose. 

But  not  only  do  the  ministers  employed,  preach  the  gospel.  They  lahour,  in 
many  ways,  to  extend  the  influence  of  relisrion.  They  have  formed,  in  their 
respective  congregations.  Sabbath  schools,  Bible  societies,  tract  societies, 
foreign  missionary  societies,  temperance  societies  ;  and  have  contributed,  as 
pastors,  in  bringing  about  revivals  of  religion.  In  this  manner,  the  Home 
Missionary  Society  has  assisted  its  sister  institutions,  and  advanced  the  Re- 
deemer's kingdom  to  an  extent  which  it  is  impossible  to  estimate.  It  is  so 
powerful  a  means  of  carrying  on  the  cause  of  Christ,  directly  and  indirectly* 
that  an  appeal  is  made  to  the  Christian  public,  whether  its  resources  ought  not 
to  be  abundantly  enlarged.  Nothing  but  the  limited  means  of  the  society 
prevents  its  influence  from  being  felt  with  power. 

Let  us,  however,  always  remember  that  it  is  in  God  alone  that  our  institution 
moves,  and  has  its  being.  Let  us  thank  Him  for  permitting  us  to  establish  a 
Home  Missionary  Society,  and  for  blessing  the  eflbrts  it  has  put  forth.  Our 
coontry  stands  in  great  need  of  all  the  Christian  institutions  of  the  day.  Let 
none  be  suflTered  to  fall  for  want  of  support ;  but  may  all,  domestic  and  foreigni 
be  sustained,  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  by  the  vigorous  eflbrts  of  all  Christians.

The  Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  next  read  by  the 
Rev.  Absalom  Peters,  Corresponding  Secretary. 

FIFTH  REPORT. 

All  the  actions  of  intelligent  agents,  under  the  moral  government  of  Ood, 
are  connected  with  respo^sibilitv.  Besides  our  obligations  to  Him  who  will 
nitimately  bring  every  work  into  judgment,  there  is  a  subordinate  and  reciprocal 
ntpmtibUUy  of  intelligent  agents  to  each  other.  The  enlightened  conscience 
of  the  christian  recognizes  this  principle,  and  when  associated  with  others  in 
enterprises  of  a  public  nature,  he  feels  tiiat  there  is  a  propriety  in  his  being 
required  publicli/  to  account  for  his  doin^.  « 

Such  are  the  impressions  under  which  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
AnERicAN  Home  Missiojtary  Society  come  to  its  Fifth  Anntvers  ary.  Here 
too,  as  at  the  close  of  each  of  the  preceding  years,  their  dtUij^  through  the  bless- 
ing of  God,  becomes  a  delightful  prittilefce.  Their  satisfaction,  indeed,  surpasses 
that  which  they  felt  on  presenting  their  former  reports,  in  proportion  as  the 
labours  of  the  yeer  have  been  more  arduous,  difficult  and  embarrassed,  and  their 
results,  in  several  most  interesting  particulars,  more  suocessful.  The 
Head  of  the  church  has  continued  to  bless  the  Society,  by  signal  manifestations 
of  his  favour.  The  lives  of  its  Committee,  its  Agents,  and  its  Missionaries,  (with 
two  exceptions*)  have  all  been  preserved  f — And  our  fellow-labourers,  throughout 

•i?f».  John  L,  Howard,  of  the  Thoolopical  Seminary,  Auburn,  N.  Y.  died  on  the 
<J»y  appointed  for  hi«  ordination,  and  pr«vious  to  settinpf  out  for  his  field  of  labonr  in 
Upper  Canada ;  and  Rev.  John  Alexander  of  Poruville,  Tompkins  Co.,  N.  Y.,  who 
wjillednine  nLonths  of  his  Commission. 

tThus  our  Report  was  written  and  adopted  by  the  Committee.  But  in  the  midst  of 
Jife,  vs  ase  in  doatbr    But  yesterday  the  intelligence  arrived,  and  thia  da^  tbia  ^iu^ 
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tlM  wide  field  of  their  dispersion,  not  only  Hve  to  praise  Qod,  bnt  the  leeolte  of 
tbeir  ministry  have  been  such  as  to  indicate  a  degree  of  spiiitual  prosperity  on 
the  whole  field  of  the  Society's  operations,  highly  encouraging  to  the  frienda  of 
the  cause  for  which  we  labour.  The  propriety  and  force  of  these  lemarka  will 
be  flilly  illustrated  by  the  details  embraced  in  the  following  table.

For  tlie  details,  the  reader  is  referred  to  the 
Beport  itself,  which  is  published  in  a  separate  form.] 

NUMBER  or  MISSIONAEIES  AND  CONOBEGATIONS  AIDBD. 

From  the  preceding  details,  it  appears  that  the  number  of  Miseionariefl  and 
Affents  employed  by  the  Society,  during  tlie  last  year,  is  463,  and  the  number 
orcongregations  and  missionary  districts  which  have  been  aided  in  their sapport 
is  577.  Of  the  missionaries  and  agents  sbove  enumerated,  299  were  in  com- 
mianon  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  The  remaining  164,  have  been 
new  appointments  during  the  year,  making  in  all  463. 

PEOPOETION  OF  MISSIONARIES,  SlC,  IN  EACH  STATE. 

It  ia  apparent,  also,  from  the  foregoing  table,  that  the  influence  of  the  Society 
has  been  felt  in  22  states  and  territories,  and  has  been  extended  to  the  adjoining 
province  of  Upper  Canada.  The  proportion  of  missionaries  employed,  and  of 
congregations  aided,  in  each  state,  has  been  graduated,  as  it  ever  must  be,  by 
the  interest  manifested  by  the  people,  to  secure  the  blessings  of  a  preached 
goapel,  the  character  of  their  wants  and  prospects,  as  made  known  to  the 
committee,  and  the  choice  of  the  missionaries  themselves.  Those  states  and 
territories,  therefore,  have  been  best  served  by  the  Society,  whose  correspon- 
dence has  must  clearly  developed  thoir  necessities,  and  their  disposition 
efficiently  to  co-operate  with  this  Conimittce  in  supplying  their  own  destitute. 
This  will  account  for  the  comparatively  large  number  of  missionaries  employed, 
and  of  congrregations  aided, in  the  States  of  New-York,  Ohio,  Indiana,  lUinois 
and  Michigan  Territory.  It  is  becniii<e  the  Auxiliary  Societies  in  those  statea 
have  furnished  increased  facilities  to  the  operations  of  the  parent  Society,  and 
greater  inducements  to  ministers  to  enter  ui)on  their  destitute  fields. 

In  addition  to  the  considerations  already  named  as  determining  the  location 
of  missionaries,  and  as  secnring  to  some  states  a  larger  projiortion  of  appoint- 
ments than  to  others,  the  following  is  worthy  of  notice.  It  has  ever  appeared  to 
this  committee  an  object  of  the  first  importance,  as  early  as  practicable,  to 
occupy  with  an  efiicient  ministry  the  new  and  rapidly  increasing  settlements  on 
our  western  and  southern  frontiers.  To  this  object,  therefore,  they  have 
directed  their  special  attention.  But  they  have  found  this  department  of  their 
great  enterprise  no  less  difficult  than  important.  In  such  settlements  generally, 
religious  societies  are  unformed,  and  the  people  are  not  prepared  to  adopt  any 
systematic  measures  even  to  assist  in  the  support  of  religious  institutions. 
Often  there  are  not  so  much  as  two  or  three  who  are  sufficiently  agreed  to  unite 
in  soliciting  a  missionary  to  be  sent.  In  all  such  cases  it  is  manifest  tliat  to 
wait  for  an  application  from  the  people,  would  be  to  withhold  from  them  the 
blessings  of  the  gospel.  They  feel  not  their  need  of  these  blessings,  and  of 
course  will  not  ask  for  them.     Yet  their  need  is  the  greater  because  of  their 

culara  have  been  put  into  my  handp,  of  tlie  decease  of  one  of  our  own  number.  Ma. 
Archibald  Falconer,  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Society,  and  from  the  beginning,  a 
faithful,  efficient  and  highly  valued  meinl>er  of  the  Executive  Commiltee.  Having 
left  this  city  for  England,  in  October  last,  for  the  improvement  of  his  health,  we  have 
been  deprived  of  his  counsel  at  our  weekly  meetings,  hut  have  been  assured  by  his 
letters  of  an  afiectionate  remembrance  in  his  prayers,  lie  remained  in  England  until 
January  last,  when,  his  symptoms  becoming  more  alarming,  he  took  passage  from 
Falmouth  to  Bio  Janeiro,  by  the  way  of  Madeira,  and  died  at  sea,  Feb.  13th,  in  the 
language  of  the  Captain  who  communicated  tho  intelligcndtB,  **  praying  to  ikat 
Almighty,  tpAo  is  the  Author  and  disposer  of  aU  events,** 
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ioKonbility,  and  the  oomnittee  have  felt  that  to  withhold  appropriatiom  fVom 
Boch  flettlementfly  would  be  to  neglect  one  of  the  most  interesting  as  well  as 
ifflportant  objects  of  £he  Society.  They  have  accordingly  used  every  endeavour 
to  procure  and  direct  to  our  frontier  states  and  temtories,  men  of  suitable 
qoaJificttions  for  the  work  to  be  done.  Here  again  there  arc  peculiar  difficulties 
to  be  encountered.  It  is  easy,  indeed,  to  induce  young  men  and  others  to  take 
Murionary  tours  to  these  remote  settlements,  and  spend  a  few  months,  if  they 
may  then  return  to  fields  more  white  unto  the  harvest.  The  experience, 
however,  of  Missionary  Societies  and  Boards  of  Missions  before  existing  in  this 
coanlry  has  evinced  that  such  kind  of  service  is  comparatively  of  little  use. 
ThJBConunittee,  therefore, early  established  it  as  a  rule,  to  send  no  missionaries  to 
the  frontier  states  and  territories,  who  were  not  willing  to  express  it  as  their 
tmctn  inteniion  and  MeUled  purpose,  (Providence  favouring,)  to  renunn  and  spend 
tkeir  Uou  on  those  Jieids,  jSut  we  have  thought  it  unreasonable  to  exact  such 
a  pledge  from  those  who  have  the  courage  thus  to  take  their  lives  in  their 
hands,  and  meet  the  perils  and  privations,  and  identify  themselves  with  the 
interests  of  new  and  remote  settlements,  without  pledging,  on  the  part  of  the 
Society,  at  least  a  competent  support  for  the  first  year  of  the  missionary's 
KTvice.  This  indeed  is  the  only  method  by  which  the  preaching  of  the  gospel 
can  be  permanently  secured  in  those  sections  of  the  country  which  arc  the  most 
destitute.  It  roust  be  sent  to  them,  or  they  will  remain  destitute  ;  and  in  sending 
the  fospel  to  such  fields,  the  committee  have  found  it  necessary  to  commission 
their  missionaries  without  regular  applications  from  the  people,  and  to  assume 
their  entire  support,  including  such  sums  as  they  may  derive  from  the  fields  on 
which  they  labour.  No  less  ihan  34  of  the  miss^ionarios  named  in  this  report, 
hive  been  thus  appointed.  These  in  general  have  been  the  niotst  expensive  mis- 
sionaof  the  Society,  wliile  in  some  instances,  the  Missionary  who  was  sent,  unsoli- 
cited by  any  organized  conj^regation,  lias  been  not  only  received  with  cordi- 
ality, but  his  support  has  been  principally  siietained  by  the  people,  and  the 
Society  relieved  from  the   whole  or  a  large  portion  of  its  pledge. 

Excepting  the  above  named  34  nuHsionaries,  and  5  others  who  have  been 
employed  as  agents,  the  remaining  4*24,  have  ])een  appointed  on  application 
from  tbe  churches  or  con<,'ro2:ations  where  they  labour,  and  the  amount  pledged 
iu  each  case  has  been  the  least  sum  which  the  committee  have  regarded 
sufficient  to  enable  the  applicant  congregation  to  support  and  retain  the  minister 
of  their  choice. 

EXTENT  OF  FIELDS  AND  AMOUNT  OF  LABOUR  PERFORMED. 

Of  the  whole  number  employed  by  the  Society,  319  are  settled  as  Pastors,  or 
are  statedly  enganred  in  single  congregations,  105  divide*  their  la  hours,  cither  as 
Pastors  or  stated  supplies,  between  two  or  three  congregations,  and  39  in- 
clodiag  Agents,  are  employed  on  larger  lields.  Thus  engafred,  the  403  mis- 
«?">narie3  of  the  Society,  within  those  portions  of  the  year  embraced  in  their 
commissions,  have  i>crformed  the  full  amount  of  ministerial  labour,  which 
*oiild  employ  a  succession  of  individuals  295  years. 

KC0N03fY  IN  EXPENDITURES,  AND  STATE  OF  THE  TREASURY. 

The  above  amount  of  service,  has  been  performed  at  an  expense  of  J?  17,247.60 
— whicli  has  actually  been  paid  out  from  the  treasury  within  the  year, 
'nrluding office  rent,  Secretary's  salary,  and  all  tlio  incidental  exj)enses  of  the 
Society.  But  whence  have  been  derived  the  means  of  so  large  an  expenditure? 
At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  treasury  was  overdrawn  jK»4.11,and 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  income  of  the  Society  was  far  less  than  its 
nisbureements,  so  that,  for  several  months  in  succession,  the  payments  from  the 
tfewury  weie  in  advance  of  its  receipts  from  J7,000  to  g  10,000  for  which  the 
Trcuurer  and  other  individuals  of  the  Committee  became  personally  responsible, 
t-nder  the  pressure  of  this  exigency,  it  was  seriously  dehberated,  whcthei  tj© 
Might  not  to  withhold  further  tLppropriations  until  wc  ehould  be  po&secse^  o^ 
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the  raeanBOf  more  extended  operationi  without  the  neoeiiity  of  incieMing  tbe 
penoaal  refponiibility  of  the  Committee.  The  result  was  a  nnammoos  decUoo 
that  the  uninterrupted  advancement  of  this  enterprise,  is  an  objeot  of  too  gnaM. 
importance  to  be  hindered  by  the  fear  of  ultimate  pecuniary  embarraasaeit^ 
especially  when  the  evidences  of  the  favour  of  God,  and  the  confidence  of  the 
christian  public,  were  accumulating  with  tho  experience  of  every  monA.  Tht^ 
work  was,  accordingly,  in  no  degree  arrested,  but  the  operations  of  tbe  Society 
were  steadily  increased,  with  an  unshaken  confidence,  that  the  friends  of  tte 
cause  would  not  fail  to  meet  its  reasonable  demands. 

In  the  mean  time  every  effort  was  used  to  procure  agents  to  engage  per^ 
manently  in  the  business  of  collecting  funds  for  this  object.  In  this,  however* 
we  failed  to  such  a  degree, -that  some  large  and  able  portions  of  the  field,  to 
whose  liberality  the  Committee  look  with  confidence,  have  not  yet  been  visited 
by  any  Agent.  The  efforts  of  the  Secretary,  however,  and  other  A^nts  who 
have  oeen  employed,  have  been  successful,  and  have  furnished  increasing 
evidence  that  the  appeals  of  this  Society  have  lost  none  of  their  interest  witn 
the  christian  public.  The  treasury  has  accordingly  been  replenished.  The 
receipts  of  the  last  year,  as  appears  from  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  have 
exceeded  those  of  the  preceding  year  {5,779.34,  while  the  expenditures  of  the 
Society  have  increased  {4,818.10,  leaving  in  the  Treasury,  at  the  present  time 
2877.13.  The  committee  arc,  however,  under  engagements  to  Missionaxiee 
and  Agents  now  in  the  field,  {36,785.00,  which  must  be  discharged  within  the 
coming  twelve  months. 

In  entering  into  these  engagements,  the  Committee  have  been  aware  that,  ie 
the  work  of  Missions,  as  in  other  departments  of  charitable  eflbrt,  a  Society 
known  to  have  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  destitute,  and  the 
needy  is  exposed  to  unworthy  applications  for  its  bounty.  This  fact  presents  e 
point  of  the  greatest  ditficulty  and  delicacy  in  the  bestowment  of  public 
charities.  The  Committee  have  accordingly  endeavoured  to  guard,  on  the  one 
hand,  against  an  indiscriminate  or  a  lavish  expenditure  of  the  Society's  iundsy 
iand  on  tbe  other,  to  avoid  that  degree  of  retrenchment  in  sppropriations,  which 
might  disappoint  the  reasonable  expectations  of  congregations  asking  assistance, 
and  thus  discourage  rather  than  aid  them  in  their  efforts  to  support  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  gospel.  To  attain  these  ends  as  perfectly  as  possible,  each 
ap}dication  has  been  carefully  examined,  and  appointments  have  been  delayed, 
until,  by  correspondence  or  otherwise,  the  Committee  have  becosoe  assured 
both  of'^the  wishes  of  the  congregations,  and  of  the  regular  standing,  good 
reputation,  and  prospects  of  usefulness  of  the  minister  employed.  Aid  has  then 
been  granted,  on  application  from  the  people,  accompanied  with  suitable 
evidence  that  it  "was  needed.  It  has  accordingly  been  received  with  many 
expressions  of  gratitude  from  the  churches  and  congregations  assisted,  and  in 
most  cases,  has  been  attended  with  the  happiest  effects,  not  only  in  sustaining' 
the  needy  under  present  embarrassments,  but  in  concentrating  their  own 
resources,  and  encouraging  them  to  make  more  vigorous  efforts  to  secure  the 
blessings  of  a  permanent  ministry.  This  system  has  been  pursued  with  a 
confidence,  strengthened  by  tho  experience  of  every  year,  that  it  is  hapmly 
adapted  to  accomplish  the  great  end  for  which  the  Society  was  formed,  ana  that 
it  will  permanently  retain,  as  it  has  hitherto  received,  the  approbation  and 
patronage  of  the  religious  public.  It  is  a  system  of  encouragemerU  as  well  as  of 
economy,  and  docs  not  enervate,  as  is  the  case  witJi  charities  indiscriminately 
bestowed,  but  strengthens  and  stimulates  to  renewed  exertions  the  congrega- 
tions aided,  and  has  enabled  them,  in  many  instances,  to  return  to  the  Society, 
within  the  year,  some  portion  of  the  amounts  appropriated.  This  has  been  the 
case  with  all  those  congregations  named  in  the  preceding  table,  as  having 
<•  raised  by  AiLxiliary  AstocUUioru,"  a  portion  of  the  aid  granted.  Deducting, 
however,  all  that  may  thus  be  derived  from  the  fields  to  which  appropriations 
have  been  made,  a  large  proportion  of  the  amount  pledged  by  the  committeet 
will  still  remain  to  be  raised  from  the  more  favoured  of  the  religions  pablic. 
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•kou6  lUe  to  0puei  from  their  abundance,  portions  ibr  the  poor.  On  these, 
theSodety  has  pnneipally  depended  hitherto  for  the  means  of  prosecuting,  with 
dbetfita  noble  enterprise ;  and  that  this  is  not  a  vain  dependence,  for  the  future , 
OHi/ lis  inferred  from  a  brief  survey  of  the  following. 

SOURCES  or  INCOME. 

Dooationfl  from  individuals  have  been  received  from  almost  every  part  of  the 
CDOBtiy,  and  have  been  transmitted,  both  anonymously  and  otherwise,  accom- 
ptoied  with  such  expressions  of  interest  in  the  object  of  the  Society,  as  evince 
that  it  is  remembered  in  the  closets  of  the  pious,  as  well  as  in  the  assemblies  of 
tk  stints.  These  encouraging  indications  of  a  widely  extended  interest  and 
nofidence  in  the  operations  of  Uie  Society,  have  been  multiplied  during  the  last 
jetr,  tnd  have  been  furnished  in  almost  every  amount,  from  the  litOe  child's 
cQOtribation  to  the  box  of  charity,  to  the  donation  of  ^2,000.  Many  Pastors  and 
Churches,  also,  have  testified  their  estimation  of  the  privilege  of  bearing  a  part 
in  this  work  of  love,  by  collections  taken  up  particularly  at  tho  Monthly  Concert 
ibr  Prayer,  and  on  the  day  of  annual  Thanksgiving.  In  addition  to  the  above, 
the  Society  has  derived  very  seasonable  aid,  within  the  year,  from  the  payment 
offeveral  small  bequests,  and  especially  from  the 

LEGACY  OF  THE  LATE  WABREN  RICHARDSON. 

This  gentleman  died  in  the  summer  of  1829,  in  Andover,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  had  resided  a  number  of  years,  and  by  active  industry,  had  accumu- 
lited  an  estate  of  more  than  {20,000.  He  was  not  a  professor  of  religion,  and  it 
wti  not  until  a  short  time  previous  to  his  death,  that  his  attention  was  Provi- 
dentiaUy  directed  to  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  church,  and  in  the  near 
prospect  of  eternity,  he  bequeathed  moro  than  half  of  his  estate  to  several 
Itttitutions  of  reUgious  charity.  The  bequest  to  the  A.  H.  M.  Society,  was  a 
rniduum  of  uncertain  amount;  and  his  widow,  Mrs.  Lucretia  Richardson, 
with  a  sacred  regard  to  the  intention  of  the  deceased,  and  with  a  cordiality  in 
the  object  which  entitles  her  to  the  gratitude  of  its  friends,  has  furnished 
the  iJociety  with  every  facility  to  become  possessed  of  the  amount.  She  has 
accordingly  already  paid  into  the  Treasury  tho  sum  of  S^,100,  and  a  small 
cuDi)  we  understand,  remains  yet  to  be  collected.  The  reception  of  this 
legacy,  as  a  reUef  from  the  embarrassment  which  must  otherwise  have  been 
nperienced,  has  been  regarded  by  the  Committee  as  a  pcculiurly  timely 
interposition  of  Divine  Providence.  It  will  doubtless  be  recognized  in  Heaven, 
u  among  the  means  which  have  caused  thousands  to  rejoice  evermore ; 
U)d  it  seems  but  right  that  we  should  distinctly  recognize  it  in  this  report. 
While,  however,  tho  Committee  acknowledge,  with  gratitude,  the  foregoing 
items,  it  still  remains  to  be  stated  that  the  largest  amount  received  from  any 
one  of  the  general  sources  of  the  Society's  income  has  been  derived  from 

auxiliary  societies  and  associations. 

These  have  increased,  during  the  year,  from  273  to  385.  The  following  have

Much  advancement  has  been  given  to  the  cause  of  truth  witldn  the  boi 
the  Agency,  while  the  surplus  of  its  collections  above  the  amount  expcD 
that  field,  has  aided  the  Society  in  thrusting  forth  other  labourers  mto 
portions  of  the  harvest. 

The  Ckntkal  Aobmcy  in  the  State  of  New- York.  The  present  i 
considered  as  the  First  AnmuU  Report  of  this  Agency,  which  was  ^>] 
in  October,  1829,  on  the  same  plan  of  the  **  Western  Agency"  above  nam 
was  not  fiilly  organized  and  in  operation  imtil  a  few  months  previous  to 
1830.  Since  that  time,  besides  oischargin^  a  considerable  amount  of  tb 
and  pledges  of  the  '<  Western  Domestic  Missionary  Society,"  whose  re 
bilities  it  assumed,  it  has  aided  in  the  support  of  38  missionaries  in 
counties  of  this  State,  which  lie  within  or  contiguous  to  the  Synod  of 
which  is  the  QQptre  of  its  operations.  Ten  of  the  congregations  aided  c 
field,  are  repomd  as  having  enjoyed  special  revivals  of  religion,  and  in  | 
the  labours  of  the  missionaries  have  been  crownod  with  more  than  oj 
success. 

Notwithstanding  the  embarrassment  occasioned  to  this  Agency,  1 
removal  of  its  Secretary,  the  Rev.  R.  Cushman,  in  October  last,  to  a 
field  of  labour,  and  tho  necessary  delay  in  procuring  a  successor,  its  pai 
to  the  Treasury  of  the  Society,  within  the  year,  have  amounted  to  ^,1 
while  its  present  organization  and  activity,  are  such  as  afford  the 
encouraging  promise  of  extended  and  permanent  efliciency. 

The  Maine  Missionary  Socistv,  has  continued  its  operations  with  ii 
cd  energy  and  success,  and,  though  the  receipts  into  its  Treasury  have 
less  than  the  amount  reported  tiio  previous  year,  this  is  to  be  atti 
rather  to  tho  want  of  agents  lor  the  collection  of  funds,  than  t 
diminution  of  interest  or  zeal  among  tho  friends  of  the  cause  in  that 
The  number  of  its  Missionaries  appointed  under  conunissions  from  the  '. 
Society  has  incrcuticd  during  the  year  from  J8  to  47,  in  addition  to  whic 
Committee,  by  the  appropriation  of  funds  pledged  by  the  Massacl 
Missionary  Society,  have  aided  in  the  support  of  i>  missionaries  on  the 
field,  making,  in  all,  55.  The  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  Dr.  C 
under  date  of  April  25, 1031,  remarks,  in  general,  that  there  are  various 
table  and  religious  societies,  in  every  township  where  we  have  Missio: 
and  several  converts  in  many  of  the  rto<'i(»tics,  as  well  as  revivals  in  ol 
On  the  whole,  the  advanceinont  of  this  iSooiety,  Jis  an  auxiliary,  has  b 
rapid  and  encouraging,  as  its  best  friends  had  any  reason  to  expect,  a 
trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant,  when,  its  zeal  having  provoked  very  ro 
will  itself  become  an  efiicient  helper  ^to  the  Parent  Society  in  aiding  the 
and  supplying  the  destitute  on  the  opposite  and  far  distant  frontiers  of  th 
and  south. 

Tho  Vermont  Domestic  Missionary  Society,  includmg  tho   If 
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HOiin/y  AsMocifUi<m,  lias  aided,  during  tlio  last  year,  in  the  support  of  '2B  mUsiun- 
rie8  in  that  State,  whose  labouni  api^ear  to  have  been  attended  with  usual  sue- 
CSS,  while  several  of  the  congregations  aided,  have  becnbleH^ed  with  revivals 
f  religion.  The  expenditures  oi  this  Society  have  exceeded  itn  receipts  during 
he  last  year,  which  is  accounted  lor  by  the  tact  that  no  Agents  have  been 
•mploycd  in  that  state  for  the  collection  of  funds  for  the  last  two  years.  Its 
directors,  however,  manifest  a  zeal  and  an  enterprise  which  funiish  the  strong- 
st  ground  of  confidence,  that,  in  the  language  of  their  last  Report,  they  toiil 
to  Of  ihey  have  done  and  cofrriTiirE  to  do  so,  ichife  the  (tccation  iasU  ;  and  that  by 
acreasing  their  exertions,  they  will  be  able  hereaiter,  through  the  Parent 
lociety,  to  extend  their  influence  much  beyond  the  bounds  of  their  own  state. 

The  NEw-HAMP9HiRF.Mis4ioNARy  SiK-iKTY  has  Continued  its  co-operation  with 
his  Committee,  and  has  granted  aid  to  31  missionaries  in  that  state,  under 
ommiBsions  from  the  Parent  Society.  But  as  we  have  not  received  the 
egidar  annual  returns  from  the  Secretary,  we  are  unable  to  add  ttny  further 
larticulars  in  this  place. 

THE  DOMEBTIC   MIRSIONAET   SOCIETY  OF  COllllECTlCUT. 

This  Society  has  come  iuto  active  co-operation  with  the  A.  H.  M*  S.  noce 
vnr  last  anniversary,  and  has  conformed  to  the  stipulations  recommended  to 
the  adoption  of  Auxiliary  Societies.  It  has  not  been  practicable,  however,  for 
it  to  become  formally  auxiliary,  on  account  of  a  condition  in  its  constitution^ 
vbich  renders  it  necessary  to  delay  such  a  measure  until  its  next  anniversary, 
when  it  is  proposed  to  consummate  its  connexion  under  the  name  of  the 
*  Oo?f  NECTicuT  Mission  A  HIT  Sopirty  Auxiliary,  to  the  A.  II.  M.  S."  In  the 
Man  time  it  conducts  its  ojierationa  ns  an  auxiliary,  anl9  has  already  pledged 
lid  in  the  support  of  22  missionaries  and  agents  inuler  commissions  furnished 
ty  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  The  rnceiplH  into  its  treasury,  from  June  18,  1030,  to 
April  I,  1831,  have  boon  )f*2'27ti  77,  und  its  payments  to  the  Parent  Society, 
under  the  above  stipulations,  have  been  ^tJOH  ^i\.  Its  operations  under  the  pre- 
wnt  arrangement,  have  been  highly  successful,  and  furnish  the  most  animating 
encouragement,  that,  hercat\er,  in  addition  to  fiiniishing  all  needed  aid  to  the 
feeble  congregations  in  that  state,  it  will  be  an  efficient  auxiliary  of  the  A.  H. 
H.  S.  in  sustaining  its  great  enterprise  in  behalf  of  the  West  and  South.  As 
it  proposes,  in  this  way,  to  enter,  in  Eome  measure,  into  the  labors  of  the  old 
'^  VoMeclind  Jfusumary  ^VxiWy,*'  and  to  be  conducted  by  the  same  Board  of 
Directors,  it  is  confidently  believed  that  it  will  more  than  equal  the  usefulness, 
tnd  sustain  the  reputation  of  that  venerable  institution,  whoso  praise  is  in  all 
the  churches. 

The  Sabbath  Scholars'  Missionary  Association  of  the  Sabbath  Schools 
connected  with  the  Cedar-street  Presbyterian  church.  New- York,  both  on 
account  of  its  peculiarity  and  its  efficiency,  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most 
interesting  of  the  AuxiliHries  of  the  Parent  Society.  It  has  paid  into  the  trea- 
niry  of  the  Society,  during  the  last  year,  the  sum  of  $600,  and  stands  pledged 
for  the  entire  amount  of  aid  granted  by  this  committee  to  five  missionaries  in 
Ohio,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  and  Michigan  territory.  Its  Fourth  Annual  Report, 
recently  published,  indicates  a  comprehensivencFs  of  design,  a  maturity  of  plan, 
tnd  a  system  in  execution,  which  would  do  honour  to  any  association  for  benevo- 
lent purposes,  while  it  evinces,  in  a  most  pleasing  manner,  that  the  great  national 
f>bject  of  the  Parent  Society  has  already  made  a  lodgement  in  the  hearts  of  the 
children  of  that  congregation,  both  male  and  female,  from  which  it  will  not  be 
?asily  displaced.  But  the  benefits  of  this  youthful  association  have  not  been 
ronfined  to  the  direct  resultft  of  the  aid  which  it  has  furnished  to  the  Parent 
Society.  The  Sabbath  Scholars  in  other  congregations  in  this  city  have  been 
'timalated  by  their  example  to  form  similar  associations,  and  thus  an  influence 
tas  been  commenced^  which  we  trust  will  extend  until  manv  youthful  hearts 
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itjid  liAiids  will  be  M-armly  and  actively  engaged  in  this  and  other  enterprisefi 
^i*  bcneTolcnce. 

The  WEaTEim  Reserve  Domestic  Miss iotc art  Society,  embraces,  as  its 
Held,  the  nortliem  part  of  i>hio,  and  the  wliule  of  Michigan  territory,  and  is 
co-extensive  with  tlie  Western  Reefer ve  Svnod.  This  auxiliary  has  come  into 
itill  and  systematic  co-operation  with  the  tarent  Society  within  the  last  year. 
Since  October  last,  it  lias  assumed  the  support  of  six  missionaries  under  com- 
missions furnished  by  this  committee.  Our  Agent  on  that  tield,  who  is  also 
Secretary  of  the  Society,  has  been  actively  engaged  during  the  year,  in  visiting 
the  congregations,  encouraging  the  feeble  to  make  more  vigorous  cfibrts  to 
fiUstain  the  institutions  of  the  gospel  among  themselves,  and  soliciting  contri- 
butions. The  actual  receipts  of  the  Society  have  been  small,  but  tm  A^nt 
reports  that  the  present  prospect  from  subscriptions  made  and  pledges  given 
may  be  considered  equivalent  to  a  security  for  S^OOO  within  the  present  3^ear» 
iuia  that  though  the  cause  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  there  arc  indications  of  its  soon 
ttecoDoing  one  of  prominent  interest  among  the  churches  on  the  Reserve. 

•TUfi  GEZmUL  COMlinTXB  OF  AGENCY  FOB  HOME  UISfllONS  IN  THE  WESTCBN  STATES,  ESTAS- 

LISIIED  IN   CINCINNATI,   OHIO. 

This  Agency  was  named  in  our  last  Annual  Report,  as  having  been  appoint- 
ed, but  its  operations  suspended  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  concurrence 
i^f  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  General  Assembly  in  the  same  or  some  other 
appointments,  to  conduct  unitedly  the  operations  of  that  Board  and  of  this 
wcicty  in  tho  Western  States.  We  tlien  expressed  the  hope  that,  in  course 
of  the  coming  three  months,  tiie  above  organization  WM)u]d  be  pertcctcd  and  in 
iJlU  operation,  affording  a  facility  for  prosecuting  the  work  of  Home  Missions 
beyond  the  mountains  never  before  enjoyed.  The  Committee,  however,  have 
pot  been  able  to  effect  the  proposed  arrangement,  and,  owing  to  the  delay  occa- 
sioned by  the  correspondence  m  relation  to  it,  the  Central  Commiiiee  of  Agency 
was  not  fully  organized  until  late  in  the  autumn,  when  our  Agent,  the  Rnf,  tt. 
Cttf&smm,  who  is  also  Secretary  of  tlie  above  Committee,  entered  upon  his 
Jaboura  on  that  field,  and  has  suicc  pursued  them  with  great  industry  and  cncoa- 
raging  success.  That  Committee  have  not  yet  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
supporting  any  particular  Missionaries,  having  hitherto  made  all  its  appropria- 
tions throujg;h  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Society,  while  the  attention  and 
labours  of^the  Agent  have  been  chiefly  directed  to  the  formation  of  Auxiliaiy 
Societies  and  raismg  funds.  The  amount  of  subscriptions  and  cash  received, 
as  reported  up  to  the  1st  of  April,  1831,  was  ^1658  12,  and  other  arra^ements 
have  been  made  with  Comnuttees  of  Correspondence  and  Auxiliary  £>cieties 
on  that  field,  which  indicate  a  state  of  preparation  for  future  and  extended  ope- 
rations, highly  creditable  to  the  enterprise  and  enlarged  views  of  the  Central 
Committee. 

•*  The  experience  of  every  day,"  says  the  Secretary,  in  his  Report,  «  con- 
vinces us  more  deeply  of  the  amazing  responsibility  under  which  we  now  act. 
Never  have  we  felt  so  sensibly  the  necessity  of  high  attainments  in  knowledge, 
in  wisdom  and  in  holiness,  as  since  engaged  in  giving  some  direction  and 
efficiency  to  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  in  the  great  valley  of  the  west.  We  would  not 
take  a  step  in  this  enterprise  without  leaning  on  tlie  kind  arm  of  our  Divine 
Redeemer.''  And  again,  '*  we  hove  been  much  gratified  and  encouraged  by  the 
:^fealous  cooperation  of  ^any  churches  and  individuals  on  this  field.  So  ftir  as 
we  can  judge,  there  is  an  increasing  attachment  to  the  prmciples  of  the  A.  H. 
M.  S.  The  more  it  is  known,  the  more  it  is  approved.  The  operations  of  the 
Society  evince  that  it  is  just  what  it  professes  to  be,  the  servakt  of  the 
Churches.  The  divine  favour  has  hitherto  attended  its  movements,  and  we 
are  well  persuaded  that  it  is  one  branch  of  the  great  system  of  benevolence, 
which  is  to  fill  the  world  with  the  riches  of  redeeming  grsce." 

Such  are  the  subsidiary  orj^anizations  which  have  nitherto  afforded  the  most 
oflteient  aid  to  the  Society  in  its  extended  operations.    To  these  we  might  add.

Tke  oonveruon  of  soula,  as  it  in  the  single  uOmatt  object  of  the  Booaty, 
kmn§  the  first  place  in  this  review.  But  here  it  is  not  pouible  to  speak  with 
Mfat  acctuacj.  It  appears,  from  a  carelnl  petnsat  of  the  reports  of  tha 
liirionaries,  that  there  have  been  added  to  the  churches  aided,  within  the 
lot  year,  34S1  aouls,  Bo32  of  whom  have  been  received  on  profession  of 
tkairluth,  tad  have  been  admitted,  for  the  first  time,  to  the  communion  of 
Iks  church.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  reports  of  the 
Ibaoaaiiea  are  imperfect.  Making  a  suitable  allowance,  therefore,  for 
Mets  in  these  reports,  there  caimot  be  estimated  less  than  3,800  new  addi- 
(int  to  the  chorcb,  under  the  labours  of  onr  Uiaaionaries,  while  the  number 
tfbqiafiil  ctmveraioDs  is  doubtless  larger  than  the  above.  These,  inmanv 
JlitiBfna,  have  been  the  grmdnal  ingathering  of  those  who  have  been  penuttod,

tyunj  of  the  congregations  which  have  shared  m  its  bounty.  Twice  bleueil 
■ve  been  tbone  charitiea  which  have  been  derived  from  such  sources  and  bc^n 
dtreeted  to  snch  results. 
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SABBjiTH  SCHOOLS,  BIBLE  CLABSEB,  AWD  BENEVOLENT  INSTITUTIOVt. 

In  Other  sffcs,  the  few  souk  that  were  converted,  were  accustomed  to  remus 
companitively  idle,  in  respect  to  external  action,  because  no  man  had  hired  ikm. 
The  wants  and  claims  of  the  world  were  but  little  known,  and  there  ezisfead 
none  of  those  ossociatbns  which  now  make  their  appeal  to  all  liearti,  and  invite 
to  benevolent  effort,  every  man  that  conieth  to  the  hght.  But  now  the  relatioH 
of  the  church  to  a  world  lying  in  wickedness,  are  better  understood,  ni 
wherever  ministers  preaeh  the  gospel,  we  are  accustomed  to  look  for  other 
influences  besides  the  conversion  of  souls.  The  hearts  of  parents  are  turned  to 
their  children,  and  the  sympathies  of  the  rich  and  the  intelligent  are  kindled  IR 
on  behalf  of  the  poor  and  the  ignorant,  and  wherever  revivab  are  enjoyed,  both 
the  Pastor  and  his  flock  feel  that  they  are  blessed  that  they  may  become 
blessings  to  others.  Ilenoe  have  arisen  in  our  day  the  system  of  Sabbitk 
School  and  Bible  Class  instruction,  with  which  the  youth  of  our  congregatMNM 
are  so  generally  favoured;  and  hence  have  been  originated  those  other  metbodi 
of  doing  good,  through  which  the  benign  influences  of  our  churches  arc  extended 
to  the  destitute,  and  scattered  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  And  even  the  poor, 
when  tlieir  hearts  are  touched  with  the  love  of  God,  do  not  ask  to  be  excused 
from  taking  part  in  these  enterprises  of  benevolence.  We  do  but  report  there- 
fore what  the  friends  of  the  Society  are  prepared  to  hear,  when  we  announce 
that  its  463  missionaries  have  reported,  as  under  their  instruction,  during  the 
year,  more  than  SOO  Bible  Classes,  embracing  not  less  than  bOOO  members,  and 
that  there  have  been  sustained,  in  the  congregations  aided,  not  less  than  50C 
Sabbath  Hchools,  with  not  less  than  520,000  pupils.  Yet  these  are  glorious  resuhi 
and  fall  of  the  most  interesting  promise  to  the  ciiurches  where  thev  exist  Thej 
constitute  so  many  little  centres  of  religious  influence,  which  will  be  felt  upoi 
other  generations.  Thev  invite  the  influences  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  thus,  ii 
many  ofthem,  revivals  of  religion  have  had  their  conunenccment,  in  which  M 
a  few  both  of  the  teachers  and  the  taught  have  been  savingly  benefited,  ant 
Iiundreds  of  the  careless  reclaimed  and  saved. 

In  the  promotion  of  Sabbath  Schools,  our  missionaries  generally  have  beei 
much  encouraged  by  the  resolution  of  the  American  Sunday  School  Union,  t 
supply  the  valley  of  the  Mi6tii68ippi  with  Sabbath  School  instruction,  within  twi 
years.  It  is  known  to  the  public,  that  this  Committee  early  pledged  it 
endeavours,  through  the  Missionaries  of  the  Society,  to  establish  at  least  on 
thousand  of  the  schools  required  to  accomplish  this  noble  resolution.  But  a 
the  missionaries  have  been  instructed  to  report,  on  this  subJL'Ct,  directly  to  tb 
A.  S.  S.  Union,  it  is  not  in  our  power,  at  this  time,  to  report  the  progress  whici 
has  been  made  in  this  specific  work,  though  we  are  assured  that  their  efforti 
generally,  so  fiir  aa  they  find  it  consistent  with  the  claims  of  the  people  t 
whom  they  minister,  are  zealously  directed  to  its  accomplishment. 

The  Missionaries  also,  as  advised  in  their  commissions,  have,  as  far  as  w 
know,  without  exception,  endeavoured  to  promote  by  every  practicabl 
measure,  the  cause  of  the  Bible,  of  Religious  Tracts,  of  Education,  of  Foreig 
Missions,  and  of  Temperance,  among  the  people  and  congregations  where  the; 
labour.  In  many  instances,  these  efforts  have  been  attended  with  the  happiei 
results.  Enough  has  been  communicated  on  these  subjects,  in  the  reports  of  th 
Missionaries,  to  make  it  apparent,  that,  if  it  were  practicable  to  ascertain  th 
whole  amount  which  has  been  gleaned,  in  aid  of  these  objects,  from  the  677  con 
gregations  assisted,  the  result  would  both  surprise  and  encourage  the  christia 
phifinthroinst,  while  the  universal  observance  of  the  Monthly  Concert  c 
Prayer,  indicates  that  there  are  a  few,  at  least,  in  all  our  congregations,  whoa 
prayers  and  alms  have  gone  up  togetlier  before  God. 

It  remains  only  that  we  present  the  following 
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oftkeiesults  of  the  last  year,  in  several  particulars,  compared  with  those  of  the 
pnmfiiig  years.

Havini^thus  presented  the  most  important  details,  and  results  of  the  doings  of 
the  Society,  during;  another  year,  the  Committee  arc  unwilling  to  close  this 
Report,  without  a  public  expression  of  their  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  for  the 
cignal  bleaaings  with  which  he  has  crowned  its  eilbrts.  The  Society  has  now 
been  in  operation  five  years.  In  that  time,  besides  all  the  other  indirect 
tad  iccompanying  influences  which  it  has  exerted,  it  has  granted  essential  aid 
inaapport  of  996  years  of  ministerial  labour,  in  congregations  which  otherwise 
mmt  have  been  deprived,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  blessings  of  a  preached 
|oipel;--has  reported  each  year  from  10,000  to  20,000  children  instructed  m 
Sibiwth  schools,  and  from  2000  to  5,000  of  the  young  and  otliers  instructed  in  Bible 
Clians.  In  the  same  time  its  Af  issionaries  have  reported  not  less  than  7,700 
soak  added  to  the  churches  aided,  and  more  than  tJiat  number  of  hopeful  con- 
vexnons  under  their  ministry.  Who  can  contemplate  these  results  without 
feeliag  deeply  convinced  that  God  has  been  with  us  of  a  truth  ?  These  are  the 
LonTfl  doings,  and  marvellous  in  our  eyes.  They  surpass  all  that  the  most 
n^ine  of  the  friends  of  the  Society  had  anticipated.    To  him  be  all  the  glory. 

But  these  definite  results  are  but  parts  of  the  blessings  which  he  has  bestowed, 
and  are  to  be  viewed  rather  as  indications  of  what  may  hereafter  be  accomplish- 
etl,  than  as  a  fulfilment  of  tho  divine  purposes  in  relation  to  the  cause  in  which 
le  arc  engaged.  There  rciiiaincth  yet  much  land  tu  be  posi^esscH,  and  the 
present  preparations  of  the  Society  tor  future  and  extended  effortn,  in  the  number 
and  efficiency  of  its  Auxiliaries,  and  in  tho  constantly  increuaing  evidences  of  the 
con6dence  and  co-operation  of  a  largo  portion  of  the  christian  public,  indicate 
that  the  Lord  of  the  harve8t  is  about  to  do  greater  thinfrn  than  these,  to  the 
glory  of  God  by  us.  The  work  is  now  better  understood  than  ever  before.  The 
priDciples  of  the  Society  and  their  adaptation  to  the  genius  of  Christianity  have 
been  more  thoroughly  tested.  Never  did  the  Conmiittec  feel  that  they  stood 
al  the  focus  of  so  many  rays  of  hght,  as  at  the  present  moment  Never,  at  the 
commencement  of  a  ly  previous  year,  was  there  presented  so  great  a  work  to 
bo  done,  as  invites  the  efforts  of  this  Society,  for  the  year  to  come  ;  and  never 
were  they  surrounded  with  so  many  encouragements  to  do  it.  Difficulties, it  is 
true,  are  to  be  encountered,  obstacles  are  to  be  overcome.  If  it  were  not  so, 
we  should  have  no  need  of  the  whole  armour  of  God,  in  pushing  on  to  its 
accomplishment  this  work  of  love.  But  since  it  is  so,  the  friends  of  the  cause 
have  need  to  keep  near  to  the  tlirone  of  him  in  whom  is  all  their  strength,  and 
while  the  wide  spreading  wants  of  the  needy,  on  the  one  hand,  are  beseeching 
tu,  and  the  manifest  tokens  of  the  divine  favour,  on  the  other,  arc  urging  us  to 
new  and  increased  exertions,  no  friend  of  God,  no  friend  of  man,  should  fear  to 
assume  his  full  share  of  the  responsibilities  of  this  high  and  holy  enterprise,  in 
humble  dependence  on  the  grace  of  llim  to  whom  belontrthe  kingdoms  of  the 
»  orld.

Nevkr  did  this  Society,  in  my  view,  occupy  so  important  a  place  in  thegnpd 
movements  of  Zion,  as  at  this  Arniiversary.  From  the  commencement  of  iti 
operations,  a  thousand  eyes,  out  of  Europe,  have  been  watching  its  progitHi 
and  the  churches  of  the  Old  World,  have  been  influenced  by  the  example  of  iti 
zeal,  and  awakened  to  greater  exertion  in  the  same  blessed  cause,  by  iH 
unparalleled  success. 

For  it  oannot  be  doubtod,  that  the  American  churches  are  acting  for  the 
Christian  world.  We  are  a  spectacle  to  nations — The  lineaments  of  our  Zion, 
will  yet  be  stamped  upon  renovated  Christendom,  as  well  as  upon  the  beatboi 
world.  Such  are  the  facilities  of  intercourse,  so  numerous  are  the  chamwh  of 
communication,  so  rapidly  and  so  widely  is  intelligence  diffused,  that  poUie 
opinion  can  now  be  directed,  and  what  is  done  on  one  side  of  the  Atlantic  ii 
cK>on  imitated  on  the  other  side.  Our  free  institutions  are  a  matter  of  interMt 
to  all  the  world.  Who  can  calculate  the  responsibility  that  now  reata  upon  the 
churches  of  our  land  ?  If  the  grand  experiment  now  making,  of  aelf-govenh 
ment,  of  the  voluntary  support  of  the  gospel  without  an  establishment  or  t 
privileged  order,  if  this  experiment  fail,  ooth  civil  and  religious  liberty  ezpiie, 
and  a  night  of  deeper  darkness  will  settle  upon  the  church  and  the  world,  thia 
ever  yet  overspread  them.  But  it  will  not  fail— The  «  decree  of  the  watcheia' 
has  gone  forth.  He  who  commanded  light  to  shine  out  of  darkness,  who  epthe, 
and  It  was  done,  has  said  that  the  kingdonu  of  this  world  mHoII  become  the  Ikmg' 
domt  of  our  Lord  and  nfhu  Chritf.  And  Ihen  man  will  be  free ;  hia  omscieiice 
will  be  unshackled — his  religion  will  be  the  choice  of  his  heart,  and  not  the 
bondage  of  superstition,  or  thn  unexamined  rourinc  of  outward  observances. 

The  wonderful  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon  the  churches  in  our  had, 
adds  to  the  responsibility  of  this  society.  The  immensely  important  business  ol 
supplying  with  the  means  of  grace  the  thousands,  who  have  been  aroused  to 
reflection,  will  devolve  in  a  great  measure  upon  this  institution.  A  tremendooi 
re-action  may  be  expected,  if  this  excited  mass  of  intellect  and  influence  be  not 
kept  under  a  powerful  ministry.  Every  thin?  now  wears  a  pontive  character- 
The  friends  of  Christ  have  evinced  a  decision  and  promptitude,  which  have 
given  occasion  for  more  decided  opposition  on  the  part  of  tlic  enemies  of  truth 
Afen  wiU  no  longer  be  governed  by  precedent — If  the  simultaneous  assault  made 
upon  the  kingdom  of  darkness,  be  not  followed  up  and  earned  still  farther,  tbi 
enemy  will  rally,  and,  rising  in  his  mi^ht,  will  drive  back  and  crush  every  feeU 
band  that  have  not  power  alone  to  withstand  his  rage.  These  glorious  revival 
of  religion  have  created  a  demand  for  ministerial  labour,  which  must  not  b 
denied.  The  fields,  already  white  to  the  harvest,  must  be  reaped.  Even  now 
the  precious  grain  is  falling  into  the  earth,  because  there  are  eo  few  to  gather  it 

The  colleges  arc  baptized — ^if  wider  fields  open,  the  fountains  are  punfied  an 
enlarged,  that  are  to  send  forth  streams  to  refresh  them. 

New  congregations  are  rising  up,  and  God  is  calling  and  qualifying  mor 
ministers  to  serve  them ;  but  how  can  they  preach  except  they  be  sent  ?  Tb 
selection  and  location  of  them  are  intrusted  to  you.  At  an  ordinary  time  thi 
would  be  a  great  responsibility,  but  now  the  responsibility  is  doubled. 

A  spirit  of  inquiry  is  abroad  ;  scribes,  well  instructed  in  religion,  must  be  sen 
out  to  give  a  sound  exposition  of  the  oracles  of  truth. 

Every  thing  will  depend  upon  the  character  of  your  missionaries.  The 
ought  to  be  tlrong  men  as  well  tls  good  and  faithful.  They  are  cmphatieall 
lalx>uring  for  the  next  generation.  What  youth  is  to  manhood,  what  the  aprii^ 
is  to  the  rest  of  the  year,  the  exertions  of  this  Society  will  be  to  the  next  agf 
If  the  Churches  that  are  to  spread  over  our  land,  are  to  be  of  the  right  stani] 
evangelical  and  sound,  active  and  benevolent,  a  right  direction  must  to  given  i 
the  formation — ^Thetruespiritof  tho  gospel  must  be  breathod  into  them.  Thi 
.spirit  yofir  missionaries  must  possess  and  diftiiFC. 
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Many  a  cornerstone  is  now  to  be  laid,  and  much,  under  God,  will  depend  vpon 
OK,  what  will  be  the  inscription  upon  them,  and  what  the  character  of  tne  edifice 
rscted  thereon. 

The  training  of  infant  churches  is  of  unspeakable  importance ;  and  this  for 
few  years  will  be  the  great  object  of  the  men  you  send  into  the  field.  Five 
sars  in  the  new  settlements,  is  equal  in  point  of  influence  and  importance  to 
be  average  life  of  a  minister—- so  vast  are  tho  results,  so  abiding  the  unpressions 
Mde  upon  a  forming  community — a  world  is  to  be  created,  and  an  image  to  be 
tamped  upon  it. 

Bot^'tne  Churches  here  slumber  over  this  subject  a  little  longer,  deliverance 
rill  arise  from  another  quarter.  There  have  been  recently  some  wonderful 
■Unceaof  enlarged  benevolence  and  self-sac  riticing  zeal  in  the  Engludi 
Jnuthofl"We  have  seen  nothing  like  it  among  w, 

I  legmid  tliia  Society  as  holding  a  most  important  place  among  the  benevolent 
ggtnpmes  of  the  age.  It  is  a  vast  power  upon  the  moral  machinery  of  the 
mpeL  It  is  a  pioneer  of  the  Bible  Society — the  almoner  of  the  bounty  of  the 
Tnict  Societ^F— a  receiver  of  the  sons  of  the  Education  Society. 

Eretf  patnot  and  christian  ou^ht  to  adopt  this  society,  and  make  it  an  equal 
httr  with  his  children — and  in  his  yearly  expenditures,  should  give  it  the  same 
pjiee  with  those  committed  to  his  care.  Until  such  a  rule  of  living  is  adopted- 
Sim  wiU  languish,  and  the  world  will  not  be  converted. 

TUs  will  not  impoverish  men.  Entertaining  this  society,  fiivouring  its 
utnesta  and  friends,  will  be  like  keeping  the  ark.  While  it  continued  in  the 
iMiQMof  Obed  Edom,  the  Lord  blessed  his  house — and  while  you  continue  to 
cherish  this  blessed  Institution,  your  com  and  oil  wiU  increase.  They  shall 
piMper  that  love  2  ion. 

Mr.  Tucker  was  followed  by  Hon.  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  of  Albany,  N.  Y.

On  motion  of  Rev.  D.  L.  Carroll,  of  Brooklyn,  L.  1.,  seconded  by  Rev. 
JoBii  Breckenridge,  of  Baltimore, 

**  Rnelved^  That  this  Society  has  groat  occasion  for  gratitude  to  God  for  the  libe. 
ility  which  has  sustained  its  extended  operations  tho  past  ye&r,  and  still  more  for  tho 
sfliieiices  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  which  have  blessed  with  numerous  Revivals  tho  labours 
if  its  Missionaries.*' 

Both  of  the  Gentlemen  accompanied  the  resolution  with  a  few  remarks. 
The  third  resolution  was  as  follows : 

**  Remdved,  That  in  view  of  the  present  pledges  of  the  Committee,  and  the  widely 
xtendinff  wants  of  our  country,  thero  is  a  special  call  upon  all  the  friends  of  Missions 
or  Qniied  and  redoubled  exertions.** 

This  resolution  was  moved  by  the  Rev.  Tuerok  Baldwin,  of  Illinois,  who 
ccompanied  it  with  the  following  address. 

ADOaESS  OF  MR.  BA   DWIN. 

*^  Every  conversion  reported  during  the  past  year  by  the  friends  of  Missions," 
•id  a  aealous  opponent  of  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  day  to  an  audience 
rhich  had  assembled  to  hear  the  Gospel  of  Christ — ^^  has  cost  by  actual  compu- 
ition  the  enormous  sum  of  one  hundred  doUars  !*'  And  he  appeared  ready  to 
sk  in  astonishment,  to  tohcU  purpose  ia  thii  waHe  ?  And  had  he  listened  to  the 
eport  which  has  just  been  read,  he  would  doubtless  raise  the  same  inquiry  with 
iifTCisod  surprise  and  alarm.  7b  voKai  purpose  is  this  waste  ?  is  a  question,  sir, 
dned  and  re-echoed  throughout  Christendom,  by  those  who  regard  it  as  a 
Mttar  of  email  moment,  to  ^*  save  a  soul  from  death,  and  hide  a  multitude  of 
w^**  Doee  any  one  wish  an  answer  to  this  question  so  far  as  Home  Missions  are 
oeeemed .'  Let  him  start  from  the  spot  where  we  are  now  assembled,  and  pass 
Tcry  river  and  lake,  cUmb  every  mountain,  and  traverse  every  forest  where  the 
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ibotsteps  of  the  Missionaries  have  been,  and  undo  all  that  they  have  accompliahed. 
Let  him  commence  the  work  of  dcstrurtiuii  with  Sunday  Schoola — and  wbei^ 
ever,  in  the  len^h  and  breadth  of  the  land,  he  finds  one  established  throiuii 
the  influence  of  these  labourers,  Ipt  hmi  dinort^anize  it,  and  throw  back  the  cul- 
dren  where  the  Sunday  School  found  them — nmltitudes  to  idleness,  ignorance, 
theft,  profanencse  and  Sabbath -breaking.  I^t  them  breathe  afresh  the  impure 
atmosphere  which  never  fails  to  envelope  intemperate  fathers,  abandoneii 
mothers,  and  vicious  associates.  Let  tbe  libraries  be  committed  to  the  flames, 
and  all  knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  effaced  from  the  mind.  Destroy  tbe 
mighty  impulse  ffiven  to  this  glorious  cause  iu  destitute  settlements,  by  the 
preaching  and  enbrts  of  Home  Missionaries,  and  let  parents,  christians,  and 
philanthropists,  sink  down  into  their  former  apathy.  Let  the  destroyer  blot  oat 
iirom  under  heaven  all  the  Temperance  Societies  formed  through  the  influence 
of  these  men — let  reclaimed  fathers  and  husbands  be  thrown  hack  upen  their 
families,  the  same  cruel  and  disgusting  objects  as  before  ;  and  let  him  call  back 
into  family  circles,  the  tears,  the  bleeding  hearts,  the  poverty,  diagrace  and 
wretchedness,  together  with  all  the  horrid  concomitants  of  intemperance  from 
which  they  had  experienced  a  temporary  redemption.  Wherever  lie  finds  i 
temple  erected  to  tne  worship  of  God  through  the  influence  of  Home  MiriknB, 
let  him  demolish  it,  and  disorganize  all  the  churches  gathered  on  either  aide  of 
the  mountains,  and  scatter  them  like  nheep  without  a  shepherd.  Let  him  send 
back  those  showers  of  grace  which  have  caused  the  moral  wilderness  to  bud 
and  blossom  as  the  rose,  and  force  into  the  horrible  pit  and  mirey  clay,  the  souk 
that  have  once  been  brought  into  the  glorious  liberty  of  the  children  of  God. 
Let  him  call  down  from  their  scats  of  bliss,  and  cover  with  moral  pollution,  thoK 
happy  spirits  in  whose  salvation  Home  Missionaries  have  been  instrumcntil. 
and  who  are  ascribing  glory,  and  honour,  and  blessing  unto  Him  who  hath  washed 
them  from  their  sins  m  his  own  blood : — and  after  having  surveyed  the  *'  ruin  be 
hath  wrought,"  let  him  answer  for  himself  the  question,  "  To  what  purpose  has 
been  this  waste"  of  feeling,  of  property,  and  of  cflbrt,  in  the  ciiuse  of  missions? 

But  are  the  churches  called  upon  to  sustain  these  operations  in  future  ?    You 
may  be  told  that  the  West,  for  instance,  is  supplied  with  the  gospel,  and  demandf 
no  farther  efforts.     Sir,  I  do  not  stand  up  here  to  draw  annparuong  between  dif- 
ferent sections  of  our  beloved  country ;  neither  shall  I  attempt  to  pro\'e,  thit 
under  the  influence  of  ardent  feeling,  iio  one  of  the  numerous  delineators  of  the 
West  has  thrown  upon  the  canvass  hues  darker  than  the  reality.     Did  tine 
permit,  I  could  speak  with  pleasure  of  the  intelligence,  the  moral  principle,  and 
the  religious  enterprise,  that  are  scattered  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  over  that 
entire  region.    But  the  important  question  before  us  at  the  present  time  is, 
whether  there  is  moral  desolation  of  such  a  character  at  the  West,  and  else- 
where in  our  country,  as  "  calls  for  the  united  and  redoubled  exertions  of  the 
friends  of  Missions."     Sir,  there  are  thousands  in  our  land  who  would  rejoice 
to  paralyze  your  energies  by  denials  of  its  existence.     But  what  will  the  most 
confident  assertions  avail  with  the  MUtitmary  who  has  explored  the  Held  and 
examined  for  himself?  he  must  still  believe  his  own  eyes  and  ears.   When  he  is 
rarely  in  such  circumstances  that  a  few  hours'  ride  would  not  bring  him  to  more 
or  less  destitute  settlements ;   when  he  frequently  meets  with  feeble  churches 
that  have  no  one  to  break  to  them  the  bread  of  life ;  and  mingles  often,  not 
tx>  say  continually,  with  a  wandering  population,  who  rarely  sit  under  tbe  sound 
of  the  gospel ;  or  explores  a  section,  however  small,  of  his  fleld  of  labour,  and 
finds  thretsfourthg  of  the  families  destitute  of  the  Bible,  and  more  ih/in  one  half 
of  them  in  which  no  individual,  young  or  old,  could  read  it,  were  it  in  their  pos- 
session ;   when  he  seats  himself  in  a  cabin  ui  this  land  of  lights  and  large 
groups  of  immortal  beings  gather  around  him,  some  of  whom  are  treadiiig 
the  declivity  of  life,  and  lie  begins  to  talk  with  them  about  God  and  etenityf 
and  finds  that  not  one  of  them  has  ever  read  a  line  in  the  sacred  orac]es,r— «ni  he 
believe  that  no  farther  efforts  are  demanded  in  the  cause  of  Home  Missions.' 

During  the  past  year,  a  Missionary  called  at  a  cabin  to  ask  the  question. 
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"  whether  tbeywere  supplied  with  the  word  of  life.'*  He  was  referred  to  the 
heed  of  the  family,  who  was  toiling  at  a  distance  in  his  field.  As  he  approached 
Urn  on  horsehack,  hoary  locks  wore  seen  hanging  down  upon  his  shouldcm, 
while  his  whole  person  indicated  that  his  pilgrimage  was  almost  ended.  The 
thought  of  placiujg  in  the  hands  of  such  a  traveller  to  eternity  the  glad  news  of 
■alvation  was  delightful.  But  judge  of  the  feelings  of  the  Missionary,  when  the 
egcd  man  gave  fresh  ^pced  to  his  plough,  as  he  cast  a  feeble  glance  upon  the 
■tranger  by  his  side,  and  exclnimed,  **  What  do  1  want  of  a  liihie  /  1  can't  read  V* 
As  he  turned  sadly  and  heavily  away,  think  you,  sir,  it  would  have  been  in  the 
power  of  logic  to  convince  him  that  the  friends  of  Missions  wore  not  called 
Qpon  <*  for  united  and  redoubled  exertions  f"'  Had  the  resolution  which  I  now 
hold  in  my  hand  been  put  into  his  possession  under  such  circumstances,  he 
would  have  offered  it  with  all  his  soul ! 

Would  that  all  who  have  sustained  your  Society  by  their  contributions  and 
their  prayers,  could  be  transported  to  the  midst  of  the  empire  that  is  risin?  in 
the  W estp— That  they  could  be  placed  upon  some  eminence  from  which  they 
could  bring  under  their  eye  that  vast  region  which  stretches  from  the  Allcgha- 
nies  to  the  Rocky  Mountains.  After  having  gazed  upon  its  luxuriant  plains 
•od  prairies;  its  groves  and  forests,  and  mighty  rivers,  some  of  thorn  of  such 
eitent,  that  the  snows  which  dissolve  around  their  sources  at  the  opening  of 
•priDg,roll  en  till  midsummer  before  they  discharge  themselves  into  the  ocean : — 
Let  them  examine  minutely  the  exhaustless  stores  which  have  evidently  been 
there  laid  in  by  the  great  Author  of  nature  for  the  support  of  human  beings, 
end  ae  they  think  of  the  multitudes  of  immortal  souls  that  will  cover  those 
legions  withui  the  lapse  of  a  single  century,  let  them  decide  as  to  the  impor- 
tince  of  vnited  and  redoubled  exertions  to  sustain  the  cause  of  Missions  in  the 
West ! 

Sir,  it  was  my  privilege  during  the  past  year,  to  attend,  for  the  first  time,  the 
meeting  of  a  synod  beyond  the  mountains.  At\er  having  travelled  from  my 
own  station,  260  miles  (all  missionary  ground)  towards  the  Atlantic,  I  took 
lay  seat  with  about  fifty  brethren,  a  large  j)ortion  of  them  sustained  in  part  by 
your  Society,  and  gathered  there  from  remote  sections  of  several  states.  As 
igazed  upon  that  assembly  of  men,  most  of  them  in  the  vigour  of  life,  and  daunt- 
Ims  in  their  Master's  cause  ;  men  well  qualitied  to  lay  the  vast  foundations  of 
that  rising  Society,  and  defend  the  docirines  of  the  cross  ;  as  I  listened  to  their 

Eingent  preaching  and  ardent  prayers  for  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's 
Dgdom  in  the  West,  and  saw  the  light  and  shade  pass  over  their  countenances, 
es  one  and  another  told  of  his  trials,  or  of  the  success  with  which  God  had 
wowned  his  efforts ; — as  I  witnessed  them  by'mutual  exhortations  strengthen- 
ing each  other's  hands  and  encourogingr  each  other's  hearts,  and  resolving  in  the 
■^ngth  of  the  sovereign  Lord  of  xMisrsions,  to  return  to  their  respective  fields 
of  labour,  and  engage  with  fresh  energy  in  the  work  of  combatting  the  demon 
of  intemperance;  in  scattering  tracts  far  and  wide;  in  urging  on  the  blessed 
cause  of  Sabbath  Schools  and  preaching  the  everlasting  (iospel: — my  heart  rose 
in  gratitude  to  God  for  the  privilege  of  uniting  with  these  dear  brethren  in 
their  arduous  work;  and  my  ardent  wishes  went  forth,  that  all  those  who  had 
mttained  Home  Missions  by  their  contributions  and  their  prayers,  could  witness 
that  scene.  Under  such  circumstances,  sir,  they  would  pass  a  resolution  like 
that  which  I  now  hold  in  my  hand,  with  acclamation!  Thoy  could  not  have 
KBolved,  on  thai  spot,  to  rehx  their  efforts  in  the  Missionary  cause. 

After  all  that  you  have  done  in  this  glorious  work,  nev(;r  was  tliere  a  louder 
call  for  united  and  vigorous  action,  than  at  the  present  moment,  \over  was 
foreign  population  pou'ring  in  faster,  or  our  own  settlements  expanding  with 
greater  rapidity,  and  consequently  there  never  a  time  when  a  j^reuter  amount 
of  population  was  running  beyond  the  leach  of  proper  moral  influence.  Never 
wif  our  country  approaching  a  crisis  more  calculated  to  rouse  every  friend  of 
the  Redeemer's  kingdom.  Then  if  you  consult  the  highest  interests  of  your 
own  land,  and  through  that  the  interests  of  the  world,  the  West  '\b  lYi^  ^\^Cifi 
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for  the  creation  of  moral  influence.  .  Uiere,  as  has  been  a  tlumeand  timet  iiid« 
the  institutions  of  learning  and  religion  should  be  planted  at  this  early  period 
of  its  history,  and  by  the  blessing  of  God,  a  mighty  spiritual  harvest  may  w&fe 
in  coming  years  over  all  that  vast  territory. 

Sir,  your  own  friends  and  kindred  arc  pouring  into  that  region  like  a  flood; 
and  who  knows  what  the  present  convulsions  of  Europe  may  do  towards  peo- 
pling that  valley  witliin  the  lapse  of  a  single  year  ?  The  people  of  the  West 
are  '*  bone  of  your  bone  and  flesh  of  your  flesh  ;*'  their  interests  and  yoitfv 
can  no  more  be  separated  than  the  interests  of  the  head,  the  hands,  ana  the 
ifeet  of  the  human  frame.  The  elements  of  wealth  and  power  are  scattered  in 
rich  profusion  over  our  vast  territories,  and  will  soon  be  combined.  We  shall 
become  a  mighty  people,  and  such  is  our  connexion  with  you,  that  if  loegoto 
min,  we  shall  become  like  a  great  '*  millstone  about  your  neck,"  and  tbiSa  no 
human  power  can  save  you  from  being  <*  cast  into  the  depths  of  the  sea!" 

Sir,  1  rejoice  that  in  the  providence  of  God,  1  am  pennitted  to  stand  up  before 
this  assembly,  and  in  the  name  of  the  recipients  of  your  bounty  in  the  West, 
thank  you  for  the  rich  and  full  tide  of  blessings  which  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  has  permitted  your  Society  to  roll  in  upon  them.  The  career  of  the 
Society  has  indeed  been  brilliant :  463  labourers  upon  the  field,  and  577  congre- 
gations assisted  durin?  the  past  year !  But  the  energies  of  these  MiesionanN 
are  fast  wasting,  and  death  is  thinning  their  ranks.  When  we  call  to  min^ 
what  the  friends  of  Missions  have  already  done,  we  are  ready  to  shrink  from 
another  application  for  help ;  but,  then,  facts,  which  continuaUy  stare  us  in  the 
face,  force  us  to  renew  our  soUcitations  for  their  contributions,  their  sympathiB^ 
and  their  prayers. 

We  need  men  of  intellectual  power,  of  physical  energy,  and  holy  enterpriee; 
men  so  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  gospel,  and  furnished  to 
every  good  work,  that  they  will  not  tremble  when  any  champion  of  infideliQ 
vaunts  himself  upon  the  field  of  argument,  nor  hesitate  to  cry,  ^<  Who  is  thii 
uncircumcised  Philistine,  that  he  should  defy  the  armies  of  the  living  Godi 

Answer  these  demands,  sir,  and  if  you  ask  the  question,  <*  7b  what  pvrpfm 
it  this  waste  ?*'  we  refer  you  to  the  bar  of  God  for  an  answer. 

The  Address  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lansing,  of  Utlca,  N.  Y.  which  foUowei 
that  of  Mr.  Baldwin,  ably  supported  the  resolution,  and  carried  the  ^  Speck 
call  upon  all  the  friends  of  Missions  for  united  and  redoubled  exertions"  hom 
to  the  consciences  of  the  great  congregation  who  were  there  assembled,  an 
who  by  their  deep  attention  bore  witness  that  the  appeal  was  not  in  vain. 

The  effect  of  the  exercises  of  this  Anniversary  Meeting  upon  the  minds  of  tli 
crowded  auditory  was  manifestly  most  happy.  Except  the  tender  associatioi 
which  were  called  up  by  the  mention  of  departed  brethren,  who,  at  the  Ann 
versary  previous,  were  living  to  bear  a  part  in  the  labours,  and  to  rejoice  in  tl 
success  of  the  Society,  scarcely  any  thing  was  said  or  alluded  to  but  what  wi 
calculated  to  awaken  the  most  pleasurable  emotions.  The  blessing  of  Go 
had  abounded  towards  the  Society,  and  its  widening  field  and  prospects  seenx 
to  animate  his  children  and  expand  their  hearts  with  devout  thankfiilnesi 
and  on  intimation  from  a  member  of  the  Committee,  the  audience  arose,  u 
the  full  soul  of  the  congregation  poured  itself  fourth  in  the  noble

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  section  of  our  country,  which  it  is  our  privilege  to  occupy  in  behalf  of  the  H. 
M.  cause,  has  from  its  first  settlement,  been  one  of  unusual  interest.  Occupied  ptin. 
cipally  by  the  sons  of  the  prilgrims  ;  lying  on  the  great  thoroughfare  of  intercooiM 
and  business  between  the  East  and  the  West ;  possessing  every  advantage  for  the 
pursuits  of  agriculture  and  commerce  ;  increasing  rapidly  in  all  the  reralta  of  that 
industry  and  enterprise,  for  which  it  is  proverbial  ;  and  signalized,  of  late,  by  the 
Spirit  of  God,  as  a  theatre  of  his  redeeming  influences  ;  it  has  claims  to  the  regard  of 
the  philanthropist  and  christian  which  are  of  no  common  character. 

Only  about  forty  years  have  elapsed,  since  the  first  christian  settlements  were 
made  on  this  ground,  now  containing  a  population  of  more  than  half  a  million  of  wmlt. 
Sixteen  years  ago,  but  one  Presbytery  had  been  formed  within  these  limits,  (soma 
congregations  belonging  to  another,  lying  within  their  Eastern  border,)  embraoiitf 
about  forty  churches,  and  thirty  ministers  of  the  Goapel.  There  are  now  on  this 
ground,  nine  Presbyteries,  and  one  Consociation,  numbering  not  less  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  having  two  hundr^  and  twenty  .five  congre. 
gations,  or  upwards,  under  their  care.  More  than  one  half  of  these  congregations* 
including  those  at  the  largest  centres  of  population  and  influence,  either  have  pastors 
installed  over  them,  or  arc  statedly  supplied  with  the  word  and  ordinances  of  ChristHi 
house, — one  half  of  the  remainder  have  the  labours  of  a  clergyman,  for  half  of  the 
time  each,  while  the  residue,  in  our  more  recently  settled,  and  feebler  districts,  are  lorn 
frequently  blessed  with  the  feet  of  him,  who  publishes  the  tidings  of  grace.    . 

There  is  yet  room  for  the  planting  of  more  congregations  on  this  field.  As,  its 
borders  are  becoming  more  densely  peopled  every  year,  and  as  many  from  the  fbl<b  of 
christian  instruction  are  crowding  out  upon  it,  we  may  safely  calculate,  that  withm 
five  years,  forty  or  fifty  more  churches  will  be  located  within  the  limits  assigiied  to 
this  agency.

The  anrigate  of  the  Mianonarfexpenditiiraei  within  our  hounds,  (eo  fiur  as  from 
&  Qmfiu  sstinste^  they  should  be  indiided  in  a  Report  of  the  year  ending  Bfay  Istt 
1831,)  m  somewhat  rising  of  #5000 ;  bat  to  assist  in  balancing  the  appropriations  of 
thi^Mr,  9500  haTO  been  raised,  or  pledged,  in  behalf  of  our  fhnds  by  AuzUiaxy  Asso- 
ciHaooi,  or  otherwise,  at  the  stations  occuoied  by  oar  fifissionaries. 

Tbsieeeiptsofthe  year  haTO  been  9^731  40.  This  amoont,  besides  proriding  for 
tti  txpenses  which  haTO  aecroed  on  the  field,  wUl,  wetrust,  fbinish  somehelp  for  the 
■on  destitute  in  the  regions  beyond  us. 

Thb  sam  has  been  derived,  as  heretofore,  from  Auxtiiary  Assoeicrtions,  both  Male 
■id  Fwntle,  firom  the  tunuul  fMic  eoUeetioiu  on  the  Sabbath,  or  the  state  Thanks 
tkmg^iaiftf^  the  wtudkly  comeert  for  prayer,  and  from  individual  donmtiont.  The 
wtMi  been  a  most  efficient  source  of  income.  Tiieolmrch  has' friends  within  this 
■pKf,  who  are  resolved,  that  the  caose  of  Home  Missions  shall  not  languish  by 
Msoa  ofadefieisncy  ofthe  silver  and  the  gold,  that  may  be  reqaisite  to  sustain  it ;  and 
tknr  smnber  is  inersasing  from  year  to  year,  as  our  work  movee  on,  and  its  results 
iwyrMTSssivelT  unfolded. 

Iwkrfsst  mdividnal  donation  to  our  treasuiy,  the  present  year  has  been  91000. 
Oiw  mdividnal  apnropriates  to  this  deputment  of  benevolent  rabrts  #950.  Several 
fltttti  nstain  each  one  missionary.  Two  individuals  in  one  of  our  fanning  congre- 
ptioiii,  besides  associating  with  eis^  others  in  sustaining  a  missionary,  contribute 
flOO,  for  the  support  of  another  labourer  in  the  Talley  of  the  Missiasi|^,  who  shall 
^woto  himself  more  especially  to  the  cause  of  Sabbath  schools.  Several  of  our  auz. 
iliuy  HK>riationa  sustain  each  one  missionaiy.  This  mar  be  said  In  commendation 
of  the  Ladies*  Auxiliaries  of  Auburn,  Rochester  and  Bumdo — of  the  young  Ladies 
Aoiiliary  of  Rochester,  and  of  the  young  people's  Auxiliary  of  Geneva.  Some 
eoBgrentions  have  assumed  the  expense  of  supporting  one  Missionary  each,  and 
fivwuded  the  requisite  sums,  and  it  is  a  fact  worthy  of  record,  that  more  funds  have 
tterofdto  our  treasury  this  year,  without  the  personal  application  of  an  Agent,  than 
It  uj  previous  period. 

The  Missionary  work,  with  us,  has  this  year  been  clothed  with  unusual  interest. 
Oais  have  been  the  consolations  of  that  man,  who,  when  he  has  **  gone  forth  weeping, 
letring  precious  seed,  cometh  again  rejoicing,  bringing  the  sheaves  with  him."  The 
fneent  has  become  the  year  of  Jubilee  to  the  churches  in  this  region.  Christians 
m,  have  never  eeen  such  a  tune  before.  The  Heavens  have  droppmi  down  in  mercy 
opcrn  as,  and  salvation,  like  a  river,  has  flowed  through  our  streets.  More  than  iiAy 
CQBgregations  within  this  agency,  have  been  visited  with  seasons  of  special  refreshing 
from  the  presence  of  God,  gathering  sinners  in  great  numbers  to  the  fold  of  Christ. 
Our  most  important  villages,  and  centres  of  strength  and  influence,  have  been  distin. 
pukhed  in  the  descent  of  Uie  Divine  Spirit,  the  cloud  of  mercy  has  dispersed  its  bless, 
mgi,  in  grateful  measures,  on  various  portions  of  this  vineyard,  widely  remote  from 
etch  other. 

Enterprise,  talent,  wealth,  and  influence,  have  been  sanctified,  and  truth  has  gained 
npidly  on  the  empire  of  sin  and  error.  It  is  safe  to  conclude  that  from  four  to  five 
thoDsuid  souls,  have  been  added  to  the  **  number  of  the  believers*'  from  within  the 
field  under  review,  since  the  commencement  of  the  revivals  in  September  laat.  Nor 
■  the  work  yet  stayed.  Every  hour's  intelligence  fumislies  proof  of  the  advancing 
movements  ofthe  Spirit  of  God,  and  justifies  the  confident  expectation  of  his  people, 
that  the  **  day-spring  fh>m  on  high"  is  to  be  on  all  our  border,  and  give  new  life  and 
■treagth  to  ail  tlie  churches. 

In  this  dispensation  of  the  spirit,  our  beneficiary  congregations  have  extensively 
•hired,  and  it  has  been  to  them  like  **  the  former  and  the  latter  rain."  In  several  of 
them,  the  face  of  society  is  altogether  changed ;  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer  has  been 
delireied  from  the  persecutions  of  a  spirit  of  prevailing  impenitence  and  irreliffion  ; 
eadZion  has  been  obliged  to  enlarge  the  border  of  her  tent,  saying,  "  the  place  is  too 
ilrait  forme,  give  plaoe  that  I  may  dweU." 

Among  the  congregations  the  most  distinguished,  as  the  seat  of  the  Spirit's  influ- 
eaees,  are  CmMtUton^  in  Ontario  Co. ;  Marion^  in  Wayne  Co. ;  North-Pei^eld^  va 
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Monroe  Co. ;  Bergen  and  Leroy,  (Congregational  Society,)  in  Gennetiee  Co. ;  Etam 
in  Erie  Co. ;  Ripley^  in  Chautauque  Co. ;  and  Riehford,  in  the  County  of  Tioga.  T1 
average  number  of  conversions  to  Christ  in  each  of  these  congregations,  is,  in  tl 
judgment  of  our  missionaries,  from  seventy  .five  to  one  hundred. 

Other  congregations  have  been  gladdened  with  gentle  showers  of  grace.  Sevei 
others  are  now,  exhibiting  the  presages  of  a  special  work  in  them,  while  the  gre 
body  of  those,  to  whom  the  bounty  of  the  society  has  extended,  have  been  confirm' 
in  the  faith  and  fellowship  of  the  gospel. 

The  work  of  Home  Missions  is  closely  associated  with  every  other  department 
christian  effort.     Our  Missionaries,  as  charged  in  their  instructions,  had  done  much 
help  on  the  cause  of  benevolence  around  them.    They   have  been  efficient  instx 
ments  in  circulating  the  Bible ;  and  the  christian  Tract  in  advancing  the  interests 
Sabbath  schools,  and  of  Temperance,  and  the  sanctification  of  the  Sabbath   day  ;  mi 
in  stirring  up  the  infant  churches,  for  whom  they  have  laboured,  to  a  benevolent  syi 
pathy  in  behalf  of  the  nations  that  sit  in  darkness,  and  the  shadow  of  death. 

Several  houses  for  public  worship  have  been  erected  this  year  at  the  stations  occupi 
by  this  Board,  and  several  more  are  under  contract,  and  will  be  built  the  presc 
season. 

It  is  evident  fVom  a  review  of  the  operations  of  the  year,  that  much  advancemc 
has  been  given  to  the  cause  of  truth  among  us,  and  tliat  the  work  of  domestic  missici 
has  approached  nearer  to  its  accomplishment  within  this  Agencv.  Still  there  rema.i 
even  here  much  land  to  be  possessed,  to  the  occupation  of  which  the  friends  of  Chs 
should  now  hasten  with  redoubled  energy,  and  a  quickened  step.  The  Spirit  of  Goc 
leading  our  way,  and  crowning  our  exertions  with  unexampled  success.  This  day 
revivals,  urges  the  necessity  of  our  work,  while  it  multiplies  our  facilities  for 
accomplishment.  Christian  converts  from  the  enclosures  of  Zion,  are  thrusting  the 
selves  out  upon  the  waste  places,  and  from  thence  in  their  extremity,  are  caUing  i 
help ;  and  we  are  looking  with  an  intense  solicitude  to  the  labours  and  results  of  t 
year  now  to  commence.  Darkness  is  fleeing  upon  the  outposts, — ^new  fields  of  t 
and  encouragement  are  opening  in  rapid  succession  before  us ;  many  of  which  of  in* 
ting  promise  we  hope  soon  to  see  supplied  with  a  preached  gospel.  Let  there  be  oni 
of  counsel,  and  an  efficient  and  systematic  charity  in  the  work,  and  it  need  not  be  loi 
before  this  entire  border  shall  be  brought  under  the  influences  of  the  preached  goBp< 
and  become  as  the  garden  of  the  Lord. 

The  harvest  is  ready  for  the  reaper's  hand.  The  aspects  of  providence  eneouraj 
every  friend  of  the  missionary  cause  to  minister  help  now.  Opposition,  more  thi 
ever,  is  powerless  before  the  march  of  truth.  **  The  Spirit  says  come.**  Korean  i 
anticipate  permanent  results  for  Christ,  without  the  administration  of  gospel  trot 
nor  must  we,  when  the  power  to  help  is  in  our  hands,  let  there  be  "  a  famine  of  tl 
hearing  of  the  word  of  the  Lord,*'  in  such  a  day  as  this.

Pimm  JFImcfjami.— The  fbnowiDjr  is  from  the  Jooroal  of  Rev.  Mr.  8tone, 
•tiadied  to  the  Bomhay  Misnon.  Te^day  for  the  first  time  I  witnefned  the 
iwii|uig  of  natiyee  on  hooks  thrust  through  their  backs.  This  practice  is  not 
cowBon  in  Bomhay,  and  is  eonfined  to  the  Kumaty  people,  who  iiye  in  the  sa- 
kik  of  the  city.  To-day  three  have  propitiated  the  favour  t)f  thehr  bloody 
IMif,  if  they  ima^e,  bjr  pMbrming  this  cruel  rite.  I  saw  only  the  last,  a  fe- 
i  mk.  She  was  about  eighteen  years  of  age,  strong  and  masculine  in  her 
m  MNtranoe.  Two  hooks  were  thrust  througf  the  flesh  m  the  beck,  these  hooks 
liveftxed  4o  a  rope  fastened  ttf  the  end  of  a  beamy  whichL  w^ein  elevated,  rais- 
•1  ksraboat  tliirty  feet  in  the  iur/and  this  beam  was  fizad  to  a  car,  which  was 
4r«i  with  ffxeat  velocity  by  forty  or  fifty  natives,  in  the  circumference  of  a 
Widied  rods.  She  with  one  hand  held  by  a  rope  that  was  fastened  to  the  beam 
ttthr  forward  at  she  could  reach,  which  prevented  her  head  from  hanging  down, 
Wt  lilbtded  her  no  other  support ;  and  with  the  other  she  brandished  a  flag  and 
vlirge  fanfe  over  the  heads  of  the  crowd  as  she  sailed  round.  A  large  bag  of 
yeOow  ochre,  such  as  the  natives  paint  their  foreheads  with,  was  tied  about 
krwiiat  This  she  occasionally  scattered  round  upon  the  people  beneath  her, 
viieh  the  ignorant  natives  received  as  a  boon  from  their  god.  Having  been 
^wn  round  in  the  cotirse  five  times,  the  car  stopped ;  but  she  made  signs  to 
btve  them  go  round  again,  as  the  sixth  time  is  regarded  as  meritorious  as  all  the 
piMedinff  nve.  Her  countenance  exhibited  great  agony :  her  face  became  aa 
pde  as  death;  and  on  being  taken  down,  she  was  unable  to  support  herselfl 
The  whole  scene  was  attended  by  their  horrid  music,  and  infernal  shouts  of  joy. 
A  Wedeyan  Missionary  in  Ceylon  writes :  a  few  months  ago  I  witnessed  a 
tenge  and  degrading  scene.  A  fine  ^oung  man,  apparently  about  t5  years  of 
y ,  being  prompted  by  a  chimerical  imagmation  and  the  false  insinuations  of 
tSe  prieats,  resolved  to  render  propitious  the  goddess  Ammen,  aud  thereby 
obtUD  great  advantages.  With  these  hopes  he  submitted  to  a  most  torturing 
^tremony,  as  the  goodess  to  be  honoured  is  supposed  to  be  of  a  sanguinary  tem- 
Pir:she  is  said  to  have  murdered  her  own  child,  and  to  have  drank  its  blood. 
To  please  this  demon,  he  first  discoloured  his  body  with  paints  and  safifron,  so  as 
to  look  terrible  ;  andL  having  partaken  plentifully  of  stupefying  drinks,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  walk  round  tfie  temple  upon  slippers  studded  with  pails,  which  pier- 
ced Us  bare  fbet :  after  which  he  was  siipported,  while  he  stood  on  one  foot,  on 
tb  point  of  rpole  about  six  feet  high*  After  this,  an  iron  hook,  at  least  five 
hms  kmg,  with  two  prongs  more  than  an  inch  in  circumference,  was  thrust 
tkroQgh  the  akin  and  muscles  of  his  back,  and  a  rope  about  forty  yards  in  length 
VM  attached  to  the  ring  of  the  hook :  this  was  held  by  two  men,  to  prevent  the 
VMtched  man  fi^mn  dertroying  hunself  or  others;  for  if  he  were  to  get  loose, 
t^y  said,  he  woold  mn  into  w  fire,  or  water,  or  commit  murder,  or  whatever 
At  9iiit  of  the  ffoddeas,  by  which  he  was  inspired,  miffht  prompt  him  to  do ;  in 
Mwiy^tbeinlitaatedman  was  led  round  the  neighbourhood.  The  applanie 
iftlieaHiltitiidet  the  immilse  of  his  own  deluded  mud,  the  stimulating  «ft<ac^ 

if oi  aueotiei(  am)  the  excractMtu^  pain  which  he  endured  from  l\i«  \iQ^

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made  him  qoite  frantic ;  so  that  ho  would  frequently,  with  almoit  incooetmbk 
<Lg^lity/  bound  forward  the  length  of  his  rope,  and  atiemnt  to  eecape ;  Irat  wu 
prevented  by  the  men  who  held  it.  His  back  was  thus  lacerated  by  the  prasgi 
of  the  hook ;  and  the  blood  occasionally  flowing  from  the  wound,  and  olzinf 
with  the  paints  on  his  body,  made  him  appear,  when  in  his  gesticulationa,  the 
most  demon-like  one  could  possibly  imagine.  During  this  ceremony  he  waa  an 
object  of  the  greatest  awe,  for  the  people  imagine  such  a  one  to  be  poaaeeMd  of 
a  supernatural  influence ;  and  that  all  whom  he  blesses  are  bleaaadt  and  whoa 
he  curses  are  cursed :  hence  they  scrupulously  avoid  ofiending  him,  and  to  ob- 
tain his  blessings  are  very  lilieral  in  their  ofibhiigs  to  the  brahmins. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  representations  of  the  cruelty  of  PaMflMBif 
(which  infidel  philosophy  woula  cover  over  with  the  smooth  name  of  luBgitm  ^ 
J^aiuTt^  take  the  following  account  given  by  Rev.  Wm.  Ramsayt  of  the  flnt 
scenes  which  presented  themselves  to  his  view  on  arriving  in  a  heathen  land. 

On  coming  up  the  Hoogly  river,  which  is  one  of  the  mouths  of  the  Ganges*  or 
Gunga,  we  saw  hundreds  of  the  wretched  heathens. — They  are  all  naked  OJEoept 
a  piece  of  cloth  about  their  middle.  When  the  weather  is  cold,  they  throw 
another  piece  of  muslin  across  their  shoulders.  I  went  ashore,  and  went  out 
among  the  natives.  Their  houses  are  made  of  mud^  and  covered  with  buahoo 
rods  and  the  straw  of  rice.  They  have  no  chairs  ;  they  all  sit  down  on  the 
ground.  Sometimes  they  have  mait  under  them.  The  women  live  in  the  baek 
part  of  the  house,  and  dare  not  eat  with  the  men,  or  speak  to  them  in  company, 
or  touch  the  men's  food  after  they  have  begun  to  eat  it.  They  are  all  lazy  and 
thievish.  They  love  money  from  the  heart,  and  nothing  else.  Three  or  four 
cents  a  day  keeps  them  alive,  as  they  pay  no  rent,  (for  they  wiU  sleep  any  wheie,) 
and  wear  no  clothes,  and  eat  hardly  any  thinif  but  rice.  Vou  see  they  donit 
need  much,  yet  thev  are  all  afler  money,  and  they  will  all  lit  and  cAeol  toget  iL 
I  saw  some  of  the  females.  They  had  marksof  their  coito  on  their  heads,  with 
rings  and  clasps  about  them.  I  saw  their  idol  gods  of  wood  and  stone,  and  their 
fom-^ofTu,  or  drums,  which  they  beat  when  they  have  an  idolatrous  meeting  fi>r 
praying.  On  my  return  to  the  ship,  I  could  not  but  cry  out  to  God  in  prayer.  Lord, 
have  mercy  on  them.  The  next  day  I  went  ashore  again,  and  saw  the  bones  of 
the  natives  lying  about,  and  the  place  where  a  short  time  before  a  human,  hody 
has  been  burnt.  I  went  into  one  uf  their  ancient  Pagodas,  which  is  now  in  mins ; 
and  entered  their  houses,  where  I  found  them  vile  beyond  description.  The  wo- 
men were  most  obscene,  and  the  men  were  not  far  behind  them.  My  sonl  was 
sad.  I  returned  to  the  ship,  and  in  about  two  hours  time  saw  /E«e  hodiu  float 
past  us. — On  the  shore  close  by,  lay  a  dead  body,  surrounded  by  14  vultores, 
tearing  it  to  pieces  and  devouring  it.  As  we  approached  Calcutta,  we  saw  the 
dead  floating  all  about.  When  we  landed  at  the  shore,  there  we  saw  thousands 
of  the  people  in  the  water,  saying  their  pray«r#,  washing  in  it,  (for  the  river  is 
their  God,)  and  drinking  of  it,  while  dead  and  putrid  bodies  were  floating  by 
them,  but  they  minded  not.  Some  sat  in  the  mud  counting  their  fingers,  or  a 
iiTin^  of  heads,  or  kissing  the  dirt,  or  placing  themselves  in  indecent  postures,  or 
making  little  gods  of  mud,  and  then  kissing  them  and  praying  to  them.  In  the 
streets  we  saw  them  at  their  prayers  again,  or  foiling  themselves  all  over.  The 
whole  city  is  ^iven  to  idolatry.  Think  of  millions  of  such  creatures  as  these  I 
have  described,  and  then  tell  me,  are  you  sorry  I  have  come  to  tell  them  of  Jesus? 

But  the  scene  is  not  one  of  total  darkness.  Blessed  be  God,  there  are  a  few 
spots  where  he  has  kindled  up  the  li^ht  of  the  Gospel,  and  which  already  prove 
that  the  hope  of  the  world's  conversion  ^*  through  the  foolishness  of  preacDing" 
is  not  a  vnin  hope ! 

Jfeetiiuf  of  the  Church  in  the  Sandwich  iHandM,  One  object  of  this  meeting  is 
to  communicate  that  kind  of  advice  and  instruction  which  is  more  particulerj  ap- 
propriate to  Church  members,  and  those  who  are  candidates  for  baptinn  and  com- 
munion ;  and  which  can  be  communicated  with  better  eflect  at  a  private  meeting 
than  in  a  mixed  assembly.  This  meeting  was  instituted  in  18S6.  Then*  Imo 
persons  were  present ;  now,  eighty-Jive  attend.    That  was  interestiiig  m  the 
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int  ftvita ;  Umm  m  intartiUiiffM  an  abundant  harvaat.  Wa  than  raaaif ad  tha 
nlatllfa.  To  tha  giorj  of  ZtoD*a&ing,  and  tha  triumph  of  har  frianda,  that  pladga 
la  wBfw  laooaflMQ* 

Our  aaccaaa>  which  waafhnnarlj  an  objact  of  ftiith,  groundad  antiraW  on  tha ' 
aBeradpfooiiaeay  nowvin  adagraa,  caaaea  to  be  auch  ;  and  we  realise  that,  tha 
mm  antieipation  of  which  haa  borne  ua  through  many  discoaragementai  and 
thaaiad  many  a  dark  hour.  We  muat  acknowTedffe,  however,  that  not  a  day 
pMaaa  in  wMeh  we  are  not  atill  aeverely  tried  and  deeply  affected  by  the  vicea* 
iha'atnptdityt  and  the  coldneaa  of  the  people ;  but  atili,  when  we  look  hack  and 
aontraat  thmr  appearance  now  with  wnat  it  waa  only  seven  yev*  ago,  we  drop 
Cv  pana>  aa  bamg  incompetent  to  describe  our  feelinga ;  and  we  long  for  a 
vaiee  to  reach  every  ii^Bdel  heart  on  earth,  that  we  may  tell  in  their  uubeliev* 
nf  ea^^  net  what  we  belieye  the  Lord  will  do,  but  what  he  haa  already  done, 
wa  euuietimea  ftar  to  tell  the  full  amount  of  what  appears  to  have  been  ao- 
aoiBpiiahed,  leat  aome  one  ahould  feel  that  the  great  object  is  already  gained, 
ad  that  little  mora  remaina  to  be  done.-  But  could  we  represent  the  exact 
aandilhip  of  the  people,  even  aa  it  ia  in  its  present  improved  state,  together  with 
dl  tiiat  remaina  to  be  dn»ctad,  befbre  the  people  shall  be  raised  to  an  enlightened 
state  of  dviliaEationy  avcvy  pious  heart  in  the  universe  would  yearn  over  these 
aknda;  and  the  churches  of  America,  instead  of  thinking  that  they  had  done  weU, 
would  feel  that  they  had  incurred  the  cuxse  of  heaven,  because,  they  had  dona 
aafittle. 

BtiQ  a  apirit  of  improvement  is  among  them.  We  can  point  to  multitudea, 
who,aa  we  travel  about  in  different  parte  of  the  island,  leave  their  homea  on  Sa- 
turday monung,  and  travel  through  the  day,  under  a  vertical  sun,  take  a  scanty 
aieal  at  night,  and  a  still  more  scanty  one  on  Sabbath  morning  ;  then  go  to  the 
boose  of  prayer,  and  with  attentive  ear,  and  often  with  moistened  eye,  listen  to 
the  word  of  sacred  truth ;  and  when  the  Sabbath  is  over,  with  scarce  a  remnant 
sf  fi)od,  set  out  for  their  distant  homes,  accounting  themselves  happy  in  having 
the  word  of  God  brought  so  near.  We  can  point  you  to  places,  where  a  hundred 
oftheae  can  be  assenwled  in  a  single  congregation,  tofirether  with  two  thousand 
mora,  wIm>  would  have  travelled  only  two  or  three  miles. 

In  every  considerable  villsjp^e,  from  one  end  of  the  island  to  the  other,  tha 
paeple  have  erected  a  house  for  the  worship  of  God.  In  all  of  these,  respectable 
coogiMratiooa,  and  in  many  of  them  large  ones,  might  be  convened  on  the  Sab- 
Utk.  Tlirough  the  medium  of  native  teachers  we  hope  and  believe  some  good 
is  efiscCed ;  yet  the  people  may  justly  be  said  to  be  sheep  without  a  shepherd. 
What  a  field  of  oaodfiuness  is  here  opened.

WhSln  I  unite,  Bfr.  President,  in  grntefiil  acknowled^ent  for  the  favour  with  which 
tUt  soeisty  has  been  regarded,  and  for  the  good  it  haa  accompli«hed,  during  the  lait 
yiir,  I  have  still  a  strong  eonviction,  that  its  claims  to  the  patronage  and  sapport  of 
the  Aawriean  publie,  have  not  yet  been  duly  appreciated.

I  wiah,  fir,  that  every  man  who  despiaes  or  neglecta  the  claima  of  this  SodiC] 
would  deliberately  reflect  on  the  conaequencea  which  muat  follow  from  the  atatt  < 
thiiij^  to  which  I  have  alluded,  if  it  be  permitted  to  continue.  If  he  be  a  good  nai 
a  lover  of  hia  kind,  and  a  welUwiaher  to  the  honour  and  proaperity  of  hia  country t  1 
will  aoon  aee  and  feel,  that  there  is  no  oauae  more  sacredly  entitled  to  hia  patronai 
and  hia  prayera,  than  that  of  Home  Miuiont,  This  concluaion,  independentlr  of  if 
affecting  conaiderationa  by  which  it  will  be  impressed  on  the  heart  of  the  Cnriatk: 
will,  I  uiink,  be  satia&ctorily  eatabliahed  in  the  mind  of  erery  thinking  man,  by  aval 
little  attention  to  aome  of  the  particulara  which  diatinguiah  the  moral  and  politio 
condition  of  our  people,  from  that  of  other  nationa.  Two  of  these  diatinctire  mttui 
are  aU  that  the  occaaion  will  permit  me  to  advert  to.  The  firat  ia,  that  all  the  powi 
of  government  not  only  ikeoretieaUy  flow  frt)m  the  great  maaa  of  the  people,  bat  a 
aeUMUy  ezerciaed  by  them.  Thia  ia  the  crowning  glory  of  our  repubUc — long  may 
remain  ao !  Until  recently  we  were  obliged  to  apeak  of  it  aa  a  bleaaing  wnick  I 
longed  excluaively  to  ua ;  but  thanka  to  him  who  controla  the  deatiniea  of  nalioi 
we  are  now  permitted  to  rejoice  in  the  belief,  that  ita  influence  ia  aoon  to  be  extan^ 
to  many  other  portiona  of  the  earth.  To  render  the  unlimited  freedom  gnaranti 
by  our  conatitutiona,  a  bleaaing  to  ouraelvea  and  to  othera,  it  muat  be  accompanied  1 
general  knowledge;  univeraal  auffrage  accompanied  by  general  ignorance,  would  ao< 
become  a  scourge  and  a  curae.  The  other  peculiarity  to  which  I  refer,  ia  the  enti 
absence  of  any  governmental  proviaion  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  people.  T 
wisdom  of  thia  regulation,  or  rather  of  thia  abaence  of  regulation  on  the  subject  of  i 
ligion,  in  our  general  and  atate  conatitutiona,  ia  not  only  confirmed  by  all  hiatory  a 
experience,  but  it  haa  received  the  higher  aanction  of  Him  who  declared,  that  **1 
kingdom  waa  not  of  thia  world.**  But  whilat  history  and  experience  have  abondaaJ 
shown,  that  aU  alliancea  between  church  and  state  are  injurious,  alike  to  the  tempoi 
and  spiritual  interests  of  men,  they  have  also  shown,  with  equal  clearness,  that  privi 
virtue  is  indispensable  to  the  preservation  of  public  liberty. 

The  principles  I  have  stated  are  agreed  to  by  all  men,  in  language  at  least,  howei 
they  may  differ  on  other  pointa  of  moral  and  political  philoaophy.  In  the  "  Hall 
Science,**  aa  well  aa  in  the  Templea  of  the  living  God,  it  ia  aaaumed  aa  an  axiom,  tl 
witkimt  tntelUgenee  and  virtue,  no  people  can  be  proeperouo  or  free*  The  great  qo 
tion,  then,  wmch  ahould  fill  the  heart  and  press  upon  the  conscience  of  every  Ama 
•an,  ia,  **How  can  /moat  effectually  contribute  to  the  difiiiaion  of  intelligence  a 
virtue  among  my  fellow  citizena  ?**  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  aa  the  true  anaww 
thia  momentoua  inquiry,  **  by  practiaing  yourself,  and  by  inculcating  upon  othei«t  t 
preoeptff  of  Chriatianity.**  Thia  ia  the  answer  g^iyen  by  revelation,  and  confirmad 
the  experience  of  centuriea. 

It  would  be  eaay  to  ahow,  that  the  cordial  reception  of  the  goapel,  ia  not  only  I 
aureat  baaia,  but  the  only  aure  baaia,  of  peraonai  morality.  Whenever  it  ia  thus  m 
braced,  it  not  only  makea  men  virtuoua  and  exemplary  in  all  the  departmenta  of  aoc 
lifb,  but  it  fillathe  heart  with  a  generoua  and  active  philanthropy.  It  ia  the  on^  a; 
tem  that  is  capable  of  producing  this  result.  Howard  and  Martjm,  Brainard,  Mills  a 
Oberlin,  were  made  by  the  gospel,  and  by  that  alone.  There  was  nothing  in  aneii 
philosophy — ^nothing  in  the  inventions  of  our  day,  which  could  form  such  men.  Thi 
were  moral  miracles,  which  could  only  be  wrought  by  that  system  which  is  **  1 
wiklom  of  God,  and  the  power  of  God,  unto  salvation.** 

The  diffusion  of  the  gospel  is  also  the  most  effectual  means  of  promoting  intellect 
improvement  among  the  body  of  the  people.  In  proof  of  this,  I  confidently  appeal 
the  observation  of  every  one  who  hears  me.  Have  you  not  seen,  and  oflen  seen, 
norant,  uneducated  men — men  long  addicted  to  indolence  and  vice,  suddenly  tun 
by  the  influence  of  gospel  truth,  not  only  to  habits  of  sobriety  and  virtue,  bat  to  1 
anxious  pursuit  of  useful  knowledge  7  Did  you  ever  know  such  a  tranaformation 
character,  to  be  produced  by  any  other  cause  ?  The  same  remark  might  be  appl 
to  neighbourhoods  and  communities.  All  experience  has  shown  that  the  most  eeit 
and  expeditious  method  of  enlightening  an  unlettered  community,  ia  to  begin  by  f 
cing  among  them  an  intelligent  and  faithful  minister  of  the  goapel.  The  inatitution 
Chriatian  worahip  will  aoon  be  followed  by  the  establishment  of  schools  and  ot] 
means  of  intellectual  culture.  It  is  impossible  in  the  nature  of  things,  that  the  fbiii 
«aa  bf  kept  up  for  any  Itngth  of  time,  without  leading  to  tha  crvation  of  the  laftt 
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wiimtol^  ia  pNperlMNi  to  tht  mnmt'Af  and  ttranffth  of  Cbriftiati  priaei|4e  k  lay 
wmmitT,  wUl bo  tlwir  fHUfpmB in kiiowledffe«  onaUieir loal for  ita diffumon.  Tbo 
MMO«f  JU  thifOMj  bo  wottnadontood  by  the  numUact Cbrktian  ;  thougli,  «•  it  la  oitoa 
omMM  byOwwiaeofttiiBwotld,  TouwiUpeniiUiiiatoglaiiM  TbaChria- 

lifo  without  ato^jring  hia  bible ;  and  the  penuafof  that  blaawd  book  not 
in  the  heart,  a  a|£it  of  aetiva  faonevokncet  bot  it  "^^pveth  liflfat  to  the

■■iiiiiaiiiia  of  moral  dnty,  and  to  the  aalvationof  the  fool,  bat  it  inatmeta  a?en  them» 
BtbAuhMt  philoaophy,  andtandefa  them  familiar  with  the  noUeat  aobjeeta  that  can 
ocMq^  the  inteUeet. 

hm  on  theae  mionda,  thai  the  Home  Mianonaiy  Society  appeala  not  only  to  the 
immmm  Chriatian,  but  to  the  patriot,  for  hia  actiTO  and  permanent  aapport.  The 
taafiMitovila  which  threaten  the  Btability  of  onr  political  fabric,  and  the  hwpineae  of 
tbifNU  iCalo,  ara»  aa  yon  have  heard,  ignorance  and  immorality.  NotwitJutandinf 
tbitbiannd  fovoorable  eiroamatances  by  which  we  are  Borrounded,  there  ii  amongit 
i»M0pgkof  both,  to  fill  the  minda  of  thinking  men  with  apfNrehenaion  and  alarm. 
TUfkabeen  aaen  and  folt  by  the  foonden  of  Uiia  loeiety ;  bat  they  have  not  waated 
Ihnr  MHgiea  hi  idle  lamentationa,  nor  sought,  from  their  own  inventions,  an  antidote 
fttthiwiirhiefs  by  which  we  are  aaaailed.  They  have  reaorted  to  the  troe  remedy—- 
totk  coMie  of  their  own  feet,  and  the  charter  of  their  own  hopea— (Ae  €h>§pel  of  Ckrift* 

SrCnathoqght  that  by  sending  to  the  destitute  the  henJda  of  that  goapel,  thqf 
it  eolwfaten  theiffnorant,  and  refoAn  the  vicioua,  and  cheer  the  feithfol;  and  by 
thniilanmng  the  infroenoe  of  pore  religion,  not  only  aave  the  souls  of  men,  bat  con- 
Aroa  oar  beloved  country  a  rich  and  lading  benefit. 

The  idea  waa  not  only  a  benevolent  but  a  wise  one,  and  thus  far  it  has  been  fuceeas- 
hStf  pursued.  The  blessing  of  the  Almighty  has  evidently  accompanied  your  ezer- 
tioaa    Wherever  the  good  seed  has  been  sown  by  your  devoted  missionaries,  it  haa 

ring  up,  and  flourished,  and  borne  much  fVuit.  Indeed,  it  is  impossible  to  estimate 
blessings  which  have  resulted  from  your  labours.  When  we  can  measure  the  ca- 
pieities  of  the  immortal  mind,  and  compute  the  ages  of  eternity,  and  appreciate  the 
titsat  of  Heaven's  happiness,  then,  and  not  till  then,  can  we  form  a  just  idea  of  the 
Mmedness  of  saving  even  a  single  soul  from  death.  But  who,  even  with  such  know- 
Uge,  ooald  calculate  the  value  of  those  exertions,  which,  in  a  sinj^e  year,  have 
M|^  into  the  church  of  Christ,  more  than  9500  converta?    If  each  of  theae  shall 

Efe  a  linoera  and  devoted  Christian,  what  a  blessing  will  he  become  to  his  family, 
ceuntry,  and  the  world !  What  an  honour  to  you  tonave  contributed  to  so  glorious 
ifisdt! 

Bat  thia,  sublime  and  overwhelming  as  it  is,  is  but  a  limited  view  of  the  great  into- 
mil  involved  in  the  efforta  of  this  society.  Independently  of  the  great  good  it  haa 
teeompliBhed  by  its  appropriate  labours,  it  enjoys  the  high  honour  of  heing  one  of  the 
■Mt  eflkaent  agenta  in  the  promotion  of  every  other  crood  word  and  work.  Every 
miMonaiy  yon  aend  forth,  is  a  distributer  of  bibles  and  of  tracts.  He  is  emphaticaUy 
tbi  pioneer  of  uaefol  knowledge,  for  his  career  is  identified  not  only  with  the  moral 
eokiirft,  but  with  the  intellectuu  improvement  and  the  sodtal  happiness,  of  the  peo. 
pfe  to  whom  he  ministers.  Oh !  if  we  could  but  bear  the  thanks  of  those  wives  and 
childrsn,  who  have  been  reacued  from  the  horrors  of  widowhood  and  orphanage,  by 
tbe  temperance  societies  your  missionaries  have  established — if  we  could  but  listen  to 
the  soDgi  of  praise  which  ascend  (from  the  Sabbath  schools  they  have  formed ; — ^who 
•moDgoa  would  not  call  upon  his  soul  and  all  within  him,  to  bless  the  Father  of  mer. 
tiei,  that  he  had  been  permitted  to  contribute  to  the  diflusion  of  such  unminffled 
good! 

Bat  though  we  have  abundant  reason  to  bless  God  for  what  he  has  already  been 
phued  to  accompliah  b^  the  instrumentality  of  this  society,  I  dare  not  leave  the  aub. 
jcetbsie.  The  criea  of^our  brethren  came  to  us  from  every  quarter  of  our  land— cries 
of  mtti  hnngoring  for  the  bread  of  life,  and  thirsting  for  the  waters  of  salvation.  To 
heep  pace  with  th^  growth  of  our  rapidly  increasing  population — ^to  build  up  the 
warts  plaeea  In  the  older  statea,  and  to  furnish  religious  instruction  to  the  worM  be. 
yood  the  mountains — the  exertions  of  this  Society,  and  of  every  kindred  association, 
BMl  be  dooUed  and  redoubled.  The  slightest  reference  to  the  actual  state  of  thixv^ 
vil  aaayinw  every  candid  mind  that  the  assertion  Ib  true.    It  ia  not  \ew  mommAjooa 
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than  true.    To  enable  thie  eociety  to  increaae  its  exertions,  either  the 
petroni  must  be  very  greatly  enlarged,  or  thoie  who  hare  alreadj  petmniieil  ili 
greatly  increase  their  benefactions.    I  would  press  both  meararae.     I  woeU 
Silly  bat  urgently  appeal  to  all  who  have  not  already  contributed  of  tbrir 
to  the  spread  of  the  gospel  among  our  countrymen,  immediately  to 
■ehres  with  somevsociety  for    Home    Missionn.       I    do  not  aak  joa  to 
fAif  society;    I  ask  you  to  tpread  the  gospel  f  the  pure  gospel,  mm^mg  ytm 
men.'     If  you  do  this,  whatever  may  bo  the  channel  you  shall  select,  wo  will 
for  your  efforts,  and  rejoice  in  your  success.    To  every  one  who  has  horatoftn 
tributed  to  this  glorious  object,  I  would  say,  whatever  you  have  done  for  it  ~ 
last  year,  this  year  do  twice  as  much ! — twice  as  much  by  your  contributioM, 
much  by  your  prayers ! 

If  it  were  proper  to  detain  you  by  the  enumeration  of  mofteee,  I  might  dmvl 
firom  all  that  we  possess,  or  love,  or  hope  for,  as  men,  as  patriots,  or  ae  Christimij 
cannot  stop  to  recount  them — I  can  touch  but  one — but  that  one  shall 
heart  of  every  follower  of  the  Lamb — the  love  of  Christ !

A  CALL  FOR   LABOUREaS. 

Xrtract  of  a  letter  from  Hatley,  Lower 

Canada. 

I  have  long  looked  abroad  among  the 
benevolent  institutions  of  the  day,  to  see 
where  we  might  apply  for  assistance  in 
this  waste  part  of  God's  heritage,  and 
finding  no  hope  of  assistance  any  where 
•else,  have  at  length  concluded  to  apply  to 
the  American  Home  Missionary  Society. 
The  London  Missionary  Society  is  ex- 
clusively devoted  to  the  support  of  mis. 
sions  among  the  heathen  and  the  Went 
Indian  negroes.  The  Montreal  Mission- 
ary  Society  is  in  low  circumstances,  and, 
as  I  am  informed,  short  of  funds ;  and  all 
other  missionary  societies  in  Canada,  are 
too  small  to  afford  any  material  asHist. 
ance. 

In  order  to  enable  you  to  form  a  cor- 
rect opinion  of  the  necessity  of  a  mis- 
sionary establishment  hero,  it  may  be  ne. 
cessary  to  give  you  some  account  of  the 
country — its  inhabitants,  religious  privi. 
leges,  Slc,  In  doing  this,  1  shall  only  re. 
ler  to  that  part  of  Lower  Canada  which  is 
situated  east  of  the  lake  Memphremagog, 


and  between  the  boundary  line  tad  witf 
is  called  the  French  country.  AtthoM^ 
the  same  remarks  will  apply  tmt  BMqf 
to  a  tract  of  country  of  about  the  ■■! 
extent  and  importance,  betwewi  tfei 
aforesaid  lake  and  lake  Champlaii,  It* 
whole  of  which  is  in  Canada  dnsM- 
nated  the  Eastern  Townshipe. 

That  part  of  the  countiy  to  wkioh  I 
particularly  allude,  is  compoeed  of  abiit 
twenty   townships   of  ten  miles  sq^H* 
each — in  which  there  are  probably  wtt^ 
than  20,000  inhabitanta,  who  are  pria«- 
pally  emigrants,  or  the  desoendaats  m 
emigrants  from  the  United  Statea.

neighbourhoods,  some  ten,  twenty,  and 
thirty  miles  distant.  Wherever  I  have 
preached,  I  have  uniformly  had  full,  at. 
tentive  and  solemn  audiences,  and  not 
unfrequently  have  tears  been  seen  freely 
flowinff  from  eyes  long  unaccustomed  to 
weep  for  sin.  Although  I  am  unable  to 
cheer  your  heart,  with  the  soul.8tirring 
intelligence  of  many  sinners  bom  into 
the  kingdom  of  Christ,  vet  I  trust  my 
labours  have  not  been  wholly  in  vain.  Our 
Sabbath  school  in  the  village  of  Ed- 
wardsvillo,  continues  to  increase  in  in- 
terest and  numbers.  There  are  about 
70  regular  attendants,  besides  a  class  of 
coloured  children,  consisting  of  18  or  SO, 
who  meet  at  my  house,  and  are  instruct, 
ed  by  Mrs.  M.  Some  of  these  childreiT 
come  a  distance  of  5  miles ;  and  such  is 
their  ongagedness,  that  they  frequently 
arrive  before  7  o'clock.  We  have  now  14 
teachers  in  all,  most  of  whom  are  much 
engaged,  and  are  well  qualified  for  their 
responsible  station.  Arrangements  were 
made  at  our  last  teacher's  meeting,  to  visit 
every  family  in  the  village  and  vicinity, 
and  if  possible  bring  every  child  of  suite, 
ble  age  into  the  Sabbath  school.  My 
bible  class  still  continues,  and  I  hope  is 
doing  good. 

At  Sugar  Creek  things  remain  much  as 
when  I  last  reported.    Two  wei«  aAdftdi 
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to  tlie  chnreh  it  our  laat  commuiuon; 
fimr  oUMn  lia?e  giren  their  names  is  caji. 
dkUtes  for  admissloD.  The  Sabbath 
school  is  flourishing,  and  the  bible  class 
eonsists  of  almost  every  member  of  the 
eongregation.  The  Sabbiath  school  at 
Manne  Settlement,  has  received  a  new 
impulse  this  spring,  and  they  now  have 
80  scholars.  A  temperance  society  has 
lately  been  formed  there,  and  some  who 
were  nearly  engulphed  in  the  raging 
whirlpool  of  intemperance,  have  been 
rescued,  and  are  now  sober  men,  much  en- 
gaged in  the  Sabbath  School. 


INDIANA.

It  has  seemed,  at  times,  that  the  Lord 
had  nothing  more  for  me  to  do.  But 
prospects  are  at  present  more  favourable. 
In  one  neighbourhood  on  the  borders  of 
this  and  Johnston  Co.,  where  brother 
Woods  and  myself  have  preached  occa. 
sionally,  there  has  for  a  few  weekii  been 
several  inquiring,  '*  What  shall  I  do  to  bo 
saved?**  and  some  giving  pleasing  evi- 
dence of  a  change  of  heart. 

We  have  five  Sabbath  schools  in  the 
county  in  successful  operation.  Three 
of  these  have  been  recently  organized. 
One  of  the  others  has  been  in  constant 
operation  for  more  than  two  years.  We 
hope  to  have  some  more  started  soon.  I 
have  the  superintendence  of  2  bible  classes. 
Neither  of  them  are  large,  but  both  are  on 
the  increase. 

We  have  commenced  a  little  in  supply, 
ing  the  destitute  of  the  county  with  the 
bible.  The  work  moves  slowly.  In  lusit. 
ing  30  families  in  this  town,  to  my  very 
great  surprise,  I  found  15  destitute  of  a 
whole  copy  of  this  sacred  treasure. 

The  people  manifest  an  anxiety  to  do 
what  they  can  to  relieve  the  H.  M.  Society. 
Considering  the  number  and  means,  they 
are,  I  think,  to  be  commended. 


OHIO.

When  I  last  wrote  you,  I  fondly  hoped 
to  be  able  to  tell  you  at  this  time  of  a  ge.

Nor  can  I  honestly  say  that 
my  expectations  of  a  blessing  of  this  kind 
are  less  than  they  then  were.  The  state  of 
things  remains  interesting.  There  has 
been  two,  and  perhaps  three,  cases  of 
hc^ful  conversion  since  1  last  wrote,  in 
this  place.     Sunday  school  efforts  have

of  another,  in  Bennington.  Two  nn 
schools  have  lately  gone  into  operation 
Hartford.  Of  their  prospects  and  suee 
I  cannot  say  much.  I  am  changing ; 
labours  a  little  on  the  Sabbath.  At  1 
past  8  o'clock,  A.  M.  meet  the  Sabb 
school  in  this  place ;  at  II  commence  p 
lie  worship,  preach  two  sermons,  (with 
intermission  of  30  minutes ; )  at  4,  P. 
meet  some  of  the  Sabbath  schools  wh 
we  have  erected  in  this  vicinity.  This 
rangcment  seems  the  more  necessi 
from  the  fact,  that  very  many  who  are  i 
employed  to  superintend  and  teach 
those  Hchools,  are  inexperienced  in  the 
sincss.  1  find  that  I  can^  exert  a'  m 
powerful  influence  on  the  minds  of 
scholars,  to  make  them  punctual  and 
tcntive,  by  meeting  with  them,  and  h< 
ing  them  recite  a  few  questions,  and  h 
ing  them  a  little  to  answer  difficult  oi 
than  in  any  other  way.  Wheneve 
meet  with  a  Sabbath  school,  I  mak« 
one  part  of  my  errand  to  give  the  scl 
a  short  address.  How  long  this  cot 
will  probably  be  pursued  I  cannot  tell ; 
certainly  as  long  as  it  produces  the  sf 
results  OS  at  present.  1  believe  the  L 
has  favourably  disposed  my  people  towi 
this  thing. 

We  have  lately  engaged  to  supply 
township  monthly  with  tracts,  for 
months.  Funds  nearly  sufficient  ^ 
raised  at  once  in  a  small  meeting  to 
complish  this  thing.

In  the  congregatioB 
at  WampsvUle  there  have  been  idKHit  eix 
teen  hopeful  conversions,  since  the  date  o 
my  last  report,  nine  have  been  added  U 
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the  charch,  and  ten  are  now  candidates 
for  admiwion  at  the  next  communion,  and 
in  the  congregation  of  Oneida  Caatleton, 
there  have  been  nine  cases  of  hopeful  con- 
▼enion>  and  four  added  to  the  church ; 
and  it  would  afford  me  much  happinesn  to 
add,  that  there  is  as  mucli  attention  in  and 
out  of  both  thr.se  chu re h'-'H,  as  there  has 
been  ;  but  I  foar  there  is  a  decline  of  feel. 
ing,  as  there  have  been  no  cases  ofliopeful 
coDTersion  for  three  weeks  past. 

There  has  evidently  been  an  increase  of 
christian  feeling  and  activity  on  the  part 
of  most  members  of  the  church,  and  your 
miisionsry   records    with   pleasure,   that 
they  have  thrown  no  obstacles  in  the  way 
of  hit  efforts,  though  it  is  to  be  apprehend- 
ed, that  if  there   had  been  more  zeal  on 
their  part,  that  more  blessed  results  would 
hare  been  witnessed  than  now  are.     The

REVIVAL  DURING  THE  LAST  WIXTKR. 

At  the  commencement  of  our  three  days 
neetiag,  at  Mexico  village,  things  were 
in  a  most  unpromising  Htate  in  the  church, 
though  there  was  known  to  !«  two  or 
three  cases  of  unusual  seriousness  among 
nnners.  The  meetings  of  the  lirst  day 
tnd  evening  closed  without  any  favouri-u 
ble  indications.  But  on  the  morning  of 
the  second  day,  there  began  to  he  some 
nuAifestations  of  feeling.  Tiie  as- 
iembly  was  more  full  an;l  fiolonui. 
And  from  that  time,  till  the  middle 
of  the  next  day,  when  the  meeting  closed, 
there  was  a  rapid  increase  of  interest,  till 
it  became  intense.  This  meeting  was 
followed  for  a  few  days  with  some  ten- 
dency  to  wildness,  which  has  since  sub- 
■idecL    A  work  of  grace,  of  a  deep  and 


solemn  character,  seems  to  be  now  slowly 
progressing.  Seven  or  eight  hopeful  con- 
versions are  its  ihiits,  and  a  nmnber  liill 
attend  the  anxious  meeting. 

Two  of  our  Sabbath  schools  have  Ymttn 
sustained  through  the  winter.  The  in- 
troduction  of  the  **  verse  system,"  and  the 
c'stulilishnient  of  a  teacher's  association  in 
the  county,  have  excited  a  favourable  in. 
iluence,  and  given  a  now  impulse  to  the 
cause. 

My  Bible  Class  has  been  interesting 
through  the  winter,  though  not  so  fully 
attended  as  it  was  u  year  ago.  The  re- 
moval uf  Humo  of  the  members  has  con- 
tributed to  diminish  the  numbers.  The 
cause  of  temperance  continues  to  advance. 
Public  opinion  is  now  decidedly  against 
the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  and  the  con- 
Humption  off(  rmented  liquors  is  deercasing 
Men  who  retuso  to  join  the  society,  are 
putting  up  buildings  this  spring,  with  the 
d?termination  to  furnish  no  ardent  spirits 
to  their  workmen.  I  have  assisted  in  the 
formation  of  two  more  town  societies  in 
the  county  within  a  few  weeks.  Public 
mot-tings  for  discussion,  have  evidently 
had  a  beneficial  influence.

It  u  now  fourteen  yea»  since,  as  I 
think,  the  Lord  appeared  in  mercy  for 
the  relief  of  my  «oul,  by  speaking  par- 
don Uirough  the  blood  ot  Jesus.  O 
nincle  of  grsoe,  if  ever  so  faithless 
tad  onprofitable  a  servant  aa  I  have 
beeo,8hall  attain  to  the  mansions  of 
the  saved !  During  the  first  summer 
titer  I  entertained  the  hope  of  pardon, 
Wf  mind  was  much  exercised  in  be- 
half of  the  unconverted.  I  felt  that  1 
could  persuade  almost  any  man  to  be 
A  Christian,  if  he  would  only  listen  to 
me,  till  I  could  have  time  to  communi- 
cate my  views.  In  this  belief,  I  wrote 
many  letters  to  acquaintances  abroad, 
u  well  as  held  numerous  conversations 
with  individuals  in  my  immediate 
neighbourhood.  But  alas !  soon  I  be- 
g^  to  find  that  my  cfibrts  were  un- 
availiog.  Probably  my  zeal  was  not 
according  to  knowledge,  or  1  was 
working  in  my  own  strength ;  for  I 
have  never  learned  that  much  fruit  re- 
ralted  from  my  labours.  I  sunk  down 
into  a  state  of  despondency  and  inac- 
tion, during  which  the  following  cir- 
cumstances occurred. 

There  lived  near  me  an  intelligent 
negro,  of  more  than  usual  cultivation 
and  business  talent.  This  man  was 
moch  abroad  in  the  community,  and 
had  acquired  a  familiarity  with  men 
and  things,  which  rendered  him  a 
floent  and  adroit  disputant,  on  ahnost 
every  topic  of  common  discussion,  and 
few  of  the  common  people  cared  to 
get  into  an  argument  with  him.  He 
was,  however,  entirely  ignorant  of  re- 
hgion,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
wo,  and  in  hie  life  and  conversation, 
save  too  mnch  reason  to  believe,  that 
w  was  immoral  and  proftne.  My 
eoQpa«ion  was  excited  for  his  soul.    I 


thought  I  would  certainly  speak  to 
him  about  the  things  of  eternity.  Soon 
an  opportunity  onered.  But  his  bold 
look,  deep  toned  voice,  and  well  known 
character  for  disputation,  overawed  mOv 
and  I  put  it  off.  Another  occasion,  and 
again  another,  came  and  went,  unim- 
proved; each  furnishing,  as  I  them 
thought,  some  apology  tor  deferrinii^ 
the  duty. 

At  length,  I  heard  that  the  man  was 
sick,  and  under  circumstances  where  I 
could  not  very  conveniently  gain  aecees 
to  him.  I  then  reproached  myself  with 
my  negligence.  *♦  Perhaps  he  may 
die,"  thought  I,  "  and  no  one  has  warn- 
liim  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come. 
I  certainly  will  embrace  the  first  op- 
portunity, to  exhort  him  to  take  care 
of  his  soul.*'  But  still  I  neglected  to 
fulfil  my  resolution  immediately.  I 
waited  ibr  an  opportunity,  instead  of 
making  one.  What  was  my  surprise 
and  compunction  of  mind,  when  at  the 
end  of  three  days,  I  learned  that  he 
had  been  carried  off  by  a  violent  dis- 
ease, without  one  word  of  instruction 
or  of  prayer  having  been  offered  at  bis 
bed-side,  and  that  he  had  gone  into 
eternity,  in  all  the  deep  pollution  of  his 
sins !  O  then,  how  did  my  bleeding 
heart  beat  painfully  within  me,  at  the 
thought  that  the  blood  of  that  soul 
might  be  found  in  my  skirts.  And  how 
often,  in  the  street  and  the  crowd,  as 
well  as  in  the  secret  retirement  of  my 
closet,  has  that  negro's  form  appeared 
to  stand  before  me,  and  upbraid  me 
with  my  guilt,  in  not  saying,  at  least 
one  word  of  warning.  I  trust  I  have 
repented,  and  that  God  has  forgiven 
me;  but  I  can  never  forgive  myself 
that  crime.

SICK-BED    REPENTArCCK. 
[Faroithad  by  a  Clergjmao.] 

I  was  called,  a  few  years  since,  to 
visit  a  young  lady,  supposed  to  be 
dying.  In  the  early  staige  of  her  ill- 
ness, she  was  quite  careless,  as  indeed 
she  had  been  all  her  days ;  but  now  in 
the  near  prospect  of  eternal  scenes,  sho 
saw  herself  to  be  a  poor  lost  sinner. 
Frantic  with  terror,  she  cried  for  mer- 
cy, in  an  agony  of  spirit  that  pierced 
the  heart  of  every  beholder.  I  en- 
deavoured to  give  her  such  instruction 
as  her  situation  demanded,  and  oppor- 
tunity afibrded,  and  then  knelt  with 
other  friends  around  her  bed,  and  com- 
mended her,  whether  living  or  dying, 
to  Him  who  is  mighty  to  save.  Before 
we  lefl  the  house,  her  distress  began 
to  subside,  and  she  to  derive  some  hope 
from  this  source.  Had  she  died,  licr 
pious  friends  would  probably  have  in- 
dulged  a  trembling  hope,  for  her,  but 
her  disease,  which  seemed  to  form  a 
crisis  at  this  juncture  soon  disappeared, 
and  with  the  return  of  health  her  pas- 
sion for  frivolity  returned.  1  was  ab- 
sent for  some  months, but  oAen  thouG^ht 
of  her,  as  the  scene  had  made  an  im- 
pression on  my  mind,  not  thus  soon  to 
oe  effaced.     Among  the  first  questions 


after  ray  return  (Von  a  disUnt 
ary  tour,  was  an  inquiry  raspectin^ 
her  spiritual  welfare.  I  was  alike  Bujr- 
prised  and  shocked,  to  be  informed  thoat 
upon  her  recovery  she  had  no  recolleo- 
tion  of  the  scene  just  described,  mead 
treated  every  allusion  to  it  with  tlj0 
utmost  levity.

To  such  the  article  can  h»v<0 
none  of  tliat  interest  which  is  dvm  to 
novelty ;  but  to  them  it  may  be  oseAil* 
as  increasing  their  suspicion  of  8ick*bo^ 
repentance,  and  stimulating  them    to 
greater  diligence  in  seeking  tlie  stl^^* 
tion  of  sinners,  whether  old  or  ToanSf « 
while  in  health.     It  may  meet  the  ^T^ 
of  some  gay  and  sportive  youth,  who  ^ 
presuming  upon  repentance,    in    tla^ 
hour  of  sickness,  if  no  earlier  perioo 
should  afford  a  ^  convenient  ■eaao0«*' 
To  such  a  one  I  would  say,  reflect

REVIVAL  IN  CEYLON. 

^    Oox  maden  will  recollect  that  the  American  Mission  to  Ceylon  was  begun 

*^  1816,  and  that  it  has  ezpeiienced  in  an  eminent  degree  the  blessing  of  dod. 

an  1884,  aa  addition  was  made  to  the  churcli  of  41  persons,  making,  with  those 

^bo  had  before  been  hopefully  converted,  between  80  and  90  of  the  natives 

~  from  the  bondage  of  Satan,  and  brought  into  the  liberty  of  the  kingdom 

God.    Some  months  afterwards  another  refreshing  was  enjoyed.    And  thus 

time  to  time  the  Lord  blessed  that  church,  until  it  numbered  114  members, 

several  who  had  died  in  the  faith.    From  the  following  extracts  of  let- 

fhun  the  missionaries,  it  will  be  seen  that  God  hath  again  visited  them  with 

^-  hlnwiig, 

*'It  is  a  most  pleasing  duty  which  we  have  to  perform  at  this  time.    It  is 
l4iv  shout  six  weeks  since  we  first  witnessed  manifest  tokens  of  Divine  influ- 
^loe  upon  the  minds  of  a  few  in  our  assemblies.    The  prayer  meeting  in  Octo- 
^^«r  was  very  solemn,  and  there  was  an  unusual  spirit  of  prayer.    A  number  of 
ow  own  children  were  present  and  particularly  addressed.    It  was  followed  by 
^>  Rtson  of  fasting  and  prayer  at  all  our  stations.     The  quarterly  meeting, 
^liree  weeks  after,  was  also  unusually  solenm,  and  at  the  close  of  the  sermon, 
^Jid  during  the  administratioa  of  the  ordinance,  there  was  cvidenco  of  the  spe- 
cial presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.    Two  of  the  brethren  were  induced,  from  the 
Appearance  of  things,  to  go  that  evening  to  Batticotta,  where  they  found  much 
encouragement  to  labour  in  the  Seminary  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  and  one  of 
them  over  the  Sabbath.    The  same  Sabbath  was  a  day  of  preparation,  if  no- 
thing more,  for  what  followed.     On  Monday  nearly  all  in  the  Seminary  were 
foynd  to  be  awakened,  and  some  under  strong  convictions.     That  evening  was 
^  occasion  to  be  remembered  with  the  prayer  meeting  at  the  commencement 
of  tbe  revival  in  1824.    The  oldest  children  in  the  mission,  Harriet  Meigs  and 
Mary  A.  Poor,  resolved  that  night  not  to  sleep  until  they  had  given  themselves 
up  to  their  Saviour,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope  they  did  so.    We  had  a  number 
of  meetings,  in  course  of  the  day  and  evening,  of  church  members,  girls  in  the 
acbool,  and  domestic's,  and  all  evinced  that  the  Lord  was  near.    From  that  time 
tbe  work  seemed  manifestly  begun  in  many  hearts — nearly  all  on  the  station 
were  aftcted — Goodrich  and  Nathaniel,  native  helpers,  quite  awake,  and  the 
girls  aroused." 

The  journal  of  one  of  the  Females,  under  date  of  Oct  3,  states,  <'  Goodrich 
^  spent  the  day  at  Batticotta,  and  told  what  he  had  seen  amount  his  old  com- 
ptpioDs  and  friends  in  the  Seminary — how  some  who  had  been  poisoned  with  evil 
■pints  were  now  sitting  clothed  and  in  their  ri^ht  mind.  Some,  he  says,  who  have 
^n  exceedingly  opposed  to  the  truth,  have  held  meetinmi  to  ridicule  the  bible 
uhI  those  who  loved  it — and  have  committed  sins  too  bad  to  be  mentioned,  are 
now  with  many  tears  crying  unto  God  for  mercy.  *  No  one  who  has  not  lived 
'wth  them,  ae  I  have,  and  known  them  thoroughly,  can  conceive  the  alteration,' 
He  bad  also  been  near,  so  as  to  hear  what  was  going  on  in  a  meeting  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Mr.  Poor  and  Miegs — heard  their  sobs,  and  groans,  and  prayers,  and 
Vol.  IV.

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Beemed  much  affected.    Oct.  4//t,  Fcul  day.    It  rained  violently,  but  was  a  verr 
solemn  season,  observed  more  or  less  by  all  on  the  premisea    New  times,  indeed, 
when  every  one  readily  leaves  work  and  play,  and  resorts  to  the  house  of  prayer, 
without  compulsion.  Monday,  [ith.   We  have  a  new  kind  of  meeting  this  evemng, 
at  Oodooville,  of  the  church  members  of  Mancpy  and  Oodoovillc,  with  some  in- 
quirers from  both  stations — such  a  time  as  we  never  saw  before.  About  50  adults 
and  the  girls  in  the  school — addresses  and  confessions  were  made  by  16  or  17  men. 
I  believe  not  one  was  tired,  though  kept  till  at\er  9  o'clock.  Many  wept — indeed, 
I  should  think  nearly  all.    We  have  never,  perhaps,  had  more  evidence  that  the 
Spirit  of  God  was  present.  Bailey,  who  teaches  an  English  school  here,  and  gives 
lessons  in  English  to  the  girlt<  also— from  the  Seminary  two  years  ago^was,  per- 
haps, the  most  affecting.  He  told  huw  lie  had  been  a  long  time,  like  one  in  a  great 
ocean,  when  the  fish  on  every  hand  were  coming  at  him  with  open  mouth,  and 
trying  to  catch  him,  and  each  saying,  he  is  mine,  he  is  mine — when  a  boat  was  let 
down  for  his  deliverance,  and  instead  of  Jumping  into  it,  he  had  kicked  it  away  and 
remained  strugcrliug  amongst  the  sharks,  till,  in  great  compassion,  the  master  of 
the  ship  again  let  down  the  boat^  just  in  time  to  save  him ;  and  now  he  honed 
he  had  grot  safely  into  it,  and  hoi)ed  the  Lord  would  keep  him  there.     He  then 
beggedleave  to  pray,  and  seemed  to  poTir  out  his  soul  in  thanksgiving  and  hnm- 
bie  mtreaties  to  be  kept  by  the  niiglity  power  of  God. — 12/A.  Yesterday  the 
brethren  had  a  very  encouraging  day  at  Jaffna.     There  seems  to  be  something  of 
an  excitement  in  Mr.  Robert's  society,  (Wcsleyan  Methodist.)  A  note  this  morn- 
ing from  brother  S{>aulding,  says  *'  I  never  saw  so  much  to  encourage  me."  ISM. 
A  number  of  masters  and  girls  think  thoy  have  really  made  an  entire  surrender  of 
themselves  and  their  all  to  the  Saviunr.     Wc  have  had  many  meetings,  public 
and  private,  and  the  voice  of  prayer  has,  I  trust,  been  heard  in  heaven,  from  old 
ai)d  young,  from  girls  and  boys,    Mr.  Winslow  returned  this  evening  from  Bat- 
ticotta.    He  sees  no  cases  of  dccleni^ion  in  the  Seminary,  but  every  one  is  in  some 
degree  affected.    Some  who  have  boon  much  opposed — some  who  have  long 
halted,  and  others,  like  Lot*s  wife,  arc  now  apparently  of  one  mind.    How  won- 
derful the  flroodness  of  God  !    Shall  we  ever  distrust  him  again.'    Jan,  B,  1831. 
The  Lord  has  indeed  put  a  new  sonjg  into  our  mouths.    At  present  the  workb, 
I  am  afraid,  rather  at  a  stand,  or  is  nut  making  the  progress  which  could  be 
wished  ;  i)ut  we  hope  that  a  considerable  number,  es()eciaTly  of  children,  will  be 
found  to  have  received  lasting  impressions.     At  a  general  inquiry  meeting,  held 
a  fortnight  since,  there  were,  including  some  members  of  the  church,  near  300 
present,  of  whom  perhaps  half  expressed  a  resolution  to  follow  Christ ;  and  a 
nope  of  acceptance  through  him." 

The  Missionaries  say  in  conclusion,  *<  We  dare  not  give  at  present  the  number, 
even  of  those  who  are  awakened  at  our  several  stations,  much  less  the  number  of 
those  whom  we  hope  are  converted.  We  shall  be  much  better  able  to  speak 
with  accuracy  on  this  subject  a  few  months  honce.  We  wish  also  to  caution 
our  friends  against  misunderstanding  what  we  have  said.  We  consider  the  bat- 
tle is  only  set  in  array — it  is  yet  to  be  for.ght :  and  may  the  Lord  grant  us  a 
glorious  victory." 

PRATER  FOR  THE  CnFROKER  MIBSIOIV. 

Few  Christians  possessing  any  acquuintanre  with  the  passing  events  of  the 
times,  need  to  be  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  in  the  acquire- 
ment of  religious  and  secular  knowledge,  and  their  correspondent  improvement 
in  the  arts  of  civilized  lite.  Nor  need  we  detail  here  the  disheartening  eflect 
which  has  been  produced  upon  them  by  the  efforts  of  the  State  of  C&orgia, 
countenanced  and  aided  by  the  g(^ncral  government  of  the  U.  S.  to  subject  them 
to  the  laws  of  Gnorgia,  and  drive  them  beyond  the  Mississippi,  in  defiance  of  all 
the  sacred  provisions  of  many  treaties.  But  we  have  now  to  present  a  new 
item  in  the  list  of  oppressive  acts,  to  which  the  enemies  of  Indian  civilization 
have  resorted. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  the  Rev.  Saml.  Worcester  and  the  Rev.  John  Thompoony 
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Minionaries  of  the  American  Board,  resident  in  the  Cherokee  Nation,  were 
arrested  by  an  a^nt  of  the  government  ;of  Geor^ria,  and  arraigned  before  one 
of  her  judicial  tribunaia,  on  the  charge  of  violating  the  statute  that  required 
either  their  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  )State,  or  their  removal  from  the  limits  of 
the  nation,  within  a  specified  time,  on  penalty  of  imprisonment  in  the  penitenti- 
arf  ef  the  State,  at  hard  labour,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  four  years.  By  a 
writ  of  habeoM  corpus  they  were  brought  before  his  honour  Judge  Clayton,  who 
released  them — the  finst  on  the  ground,  that  as  he  was  Pott  J^tuter^  he  was 
an  agent  of  the  government :  and  the  second,  that  as  he  was  a  JdiMiifmary^  he 
was  an  agent  of  the  government,  and  therefore  not  subject  to  the  operation  of 
the  statute.  The  general  government  has  since  displaced  Mr.  W.  from  his 
office  as  P.  M. — ^On  application  from  the  authorities  of  Geor^a,  the  President 
said  that  he  did  not  consider  the  missionaries  as  agents  ot  the  general  go* 
vernment. 

The  way  was  now  prepared  for  the  unembarrassed  exercise  of  the  authority 
clauned  by  the  government  of  Georgia,  and  accordingly  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wor- 
cester and  Thompson,  were  again  ordered  to  depart  from  the  nation,  on  pain  of 
Jbw  years  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  Dr.  Butler  has  been  arretted  by 
an  armed  force,  called  the  Georgia  guard.  Also  Rev.  Mr.  Trott,  an  itinerant 
Methodist  Missionary,  under  the  direction  of  the  Tennessee  Conference,  has  been 
taken  and  obliged  to  travel  on  foot  to  head  quarters,  while  his  conductors  were 
mounted,  and  Uus^  too,  when  he  offered  to  furnish  his  own  horse.  At  iiight  he 
wu  placed  under  guard,  and  cfutined.  Rev.  Mr.  Clauder,  a  Moravian  Missiona- 
ry, was  also  arrested,  and  kept  under  guard  about  two  hours, and  then  discharg* 
^  on  his  claiming  privilege  of  having  ten  days  notice. 

Subsequent  accounts  ii Jbrm  us  of  Uie  second  arrest  of  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson. 
That  of  Mr.  Worcester  will  probably  follow,  as  intimated  by  the  official  letter 
of  the  Governor ;  although  it  will  be  almost  impossible  for  him  to  leave  homey 
Hn.  W.  having  for  a  long  time  been  confined  to  her  bed  by  sickness. 

These  are  things  to  make  the  hearts  oftiie  pious  sad — and  not  the  hearts  of 
the  pious  only,  but  of  every  respecter  of  the  principles  of  American  liberty.  An 
oppressive  and  unconstitutional  law  is  enacted,  "  and  then  imprisonment  at 
urd  labour  in  the  penitentiary  is  declared  to  be  the  punishment  of  any  one  who 
will  not  swear  to  support  it !  Christian  missionaries — men  of  talent  and  of  cul- 
tivated minds,  whose  honcnty  and  integrity  the  breath  of  slander  itself  cannot 
tOQch,  and  to  whose  philanthropic  and  self-denying  labours  every  generous  heart 
iccords  a  willing  tribute  of  gratitude  on  behalf  of  suffering  humanity— -these 
tgenta  of  the  Christian  pubbc  in  the  work  of  bringing  the  heathen  Indian  to 
ptrtake  of  the  light  and  the  enjoyment  of  virtuous  and  civiUzed  life,  are  to  be 
ton  from  the  bosom  oftlicir  families,  from  the  dear  churches  that  they  have  ga- 
thered, from  labours  to  which  they  had  consecrated  their  lives,  and  in  the  prose- 
cation  of  which  they  had  enjoyed  the  smiles  of  Heaven,  and  iMP&isozfED  at 
Sard  labour — for  what  ? 

"  What  will  this  come  to  at  last  ?  If  the  progress  of  Christianitjr  is  to  be  in- 
ternipted  by  law,  and  its  friends  and  propagators  torn  from  their  families  and  im- 
prisoned with  felons,  and  as  felons,  at  hard  labour,  whenever  worldly  men  find  it 
fcr  their  convenience,  what  has  become  of  our  boasted  religious  liberty  ?  In  what 
potsible  direction  can  Christianity  bo  extended,  without  interfering  with  the 
pn)fitfl  of  those,  who  reap  profit  from  the  ij^norance  nnd  vice  of  others  .'  And  if 
^orts  for  the  conversion  of  the  Cherokees  niuhi  vtup,  to  accomodate  the  purses  of 
^ir  white  neighbours,  why  sliould  nut  the  Hame  be  done  in  other  places,  for 
the  occomodaiion  of  others,  wlio  can  accomplish  their  plans  better  if  the  preach- 
ing of  the  gospel  stops  ?  There  is  no  reason.  Let  this  attack  on  the  liberty  of 
pi«aching  Christ  crucified  be  successful,  and  it  will  be  followed  by  others;  and 
the  end  will  be,  what  we  shudder  to  think  of.'* 

But  there  is  one  resource.  There  is  a  throne  of  grace,  and  he  who  tits 
Ibereon,  is  mighty  to  save.  To  him  ict  the  case  of  the  oppressed  be  brought  in 
Hrnsst  prayer,  and  it  will  not  be  brought  in  vain.

TENNESSEE. 
DIFFICULTIES  TO  DE  ENCOUNTEBED. 

From  a  Missionary  in  E.  Tennessee. 

Our  difficulties  in  this  country  are 
groat.  The  prejudice  against  our  churcli 
is  very  great,  and  the  unfair  moans  re- 
sorted to,  in  op|)08ing  her  spiritual  growth, 
might  astonish  the  Chrl'^tian  in  other 
parts,  were  they  related.  This  country  is 
full  of  schisms,  sects  are  immcrous,  and 
many  ungodly  persons,  to  be  popular, 
must  of  course  run  with  the  tide.  The 
peculiar  tenets  of  our  church  ore  misre- 
presented, and  hung  out  to  the  view  of 
popular  assemblies,  and  derided  as  the 
ofispring  of  hell,  and  painful  as  it  is,  many 
who  know  better,  to  be  popular,  to  say 
the  least,  connive  at  such  proceedingH. 
llcncc,  the  access  to  the  families,  and  to 


individuals  under  aach  infliwnca,  m  ^9r 
difficult.  But  I  hope  some  of  us  will  bar 
Christian  fortitude  enough,  to  bear  ■; 
under  such  trials ;  and  that  it  will  be  od 
endeavour  to  **  overcome  evil  with  good. 
^Vnother  formidable  barrier  is  thifi,  th 
many  of  our  memliers  have  not  bee 
*'  trained  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonitk 
of  God,**  and  have  not  yet  learned  total 
upon  them  the  yoke  of  Christ;  that  nai 
of  them,  I  foar,  do  not  recognin  th 
spirit  of  devotedncsa,  aelf^^lenial,  and  life 
rality,  which  the  goepd  mealeali 
Hence,  our  benevolent  aocieiSea  do  b 
little.

Intern, 
pmsee,  indolence,  and  ignorance,  walked 
oil  hynde,  todig  the  grave  of  the  dearoRt 
l«pii  and  fairest  prospects  of  this  whole 
ngion.  But  tho  first  of  this  trio  has  been 
vntad ;  we  hope  the  plague  will  soon 
betttyed. 

The  Canaanite  is  yet  in  the  land ;  there 
in  many  strongholds  and  fastnesses, 
Wtt  which  he  will  be  driven,  but  not 
without  great  expense  and  toil;  but  from 
Wvances,  one  would  think  tho  wicked 
hidniall  hopes,  and  no  very  flattering 
pnnpeela  of  holding  possession  lonff.

A  FOUR  DAYS*  MUTING. 

Last  week  on  Friday,  a  **fonr  days^ 
meeting"  commenced  in  the  adjoining 
town  of  Hudson.  I  was  there  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end,  and  such  a  meeting 
I  never  l^fore  attended.  The  Lord  was 
there  of  a  truth.  Every  one  felt  con. 
scious  of  this.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
meeting,  there  was  no  unusual  attention 
to  religion.  The  faith  of  some  few  grasp, 
ed  at  great  things,  but  that  of  the  many 
was  Weak.  The  first  day  of  the  meeting 
began  to  exhibit  signs  of  interest ;  more 
than  twenty  impenitent  sinners  desired 
the  prayers  of  Grod*s  people.  In  the  afler. 
noon  of  the  second  day,  some  hundred  or 
more  were  in  the  same  condition,  while 
there  were  a  few  instances  of  hopeful  con- 
version. On  the  Sabbath,  tbe  congrega. 
tion  was  very  large  and  solemn.  In  the 
afternoon,  when  tbe  proposition  was  made 
to  tho  great  congregation  of  impenitent 
sinners,  (for  the  large  Presbyterian  meet. 
ing.housc,  was  literally  crowded  with  such, 
wliilo  Christians  were  met  in  the  Metho. 
dist  meeting-house,)  if  they  wished  to 
choose  tho  Lord  that  day,  to  signify  it. 
Some  hundreds  arose,  as  the  expression  of 
such  a  wish.  During  the  day  and  even. 
ing,  several  submitted  to  Christ.  On 
Monday,  the  4th  day  of  the  meeting,  the 
anxiety  of  sinners  deepened,  and  it  was 
most  manifest,  that  the  meeting  must  be 
protracted,  at  least,  another  ^day.  The 
decision  was  made  by  the  assembly,  that 
they  all  wished  its  continuance.  On  the 
fiflli  day,  the  interest  was  greater  than 
on  any  previous  one.  The  deeply  anxious 
were  multiplied,  while  many  surrendered 
to  Christ.  At  the  close  of  this  day,  it 
was  determined  by  the  meeting,  that  the 
pcntecost  should  still  be  protracted.  On 
Wednesday,  the  last  day  of  the  meeting, 
the  assembly  was  enlarged,  and  more  so. 
Icmn,  than  on  any  preceding  day.  Near 
the  close  of  the  meeting,  those  that  were 
indulging  hopes  since  meieting  began,  were 
requested  to  occupy  the  side  pews  of  the 
house,  ^hile  the  deeply  anxious  filled  the 
body  seats.    Not  less  than  200  wert  iMwid 
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ong  the  hopiAf ,  and  these  of  all  cha. 
netcn.  The  lawyer,  the  physician,  the 
•eholar,  the  merchant,  &c.,  but  most  of 
them  in  the  morning  of  life. 

Man^  interesting  facts  might  be  stated, 
had  I  time  and  room,  but  must  hasten  to 
make  my  report  for  the  last  quarter. 
Numbers  of  my  people  were  at  the  meet, 
ing,  and  several  we  trust  have  become  new 
creatures,  while  others  are  still  anxious 
for  their  souls.  Last  evening  we  had  our 
first,  and  a  most  interesting  meeting. 
Several  ware  found  in  tears,  while  some 
hoped  they  had  submitted  to  Christ.  I 
trust  that  a  great  blessing  is  in  store 
Ibr  this  people ;  time  inust  decide. 

Our  Babbath  school  is  flourishing.  I 
have  a  bible  class  of  more  than  30  members, 
most  interesting. 

MICHIGAN.

Since  my  last  report  a  religious  society 
haa  been  formed,  and  measures  taken  to  \  '• 
support  the  gospel,  in  part,  at  least.

house  and  a  grave  yard,  and  it  is  now  in 
contemplation  to  build  next  season.  Otir 
school.houne  is  filled  to  overflowing  on  the  I '; 
Sabbath.  Some  go  awny  because  they 
cannot  be  accommodated,  or  rather  be 
cause  they  cannot  get  in. 

Character  and  progperts  of  the  country. 

This  is,  on  the  whole,  the  most  moral, 
industrious,  and  hospitable  settlement  I . 
have  found  in  the  territory.  It  is  far  more  • 
promising  than  some  of  the  older  places. 
Temperance,  industry,  and  sound  morals, 
prevail  generally.  In  some  of  the  older 
settlements,  intemperance,  profancness, 
and  Sabbath-breaking,  are  crying  sins. — 
This  section  of  country  possesRes  some 
anperior  advantages.  The  soil  is  rich  and 
deep;  the  country  is  well  watered,  and 
there  is  timber  sufficient  for  the  purpone  of 
building  and  fences.  It  is  very  healthy. 
I  never  lived  so  long  in  a  place,  contain, 
ing  so  many  inhabitants,  where  there  was 
•o  little  sickness,  llie  tide  of  emigration 
Is  rolling  on  north  and  east  of  us.  One 
hundred  lots,  I  am  told,  have  already  this 
Bpr'ng  been  taken  up  on  one  road  east. 

The  prospect,  in  this  place,  for  good  in- 
stitutions, is  promising.  A  good  deg^ree  of 
harmony  prevails,  and  unless  division 
should  occur,  we  may  hope  that,  in  the 
course  of  twelve  or  eighteen  months,  this 
people  can  and  will,  of  tliemsolves,  sup- 


port  the  stated  ministrations  of  the  woid 
among  them.  There  is  no  special  serioai. 
ness  here ;  still,  two  or  three  recently  by 
they  have  passed  from  death  unta  lin. 
One  family  altar  has  been  erected  of  lata 
I  have  found  one  young  man  of  prvNun 
and  hopeiiil  piety,  who  has  coounnMii 
his  studies  preparatory  to  entering  eoDsgii 
with  a  view  to  the  ministry. 

At  —  the  aspect  of  things  is  eneouragi- 
ing.    The  church  has  for  yean  been  ia 
a   most    lamentable     state.        firodMrij 
love  had  almost    ceased;  meetiBgi  for 
prayer  were  neglected,  and  jealounes  and 
coldness,  if  not  hardness,  aboondad.

Divine  truth,  ac- 
companied bj  the  Holy  Spirit,  found 
itiway  to  her  heart.  By  comparing 
W  feelings  sad  conduct  with  the  law 
of  God,  she  eaw  that  she  had  sinned ; 
'he  Tell  that  ahe  had  nothing  to  recom- 
■MOd  her  to  God.  Her  heart  was 
pEDelrited  with  reoiorse,  in  view  of

Thanks- 
giting  to  God  was  the  burden  of  her 
("[w.  Jesus  now  seemed  just  svich  a 
Saiiour  as  ehe  needed ;  Chiisliane  she 
lek  to  be  her  best  friends,  and  the 
liikile  was  her  choice  treasure. 

Soon  after  this  hap)>y  change, 
Kuhel  waa  called  to  part  with  her 
Innbond,  who  died  depending  on  bis 
Borality,  and  not  on  Christ,  for  accep- 


tance with  God.  Tills  was  a  trying 
providence.  SUe  telt  that  submission 
would  have  been  much  earner,  if  her 
liuxband  had  given  evidence  of  piety. 
But  as  it  was,  she  did  not  murmur. 
She  went  forward  with  a  steadfast 
luind,  to  the  respoiisihilities  which  were 
now  to  devolve  on  her.  By  her  in- 
dustry, frugality,  and  perseverance, 
ehe  has  been  enabled  to  provide  for 
herself  and  her  children.  She  feels 
very  thankful  to  God,  that  he  so  oi- 
daiocd  in  his  providence,  that  she  haa

IMMCDIATK  SUBMISSIOir. 

[FnrniflMd  by  a  Cl«rf7mAo.] 

Having  read  an  account  entitled  **a 
eats    ^  amvernon,*'  in  the    Pastor's 
Journal  for  May  last,  it  occurred  to  me 
that  a  statement  of  a  case  somewhat 
similar,  which  fell  under  my  own  obser- 
vation, might  not  be- unacceptable  to 
the  readers  of  the  *  Home  Missionary.' 
O.  was  the  child  of  parents  eminent- 
ly pious,  and  though  moving  in  the 
humbler  walks  of  life,  eliciting   the 
respect  and  confidence  of  the  children 
of  God  who  knew  them.     Oflen  did 
they  wet  their  couch  with  tears,  when 
crymg  to  heaven  for  mercy  on  their  ap- 
parently incorrigible  son.    No  visible 
tendencies  to  conversion  cheered  their 
efibrts.     All  seemed  discourging.    He 
loved  to  ^o  in  the  way  of  sinners,  and 
to  sit  in  the  seat  of  the  scomcr.  When- 
ever subjected  for  a  few  reluctant  mo- 
ments, to  the  conversation  of  religious 
persons,  he  generally  showed  his  dis- 
satis&ction  bv  sitting  in  sullen  silence, 
and  would  afterwards  give  vent  to  his 
feelings,  by  some  profane  expression. 
But  though  the  sinner  may  profess 
and  feel  a  sort  of  impious  bravery  in 
resisting  the  gentle  influences  of  the 
gospel,  his  feeble  powers  quail  before 
the  terrors  of  the  Almighty.     O.  found 
himself  a  poor  and  impotent  worm,  in 
conflict  with  the  power  of  the  Eternal, 
and  his  soul  died  within  him.      His 
sins  came    around   him  like    unquiet 
spectres,  and  haunted  him    day  and 
niffht.     He  knew   ho    was  a    guilty 
rebel  agfainst  God,  but  yet  he  could 
not  make  up  his  mind  to  oow  his  will/ 
in  submission.     O,  with  what  a  despe-  I 
rate  grasp  does  the  sinner  cling  to  his  f 
weapons  of  rebellion!       Even  when 
he  sees  himself  in  peril  most  extreme, 
how  loth  to  yield  !    it  was  thus  with 
O.     For  weeks  he  remained  in  deep 
distress;  he  came  to  the  meetings  of 
the  anxious,  he  visited  his  pastor,  he 
sought  counsel  of  any  who  would  pity 
and  pray  with  him ;    in  short,  he  did 
every  tlung  but  what  he  should  have 
done  first,  viz.  give  his  heart  to  his 
Creator. 

I  saw  that  he  was  making  no  pro- 
gress in  the  oath  of  life,  but  rather  was  J 


heaping  up  condemnation,  hardening 
his  heart,  and  becoming  less  and  less 
likely  to  turn  from  his  evil  ways.     One 
evening  I  met  him  at  a  prayer-meet- 
ing,  at  the  cloee  of  which  he  wai  fbund 
in  a  comer  of  the  room ;  and  on  being 
solemnly  addreesed,  he  became  affect- 
ed to  tears.    I  told  him,  it  wu  high 
time  he  had  ended  the  course  he  was 
pursuing.      His  tears  and   groaning 
were  accomplishing  nothing ;  they  diS 
not  propitiate  God  in  the  leaat,  but 
only  showed  the  intensity  of  his  strag- 
gles a^rainst  the  Spirit  of  God.    The 
only  thing  that  could  avail  him,  vnm 
submission  to  the  authority  of  God; 
to  be  saved  in  his   way,  and  to  \m 
governed  by  his  laws.      I  requested 
him  to  withdraw  with  me  to  another 
room.    There,  amid  the  silence  that 
reigned  around,  I  pressed  his  mind  with 
such    topics    as   these, — 4he  supreme 
right  of  God  to  him— his  heart — his 
services ;  the  long  protracted    rejec- 
tion of  God's  mercy,  of  which  he  had 
been  guilty — the    unparalleled    kind- 
ness of   God  in    sparing    him,    and 
striving  with  liim  by  the  mfluencea  of 
his^lSpirit,  down  to  that  same  hour«- 
the  suitableness  of  the  Christian  ttoa** 
ment,  and  the  readiness  of  Christ  to 
wash  away  his  sins.    The  crisis  which 
was  then  forming  in  his  soul's  history, 
as  heaven  or  hell  probably  depended  on 
that  evening's  decision.    I  told  him  he 
MUST  surrender  to  Christ; — if  he  re- 
fused, be  must  do   it  at  the  hazard  .of 
his  souPs  loss.

He  did  so ;    we  kneeled  down 
together,  and  there,  under  the  pressure 
of  truth,  I  trust,   yielded    himself  a 
living  sacrifice  to  God— and  caat  his 
poor  sinking  soul  into   the    anna  of 
Christ.

SILICTTO:!  or   RELIGIOUS   INTELLir^ENCE   ADAPTED   TO  THE  MONTHLY  CONCERT 

OF    PRAYER. 

Bombay.— On  a  recent  Monthly  Concert,  the  Missionaries  in  Bombay  remark : 
\  "^tliese  seasons  of  pr&yer  are  peculiarly  dear  to  us,  and  the  afsociations  produ- 
i  ced  in  our  minds,  and  the  spirit  we  arc  imbued  with  on  these  occasions,  ani- 
mate and  encourage  us  in  our  Missionary  labours.  How  can  it  be  otherwise, 
vhen  we  feel  assured  that  our  prayers  ascend  up  before  God,  mingled  with  the 
I  fervent  aspirations  often  thousand  hearts,  in  various  parts  of  the  world,  for  the 
same  ^cat  object,  the  salvation  of  the  heathen  world?  Though  the  seed  we 
sow  may  long  lie  beneath  the  rubbish  of  superstition,  still  we  have  no  fears  of  its 
^DgloBt,  so  Ion?  as  it  is  watered  with  the  prayers  of  Christians.  Success  is 
pertain,  and  it  will  come  in  proportion  to  the  strength  of  our  faith  in  prayer.  It 
■^  to  be  feared  that  the  mat  body  of  Christians  have  not  yet  attained  to  that 
Within  the  promises  of  God  respecting  the  iiiiiversial  reign  of  Christ  on  earth, 
to  which  it  is  their  privilege  to  attain,  and  to  which  they  must  attain  before  this 
reign  will  be  established.  The  generality  of  Christians  are  looking  forward  to 
/jrfurgog^i,  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  precious  promise.  After  all  they  do 
Md  say  respecting  the  success  of  the  gosiKil  uiiiong  the  heathen,  they  do  not  ex- 
pect the  heathen  will  be  given  to  Chris^t  for  his  possession  till  they  have  sunk  to 
their  mves;  and  of  course  they  offer  no  prayer  of  faith  for  the  immediate  ac- 
compushment  of  these  fflorious  purposes  of  God." 

The  following  fact^  trom  the  Journal  of  Mr.  Slonc,  si)eak  encouragingly  re- 
acting the  silent  but  salutary  progrcks  of  Christian  sentiments  among  the 
Brahma:  "  A  brahmin  inquirer  said  to  me  to-day,  that  there  were  many  Hindoos 
who  believed  the  Christian  religion  to  be  true,  but  owing  to  fear  of  their  caste, 
«lnred  not  to  profess  it  publicly  ;  and  that,  were  it  not  for  their  castes,  multitudes 
*ould  come  mto  the  Christian  religion.  I  have  no  doubt  of  this.  If  there  were 
00  ijTeater  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  heathen  here  changing  their  religion, 
than  there  are  in  those  pagan  countries  whore  no  caste  exists,  multitudes  would 
>sk  for  baptism,  and  {)erhap8  by  attending  more  constantly  on  the  means  of  grace, 
Blight  be  really  converted.  No  person  residing  in  a  Christian  country  can  form 
iDy  idea  of  the  sacrifices  a  Hindoo  must  make,  if  he  would  become  a  disciple  of 
Christ,  and  make  a  public  profession  of  his  faith  in  him.  Yet  through  the  grace 
of  God  many,  even  in  pagan  India,  have  made  such  a  profession ;  and  we  doubt 
Dot  that  the  number  of  those  who,  through  the  same  grace,  shall  make  a  similar 
confession  before  their  countr}'men,  will  be  increased  every  year  till  the  chain 
of  caste  Lb  broken,  and  all  the  millions  of  India  brought  into  the  liberty  of  the 
goapel.  The  day  has  already  come,  when,  instead  of  tens,  hundreds  are  con- 
verted annually ;  and  the  day  is  rapidly  advancing,  when,  instead  of  hundreds, 
thousands,  and  instead  of  thousands,  millions,  will  be,  from  year  to  year,  brought 
u^to  the  church  of  Christ  in  India.  Yea,  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the 
P*|ani6m  of  India  shall  be  known  only  on  the  page  of  history." 

Cetlon. — The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lam- 
^rick,  Church  Missionary  at  Cotta,  in  Ceylon,  concerninff  a  woman  who  had  for- 
oeriy  been  a  patient  of  Dr.  Scudder ;  •'  About  a  fortnight  ago,  a  Tamul  iiva.u 
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came  to  me  and  said  he  wished  to  become  a  Christain,  and  wanted  empl< 
1  replied  that  I  had  no  employment  for  him,  but  would  willingly  instru 
if  that  was  his  object.  Ho  then  added,  that  h\a  wiie,  also,  wished  to  be 
Christian,  and  that  he  would  bring  her  with  liim,  and  both  would  put  the 
under  instruction.  All  this  appeared  so  much  like  a  native  scheme,  that 
thought  to  see  him  again.  But  two  or  three  days  afterwards  he  came  ^ 
wife,  whom  he  had  brought  in  a  dooly,  she  being  evidently  ill.  It  soon  aj 
that  it  was  she  who  was  principally  desirous  of  Christian  instruction,  ai 
agreed  to  take  lodgings  m  the  village,  and  remain  here  at  their  own  c 
to  learn  more  of  the  way  of  salvation  by  a  crucified  Saviour.  She  appei 
several  days,  to  grow  worse  in  body  and  stronger  and  stronger  in  mind, 
never  seen  among  the  natives  so  much  of  Christian  simplicity,  at  the  sai 
that  she  had  a  thoughtful  and  intelligent  mind.  She  had  a  clear  know) 
the  way  of  salvation.  Christ  was  her  whole  dependence.  If  you  ask 
there  in  this  incident  so  peculiarly  encouraging  to  me,  I  must  further 
you  that  she  was  once  a  patient  of  yours,  brought  by  her  husband  froi 
comalee,  some  six  or  seven  years  ago,  when  you  performed  a  successfu 
tion  on  her  cheek,  the  scar  of  which  still  remains.  She  talks  much  of 
gency  with  which  Mrs.  Scudder  entreated  her  to  take  refuge  in  Chr 
mentions  a  promise  she  made  to  do  so.  She  has  never,  she  says,  forgot 
promise,  and  she  blesses  the  Lord  that  he  has  enabled  lier  to  fulfil  it.'* 
Thus  it  is  found  true,  in  heathen,  as  in  Christian  lands ;

Progress  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Becruanas,  South  Africa,. 
Address  of  Rev.  Mr.  J^fojffat,  J^Usionary  at  LcUiaJcoo.  He  first  speaks 
state  before  the  introduction  of  the  Gospel.  "  It  must  be  recollected  t 
Buchuanas  are  altogether  ignorant  of  a  future  state.  They  have  no  ide 
existence  beyond  the  present.  They  suppose  that  all  the  pleasures,  enjc 
and  honours  of  this  world,  terminate  in  annihilation.  When  the  spirit  le 
body  they  suppose  that  it  has  ceased  to  exist ;  and,  if  a  plebeian,  the 
dragged  away,  and  left  a  prey  to  beasts ;  and,  if  that  of  one  more  ho 
the  body  is  committed  to  the  grave,  with  many  unmeaning  ceremonie 
the  females  chant  a  dirge,  deploring  the  eternal  loss,  and  then  retu 
the  grave  without  one  pleasing  hope  of  immortality. 

«*The  consequence  of  such  deplorable  ignorance  is,  that  they  partic 
^  every  species  of  sin,  and  think  as  little  of  plunging  their  spear  mto  tbei 
bor's  bosom,  as  of  kiUing  a  dog.  A  traveUer  among  them,  like  a  bird 
sage,  may  be  led  to  form  a  favourable  opinion  of  their  humanity,  their 
and  good  sense:  but  far  different  will  be  the  iudgmtfent  of  those  who  hi 
the  acquaintance  with  the  native  tribes  which  tlie  missionaries  possess, 
you  will  see  man  tyrannizing  over  the  females — ^the  weaker  vessels  do* 
bear  infirmities  and  afllictions  of  which  their  husbands  are  comparative 
rant.  There  you  will  see  the  men  reclining  under  the  shade  of  a  s] 
tree,  while  the  females  are  most  of  the  year  employed  preparing  the 
sowing  the  grain,  and  gathering  in  the  harvcBt.  There  you  may  see  a 
of  twins,  without  compunction,  allow  one  to  be  strangled,  when  it  has 
entered  the  world. 

*'  In  fulfilling  the  ministry  committed  to  us,  our  faith  was  tried ;  ai 
have  we  hung  our  harps  on  the  willows,  and  mourned  over  the  cone 
thousands  who  were  saying  to  us,  **  Away,  away,"  and  threatening  to 
back  with  the  spear  and  with  fire.  One  wave  of  afiliction  followed  t 
one  cloud  darker  than  another  hung  over  our  prospects,  while  we  were 
to  the  mockery  and  rage  of  a  lawless  and  independent  people.  Pull  ( 
my  worthy  brother  functionaries  and  myself  prayed  together  for  faith  t 
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tiin  our  pogts,  even  though  we  appeared  to  labour  in  vain,  and  ipend  our  strength 
for  naught.  We  felt  determined  never  to  leave  our  poata,  even  though  our  ex- 
temtl  resources  should  fail.  In  the  mean  time,  the  language  was  acquired ; 
portions  of  scripture  translated ;  catechisms  and  hymns  composed ;  andtehiU  our 
eyet  wen  weary  of  looking  ujnoartUj  while  tee  were  even  yet  praying,  the  blesMing 
detctMied;  it  ran/rom  houee  to  house ^ from  heart  tt)  hearty  and,  in  a  short  time,  the 
«Ao/e  ilatinn  teemed  to  befitted  with  prayer  and  praises, 

"That  season  was  one  I  cannot  easily  forget.  It  war  indeed  a  time  of  re- 
freihing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  Many  received  the  truth,  and  a  church 
WIS  formed.  The  natives  have  acquired  a  taste  for  reading  and  writing,  and 
are  taught  in  their  own  language.  Wc  trust  we  have  also  taught  them  to  hold 
converse  with  heaven,  and  to  meet  the  king  of  terrors  with  unsliakcn  faith. 

**I  wish  I  could  take  the  mission  and  place  it  before  you.  You  would  see 
whit  would  do  your  souls  good,  and  arouse  you  to  increased  exertions  in  the 
cause  of  missions.  How  great  the  change!  I  have  seen  the  contrast  in  death- 
bed sceoes.  I  have  attended  the  couch  of  some  of  the  more  respectable  and  in- 
fonned  of  the  natives;  but  ah !  how  gloomy  and  how  distracting !  The  untavglU 
Bedmtna,  on  the  article  of  death,  maintains  profound  silence.  The  subject  of 
death  is  revolting  to  him,  and,  if  he  happen  for  a  moment  to  look  to  the  gloomy 
prospect,  his  thoughts  start  back  with  horror.  Far  otherwise  is  the  experience 
oftbo^e  who  have  tasted  of  the  powers  of  the  world  to  come.  I  have  recently 
seen  the  same  people  on  the  brink  of  the  grave,  rejoicing  in  hope  of  the  ijlory  of 
Go<],  telling  their  weeping  relations  that  they  die  not  as  the  brutes,  but  die  to 
live  for  ever." 


and,  as  if  a  star  had  been  seen,  the  king  of  that  nation  sent  two  of  his  powerful 
1^1  with  their  attendants,  to  see  what  kind  of  beings  we  were.  They  came, 
■aw  our  manners,  regularly  attended  divine  service,  and  ex])erienced  our  kind- 
BesB.  A  report  having  been  circulated  that  some  of  the  tribes,  through  which 
iheyhad  to  pass  on  their  return,  intended  to  murder  them,  they  earnestly  soli- 
cited me  to  accompany  them  back  to  their  own  country.*  I  consented ;  and 
that  journey  was  to  me  one  of  the  most  interesting  I  ever  took.  When  1  renohed 
the  place  of  their  residence,  the  Chief  told  nic  he  was  at  a  loss  how  to  express 
the  gratitude  which  he  felt  for  the  attentions  I  had  shown  his  people  who  had 
visited  our  station.  At  one  of  the  seasons  of  public  attention  which  was  paid 
DHJ,  he  addressed  me  as  follows : — ^"  My  friend,  my  heart  loves  you ; — ^you,  al- 
though a  stranger,  have  loved  mo ;  you  have  fed  me,  shielded  me  from  danger  ; 
you  have  carried  me  on  your  arms  and  blessed  me.'*  I  interrupted  him,  with 
aajringthat  I  was  not  sensible  of  having  done  him  any  service  of  the  kind.  He 
^ined,  pointing  to  the  two  chief  men  whom  he  had  sent  to  our  station, 
"  These  are  principal  men  among  my  chiefs ;  therefore  I  sent  them  to  you. 
They  are  my  eyes,  my  cars,  my  mouth ;  and  therefore,  what  you  did  to  them, 
you  did  it  unto  me."  Laying  his  hand  on  his  breast,  he  added,  with  all  the  ar- 
dour of  his  soul,  **  My  heart  to-day,  is  whiter  than  milk" — (signifying  great  joy.) 
He  accompanied  me  a  day's  journey  from  his  town,  sent  me  away  with  bless- 
in^,  and  the  last  thing  which  he  said  was,  ^'Visit  me  soon  again,  and  bring 
nwdonaries;  I  wish  to  have  things  here  as  they  are  at  the  Lattakoo  mission." 

Thus,  while  "  the  isles  wait  for  his  law" — ^'*  Ethiopia  is  stretching  forth  her 
Hands  unto  God." — While  in  one  hemisphere  oppression,  not  merely  of  the  body, 
hot  the  viler  bondage  of  the  soul,  holds  hundreds  of  thousands  in  darkness,  the 
light  is  beginning  to  streak  across  the  gloom  that  has  hitherto  overshadowed 
Africa.

A  year  ago  this  town  containod  about 
500  touls ;  we  had  no  Sabbatli  school, 
Bibk,  or  Tract,  or  any  other  society,  in 
opBntion.     In  November  last,  our  dear 
HUBiiter,  Rev.  Asa  Turner,  came  like  an 
9Sip\  of  mercy  amongst  us.    Soon  afler, 
we  organized  a  Sabbath  school,  with  50 
(V  60  scholars ;  a  Bible  Society,  that  has 
net  fui^died  tliis  county,  and  half  of  an 
joining  county ;  a  male  q^d  a  female  Bi. 
bfechuBi;  a  Tract  Soci<;ty,  and  a  Tciii- 
permce  Society,  which  now  contains  be- 
tween one  and  two  hundred  niornbcrs.     A 
vhort  time  after,  a  church  of  7  males  and 
ii  females  was  formed,  5  of  whom  profess. 
ti  Christ  as  their  Lord,  and  came  to  his 
ttble  for  the  first  time.    Mr.  Turner  soon 
pthered  as  many  as  our  house  would 
aold,  and  in  a  very  short  time,  it  was  found 
too  small  to  hold  those  anxious  to  hoar. 
Onr  meetings,  tiiree  times  on  the  Sabbath, 
on  Wednesday  and  on  Saturday  cveningH, 
l>ecame  full,  and  more  than  full,  on  the 
Sabbath,  of  serious,    attentive    hoarors. 
Since  tbe  first  of  February,  a  more  than 
tinal  teriousness  and  solemnity  has  rested 
upon  the  congregation.    This  feeling  con- 
tinued to  increase,  till  it  became  evident 
the  Holy  Spirit  was  here.     O,  how  our 
hearts  melted !  what  precious  seasons  we 
had?    Tbe  goodness  of  God  was  so  over- 
whelming, that  He   should   answer  our 
prayers  so  soon,  and  send  his  Holy  Spirit 
into  such  a  wicked  place,  that  I  trust  it 
completely  prostrated  us  in  the  dust,  and 
"lew  our  pride.     A  four  days*  meeting  was 
held,  commencing  on  the  12th  of  June  ; 
•nd  during  that  week,  a  5  o'clock  prayer 
meeting  was  held  every  morning,  and  was 
well  attended.     O,  it  was  such  a  time  as 
I  never  expected  to  see  in  Quincy.     On 
the  last  day,  nine  were  received  into  the 
i-hurch ;  2  by  letter,  and  7  on  their  pro- 
^fssiou  of  faith  in  Christ,  all  of  whomliad 


met  with  a  change  of  heart  quite  lately. 
An  opportonity  l^ing  given  at  the  close 
of  the  meeting,  57  perscma  arose,  and  ex. 
pressed  a  detemimation  to  seek  their  eoure 
salvation  now.  O,  tliese  are  glorioos  things 
for  such  a  place  asthis  was  ayear  ago,  ft 
is  the  Lord's  doings,  and  to  him  be  all  the 
glory.  To  your  society,  as  the  means 
under  Qod,  do  wo  owe  the  blessings  and 
high  privilege  we  now  enjoy.  Where  had 
wo  now  been,  had  not  your  society  sent 
us  a  helper  7  We  would  not,  for  the  uni. 
verse,  go  back  where  we  were  one  short 
year  since ;  and  there  we  should  have  been 
now,  had  not  your  heaven-bom  charity 
reached  us.

Wo  extract  the  followiiic  from  an  application  for 
renewed  aid,  tc  enable  a  new  eoofraf atMm  i»  11  li- 
Doii  to  retain  their  miniiter,  aont  to  them  by  tiM  A. 
H.  BI.  8.  It  is  written  by  an  elder  of  the  charch, 
lierfectly  acquninted  with  the  facts,  but  wboM  same, 
for  reasons  which  will  appeiir  on  readinf  the  extract, 
wo  thiuic  proper  not  to  ]Nibllsfa.  Lei  those  to 
wliom  G<mI  haa  given  mnek  or  littUf  reflect  npon 
the  claims  of  niinh  a  congregalioii  on  their  benefi- 
coiire. 

We  arc  all  poor  in  the  things  of  this 
world ;  our  Bible,  Tract,  and  Sunday 
school  societies,  and  missionary  opera- 
tions, the  building  of  a  meeting-house, 
&c.,  &c.,  are  sustained,  and  carried  for- 
ward, as  regards  time  and  money,  almost 
entirely  by  ten  individuals,  and  mostly  by 
seven.  Strange  as  it  may  appear  to  you, 
yet  such  is  the  fact,  that  we  have  not  moro 
than  that  number  who  have  any  thing  to 
give,  whose  feelings  can  be  enlisted  in  any 
such  enterprise.  And  of  this  ntunber,  no 
one  is  worth  1000  dollars.  We  feel  dis. 
posed  to  do  all  in  our  power.  Not  one  of 
us  yet  have  any  other  house  to  live  in, 
except  log  cabins.  I  will  tell  you  how 
nmch  one  man  does  for  public  and  bene- 
volent purposes,  and  he  will  serve  for  a 
fair  cpecimen  of  all  the  rest.  This  man  is 
worth  about  two  hundred  dollars ;  he  gives 
this  year  to  the  Bible  society  5  dollars,  to 
the  Tract  society  1  dollar,  to  the  Sunday 
school  society  3  dollars,  to  the  Missionary 
society  1  dollar  i)er  month,  (which  go<'« 
to  support  our  minister,)  for  the  tuition 
of  an  orphan  girl,  in  a  day  school,  2  .50 
per  quarter,  and  towards  building  a  meet- 
ing-house, fifty  dollars.  Thus  you  see 
that  with  industrv  and  the  strictest  eco 
noiny  wo  cannot  do  more.  We  are  deter- 
mined  to  liuvc  a  house  to  worship  God  in. 
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if  w«  continue  to  live  in  our  cabinn  in  ron- 
■eqoenca ;  and  we  have  commenced  one,, 
which  we  expect  so  far  to  finish  this  sea. 
son  that  we  can  meet  in  it. 

And  now  w}iat  Khali  we  do  1  Wc  are 
unable  to  support  a  minister  yot ;  and  we 
probably  shall  Im  the  year  coming:,  and  the 
next.  After  that  time  wo  may  reasonably 
hope  to  1)0  able  to  support  one.  And 
must  we,  for  lack  of  a  little  silver  and  gold, 
which  shall  perish,  bo  deprived  of  the  sin- 
cere milk  of  the  word,  and  that  bread 
which  is  eternal  ?    I   ho{)e  ami  pray  not.

fixed  in  our  affertions,  that  it  would  be 
death  to  our  ho)>os  and  pros|>cctH,  if  ho 
should  be  removed  to  anotlicr  idace.

Mr.  Johnston  ia  pnMor  of  the  church  in  Madinon, 
but  ia  employod  aa  MUiionary  one  fourth  of  hii 
tinia  in  Hifierent  paiti  of  the  county,  in  trttleinenta 
vfaieh  otherwiae  would  bo  entirely  dvatitute  of 
preaching.    He  writes  concerning  them  as  follows  : 

In  "  Middle.Fork"  church  thoproHperts 
are  tolerably  enr.ouraf^iug.  Two  iiKMiiU^rs 
wore  addcfl  at  the  sacramnnt  in  May  :  and 
a  number  of  iMtrsuns  are  serious  in  the 
bounds  of  the  eon^rej^ation.  The  attend, 
anoe  upon  preaching  is  increasing.  One 
Sabbath  school  is  kept  up,  and  a  Hibic 
class. 

The  pros|>ccts  of  the  church  four  miles 
from  town,  called  **  Rykrr*8  Ridg^^"  are 
still  more  encouraging.  Four  were  added 
at  the  last  sacrament ;  and  ten  or  twelve 
profess  anxiety  respecting  their  salvation, 
some  of  whom  are  now  indulging  a  hofM* 
of  pardon.  A  Sunday  school  has  existed 
there  for  some  months;  another  within 
the  bounds  of  the  church  has  recently 
been  commenced.  A  Bible  class  is  also 
kept  up. 

The  two  other  churches  to  wliich  I 
preach  once  in  four  weeks,  on  a  week  day, 
are  called  "  Pleastmt  township"  and 
"  Caledonia. "*  In  both  of  these,  much 
anxiety  is  felt  to  obtain  a  minister.  One 
could  nearly  bo  supported  by  the  two,  and 
thoy  would  furnish  quite  an  interc»t»ng 
and  promising  field  for  usefulness.  The 
people  inquire  with  much  solicitude  every 
time  I  visit  them,  whether  anv  more  mis- 
sionaries  are  expected  soon.  At  the  other 
place  where  I  preach  there  is  no  church, 
and  not  more  than  two  or  three  professors 
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of  any  denomination  ;  but  the  people 
tend  meeting  very  well,  and  appear 
listen  to  preaching  with  interest. 

On  the  whole,  the  proepecta  of 
ness  were  never  more  enconraging  in 
region  tlian  at  preiienL,  nor  the  call 
lalKJurers  more  urgent.     In  the  field 
which  I  perform  missionary  labour 
fourth  of  my  time,  one  or  perhaps  t 
iiiissionaricfl  ought  immediately  to  be 
ployed  the   whole   of  tlieir  time, 
could  the  right  men  Iks  furnished  at 
I  believe  nmcli  good  would  result.

A  REVIVAL. 

Tho  movings  of  tho  Holy  Spirit  among 
my  people  were  manifest  soon  after  my 
last    report.     According  to  the   faith   of 
tho  few,  there  were   a  few   conversions, 
as  wo    hope,  and  others  anxious.      To 
I  bring  the  whole  church  into  the  work, 
I  a  fast  was  appointed,  which  was  obnerved 
I  on  tlio  17th  of  May.

:  who  reside  in  neighbouring  towns,  there 
i  have  been  probably  one  hundred  ho|>eful 

conversions  in  our  place  since  my  la^t 
report.  Fifty.seven  of  these  are  pro- 
pounded for  admission  to  our  church, 
(July  "27,)  and  a  greater  number  will  pro- 
bably be  added  to  them  before  our  com- 
munion. These,  with  the  ten  before  re- 
ported, will  make  twice  us  many  as  this 
church  contained  when  I  came  to  it  by 
your  direction,  and  I  trust,  also,  by  the 
direction  of  the  great  Head  of  tho  Church.

THE    MISSIONARY    SOCIETY  OF    CONNKCTICL'T, 
AUXILIARY  TO  TIIR    A.  H.  M.  S. 

This  Society,  as  named  in  our  last  Re- 
port, although  not  formally  auxiliary  at 
that  time,  had  come  into  active  co-opera- 
tion with  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  within  the 
year,  and  had  conformed  to  the  stipula- 
tions recommended  to  the  adoption  of 
aaiiliary  societies.  We  are  now  happy  to 
state,  that  since  the  date  of  our  Report, 
that  Society  has  become  an  auxiliary  on 
the  plan  adopted  by  other  State  and  Sy- 
nodical  Missionary  Societies.  Its  annual 
Report  for  the  year,  ending  in  June  last, 
exhibits  an  income  of  $2892  90,  and  indi- 
cate a  course  of  energetic  action,  which 
promises  hereafter  important  aid  to  the 
J<fationaI  Society.  Besides  furnishing  aid 
to  26  congregations  in  Connecticut,  it  has 
already  seven  Missionaries  located  in  the 
State  of  Missouri,  which  it  proposes  to  sus- 
tain through  the  A.  II.  M.  S.,  and  which 
we  shall  have  occasion  to  notice  more  ful- 
ly hereafter.  Rut  we  cannot  take  leave  of 
the  interesting  report  now  before  us,  with-

We  are  happy  to  state,  for  the  enooiir-> 
agement  of  the  destitoto  in  tho  Weatom 
States  and  Territories,  whose  appeals  for 
more  labourers^  as  well  as  aid  in  their  sup* 
port,  have  been  so  often  laid  before  the 
public,  that  our  prospect  of  ^eing  able  to 
meet  their  necessities,  to  a  large  extent,  is 
better  than  we  have  hitherto  dared  to  pro- 
mise. A  larger  number  of  Missionaries 
are  preparing  to  go  West  and  South  for 
the  A.  M.  H.  S.  the  approaching^  autumn, 
than  have  been  sent  in  any  previous  year. 
Within  the  last  fife  weeks,  the  Executive 
Committee  have  appointed  eiehieen  young 
men,  now  pursuing  their  studies  in  the  Se- 
minaries of  Andover  and  Princeton,  who 
design  to  enter  the  fields  ef  their  future  la- 
bor in  October  next.  All  of  these,  except- 
ing two  or  three,  have,  by  their  own  re- 
quoRt,  been  designated  to  the  States  of 
Ohio,  Kentucky,  Illinois,  Indiana  and 
Michigan.  These,  togetlior  with  several 
who  have  already  entered  the  field  since 
our  last  anniversary,  and  a  number  more 
who  have  been  engaged  from  other  sour- 
ces, will  make,  in  all,  not  less  than  25  new 
Missionaries  already  designated  to  the 
Western  States,  and  we  regret  that  an 
equal  number  cannot  be  directed  to  the 
South,  the  present  season.  The  names 
and  designations  of  the  individuals  will  be 
published,  when  they  shall  have  lofl  the 
Seminaries,  and  declared  themselves  ready 
to  enter  upon  their  work.

.  Z8.]  Ofochersitisdeclared,  "Ft 
ilia  cause  God  ahall  tead  them  Ptrong 
ielusion,  that  they  ihouJd  believe  a 
lie;  that  they  all  might  be  damned, 
vbo  believed  not  the  trath,  hnt  had 
pleaaure  in  unrighteoiuneaa."  [2d 
lieaa.  ii.

Let  not  the  reader  start  back  with 
Bger,  and  ley  aaide  thia  article,  be- 
cisae  we  begin  it  with  thsae  hard  Bay- 
ing*. No,  fellow  eicner !  Theae  tre- 
nendooa  truths  are  not  conveyed  in  the 
wordaof  anon,  wbo  might  beauepect- 
ed  of  tUsehood.  They  are  the  decla. 
ntiona  of  HiK  WBD  c&kkot  lie,  aenl 
in   mercy  from  the  throne  of  love. 

It  appears,  then,  that  God  does 
wmetimea  in^ct  upon  tboae  who  have 
hen  guilty  of  perae  vering  impenitence, 
tbe  eore  jud^nent  of  reproDation,  of 
ttondonment  to  stapidky,  to  the  in 
hence  of  a  seared  conscience,  and  i 
Inrdened  lioart.  Miaerahle  immort'ala 
They  aie  fbraaken  of  their  God  :  Hi 
lits  borne  loag  with  tKem ;  as  long  ai 
it  waa  ptwuble  for  God  to  forbear 
Bat  they  are  incorrigible.  Therefore

ps.  Rut  it  shall  awake 
again  !  However  long  this  event  may 
be  deferred,  through  the  forbearance 
of  God,  and  however  much  the  aoul 
may  have  doa)naed  the  offers  of  mercy, 
the  time  will  come  when  every  sinner 
in  the  world  will  relent.  "  For  many, 
I  aay  unto  you,  will  seek  to  enter  in, 
and  shall  not  be  able."  [Luke  xiii.  34.] 
Nay,  all  who  do  not  seek  him  while  he 
may  be  found,  and  coll  upon  him  while 
he  ia  near,  will  moat  assuredly  seek 
him  (for  thev  will  then  feel  their  pe- 
rishing need  of  him)  when  it  is  too 
late,  and  will  call  upon  him  when  he 
will  not  answer.  It  is  a  ftct,  confirm- 
ed by  universal  observation  and  expe- 
rience, that  the  impenitent  and  unbe- 
lieving almost  uniformly,  at  the  near 
approach  of  death,  virtually,  if  not  ex- 
plicitly, renounce  their  aentiments  and 
their  hopes,  and,  unless  viiited  in  pe- 
culiar mercy  with  the  eonaoiationa  of 
the  goapel,  they  leave  the  world  in 
aniiety  and  alarm,  if  not  in  absntute 
despair.  While  in  the  midst  of  life  and 
health,  they  deceive  themaelves.  By 
nature  they  love  the  pleasures  of  sin ; 
and  thus  the  infidel  disbelieves,  and  the 
sinner  rejects, because  his  paseiousand 
appetitea  cannot  brook  the  lestralnts 
of  the  gospel.  He  is  able  also  to  start, 
here  and  there,  a  difHcuky,  or  to  move 
an  objection;  end  with  these  ho  fiirti- 
fiea  hia  doubts,  till  they  acquire  the 
strength  of  infidelity.  Sut  the  alarm- 
ing aspect  of  death  generally  rendeta 
him  honest.  The  ineaBengeT^.hU,  comes 
to  csU  him  to  attothcT  w<ii\&,  &«a^ie>« 
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away  the  shield  which  corrupt  desires 
and  habits  has  interspueed  between 
biin  and  conviction,  and  now,  wlicn 
there  remaincth  no  more  eacrillcc  fur 
sin,  truth  Hashes  upon  his  mind,  to 
alarm  and  torment  him  for  ever.  Now 
he  awakes  to  a  sense  of  his  ^uilt  and 
folly.  Bitterly  does  he  deplore  his 
disregard  of  God  and  salvation.  With 
gladness  eager  and  joyful  beyond  ex- 
pression, were  it  possible,  would  he 
recall  the  time  which  has  passed  away, 
and  possess  once  more  the  golden  op- 
portunity of  becoming  wise,  and  holy, 
and  happy.  In  strains  of  solemn  and 
pathetic  entreaty,  does  he  urge  those 
around  him  not  to  esteem  reunion  as 
a  secondary  object.  How  oUen  do 
tlicy  who  are  accustomed  to  minister 
at  the  couches  of  the  sick  and  the  dy- 
ing, witness  these  regrets  and  cntrea 
tics  !  O,  it  is  here  that  the  abandoned 
sinner,  just  about  to  sink  into  perdition, 
generally  begins  to  seek  for  mercy,  but 
mercy  is  wearied  out,  and  clean  gone 
for  ever.  He  beholds,  and  wonders, 
and  perishes. 

The  force  of  these  remarks  is  fear- 
fully illustrated  in  the  following  narra- 
tive, furnished  by  a  clergyman  inti- 
mately acquainted  with  the  incidents 
which  it  contains. 

Mr.  B.  was  a  man  of  wealth,  who  a 
few  years  ago  hved  in  a  part  of  our 
country  once  noted  for  its  allluence, 
dissipation,  and  inridelity.  He  was 
young  and  comely,  yet,  like  many  a 
youth  of  noble  powers,  gay  and  thought- 
less. The  sunshine  of  worldly  pros- 
perity brightened  the  meruing  of  his 
days.  In  early  life  he  united  his  wealth 
with  that  of  a. lovely  female,  who  be- 
came the  wife  of  his  youth.  The  gen- 
erous feast,  the  social  dance,  and 
**  the  drink  of  drnnkards,"  were  con- 
spicuous in  their  nuptial  scenes.  Their 
prospects  were  bright  and  alluring; 
no  ill-timed  omen  excited  their  fears  ; 
they  were  apparently  sure  of  much 
happiness.  But  in  all  this  there  was 
no  recognition  of  God*s  providence, 
and  the  Ruler  of  the  Universe  held 
them  responsible  for  their  abuse  of  his 
gifts.  Long  before  the  meridian  of 
their  expected  day  of  prosperity,  even 
in  its  very  morning,  the  sky  became 
darkened ;  clouds  of  sadness  hung 
around  them,  and  all  they  called  theirs. 


Mr.  B.  was  prostrated  by  diaeaie, 
which  soon  terminated  in  his  rtmovil 
to  another  world.  When  he  law  evi- 
dence that  ^  the  king  of  terron"  wu 
approaching,  he  became  alarmed.— 
Alas!  he  could  not  say,  '<  O  death! 
where  is  thy  stixig!  O  grave !  where  is 
thy  victory  ?'*  He  desired  to  have  a 
coloured  servant  of  hopeful  piety  come 
in,  and  pray  for  kU  poor  mouI  !  But 
no!  the  pride  of  his  wife  could  not 
brook  such  degradation ;  she  woold 
not  suffer  him  to  be  called  in.  Some 
thought,  (speakinfiT  in  the  language  of 
the  neighbourhood,)  perhaps,  ne  ''got 
religion."  But  there  is  no  reaeonto 
doubt,  that  he  died,  as  he  itoecfy  without 
God. 

The  youthful  widow  had  worn  the 
habiliments  of  mourning  but  a  few 
months,  when  she  was  culed  to  momn 
for  herself    She  often  had  calls,  and 
occasions  for  mourning  and  weeping, 
but  heeded  them  not.     The  call  she 
now  had,  was  louder  than  seven  thun- 
ders.    Many    who  die  **  as   the  fool 
dicth,"  had  braved  out  the  like ;  but 
she  could  not. — ^*  The  tender  merctee 
of  cruelty,'* — the  flatteries  of  a  false- 
hearted physician,  did  not  calm   her 
fears !     It  was  apparent  to  every  one^ 
that  death  had  already  begun  his  loorfc  / 

Had  she  been  insensible  of  her  ooa' 
dilionj  both  temporal  and  spiritual,  her 
dying  scene  might  have  been  very  dif^ 
fercut.     But  like   poor   *'  Altamont,*' 
and  *^  Francis  Newport,''  she  was  sen^ 
sible  of  the  pains  of  death  and  hell  - 
Without  God,  and  xnlhatd  hope^  upon 
the  very  brink  oretemily  !  O  that  she 
lind    opened  her  eyes  before !     She 
might  have  seen  the  same  grave  open- 
ing,— tlio    same    wicked    heart,--the 
same  heaven  for  humble  and  penitent 
sinners, — the  same  hell  lor  the  ungod- 
ly,— the  same  devil ; — and  the  same 
God,  capable  of  be'mg  eitlier  angry  or 
flfraciouB.    But  alas !  it  was  too  kte 
noic ;  God  had  left  her  !  ! 

She  desired  to  have  the  same  humble 
ofRces  of  a  servant,  that  her  ktubamd 
craved  ;  but  her  physician  said,  ^  There 
is  no  occasion.  Madam ;  Madam !  you 
are  not  c/ytVi^ /"  Still  she  crared ;  and 
still  was  refused.

Four  or  five  remark^le  cases  of 
death  from  intemperate  drinking,  have 
occurred  in  this  connty,  whhin  two 
years.  A  U.  S.  (dl«er  lost  hia  life,  hj 
one  of  the  dmnkards  bere  not  long 
since,  who  nve  hie  own  for  it  after- 
wards at  the  gallows.  Another  of 
these  drinkers  was  found  dead  ia  oar 
town,  not  loiw  since,  on  a  Sabbath 
moming.with  his  bottle  of  whiskey  in 
his  bosom.  Among  thoee  who  crowd- 
ed to  the  scene,  was  another  disciple 
of  Bacchus,  who  deliberately  took  fVom 
the  dead  man  his  bottle  of  whiskey,  in 
defiance  of  spectators, — of  Heaven, 
and  of  God's  day,  and  went  awHf  to 
drink  its  murderous,  accursed  contenta! 
This  man  was  then  without  the  use  of 
one  eye, and  within  a  few  days  past,  he 
received  an  injury  in  the  sound  one, 
which  in  all  probability  will  leave  him 
totally  blind.  In  vain  have  wa  ezpoa- 
tulated  with  the  merchants  bere,  and 
dispersed  among  them  the  best  essays 
on  intemperance;  in  vain  do  sightless 
eye-bails,  and  the  tears  and  rags  of 
widows  and  orphans,  entreat  Ihem  to 
desist  from  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
drinks.  But  the  cases  which  I  have 
ed  exhibit  but  part  of  the  effects 
of  this  imholy  traffic.  We  mourn  over 
it,  and  nothing  keeps  us  fVom  giving 
names,  but  the  characters  of  theliving 
friends.

Heathen  iuperstUioru, — It  is  difficult  for  a  Christian  AsKeinbly,  even  when 
Sithered  together  for  the  express  purpose  of  praying  for  tiie  heathen,  fully  to 
realize  what  kind  of  beings  those  heathen  are.  ^he  abominations  of  idolatry 
ize 80  multifarious — ^its  cruelties  and  unseemliness  are  so  spread  over  the  whole 
nirfiu:e,  and  so  thoroughly  pervade  the  structure  of  a  heathen  community—- 
that  we,  in  our  happy  land  and  favoured  churches,  can  form  but  a  faint  idea  of  ' 
tbe  bondage  under  which  the  slaves  of  Satan  in  Pagan  countries,  arc  dragging 
imt  their  uving  death.  Hence,  from  time  to  time,  we  give  extracts  illustrative 
of" heathen  superstitions.*'    The  following  is  from  a  missionary  in  Bombay. 

Mr.  Wilson  informed  me  that  a  letter  received  from  Rum  Chundru^the  bap- 
tised brahmin,  dated  at  Tanna,  states,  that  nineteen  natives  have  been  con- 
demned to  be  executed,  and  sixty  others  to  be  banished  for  life,  for  the  follow- 
iogcrime;  viz. — Report  was  circulated  among  the  natives  of  a  village  near 
Tanna,  that  the  devil  had  possessed  different  individuufs,  who,  under  the  de- 
moniacal influence,  had  committed  murder,  robberies,  &c.  The  people  being 
alanned  for  their  safety,  repaired  to  their  temple  to  ask  counsel  of  their  god.  The 
response  of  the  idol  to  their  anxious  inquiry  was,  that  four  young  men  must  agree 
to  be  possessed  of  the  devil  at  the  same  time,  and  so  divide  SutanV  power  into 
foar  parts,  which  would  so  enfeeble  him  as  to  enable  the  men  to  overcome  him, 
and  bring  him  to  terms.  Not  doubting  but  that  the  counsel  of  their  wooden 
god  would  prove  true,  four  fine,  healthy,  strong,  young  men  were  selected  to 
frapple  with  the  power  of  Satan.  The  devil  acceded  to  the  terms,  and  dividing 
Eaiself  into  four  parts,  and  entering  the  men,  commenced  the  combat ;  but,  in- 
stead of  being  vanquished,  he  conquered,  and  drove  the  men  mad.  This,  instead 
of  verifying  the  counsel  of  the  god,  proved  him  a  liar.  The  people,  full  of 
tlarm  for  their  safety,  again  repaired  to  their  temple  to  inquire  of  their  idol  what 
could  be  done  to  dispossess  the  devil.  The  idol  re|)licd,  there  is  no  other  way 
but  by  killing  the  men  possessed.  Under  the  infatuation  of  tiiis  oracle,  two  or 
Ibree  hundred  people  associated  together  to  carry  the  mandate  of  tiieir  god  into 
efect.  They  began  to  beat  those  poor  deluded  beings  supposed  to  be  possessed 
of  Satan,  and  actually  killed  two  of  them,  and  severely  injured  the  other  two, 
before  the  mob  could  be  quelled  by  the  proper  authorities.  **  The  dark  places 
of  the  earth  are  full  of  the  habitations  of  cruelty." 

The  following  is  related  of  a  party  attached  to  an  exploring  vessel  from  this 
country,  during  a  visit  to  an  island  on  the  coast  of  Chili. 

"Our  party  landed  at  a  small  settlement  about  two  miles  up  a  river,  but  the 
natives  would  not  sell  them  provisions,  and  seemed  wholly  averse  to  trade  or 
barter. 

"Being  about  to  retire  imsuccessful,  they  were  requested  by  the  Alcalde  or 
Headioin  to  enter  his  lodge,  as  he  desired  them  to  dis?chartre  a  gun,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  driving  away  the  evil  spirit  from  one  of  Jiis  wives,  who  was  lying  sick, 
ud  apparently  approaching  her  last  moments.  On  entering,  they  perceived 
the  sick  woman  lying  on  skins,  raised  a  little  from  the  ground.  A  large  knife, 
r»Bemb]ing  a  sabre,  was  placed  at  the  head,  and  another  at  the  foot  of  the  bed, 
irilh  the  edges  turned  outward.  The  object  of  this  arrangement,  it  seems,  was 
to  keep  ofTUie  evil  spirit.    The  Araucanians  believe,  that  if  the  eV\\  B^mN.  \ii 
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present  at  the  moment  of  death,  he  seizes  the  soul  of  the  decaaied,  and  earriei 
It  to  a  distant  rccrion,  never  to  return.  If  he  is  not  present,  the  soid  will  finallj 
come  back  to  its  furmer  abode,  and  rc-inliabit  a  human  body. 

^*  According  to  request,  a  large  fowling-piece  wai^ loaded  with  aheavychaiie, 
and  fired  over  the  head  of  the  sufferer;  and  before  their  departure  it  was  fired 
again  over  her  in  the  oppos^ite  direction.  The  poor  woman,  previous  to  Um 
first  discharge,  by  making  great  exertions,  raised  herself,  and  immediately  iftn 
it,  lay  down,  exinuisitcd,  but  overjoyed.  The  inmates  of  the  lodge,  at  eich  di^ 
charge,  set  up  a  tremendous  shout,  in  which  the  Alcalde,  who  had  thus  ftr 
maintained  a  stern  countenance,  now  relaxing  the  rigidity  of  his  visage,  joiBld 
with  hearty  good  will." 

GREECE. 

Ten  years  ago  the  standard  of  liberty  was  raised  in  Greece,  and  ever  mot, 
her  affairs  have  been  in  a  state  of  rapid  change. 

**  Greece  was  never  so  likely  to  be  an  independent  and  respectable  itattiH 
she  is  at  this  moment.  Indeed,  so  strongly  is  almost  the  whole  territorj  fkdr 
fied  by  nature — so  abundantly  is  it  furni;«hed  with  water-power,  and  that  eiiQf 
and  cheaply  applied  to  use — so  fertile  arc  most  of  its  valleys  and  plains  in  tM 
necessaries  ot  hie,  and  so  admirably  adapted  is  the  whole  country  for  pastara|0— 
00  without  a  parallel  is  its  situation  for  commerce,  and  so  numerous  must  ooa- 
mercial  inducements  and  opportunities  become  to  the  people,  who  are  indv* 
trious  on  land,  and  enterprising  at  sea ; — that,  let  their  independence  only  te 
fairly  cstabhshed,  and  tiiey  can  hardly  fail  of  taking  a  respectable  rank  in  thi 
great  community  of  nations." 

What  progress  is  making  towards  the  emancipation  of  the  mindM  of  Gnsei 
from  their  long  bondage,  may  be  inferred,  from  the  fact  that  there  are  now  IB 
operation,  under  the  patronage  of  Government,  and  supported  more  or  lesi  tt 
the  public  expense,  \\2  schools,  containing  8867  scholars.  Of  these  schooli|7l 
are  taught  on  the  Lanca-^terinn  plan.  Add  to  this  the  efforts  making  by  lb* 
sionaries  and  benevolent  individuals,  and  we  cannot  but  ieel  that  the  time  isBOt 
far  distant,  when  ignorance,  one  of  the  great  difficulties  with  which  the  Goipil 
has  to  contend,  will  break  away  like  the  mists  of  the  morning  before  the  riflHf 
sun. 

Letter /mm  Mr.  KitifTf  at  Athens, — '•*■  I  arrived  here  on  the  19th  April,  Mid 
the  same  day  hired  a  room  f  jr  a  year,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  a  school  ftr 
mutual  instruction ;  three  days  afterwards,  all  necessary  arrangements  haiilff 
been  made,  the  school  was  commenced.     The  Athenians  have  ofifercd  OS  *  ^ 
room,  where  they  had  formerly  a  Lancasterian  school. 

*^  I  have  also  begun  to  build  my  houfrc  on  the  ruins  which  I  bought  of  a  Tirt 
last  year.     The  money  wiiich  I  expen  1  for  this,  is  what  I  saved  of  the  laluy 
given  me  by  the  LttdifV  Greek  Committee  of  New- York,  before  I  came  ioW  J 
connexion  with  the  lioard  of  Foreign  Missions,  together  with  a  donation  fro*  '\ 
a  gentleman  in  London  for  my  private  use.     And  as  labour  and   materials  fi^   i 
building  are  now  very  cheap,  I  shall  probably  have  enough.

all  was  well,  there  was  nothing  to  hinder  me.  In  every  thing  to  which  I  h*f* 
put  my  hand  since  I  came  hither,  the  Lord  has  prospered  me.  All  glory  to  U* 
name  !"

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AMERICAN  INDIANS. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  MissioDaries  of  the  Board  west  of  the  Misslssfppi,  laat 
lober,  they  determined  to  visit  all  Osage  and  Creek  village,  aimingr  to 
Btcb  the  gospel  to  the  whole  people,  if  they  could  pet  access  to  them.  Un- 
rdate  of  April  2C,  Mr.  Vaill  gives  the  following  account  uftJieir  vii«it  to  the 
veks. 

**  On  Saturday  the  people  began  to  collect  at  their  old  meetinp-  ground,  which 
ly  had  enlarged  by  cutting  down  additional  saplings  for  t-rata.  We  con- 
lued  religious  exercises  till  ten  o'clock  in  the  ovening,  and  cloesoil  by  inviting 
088  who  were  desirous  of  our  prayers  to  come  lurward.  Twenty  or  more 
me,  and  fell  on  their  knees.  After  several  prayers  we  ndvit:cd  them  not  to 
Dtinae  their  praying  and  singing  through  the  night,  ns  they  h<id  bren  used  to 
,  but  to  get  sleep,  and  be  prepared  for  the  services  of  the  coming  Sabbath. 
"The  next  morning  was  occupied  till  the  hour  of  mcctiuff  in  examining  thosa 
It  came  forward  as  candidates  for  communion.  Mr.  Dodge  and  Mr.  Wash- 
im  expressed  their  surprise  at  the  satisfactoriness  of  the  evidence  they  exhibi- 
1  We  all  said  and  felt.  This  is  the  Lord's  doings,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our 
ei.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  at  work  among  the  Creeks.  There  has  been 
netbing  like  a  continued  revival  among  tiicm  of  more  than  two  years  stand- 
l.  The  number  baptized  and  received  to  the  communion  was  fifVeen;  ten  of 
urn  were  Creeks  and  five  blacks.  While  presenting  the  confeseion  of  faith, 
lea  we  came  to  this  clause,  *  Yon  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  died  on  the  cross 
ryour  sins,'  &c.,  tears  flowed  plentifully,  and  sobbing  was  heard,  confirming 
» expressions  which  they  had  just  given  verbally,  that  their  hope  rested  in 
ibleed'mg  Friend.  The  number  of  this  church  is  now  forty-six. — There  waf 
ite  a  number  more  who  had  a  desire  to  join,  whom  we  Iiad  not  time  to  examine, 
who  we  thought  had  better  wait. 

'*The  Sabbath  proved  to  be  cold  and  rainy.  Wo  opened  our  morning  exer- 
eiin  the  rain,  and  continued  till  Mr.  l)o(l<;ro  lia(llJin>ho(l  the  first  prayer,  and 
vts  interpreted.  And  even  then  many  were  for  cint  inning'  tlic  service  in  the 
n;  but  fearing  some  would  take  cold  who  wcro  tiiinly  clad,  we  suspended  tho 
irshipforone  hour,  and  they  resorted  to  their  firos.  Thous^h  they  had  no 
tta,  yet  scarcely  any  lefl'the  ground.  When  we  found  that  the  rain  con- 
ued,  we  resorted  to  a  couple  of  small  cabins,  and  proceeded  with  our  duties, 
these  cabins  we  were  so  crowded  that  we  wore  compelled  to  roreiv(?  the  com- 
nion  standing,  and  hold  the  elements  in  our  hands,  havinj;  no  communion 
ird  but  the  berths  where  our  saddles  and  baggaL'o  were  laid  ;  yot  the  Lord 
inted  us  a  sweet  banquet  with  his  lowly  followers  among  the  Crooks.  Oh 
at  will  it  be  above  I  Had  the  weather  favoured,  a  much  larger  number  of  per- 
i  would  no  doubt  have  been  present  on  the  Sabbath,  but  as  it  was  we  had 
aon  to  thank  God,  and  go  on  our  way  rejoicing,  for  all  the  tilings  the  Lord 
I  done  to  build  up  his  own  kingdom,  and  gather  in  many  precious  souls  among 

I  people." 

Ifler  having  visited  the  Creeks,  the  Missionaries  proceeded  to  the  Osage 
intry,  to  proclaim  the  Gospel  to  the  scattered  bands  of  that  tribe,  who  proba- 
in  no  other  way,  can  be  brought  to  hear  the  tidinrrs  of  salvation.  Their 
ing  manner  of  life  precludes  any  thing  like  rerrulnr  and  frequent  access  to 
m  throu'»h  the  year.  The  work  requires  patience,  and  must,  without  spe- 
I  divine  interposition,  be  exceedingly  slow.  And  will  yon  not,  Christian  lire- 
en,  fervently  beseech  Heaven  to  prepare  the  iieart.  of  the  savaire  for  the  mes- 
«  when  it  comes,  seeing  it  can  come  to  liim  so  seldom  ?  Will  you  not  pray 
tthe  Missionaries  may  have  grace  to  persevere  in  a  work  so  discourajring  to 
nan  view,  and  at  the  best,  so  tardy  in  its  eflects — and  yet,  under  present  cir- 
Qstances,  so  indispensable  to  the  salvation  of  the  thousands  scattered  over  the 
iri8f  of  the  west,  like  sheep  without  a  shepherd?

A  year  haw  now  elapsed  since  I  entered 
thii  interesting  field  ol  labour.  In  review- 
ing  the  way  in  which  the  Lord  has  led  mo, 
I  have  abundant  cause  for  gratitude  and 
devout  thanksgiving.  During  the  year, 
neither  my Belf  nor  wife  have  experienced 
a  nek  day.  Truly,  the  Lord  hu8  l)cen  our 
preierver  and  bountiful  benefactor;  and 
to  Him  be  the  praise.  When  I  look  back 
upon  the  past,  I  would  bless  God  for  all 
his  goodness.  Yet  I  have  much  over  which 
to  mourn  and  lami^nt.  'Tis  not  of  trials, 
of  formidjible  difficulties  and  prejudices 
among  the  people,  that  I  would  complain  ; 
for  these  have  been  comparatively  few : 
but  it  is  this  cold,  this  insensible  heart. 
Although  I  have  tried  to  be  faithful,  to 
hold  up  a  blooding  Saviour  to  the  view  of 
perishing  sinners,  both  by  precept  and  ex- 
ample ;  yet  I  can  now  see  many  instan- 
ces of  failure,  and  must  confess  to  you, 
and  to  my  God,  that  1  have  been  an  unpro- 
fitable  servant.  Still  I  would  hope  that 
I  have  not  laboured  wholly  in  vain. 

Our  Sabbath  School  in  this  place  still 
continues  flourishing.  It  now  numbers 
more  than  one  hundred  scholars,  and  fif- 
teen  teachers :  most  of  whom  appear  to 
feel  deeply  interested  in  the  School,  and 
are  quite  punctual  in  their  attendance  at 
•chool,  and  at  the  teacher's  weekly  prayer 
meeting. 

There  has  been  for  several  weeks,  quite 
an  interesting  state  of  feeling  here.  Chris- 
tians  jippear  much  more  engaged  and  de- 
termined to  live  for  Christ.  There  have 
been  several  cases  of  hopeful  conversion 
witiiin  a  few  weeks,  and  there  are  a  num- 
ber more  anxiously  inquiring  what  they 
must  do  to  be  saved.  Wc  do  not  feci  that 
wc  have  a  revival,  but  our  hcjirts*  desire 
and  prayer  to  God  is,  that  what  we  have 
experienced  may  be  but  as  a  drop  before 
a  copious  shower. 

At  Sugar  Creek  there  has  been  no  par- 
ticular change  since  1  have  been  lahouriiijr 
among  them,  except  in  respect  of  the  Sab- 
bath School.  That  has  been  organized, 
and  is  doing  much  good.  It  numbers  about 
50  scholars.  Several  are  expected  to  unite 
frith  the  Church  at  our  next  communion.

At  the  moat  distant  congregation,  I  or- 
pnaed  a  Church,  Gon*isling  of  17  mem- 
ber", with  B  proBpeol  of  soon  doubling  in 
numbers,  by  emigration  of  Presbyterian 
fjinilies  in  Butamnj  ordained  Elders  and 
ttdminietered  inl^I  baptism.  I  found  here 
in  a  litlle  log  cabin,  a  theological  student; 
ho  4ppropritaes  a  portion  of  his  time  in 
cultivating  a  small  Held  of  com,  to  pro. 
care  sustensnce  for  himself,  wife,  and  two 
amoll  children  ;  the  other  part  in  theolo.

I  next  attended  a  four  diya  meeting  at 
another  place  in  Ihe  same  county.  Here 
was  a  Church  of  aboul  90  membera,  or.

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Couoty  Bibto  Society  under  faTOurable 
aoipicei,  with  a  special  design  of  supply- 
ing every  destitute  family  in  the  county 
with  the  word  of  God.  I  think  the  Bible 
cause,  indirectly,  received  an  impetus,  by 
means  of  two  individuals  of  considerable 
notoriety,  who  protend  to  preach  the  Gos. 
pel.  Tiioy  had  previously  spent  conaide. 
rable  time  and  pains  in  different  pnrts  of 
the  county,  publicly  denouncing  Bible  So. 
cieties,  Sabbatli  Schools,  Missionary  of. 
forts,  &c.,  as  creatures  of  the  Devil ! ! ! 
This,  in  a  civilized  community,  produced 
are.action,  and  excited  the  friends  of  tlicso 
institutions  to  greater  zeal.  On  Saturday 
and  Sabbath  our  meetings  were  liolden  in 
the  open  air,  under  a  thick  sliady  grove  on 
the  bank  of  a  little  clear  rill  that  issued 
from  springs  in  the  edge  of  the  prairie. 

What  added  peculiar  interest  to  this  meet, 
ing  was,  it  was  convened  on  the  very 
ground  which  hod  long  been  considered  a 
favourite  spot  for  encampment  by  the 
Kickapoo  tribe  of  Indians,  in  their  hunting 
excursions.  This  grove,  which  had  long, 
perhaps  for  centuries,  echoed  to  the  wild 
jell  of  the  savage,  now  resounded  with 
prayer  and  praise  offnred  up  on  the  Chris- 
tian altar  to  the  (vod  of  Heaven.  Ilnre 
was  literally  '*  spread  in  the  wilderness  the 
table  of  the  Lord,"  on  which  were  placed 
the  memorials  of  the  unbounded  love  of 
the  Saviour  to  a  dying  world. 

The  soil,  which  had,  probably,  often 
been  drenched  with  the  blood  of  the  vie. 
tims  of  savage  cruelty,  was  now  moisten, 
ed  with  the  penitential  tear  which  flowed, 
while  listening  with  intensity  of  interest, 
to  tlic  story  of  the  unparalleled  sufferings 
of  the  Son  of  God  for  the  redemption  of 
the  immortal  soul.  Here  was  commenced 
an  institution  designed  to  convey  the  bread 
and  waters  of  life  to  every  family  in  the 
county ;  here,  we  trust,  children  were  con. 
serrated  to  God  by  believing  parents; 
Christians  encouraged  and  invigorated  in 
their  journey  towards  the  heavenly  Ca- 
naan ;  and  souls  which  had  long  been  held 
captive  in  the  chains  of  Satan,  emancipa- 
ted,  and  brought  to  enjoy  the  liberty  and 
privileges  of  the  sons  of  God. 

Such  are  some  of  the  luxuries  of  the 
Missionary  of  the  wilderness — one  such 
meeting  is  an  ample  compensation  for 
years  of  travel,  toil  and  privation.

My  encouragement  arises  from  tfa 
source,  the  number  attending  the  memi 
of  grace  is  double  what  it  was  the  la 
summer.  The  assembly  has  geneial 
been  large  in  this  place  tnis  summer,  ai 
certainly  far  more  attentive  than  fomerl 
We  have  enlarged  our  Church  session,  ai 
now  have  a  scsnion  of  four  Elders.  I  tru 
we  shall  hereaf\cr  be  able  to  act  more  ei 
cicntly  than  formerly. 

The  use  of  ardent  spirits  is  gradual 
declining  from  among  us.  Some  of  o 
members  who  had  large  harrosts  to  p 
up,  banished  spirits  for  the  first  time  fWs 
their  fields.  I  think  the  use  of  ardo 
spirits  is  gradually  declining  in  this  eof 
munity.  I  have  four  Bible  Classes  whi< 
numbers  about  lUO  members.  Our  Sa 
bath  Schools  flourish  far  more  than  tl 
last  season.

vation.  On  Sabbath  morning  three  young 
persons  gave  themselves  away  to  Christ 
in  a  perpetual  covenant,  and  were  admit- 
ted to  the  communion  of  the  Church. 
Monday  was  an  interesting  day  tons  here, 
who  are  pleased  to  8«!e  the  smallest  evi- 
dence  that  God  has  not  forgotten  to  be 
gracious.  Af\cr  sermon  by  Brother  S.,  a 
parting  address  was  given  to  saints  and 
sinners,  when  a  few  came  forward  and 
asked  Christians  to  pray  for  them  before 
we  separated,  never  all  to  meet  again  in 
the  same  circumstances  in  this  world.

If  I  recollect  rightly,  in  my  last  report, 
I  mentioned  that  there  were  some  things 
interesting  here,  but  thai  I  scarcely  dared 
to  hope.     Since  then,  the  feeling  in  this 
place  has  gradually  increased,  and  in  the 
same  proportion  as  the  feeling   increased 
my  labours  have  increased.     Applicutiuns 
were   multiplied  from  every  part  of  the  i 
town  for  me  either  to  hold  meetings  or  I 
preach.     Tbete  applications  I  dared  not  | 
refuse,  and  as  there  were  few  m  lIo  mem- 
bers of  the  cliurch  who  would  take  an  ac.  i 
tjve  part  in  religious  exercises,  the  consc  . 
quence  was,  that  when  arrived  at  the  place 
of  my  appointment,  I  had  either  to  preach 
or  give  up  the  meeting,    'i'he  latter  I  could 
not  do,  as  they  were  generally  well  attend, 
ad,   and  I   could  not  send  them  away 
eoDpty. 

This  interesting  state  of  feeling  con. 
tinaed  slowly  and  gradually  to  increat^e. 
Tenor  twelve  of  the  church  were  greatly 
iroused,  about  the  same  number  were  un. 
4er  serious  convictions,  and  one  or  two 
hopeful  conversions  hod  taken  piuce,  when 
the  church,  on  the  Idth  of  August,  ob. 
Krved  a  day  of  fasting,  humiliation  and 
prayer.  The  conference  of  churches  for 
this  county,  commenced  here  the  day  ful. 
k>viog,  and  the  result  has  been  highly 
beaeficiaL  The  conference  continued  five 
4ays,  daring  which  time  God  appeared  to 
aaniftsthiniMlf  in  answer  to  the  strong 
Mrea  of  hit  children.  The  convictions 
•f  iiaaera  have  been  deep  and  pungent. 
U  k  impoeiiblo  to  state  with  accuracy  the 
aambsr  of  k&p€fvl  conversions,  but  it  is 
kaowB  that  fortr  is  less  than  the  whole 
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number.  But  how  many  of  those  are 
genuine,  eternity  only  will  disclose ;  though 
time  may  prove  some  of  them  to  bo  spu- 
riouR.  rcrhajHi  one  half  of  these  belong 
to  this  town.

THE  PATH  OF  DLTY  A  SAFE  PATff.

Not  a  dis- 
respectful word  dropped  from  his  lips,  and 
I  had  an  opportunity  of  romovinir  some  of 
his  prejudices.  Ho  had  come  from  a  very 
wicked  jilrice,  where  he  h.id  bt.'en  onvtr- 
sunt  with  none  but  flattering  preaiherf, 
th  it  cried  peace,  peace,  when  ther.^  was 
no  peace.  The  solemn  apppals  to  his 
heart  and  conscience,  which  have  been 
made  by  Ministers  and  Chri  tians  since  his 
resi  jence  in  this  township,  he  had  con^e- 
quontly  considered  as  malicious  attacks 
from  his  enemies.  He  is  now  convinced 
that  his  minister  watches  for  his  soul  as 
one  that  muKt  tjive  account,  is  actuated 
by  a  ro;xarJ  to  his  eternal  iiilercst,  and  is 
bound  to  declare  to  hi  ii  the  whole  truth. 
He  has  atfeclionately  invited  me  to  make 
frequent  visits  to  his  house,  and  is  now 
willing  to  hear  a  fiithful  exhibition  of 
truth,  against  which  he  has  lierctofore  do- 
S3  i  his  cars  in  rage. 


REVIVAL. 

From    Rev,    S.    Woodruff',    Stron^svilUt 
Cuyahoga  Co,,  O, 

The  Lord  hath  at  length  visited  in  mer. 
cy  again,  tho  church  and  congregation  un« 
der  my  pastoral  care.  There  was  no  spc. 
cial  seriousness  among  the  people,  except 
a  spirit  of  prayer  in  the  hearts  of  a  few  of 
the  pious,  till  a  three  days  meeting,  which 
commenced  on  tlie  32d  day  of  April.  This 
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neetfaiif  was  attended  by  the  powerAil  in- 
flneneet  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  Church 
confeaMd  their  backslidingi,  and  renewed 
their  coTen&nt  vowi,  and  some  of  the 
members  became  fervent  in  prayer.  Sin- 
nen  were  awakened,  and  in  a  number  of 
histancei,  deeply  distressed.  About  30 
took  the  anxious  seats  on  the  Sabbath.  On 
Monday  evening  about  60  attended  the 
anxious  meeting,  and  some  were  so  deeply 
nnprcssed,  that  it  was  noarly  midnight  bo- 
fore  they  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  leave 
the  house.  Numbers  indulged  a  hope  of 
an  interest  in  Christ,  during  the  meeting. 
Our  meetings  on  the  Sabbath,  which,  for 
some  time,  had  been  quite  thin,  imme- 
diately  became  full  and  attentive.  Prayer 
meetings  and  conference  meetings  were 
solemn  and  well  attended,  and  the  town 
wore  a  new  aspect.  Cases  of  conviction 
and  hopeful  conversion  continued  to  take 
place  from  time  to  time  to  the  Dili  of  Juno, 
when  we  had  a  second  meeting,  which 
continued  six  days.  This  was,  in  some 
respects,  more  powerful  and  interesting 
than  the  first.  The  congregation  was 
larger,  the  spirit  of  prayer  more  fervent 
and  general,  and  the  cases  of  conviction 
and  conversion  were  more  in  number,  and 
more  of  them  were  males  and  heads  of  fa- 
milies. On  the  Sabbath,  the  fourth  day 
of  the  meeting,  ton  were  received  into  the 
Church,  as  the  first  fruits  of  the  revival. 
On  Monday  more  than  GO  attended  the 
anxious  meeting,  wiiile  the  Church  were 
praying  in  another  part  of  the  house.  This 
was  the  most  interesting  and  solemn  day 
ever  known  in  Strongaville.  Two  Epis- 
copal clergymen  were  present,  and  enter- 
ed with  much  engngedness  into  the  work. 

Christians  from  other  towns  went  away 
with  their  hearts  revived  and  encouraged  ; 
and  numbers  who  camo  im{)€nitent  and 
unconcerned,  returned  rejoicing  in  the 
Lord. 

On  Sabbath,  August  8th,  eight  more 
were  received  into  the  Church  on  profes- 
sion. The  number  of  hopeful  conver. 
sions is  about  40,  including  8  or  10  who 
belong  in  other  place.s.  Eight  or  ten  fa- 
milics  have  recently  erected  the  family  al- 
tar. Our  Sabbath  School  has  inereafcd 
from  about  GO  to  upwards  of  a  hundred. 
A  Bible  C^iass  has  been  funned,  consisting 
of  20  or  more.  These  arc  sonic  of  tiic  fruits 
of  the  revival,  ond  for  these  we  would  give 
praise  to  God.  But  still  tliere  are  some  dar- 
ing sinners  among  us.  But  we  rejoice  that 
God  is  able  to  bring  even  these  to  bow  to 
his  grace.  Much  remains  yet  to  be  done 
^^iA  j'n  tA/s place  and  all  around  UB.  There 
M  M  vaMt  mcnl  deaert,  but  Gcd  has  lurisen 


to  take  ponearion  of  It:  The  «*Hittit«v 
the  Uivite,  and  the  Aahdodite,**  begin  to 
retire,  or  rather  to  renounce  their  weapoMM, 
and  unite  with  the  people  of  GUkI.  Reri- 
vals  have  taken  place  in  the  course  of  four 
months,  in  as  many,  probably,  as  40  town, 
ships.  Special  meetings  are  eonitantlj 
multiplying.

Great  prejudice,  you  are  aware,  eziata 
against  us,  and  much,  I  consider,  is  nin- 
ed,  if  any  thing  can  be  done  to  dimioidi 
it.  Something  of  the  kind,  I  am  happj  to 
say,  has  been  accomplished,  so  that  the 
prospects  of  our  church  in  these  parts,  an 
more  favourable  at  present,  than  they  harv 
been  at  any  time, — I  mean  so  fitr  as  they 
were  connected  with  this  great  obstacle. 
Since  I  come  here,  I  have  preached  to  a 
number  who  informed  me  that  they  had 
never  heard  a  Presbyterian  before,  and 
seemed  astoniidied  to  find  that  we  were 
men  like  themselves.  In  this  respect, 
much  has  been  recently  effected  by  the 
camp  meeting  that  was  held  in  the  bounds 
of  my  congregation  in  this  place,  about 
two  weeks  since.  So  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  learn,  its  influence  is  most  saluta- 
ry— members  of  various  denominations  at. 
tended,  and  all  seemed  highly  pleaeed. 
During  the  meeting  good  order  and  great 
solemnity  prevailed.  The  preaching  and 
exhortations  were  mainly  addressed  to  the 
heart  and  conscience,  and  were  eminent- 
ly suited,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  to  bring 
all  that  listened,  to  an  immediate  decision 
to  devote  themselves  to  the  service  of 
Christ .  The  Holy  Spirit  accompanied  the 
labours  of  God's  ]>coplc,  and  some  were 
brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.  The 
number  that  publicly  attached  themselres 
to  the  church  in  this  place  was  13.  A  few 
others,  for  the  first  tune,  professed  their 
attachment  to  Jesus  Christ,  and  stand  con- 
nected  with  other  churches.

At  the  date  of  my  commission  our  little 
diarch,  jnit  oq^snized,  consisted  of  ten 
sembors, — a  feeble  band.  There  was 
lotliin;  in  the  state  of  feeliner  worthy  of 
nestion  during  ihe  (init  half  of  the  year. 
^boQt  the  1st  of  Marcli,  there  appeared 
libea  waking  up,  on  the  part  ofChriif- 
tiast;  and  some  indications,  that  God  was 
ibout  to  appear  for  us.  He  did  appear ; 
uidthoogh  we  have  not  enjoyed  any  thing 
like  those  powerful  revivals,  which  dislin- 
EUiii  the  present  day,  yet  we  were  rc- 
tmM.  Almost  every  week,  for  a  consi- 
Imble  time,  added  one  or  more  to  the 
nnber  of  those,  who  seek  for  the  welfare 
if  Zion,  and  pray  for  the  prosperity  of 
lenualem. 

We  have  received  to  onr  communion 
tvelve  by  letter,  and  eighteen  by  profes- 
MB  of  faith,  during  the  year;  so  that  our 
^arch,  in  number,  w  four-fold  what  it  was 
M  the  commencement  of  the  year.  Our 
^Kteot  prospects  are  somewhat  flattering ; 
umI  we  hope,  during  another  year,  to  have 
idkurvA  ereeiedt  and  the  institutions  of  re- 
%toa  eitabUfibod  on  a  firm  foundation. 


LONG  ISLAND. 

Prns  Ra.  Joteph  Ji^mmo^  Sweet  Hollow. 

The  attention  to  the  cause  of  Uie  churcli 
Ui4  to  religion,  seems  to  be  uniform  and 
•creaaing  among  us.  Our  house,  which 
vu supposed,  when  first  built,  to  be  adapt- 
ed io  its  dimensions  to  th«  ingatherings  of 
sveral  jears,  is  already  usually  filled.  In- 
|ianoes  are  occurring  every  week  of  new 
tiDilies  being  added  to  the  congregation, 
vhich  heretofore  were  out  of  the  habit  of 
ittending  any  plsce  of  worship.  These 
hinvs  look  encouraging,  and  induce  us  to 
wiieve  that  in  a  short  time  the  church  here 
nsy  be  put  on  an  independent  fooling. 

My  Bible  CIa»  is  still  attended  to  ro- 
rsliiiy,  and  prunuscs  good  to  this  grow- 
og  flock.  The  interest  which  continues 
•0  be  evinced  on  this  subject  is  exceedingly 
ptlifying  to  me,  and  augurs  much  for  the 
uti  irmiiiph  and  influence  of  divine  truth 
^"•ongiit  tiiis  community.  The  attend- 
^QcOfiii  general,  is  the  same  apparently,  as 
"oold  be,  if  substituted  by  preaching. 

The  Sabbath  ^School  cause  seonis  still  to 
*itaeu  a  growing  prosperity  within  our 
^Bdt.    Those  already  reported,  exhi-

bit  appearances  of  Interest  among  the 
scholam  on  the  subject  of  religion.  And 
in  addition  to  them,  we  have  succeeded  in 
eatahlishing  a  new  school  in  an  adjoining 
neighbourhood,  where  the  efi'ects  of  such 
an  institution  are  greatly  needed.  And  so 
far  the  promise  of  this  school  is  encoura- 
ging. Difliculties  of  a  sectarian  nature  have 
very  much  tied  our  hands,  and  impeded 
us  in  our  advancement  in  the  important 
work.  We  hope  they  will  soon  be  remo- 
ved. 

The  additions  made  to  the  church  at  the 
communion  during  this  quarter  are  Jiv€ 
members.  Removals  by  death  and  dis- 
mission have  taken  from  us  /tro,  which 
loaves  a  not  increase  of  three,  and  makes 
the  whole  number  of  members  one  hun- 
dred and  nineteen. 

With  others  of  our  sister  churches  we 
have  recently  enjoyed  the  season  of  a /oar 
(Utj^t  meeting.  It  has  been  to  many  a  spe- 
cial privilege,  and  a  time  long  to  be  re- 
membered. If  the  good  done  to  christians 
alone,  in  awakening,  in  comforting,  in 
stimulating  to  holy  work,  be  considered, 
we  have  reason  to  be  thankful  and  re- 
joice. But  benefits  beyond  this  have  been 
realized.  1  am  not  able  indeed  to  report 
any  result  like  a  general  and  special  con- 
cern among  sinrfers  or  the  unconverted, 
but  awakenings  have  occurred,  and  a  few 
hopeful  convursions  taken  place.  With 
these  and  the  number  who  were  entertain- 
ing hopes  before  the  meeting,  we  have  a 
fair  prospect  of  receiving  eight  or  ton  mem- 
bers at  our  next  communion. 


VERMONT. 

Interesting  History  of  a  Miseionarjfi 
Labours  in  a  feeble  Church. 

A  little  church  has  existed  here  about  forty 
years,  but  has  never  had  a  settled  pastor, 
and  only  occasional  preaching.  It  was  an 
unpromising  field ;  the  great  body  of  the 
people  had  grown  up  in  eslrungcmcnt  from 
the  sanctuary,  and  could  not  easily  be  ap- 
proached. With  God's  help,  almost  every 
thing  was  to  be  done ;  and  my  health  very 
slender.  Our  place  of  worship  was  unfinish- 
ed. It  hud  been  erected  and  covered,  and 
the  ground  pews  made  some  seven  or  eii»hl 
years  bofure.  It  was  soon  neatly  finished 
and  painted.  1  estimated  the  expense  in- 
curred the  first  year  for  needful  purposes, 
other  than  my  support,  at  abuut  $1000. 
Tilts  was  borne  by  a  few.  They  thought 
ihey  made  considerable  sacrifices.  I'he 
inhabitants  generally  are  poor,  or  in  very 
inudurate  circumstances.  I  looked  to  the 
Sabbath  School,  as  one  of  the  most  effect

toftl  meaiM  of  building  ap  this  church.  A 
■mail  achool  had  been  eitablished.  and 
wai  in  operation  when  I  came.  There 
were  two  men,  and  but  two,  the  Deaconn, 
who  were  at  all  qualified  for  conducting 
it.  I  soon  ettabiished  a  Bible  class  in 
connexion  with  it,  which  I  instructed  my- 
Dclf.  It  was  very  discouraging^  at  first. 
Our  library  was  small;  and  people  here 
were  so  unused  to  giving,  wo  feared  to 
call  much  upon  them,  and  if  wo  did,  we 

got  but  little.  The  Deacons,  who  are 
eart  and  soul  in  the  work,  and  mysuir, 
provided  the  means  of  procuring  bookw 
almost  entirely,  for  more  tlian  two  years, 
out  of  our  own  pockets ;  and  wo  could  in- 
duce onlj  about  forty  or  fiAy  to  join  tlio 
schools.  These  were  often  inconstant  in 
their  attendance.  We  talked  and  laboured 
with  the  people,  in  public  and  private,  and 
at  length  saw  an  intercnt  on  this  subject  ge- 
nerally, but  slowly,  prevailing.  The  num- 
bers aiid  influence  of  our  schools  have  been 
steadily  increasing  up  to  this  time. 

About  two  years  ago  a  f^cntle  relresh- 
ing  commenced,  and  ladtoij  about  a  ycur. 
About  twenty  united   with   our  church, 
mostly  by  profession.     Must  of  these  were 
young  men  of  great  promise,    or   heads 
of  families.     There   was    something    re- 
markable in  this  blessing.  1  have  always 
thought.     I  had,  from  the  first,  been  look- 
ing anxiously,  and  praying  for,  materials 
to  work  with ;   and   I  had  promiited   the 
Master   I  served,  if  he  would  give  them 
me,  I  would  do  the  best  in  my  power  to 
turn  them  to  account.     Now  he  granted 
them.     I  immediately  collected  them,  with 
my  deacons  and  others,  who  were  disposed 
to   attend,  into  what  1  called  a  religions 
lyctum^  held  weekly  at  my  Iiome.     Wo  used 
to  spend  about  throe  hours  in  familiar  con- 
versation   on    the    leading    doctrines    of 
Christianity,  avid  on  such  subjects  as  were 
calculated  to  imbue  them  with  the  spirit 
of  the  present  age,  and  fit  them  for  the 
work  I  had  in  view.     As  soon  as  it  was 
prudent,  1  invited  one  and  anotlicr  of  the 
most  promising  to  my  study,  and  told  them 
what  I  wanted  of  them.  I  told  them  there 
was  much  to  do,  aiid  the  Lord  .lesus  ex- 
pected them  to  do  much,  and  they  must 
do  it;  and   must  fit   themselves  for  the 
work.     I  wanted  to  enlarge  ibo  Sal>bath 
school;  to  commence  the  monthly  distri- 
bution of  tracts;  to  get  religious  periodi- 
cals in  circulation  ;  to  give  new  a  iinpuUe 
to  the  cause  of  temperance,  and  benevo- 
lent efforts.     Up  to  this  time  it  seemed  to 
me  that  but  two  meu,  my  deacons,  had 
over  breathed  in  the   atmosphere  which 
■ow  surrounds  Uio  churches.    Wc  boonl 


began  to  establish  Sabbath  td 
difierent  districts.  We  bave^ 
in{T  Sabbath  schools,  with  go< 
and  good  inrtructers.  Almo 
population  attend  as  member 
tors,  regularly.  One  of  the 
was  assigned  to  a  district,  whe 
but  one  or  two  praying  faniili 
rarely  attended  meeting  any 
one  of  them  said  lately, — itwai 
of  the  town.  The  teacher  bt 
few,  under  great  discouragemi 
sRveriid.  He  was  indefatigi 
ertbrts  to  render  the  school 
and  to  induce  the  neighboi 
Within  three  months  ho  had 
scholars ;  and  now  the  whole 
hood,  almost  without  except!

AexEEAHLY  to  Hiy  promise,  1  hasten 
to  make  you  acquainted  with  some  ol 
the  particulars  of  an  event,  which  hatt 
taken  from  the  church  one  of  Iter 
brightest  ornaments,  and  from  the 
nose  of  Home  Missions,  one  of  its 
BXM  lovely  and  devoted  friends. 

Ob  W^ednesday,  Aupfust  10th,  I  met 
Uj.  Cushroan  at  Louden ville,  twenty 
niles  from  Wooster,  on  his  way  to  the 
Western  Reserve.  I  was  journeying 
toCindnnati;  and,  Gen.  B.  havin?  ac- 
coQpinied  me,  I  introduced  Mr.  (Tush- 
nin  to  him,  and  they  returned  to 
Woosler,  where  they  arrived  on  the 
■wrningr  of  the  llth.  Mr.  C,  after 
^oMderable  solicitation,  consented  to 
^d  the  day  at  \V.,  and  preach  in  the 
evening.  Jlut  before  ni^ht  he  felt  him- 
*df  so  unwell,  that  he  would  not  have 
attempted  to  preach,  had  he  not  been 
"nwilliiig  to  disappoint  the  people,  no 
other  minister  being  in  the  village  to 
address  them  in  ma  place.  So  ill  was 
^1  that  he  vomited  several  times  on 
WsTiTiy  to  the  church,  a  distance  of  a 
little  more  than  one  fourth  of  a  mile, 
fcforc  entering  the  church,  he  caJled 
<)na  physician  and  procured  a  mild 
*^diciiic,  which  gave  him  temporary 
wJief. 

Ih  preached  his  last  sermon  in  the 
rresbytcrian  Church  in  Wooster,  on 
*be evening  of  the  11  th  of  August,  from 
MniiL  7  :  «*  MnrveJ  not  thai  I  said  unto 
y^ye  mutt  be  bnm  again,'*  During 
tHeexercihes  he  was  so  unwell,  that  he 
^ascompclled  to  omit  the  customary 
*npn|r  at  the  close,  and  immediately 
'^"pronouncing  the  benediction,  he  re- 
^f?d  from  the  Jiouse  and  vomited.  On 
toe  next  morning  he  informed  his  phy- 
"^n  that  he  had  felt  much  distressed, 
uidthat  it  was  with  groat  dificulty  lie  U 


could  refrain  from  vomiting  whilst 
preaching.  But  though  so  much  in- 
disposed, the  congregation  bear  testi' 
mony,  that  the  sermon  was  unusually 
interesting,  and  tiiat  his  prayers  par-i 
took  mucii  of  a  devotional  spirit,  and 
expressed  ardent  desires  after  the  hea- 
venly state.  In  his  addresses  to  the 
throne  of  grace,  it  was  remarked  that 
he  more  than  once  thanked  God  for  the 
glorious  and  peaceful  habitation  wliich 
lie  had  provid«.>d  for  his  people ;  and  at 
one  time,  seeming  to  forget  that  he 
was  not  alone  in  the  closet,  he  ex- 
claimed, **  1  hope  it  is  not  lonor  before 
I  shall  fully  enter  upon  the  enjoyment 
of  those  heavenly  mansions,  which  the 
Lord  Jesus  has  gone  to  prepare  for 
those  that  love  him !" 

He  returned  to  Gen.  B's.,  and  took 
medicines  which  had  been  prescribed, 
lie  slept  but  little,  and  passed  an  un- 
comfortable night.  He  was  visited  in 
the  morning  by  the  physician,  who  ad- 
ministered more  medicine,  and  remain- 
ed with  liim  during  its  operation.  The 
immediate  efl'ect  of  the  prescriptions 
isecmcd  to  be  iUvourablc.  During  the 
(lay  he  spoke  mncii  of  the  goodness  of 
God,  in  dispo^:ing  of  him  so  merci- 
fully in  the  midst  of  strangers,  and 
thanked  the  Lord  repeatedly,  that  he 
had  been  permitted  to  rcuch  tlie  dvvcU- 
iiiinr  of  a  familv  from  whom  bo  much 
kindness  und  affectionate  attention  had 
been  received.  Concerning  himself,  he 
remarked,  "  I  know  not  what  the  Lord 
is  about  to  do  with  me,  but  I  am  of  lit- 
tle consequence." 

On  Saturday  the  13th,  he  was 
much  better:  he  left  his  room  several 
times,  conversed  with  his  physician  and 
Mrs.  B.  concerning  a  visit  he  had  made 
tt)  Madison,  Indiana,  and  spoke  with 
great  deligiit  of  the  goodness  of  the 
Lord  ninnife.^ted  to  him  on  that  occa- 
i?ion.  During  the  day  he  was  visited 
by  a  number  of  individuals  from  the 
neighborhood,  with  whom  he  conversed 
freely  and  cheerfully  about  the  cause 
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of  Ms  "  bleflfled  Master."    Saturday

^*  Delay  not  till  to-morrow  thai  wkich 

may  be  done  to-day" 
[FuniiBlie<l  by  an  anonymous  Cerre«poiideBt.l 
Mr.  H.  and  his  wife  had  lately  set- 
tled in  the  bounds  of  my  congregation. 
They  were  young,  and  just  entering 
upon  the  world,  with  line  prospects  of 
prosperity.  They  were  amiable,  intel- 
ligent, and  well  educated ;  but  they 
had  been  educated  only  for  timei  and 
not  tor  eternity.  In  the  all-important 
subjects  of  religion,  and  the  soul's  sal- 
vation, they  were  not  instructed.  How- 
ever, since  their  residence  in  this 
neiglibourhood.  they  were  frequent 
attendants  at  the  house  of  God, 
and  seemed  to  appreciate  highly  the 
privilege. 

Not  manv  weeks  after  their  settle- 
ment here,  I  was  introduced,  and  called 
to  see  them.  I  was  cordially  received, 
and  the  n.oruing  was  spent  very  plea- 
santly in  their  compan]^ ;  and  I  waa 
happy  to  think  what  an  agreeable 
accession,  the  newly-arrived  couple 
would  be  to  the  society  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood. I  was  particularly  pleased 
with  the  intelligent  conversation  and 
amiable  deportment  of  Mrs.  H.  She 
was  not  a  processor  of  religion,  nor  had 
1  any  evidence  of  her  piety ;  but  she 
seemed  willing  and  inclined  to  con- 
verse on  religious  subjects, — rejoiced 
that  ^<he  had  an  opi>o/tunity  to  hear  the 
Gospel  preached,  and  expressed  a  de- 
sire to  become  a  member  of  my  Bible 
class,  &c. 

All  this  was  very  gratifying  to  me, 
and  I  looked  forward,  with  hope,  to 
the  time  when  Mrs.  H.  would  be  an 
ornament,  not  only  to  our  society,  but 
also  to  the  Church  of  Christ:  and!

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eternity  arc  involved,  and  the  wef/arv 
of  an  immortal  bouI  may  depend  ou  a 
woril  spoken  in  bea^on,  do  not  Ueter

i  am  yet  a  yoiui^  man,  but  I  will  tcil 
you  what  I  have  seen.  1  have  seen—

Another  ran  aw»y 
froui  home  at  sixteen,  and  is  supposed 
to  have  found  a  grave  somewhere  amid 
the  revolutions  of  South  America.  An- 
other, on  his  passage  from  New-()rlean« 
to  some  norlhern  port  of  the  U.  Slttcfi 
I:iid  a  jdot  for  seizing  the  vessel,  ^^ 
up«>n  the  captain,  was  wounded,  *Dd 
finally  thrown,  bleeding,  into  the  eeai 
and  pcri>liej|.  TLOfo  all  loved  strong 
drink,  and,  L  am  convinced,  imbibed 
their  pas.-ion  for  it  from  ttic  example oj 
their  parents,  ami  Mm  beino' permitted 
to  drink  the  *•  /cac//i^#  in  the  bottoC* 
of  the  glass."

ExlraeU  /ram  the  Journal  of  J^fr,  Stone. — Oct.  8,  1890. — Accompanied  Mrs. 
tone  to  two  little  hamlets  in  the  suburbs  of  Bombay,  in  which  she  has  two 
Niriibiog  female  schools.  I  went  particularly  to  see  two  of  her  little  scholars, 
bo  have  been  sick  some  time,  and  whom  I  found  very  sick.  I  g^ave  them  medi- 
Qe«  and  spent  two  hours  or  more,  while  Mrs.  8tone  was  examining  her  schools, 
giving  Christian  instruction  to  the  people.  I  hope  some  of  the  poor  pagmns 
these  hedges  will  be  compelled,  by  the  force  of  divine  truth,  to  accept  tho 
ntatioQ  to  the  gospel  feast. 

Ott  17. — Preached  to  an  unusually  large  and  attentive  assembly  of  natives, 
^g  whom  were  twelve  lame  and  blind  beggar  women,  and  eighty  girls  be- 
"ipiifir  to  our  female  school.  My  subject  was  the  love  of  God  towards  men, 
displayed  in  giving  his  Son  to  die  for  their  redemption.  While  descanting  on 
is  delightful  theme,  which  strings  the  harps  of  tlie  heavenly  world,  I  think  my 
Wtfelt  something  of  its  flame. 

<^(n.  10. —  W  hile  examining  one  of  our  schools  in  the  morning,  a  Hindoo  man 
ssented  me  a  letter  written  in  Mahratta,  which,  on  reading,  I  found  to  contain 
[equest  that  he  and  his  wife  might  be  received  into  the  Christian  religion  by 
iog  baptized.  Pie  stated  that  for  two  months  past  he  had  come  to  the  house 
Dijeeba,  one  of  our  candidates  for  baptism,  and  received  Christian  instruc- 
n  from  him.  He  says  they  believe  Hindooism  to  be  false,  and  the  Christian 
igion  true,  and  therefore  desire  to  forsake  the  one,  and  embrace  the  other. 
I  conversing  with  them,  I  fonnd,  that,  though  they  had  acquired  some  kuow- 
ge  of  Christianity,  their  views  of  its  nature  and  doctrines  were  very  obscure, 
most  be  expected  of  those  who  have  just  began  to  emerge  from  the  darkness 
paganism,  in  which  they  have  groped  all  their  hfetime,  into  the  feeble  rays 
tile  gospel  Wfrhi  which  have  come  to  them  only  through  the  mind  of  one  but 
lerfectly  enfightened.  1  told  them  I  would  give  them  instruction  daily,  if 
y  would  call  at  my  house  ;  and  when  they  should  give  us  satisfactory  evidence 
baving  become  real  Christians,  we  would  comply  with  their  request.  I  have 
Hthe  man  several  times  at  the  school  before,  and  noticed  that  ho  was  very 
eotive  to  my  instructions  to  the  children,  but  I  never  conversed  with  him  be- 
B.  How  this  should  happen,  I  know  not,  as  it  is  my  usual  practice  to  con- 
te  with  all  sti  angers  whom  I  find  in  the  school  rooms.  This  is  the  first 
odoo  female,  who  has  requested  baptism  of  us. 

Hin.  14. — About  two  hundred  persons  were  present  at  the  Mahratta  service 
Ibe  chapel  this  morning,  eighty  of  whom  were  girls  belonging  to  our  female 
lools,  and  ten  or  twelve  lame  and  blind  beggar-women.  Dajeeba's  mother, 
lOsaid  a  few  weeks  since  that  her  son  might  become  a  Christian  if  he  would, 
tshe  was  determined  to  die  in  the  religion  of  her  forefathers,  has  now  become 
iOfiitant  attendant  at  the  chapel. 

AMERICAN  INDIANS. 

Koiolreft  rf  the  Arkantat, — Rev.  Mr.  Washburn  writes  :  It  is  with  feelings 
tlia&kfalneM  and  joy,  to  which  I  cannot  find  full  utterance,  that  I  announce 
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the  fact,  that  we  are  enjoying,  to  a  considerable  extent,  a  revival  of  feligioa 
amonff  this  poor  people.  Five  natives  now  stand  propounded  for  admisnoo  to 
the  church.     Ten  others  arc  rejoicing  in  hope  ;    and,  as  far  as  we  can  judge, 

S've  us  reason  to  hope  for  ilictn,  that  they  are  indeed  born  from  above.  All 
ese  are  perpons  living  above  us  nn  the  Salisan.  In  addition  to  these,  we  are 
permitted  to  rejoice  over  four  of  our  dear  Cherokee  youth  in  the  female  school, 
as  the  children  of  God.  For  several  moHths  past  there  has  been  an  anoiul 
solemnity  and  lendcrnescsi  upon  the  minds  of  a  considerable  namber  of  the  jnrls, 
which  has  convinced  us  that  tlie  good  Spirit  was  striving  with  them.  For  a 
few  weeks,  the  lour  alluded  to  have  been  rejoicinjr  in  the  sense  of  pardon.  Wa 
never  saw  youthful  converts  appear  better.  Several  of  the  scholars,  and  mora 
among  the  people,  f$eem  to  be  subjects  of  conviction  more  or  less  pungent ;  ud 
many  nave  their  attention  more  solemnly  arrested  than  ever  before. 

In  the  northeast  part  of  the  nation,  bordering  upon  the  white  settlenenta, 
there  is  also  very  considerable  excitement  among  the  Methodists.  They  Iat* 
lately  taken  into  their  society  about  twenty  persons  connected  with  the  Cheio* 
kees. 

This  work  is  evidently  of  the  Lord.  It  illustrates  the  sovereign  freenmof 
his  grace.  The  church  here  has  fur  a  long  time  been  in  a  state  of  great  cold- 
ness. A  few  have  mourned  and  prayed  in  secret  over  our  declensions ;  bntait 
ehurch,  we  have  been,  and  I  fear  still  are,  very  far  from  what  we  ought  to  bo- 
There  is  now  evidently  a  waking  up,  and  I  hope  we  shall  all  soon  be  engaged 
with  our  whole  heartri  in  seeking  for  the  continuonce  and  spread  of  the  good 
work.  Most  of  our  native  members  are  revived,  and  1  think  this  is  the  case  with 
all,  or  nearly  nil,  the  mistiion  family  here,  as  it  is  with  our  fellow  labouren  it 
Fairfield  and  Forks  of  Illinois. 

Schooli. — The  girls*  school  has  made  greater  improvement  the  last  year  thiB 
•▼er  before.    A  considerable  number  of  the  scholars  entered  school  since  Juo* 
ary.    Nine  of  them  are  between  the  age  of  five  and  eight  years.     All  can  read 
fluently  in  easy  lessons,  and  with  considerable  ease  in  the  New  Testament.   Th^ 
youngest  and  most  backward  can  answer  nearly  all  the  questions  on  the  map  of 
the  world.     The  higher  classes  are  as  far  advanced  as  any  classes  we  have  eftt 
had  in  the  school.     All  of  them  liave  made  great  improvements  in  the  use  oftb* 
needle,  and  in  other  labours.     Their  general  behaviour,  I  can  siy  without  ezag' 
geration,  has  been  better  than  I  have  ever  known  in  a  company  of  equal  number? 
and  of  the  same  age,  in  any  place  where  I  have  been  acquainted,     indeed,  the/ 
are  a  most  interesting  group  of  little  girls  and  young  women. 

OtoffCM — School  at  Union. — The  number  of  Indian  scholars  belonging  to  tb^ 
achool  is  fifty- four — thirty -one  males  and  twenty-three  females.  Of  these«  thir* 
teen  are  Osaaes,  twenty-five  are  Creeks,  and  sixteen  are  Cherokees;  beside^ 
eleven  white  children,  making  in  all  more  than  Eiixty.  Of  the  Indian  scb(ilar0v 
three  are  young  men,  reported  last  year  as  more  advanced  in  their  studies  thaO 
the  ordinary  school,  and  in  a  good  degree  prepared  for  usefulness.  Fouitee** 
read  well  in  English,  write  a  good  hand,  study  arithmetic  and  geography,  an^ 
in  some  instances  English  grammar ;  eighteen  read  English  easily,  and  wril^ 
a  tolerable  hand  ;  fourteen  read  in  the  New  Testament  and  spelling  leseon^- 
Some  are  already  reading  in  the  New  Testament  who  commenced  in  th* 
alphabet  iji  December  last.  Indeed,  with  few  exceptions,  they  make  rapid  pro-' 
gress  ;  and  all  of  them  are  remarkable  for  mildness  of  temper  and  submissive' 
ness  of  spirit.  It  is  pleasant  to  witness  their  harmony,  wliile  their  pannti  ar* 
flometimes  quite  disposed  to  contend. 

Since  the  opening  of  this  school,  134  Indian  scholars  have  been  member^' 
Every  year  several  have  left  the  school  more  or  less  improved.  Th0 
Osages  have  not  yet  begun  to  appreciate  the  advantages  of  education,  but  th* 
Creeka  ar«  very  eager  to  embrace  the  opportunity  declined  by  their  neigbbooif-

months.     The  house,  which  was  feldom 
more  than  half  filled  before,  and  at  my  ar.

.bout  50  bound  volumes  of  Baxter  and 
Doddridge,  Watts*  Psalms  and  Hymns, 
Bible  Di«!tionary,  Prcsb.  Contession,  to 
mnet  a  demand  created  by  our  being  350 
miles  distant  from  a  book  store ;  and  since 
I  have  been  here  I  have  (nit  in  circulation 
morothan  100,000  pages  of  tracts.

^ti  kind  friend  who  treats  them  as  his 
fiienda.  Their  oagernnHs  to  obtain  books 
Bitkes  them  anxious  for  his  next  vi^it,  and 
^n  again  prevents  his  appointments  from 
Wing  forgotten.  Then  the  books  are  so 
Waatiful,  so  entertaining  and  instructive, 
^n  to  adults,  that  the  missionary  should

to  each  when  he  is  sent  to  the  field.  On 
this  subject  the  Committee  have  feltthcin. 
■elves  sacredly  bound  to  consider  eoch 
case  of  application  by  itself,  and  to  grant 
in  each  case,  from  year  to  year,  the  ii mount 
(and  no  more;  which  has  seemed,  after  the 
best  information  which  could  bo  obtained, 
to  be  absolutely  needed,  and  without  which 
the  Missionary  could  not  be  suKtained  on 
his  field.  This  has  been  their  uniform  plan 
of  appropriations  from  the  beginning,  and 
is  so  still,  without  any  change  or  altera. 
tion  ;  and  we  are  at  a  loss  to  conjecture 
how  the  impression  has  become  bo  jrcnc 
ral,  that  we  have  recently  ehanfred  our 
flan,  unless  it  is  to  l»c  accounted  for  by 
■upposing  tliat  thn  rule  of  appropriations 
recently  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Missions 
in  Philadelphia  has  been  inadvertently  at. 
tributed  to  us.  Their  announcement,  in 
their  last  Annual  Report,  is  in  the  follow, 
ing  words,  viz. :  **  No  outfita  are  allowed 
to  Misswnariet,  and  the  highest  amount 
appropriated  within  the  United  States  for 
one  year**  service  is  200  dollars."  But  this 
should  be  carefully  distinguished  from  the 
vpblications  of  the  A.  H.  M.  Society. 
The  above  rule  has  never  been  adopted  by 
Bs,  as  our  correspondence  and  Reports 
will  uniformly  rhow.  The  following  ex- 
tracta  from  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the 
A.  H.  M.  Society  will  aot  this  matter  in 
its  true  light,  and  we  lio^ie  will  quiet  the 
fears  of  all  such  as  have  apprehended  em. 
barrassments  to  the  cause  from  any  sup. 
posed  change  in  our  plan  of  appropria. 
tions,  viz. : 

"  It  is  easy,  indeed,  to  induce  young 
men  and  others  to  take  missionary  tours 
to  these  remote  settlements,  and  spend  a 
few  morths,  if  they  may  then  return  to 
fields  more  white  unto  the  harvest.  The 
experience,  however,  of  Missionary  So. 
cieties  and  Boards  of  Missions  before  ex. 
isting  in  this  country,  has  evinced  that 
■uch  kind  of  service  is  comparatively  of 
little  use.  This  Committee,  therefore, 
early  established  it  as  a  rule,  to  send  no 
miasionaries  to  the  frontier  states  and  ter. 
ritories,  who  were  not  willing  to  express 
it  as  their  sincere  intention  and  settled  pur. 
poee  (Providence  favouring)  to  remain  and 


spend  their  lives  am  thorn  field*.    But  m 
have  thought  it  unreaaonable  to  exact  suck 
a  pledge  from  those  who  have  the  coQri|f 
thus  to  take  their  lives  in  their  bands, ind 
meet  the  perils  and  privations,  and  idea- 
tify  themselves  with  the  intereste  of  iicw 
and  remote  settlements,  without  pledging 
on  the  part  of  the  Society,  at  least  a  coo. 
petcnt  support  for  the  first  year  of  tbi 
miHsionary*s  service.    This  indeed  is  tb 
only  method  by  which  the  preachiniof 
the  gospel  can  be  permanently  secured  is 
those  s<!c tions  of  the  country  which  in 
the  most  dentitute.    It  must  be  aeni  to 
them,  or  they  will  remain  deatitute  ;  ud 
in  sending  the  gospel  to  such  fields,  tki 
committee  have  found  it  necesaary  to  cm* 
mission  their  missionaries  without  regnhr 
applications  from  the  people,  and  to  M^ 
sunic  their  entire  support,  including  nek 
sums  as  they  may  deri^'o  from  tbe  fbUi 
on  which  they  labour.     No  less  than  34of 
the  missionaries  named  in  this  report,  bin 
Iwen  thus  ajipointed.    Thcae  in  geaml 
have  been  the  most  expensive  missionioT 
the  Society,  while  in  some  instances,  tht 
missionary  who  was  sent,  unsolicited  bf 
any  organized  congregation,  has  notoolf 
been  received  with  coidiality,  but  his  dv- 
porl  has  Itcon  principally  sustained  bj the 
}>eoplc,  and  the  Society  relieved  from  tliB 
whole  or  a  large  portion  of  its  pledge. 

**  Excepting  the  above  named  34  mii- 
sionaries,  and  5  others  who  have  beeneffl- 
ployed  as  agrnts,  the  remaining  42-i  bsie 
been  ap{)ointed  on  application  from  the 
churches  or  congregations  where  tbeyh- 
bour,  and  the  amount  pledged  in  eacheiii 
has  been  the  least  sum  which  tbeConmil- 
tco  have  regarded  sufficient  to  enable  tbi 
applicant  congregation  to  support  andie- 
tain  the  minister  of  their  choice." 

Again,  on  the  same  subject  we  remiik : 

'*  In  entering  into  these  engagemeatii 
the  Committee  have  been  aware  thiti  in 
the  work  of  Missions,  as  in  other  depul- 
mcnts  of  charitable  effort,  a  Society  know* 
to  have  been  formed  for  the  purpose  o^ 
aiding  the  destitute  and  the  needy,  if  ei- 
posed  to  unworthy  applications  for  if 
bounty.  This  fact  presents  a  point  oftbe 
greatest  difficulty  and  delicacy  in  tbe  be- 
Htowment  of  public  charities.  The  Com- 
mittee have  accordingly  endeavoured  to 
guard,  on  the  one  hand,  against  an  indi^ 
criminate  or  a  lavish  expenditure  ei  tbe 
Society's  func^s,  and  on  the  other,  loavM^ 
that  degree  of  retrenchment  in  appmprii* 
tions,  which  might  disappoiBt  the  reasoeiF 
ble  expectations  of  conrregationa  askiag 
assistance,  and  thus  diBconrege,  lathir 
than  aid  them  in  their  •fforta  to  eopiMrt

That  the  mind  of  man  in  its  natural 
atals  is  at  enmity  with  God,  is  dm  qC 
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tbe  most  plain  and  ofl-repeated  doc- 
trines of  the  Bible.  *'  Hear,  O  hea- 
vens, and  give  ear,  O  earth  ;  for  the 
Lord  hath  spoken  :  I  have  nourished 
and  brought  up  children,  and  they  have 
rebelled  iigainst  me."  Agaiu,  "  The 
Lord  hath  a  coutroversy  with  his  peo- 
ple." Audi  if  with  his  |)eople,  much 
more  with  those  who  are  altogether 
under  the  control  of  a  carnal  ii.ind. 

It  is  aldo  equally  true  that,  in  all  the 
eteps  of  this  controversy,  God  is  rigiit 
and  man  universally  wrong.  On  the 
one  hand,  it  is  conducted  with  infinite 
benevolence,  and  seeks  only  the  good 
of  the  opposer,  till  he  places  himself 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  divine  compas- 
flion.  On  the  other,  it  is  maintained 
by  every  method  of  resistance  which 
the  fruitful  inventions  of  man,  of  every 
variety  of  endowments,  propensities, 
and  habits,  can  devise.  But  it  is  the 
same  in  principle,  it  is  **  enmity  against 
Ood,"  whether  it  stand  out  in  overt 
acts  of  rebellion,  or  rankle  in  the  lieart 
under  the  garb  of  every  thing,  in  exter- 
na] conduct,  which  is  pure  and  lovclv 
and  of  good  report. 

It  is  not  my  purpose,  however,  to  dis- 
cuss the  (lorlrinc  of  Ifiis  controversy, 
but  only  to  lay  before  the  n»adcr  a  sin 
gle  fixntnpU^  in  which  I  once  knew  it 
acted  out  in  a  most  strikini;  manner, 
fby  a  young  man,  who,  for  the  time  be- 
Jing,  appeared  to  be  so  entirely  absorb- 
ed in  contemplating  his  relation  to  God. 
<hat  he  lost  sight  of  all  other  relations, 
-and  spoke  and  acted  unrestrained  by 
•the  fear  of  man,  or  even  the  proprie- 
ties of  life. 

F.  N.  was  a  member  of  College  with 
■myself.     1  Jc  was  a  young  man  of  aniia- 
We  disposition,  respectable  talents,  stu- 
dious habits,  and  of  blamele.^^  morals: 
hut  on  the  subject  of  religion  he  was 
itupid  as  a  block.     He  had  been  roare<s 
up  under  the  sound  of  the  pospeh  and 
bad  a  general  notion  of  its  doctrines, 
and  professed  to  be  unconscious  of  an\ 
onpositi<m  of  heart  to  its  requirements 
lie  was  simply  a  stupid  neglecter  ol 
religion,  and  quieted  himself  ni  his  ncir- 
lect  by  the   inmicenre  of  his  life,  and 
the  decent    unilormity   of  his   morn) 
liabits.    Thus  gi>ing  about  to  establish 
to  own  righteousness,  he  pursued  the 
«*eventOQor  of  hiiway,"  with  scarce 


]an  interruption  from  the  reprooft  of 
conscience  or  the  recognised  ttrivingi 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.     And  this  is  not  m 
nuch  to  be  wondered  at,  when  we  re- 
•lect  that  there  was  but  little  in  the  rt- 
ligion  of  his  professedly  pious  asso- 
riates  to  arrest  his  attention,  or  to  im- 
press him  with  the  conviction  that  the?

You  may  recollect 
that  the  members  of  the  United  Fra- 
ternity erected  the  white  marble  menu* 
ment  to  his  memory.  This  generosity 
and  kindness  of  strangers  to  oneso  deai 
to  me,  so  took  hold  of  my  mind,  that  I 
often  wept ;  and  while  my  hand  was- 
bold  of  tne  plough,  mv  heart  was  with 
those  who  had  loved  and  buried  my* 
dear  brother.  These  feelings,  how- 
ever, 1  kept  to  myself  about  two  years* 
I  at  last  began  to  fit  for  College,  and 
was  eventually  introduced  at  Dart- 
mouth college  just  a  veer  before  1 
was  fitted  for  such  a  place.  All  this 
was  the  result  of  that  marble  which 
stands  at  the  head  of  my  brother's 
grave.  All  this  time,  God  led  me  in  a 
way  I  knew  not,  and  was  making  use 
of  that  very  marble  to  raise  up  a  mis- 
sionary tor  India.  Happy,  happy  shall 
1  be,  if  at  last  some  in  India  may  be 
able  to  testify  that  I  have  been  as  use- 
ful to  them  as  that  monument  has  been: 
to  me.'

We  nave  lately — says  Mr.  Wade  tmder  the  same  date  as  above^had  most 
ineonraging  accounts  from  Tavoy«  of  the  work  of  God  among  the  Karens ;  at 
HMtime  thirty-four  were  received  by  baptism  into  the  church,  and  the  whole 
lumber  of  this  race  of  people  in  that  vicinity  who  have  been  baptized  issixty- 
lioe.  Is  not  this  encouraging?  Will  not  tiio  hearts  of  those  rejoice  who  have 
^red  up  their  unceasing  prayers  for  the  salvation  of  the  heathen?  Will  not 
^lu)8ebti  glad  who  have  cheerfully  contributed  their  nutos  for  the  preaching  of 
he  gospel  amonrr  the  heathen?  Will  not  some  of  the  youn^  men  who  have 
^en commanded  by  the  Saviour  to  go  unto  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel 
>o  every  creature;  feel  their  spirits  stirred  within  them,  when  they  hear  the 
i^wsthat  so  many  in  a  single  vicinity  have  been  baptized,  and  fifly-two  of  them 
within  the  last  three  months  ?

It  is  most  distressing  to  find,  when 
we  are  almost  worn  out,  and  are  sinking,  one  aflcr  another,  into  the  grave,  that 
many  of  our  brethren  in  Christ  at  home,  are  just  as  hard  and  immovable  as 
Tocu;  just  aseold  and  repulsive  as  the  mountains  of  ice  in  the  polar  seas.  But 
vhaterer  they  do,  we  cannot  sit  still  and  see  the  dear  Burmans,  flesh  and  blood 
like  ourselves,  and  like  ourselves  possessed  of  immortal  souls,  that  will  shine 
fersfer  in  heaven,  or  burn  for  ever  in  hell — we  cannot  see  them  go  down  to  per- 
dition, without  doing  our  very  utmost  to  save  them.     And  thanks  be  to  God, 
our  labours  are  not  in  vain.     We  have  three  lovely  churches,  and  about  two 
hundred  baptized  converts,  and  some  are  in  glory.    A  spirit  of  religious  inquiry 
is  extensively  spreading  throughout  the  country,  and  the  signs  of  tho  times  in- 
dicate that  the  great  renovation  of  Burmah  is  drawing  near.    O  if  we  had  about 
twenty  more,  versed  in  the  language,  and  means  to  spread  schools,  and  tracts, 
tnd  Bibles,  to  any  extent,  how  happy  I  should  be.    But  those  recks  and  those 
icy  mountains  have  crushed  us  down  for  many  years.     However,  I  must  not 
leave  my  work  to  write  letters.     It  is  seldom  that  I  write  a  letter  home,  except 
oyjournal,  and  that  I  am  obliged  to  do. 

AMERICAN  INDIANS. 

Choctaws. — Goshen  School  and  Church. — The  progress  of  the  school  has  evi- 
dently been  retarded  by  the  excitement  and  commotion  which  followed  tho 
ceeiion  of  the  country.  The  thought  that  their  country  is  ^one  seemed  to  cut 
the  mainspring  to  every  exertion  with  this  people.  And  where  there  is  so  much 
commotion  and  talk,  it  is  not  strange,  that  it  should  have  the  effect  to  divert 
the  minds  ofchildren  from  their  books  in  some  degree.  Still,  on  the  whole,  I 
think  this  school  has  never  been  more  pleasant  than  the  past  year,  and  perhaps 
.  Bever  made  greater  improvement.  \Ve  cherish  some  hope  that  two  of  the 
giris  have  within  a  few  months  given  their  hearts  to  the  Saviour.  They  think 
they  love  him,  and  there  has  been  a  marked  change  in  their  conduct  for  some 
time.  The  children  return  home  to-day.  It  is  expected  that  several  of  them 
*iiIgo  over  the  river  this  fall.  If  the  Board  should  think  it  advisable  to  con- 
tittoe  the  school  here  in  operation  another  year,  I  think  that  twelve  or  fifleen 
of  our  scholars  would  be  glad  to  return  again. 

As  it  respects  the  progress  of  religion  in  this  part  of  the  nation,  I  think  there 
^  lome  things  encouraging.  There  is  no  particular  excitement  at  present 
^t  if  I  may  jud^e  from  appearances,  there  is  a  good  state  of  feeling  among 
the  members  of  tne  church.  Some  of  our  meetings  of  late  have  been  interest- 
i^.  We  expect  that  at  a  meeting  appointed  about  the  20th  of  August  a  few 
^  unite  with  the  church. 

One  of  the  female  members  of  the  church,  whom  we  call  Anna,  has  nearly 
Aded  ber  earthly  pilgrimage,  if  she  is  yet  living.  Mr.  Hotchkin  visited  her 
JCitorday.    He  founa  that  she  had  failed  very  much  within  two  or  three  days, 
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— was  scarcely  able  to  nay  anything.  He  inquired  if  her  ftith  waa  aaatroDj 
when  he  convert^ed  with' her  last.  She  replied,  *' Yes,  the  Saviour  ism 
precioud  tl»:in  o\cr." 

She  expresses  no  fear  of  death,  for  she  feels  assnred  to  die  will  be  g 
Whpn  ahkcd  it*  she  could  bear  her  dying  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  cos 
being  toonuirh  cxhauFtod  to  speak,  she  raised  her  hand  to  express  her  teel 
8iio  iius  ber:n  on  the  dccliii*}  fur  many  months. 

Oti^cn, — fii-t'Snh'jath,  aficr  our  nificting  with  the  Indians  had  closed, 
^liiof  told  II.S  t.'iat  they  wore  ubdut  to  Htart  on  a  8hort  hunting  excursion,  1 
they  would  iifccssaiily  be  absent  a  few  week:!;,  and  consequently  would  not 
semble  to  listen  to  the  word  of  God  on  the  Sabbath  ;  yet  t  hey  would  not  foi 
God's  holy  day,  but  ret«t  according  to  his  commandment,  and  that  they  woult 
no  means  hunt  on  that  day.  He  then  addressed  the  people  berfore  they 
dispersed,  and  told  tiiem  that  the  favours  they  had  received  the  past  year,  « 
more  encouraging  than  any  they  had  received  before  ;  he  mentioned  what 
tni^^ionaries  had  done  for  them,  and  what  the  agents  of  government  had  g; 
them,  and  i-uid  he  supposed  that  thev  were  thus  noticed  and  assibted  beci 
they  were  acting  in  compliance  \iith  the  wishes  of  their  teachers  and  t 
agents.  He  supposed  that  the  great  Spirit  inclined  the  hearts  of  their  frii 
to  h(*lp  t!:nm,  in  consequence  of  their  attending  to  the  directions  given  in 
word  uf  God,  and  because  they  remembered  God*s  h(dy  day,  and  asscmblec 
listen  to  his  word.  This  ho  supposed  was  the  rea.<un,  and  this  he  said  was 
cause  that  their  little  botllrmcut  was  becoming  reH)>ectable  wherever  it 
known.  "  Moreover,"  he  said.  •«  why  are  the  borders  of  our  prairie  made  bei 
ful  with  herds  of  cattle  pencetally  grazing,  and  our  cabins  becoming  snrroar 
with  swine  and  fowls  ready  for  our  use  .'

A  Church  creeled, — During  the  sum- 
mer, the  dear  little  church  here,  has  been 
ncitiier  idle  nor  fruitless.  By  a  great  ef- 
t'ort,  a  house  of  worship  was  erected  dur' 
ing  the  summer,  and  inclosed  so  as  to  ren- 
der it  comfortable,  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  worshippers  of  God.  It  is. a  brick 
building,  the  size  of  which  ii  forty^ighC 
by  thirty-four  feet. 

'  At  the  meeting  ofsynod,  fourteen  mem* 
bers  were  added  to  the  twcnty-eight  be- 
fore n^ported,  making  the  number  now  in 
communion,  forty-two:  a  year  ago  last 
>pring,  only  seven.  At  our  next  com- 
umnion,  which  is  to  be  soon,  we  have  the 
prospect  of  another  considerable  addition. 
This  is  the  l^ird^s  doing,  and  it  is  marvel- 
ous in  our  eyes.  Our  little  Tract  Society, 
filtered  <.':irly  in  the  season,  uptm  the  plan 
of  inontlily'rlihtribution,  and  has  sustain- 
ed the  lalu»ur  of  distributing  through  near- 
ly one  third  of  the  county. 

Tiic  Temperance  cause  is  doing  welL 
The  number  of  actual  memberH  is  about 
one  hundred  and  sixty,  and  its  beneficial 
influence  on  society  is  very  conspicuous. 
In  recounting  tiiese  facts,  and  review- 
ing these  operations,  I  am  at  once  pros- 
trated in  the  dust  of  humility,  and  raised 
almost  to  anecstac.y  of  thanksgiving  and 
praise  and  exiK'ctation.  When  I  not  only 
read  the  sure  promises  of  God,  but  seethe 
o}»eration  of  his  hand,  in  their  fulfdment, 
1  fcelstronrj  to  labour,  ond  am  filled  with 
courage  and  lio]>e. 

Trom  Rev.  John  Mathrtr^,  Kaskankiat 
I  have  just  returned  from  a  meeting  of 
onr  Presbytery  and  Synod  ;  the  neeting 
of  each  was  pleasant,  and  I  trust  profitable 
lo  nsany,  particularly  at  the  synod.  The 
ministers  were  apparently  zealous  in  their 
addresses  and  sermons,  and  many  seemed

SOUTH  CAROLINA.

At  our  communion  season,  in  August, 
the  Lord  was  pleiLoed  to  revive  his  work 
among  us,  and  .idcr  a  continued  meeting 
of  ten  days,  seventy  were  among  the  anx. 
ious.  Since  the  Ist  of  August,  forty 
havo|united  themselves  with  our  church, 
three  by  letter,  and  by  profession  of  their 
faith,  ten  blacks  and  twenty. seven  whites,  i 
Fifty aro  now  on  the  anxious  list,  twenty,' 
of  whom  perhaps,  may  bo  hoping  that 
they  have  passed  from  death  unto  life. 

There  was  snmetliing  interesting  con. 
ncctcd  with  this  little  revival.  I  had  been 
labouring  here  three  and  a  half  years,  and  | 
had  seen  little  success,  had  iKicome  dis- 1 
cournged,  and  concluded  to  leave;  and  in 
expectation  of  this,  kept  a  day  of  fiuct. 
ing  and  prayer  in  private,  that  God  would  \ 
so  order  the  manner  of  my  leaving,  as  to 
revive  his  work.  The  day  previous  to 
the  one  appointed  for  my  installation,  the 
church  held  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer; 
the  committee  of  installation  were  present, 
and  I  informed  the  audience,  that  I  could 
not  be  installed.  On  that  day,  Ciod  was  in 
that  place,  and  we  knew  it  not.  More  souls 
were  awakened  on  that  day,  than  in  any 
month,  or  perhaps  year,  in  the  history  of 
this  church. 

The  resnlt  is,  that  I  must  remain  a  little 
longer.  Revivals  are  spreading  nt  this 
moinrnt,  along  the  Carolina  side  of  the 
Savannah,  from  the  mountains,  almost  to 
the  sea.

It  given  us  pleasure  lo  announce  tiic  appointment  of  the  Rev.  James  W. 

M.  S.  in  tlie  Western  States,  witii 
the  expectation  that    he  will  be    appointed  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the

obstacles  which  have  recently  arisen  in  some  ^ectinnR  of  it,  to  the  harmonioni 
prosecution  of  tlie  benevolent  objects  of  thiH  society,  had  been  subjects  of  deep  so- 
licitude with  the  Executive  Committee  ;  but  tliey  had  fulled  of  procuring  an 
individual  in  all  respects  qualitied  for  it,  until  the  arrival  uf  Mr.  Douglass  from 
Europe,  in  October  last,  providentially  mot  their  wishes,  and  united  their  choice. 
His  known  reputation  as  an  etTicient  ^:er\Hnt  of  the  churciies  in  Virginia  an<l 
North  Carolina,  wliere  he  laboured  surressfully  in  tlie  Ministry  for  several  years* 
with  the  advantage  which  he  has  derived,  from  observations  of  more  than  ayear, 
in  England,  Scotland,  and  other  [lurts  of  Europe,  presented  him  at  once  as  pe- 
culiarly qualified  for  the  responsible  service  now  as.signed  him.

Thm  •xtcutiTe  GommittM  havtt  poMtntad 
rork,  with  an  incratie  of  apprbfmtioDi«  from  jraar  to  y^mr^mmck  hai  batn  4t- 
oanded  by  the  rapid  and  wide  extent  of  the  uM  which  haa  inTited  their  aid* 
lut  their  reaoorcea  have  not  incieaaed  in  jnoportion  to  the  increaae  of  thefar 
tperationa.  The  treasarv  ia  bow  overdrawn  {10,000,  for  whidh  membera  of  the 
»mmittee  are  ii^diTidoally  reaponaible  }— and  this  reaponaibility  haa  been  ai- 
lumed  because  it  was  NscEssAmn  The  pledgep  of  the  Society,  to  the  deatitate 
ind  needy  coopregationa  which  have  fieen  supplied  and  aided,  could  pot  be  re- 
3eemed  without  it  These  pledMi  have  all  been  made  with  the  atricteat  re- 
gard to  econoinv,and  onl^  to  auonjunonnt,  in  each  case,'  as  wasjudoed  necea- 
nry,  after  a  full  examination  of  the  wants  of  each,  to  enable  the  applicant  eon- 
|re|^tiona  toaupport  their  ministers,  and  the  miasionaries  sent  to  remote  and 
destitute  fields  to  sustain  themselves  under  their  ardooua  and  self-denying  la* 
boon.  Ever^  expression  of  public  or  individual  sentiment,  which  has  reached 
aaftom  the  friends  of  the  cause,  has  approved  of  this  method  of  appropriations* 
thn  committee,  therefore,  as  they  are  bound  to  answer  to  the  Christian  pubEci 
lave  not  dared  to  fiJl  back  from  'their  engagements ;  but  have  promptly  met 
bem,  as  they  have  become  due,  and  have  proceeded,  as  in  former  years,  to  en 
arge  the  field  of  their  operations,  by  new  appointments  and  appropriationa. 
If  ore  than  sixty  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  our  missionaries,  amce  the  last 
imuversary  of  the  society ;  making  more  than  five  hundred  in  the  field,  with- 
a  the  current  year.  These  have  ail  been  appointed  in  answer  to  appeals,  ui^^nt 
•nd  well  sustained,  by  evidence  of  the  need  of  the  congregations  and  destitute 
Istricts,  on  whose  behalf  they  have  been  made.  Many  such  appeals  are  still 
•efbre  ns.  They  multiply  upon  our  hands,  as  the  borders  of  the  west  and  south 
•v^  enlarofed,  as  districts,  hitherto  new  and  uncultivated,  are  being  filled  witA 
^ople,  and  as  the  Holy  Spirit,  accompanying  the  labours  of  missionaries  now 
^  the  field,  and  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  Christians,  is  in  a  remarkable  man* 
^r  kindling  a  desire  among  the  destitute  and  the  poor  for  the  ordinances  of 
'Ovation.  But  though  we  are  thus  urged,  on  the  one  hand,  by  considerations, 
^bich  it  is  not  in  onr  hearts  to  resist ;  on  tlie  other,  the  great  and  good  work  as- 
'^^ed  us  is  impeded  by  two  sources  of  embarrassment. 

1.  Jim  of  suitable  qualifications  cannot  be  obtained,  in  numbers*  half  sufficient 
|o  supply  the  destitute  in  our  land.  "  The  labourers  are/ewJ'-  In  view  of  this 
'^fieiency,  we  rejoice  in  the  efforts  of  the  benevolent,  to  educate  young  men  of 
slants  and  piety,  for  the  ministry.  O  that  their  efforts  were  increased  in  pro- 
Portion  to  the  demands,  and  that  every  Christian  in  the  land  would  pray  the 
'-•ord  to  **  thrutiforih  more  labouren  into  hU  harvest.**    But, 

S.  If  we  had.  the  m«n,  we  have  not  the  means  to  answer  the  deeply  felt 
^d  widely  extended  wants  of  the  destitute.  The  committee  are  embarrassed 
^  sustaining  even  the  present  limited  operations  of  the  society.  We  are  eon- 
Jl^ained,  therefore,  to  come  before  the  public,  and  ask,  what  shai^l  we  no  f 
*▼  e  cannot  go  forward,  as  the  cause  demands,  without  a  liberal  increase  of  aid 
^I'oip  the  contributions  of  the  benevolent ;  and  we  cannot  stop,  without  aban- 
loning  what  our  judgment  approves  as  good,  and  acceptable  to  God,  and  doing 
'iolence  to  onr  deepest  feelings  of  love  to  Christ,  and  his  cause.  May  we  not 
*''Qtt,  then,  that  enough  of  the  philanthropy,  of  the  patriotism  and  Christiani- 
^«  of  our  fellow  citizens  and  brethren,  will  be  aroused  to  relieve  us  from  this 
^^lemma,  and  the  cause  from  ruin  ?  Where  churches,  associations  or  societies, 
1^  organized  as  auxiliary,  or  have  adopted  any  other  mode  which  they  prefer, 
'^^  rearing  annually  their  aid  to  this  institution,  let  them  consider  its  present 
^^^ts.  And  where  no  such  organization  exists,  will  not  the  ministers  and  their 
^^Bgregationa  remember  this  appeal  in  connexion  with  their  annual  tribute  of 
^banksgiving  to  God  ? 

Bat  some  will,  perhaps,  receive  these  suggestions  too  late,  to  incorporate 
^tn  in  their  arrangements,  for  the  day  of  annual  thanksgiving,  or  previous  ap- 
may  interfere  with  their  adoption.   Among  these,  there  may  be  some 
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of  thoit  highly  fkfoured  churches,  which  God  has  eracioualj  blened  withiig* 
nal  outpouriDff  of  his  Spirit.  To  such,  wo  take  the  liberty  to  name  anotbtr 
method,  equafly  appropriate  and  deli^litful,  by  which  essentia)  aid  may  be  sup- 
plied to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions.     It  may  be  done  in  the  form  of

FOREIGN. 
From  the  Journal  ofRtro.  Mr.  Abed,  at  Canton,  China,  and  in  the  Uland  of  Java, 
The  difficalty  of  making  an  impression  upon  the  inliabitanta  of  this  great  em- 
pire, may  be  in  some  degree  judged  of  by  the  following  extract. 

*•  Of  the  history  of  other  nations,  and  the  geography  of  other  countries,  the 
Chinese  are  grossly  ignorant  and  deceived.  China,  according  to  their  ideas  and 
representations,  occupies  the  centre,  and  well  nigh  the  sum  of  the  world — the 
focus  of  all  intellectual  and  moral  lijlit — the  glory  of  earth,  and  the  very  counter- 
part of  heaven.  Such  absurd  sentiments  are  prevalent  with  the  aged,  and  early 
and  deeply  instilled  into  the  minds  of  the  young.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  men- 
tion, that  their  tendency  is  fatal  to  tho  introduction  of  every  external  mfluence, 
and  that  until  correct  information  bo  translated  into  their  language,  on  the 
most  simple  as  well  as  sublime  subjects,  their  haughty  contempt  of  toreign  cus- 
toms and  attainmeuts,  will  probably  continue." 

After  landing  on  the  Island  of  Java,  Mr.  Abecl  proceeded  by  land  to  Batavia, 
the  capital.  The  following  notices  of  his  journey  and  residence  at  Batavia  are 
fill  of  interest. 

»«  We  passed  a  number  of  villajres,  fcituated  on  the  elevatea  ridges  of  land,  and, 
as  far  as  could  be  discovered,  (for  they  are  generally  coucealed  in  clusters  of 
trees,)  presenting  a  group  of  miserable  huts,  scarcely  ^utHcient  to  shelter  them 
from  the  rain,  protect  them  from  tiie  beasts  of  prey,  and  contain  their  necessary 
supply  of  provisions.  There  were  a  number  of  sheds  along  the  road,  erected  for 
market  places,  where  the  natives  assemble  for  tratiic.  In  one  of  them,  there 
were  probably  two  or  three  thousand  collected. 

What  a  place  to  preach  the  gospel !  In  fact  every  thing  indicated  a  dense 
population,  and  seemed  to  invite  the  missionary  to  come  and  be  the  instrument 
of  raising  them  from  their  mental  and  spiritual  degradation.  The  house  at 
which  I  stopped  is  some  distance  from  the  main  road,  on  an  estate  of  more  than 
fixty  square  miles,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  tigers,  wild  boars,  and  a  variety  of 
furious  animals." 

At  Batavia,  Mr.  Abcel  resides  in  the  family  of  Rev.  Mr.  Med  hurst,  English 
nissionary,  who  has  now  the  assistance  of  two  converted  Amboynesc.  Mr.  Abeel 
gives  the  following  account  of  Mr.  M.*s  labours  : 

Acquainted,  from  long  experience,  with  the  best  mode  of  gaining  his  object, 
Mr.  M.  Went  directly  to  a  part  of  the  market  where  the  natives  generally  resort, 
^T  their  most  important  busine.-<d  is  fmished,  to  purchase  as  much  tobacco  (an 
Article  in  very  common  use)  as  they  require  before  tlio  next  market  day.  Tho 
anxieties  of  trade  have  so  far  subsided  bv  the  time  they  reach  this  place,  ns  to 
fender  it  much  less  difficult  to  secure  their  attention  to  an  object,  which  yields 
I  |>o  immediate  palpable  advantage.  His  success  in  gaining  their  audience,  and 
i&  awakening  a  desire  to  obtain  books,  was  truly  animating.  In  a  very  short. 
^nie  his  budget  of  tracts — many  of  them  of  a  large  siz^,  as  the  gospel  of  Mat- 
^tw,dE.c.  ^aid  entirely  disappeared.  And,  what  is  remarkable,  and  very  cncour- 
•ging  to  the  missionary,  is  the  surprising  change  nvinced  in  tho  dis^aavoxv^  ^^ 
Vol.  IV.  19 
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3  nativet,  within  the  last  year.   Uutil  tliis  recent  date,  lie  was  oUifed  to  re 
rn  with  his  parcel  of  tracts  undiminished.    He  scarcely  succeeded  in  distribu' 
ag  a  dozen  in  as  many  mouths,  on  accuuntof  the  inHucnrc  and  dread  of  theii 
/ohammcdan  priests  and  rulerd.     Since  ihc  conimenceincnt  of  this  happy,  and 
is  fur  as  xi^iblc  means  arc  concerned)  most  unaccnuntablc  cliungc  in  the  miodi 
'f  tlie  people,  one  hundred  and  fifly  of  these  books  have  been  distributed  in  one 
lay.    And  within  a  few  months,  about  six  hundred  weie  disposed  of,  by  tlie 
:onverted  Amboyncre,  of  whom  mention  has  been  made.     A  t^muIl  number  in- 
deed for  some  heathen  lands,  hut  not  so  where  such  abhorrence  of  Christianity 
has  been  inculcated,  and  where  bo  recently  tlie  mistiunury  cuuM  scarcely  provaU 
on  an  individual  to  accept  a  Christian  publication.     Another  fact  full  of  promise 
connected  with  the  reception  of  thci^c  books,  is  their  ea^rcniess  to  understand 
their  contents,  and  the  means  they  often  employ  to  obtain  this  knowledge.    It  if 
said,  that  a  native  unacquainted  with  letters,  will  r^o  through  his  villasje  to  have 
the  book  read,  and  that,  rather  than  remain  ignorant  of  their  truths,  he  will 
carry  them  to  the  chief  men,  and  even  the  priests  themselves.     Mr.  M.  s'sys. 
that  these  very  rulers  and  priests,  who  were  formerly  ho  distant  and  ill-dispofed 
towards  him  and  his  poi*on^  have  condes^cendcd  to  come  and   solicit  Christian 
books  for  their  own  perusal.     Yet  nothing  beyond  the  isiinple  willingness  to  is- 
ceive  and  read  these  books  has  thus  far  appeared.     The  valley  remains  in  death- 
like silence,  and  the  bones  are  very  dry.     Itut  the  prophet  has  entered.   **  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God,"  begins  to  be  heard,  and  we  loc^k  und  pray  for  the  breath  of 
Jehovah  to  come  and  breathe  upon  the  blain.     The  ultiuiaie  event  we  know." 
The  Lord  hasten  it  in  his  time.

Bbe  said,  <<  appeared  the  moit  lovely  of  all  his  attributes."  At  one  time  she  said 
she  wanted  words  to  express  lier  views  of  the  majesty  and  glory  of  Chnst.  "  It 
seems,'*  she  said,  '*  that  if  all  other  glory  were  annihilated,  and  nothing  led  but 
his  bare  self,  (as  she  eicproseed  it,)  it  would  be  enough — ^it  would  be  a  universe 
of  glory." 

THE   SANDWICH   ISLANDS. 

From  Jtr.  Gulick*s  journal  on  Uu  JMand  of  Tauai. — March  17 — Visited  a  blind 
man  culled  Bartimea.  When  I  inquired  aller  his  health,  though  tho  constant 
rolling  of  his  sightless  eyeballs  indicated  severe  pain,  he  Eaid  he  did  not  think  of 
his  body,  but  his  thoughts  and  his  heart  were  strong  atlcr  Christ.  I  could  not 
avoid  reflecting,  how  happy  is  this  man,  with  all  his  poverty  and  afflictions.*— 
Though  a  straoger  to  the  blessings  of  civilized  society,  groping  in  perpetual 
darkness,  and  languishing  in  a  miserablo  hovel,  with  only  a  few  mats  to  separate 
him  from  the  ground,  and  a  little  kapa  tor  his  pillow  and  covering ;  yet,  by  the 
eye  of  faith,  he  looks  into  eternity,  and  beholds  the  »Sun  of  Righteousness,  in 
the  light  of  which  he  rejoices  all  the  day. 

20.  (Called  to  see  Bartimea  at  noon.  Found  him  very  weak,  and  in  extreme 
pain.  I  asked.  Have  you  any  fears?  "  No  fear  have  I,"  was  bis  answer.  This 
was  the  last  sentence  I  ever  heard  him  utter.  Early  in  the  evening,  his  half 
brother,  who  had  tlie  care  of  him,  came  to  inform  me  he  had  juFt  died.  I  shouhl 
bave  esteemed  it  a  peculiar  privilege,  to  have  been  with  him  in  his  last  moments, 
but  was  not  informed  in  season.  *•  Blessed  ore  the  dead,  who  die  in  tlie  Lord." 
Bartimea  was  nearly  two  months  gradually  declining.  He  informed  me  that 
bidfirst  serious  impressions  were  received  from  an  address  of  onr  governor, 
when  accomfiaiiying  Mr.  Whitney  around  this  island.  I  believe  it  was  in  the 
year  ]8i3.  Ills  convictions  were  denpcnod  by  he.irinrr  the  native  teacher  in  his 
<liitrict  read  tracts.  One  entitled,  Select  Texts  of  Scripture,  nnd  another  which 
<*<>ntain.s  the  coinninndmcnts,  were  peculiarly  profitable.  He  ajso  mentioned  the 
eormon  on  the*  mount. 

His  relative,  who  was  with  him  in  his  last  moments,  told  me  that  just  before 
"is  death,  the  dying  man  exhorted  the  other  to  give  his  heart  to  Christ,  and  lean 
^''uly  upon  him.  Deborah  says,  he  never  complained  to  his  visiters  of  his  pains 
*»id  sufferings,  but  that  he  often  spoke  to  them  of  Christ,  and  said  he  was  resting 
^n  him.  Few,  very  few,  have  I  known,  who  appeared  to  me  to  give  more  de- 
j^isive  evidence  of  being  united  to  Christ,  than  this  poor,  illiterate,  blind  native 
jiOfi  jriven.  Owing  to  his  peculiar  circumstances,  he  was  never  publicly  num- 
°ereii  with  the  disciples  of  Christ  on  earth  ;  but  we  feel  a  delightful  assurance 
^hathe  now  joins  in  the  anthems  of  the  church  triumphant. 

AMERICAN  INDIANS. 
Arkansas  Chrrokef.s. — Letter  (tf  Dr.  Palmer. — Our  Temperance  Society  is 
'J^aking  a  gradual,  and,  I  trust,  sure  progress.  The  opposition  is  not  very  formi- 
dable. The  female  society,  for  the  promotion  of  temperance  and  other  virtues, 
*■  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  members  are  d»ing  very  commendably  in  pro- 
curing meons  to  purchase  a  library.  This  society  operates  in  many  ways  for 
Rood. 

The  revival'^in  our  neighbourhood  became  manifest  at  the  opening  of  the  spring. 
**very  week  new  cases  of  conviction  occurred,  and  new  cases  of  deliverance 
^'om  the  bondage  of  sin.  The  revival  is  peculiarly  interesting  to  our  feelings 
^d  hopes,  as  nearly  all  the  converts  are  from  the  first  classes  of  society  oround 
^>>  leading  men,  heads  of  famihes,  and  younff  men  of  promising  talents.  By  an 
•njngement  made  by  brethren  Washburn,  \aill,  and  .Montgomery,  last  spring. 
•  three  days  meeting  was  appointed  in  our  neighbourhood,  to  commence  on  the 
JSthof  July.  It  was  manifestly  ordered  in  divine  providence  for  good.  The 
^rokees  made  all  the  preparation  nccepsary,  built  a  shelter  to  secure  the  con- 
r^gation  from  the  sun  and  rain,  and  provided  a  common  table  for  all  that  might 
•ttend.  The  bread  and  meat,  previously  cooked  m  the  simplest  manner,  at  meal 
«ttes,  were  set  along  on  the  table  in  large  dishes,  to  be  helped  lo  a\\  \\\  W\«vt 
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httodfl.  It  was  a  very  intereetiDg  uglit,  to  we%  a  lonf  table  spread  under  a  tempo- 
rary ihed,  in  this  Eimple  style,  surrounded  by  aeventy  or  eighty  persons,  old  and 
young,  male  and  female,  Indians  and  white  people,  exiiibitinfif  the  diflfeient 
grades  of  civilization,  all  peaceably  and  orderly  partaking  of  humble  yet  whole- 
some refreshment  together.  It  put  me  in  mind  of  the  company  that  sat  down 
by  fiAics  on  the  grass,  and  were  fed  with  the  five  lonvcs  and  two  fishes.  The 
company  that  attended  would  number  perhaps  three  or  four  hundred.  Many 
came  from  the  adjoining  white  settlements.  Tlie  white  people  expressed  much 
surprise  at  the  good  order,  decency,  and  piety  of  the  Indians,  which  they  saw 
at  the  meeting. 

The  meeting  commenced  on  Friday,  and  it  was  soon  discovered  that  the  power 
of  the  Spirit  was  in  our  midst,  by  tlie  intense  and  {solomn  atteniion  to  the  preach- 
ing of  the  word.    On  the  Sabbath  we  had  such  n  disnhiy  of  the  presence  of  the 
Spirit,  as  I  had  never  expected  to  see  on  earth.     It  gccincd  to  me  there  was  one 
continued  overwhelming  stream  of  light  from  lioavcn  poured  down  upon  the 
congregation  all  day.     Befure  the  administratiun  «if  the  Lord's  supper,  five 
Cherokee  personsjfour  men  and  one  woman,  havin^r  hvfn  prrvinusly  examined  tod 
propounded,  were  received  into  the  church,  all  ot'uiitim  are  heads  of  fsmilies,  and 
of  respectable  standing  in  the  nation.   In  the  cvcniii^rtlio  anxious  were  invited  to 
come  forward  to  the  front  scats,  that  special  prayor  niicriit  be  oHcred  for  them, 
and  that  they  might  receive  suitable  instruction.     The  Irnnt  seats  were  imme- 
diately occupied  by  near  forty  persons,  of  all  cla*>f»,  frurn  t  he  old  tottering  gray- 
headed  Indian,  down  to  the  children  of  our  schoolr,  inul  for  a  time  we  were  all 
drowned  in  tears,  while  we  gave  way  to  the  sobs  and  deep  heart  groans  of  the 
convicted  and  penitent.    Here  among  others,  wore  seen  a  number  of  prodig*^ 
tons,  who  had  strayed  far  away  from  their  fathrr*6  house  into  this  F.tronge  1^*^^* 
and  had  wasted  their  substance  in  riotous  liviii^r,  now  come  to  themselves,  a-".^ 
sitting  in  their  right  mind  at  the  feet  of  Jesus.     J  lore  too  were  seen,  in  t  ws 
company  of  mourners,  a  number  of  the  bravest  warriors  of  former  times.  eO»- 
bracing  each  other,  and  for  some  time  too  deeply  .'ificrtrd  to  give  utterance  ^5! 
their  feelings.     The  scene  was  overwhelming,  yet  tl.erc  was  no  confusion.      -A*' 
wept  and  some  wept  aloud,  but  no  wild  shrieks,  norsi^ns  of  voluntary  delirif' '!: 
or  mental  derangement.     On  Monday  morning  the  mooting  was  closed,  and  ^* 
■eemedto  leave  the  consecrated  spot  with  deep  reluctance.

Dut  now  I  am  in  a  house  suf.| 
ficiently  largo,  with  two  rooms  above  and, 
the  ume  nunii>cr  below,  and  I  should  con-{ 
sider  myNclf  Hnoly  situated,  if  they  were 
finished  and  paid  for.  Thus  far,  it  has 
been  accomplished  through  the  ausistancc 
of  friends  at  a  distance.

Sincp  my  Inst  rf'port,  in  {h^  Church  in 
N.,  wo  have  had  one  communion  season, 
at  which  time  six  were  received  to  our 
communion-i-four  by  letter,  and  two  on 
profession  of  fuitli.  This  Church  was 
formed  one  year  ago  last  I  ehruary,  with 
only  nine  nioniberfl.  It  now  crmtuins  35. 
A  few  among  us  inrinlge  hope,  who  have 
not  yet  united  with  tho  Church. 

In  Fitchvillo  wo  h.id  a  communion  sea- 
son last  Sabbath.  Eighteen  united  with 
the  Church— throe  by  letter,  fifleen  on 
proftBsion  of  faith.  Twelve  of  these  date 
thair  hopts  at  a  four  days  meeting.     It 


wai  a  MlMnii  oeeaaioB.  After  ihi  fa* 
day  new  eues  of  deep  cottrictiDo  aid 
hopeful  conYonioii  frequently  oeenmd. 
Hut  the  last  day  was  diatingnialied  bj  tka 
most  evident  displays  of  divine  power  and 
grace.  Tho  presence  and  converting  ope- 
rations of  the  Holy  Ghost  have  been  ekar- 
ly  evinced,  both  by  the  affecting  scenes  of 
that  time,  and  by  the  subsequent  conduct 
of  a  goodly  number  who  were  then  re- 
garded as  having  passed  from  death  unto 
life. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  familiii 
and  individuals  who  were  favourable  to 
the  meeting,  and  who  apparently  attend- 
ed with  a  desire  to  be  benefited,  have  le- 
ceived  the  principal  share,  if  not  a//  of  ill 
blessings.  I  believe  that  no  child  bw 
been  converted  whose  parents  are  pro- 
fessors, and  who  stood  sJoof  or  were  op- 
posed to  the  meeting.

With  the  few  and  feeble  efforts  I  have 
been  permitted  to  make,  God  has  been 
pleased  to  work  powerfully  by  his  Holy 
Spirit,  in  some  instances,  and  has  per- 
formed t^^ome  wonders  of  grace. 

Since  my  last  report  we  have  been  per- 
mitted to  rejoice  over  some  repenting  and 
returning  prodigals,  both  in  Wakemaa 
and  Clarkesfield.

Itniit 
there  i?  no  disposition  to  contend  even  for 
the  honour  of  instrumentality  in  their  eon- 
version,  if  their  souls  may  Iki  saved  in  the 
day  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  Most  of  these  re- 
cent coniersions,  have  been  dorinfspeeial 
or  protracted  meetings,  of  whioh  one  has 
been  held  at  Clarkesfield  eince  mj  ImI 
report.

When  I  came  to  this  place  in  October, 
J29,  the  church  consisted  of  forty -seven 
lembcrs — since  that  time  twenty-six  liavci 
ecn  added.  We  had  then  no  pluco  tor 
lablic  worship,  which  wo  could  cull  our 
»wn,  and  were  exposed  to  great  incon- 
reuience  from  the  constant  interference 
)f  different  appointments  for  preaching  in 
the  same  house.  In  July  last  an  efTort  u  us 
made  to  build  ahouse  for  our  congregation 
ia Marion.  I'he  effcrt  has  bucceedcd  much 
better  than  wo  expected  it  would ;  and 
last  Sabbath  for  the  fi rat  time  wo  held  pub- 1 
lie  Worship  in  it.  It  was  our  communion 
*«on,  and  the  house,  which  is  thirty, 
eight  by  forty-five  feet,  was  well  filled. — 
Two  years  since,  the  erection  of  such  a  j 
home  by  this  congregation,  would  have  i 
b«n  wholly  impracticable.  I 

In  Pleasant  Township,  about  eight  miles ; 
from  Marion,    I   have  spent  about  one 
fourth  of  my  tim.c.     Two  years  ago  there 
▼ere  seven  members  of  the  church  in  that 
wttlemcnt.     A  few  davs  since  a  church

WIS  organized  in  that  place,  consisting  of 
twenty  members.  They  have  erected  a 
house  of  hewn  logs  for  public  worship.  A 
Sibbath  school,  bible  class,  and  the  month- 
^J  concert,  arc  well  sustained  in  this  set- 
"ement,  In  the  erection  of  these  houses 
for  public  worship,  the  few  members  of 
t^two  churches  have  displayed  a  hij;hly 
c^Hnmendable  degree  of  enterprise  and  be. 
Wtolence.  The  influence  of  these  mea- 
■Ms,  is  already  manifest,  in  increasing  the 
BQmber  of  attendants  on  public  worship. 
We  have  had  within  the  bounds  of  the 


cong^rcgation  tho  past  year,  ««ren  Sabbath 
Mchuols.  Threu  of  them  were  continued 
through  the  winter  season.  They  arc  all 
suppUed  whh  libraries,  and  have  been  tha 
means  of  supplying  many  families  with 
suitable  books,  who  havo  few  other  sour, 
ces  of  religious  instruction.

In  the  number  of  the  Homo  Missionary 
fr»r  Nuvcmbi:r,  p.  1:39,  a  letter  from 
the  Uev.  (■.  M.  I'utnam  contains  an  ac.

mentioned  congregation.  A  subsequent 
letter  gives  the  following  additional  facts: 
On  tho  fu^t  .Sabbath  in  Nuvuml>er,  seven, 
teen  persons  wore  received  to  the  commu. 
nion  of  tho  (Miurch  on  confession  of  their 
faith,  and  two  by  letter.  There  are  six  or 
seven  other  hopeful  convcrtji.  Tho  num- 
ber of  attendants  on  tho  ministrations  of 
the  sanctuary,  and  at  prayer  meetings,  is 
increased,  tlie  liiblo  class  enlari^ed,  tho 
subscription  for  the  support  of  the  Gospel 
.lugmentcd,  five  or  six  family  altars  have 
been  added  to  the  nunilier  before  in  the 
town::<hip,  and  some  hard  feelings,  which 
had  for  years  existed  between  near  neigh, 
buurs,  removed. 


From  the  First  Report  of  a  Missionary  in 

Ohio, 

A  precise  account  of  the  state  of  things 
in  this  place,  previous  to  my  arrival,  may 
not  bo  improper  at  this  time.  About  four 
years  since,  between  forty  and  fit\y  fami. 
lies  located  themselves  in  a  small  village, 
three  quarters  of  a  mile  from  this,  for  the 
inirpos^e  of  reducing  to  practice  the  prin- 
ciples of  Mr.  Owen ;  and  here  they  lived 
to  make  the  experiment.  This  village 
had  then  just  commenced  its  existimce, 
and  being  so  near,  and  some  of  their  lead, 
ing  men  removing  here,  many  of  the  in- 
habitants of  this  village  imbibed  the  same 
spirit.  I  suppose  that  previous  to  my 
coming  here,  there  had  been  more  public 
lectures  in  this  place  on  atheism,  than  on 
the  way  of  salvation  through  C'hrist.  One 
of  these  lecturers  told  me,  that  if  there  was 
any  thing  in  Christianity,  he  had  done  more 
injury  in  this  place,  and  in  this  section  of 
country,  than  forty  ministers  can  undo  in 
their  lifetime. 

I  need  not  say  that  I  found  the  public 
sentiment  strongly  prejudiced  against 
Christianity,  and  especially  against  Tros- 
bytcrians.

Mr.  Brewster  said,  he  liked  the  **Btmt*  on 
which  this  Society  depended,  and  he  trust, 
ed  its  resources  would  never  be  exhanated 
so  long  aa  there  ahall  remain  in  thia  na. 
tion  a  single  congregation  destitute  of  the 
preachinf^  of  the  ffo^el,  or  aaingle  ainner 
unreconciled  to  God.  To  admit  the  prin- 
ciple  that  the  Society  might  now  cease  to 
extend  its  operations,  for  the  want  of  fhith, 
he  said,  would  be  to  forfeit  our  charter, 
and  prove  our  efforts  unworthy  the  favour 
of  God. 

Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  remarked  that  he 
had  travelled  extensively  in  twenty.one  of 
the  United  Statea,  aa  Agent  for  different 
objects  of  benevolence  ;  that  he  had  had 
much  intercourse  with  the  missionaries  of 
this  Society,  especially  in  the  western 
states,  and  that  from  personal  acquaint, 
ance  with  facta,  he  was  prepared  to  sus. 
tain  the  aentimenta  of  the  reaolution  he 
had  presented.  He  related  aeveral  into- 
resting  anecdotes  illustrative  of  the  fUth. 
fulness  and  aelf-denial  of  many  of  the  de. 
voted  men  whom  thia  Society  has  had  the 
honour  to  sustain  in  their  arduoua  la. 
hours. 

Mr.  Coming  made  a  touching  allusion 
to  the  late  C.  8.  Robinson,  who  round  his 
grave  in  the  service  of  this  Society,  in  the 
state  of  Missouri,  and  said  he  had  only  to 
read  the  history  of  that  man's  devoted  la. 
hours  to  awaken  more  than  his  firrt  love 
to  tho  A.  H.  M.  S.  There  was  self-denial 
enough  to  make  us,  and  the  Christians  of 
our  land,  ashamed  to  speak  of  sacrifices  in 
raising  the  means  required  to  enable  this 
Society  to  multiply  its  blessings  upon  the 
destitute  ten  fold. 

A  subscription  was  then  made  by  fifty 
of  the  gentlemen  present,  amounting  to 
94,518,  in  addition  to  what  several  of  the 
same  had  previously  subscribed. 

Concluded  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Matliews. . 

The  spirit  of  the  meeting,  and  the  re. 
suit,  were  of  a  highly  encouraging  charac 
tor.  Let  the  same  spirit  pervade  the 
friends  of  the  Society  generally,  and  the 
Conmiittee  will  not  hesitate  to  extend  their 
operations  with  the  same  enlarged  viewa 
and  expectations  which  they  have  ever 
cherished.  Such,  it  is  confidently  belie, 
ved,  will  be  the  result.  The  friends  of  the 
cause  must  and  will  increase  their  contri. 
butions  to  meet  its  growing  necessities, 
and  the  favour  of  God  will  attend,  as  it 
has  done  hitherto,  these  high  endeavoura 
of  Christian  patriotism  and  philanthroi^y«

rudely  received  ;    but  gene- 


rally they  se«n[ied  to  sink  down  into 
hearts  desirous  of  religioof  imtnictHM. 
I  will  give  a  few  instances* 

As  we  were  pursuing  our  wrj,  and 
had  just  entered  on  a  region  which 
seemed  peculiarly  lonely  and  uncul- 
tivated, we  perceived  a  light  gUm- 
mering  through  the  leaves  a  little  be- 
fore us,  on  the  left.  Here,  we  obser- 
ved to  each  other,  probably  reoded 
some  candidates  fur  eternity  ignorant 
of  the  way  of  salvation.  Am  we  wire 
turning  our  steps  towards  the  honie 
whence  the  light  proceeded,  a  man  met 
us,  to  whom  my  companion  tendered  a 
tract  and  addressed  some  solemn  coun- 
seltt,  while  I  proceeded  to  the  door,  and 
after  knocking,  was  admitted  with  an 
air  of  reluctance  and  surprise  on  the 
part  of  the  inmates.  I  immediately 
perceived  that  it  was  the  abode  of 
poverty,  and  probably  of  ignorance. 
'*  Madam,"  said  I,  in  a  tone  of  kind- 
ness, designed  to  conciliate  her  feel- 
ings, which  I  saw  were  thoee  of  dis- 
tnist,  **  I  am  passing  through  this  re- 
gion, and  I  thought  probably  you  would 
be  glad  to  have  some  good  books  which 
I  have  with  me,  and"——  •*  We  have 
no  money  to  buy  them  with,**  said  she, 
interrupting  me ;  <«  the  times  are  hard 
for  poor  folks,  and  we  live  so  out  of  the 
way  here."  "  I  do  not  wish  you  to  pay 
for  them,  but  freely  give  them  to  you, 
if  you  will  read  them  and  lay  to  heart 
their  contents."  I  then  laid  on  the 
table  the  ''  Dairyman's  Daughter/*  and 
one  or  two  other  narrative  tracts,  and 
also  that  entitled,  <«  To  Mothers.'*  My 
friend  coming  in  at  this  moment,  we 
joined  in  urgmg  upon  her  the  impor- 
tance of  attendmg  to  her  soul's  con- 
cerns. Soon,  the  downcast  look  and 
attentive  air,  showed  that  she  was  not 
destitute  of  sensibility,  and  needed  only 
faithful  instruction  to  be  deeply  inte- 
rested on  the  subject.  O  how  awfully 
responsible  seemed  our  situation ! 
Thrown  for  a  few  brief  momenta  in 
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contact  with  an  iminortnl  mind  educa- 
ted in  darknens,  and  in  all  probability 
long  to  remain  in  darknesd,  and  this 
fleeting  opportunity  was  all  wo  could 
ever  have  to  pour  into  her  kouI  a  know- 
led^  of  the  ttiiufrs  that  belong  to  her 
peace  !  We  encfcavoured  to  comprcftf 
mtn  a  few  words  a  practical  view  of  the 
goppel,  and  then  letl  her. 

Another  houne  which  we  entered  wap 
inhabited  by  a  lock-tender.  The  man 
was  engaged  in  passing  a  boat  through 
the  lock.  We  gave  him  a  tract,  and 
then  hastened  to  make  our  momentary 
visit  to  his  family.  A  hasty  glance  was 
sufKcient  to  show  us  that  this  family, 
like  the  former,  was  poor.  We  offered 
our  tracts,  which  in  this  instance  were 
received  with  a  civil  expression  of 
thanks.  A  woman,  with  a  feeble  look. 
and  partly  wrapi)ed  in  blankets,  occu- 
pied an  elbow  chair  iu  the  corner,  and 
did  not  at  first  attract  our  attention. 
To  our  remarks  she  responded  in  a  low 
voice,  when  we  entered  into  conversa- 
tion with  her.  She  was  a  professor  ol 
religion,  but  seemed  ignorant,  and  had 
for  a  long  time  lived  secluded  from  the 
privileges  of  (jlod's  house.  She  t  hank- 
ed us  for  our  call,  and  we  left  lier,  after 
having  addressed  some  remarks  to  her 
and  the  other  members  of  the  family. 
We  hurried  forward,  for  the  sound  of 
the  bugle  from  our  packet  told  us  that 
she  was  fast  gauiing  upon  us. 

A  succession  of  locks  soon  enabled 
us  agaiu  to  drop  in  at  several  houses, 
and  deliver  our  brief  message.  Atone 
of  these  calls,  the  woman  of  the  house 
offered  us  seats,  and  with  well  meant, 
though  unpolished  courtesy,  requested 
U3  to  tarry.  We  told  her  **  No  ;  we 
are  travellers  through  this  country,  and 
we  feel  it  our  duty  to  step  in  and  sny  a 
few  words  on  the  subject  of  religion. 
We  can  stay  but  a  few  moments.  You 
and  we  arc  all  travellers — journeying 
through  this  world  to  eternity.  We 
affectionately  beg  leave  to  inquire  how 
you  are  advancing,  and  what  road  you 
are  walking  ?  In  a  few  days  your  jour- 
ney will  be  over — are  you  prepared 
to  die  ?" — With  such  remarks  we  oc- 
cupied a  short  time.  The  woman  ro- 
an plied  with  considerable  volubility ,and 
air  of  carelessness  which  seemed  to  in- 
^cate  that  we  had  not  reached  her  con- 


■ciencc.  How  could  we  expect  to  pi*' 
ducc  much  impression,  when,  peilii|% 
not  more  than  five  minutes  were  tUov- 
ed  us  for  delivering  our  message  ?  Bit 
how  could  we  bear  to  leave  a  fami^ 
apparently  insensible  to  all  that  rektn 
to  an  eternal  state  ?  Once  more  vf 
made  our  appeal.  *  *  See,  madam,  time 
little  ones  whom  God  has  given  ycxi; 
he  has  committed  their  destiny  forete^ 
nity,  in  a  measure,  to  your  handi. 
How  can  you  meet  them  in  the  iudf- 
ment  day  ?  Can  you  s«.v, '  here,  Lon, 
am  I,  and  the  cliildren  tbou  hast  ffivea 
me  r'  or  will  they  rise  up  to  condeni 
vou,  and  bear  witness  before  God  tkt 
their  parents  never  bowed  the  laei 
with  tnem,  and  taught  them,  monmf 
and  evening,  to  pray  for  tbcmselvei?" 
Soon  we  saw  that  under  all  the  coane- 
ness  of  the  exterior,  there  was  amo- 
Dier*s  heart  *, — she  was  evidently  mo- 
ved. During  these  remarks,  the  hv- 
band  had  come  in,  and  feeling,  perhiis, 
til  at  the  conversation  was  rather  too 
piTsonal,  endeavoured  to  turn  it  by  le- 
iiiarking  that  a  man  had  been  drowned 
in  the  lock  a  few  days  before.  Tfaii 
?ave  us  an  opportunity  to  press  upon 
him  the  necessity  of  being  prepareafiff 
Rudden  death.  My  friend  then  select- 
ed "The  Domestic  Altar"  from  our 
stock  of  tracts,  and  with  some  faitber 
admonitions,  given,  I  trust,  under  a  feel- 
ing of  responsibility  to  our  Lord  aad 
Ma.^ter,  and  received  by  the  family  with 
apparent  tenderness  and  gratitude,  wc 
departed,  lifting  up  our  hearts  to  Goi 
for  a  blessing  on  the  interview. 

it  was  pleasant  thus  to  scatter  the 
truth  of  God  by  the  way,  especially  in 
a  region  where  it  was  evident  the  gos- 
pel message  was  seldom  heard.  Some- 
times we  were  repulsed  in  a  way  that 
was  calculated  to  make  us  almost  weep 
over  the  hardness  of  the  human  heart 
**  Will  you  accept  of  a  little  book  ?■* 
said  I  to  a  lock-tender.  *<  What  do  you 
ask  for  it  ?"  was  the  reply.  "  O,  no- 
thing ;  you  are  welcome  to  it.  It  is 
entitled, '  Do  you  wajit  a  Friend^'  and 
tolls  of  a  friend  who  sticketh  closer 
than  a  brorher."  *'Ifit  is  aboat  reli- 
gion, I  don't  want  it,"  said  he.  "  Why 
not  ?"  "  Because,  if  it  contains  any 
thing  that  is  not  in  the  Bible,  it  is  not 
true,  and  if  it  contains  what  it  in  the 
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Bible,  tlic  Bible  is  cuough  without  if.'* 
Thiu,  with  It  thretKl-bare  ]»rody  on^ 
tbe  sopliiem  ol'tlw  Calipli  Omar,  whifh 
behad  picked  lip  Kiiiiewlicrc — lie  biiisl 
out  into  a  laugh  of  triumph,  nor  woulil 
ba  even  permit  Ilia  children  to  accept 
oMorour  tracts.

A  great  clamour  is  madcby  inleroat- 
ed  perfous,  coriuuming  the  unlawful 
and  coercive  principles  of  the  Tempe- 
rance Society;  f  strange  cn«n'(on,  to  ask 
a  man  voluntarily  to  lay  aside  the  iieo 
of  ardent  sjiirits!)  Yet  there  is  a  voice 
approving  tlmeo  principles,  far  in  the 
interior  chambers  of  Iho  soul,  whore 
the  din  of  iiiisrepreBciitutiun  operates 
but  leebly  to  tsupjircss  its  adinonittune. 
That  voice,  is  the  voice  of  conscience, 
and  feeble  as  its  wiapeiin^  are,  wliilu 
the  subject  ofthcni  is  under  tbe  delu- 
sion of  sin,  iliey  sound  out  like  thiinilcr 
whenever  thut  delusion  is  broken  up  or 
i>us|iended. 

Mr.  S.  is  a  plain  labouring  man,  who 
has  lived  for  many  years  in  the  city  of 
New-York.  Hill  ocruputiou  iu  life, 
led  him  to  associate  with  men  who  are 
butlittle  under  tbe  influence  ofreliLHon, 
and  he  among  llic  rest,  lived  "  witnout 
God  in  the  world."  From  the  associa- 
tions ill  whicli  ho  mingled,  he  had  im- 
bibed ilio  habit,  and  Joubtlen  waa  dia- 
posed  to  defend  the  principle,  of  tem- 
perate drinking.  He  was  aeldomaofar 
under  the  operation  of  ardent  spiritsaa 
to  exhibit  aymptome  of  intoxication,  and 
{would  frequently  abstain  from  it  a  con- 
siderable length  of  time,  still  he  wbb 
fond  of  it.  and  wa»  accustomed  to  usa 
'  it  iu  liis  dniiy  labours,  and  in  his  family. 
I  Providentiolly.  this  man  had  an  ac- 
Iqnnintaiicn,  a  pious  woman,  who  had 
obtnincd  a  considerable  share  of  his  re- 
spect. The  inllucncc  which  lUii  gave 
her,  she  frequently  exerted  [to  induce 
him  to  attend  diviue  worship,  and  seve- 
ral limes  succeeded.  Not  long  since, 
one  Sabbath  cvcninr;  she  addres.^ed 
him  with  considerable  importimity  on 
the  Eulijcct  of  his  manner  of  life,  and 
endeavoured  to  pemuade  him  to  ac- 
company her  to  the  house  of  God — 
He  made  manv  excuses,  and  endea- 
voured to  put  Tier  off,  but  she  perseve- 
red until  be  eonsouled  to  go.  During 
the  pvcuing,  the  word  of  God  wan  made 
■'  quick  and  powerful"  in  its  eUcct  on 
the  heart  of  tliis  sinner.  He  was  sloin 
by  the  law,  and  felt  disposed  to  inquire 
for  the  way  of  salvation.

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MONTHLY  CONCERT. 

ADDRESS  TO  PERSONS  ASSEMBLED  AT  TSE  MONTHLY  CONCERT  FOB  PBATUU 

Christian  fiRSTHRSN: 

At  these  consecrated  seasons,  the  pious  mind  enlarges  its  sphere  of  vision, 
ind  expands  its  benevolence  beyond  the  narrow  limits  of  its  ordinary  interests^ 
and  seeks  to  compass  in  its  anections  and  prayers,  the  great  family  of  man. 
Bot  we  cannot,  on  any  ojie  ocauUm,  take  a  minute  survey  of  the  whole  world  ; 
it  is  necessary  therefore  that  wc  confine  our  attention  to  some  particular  portion 
of  it.  Let  us,  on  this  evening,  fix  our  minds  on  the  United  States^ — their 
great  importance  in  a  religious  point  of  view,  and  the  prospect  of  their  becoming 
wholly  converted  to  God. 

Perhaps  no  country  on  the  globe,  of  equal  extent,  affords  such  facilities  for 
nutaining  a  dense  population  as  this.  The  soil  is  fertile  ;  there  are  within  our 
reach,  without  depending  on  foreign  aid,  the  productions  of  almost  every 
climate,  from  the  coldest  to  the  hottest.  There  are  within  our  borders  no  vast 
dci^rts,  and,  comparatively,  little  territory  so  mountainous  as  to  be  unfit  for  the 
support  of  man.  Our  inland  waters  are  numerous,  and  aiTord  unlimited  facilities 
for  internal  uavi^ation.  Here,  then,  on  the  vast  extent  of  this  country,  are  yet 
to  be  supported,  lii  process  of  time,  perhaps  hundreds  of  millions  of  souls.  1  he 
spiritual  condition  of  such  a  great  multitude  may  well  be  an  object  of  interest  to 
us  who  live  now  in  the  infancy  of  this  republic,  and  who  have  the  formation  of 
the  character  of  many  generations  committed  to  our  instrumentality.  Shall 
these  unborn  myriads  lovo  God  and  cultivate  the  amiable  and  holy  virtues,  or 
KhalJ  they  be  a  vast  unhumbled  people,  abandoned  of  heaven  to  blasphemy  and 
licentiousness  ?  Shall  the  sun  shine  upon  the  numberless  cities  which  in  the 
Dert  century  will  cluster  along  our  lakes,  and  on  our  water-courses,  and  his 
light  be  reflected  from  habitations  of  righteousness,  and  the  temples  of  religion, 
or  shall  he  shed  his  reluctant  rays  upon  a  land  blighted  by  infidelity,  and  wasted 
by  crime,  and  on  a  people  whose  abominations  have  cried  to  heaven,  until  they 
■ball  have  been  given  over,  to  dig  with  their  own  hands  the  grave  of  their  liber- 
ies? In  a  word,  shcUl  the  future  millions  of  America  be  savtd  or  lost  ?  These 
ve  inquiries  which  give  us  some  idea  of  the  importance  of  thoroughly  evange- 
fag  this  country. 

But  there  is  another  consideration  by  which  this  may  be  illustrated*  and  that 
^r^lhe  United  States  will  not  stand  or  fall  alone.  This  country  is  destined  to 
'^xert  an  unequalled  influence  on  the  character  and  destiny  of  other  nations. 
The  nature  of  our  institutions,  social  and  political,  fit  us  to  acquire  and  to  wield 
peater  power  abroad,  than  probably  any  other  people.  In  Kurope,  we  behold 
•n  aggregation  of  independent  kingdoms,  having  different  languages,  laws,  and 
^ligious  views.  In  all  of  them  we  see  the  people  split  up  into  grades,  so  sepa- 
J^ted  from  each  other  as  to  have  but  little  mutual  influence.  Between  the  dif- 
'^nt  ranks  of  society  there  arc  chasms  almot^t  impassable.  In  such  coromu- 
P^a«  truth  spreads 'Slowly ;  opinions  arc  propagated  with  comparative  difficulty ; 
*'^  almost  impossible  to  create  n  unity  of  tnterrst^  or  impress  upon  the  whole 
P<)pulation  a  homogeneous  character.  But  in  this  country  it  is  difibrent.  We 
bave  no  artificial  distinctions  between  the  nobility  and  the  common  people  ;  all 
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art  equal ;  all  claim  the  right  of  canvassing  and  deciding  on  the  claims  off 
new  practice  or  opinion.  We  all  speak  ihe  same  language,  have  the  same 
and  social  character.  Intelligence  circulates  with  immense  rapidity  throui 
all  classes  of  the  community,  and  from  one  end  of  the  land  to  the  other,  t 
improvement  in  the  arts,  or  theory  of  science,  or  doctrine  of  religion,  tl 
broached  in  one  section  of  the  country,  immediately  becomes  the  property  < 
whole  nation,  and  is  rejected  or  embraced,  almost  without  regard  to  terri: 
divisions.  These  circumstances  give  a  unity  of  character  tu  Americans,  tha 
never  be  possessed  by  any  other  people.  The  moral  power  of  Ameria 
therefore  be  the  power  of  a  whole  nation — it  will  make  a  deep  impre 
wherever  it  is  exerted.  Now,  let  us  boQr  in  mind,  that  these  free  institu 
and  these  elements  of  influeuce,  belong  to  a  people  which  in  50  yean 
amount  to  40  millions, — who  go  abroad  into  every  land,  and  sail  on  even 
and  who  speak  a  language  that  will  undoubtedly  be  the  language  of  all  I 
America,  (except  Mexico,)  of  New  Holland,  South  Africa,  and  of  the  Sou 
Islands,  as  well  as  of  Great  Britain.*  Bear  ihcBc  things  in  mind,  and  the 
gious  importance  of  this  country  becomes  indescribable.  The  conversion  o 
nation  will  be,  in  effect,  the  convernidu  of  the  world.  But  let  this  be  an 
ligious  people,  let  the  giant  energies  of  this  republic  be  exerted  to  scatter  a1 
infidelity  and  crime, — let  our  ships  carry  a  moral  pestilence  from  our  shorei 
bear  it  away  to  the  distant  oceans  where  cupidity  or  enterprise  may  allure  t 
and,  humanly  speaking,  the  conversion  of  t lie  world  will  be  impracticable. 

And  now  the  question  rushes  upon  the  mind, — what  prospect  is  there  th 
this  nation  will  be  converted?  "  The  whole  earth,"  says  the  pious  soul,  * 
eventually  be  brought  to  own  the  sway  of  Jcsiis,  when  the  long  expected  I 
nium  arrives ;"  but  what  are  the  eigns  of  its  approach,  and.  especially,  whal 
cations  are  there  that  the  renovation  of  owr  bdnvf  J  country  draws  nigh? 

In  answer  to  this  inquiry,  wo  would  not  speak  with  too  much  confident 
there  are  many  conspirin*;^  circumstanros  wliicli  seem  to  foretoken  the  cc 
of  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord,  and  oi'li'i:*  Chri.st. 

First,  We  would  gratefully  acknowlodsje  the  rapid  diffusion  of  reli 
truth.  Facilities  for  obtaining  and  imparting  instruction  exist  in  numbe 
perfection  before  unecjuallod.  Asa  con.^equence,  truth  is  spreading,  an 
ohsttcles  which  arc  always  thrown  in  the  way  of  religion  by  ignorance 
diminishing. 

Secondh/.  The  church  of  God  is  waking  up.  The  various  divisions  c 
American  Ziuu  are  moved  hy  a  :<iniultancous  desire  to  promote  the  work  < 
Lord. 

Thirdly.  There  is  increasing  unity  of  feeling  and  effort  between  difi 
denominations.  It  is  true  thf^ro  seem  to  be  some  struggles  in  the  churcl 
they  are  between  menibors  of  the  same  oonnnunion,  and  not  between  dif 
sects.  There  is  a  sifting  process  ;roing  on  ;  principles  are  investigated,  li 
contending  with  darkness,  and  liberality  with  bigotry,  in  all  denomination 
thus  the  mental  freedom  and  nuitual  attraction  of  all  arc  increasing,  as  tb 
of  righteousness  rises  higlier,  and  men  arc  more  warmed  by  his  rayA. 

Fourfhly.  The  numerical  and  pecuniary  strength  of  Christians  in  this  co 
is  sufficient  for  promoting  any  of  tiiosc  measures,  which  are  necessary,  as  u 
ments,  to  bring  about  the  conversion  of  this  country.  "  The  weapons  c 
warfare  are  not  carnal,  but  spiritual,*'  and  therefore  we  may  resort  to  no  i 
but  such  as  ojicratc  directly  on  the  moral  character  of  men.  But  all  the 
iiMfy  and  can  employ.  We  can  educate  the  ignorant ;  we  can  publish  and 
late  the  scriptures ;  wc  can  sustain  :nissions,  and  all  similar  enterprises 
the  cause  of  souls  and  of  our  Redeemer  may  demand. 

Flnaliy*  Though  the  considerations  already  mentioned  are  not  to  be  des 
yet  onr^reat  hope  is  not  in  them.    "  Not  by  might,  not  by  power,  but  I 
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Spirit,  Baith  the  Lord.*'    After  all  that  is  or  can  be  done,  our  reliance  is  only  on 
Uod.     The  Holy  Spirit  can  bring  down  the  stoutest  and  tallest  of  his  enemies. 
Sinners  in  high  places,  and  those  of  low  degree,  are  equally  within  the  compass 
of  his  power ;  and  that  eye  must  be  blind  to  the  mighty  works  of  God,  who  does 
not  see  in  the  events  of  the  past  year,  intimations  that  a  great  change  is  about 
to  take  place.    Many  hundreds  of  persons  of  learning  and  influence  nave  been 
converted  ;  the  salt  of  ffrace  has  been  cast  into  the  fountains  of  science.    The 
cities  and  large  towns  of  our  country  have  been  the  scenes  of  glorious  revivals; 
and  thus,  much  of  the  influence  which  went  forth  from  them  to  spread  evil,  is 
employed  to  promote  holiness.    Among  the  people^ — the  siibfltantial  elements  of 
the  nation^ — ^the  same  reforming  process  has  been  ^oing  on,  under  the  Spirit  of 
tke  Lord.    One  hundred  thousand  persons,  it  is  cstmiated,  have  been  made  the 
•objects  of  renewing  grace  within  the  last  few  months.    And  when  we  think 
Dftbe  richness  of  the  promise,  and  that  there  are  no  restrictions  to  the  grace 
«f  God  but  such  as  are  made  by  the  unbelief  of  his  people, — and  remember  the 
&ct,that  we  have  only  begun  to  believe  and  pray,  and  taste  the  truth  and  sweet- 
ness of  God's  promise,  and  that  we  have  a  hundred  thousand  hearts  now  believing 
ud  praying  in  unison  with  ours,  whose  influence  was  lately  against  us, — ^we 
ctimot  but  see  reason  to  hope,  tkat  the  day  of  Zion*s  redemption  draweth  nigh. 
Our  joyful  anticipations  leap  forward  towards  the  glorious  period  of  our  coun- 
try's salvation  ;  and  though  at  present  the  hoarse  curse  of  infidelity,  and  the 
anathemas  of  bigotry,  ^rate  upon  our  ear,  wc  hear,  sweetly  rising  above  the 
tomult,  the  revivmg  voice  of  our  Redeemer,  "  Fear  not,  mttlb  flock,  it  is 
louE  father's  good  pleasure  to  give  you  the  kingdom.''

Letter  from  Monroe  Co,.,  Mo, 

This  county  (formerly  the  westeni  part 
<>f  RaUs,)  waa  set  off  by  the  logisjlalure  of 
Missouri  last  winter.  The  population  is 
upwards  of  twenty.fi ve  hundred,  and 
npidiy  increasing.  It  has  two  flourishing 
fowna  recently  come  into  notice.  Florida 
Ma  town  beautifully  situated  on  an  clova. 
^  ipot,  at  the  junction  of  the  two  princi- 
pal forks  of  Salt  river.  These  streams 
•ffbrd  many  oligrlble  sites  for  mills ;  four 
^?e  been  already  put  in  successful  opera- 
fion,  and  another  is  building.  Woodland 
u  liksly  to  be  scarce  at  no  distant  period, 
•>  much  of  the  country  is  prairie.  But 
•> » substitute  for  wood,  we  have  abun- 
«nce  of  stone  coal.  The  other  town 
"Wntioned,  is  Paris,  the  county  seat, 
^bich  promises  in  time  to  be  a  place  of 
^Qaiderable  note.  There  are  no  less  than 
^n  nei|rhbourhoods  within  30  miles  of  my 
JlJ^nce,  where  I  should  be  glad  to  preach, 
^tbe  north  fork,  I  have  preached  to  full 
*>QiM  where  there  was  only  one  Presby. 
^iin  fiunily.  On  the  south  fork,  I  have 
^  the  Mine :  the  professors  there  are 
friieiptlly  BaptiflU.  Two  Sabbaths  since, 


I  preached  the  first  sermon  that  wafl  ever 
preached  in  Florida.  The  people  very 
generally  attended,  and  heard  the  word 
with  apparent  seriousness  and  attention. 
Within  five  miles  of  Mount  Prairie  there 
is  quite  a  settlement  of  Catholics.  A  lady 
told  mo  last  summer,  that  forty  famihes  of 
Catholics  had  settled  in  this  region  within 
two  years,  and  that  many  more  were 
coming.  There  are  two  Presbyterian 
Churches,  Mount  Prairie  and  Pleasant 
Hill.  The  former  has  nine  members  and 
the  latter  twelve.  There  is  a  good  pros. 
pect  that  in  a  little  time,  these  churches, 
with  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  labours  of 
ministers,  may  be  built  up,  and  other* 
tablished.

From  the  Rev.  T.  Lippineott^  Alton, 

I  have  consented  to  leave  my  d^ar 
charge  in  Collinsville  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Brooks,  and  accordingly,  on  last  Sabbath, 
bade  them  farewell  in  a  sermon  from  3 
Cor.  13,  11,  and  some  remarks  at  night, 
chiefly  on  Acts  20,  33.

I  thank  the  Lord  for  the  strong  ticH  which 
had  to  be  rent,  though  it  inadi;  the  Iicart 
bleed.  The  state  of  things  in  Htill  intercHt- 
ing.  I  was  compelled  to  be  absent  niucii 
of  tho  time  for  two  or  tliroo  months,  and 
feared  the  consequences:  but  tho  .itten- 
tion  has  been  pretty  well  kept  up  ever 
since  the  four  days  mooting.  Several  are 
anjuous.  A  now  case  or  two  occurred 
last  Sabbath.  1  think  the  wltoJu  number 
who  entertain  hopes  since  tlie  excitement 
commoncod,  is  abovo  twenty.  Several 
have  joined  other  churches.  I  commit 
this  churohto  the  care  of  brother  Hrooks, 
(who  will  labour  there  and  at  Uelloville,)  at 
the  most  interesting  moment  in  its  history ; 
and  pray  tlie  great  Head  (»f  the  church 
that  the  work  of  tho  Lurri  may  prosper  in 
his  hands.  Although  I  receiveil  ninny 
precious  tokens  of  regard  from  thrm  in 
parting,  they  acquiesce  in  tlic  chango,  on 
the  ground  that  the  general  welfare  of  tlio 
church  will  be  promoted.

In  my  last  report,  I  stated  that,  at  a  two 
days  meeting  in  August,  the  church  re- 
solved to  holfl  a  four  days  meeting.  I 
shall  now  endeavour  to  give  some  account 
of  that  meeting,  its  apparent  results,  and 
the  present  state  of  things.  Before  doing 
thift,  however,  I  think  it  proper  to  state 
what  the  appearances  were  previous  to 
the  mooting.  Al^or  the  church  had  re. 
solvod  to  have  such  a  miieting,  they  wore 
apprized  of  the  responsibility  that  at- 
t(!nd<'d  this  resohition,  the  good  or  evil 
which  might  result  from  it,  according  as 
thoy  sliould  l)o  faithful  in  duty  or  not; 
iind,  also,  of  the  importance  of  humble, 
torvcnt,  im))ortunate  prayer,  and  a  6rm 
reliance  on  the  promises  of  <«od,  in  nfe- 
roncc  tu  this  suhji*ct.  Some  of  tho  church 
wore  not  nmch  acquainted  with  protracted 
nipolings.  Tlioy  had  heard  of  them,  but 
did  Mtjt  api)oar  to  have  a  very  correct  ap- 
prehension  in  rogard  to  thom.  It  was 
lahv  to  .ieo  tin?  shadow  of  incTodulity 
|il:iyii)g  ahont  tli^  minds  rd'  such  indivi. 
(iiiuls,  ol\'n  inJiTcopting  tho  vision  of 
their  taith,  and,  of  conrso,  chilling  their 
allc'ctiuns,  and  hindering  thoir  prayers. 
Othors,  wlio  wore  i»ottttr  acquainted  with 
tlio  ohjtrct  ot'siirh  meetings,  and  the  man. 
ncr  of  oondncting  tlioni,  looked  forward 
to  tli(!  consoqncncos  with  stmie  degree  of 
con  lido  nco  and  ho|HJ.  A  fow  appeared  to 
liavo  a  spirit  of  graco  end  suppli(Mtion, — 
tli(>  hurdon  of  thoir  souls  soomod  to  be, 
**  Lord,  uppoar  for  ns  ;  liord,  revive  thy 
work."  Owing  to  tho  scattered  situation 
of  the  motnhors,  thtsro  was  little  or  no 
gonoral  intoroonrso  among  them,  and, 
consequently,  no  opportunity  for  them  to 
stir  up  one  another's  minds.  It  was  also 
iinpossiblo  for  mo  to  visit  them  all  indi- 
vidually, and  attend  to  my  other  duties, 
in  so  short  a  time.  Tndor  these  disad- 
vantages, the  time  of  our  meeting  ar- 
rived. 

A  fow  only  attended  on  tho  first  day. 
Tlie  second  (Friday)  was  observed  by  the 
oluirch  as  a  day  <A'  fasting.  The  regular 
exoroisos  of  each  day  during  the  meeting 
woro, — morning  prayer.mooting  at  sun- 
rise ;  preaching  at  ole von  o'clock,  A.  M., 
at  two,  I*.  M.,  and  at  c<indIo.Iighting ;  like, 
witiie,  personal  conversation  with  inquirers 
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at  least  onco  each  day.    Tho  number  of 
attendants     increased     grad^i&ily  durinj^ 
Friday  and  Saturday,  and  there  was  a  very 
manirest  increase  of  interest.    The  Sab- 
bath was  a  day  of  solemnity  and  fcclin|^  ; 
the  audience  was  large  and  solemn.    We 
had  a  communion  season,  which  appeared 
to  be  a  time  of  refresliin^r  from  the  pre. 
aence  of  the  Lord,  to  ChriNtians.    A  num. 
iier  were  aiucious,  hut,  as  yet,  only  four  or 
five  professed  any  ho|)o  in  Chritft.    It  was 
a  season  of  stillness  and  order.    The  state 
t>f  thingrs  was  su  intcrcstinjr  and  cncoiira- 
ging  on   Sabbath   ovoniii}r,   that   it   was 
thought    berit    to    protract    the    ineclini^ 
another  day.     Although  tho  nuinlK*r   ot'j 
those  who  attended  on  Monday  was  loss  i 
than  on  the  SnblKitli,  yet  there  njiiKMrcd  j 
to  be  no  decrease  of  fcelinjj.     The  prayer- j 
meeting  at  f^unriso  on  Tucnlay  mnrniii;;! 
was  tho  lutit  exercise  projiorly  iH'loiiirin<;' 
to  the  four  days'  meeting,     i  )f  those  who  i 
wore  awakened  during  the  meeting,  ^oinc, 
we  tnist,  have    Ikjou   born   again.     >Vc 
reckon  about  twenty,  in  all,  as  Mil»jc(>ts  uC 
grace  in  tliis  little   revival;  but  ut'HoniCi 
of  these  we  cannot  s]»cak  with  iniicii  roiu 
fidence.

shown  that  the  Lord  was  making  known  tu 
here  and  there  a  sinner  the  plague  of  his 
own  heart,  and  once  in  a  few  weeks  or 
days,  some  one  has  been  added  to  tlio 
company  of  believers. 

Since  the  formation  of  tho  church  in 
this  county,  tliirty^ight  have  been  added — 
two  by  letter,  thirty. six  on  confession ;  of 
these,  about  one  third  are  from  the  Sab.

Dear  Sir, — Enclosed  are  three  doUan 
for  the  A.  H.  M.  S.,  being  about  the 
amount  this  unworthy  member  of  your 
Society  has  boon  accustomed  to  expend 
annually  for  trifles,  usually  denominated 
refrethmentOf  to  set  before  his  firiends  on 
new  year's  day.  It  is  now  more  than  a 
year  since  the  thought  came  into  my  mind 
that  this  was  an  unprofitable  investment; 
and  I  liad  not  reflected  long  before  the 
conviction  was  fastened  upon  me,  that  it 
was  my  duty  to  convert  this  annual  ex- 
penditure into  stock  of  a  more  petmuieni 
and  productive  character.  The  resohitioii 
was  accordingly  formed,  that,  whatever 
might  be  the  opinions  of  others,  or  how- 
ever strong  might  be  the  power  of  custom 
or  fashion,  so  long  as  a  Icind  Providence 
shall  afford  me  the  means,  it  shall  be  the 
custom  of  my  house  to  dispense  with  theso 
trifles,  and  to  cast  the  amount  annually 
into  the  treasury  of  the  Redeemer. 

I  havo  entered  into  some  arithmetical 
calculations,  as  to  the  probable  amount  of 
money  expended  in  this  way  annually,  in 
this  city,  and  the  probable  good  and  evil 
produced  by  it ; — also  the  comparative  in- 
flu  once  which  this  same  money  might  ex- 
ort  on  the  present  and  future  generations 
of  men,  if  better  expended.  How  many 
young  men  of  piety  and  talents  might  it 
educate  and  send  forth  to  proclaim  the 
words  of  eternal  life  to  those  who  sit  in 
darkness  7  How  many,  through  their  in« 
strumentality ,  might  be  brought  to  remove 
their  influence  from  the  side  of  sin  and  ruin 
to  the  Hide  of  holiness  and  salvation  1  What 
mind  can  follow  out  the  result  7  Eternity 
alone  can  show  the  revenue  of  glory, 
which  would  redound  to  the  Redeemer. 

These  few  intimations  are  submitted  to 
your  disposal,  in  hope  that  a  more  able 
hand,  witli  a  warmer  V.eart,  will  follow  up 
the  subject,  whose  arguments  the  Holy 
Spirit  shall  bless  to  hasten  that  new  year's 
day^  when  all  men  shall  honour  the  Lord 
with  their  substance  and  the  first  fruits  of 
their  increase,  and  no  longer  mistake  tho

At  the  age  of  twenty  she  went  to  re-

S ,  Indiana.    Here  opened  before 

her  a  field  well  suited  to  her  talents 
and  untiring  zeal  to  benefit  those 
around  her.  One  of  the  principal 
spheres  in  which  her  influence  was  relt 
was  that  of  Sabbath  schools.  With 
but  few  religious  privileges  in  the  place, 
and  few  to  co-operate  with  her  in  her 
benevolent  efforts,  she  collected  and 
sustained  a  female  Sabbath  school  for 
several  seasons  almost  entirely  by  her 
own  exertions.  Having  herself  learn- 
ed the  worth  of  such  instruction  iA 
early  life,  she  spared  no  pains  to  corn* 
municate  tho  same  to  others. 

In  the  autumn  of  1829  she  was  mar- 
ried to  a  gentleman  of  high  literary  and 
moral  worth.  But  the  bridal  robe  was 
destined  soon  to  be  exchanged  for  the 
habiliments  of  the  grave  !  Her  consti- 
tution being  undermined  by  previous 
disease,  it  was  soon  discovered,  by  the 
hectic  flush  which  crimsoned  her  cheek, 
that  death  was  on  his  way,  and  the  la- 
bours of  the  devoted  Sabbath  school 
teacher  were  ended.  Nor  were  our 
fears  unfounded  ;  for  the  hour  of  her 
departure  was  near  at  hand ;  but  never, 
no  never,  will  her  friends  forget  the 
power  of  religion,  which  sustained  this 
sutTering  saint.  Such  was  the  interest 
she  felt  for  her  Sabbath  school  class, 
that  she  sent  for  them  to  visit  her  on 
her  bed  of  8ickness,that  she  mi^ht  once 
more  direct  them  to  the  Saviour.  It 
was  a  touching  scene  to  witness  her 
anxiety  for  them,  and  hear  her  say,—**  1 
finjl  now,  when  I  am  too  feeble  to  read,

Mittionary  Scene, — Messrs.  Tycrman  and  Bennett  witnessed  the  following 
icene  in  tbeir  visit  to  the  island  of  Hunhinc.  It  seems  it  had  been  determined 
by  the  church  at  Huahine  to  send  some  of  their  number  with  the  good  news  of 
lilvation  to  the  Marquesas  Islands,  distont  about  one  thousand  milop.  To  set 
tptrt  two  suitable  men  for  this  service,  about  1900  individuals  assembled  in  the 
crett  chapel.  Hautia,  regent  of  the  island,  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  after 
wTotional  exercises,  the  nature,  the  importance,  and  the  difficulties  of  the  un- 
dertaking .were  fullv  explained. 

Aaoa,  a  principal  chief,  formerly  a  leader  among  the  Arcoi?:.  and  a  priest  of 
Hiro,  the  god  of  thieves,  then  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the  meeting.  He  looked 
voQod  with  an  air  of  unaccustomed  anxiety  and  embarra«smcnt,  and  at  first, 
perhaps  for  the  first  time  in  his  life,  hesitated  in  the  utterance  of  his  sentiments 
<n  a  public  occasion.  At  length,  with  a  noble  modesty,  he  began  :  "It  is  a 
food  thing  that  some  of  us  should  go  from  Huahine  to  carry  the  blessings  of 
Chriatianity  to  those  people  who  arc  yet  lying  in  the  same  ignorance,  wicked- 
ness, and  misery,  as  we  ourselves  were  but  a  tew  years  ago.  It  is  our  duty, 
tlien,  to  take  to  the  Marquesas  that  good  word  of  God  which  has  been  sent  to 
uifrom  Britain  by  the  hands  of  missionarie?*,  and  which  has  been  made  so  great 
tblessbg  to  us.  I  have,  therefore,  a  little  speech  to  make  to  the  meeting, 
*liich  is  this :  If  I  and  my  wife  might  be  so  favoured  as  to  be  sent  on  this 
errand  to  the  heathen  at  the  Marquesas — but,  perhaps,  \vc  are  not  worthy;  yet, 
if  we  could  be  thought  suitable  for  this  great  and  good  work,  both  my  wife  and 
*  would  be  very  happy  to  be  th?  bearers  of  the  Gospel  to  those  wicked 
Iilanders.'* 

When  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  sat  down  with  the  most  affecting  humility. 
Waiting  for  the  decision  of  the  assembly'  Hautia,  the  President,  inimediately 
n>se, and  said,  ''Auriais  the  man  to  go!"  Others  exclaimed,  **Auna  is  the 
nsan!"  A  chief  then  stood  up,  and  observed,  that  lie  also  had  a  little  speech  on 
^  su^ect,  which  was,  that  Auna  was  not  only  the  man  to  go,  because  he  could 
oimself  both  teach  many  tilings,  and  set  the  example  of  all  he  taught,  but 
liecause  Auna  was  "a  two-handed  man;"  he  had  a  good  wife,  Anna  Vahine, 
[i*  e.  the  wife  of  Apna,]  who  would  help  her  husband  in  every  pious  work,  and 
Would  also  teach  the  women  to  read  and  to  pray,  to  clothe  themselves  decently, 
^Qake  their  own  dresses,  plat  straw  bonnets,  manage  their  families,  and  bring 
^P  their  children  in  the  right  way.  This  being  universally  assented  to,  Auna 
^  his  wife  were  appointed, — as  it  were,  bv  acclamation,  so  greatly  were  the 
Jiecting  moved, — the  first  messengers  from  tliis  chruch  to  their  heathen  neigh- 
boon — neighbours,  in  fact,  though  they  dwelt  a  thousand  miles  oft*,  and  neigh- 
boon  in  the  language  of  the  Gospel,  because  they  loved  them  as  themselves. 
,  Another  chief  waa  then  named,  Mattatpre,  a  pious,  inteili^nt,  and  remarkably 
^niooa  man  in  every  kind  of  work  to  which  he  turned  his  hand.  Several  of 
^  conmgation  successively  stood  up,  and  in  their  *' little  speeches"  recom- 
^nded  nim  and  his  partner  (for  he  also  "  was  a  two-handed  man*')  as  suitable 
feJk)w-labour«rf  with  Auna  and  his  wife.     Mattatore,  disclaiming  with  unaf- 
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tain  eoimd,  the  art  of  reading,  spelling,  and  writing  the  laD^piage,  i«  nnde  fir 
easier  than  it  is  with  us. — About  one  third  part  of  the  people  in  the  islands  have 
been  brought  into  schools,  and  one  half  of  these  have  been  taught  to  read.  Muy 
are  able  to  write,  and  some  are  versed  in  the  elementary  principles  of  arithmetic. 
Nine  Imnclrc'l  of  the  natives  are  employed  as  sclioolmasters. — The  historical 
parts  of  the  New  Testament,  and  selections  from  the  Old,  and  aammariesof 
Christian  doctrinos  and  duties,  have  been  printed  in  the  native  language,  ud 
placed  in  the  hands  of  some  thousands  of  tiie  natives. — The  govemuient  of  tbe 
Inlands  has  adopted  the  moral  law  of  God,  with  a  knowledge  of  its  purport,  u 
tbe  ba:ji9of  its  own  future  administration;  and  the  Christian  religion  is  profes- 
sedly the  religion  of  the  nation.  Indeed  most  of  the  chief  rulers  are  memben 
of  the  visible  church  of  Chiist. — Special  laws  have  been  enacted,  and  are  en- 
forced, aguiubt  murder,  thcH:,  liccntioufe^ness,  retailing  ardent  spirita,  Sabbitk 
breaking,  and  gambling.  The  Christian  law  of  marriage  is  the  law  of  tbelui 
Commodious  Iiousos  for  public  worship  have  been  erected  by  the  principal  eUA 
with  the  cheerful  aid  of  the  people,  in  the  places  of  their  residence;  and  when 
there  is  preaching,  these  chiefs  reirularly  and  seriously  attend,  and  their  exim^ 
is  followed  by  great  numbers  of  their  subjects. — Churches  are  gathered,  uwltfc 
us,  wherever  thf  re  are  pastors  to  take  the  care  of  them,  and  accessions  are  wdi 
to  them,  from  time  to  time,  of  such  as  we  may  reasonably  hope  will  be  saved.-* 
In  one  small  district,  which,  but  a  few  years  since,  rung  through  all  tbe  lengtli 
and  breadlh  of  it  with  the  cries  of  savage  drunkenness,  a  thousand  people  hiif 
associated  on  the  principle  of  entire  abstinence  from  the  use  of  iutozicatinf 
liquors. — Moreover,  in  that  fame  district  and  in  tw*o  others,  with  a  united  popu- 
lation of  perhaps  forty  tiiousand,  where  the  morals  were  as  degraded,  a  few  vein 
ago,  as  any  where  on  earth,  a  fourth  part  of  the  inhabitants  have  formed  Uwin- 
sclves  into  societies  for  the  better  understanding  and  keeping  of  God*8  holy  Itv, 
and  require  unimpeachable  morals  as  a  condition  of  membership  in  their  seveni 
fraternities. 

AH  these  are  believed  to  be  facts.  And  they  are  traceable  vi^olly  to  the  blea- 
ing  of  God  on  the  establishment  of  a  Christian  mission  on  those  islands,  a  liltlt 
more  than  eleven  years  ago. 

A  moment's  reflection,  however,  is  sufficient  to  show,  that  aller  all,  the  work 
of  evangelizing  and  civilizing  those  islands  is  but  just  commenced.  The  utM 
is  yet  in  its  infancy.  It  is  just  beginning  to  understand  the  advantaces  of  tlN 
social  state.  The  elements  of  individual  improvement,  and  domestic  nappiiiMii 
and  national  order  and  prosperity,  have  been  introduced,  and  the  contrast  to* 
tween  the  former  and  present  condition  and  character  of  the  nation,  ai  soch,ii 
great  in  almost  every  respect.  Yet  very  few  have  done  more  than  merelf  to 
cross  the  threshold  of  knowledge.  Three  fourths  of  those,  who  are  capable  of 
learning  to  read,  have  yet  to  acquire  the  art.  A  collection  of  all  tbe  books  i> 
the  hnguare  would  not  contain  as  much  matter,  as  there  is  in  one  volume  of  the 
Missionary  Herald.  Salvation  through  the  Lamb  that  was  slain,  ia  brooskt 
vvithin  the  reach  of  thousands,  and  many  have  fled  and  are  fleeing  to  lay  hokfoi 
the  hope  set  before  them ;  but  how  few  are  their  helps,  compared  with  thoM 
which  we  have,  and  with  what  they  ought  to  possess !  The  regular  preacbiif 
of  the  Gospel  is  enjoyed  by  not  more  than  one  fourth  of  the  inhabitantf.  Tke 
rest  see  only  a  few  rays  of  heavenly  light.

It  IwMn^  ojion, 
and  the  cold  weatlicr  settinj;  in  i-o  iinrx. 
pectedly  just  as  we  coniinencod.  th«*  con- 
gregation suffered   much.     But  notv.ilh. 
standing  this  and  other  imi>cdimenlii,  or- 
dered, doubtless,  to  try  our  faith,  the  ijriMt 
Head  of  the  church  was  thereby  his  Spirit. 
Wo  reckon  between  forty  and  fifty  con- 
versions — about  thirty  in  this  village  nnd 
its  vicinity.     Twenty  have  already  united,' 
with  our  little  church,  and  we  ex]>eRt  still ; 
further    accessions.     Our    little    church,; 
commencing  its  nxistence  only  a  year  ago,  1

The  gr«<iiouB  work  which  commenced 
here  shout  s  yenr  since,  hss  continued 
-/nidufilly  t«»  th«*  present  tim».     There  has 


been  no  time  during  the  year  bat  we  emU 
discover  some  indications  that  God  wuia 
the  midst  of  us  by  the  special  opention 
of  his  Spirit.  The  children  of  God  Iutb 
frequently  felt  his  refreshing  influencei, 
while  sinners  have  trembled  and  boiredto 
his  mild  sceptre.  With  the  exception  of 
two  or  three  families,  which  seldom  attend 
on  the  means  of  grace,  there  are  none  who 
t!n<rngc  in  my  support  unless  they  wen 
professors  before,  «v  here  God  has  nnt  eO' 
torrd  by  the  convicting  and  conveitiaf 
influences  of  his  Spirit.  About  forty  heft 
indulged  hopes  during  the  past  year,  ud 
during  that  tnno  twenty  .six  have  joined 
the  church.  We  expect  others  to  jois 
soon.  About  ten  or  eleven  weeks  finee, 
we  held  a  four  days*  meeting,  which  hidi 
salutary  influence  among  us.  It  wu  the 
means  of  rendering  conviction  more  paS" 
gent  in  n  nunilier  of  instances,  and  pro- 
du«:tivc  of  some  new  cases,  some  of  whom 
have  since  resulted  in  hope.  The  week 
sucrcoding  the  protracted  meeting  vw* 
season  of  peculiar  interest,  during  which 
time  we  hold  meetings  at  six  o'clock,  both 
morning  and  evening.

In  my  last  report  I   mentioned  some 
circumstances  which  inspired  a  degree  of 
hope  thatCiod  would  viAituH  with  his  sal.

There   apiKiarod   to   be  a 
stronger  disposition  than  usual  to  be  f:uth- 
ful  in  the  use  of  the  appointed  ineanH  of 
grace.     This   state   of  things   continued 
till  the  latter  part  of  October ;  the  church 
were  then  unanimous  in  ex|)re^f<ing  a  de. 
sire  that  a  protracted  meeting  might  1h; 
held.      A   meeting   was  accordingly  ap- 
pointed, and  five  neighbouring  minislerK 
invited  to  attend.

In  my  lost  communication,  I  mentioned 
some  things  resjiecting  the  state  of  my 
people,  which  I  considered  promising 
omens,  although  there  was  no  existing 
revival.  True  it  was,  on  the  one  hand, 
that  every  tiling  appeared  dark  and 
gloomy.  The  church  appeared,  as  a  body, 
asleep,  and  with  a  very  few  exceptional,  I 
found  it  wholly  beyond  the  power  of  man 
to  awake  them.  Ilowever  plain  the  word 
was  exhibited,  and  with  what  tenderness 
and  anxiety  soever  they  were  addressed, 
their  language  still  seemed  to  l>e,  **  Let  us 
alone,  that  we  may  8er\'e  the  Egyptians.^'  « 
There  appeared  not  to  be,  on  the  minds  of 
this  part  of  the  church,  any  sense  of  cove- 
nant obligation,  of  their  own  condition,  or 
the  alarming  condition  of  sinners  around 
them. 

But  what,  on  the  other  hand,  gave  me 
occasionally  some  little  reason  to  hope 
that  good  might  be  in  store,  was  the  fact, 
that  in  a  few  instances  more  than  common 
engagcdness  was  discoverable  in  a  few 
Christians,  and  a  tenderness,  and  soma 
sense  of  their  lost  condition,  m  XVa  ixnuB 
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of  gom^  who  wftrn  as  yet  the  enemies  of 
<ToU.  This  led  mc  to  ho|K',  amidst  all  the 
durknesK,  that  it  wub  poisiblc  there  might 
bo  good  btill  in  resene  for  us. 

I'lider  these  circumstances,  a  three  days 
meeting  wuh  nppointcd  to  l>c  iioldcn  in  thi^ 
place.  During  the  fin^t  two  days,  how- 
e\er,  nothing  was  noticed,  which  gave  ufi 
niiich  reason  to  hope  dinners  wouhl  be 
converted,  or  that  many  would  l)0  awaken, 
ed  to  a  ^en^e  of  their  condition.  On  the 
tliird,  circuniMances  I)egan  to  1)0  more 
favourable,  and  at  the  clot-c  of  the  morning 
►•rvioe,  l»y  i»])ocial  fei^ueM,  about  forty 
won*  inrlinod  to  take  the  Hcat  for  impiirerh. 
Tiiifl  indurod  my  j>cc»pln  to  solicit  the  con- 
tinmnce  of  tlie  meeting  another  day, 
wliich  waa  re^idil}-  conponled  to.  On  tin- 
next  day,  about  srrenty  impiirers  prchented 
theniM'lves.  Among  these,  were  j»orsons 
of  all  ages,  from  ris^ht  or  trn  to  fij-ty. 
Prosjiects  were  now  favourable,  and  the 
feeliiigs  of  the  friends  of  /ion  were  so 
much  awakened  to  see  persons,  who  for 
thirty,  forty  and  fifty  years,  had  been 
treating  all  religion  with  contempt,  trem- 
bling under  a  sense  of  their  guilt,  and  cry- 
ing out  for  merry,  that  a  si>ocial  request 
was  made  that  tlio  meeting  might  Ktill  be 
continued  until  Sabbat ii  eve.  Suffice  it 
to  say,  that  an  appointment  was  niade 
that  the  exercises  should  runtiniie  as  usual 
until  that  jioriod.  On  the  Sabbath,  more 
than  one  hundrrd  were  found  on  the 
anxious  seat,  manifesting  a  desire  to  find 
the  Saviour. 

Tiie  work  is  slill  in  progress,  and  we 
have  reason  to  hop**,  a  rich  harvest  is  in 
store.  The  change  in  one  j)ortion  of  my 
society  is  indeed  ulnrwHs ;  and  if  reasons 
ever  existed  why  anjjels  bhould  rejoice,  I 
am  sure  they  exist  in  this  place. 

A  viib^r-ijufnt  leiit-i  gwtf*  iltc  (ulluwiii^  pRriiciiUr^: 

Within  the  limits  of  my  society,  in  four 
months,  there  have  been  attended  four 
protracted  nieetinir^,  two  by  our  own  or- 
der,  one  by  the  ^I«^tbodists,  and  one  by  the 
Ibiptists.  These  seasons,  we  trust,  have  all 
been  blessed  to  the  g(»od  of  souls.  As  the 
fruits  nf  this  revival,  there  have  been 
erected  about  twenty. five  domestic  altars, 
and  more  than  njir  hundrrd  and  fifty  arc 
cxpresKinc  a  h«ip«'  in  tbn  {Saviour.  So  far 
ns  i  am  acjjiinintid,  the  converts  appear 
well,  olid  froisi  present  appearances,  we 
should  be  !«-d  t(»  the  conclusion,  that  they 
are  the  real  friends  of  .Icsus  Christ.  Such 
is  the  cliancTij  produced  by  the  good  work 
of  grai*e,  that  the  moral  vineyard,  which 
in  this  place  wa«  but  a  barren  heath,  has 


now  become  a  fruitful  field.  PtonoM  «f 
all  ages,  from  fifty  down  to  ten  yeui, 
have  been  tho  sul^ecto  of  the  work.  Ii 
many  ncigliboiirhoodB,  in  different  seetiou 
of  tlie  town,  old  I  kings  aeeni  to  haTepeurf 
away,  and  all  ihingM  have  become  mem^— 
There  is  discoverable  a  change  in  feelingi, 
and  in  conduct.  Thoee  lipe,  once  cmpl^- 
ed  in  cursing  the  God  of  heaven,  and  im- 
precating  his  curses  on  fellow  creatsitfr 
are  now  active  in  imploring  his  bleMiiifi 
I  upon  themselves  and  othen.  Individiiali, 
who  have  for  many  yean  been  &ithitl 
servants  of  the  flceh  and  devil,  are  now 
found  among  the  people  of  God,  and  ready 
to  wait  on  tho  Lord  in  his  hooee.  They 
tipcak  of  his  goodness,  and  with  much  ap- 
parent feeling,  proclaim  to  the  worid,  tbi 
astonishing  exhibition  of  gmee  in  tbnr 
deliverance  from  deserved  wrath. 

There  have  united  with  the  Presbyteriu 
church  in  this  place,  as  yet,  but  abaat 
twenty  ;  a  few  more  stand  propoonded.— 
About  thirty  have  united  with  the  Metbo- 
dists,  and  eight  or  ten  with  tho  BapUstf.— 
There  arc  many  more  who,  probably,  wiS 
soon  unite  with  us.

During  the  last  tlirce  months  of  wj 
labours,  which  I  now  report — we  bars 
had  a  considerable  accession  to  the  Fres- 
bytcrian  church  in  this  place.  On  tlM 
first  Sabbath  in  November,  ttetnijf-tnn 
were  ad<led  by  profession,  and  four  by  fat- 
ter. On  tho  tirst  Sabbath  in  January,  (IM 
were  added,  one  by  profession,  and  oM 
by  letter.  Those  added  by  profesiion, 
were  chiefly  the  fioiits  of  a  three  diyf 
meeting  held  in  this  place  in  last  AogwU 
The  revival,  however,  in  this  place,  had 
commenced,  and  three  or  four  had  obtiin- 
ed  hopes  previous  to  the  meeting.  A  con- 
siderable numlK>r  of  the  converts,  dorinf 
the  meeting,  belonged  to  the  adjoinnf 
towns,  and  most  of  them  Iiave  since  anitad 
with  the  churches  where  they  zeside^-* 
I  have  lately  ionned  a  Tract  society,  and 
commenced  the  monthly  distributioB^--' 
Our  Temperance  society  numbers  now 
one  hundred  and  sixty  members.  We 
have  entered  upon  tho  "  Verse  System." 
Those  who  commit  their  verse  a  day,  du- 
ring the  week,  recite  Sabbath  noon.  Oar 
Sabl>ath  schools  continue  in  operatioBi 
but  are  small  during  the  winter  months.-' 
Our  prayer  meetings,  especially  the  Con- 
cert on  the  first  Monday,  and  our  Saturdav 
evening  meetings,  are  much  better  attend- 
ed than  formerly.    We  are  attempting  te 
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»9^  tlii"  year,  by  nontributionB  at 
"Monthly  Concert,"  for  Forcifpfi 
nons.  Our  church,  two  years  ago,  in 
place,  conswted  only  of  twelve  mem- 
— since  that  time  about  sixty  have 
I  added.

I^ut  far  deei)er  sympathy, 
and  more  substantial  aid,  are  required, 
before  the  result  so  much  desired,  and 
which,  on  paj»er,  seems  so  easy  of  attain- 
ment,  will   bo    realized.    Wo   liope  our 
brethren  in  Vermont  will  not  forget  the

''f  tnith  have  been  cordially  received. 

Owin;;j  to  t!ie  rircuniptances  here  com- 
municated, 1  have  totmd  little  time  for 
Pastoral  visits,  except  among  the  sick. — 
I  bare  paid  many  delightful  visits  to  the 
<^ouc.h  of  disease  and  suffering,  and  have 
i«>t  an  frequently  found  that  couch  "quite 
^  the  verse  of  Heaven.'* 


Af\cr  detailing  the  labours  of  the  Mis. 
sionaries,  and  their  success,  which  in 
almost  every  case  was  of  a  most  encoura. 
ging  character, — the  Spirit  of  God  having 
been  largely  poured  out  on  the  beneficiary 
churches, — the  Report  proceeds  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  In  conclusion,  the  Directors  would  urge 
the  Society,  and  all  the  friends  of  Domes- 
tic Missions,  to  improve  the  present  most 
favourable  time  for  building  up  the  waste 
i>places  in  Vermont.     In  no  former  year, 
•  probably,  has  such  signal  success  attended 
the  operations  of  this  Society  as  during  the 
past ;  and  at  no  former  time  has  the  Spirit 
of  tlie  I«ord  descended  so  generally  on  the 
nssibted  churches.     Now,  emphatically,  is 
the  time  to  work  ;  for  God  sends  down,  in 
an  unuhual  manner,  his  blessing  on  our 
labours.     Now  let  our  treasury,  which  is 
almost  entirely  exhausted,  be  fully  reple- 
nished   with   liberal,  free-will    offerings. 
Now  let  prayer  and  effort  go  together  to 
the  benevolent  enterprise ;  and  during  the 
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coining  year,  \vc  iiiay  have  rcaii«'iri  lo  liopo' 
that  a  richer  and  ampler  harvest  may  be! 
gathorod.

Beware!  for  God  answers  jirayor  in 
Viratk  as  well  iis  in  ttuny — lo  the  d*:- 
tiruclion  as  well  as  t  he  tnUmtum  of  men. 
In  proof  of  this  1  tnvc  the  following 

facts: 

A  merchant  of ,  engfagod  in  a 

lucrative  trade,  was  convinced  by  tlic 
Spirit  of  God  that  ho  wu6  an  ht;ii  ol 
hell, but  might  by  repentance,  and  fuith 
in  Jesua  Christ,  become  an  lieir  of  hea- 
ven.   The  •'  god  of  this  world"  tempted 
him  with  much  earthly  gftin.  and  God, 
inthe  Person  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  ofle  red 
him  durable  riches  and  righteousness. 
lie  was  fully  convinced,  as  he  said,  that 
the  riclies  of  earth  and  tlie  riches  ol 
heaven  were  set  before  him,  and  that 
lie   could  not  obtain  botji,  hut   might 
have  his  choice.  He  glanced  at  lieavcn's 
durable   riches,  and  tlien   belt  led   hit? 
covetous  gaze  upon  earth's  glitternig 
gold,      lie  paused,    feeling    that   hio 
choice  was  for  eternity ;  but  strangely, 
madly  said,  "Give  me  my  portion  liere." 
His  prayer  was  answered.     His  riches 
were  multiplied.      But,  said   ho,   **  1 
know  that  to  gain  the  world  I  have  lost 
my  soul." 

Beware,  then,  how  you  pray  !  If  you 
arc  so  contemptuous  of  Christ's  blood 
bought  inheritance,  as  to  ask  in  pre- 
ference to  it  the  perishable  treasures  of 
earth,  God  in  his  anger  may  grant  your 
request.  Beware,  also,  lest  your  de- 
ceitful heart  barter  away  heaven  for 
earth,  while  you  cherish  the  hope  that 
both  are  yours.  You  may  not  bo  as 
conscious  of  your  doings  as  the  mer- 
chant named,  and  ^et  may  as  eflcctuall]^ 
seal  your  damnation. 

That  my  note  of  alarm  is  not  sounded 
without  cause,  is  further  proved  by  Mr. 
,  of  G ,  in  the  state  of  New- 
York.     I  give  his  history  as  related  to 

me  by  Deac.  T ,  who  visited  him 

on  his  dying  bed,  and  urged  upon  his 


acceptance  Jesus  Christ  and  his  free 
salvation.

Spirit  from  me.  My  prayer  was  in- 
swcred.     For  I  had  no  sooner  riecn 


upon  my  feet,  than  my  sense  of  sin  and 

fear  of  hell  were  gone.    From  thai 

day  to  this,!  have  had  no  anxiety  about 

my  eternal  state.  In  that  grove Iprayc( 

away  tiio  Spirit  of  God,  and  he  willnc 

ver  return  to  otfcr  ine  pardon  andelcr 

nal  life  through  the  blood  of  Christ.   1 

know  that  I  shall  soon  be  in  hell.    No 

thing  can  save  me.    My  doom  is  sealed 

And  yet  I  am  quite  indiiferent  to  tin 

future."    Thus  given  over  to  hardnes 

oflieart  and  blindness  of  mind,  in  an 

swerto  hisblasphcn'ious  prayer.hedied 

according  to  his  own  word,  "inbel 

to  litl  up  his  eyes,  beinff  in  torments." 

Oh,  then,  beware  how  you  pray 

Beware,  even,  of  a  ttcrei  desire  tha 

the  Spirit  sliould  depart  from  you ;  fc 

that  secret,  impious  prayer,  may  pre 

voke  the  searcher  of  hearts  to  give  yoi 

also,  over  to  hardness  of  heart,  an 

blindness  of  mind,  that  you  may  \ 

damned. 


*•  RE  FLOES  OF  LIES." 
[Fumiihcd  by  a  Faitor.] 

How  Strange  is  it,  that  mankii 
should  ever  mistake  ttlf-complacenty  I 
holy  delight !  Should  imagine,  tb 
that  pleasure  which  begins  and  endt 
itl/i  is  the  same  with  th&t  which  htg 
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nd  ends  m  God  !  That  to  be  pleased 
'ith  ielf^  what  self  has  done,  and  ex- 
ecUto  do,  18  to  be  pleased  witli  God, 
leased  with  what  Christ  is,  and  has 
one,  and  has  promised  to  do  !  How 
Lranse  that  the  proud  Pharisee  should 
nlstake  that  momentary  peace  which 
bllows  his  self  complacent  feelinig^s, 
or  that  solid  peace  which  fills  the  bo- 
lom  of  the  humble  Christian  !  In  both 
Ases  there  is  peace, it  is  true — but  how 
iiflfercnt !  Tne  security  which  is  felt 
by  the  Pharisee  is  frequently  interrupt- 
ed by  the  voice  of  conscience,  and  by 
dreiaful  forebodings,  it  is  like  the 
gTMt  caLn  before  an  earthquake ;  it  is 
ominous  of  coming  wrath;  and  is  the 
more  dreadful,  in  proportion  as  it  is 
more  profound.  The  peace  of  the 
Christian,  on  the  contrary,  is  like  sun- 
lUnc  afler  a  storm:  The  storm  of 
conviction,  afler  having  uprooted  the 
tmholy  passions  of  the  soul,  has  passed 
by ;  and  the  rays  of"  the  Sun  ofRight- 
eoQsness"  now  beam  upon  the  heart. 

The  mistake  here  contemplated, 
bowever,  is  no  less  frequent  than 
Ktrangc.  On  this  rock  thousands  are 
(lashed  and  ruined.  How  often  do  we 
hear  the  convicted  sinner,  and  the  sin- 
ner to  whom  **  the  gates  of  deatli  have 
been  opened,"  pronjising  to  do  better 
for  the  future !  How  many  such  vows 
we  extorted  by  the  rack  of  conviction, 
the  bed  of  sickness,  and  the  scene  of 
dangfer!  Yet  what  arc  these  pronuHOb 
but  the  expression  of  that  very  bcH 
complacency  which  we  have  just  de- 
scribed ! 

Several  facts,  in  illustration  of  the 
ibo\e  remarks,  are  recollcctd  by  the 
writer.  Two  of  the  most  remarkable 
will  now  be  related : 

The  first  is  the  case  of  a  young  man 
iif  A— ,  the  relation  of  which  was 
pven  me  by  himself,  as  a  reason  for  his 
'lopc.  He  informed  me,  that,  three  or 
four  years  since,  lie  was  taken  dan- 
gerously sick  in  tiie  western  part  of 
the  state  of  New  York ;  far  away  from 
hia  paternal  roof^ — far  from  his  friends 
and  relatives.  In  the  early  part  of  his 
aclmess,  the  thoughts  of  eternity — of 
the  religious  instruction  lie  had  rcceiv- 
^  and  neglected — ^thesinsof  his  life — 
tbeee  tlioughts  for  awhile  filled  him 
with  terror.  But  at  length  he  resolved, 


that  if  God  would  spare  his  life,  he 
would  do  better.     Soon  as  he  had 
formed  this  resolution,  his  fears  sub- 
sided— his  trouble  was  gone,  and  peace 
filled  his  mind.     Ho  soon  recovered, 
and  returned  to  his  friends.    After  his 
health  was  fully  restored,  he  was  fre- 
quently disturbed  with  doubts  risspect- 
ing  the  genuineness  of  this  experience. 
One  professed  minister — [  hope  there 
are  not  many  such — ^to  whom  he  made 
known  his  case,  told  him  that  he  iimi# 
looking  too  hitch ;  and  must  therefore 
be  satisfied  with  the  Minall  evidence  he 
had.    But  who  caimot  see,  with  half 
an  eye,  that  in  this  experience  there  is 
no  reliance  upon  Christ,  nor  any  thing 
which   implies  such  reliance?     Who 
does  not  see  that  the  hope  of  this  man 
was  founded  upon  what  he  himself  ex- 
pected to  do?    What  Christian  does 
not  discover  that  the  joy  and  peace 
which  followed  his  resoluuon,  were  the 
result,  not  of  true  submission  to  Christ, 
nor  of  sincere  contrition  for  sin ;  but  of 
the  stifling  of  conscience  ?     He  pro- 
mised to  do  better.     With  this  promise 
he  was  satisfied  ;    imaflrining   that    it 
would  satisfy  God  for  his  past  sins,  an4 
be  accepted  us  all  his  present  duty.  In 
reply  to  a  question  which  I  put,  he 
stated  that,  since  his  recovery,  he  had 
lived  just  about  as  he  expected  to, 
when  he  made  this  promise.    Vet  hk 
had  never  made  a  profession  of  religion, 
—never  raised  his  family  altnr— nor  did 
he  regard  the  Sabbath.     When  I  told 
him  plainly,  as  in  the  sight  of  God, 
(hat  this  hope,  unless  renounced,  would 
be  at  last  "  like  the  giving  up  of  thd 
ghost ;"  tlie  warning  seemed  unpleasant. 
And  atlcr  this  conversation,  he  appear- 
ed to  avoid  me  as  much  as  possible. 

XhG  second  fact  is  also  the  cose  of  a 
young  nierchant  in  K— ,  whose  sick 
bed  I  lately  visited.  1  knew  that  he 
iiad  been  under  serious  impressions 
previous  to  his  confinoment — indeed  he 
had  once  taken  the  anxious  seat.  I 
went  therefore  the  more  cheerfully,  as 
there  was,  to  human  view,  a  fairer 
prosspcct  of  success  than  in  ordinary 
cases.  Perhaps  I  ouwht  also  to  state, 
that  another  encouraging  circumstance 
was,  that  the  prayers  of  the  brethren, 
in  our  frequent  meetings,  seemed  to  be 
united  in  behalf  of  the  sick  in  our  vici- 
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nity ;  and  I  had  reason  to  think  that  his  1 
situation  was  especially  impressed  on 
their  minds,  as  it  was  on  my  own.    1 
found  hiai  in  the  room  with  no  one  but 
his  mother.     I  conversed  and  prayed 
with  him.      In  the  conversation  the 
question  was  put,  whether  he  had  pro- 
mised himself  to  do  better,  provided  he 
should  recover  ?    On  his  acknowledg- 
ing that  he  had  had  such  thouirhte,  I 
attempted  to  show  him  the  folly  and 
wickedness  of  such  a  promise.    Three 
points  were  especially  held  up  to  his 
view.     First,  that  in  this  resolution 
tliere  was  nothing  of  Ciirist.  He  could 
make  this  promise  just  as  well  without 
a  Saviour  as  with  one :    By  it  he  was 
evidently  intending  to  make  some  satis- 
faction to  God  for  bis  past  sins.     Se- 
condly, I  assured  liim  that  God  would 
not  accept  it  as  an  atonement  for  liis 
sins,  or  as  any  satiafaction.    The  in- 
solvent might  as  well  think  that  a  pro- 
mise to  get  in  debt  no  more,  would  sa- 
tisfy his  creditor  for  the  debt  he  had 
already  incurred.     I  assured  him  that 
God  would  not  only  not  accept  it,  but 
would  abhor  it ;  inasmuch  as  it  was  a 
virtual   rejection  of  Christ,    and   his 
atonement.     Lastly,   I  solemnly  de- 
clared to  him,  that  if  he  maintained 
this  ground,  and  God  restored  him  to 
health,  he  would  certainly  forget  his 
resolution,  and  turnback  to  the  world. 
Whilst  thus  showing  him  his  need  of  a 
Saviour,  he  bowed  assent ;  scemuig  to 
understand  and  feel  the  force  of  these 
remarks.     I  Ictl  him;  was  absent  a 
week  or  two ;  and,  upon  my  return, 
visited  liiin  again.    But  his  language 
was  entirely  changed.    He  could  now 
bee  that  the  world  had  kept  him  back 
from  Christ,  even  when  he  thought  he 
was  willing  to  come.     He  could  now 
see  that  ho  had  all  along  been  calcu- 
lating upon /u/ure  amendment,  future  I 
repentauccjuture  submission  to  Christ, 
whilst  at  the  same  time  he  neglected 
prcsetU  duty  ;  and  whilst,   as  he  now 
saw,  Christ  had  been  knocking  at  the 
door  of  his  heart.     His  heart  scorned  to 
bo  broken  for  his  sins,  and  filled  with 
luvc  tu  the  Saviour,     llis  conversation 
was    liighly   satisfactory.      His   rooin 
seemed  to  me  to  be  "*  the  house  uf  God. " 
He  recovered.    Two  or  throe  months 
^lavc  elajiscd,  and  he  still  appears  well.

An  instance  which  occurrtd  a  few  dtyi 
since  I  will  attempt  to  d)98cribe.  It  xe- 
latcs  to  a  man  who  was  a  ?enf  cooiUrt 
attendant  on  my  ministry.  Every  Sik- . 
bath  he  would  be  in  his  place,  aiMgifC 
such  respectful  and  close  attention,  ■ 
to  attract  the  notice  of  many.  I  WM 
several  times  asked,  «  Do  Vou  tliiiik 
win  ever  becovne  a  Chiistiii?" 


He  was  a  man  of  rather  mure  thin  «• 
diiiary  strength  of  mind  and  indepea* 
dence  of  character.  . 

I  often  endeavoured  to  asoettui 
what  it  could  be  that  should  cause  \am 
to  remain  unaffected  by  those  truth 
which  he  did  not  pretend  to  queslioB.

A  VISIT  IN  SE  \SON. 
[Furoiiiiied  by  a  Clergyman.]

In  the  morning  ho  was  as 
ic  to  walk  about  the  liouse,  uiid 
the  family  at  the  brcakliisl  ta- 


ble. When  we  had  attended  family 
worship,  I  sought  an  opooitunity  for 
further  conversation  with  the  young 
man.  He  told  mc  he  would  like  to  m 
a  Christian,  and  hoped,  that  before  he 
died,  the  Lord  would  have  mercy  on 
him.  He  manifested  no  deep  and  ear- 
nest solicitude  about  his  soul.  He 
prayed  some,  was  somewhat  anxious, 
and  hoped  the  Lord  would  come  and 
meet  him  "  one  of  these  days." 
I  related  several  instances  where 

Cons  with  whom  I  was  acquainted, 
been  able  until  a  few  hours,  or  a 
few  moments  before  their  death,  (when 
their  complaint  was   apparently  the 
same  as  his,)  to  be  about  the  room  or 
even  walk  out  of  doors,  and  that  he 
was  liable  to  be  taken  away  suddenly 
in  like  manner.    I  told  him  that  thouffn 
he  might  be  honest  in  thinking  that  he 
had  done  all  that  he  could  do  to  become 
a  Christian,  yet  he  was  doubtless  mis- 
taken in  his  views  of  duty.    He  was 
urged  to  be  as  earnest  in  becoming  re- 
conciled to  God  as  though  he  knew  that 
he  could  not  live  till   the  morrow's 
uipht.    '*  You  may  be  flattering  your- 
self," it  was  said,  "that  you  are  in  no 
dan£rer  of  immediate  death  ;  but  you 
are  In  danger  continually  of  dropping 
away  without  any  warning  that  death 
is  near.     I  know  not  but  you  may  livQ 
some  months.    It  is,  however,  very 
doubtful.    Your  safest  course  is,  to 
do  w^ith  your  might  what  your  hands 
find  to  do.     Your  present  and  eternal 
interest  ur^c  you  to  this.     If  you  wish 
to  know  wliat  God  requires  you  to  do, 
and  are  willing  to  do  it,  I  will  gladly 
inform  you.      It  is  something  which 
may  he  done,  even  if  you  are  to  die  in 
five  minutes.     Now,  will  you  do  it  if  I 
will  tell  you  what  it  is?"    Yet;  was  the 
reply,  while  a  feeling  of  deep  interest 
began  to  show  itself  in  his  emaciated 
countenance  and  sunken  eyes.  **  Well, 
then,  1  will  tell  you ;    •  Repent  of  your 
gins  and  believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christy 
and  you  shall  be  saved.     To  repent  is 
to  be  sorry  that  you  have  done  wrong, 
and  to  cease  from  doing  wrong.     Es- 
pecially,  to  be  grieved  that  you  have 
ninncd  airainst  God :  to  feel  as  the  Pro- 
digal did  when   he  arose  aud  came  to 
his  iath«ir,  sayhig,  *  Father,  I  have  sin 
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ncd.'  To  bcliovc  in  Christ,  is  to  trust 
your  soul  in  his  hands  fur  salvation : 
to  disclaim  oil  goodness  or  morit  in 
yourself;  and  to  resign  ijour  will  to  GofVa 
vnlL  Will  you  nov  do  it?"  His  re- 
ply was,  ye*.  I  soon  left  him.  In  throe 
days  from  that  moniinrr  I  heard  that  his 
spirit  had  gone  into  eternity.  1  learned 
from  the  friends,  that  he  told  them,  very 
soon  allor  my  leaving,  that  lie  had  Ibimd 
the  Saviour,  and  was  happy.  W  liilo  he 
lived,  he  filled  up  his  time  in  exhorting 
liis  relatives  and  ncighhours  to  ])re]mrc 
for  death  and  eternity. 

Although  we  would  not  speak  too 
confidently  concerning  this  cauo,  yet  on 
the  sup|>osition  that  the  conversion  was 
genuine,  it  testifies  hmdly  in  favour  of 
urging  an  ininicdiatc  compliance  witl 
the  terms  of  salvation.  As  a  result  of 
tho  occurrences  narrated  above,  the 
parents  of  this  youn?  man  have  pro- 
fessed religion,  and  also  two  sons  and 
a  daughter,  all  the  surviving  children, 
have  found  the  Saviour.

AMERICAN  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 
ITS  OPERATIONS  AND  WANTS. 

Will  the  friends  of  Missions  in  the  United  States  never  appreciate,  as  they 
Mgfat,  the  wants  of  the  destitute  within  their  own  borders?  This  is  a  question 
jfidlemn  import,  and  needs  to  be  propounded  and  reiterated.  On  hehalf  ofthe 
(knehcan  Home  Missionary  Society,  we  arc  constrained  to  urge  it  with  prayer- 
U  solicitude. 

The  object  of  this  Society,  as  uefined  in  its  constitution,  is  '*  to  assist  con- 
pegations  that  are  unable  to  support  the  gospel  ministry,  and  to  send  the  gos- 
pel to  the  destitute  within  the  United  States."  This  object  has  been  pursued 
with  unanticipated  success,  and  the  operations  of  the  Society  have  been  signal- 
ly blessed,  as  a  means  of  advancing  the  moral  and  religious  interests  of  our  coun- 
Uy,  especially  within  the  widely  extended  bounds  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
lathe  five  years  and  ten  mouths,  since  its  organization,  it  has  aided  in  the  sup- 
port of  more  than  850  ministers,  in  congregations  and  missionary  districts, 
ivhich,  without  Ruch  assistance,  must  have  remained  but  partially,  or  not  at  all, 
■nj^lied  with  the  preaching  ofthe  gospel.  These  ministers  have  reported  1250 
yetrs  of  ministerial  labour  performed  in  the  service  of  the  Society.  Sabbath 
School  and  Bible  Class  instruction  have  been  pursued  with  great  success  in  most 
ofthe  congregations  aided.  Numerous  and  interesting  revivals  of  religion  have 
been  enjoyed,  and  not  less  than  15,000  souls  have  been  reported,  as  the  hopeful 
■Qbjects  of  renewing  grace,  under  the  labours  of  our  missionaries. 

Ofthe  whole  number  of  ministers,  in  whose  support  aid  has  been  granted,  238 
h»w  been  located  and  employed  west  of  tlie  Aliegrhany  mountains,  which  is 
■iwrlyone  half  of  the  present  number  of  Presbyterian  ministers  on  the  whole 
field;  thus  furnishing  religious  instruction  to  many  ofthe  new  and  rising  settle- 
»)ent8  in  those  frontier  states  and  territories,  of  whicli  they  must  otherwise  have 
vvmained  destitute. 

Id  the  prosecution  of  an  enterprise  so  extended,  it  is  apparent  that  large 
il^etos  are  required ;  yet  the  Society  has  nu  permanent  funds,  but  is  dependent 
entirely  on  the  yearly  contributions  of  the  bonevolont.  Until  the  two  last  years, 
^liese  contributions  were  sufllcient  to  sustain  its  operations,  but  of  late  they  have 
*ot  increased  in  proportion  to  the  necessary  expenditures  of  the  Society.  At 
^last  aniversary,  the  number  of  missionaries  reported  was  '163,  and  the  amount 
of  expenditures,  during  the  year,  was  gs  17,247.  IJut  the  receipts  of  the  year, 
^m  ordinary  sources,  fell  sliort  of  this  sum  more  than  ^1000,  and  would  have 
^  the  Society  so  much  in  debt,  had  it  not  been  for  the  very  providential  and 
^o^y  reception  of  a  legacy  of  §5000,  leaving  in  the  treasury  ^877,  at  the  end  of 
^year,  in  May  last.  Since  that  time  86  new  appointments  have  been  made, 
^ogthe  whole  number  of  ministers,  in  whose  support  the  Executive  Commit- 
*•«  ii  pledf^d  to  render  aid  within  the  current  year,  more  than  500.  These,  at 
*B  average  of  }100  each,  will  require  an  annual  expenditure  of  more  than 
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j;60,0(X).  For  thid  amount  we  have  endeavoured  to  provide,  by  the  appoint- 
meiit  of  acrents  to  solicit  funds  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  and  by  other 
means.  But  notwithstandine  thof?e  provijrions,  the  payments  of  the  Society, to 
meet  the  current  demands  ol'thp  missioimrifi?,  have  greatly  exceeded  its  receipt*. 
The  treasury,  on  the  1st  nf  January,  If;:J2,  was  overdra'wn  Jl 2,000,  for  which 
individuals  of  our  own  numhrr  wore  ])er?scfUMlly  responsible.  This  responribiHty 
was  assumed  only  from  the  necessity  of  the  case.  We  had  conscientioudy  ob- 
served the  strictest  economy  in  our  appropriations,  iilcdjrin^  in  each  case  the 
smallest  amount,  which,  after  due  examination,  ap|>cured  sufficient  to  answer 
the  object  of  the  Society.  But  nf^er  every  possible  retrenchment,  we  wen 
obliged  to  burrow  the  above  amount. 

Ijicse  facts  have  been  repeatedly  publinhcd,  and,  to  insure  themamore  atto- 
tive  consideration,  they  were  embodied  in  a  circular,  and  addressed  to  manjiD- 
dividuals,  both  ministers  and  laymen,  in  diirorcnt  parts  of  the  country.  Bat  the 
returns  which  have  been  received,  liavo  fallen  far  short  of  the  demands  of  the 
objects.  The  cnntributioTis  to  the  Society,  since  the  first  of  January  last,  htie 
been  barely  sufficient  to  enable  tiie  treasurer  to  pay  the  current  drafts  of  the 
missionaries.  The  treasury  is  therefore  still  over-drawn  nearly  {19,000,  ftr 
which  the  Committee  arc  individually  responsible,  and  must  remain  so,  and  even 
increase  that  responsibility,  or  curtail  the  operations  of  the  Society,  unles^the 
friends  of  its  benevolent  object  can  be  persuaded  to  increase  their  contributioiM* 
Cannot  this  be  done.'  Will  not  Christians  ponder  these  statements  in  their 
hearts?  How  many  wealthy  prolessors  of  r^lipon  there  are  in  our  cities  twl 
flourishing  vilaoes,  who  mif^lji  contribute  to  tiiis  object  )^.')00  or  {1000  each,  the 
present  year,  without  diverting  a  siniirlc  doll«ir  from  the  contributions,  which  they 
are  accustomed  to  make,  to  other  objects  of  benevolence,  or  denying  themsdrei 
or  their  families,  a  single  earthly  comfort,  which  can  be  purchased  with  money. 
How  many  there  are,  who  might  give  hundreds,  and  fifties,  and  tens !  Andtbcs 
what  a  multitude  of  those  who  are  less  able,  might,  with  a  little  self-denitl,  or 
none  at  all,  pour  their  ten  thousand  oflerings  into  this  treasury  of  charity  to  the 
poor !  O,  if  the  professed  disciples  of  Christ  but  half  do  their  duty,  in  relitNB  | 
to  this  object,  the  Home  Missionary  Society  would  experience  no  embani^ 
ment  for  the  want  of  funds.  It  might,  at  once  enlarge  its  operations,  totbaftO 
extent  of  the  wants  of  the  destitute,  who  now,  alas,  sometimes  plead  in  Tahifiv 
their  aid. 

Will  not  ministers  review  these  statements,  and  read  them  to  their  peopbi 
and  tell  them,  and  prove  from  the  Bible,  what  a  privilege  it  is  to  give  for  sndi* 
Durpose  ?  It  is  a  theme  which  may  be  addressed  with  irresistible  force  to  the 
nearts  and  consciences  of  Christians,  and  urged  by  all  the  tender  claims  of  kindred 
and  country.  It  is  fi)r  our  fellow  citizens,  for  our  brethren  according  to  the  j 
flesh.  It  is  for  hundreds  of  thousands  of  perishing  souls  in  destitute  settieineBtii 
which  are  constantly  applying  for  missionary  aid.  It  is  a  cause  full  of  pronie* 
to  the  dearest  interests  of  num.  If  ministers  and  Christians  wnll  do  their  dotfi 
it  surely  will  not  be  impeded  for  the  lack  of  a  few  thousand  dollars. 

To  show  how  easy  it  would  be  for  the  Christian  public  to  meet  the  f\ill  demand 
of  this  object,  and  how  strongly  it  enlists  the  favour  of  Christians  wherever 
it  is  properly  presented,  we  might  instance  the  amount  subscribed  by  th* 
congregations  in  this  city  the  current  year.  In  some  sinj-le  churches,  thesob- 
scriptioh  has  been  fronr  glOOO  to  2,j(K).  But  these  arc  few  and  insufficient  t<> 
sustain  the  rnti»rprise  alone.  O,  that  all  the  chu relies,  according  to  their  abili* 
ty,  would  follow  those  delightful  examples.  What  a  privilege  to  themselTee* 
What  a  blessing  to  the  land  ! 

Some  churches  and  individuals  have  done  so,  in  different  parts  of  the  countrV" 
The  followinor  examples  arc  wortliy  of  puhliration,  in  this  connexion,  not  omj 
on  account  of  their  recent  occurrence,  but  because  they  are  npontaneout,  and  li- 
beral, and  worthy  of  imitation. 
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WHAT  AN  INDIVIDUAL  CAN  DO. 

PREACHING  THE  GOSPEL  BY  PROXY. 

A  few  weeks  since,  **A  Friend  to  Jiutiont"  in  Washinffton  Citu,  whose 
name  is  unknown  to  us,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hooker,  Secretary 
of  the  Connecticut  Missionary  Society,  offering  to  support  a  missionary  for  two 
years,  and  perhaps  longer,  in  the  state  of  Missouri.  The  proposal  was  transmit- 
ted by  Mr.  Hooker,  to  the  office  of  the  A.  H.  M.  S.,  accompanied  with  the  cer 
tificate  of  a  clergyman  in  Wasliington,  that  our  unknown  friend  miffht  be  de- 
pended on  to  redeem  his  pledge.  Supposing  that  he  intended  to  supply  the  de- 
ficiency only  in  a  roissionary'tf  support,  the  people  contributinff  a  part,  we  wrote 
him,  stating  the  amount  which  his  enga^mcnt  would  probably  cost  him  in  that 
state,  and  inquiring  if  he  would  be  wilhng  to  assume  the  support  of  one  of  the 
missionaries  now  on  the  field?  The  following  is  his  reply,  to  the  publication  of 
which  we  presume  he  will  not  object,  as  his  name  is  entirely  concealed  from  us, 
aa  well  as  from  our  readers. 

Washington,  ^4th  Feb.,  1892. 
Rev.  A.  Peters,  Cor.  Sec.  A.  H.  M.  S. 

J>ear  Sir, — In  writing  to  Mr.  Hooker,  it  was,  and  still  is,  my  intention  to  sup- 
port a  missionary,  not  for  two  years  only — but,  if  blest  with  the  ability,  to  sup- 
port (unaided  by  others)  a  missionary,  during  my  life.  Two  years  were  named 
as  certain,  because  my  days  may  not  be  prolonged  to  that  extent,  and  I  was 
willing,  in  any  event,  to  guaranty  a  suppoi^ibr  that  time,  even  should  my  days 
be  much  shorter  than  that  period. 

I  have  neither  space,  nor  time,  nor  do  I  think  it  requisite,  to  give  all  the  rea- 
sons which  actuated  me  in  this  matter.  I  wish  to  add  to  the  missionary  labours 
already  in  the  field,  in  Missouri;  and  cannot  accept  either  of  the  propositions 
Contained  in  your  communication.  I  had  concluded  to  devote  to  that  purpose, 
one  hundred  and  four  dollars  per  quarter ;  however  mnch  my  circumstances  may 
be  thereby  straitened,  or  my  deprivations  increased.  I  had  determined  tor 
two  years,  if  not  lor  life,  to  prent-h  the  gospel  by  proxy y  and  I  am  unwilling  to  be 
persuaded,  however  avarice,  cupidity,  ease,  comfort,  or  convenience,  may  plead 
with  me,  to  accede  to  your  proposition,  by  which  the  sum  to  be  furnished  by  me, 
would  be  so  much  reduced  ;  I  still  feel  a  desire  to  have  my  first  object  fulfilled, 
and  accordingly  renew  the  proposition  to  your  Society,  to  furnish  the  sum  as 
stated  above,  for  two  years,  provided  yon  will  send  a  missionary  to  St.  Louis, 
M  before  reque^^ted.  The  season  is  approaching  when  the  journey  to  St.  Louis 
mav  be  made  with  ease ;  I  wish  to  be  in  the  field  in  the  midst  of  the  harvest, 
and  trust  you  will  find  such  a  labourer,  as  accords  with  the  spirit,  and  views, 
and  hopes,  and  deserts,  of  this  my  proposal.  Any  aid  which  the  people  may 
give  toward  the  support  of  the  ambassador  which  may  be  sent,  your  Society  may 
apply  to  the  support  of  those  already  in  Missouri.  I  wish  uno  of  the  ablest,  and 
0K>8t  persevering,  and  faithful,  that  can  be  found,  of  the  Presbyterian  faith ; 
and  trust,  that  he  who  ruleth  in  all  things,  will  provide  a  true  man  and  faithful. 
Your  reply  will  guide  me  in  my  further  acts  in  this  matter.     Respectfully,

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Master.  Mont  of  the  other  churches  in  the 
state  wore  formed  several  years  later. 
Yet  such  is  their  incrcai*u  as  to  demand 
devout  jrratitudo  to  God.  The  followins:| 
churcheH,  planted  by  missionaries  from  the ' 
A.  II.  M.  Soc,  have  all  l»oen  in  existence 
less  than  four  yrart.  The  Siinj^ainon 
churcli,  orjninizcd  with  18  memheni,  now 
consists  of  80.  Others  are  expected  soon 
to  join.  The  HiiUboro'  churcli,  constitu. 
ted  with  7,  has  now  near  5U  communicants. 
The  church  at  Quincy  was  fonncd  one 
year  since,  when  the  numlicr  of  conmiu. 
nicants  was  15 ;  now  it  has  3i2. 

This  may  be  taken  aa  the  just  represcn. 
tation  of  such  of  our  churches  as  have  en- 
joyed the  re^lar  administration  of  the 
word  and  ordinances  of  God.  I  speak 
particularly  of  our  church  in  the  northern 
and  middle  parts  of  the  state,  most  of 
which  have  been  formed  by  missionaries 
from  your  Society.  The  Jacksonville 
church  was  organized  in  1H27,  with  thir. 
teen  members.  In  July,  182H,  was  held 
the  first  communion  season  after  obtain- 
ing a  Pastor.  At  this  time  the  numlier  of 
members  was  increased  to  28.  The  num- 
ber of  additions  since  lias  been  13(). 

Thus  has  the  Lord  smiled  on  the  labours 
of  his  ser\'ants,  and  calls  on  us  to  render 
gratitude  and  praise  ;  and  to  enfTiif^T^-  in  his 
ser\'icc  with  renewed  devoted ncss  and  con- 
fidence in  his  future  blessing. 

Three  years  ago  we  had  neither  Presby- 
tery, nor  Synod,  nor  CoUepe,  in  our  state ; 
not  scarcely  a  meeting-house,  excopt  one 
or  two  teniporary  lug  buildings.  Within  j 
that  brief  }M3riod,  you  may  nuuil>er  9  or  10 1 
frame  and  brick  buildings,  Hnished  or  iuj 
progrestj,  dobigned  lor  the  worship  of  the 


little  church  hat  now  inereued  to  liirti^ 
/tro,  seventeen  of  them  added  on  piufeiiw 
of  their  faith. 

Onr  temperance  cause  ia  adTueafi 
The  Sabbath  School  in  town  haithiiviBi 
ter  al>out  fifty  scholars.  We  have  ftonri 
a  County  Union,  had  teven  achoob  IhI 
summer,  and  have  chosen  an  agent tovtt 
every  family  in  Adams,  Pike  and  Hawrack 
counties,  and  cstabliah  Sabbath  Scfaadl 
in  every  place  where  it  ii  practicabie.  Hi 
field  here  is  truly  *'  white  forthehamU," 
but  the  labourers  are  few.  Theae  thm 
counties  embrace  a  territory  90  naim)f 
•iO, — popnlation  between  7  and  8000,  aa 
increafiing  in  a  ratio  of  Iietween25aiid9l 
I>cr  cent,  per  ann.  The  land  is  nan*' 
sally  good,  and  generally  well  suppU 
with  water,  timber  and  stone  coal,  Ae. 
The  prairies  are  high, — scarcely  a  ladin 
of  land,  except  on  the  margin  of  the  rifi^ 
that  is  in  any  season  too  wet  fin  &■ 
plough.  I  have  mentioned  reasons enon^ 
to  show  that  the  number  of  souls  on  tUi 
territory  will  soon  be  very  great.  ScsM 
with  tears  in  their  eyes  have  entreated  an 
to  send  them  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  h 
Nine  place  four  persons  were  wiiKnf  ts 
])l(!dgo  $100  per  ann.  to  support  preachitfi 
and  in  the  same  village  from  ^50  to  |1M 
more  might  l>e  expected.  Could  you,  aad 
■could  the  friends  of  our  dear  Redeemw, 
realize  the  vast  importance  of  havingtbeN 
counties  supplied  in  their  infancy  withtba 
preached  word,  our  cry  would  not  ba  v 
vain.

Jacliing  the  Grammar  School,  sick- 
oed  and  died.  He  was  an  ainiiiblc 
pong  man,  beloved  by  nil  who  knew 
im,  yet  not  religions.  Ho  was  taken 
Jry  aiiddonly,  and  was  deranged  from 
le  commencement  of  his  sickness  till 
s  death.  On  Sabbath  he  was  con- 
jncd  to  his  cold  bed :  an  innnenpe  I 
>ncour8C  of  peojile  paying  the  last  i 
ibute  of  respect  to  his  memory.  All  1 
«  students  walked  as  mourners.  The 
ev.

When 
the  service  commenced,  he  thought  he 
would  listen  to  the  prayer ;  not  with  any 
intention  to  unite, — this  he  scorned.

Bat  what  is  nr/tr  the  j-piritual  condition  ui  our  race? — Five  hundred  millionfl, 
it  is  notorious,  romuin  to  this  iiour  iiiiran  idolaters,  and  one  hundred  millioDS 
more  are  the  tbllovvers  of  the  impostor  Mohammed.  Two  hundred  milliooa 
only  are  IctV  vvcariiijr  the  Christian  name,  i.  e.  livinir  in  Christian  countries;  and 
in  order  to  nuke  the  calculation  respectinnr  the  real  slate  ot'thid  remnant  u  fa- 
Toural)Ie  as  po^^sibic,  we  will  suppose  the  pl.icc  of  your  residence  to  be  a  fair  epi- 
tome of  the  whole  Christian  world.  Is  there  one  person  in  four  there  who  ap- 
pears to  be  brouffht  decidedly  under  tho  inllucnrc  of  Christian  principles?  I  fear 
iJot.  We  have  then  less  tiian  50,000,000  of  real  Christians  on  earth  at  any  given 
limp,  and  all  tijc  rest  (730,000,000)  are  liviiifj  ami  dyinj^  without  God  m  the 
worlil!

CUINESR  PASSING  THROCCU  THE  FIRF. 

This  aflemoon  we  rode  about  six  miles  in  tlic  country,  and  attended  a  ChiiM 
ceremony,  which  reminded  us  of  the  rites  of  •*  Moloch,  bloody  king."  It  occn 
on  the  birth-day  of  the  Taou  gods,  and  is  pernjnncd  by  running  barefoot,  throug 
ft  heap  of  ignited  charcoal.  The  tiro  covered  a  space  of  about  10  or  12  fa 
square,  and  was  probably  about  10  inches  in  height.  It  threw  out  a  bwelterio 
beat,  and  kept  the  spectators  at  some  distance.  The  concourse  was  large,  IB 
the  crash  of  gongs  almost  deafeninjr.  When  we  arrived,  we  found  two  prieil 
■tanding  near  the  fire,  earnestly  conning  a  book,  and  performing  a  variety  of  Ml 
which  its  pages  appeared  to  prompt.  One  of  them  held  a  cow's  horn  in  his  baa 
with  which  he  occasionally  assisted  the  noise.  The  otiier  was  more  active! 
engaged  in  burning  pa})er,  making  his  obeisance,  sprinkling  water  upon  tb 
heap,  and  striking  it  violently  with  a  sword.  During  these  ceremonies,  he& 
queutly  bowed  to  the  ground,  and  ^^'J^-ed  upwards,  w'ith  an  expression  of  ma 
intense  earnestness.  There  was  something  striking  in  the  whole  appeartoc 
and  conduct  of  the  man.  It  was  very  evident,  that  if  not  himself  fully  persat 
ded  of  the  presence  and  power  of  the  bcin<r  he  invoked,  he  well  knew  hovt 
produce  this  persuasion  in  the  minds  of  the  ijyrtiorant  around  him. 

The  prescribed  rites  being  performed,  the  priest  approached  the  pile,  wee 
through  a  number  of  antics,  and  dashed  furiously  through  the  coals.  A  paesv 
was  kept  clear  from  the  adjacent  temple,  and  as  soon  as  the  signal  wasg[ivenD 
the  priest,  a  number  of  persons,  old  and  young,  came  running  with  idols  intbei 
bands,  and  bore  them  through  the  fire.  Others  ibllowed,  and  among  theov 
old  man  who  halted  and  staggered  in  the  very  jaws  of  death.  The  scene  wi 
one  of  mad  confusion,  but  its  continuance  m'os  short,  and  the  crowd  soondiqiM 
sed.  It  is  thought  a  test  of  the  character  of  those  who  attempt  it.  If  Ibe; 
have  a  '*true  heart,"  and  confidence  in  the  ^ods,  they  cannot  receive  injary 
Some  of  them  pass  through  the  fire  in  fultilmcnt  of  a  vow  made  in  time  oi  difl 
ger  or  necessity.  One  of  the  votaries  last  year  fell  in  the  midst  of  the  fire,  tfi 
was  severely  burned. 

After  the  confusion  had  in  a  measure  ceased,  our  budget  was  produced, iv 
the  tracts  disposed  of  without  delay.  The  madnesss  of  their  minds  rendefC) 
them  so  rude,  that  it  was  thought  expedient  to  check  the  violence  with  ^^ 
they  snatched  the  books  away.  The  Lord  in  mercy  dispel  their  delusiom*  >* 
gnnt  them  the  light  of  life. 
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A   CONVERTED   INDIAN, 

Al  Sauit  Sle  JUarit. 

Among  those  who'firive  evidence  of  a  saving  change,  are  two  or  three  Indian 
TQung  men.  In  a  conversation  with  one  of  them,  17  years  old,  I  asked  him  bow 
JM  uBed  to  feel  hefore  he  heard  of  the  Christian's  God  and  the  Christian's  Sa» 
vfoor?  He  replied,  *'  When  I  was  a  boy,  very  small,  as  we  were  moving  fWmi 
one  hunting  ground  to  another,  the  old  men  need  to  collect  the  children  at  night 
and  spend  the  evening  in  telling  them  what  they  had  heard  from  their  fktben. 
One  thing  they  told  us  was  that  the  (ircut  Spirit,  who  made  heaven  and  made 
atrth,  and  made  all  the  people  on  the  earth,  would  one  day  destroy  all  that  he 
bad  made.  This  made  me  feel  very  bad,  and  I  would  go  away,  and  lie  dowUt 
and  cover  my  head  in  my  blanket,  and  cry  oil  night,  and  could  not  sleep.  Some- 
times I  would  wish  I  never  had  been  made,  if  I  could  live  only  a  few  dava  and 
then  must  die.  But  now,  since  I  have  heard  of  the  true  God,  and  of  the  Sa- 
vioor,  and  of  heaven;  and  shice  I  have  loved  God,  I  am  willing  to  live  while 
God  has  any  thing  for  me  to  do,  and  I  am  not  afraid  to  die,  for  I  hope  then  to  he 
with  God  and  the  Saviour.  My  friends  laugh  at  ine  because  I  prav,  and  try  to 
ten  them  what  I  have  heard  about  God;  but  I  do  not  mind  that;  I  cannot  help 
pity  them,  and  pray  more.  And  when  I  think  of  my  father  and  mother,  my 
brothers  and  sisters,  who  do  not  love  God,  I  feel  so  bad  I  cannot  help  crying  and 
foing  away  and  praying  for  them." 

Having  proceeded  thus  far,  I  said  to  him,  I  am  soon  to  write  my  friends;  have 
yoo  any  word  you  wish  me  to  say  to  them?  "  Yes,"  replied  he,  "tell  them  I 
am  glad  that  God  lias  sent  you  to  my  people,  and  I  wish  you  to  ask  your  friends 
to  pray  for  me,  that  I  may  love  God  more,  and  that  he  will  give  me  a  heart  to 
•erre  him  till  I  die.  I  am  only  a  little  child,  very  small,  very  weak ;  his  eyea  are 
iust  open ;  he  is  just  getting  up  and  learniu":  to  stand  ;  he  can  only  walk  a  little ; 
be  has  heard  a  little,  and  he  knows  only  a  little.  But  your  friends  have  always 
heard  of  God;  they  know  how  to  pray  for  me."

With  eight  days  travelling!  was  al  De- 
troit, every  thing  working  for  my  comfort. 
We  had  a  delightful  trip  across  Lake  Erie, 
»fter  a  few  hours  roughness,  the  lake  and  ) 


sky  were  delightfully  calm  and  mild.  He- 
bcr's  miHsionary  hymn,  sang  by  moonlight, 
on  the  upper  deck,  when  the  sky  and  the 
waters  bounded  our  prospect,  was  highly 
grateful  to  my  feelings.  Ten  days  I  tar- 
ried  in  Detroit,  waiting  for  a  passage  up 
the  lake.  I  found  delightful  Christian  so. 
cicty  tlicrc,  some  indications  of  a  revival. 
I  sailed,  after  "being  somewhat  filled 
with  the  company"  of  the  pious,  on  the 
1st  November,  in  a  fine  schooner  fbr 
.Muckinac.  Our  progress  up  the  river  wa« 
slow.  Books,  pleasant  society,  attempts 
to  do  good  to  the  officers  and  men,  with 
the  killing  of  a  noble  deer  that  was  at- 
tempting to  cross  the  river  before  us  ;  with 
occasionally  an  Indian  lodge,  sending  forth 
its  degraded  occupants  to  utter  the  only 
word  the  white  man  ever  taught  him,  ana 
call  for  the  greatest  curse  the  white  man 
ever  gave  him,  "whiskey,**   "  ^  " '  * 
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and  with  these,  the  Iomi  of  my  hnt  over- 
board,  from  istandin^  under  the  ng^iufr 
eareleuly,  f^ave  variety  md  intiTvsl  to  the 
paange.  On  the  fourth  day,  aftt^r  (iiiiin^ 
al  Fort  Gratiot  with  a  devoted  und  taitii. 
ftll  Christian,  we  entered  the  eApiinded 
Huron.  Thii  is  another  ocean,  and  n 
moat  beautiful  body  of  water.  The  liord 
still  smiled  on  us.  On  the  eveninir  of  the 
seventh  day  from  Detroit,  wo  appru-iciifd 
Mackinac,  pastting  the  ii^iitluMise  nt  tin; 
extremity  of  the  Straits  ju&t  at  MniM-t  of 
abeautitul  <tay.  As  we  turned  the  oastrTii 
extremity  uf  tlio  ifhind,  and  entt'n-d 
the  beautiful  crescent  bay  on  tlie  ^ontlt, 
on  the  edge  of  which  Htanciio  the  vil- 
lage, and  over  which,  on  an  elcvatinn 
jOi  a  hundred  and  fii\y  teet,  is  the  tori  — 
tre  were  charmed  by  the  frratel'iil  honnd 
of  the  church  bell.  It  was  rini;in^  for  the 
monthly  concert.  How  happy  wan  1  to 
be  thus  welcomed  upon  iniubionary  ^roiind! 
On  the  la»t  similar  evening  I  was  m 
New  York. 

Mackinac,  in  nature,  in  art,  and  in  nio. 
rals,  is  a  charming  Kpot.  IVn  year*^  ai'o, 
they  hardly  knew  tiiere  was  a  ^ahhiih. 
Now,  Mr.  Ferry  (the  superinlendiint  oj" 
the  mission)  has  a  eiinrch  of  about  ('i:r],ty 
members,  and  Wu  influence i.s  felt  throiii:ii 
all  the  Indian  country.  It  is  most  ^r.iti. 
fying  to  see  what  (iod  hutii  wronirht  l>y 
his  means.  Tiie  Citholics.  ii^irinir  his 
influence,  have  erected  their  ciiap^'l  ne.ir 
his  beautiful  church.  I  was  aKtoiiishcdto 
find  BO  much  christian  retinenieut,  such 
exalted  piety,  andstich  jrcnero.'.ity.  Their 
8abbatfa  and  infant  schools  are  nx^dcls.  I 
passed  sixteen  uf  my  happit^^t  d:iys  in  this 
pleasant  community,  preaching  and  ex- 
horting.

THE   SUICIDE. 

fFumitbttd  by  a  Clargyman.J 

During  the  course  of  my  ministry,  I 
have  generally  found  the  boldest  sin- 
ner  is,  in  reality,  the  greatest  coward. 
That  he  who  most  fearlessly  despises 
Ood,  during  the  day  time  of  his  pros- 
perity, trembles  and  is  terntied  most, 
when  the  nif  ht  of  death  begins  to 
spread  its  darkness  over  him. 

'*Oar  Infideb  art  8«tdD'«  bypocntes ; 

tLe  wont,  and  at  tho  bottom  fail. 
Tiailc-d  bj  thought,  (iboaght  will  intrade,) 
him  they  Mrro,  thoy  tremble  and  believe.** 

Hence  it  is,  that  I  have  oftentimes 
been  called  to  the  chambers  of  men, 
during  sickness,  who,  while  in  health. 
I  knew,  **  cared  for  none  of  these 
things.'*  In  all  my  experience,  how- 
ever, I  have  never  been  invited  into  the 
presence  of  a  suicide  but  once,  and,  my 
heavenly  Master  make  it  the  last !  The 
very  message — the  mere  invitation, 
caused  a  thrill  of  horror  to  pass  through 
my  heart.  And,  when  I  arrived  at  the 
place,  oh!  howl  was  agitated  to  be- 
liold  a  fellow  creature  with  his  throat 
severed  from  ear  to  ear,  and  literally 
gory  with  his  blood,  which  his  own 
right  hand  had  drawn !  He  was  ghast- 
ly and  bloody ; — his  eyes  were  languidly 
\pild,and  his  pale  cheeks  formed  a  strik- 
ing contrast  to  his  blood-stained  ves- 
ture. His  hands  were  just  as  if  he  had 
ivashed  them  in  a  basm  of  blood ;  or 
rather,  he  appeared  as  if  he  had  come 
out  of  a  gory  bath,  all  but  his  face,  and 
it  was  as  the  face  of  a  corpse,  except 
that  the  eyes  were  open,  and,  being  full 
of  the  horrid  expression  of  madness  and 
despair,  they  cast  a  woful  li^ht  over  the 
ghastly  features,  more  pamful  far  to 
look  upon  than  death.  And  yet  the 
poor  wretch  was  perfectly  conscious 
and  sane.  There  was  no  forgetful- 
aeaa  or  aberration  of  intellect,  fur  he 
knew  why  we  were  all  around  him. 
Yes,  and  he  could  speak  too ;  but  hor- 
rible, most  horrible,  when  his  lips  mov- 
ed, to  hear  the  sound  coming  out  under 


the  chin,  as  if  the  wound  had  lipa  and  a 
voice  given  it,  to  witness  against  the 
murderer; — and  in  his  anxiety  to  arti- 
culate, he  put  a  handkerchief  to  the  ori- 
fice, and  pressed  it  close  ;  but  still,  like 
a  rent  in  a  pair  of  bellows,  part  of  the 
air  would  puff  out. 

As  his  downhill  journey  was  rapid, 
so  his  history  is  brief.  He  had  been 
reared  by  parents  who  brought  him,  in 
infancy,  to  the  baptismal  font,  and, 
wretched  as  he  was  now,  he  was  tKen 
dedicated  to  his  God.  Oh !  what  a  con- 
trast— then  he  was  an  innocent  little 
babe,  and  dedicated  to  the  Father,  Son 
and  Holy  Ghost ;  now  he  had  grown 
up  into  the  years  of  manhood,  lyas  old 
in  guilt,  and  bathed  in  his  own  blood, 
which  was  clotted  over  him.  But  his 
parents  were  not  faithful,  for  though 
they  went  over  the  form  of  presenting 
him  to  God,  they  neither  travelled  the 
path  of  righteousness  themselves  noi* 
pointed  it  out  to  him,  and  consequently, 
he/b/fowfrf/Acmin  the  downward  course, 
surpassed,  and  finally  ♦•  double  distan- 
cedr'  them  in  the  career  of  iniquity. 

First,  he  was  forgetful  of  his  God, 
and  consequently  did  not  respect  the 
c^abbath.  In  order  to  spend  this  idle 
day,  he  repaired  to  the  tavern^  where  he 
learned  to  swear  and  drink ;  and  to  the 
midnight  haunt  of  Satan,  where  he  was 
initiated  into  the  damnable  myt»teries  of 
gambling.  In  this  place  he  was  taught 
to  cheat,  and.  to  avoid  detection,  he 
learned  to  swear  to  a  lie,  and  call  upon 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel  to  support  and 
substantiate  his  falsehood.  From  the 
gambling  table  he  went  to  the  bed  of 
adultery,  and  from  thence  to  defiraud  his 
neighbour  of  his  goods.  He  soon  ar- 
rived, however,  at  the  summit  of  his 
guilt,  beyond  which  he  could  not  go. 
He  was  detected  in  the  very  act  of  lar- 
ceny, and  was  about  to  be  brought  be- 
fore the  tribunal  of  pubhc  justice,  when 
he  crowned  his  guilt  and  infamy  by 
cutting  his  throat.  Medical  aid  was  in 
attendance; — his  thiooil^aa  «»vj^^\>^> 
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andooTMed  with  uidhenve  plutar; — 
•aiUnuice  wu  adminiBtered  to  him  by 
meUM  of  atube, and  severKl  days  elaps- 
ed without  toy  visible  change.  Du- 
tidg  thia  time  1  attended  him  conataut- 
It,  and  anxiously  did  I  hope  and  praj 
Uat  he  might  live,  for  the  poor  wretch's 
heart  was  seared,  and  I  saw  there  was 
*<a  lie  tn  his  right  hand,"  and  if  be  died 
to,  he  muat  die  as  "  the  fool  dieth,"  I 
talked  to  him,  and  prayed  with  him,  but 
Uwre  was  DO  teitdernesB,  and  repent' 
ance  came  not,  for  his  heart  seemed  as 
bard  and  barren  beneath  his  life  of  guilt 
aa  the  aaody,  verdureleBS  desert  upon 
which  neither  dew  nor  rain  ever  fall- 
gth.  In  truth,  I  had  never  seen  such  an 
ilwtaDce  of  a  man  left  *'  alone"  by 
Ood;  for  when  he  spoke  he  uttered  no 
anxiety,  he  erpresaed  no  fear,  nor  did 
evince  any  very  great  desire  to  live- 
All  1  could  say  or  do  was  like  pouring 
water  on  the  bare  and  barien  rock,  to 
produce  vegetation.  And  hence  it  was, 
that  I  wished  bo  earnestly  that  he  mi^ht 
live ;  but  God  had  ordered  it  otherwise. 
Id  a  fbw  days  ■  fever  came  upon  him. 
and  lie  sunk  beneath  it.  1  saw  him  a 
few  minutes  before  he  entered  etemi, 
ty.  He  was  perfectly  composed.  He 
■poke  to  me,  and  gave  me  to  under- 
■tandthathe  woe  dying,  hut  he  exhibit- 
ed neither  hope  nur  fear.  His  face — 
ohl  the  poor  suicide's  face  was  fright- 
ful and  unearthly;  the  cold,  clammy 
■weat  of  death  lay  thick  and  heavy  up- 
on it  1  his  glassy  eyes,  as  if  riveted  by  Uit 
near  approach  ofdeath,  moved  not,  and 
when  be  spoke  he  had  to  press  a  cloth 
to  his  throat,  for  still  his  cri  '  ' 
'  Toicoto  witoesB  against  him. 

It  was  a  clear  bright  Sabbath  day 
in  early  spring;  without,  all  things 
were  light  andlovely ;  every  spray  wai 
Tocal,  and  the  young  flowrets  were  be 
ginning  to  peep  fuith,  ss  it  were  ti 
greet  the  little  songBiers  of  the  grove 
and  the  ■>  sons  of  God  were  gomg  ti 
present  themselves  before  the  Lord,"  a^ 
the  poorsuicide  was  Bummoned  lo  make 
hia  appearance  in  eternity.  I  talked  to 
bim,  but  I  had  no  heart  to  talk  ;  I  pray- 
ed, but  I  had  no  pleasure  in  praying. 
There  were  no  tears  nor  sobs  of  sorrow 
eround  hia  dying  bed,  for  aa  if  prayers 
end  teara  were  unavailable,  and  sorrow 
eiiniiQal,  the  feelings  of  every  heart 


hich  had  been  keenly  alive  becims 
gradunJly  more  and  more  froeeo.  ai  tbe 
|it)or  victim  crept  nearer  to  the  bar  of 
JLiiigincnt.  Tt«  Sabbath  beU  warMd 
me  that  1  had  another  part  to  act.  iod 
I  took  my  leave  of  him  until  the  moni- 
ing  of  the  resurrection,  and  in  a  little 
while,  during  the  time  of  poblic  mx- 
bliip.  Ihe  Sabbath  breaker,  and  tb( 
swearer,  the  eambler,  the  debauctiM, 
and  the  suicit^  went,  apparmtiy,  nn- 
/ftif  anl.  into  the  presence  ofliia  God.  to 
"  give  an  account  of  the  deeds  done  ii 
ihe  body."

It  waa  early  on  a  pleasant  Sabbatk 
morninff,  when  the  children  were  §•■ 
tembled  for  readiug,  instruction,  and 
prayer,  that  the  inrinofdisappuotiDeiil 
passed  across  my  feelings,  in  beaiinga 
loud  rap  at  the  door. 

The  stranger  waa  admitted,  and  be

Had  1  done  ten  thousand  times  as  much, 
the  happiness  which  this  event  afford- 
ed would  have  been  a  rich  reward,  and 
in  my  darkest  hours  this  has  ever  af> 
forded  me  the  sweetest  con8olatioi>— 
that  my  Heavenly  Father  should  have 
been  pleased  thus  to  bless  such  feeble 
and  imperfect  means. 

I  inquired  respecting  his  worldly 
circumstances.  He  said  that  '*  once  be 
was  behind  all  his  neighbours,  but  now 
he  was  prospered  more  than  they."— 
There  was  now  a  degree  of  candour  and 
simplicity  in  his  appearance  which  I 
had  never  before  observed.  If  indeed 
these  traits  were  natural,  they  had  been 
wholly  obscured  by  intemperance  and 
vice. 

He  lived  so  far,  and  now  came  so  seL 
dom,  that  I  had  little  opportunity  of  be- 
coming  intimately  acquainted  with  hie 
real  character,  but  all  which  I  after- 
wards saw,  during  the  space  of  four 
years,  afforded  as  much  evidence  as 
could  well  be  obtamed.  His  neigh« 
hours  also  gave  a  good  account  of  his 
reformation.  His  errand  now  was  gen- 
erally to  borrow  some  good  boob. 
'•Baxters'  Saint's  Rest,"  "Rise  and 
Progress  of  Religion,"  and  •«  Pilgrim's 
Progress,"  were  books  to  which  he  was 
much  attached.  In  his  former  state  he 
could  have  hud  no  relish  for  them. 

The  **  Pilgrim's  Progress"  he  had 
used  and  returned.  He  came  in  a  few 
months  for  it  again,  and  said  *'  he  hoped 
his  wife  had  now  obtained  religion,  and 
he  wanted  it  for  her ;"  adding, "  she  will 
now  understand  it."  He  appeared  to 
rejoice  much  in  her  conversion— said 
'*  It  was  well  he  had  relifirion  first,  or 
he  should  have  used  her  iU,  and  might 
have  turned  her  out  of  doors." 

When  I  saw  him  again  he  had  been 
in  pursuit  of  his  eldest  son,  who  had 
run  away.  After  a  search  of  some  days, 
he  told  me,  *«  he  arrived  where  he  was, 
but  did  not  see  him  until  the  next  day, 
which  was  sabbath."  His  son  expect- 
ed severe  treatment,  but  he  let  the 
matter  rest  until  Monday,  when,  he 
says,  <<  now  the  tahhaJUi  is  pa#t,  1  con 
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Ulkwlth  yoa."    He  reuoned  tbe 
mildly,  and  induced  M»  return. 

Heteld  rne  &t  another  time  ofBome 
vary  b&d  IreatmeiK  which  he  had 
MiTed.     *'  Once,"  uid  he,  "  I  should 
hare  been  very  angry,  but  I  can  bear  it 
«ow." 

At  a  it^re  I  *aiv  bim  once  receiving 
«  few  articlea  on  credit.  After  he 
w«nt  out,  I  said  to  the  merchant,  "  once 
jrou  did  not  trust  that  man."  "No" 
WM  the  reply ;  "  once  be  was  a  pour 
worthless  cnaracter,  but  now  he  is  • 
decent  man,  and  generally  hasmoney. 
He  little  knew  how  dee)ilj  1  was  inter- 
Mted  in  bii  testimony. 

A  long  time  passed,  aod  Mr.  W. 
cuneno  ■nore,aDdoii  inquiry  we  learn- 
ed that  he  bad  died  of  the  small  pox. 
Again  how  delightful  was  the  thought. 
tMt  God  had  enabled  me  to  become 
thni  useful  to  this  departed  soul '. 

After  Home  months,  a  stranger  came, 
-and  it  WHS  his  widow.  She  came  at  hla 
request  on  his  death  bed,  to  return  the 
Pilgrim's  Progress.  She  said  ahe  had 
never  seen  so  great  a  chanee  in  any 
perGOD  as  in  her  hueLiand  at  the  til  '' 
Jiis  conversion ;  that  his  life  was 
formly  pious,  and  prayerful,  and  thai 
their  eirciiiiistanceH  were  much  impro. 
ved,  and  he  had  left  his  family  com- 
fort ably  provided  tor. 

In  biH  last  sicknees  he  was  in  great 
distress,  and  could  not  say  much — had 
no  hopes  of  recovery,  but  was  much  re- 
■igned.  Seeinrher  wcep.he  entreat- 
edher  " not  to  be  troubled,  fur  he  was 
not  troubled."  He  could  le&ve  his 
wife  and  children  in  the  hands  of  God, 
•ud  for  himself  he  had  no  fears. 

Wliile  enjoying  the  rich  consolation 
which  these  events  afford  in  the  review. 
T  find  much  cause  for  self  reproach.  1 
had  too  little  fiith  and  too  little  pa- 
tience. It  was  preventing  grace  alone 
which  saved  me  from  giving  him  of- 
fence, and  thus  counteracting  all  which 
bad  been  done-  Another  cause  of  hu- 
mility is.  that  while  labouring  much,  I 
prayed  too  little  for  this  man's  conver- 
■iou.  O, could  we  more  fervently  look 
to  God  for  his  blessing  on  our  endea- 
vours, we  should  not  so  long  and  so  of- 
ten labour  in  vain. 

He  was  diffident  and  reserved,  and 
much  I  fear  that  he  was  not  always 
treated    with  the    attention    due  to'' 


a  disciple  of  Christ.  If  we  renen- 
bered  that  the  most  ofaacute  mi 
lowly  Christian  wUl  soon  be  ■  glo- 
rified xaiiit  in  heaven,  an  iobabiuu  af 
lhot%  [naneions  which  Christ  bath  pn- 
paied  for  those  who  luve  him,  roethiokt 
we  should  forget  the  ditlinctioui  «f 
rank,  remembering  what  Christ  hali

When  we  ban 
an  opportunity  thus  to  do  good  lo  DM 
of  Ilia  flock,  it  may  be  the  loH  tisu.

Anuiitnt  of  Expendilure: 

To  matain  these  extended  operations, 
nen  on  the  gtricteit  plan  of  economy, 
hii  required  a  large  pecuniary  expendi- 
luK.  To  diminish  as  much  as  possibb 
tins  amount,  the  Committee  have  made 
their  approprialions  with  the  utmost  cau- 
tion ;  and,  on  a  toview  of  their  doings  for 
the  year,  thoy  are  convinced  (hat,  in  most 
easel,  their  grants  have  rather  been  below 
Ibtn  above  the  righteous  claims  of  Die 
nsedy  upon  the  bounty  of  the  Christian 
public.  Their  invariable  rtile  has  bean,  lo 
appropriate,  in  aacb   case,   the   smatlesl 


sum.  wliicbi  after  due  inquiry,  haaaealned 
GUtlioieiit  toenablethe  congregation  aided, 
to  KUitaiu  the  minister  of  its  choice ;  and 
so  siritt  has  been  their  adherence  lo  thi> 
rule,  thai  the  support  ulfarded  lo  moat  of 
the  niissionaries,  in  their  arduous  labours, 
has  been  such  as  would  have  been  com- 
plained of,  as  inadequate,  by  any  but  self- 
rlciiyiri^  man,  who  count  it  a  privilege  to 
iiiitic  -..u.-rificeB  to  preach  Ihe  Gospel  to 
tlic  |iij'ir.

Thiu  embarraued,  the  Conunitlaa  were 
conatiained  to  psuae  and  deliberate,  wlia- 
tharlbe;  ought  not  to  withhold  further  tp. 
pieprialioaa,  until  they  ahould  be  poaaeu- 
ed  of  the  oiaane  of  going  forward  in  tbeir 
work,  without  the  necesiilj  of  increuing 
tbeir  own  pecuniary  reiponaibility.  Bui, 
even  under  tba  praaaure  of  thia  apparent 
Deceaaity,  they  dared  not  to  curtail,  in  any 
iiaportuit  meaaure,  the  operationa  of  tha 
Society.  The  apirit  of  the  enterprin  for. 
bade  it.  Kvary  leeaoD  of  tlieir  put  expe- 
rience, and  the  accumulating  and  extraor- 
dinary hleuiug  of  God  iipoa  the  laboura 
of  the  Societj'i  miiaionariei,  forbade  it. 
They  there  fore  commended  the  caiiae  to 
the  mercy  of  the  Saviour,  and  doterminod 
to  go  forward.  They  invited  a  meeting 
ofa  number  of  tha  friend«  of  the  object  in 
the  city  of  New.Yurk,  before  whom,  they 
eibibited  the  financial  condition  of  tiie 
Society,  and  were  much  encounged  by 
their  liberal  pledgea  and  aubacriptiona. 
They  alao  addreaaed  the  public  through 
the  religiuUB  iiewapapera,  and  iuued  a 
circular  to  inilividuala  in  difiereut  pirti  of 
the  country,  Theie  were  answered  by  a 
few  liberal  return*  to  the  treaaury,  and  the 
agency  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  theefTorla  of  other  agonia,  began  aoon 
to  be  more  productive  ;  and  we  report, 
with  gratitude,  that  the  reault  of  a  conti. 
nued  and  laborioui  eSbrt,  to  the  preaent 
time,  baa  relieved,  in  tome  measure,  the 
respoiuibility  of  the  Committee.    The  re.

From  this  table  it  appears,  that  while 
the  operations  of  this  Society  have  en- 
couraged and  strengthened  the  efforts  of 
its  Auxiliaries  in  the  older  states,  to  aid 
the  needy  within  their  own  bounds  respect- 
ively, the  Executive  Conmiittee  have  not 
(ailed  to  concentrate  as  much  as  could  be 
obtained   of  the   resources   of  the   older 
states,  both  in  men  and  in  the  means  of 
their  support,  to  supply  the  wide  spreading 
wants  of  the  western  and  southern  sections 
of  our  country.     The  state  of  New- York, 
for  instance,  has  contributed  $14,159  88 
more  than  has  been  expended  in  sustain, 
ing  the  missionaries  and  agents  within  its 
bounds;    and  each  of  the  New-England 
itates,  e.x<: opting  Maine,  has  supplied  some- 
thing to  our  treasury,  besides  the  amount 
required  for  the  support  of  their  own  mis- 
sionaries.    This  has  been  appropriated  to 
the  newer  and  more  needy  states  and  ter- 
ritories. 

In  the  southern  states,  it  is  true,  we 
^ve  planted  comparatively  few  labourers. 
The  reason  is  obvious ;  but  few  labourers 
have  iDeen  found,  of  suitable  qualifications, 
(^i^posed  to  remove  to  those  states.  The 
C'ommittee,  therefore,  have  regarded,  with 
^eepgoUcitude,  the  claims  of  their  southern 
brethren,  while,  for  the  lack  of  labourers 
to  be  employed,  they  have  done  far  less  / 


for  their  supply,  than  they  have  ardently 
desired. 

The  whole  number  aided  by  this  Socie. 
ty,  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains, 
since  our  last  anniversary,  has  been  177  ; 
and  the  whole  number  employed  there, 
since  the  organization  of  this  Society,  has 
been  240 ;  which  is  nearly  one  half  of  the 
Presbyterian  ministers  on  that  extended 
field,  embracing  eleven  states  and  parts  of 
states,  with  a  po|)ulation  of  nearly 
4,000,000,  in  several  sections  of  which, 
nearly  their  whole  supply  has  been  derived 
from  this  Society.  In  Missouri,  there  are 
now  18  Presbyterian  ministers,  and  13  of 
them  have  been  sent  there,  or  aided  by  the 
A.  H.  M.  S.  Illinois  has  now  32  Presby. 
terian  ministers,  and  23  of  them  are,  or 
have  been  missionaries  of  this  Society, 
and  19  are  now  in  commission  in  that  state. 
Michigan  Territory  has  18,  and  15  of  the 
same  nave  been  sent  there,  or  aided  from 
the  same  source ;  and  in  other  large  sec 
tions  of  the  west,  the  proportion  is  nearly 
as  great. 

Results, 

But  the  number  of  missionaries  f^nv^Xo-^. 
ed,  of  congregations  aided,  aud  VVv^  wivowxvX. 
raised    and    expended  "m  VWii    wi^^qtIi 
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though  itemi  of  interest  and  importance 
to  be  embraced  in  an  Annual  Report,  com. 
pose  but  a  small  part  of  the  material  of 
our  rejoicing  and  encouragement  at  this 
anniversary.  The  Conunittee  are  aware, 
that  the  friends  of  this  Society  desire 
most  of  all,  to  be  told  of  results  accom. 
plished  by  their  contributions,  and  of  good 
effected  in  answer  to  their  prayers.  In 
answering  this  desire,  it  is  impossible  to 
speak  with  entire  accuracy.  If  we  had 
time  to  communicate  all  that  has  come  to 
our  knowledge,  of  the  blessing  of  God 
upon  the  labours  of  509  ministers  of  Jesus 
Christ,  in  745  congregations,  and  other 
fields,  we  should  even  then  have  occasion 
to  pause,  and  exclaim  **  Lo !  these  are 
parts  of  his  ways  !**  But  the  length,  and 
the  breadth,  and  the  height,  and  the  depth, 
of  those  eternal  results,  which  are  begin, 
ning  to  flow  from  these  causes,  must  still 
remain  unfathomed,  and  unfathomable  by 
finite  minds. 

The  number  of  Sabbath  Schools  actual- 
ly reported,  has  been  544,  embracing 
19,690  scholars.  The  whole  number  of 
children  and  adults  thus  instructed,  under 
tlie  care  of  the  missionaries,  has  probably 
exceeded  30,000. 

Bible  Classes,  also,  have  been  gathered 
in  the  congregations  aided,  almobt  without 
any  exception.  The  number  of  such  class. 
es  reported,  has  been  239,  embracing  3,71 1 
pupils,  and  more  than  7,000  have  pro- 
bably been  thus  instructed. 

The  cause  of  temperance  has  also  been 
promoted  by  our  missionaries,  and  by 
most  of  them,  with  a  degree  of  zeal  and 
success,  which  ziffords  the  most  animating 
prospect  of  its  entire  triumph,  on  most 
of  the  fields  occupied  by  this  Society. 
Temperance  Societies  have  been  org^ani. 
zed  in  most  of  the  congregations  as- 
sisted, and  36,402  subscribers  to  the  prin. 
ciple  of  total  abstinence  from  intoxicating 
drinks,  have  been  reported.  More  than 
60,000  have  probably  been  thus  enrolled, 
within  the  field  of  our  labours. 

Benevolent  efforts  for  the  circulation  of 
the  Bible  and  religious  tracts,  and  in  aid 
of  education  for  the  ministry,  and  of  fo. 
reign  missions,  have  been  sustained  by 
many  of  the  poor  to  wliom  it  has  been 
the  privilege  of  this  Society  to  minister. 
Thus  there  have  been  planted  by  our  mis. 
sionaries,  and  are  growing  up  under  their 
culture,    many    trees    of   rigiiteousness. 


whose  leaves  are,  oTen  now,  for  the  heal. 
ing  of  the  nations. 

But  these  results  of  the  Society's  expen. 
ditures,  it  may  be  said,  aro  only  /irepsro. 
tions  for  doing  good ;  they  exhilnt  no  soab 
converted,  no  sinners  sayed ;  and  tkit  u  an 
age  of  the  world,  when,  if  the  churcfaei 
give,  and  Christians  prmy,  lad  ministen 
labour,  they  look  for  the  p^ce  of  God 
which  bringeth  salvation.  To  attain  this 
result,  to  secure  the  salvation  df  ths  in. 
creasing  millions  of  this  land,  and  through 
them  to  act  upon  the  destinies  of  man  oni. 
versally,  is  the  grand  purpose,  and  the  lin. 
gle  ultimate  aim  of  this  Society,  and  of  the 
kindred  institutions  in  harmony  with  which 
it  labours ;  and  it  is  with  devout  gratitude 
to  God,  that  the  Committee  report  a  more 
rapid  advancement  towards  thk  gloiioai 
consummation,  since  the  last  annivemij, 
than  in  any  previous  year.  One  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  of  the  chorcbea  reported 
have  been  blessed  with  special  revivals  of 
religion,  which  have  resulted  in  the  hope, 
ful  conversion  of  more  than  8,000  soak 
The  whole  number  of  conversions  repoit 
ed,  under  the  ministry  of  our  miasionariM, 
is  9,432,  of  whom  6, 126  have  been  reported 
already  added  to  the  churches,  on  profes. 
sion  of  their  faith.  The  number  reported  u 
added  by  letter  has  been  1,364,  makmg  the 
whole  number  reported  as  added  to  the 
churches  aided,  during  the  last  year,  7,490. 
But  these  reports  have  been  necessarily 
very  defective.  The  proBable  number  add. 
ed  to  the  churches  aided,  since  our  last 
anniversary,  has  been  more  than  8,000,  and 
the  number  of  hopeful  conversions,  unikr 
the  labours  of  our  missionaries,  not  less 
than  10,000. 

Such  are  the  results,  of  a  single  year  of 
this  Society's  operations,  already  fisihls, 
upon  the  cause  of  salvation.  Considered 
alone,  and  apart  from  those  attendant  and 
consequent  blessings,  which  are  more  than 
we  can  number,  they  are  great  beyond  ex- 
pression. But  viewed  in  connexion  with 
the  small  amount  of  Christian  effort  and 
expenditure  by  which  they  have  been  ef- 
fected,  they  are  greater  still ;  and  in  com- 
parison with  the  results  of  the  labours  of 
former  years,  they  afford  the  most  sini- 
mating  proof  that  this  Society,  hks  the 
^^  righteous,  shall  hold  on  its  way,**  and 
like  him  ^Mhat  hath  clean  hands,"  is 
destined  to  **  be  stronger  and  stronger.**

During  the  two  first  months  of  the  last 
quarter,  I  preached  as  before  reported,  con- 
fining ray  labours  to  Saint  Charles,  and  its 
vicinity.  Our  meetings  were  always  well 
attended,  but  no  special  interest  appeared 
to  be  manifested  at  that  time.  Brs.  Dou- 
glass and  Potts  visited  us  from  the  revival 
in  Saint  Louis,  and  wo  had  a  four  days* 
meeting.

unbelievers,  were  nearly  all  opposed 
to  what  are  called  "  revivals."  Du- 
ring the  meeting,  somethinff  like  fifty 
turned  to  the  Lord,  severad  of  whom 
belonged  to  families,  the  heads  of 
which,  though  professors  of  religion, 
were  opposed  to  the  meeting. 

A  few  months  afterwards,  as  he 
was  about  to  visit  the  town  where  he 
was  brought  up,  a  protracted  meeting 
of  another  denomination  commenced 
three  miles  distant ;  as  the  stage 
would  not  pass  till  towards  evening, 
he  went  over  to  the  meeting,  to  spend 
part  of  the  day  as  a  hearer  among 
these  devoted  friends  of  Jesus.  He 
was  gratified  with  an  excellent  dis- 
course, in  the  morning,  from  one  of 
their  ministers.  After  attending  the 
inquiry  meeting  in  the  intermission,  at 
the  solicitation  of  the  pious  elder,  in 
whose  church  the  meeting  was  held, 
the  writer  consented  to  pteacVv  %.f\vo\V.

days  longer.  Tiie  day  but  one  follow- 
ing', he  again  attended  in  tlie  forenoon, 
and  was  again  called  on  to  preach  tiio 
word  to  the  cougregation.

In  giving  an  ac- 
count of  this  meeting,  and  its  results, 
the  minister  mentions,  that  in  six  weeks 
after  it  closed,  he  had  baptized  more 
than  eighty  persons,  as  the  fruits  of  the 
meeting.

HOW     TO    RETALIATE    Olf     Alf    ANORT 
CONTROVERSIALIST. 

[Farniihed  by  a  Pastor.] 

It  was  on  a  lovely  Sabbath,  in  June, 
1830,  that  a  village  preacher,  distin- 
guished for  his  meekness  and  self-de- 
nial, was  prosecuting  his  official  duties 
in  his  wanted  meek  and  unobtrusive 
manner,  when  his  attention  was  pain- 
fully arrested  by  the  gross  indecorum 
of  two  brothers,  both  gentlemen  of  the 
cloth,  belonging  to  another  denomina 
tion.    The  subject  of  the  sermon  was 
that  interesting  passage  in  Zech.  iv.  7. 
"  Who  art  thou,  O  great  mountain  ? 
before    Zerubbabel    thou    shalt    be- 
come a  plain  :  and  he  shall  bring  forth 
the  headstone  thereof  with  shoutinjra, 
crying,  grace,  grace,  unto  it."     The 
discussion  of  the  latter  part  of  the 
text  seemed  in  a  particular  manner  to 
excite  the  spleen  of  the  **  Par  nobile 
fratnim."    They  were  observed  to  be 
engaged  in  hissing  and  bandying  alter- 
nately the  question, "  Who  ever  heard 
the  like?"    Though  richly  meriting 
pubHc    reproof  for    their  ungracious 
conduct,  they  received  none.     At  the 
close    of  the    sermon,  one  of  them 
arose,  and  with  very  mucVi  o^  %.  v^\^- 
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liitie  air,  •BBOtuiced  hu  intention  of 
pwicbLog  on  tlie«iiHtilng  Balibntli  on 
ftipecified  lubject.  Hie  tnnnncr  plnin- 
Ijiodicatcd  bis  deiigii  to  be  in  opimiii- 
ttOD  to  the  meek  broltier  who  hail  jutt 
cloaed  hu  sermon.  Accoiilingly,  at 
the  time  appointed,  these  two  made 
thair  ippeHruice,  and  in  loitg- winded 
kuanguei  of  two  boura  each,  dia- 
charged  all  the  fury  of  their  artillen 
upon  tba  head  of  D>ir  poor  unpretcQd- 
in^  brother.  The  "  apirits  of  the 
vaatjr  deep"  of  controversy  were  now 
all  OD  the  wing.  Conjecture  t^tood  on 
tifhtoe  to  Bee  the  results  of  this  ap- 
proaching controveriiy ;  for  no  one 
dreamed  of  any  thing  else  than  a 
down  right  battle : "  Ureck  must  meet 
Greek."  Not  bo  thought  our  brother ; 
be  was  grieved  and  depressed  in  Bpirit. 
and  knew  not  what  to  do.  In  the  iti- 
tarim,  the  weekly  prayer  meoting  oc- 
curred. The  room  in  which  it  whs 
held  waa  unTieually  crowded,  em! 
among  others  was  fouml  one  of  the 
brothers.  Under  deep  depression  of 
mind  the  village  pastier  arciGC,  and,  af- 
ter making  sonie  approprinte  remarks

the  ministerial  brotlicr  who  had  con- 
ducted BO  indecorously.

The  heart  of 
piety  must  bleed,  prayer  must  ascend,  and  intercesaion  plead,  and  ikith  li^  hold 
of  the  promises  :  and  these  things  must  be  done  with  a  degree^f  ifltenseneesto 
which  we  now  arc  strangers.  The  present  style  of  piety  will  never  convert 
the  world.  We  must  glow  and  bum  with  the  single  unquenchable  desire  to 
glorify  our  Lord  and  Saviour  in  the  highest  possible  degree !  We  must  have  a 
piety  that  will  tread  the  world  under  foot,  and  turn  with  disgust  from  everj

II.  There  must  be  mort  effort,  or  the  world  will  not  be  converted.     One  thing 
is  certain,  the  blessing  of  God  lias  always  accompanied  the  efforts  of  his  people,  to 
8[^ead  the  honour  of  his  name  ;  and  we  have  his  promise,  that  it  shall  still  be  so. 
What  then  is  the  reason  that  so  large  a  portion  of  mankind  have  yet  not  even  heard 
of  Christ  ?    Why  is  it,  that  not  more  than  one  sixth  port  of  the  human  race  ever 
heard  or  read  the  Gospel  message,  sufficiently  pure  from  human  error,  to  prove  the 
means  of  salvation  ^ — Only,  because  the  church  has  been  too  tame  in  her  zeal,  and 
too  feeble  in  her  efforts  to  spread  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.     And  among  the  k- 
cessary  changes  which  must  take  place  on  this  subject,  we  may  mention,  /nl, 
an  increase  of  self  denial.    Now,  we  look  upon  our  houses,  lands,  money,  &c  is 
our  ovDti ;  and  while  we  recognise  the  duty  of  giving  something  to  the  Lord,  we 
do  it  on  the  ground,  that  it  is  ours  to  give ;  whereas,  he  challenges  the  wHbU  as 
his,  and  allows  us  to  use  for  our  own  purposes  only  tuch  apart  as  we  can  wcD 
account  for  in  the  day  of  judgment.     And  in  accordance  with  this  will  be  our 
feehngs,  when  we  shall  once  take  hold  in  earnest,  for  the  world's  converaon. 
Then  shall  we  mortify  '*  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  and  the  lust  of  the  eye,  and  the 
pride  of  life."     We  shall  retrench  every  useless  expenditure,  and  forego  even    .^ 
many  of  the  necessary  accompaniments  of  comfortable  living,  in  order  that  we    ^ 
may  indulge  our  strong  desire  to  snve  men,  and  honour  God.     wJ^ainy— the    ' 
responsibility  to  make  efforts  for  the  balvation  of  the  world,  will  be  felt  to  rert, 
not  only  on  ministers  and  missionaries,  and  those  whom  Providence  elevates  to    ' 
places  of  influence,  but  also,  upon  the  private  members  of  the  church — on  every 
man,  and  woman,  and  child,  in  their  respective  and  appropriate  spheres.    Each   ^ 
member  of  the  family  of  Christ  will  feel  bound  to  provide  according  to  his  abilitj>   n 
his  portion  of  the  instrumentality,  by  which  this  revolted  race  shall  be  turned   - 
unto  the  Lord.    But,  now,  scarcely  one  in  a  hundred  bears  about  with  him  the  , 
burden  of  a  dying  world,  or  feels  more  than  a  mere  ^fTicro/ concern  iatbc   t 
progress  of  the  cause  of  its  redemption. 

HI,  There  must  be  a  higher  standard  of  success,  i.  e.  we  must  aim  at,  and  look  ^ 
for  more  rapid  results  than  have  ever  yet  been  realized.  Even  in  this  favoured  i 
land,  where  revivals  have  been  so  frequent  and  so  powerful,  the  increase  of 
population  outstrips  the  triumphs  of  religion.  What  then  shall  we  say  of  lands  ». 
leas  favoured  than  ours.^  And  what  will  become  of  the  cause  of  Zion,  ifw>  \ 
better  results  than  is  commonly  witnessed,  attend  our  efforts.'' — Plainly,  a  higher  | 
success  must  be  attained.    He,  who  now  is  the  instrument  of  doing,  good  on  a 
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mall  scale,  and  has  b«en  contented  witi)  it,  miut  enlarge  liia  aim*  and  his 
xpectations.    The  labourer  that  has  gathered  thirty  fold,  must  look  for  sixty, 
□d  he  that  has  gathered  fifly,muBt  pray  for,  aad  expect  a  hundred. 
And,  O!  when  shell  tbece  thing*  be^    When  shall  one  desire  thrill  every  . 

'hristian  heart,  and  nerve  every  Chrietian  arm — the  simple,  the  sublime  purpose 
f  living  only  to  do  good .'  It  will  be  then,  and  not  tilt  then,  when  every  one 
hall  begin  the  work  in  his  own  heart.  Let  ue  then,  dear  brethren,  from  this 
our,  even  from  this  holy  concert  of  feitb  and  love,  give  ourselves  ieAo/(y  to  the 
lOrd's  work.  Let  us  renew  to  our  Master  and  ourselves  tlie  pleJge  of  faithful- 
CSS  in_all  the  depnrtrocnts  of  benevolent  activity,  the  iiledge,  in  a  ChntUtm  sense, 
f"  our  lives,  our  fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honour."

MICHIGAN.

In  tbo  Home  Miwionary  for  Mty,  p-  3,  was  inMrted 
•n  intereating  acnmint  of  Mr.  P.'i  reception  and  la. 
boor"  at  this  diatant  station.  We  add  the  rol^)wing, 
which  has  been  recently  received,  n«  asiippltiment  to 
what  was  before  piihlimhej,  and  bringing  down  the 
accoants  from  him  to  the  middle  of  May. 

I  think  I  mentioned  in  my  last,  that  I 
carried  a  bundle  of  tracts  to  the  Canadian 

settlement  opposite  us ;  that  ,   to 

whom  I  gave  them,  hopes  his  heart  has 
since  been  changed.  He  is  a  new  man. 
He  is  in  the  family  of  a  rich  factor  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Fur  Company.  This  gen- 
tleman  was  not  at  ease,  when  he  saw  the 
resirlt  of  the  Spirit's  operations  here.  Sit- 
ting by  his  desk  one  day  in  March,  his  at- 
tention was  excited  by  the  title  of  one  of 


those  precious  tracts,    "  Eternity."    "  PIl 
sec  what  is  said  on  that  subject,  by  and  bj," 
said  he.     *'  Why  not  now  ?"   said  the  in- 
ward  monitor.     He  listened  to  its  Toioe, 
read  the   tract, — was  driven  to   his  clo- 
set, and  his  knees.    There  he  hopes  that  be 
surrendered  his  heart  to  his  blessed  Be. 
deemer,  and  was  accepted.     He  has  since 
seemed  to  rejoice  in  the  Lord.

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iristians  grew  cold.    In  this  extremity 
i  looked  unto  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  our 
f.    Knowing  that  united,  cordial,  Chris. 
n  effort,  with  a  right  feeling  of  unwor. 
inesfli  and  dependence  on  God,  always 
ing  the  blessing,  Mr.  Bingham,  (Baptist 
iseionary,)  and  myself,  appointed  a  day 
fasting  and  humiliation, — our  churches 
meet  together  and  mutually  supplicate 
e  blessing.     The  day  was  the  21st  of 
arch ;  it  was  a  day  of  storms,  the  snow 
iving  from  Lake   Superior  with  almost 
*e8istible  force.     But  we  thought  nothing 
'storms,  when  assembled  to  humble  our. 
Ires  before  God.     The  scene  was  most 
>art-cheering.     Delightful  unity  of  heart 
emed  to  prevail.    We  felt  confident  of 
rich  blessing.     It  was  a  day  of  much 
*ayer.     One  circumstance  was  peculiar, 
hough   five  officers  from  the   fort  were 
esent,  not  one  would  open  his  mouth  in 
ayer,  while  twelve  or  more  soldiers  plead- 
1  earnestly,  affectionately,  and  appropri- 
«ly,  for  the  best   of  blessings  on  their 
)romanders.     Thanks  to  our  kind  Father, 
lese  five  officers  now  plead  for  the  same 
eavenly  gifts  to  descend   on   those   who 
len  prayed   for  them.     Two  were    pro- 
lously   hopingr,  but  diffidence  prevented 
leir   publicly  acting   then.      That   day's 
lercises   left  deep   solemnity  on    every 
lind.     The   Friday  following,   was  a  tri- 
raphant  day.     A  Lieutenant,    who    had 
rought  infidelity  from  the  Military  Aca- 
emy,   came   to  my  room,  saying  he  was 
reighcd  down  by  a  mountain  load.     He 
assed  two  hours  with  me.     The  scene  1 1 
annot  describe.      If  you  have  witnessed 
ach,    you  know    the   thrilling    interest, 
before   leaving  me,    he   felt  the   load  re- 
noved,  and  prayed  in   the  spirit  of  one 
iberated  from  the  slavery  of  Satan.     He 
cent  from  me  to  proclaim  what  God  had 
lone  for  his  soul.     A  Captain   from   the 
ame  academy,  who  had  been  three  months 
eriously  inquiring,  was  aided  that  evening 
y  this  Lieutenant  and   other    Christian 
riends,  and  hopes  by  the  grace  of  God  that 
le  that  night  admitted  a  divine  Redeemer 

0  his  heart.  Ho  rejoices  in  the  delightful 
lope  that  his  wife  on  the  same  day  was  bom 
igain.  Another  Lieutenant  and  his  wife 
late  their  con  version  within  a  day  or  two  of 
he  same  period.     The  last  lady  had  been 

1  Catholic,  and,  till  within  two  months,  had 
lot  opened  a  Bible  since  she  entered  the 
lonvent.  Two  Captains,  two  Lieuten- 
mts,  the  Surgeon,  and  the  Sutler,  with  the 
vives  of  four  of  these  gentlemen,  (the 
>thers  not  being  married,)  all  hope  they 
lave  been  bom  of  the  Spirit.  One  officer 
ind    his  wife    only   remain   in   acknow- 


ledged impenitence.  The  blessing  did  not 
cease  here  ;  many  soldiers,  and  the  sub- 
Indian  agent,  were  added  to  the  number 
of  praying  men.  My  dear  sir,  what  can 
I  render  unto  God  for  the  unspeakable  gift 
he  has  bestowed  on  us,  so  entirely  un- 
worthy ? 

Our  little  church,  organized  in  January, 
now   numbers  thirty;  and  twenty   (with 
four  Indians)  have  united  with  Mr.  Bing- 
ham's,  in  the  five  months  since  my  arriyal. 
More  than  fifly   have  expressed  hope  in 
this  revival,     thirty.five  of  whom  are  men. 
Many    a   widowed  mother  will    rejoice, 
and  many  a  parent's  heart  be  glad,  to  hear 
of  the  conversion  of  '*  the  prodigal  son," 
at  Fort  Brady.     There  are  now  forty  pro- 
fessing Christians,  and  fifly  who  hope  they 
love  God,  in   this  fort.     Twelve  or  four- 
teen   altars  for  family  prayer  have  been 
set  up.     A  blessing  is  implored  at  the  table 
in  each  mess.room.    Public  evening  prayer 
is  held  in  one  of  the  barrack  rooms.  Meet- 
ings for  prayer,  besides  my  Bible  Class, 
are  held  on  three  or  four  evenings  in  the 
week.     Of  the  forty  .seven  who  have  stu- 
died the  Bible  Class  lesson  this  winter  and 
spring,  only  eight  remain  without    hope 
of    having   been     forgiven    through   the 
mercy  of  Christ.     In  our  settlement ^  there 
are   but   few   individuals   to  whom  I  can 
present  the  truths   of  the  Gospel.     The 
French  are  degraded,    ignorant,  supersti- 
tious Papists.     They  will  hear  no  one  but 
a  Priest.     The  only  Americans  here,  (aside 
from   the  fort,   the  Indian   agency,   and 
the  mission,)  less  than  a  dozen  in  number, 
have,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  Indian 
wives,  and  their   children  speak   Indian. 
The  women  and  children   of  course  can 
receive  no  instruction  except  through  an 
interpreter.      In   consequence,  little  im- 
pression has  been  directly  made  on   this 
community.     Only  len  of  the  settlement 
are  connected  with  the  infant  church.   The 
conversions,    on  account  of  the   peculiar 
character  of  the  population,    have  been 
of  adults  wholly  ;  and,  as  you  have  seen, 
about   four   fifths  males.     Indirectly^  we 
trust,  we  arc  acting  upon  the  French  and 
Indian  population,  especially  by  example 
in  temperance  and  morality.     Last  year 
130  barrels  of  spirits  were  sold  here.     For 
three  months  past  there  has  been  none  for 
sale.     One  barrel  has  now  been  brought ; 
it  is  still  on  the  vessel,  having  in  three  days 
found  no  purchaser  ;  and  we  trust  the  kind 
captain  will  carry  it  back  to   Detroit,  or 
empty  it  into  the  St.  Mary.     The  soldiers 
have  now  unanimously  agreed  to  purchase 
neither  beer   nor  cider  from  the  Sutler's 
store, — where,  till  within  the  last  month 
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or  two,  they  have  been  accustomed  to  ex. 
pend  about  two  thirds  of  their  wages  for 
these  useless  drinks.  Saving  their  money, 
they  feel  that  they  can  now  do  something 
for  the  A.  H.  M.  8.  They  have  been  aid. 
ing  in  the  good  cause  spoken  of  above,  of 
prmtingihe  NewTestanient.  About  $300, 
ioclading  that  already  mentioned,  have 
been  subscribed  in  a  few  days,  in  this  poor 
settlement,  for  that  purpose.  Soldiers  sub. 
scribed  from  one  to  six  dollars  each.  Does 
not  the  (*  tspel  open  the  heart  ?  You  would 
rejoice  tu  hear  these  men  pray ;  and  to 
see  how  they  are  elevated  from  the  depths 
of  degrading  intemperance.  One  who  had 
been  a  Catholic,  gave  five  dollars.  He 
knew  the  evil  of  being  deprived  of  the  Bi. 
bhs.  Another,  who  had  been  a  Catholic, 
with  his  wife,  said  ho  never  saw  a  Bible  till 
he  came  to  this  country ;  and  he  '*  thanks 
Orod  there  was  ever  a  ship  Imilt,  else  ho  had 
been  still  in  darkness  witli  his  friends  in 
Ireland/'  Eight  of  those  indulging  hope, 
were  Papists.  Many  of  them  look  now 
with  dread  upon  the  errors  of  the  Romish 
church. 

I  hope,  considering  the  pressing  wants 
of  your  society,  that  our  community,  small 
and  poor  as  it  is,  will  be  able  to  meet  ail 
the  promises  made  by  you  to  yuur  mis- 
sionary hero  the  j>rescTit  year. 

Our  garrison,  we  think,  is  now  the  hap- 
piest  in  the  world.     Tlio  army  has  been 
thought,  till  now,  a  Had  scliool  of  morals. 
And  truly  it  has  been   so.     But  wo  have 
reached  a  new  era.     A  revival  in  the  army  I 
Six  pious  gentlemen  in  one  fort  I     A  corps 
of  pious  soldiers  I    Fort  Brady  is  now  truly 
a   **  house  of  prayer."     The  dance  is  ex. 
changed  for  the  praying  circle ;    the  be- 
witching cards   have   given    place  to  the  | 
blessed  Bible;  instead  of  the  song  of  the  i 
drunkard,  the  psalm  of  praise  is  heard  ;  in- 1 
stead  of  the  profane  oath,  l!ie    word  of  j 
Christian  consolation ;  the  fears  and  well 
grounded  suspicion  of  the   officer,    is  ex. 
changed    for  security  and  parental  confi. 
donee ;    the    haired    and  surly   obedience 
of  the  soldier,  have  in  tlieir  place,  cheerful 
compliance    and     filial    love.     Instead    of 
whiskey  and  its  kindred  poisons,  and  dis- 
ease,  the  drink  of  the  soldier  is  the  pure 
water    of  Lake   Superior,  and  cofiee,  ac- 
companied with  a  clear  mind  and  health  of 
body. 

Will  you  not  rejoice  that  your  noble  so. 
ciety  has  been  instrumental  in  accomplisli- 
ing  at  least  a  part  of  this  work  ?  I,  at  least, 
rejoice  that  I  have  been  allowed  to  look  on, 
And  sec  the  Lord  |)crform  thct;c  wonders.

From  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Brooki^  CMinnilU. 

Since  my  last  report,  mj  time  haf  been 
regularly  occupied  in  ministarial  dntiet  in 
the  two  places  of  my  location,  except  one 
Sabbath,  which  was  spent  with  the  Pres- 
bytery at  Carmi,  nearly  130  miles  distant 
The  business  of  Presbytery  closed  on  St. 
turday.  On  the  Sabbath  was  a  sacramental 
occasion,  and  three  sermons  were  preadi. 
ed.  The  exercises  had  the  effect  of  pro. 
ducing  at  least  deep  solemnity. 

On  the  19th  of  Feb.  I  administered  the 
sacrament  to  the  church  in  this  place,  re. 
ceived  five  into  our  number  by  profession, 
and   baptized  one   adult.      The  occasaon 
was  one  of  deep  interest,  both  at  the  pre]A' 
ratory  lecture  and  during  the  exercises  of 
the  Sabbath  ;  and  though  we  are  far  frosi 
being  able  to  speak  of  such  refreshinff  v 
have  been  felt  in  the  neighbouring  city  of 
St.    Louis,  yet  punctuality    and  interest 
have  been  manifested  in  attendance  apoo 
social  prayer-meetings  and  other  means  oi 
grace.     The    monthly  concert  has  been 
established  this  winter,  and  I  have  com- 
menced  giving   familiar   lectures  on  the 
Bible, — and,  judging  from  the  attendance, 
and  attention  given,  I  believe  I   am  not 
without  success  in  this  attempt.     I  hixe 
visited  nearly  all  the  families  within  the 
distance  from  which  they  usually  attend 
upon  preaching  here,  and  have  been  kindlj 
received,  without   exception ;    and  some 
have  been  induced  to  attend  meeting  who 
were  seldom  if  ever  seen  out  before.    Bat 
in  a  large  portion  of  the  community  there 
is  an  astonishing  apathy  in  regard  to  reli- 
gion.   With  some,  if  their  present  temporal 
wants  are  supplied,  they  have  no  anxiety 
about  the  future,  either  in  respect  to  thi« 
world  or  the  next.     With  otliers,  tlie  ru- 
preme  good  in  prospest  is  to  become  rich. 
I  What  human  means  can  break  this  apathy 
is  yet  difficult  to  tell.    But,  our  little  church 
are  not  ^sensible  to  religious  things,  or 
ijj^norant   of  the  spirit  of  benevolence,  m 
you  may  learn  from  the  following  fact- 
The  agent    of  the   American    Education 
Society  came  here  a  few  weeks  ago,  and 
obtained  three  life  members,  and  some  ad- 
ditional subscriptions, — a   handsome  sum, 
indeed,   for  this  settlement.     Our  church 
are  anxious  to  do  all  they  can  for  the  cause 
of  religion.     But,  they  are  few  in  number, 
and  most  of  them  have  little  of  the  world's 
goods.

The  erection  of  meeting  houses  hna  g.;„-- 
rally  been  deemed  unworthy  IhcatteTiiinn 
of  the  benerolentatlhe  east ;  but  it  sluiiiM 
not  be  BO.  t  doubt  whethcra  more jmli- 
eiotu  appropriation  could  be  made  •>(  a 
part  of  those  chanties  which  are  constnnt- 
ly  flowing  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord.

You  are  already  aware,  that,  dorinE 
two  thirds  of  the  quarter,  I  was  confined 
away  from  my  appointed  field.  But. 
during  this  timu,  the  Lord  was  pleased  to 
fumisli  me  with  oa  much  work  aa  I  conW 
find  apporluni(y  to  do.  As  often  ai  I 
could  steal  a  moment  from  the  couch  of 
my  lanj^iahing  companion,*  it  was  spent 
in  culjjng  upon  thoie  families,  where  I 
hoped  sinners  ware  seeking,  or  might  l» 
induced  to  acok  the  salvation  of  their 
Boula.  OAen,  too,  the  tedious  hours  of 
coii6nement  were  alleviated  by  the  viiili 
ef  those,  whose  aniioua  eye.andhesitatiai 
aspect,  indicated  the  deeiro— "  sir,  « 
would  see  Jeeua."  I  have  little  doubt, 
this  interest  might  baTe  been  extended ; 
but  the  church,  generally,  would  nolbt 
persuaded  to  awake,  and  the  increasiiig 
lllncas  of  my  wife  confined  me  ahnoat 
altogether  at  home.  From  thirty  to  forty 
expressed  bo  much  interest  in  regard  to 
tlieir  souls  aa  to  attend  anxioai  meeting* 
at  diSerent  times.     A  few   in  the  hloom 

•  Pu  accouni  of  il»  dRws  oT  Hn.  r>nw. 
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life  began  to  give  pleasing  evidence 
at  they  had  found  the  Saviour,  when 
a  providence  of  God  opened  the  door  for 
jT  departure.  How  many  of  them  I 
all  meet  in  heaven,  God  only  knows  ; 
t  my  aim  was,  to  clear  my  skirts  of 
eir  blood.  In  connexion  with  these  la. 
urs,  I  commenced  visiting  every  member 
the  church  in  conjunction  with  the 
stor,  to  inquire  particularly  into  their 
stem  of  parental  instruction,  and  sug- 
Bt  any  improvements  which  occurred 
us.  We  recommended  to  mothers  the 
ftctice  of  praying  with  their  children, 
e  at  a  time,  daily,  or  as  oflen  as  they 
uld  find  opportunity.  We  found  but 
e  mother  who  had  been  in  this  practice  ; 
d  when  asked  if  she  found  it  beneficial 
her  own  soul,  she  replied — "indeed,  I 
: — I  don't  know  how  I  could  live  a  day 
thout  it."  It  is  well  nigh  superfluous 
add,  hcvr  little  ones  show  the  influence 
this  course.  The  eldest,  a  little  girl, 
quite  serious. 

The  last  month  I  have  spent  in  visiting 
Serent  neighbourhoods  within  the  limits 
signed  me,  and  some  places  in  Salem 
esbjrtery,  in  order  to  compare  the  rela- 
'e  destitution.  Within  twenty-five  days 
have  preached  twenty-four  scnnons, 
sited  and  addressed  five  Sabbath  Schools, 
d  made  arrangements  to  organize  ano- 
er  ;  hold  the  monthly  concert  of  prayer, 
ide  .several  exhortations,  and  preached 
e  gospel  to  about  one  hundred,  indivi. 
ally.  During  the  whole  quarter,  I  have 
dressed  seventy-five  meetings,  preached 
d  expounded  thirty-nine  times,  and 
deavoured  to  labour  in  private,  and 
idy  as  I  had  opportunity.  My  circum- 
mces  have  been  such  as  to  preclude  all 
an  and  system,  and,  of  course,  the  fruits 
'  my  labours  have  been  comparatively 
lall.

I  arrived  at  Fort  Wayne  on  the  19th  of 
ovember,  having  been  delayed  more 
an  a  week  in  waiting  a  conveyance  up 
the  Maumee  river.  The  country  upon 
is  river  is  but  thinly  settled.  In  the 
stance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles, 
ere  are,  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  two 
indred  families,  including  the  towns  of 
jrrysburg,  Maumee,  and  Fort  Defiance. 
t  the  latter  place  there  is  something  of 
settlement.  The  people,  when  I  passed 
ere,  were  desirous  of  obtaining  a  Pres- 
terian  missionary.  From  what  I  could 
irn,  I  should  judge  Fort  Defiance  to  be 
Vol.  V. 


a  place  which  demandi  the  attention  of 
your  committee.  There  are  but  few  Pres- 
bjrterians,  but  several  who  favour  the 
Presbyterian  interest.  It  will  ultimately 
be  a  place  of  considerable  importance, 
especially  as,  since  the  passage  of  the 
"Wabash  and  Erie  canal  bill,"  all  the 
places  on  this  river  as  well  as  on  the 
Wabash,  and  the  whole  line  of  canal,  will 
assume  a  much  higher  importance  than 
heretofore.  The  whole  country  from  Fort 
Meigs  to  Fort  Wayne,  if  we  except  the 
foreign  missionary  establishment  among 
the  Ottawas,  is  destitute  of  Presbjrterian 
influence.  There  is,  however,  occasion- 
ally, preaching,  by  Methodist  ministers. 
Education  is  almost  entirely  neglected. 
A  missionary,  stationed  at  Fort  Defiance, 
might  build  up  a  church  there,  and  extend 
his  influence  up  and  down  the  river.  This 
place  is  forty  or  fifty  miles  from  Fort 
Wayne. 

From  Fort  Wayne  we  found  the  jour- 
ney attended  with  much  difiiculty,  on 
account  of  the  lateness  of  the  season,  and 
the  fact,  that  the  country  is  extremely 
new.  Wc  were  obliged  to  travel  to  the 
fork  of  the  Wabash,  a  distance  of  thirty 
miles,  in  an  ox-wag^on,  through  an  entire 
wilderness.  From  thence  we  proceeded 
on  the  river  by  perogues^  or  canoes,  to 
Logansport,  fifty  iiiilcs,  where  the  winter, 
in  its  strongest  severity,  set  in  upon  us. 
The  same  night  we  arrived  in  Logansport, 
the  ground  was  covered  with  snow,  and 
the  river  frozen.  Mere  I  met  Brother 
Carnahan,  who  had  come  hither  to  assist 
Brother  Post  in  a  communion  season. 

I  left  my  wife  at  Logfansport,  and  pro- 
ceeded, in  company  with  Brother  Carna- 
han, to  Lafayette.  Wo  visited  Clinton 
county  first. — This  is  a  new  county,  a 
little  back  from  the  river,  and  contains 
fifteen  hundred  inhabitants — is  fast  set- 
tling.  The  little  church  at  Frankford  were 
anxious  to  obtain  a  minister.  I  afterwards 
visited  this  county,  and  when  we  had 
ascertained  the  state  of  things  here,  it  was 
decided,  that  this  county  had  the  strongest 
claim  on  my  labours  :  I  consequently  de- 
cided to  locate  here  for  the  present  3-ear. 

I  have  nothing  of  cheering  success  to 
report,  except  that  there  is  a  disposition 
on  the  part  of  the  people  to  listen  to  the 
Gospel,  and  to  give  attention  to  instruction 
in  the  Scriptures.  I  have  organized  two 
Bible  Classes,  one  in  the  Coal  Creek  con- 
grejTfition  of  forty-five  members,  and  one 
in  Covington  of  thirty-six.  Our  Sabbath 
Schools  have  not  yet  been  organized  for 
the  season.  We  hope  to  have  two,  or 
more.

[Bxtractcd  Troin  a  letter  Trom  her  huabaod-] 

Suffer  me  to  introduce  you,  dear 
brother,  a  few  moments  to  the  cham- 
ber, 80 

**  PriTileged  beyond  tiio  eomtnun  walkf  of  life, 
Quito  on  the  verge  of  Heaven ;" 

whence  one  of  your  dear  missionaries 
has  just  taken  her  flig^ht,  to  swell  the 
anthem  of  redeeming  love  in  heaven. 

It  was  more  than  four  months  from 
our  arrival  here  to  the  period  of  my 
wife's  decease.  During*  this  time  her 
disease  gradually  ripened,  and  our 
hopes  faded.  Much  of  her  time  she 
was  in  great  distress.  In  addition  to 
the  ordinary  symptoms  of  consumption, 
she  struggled  with  others  of  a  violent 
and  most  distressing  character.  Under 
all  these  sufferings  she  was  not  only 
uncomplaining,  but  so  cheerful,  that 
transient  visiters  thought  her  quite  at 
ease ;  and  so  happy,  as  often  to  dissipate 
all  the  gloom  of  the  sick  room,  and 
render  it  an  unspeakable  privilege  to 
be  near  her. 

She  never  grieved  for  the  home  of 
her  youth;  though  almost  alone,  and 
more  than  a  thousand  miles  from  home, 
she  never  repented  coming.  Speaking 
to  a  dear  sister  in  regard  to  it,  she  said 
— "  I  want  you  to  write  to  my  blessed 
mother,  after  I  am  gone,  and  tell  her, 
I  never  for  a  moment  repented  my 
choice.  I  can  say  with  Harriet  of 
sainted  memory — •  I  have  had  it  in  my 
heart  to  do  something  for  the  promotion 
of  Christ's  cause  ;'  and  I  hope  he  will 
accept  me.'*  She  uniformly  breathed 
the  same  spirit. 

The  most  difficult  thing  was,  for  her 
to  give  up  the  hope  of  labouring  for 
soufe.  She  had  not  once,  to  my  know- 
ledge, the  most  distant  fear  of  death  ; 
yet  she  toanUd  to  live  and  do  something 


for  souls.  When  asked,  some  weeks 
before  her  death,  if  she  felt  perfectly 
reconciled  to  a  speedy  death,  she  said, 
— »♦  When  I  think  that  I  was  the  first 
who  left  B.  on  such  an  errand, — when 
I  think  of  my  sohtary  and  beloved  com- 
panion, and  on  the  wide  field  of  useful- 
ness opened  before  us,  I  have  wished 
to  get  well ;  but,  I  think  I  can  say, 
•not  my  will  but  thine  be  done.*'* 
This  solicitude  sometimes  distressed 
her  so  that  she  would  ask  if  it  were 
sinful.

I  shall  hear  him 
say  it  to  you,'^  Soon  after,  she  desired 
to  say  a  few  words  to  the  children, 
who  had  been  very  kind  to  her ;  took 
each  by  the  hand,  and  addressed  them 
very  solemnly,  and  commended  them 
to  God.

am  aware,  that  very  many  Christians 
pend  most  of  their  lives  without  "  a 
irong  consolation,"  though  they  "  have 
led  for  refuge,  to  lay  hold  upon  the 
lope    set   before  them."     They  seem 
0  take  for  granted  that  they   must 
lecessarily  remain   "  ail  their  lifetime 
lubject  to  bondage,  through  fear."  But 
5uch  were  not  the  views  and  feelings 
)f  ancient  saints.    .David,  and  Job,  and 
tiezekiah,   and  Paul,  speak  with  the 
greatest  confidence  of  the  integrity  of 
their  hearts,  and  of  their  full  assurance, 
that  God  was  their  reconciled  Father, 
and  everlasting  portion  ;   and  that  this 
assurance  was  the  privilege,  not  only  of 
inspired  men,  but  of  the  saints  gene- 
rally, is  evident  from  the  fact,  that  they 
are  exhorted   to  "give   dihgence,  to 
make  their  calling  and  election  sure,'' 
— "  to  examine  themselves" — "  to  know 
themselves  " — "  to  be   not  deceived," 
&c.,  and  also,  from  the  confident  ex- 
pressions which  Christians  are  permit- 
ted to  use :  "  We  know  that  we  have 
passed  from  death  unto  life." — "  We 
know  that  we  are  of  the  truth." — ^»*  We 
know  that  he  (God)  abideth  in  us,"  &c. 
This  confidence,  or  assurance  of  Christ- 
ians, is  not  a  mere  impression  made  on 
•he  mind,  they  know  not  how  or  why. 


but  it  arises  firom  a  comparison  of  their 
own  exercises  with  the  declaratioiiB  of 
God  in  bis  word. 

My  attention  has  been  turned  to  this 
subject  recently  more  than  common,  in 
consequence  of  a  visit  which  I  made  a 
few  days  since,  to  a  chamber  of  disease. 
There  I  saw  and  beard  what  was  to 
me  profitable,  humbling,  and  edifying. 
There  was  a  mother  in  Israel,  pining 
away   under  the  withering  hand  of 
consumption.     But,  while  sickness  and 
pain    were    rapidly    demolishing    the 
earthly  tabernacle,  her  soul  seemed  to 
gaze  upward  to  the  '*  building  of  God, 
the  house  not  made  with  hands,  eter- 
nal in  the  heavens,"  and  to  *'  desire  to 
depart,  and  be  with  Christ,"  as  though 
she  considered  it  "far  better"  than  to 
abide  longer  in  the  flesh.    After  1  had 
made  some  remarks  of  a  consolatory 
nature,  and  recited  some  of  the  promises 
of  God  to  his  people,  under  afflictions, 
her  countenance  beamed  with  joy,  and 
told   the   holy  emotions  of  her  soul. 
It    was   with    extreme    difficulty  she 
could   articulate,  and   then  only  in  a 
whisper.     Taking  my  hand,  and  draw- 
ing my  ear  close  to  her  lips,  she  said, 
in  substance,  as  follows  ;— 

"  I  am  happy.  I  now  enjoy  a  full 
assurance  of  hope.  Formerly,  I  was 
much  troubled  with  doubts  and  fears. 
I  used  to  say,  *  Lord,  I  believe — help 
thou  mine  unbelief ;'  but  still  my  unbe- 
lief continued,  and  my  apprehensions 
respecting  myself  were  sometimes 
awfully  distressing.  After  I  was  taken 
more  unwell,  and  was  apprehensive 
that  I  should  not  recover,  1  felt  that  I 
could  not  bear  to  die  without  the  assu- 
rance of  hope.  I  called  upon  God  day 
and  night,  that  he  would  have  mercy 
on  me.  I  pleaded  his  promises,  *  I  will 
never  leave  thee,  nor  forsake  thee;' 
*  him  that  cometh  to  me,  I  will  ih  no 
wise  cast  out ;'  *  fear  not,  for  I  have 
redeemed  thee  ;  I  have  called  thee  by 
thy  name ;  thou  art  mine.  When  thou 
passest  through  the  waters,  I  will  be 
with  thee  ;  and  through  the  rivers, 
they  shall  not  overflow  thee.  When 
thou  walkest  through  the  fire,  thou 
shalt  not  be  burned ;  neither  shall  the 
flame  kindle  upon  thee.  For  I  am  the 
Lord  thy  God,  the  holy  one  of  laraal, 
thy  Saviour.*   1  fell  utv>not1\v^  o^  Qiq^'% 
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mercies.  I  saw  that  1  was  a  guilty,  bell- 
deserving  sinner.  My  bquI  was  weighed 
down  with  the  heavy  load  of  my  sins. 
But  I  cried  the  more  earnestly  to  the 
Lord  for  help;  *  Lord,  save  me— I 
perish.*  I  felt  that  I  could  not  be  de- 
nied. I  said,  *  Lord,  I  cannot  let  thee 
ffo,  except  thou  bless  me.'  I  clung 
fast  to  the  mercy-seat,  and  pleaded  and 
pleaded  for  deliverance.  My  doubts 
and  fef^rs  fled.  It  was  at  the  foot  of 
the  cross  that  my  burden  lefl  me.  I 
saw  that  there  was  an  infinite  fountain 
of  the  blood  of  Christ,  where  the 
greatest  sinners  might  be  purified  from 
•11  their  defilement  and  guiit.  I  could 
no  longer  doubt  his  love  to  me,  and  my 
interest  in  him." 

I  told  her  that  I  was  glad  to  sec  her 
in  this  happy  state  of  mind.  She 
then  inquired  respecting  my  feelings, 
whether  I  had  the  assurance  of  hope. 
On  learning  that  I  was  not  very  confi- 
dent respecting  the  safety  of  my  Btatc, 
she  asked  again,  "  Wliat  do  you  mean 
to  do  ?"  She  was  told,  that  I  desijrned 
to  be  more  faithful,  and  give  more  dili- 
gence, to  make  my  callino^  and  election 
sure.     "  Do^'  said  she,  *'  do.'' 

I  took  my  seat  near  the  bed,  and 
spent  a  few  moments  in  j-ilent  medita- 
tions. O,  thought  I,  this  dear  pnint 
occupies  a  station  which  might  well  be 
envied  by  the  "  great  ones"  of  this 
world.  A  station,  nearer  to  that  of 
angels  than  any  other  this  side  of 
heaven.  How  would  ministers  preach, 
and  how  would  Christians  live,  and 
what  an  impression  would  the  world 
get  of  the  value'of  religion,  if  all  the 
people  of  God  came  up  to  this  privi- 
lege I

As  an  illustration  of  the  influence 
which,  under  God,  a  very  trifling  event 
inay  have  on  the  character  and  condi- 
tions of  persons,  the  following  anec- 
dote is  related  by  a  clergyman. 


It  waa  in  the  year  1819,  when  be  wu 
present,  by  invitation,  at  a  social  ga- 
thering of  young  people,  moat  of  whom, 
like  himself,  were  professors  of  religion. 
But  as  they  had  enjoyed  very  few  fpi- 
ritual  advantages,  and  were  surrounded 
by  a  cold  circle  of  professors,  their  reli- 
gious feelings  were  not  of  a  very  fervid 
character.    To  this  general  festorey 
however,    there    was  one   exceptioo. 
A  young  woman,  a  teacher  of  a  cod- 
mon  school,  kept  up,  in  the  midst  ot 
sifrrounding  stupidity,  the  fervour  and 
activity  of  her  spiritual  life.     It  was 
her   constant    inquiry,   **  Lord,   what 
wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?"     On  thij 
evening  she  watched  for  an  opportu- 
nity, and,  during  an    interval  of  the 
conversation,  she  announced,  that  she 
had  just  subscribed  for  a   new  book, 
from  which,  with  the  permission  of  the 
company,  she  would  read  a  few  extracts. 
She  then  drew  from  her  work-bag  the 
JSJemoirs  of  Henry  Ohookiahy  and  j»e- 
Fented   to  the  deliorhted   cars    of  the 
little  circle,  a  rich  treat  of  some  of  the 
most  precious  sayings  and  experiences 
of  that  bcijoved  youth.     There  was  not 
an  unmoved  heart,  and  scarcely  a  diy 
eye   in   the    room.      The    deep-toned 
piety,  and   burning  missionary  zeal  of 
the  Hawaiian,  struck  with    astonish- 
ment the  minds  of  many  that  were  pre- 
sent.    From   that  hour,    the  tpirU  o/ 
missions  has  fjrmed  a  prominent  trait 
in  their  religious  character.     Four  of 
the  number  soon  formed  the  purpose  of 
devotinir   themselves  to  the  cause  of 
Christ   among   the   heathen.     One  is 
now  an  instructress  of  the  children  ot 
the   forest ;  two,  though  providentiallT 
prevented  from  going  in  person,  hare 
continued  ever  since  to  cherish  an  in- 
creasinnr.nttachmeiit  to  the  cause,  wd 
are    now    exerting    a    noiseless,  but 
widely  felt   influence   in  favour  of  the 
world's  convorsion.     And  they  always 
ascribe  their  ed'orts,  iinder  God,  to  the 
rending  of  Obookiah's  Memoirs,  on  the 
occasion  above  mentioned. 
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Our  readers  will  excuse  us  for  omitting  the  usual  article  or  address  adapted

TO  THE  FRIENDS  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  great  and  benevolent  work  committed  to  them,  have  no  private 
mterest.  The  enterprise  is  one  in  which  they  have  a  common  responsibility 
with  all  American  Christians,  and  especially  with  all  such  as  approve  of  the  en- 
larged, catholic,  and  voluntary  organization  of  this  society.  They  feel  it  to  be 
their  privilege,  therefore,  to  communicate  freely  with  the  religious  pubUc  in  re- 
lation to  the  manner  of  conducting  its  operations,  and  the  means  best  adapted 
to  extend  and  perpetuate  its  distinguished  usefulness.  And  all  communications 
and  suggestions  on  these  points,  from  friends  of  the  cause,  are  gratefully  received. 
Without  such  suggestions,  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  committee  to  execute 
intelligibly  the  wishes  of  the  churches  and  of  the  religious  community,  whose 
servants  they  are.  Questions,  however,  are  sometimes  raised,  and  expedients 
proposed,  on  which  there  is  a  diversity  of  opinion  among  the  wise  and  the  good, 
and  which  can  only  be  settled  by  candid  discussion,  in  the  light  of  experience  and 
of  Bound  argument.  Such,  we  conceive  is  a  question  often  agitated,  and  which 
may  be  propounded  in  the  following  form.

The|beariDg  of  this  question  on  the  operations  of  the  A.  H.  M.  Society,  can- 
not perhaps  be  better  stated  than  in  the  following  communication  recently  re- 
ceived from  a  distinguished  layman  in  Connecticut,  whose  friendship  to  the  So- 
ciety, as  well  as  his  acknowledged  wisdom,  gives  great  weight  to  his  sugges- 
tions.   It  is  addressed  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

"Ret.  and  dear  Sir, 

"Your  situation  enables  you  to  judge  much  more  correctly  than  I  can  of  the  means 
^  calculated  to  augment  the  contributions  to  the  American  Home  Missionary  So-

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ciety .  According  to  the  amoant  of  those  contributions  its  efficiency  most  be  expended 
or  limited,  and  eannot  be  extended  beyond  them«  The  ezpediency»  theyvfoie,  of 
making  advances  beyond  the  amount  of  existing  means,  so  as  to  exhibit  a  balance 
against  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year,  will  depend  on  the  influence  it  may  bsTe 
on  public  bounty.  I  have  thought  that  more  liberality  would  be  excited  by  ^the  ex- 
pectation of  good  to  be  done,  than  by  the  disposition  to  cancel  obligations  incurred  for 
that  which  hat  been  done ;  and  so  far  as  the  charities  of  those  puts  of  the  eaaaUj 
under  my  observation  have  been  affected  by  debts  contracted  in  anticipation  of  rere- 
nue,  the  influence  has  been  unfortunate.  I  consider  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  as  standing  fbis- 
most  among  the  benevolent  associations  in  this  country,  and  could  not  but  feel  some 
regret,  that  the  treasury,  as  stated  in  the  periodical  for  April  last,  had  been  oveidrawB 
above  12,000  dollars.  You  will  excuse  the  liberty  I  take  in  communicating  my  opin- 
ion on  this  subject,  and  attribute  it  to  the  interest  I  feel  in  whatever  is  deemed  in- 
portant  to  this  great  and  magnificent  system  of  Christian  benevolence." 

In  principle  and  in  theory  the  above  suggestionfiof  our  respected  correspODd- 
ent  are  doubtless  correct.  The  contracting  of  debts  <*  in  anticipation  of  revenue," 
in  all  cases  where  it  is  not  demanded  by  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be  done,  and 
justified  by  the  moral  certainty  with  which  revenue  may  be  expected,  sboold  be 
avoided.  It  would  be  wrong  to  prentme  on  future  supplies,  without  the  strongest 
probability  of  their  reception,  or  to  presume  al  all^  where  there  is  no  necessity 
for  so  doing.  These  are  principles  which  the  executive  committee  of  the  A.  H. 
M.  S.  have  ever  kept  in  view ;  and  had  the  nature  of  the  work  assigned  them 
rendered  it  possible,  they  would  not  have  failed  accurately  to  curtail  their  ex- 
penditures, to  the  amount  of  their  receipts,  every  month  in  the  year.  Their 
individual  interests  would  certainly  urge  them  to  such  a  course,  as  they  would 
thereby  avoid  those  heavy  personal  responsibilities  which  they  have  sometimes 
been  constrained  to  assume.  But  the  following  considerations  will  show  that 
this  has  been  and  must  continue  to  be,  at  times,  impracticable. 

When  the  Society  was  organized,  and  its  committee  appointed,  the  whole 
work  before  us  was  a  work  "  to  he  done."  It  was  also  a  work  of  uncertain  ex- 
tent, and  demanding  an  uncertain  amount  of  expenditure.  No  one  could  con- 
jecture how  many  congregations  w^ould  need  to  be  aided,  how  many  missiona- 
ries might  be  employed,  nor  how  large  an  amount  would  be  required  for  their 
support  during  the  year.  Yet  the  Society  was  formed  on  the  presumption  that 
WHAT  OUGHT  TO  BE  DONE  COULD  BE  DONE.  There  wcrc  some  tilings  of  which 
its  friends  felt  and  expressed  an  assurance.  They  were  certain  that  the  neces- 
sities of  the  cause  were  great.  They  were  certain  that  there  was  wealth 
enough  in  the  hands  of  the  churches  to  meet  its  demands ; — and  they  did  not 
doubt  that  the  object  proposed  was  pleasing  to  him  who  owns  all  the  wealth  oftbe 
world.  With  these  assurances  the  work  was  laid  upon  the  executive  committee, 
iti  the  confidence  that  they  would  use  the  necessary  means  for  its  accomplish- 
ment. But  how  should  they  commence  it  ?  There  was  no  money  in  the  treasury, 
and  none  could  be  collected  without  the  appointment  of  ofiicers  and  agents  for 
that  purpose.    But  these  could  not  be  secured  without  the  pledgie  of  support. 
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The  very  first  and  necessary  step,  then,  was  to  contract  a  debt "  in  anticipation 
of  revenue,"  and  for  the  very  purpose  of  obtaining  a  revenue.  But  these 
officers  and  agents  would  plead  in  vain  for  funds,  unless  they  were  enabled  to 
state  definitely  the  work  to  be  done.  It  was  said,  and  all  experience  has  proved, 
that  the  people  would  not  give  until  they  could  see  a  definite  work  to  be  accom- 
plished by  their  contributions.  Facts,  living  and  speaking  facts,  were  the  argu- 
ments alone  to  be  relied  on.  The  Committee  were  therefore  constrained,  as  a 
second  and  equally  necessary  step,  to  invite  the  applications  of  the  needy,  and 
thus  lay  open  to  the  friends  of  the  cause  the  definite  grounds  of  their  appeaL 
But  this  they  could  not  do  without  pledging  needed  aid  to  the  destitute,  on  the 
faith  of  the  Christian  public.  Here,  then,  was  another  and  an  increasing  debt 
contracted  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  though  with  the  reasonable  expectation 
that  the  amount  would  be  received  in  season  to  discharge  it.  Thus  were  the 
wants  of  the  first  year  both  ascertained  and  provided  for,  by  a  system  as  necessary 
in  its  origin  as  it  was  happy  in  its  execution,  and  blessed  in  its  results.  If  it 
was  a  system  of  presumption,  it  was  the  presumption  of  fiiith ; — it  was  confi- 
dence in  the  benevolence  of  the  Christian  public,  and  in  the  favour  of  God  to 
his  own  cause, — and  that  faith  was  not  disappointed.  The  same  system,  by  the 
same  necessity,  was  adopted  the  second  year,  and  has  been  pursued  every  sub- 
sequent year,  with  results,  in  general,  equally  and  increasiugly  prosperous 
and  happy. 

In  the  prosecution  of  this  system,  it  has  been\he  constant  endeavour  of  the 
Committee  to  restrict  their  pledges  to  the  amount  of  income  which  they  might 
reasonably  expect  to  receive  ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  they  have  endeavoured 
to  keep  their  agencies,  and  other  means  of  collecting  funds,  sufficiently  ex- 
tended to  meet  all  their  pledges  as  they  should  become  due.  This,  during  the 
first  four  years  of  the  Society,  they  were  enabled  generally  to  efiect,  so  that  the 
treasury,  during  that  time,  was  seldom  overdrawn  any  considerable  amount. 
But  in  a  work  so  greatly  extended,  so  rapidly  increasing,  so  necessarily  de- 
pendent upon  the  ever-changing  pecuniary  condition  of  the  country,  and  so 
oflen  afifected  by  the  death  of  agents,  and  other  causes,  it  has  been  found  im- 
practicable always  to  calculate  with  accuracy  the  amount  of  revenue  which 
might  be  needed,  and  equally  impracticable  promptly  to  raise  it,  when  known. 
The  result  has  been,  that  the  treasury  has  been  several  times,  and  for  months 
in  succession,  overdrawn  to  a  large  amount.  For  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
last  year,  as  stated  by  our  correspondent,  and  as  heretofore  published,  the  pay- 
ments of  the  Committee  were  in  advance  of  their  receipts  more  than  {12,000 ; 
and  it  was  only  by  an  urgent  appeal  to  the  public,  and  to  benevolent 
individuals,  that  this  amount  was  reduced,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  in  May 
last,  to  $2,509  14. 

The  Committee  have  now  entered  upon  the  seventh  year  of  the  Society'* 
operations.  The  experience  of  six  years  of  responsible  and  prosperous  labour, 
is  fresh  in  their  remembrance.  During  all  that  time,  necessity  was  laid  upon 
them,  and  they  dared  to  pledge  the  faith  of  the  ChriBtiaiipuY)Yv.c\.oin»^\.  >i)t» 
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demands  of  the  cause.    That  pledge  was  ultimately,  thoagh  with  too  ttraeh  re- 
luctance and  tardiness,  redeemed,  and  good  has  been  accomplished  which  the 
mind  of  an  angel  could  not  calculate.    But  what  shall  be  done  for  the  future  ? 
60  far  have  the  payments  of  the  Society  exceeded  its  receipts  since  the  IM 
anniversary,  that  the  treasury  is  not  only  empty,  but  overdrawn,  at  the  piowt 
time,  more  than  {5000 ;  and  if  we  pursue  the  same  system  as  formerly,  a  sjstea 
which  is  necessary  to  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  work,  it  mdat  probaUy 
be  overdrawn  in  course  of  the  year  to  a  much  larger  amount,  unless  tlie  fneo^ 
of  the  cause  shall  come  forward  more  promptly,  and  with  more  than  their  t^ 
customed  liberality,  to  furnish  the  means  of  meeting  its  increased  demaadi. 
Pledges  have  already  been  made,  and  must  be  redeemed  in  course  of  the  eoouDg 
twelve  months,  beyond  the  amount  expended  in  any  former  year.    And  it  ii 
because  «  more  liberality"  is  likely  to  '*  be  excited  by  the  expectation  of  good 
to  be  done,  than  by  the  disposition  to  cancel  obligations  incurred  for  that  which 
has  been  done,"  that  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  make  this  early  expose  of  the 
wants  of  the  A.  H.  M.  Society  for  the  present  year.    More  than  three  fouxthi 
of  the  labour  of  the  year  is  yet  before  us.    It  is  a  ''  good  to  be  done,"  and  if  the 
blessing  of  God  shall  accompany  the  operations  of  the  Society  in  any  proportkn 
to  that  which  has  crowned  the  preceding  years,  it  is  a  good  which  will  infimtdj 
overpay  every  past  and  every  future  sacrifice  of  its  friends.     More  than  S50 
missionaries  are  to  be  employed — more  than  800  congregations  and  missioDiij 
districts  to^be  aided  in  their  support,  and  more  than  10,000  souls  to  be  converted 
under  their  ministry.     To  accomplish  all  this,  more  than  {50,000  are  yet  fe  k 
raised.     If  this  amount  maybe  contributed  with  greater  cordiality  while  the 
good  remains  yet  to  be  done,  let  the  friends  of  the  cause  avail  themselves  of  thif 
seasonable  notice  of  its  necessities,  and  of  its  glorious  prospects,  and  now, » 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  before  obligations  shall  of  necessity  htm  htes 
incurred  for  that  which  has  been  done,  let  them  provide  for  its  wants  by  hbeitl 
contributions.  In  this  way  only  can  the  evil,  so  much  regretted,  of  an  overdrawn 
treasury,  be  avoided.    The  field  of  the  Society's  efforts  never  before  preseoted 
so  much  encouragement  as  at  the  present  time.   Many  portions  of  it  are  ahoMiy 
white  unto  the  harvest.    The  so  much  needed  work  to  be  done  must  not  be  re- 
tarded by  the  reluctance  of  those  who  love  Zion  to  provide  seasonably  the 
necessary  means.     Let  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  say  so,  and  all  the  good  to  U 
done,  will  be  done,  to  the  glory  of  God,  by  us. 


HINTS  TO  GOOD  MEN  AND  WOMEN. 


**  PREACHING  THE  GOSPEL  BY  PROXV." 

There  is  a  style  of  contributing  to 
charitable  institutions  which  seems  to 
us  to  be  privileged  above  the  common 
walks  of  beneficence.  It  is  fully  reach- 
ed only  by  those  who  have  the  means  of 


doing  much,  and  whose  piety  constraiss 
them  to  do  good  in  the  most  direct  wftji 
and  to  the  extent  of  their  ability.  The 
privilege  of  wealthy  Christians,  in  this 
respect,  migfht  well  be  envied  by  the 
poor,  were  it  not  that  He  by  whom  ac- 
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Ihui  ir  I  w«ra  to  quit  the  callii^i;  in  whicti 
lions  are  weighe J,  and  who  ulitajs  bo- 
holds  the  gills  which  are  tust  into  the 
treatury,  once  gave  to  «  a  certain  poor 
widow"  the  praise  of  having  >*  cost  iu 
more  than  they  all."  Yet,  il' wo  have 
a  heart  to  consecrate  all  our  poBflGBsions 
to  God,  it  13  a  privilege  to  'he  rich,  II 
devoted  piety  in  thepoor  may  thus  mag- 
nify the  value  of  "  two  mites,"  when 
it  is  the  whole  of  onc'a  living,  Ihc  i 
■pirit  will  give  e  proportionatoinci 
to  the  work  of  the  gifts  of  the  wealthy, 
provided  they  also  do  what  tbev  cas. 
We  have  had  delightful  evidence  of 
the  CTistence  of  this  spirit  aEiiimg  i 
of  the  more  wealthy  contr it. u lor « ti 
funds  of  the  American  Homi!  MlsgI 
ry  Society,  Annual  contrilmtiona  from 
wealthy  individuals  have  been  received, 
within  the  last  year,  of  from  glOO  to 
^,OU0;  and  in  many  minds  there  seems 
to  have  arisen  a  new  feeling  of  respon- 
■ibility  ae  to  the  appropriation  of  their 
gifts  to  the  best  purposes.  It  begin; 
to  bs  perceived  more  clearly  than  for- 
merly, not  only  that  it  ia  tlic  duty  of 
Christiana  to  give,  but  thnt  they 
equally  bound  so  to  condition  their  i 
tnbutions  as  to  promote  most  directly 
and  efficiently  the  objccta  for  which 
they  are  bcatowcd. 

One  contributor  of  ^2,000  hai 
wrdingly  specified  certain  immuraliiios 
tending  to  intemperance,  which,  if  they 
(re  allowed  in  any  of  the  churches,  shall 
debar  them  the  privilege  of  receiving 
lid  from  hia  donation. 

Another,  who  contributea  g!  ,000,  di- 
rects the  appro |>riat ion  of  a  siillicient 
portion  of  it  to  pay  the  full  salary  of 
one  of  the.  most  important  Bgonis  ol  the 
Society,  and  thus  secures,  l-y  his  contri- 
bution, tho  constant  labour  of  a  talented 
ind  devoted  minister  of  the  gospel  in  n 
iphcre  of  diatiiiguiahcd  usefulness  to  the 
Cause  of  the  Redeemer. 

Another,  who  has  pledged  the  contri- 
bution of  ^IIC  per  oimum,  as  iong  ae 
he  lives, has  done  it  on  the  condition  that 
lie  shall  have  the  privilege  of  appropri- 
Mingthat  amonnt  to  the  entire  support 
of  one  of  the  Society's  misaionnrics  in 
the  state  of  Missouri.  In  the  laiignoge 
of  his  own  communication,  under  the 
ugailuieo(ii"FrUnti  loJUUiioni,"  he 


determlnod,  for  the  remainder  of 
liis  life,  to  '■  ]trpai;b  the  gospel  by  proxy," 
liciKouri  ;  and  arrangeinenta  are 
made  by  which  he  will  soon  be  thua  od 
the  ^eld  of  his  choice,  in  the  person  of 
..  faithful  man,  as  we  trust,  who  ia  al- 
ready appointed  a  miaaionary  to  that 
slate. 

This  generous  example  hu been  fol- 
lowed, in  pari,  liy  several  others. 

A  genlleiiinii  in  Pennaylvania,  ai 
pubUshed  in  our  last,  [see  Home  Ifia*. 
vol.  T.  p.  4^.]  lias  pledged  the  coDtri- 
btition  ofJ^itKi  tinnually,  so  longasGod 
shall  eparc  lii»  life,  and  bleas  him  with 
the  abihly  to  dn  so  ;  and  inquires  what 
amount  will  tie  necessary  to  support  a 
uiissiouory  in  ilie  valley  of  the  Misais- 
sipiJi? 

Four  men  in  Boston,  tbroagh  our 
gent  in  Massai-huBetla,  have  just  sent 
lie  their  pledge  of  ^100  per  annum,  to 
support  a  missionary  in  the  west. 

We  are  now  happy  to  add  the  follow- 
ig  extract  of  a  letter,  received  a  faw 
days  since,  from  our  esteemed  friend, 
B.  F.  UuTLER,  Esq.  of  Albany,  address- 
ed to  the  Cor.

We 
Ave  had,  however,  commonly  one  every 
reek. 

The  Monthly  Concert  has  been  attended 
reU,  and  has  been,  I  believe,  a  very  inte. 
estlng  and  profitable  meeting.  I  have 
Bad,  every  meeting,  I  think,  extracts  from 
tie  Home  Missionary,  and  made  other  re. 
larks  relating  to  missionary  operations. 

Our  county  is  supplying  fast  with  the 
lible,  although  we  have  no  society  organ- 
eed,  owing  to  great  opposition  before  I 
ame  here.  Certain  individuals,  however, 
lad  some  Bibles  forwarded,  and  many 
lave  been  sold.  I  design  to  scour  the 
ounty  soon,  and  ascertain  tlie  wants 
lactly.  We  have  a  monthly  tract  distri- 
»ution,  which  is  doing  much  good.  The 
ract  seems  to  be  received  cordially  by 
J  very  family. 

Revival. 

At   the   Fitting  of  our   Presbytery   in 
A.pril,  at  Apple  Creek,  during  which  time 
the   Lord    poured   down   his   Spirit,  and 
Irought  in  a  j^oodly  number  into  his  king- 
dom, I  resolved   to   return  home,  and  be 
more  faithful  than  I  had  ever  been  before. 
On  my  return,  I   found  more  solemnity 
than  when  I  left.  I  preached  more  plainly, 
and  urged  them  to  an  immediate  decision. 
One  interesting  case  of  conversion  soon 
occurred.     Soon  two   others,   and    then 
aoother.      Some    few    opposed.     A    pro- 
Iracted  meeting  was  appointed,  which  com- 
nicnred  on  Friday  the  18th  of  May.     On 
ihit  day,  one  minister  only  being  present 
to  help  me,  we   organized   a   church  of 
*evpn  members,  and  ordained  one  of  them 
a*  an  elder.     Three  of  these  were  new  con- 
verts— two  from  a  neighbouring  church, 
one  an  old  lady,  the  only  Presbyterian  in 
Ihe  place  a  little  time  since,  known  to  bo 
pious,  and  the  other  my  companion.    We 
togrether  preached  twasermons,  and  held  a 
prayer  meeting  every  day.     We  had  full 
meetings  each  day  of  the  week,  and  on  the 
"^abbath  a  great  throng.     Five  or  six  came 
^orward  to  the  'wquirers' fieat  on  Saturday,  j  / 


and  more  on  the  Sabbath.  The  sacrament 
was  administered  to  the  little  church,  to 
which  table  came  a  number  of  our  Me- 
thodist brethren.  Some  old  people,  who 
had  long  lived  astray  from  God,  who  had 
once  been  members  of  a  church,  (thongh 
no  one  knew  it,^  now  came  to  the  inqui. 
rers'  seat,  burstmg  into  tears.  It  was  an 
afi^cting  sight  indeed.  On  Monday  morn- 
ing, four  aged  persons,  who  had  all  bat 
one  come  to  the  inquirers'  seat  the  day 
before,  came  to  the  session  to  be  examined. 
They  all  gave  satisfactory  evidence  of 
having  passed  from  death  unto  life,  and 
were  admitted  to  the  church.  Two  others 
came  to  the  seat  on  Monday,  one  of  whom 
is  since  hopefully  converted,  and  the  other 
a  promising  case.  The  united  heads  of 
two  other  influential  and  wealthy  families 
appear  deeply  anxious  for  the  salvation  of 
souls.  Afler  sermon  on  Monday,  some 
addresses  were  made  on  the  subject  of 
temperance,  and  a  society  of  about  20 
members  organized,  which  is  increasing 
every  day. 

Thus  the  Lord  is  truly  with  as.  Our 
little  town,  which  consists  of  only  about 
twelve  families,  is  a  solemn  place.  A  few 
months  since,  the  Sabbath  was  almost 
wholly  disregarded,  but  now  scarcely  an 
individual  passes  across  the  streets,  unless 
it  be  for  a  good  purpose.  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  a  number  of  the  scholars  in 
the  Sabbath  School  are  the  fruits  of  this 
work.  Our  Sabbath  School  is  now  a  more 
precious  place  for  children,  as  some  of 
the  teachers  have  become  pious,  and  others 
anxious.  We  have  had  trials  and  strug. 
glcs,  but  none  worth  mentioning,  for  the 
Lord  has  more  than  sustained  us  under  all, 
and  now  crowned  our  labours  with  suc- 
cess.

Extract 
of  a  letter  from  Rev.  Albert  Hale. 

Li  our  Inat  number,  wn  (j^ave  a  brief  notice  of  thii 
work  of  prnce.  Wc  ore  now  happy  lo  furnith  our 
readcm  with  the  loUowing  more  particular  account, 
from  tho  Pasior  of  tliat  ciiurcb  tu  a  friend. 

I  must  tell  you  what  the  Lord  has  been 
doing  for  my  dear  people.  When  I  wrote 
you  last,  you  recollect  that  a  few  had 
hopefully  passed  from  death  to  life.  The 
sprinjT  was  then  just  coming  on,  and  my 
health  rapidly  declined.  For  a<i^©i^N«ci^V% 
it  seemed  to  me  that  1  aV\ovi\d  ^T^wi\\\»aX 
Jittie  more,  and,  wbat  waa  bV\\\  vioT«fc^\ 
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evident  marks  of  decline  in  the  work 
of  i^race  which  God  had  been  carrying  on 
imong  U8.    We  had  now  a  four  days' 
meeting  appointed,to  commence  on  Thurs. 
day  before  the  foarth  Sabbath  in  May.     I 
looked  forward  to  the  meeting  with  trem. 
bling.    For  a  few  Sabbaths  previous  to 
the  meeting,  the  Lord  enabled  me  to  preach 
on    leveral    topics,    which    were    much 
blessed  to  the  awakening  of  my  people. 
Deep  feeling  oflen  pervaded  the  congrega- 
tion,  and  my  hopes  respecting  the  meeting 
were  strengthened.     Brothers  Lippincott, 
Brooks,  Messenger,  and  T.  A.  Spilman, 
afsieted  me  through  the  meeting  ;  also, 
Brothers  Watson  and  Ewing  were  with  me 
a  part  of  the  time,  and  took  part  in  the 
exercises.      The   brethren    came  to  the 
meeting  in  the  spirit  of  their  Master,  and 
during  its  continuance,   it  may  truly  be 
■aid,  that  they  preached  the  gospel  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  sent  down  from  heaven. 
Scarcely  had  the  meeting  begun,  when  it 
wae  muiifest  that  the  Lord  was  with  us. 
The  countenances  of  impenitent  sinners, 
and  the  prayers  and  anxiety  of  Christians, 
indicated  it.     On  Friday  we  separated  the 
inquirers  from  the  rest  of  the  congregation, 
by  calling    them   forward    to   particular 
seats.     But  few  came.     It  was  an   awful 
moment  to  both  saints  and  sinners.     One 
young  man,  who  was  sitting  on  the  seat 
which  we  requested  should  be  cleared  for 
inquirers,  a  son  of  one  of  my  elders,  after 
waiting  to  hear  the  invitation,  and  while 
burthened  with  deep   feeling,  arose   and 
left  the  house.     Others  occupied  his  seat, 
and,  afler  a  short  address,  his  father  was 
called  upon  to  pray.     Ho  poured  out  his 
soul  in  prayer,  and  when  he  mentioned 
the  case  of  children  with  pious  parents,  it 
was  overwhelming.     He  could  not  utter 
his  feelings,  and  it  was  the  pouring  forth 
of  groanings  which  could  not  bo  uttered. 
The  son  stood  without,  weeping.     Satur- 
day our  house  could  not  contain  the  con. 
gregation,  and  wo  arranged  the  seats  in  a 
little  sacred  grove  in  front  of  tlie  house. 
During  this  day,  the  feeling  was  increased, 
and  from  twenty  to  thirty  took  the  seats 
of  inquirers,  most  of  whom  were  deeply 
burdened  with  a  sense  of  sin  and  ruin,  ond 
one  or  two  thought  they  found  peace  in 
believing.    In  the  moan  time,  an  increasing 
spirit  of  prayer  and  faithfulness  was  mani- 
fested  on  the  part  of  Christians.     Sabbath 
was  a  great  day.     Our»  communion  was 
deeply  solemn  and  interesting.     The  dis- 
ciples of  our  Lord  Jesus  ate  and  drank  in 
remembrance  of  him.  Ten,  most  of  whom 
were  the  fruits  of  the  work  of  grace  the 
winter  past,  and  generally  members  of  the 
Sabbath  School,  for  the  first  time   com- 


memorated  the  dying  love  of  Christ.    At 
the  close  of  the  ulemoon  senrioe,  an 
inquiry  meeting  presented  a  scene  of  deep 
interest.    The  inquiren  vrere  requested  to 
go  to  the  meeting  house,  while  Christianf 
remained  at  the  stand  to  pray.    Abont  60 
resorted  to  the  house,  all  of  whom  were  in 
deep  distress.    Sighs,   sobe,  and  grotni, 
could  be   heard   from  every  part  of  tin 
house.    Some  hopefully  passed  from  deitli 
unto  life.     Such  was  the  state  of  thinn, 
that  it  was  deemed  imprndest  to  close  the 
meeting  that  night ;  and  accordingly  notice 
was    given    that  the  religions   ezercieei 
would  be  continued  through  another  day. 
This  was  the  last,  and  truly  the  greet  day 
of  the  feast.    Our  congregation  this  day 
(Monday)  was  not  so  large  as  on  the  Sab. 
bath,   but  our  seasons   of  worship  were 
scarcely  less  solemn  than  the  scenes  of  Un 
judgment.    Christians  had  felt  and  jnrayed 
before,  but  this  day  they  were  in  agony 
for  sinners.    When    the   InTitation  wu 
given  for  the  inquirers  to  go  to  the  meetiaf 
house  for  conversation,  nearly  every  im- 
penitent sinner  on  the  ground  rose,  and 
seemed  in  haste  to  reach  the  place.    The 
few  that  stayed  back  were   persuaded  by 
their   friends    to    accept    the    invitation. 
And  now  commenced  a  scene  which  will 
not  soon  bo  forgotten.     Those  who  were 
hoping  were   seated  by  themselves,  the 
anxious  all  around  them.     Soon  one  left 
her  seat,  and  placed  herself  among  thoee 
who  entertained  a  hope  of  pardon ;  then 
another  and  another.     This  awakened  the 
deepest  distress  among  those  who  were 
led.     Many  were  unable  to  restrain  their 
feelings.     In   tho   course  of  about  three 
hours,  probably  twenty,  or  more,  hopefully 
passed  from  death  unto   life.     But   few 
were  lefY,  and  some  of  these  thought  they 
found  the  Saviour  that  night  afler  leaviaf^ 
the  ground.     At  sunset  we  repaired  to  the 
stand,   and  closed   the   exercises  of  thif 
meeting  by  prayer,  and  singing  "Bleai'd 
be  the  tie,*^  &c.     I  have  seen  most  of  the 
converts  since  the  meeting,  and  in  general 
they  appear  well. 

You  know  tho  state  of  my  congre|a> 
tion  before  the  meeting — ^that  an  unusQaily 
largo  proportion  were  pious.  The  Loid 
now  almost  seems  to  have  finished  up  hii 
work  of  saving  mercy  here.  Only  liw 
individuals,  among  the  members  of  my 
congregation  who  are  heads  of  fsmiliee, 
remain  out  of  the  ark  of  safety,  and  tki^f 
are  inquiring  /  In  some  families,  where 
one,  two,  or  three  persons  were  uncon- 
verted, the  Lord* has  finished  the  work! 
Indeed,  when  I  go-  around  among  my 
people,  I  hardly  know  where  to  look  for 
the  impenitent  sinners ;  but  few  are  found

Injidflity. — From  a  Mimionary  in  tht 
Wft. 
As  I  mny  hsvc  suggested  in  mj  previous 
report!!,  infidelity  prevails  to  an  alarming 
extent  in  this  vicinity.  We  have  the  low 
disciples  of  Paine,  and  the  unblushing 
atheist  of  tho  Owen  school.  Owing  to 
thia  fact,  I  had  long  sineo  detannined  to 
moke  on  sffort  to  disabuse  the  minds  of 
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thcMB  who  were  dispoted  to  be  led  away  by 
tliMe  blasphemoofl  theoriea.  Accordingly 
I  eommenced  in  March  last,  delivering  a 
eonne  of  lectures  on  the  authenticity  of 
the  Bible.  I  have  delivered  twelve  lectures 
on  this  subject,  each  at  least  an  hour  in 
length.  These  meetings  have  been  throng, 
ed  with  solemn  and  attentive  hearers ;  and, 
■o  far  as  we  can  judge,  the  effect  of  this 
effort  has  equalled  our  most  sanguine  ex- 
pectations. It  has  apparently  Siduced  a 
goodly  number,  especially  of  young  men, 
and  those  who  were  halting  between  two 
^opinions,  to  attend  public  worship,  who 
were  scarcely  ever  before  seen  at  the  house 
of  God.  I  am  now  confident  that  I  had 
neglected  this  important  subject  too  long. 
Had  I  performed  this  duty  two  years  ago, 
I  think  my  labours  would  have  proved 
much  more  successful.  I  do  thinJc,  Sir, 
that  if  the  missionaries  in  our  new  states 
would  make  a  tpecial  effort  to  establish  the 
authenticity  of  the  Bible,  it  would  be  at- 
tended with  incalculable  benefit.  Infidel 
writings  abound  in  the  West,  and  the  pub. 
lie  mind  has  already  become  poisoned  to 
an  alarming  extent.  Those  who  are  natu. 
rally  of  a  skeptical  turn  of  mind,  and  have 
had  the  reading  of  Paine,  or  some  nimilar 
work,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  benefit  with 
the  Gospel,  until,  by  fair  argument,  you 
have  shown  them  the  absurdity  of  the  rea. 
sonings  which  they  use  to  disprove  the  Bi- 
ble. Notwithstanding  all  the  infidelity 
which  prevails  in  the  west,  I  believe  (so 
far  as  my  information  extends)  there  an  • 
but  few  sermons  preached  to  establish  the 
inspiration  of  the  Scriptures.  Thus,  there 
are  thousands  who  attend  meeting  more  or 
less,  who  have  never  heard  the  authenti. 
city  of  the  Bible  fairly  discussed.

It  is  now  three  years  since  I  commenced 
labouring  in  this  cpunty  as  your  missionary. 
During  this  time,  I  have  preached  about 
five  hundred  sermons,— organized  in  the 
county  one  church — a  Temperance  Society 
has  been  formed,  consisting  at  present  of 
about  500  members.  The  county  has  been 
supplied  with  Bibles,  and  98  members  have 
been  received,  all, with  very  few  exceptions, 
upon  examination.

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THE  FRIDAY  MEETING, 

OR 
THE    GIFT   OF   PRATER,   THE   SPIRIT  OF 

PRAYER. 

[Funiiahed  by  a  Clorfyman.] 

Thirteen  years  ago  the  present  Au- 
gust, I  was  called  to  preach  the  gospel 

in  fi n.     I  was  a  stranger  in  the 

place,  and  being  young,  and  without 
experience  in  the  ministry,  I  entered 
upon  the  work  with  much  fear  and  trem- 
bling. It  was  one  of  the  old  parishes 
of  N  e  w-England,  embracing  a  large  and 
somewhat  wealthy  population,  and  in 
its  earlier  history  it  had  been  distin- 
guished for  the  ability  and  faithfulness 
of  its  ministers,  and  the  tone  of  piety 
which  pervaded  the  church.  But,  for  a 
number  of  years,it  had  been  negligently 
cultivated,  and, as  a  spiritual  vineyard, 
it  exhibited  a  melancholy  resemblance 
to  the  field  of  the  sluggard.  **  Nettles 
had  covered  the  face  thereof,"  and  ma- 
ny of  the  plants  of  righteousness  seemed 
Btinted  and  ready  to  die.  There  was 
nominally  a  church  of  some  hundred 
and  thirty  members ;  but  they  were 
scattered  and  dissociated.  As  a  body 
they  held  but  little  Christian  intercourse 
with  each  other,  and  social  and  even 
family  prayer  were  grievously  neglect- 
ed. But  there  was  one  good  old  New- 
England  custom  which  had  not  quite 
ceased  to  be  observed.  It  was  the  *'Fri- 
day  meeting,'* 

The  reader  may  need  to  be  told  that 
in  many  of  the  ancient  churches  in  the 
land  of  the  Pilgrims,  it  was  customary 
for  all  the  members  to  meet  with  their 
minister,  about  once  in  a  week  or  two, 
to  transact  church  business,  and  to  unite 
in  prayer  and  conference  for  Christian 
improvement.  This  practice  was  esta- 
blished in  the  church  of  B n,  under 

the  ministry  of  its  first  pastor,  who, 
some  seventy  yean  before,  shared  with 


the  earliest  settlers  of  the  place,  in  the 
toils  and  privations  of  planting  the  stand- 
ard of  the  Gospel  in  a  new  country. 
Every  Friday  evening  they  were  accus- 
tomed to  meet  for  the  purposes  above 
named;  and  even  now,  though  other 
religious  observances  were  totally  ne- 
glected or  carelessly  attended  by  most  of 
the  church,  a  few  remaining  mothers 
in  Israel,  and  the  "  chief  of  the  fathers, 
who  were  ancient  men,"  with  an  attach- 
ment which  still  retained  much  of  the 
ardor  of  their  first  love,  adhered  to  the 
"  Friday  meeting."  Though  they  had 
almost  ceased  to  weep  over  other  de- 
linquencies, they  mourned  the  neglect 
of  this  ancient  observance,  so  tenderly 
associated  with  the  earlier  days  of  their 
espousals. 

The  "  Friday  meeting,"  then,  though 
thinly  attended,  was  still  in  existence, 
and  it  soon  became  apparent  that  thiis 
was  second  only  to  the  services  of  the 
Sabbath,  as  a  channel  of  access  to  the 
sympathies  of  the  church.  In  some 
respects  it  seemed  to  promise  even 
greater  facilities  for  exerting  an  influ- 
ence to  turn  again  their  captivity.  I 
accordingly  urged  the  members  of  the 
church,  both  publicly  and  privately,  to 
attend  the  "  Friday  meeting,"  and  not 
without  success.  The  fathers  and  mo- 
thers were  always  there,  and  the  young- 
er members  began  to  attend  in  increas- 
ing numbers.  Regularly,  at  the  ap- 
pomted  hour,  I  was  with  them,  and 
with  a  freedom  encouraged  by  the  cha- 
racter and  usages  of  the  meeting,  and 
an  earnestness  inspired  by  the  convic- 
tion that  something  must  be  done  to 
break  the  slumbers  of  the  church,  I  en- 
deavoured to  press  upon  the  conscience 
of  each  individual  the  guilt  of  their  spi- 
ritual condition,  and  its  utter  hopeless- 
ness, unless  they  could  be  aroused  to 
the  performance  of  duty  •    \  t^nv^^  ^t 
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the  spirit  of  prayer  seemed  the  first  step 
to  newness  of  life.  As  often,  therefore, 
at  the  ^'Friday  meeting"  was  convened, 
I  called  apon  every  male  member  of 
the  church  present,  to  lead  us  in  prayer, 
and  they  as  oflen  declined,  excepting 
the  two  venerable  deacons,  who  were 
always  ready  to  '<  stand  in  their  lot." 
One  of  them,  therefore,  or  myself,  would 
pray,  and  then  we  would  appeal  with 
tenderness  to  the  consciences  of  our 
brethren  whether  this  could  be  ri^ht  in 
the  eight  of  God  ?  Here  were  military 
men,  political  men,  men  in  civil  office, 
men  of  learning,  and  accustomed  to  ad- 
dress public  assemblies,  but  when  call- 
ed on  to  prayi  in  a  little  church  meet- 
ing, they  had  no  talent  and  no  courage 
for  such  a  purpose !  Bold  and  zealous  in 
other  interests,  but,  in  this  greatest  of 
all  concerns,  timid  and  diffident  to  a  de« 
gree  which  had  destroyed  the  power  of 
utterance ! 

This  state  of  things  continued  for 
more  than  three  months,  and  no  visible 
impression  was  made  on  the  church, 
excepting  that  the  meetings  were  more 
fiilly  attended,  and  with  some  increase 
of  solemnity.  At  length,  as  I  had  re- 
turned from  a  Friday  meeting,  and  sat 
musing  in  my  study,  Mr.  F.,  an  aged 
member  of  the  church,  came  in,  and 
with  some  agitation  and  embarrass- 
ment, commenced  the  following  dia- 
logue : 

Jlfr.  F.  I  have  called,  Mr. ,  to 

say  to  you  that  I  think  you  do  wrong 
to  ask  me  to  pray  in  the  church  meet- 
ings ; — 1  have  not  the  gift  of  prayer. 

Pastor.  I  am  sorry  you  feel  so,  Mr. 
F.  A  man  cannot  use  a  gift  which  he 
does  not  possess,  and  he  certainly  will 
not  use  one  which  he  thinks  he  does  not 
possess.  But  is  it  true  that  you  do  not 
possess  the  gift  of  prayer?  Do  you 
never  pray  ? 

Mr,  F.  O  yes.  I  did  not  mean  to 
say  that  I  do  not  pray.  I  trust  I  do 
pray  mientally,  and  that  God  knows  my 
desnres.  But  what  I  mean  is,  that  I 
have  not  the  gift  to  pray  in  words  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  be  profitable  to 
others.  My  nervous  system  is  so  agi- 
tated, and  my  mind  is  so  confused, 
when  I  think  of  praying  in  the  presence 
of  others,  that  I  do  not  believe  I  could 
utter  a  word.  When  I  have  attempted 


to  pray  in  my  family,  I  have  been  so 
overcome,  that  I  could  not  proceed. 

Pastor.  And  do  you  not  pray  in  your 
family  ? 

Mr,  F,  I  do  not  statedly. 

Pastor.  And  because  you  are  too  dif- 
fident, or  nervous  ? 

Mr.  F.  Yes. 

Pastor,  But  are  you  thus  diffident  of 
your  powers  in  other  things  ?  Do  yoo 
not  sometimes  make  little  speeches  in 
town-meetings,  and  did  you  ever  doubt 
that  you  had  talents  to  make  yourself 
understood  on  such  occasions.^ 

Mr.  F,  It  is  true,  I  have  sometimes 
made  remarks  in  town  meetings,  but 
then  I  am  always  very  much  agitated 
when  I  do  so,  and  do  not  think  that 
this  proves  that  I  ought  to  pray  in  pub- 
lic. Prayer  is  a  much  more  solemn 
concern,  and  my  feelings  would  over- 
come me.  Besides,  there  are  so  many 
others  that  are  more  competent. 

Pastor,  But  do  you  ever  think  that 
there  are  others  in  the  town-meeting 
more  competent  than  yourself?  Yet 
you  do  not  hesitate  to  attempt  so  to 
explain  subjects,  as  to  enlighten  and 
correct  their  views.  Now,  if  you  felt 
equally  in  earnest  to  urge  your  plea 
before  the  throne  of  grace,  is  it  not 
probable  you  would  feel  constrained 
to  speak,  notwithstanding  your  con- 
scious inferiority,  especially  when  urg- 
ed to  it  by  your  brethren,  and  when 
there  are  none  but  brethren  to  hear 
you  ? 

•Mr.  F,  Perhaps  I  should,  but  I  do 
not  think  I  have  suitable  talents  for 
public  prayer. 

Pastor,  It  ought  to  be  a  matter  of 
solemn  consideration  with  you,  Mr.  F., 
whether  your  want  of  the  gift  be  not, 
in  fact,  a  want  of  the  spirit  of  prayer. 
I  do  not  mean,  however,  to  be  too  ur- 
gent with  you.  Perhaps  I  have  been 
wrong  in  having  so  long  persevered  in 
asking  you  to  pray.  But  you  will  per- 
mit me  to  relate  an  anecdote,  which  I 
hope  will  be  found  to  illustrate  your 
own  case  in  more  respects  than  one. 
Some  ten  years  ago,  I  knew  a  man  of 
about  your  age,  and,  1  should  think,'of 
just  about  your  talents  and  standing  ia 
society.  He  was  troubled  in  the  same 
way  that  you  are,  and  on  Saturday 
i  evening  he  went  to  his  ministeri  and, 
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for  theBame  ressonthat  you  now  nrge,  |' 
requested  that  he  would  not  aek  hira 
to  pray  in  the  Sabbath  evening  con- | 
rprence,  which  was  to  occur  the  next 
day.  He  said  he  h&d  not  the  gif^  of,. 
prnyer,  and  it  embarrassed  him  to  be  | 
asked  so  often.  The  minister,  at  his  I 
EolJcltatioD,  consented  not  to  ask  him  j 
to  pray.  The  man  returned  to  hia  || 
dwelling,  but  his  sleep  forsook  him  I 
in  the  night  eeason  ;  he  found  no 
rest  until  he  arose  early  on  Sabbath  | 
morninir,  and  went  to  his  minister,  end  i ' 
withdrew  hia  ill-judged,  and,  a«  be  I 
then  thought,  wicked  request,  and  ear-  | 
nestly  desired  that  he  would  ask  him  i 
to  pray.  His  minister  accordingly  j 
asked  him  at  evening,  and  I  heard  him  | 
pray  in  a  style  of  penitence  and  fervol  I 
that  1  can  never  forget.  Often,  after- 
wards. I  had  occasion  to  wilnesB  the 
improvement  of  his  reliffious  character,  | 
and  his  activity  and  usefuhiesa  as  a  ■ 
Christian.  This  I  relate  as  a  matter  ; 
of  fact.  But  that  was  a  time  of  revi-  | 
val  of  religion,  when  men's  consciences 
were  lender,  and  the  influence  of  such 
a  Etranse  request  upon  bis  own  mind 
was  perhaps  not  much  to  be  wondereil 
«t.  If  it  were  now  such  a  time  with 
UB, !  might  hope  for  the  same  result  in 
your  case.  As  it  is,  however,  this  is 
perhaps  too  much  to  expect,  and  if  I 
fail  of  convincing  you  that  your  request 
is  wronij,  1  will  comply  with  it,  and 
hereafter,  in  our  church -meetings,  I 
will  ask  the  brother  on  your  right  band, 
ind  the  brother  on  your  left,  to  lead 
oiir  Bupphcationa,  and  will  pass  by  Mr. 
F.,a*  one,  who,  though  he  has  been 
twenty  years  a  professor  of  religion, 
has  not  "the  gift  of  prayer !"■  This, 
however,  I  shall  do  with  reluctance, 
and  only  because  you  request  il,  for  it 
i«  mv  own  opinion,  that  you  ought  to 
prav,  both  in  your  family  and  in  the 
presence  of  your  brethren,  and  I  Jo 
hope  you  will  withdraw  your  reqysl. 
If  you  do  not,  Mr.  F..  I  am  sure  the 
i-emembrance  of  it  will  trouble  you  iu 
the  night  watches.  Shall  1  therefore 
Comply  with  your  request,  or  will  you 
withdraw  it  ? 

Mr.  F.  You  must  do  what  yoii  think 
in  your  duty;  and  if  I  am  wrong  i" 
rnabing  the  request,  I  hope  you  will 


Potior.  Then  if  yon  are  present  at 

I  III' next  Friday  meeting,  I  shall  ask 
y  .11  to  pray,  and  yours  must  be  the 
n-ponsibilily  of  deciding  whether  it  ia 
yijur  duty  to  comply. 

The  conversation  here  closed,  and 
wc  shook  hands  with  n  mutual  expres- 
!^ion  of  desire  that  the  Great  Searclier 
of  hearts  would  guide  him  to  a  right 
rli'dsion.     Mr.   F.    retired,  evidently 
troubled  and  smitten  in  conscieDce, 
and  I  wailed  with   much   anxiety  the 
r■■^'ult  of  this  interview.     At  the  next 
I'riday  meeting,  he  was  present.    Hi« 
1  ountenance  indicated  deep  emotion. 
We  were  seated  as  usual,  and  I  began 
I  ill  the  order  in  which  they  sat,  to  ask 
I  ilie  brethren  to  pray.   Every  individual 
'  rnfused  until  the  invitation  reached 
I  M  r.  P.    He  rose  in  his  place,  and  said, 
I-  Let  us  pray."     Hia  agitation  waa 
j  Iruly  great ;  every  fibre  of  his  system 
!  seemed  to  be  moved.     Hia  voice  was 
I  niraulous,  but  his  utterance  was  dis- 
tiuct,  and    his  words  were  evidently 
Eiichasthe  Holy  Ghost teacheth.    His 
thoughts  were  remarkably  collected, 
lie   began  with  expressions  of  deep 
i-pntrition  before  God,  and  then  led  us 
in  a  brief  and  pertinent  prayer;   at  the 
close  of  which   be   sat  down,    over- 
whelmed with  emotion.     The  cflcct 
upon  the  mectingwas  electric.    Every 
heart  was  melted,  and  every  eye  suf- 
fused with  tears.     An  appropriate  ad- 
ilress  was  then  made,  and  other  sup- 
plications  were    offered   by   the    two 
deacons  and  myself.     When  the  meet- 
iig  was  dismissed,  the  members  rc- 
lired  with  a   silence  which  indicated 
lie  op  feeling  and  self-abaaement. 

The  permanent  results  ofthis  occur- 
rence have  been  as  happy  as  its  imme- 
iliate  effect  was  marked  and  extraor- 
dinary.  Thoconnnencementofanew 

era  in  the  church  wf  B n  may  now 

he  distinctly  traced  to  the  prayer  of 
Mr.  F.  He  erected  the  family  altar 
m  his  own  house,  and  others  soon  fol- 
lowed his  example,  confessing  thoir 
L'uilt  to  Iheir  companions  and  children. 
The  Friday  meeting  was  attended  with 
nnowintetesl;  the  tongue  of  the  dumb 
was  unloosed,  new  voices  were  heard 
.m  prayer,  siuners  began  to  flock  lo 
the  sanctuary,  a  revWaV  ol  tc\\^wtv 
I  ensued,  many  Mi\i\»  "dwe  coftvexvai. 
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and,  up  to  the  present  time,  few  of  the 
churches  of  the  land  have  heen  more 
signally  blessed. 

What  a  lesson  is  this  to  professing 
Christians,  who  have  ceased  to  pray  ! 
Let  it  be  known  in  all  the  churches, 
that  the  gift  of  prayer  is  the  spirit 
or  GRAYER.  He  who  possesses  the 
latter,  will  not  long  have  occasion  to 
complain  of  the  lack  of  the  former. 

THE   END   OF    A   TRANSGRESSOR. 

In  a  congregation  where  I  statedly 
laboured  in  the  ministry  several  years, 
Mr.  R.  was  a  constant  attendant  on 
my  ministrations.  His  parents  were 
pious,  and  had  early  instructed  him  in 
the  doctrines  and  duties  of  the  Chris- 
tian religion.  He  evidently,  at  times, 
had  a  conviction  of  his  sinfulness,  and 
need  of  forgiveness,  and  like  others,  re- 
solved on  future  repentance.  He  always 
confessed  that  he  knew  his  duty,  and 
hoped  some  day  to  comply  with  it,  but 
never  evinced  a  readiness  to  submit  to 
God.  But  ere  many  years  elapsed,  he 
was  attacked  with  a  disease  that  baffled 
all  medical  skill,  and  aflcr  about  three 
months  from  its  commencement,  pros- 
trated him  in  the  grave. 

During  his  illness,  I  frequently  visited 
and  conversed  with  him,  always  urging 
him  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Gospel,  and  to  repent  and  believe 
in  Christ ;  but  the  same  reluctance  to 
obey  the  Gospel  constantly  prevailed. 
He  did  not  think  his  sickjicss  danger- 
ous ;  he  should  soon  be  well  again. 
"  He  intended  to  attend  religious 
meetings  ;  he  knew  religion  was  neetl- 
ftil,  and  hoped  he  should  before  long 
obtain  it,"  was  his  uniform  language. 
His  disease  daily  became  more  alarm- 
ing, but  his  carelessness  continued. 
About  ten  days  before  he  died,  when  I 
entered  the  room  where  he  was  con- 
fined, I  found  him  apparently  in  the 
agony  of  death.  Conscience  had  now 
commenced  ner  fearful  office,  and  ter- 
rors **  as  in  an  awful  day,"  had  taken 
possession  of  his  soul.  All  was  fear 
within,  and  horror,  past  imagination, 
was  visible  in  his  countenance.  His 
room  was  truly  a  pcene  of  horror. 
"  Oh,"  he  exclaimed,  *•  once  1  might 
have  been  saved,  but  now  it  is  too 
late.  God  says  to  me,  *  because  I 
have' called,  and  you  have  refused, 


therefore  I  wiU  langh  at  yonr  calamity, 
and  mock  when  your  fear  cometh. 
When  your  destruction  oometh  as  a 
whirlwind,  you  shall  c&li,  and  I  will 
not  answer ;  you  shall  seek  me  early, 
but  you  shall  not  find  me.'  He  will 
not  answer  me;,  I  am  dyin^,  and  my 
poor  soul  will  be  in  hell  ere  lonf.  Oh, 
had  I  mountains  of  ^old,  I  would  give 
them  freely  for  an  mterest  in  Clnist. 
But,  oh,  it  is  too  late.  I  am  lost,  lost 
for  ever."  Prayers  were  oflfered  up 
for  him,  but  no  relief  did  he  obtain, 
nor  could  I  encourage  him  by  all  the 
promises  of  the  Gospel  to  repenting 
sinners.  *'  They  are  not  for  me,'*  wai 
his  only  reply. 

Early  the  next  morning,  I  hastened 
to  see  him,  if  Uving.  I  found  him  alive, 
and  in  a  very  comfortable  state.  1 
said  to  him,  *^  God  hath  heard  prajer, 
and  prolonged .  your  life.  You  have 
yet  a  little  space  for  repentance,  and 
be  entreated  to  improve  it,  for  you  can- 
not recover."  "  O,"  he  replied,  "  I 
shall  now  get  well."  "  Be  not  de- 
ceived," was  my  reply  ;  **  suffer  roe 
to  be  faithful  to  you, — you  cannot  live 
long."  He  replied,  "  If  you  talk  after 
this  manner,  I  will  not  hear  you  pre&ch 
any  more."  I  tried,  but  in  vain,  to 
fix  his  mind  on  the  necessity  of  prepa- 
ration for  death.  He  would  not  re- 
gard it.  He  changed  the  subject,  and 
went  on  foi'some  minutes  to  relate  the 
circumstances  preceding,  attending, 
and  following  the  victory  gained  by 
Gen.  Jackson,  during  the  last  war,  at 
Mew-Orleans.  I  remarked,  that  this 
topic  was  not  interesting  to  me  at  that 
time,  but  he  disregarded  all  I  said  to 
him  ;  he  did  not  even  invite  roe  to 
pray  with  him,  as  he  always  had  done 
before.  I  spent  an  hour  with  him,  but 
he  evinced  no  disposition  to  bear 
prayer.  1  withdrew,  and  called  again 
in  an  hour  afterwards,  but  he  evinced 
a  resolution  not  to  hear  me  pray  for 
him.  I  then  left  him.  A  day  or  two 
afterwards,  his  senses  failed  him,  rea- 
son was  dethroned,  and  all  means 
were  useless  to  lead  him  to  repentance. 
He  languished  seven  or  eight  days, 
until,  in  his  last  struggle,  reason  evi- 
dently began  to  resume  its  empire;  be 
started  from  his  pillow  in  great  terror, 
uttered   a  few  dreadful  groinB,  and 
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Go, PRKACH  the  GOSPEL. Mark  xti.  15«

3itants  of  the  land  ?  Its  note  is  loud  as  thunder  to  the  intemperate,  the  volup- 
:uous,  and  the  dissolute ;  and  written  upon  its  front  are  the  fearfiil  words,  *<  I 

rriLL    NOT    SPARE,  NEITHER    PITT,  NOR    HAVE  COMPASSION  UPON  THEM."       To 

the  community  who  have  slumbered  over  the  prevalence  of  these  evils,  its  lan- 
guage is,  "  Up!  purify  the  land: — Be  not  partakers  of  other  men's  sins.^*  And 
to  the  American  churches  it  utters  its  voice.  The  very  name  of  this  scourge  is 
strikingly  significant  of  its  occasion  and  design.  It  is  called  the  ASIATIC 
Cholera;  and  this,  in  the  providence  of  God,  may  have  been  intended  to  re- 
mind us  of  our  long  neglect,  and  of  the  feebleness  of  our  present  efforts,  to  send 
the  Gospel  to  the  destitute,  and  to  extend  the  knowledge  of  the  Saviour.  Is  it 
not  because  we  have  not  done  this,  that  He  who  sitteth  as  Governor  among  the 
nations,  has  called  a  plague  out  of  the  midst  of  a  Heathen  land,  with  which  he 
is  now  afflicting  the  whole  of  Christendom  ?  And  who  so  guilty,  in  this  respect, 
as  the  churches  of  the  United  States,  so  richly  blessed  with  all  spiritual  bessings 
in  Christ  Jesus  ;  so  enlarged  by  revivals,  and  so  elevated  with  the  power  of  ex- 
erting an  influence  upon  the  whole  world ;  and  yet  so  slow  of  heart  to  believe 
and  to  engage  with  all  their  might  in  the  work  of  the  world's  conversion. 

Surely,  then,  the  judgments  of  the  Lord,  that  are  abroad  in  the  earth,  indi- 
cate topics  enough  of  supplication.    The  CHOLERA  alone,  as  it  puT«\i^  \\:ii 
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fenM  woi#  of  death  and  det olation,  reads  Tolumes  of  inatinction  to  tht  churcbei. 
Let  U8  pray  that  ita  notes  of  waming  may  be  heeded  by  the  wicked ;  that  in- 
temperance, Tolnptuousness,  and  dissipation ;  poGtieal  strife  and  bribery,  and 
all  the  sins  that  minister  to  these  evils,  may  flee  away^  before  the  wasting  of 
this  pestilence  shall  leave  the  land  utterly  desolate.  Let  us  pray  that  the  church 
may  awake  to  duty ;  that  this  scourge  may  not  be  permitted  to  embarrass  tb« 
operations  of  our  Benevolent  Societies;  and  that  all  Christians  may  learn,  in  the 
light  of  this  providence,  rightly  to  estimate  the  value  of  earthly  possessions;  and 
that  their  contributions  may  thus  be  increased,  and  not  diminished,  to  all  ob- 
jects of  Christian  benevolence.  Let  us  pray,  too,  that  lives  devoted  to  the 
cause  of  God  may  be  spared  from  the  destruction  of  those  arrows,  that  fly  so 
fearfully  among  the  wicked.  And  let  us  not  forget  the  savage  war  that  has  for 
several  months  afflicted  the  north-western  frontier  of  the  United  States ;  filled 
many  settlements  with  dismay,  and  clad  many  families  in  mourning.  This,  too, 
is  doubtless  a  scourge  sent-to  remind  us  of  national,  as  well  as  individual  eina, 
which  may  well  be  the  subjects  of  penitence  and  prayer,  at  the  Monthly  Con- 
cert. And  let  us  not  forget  the  larger  convulsions,  which  now  agitate  the 
world,  the  ^'  distress  of  nations,  with  perplexity,  men's  hearts  failing  them  for 
fear,  and  for  looking  after  those  things  which  shall  come  on  the  earth."  0 
Lord,  let  the  counsels  of  the  wicked  be  destroyed,  and  in  all  the  nations  let 
•*  grace  reign,  through  righteousness,  unto  eternal  life,  by  Jesus  Christ,  as  long 
as  the  sun  and  moon  shall  endure."

REPORTS  OF  MISSIONARIES. 


MISSOURI. 

From  the  Rev,  G.  C.  Wood,  StCharleB,  Mo. 

The  good  work  of  the  Lord,  mentioned 
in  my  last  letter,  has  continued  to  pro- 
gress ;  and  at  this  date,  there  is  much  that 
is  interesting  in  the  congregation.  The 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  has  not  entirely  left  us. 
Some  who  have  not  yet  got  into  the  ark, 
are  feeling  that  their  situation  is  danger- 
ous. At  our  last  communion,  fifteen 
were  added  to  the  church ;  fourteen  on 
examination,  and  one  by  certificate.  Since 
the  commencement  of  the  present  revival, 
seventy  have  united  with  our  church,  and 
a  number,  I  know  not  how  many,  have 
joined  the  Methodist  church.  Several, 
who  have  not  yet  made  a  public  profes. 
sion  of  religion,  are  rejoicing  in  hope. 


The  Lord  has  called  in  bis  labourers  bem 
at  every  hour  of  the  day,  from  the  morn- 
ing of  life,  the  child  of  nine  years  of  age^ 
to  the  man  of  three  score  and  ten :  u^ 
at  our   last   sacramental  season,  it  wtf 
truly  afl^ecling  to  behold    the  old  mwi, 
whose  Iiead  was  silvered  with  the  fropt  of 
more  than  seventy  winters,  and  the  child 
of  nine,  stand  up  at  the  same  time  to  co* 
venant  to  be  the  Lord's.     God  has  here 
manifested  the  sovereignty  of  his  gracs, 
in  blessing  some  fumilies  in  a  most  won- 
derful   manner,   while    others   have   not 
been  partakers  at  all.     In   one  family,  * 
lady,   who   was   a   widow,  with   all  htr 
children,  nine  in  number,  were  subjectf 
of  this  work.     Two  of  her  sons  are  now 
at  Lane  Seminary,  Ohio,  preparing,  we 
trust,  for  future  UBefulneas.    It  is  an  is- 
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teresting  fkoi,  thai,  dortog:  thii  rerlval, 
twenty-eight  heads  of  familioB,  male  and 
female,  have  been  brought  into  the  church, 
md  twelve  family  altars  have  been  erect- 
ed.  God  has  in  this  case,  an  well  as  in 
many  oihors,  shown  that  the  Sabbath 
School  and  the  Bible  Class  are  the  nurse- 
ries of  piety  and  the  feeders  of  the  church. 
Ten  Sabbath  School  teachers  and  twenty 
scholdrs  are  numbered  among  those  who 
give  evidence  of  hopeful  conversion.  It 
is  also  worthy  of  remark,  that  thirteen  of 
the  c  )loured  people  have  united  with  this 
church.  There  has  been  quite  an  excite- 
ment among  them.  As  long  as  my  health 
would  admit,  I  preached  a  sermon  weekly 
to  them.  I  did  this  because  many  of  them 
are  unable  to  understand  the  truth,  un- 
less it  is  exhibited  in  the  most  simple 
manner,  and  every  technical  expression 
explained. 

TEMPERANCE. 

Our  Temperance  Society  has  received 
an  accession  of  sixty  memGera  since  my 
last  report.  We  have  now  one  hundred 
and  twenty  members,  and  the  subject  is 
daily  becoming  more  popular  in  this  place, 
and  through  the  state  generally. 

A  HINT  TO  IIInSTONARIES  AND  FEEBLE 
CONGREGATIONS. 

[Might  not  a  system  something  like  the 
following,  be  adopted  with  great  advan- 
tage in  many  congregations  who  now  re- 
ceive aid  from  this  Society  ?  Might  not 
a  larger  amount  be  raised  in  this  way,  by 
frequent  contributions,  and  be  less  felt  by 
the  people,  than  by  annual  subscriptions, 
which  arc  usually  paid  at  once  ?  Let  the 
churches  consider,  and  by  every  wise 
measure  endeavour  to  help  themselves, 
and  thus  diminish  the  amount  which  is 
received  from  this  Society.  The  state  of 
our  treasury,  and  the  effect  likely  to  be 
produced  upon  the  receipts  of  the  Society, 
by  the  calamities  which  a  righteous  God 
has  sent  upon  our  cities  and  principal 
towns,  call  in  a  most  affecting  manner 
for  the  attention  of  the  churches  aided,  to 
this  subject.  Let  them  do  what  they  can. 
The  following  is  also  from  Mr.  Wood, 
above  named  :] 

We  have  adopted  &  new  plan  for  the 
lupport  of  the  Gospel,  and  all  our  benevo- 


lent operatione— or,  rather.  It  li  the  oM 
apoatolic  plan,  and  new  in  our  day,  and 
in  this  place.  It  ia  this  :  each  individual 
contributor,  ia  to  lay  by  in  store,  as  the 
Lord  shall  prosper  him,  through  the 
month,  and  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  each 
month,  to  cast  his  mite  into  the  Lord's 
treasury.  It  is  the  same  plan  that  ia  now  in 
operation  in  one  of  the  churches  in  your 
city.  To  carry  this  into  effect,  we  have 
thrown  aside  aU  subscription  papers,  and 
every  approfN'iation,  unless  specified  by 
the  contributor,  is  made  by  a  committee 
of  six  men.  I  believe  that  when  this  sys- 
tem of  benevolence  is  fairly  in  operation, 
this  church  will  do  much  more  to  support 
itself,  and  help  others,  than  it  ever  haa 
done.

PROTRACTED  MEETINGS  AND  REVIVALS. 

I  have  recently  spent  several  Sabbaths 
from  home,  to  aid  in  conducting  protract- 
ed meetings,  and  to  supply  the  destitute 
with  the  word  of  life.  At  these  protracted 
meetings,  the  Lord  was  evidently  present 
with  his  grace.  The  word  was  rendered 
quick  and  powerful,  and  prayer  was  effec- 
tual. The  measures  employed  were  not 
novel  or  strange,  but  such  as  God  has 
ever  employed  and  blessed  for  the  con- 
version of  sinners.  The  words  of  truth 
and  soberness,  exhibited  in  a  plain,  point, 
ed  and  earnest  manner  ;  exhortation  ;  pub- 
lic and  social  prayer ;  accompanied  with 
fasting,  and  much  personal  conversation. 

Of  the  protracted  meeting  in  Bethel, 
Bond  county,  [See  Horn.  Miss.  p.  55.]

The  meeting  at  Greenville,  the  Sabbath 
before  last,  was  no  less  distinguished  by 
God's  sovereign  grace,  than  the  former.

or  appointed  by  their  request,  on  the  fields 
designated,  and  to  report  at  each  stated 
meeting  of  the  Presbytery.  The  Ezeca- 
tive  Conunmittee  of  the  A.H.  M.  S.  havo 
already  made  one  appointment,  by  request 
of  the  above  committee,  and  are  in  cor- 
respondence concerning  others. 

REMARKS. 

We  think  it  unnecessary  to  publish  the 
above  plan  in  the  Home  Missionary,  and 
perhaps  it  would  be  unwise  to  commend 
it  as  a  plan  to  be  adopted  generally  by  the 
Presbyteries.  Each  Presbytery  will,  of 
course,  judge  by  what  measures  they  can 
most  efficiently  promote  the  settlement  of 
ministers  within  their  own  bounds ;  and 
those  measures  will  be  varied  to  meet  the 
circumstances  of  the  different  parts  of 
the  "  land  yet  to  be  possessed."  But  we 
take  this  opportunity  of  remarking,  that 
Presbyteries  in  the  South  and  West  will 
greatly  promote  the  object  of  the  A.  H. 
M.  S.,  and  bless  their  own  destitute 
churches,  by  adopting  some  plan  for  the 
location  of  Missionaries  within  their 
bounds,  as  well  as  of  corresponding  with 
us,  that  we  may  be  fully  apprized  of  the 
wishes  of  our  brethren,  wherever  the 
needy  are  applying'  for  aid.  This  Com. 
mittee  will  gladly  co- operate  with  Pres. 
byteries  and  Synods  to  the  extent  of  their 
ability,  in  any  plan  which  shall  promise 
most  effectually  to  advance  the  object  for 
which  this  Society  exists.

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The  Lord  has  made  your  Society,  and 
:her  means,  the  cause  of  a  very  great 
lange  in  five  years.  There  are  now  on 
lis  ground,  four  ministers  of  the  Gospel, 
ho  are,  or  have  been,  missionaries  of 
our  Society.  Three  of  them  are  pas- 
>rs.  There  are  now  five  churches,  em- 
racing  five  hundred  and  thirty  members. 
To  male  head  of  a  family  of  them  neglects 
imily  prayer.  The  townships  which 
ontaiii  these  churches,  embrace  twelve 
r  fifteen  hundred  members  of  Tcmpe- 
ance  .Societies,  and  three  or  four  hun- 
red  families  that  use  no  ardent  spirits. 
There  arc  six  or  seven  hundred  Sabbath 
School  scholars.  All  the  townships  have 
•een  supplied  with  the  Bible  once,  and 
ome  two,  three,  or  four  times.  A  Tract 
depository  has  been  established,  and 
Facts  have  been  extensively  circulated. 
)ne  hundred  and  seventy  members  have 
►een  added  to  these  churches  the  past 
'^ear.  Not  any  are  known  to  have  been 
Bceived  till  they  have  adopted  the  pledge 
»f  entire  abstinence.  These  churches 
»ow  enjoy  harmony,  both  domestic  and 
vith  each  other.  The  general  prosptrity 
vhich  they  now  enjoy,  can  be  no  better 
expressed,  than  by  saying  that  three  of 
hem  are  now  building  churches.

PROTRACTED  BIBLE  CLASSES. 

Some  circumstances  in  my  history, 
^lave  led  mo  to  believe,  that  the  Bible 
i^  lass  might  be  made  much  more  valuable 
^o  the  church.  Your  Society  employed 
rne  six  months,  in  behalf  of  a  church  of 
iineleen  members,  in  New. York.  Such 
*'ere  our  fears  of  opposition,  that  it  was 
'♦^emed  inexpedient  to  give  public  notice 
>f  tlie  formation  of  a  Bible  Class.  After 
^'o  or  three  months,  ten  or  twelve  young 
Hirsons  were  invited  tyo  meet  for  this  pur- 
^s^e.  Before  my  time  in  the  place  had 
•Spired,  the  class  nearly  doubled,  and 
lujte  a  number  attended  as  spectators, 
'^'hen  the  time  of  my  departure  arrived, 
n  unexpected  event  made  it  necessary 
•Jr  me  to  remain  five  days.  As  I  had 
readied  my  farewell,  made  my  last  visits 
^  my  people,  and  put  up  my  books,  I  felt 
nable  to  make  this  vacuum  of  time  use. 
U  to  the  people,  or  pleasant  to  myself 
took  my  commentaries  from  the  trunk, 
nd  sent  word  to  the  Class  that  I  would 
leet  them  five  evenings  in  succession.  I 
•und  religious  feeling  to  become  deeper 
eery  evening  till  the  last,  when  nearly 
1  the  Clasfl,  and  many  others,  wen  un-H 


der  oonyiction.  I  left  tliem  juit  •■  ioiim 
were  giving  their  he&rta  away  to  God. 
The  next  I  heard  from  the  place,  eighty 
were  hopefully  converted,  and  the  young 
people  traced  their  awakening  to  that  Bi- 
ble Class. 

I  was  then  commissioned  to  a  place  in 
Ohio,  where  one  of  my  congregations  was 
thirty  miles  distant  from  the  others.  I 
could  not  attend  a  Class  regularly,  but 
went  before  the  close  of  the  year,  and  at- 
tended a  Class  of  forty  or  fifty  seven  even- 
ings  in  succession.  Every  evening,  tho 
Class  became  more  and  more  attentive 
and  serious,  till,  toward  the  last,  I  saw 
the  falling  tear.  A  revival  did  not  isime- 
diately  become  apparent,  but  afterwards 
took  place  under  my  successor.  A  cor. 
respondent  informs  me  that  when  tho 
converts  were  examined  for  the  church, 
they  stated  that  they  were  awakened  in 
the  Bible  Class.  After  I  was  settled,  I 
was  induced  to  make  a  third  experiment. 
In  a  neighbourhood  of  my  congregation^ 
I  persuaded  twenty  youths  to  attend  a. 
Bible  Class  every  evening  during  a  week ; 
some  of  tho  class  and  some  spectators 
were  convinced  of  sin,  and  gave  them, 
selves  up  to  God ;  and  it  was  a  precursor 
of  a  revival  embracing  one  hundred  and 
forty  converts.  I  have  met  two  other 
Classes  in  the  same  way,  but  under  less 
favourable  circumstances,  and  the  results 
were  somewhat  less  happy.  In  all  these 
Classes,  the  subjects  treated  on  were  such 
as  occurred  in  the  chapter  that  was  select, 
ed  for  tho  evening. 

Protracted  Bible  Classes  have  the  ad- 
vantage of  other  protracted  meetings  in 
several  respects.  The  mind  is  brought  in 
closer  contact  with  the  word  of  God,  and 
is  not  subject  to  the  exhaustion  of  a  con- 
tinued meeting,  and,  what  is  very  import, 
ant  to  the  inquiring  mind,  time  is  given 
for  retirement  and  secret  communion  with 
God.

In  the  year  1819,  the  subject  of  this 
memoir  was  pleasantly  situated  with  & 
most  respectable  merchant,  and  a  kind 
hearted  pious  man,  whom  he  greatly 
loved.  Hia  prospects,  for  the  attain- 
ment of  wealth,  were  entirely  favoura- 
ble T  hut  Iieforc  the  close'of  the  year, 
he  determined  to  abandon  hie  pursuits, 
renounce  all  his  hopes  of  becoDiinff 
rich,  and  devote  himself  to  the  ministry 
ofthe  Gospel.  This  determination  waa 
made  when  hia  only  means  of  support, 
during  the  whole  course  of  preparatory 
utudy,  were  furnished  by  strangers. 
The  finger  of  Providence  wa«  clearly 

this  whole  affair. 

A  physician  in  New-Vork,  a  married 

au,  in  full  practice,  and  with  a  rising 
reputation,  had  determined  to  "  leave 
all,"  and  go  with  his  family,  as  a  mis- 
sionary to  the  East  Indies.  His  nanw 
wasScuddor.  HisdeparturcfromNew- 
York  excited  great  interest.  James 
Taylor  was  engaged  in  his  ordinary 
business,  when  ayoiing  Christian  friend, 
on  passing  his  door,  called  and  askeil 
htm  to  accompany  him  to  tho  wharf, 
"to  see  Dr.  Scudder  off!"  The  scene, 
and  the  etTect  produced,  may  bc  told  in 
J.  T.'a  own  words.

moir,  but  wo  have  only  room  for  the  fol- 
lowing extract,] 

JV.  York,  Silh  Jl/(iy,1819. 

«  This  morning  I  witnessed  a  scene 
highly  interesling  to  the  heart  of  a 
Christian.  It  censed  thanksgiving  and 
proisc  to  rise  from  my  heart,  and  teora 
to  Row  from  my  eyes.  I  saw  a  mia- 
sionnry  and  his  wife  take  their  depart- 
ure from  this  port,  for  India,  to  dcclaro 
among  the  heathen  the  unsearchable 
ricliea  of  Chrisl.     How  pleowngis  it, 

raiding  up  one  and  nnother,  to  make 
known   his    trullm  to 
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men;  and  sendiag  them  to  thwo  viho 
havo  never  heard  the  vmcc  of  mercy, 
havo  never  boon  told  of  a  Saviour  from 
BID,  nor  6f  a  way  of  escape  fnim  the 

wrath  to  come.  Let  uerejukc  lo  wliui 
he  has  dune,  ia  (loiiig  now,  and  hue 
promised  to  do  in  time  to  come,  for  his 
church." 

"I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  mlro" 
duceJ  to  Dr.  and  birg.  Scuddcr,  lie 
appeared  cheerful.  Mre.  S.  was  bathed 
in  tearH,  but  yet  rejoicing.  They  were 
Burrounded  by  many  acquiiintiuicesaiid 
friends ;  and  we  can  with  difficulty  ima- 
gine their  fbelingB,  when,  just  oboul 
to  leave  home,  and  country,  and  all  the 
blessiDgs  of  Cliristian  society,  they 
heard  one,  and  anolher,  say,  '  My 
friend,  my  sister,  farewell,  for  ever  !' 
Just  as  the  steani-boot  woa  moving  off, 
one  of  Di.  S'h  friends,  who  came  too 
late  to  ^o  on  board,  called  out,  and  bade 
liim  adieu,  wishing  him  a  pleasant  pas- 
aage.  I  shall  never  forget  Dr.  Scud- 
der'slooks,orhii  words.  ABhes[H)kc, 
his  eye  kindled,  and  hie  cheek  glowed 
with  the  ardour  of  Christian  benevo.

"I  have  felt,  since  this  morning,  as 
though  I  should  be  uiljing  to  fbt^ake 
my  ever  dear  father  and  mother,  bro- 
tiiers  and  aisters,  and  country,  for  my 
Saviour's  sake  and  the  Gospel's.  1 
have  also  thought,  perhaps  my  present 
business  is  not  to  be  my  I'uture  emplojr. 
Yes,  the  Lord  may  have  in  rcacrvc  for 
me,  unworthy  as  1  am,  a  situation  far 
different  from  my  proseni  one.  May  1 
ever  be  led  in  the  path  of  duty!  This 
has  been  my  prayer  this  day,  and  I 
have,  more  than  al  any  former  time, 
felt  the  importance  of  crying, '  Lord, 
make  me  to  know  my  duty,  and  give 
me  heart  lo   perform   it.'

Our  readers  cannot  but  have  renart- 
ed,  in  passing,  the  earnestness  of  be 
desire  lo  enti^r  Ihe  ministry;  thennglf- 
iicsB  of  his  iiiotivea  in  desiring  tie  sa- 
cred office  ;  the  submission  wbich  he 
L'xerciaed,  when  bis  hope  seemed  to  be 
Lleiitod ;  Olid  the  grateful  Joy  minifesl- 
ed,  when  Providence  uoexpectedlj 
opened  a  way  for  him  to  begin  ka 
studies.  With  the  utmost  alacrity  be 
left  an  employment,  which  pronuseil 
wealth,  and  ull  tbe  conoideration  iDibe 
world  which  wealth  insures,  and  de- 
voted himself  to  the  service  of  tl>e 
burch,  with  the  expectation  of  be  . 
poor,  and  hbonring  hard  during  ba 
'hole  life.  In  all  this,  however,  th — 
'as  noncofihe  rashness  of  ayonng 
thusiasi,  but  the  deliberate  seirdeaiil 
true  Christian,  He  adopted  w 
plon,he  took  noslep,  without  first  con- 
sulting his  pBrcnts,  and  most  judidoui 
frieude,  and  obtaining  their  ^piobt-

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study,  that  he  might  be  qualified  for 
usefulness,  and  in  some  measure,  at 
least,  prepared  to  meet  the  awful  re- 
Bponsibilities  of  the  ministerial  office. 
These  responsibilities  he  deeply  felt; 
and  while  he  most  earnestly  desired  to 
be  a  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  he  was  too 
conscientious  and  too  prudent  to  rush 
into  it,  without  that  mental  discipline, 
and  that  culture  of  the  heart,  which 
would,  in  his  own  deliberate  judgment, 
justify  him  in  going  forward  as  the 
teacher  of  others. 

It  deserves  also  to  be  remarked,  that 
J.  T.  did  not  rely  for  evidence  of  a  call 
to  the  ministry  on  the  impulses  of  his 
own  mind ;  or  some  undefinable  state 
of  feelings ;  but  looked  carefully  at  the 
leadings  of  Providence ;  at  the  wants  of 
the  world;  and  at  the  state  of  his  own 
heart,  lie  consulted  his  friends,  and 
prayed  over  the  subject.  In  a  word, 
he  adopted  every  measure  to  enable 
him  to  form  a  prudent  determination ; 
and  as  the  result  of  the  whole,  went 
forward  under  a  firm  conviction  of  duty. 
It  may  not  be  improper  in  this  place  to 
ofTor  a  few  remarks  suggested  by  the 
accasion. 

A  very  great  mistake  prevails  to 
some  extent  in  this  country,  respecting 
the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
ministry.  It  is  supposed  by  many,  that 
they  arc  taken  up  by  the  societies  form- 
ed tor  that  purpose,  by  their  own  re- 
quest, or  that  of  their  parents,  and 
taught  to  be  niinistcrs,  much  in  the 
way  in  whicli  boys  are  taught  to  be 
merchants  or  tradt^smen.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  very  first  step  is  a  careful  in- 
quiry into  the  moral  character,  the 
piety,  the  zeal,  and  the  prudence  of 
such  young  men.  They  are  examined 
in  relation  to  their  motives  for  wishing 
to  enter  the  sacred  oflice ;  and,  in  many 
cases  at  least,  are,  for  a  time,  taken  on 
trial,  that  it  may  be  fully  ascertained 
whether  the  money  of  the  church  ought 
to  be  expended  on  their  education. 

These  societies  have,  it  seems,  be- 
come objects  of  extreme  jealousy  with 
many  persons,  and  it  may  be  worth 
while  to  exhibit  their  real  nature  and 
design,  in  the  hope  of  undeceiving  those 
who  apprehend  mischief  from  them. 
IJhey  are,  then,  the  result  of  a  deter- 
mination, on  the  part  of  Christians,  to 
adapt  all  their  measures  to  the  spirit  of 


our  civil  institutions.  There  will  al- 
ways be  spiritual  teachers  where  there 
is  religion.  All  considerate  men  know 
how  important  it  is  that  ministers  of  the 
Gospel  should  be  well  informed,  wise 
and  good  men.  But  no  provision  is 
made,  and  in  consistency  with  the  ge- 
nius of  our  fundamental  laws,  none  can 
be  made,  by  the  fitate,  for  the  education 
of  men  for  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel. 
The  members  and  friends  of  the  church, 
having,  in  common  with  others  of  their 
fellow  citizens,  determined,  that  reli- 
gion should  be  free, have  united  in  volun- 
tary associations,  for  the  purpose  of 
afibrding  a  suitable  education  for  pious 
young  men,  who  wish  to  become 
teachers  of  religion.  It  is  difficult  to 
conceive  why  any  objections  should  be 
made  to  this  measure,  unless  it  should 
originate  from  a  wish  that  the  igno- 
rance of  ministers  should  bring  religion 
into  disrepute  and  contempt.  This 
suggestion  is  strengthened  by  the  fact, 
that  the  most  violent  enemies  of  Educa- 
tion Societies  are  found  among  the  open 
opposers  of  Christianity. 

13ut  it  is  urged,  th^t  poor  young  men 
are  taken  from  the  plough  and  the 
work-shop,  and  introduced  into  a  pro- 
fession which  places  them  on  a  level 
with  the  bat  society.  This  objection 
comes  with  a  bad  grace  from  the 
mouths  of  men,  who,  on  all  occasions, 
fflory  in  their  republicanism.  True 
dignity  consists  in  high  moral  worth  ; 
and  if  this  is  united  with  intelligence 
and  refinement,  poverty  can  in  reahty 
detract  nothing  from  it.  But  the  ne- 
cessity of  the  case  aflbrds  reason  enough 
to  justify  this  measure.  The  pious 
sons  of  wealthy  parents,  for  the  most 
part,  seek  worldly  wealth  and  honour. 
And,  although  they  cannot  but  hear  the 
passionate  cry  from  perishing  millions, 
for  some  in  pity  to  come  and  break 
to  them  the  bread  of  hfe,  they  gene- 
rally excuse  themselves  with  saying, 
that  "  they  are  not  called  to  the  minis- 
try ;  and  are  not  pious  enough  to  be 
preachers  of  the  Gospel."  This  last 
assertion  may  be  true  ;  but  is  it  an  ex- 
cuse ?  If  they  are  not  **  good"  enough 
to  enter  the  ministry,  are  they  not 
bound  to  employ  their  immediate  and 
most  vigorous  effbrts  in  obtaining  higher 
degrees  of  piety  ^  And  «ia  fot  UiVi  I^«\.^ 
i  would  ask,  if  they  pui^w^  «ca^  ci\\\^\ 
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profession,  whether  they  are  ccUled  to 
that  course  of  life,  and  enter  on  it  with 
the  single  view  to  promote  the  glory  of 
the  Redeemer.  A  Christian  cannot, 
with  a  good  conscience,  enter  any  pro- 
fession to  which  he  is  not  called.  But 
many  suppose,  that  as  they  have  no 
call  to  the  ministry,  they  may  therefore 
consult  taste  or  interest,  and  become 
lawyers,  physicians,  merchants,  or  po- 
liticians, just  as  seems  good  to  them. 
But  every^  Christian  oueht  to  know, 
that  he  is  most  solemnly  bound  to  pur- 
sue that  course  of  life  in  which,  as  far 
as  he  can  judge,  he  may  be  most  use- 
ful to  his  fellow  men,  and  most  glorify 
his  Saviour.  If  the  country  were 
supplied  with  able  and  faithful  teachers 
of  Christianity,  he  who,  in  its  present 
state,  ought  to  be  a  devoted  minister 
of  Christ,  mi^ht  be  called  to  serve  him 
in  the  practice  of  law  or  medicine. 
But  while  those  professions  are  more 
than  filled,  many  a  son  of  the  church, 
who  ought  to  stand  on  the  hill  of  Zion, 
and  proclaim  the  messages  of  eternal 
mercy,  is  competing  with  his  fellow 
men,  in  pursuit  of  wealth  or  honour,  in 
some  secular  profession.  Christian 
young  men  stop  their  ears  against  the 
cry  of  dying  souls,  which  echoes  through 
the  world,  and  give  themselves  to  oc- 
cupations which  others  might  fill  just 
as  well  as  they  do.  To  such  pious 
youth  we  would  exhibit  the  example  of 
J.  T.,  wl^o,  when  he  had  given  up  a 
pleasant  place,  and  a  lucrative  calling, 
to  depend  on  the  assistance  of  strangers 
in  preparing  for  the  ministry,  called  on 
his  own  soul,  and  on  his  parents  and 
friends,  to  magnify  and  praise  the  Lord, 
who  had  condescended  to  honour  him 
so  far  as  to  permit  him  to  engage  in  a 
long  and  laborious  course  of  prepara- 
tion for  the  ministry.  Might  but  the 
mantle  of  this  devoted  youth  rest  on 
the  young  disciples  of  Christ  whom  he 
has  left  behind,  and  soon  there  would 
not  be  a  spiritual  desolation  in  the  whole 
country — in  the  whole  world  I 

There  is  a  very  wide  dirtercncc  be- 
tween the  desire  for  the  sacred  office, 
which  carries  a  man  through  eight 
years  of  preparatory  £:tu(ly,  uiid  thai 
vain  and  eager  wish  to  be  reco<^iiicied 
by  the  church  ao  a  u.'Hciier,  winch  ui^j^cs 
rarwy  undibciolmcd  ladti,  ui  Uu  aoutc\u(c 


fef  their  religion,  to  seek  tbis  saered 
office.      Other  qualifications  than  t 
fierce  and  fiery  zeal  are  caUed  for  io  t 
minister  of  the  religion  of  Christ.    He 
who  teaches  religion,  has  to  teach  per- 
sons of  all  classes ;  the  muter  spirits  of 
the  nation,  who  expect  jostness  and 
force  of  thought,  propriety  of  lanfos^i 
enlarged  and  liberal  views,  unitM  with 
<Uhe  meekness  of  heaveiUiy  wisdom;" 
and  the  uninstructed  poor,  who  need 
that  the  truth  should  be  set  forth  in 
terms  so  clear  and  familiar  that  the/ 
cannot  be  mistaken.    The  man  of  re&l 
learning  alone  is  able  to  perform  this 
service.     Accustomed  to  investigation, 
he  arran^s  his  thouc^hts  in  natonl 
order;  habituated  to  the  search  after 
truth,  he  employs  >^ords  with  precision; 
and,  knowing  now  greatly  the  energy 
of  language  is  increased  by  simplidty, 
he  uses  '^  great  plainness  of  speech.** 
Whereas,  the  untaught  and  the  half 
taught,  foolishly  imagine  thatUhey  are 
great  and  profound,  in  proportion  ai 
they  are   unintelligible.      The  most 
eloquent  men  whom  1  have  ever  known, 
such  as  Patrick  Henry  and  John  Ran- 
dolph   among  statesmen,  and  James 
Waddel    and   James    Turner   among 
preachers,  were  remarkable  for  the 
simplicity   of  their  manner,  and  tlie 
perfect  intelligibleness  of  their  lan- 
guage.   They  made  every  one,leanied 
and  rude,  feel  their  intellectual  power.* 
The  art  consists  mainly  in  settiog  the 
subject  so  plainly  and  distinctly  before 
the  people,  that  every  one  shall  think 
that  he  can  see  it  himself.    But  it  re- 
quires much  intellectual  discipline  to 
enable  a  public  speaker  to  do  this. 

The  conclusion  to  which,  after  all  my 
observation  on  this  subject,  1  have  been 
obliged  to  come,  is,  that  he  who  hurries 
into  the  office  of  the  ministry ,  and  takes 
on  himself  its  fearful  responsibihties, 
without  very  careful  preparation,  gives 
very  decisive  evidence  that  he  has  not 
been  called  by  Christ,  although  he  oisy 
be  sent  by  man.

Now,  ir  it  be  true,  as  has  been  calculated,  that  each  mo- 
nt  which  passes  along  bears  with  it  into  eternity  one  or  more  of  the  race  of 
n,  how  vast  must  be  the  number  which  in  an  annual  revolution  enter  the  in- 
ble  world  in  an  unprepared  state  !  And  must  this  always  be  the  ca«e?  Will 
time  never  arrive  when  the  professed  followers  of  Christ  will  awake  to  a 
se  of  their  duty,  and  come  forth  in  a  noble  effort  to  rescue  the  multitude  who 
rushing  on  to  destruction?  Shall  that  golden  rule  which  requires  us  to  do  unto 
ers  as  wc  would  be  done  by,  be  for  ever  violated  by  those  who  bear  the 
ristian  name,  and  are  daily,  as  it  were,  overwhelmed  with  the  abundance  of 
ven's  mercies  which  crowd  upon  their  path?  Oh !  where  is  that  love  which 
Scriptures  require  us  to  have  for  those  who  are  bone  of  our  bone  and  flesh 
>ur  flesh,  if,  while  our  fellow  creatures  are  perishing  in  a  spiritual  famine,  we 
ke  no  exertion  to  sustain  them  with  the  bread  of  life  ?  Where  is  our  humani- 
our  benevolence,  our  zeal,  our  desire  for  the  divine  glory,  if  they  shine  not 
ih  in  this  labour  of  love  and  work  of  mercy?

The  number  of  human  beings  who  have  no  knowledge  of  God  or  of  Chrit- 

nity  sufficiently  distinct  to  prove  the  probable  means  of  salvation,  may  beesti- 

ted  at  six  hundred  millions.    Now,  to  all  of  these  we  must  extend  the  word

'spel  to  every  creature."     Let  us  suppose  the  Christians  of  the  old  world  to 

squally  responsible  as  ourselves,  and  to  bear  half  of  the  burden  of  expense  and 

9rt  in  the  conversion  of  the  heathen  to  Christ.

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AWovring  Jive  persons  to  a  family,  and  giving  to  each  family  a  copy  of  the  word 
of  God,  would  require  nxty  millions  of  Btblet^  and  cost  thirty  millions  of  dollars. 
Again,  suppose  each  missionary  to  he  ahle,  in  the  course^of  ten  years*  lahour  in 
heathen  lands,  to  bring  the  tidings  of  a  Saviour  to  the  cars  of  ten  thousand  pa- 
gans, and  it  will  require  thirty  thousand  missionaries  to  bear  the  Gospel  message 
to  that  portion  of  the  pagan  world  which  we  now  contemplate.  To  educate  these 
in  our  owu  country,  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum,  for  teo 
years,  (a  larger  allowance  and  a  longer  time  than  any  education  society  has  ever 
found  requisite,)  would  cost  sixty  millions  of  dollars :  and  to  sustain  them  for  teo 
years  in  preaching,  establishing  schools,  ^c,  in  foreign  lands,  at  the  rate  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  each,  three  hundred  millions  of  dollars.    Thus,  we 
may  fairly  conclude,  that  the  cost  of  educating  and  sustaining  for  ten  years,  proper- 
ly trained  missionaries,  and  furnishing  Bibles  for  half  of  the  pagan  world,  would 
cost  the  total  sum  of  three  hundred  and  ninety  millions  of  dollars.    But  as  we 
have  supposed  these  missionaries  to  devote  ten  years  each  to  the  work  of  prepa- 
ration, and  ten  more  to  labour  in  the  field,  we  have  thus  twenty  years,  in  which 
to  raise  this  amount ;  that  is,  nineteen  mUlions  and  a  half  e^ch  year. 

*^  But,  how  is  it  possible  to  raise  so  great  an  amount  as  this?"  many  will  ask. 
Let  us  see.    There  are  in  the  United  States  about  a  million  and  a  half  of  profeE- 
sors  of  religion  of  all  Protestant  Evangelical  denominations.    Now,  if  every  one 
of  these  would  pay  his  proportion  of  the  necessary  amount,  it  Would  require  onl^ 
thirteen  dollars  from  each  American  Christian,  per  year,  to  do  our  part  of  thif 
great  work — to  fulfil  the  last  command  of  Christ,  to  wipe  away  the  reproach  of 
ages  from  the  church,  and  bear  salvation  with  all  its  blessings  for  earth  and 
heaven  to  half  of  a  dying  world!     And  who  will  think  this  a  great  matter i* 
Twenty  five  cents  a  week,  saved  from  the  luxuries  of  the  table,  from  the  em- 
bellishments of  dress,  or  raised  by  extra  industry,  is  a  sum  within  the  compasa 
of  almost  every  one's  ability.    And  even  if  we  suppose  half  of  the  profeasors  in 
the  United  States  to  be  quite  unable  to  give  this  amount,  in  consistency  with 
other  claims,  or  shrink  from  their  share  in  the  duty  and  glory  of  this  work,  it 
will  be  but  fifly  cents  per  week  for  the  rest.     And  when  we  think  of  the  mighty 
work  to  be  done,  when  we  look  abroad  upon  the  abodes  of  cruelty,  red  with  the 
blood,  and  sonorous  with  the  groans  of  the  victims  of  superstition,  or  go  to  our 
eommunion  tables,  where  we  see  what  Christ  has  done  for  us,  and  then  look  for- 
ward to  the  day  when  we  shall  account  for  our  stewardship  before  a  bar  where 
no  allowance  will  be  made  for  fashion  or  luxury,  or  self-indulgence  of  any  kind— 
who  is  there  of  us  that  can  bear  to  withhold  the  poor  pittance  above-mentioned? 
And  then  to  think  of  this  work  being  accomplished  so  soon !  In  twenty  yean,  if  we 
take  hold  in  earnest,  and  European  Christians  do  the  same,  every  pagan  ear 
may  be  saluted  with  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation,  and  every  pagan  family  read 
in  its  own  tongue  the  wonderful  works  of  God.     But  fiow  long  will  it  be,  and  bow 
many  generations  of  heathen  will  probably  go  down  to  death,  before  such  a  re- 
sult be  attained,  by  the  present  "  poor  dying  rate,"  at  which  we  are  exerUng 
ourselves  for  our  Lord  and  Master !     Nor  need  we  fear  lest  there  should  not  bt 
mgn  to  d«vole  to  this  work.    Such  a  fear  would  be  a  reflection  en  tht  gract  of 
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God,  who,  in  his  dealings  with  the  church,  has  always  kept  far  in  adTance  of 
her  efforts.  There  is  no  danger  that  our  faith  and  prayers  and  efforts  will  ever 
be  straitened  for  want  of  promptness  on  the  part  of  God  to  second  them  with  his 
blessing.  How  easily  can  he  endow  with  grace  and  gifts  the  thirty  thousand 
men  that  are  needed.

Let  but  the  Christians  of  America  rise  in  the  majesty  of  this  work,  and  in  the 
spirit  of  faith  resolve  that,  so  far  as  they  are  concerned,  it  shall  be  done^  and 
from  every  town,  and  hamlet,  and  mountain,  and  glen  of  our  land  will  be  seen 
itarting  forth  candidates  for  this  holy  enterprise,  and  saying  **  here  are  we,  send 
In  the  practicability  of  this  great  duty,  let  us  find  an  argument  for  imme-

diately  doing  it  And  let  every  one  go  from  this  place  of  prayer  to  his  home,  to 
settle  on  the  way  of  securing,  for  himself  and  his  family,  the  performance  of 
their  share  of  this  work ;  and  not  only  so,  but  also  the  share  of  those  whom 
poverty,  or  the  providence  of  God,  debars  from  participating  in  it.

MISSOURI.

God  has  seconded  the  efTorts  of  his 
friends  in  the  formation  of  a  County  Bible 
Society,  and  County  Temperance  Society, 
and  Tract  Societies.  'Indeed,  these  ef- 
forts have  exceeded  our  most  sanguine  ex. 
pectations.  More  tha9  twenty  dollars 
was  immediately  subscribed  to  the  Bible 
Society.  The  Temperance  Society  num- 
bered sixty  members  within  one  month  of 
its  formation.  The  way  seems  to  be  pre- 
paring for  the  triumphal  march  of  King 
Immanuel  through  this  dry  and  thirsty 
land,  where  no  water  is.  Sabbath  Schools 
have  increased.  We  have  a  small  Sab. 
bath  School  in  this  place,  conducted  prin- 
cipally  by  Mrs.  W.  We  have  two  in  the 
country,  principally  under  the  care  of 
members  in  our  church.  Could  suitable 
teachers  be  obtained,  we  could  establish 
Sunday  Schools  in  every  neighbourhood. 
Mrs.  W's  week  school  opens  a  field  for  ex- 
tensive usefulness  among  the  children  and 
youth  of  this  place,  and  the  surrounding 
country.  The  children  are  delighted  with 
her  school,  and  the  parents  seem  satisfied 
with  her  manner  of  instruction. 

A  Presbyterian  four  days  meeting  was 
held  here  on  the  fourth  Sabbath  in  June, 
and  the  sacrament  of  tht  Lord*t  Supper  I 


was  administered  £br  the  first  time.  A 
concourse  of  people  assembled,  and  much 
interest  was  excited.  Two  were  added  to 
the  church.

We  are 
tpp J  to  continue  the  history  of  bia  lovo  to  that 
if&at  atale.    The  folIoHiaa;  hat  just  come  to  hand. 

I  came  to  this  place,  by  request,  on  the 
4th  of  May.  At  that  time,  and  until 
boat  five  weeks  since,  the  Presbyterian 
harch  was  not  in  a  very  desirable  con- 
ition.  There  seemed  to  be  a  readiness, 
owever,  on  the  part  of  its  membeis,  to 
8tter  their  collective  character,  provided 
•  could  be  done.  Efi!brts  were  made  for 
!iii  end ;  the  Lord  crowned  them  with 
access.  It  was  soon  evident  that  some 
'hristians  wore  ofi!ering  fervent  and  ef. 
actual  prayer.  Going  from  house  to 
ouie,  we  were  surprised  to  find  an  un. 
)aimon  degree  of  tenderness  on  the  sub. 
ct  of  religion.  Our  hopes  were  still 
^her  encouraged  by  two  conversions  : 
le,  the  result  of  special  effort ;  the  other, 

a  sick  room,  without  intercourse  with 
bristian  friends. 
As  circomstancei  seemed  fayoorable,  or  I 


rather  teemed  to  demand  it,  the  setiion 
appointed  a  protracted  meeting,  to  com- 
mence  on  the  18th  of  July.  In  this 
measure  the  majority  of  the  church 
pledged  themselves  to  sustain  us.  Several 
clergymen  were  invited,  but  Mr.  Lippin. 
cott  alone  came.  This  at  first  appeared 
discouraging,  but  it  worked  for  good ;  it 
threw  Christians  more  fully  upon  God. 
They  evidently  felt  that  the  arm  of  flesh 
was  withheld,  in  which  they  might  trust. 
All  came  forward  at  once,  and  pleaded 
with  God,  and  laboured  with  man. 

The  first  day  of  our  meeting  was  eet 
apart  for  fasting  and  prayer,  in  view  of 
the  sword,  the  famine,  and  the  pestilence, 
which  are  either  among  us,  or  threaten  Ui. 
On  the  evening  of  the  day,  Mr.  L.  arrived, 
and  we  went  on  for  eleven  successive 
days,  preaching  twice  or  three  times,  and 
holding  three  prayer  meetings.  *  Success 
attended  our  efiforts,  and  we  were  willing 
to  spend  and  be  spent  in  this  cause.  The 
Lord  had  ripened  the  field,  partly,  under 
the  labours  of  Mr.  Herrick,  the  former 
minister,  and  sent  us  in  to  work  diligently, 
in  order  to  gather  the  harvest.  We  did 
so,  and  trust  that  fifly,  as  the  first  fruits  of 
this  revival,  *'  will  be  bound  in  the  sure 
bundle  of  eternal  life.'* 

Intelligence  of  this  revival  is  going 
about  over  the  county,  and  is  producing 
unwonted  inquiries  and  feelings.  Such 
things  have  not  been  of  frequent  occur, 
rence  in  this  infant  state  ;  and  yet  revivals 
have  taken  place,  within  the  hwt  six 
months,  at  Jacksonville  and  Bethel.  These 
were  both  of  an  interesting  character, 
particularly  the  latter,  in  which  very  few 
were  lefl  unhumbled  and  unforgiven. 
And  now  the  Lord  hath  done  great  things 
for  us,  and  is  still  doing ;  for  the  work  has 
not  ceased,  nor  is  it  likely  to  at  once,  if 
ever. 

These  few  cases  should  encourage 
Christians  at  the  east  to  extend  a  liberal 
patronage  to  the  support  of  religious  insti. 
tutions  here,  and  also  to  pray  that  the 
whole  of  this  state  may  be  turned  to  the 
Lord. 


INDIAN   WAR. 

From  a  Frontier  Missionary, 

Some  time  since  three  or  four  persons 
gave  hopeful  evidence  of  conversion,  and 
others  were  apparently  deeply  serious. 
But  alas  this  little  work  was,  to  my  great 
grief  and  that  of  the  people  of  God,  or- 
rested  and  made  to  cease  by  imcontroUable 
causes,  a  principal  one  of  wh\cVwu%>^^% 
breaking  out  of  the  px^eexit  Indian  War. 
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Being  directly  on  the  frontier,  immediate, 
ly  on  the  first  massacre,  the  whole  coun- 
try  was  in  a  itate  of  the  utmost  confusion. 
Families  were  to  be  seen  flying  in  every 
direction,  from  the  savages,  with  their 
little  movableb ;  women  and  children  hasti. 
ly  huddled  together  in  whatever  vehicle 
came  to  hand.  Oh,  it  was  a  mournful  sight. 
AfVer  the  first  panic,  however,  things  be- 
came a  little  more  settled.  The  inhabit- 
ants mostly  collected  in  groups  from  fifly 
to  three  times  that  number,  and  erected 
temporary  forts.  But  a  very  great  de- 
gree of  uneasiness  and  anxiety  still  perva- 
ded the  public  mind — farmers  were  obliged 
to  leave  their  farms  at  the  season  of  plant- 
ing and  tilling,  to  mount  and  range  in 
purvuit  of  the  enemy.  All  for  a  while 
was  distraction  and  confusion  ;  so  much 
■o,  that  every  serious  thought  for  the  soul 
seemed  to  be  lost  in  fearful  apprehensions 
of  temporal  danger. 

The  state  of  things  is  now  more  tran- 
quil ;  the  inhabitants  have  mostly  return- 
ed to  their  homes  throughout  the  county, 
hoping  that  they  shall  not  be  obliged  to 
leave  them  again  by  a  fresh  alarm.  Du- 
ring the  time  in  which  we  were  parted, 
we  assembled  together  regularly  at  thees- 
tablishments  in  the  vicinity,  on  the  Sab- 
bath, for  religious  worship,  where  our 
meetings  were  well  attended.  We  held 
our  meetings  in  the  forenoon  at  one  place, 
and  in  the  afternoon  at  another.  Our 
Sabbath  School  has  been  kept  in  operation 
the  greater  part  of  the  time.  On  the  fourth 
of  July,  in  the  principal  of  our  forts,  wc  had 
an  interesting  temperance  meeting  ;  eigh- 
teen persons  added  their  names  to  our  list.

A    CHURCH    FORMED. 

Since  I  last  wrote,  a  three  days  meeting 
has  been  held  in  this  vicinity,  having  been 
appointed  for  the  formation  of  a  Presby. 
terian  church.  The  tinic  was  not  the 
most  favourable ;  it  was  at  the  very  period 
when  there  was  the  most  excitement  about 
the  Indian  war  that  was  on  our  borders. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Barnes,  who  was  appointed 
to  assist  on  the  occasion,  supposing  the 
meeting  would  be  adjourned  in  conse- 
quence of  the  extreme  excitement,  was  not 
present.  The  meeting,  however,  was  held 
agreeably  to  appointment.  There  were 
but  few  present  on  Friday  and  Saturday. 
On  the  Sabbath,  our  audience  consisted  of 
between  three  and  four  hundred,  which  is 
not  a  small  assembly  for  this  country.  A 
PrcBbylerian  church  was  then  fonn%d,  con- 


sisting of  but  six  memben,  and,  for  tlw 
first  time,  partook  of  the  sacrament  of  tbe 
Lord's  supper.  Yoa  may  think  that  wu 
truly  **a  day  of  small  things.**  We  are 
accustomed  to  **  small  things."  Were 
you  here,  you  would  see  that  eren  oar 
dwelling  is  smalls  a  cabin  of  only  twelve 
feet  and  a  half  square,  and  that  our  fomi. 
ture  is  tmall,  consisting  of  one  bed,  three 
of  our  own  country  chairs,  and  a  tsUe, 
made  of  boards  riven  from  oar  own  natife 
oak,  and  of  my  own  manufacture.  Bot 
there  are  things  here,  which  are  hoI  smtli; 
they  are  the  difficulties  to  be  enconntered 
in  winning  souls  to  Christ. 

We  are  not  without  hope,  though  oor 
beginning  is  so  small.     **  The  kin^onof 
Heaven  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard  Med, 
which,  when  it  is  sown  in  the  earth,  is  kv 
than  all  the  seeds  that  be  in  the  earth ;  bat 
when  it  is  sown,  it  groweth  up,  and  be. 
Cometh  greater  than  idl  herbs,  andshooteth 
out  great  branches ;  so  that  the  fowls  of 
the  air  may  lodge  under  the  shadow  of  it" 
If  we  keep  sufficiently  humble,  and  toffi 
ciently  feel   our  dependence,    and  bare 
sufficient  zeal  and  wisdom  in  the  caose  of 
our  Master,  there  is  not  a  doubt  but  thil 
we  shall  increase  in  numbers,  and  becoine 
a  great  people, — many  immortal  souls  woo 
from  sin  and  eternal  ruin.     There  are  ten 
or  twelve  who  now  stand   ready  to  unite 
with  our  church  on  the  first  opportunity; 
some  by  letter,  and  some  by  exaraination. 
It  was  but  a  few  days  since,  that  t young 
gentleman,  who  has  been  a  steady  ttteod- 
ant  on  my  preaching,  became  deeply  tni- 
ious  for  his  soul ;  his  sense  of  sin  aod  of  his 
probable  condition  in  the  world  of  spiritSt 
was  so  clear  and  deep,  that  he  could  not 
restrain  his  feelings ;  he   cried  aloud  for 
mercy.     He  now,  apparently,  sits  at  the 
feet  of  Jesus,    clothed,   and  in  his  right 
mind.     We  sincerely  hope,  that  itmiyl* 
the  commencement  of  a  long  and  citeniiw 
work  of  the  Holy  Spirit.     While  1  have 
been  writing,  an  individual  called  upon  itft 
who  «aid,  that  for  several  days  past,  »ii* 
had  been  much  distressed  about  herspirit* 
ual  condition,  and  is  determined,  througJ» 
the  assistance  of  God,  henceforth,  to  pf* 
up  herself  unreservedly  to  Christ.    TbeW 
are  others,  who  are  thoughtful  about  tbeir 
future  condition.     We   give  God  thank» 
for  such  appearances,  and  anxiously  wait 
for  still  greater  things.

Christ, 
ns  melted  and  repented,  and  sinners  be- 
into  flock  to  Christ.    At  the  close  of  the 
eeting,  the  church  seemed  to  be  **  a  little 
md  of  love,"  and  many  of  them  were  ro- 
icing  over  their  dear  children,  brought 
[>me  to  God.     Seven  were  added  to  the 
mrch,   and  more  than  that  number  of 
Lhers  were  indulging  hope. 
I  continued  labouring  as  usual,  till  the 
mrth  Sabbath  in  June,    when  we  had  a 
icrament  in  the  Vernon  church.      God 
'^as  with  us ;  and,  during  the  meeting, 
uite  a  number  manifested  more  or  less  so- 
citude  for  their  souls.     Four  joined  the 
hurch,  and  a  few  indulged  a  trembling 
ope  as  the  meeting  closed. 

Church  formed. 

The  first  Sabbath  in  August,  I  held  a 
our  days  meeting  at  Scipio,  on  Sand 
^reek,  ten  miles  from  Vernon,  and  orga- 
lized  a  church.  It  was  a  solemn  season ; 
►ut  the  effect  much  limited  for  want  of  la- 
►ourers.  My  help  from  others  entirely 
ailed,  and  my  own  strength  was  weakness 
it  the  commencement,  and  declined  rapid- 
y  through  the  meeting.  I  preached  twice 
>n  Friday.  Saturday,  we  moved  to  a  grove, 
md  I  preached  three  times,  and  examined 
leven  for  admission  to  the  church.  On 
'abbath  morning,  I  was  severely  indispo. 
ed— crawled  to  the  stand,  designing  to 
ive  a  short  exhortation,  administer  the 
icrament,  and  dismiss  the  people ;  but  a 
reat  congregation  came  flocking  together; 
looked  upon  them  as  sheep  scattered 
irough  the  forest,  without  a  shepherd. 
ly  heart  bled  for  them.  I  cried  to  God, 
ad  out  of  weakness  he  perfected  strength, 
was  enabled  to  preach  twice,  and  ad- 
inister  the  sacrament.  A  more  attentive 
id  solemn  congregation  I  have  seldom 
Idressed,  and  could  the  meeting  have  con- 
lued  till  Monday,  rich  fruits  might  have 
en  gathered.  As  it  was,  I  trust  that 
any  will  remember  it  to  eternity  with 
r,  and,  I  fear,  many  with  regret.     I  look  L 


upon  this  little  vine  with  peculiiR'  interett 
and  hope.  It  is  planted  where  twelve  or 
fifleen  years  ago  the  Indian  roamed,  and 
called  the  soil  his  own.  I  hope  this  vine, 
watered  of  God,  will  spread  its  branches 
wide,  cover  every  tree  of  the  forest  with 
its  foliage,  and  hang  on  every  bough  rich 
clusters  of  heavenly  fruit. 

The  next  Sabbath  I  assisted  Br.  Cunning, 
ham,  at  a  little  church  where  he  preaches 
part  of  the  time.  Nothing  special  was 
observable  till  Sabbath  night,  when  a 
divine  power  seemed  to  pervade  the  as- 
sembly. The  anxious  were  requested  to 
remain  for  conversation,  and  almost  the 
whole  congregation  sat  down.  They 
were  conversed  with  personally,  and  many 
found  to  be  in  great  distress.  Monday 
was  awfully  solemn ;  there  was  scarcely 
a  dry  eye  in  the  grove,  and  almost  every 
sinner  came  to  the  anxious  seat.  Among 
them  were  the  opposer,  the  intemperate, 
and  the  abandoned.  We  were  all  asto. 
nished  at  the  wonderful  power  of  God. 
We  could  hardly  get  the  meeting  to  a  close. 

The  next  Thursday  our  camp  meeting 
commenced,  in  connexion  with  the  Graham 
church.  The  stillness  and  solemnity  of  an 
eastern  protracted  meeting,  where  God  is 
present,  pervaded  this,  and  not  the  slightest 
confusion  occurred  from  beginning  to  end. 
Hearts  were  reached  which  had  not  been 
touched  before,  and  souls  saved  from  im- 
minent peril. 

Here  ends  the  period  embraced  in  this 
report.  And  as  I  stop  to  breathe,  and  look 
back  upon  the  dealings  of  God,  I  wonder 
at  what  he  has  enabled  me,  in  the  lassitude 
of  summer  to  do,  and  far  more  at  what  he 
has  done  himself. 

There  are  two  or  three  facts  worthy  of 
particular  notice. 

1.  God  has  set  his  seal  to  the  Sabbath 
Schools.  In  one  neighbourhood,  a  school 
opened  in  the  spring,  with  about  thirty 
scholars,  not  one  of  them  pious,  and  only 
two  pious  teachers  out  of  eight.  Now  all 
of  the  teachers,  and  eleven  of  the  scholars, 
give  comfortable  evidence  of  piety.  Hardly 
one  remains  over  ten  or  eleven  years  old, 
not  hoping  or  anxious.  Another  school 
of  thirty,  in  the  same  congregation,  was 
gathered  by  two  females,  one  a  professor, 
and  the  other  not,  and  no  pious  scholar 
among  them.  God  owned  their  eflbrt. 
That  devoted  sister,  who  said  **  we  must 
have  a  school"  and  went  forward  while 
the  brethren  were  sleeping,  has  had  the 
blessed  privilege  of  seeing  every  member  of 
her  class,  eight  blooming  girls  from  twelve 
to  sixteen  years  of  age,  throwvrv^  \.V\»bi.

Now,  I  learn,  that  prayer  meetings  are 
held  by  the  students ;  and  by  a  letter  thai 
I  saw  a  few  days  ago,  it  appears  that  the 
revival  is  progressing.  It  is  about  three 
weeks  since  I  was  there.  I  feel  consider* 
ably  encouraged  about   Erie  county.

IVTERESTING    EXTRACTS   FROM   THE    REPORTS 
OF    MISSIONARIES. 

The  Gospel  preached  in  a  Distillery, 

Several  years  ago  a  missionary  was  sent 
out  from  Boston  by  the  God  of  this  world, 
and  he  erected  in  the  heart  of  this  settle- 
ment a  large  distillery,  and  not  succeeding 
very  well,  he  sold  out,  and  returned  to  his 
own  place.     The  distillery  was  then  kept 
in  operation  by  an  Englishman,  who  yet 
owns  the  building,  and  he,  owing  to  a 
number  of  hindering  causes,  but  chiefly  to 
the  stings  of  conscience,  abandoned  the 
business  about  two  years  ago.     He,  how- 
ever, still  kept  whisky    to  sell,    and  his 
house  was  a  fountain,  whose  streams  car- 
ried  death  to  all  the  settlement.     He  con- 
tinued this  business  till  about  last  Christ- 
mas, and  then  abandoned  both  the  sale  and 
u so  of  it.     This  seems  to  have  been  the 
signal  for  others  in  the  settlement  to  break 
off  too,  and  though  they  did  not  wholly 
refrain,  the  quantity  of  whisky  used  was 
tar  less.     This  was   the  state  of  things 
when  they  began  to  hear  of  the  revivals  of 
religion   in  the  county,  and  also  at  the 
lime  the  Sabbath  School  was  established. 
A  Sabbath  School  was  also  established  by 
the  same  minister,  and  about  the  same 
time,  in  a  settlement  lying  a  few  miles 
north,  and  though  there  was  no  distillery 
unong  them,  they  were  in  about  the  same 
moral  state.  I  commenced  preaching  occa- 
sionally  in  these  settlements  in  the  month 
of  June.  •   As  soon  as  I  began  to  preach, 
the  work  of  grace  among  them  began. 
The  first  time  I  preached  at  the  first  named 
settlement,   but  few   were   present,   and 
nearly  all  of  those  anxious.     The  work 
here  had  begun  without  the  use  of  out- 
ward  means.    The  first  that  was  known 
of  it  was,  that  tht  peoph  amembled,  and 
spent  a  part  of  the  Sabbath  in  singing 


/ 


hymns.     The  Sabbath  School  hat  been 
well  attended,  and  though  it  has  met  with 
some  opposition  from  persons  of  whom  we 
miffht  expect  better  things,  it  haa  regu. 
larly  increased,  and  has  now  enrolled  forty, 
three  pupils.    At  each  time  of  preaching, 
I  have  noticed  an  increase  of  the  work 
until  there  are  few  persons  in  the  whole 
settlement  who  are  not  either  anxious  for 
their  souls,  or  rejoicing  in  hope.    I  have 
seldom  known  the  people  of  any  place  so 
generally  affected.   Afler  preaching,  when 
I  have  invited  anxious  persons  to  come 
forward  to  anxious  seats,  or  to  stay  for 
<:onversation,     nearly    every    individual 
present  would  rush  to  the  seats,  or  kneel 
down  in  token  of  their  desire  for  the 
prayers  of  God's  people  in  their  behalf. 
Some  of  these  'occasions  have  been  ex- 
tremely affecting.    To  see  persons  who 
had  worn  out  3ie  vigour  of  life  in  the 
ways  of  sin,   now  with  tears  streaming 
from  their  eyes,  and  often  with  sighs  and 
sobs,  and  loud  crying,  asking  the  way  of 
life,  is  overwhelming — and  Siis  not  in  a 
single  instance,  but  generally  through  the 
settlement.     I  have   just  returned  from 
spending  four  days  among  them,  preach- 
ing the  Gospel  publicly,  and  from  house 
to  house.  As  our  congregation  was  much 
increased  on   the  Sabbath,  we   held  our 
meetings  in  the  distillery  building.     The 
Lord  was  with  us  of  a  truth.     The  word 
was  with  power.    Sinners  were  pricked  to 
the  heart ;  numbers  came  to  the  anxious 
seats,   and  some  hope  they  passed  from 
death  to  life.     It  was  more  than  I  had  ex. 
pected  that  the  Lord  would  permit  me  to 
publish  his  word  from  the  very  seat  of 
Satan ;  but  he  has  also  caused  it  to  take 
effect,  and  where  the  song  of  the  dtviiikai^ 
was  once  heard,  was  echoed  tVie  ^^mn  ot 
praise  to  God— th«  fountam  of  deaX\i  W» 
been  changed  to  a  founla,m  oC  stiVvaW^ti,

The  house 
was  crowded  with  a  deeply  interested 
audience,  and  the  whole  aspect  of  the 
assembly  indicated  the  presence  of  the 
divine  Spirit.  Tho  Secretary's  Report  an. 
nounced  the  existence  of  a  pledge  of 
$1000  to  the  Parent  Society,  for  general 
supply,  which  was  still  unredeemed!  It 
was  immediately  suggested  by  one  of  the 
speakers,  that  this  amount  might  be  raised 
on  the  spot.  A  subscription  was  accord, 
ingly  opened,  and  $1021  snbscribed  and 
contributed  by  individuals  present ;  a  con. 
siderablo  portion  of  which  was  paid  down. 
This  was  double  the  amount  which  had 
been  contributed  at  any  previous  anniver. 
sary  of  the  N.  II.  Bible  Society,  and  gave 
cheering  indication  that  the  friends  of  the 
Bible,  in  that  state,  are  increasing  both  in 
numbers  and  in  the  strength  of  their  attach- 
ment to  the  principles  and  practices  whic[| 
it  inculcates. 

HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  next  day,  September  6th,  the  New- 
Hampshire  Missionary  Sociefty  held  its 
thirty.first  Anniversary.  The  Secretary's 
Report  was  one  of  the  most  spirit-stirring 
documents  of  the  kind  which  we  have 
heard,  and  was  rendered  still  more  affect- 
ing  by  the  resignation  of  the  Secretary, 
Rev.  A.  Burnham,  of  the  office,  which  he 
had  discharged  to  much  acceptance  for 
many  years,  but  which  he  now,  on  account 
of  the  failure  of  his  eye  sight,  felt  con- 
strained to  resign.  This  was  followed  by 
the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  an  interesting 
statement  by  the  General  Agent  for  that 
state.  Rev.  A.  Rankin,  from  all  which  it 
appeared,  that  both  the  receipts  and  ex. 
penditurcs  of  the  society  had  been  much 
increased  during  the  last  year.  The  num- 
ber of  its  missionaries  also  had  been  in- 
creased, and  their  labours  signally  blessed. 
But  it  was  affectingly  manifest,  from  the 
investigations  of  the  Agent,  that  the  of_

[This  important  and  efficient  Society 
held  its  Sixteenth  Anniversary  at  Norwich, 
in  June  last.  The  Annual  Report  of  the 
Directors  is  from  the  pen  of  the  Secretary, 
Rev.  Horace  Hooker,  of  Hartford,  and  is  a 
lucid  and  highly  encouraging  exposition  of 
the  doings  of  the  Society.  It  furnishes  an 
example  of  increasing  efficiency,  which  we 
hope  will  provoke  very  many  of  our  aux- 
iliaries, both  large  and  small,  to  a  holy 
emulation  in  their  efforts  to  aid  the  Na- 
tional Society  in  the  great  work  to  be  ac- 
complished by  the  united  endeavours  of 
the  friends  of  Home  Missions  in  every 
stale.  The  manner  of  co-operation  with 
the  Parent  Society  exhibited  in  the  first 
part  of  the  following  extract,  is  not  pecu- 
liar to  the  Connecticut  Society,  but  has 
been  substantially  adopted  by  all  tlie  Stale 
Societies  of  New-England,  and  by  several 
larger  auxiliaries  in  other  states.

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funds,  is  the  labours  of  an  agent  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Rev.  Cyrus 
L.  Watson,  of  Illinois,  a  missionary  of  the 
A.  H.  M.  S.,  has  visited,  as  our  agent,  a 
large  portion  of  several  counties,  to  form 
associations.  By  the  communication  of 
facts  respecting  the  wants  of  the  valley  of 
the  Mississippi,  and  by  prudent  and  effi. 
ciont  efforts,  he  has  given  an  Impulse  to 
the  operations  of  the  society,  which,  it  is 
bclioved,  will  continue  for  a  long  while  to 
come. 

BCONOBfY   IN   EXrENDITURBS. 

[The  following  judicious  remarks  are  com^ 
mended  to  tho  attention  of  all  the 
churches  aided  by  tho  A.  H.  M.  S.  or 
its  auxiliaries.] 

Tho  directors  feel  that,  so  fast  as  it  can 
bo  done  with  safety,  the  amount  of  aid  to 
individual    congregations   should   bo    di- 
minishcd.    It  is  best  for  the  congregations 
themselves — it  is  duo  to  the  patrons  of 
this  society — it   is  no  less  due  to  other 
congregations  that  are  calling  for  help 
which  cannot  otherwise  be  rendered — it 
is  duo  also  to  the  destitute  in  tho  new  set- 
tlements.    Every  dollar  taken  from  our 
treasury,  for  Connecticut,  is  so  much  do- 
ducted  from  tho  sum  to  bo  appropriated 
for  tho  growing  wants  of  tho  West.     The 
directors  wish  that  all  tho  congregations 
in  this  state  might  feel  the  weight  of  this 
consideration.     It  should  bo  regarded  as 
almost   sacrilegious  to  ask  for  appropria- 
tions from  our  society  unless  when  im- 
periously needed.      Every  congregation, 
as  it  gathers  strength,  should  rejoice  that 
it  can  sustain  on  additional   burden,  and 
thus,  by  lessoning  its  demand  on  our  funds, 
virtually  extend  aid  to  others  still  weaker 
than  itself.    Congregations  may,  however, 
bo  disposed,  as  wealth   and  numbers  in- 
crease, to  lessen  what  they  are  now  doing 
instead  of  asking  a  diminution  of  our  ap- 
propriations.    After  assistance  for  several 
years,  they  may  begin  to  feel  that  tho  aid 
is  to  be  perpetual,  and  that  as  their  ability 
increases  they  may  diminish  their  sacri- 
fices.    There  are  seasons  when  churches 
show  symptoms  of  decline,  and  seem  near 
to    dissolution.     Timely    remedies    may 
check  the  disease,  and   vigorous  health 
may  succeed.     No  church  should  make  up 
its  mind  to  remain  sickly  and  feeble  year 
after  year.     It  is  an  unnatural  state,  which 
every   friend   of  Home  Missions  should 
endeavour  to  render  unfashionaUc.     It  is 
believed  that  most  of  the  churches  under 
the  patronage  of  this  society  are  doing  all 
til  at    could,    in  their  circumstances,    be 
reasonably  expcctod,  and  tlmt  tlwy  would  / 


be  glad  to  make  no  fbrthor  demands  on 
our  treasury.  Tho  past  year  the  church 
in  Jewett's  city  was  taken  from  our  list, 
having  gained  strength  to  sustain  itself, 
and  to  aid  in  sustaining  other  churches. 
The  church  in  Bethel,  has  given  notice 
that  it  will  not  need  our  charities  the  pro. 
sent  year,  and  probably  not  hereafter. 
The  church  in  Darien  has  voluntarily  re 
quested  that  its  appropriation  may  be  les- 
sened ^twenty  dollars,  this  year,  with  a 
prospect  of  still  further  deduction  hero, 
after.  One  or  two  more  churches  have 
intimated  their  hope  of  needing  no  fur. 
ther  aid  af^r  the  close  of  this  year. 
Theso  cases,  so  encouraging  to  the  socie- 
ty,  wo  hopo  will  bo  multiphed.  Applica. 
tions^for  assistanco  are  increasing,  and 
will  constantly  increase.  Ono  class  of 
them,  at  least,  should  bo  regarded  as 
evidence  of  the  good  effected  by  our 
operations.  Churches  that  have  long 
been  lying  in  the  dust,  without  courage 
to  attempt  to  rise,  have  begun  to  feel 
that  their  caso  is  not  beyond  relief.  Like 
tho  weary  and  exhausted  traveller  who 
sinks  down  far  from  human  habitations, 
they  for  a  long  time  uttered  no  cry  for 
help,  which  they  thought  beyond  their 
rcacli ;  but  now  a  ray  of  light  and  of 
hope,  from  our  society,  pierces  through 
their  darkness.  To  bo  permitted  to  en- 
rol them  among  the  churches  to  bo  aid- 
ed,  demands  our  gratitude — it  is  like 
being  permitted  to  record  anew  among 
tho  living,  ono  whoso  name  wo  long 
sineo  erased,  as  among  tho  dead. 

GOOD    RESULTS. 

Perhaps  no  year  since  the  existence  of 
tho  society,  have  its  efforts  been  more  sig- 
nally blcBBod.     The  churches  which  wo  aid 
have  shared,  to  no  small  extent,  in  the  re- 
viving influences  of  tho  Spirit  of  God.  To 
fifteen,  from  which  only  statements  on  this 
point  have  been  received,  the  addition  of 
members  is  386— or  an  average  of  more 
than  24  to  each  church.  The  value  of  such 
accessions  can  scarcely  be  estimated  by 
those  accustomed  to  see  hundreds  gather 
around  a  single  communion  table.    Tho 
number  of  hopeful  conversions  is  consider- 
ably more.    That  most  of  these  churches 
would  be  destitute  of  regular  preaching, 
and  that  the  word  of  God  from  the  lips  of 
tho  ambassadors  of  Chiist  is  the  great  in. 
strument  of  conversion,  the  directors  need 
not  stop  to  prove  to  the  members  of  this 
society.    We  see  then  the  results  in  part 
of  our  labeurs  and  cares  the  ^ea,t  "^vaX.

created  anew  in  Christ  Jesus,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  divine  blessin^f  on  the  opera- 
lions  of  this  society,  and  still  say  that  he 
is  not  more  than  compensated  for  what  he 
has  giYen  ?  Coald  we  at  the  opening  of 
the  year,  piercing  through  the  veil  which 
conceals  the  future,  have  presented  to  the 
friends  of  Home  Missions  such  a  reward 
as  an  incentive  to  action,  where  is  the  man 
in  whose  heart  dwells  the  love  of  Christ 
and  of  souls,  or  even  regard  for  the  welfare 
of  civil  society,  that  would  not  have  rushed 
forward  to  pledge  his  cnorgotio  co-ope- 
ration ? 

Bible  Classes  .Sabbath  Schools,  Monthly 
Concerts,  and  the  means  adopted  in  other 
congregations  to  promote  the  interests  of 
religion,  are  found  in  most,  if  not  all,  these 
churehos.  Temperance  Societies  exist,  it 
if  supposed,  in  all  but  one  of  them,  and  this 
exception  is  owing  to  peculiar  causes.  A 
society,  it  is  thought,  will  soon  bo  formed. 
Tlie  number  pledged  to  entire  abstinence 
from  ardent  spirits,  has  been  reported  from 
only  nine  of  the  congregations.  The  ag- 
gregate is  1237. 

The  missionaries  of  the  society  in  Mis- 
souri have  been  too  short  a  time  in  our 
employment  to  require  an  extended  notice 
of  their  labours.  It  may  bo  enough  to  say 
in  general,  that  they  are  prosecuting  wilh 
fidelity,  and  with  as  much  success  as  could 
be  expected  in  the  incipient  state  of  a  mis- 
sion, the  measures  which  they  bsgan  under 
the  patronage  of  the  Missionary  Society 
of  Connecticut. 


THE  MASSACHUSETTS  MISSION. 
ARY  SOCIETY.

ITS  CONNEXION  WITH  THE   A.  H.  H.   SOCIETY. 

The  relation  sustained  to  the  A.  H.  M. 
S.  renders  it  proper  in  this  connexion,  to 
advert  to  the  progress  of  Its  labours,  and 
particulajrly  to  their  results,  the  past  year. 
Those  results  cannot  all  be  told.  But 
when  it  is  stated  that  745  congregations 
and  missionary  dif  tricts  have  shared  in  tlio 
labours  of  509  missionaries,  at  an  expense 
or  $52,800— that  700,000  people  have 
probably  heard  the  Gospel  from  thorn  more 
or  less  freqaeni]y — and  most  of  tlicin  con- 
iftantly^ihat  more  than  30,i)00  cYiMieu 


Schools,  and  7,000  youth  in  the  Bible 
Classes  of  these  missionaries— that  sub. 
scribers  to  the  principle  of  entire  absti. 
nence  from  ardent  spirits  within  the  same 
bounds,  exceed  60,000 — and  that  187 
churches  havo  enjoyed  revivals  resulting 
in  the  hopeful  conversion  of  not  less  than 
10,000  souls — find  we  not  occasion  for 
adoring  gratitude,  and  havo  wo  not  acoa- 
mulatcd  motive  to  new  and  enlarged  sacri- 
fico  in  the  causo  of  homo  missions  Z 

Your  committee  cannot^ — nay,  they 
would  not  if  they  could,  repress  their  own 
emotions  while  contemplating  the  provi- 
dence of  God,  calling  forth  the  energici 
of  the  churches  for  the  support  of  such  an 
ontorpriso  in  the  present  crisis  of  our  na- 
tion's history.  Nothing  can  save  from 
perdition  all  that  wo  valuo  in  our  poUticol, 
literary,  or  religious  institations,  except 
the  Gospel  of  Christ,  proclaimed  according 
to  the  command  of  its  author,  by  Uving 
lips,  with  the  demonstration  of  the  Spirit 
and  with  power.  Nor  can  such  publica- 
tion bo  modu  in  the  remote  and  sparsely 
settled  portions  of  the  land  by  individual 
enterprise,  nor  by  small  and  isolated  as- 
sociations of  individuals.  Small  streams 
cannot  water  mighty  continents,  without 
deep  and  large  rivers  to  which  they  shall 
bo  tributary.  And  a  largo  and  growing 
society,  liko  that  to  which  wo  account  it 
an  honour  to  be  auxiliary,  is  indispensable 
to  the  loading  ofi*  of  those  littlo  streams  sf 
J  salvation  which  run  among  the  hills  o( 
New-England,  and  would  stagnate  in  oar 
valleys,  but  for  the  channel  that  now  opeo^, 
to  conduct  them  into  those  inmiesso  re- 
gions strotclung  far  toward  the  setting 
sun. 

An  institution  so  strictly  national  in  its 
character,  so  liberal  in  its  spirit,  so  simple 
in  its  object,  and  combining  so  much  of 
wisdom  and  firmness  in  the  prosecution 
of  its  high  enterprise,  deserves  all  encou- 
ragement from  the  united  prayers  and  com- 
bined resources  of  all  tho  evangeUcoI 
churches  of  the  land.  For  its  basis,  it  as- 
sumes tho  principle  of  the  first  missionary 
society  tho  world  ever  saw — a  society  of 
which  Jesus  was  tho  head,  and  his  seventy 
disciples  tho  missionaries.  It  asks  no 
support  from  tho  arm,  and  no  direction 
from  tho  wisdom  of  civil  or  ecclesiastictl 
authority — but  sends  its  missionaries  into 
every  place  where  they  will  be  welcomwl 
— enjoins  on  them  subjection  to  the  poff- 
ers  that  are  ordained  of  Cod — ^forbids  them 
to  seek  their  own  emolument,  or  to  look 
for  other  influence  than  tliat  flowing  from 
^vWvt  ^^q'^V.^  m  y^cforming  the  labours  of 
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Jovo,  for  wMch  thoy  nro  commissioned. — 
May  an  inetitution  like  this  never  ask  in 
vain  tho  liberal  patronage  of  Christians  in 
Massachusetts. 

CONCLUSION. 

Millions  there  arc  on  our  own  soil  bend- 
in<,r  their  way  to  the  realms  of  death,  with 
little  more  of  the  light  of  the  Gospel  beam. 
infjr  on  their  path,  than  is  enjoyed  by  tho 
millions  of  China  or  Japan.  Year  after 
year  rolls  round,  and  no  man  proclaims  to 
them  deliverance  from  the  bondage  of  sin. 
J  )cath  fast  conducts  them  to  other  worlds — 
but,  they  know  not  whither  they  are  going, 
nor  what  awards  eternity  will  reveal  to 
tJicm. 

Is  tho  fault  of  ignorance  their  own  ? 
Mii^ht  they  hear  *'  the  joyful  Found" — 
and  burst  their  chains,  and  exult  in  the 
liberty  wherewith  Christ  makes  liis  i>eople 
free  ?  True !  Light  slunes  around  them, 
('onscicnce  whispers  within  them.  Heaven 
thunders  above  them — and  hell  opens  be- 
neath tlicni.  IJut,  they  are  '*  dead  in  tres- 
pnsFcs  and  sins."  Thoy  see  nothing — they 
lif^ir  nothing — they  l)clicve  nothing,  that 
l>olong.s  to  tho  spiritual  world.  Nor  will 
llicir  rondition  bo  improved,  till  the  Cospcl 
W  sent  to  thorn,  an<i  urged  on  thoni,  by 
bno  on  lino  and  precept  on  j)rccopt — nor 
Jill  tho  Holy  Spirit  bo  called  down,  by 
llioRo  that  mingle  the  prayers  of  faith  with 
tlieir  labours  of  love  and  tears  of  sympa- 
ti)y,  over  the  dying  and  the  dead.  IVrish 
they  nnist,  by  thousands  and  tens  of  thou- 
sands  every  year,  if  they  receive  not  tho 
<Jospel  at  our  hands;  and  tho  present,  is 
\)nl  one  of  many  generations  that  must 
suflcr  ;  for,  if  ignorance  and  infidelity  ap- 
ply  their  burning  irons  to  the  infancy  ol'a 
corniHunity,  tho  brand  grows  deeper  and 
(k'cpor  till  obi  age — and  nothing  but  the 
l>o.soin  of  destruction  from  the  Alinigiity, 
sweeping  away  a  whole  generation,  will 
ever  remove  it.  Tho  character  stamped 
oji  the  swelling  population  of  the  infant 
but  gigantic  fctates  of  tho  West  during  the 
twenty  years  to  come,  will  Ik)  their  cha- 
racter for  two  hundred  years  onward,  un- 
less  some  mightier  revolution  in  human 
character  bo  near  at  hand,  than  earth  has 
f-A'cr  yet  witnessed. 

Is  tho  regeneration  of  this  Western 
world  a  matter  of  small  comparative  im- 
portance ?     What  then  is  greater  ?     The 


conversion  of  the  whole  world  depends  bo 
much  on  no  other  instrumentality,  as  that 
put  forth  by  our  own  land.  God  has  done 
every  thing  here  on  a  large  scale.  Our 
mountains  and  plains,  our  lakes  and 
rivers — tho  structure  of  our  government — 
the  equity  of  our  laws — ^the  spirit  of  our 
humano  institutions — and  the  extent  of 
our  moral  resources,  ore  the  admiration  of 
tho  world,  and  give  us  a  lofty  pre.emi. 
nenco  among  the  nations.  Has  Heaven 
thus  distinguished  us,  that  we  may  indulge 
in  pride,  and  dwell  at  ease,  and  leave  the 
nations  to  slumber  on  in  ignorance  of  the 
truo  God  and  eternal  life  ?  If  not,  the 
duty  is  clenr  and  imperative,  to  pursue 
steadily,  and  with  augmented  zeal,  tho  ob- 
ject of  reducing  every  portion  of  our 
country  into  subjection  to  Him  whose 
right  it  is  to  reign  from  tho  rising  to  tho 
setting  sun. 

Let  tho  Biblo  be  published  in  every 
language,  and  sent  to  every  family  of 
man — let  the  herald  of  salvation  go  forth, 
and  plant  bis  foot  on  tho  neck  of  every 
idol  in  the  pagan  world — let  fountains  of 
sacrc«l  science  Ix)  sustained,  and  the  mi- 
nisters of  our  holy  religion  multiplied  a 
thousand  fold — and  let  the  Tract  and  Sab- 
bath School  systems  of  effort  bo  carried 
out,  with  all  the  energy  that  can  be  de- 
rived from  faith  in  the  promises,  and  love 
to  the  glories  of  the  Saviour : — We  say, 
"God  speed,  to  the  whole!"  But  may 
we  not  occupy  our  own  humblo  sphere  of 
labour,  with  the  consciousness,  that  ovr 
success  will  be  the  success  of  all — and 
that  the  l;ii>t  command  of  the  Saviour  to 
bis  disciples — '*  Go  ye  into  al  the  world, 
and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature," 
is  honoured  more  by  none,  than  those  who 
aim  directly  to  evangelize  this  land  of  our 
fathers — the  land  over-shadowing  the  na- 
tions with  its  wings  ?  Let  this  be  made  a 
**  Mountain  of  Holiness,"  and  streams  of 
blessing  shall  flow  down  its  sides,  upon  all 
people,  till  the  voice  of  a  great  multitude 
as  the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  tho  voice 
of  mighty  thunderings  shall  bo  heard, 
saying,  Alleluia !  for  tho  Lord  God  Omni, 
potent  reigncth;  and  the  kingdom  and 
dominion,  and  the  greatness  of  tho  king- 
dom under  the  whole  heaven,  are  given  to 
the  |»eoplo  of  the  saints  of  the  Most 
lligb.

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A  BACKSLIDER. 

iFuroished  by  a  Pastor.] 

With  Capt.  S. ,  the  subject  of 

he  following  notice,  I  became  acquaint- 
td  in  the  year  1014.  Ho  beffan  a  eea- 
*aring  life  at  an  early  age.  His  youth, 
iccording  to  his  own  account,  was 
somewhat  profligate  ;  to  say  the  best, 
ft'ild,  erratic  and  profane.  Though  he 
was  blessed  with  the  early  training  of 
n  pious  mother,  yet,  having  no  other 
parent  to  watch  over  him,  and  apply 
the  discipline,  indispensable  to  tho  wel- 
fare of  every  lad  of  a  bold  and  stub- 
born Bpirit,  he  was  probably  an  unsub- 
^lued  child.  Ho  freely  acknowledged 
t:hat,  according  to  tho  proper  sense  of 
the  term,  he  was  never  governed  in  his 
5outh.  When  1  first  knew  him,  he  had 
lecu  for  some  years  a  professor  of  re- 
ligion. The  account  given,  by  those 
'^vho  knew  him,  of  tlie  exorcises  of  his 
mind,  when  first  awakened  with  real 
conceni  for  his  spiritual  state,  was,  that 
his  convictions  were  peculiarly  distress- 
ing, the  opposition  and  enmity  of  his 
leart  unusually  deep  and  awful — and 
his  conversion  appeared  remarkably 
clear  and  satisfactory  to  the  best  judges. 
He  was  a  man  of  strong  sense,  of  a 
fearless  spirit,  and  an  ardent  tempera- 
ment. Ho  possessed  a  degree  of  con- 
fidence which  made  him  of  a  ready  ut- 
terance. Though  often  inaccurate  in 
his  language,  he  had  no  fear  of  inaccu- 
racy. As  for  "  the  fear  of  man,"  he 
despised  it.  Ho  was  always  ready  to 
pray,  and  speak  in  tho  conference,  be- 
fore any  congregation,  or  collection  of 
ministers ;  and  shrunk  not  from  tho  de- 
fence of  religion  before  tho  most  pro- 
fane Bcoflier,  gainsayer, or  infidel.  His 
views  of  doctrine  were  of  the  highest 
cast  of  orthodoxy  known  in  our  coun- 
try. When  at  sea,  the  rules  which  he 
established  on  board  of  his  vcsbcI  wore  ' 


strict  and  salutary.     No  swearing  or 
vice  of  any  kind  was  allowed  among 
those  under  his  command.    His  stand- 
ard of  Christian  duty  was  high,  and 
though  he  was  ready  to  acknowledge 
that  he  failed  to  reach  it  himself,  ho 
was  not  backward  to  urge  its  attain- 
ment on  his  brethren ;  and  sometimes 
in  language  of  deep  censure  and  re- 
proach.    Indeed,  he  was  rather  cen- 
sorious; gloried,  perhaps,  a   httlo  in 
being  plain  hearted ;  a  discerning  eye 
might  sometimes  have  discovered  a 
tinge  of  the  pride  of  faithfulness  in  his 
spirit;   and,  without  intending  it,  he 
was  sometimes  harsh.     However,  ho 
was  esteemed  by  all  to  be  a  firm  and 
decided  Christian,  a  truly  good  man. 
Being  a  man  of  business,  ability,  and 
some  property,  he  was  a  pillar  in  the 
church,  and  all  his  brethren  were  ready 
to  look  up  to  him.     The  only  symptom 
that  seemed  unfavourable,  was  a  de- 
gree of  impatience  and  fretfulness  at 
being  thrown  out  of  employ  by  the  war 
of  1  a  12.    He  seemed  uneasy  and  rest-, 
less,  like  one  removed  from  his  favour- 
ite   element.       This,    however,    was 
readily  excused  by  his  brethren,  on  ac- 
count of  his  long  habit  of  being  at  sea. 
At  le<igth  the  cloud  of  war  passed  over. 
He  sailed  as  master  of  a  large  schoon- 
er, intrusted  with  money  by  the  own- 
ers of  the  vessel,  to  procure  a  cargo  at 
a  distant  port,  and  make  a  voyage  to 
Europe.     Here  he  met  with  disappoint- 
ment, was  long  delayed,  but  at  length 
obtained  his  object,  and  made  his  voy- 
age.    From  Europe  he  returned  in  bal- 
last, and  almost  pcnnyless,  to  the  sur- 
prise  of   his  employers  and    friends. 
The  state  of  his  mind  appeared  bad — 
he   was  depressed,  gloomy,  irritable, 
morose,  all  which  was  charitably  as- 
cribed by  his  friends  to  his  disa\)9oiat- 
mont  in  making  a  diBasliovAS  \o^w,\j^^. 
His  Christian  brot\\Texi,tLx\A  ^t\^e^\^^^^^J 
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command.  When  this  ruiuour  arrived, 
he  was  absent  from  his  iiome,  a  few 
miles  distant,  expecting  to  sail  llie  next 
morning.  At  the  urgent  request  of  Jiis 
fajnily,  1  undertook  to  visit  him,  as  his 
pastor,  and  inform  him  of  tlie  injurious 
rumour.  1  saw  him — it  was  a  dark 
howling  night,  ten  in  the  cveninc^,  wlicn 
we  met.  He  seemed  apprclicnsivc. 
His  wonted  confidence  forsook  him. 
For  the  first  time  I  saw  the  appoct  of 
sliame  cross  his  features.  His  look 
was  downcast,  and  horror-stricken. 
After  assuring  him  that  1  had  called  as 
his  steadfast  friend,  and  endeavouring 
to  compose  his  appreliensions,  I  inform- 
ed him  that  an  injurious  rumour  lind 
reached  his  friends  and  family,  which  1 
felt  bound  by  the  laws  of  friendship  to 
mention.  He  hastily  inquired,  **  what 
is  it?"  I  told  him.  *»  And  now,"  said 
I,  •*  Capt.  S. ,  I  hope  3'ou  will  re- 
pose so  much  confidence  in  me,  as  your 
friend,  and  the  friend  of  your  family, 
that  you  will  state  to  me  the  cause 
truly"  He  was  agitated  beyond  mea- 
sure. Every  limb  shook.  Every  fea- 
ture spoke  agony,  horror,  desperation. 
He  writhed  and  swung  his  arms;  his 
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lo  would  bavo  doubted  tbat  be  had 
itercd  iuto  rest.  No  mau  was  ever, 
obably,  more  certain  of  boldiug  out 
the  end.  Any  mau  would  have  fall- 
i  under  the  suspicion  of  bis  brethren 
soon  as  he.  Reader,  art  thou  a  minis- 
r,  or  a  man  of  distinction  in  the  church, 
i  not  high  minded,  but  fear.  Be  not 
neorious  against  the  weak,  be  pitiful, 
J  courteous.  Think  what,  possibly,  thy 
id  may  be.  Watch  and  pray. 
Let  the  young  convert  beware, 
/"ould  that  this  note  of  kind  entreaty 
>uld  reach  the  hundred  thousand  of 
lid  interesting  class,  who  have,  the 
St  year,  begun  to  hope  and  pray  in 
ur  land.  Think  not  that  you  can  take 
ae  wrong  step  and  retrace  it.  What 
readful  hardness  may  seize  upon  you 
lie  moment  you  have  taken  it  I — "  Re- 
lember  Lot*s  wife."

It  has  been  my   lot  to   labour  in  a 
[)art  of  the   vineyard   where  God  has 
poured  out  hia  Spirit  in  a  remnrkable 
manner.     Asa  preparation  for  a  pro- 
tracted meeting,  which  it  was  proposed 
to  hold  among  my   people,  a  sermon 
was  preached,  on  the  duty  of  prayer. 
It  was,  that  church  members  ought  to 
pray  in  secret,  in  their  families,  and  in 
social  meetings.     *•  ChristiEins  can  pray 
in  these  places,  and  they  ought  to  do  it.*' 
A  brother  in  tho  church  soon  called  on 
me,  and  said  that  he  felt  grieved.     It 
was    represented,    he  said,    that  all 
Christians  could  pray  ;  but  he  was  con- 
fident he  could  not.    Should  he  attempt 
to  pray  in  his  family,  he  did  not  believe 
he  "  could  command  himself,"  and  he 
did  not  think  it  his  duty  to  try.  Though 
he  was   solemnly  conversed  with,  he 
still  persisted  in  his  opinion. 

Soon  the  contemplated  meeting  took 
place.  It  was  a  time  of  the  right  hand 
of  the  Most  High.

While  conversing  with  Mr.  , 

about  the  salvation  of  his  soul,  after  he 
had  acknowledged  that  he  was  asinner, 
that  if  he  died  in  his  present  state  of 
mind  he  must  perish  for  ever,  that  sal- 
vation was  oftered  him  by  God,  through 
Christ,  (Sic,  he  related  what  follows. 
"  I  once  engaged  in  the  employment  of 
a  profeijyor  of  religion.    He  maintained 
family  worship ;  but  his  conduct  was 
such  that  1  did  not  believe  he  had  any 
religion.     After  Attending  family  wor- 
ship a  few  times,  I  concluded  1  would 
not  hear  him  pray.  1  therefore  absented 
myself  from  family  worship.     I  was 
taken  sick,  and  wont  home.     On  re- 
flection, I  thought  I  had  not  done  right, 
because  it  was  no  excuse  for  me,  that 
he  did  not  pray  aright.     1  was  much 
affected  with  a  view  of  my  situation, 
andresolved,  thatif  I  returned,!  would 
attend   family  worship.     I  recovered, 
returned,  and  attended  worship  a  few 
times;  but  his  conduct  was  such,  that 
I  concluded  again  not  to  hear  him  pray. 
My  seriousness  left  me,  and  has  never 
returned.*'  The  narator  acknowledged, 
and  I  suppose  with  truth,  that  he  had 
since  gone  threat  lonoftlis  in  sin. 

How  painful  to  see  those,  who  arc 
placed  for  lij^hts  in  the  world,  to  show 
men  the  pit  that  lies  in  their  path,  bo- 
come  stumbUug  blocks,  over  which 
sinners  fall  into  tliat  pit.

Mr.  R. is  a  labouring  man,  de- 
pendant on  hia  daily  cllbrta  fut  the 
maintenance  of  bis  family.  Soon  after 
the  pestilence  comnicnccd  its  ravages 
in  the  city,  he  found  himself  cut  off 
from  hia  usual  nicuns  of  livelihood. 
For  Ecvcral  days  he  wandered  nhout, 
seeking  employment  without  success. 
Alcanwliile,  his  circumstances  Lecainc 
every  day  more  and  mure  pres^sing. 
The  grocer,  to  whom  lie  ivoa  indobled 
for  articles  of  hving  fur  his  family, 
needed  his  pay ;  and  (larticularly,  the 
rent  of  his  ditelling  (the  payment  of 
which,  by  tho  customs  of  the  city,  ia 
generally  enforced,  even  when  oilier 
claims  arc  Euspendcd]  was  nuw  due. 
In  tlieec  circumstances,  without  Ihc 
means  of  escaping  to  the  country, 
as  hundreds  of  others  had  done  ;  eur- 
rounded  hy  suiTering',  sickness,  and 
death,  and  wnntstariiifflumin  the  face, 
it  is  not  strange  if  his  spirits  sunk. 
Again  and  again  he  attempted  lu  pro- 
cure work,  but  fiiileii.  At  lost  lie  re- 
solved that  he  would,  with  more  than 
usual  solemnity,  go  and  spread  \ih  cnnc 
before  God.  He  set  apart  a  time  lor 
B|iccial  devotion,  lie  abased  hinitcif 
before  God,  pleaded  his  promisne,  am! 
resigned  hiniself  and  all  his  afiairs  to 
the  divine  direction.  Immediately  hiii 
loadof  care  was  removed.  He  rejoiced 
in  feeling  that  the  will  of  God  would 
be  done.  If  he  should  be  relieved, 
well; — if  not,  it  would  still  be  well,  for 
the  will  i^tke  Lord  vmuld  be  done.

Surrounded  as  I  am  by  the  worshippers  of  the  |false  prophet,  by  those  who 
ear  tlie  ^'  mark  of  the  Beast,"  and  the  myriads  of  deluded  beings  who  bow 
>wn  to  wood  and  stone,  will  you  permit  me  humbly  to  lay  down  before  you, 
»ar  Christian  friends,  for  your  consideration  on  the  evening  of  the  monthly 
mcert,  a  subject  which  loudly  calls  for  your  united,  humble  and  fervent 
rayers. 

Almost  twenty  years  have  now  elapsed  since  the  establishment  of  the  Ameri- 
m  mission,  at  Bombay.  During  this  period,  other  missions  have  been  estab- 
shed  here,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  Mahratta  country.  Associations  have 
3en  formed  among  Europeans  in  this  part  of  India,  for  the  promotion  of  the 
ospelf  and,  both  collectively  and  individually,  the  common  enemyhasbeen  at- 
Lcked.  The  New  Testament,  and  portions  of  the  Old  Testament,  have  been 
lithfully  translated,  and  carefully  and  extensively  distributed,  and  thousands 
id  tens  of  thousands  of  tracts  and  religious  books,  prepared  and  diffused  among 
le  people.  During  the  same  period,  hundreds  of  schools  have  been  kept  in 
[>eration,  and  thousands  of  Hindoo  children  have  here  been  taught  the  religion 
f  Jesus  Christ.  Many  obstacles  have  been  surmounted,  much  rubbish  removed, 
nd  much  good  seed  been  sown.  And  what  has  been  the  result  ?  why,  just  what 
le  evangelical  Christian  would  expect,  without  the  special  influence  of  the  Holy 
pirit.  Many  are  rationally  convinced  of  the  truth  of  the  Christian  religion,  and 
t  the  falsity  of  Hindooism ;  but  not  been  slain  by  the  ••  sword  of  the  Spirit," 
nd  thus  compelled  to  forsake  their  idols,  and  acknowledge  the  true  God ;  and 
?eing  no  emolument  likely  to  accrue  by  abandoning  their  own  religion,  they 
K)  often  throw  off  all  religious  restraint  and  become  reckless  infidels.  A 
jw  individuaU  on  this  side  of  India  have  been  emboldened  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
3  abandon  whatever  in  caste  and  delusion  they  had,  from  the  time  they  breath- 
d  the  polluted  atmosphere  of  heathenism,  been  accustomed  to  hold  dear,  and 
3  embrace  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  These  are  as  scarce  as  precious  stones 
mong  the  countless  sands  on  the  seashore.  The  mighty  fabric  of  idolatry 
lands.  We  are  sure  it  is  undermining ;  and,  when  we  look  through  the  eye 
f  faith,  and  keep  steadily  fixed  on  the  promises  of  God,  we  fancy  we  see  it  tot- 
er.  But  the  superstitious  Hindoo^  whose  vision  is  not  aided  by  the  Christian's 
elescope,  can  see  no  such  thing.  He  regards  us  pretty  much  as  the  occupant 
f  an  impregnable  fort  would  regard  half  a  dozen  visionary  individuals  who 
hould  attempt  to  scale  the  walls  with  a  ladder,  and  reduce  the  fort  with  a  bow 
nd  arrow.  He  stands  unalarmed,  proudly  bidding  defiance  to  our  puny  ef- 
3rts.  He  regards  his  country  as  the  centre  of  the  world,  his  priesthood  oi  su- 
erior  sanctity,  and  of  Heaven's  appointment, — his  religion  as  the  most  ancient 
nd  honourable.  True,  he  regards  the  European  as  skilful  in  war,  and  wise  in 
be  art  of  government ;  but,  in  matters  of  religion,  a  fool.  His  love  of  caste^ 
is  attachment  to  the  superstitious  rites  of  his  forefiithers,  «Liid\i\B  couvem^X.  c)»t 
ther  religions,  ii  only  exceeded  by  the  /iepravity  of  his  henxl.

While  praying  thij  eveiuDg,  I  entreat  you,  dear  brethren,  to  cut  joor  eyti 
over  Ilinaoo«tai^~yea,  orer  Eunnali,  ChiDs,  and  tbe  innumermUe  bordeaof 
tiuman  beings  who  inhabit  the  vast  regloas  to  tlie  north,  and  eee  the  unbroiiaii 
ocean  of  moral  pollution  which  covers  lliclaad.  Lying,  deception,  then,  avaritc, 
hatred,  envy,  jealousy ,  and  crimes  without  number  or  name,  and  of  which  modev 
tf  forbida  Eo  mnch  as  to  speak,  meet  almost  no  rebuke  in  private  example,  or  in 
public  wntiment.  Here  u  the  trial  of  the  miwionary'a  laitb.  To  bve  obkhi;, 
and  to  deal  with  a  people  who  have  no  conecience, — certainly,  none  eBlighlea- 
ed  by  Christian  priaciplea;  and  to  inalruct,  to  ipend  and  be  apent  for  a  people 
into  whose  hearts  gratitude  never  enters,  re<|u]reB  much  faith,  and  patience, 
and  forbearance,  end  humility,  and  all  those  Christian  gracee,  which  our  fhendt 
at  home  tuppott  mieeionanes  permanently  to  possess. 

But  why  not  rather  present  a  fairer  picture,  by  diverting  your  misda  to  ukit 
hat  been  done.  This  would  indeed  he  a  more  pleasant  theme  fur  contemplation, 
and  would  call  forth  your  praise  and  gratitude  to  God,  for  what  he  hath  wrougbt. 
But,  when  the  church  of  Christ  come  together,  to  pray  for  the  outpouring  of 
tbe  Spirit,  and  for  the  conversion  of  the  world,  they  need,  [  think,  to  itep 
■teadtly  before  them  ttkat  reinaint  lo  ht  done.  Then,  in  view  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  work,  of  the  difiiculties  which  thicken  about  it,  and  of  tlieir  own  indst- 
ficiency  to  accomplish  it,  they  will  fall  humbly  at  the  foot  of  the  crow,  and  err, 
Lord  kelp  vt.

posTBCRiPT — Dfalh  of  Rev.  Wm.  Ibrver/. 

While  my  paper  was  yet  before  me,  and  I  was  addressing  yon  in  the  above 
remarks,  and  calling  on  you  ioprnyfor  tit,  I  have  been  called  to  lay  aside  tbe 
sheet,  to  witness  the  death  of  another  of  our  missionaries.  Uur  beloved  Brother 
UiKTcr,  in  the  suddenness  of  a  moment,  has  passed  from  his  labour  to  bis  mt. 
He  has  gone,  we  trust,  from  a  world  of  sin  to  a  state  of  glory.  He  was  token 
ill  on  the  evening  of  the  12th  inst.  At  seven  o'clock  we  were  so  alamed  as  to 
send  for  a  physician.  He  immediately  came,  and  declared  the  disease  to  be 
ipamtodic  cholera.  At  nine  o'clock  he  seemed  past  all  human  skill.  The 
hand  of  death  was  upon  him.  He  fell  asleep  in  Jesu^,  about  four  o'clock  oa 
Sabbath  morning,  13Ih  of  Alay,  \8'J2.  He  suliered  much  pain  during  these  fe'  | 
hours, — said,  "  it  is  an  awful  thing  to  die" — exhorted  ua  to  "  live  near  lo  God," 
—said  he  had  been  "  an  unproiitable  servant,"  Sic.  His  mind  seemed  fiied  oa 
Jeaue  and  the  resurrection.  He  was  nearly  deprived  of  the  use  of  his  speecii  i 
almost  as  soon  as  attacked :  hence  wc  could  only  now  end  then  catch  a  word 
which  he  uttered  in  s  luw  whisper.  WiilnotUie  church  of  Christ  now  inquire,  , 
What  mean  theiie  myleriov  drnlingi  of  God  tcilh  the  Btimbay  mutwn?  Will  , 
they  not  nou  fall  at  the  feet  of  JesuF,  end  cry  mightily  to  the  Lord,  that  he  «iU 
cease  to  contend  with  us?  Though  "clouds  and  darkness  are  round  about 
him,"  still  we  know  that  "justice  and  judgment  arc  tbe  habitation  of  bi* 
throne."  God  forbid  that  the  dealings  of  Providence,  which  to  at  appear  nyste- 
jiauf,  should  slacken  the  bauds  of  the  missionaries,  or  discoilrage  the  hearts  of 
our  friends  at  borne.  Though  he  slay  us  all,  and  raise  up  more  worthy  labour- 
era  to  fill  our  placet, —though  he  suflcr  the  present  generation  of  his  people  lo 
pass  away  before  they  hear  of  the  triumphant  overthrow  of  Hindooiam,  and 
raise  up  a  generation  of  Christians  who  ElialI)bestow  their  ^ods  mora  liberallj, 
oni}  prey  more  fervently,  we  inDHtaseuted\3V.nQ'N(i(id  will  givn  the  heathen  to  lu> 
fitor  for  an  inheritance,  andrtete  ulVentrosl^^^tVe  oi\\\efet».\i^'n»VJB«»'M.    H" 
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doubt  but  a  reason  for  God's  thus  dealing  with  us,  may  be  found  in  the  ^ant 
of  faithfulness  among  your  missionaries  here.  But  is  there  not  a  fault  too  in 
the  church  ?  Do  the  church  of  Christ,  in  America,  give  that  prominence  to 
the  cause  of  missions  which  the  Bible  gives  to  it?  Do  they  give  that  promi- 
nence to  the  conversion  of  the  heathen,  which  may  reasonably  be  expected, 
since  the  rich  blessings  which  God  has  seen  fit  so  lately  to  send  upon  themselves  P 
But  we  are  not  left  to  speak  of  judgments  only.  In  the  midst  of  wrath  we 
experience  mercy.  We  trust  Bro.  Hervey's  death  has  been,  in  the  hands  of 
God,  the  means  of  the  conversion  of  at  least  one  Hindoo.  You  have  already 
heard  of  the  conversion  of  Babjee,  a  Brahmin,  who  has  been  for  some  years  in 
our  mission  as  Mahratta  teacher.  His  wife  had  been  an  attentive  hearer  of  the 
Gospel  for  some  months.  But  not  till  she  saw  a  Chrutian  die  did  she  resolve  to 
live  and  die  the  death  of  the  righteous.  She  is  wishing  to  receive  baptism,  and 
to  be  uuited  to  the  people  of  God. 


WESLETAN   MISSIONS. 

From  J^r.  Thomas^  at  Lifuka^  Friendly  Islands. 

The  missionaries  wrote  to  Finau,  king  of  the  Vavou  group,  exhorting  him 
to  embrace  Christianity,  to  which  he  replied,  making  some  objections.  To 
these  we  sent  an  answer  by  a  friendly  chief. 

H^rcad  the  letter,  which  informed  him  of  many  things;  but  one  in  particu- 
lar, namely,  that  our  conference  had  appointed  brother  Cross  for  Vavou ; 
that  he  need  not  wait,  therefore,  until  one  came  from  England ;  but  that  if  he 
would  renounce  his  lying  gods,  and  receive  the  true  God,  a  missionary  was  at 
hand,  and  thoughuot  able  to  come  immediately,  yet  in  about  seven  or  eight  months 
we  hoped  he  would  reach  him.  Our  chief  exhorted  him  to  turn  to  God,  and  put 
away  his  lying  spirits.  The  king  at  length  yielded,  and  said,  "  Well,  I  will ;  and 
I  will  spend  the  Lord's  day  with  you  in  worshipping  your  God."  He  then  gave 
orders  to  his  servants  to  worship  Jehovah,  the  true  God.  Two  of  his  wives 
also  believed.  A  great  chief  had  already  professed  his  belief  of  the  truth,  and 
now  his  sister,  and  numbers  besides,  bowing  down  to  Jehovah  our  God,  joined 
with  our  people  in  singing  and  prayer.  When  the  Sabbath  was  over,  Finau  gave 
orders  to  set  fire  to  the  devil's  houses.  His  orders  were  promptly  and  cheerfully 
obeyed.  Some  were  taken  for  themselves  to  live  in ;  but  others,  to  the  number 
of  eighteen,  were  burned  to  the  ground,  and  their  gods  in  them.  They  were 
three  days  in  doing  this  work ;  the  weather  was  damp,  and  the  houses  did  not 
flame  away  very  fast.  Some  of  the  people  were  very  much  alarmed  at  these 
things,  and  thought  it  very  bold  and  wicked ;  but  our  people  are  without  fear, 
and  especially  our  chief:  he  is  most  hearty  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  longs  to 
see  idolatry  banished  out  of  all  these  islands.  We  judge  that  a  thousand  people 
at  least  have  joined  the  king  in  renouncing  idolatry  and  embracing  the  truth  of 
God.  This  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes.  O  bless  the 
Lord,  who  is  making  his  name  glorious  in  the  eyes  of  these  islanders !  The  king 
of  Vavou  has  sent,  and  begs  we  will  come  and  teach  him.  He  says,  **  If  you  can- 
not come  yourselves,  send  some  of  your  people."  While  our  people  were  with 
them,  they  had  no  rest  night  or  day.  The  Vavou  people  laid  aside  their  ordina- 
ry w^ork,  and  said,  ♦•  Let  us  learn  first  to  serve  God  while  you  are  with  us,  and  we 
can  do  our  work  afterwards."  One  of  our  people  said,  "  1  was  four  nights,  and 
did  not  sleep,  but  talking  with  the  people,  reading,  praying,  and  singing." 
When  they  had  done  with  one  company,  another  would  come,  and  thus  they  were 
kept  employed.  Such  a  thirst  after  God,  and  his  word  and  worship,  I  never 
heard  of.  Our  people  returned  all  on  fire.  They  were  glad  at  what  they  had 
seen,  and  what  the  Lord  is  doing.  One  of  our  baptized  men  is  now  with  them, 
at  their  very  earnest  request,  and  another  we  are  about  to  send  to  be  with  them 
a  few  weeks,  until  we  can  do  something  more  for  them;  eithei  ^^  i^i^  tk\A.iasL 
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a  avdve  ftma  Taog^  or  send  Peter,  my  teacher,  imtil  brodier  Cfoei  can  gtk 
Vetou  is  a  large  ialand,  and  by  all  meaDB  should  haye  two  missionaries ;  and  we 
have  no  doubt  but  very  soon  our  way  will  be  open  at  other  islands,  fiat  oh,  we 
want  help ;  send  us  more  missionaries ;  and  oh,  send  them  now!  Friends  of  tbe 
heathen,  see  !  see,  they  fly  as  doves  to  their  windows !  A  king  and  his  people 
waiting  for  God's  law !  Satan's  cause  trembles  and  falls ;  at  the  name  of  Jem 
idolatry  bows  down ;  it  is  crumbled  into  dust !  O  come,  come  to  the  help  of  tbe 
Lord ;  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty ! 

To-day  a  number  of  little  girS  came  to  our  gate,  with  many  baskets  of  fruit, 
called  here,  oliji ;  we  use  it  to  feed  our  pigs  with ;  they  wished  to  buy  some  cards, 
or  alphabets ;  and,  upon  inquiry,  we  found  they  had  been  gathering  this  fruit  in 
order  to  obtain  means  of  instruction  for  their  aged  parents,  who  were  anxious  to 
learn  to  read.  We  were  glad  to  be  able  to  gratify  these  dear  children  with  a  fev 
books  for  their  parents  ;  they  received  them  joyfully,  and  returned  home  like 
those  who  rejoice  when  they  have  found  great  spoil. 


'  J^Vxwi  Jdr,  Shaw,  South  Africa, 

About  six  weeks  ago  I  visited  the  Corannas.  They  are  about  forty  miles  distant. 
In  that  neighbourhood,  including  Bechuanas,  I  should  think  the  population  amoonts 
to  2,000.  They  are  very  anxious  to  hear  the  Gospel.  They  asked  the  reasoa 
why  they  could  not  get  a  missionary ;  they  said,  **  missionaries  are  going  far  be- 
yond us,  but  they  come  not  to  us.  We  have  been  promised  a  missionary,  bit  we 
can  get  none.  God  has  given  us  plenty  of  corn,  but  we  are  perishing  for  want 
of  instruction.  Our  people  are  dyin^  every  day.  We  have  heard  there  is  another 
life  after  death ;  but  we  know  nothmg  of  it."  These  remarks  were  most  affect- 
ing to  me,  and  I  was  as  a  dumb  maij,  that  could  not  speak.  Truly,  this  people 
are  prepared  of  the  Lord.  I  promised  to  visit  them  as  oflen  as  I  could,  with 
which  they  were  much  pleased,  and  were  very  kind  to  me. — [Jdiu.  HercUd,

ARKANSAS  TERRITORY. 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Rev,  A.  Wright, 

Miuionary  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  to 

the  Choctaws, 

Permit  me  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
society  to  this  territory ;  it  is  emphati. 
cally  missionary  ground.  According  to 
the  census  of  1830,  the  population  of 
the  territory  was  30,388.  The  increase, 
by  emi^ation  has,  since  that  time,  been 
considerable,  and  will  continue  to  be  so, 
as  there  is  a  tide  of  emigration  setting  in. 
to  this  western  country ;  and  there  is  no 
provision  made  to  meet  the  spiritual 
wants  of  this  increasing  population. 
There  is  but  one  Presbjrterian  minister  in 
the  territory,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Moore,  of 
Little  Rock,  and  one  organized  Presbyte- 
rian  church.  There  are  a  few  Cumber. 
Und  Pnabyieri&n  preachers  in  iVxe  lem. 


I  tory,  and  about  a  dozen  chnrch«s  of  that 
denomination.  Like  the  MethodistB,  the/ 
adopt  the  itinerant  plan,  and  have  no  fixed 
pastoral  charge  ;  and  inpoint  of  doctrine, 
manner  of  preaching,  receiving  members, 
&c.,  they  are  also  like  the  Methodists. 
They  have  doubtless  been  instrnmental  of 
much  good ;  but  they  do  not  occupf  tbe 
whole  ground,  or  render  nnnec^»ary  tbe 
labours  of  faithful,  devoted  missionaries  of 
our  denomination. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Moore,  who  is  consider, 
ably  acquainted  with  the  territory,  thinks 
that  four  or  five  missionaries  at  least, 
are  imperiously  demanded.  There  are 
three  stations,  in  particular,  which  should 
be  occupied.  One  is  Crawford  county, 
on  the  western  frontier,  and  one  of  the 
most  populous  counties  in  the  territorj. 
In  this  county  is  Fort  Smith,  which  is  a 
considerable  village,  and  which  is  fast  in. 
^Qi«%sai^  \u  ^oTolation  and  importance. 
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In  that  TiHage  the  miBslonaiT  might  be 
located,  and  preach  in  Crawford  and  the 
adjoining  counties  as  he  might  have  op. 
portunity. 

Another  field  to  be  occupied  is  Law- 
rence and  Independence  counties,  on 
White  River.  These  counties  are  popu- 
lotis.  At  Batesvillo,  the  seat  of  justice, 
in  Independence  county,  lives  a  Judge, 
who  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  of  Little  York,  who  would  doubt, 
less  cordially  receive  any  faithful  mission, 
ary  who  might  be  sent  to  that  region  of 
country. 

A  third  field  is  Hempstead  county,  in 
the  S.  W.  part  of  the  territory,  which  is 
also  populous.  Of  this  county,  however, 
less  is  known  than  of  those  mentioned 
above.  At  all  these  places,  missionaries 
might,  with  proper  care,  remain  with  safis. 
ty  through  the  summer. 

Chicot  county,  on  the  Mississippi  river, 
is  quite  populous,  and  is  rapidly  increasing, 
and  also  very  destitute  of  religious  instruc. 
tion.  This  would  be  an  unhealthy  sum. 
mer  residence.  Other  places  might  be 
pointed  out,  where  missionaries  might 
labour  with  advantage. 

In  regard  to  the  qualifications  of  the 
missionaries  who  should  be  sent  to  this 
country,  it  is  needless  to  say  that  they 
should  be  zealous,  active,  working  men, 
who  can  endure  hardness  as  good  soldiers 
of  Jesus  Christ.  They  must  also  be  able 
to  put  up  with  the  fare  which  they  will 
meet  with  in  the  back  woods  ;  be  gentle 
and  condescending  in  their  manners,  and 
ready  to  lay  aside  all  sectional  prejudices. 

Though  the  operations  of  your  society 
are  nearly  co-extensivc  with  our  extended 
country,  yet  let  it  not  overlook  this  terri- 
tory. There  are  thousands  of  precious 
souls  perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge.  A 
Campbellite  Baptist  preacher  has  come 
to  this  country,  and  is  indefatigable  in  dis- 
seminating his  erroneous  doctrines.  His 
sentiments  will  doubtless  spread,  unless 
the  ground  be  occupied  by  faithful  heralds 
of  the  cross. 


ALABAMA. 


From  Rev.  F,  Bradshaio,  Mount  Meigs. 

I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  preaching  in 
a  neighbourhood  five  miles  west  of  this 
place,  on  a  week  day,  once  in  two  weeks, 
in  a  private  house.  About  six  or  eight 
weeks  ago,  several  persons  became  deeply 
convicted,  and  at  my  next  appointment 
ten  or  twelve  ezpretsed  their  anxiety  by 


taking  the  inqoiren'  aeat.  For  a  fbw  day* 
following,  I  preached  at  this  place,  with 
the  assistance  of  Bro.  A.  N.  Cunningham, 
once  in  each  week.  We  used  the  means 
that  are  usual  in  such  cases,  and  God  was 
evidently  with  us,  by  the  influence  of  his 
Spirit.  More  anxious  persons  joined  the 
number  of  those  who  first  separated  them, 
selves  from  the  crowd.  Five  of  the  sub. 
jects  of  this  revival  have  joined  the 
Presbyterian  church;  some  have  ioined 
the  Methodist,  and  some,  so  far  as  I  know, 
have  united  themselves  to  no  church.  Of 
their  present  state  of  religious  feeling  I 
cannot  speak,  as  a  severe  illness  has  pre. 
vented  me  from  visiting  them.  This  good 
work  was  evidently  checked,  so  far  as 
human  instrumentality  was  concerned,  by 
my  sickness,  and  Bro.  C.  being  called 
away  to  labour  in  other  places.

KENTUCKY. 

From  Rev.  W.  J.  Keith,  N.  Middletoton, 
In  August  we  held  a  protracted  meet, 
ing  in  the  bounds  of  this  congregation. 
The  truths  of  the  Gospel  were  delivered  in 
a  plain  manner,  and  it  seemed  that  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  carried  them  home  to 
the  hearts  of  saints  and  sinners.  The 
people  of  God  were  brought  to  call  upon 
him  for  his  blessing,  and  at  intervals, 
were  seen  engaged  in  conversation  with 
sinners,  pleading  with  them  to  repent  and 
believe  on  the  Saviour.  God,  in  some 
degree,  answered  their  prayers  and  bless, 
ed  their  labours.  A  deep  and  unusual  so. 
lemnity  seemed  to  pervade  the  assembly 
during  the  whole  meeting.  Many  a  hard 
heart  was  brought  to  feel ;  some  manifest, 
ed  their  anxiety  publicly,  by  asking  the 
prayers  of  God^s  people.  And  some,  as 
we  trust,  were  brought  to  submit  to  God, 
and  trust  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  as  their  only 
Saviour.  Six  individuals  came  forward 
and  united  themselves  to  the  church  at 
that  time.  Since  that  occasion  an  un. 
usual  degree  of  attention  and  seriousness 
has  existed  in  the  bounds  of  the  congrega.

Nothing  of  very  striking  interest  lii* 

iken  place  with  ua  since  my  lest  report. 

The  portion  of  dirine  inflntnca  bestowed 
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on  this  region  comes  not  in  plentiful 
showers,  but  in  a  regular  and  increasing 
succession  of  dew  drops.  A  week  ago 
last  Sabbath  I  held  a  communion,  assisted 
by  brother  Hale,  of  Bond  county,  at  the 
house  of  an  afflicted  member  of  our  church, 
living  six  miles  from  the  yulage,  whose 
infirmity  has  rendered  it  impracticable  for 
him  to  attend  meeting  except  at  his  own 
bouse.  On  this  occasion,  the  Lord  added 
to  his  visible  church  five  members,  all  on 
examination  ;  three  of  whom  were  men  in 
the  vigour  of  life.  The  feeling  which 
■eemed  to  pervade  the  assembly  of  the 
saints  collected  together  on  that  occasion, 
was  an  humbling  sense  of  their  utter  un- 
worthiness^and  exalted  views  of  the  match. 
less,  boundless  grace  of  God  displayed  in 
their  salvation.  The  afflicted  old  gentle. 
man,  at  whose  house  the  meeting  was 
held,  enjoyed  special  favour.  His  afflic 
tion,  under  which  he  has  suffered  without 
intermission  for  about  four  years,  was  al. 
most  forgotten.  Ho  thinks  the  Lord  gra- 
ciously lightened  his  bodily  pain  at  that 
time,  that  his  soul  might  enjoy  the  bless, 
ings  of  a  spiritual  feast. 

INDIANA. 

From  Rev.  E,  O.  Hovet/f  Fountain  County. 

At  Covington,  the  county  seat,  assisted 
by  Bro.  Kingsbury,  of  Danville,  III.,  I  was 
permitted  to  organize  a  church  of  fifteen 
members  on  the  9th  of  June.  These  were 
all  received  by  letter  except  one.  The 
prospects  here  are  not  very  flattering; 
yet  it  is  hoped  there  will  be  a  gradual  in- 
crease  of  numbers  and  strength.  But  few 
of  the  members  of  the  church  reside  in 
town.  The  Methodists  haye  a  small 
church,  and  preaching  one  third  of  the 
time.  A  Sabbath  School  has  been  in  ope- 
ration,  supported  by  the  united  efforts  of 
the  different  denominations.  Among 
those  who  attend  my  preaching,  I  have 
found  some  cases  of  inquiry,  and  hope 
we  may  have  a  little  accession  to  our 
numbers  at  our  next  communion.  In  Coal 
Creek  there  has  been  no  special  excite- 
ment, though  some  few  instances  of  se- 
riounncss.  At  our  communion  there  was 
an  accession  of  ten  by  letter,  and  one  on 
profession.  In  this  congregation  we  have 
had  three  Sabbath  Schools,  in  different 
neighbourhoods,  comprising  about  120 
scholars.  I  have  three  Bible  Classes,  com- 
prising  about  90  members.  I  have  visit- 
ed from  house  to  house  as  my  time 
would  allow,  and  lately  have  commenced 
a  course  of  systematic  visiting  in  con- 
nexion with  the  elders.    The  church  w 


I  districted,  and  districts  assigned  to  the  re. 
spective  elders ;  these  visits  have  been  at- 
tended with  some  good  results.  We  have 
made  some  efforts  in  the  temperance  cause. 
Our  society  has  increased  from  35  to  98 
members;  and  lately,  in  company  with 
Bro.  Ball,  of  the  Methodist  church,  I  or- 
ganized a  second  society  in  the  county, 
consisting  of  22  members.  Many  of  the 
Methodists  are  warm  in  the  cause  ;  but  it 
is  opposed  by  other  denominations. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Baptist  associa- 
tion in  Crawfordsville,  a  few  weeks  since, 
in  which  nine  churches  were  represented, 
they  voted,  seven  to  two,  to  disapprove  of 
Temperance,  Missionary,  Bible  and  Tract 
Societies  and  Sabbath  Schools,  and  to 
discipline  their  members  if  they  patronize 
them  I  Little  has  been  done  in  tliis  coun- 
ty, towards  supplying  the  destitute  with 
the  Word  of  God.  We  hope  soon  to  com- 
mence the  work  of  distribution.  There 
will  be  much  opposition,  but  it  is  good  to 
find  here  and  there  one  on  these  outposts 
of  Zion,  who  stands  firm  ;  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  there  are  a  goodly  number  in  this 
county,  who  will  prove  as  the  salt  of  the 
earth. 

Church  formed. 

A  few  weeks  since,  I  went  twenty-five 
miles  towards  the  upper  end  of  Warren 
county,  to  meet  Bro.  Camahan,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  church.  This  is 
a  new  settlement  on  the  borders  of  the 
Grand  Prairie.  The  church  consists  of 
only  seven  members.  They  rejoiced  even 
with  tears,  to  sit  down  at  the  table  which 
the  Lord  had  spread  for  them  in  the  wil- 
derness. 

On  the  whole,  although  I  have  no  cheer- 
ing  report  of  great  success  to  make,  yet  I 
do  not  regret  that  I  came  hither,  and 
still  hope  the  Lord  will  bless  my  efforts, 
and  use  me  as  an  instrument,  unworthy 
as  I  am,  of  building  up  the  walls  of  Zion 
in  these  ends  of  the  earth. 

From  Rev.  J.  Chute,  Fort  Wayne. 

Though  my  labours  in  this  place,  for 
the  last  year,  have  not  been  blessed  with 
any  signal  display  of  divine  power;  yet,  I 
am  not  without  the  belief  that  some  good 
has  beon  done,  which  will  redound  to  the 
Redeemer's  glory.

I  arrived  with  mj  family  at  Detroit  on 
the  23d  of  June,  anii  iti  this  place,  on  thn

juat  in  season  not  to  he  detained  by  Ihe 
excitement  from  the  cholera,  Since  i 
arrival  I  have  preached  and  attended 
the  other  dutieii  comprised  in  your  general 
inelructions,  half  of  tho  lime  in  White 
Pigeon,  (whero  I  leaide,)  and  Ih 
half  of  my  labours  I  have  devoted  among 
the  interesting  aeltlaineols  around  us— 
bat  mostly  in  a  aouLh-east  direction,  about 
tireuty  miles  diatanl,  in  Indian. 
all  this  region  of  country,  called  the  St. 
Joseph's,  1  am  eitremely  delighted.  Th 
prospect  which  it  afibrda  to  almost  every 
class  of  community  arc  far  superior  to  any 
1  have  ever  before  witnessed.  You  would 
be  surprised  io  hear  wilh  what  enthu- 
siasm our  best  judges,  bath  rosidenta  and 
strangers,  speak  of  tho  advantages  of  this 
country.  Our  ptaificBore  certainly  among 
the  most  lovely  sights  (he  eye  ever  be- 
holds. 

Tho  village  of  While  Pigeon  is  located 
on  a  prairie  of  the  same  name,  which  is  of 
a  circular  form,  from  three  to  five  mites 
in  diameter,  with  a  gradual  descent  from 
its  central  parts.  But  about  three  or  four 
yeam  since,  it  was,  from  its  cjtremities 
throughout,  an  unbroken  meadow,  cover- 
ed with  thick  green  grass  and  various 
flowcra  ;  it  ha*  now  on  it  an  interesting 
population.  Our  roads  are  laid  out  at  right 
angles,  and  for  a  good  part  of  (he 
(bey  are  not  much  inferior  to  any 
union,  raU  roads  excepted.  The 
rich  and  productive ;  and  I  am  decidedly 
of  the  opinioti.  that  the  situation  is 
healthy.      This  with  tbe  ooantry  around  is  I

I  church,  and  gathering  in  from  among 
people  a  harvest  of  souls.  The  meet- 
ing of  Prosbylery  in  this  place  was  ro- 
"reshing  (0  us.  Most  of  the  brethren  re- 
nained  after  Iheir  adjournment,  and  held 
iieetiogs  with  u*  several  days  in  succea- 
ii»n.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  ADDRESS  OF  RBV<  MR.  TODD, 

Jll  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mcusaehusellt  Missionary  Society. 


It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  is  come  for 
the  church  of  God  to  be  awakened  to  her 
TOWS,  her  trust,  and  her  destiny — that  the 
time  has  come  when  the  people  of  God 
ought  to  make  sacrifices,  practise  self-de- 
nial, and  give  freely  and  liberally  for  the 
advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

Look  first  at  our  country. 

For  the  last  two  or  three  years  we  have 
been  looking  out  from  our  homes  of  peaco, 
and  gazing  at  that  iieaviug  and  shaking 
which  bas  been  going  on  among  the  na- 
tions of  the  earth.  Every  ship  that  comes 
acroas  the  oce&n  is  expected  to  bear  tidings 
great  in  their  consequences.  Thrones 
which  have  been  purchased  and  sustained 
by  many  afield  of  blood  through  many  gc- 
Derations,  are  crumbling — it  may  be,  fall 
ine»  There  is  an  uiiuasinoss  among  man- 
kind much  like  the  presages  of  the  volcano. 
Add  to  thitf,  the  plague,  which  seem*  to 
como  directly  from  the  cup  of  the  angel  of 
wo,  and  is  dreaded  every  where.  The  de- 
stroyer rides  on  the  wings  of  the  wind,  and 
it  seems  as  if  a  third  part  of  the  earth  was 
literally  to  be  swept  away  by  him.  It  is  a 
time  when  the  arm  of  patriotism  hangs 
drooping,  and  his  heart  is  faint.  1  believe 
it  is  a  general  conviction  that  some- 
thing besides  patriotism  is  needed  in  a  land 
wLose  air  is  tainted  by  the  breath  of  more 
than  two  million  of  slaves — whose  unmea- 
sured forests  are  filled  with  the  groans 
of  the  sons  of  oppression — and  whose  mo- 
ral desolations  are  nuch,  that  the  heart  of 
a  Nchemiah  might  ache  a  thousand  times 
during  one  journey  over  the  land. 

But  there  is  one  place  of  hope.  If  the 
Sabbath  can  bo  rescued  and  sanctified, — 
if  the  Bible  can  be  put  into  every  family, — 
if  the  Sabbath  School  may  flourish  in  every 
parish, — if  every  church  may  have  a  godly  ' 
pastor,— if  our  feeble  churchea  may  besus- 
toined  and  baiit  upy^ftht  Ood  of  hsavea 


may  see  us  living  unto  him  and  for  him, 
there  is  safety.  Here  is  the  first  spot  on 
which  I  would  take  my  stand  in  urging  oar 
churches  to  a  higher  and  holier  standard 
of  Christian  action.  The  Pope  may  send 
his  missionaries, — the  press  may  groan 
under  its  labour  in  pouring  out  its  infideli* 
ty  and  blasphemy, — the  teachers  of  error 
may  encompass  and  walk  through  the 
land,  the  roaring  lion  may  go  abroad  in  all 
shapes,  from  that  of  an  angel  of  light  to 
that  of  the  dark  spirit  of  persecution,  seek- 
ing whom  he  may  devour,— the  whole 
mass  of  our  population  may  be  agitated 
and  roady  for  convulsions, — but  if  thm 
church  of  God  will  do  her  duty,  we  need 
not  fear.  The  wings  of  everlasting  meMjr

HI8T0AT   AVD   PROSPECTS  OF    THE   BOMBAY  UlU\Ott4 

The  American  mission  in  Bombay  was  commenced  in  1812.  It  Wti  tbe  ^nt 
Totestant  mission  eTer  attempted  on  the  western  coaat  of  India.  Paganism, 
I  its  most  imposing  forms,  held  its  Totaries  with  an  iron  grasp.  There  wav 
o  translation  of  the  Bible,  no  schools  for  the  common  peopie«  no  school-books^ 
cid  no  printing  in  the  vernacular  language  of  the  country.  Everjr  thing  was 
>  be  done.  For  nearly  two  yearsi  many  embarrassments  were  experienced  by 
te  missibnariesi  which  greatly  retarded  them  in  their  study  of  tbe  native  Ian- 
uage,  aud  their  various  missionary  operations.  And,  when  these  obstacles 
'ere,  by  a  kind  Providence,  removed,  they  had  every  thing  imposiDcr  and  for- 
lidable  in  a  complicated  and  ancient  system  of  paganism  to  contend  with,  sus- 
lined  by  a  learned  and  numerous  priesthood  : — a  system,  every  feature  of 
'hich  is  calculated  to  discourage  investrgationf  and  to  deter  its  votaries  even 
*om  examining  the  claims  of  every  other  religion. 

Though  the  visible  progress  of  the  Gospel  has  not  been  so  great  in  Bombay^ 

9  fn  some  other  parts  of  the  pagan  world,  yet  there  is  no  just  cause  of  discou- 

Rgement.     Immediate  success  cannot  reasonably  be  expected  among  pagans  of 

heir  character  and  circumstances.     Chained  as  the  Hindoos  are,  by  the  prin- 

iple  of  caste,  and  awed  by  the  most  tremendous  sanctions  of  apostacy  from  the 

aith  of  their  venerated  shasterF,  with  minds  perverted  by  false  philosophy^  and 

learts  by  licentiousness  and  sin,  how  can  it  be  expected  they  should  at  once 

embrace  the  Gospel?    There  is  no  reasonable  prospect  of  the  extensive  pro^ 

p^ss  of  the  Gospel  among  pagans  dnder  such  circumstances,  till  ailer  many 

fears  of  patient  and  persevering  labour  on  the  part  of  missionaries.    We  cannot 

reasonably  expect  that  those  who  have  grown  up  to  maturity  of  life,  under 

such  a  system  of  impurity  and  false  philosophy,  will  ever  be  induced  to  forsake 

it  for  the  self-denying  and  holy  principles  of  the  Gospel.     The  hope  of  exten* 

mve  success  rests  much  on  the  rising  generation.    To  this  claee  of  the  popnla^ 

tion  our  missionaries  have  directed  their  special  attention  and  efforts.     Schools 

Have  been  in  operation  on  the  islands  of  Bombay,  Salsette,  and  on  the  coast,  for 

&  number  of  years.    There  are  now  many  hundreds  of  youth  who  have  been 

educated  in  the  schools  of  the  mission,  and  in  consequence  of  being  thus  in^ 

itructed,  look  upon  paganism  and  all  its  array  of  false  philosophy  with  disgust. 

It  is  believed  that  few,  comparatively,  of  those  who  have  been  thus  instructed^ 

are  satisfied  with  the  religion  of  their  fathers. 

In  consequence  of  the  moral  and  religious  instruction  which  has  been  com 
municated  by  schools,  preaching,  the  distribution  of  the  Scriptures^  and  re-' 
li|nou8  tracts,  a  spirit  of  religious  inquiry  is  beginning  to  show  itself.  Some 
few  of  high  standing  in  society  have  openly  embraced  the  Gospelf  aad  give 
pleasing  evidence  or  piety.  There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  way  w 
preparing,  and  the  time  hastening  on,  when  a  great  change  will  ^  ^C«t\i«4Vii 
Bombay,  and  in  various  other  parts  of  India.

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It  u  worthy  of  Bpecial  notice  and  thanksgiving  to  God,  that  our 
in  Bombayi  and  ousaionaries  io  similar  eircuinataKiee%  in  other  p«rt«<^  Indn, 
have  nffvet  maifiilbated  or  cherished  feelings  of  discoiiragedient.  ^n^nr  caniei 
and  understand  the  circumstances  of  the  people,  and  are  comparatiwy  happji 
and  satisfied  in  spending  their  lives  and  wearing  out  their  energieB  to  lay  tk 
foundation  for  the  ultimate  triumph  of  the  Gospel.  They  see  enough  of  succes 
to  convince  them  that  God  approves  of  their  work.  While  they  believe  that 
God  Is  able  to  give  immediate  and  extensive  sticcess  to  his  Govpel  in  proitn- 
ting  the  idols  of  the  heathen,  they  are  no  less  convinced,  that  their  minds  mnt 
be  prepared  by  human  instrumentality  to  examine  the  claims  of  the  Gospel,  lul 
to  understand  its  doctrines  and  duties. 

None  of  our  beloved  missionaries  have' been  disheartened  b^  the  alow  pro- 
gress of  the  Gospel ; — they  labour  in  hope,  and  in  sure  expectation  of  eventinl 
and  complete  success.  They  may  never  see  the  Hindoo  pantheon  OTerthrow^ 
and  the  banners  of  the  cross  waving  over  its  ruins;  but  their  siicceeeorB,  wiio 
enter  into  their  labours,  will  see  the  complete  triumph  of  this  sacred  cause. 
Eventually  it  will  be  seen  that  these  pioneers  have  done  a  service  as  ioiportul 
to  the  conversion  of  India,  as  those  who  shall  have  the  happiness  of  seerngtbe 
millions  of  the  votaries  of  Hindooisra  flocking  to  Christ  as  doTSS  to  tbeirwia- 
dows.  Let  not  the  churches  be  faint-hearted  in  furnishing  the  munitions  of  the 
sacred  warfare,  so  long  as  their  sons,  who  are  in  the  field  of  toil  and  of  dangw, 
encourage  them  to  effort  and  perseverance  by  their  own  example  I 

Let  the  friends  of  missions  never  forget  the  paramount  importance  of  noitcd 
and  persevering  prayer  to  God  for  the  mfiuence  of  his  Holy  Spirit.  They  wnj 
cause  the  Bible  to  be  translated  into  every  language  under  Heaven;  they  my 
send  the  preachers  of  the  Gospel  to  every  heathen  tribe  in  existence ;  they  mty 
furnish  means  for  the  instruction  of  the  entire  population  of  the  j^]obe,aDawlttt 
would  be  effected  without  the  Spirit  of  God !  It  is  the  prerogative  of  God  tkioe 
to  give  the  increase.  Let  every  friend  of  missions  show  the  genuineness  of  Itu 
attachment  to  the  cause,  by  his  uniform,  cheerful,  and  increasing  donatknv  ia 
sending  forth  and  sustainincr  labourers  in  the  field,  and  by  his  fervent  and  Bfi- 
ceasin^  prayer  to  God  for  his  blessing. 

Christian  reader,  the  field  for  your  missionary  exertions  is  great,  and  cooitiot- 
ly  opening  to  your  view.  The  time  is  short  in  which  you  can  labour  in  it. 
What  you  do,  must  be  done  quickly.  Soon  you  must  give  up  an  aocooot  of 
your  stewardship ;  and  if  found  faithful,  what  will  be  your  happiness  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  joy  of  your  Lord !  O,  cheering  thought,  to  meet  in  HeaveBthe 
'souls  of  pagans  brought  home  to  glory  through  your  instrumentality! 

Near  the  close  of  last  year,  a  new  station  was  commenced  at  Ahmednug^Qfi 
by  the  Bombay  mission.  This  station  is  situated  on  the  continent,  175  lukfl 
east  by  north  of  Bombay.  The  city  of  Ahmednuggur  was  the  residence  of  the 
sultan  Ahmed,  in  the  time  of  the  Mohammedan  empire  in  India.  It  containit 
population  of  more  than  50,000.  Its  location  is  elevated  on  the  table  liod/'' 
the  Ghauts,  where  the  atmosphere  is  comparatively  cool.  To  this  statioa  in- 
valids  may  resort,  with  a  fair  prospect  of  receiving  benefit  from  change  of  cH- 
mate.  It  is  in  the  heart  of  the  Mahratta  nation,  and  affords  a  promisittg  fieUof 
usefuhiess.

In  the  report  I  now  make,  1  begin  with  the  church.     The  whole  numbef  of 

persons  who  have  been  connected  with  it,  is  seventy-one ;  thiity-two  m^    ^ 

and  thirty-nine  females.    Seven  members,  five  females  and  two  nalei^  k*^    ^ 

died  in  the  faith.    Four  have  removed  to  other  churches,  three  nudes  sod  one 

female.    Two,  both  males,  ha\e  \>^exv  ^xdwd^d  as  a^i^tes.    Tlfis  leave*  th« 
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present  oumber  fifty-nine,  of  whom  thirty-four  ore  females,  and  twenty-five 
males.  Nine  persons  now  stand  propounded  as  candidates  for  charoh  fellow- 
ship,  to  be  received  at  our  next  sacramental  occasion.  Of  these,  four  are  males^ 
and  five  females.  The  church  is  one  through  the  nation.  It  has  not  been 
thought  expedient  to  divide  it.  Dr.  Palmer  and  myself  act  as  joint  pastors. 
We  hold  communion  seasons  at  different  places.  The  religious  state  of  the 
church  is  very  encouraging.  We  think  we  have  the  best  reasons  to  hope  that 
all  are  truly  the  disciples  of  Christ.  All  seem  much  engaged  in  religion,  and 
we  hope  all  are  aiming  at  an  elevated  standard  of  piety.  If  tlie  pastors  and 
missionary  members  are  faithful,  we  hope  that  none  will  prove  apostates,  and 
that  all  will  become  actively  useful  Christians.  Respecting  the  revival,  I  sub- 
mit the  following  statement.  The  first  indications  of  seriousness  were  apparent 
in  December,  1830,  among  the  scholars  in  our  school.  In  March  following, 
several  persons,  living  in  the  neighbourhoods  where  Dr.  Palmer  preaches,  were 
led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  inquire  the  way  of  salvation.  A  few  m  school  here, 
and  a  few  in  those  neighbourhoods,  soon  expressed  a  hope  of  moral  renovation, 
iMrhich  change  was  evidenced  by  a  conscientious  fear  of  God,  and  holy  obedience 
to  his  will.  The  excitement  continued,  and  was  gradually  extended,  till  our 
series  of  protracted  meetings,  which  began  in  July.  Those  meetings  gave  a 
new  impulse  to  the  revival.  Several,  as  we  hope,  submitted  to  God.  Tne  se- 
riousness extended  into  other  parts  of  the  country.  The  revival  has  continued 
till  the  present  time.  It  has  suffered  some  abatement  for  a  season  in  some  of 
the  neighbourhoods,  and  has  afterward  been  renewed.  The  excitement  now  is 
greater  than  at  any  other  time,  and  is  much  more  extensive.  Indeed,  we  think 
there  is  evidence  that  God  is  pouring  out  his  Spirit  in  every  part  of  the  nation. 
Not  a  settlement  is  known  where  there  are  not  some  anxiously  inquiring  about 
their  eternal  welfare.  In  many  neighbourhoods  the  seriousness  is  very  gene- 
ral and  deep.  Inhere  is  a  pressing  call  for  instruction.  Th^number  of  labour- 
ers is  inadequate  to  the  present  exigencies  of  the  people.  Every  neighbour- 
hood needs  the  constant  instructions  of  a  minister.  Here  exists  a  revival  of 
religion  throughout  a  territory  as  large  as  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  and  only 
two  ministers  to  perform  the  whole  labour.  If  all  the  instruction  could  be 
given,  which  now  seems  to  be  needed,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  whole 
nation  would  be  converted  to  (^hrist ;  but,  with  the  present  number  of  labour- 
ers, many  tedious  years  must  pass  before  that  time,  and  many  souls  perish  in 
sin.  It  IS  true  that  God  can,  if  in  his  sovereign  pleasure  he  sees  fit,  convert  all 
this  people,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  present  means,  or  even  without 
t-hem,  but  we  have  no  reason  to  expect  he  will  do  it. 

SCHOOLS. 

Mr.  Washburn,  after  noticing  the  interesting  character  of  the  Bible  Class 
and  Sabbath  School,  which  are  atte'nded  by  the  more  advanced  scholars,  to- 
gether with  the  brethren  of  the  mission,  closes  thus : 

In  conclusion,  I  would  remark,  that  the  prospects  of  the  missions,  in  relation 
to  its  greatest  object,  the  salvation  of  the  people,  are  far  more  encouraging 
than  ever  before.  You  will  unite  with  us  in  thanksgiving  to  the  great  Source 
of  all  these  blessings,  and  in  earnest  prayer  for  the  continued  and  more  extend- 
ed influences  of  that  Spirit,  by  which  alone  revolted  nations  and  individuals 
can  be  brought  back  in  submission  to  their  rightful  Kin^. 

Information  has  been  received,  by  a  letter  from  Mr.  Vaill,  of  the  Union  mis- 
sion, that  a  series  of  religious  meetings  was  held  among  this  portion  of  the 
Cherokeee,  commencing  August  3d,  attended,  on  an  average,  from  day  to  day, 
by  250  or  300  Indians.  Twelve  sermons  were  preached  by  Messrs.  Vaill, 
Washburn  and  Palmer,  and  interpreted,  accompanied  by  exhortations,  prayers 
and  singing.  Most  fixed  and  anxious  attention  was  given  by  the  audience  du- 
ring all  the  meetings.  The  number  of  persons  who  were  seriously  iii^vi\Tc^ 
the  way  of  life,  and  requested  the  prayers  of  the  church,  waa  a\K>vit  Wc^ .    TV^ 
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Lotfa  Suppsr  wm  idmlnistored  during  tbe  mBeiiiigB,  of  which  ahene  •ei«B| 
peraonB,  most  of  tbem  Cherokee*,  partook,  Ejgbt  perwna  ven  recemJii 
tb«  chHrch,  on  profession  of  their  fnith  in  Christ.  The  revival  is  etalei  nem 
to  have  beea  moie  iatereaiiag  and  promifiing  than  at  the  dale  of  tJie  iMItr.

It  seems  certain,  froin  the  repeated 
decUratioDB  of  out  departed  brother, 
that  from  tbe  time  he  made  a  public 
profenuon  of  religion,  uQtiJ  the  year 
1833,  he  longed  Tor,  and  with  much 
earnestneES  sought  for  clearer  mani- 
festatiouB  of  the  Divine  favour,  and 
greater  conibrmity  to  the  Divine  will. 
During  the  Bpriog  of  182i!,  it  was  bis 
privilege  to  enjoy  the  BocLety  of  some 
relatives,  who,  according  to  his  ac- 
count, were  persons  of  very  distingtiish- 
ed  zeal  and  piety.  He  made  much  use 
of  their  conversation  aitd  prayers,  a b 
well  »s  of  other  means  for  the  accom- 
plishmeat  of  his  object.  AD  his  sub- 
sequent papers  reftr  to  the  2M  of 
April,  in  this  year,  as  the  most  import- 
ant era  in  his  life.  He  then  gave  himself 
up  to  Christ,  with  a  strength  of  pur- 
pose, a  depth  of  leeling,  and  an  un- 
rcEervedDesBiofwhichhe  had  never  be- 
fore been  conscious.  The  following  let- 
ter was  written  more  than  ayearafler- 

" I  re-perused  with  interest  a 

tetter  received  from  you  in  1819. 
Among  other  thingM  contained  in  it. 
I  found  the  followiog.  '  It  is  thought 
by  some  persons,  that  the  course  of 
ttudy  usually  pursued,  in  the  present 
day,  by  candidates  for  the  ministry,  is 
calculated  to  abate  that  fervour  in  re 
li^on  which  is  so  desirable.'  How 
ever  tiiis  may  have  appeared  to  the  ob- 
KmtioB  or  other*,  I  Mre  not  diacorer' 


to  be  the  case  in  n:  ^ 
On  the  contrary,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
young  men,  in  a  course  of  preparation 
toi  the  sacred  office,  grow  m  grace,  aa 
they  advance  in  knowledge.  Barely 
if  they  do  not,  they  will  have  occasion 
to  accuse  themselves  of  base  ingrati- 
tude, and  very  culpable  negligence. 
That  some  are  thus  wotiiUy  remin 
be  doubted.  They  become,  in 
irsc  of  their  education, '  ver^  dif- 
ferent men,  with  a  very  different  kind  of 
piety,  and  time  muet  show  whether  it 

'But,  thanks,  everlasting  thanks,  to 
the  great  Head  of  the  church, that  he  has 
not  Gulfered  my  graces  to  languish  and 
die.  It  is  to  hit  rich  grace  that  I  owe 
it  all.  He  has  done  great  and  wonder- 
ful things  for  me,  since  I  commenced 
studying  for  the  ministry.  Shall  I  tell 
you?  My  tongue  could  not,  much  less 
can  my  pen  express  tbe  loving  kindness 
of  the  Lord  to  ine,  who  am  less  than 
the  least  of  all  his  mercies.  '  Eter- 
nity's too  short  to  utter  all  his  pruse.' 
But  I  may  tell  you  some  of  the  merciful 
dealings  of  the  Lord  to  my  aoul."  "  »  • 
"  1  have  had  keener  sorrows  for  in. 
d  wellingsin,  than  I  ever  experienced  be- 
"  inversion.  Ob,  the  distress  I  have 
accountofpride,envy,loveofthe 
world,  and  other  evil  passions,  which 
have  risen  up  and  disturbed  my  peace, 
'  separated  between  God  and  my 
.  But  the  Lord  heard  ray  cries 
and  groans,  and  was  witness  to  my 
tears,  and  my  desires  fur  holiness.  I 
pleaded  and  wrestled  with  him,  and, 
praise  to  his  name!  after  six  long 
years,  I  found  what  I  had  so  long  end 
so  earnestly  sought.  It  was  on  the  23d 
of  April,  1823,  when  I  was  on  a  visit 
in  Connecticut.  Memorable  Bay!  the 
time  and  place  will  never,  no  nev«T,>^ 
forgotten.

3  the  wicked.  Our  company  con- 
d  of  the  captain,  two  hands,  four 
*ngcrs,  two  children  and  myself, 
had  proceeded  about  twenty  miles,

our  boom  unshipped,  and  left  ut  in  a 
perilous  condition.  The  prospect  was 
that  we  should  capsize  and  be  swallow- 
ed up  in  the  waves.  All  above  was 
terrific — the  billows  dashed,  the  sea 
roared,  the  winds  and  the  hail  rattled* 
— All  below  was  solemn — we  thought 
on  awful  subjects— death— a  watery 
grave — the  bar  of  God — heaven— -hen. 

The  captain  I  believe  to  be  a  godly 
man ;  one  more  on  board,  beside  my- 
self, had  a  hope  which  was  an  anchor 
to  the  soul.  The  rest  were  unrecon- 
ciled to  God.  Alas!  their  prospect 
was  despair. — I  thought  indeed  that  I 
was  nearer  to  my  heavenly  home  than 
my  father's  house ;  it  seemed  that  there 
was  but  a  step  betwixt  me  and  death. 
But,  in  the  midst  of  the  alarm,  God 
was  with  me  to  allay  all  turbulence 
within.  I  looked  to  him  for  a  promise, 
and  he  graciously  gave  me  this,  *  Fear 
not,  I  am  with  thee.'  It  was  sweet  to 
my  taste,  and  made  me  stronj^  while  I 
lay  in  my  berth  resolving  it  in  my 
mind,  and  calmly  waiting  the  issue,  not 
knowing  but  the  next  surge  would  en- 
ter and  fill  the  cabin,  and  end  my  life. 

**  A  young  lady,  one  of  those  that  ex- 
perienced religion  at  Saybrook,  while  I 
wa^  there,  was  quite  composed;  but 
another — Oh,  how  different ;  Oh,  her 
apparent  penitence !  her  cries  for  mer- 
cy !  her  weeping  eyes !  in  the  prospect 
of  death  and  damnation.  To  me  she 
came  for  help,  but  not  to  myself— to 
Christ  I  directed  her.  Alas  I  the  in- 
fatnation  of  mortals,  to  put  off  prepara- 
tion for  eternity  till  the  hour  of  danger. 
But,  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  deliver- 
ance.— His  arm  was  stretched  out  for 
our  relief. — We  were  soon  moored,  and 
rode  out  the  gale  in  safety." 

Further  Extracts  from  his  Journal  and 

Letters, 

"This  is  the  Lord's  day  mornmg, 
and  it  comes  to  me  a  welcome  Sab- 
bath. I  awoke  with  the  sensible  pre- 
sence of  the  Saviour.  How  delight- 
ful the  presence  of  Jesus !  'Tis  he  who 
makes  us  happy.  Take  him  from  the 
soul,  and  the  sinner's  hope  of  pardon 
is  gone ;  take  his  presence  from  the 
Christian,  and  his  peace  is  gone.  If

Ls  born  in  Middle  Haddam,  Connecticat ;  and  was  intended  for  the  business 
chant ;  but  having  embraced  the  religion  of  Christ,  he  determined  to  change 
ission,  and  become  a  minister  of  the  Gospel.    His  college  education  was  ob- 

Princeton  ;  his  theological  at  New.Haven.  He  had  just  finished  his  prepa- 
udies,  and  obtained  license  to  preach  the  Gospel,  when  a  disease,  under  which 
previously  suffered  much,  compelled  him  to  suspend  ministerial  labours,  then 
ommencod,  and  seek  a  milder  climate  Every  measure,  however,  which  skill 
ction  could  suggest,  proved  inefficacious.  He  languished  for  abont  three 
aflcr  his  arrival  at  the  Seminary {  and  two  hours  ago,  breathed  his  last: 
>m  home,  but  near  to  Heaven. 

'aylor  was  a  young  man,  admirably  fitted  to  be  useful  in  the  ministry.  To  a 
ion,  a  sweet  yet  powerful  voice,  and  a  cultivated  mind,  he  added  piety,  bene. 

humility,  zeal,  and  devotedness  to  his  profession,  such  as  I  have  rarely  ever  ob- 
inited  in  one  individual. 

lot  know  that  I  have  ever  seen  any  person  so  entirely  desirous  as  he  was  to 
he  Gospel.     It  seemed  to  be  the  only  object  for  which  he  wished  to  recover 
or  to  live.  His  peculiar  fitness  for  the  sacred  office  appears  from  <At*— that  he 
markable  facility  in  winning  the  affections  of  those  with  whom  he  held  inter* 
— and  thtiSy  that  while  he  was  pursuing  his  studies,  he  was  made  the  instm- 
bringing  perhaps  more  persons  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesos, 
lers  have  done  in  the  ministrations  of  many  years.

I  the  time  he  came  among  us  to  the  last  moment  of  life,   his  faith  did  not  fail, 
n  falter,   nor  did   a  cloud  intercept  his  view   of  heaven.     It  would  require  a 
,  to  record  his  various  expressions  of  love,  joy  and  triumph.     And  all  the  same, 
r  he  had  hopes  of  recovery,  or  felt  that  he  soon  must  die.     The  full  exercise  of 
was  granted  to  him  until  the  last.     And  when  death  came,   although  as  fully

id  he  remarked,  that  he  '*had  endeavoured  to  live  in  such  away  that,  when  he 
)  die,  he  should  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  die.**     About  five  minutes  before  his 
be  said,  **  Farewell  to  you  all,  and  farewell  to  this  earth  !**     Then,  afler  a  short 
ddressing  a  beloved  friend  who  was  supporting  him,  he  said  with  great  empha. 
\rive  !  strive  !  ."*     His  friend  asked,  **  strive  to  do  what  ?**     "  To  enter  into  the 
m  of  Heaven."     These  were  his  last  words.     His  ruling  passion  was  strong  in 
-to  the  very  last  moment  he  wished  to  preach  the  Gospel. 
3  died  this  excellent  young  minister.     How  mysterious,  that  in  the  present  ur. 
ants  of  the  church,  one  so  gifled  and  qualified,  should  be  cut  down  just  afler  he 
3  ready  to  enter  the  pulpit !     But  he,  perhaps.  Was  called  for,  to  perform  higher 
s  for  his  Master,  in  the  church  triumphant,  than  can  be  rendered  by  mortal  man 
militant  state.    And  we  shall  see,  hereafter,  that  all  things  in  regard  to  him, 
rdered  well  by  that  Lord  and  Saviour,  to  whom  he  had  consecrated  himself  in 
ndy  and  spirit,  for  time  and  eternity.      Indeed,  our  departed  brother  wished  both 
here  and  to  depart  hence  for  the  same  great  object — that  he  miffht  serve  him, 
he  felt  to  be  his  Father  in  Heaven.   The  thought  and  the  hope  of  Heaven  were 
;ful,  because  there  he  should  serve  perfectly  and  constantly.     But  it  seemed  1« 
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tr&vagant  and  wonderful  accounts  of  the  exploitB  of  their  gods  and  heroes, 
achieved  in  remote  ages;  which,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  are  all  reoeiTed  with 
the  moet  unhesitating  confidence,  being  universally  considered  of  dirtne  authori- 
ty. No  inquiry  is  ever  instituted  as  to  their  truth  or  falsehood ;  for  donht  eeeoi 
never  to  enter  the  mind.  With  a  people  so  credulous,  the  evidence  arisiof 
from  real  miracles  has  little  weight.  The  miracles  of  the  Bible  are  scarcely 
deemed  worthy  of  notice ;  and  abstract  truth,  however  supported  by  argumeof, 
makes  little  or  no  impression  on  the  mind.  Their  inteUects  are,  as  it  were, 
blunted ;  and  their  thinking  powers  but  liitle  brought  into  exercise,  exceft 
within  certain  prescribed  limits ;  the  writings  and  opinions  of  the  ancienti  tl- 
ways  determining  the  bound  of  investigation.  The  utmosMipathy  character* 
izes  the  great  mass  of  the  people,  with  regard  to  every  thing  but  what  imme- 
diately a!nects  the  senses ;  so  that  the  passions  are  not  easily  wrought  upon  by 
affecting  representations,  nor  the  conscience  roused  by  fear  of  impending  dan- 
ger in  a  future  state. 

5.  The  doctrines  taught  in  their  books  are  not  less  pernicious.'^.The  doctTioi 
of  detiiny,  or  rather  of  works  of  merit  and  demerit,  supposed  to  have  been  per- 
formed in  consequence  of  the  connexion  of  the  soul  with  matter  in  former  stotci 
of  existence.  Joyous  or  adverse  events,  and  even  future  destiny,  being  sap* 
posed  to  happen  merely  as  things  of  course,  or  as  the  result  of  past  actiom  Mt 
at  all  within  their  control,  and  t)ut  little  affected  by  present  conduct,  an  iiyoB- 
ceivable  apathy  pervades  the  mind  with  regard  to  futurity.  The  feeling  tub 
into  all  the  occurrences  of  life.  All  their  Hopes  and  fears  are  regulated  by  it; 
and  the  stupifying  salvo  is  constantly  applied  to  lull  the  feelings  under  mieftr- 
tune  and  disappointment.  This  doctrine  is  found  in  all  their  books,  is  incolci- 
ted  by  all  their  teachers,  and  is  ever  recurring  in  conversation,  as  the  soorce  to 
which  all  events  are  referred,  whether  they  regard  themselves  individoally  or 
otherwise.     Hence,  a  superintending  Providence  is  kept  out  of  sight. 

This  doctrine  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  refute  in  the  whole  system,  lod  is 
probably  the  last  that  retains  possession  of  the  mind  of  the  convert  to  Chris- 
tianity. It  accounts  for  all  the  evils  that  exist  in  the  world,  whether  moral  or 
natural ;  and  furnishes  a  reason  wherefore  one  is  poor  and  another  rich,  one  i 
prince  and  another  a  beggar,  one  wise  and  another  a  fool,  one  a  man  and 
another  a  brute  or  vegetable.  All  natural  defects,  as  blindness,  decrepitude, 
&c.,  among  the  brute  creation,  as  well  as  among  the  human  species,  are  at- 
cribed  to  it ;  nor  is  there  any  thing  in  the  whole  range  of  creation  beyond  iti 
influence.  Though  shown  the  absurdity  of  this  doctrine  again  and  again,  ex- 
cept convinced  by  more  than  human  power,  the  poor  bewildered  Hindoo^ 
clings  to  it  with  the  utmost  tenacity. 

6.  The  very  obscene  character  of  these  writings  may  also  be  mentioned. 
They  furnish  an  almost  inexhaustible  fountain  of  impurity,  calculated  greatly  to 
strengthen  the  depraved  feelings  of  the  natural  heart;  and  thus  form  no  incoa- 
siderable  barrier  to  the  spread  of  the  religion  of  the  holy  Jesus.  In  other  fts- 
tems,  purity  and  virtue  are  taught  by  precept  and  recommended  for  imitatioD, 
how  much  vice  and  obscenity  soever  may  be  found  in  practice :  but  here,  the 
puranas,  which  are  the  class  of  sacred  books  chiefly  read,  and  by  winch  the 
views  and  feelings  and  general  character  of  the  people  are  for  the  most  part 
formed,  are  full  of  the  grossest  allusions.  JVb  adequate  conception  can  vomB^ 
be  formed  of  the  very  low  and  debased  character  of  these  writings^  except  ay  thou 
who  have  read  them ;  and  yet  they  are  chanted  and  explained  in  their  tem^ 

from  day  to  day,  to  companies  of  both  sexes  and  all  ages  ;  and  it  is  considered  wry 
meritorious  to  hear  them.  As  might  naturally  be  supposed,  the  state  of  morals 
in  the  country  is  exactly  the  counterpart  of  their  books. 

7.  The  degradation  of  the  female  character,  arising  from  the  low  estimation 
in  which  it  is  held,  and  the  proscription  of  female  education,  also  proves  a  very 
powerful  obstacle  to  the  spread  of  knowledge.     To  be  born  a  female  is  univcr- 
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tally  considered  an  evil,  both  to  the  individual  herself,  and  to  the  fkmily  in 
tvhich  she  is  born.  All  through  life  she  is  treated  as  a  being  cf  inferior  rank  in 
;he  creation ;  as  unfit  for  society,  and  incapable  of  comprehending  subjects  con- 
rersed  on  by  the  other  sex.  When  married,  she  is  regarded  by  the  husband 
IS  bis  slave  ;  she  cannot  eat  till  he  has  eaten,  uorgo  to  rest  till  he  has  retired* 
lor  do  any  thing  but  in  obedience  to  his  will.  Though  women  fiequent  the 
leathen  temples,  and  are  more  superstitious  than  the  men,  when  spoken  to  by 
[Christians  on  the  concerns  of  religion,  of  the  soul,  a  future  state,  d&c.,'their 
:ommon  answer  is, «  Speak  to  our  lords  about  this,  we  cannot  comprehend  such 
hings."  Ignorance  is  a  universal  characteristic;  and  they  are  not  only  re- 
garded as  incapable  of  learning,  but  instruction  in  a  female  is  considered  a 
hin^  to  be  deprecated  and  avoided :  hence,  one  of  her  natural  and  estimable 
qualities,  as  given  in  their  vocabularies,  and  found  generally  in  their  books,  is 
gnorance  or  incapacity. 

8.  Another  obstacle  to  the  spread  of  divine  truth  arises  from  its  teachers  being 
>bliged  to  employ  terms,  which,  from  their  heathenish  use  and  application,  ne- 
^ssarily  convey  different  ideas  from  those  intended.  Thus*  if  God  be  spoken  of, 
le  will  probably  understand  by  it  some  one  of  his  deities,  who  yields  to  the  vilest 
passions,  and  allows  his  worshippers  to  do  so  too.  By  sin  may  be  understood 
lothing  more  than  ceremonial  defilement,  or  an  evil  committed  in  a  former 
)irth  ;  for  which  the  person  feels  himself  no  further  accountable  than  as  he  is 
low  suffering  in  conseqnence  of  it  ;  or,  if  it  be  referred  to  present  actions,  it  is 
tot  an  evil  against  a  God  of  holiness  and  justice,  who  punishes  the  sinner  for 
he  violation  of  his  law,  but  something  ascribed  to  God  as  its  author,  equally 
vith  what  is  ^ood,  and  alike  pleasing  to  him.  Almost  every  theme  that  forms 
he  subject  of  our  addresses  is  perverted  in  a  similar  way  ;  so  that  when  we 
hink  that  we  preach  in  the  clearest  and  most  intelligible  manner,  and  hope  we 
ire  fully  understood,  and  that  distinct  and  powerful  impressions  are  made  on 
be  mind,  it  is  often  found,  on  inquiry,  that  scarcely  a  correct  idea  has  been  re- 
ained,  and  that  most  that  was  said  was  greatly  misconstrued  by  the  hearer* 

9.  The  length  of  time  requisite  to  acquire  such  a  knowledge  of  the  languages, 
ustoms,  &c.  of  the  country,  as  is  necessary  to  qualify  a  person  to  become  an 
fficient  teacher,  among  a  people  so  sternly  untractable,  so  rigidly  adhering  to 
heir  superstitionE,  &c.,  also  forms  a  difficulty  of  very  great  importance. 

10.  The  influence  of  climate  on  the  European  constitution  ought  not  to  be 
ost  sight  of.  The  greater  part  of  those  who  come  out  as  missionaries  are  in- 
apacitated  for  labour  before  they  acquire  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  na- 
ive language. 

11.  The  natural  tendency  of  his  system,  considering  the  invincible  hold  it  has 
n  the  mind,  to  induce  the  Hindoo  to  regard  all  others  with  abhorrence — as  life- 
akers,  beef-eaters,  &c. — should  also  be  taken  into  account. 

12.  The  want  of  a  full  exhibition  of  the  Christian  character,  by  persons  of 
heir  own  nation,  may  also  be  regarded  as  proving  a  check  to  the  spread  of  divine 
ruth.  Many  have  formerly  assumed  the  Christian  name,  in  different  parts  of 
outhern  India,  and  large  parties  have  been  formed,  but  their  Christianity  has 
teen,  for  the  most  part,  it  is  believed,  merely  nominal.  Their  religion  has 
lot  been  fully  exemplified  in  life ;  and  the  heathen,  therefore,  have  had  but 
ittle  opportunity  so  to  appreciate  its  excellencies  as  to  produce  conviction.  In 
his  Island  it  was  formerly  propagated  by  force.  It  may  well  be  inferred  that 
he  result  on  the  native  mind  is  any  thing  but  favourable. 

13.  The  natural  character  of  the  people  may  also  be  considered  as  onfavour- 
ble.  They  are  credulous  to  a  high  degree,  in  what  refers  to  their  own  system ; 
»ut  generally  fickle,  imbecile,  and  easUy  affected  by  what  strikes  the  senses* 
ilxterior  decorations  are  their  foibles.  Public  exhibitions  always  work  on  their 
ainds.  Idolatrous  processions  prove  exceedingly  imposing.  Scripture  truth, 
herefbre,  simply  promulgated,  and  unaccompanied  by  exterior  show  and  ^a- 
ade,  find?,  in  the  habitual  constitution  of  their  mindf,  no  coi\|[CT\\i\\X^  ci^«iQ\3\.

worshippers  of  the  devil.  The  devil-dances  and  other  formsnf 
this  worship,  are  more  attended  to  and  have  a  tOongcr  huld  iij>on  the  rpelisn 
crfthe  people  thaa  Ilie  ceremoniea  of  Budhism.  Even  the  Hindoo  goir,  tEd 
tbotigh  conaidereil  inferior  to  Budho,  are  joined  witb  him  &a  objecta  of  wonliifk 
arc  more  feared  and  mure  ficqueuUy  resetted  to  ia  time  ofsickness  and  du- 
ger,  than  Budliu  biniielf.  In  the  southern  part  of  the  inland  is  a  temple  to 
theramen  or  8kiindun,  the  son  of  Siva,  reaorled  to  not  only  by  Hindoo  pilgriin 
lYom  the  nortliern  part  of  the  isknd  and  tbe  continent,  but  by  the  Cmgi\e»e  a 
greater  mimbers  than  Hoclt  lo  any  Budhift  lempie.  Il  ia  the  scene  of  diuit 
airaclee.  Here  many  cut  their  throats  and  yet  live,  cut  off  llieLr  loDguei  iM 
jet  eat  and  Epeak,  and  sometimcH  even  cut  ofl^  their  heada  and  have  them  jcuid 
on  again!  A  wihl  elephant  eoroea  on  a  set  day  each  year  from  the  furesi,  ual 
■irists  in  the  public  proccaaions  of  the  lemple,  and  then  returns  to  the  brtfl' 
A  tree,  to  answer  for  a  fligstafl*,  spring*  up  and  growa  to  a  proper  heigrhl  ii  ■ 
■inglQ  nighl,  and  various  other  morvelloua  thiiige  ore  done,  if  report  istote 
credited.  The  Budhist  temples,  on  tbe  contrary,  bonEt  of  few  or  no  miratln, 
a  thing'  not  to  be  wondered  at.aince  Budhu  ia  lulfep,  and  therefore  they  attiifl 
comparatively  fen  worshippers.  Tbe  sermons  of  Budhu,  which  are  read  by  Ihi 
priests,  or  their  own  wretched  composition  in  place  of  them,  are  but  poor  nib- 
alitutes,  so  far  aa  attraction  ia  concerned,  t'(>r  the  piibkc  proce^jiotit^  and  than 
and  pageantry  of  a  Hindoo  ftetival,  lii ,  :  .;i.i' .  ;■  ■'  ■  i '.!•■_■ -i'---  .  niJiinlj  «I 
more  hghlly  to  their  relision  than  the  Hr  i  .     '    .  ,  ure  an; 

nearer  the  kingdom  of  God.  Of  tbe  whole  Cingiilcbe  population,  probably  ool 
moTft  than  four  or  five  hundred  can  in  any  chanty  be  reckoned  ae  true  Cbi>- 
tians.  The  Wealeyans  have  nearly  three  hundred  in  their  society,  buttb^  do 
not  consider  them  all  as  truly  converted.  The  church  roiaeionarie*  hafe  fialj 
or  Sfly  in  communion,  and  the  Baptista  nearly  the  same  number.  Hiay  * 
baptized  Cingalese,  when  atrked  of  what  religion  he  is,  "Budhu^"  "HoT 
•■  Christian  ."■  "No!"  "What  then?"  "  Government  religion  !"  AUf.wbet 
will  such  dry  bones  live.'  Except  tbe  Weeleyan  ttation  at  Koroegall«,  ud 
the  Church  missionary  station  at  Kandy,  occupied  by  a  single  missionary,  then 
is  no  one  in  the  whole  Kandian  country  to  lift  up  his  voice  for  Christ.

It  ' 
delightful  to  perceive  how  mdily,  w) 
with  what  deep  feeling,  theee  suggMtioTU 
us  appreciated  by  moat  of  thut  eon^n- 
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[ationt,  and  especially  by  thoie  indivi- 
laals,  (and  in  tome  congregationi  they  are 
aany,)  who,  by  the  blessing  of  God  upon 
he  labours  of  our  missionaries,  have  been 
lopefuUy  converted.     The  warm-hearted 
rratitude  with  which  many  such  received 
ay  visits,  and  speak  of  the  Society,  which, 
inder  God,  has  been  the  instrument  of 
heir  hopes  of  eternal  life,  often  makes  me 
wUh  that  I  might  introduce  a  hundred  of 
Jiem  to  each  of  the  congregations  in  the 
>lder  states,  whose  contributions  I  have 
lo  often  solicited  in  aid  of  these  scattered 
lambs  of  the  flock.    Then,  if  we  might 
Folly  enter  into  the  feelings  of  each,  and 
ippreciate  the  rich  privileges  of  both,  we 
might  learn  how  much  more  bleued  are 
(hey   who  give  than  they  who  receive. 
Yes,  my  dear  Brother,  while  it  is  an  un- 
ipeakable  privilege  to  receive  the  gi£t  of 
God,  which  is  eternal  life,  it  is  a  greater 
to   be  the  instrument  of  imparting  that 
gift  to  others.     I  am  persuaded  that  no 
other  blessing  can  be  conferred  upon  a 
church,  or  an  individual  Christian,  so  great 
as  that  which  consecrates  every  talent  of 
every  sort  to  activity  and  effort  to  convert 
tinners  from  the  error  of  their  ways.    And 
this  consideration  gives  a  moral  excellen- 
cy to  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged, 
that  infinitely  transcends  all  its  trials.    Be 
of  good  courage   then,  my   Brother,  in 
urging  the  claims  of  this  benevolent  en- 
terprise upon  the  highly  favoured  church- 
es which  it  may  be  your  privilege  to  ad- 
dress.    I  know  the  readiness  of  some  of 
them,  and  delight  to  remember  the  cheer- 
fulness with  which  many  individuals,  both 
rich  and  poor,  have  contributed  of  their 
substance.     In  the  name  of  20,000  souls 
converted  by  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the 
ministry  which  their  contributions  have 
sustained,  I  thank  them ;  and  in  the  name 
of  the  **  great  West,"  from  the  midst  of 
which  I  now  address  you,  I  thank  Grod  on 
their   behalf.     But,  oh,  how  few  of  our 
brethren,   even,   have  done  their   duty ! 
How  few  of  the  churches  of  New-York  ! 
How  few  in  other  citiet,  and  in  our  coun. 


try  generally !  May  you  have  grace  and 
courage  to  urge  with  power  upon  the 
churches  whom  you  shall  address,  the  all- 
commanding  motives  of  the  ^Gospel.

MIAMI    PNIVERSnT. 

The  Sabbath,  November  18th,  I  spent 
at  Oxford,  the  seat  of  the  Miami  Univer- 
sity,  and  addressed  the  students  and  the 
people  of  the  village.  With  the  intelli. 
gence  that  pervades  such  a  community,  I 
was  not  surprised  to  meet  with  the  ex. 
pression  of  an  enlarged  feeling  of  benevo- 
lenco.  Wo  may  expect  permanent  aid  to 
the  Society,  from  the  friends  of  the  cause 
there.  A  few  contributions  were  made  at 
the  close  of  my  address,  and  more  will  be 
done  in  course  of  the  winter. 

But  I  cannot  take  leave  of  this  inte. 
resting  seat  of  science  without  expressing 
my  high  gratification  with  the  character 
of  its  instruction,  and  its  promise  of  exten- 
sive usefulness  in  enlarging  the  intellect 
and  improving  the  morals  of  the  West. 
Its  instructors  are  a  president  and  five 
professors,  besides  tutors  in  the  prepara- 
tory  department.  Number  of  students  in 
the  college  proper,  95 — in  the  prepara- 
tory school,  71 — total  21.0.  The  course 
of  instruction  is  extensive  and  thorough, 
and  is  pervaded  by  a  religious  influence 
which  is  at  once  judicious,  warm-hearted 
and  efficient.  A  large  number  of  the  stu. 
dents  are  professors  of  religion,  and  have 
the  ministry  in  view. 

SUBSCRIPTION    IN   CINCINNATI. 

Sabbath,  November  25th,  I  spent  in 
Cincinnati,  and  addressed  three  of  the 
churches,  on  the  subject  of  Home  Mis. 
sions.  During  the  week  succeeding,  a 
subscription  was  raised  of  about  9700, 
which  we  are  encouraged  to  believe,  will 
be  increased  to  910Q0,  Xq  \m  ^^Iv^  \m^^% 
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the  first  of  April  next.  Two  individuali 
■ubecribed  9100,  each.  This  amount, 
considering  the  great  depression  of  the 
business  of  the  city,  is  much  more  thtfn  I 
had  reason  to  expect.  The  flood  of  last 
spring,  and  the  pestilence  which  succeeded 
in  October,  have  concurred  with  other 
more  general  causes,  greatly  to  embarrass 
the  money  transactions  of  Cincinnati. 
Add  to  these  considerations  the  liberal 
amount  subscribed  here  for  the  Lane  Se- 
minary and  other  local  objects  of  benevo. 
lence,  and  the  above  subscription  must  be 
regarded  as  an  example  of  liberality  which 
indicates  a  lively  interest  in  the  cause. 

STATE    OF    INDIANA. 

On  the  6th  inst.,  I  lefl  Cincinnati  by 
■team-boat,  for  the  state  of  Indiana — ar- 
rived at  Rising  Sun,  forty  miles  down  the 
Ohio,  at  evening,  and  addressed  the  con- 
gregation under  the  care  of  our  Mission, 
ary.  Rev.  W.  Lewis.  The  united  and  ar- 
dent  attachment  of  the  little  church  there 
to  their  minister,  and  the  warmth  with 
which  they  express  their  gratitude  to  the 
A.  H.  M.  S.,  and  the  very  great  advance- 
ment in  society,  since  we  sent  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Alden  there,  in  1826,  all  indicate  that 
our  efforts  on  that  field  and  in  the  sur- 
rounding neighbourhoods  have  not  been 
in  vain  in  the  Lord.  A  small  contribu. 
tion  to  our  funds  will  be  raised  there  the 
present  winter. 

Yesterday,  Dec.  7,  I  left  Rising  Sun, 
and  arrived  at  this  place,  50  miles  on  the 
river,  and  am  expecting  to  address  the 
people,  on  Home  Missions,  to-morrow. 
Sabbath.  Of  the  result,  I  may  speak  in  a 
future  letter. 

I  must  now  add, that  my  heart  grows  lar- 
ger,  and  is  moved  with  a  deeper  tone  of  feel, 
ing,  as  I  advance  in  my  travels  over  this  in- 
teresting field.  How  vast  the  territory ! 
How  rapid  the  increase  of  its  population  ! 
How  wide  its  destitution,  and  how  appal- 
ling the  causes  which  are  combining  to 
keep  it  so  !  But  there  is  a  cause,  which, 
wielded  bv  the  arm  of  the  invisible  God,! 


ii  mightier  than  thvy.  The  wmten  of  the 
sanctuary  are  beginning  to  flow  over  thni 
fields ;  and  **  It  shall  come  to  ptn,  tbt 
every  thing  that  Ureth^  which  mofsth, 
withersoever  the  riven  shall  come,  tid 
Zice." 

The  state,  from  which  I  now  mUim 
you,  is  nearly  aa  large  as  Ohio,  embradaf 
36,500  square  miles.  Its  climate  is  temps* 
rate  and  healthful,  and  its   eoil  geoenlj 
of  an  excellent  quality.  Its  popolatioo  hm 
increased,  in  32  years,  from  5,641  toBMR 
than  400,000.     The    first    VnOfjinm 
church  in  the  state  was  organized  at  Vin- 
cennes,  in  1806.  In  1826,  when  the  Anxii- 
can  Home  Missionary  Society  was  famed, 
there  were,  in  this  state,  12  miniites, 
and  about  45  churches  had  been  organised. 
There  are  now   102    churches  and  53 
ministers  in  the  state,  36  of  whom  hxn 
been  sent  here,  or  aided  in  their  soppoft, 
by  the  A.  H.  M.  S.      In  the  mean  time, 
**  Indiana     College,**    at    BloomiDftaD, 
richly  endowed  by  the  stale,  has  been  or. 
ganized,  and  is  in  successful  operalioB.— 
**  Hanover    Academy   and    Theolopctl 
Seminary,**  at  Hanover,  has  also  risen  in* 
to  being,  under  individual  patronage,  tad 
promises  to  be  highly  useful  to  the  cinudi. 
It  has  now,  in  its  several  departments,  75 
students.    Other  institutions,  of  a  liten. 
ry  and  religious  character,  are  risiBg  iato 
usefulness  in  difi^erent  parts  of  the  stite. 
But  as  it  is  not  my  object  to  give  a  descrip- 
tion of  these  in  detail,  and  as  the  noithen 
part  of  the  state  demands  perhaps  the 
special  attention  of  our  society,  on  aocooot 
of  its  recent  settlement,   the  rapidfitf  of 
its  increase,  and   its  richness  of  soil,  I 
will  conclude,  by  referring  you  to  a  letter 
accompanying  this,  which  I  have  jolt  re- 
ceived from  the  Rev.  James  Thompson,  of 
Crawfordsville.     It  contains  the  best  sta- 
tistical account  of  that  part  of  the  state 
which  I  have  seen,  and  I  hope  yon  will 
give  it  to  the  public*

oveijoy^d  to  find  the  ability  to  retd  inteUifiblj  to  bo  iKtoMvcly  jwfilnt 
Nor  wtt  tbe  ability  restricted  to  these  meo,  nor  were  the  entreaties  of  the  pso- 
plo  only  for  medicines.  High  and  low,  priest  and  people*  men  and  women,  ol4 
and  young,  natives  and  foreigners,  Siamese,  Chinese^  Mala^,  and  Bonnaai, 
thronged  the  cottage  of  the  missionarier,  and  nrged  their  enit  ftT  books,  wik 
an  almost  irrosistibfe  eloquence.  One  of  tbe  works  thoa  diitnbatod  amssf 
tbe  people  gave  a  lucid  exhibition  of  tbe  Sotipture  history*  and  of  tba  plaa  of 
redemption.  Well  might  it  bo  compared  to  a  stsr,  rising  upon  Ike  deepaai 
wide-spreading  gloom  which  bad  ever  covered  that  country— to  l>e  soon  flbuow- 
ed,  we  trust,  by  a  far  more  effulgent  and  glorious  light,  that  of  tbe  BiUe  itseK 
Even  after  the  books  were  all  gone,  the  calls  weie  numerous,  from  ahnoitd 
classes.  The  priests  evinced  no  dibposition  to  oppose  the  dissemination  of  a 
faith  so  opposite  and  destructive  to  their  own.  ludeed,  a  large  propoitioB  of 
tbe  applicants  for  books  were  priests.  And  it  is  wortliy  of  remark  ■•  a  poeubir 
feature  in  tbe  religion  of  Siam,  professedly  Buddhist,  that  mnltitndea  enter  tkt 
priesthood  without  feeling  the  least  interest  in  it  as  a  profession.  It  is  saidtobetfat 
onty  means  of  obtaining  an  education,  and  a  youn^  man  is  not  entitled  toaij 
■tatioo  of  reqtonsibiytj  tul  be  has  served  an  apprenticeship  in  a  pagoda. 

Tbe  books  were  evidently  read,  and  often  with  much  serions  attentioB.  Oi 
one  occasion  they  were  waited  on  by  a  priest,  of  a  very  respectable  appevtMe, 
and  train,  who  informed  them  that  he  had  read  one  of  their  booka  willi  appreia 
tion,  but  was  perplexed  with  difficulties,  of  which  he  should  be  grateftu  to  sIh 
tain  a  solution  ^om  their  lips.  He  remained  a  longtime,  and  the  Sotiosr^ 
turners  was  the  burden  of  his  inquiries : — Who  was  he  ?  What  was  tbe  iir 
tinetion  between  him  and  the  Father  ?  How  did  he  expiate  the  sins  of  tbe 
guilty  ?  Did  his  love  extend  to  men  of  all  nations  f  Does  God  the  Father  bear 
an  equal  affection  to  the  world  ?  And  how  can  a  sinner  become  interested  io 
bis  salvation  ^  Such  were  his  inquiries.  He  was  anxious,  also,  to  leain  tbe 
nature  of  sin,  the  means  and  process  of  sanctification,  and  the  manner  sftfivine 
worship.  His  earnestucss  was  so  great,  that  the  missionariee  could  not  Vol 
hope  that  the  Lord  designed  to  make  him  a  trophy  of  his  mice. 

The  name  of  Jesus  became  familiar  to  many  people.  Their  commoB  inquiiy 
was  for  **  the  books  of  the  Lord  Jesus."  The  missionaries,  too,  weie  fireqositly 
addressed  by  the  title  of  the  *"•  disciples  of  the  Lord  Jesus,"  and  often,  with  in 
encomium  upon  the  gracious  Being  whom  they  served.  Some  oppontioBtotbe 
progress  of  this  influence  was  occasionally  manifested  by  the  SiauMMe. 

Jmerica.'^Tisxas.'^A  letter  from  the  Rev.  W.  Vaill,  dated  at  tte  Unioa 
Mimon,  (among  the  Osages,)  Nov.  Ist.  183f,  speaks  of  a  meetii^  oftkt  Vnt

the  Lord  had  given  him  strength  and  grace.  He  presented  to  tie  ywsbyteit 
a  list  of  more  than  four  hundred  signers,  petitioning  that  he  might  be  liiiiei 
and  ordained,  and  at  the  same  time  bearing  testimony  to  his  pmdeBoe^  pMlTi 
diUgence,  and  usefulness.  He  reported  several  hopetul  conversions— that  be 
had  been  fevoured  by  the  pablit  autboritiee — that  he  had  fennd  no  law  aMint 
the  preadiing  of  the  Gospel,  though  some  troublesome  |iersons  occtsioDaJiyM- 
tempted  to  oppose  him.  This  brother  was  received  by  the  Pmbytery,asft 
fellow-labourer  in  doing  good,  and  (as  our  rules  would  not  admit  of  giving  bae

To  bruwl 
and  buBtle  at  elections,  and  i^ct  drunk  on 
the  fourth  of  July,  and  maintain  a  partisan 
warfare  in  politics,  and  ncek,  hy  any 
means,  for  places  of  profit  and  power, 
make  up  the  sum  total  of  the  claims  of 
many  who  demand  the  honour  of  exclusive 
loTO  of  country.  To  such  bclungs  a  reck. 
lew  diiregard  of  all  the  Hacred  ties  of  re. 
liffion.  With  them,  it  is  the  soul  of  pa- 
triotism to  desecrate  the  Sabbath,  and  tu 
Srofane  the  holy  name  of  God,  and  to  in- 
alge  the  passions  and  appetites  in  unre- 
strained license,  and  to  blahpliemo  the 
Lord  Jesus  Chribt,  and  to  scolf  ut  the 
hopes,  and  the  fears,  and  tlie  cuiiscirntiuus 
scruples  of  his  faitliful  follower:;. 

From  such  ])atriotisiii  may  the  Ijord 
deliver  our  beloved  coiinlrv. 

If  this  jijovcmnKMil  he  founded  on  prin- 
ciple,  and  niUKt  be  Mistaincd  l>y  public 
sentiment,  then  patrioti&m  is  not  vire,  but 
virtue, — not  atheism  and  infidelity,  but 
vital  and  consistent  piety, — does  not  con- 
sist in  violating  good  and  wholesome  laws, 
but  in  an  honest  observance  of  them. 

By  what  means  can  the  population  of 
this  ffreat  country,  increasing,  as  it  is,  with 
fearful  rapidity,  be  so  enlijrhtened  and  re- 
formed, that  our  boasted  libi^rty  shall  not 
degenerate  into  gross  licentiousness  ? 
How  shall  the  conscience  of  the  people  ac- 
quire such  authority,  that  tlirongh  its  dic- 
tates, the  good  and  wholesome  laws  of  the 
land  shall  be  as  the  voice  of  God  ?  These 
inqniries  involve  the  wcll-boing,  not  only 
of  the  generation  th^t  now  is,  but  of  mil- 
lions yet  unborn. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  ocean,  the 
answer  might  be,  *'  Give  (o  religion  a  legal 
eetablishment,  iM^d  enforce  its  observances 
by  pains  and  penalties,  and  copapel  the 
support  of  its  ministers."  But  in  this 
country,  all  are  persuaded,  that  religion 
cannot  be  maintained  by  legislative  au- 
thority,  nor  propiigated  by  secular  power  ;

may,  by  operating  on  the  fears  of  men,  re- 
Htrain  thorn  from  overt  acts  of  iniquity) 
cannot  convert  tlmin  from  ^in  to  holiness ; 
and  that  even  God  himself  does  notcoerte

Indeed,  the  elastidlT 
of  mind  naturally  soeks  relief  from  u 
force,  and  will  not  be  held  in  check  ty 
high-handed  authority,  any  longer  than  ill 
crushing  weight  is  actually  felt.  Hm 
kin^rdom  of  our  liord  Jesus  Christ  isBOl 
of  this  world,  nor  does  he  ask  for  hona 
laws  to  sustain  his  claims,  or  to  advinee 
his  interests.  He  requires  the  Tolontiiy 
homage  of  the  heart,  and  none  else  can  hi 
rewarded  with  his  approbation.  And,  be- 
sides, would  it  be  possible,  were  any  wU 
or  wicked  enough  to  dream  of  suck  i 
mea.su re,  to  unite  the  different  sects  is 
seeking  for  its  introduction,  or  thepeopb 
in  its  adoption  ?  But,  notwithstandisfaB 
this  is  so  plain,  that  the  fool  need  not  en 
therein,  yet  there  arc  men,  in  multitodn. 
who  seek  to  prejudice  the  public  mind 
againi>t  those  who  arc  employ ing  the  only 
Hieans  which  can  effectually  improve  tkt 
iiionil  condition  of  the  countrv.  Tbii 
rnran.'s,  in  a  large  view  of  the  subject,  * 
i:i>rcArio\; — not  mere  intellectual  train> 
ing,  but  the  culture  of  the  whole  beiap, 
and  especially  as  amoral,  social,  accoonta. 
ble  jiLTt-nt.  That  education,  whicii  only 
invigorates  and  enlarges  the  miod,  leiriog 
the  conscience  uninformed,  and  the  heart 
undisciplined,  but  bharpcns  and  baniiihet 
the  implements  of  mischief,  and  teaches 
the  dextrous  use  of  them.  Now,  of  ali 
the  schools  in  the  world,  the  school  of 
Christ  is  the  most  efficient,  and  therefore 
the  most  valuable,  in  affording  that  kind 
of  education  which  is  demanded  by  tba 
moral  constitution  and  social  nature  of 
man.

JhcuUieMfor  doinr  gooc/.^-It  would  seem,  that  if  a  man  were  permitted  to 
diDoiio  the  epoch  of  nis  short  residence  on  earth,  with  a  sole  view^  to  his  great- 
'est  usefulness  to  the  church  of  Christ,  it  would  be  dilEcult  for  him  to  prefer 
any  other  time  to  the  present.    In  former  ages,  the  faithful  were  obliged  to

Appeal  from  the  Missionaries  in  Burmdh. — We  are  in  distreif.     We  w9B 
thousands  perishing  around  us.    We  tee  mission  station*  openiBC  on  every 
side ;  the  fields  growing  whiter  every  day ;  and  no  labourers  to  reep  ue  Imnreet. 
If  each  of  us  could  divide  himself  into  three  parts,  happy  woud  he  be,  not 
only  to  take  leave  of  his  native  land,  and  beloved  connexions  at  bome,  bat  of 
still  nearer  and  more  intimate  connexions.     We  want,  instantly,  to  aend  a 
Missionary  to  Mergui,  a  pleasant,   healthful  town,  south  of  Tavoif  wbere  m 
small  church  has  been  raised  up,  and  left  in  charge  of  a  native  paitar.    CMur 
hearts   bleed,  when  we  think  of  poor  Menui  and  the  Karens  in  that  Yicinityy 
many  of  whom  are  ready  to  embrace  the  Gospel  and  be  saved.    Bat  bow  cob 
we  aJlow  ourselves  to  think  of  that  small  puiee,  when  the  v/kele  king  Jam  •/ 
Siam  lies  in  our  rear,  and  the  city  of  Bankok,  at  once  a  port  for  abiiM  and  tbo 
seat  of  imperial  government  ?   We  want  instantly  to  despatch  one  of  oqr  oaoH 
ber  to  Bankok.    One  ?    There  ought,  at  this  moment,  to  be  three,  at  laafl, 
on  tbeir  way  to  that  important  olace.    Another  ought  to  be  on  Ida  way  to 
Yah-heing,  a  lai^e  town  east  or  Maulmein,  from  which  there  is  a  fine  imr 
leading  down  to  Bankok :  there  are  many  Karens  at  that  place.  Tbe  Chrirtiaa 
religion  is  creeping  that  way,  by  means  of  our  Karen  disciples.    Nortb  of  tbe 
Thoung-yen  river,  the  boundary  of  the  British  territory  on  that  side,  lies  tbe  king- 
dom or  principality  of  Zenmai.    One  of  our  disciples,  formerly  witb  brotbmr 
Boardman  at  Tavoy,  is  a  nephew  of  the  prince,  or  deputy  prince  of  that  country, 
and  is  anxious  to  return  thitner.  But  how  can  we  send  him,  a  very  young  maay 
without  a  missionary  ?  if  we  had  a  spare  missionary,  what  a  fine  opportunity  finr 
introducing  the  Gospel  into  that  central  nation  ?  It  would  open  the  way  to  other 
neighbouring  nations,  not  evenmenftonerf  in  foreign  geographies,  and  even  to  tbo 
boilers  of  China  and  Tartary.    Between  Maulmein  and  Zenmai  are  various 
tribes  of  Karens,  Toung-thoos,  Lab-wahs,  &c.    The  former  are  literally  cry- 
ing out  aloud  for  a  written  language,  that  they  may  read  in  their  own  tongue 
the  wonderful  works  of  God.    From  the  hanks  of  the  Yoon-Za-len,  on  tbo 
northwest,  the  celebrated  prophet  of  the  Karens  has  repeatedly  sent  down 
messages  and  presents  to  us,  begging  that  we  would  come  and  instmct  bb 
people  in  the  Christian  religion.    But  how  can  we  think  of  supplying  that 
quarter,  when  the  whole  kingdom  of  Arracan,  now  under  British  rule,  aad 
speaking  the  same  language  with  the  Burmese,  is  crying,  in  the  whole  length 
and  breadth  of  her  coast,  for  oomo  ono  to  como  to  hor  roscue  ?  In  that  eovntry 
are  one  or  two  hundred  converts,  and  one  country-bom  missionary,  froa  tbo 
S.erampore  connexion,  who  is  labouring  without  any  prospect  of  reinforcement 
from  Bengal,  and  desirous,  that  one  ofus  should  join  him.    The  station,  lately 
established  by  the  English,  is  esteemed  a  healthy  place.     The  commandant  is 
disposed  to  welcome  a  missionary,  and  afibrd  him  every  facility.    Oar  hearts 
bleed  to  think  of  it,  and  the  poor  inquirers  that  one  of  our  number  lately  lef^ 
there,  ready  to  embrace  the  Christian  religion,  if  he  would  only  promM  to 
remain  or  send  a  successor.    From  thence,  the  way  is  open  into  tbe  Ibar  ^ro- 
Tinces  of  Arracan  ;  and  what  a  grand  field  for  our  tracts  and  tbe  New  Testa- 
ment now  in  the  press !  Of  all  the  places  that  now  cry  around  us,  we  tbink  that 
Kyouk-pyoo  cries  the  loudest — No— we  listen  again,  and  the  shrill  cry  of  golden 
Ava  rises  above  them  all.    O,  Ava !  Ava !  with  thy  metropolitan  warn  and 

S'lded  turrets,  thou  sittest  a  lady  among  these  eastern  nations ;  but  onr  hearts 
eed  for  thee.    In  thee  is  no  Christian  church,  no  missionary  of  the  cross !    It 
is  true,  that  one  of  ^nr  number,  who  formerly  lived  at  Ava,  would  not  be  to- 
lerated during  the  preeent  reign ;  but  another  missionary  would  donbtless  be 
well  received;  and,  if  prudent,  be  allowed  to  remain*    Two  missionariei 
oagbt,  at  tbia  moment,  to  be  studying  the  language  in  Ava* 
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O,  God  of  merey,  have  mercy  on  tho  trib««,  whoie  namef ,  thonph  unknown 
M  CbriaCiaa  lands,  are  known  to  thee.  Have  mercy  on  our  mission-stations. 
Pioar  4Mit  thiaa  Holy  Spirit  upon  us  and  our  assistants,  upon  our  infant  churches 
lad  oorseliools.  Aid  us  in  the  solemn  and  laborious  work  of  translating  and 
MitiBCtfaMO  boly,  inspired  word,  in  the  language  of  these  heathen.  O,  keep 
Mr  UiSk  from  failing,  oor  spirits  from  sinking,  and  our  mortal  frame  from  giv- 
'\ng  waj  pramatorely«  under  the  influence  of  the  climate  and  the  pressure  of 
Mr  iabowrs.

tire  importance,  and  pursue  it  with  united 
action  and  fervent  prayer,  and  then  **  Who 
art  thou,  O  great  mountain  T  Before  Ze- 
rubbabel,  thou  shalt  become  a  phun.**  As 
I  havo  traversed  the  wide  prairies,  whieh 
spread  out  like  oceans,  and  the  fertile 
woodlands  whieh  skirt  them,  in  this  state 
and  Missouri,  and  have  reflected  tipon  the 
nrahi&rioos  character  of  the  popuktioii 
which  is  so  rapidly  clustering  upon  their 
surface,  the  immortal  destiny  of  the  fntnn 
millions  that  shall  dwell  here  has  lisiit 
before  in  solemn  prospect.  Nothing  hot 
the  prevalence  of  religioas  institntloBSv 
and  the  blessing  of  Gk>d  upon  them,  can 
save  these  millions  from  the  perdition  of 
ungodly  men.  And  will  the  ehorobeo  of 
the  oUer  states  withhold  their  praym^ 
efforts,  and  contributions  firom  an  enter. 
prise  so  divinely  adapted  to  this  object? 
My  faith  answers,  no ;  and  I  am  almost 
ready  to  say  to  the  future  inhabitants  of 
this  land,  "  Ye  shall  go  out  with  joy,  and 
be  led  forth  with  peace ;  the  mountains 
and  tlie  hills  shall  break  forth  before  yoa 
into  singing,  and  all  the  trees  of  the  field 
shall  clap  their  hands." 

But  I  have  indulged  longer  than  I  in- 
tended in  these  general  remarks.  It  was 
my  intention  to  give  you,  in  this  letter,  a 
briefstatistical  viewof  the  churches  and 
Home  Missionary  operations  in  Illinois; 
but  I  must  defer  it  for  another  communii^ 
cation,  in  which  I  shall  also  embrace 
some  remarks  on  Missouri,  which  I  hope 
to  visit  again  before  my  next.  My  heaii 
is  now  warm  with  emotions  of  gratitude, 
in  view  of  the  happy  results  of

,  I  arrived  in  Jacksonville  on  Saturday 
evening,  the  d9th  December,  and  felt  my 
way,  in  the  dark,  to  a  wing  of  the  new 
College  bnikUng,  which  stands,  on  a  beau- 
tifiil  rising  ground,  aboat  a  mile  fVom  the 
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yiUag*!  and  nMt  a  wann  raeeptkm  from 
Fkwidmit  Beechtr  and  hia  family.  On 
tht  morrow,  beiag  the  fint  daj  of  the  weak, 
and  almoflt  at  mild  aa  April  in  New- York, 
the  aim  roee  in  his  g^loiy,  and  I  looked  oat 
in  the  rear  into  a  delightful  grove,  whioh 
eapa  the  gentle  hill  upon  whioh  the  Col* 
lege  itanda,  and  in  front,  upon  a  beantiibl 
prairie  of  13,000  acrea,  or  20  Mpiare  nulea, 
of  the  richeat  toil,  a  large  proportion  of  it 
ftneed  and  partiallj  eoltiyated,  embraeing 
the  town  of  JackaonTille,  with  1900  mha. 
bitanta,  and  the  scattered  farm  hooeea, 
whieh  aeemed  like  boats  at  a  distanee 
floating  on  thia  smooth  sea  of  soil ;  and  the 
whole  skirted  by  oaken  ibresta,  like  the 
ahoffe  of  a  lake,  except  in  one  direction, 
Wbeie  the  trees  sink  below  the  angle  of 
vision ;  and  it  waa  remarked  by  one  atand. 
ing  by,  **  there  you  cannot  aee  land."  I 
never  beheld  a  finer  plot  of  ground,  and  the 
atUlnees  of  the  Sabbath  resting  on  it,  ren- 
dered  the  scene  enchanting.  Eight  years 
ago,  this  domain,  in  all  its  richness  and 
beaaty,  was  an  uneoltivated  waste.  In 
i  1896,  onr  missionary,  Mr.  Ellis,  was  sta. 
tioned  here,  and  sustained  principally  by 
the  fbnds  of  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  The  popula. 
tkm  of  the  place  was  then  300.  Their 
minister  was  continued,  and  aid  granted 
in  his  support,  until  Januaiy,  1899,  since 
whieh  the  congregation  have  sustained  the 
snpport  of  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel.  In 
the  mean  time  they  have  built  a  convenient 
house  of  worship,  and  the  village  now 
contains  1200  inhabitants. 
Hen,  as  I  have  intimated,  stands  "Illinois 
CoUege."  This,  too,  owes  its  origin  so  es- 
sentially  to  the  operations  of  the  A.  H.  M. 
8.,  and  has  been  reared  to  ita  preaent  re. 
specUble  standihg  by  the  enterprise  of  its 
missionaries,  that  it  cannot  fail  to  be  an 
object  of  lively  interest  to  all  who  labour 
with  us  in  the  cause  of  the  west.  It  is 
less  than  four  years  since  the  first  thought 
of  establishing  a  college  in  some  western 
state  was  suggested  by  an  association  of 
seven  young  men,  then  pursuing  theb 
stndjesin  an  eastern  Theologieal  8emi.|

es  of  Kentucky.  It  was  with  deep  legiet 
that  I  denied  myself  the  pleasure  of  Tisit- 
ing  the  brethren  in  the  interior  of  the 
state.    But  time  would  not  permit. 

On  the  18th,  the  traTelling  across  the 
sUto  of  Indiana  being  unnsaally  bad,  I 
was  dissuaded  from  my  purpoee  of  taking 
that  route  by  stage,  to  lUmois,  and  em. 
barked  by  water;  proceeded  down  the 
Ohio,  to  its  mouth,  430  miles,  and  up 
the  Mississippi,  140  mike,  with  the  m. 
tention  of  prcKseeding  60  miles  further,  to 
St.  Louis.  But  the  ioe'fWim  above  ob- 
structed our  passage,  and  we  were  land- 
ed  at  St.  GencTieye,  an  old  French  town 
in  Missouri,  on  Saturday  evening,  the 
83d.  The  majority  of  the  passengers  pro- 
ceeded  by  land,  on  Sabbath  morning,  to 
St.  Louis;  but  a  Methodist  brother  and 
myself,  gave  notice  of  oor  willingness  to 
preach,  if  the  people  would  assemble  to 
hear.  A  little  group  of  aboot  30  assem- 
bled, and  we  divided  the  day  in  addreesing 
theoL  At  the  dose  of  the  eerrice,  one 
good  lady,  a  native  of  Conneoticnt,  in- 
formed me  that  she  had  been  twenty  years 
in  this  country,  and  that  on  her  arrival  in  St. 
Genevieve,  ahe  was  told  that  the  Sabbath 
had  not  yet  crossed  the  Mississippi.  Here 
are  three  Presbyterian  professors  of  reli- 
gion, membera  of  the  ehureh  at  St.  Louis, 
60  miles  distant,  and  a  few  Methodists, 
but  the  maw  of  the  population,  aboot  800, 
are  Catholics.  A  few  of  the  Frotestanta 
seem  anziouB  to  be  saj^Ued  with  the 
preaching  of  the  Go^l.  On  Monday  I 
proceeded  on  horaehack,  in  company  with 
the  Methodist  brother  aOnded  to,  and 
neched  St.  Louie  on  Thnn^l  vi«niAV 
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and  lemained  until  Friday,  when  I  took 
stage  for  Jaekwmville.  Ai  it  ii  mj  por- 
poM  to  return  to  St.  Louis,  I  will  speak 
of  my  reception  there,  and  the  prospects 
of  the  churches  in  that  place,  in  my  next.

Monday^  Jansaiy  Tth,  being  the  day 
desigaated  by  tho  Uat  General  Aeeemblj, 
and  numerous  other  ecdeuAatical  bodief» 
both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  %m  a 
day  of  fasting  and  prayer,  for  the  oatpoar 
ing  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  whole  o 
dinatendom,  and  the  revival  of  religion 
throughout  the  world,  tho  voice  of  the 
churches  in  this  remote  city  of  the  weet 
waa  heard  in  the  general  concert.    By 
appointment  on  the  previous  day,    the 
two  congregations  assembled  ia  the  first 
church,  and  listened  to  a  discourse  on  the 
«igns  of  the  times,  which  indicate,  i)iat 
the  present  is  the  eommenoement'of  an 
age  of  conversions  and  of  revivals,  fVom 
which  there  will  be  no  declension.     In 
the  statement  of  those  causes  which  are 
now  working  mighty  changes  in  the  moral 
condition  of  mankind,   the  influence  of 
this  country,  its  government,  tiie  freedoni 
of  lis  religious  institutions,  the  benevoc 
lence  which   is  waking  the  churches  to 
action,  and  especially  the  revivals  of  reli. 
gion  which  have  distinguished  the  last  two 
years,  were  discussed  as  signs  which  be- 
token  the  approach  of  great  events,  and 
should  encourage  the  faith  and  prayer  of 
6od*s  people.    On  these  considerations, 
also,  was  founded  an  appeal  on  behalf  of 
those  benevolent  institutions,  which  seek, 
first  of  all,  the  sanctifioation  of  the  pre- 
sent and  future  millions  of  the   United 
Sutes ;  and  especially  the  American  Home 
Missionary  Society,  whose  indispensable 
importance  to  tho  attainment  ef  such  an 
end,   is  so  apparent  to  the  enlightened- 
Christians  of  the  west.    This  appeal  wo 
not  disregarded.    At  the  close  of  my  ad. 
dross,  and  afler  a  few  remarks  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Potts,  a  subscription  was  started 
and  though  the  sum  of  $170  had  been  sub. 
scribed,  and  paid  to  our  Society,  by  the 
members  of  these  churches,  in  Jane  last, 
the  amount  now  raised  on  tha  spot,  waa

Tha  eye  of  Heaven  probably  noTE 
mted  upon  a  concert  of  prayer  from  thi 
worU,  ao  extended  aa  that  of  the  fin 
Monday  in  1833.  And  the  redemptio: 
that  larast  waiti  for  wai  never  10  near  a 
hand  on  any  former  occnaion  of  praye 
for  the  aamo  object.  My  mind  dwelt  with 
delight  upon  the  hope,  that  thia  day  might 
long  be  remombend,  aa  the  commence. 
nam  of  a  new  era.  in  the  progTCsi  of  thi 
Goapel;  while  there  waa  much  in  lli( 
recant  hiatory  of  ths  churche*  with  whom 
1  waa  mingling,  the  apirit  of  revi' 
which  they  now  exhibited,  and  tha  (i 
tude  and  longitude,  and  moral  bearinga  of 
the  apot  from  which  our  united  prajcn  oa.

They  carried  with  them  printed  copies  of  a  circular 
tter,  enclosing  a  tract  each,  and  addressed  to  the  inhabitants  by  the  two  mis- 
onaries  at  the  station.  From  a  verbal  report,  made  by  the  church-members  in 
e  evening,  it  appeared  that  they  visited  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  fami]ies« 

whom  they  read  the  circular,  and  delivered  eighty  copies  of  the  letter,  enclot- 
g  tracts  to  persons  able  to  read,  and  willing  to  receive  them,  and,  with  a  very 
Bv  exceptions,  were  treated  with  great  civihty.  Many  interesting  particulars 
2re  related,  some  of  which  were  of  a  highly  encouraging  nature.  Many  per- 
ns, especially  females,  heard  the  Gospel  for  the  first  time.  Almost  the  only 
iMngB  of  regret  that  arose,  while  hearing  the  reports  of  the  seminarists,  was, 
at  we  had  not  hef^un  at  an  earlier  period  to  act  on  this  lashion. 
Jfvs  in  Conslnniinople. '-Pau],  a  Christian  Jew,  formerly  banished  from  Gon- 
^ntinople,  says,  that  more  than  three  hundred^Jews  in  that  city  would  apply 
'  baptism  immediately,  if  they  could  have  protection  firom  the  fury  of  the  rab- 

Mr.  Schauffler  writes  from  Constantinople :  •*  The  state  of  mind  in  which  the 
^'s  here  are,  is  by  no  means  discouraging.     Wortabet  Matteos,  the  preacher 
the  Armenians,  in  Orta  Koy,  who  called  on  us  some  weeks  ago,  assured  us 
^t  numbers  were  inquiring,  doubting,  and  seeking.     The  unbelieving  Jews, 
ff  ing  occasion  from  the  prevailing  disease,  poisoned  many  of  them,  and,  pre- 
^diDff  that  they  died  with  the  plague,  hurried  them  to  tne  burying  grounds. 
>w  far  this  may  be  the  fact,  wo  have  no  means  to  ascertain;  but  it  is  probable 
such  a  degree,  tiiat  I  feel  quite  inclined  to  believe  it.     He  also  stated,  that 
fHe  three  or  four  weeks  before  ho  called  on  us,  a  Jew,  at  Constantinople,  (the 
■ge  city,)  was  observed,  by  the  others,  to  have  collected  the  Messiah  prophe- 
ts of  the  Old  Testament  into  a  little  book.   This  was  a  crime  worthy  of  death, 
f^is  manuscript  was  destroyed,  and  he  himself  made  away  with  in  the  course 
two  days.     One  of  the  Jews,  lately  baptized  by  the  Armenians,  wliose  present 
iDie  is  Elias,  met  his  younsfcr  brother,  a  lad  of  about  fourteen  or  sixteen  years, 
the  street,  and  knowing  him  to  have  been  thoughtful  for  some  time,  and  wait- 
g  only  for  a  good  opportunity  to  get  baptized,  he  addressed  him,  and  urged 
Da  to  make  no  delay  with  his  profession  of  Christianity,  reminding  him,  that, 
l»e  was  carried  away  by  the  plague  in  his  present  state,  as  a  Jew,  he  would  be 
Bt.    Bbghos,  another  of  the  recent  converts  from  Judaism,  and  some  Arme- 
tiw,  conversed  with  him  also,  but  not  being  cautious  enough,  they  were  no- 
*d  by  the  Jews,  and  the  poor  youth  was  immediately  thrown  into  the  fuard-

And  the  people,  in  many  placea,  where 
ohnrchea  might  be  organized  with  encoa- 
Taging  prospecta  of  utefolneas,  are  plead. 
ingf  in  vain  for  miniaters  of  our  de. 
nomination.  With  these  facta  pressing 
upon  my  heart,  as  I  floated  down  the 
auiphty  riyer  that  waters  the  above  states, 
iBj  desire  was  intense,  to  pause  in  each 
of  them  a  few  weeks,  and  take  counsel 
iriUi  the  beloved  brethren  who  now  la. 
Iioar  on  those  fields,  and  address  the  scat- 
tared  chnrches,  exhorting  them  to  new 
coarage  and  effort,  and  pledging  them  the 
mid  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  in 
paahinir  forward  their  enterprise  of  love. 
Such  aid  aa  emi  be,  I  trust,  toi7/  bo  afford- 
od.  Let  the  condition  of  those  states  be 
Imown  and  read  in  the  churches  of  the 
older  atatea,  and  many  hearts  will  feel, 
«nd  many  hands  be  extended  for  their  sup. 
ply.  And  may  I  not  address  one  more 
Appeal  to  the  members  of  our  Theological 

linariea  on  behalf  of  these  south-west. 

atates  ?  Few,  indeed,  have  been  the 
munber  who  have  been  willing  to  devote 
their  lives  and  labours  to  these  interesting 
flelda.

There  ia,  perhapa,  no  city  on  the  globot 
whoso  position,  character,  oommeroial 
proapectat  uid  prospective  influence  on 
the  aoola  of  men,  ahould  be  regarded  with 
more  intenae  and  fearful  intereat  by  tha 
Christian  community,  than  thoae  of  tha 
city  of  New-Orleana.  It  is  tha  grand  am. 
porium  of  the  great  valley  of  the  Miaaii- 
sippi,  and  if  war,  or  pestilence,  or  aoma 
other  scourge  from  the  Almighty,  do  not 
arrest  its  prosperity,  the  time  is  not  far 
distant,  when  it  will  be  the  principal  depAt 
of  the  commercial  wealth  of  a  hundred 
millions  of  people,  and  the  point  through 
which  they  will  hold  intercourse  with  all 
parts  of  the  world.  Its  influence  will  then 
bo  direct  and  immense,  upon  this  mighty 
mass  of  mind  and  enterprise,  which  will 
spread  the  savour  of  its  religious  or  irreli- 
gious character  round  the  globe.  On  tha 
ascendency  of  pure  religion  in  the  hearta 
and  lives  of  the  citizens  of  New-Orleana, 
therefore,  may  depend  the  immortal  dea- 
tiny  of  man/  millions  of  souls.  At  pre- 
sent, however,  it  is  known  and  lamented, 
that  the  restraints  and  the  controlling  in. 
fluenco  of  religion,  are  but  partially  and 
feebly  felt  in  that  city.  On  this  subject, 
I  am  persuaded  the  public  impression, 
abroad,  is  not  too  strong.  My  own  pre. 
vious  opinions  have  been  fully  justified 
by  a  more  minute  acquaintance  with  ita 
religious  condition.  My  arrival  there,  aa 
already  stated,  was  on  the  16th  of  Janu- 
ary, and  my  continuance  ten  days,  during 
which,  I  had  much  and  delightful  inter, 
course  with  the  few  estimable  brethren 
who  now  sustain  the  Presbyterian  inte- 
rest in  that  city.  The  weather  was  nni- 
formly  pleasant,  and  the  climate  delight- 
ful, beyond  what  I  had  ever  anticipated 
of  the  mildnesa  of  mid-winter,  even  in 
New.Orloana,  while  the  maaa  of  ahipping, 
and  of  boata,  and  itaamboata,  at  tha 
wharf,  and  the  huddling  activity  and  boa- 
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tit  of  Um  stTMli.  tad  Um  •' MnlVwioii  of 
tongoat,**  exhibited  in  the  ooaTenation 
of  froupe  of  men  and  women  and  aer. 
vsnta  of  different  nciiona,  aU  faitened 
vpoii  mj  mind  the  impraeaion,  that  I  was 
in  the  midat  of  a  great  city.  And  each 
it  abaadj  ia,  in  the  amount  of  ita  biuineaa 
and  the  extent  of  ita  interconrae  with  the 
workL  There  were  alao  obtruded  npon 
mj  notice,  more  than  the  ordinary  indi. 
eatioiia  of  that  fulneaa  of  wealth,  and  of 
that  eareleaa  indulfence  and  diaaipation, 
whieh  too  often  deform  the  character  and 
•ompt  the  influenoea  of  large  cittea. 


CHUKCHXa  IN  ZfKW.oaLKAlCa. 

The  Sabbath  came,  and  I  looked  in 
▼aia  for  the  multitude  walking  to  the 
houaeof  God  in  company,  which  eo  beau- 
tiflea  the  aapect  of  that  holy  day  in  other 
eitiea,  with  which  I  am  acquainted.  The 
permanent  population  of  New.Orleani  is, 
perhapa,  56,000,  of  whom  about  one  half 
are  nominally  Catholica.  Tho  other  half 
are  nominal  Protestants,  but  few  indeed 
of  thb  number  make  any  profession  of 
religion,  while  the  great  mass  of  the  po- 
pulation do  not  pay  even  an  external  re. 
ipect  to  the  ordinances  of  the  Sabbath, 
hut  pursue  their  business  or  pleasure  as  on 
other  days.  For  the  accommodation  of 
Protestants,  there  are  one  Episcopal,  one 
Methodist,  one  Baptist,  and  one  French 
Protestant  church ;  and  two  Presbyte- 
rian  churchea,  who,  for  the  present,  hold 
their  worship  unitedly  in  the  same  build. 
ing,  which,  though  small,  accommodates 
their  preaent  congregation.  The  reason 
of  thia  arrangement,  is  the  following: 
The  former  Pastor  of  the  first  church, 
Mr.  Clapp,  having  been  deposed  from  the 
ministry,  by  the  Presbytery,  and  having, 
in  consequence,  declared  himself  an  Inde. 
pendent,  is  sustained  by  a  part  of  his  for. 
mer  congregation,  who  continue  to  rent, 
for  his  use,  the  commodious  building  in 
which  they  have  heretofore  worahipped, 
and  which  was  once  occupied  by  the  ta. 
leated  and  lamented  Lamed.  The  ehurch.

t/meHng  New-Orleans,  I  arriyed  at  Mo- 
Ua,  Jan.  36th,  and  haye  spent  fiye  Sab. 
in  this  State,  yix.  at  Mobile,  Clai- 
I,  Montgomery,  and  Tuscaloosa,  and 
one  OB  the  mountains  between  the  latter 
plaoa  and  Florence,  where  I  now  am,  be. 
iaf  detained  by  heayy  rains,  which  have 
so  raiaad  the  rivers  and  creeks  as  to  stop 
the  fOfolar  stages,  and  subject  ^me  to  the 
BOoeaHty  ofadopting  other  means  of  con- 
yoyaace.  I  have  thus  been  hindered  from 
aeoonpliBfatng  all  that  I  intended  in  this 
Stale*  and  have  been  diverted  from  some 
pkciaa  wUeh  I  wished  to  visit.  My  la. 
boora  howover,  I  trust,  have  not  been  in 
vaim.  At  Mobile  my  appeal  on  behalf  of 
tha  Ho»a  Missionary  cause  was  kindly 
laaaiyad,  and  a  subscription  commenced 
vhleh  I  tnist  will  be  increased  to  $100  or 
The  prospects  of  the  church 
highly  encouraging,  under  the 
Minktty  of  the  Bey.  J.  R.  Johnston,  late. 
ly  from  Naw-Tork*  and  I  trust  they  will 
konaftar  ha  halpeia  in  our  work.  At 
CUhoraa,  a  yillaga  of  parhape  900  inha- 
the  PreabytariaB  congregation  is 


small,  and  at  present  destitute,  yet  a  con- 
tribution of  about  ff4Q  was  taken  up  in 
aid  of  our  flmda.    Here  and  in  the  yidni. 
ty  I  found  aeyeral  yahiahla  fUanda  of  tte 
caose,  among  whom  aio  the  lata  Judga 
Tait,  and  Governor  Murphy,  one  of  the 
Vice  Presidents  of  our  Society,  and  others 
who  will  not  fail  to  co-operate  wkh  ua. 
At  Montgomery  I  found  the  chureh  un- 
der  the  pastoral  care  of  our  late  Mission- 
ary.  Rev.  A.  N.  Cunningham,  in  an  inta- 
resiing  state.    This  is  perhaps  desthiad  to 
be  the  most  important  place  in  the  State  . 
excepting  Mobile,  in  a  commercial  view. 
It  is  nearly  at  the  head  of  navigation  on 
the  Alabama  river,  contains  at  present 
about   2,000  inhabiUnts,  is  rapidly  in- 
creasing  and   has  every   appearance    of 
enterprise    and    thrift.      The    cause    of 
Home    Missions    is    warmly    embraced 
by    the    Pastor   and   members   of   this 
church,   and   they  hope  to  send  us,  ui 
the    month    of    April,    a   eontribotioB 
of  9300  or  more.    I  alio  met  at  Mont- 
gomery our  Committee  of  Correepoad- 
ence  for  South  Alabama,  and  adopted  snoh 
measures  as  seemed  practicahle  for  graft- 
ing more  effectual  aid  to  that  impoitaiit 
part  of  the  State.    This  Committee*  I 
trust,  will  be  an  efficient  auxiliary  in  con* 
ducting  our  operations.    During  my  stay 
at  M.,  I  visited  Mount  Meigs,  the  station 
of  our  missionary,  Rev.  F.  Bradahaw,  13 
miles  distant,  and  spent  a  day  with  him 
and  other  brethren  at  a  protncted  meet- 
ing, and  was  again  impressed*  as  I  have 
often  been,  with  the  immense  benefits  re- 
sulting from  our  system  of  aid  to  the 
needy.    Mr.  B.  is  labouring  with  faithful- 
ness,  and  the  Ladies  of  Philadelphia*  who 
have  furnished  us  the  amount  appropria- 
ted  towards  his  support,  may  be  assured 
that  their  work  of  charity  has  not  been  in 
vain  in  the  Lord.    It  ii  already  aiqpreeia- 
ted  by  some,  who  will  rise  up  in  eternity 
and  call  them  blessed.

If  the  points 
ent  religious  influence  are  fewer 
lan  in  the  northern  States,  they 
paratively  more  important ;  and  if 
e  more  difficult  and  expensive, 
aand  our  more  vigilant  and  prayer- 
ntion.  The  same  considerations 
he  immense  importance  of  main- 


taiping  the  instltiitions  of  religion  in  our 
Botithem  cities.  In  proportion  as  they 
act  direetly  npon  the  planting  popalation 
of  the  country,  and  absorb  the  bosinesSf 
which,  in  northern  cities,  is  divided  with 
the  country  villages,  they  ought  them. 
selves  to  be  made  the  centres  of  that  reli- 
gions influence,  which,  in  the  north,  em- 
anates still  more  propitiously  firom  the 
numerous  and  flourishing  smaller  towns. 
But  I  have  neither  time  nor  room  to  ex- 
tend these  remarks.  My  heart  is  onr- 
whelmed  with  the  magnitnde  of  this  eob^ 
ject,  and  I  can  only  add,  O,  that  Um 
churches,  and  the  rising  ministry  of  the 
land,  "were  wise,  that  they  understood 
this,"  that  they  would  remember  and  act  in 
accordance  with  the  true  interests  of  oar 
common  country.  Then  these  eoathem 
cities  and  scattered  points  of  religious  in. 
fluence,  rendered  doubly  important  \(f 
thoir  oompAratire  fewness,  (and  yet  they 
are  many,)  would  no  longer  be  neglected, 
but  would  be  sought  and  occupied  as  field* 
of  the  most  enlarged  usefulness,  and  as 
points  of  tlie  most  intense  interest.  May 
the  great  Head  of  the  church  richly  en- 
dow  us  and  our  associates  with  wisdom 
to  guide  us  in  the  enterprise  before  us.

**  I  have  lived  nxty^wix  yeare^  and 
am  eeareely  two  dayt  o2c/."— So  said  a 
irenerable  loaD,  leaning  on  his  staff,  and 
looking  tearfully  in  the  face  of  the 
writer.  Is  it  possible!  thought  I. 
«*  Can  a  man  be  bom  when  he  is  old  ?" 
And  so  we  often  feel  in  relation  to 
those  who  grow  graj  in  sin.  Their 
conversion  to  God  is  rarelj  expected; 
and  when  it  does  take  place,  we  seem 
to  be  carried  back  to  the  days  of  mira- 
cles. It  is  contrary  to  analogy.  The 
sapling  easily  yields  to  the  bending 
hand ;  but  the  oak,  which  has  borne 
the  blasts  of  a  hundred  winters,  is 
made  of  ••  sterner  stuff."  The  gardener 
with  ease,  turns  the  irrigating  stream 
to  refresh  his  drooping  plants,  but  it 
is  not  so  easy  to  divert  the  mighty 
river  from  its  time-worn  channel.  So 
the  young  heart  may  easily  be  made 
to  bleed  or  break,  while  the  old  one 
is  unyielding  as  a  ball  of  iron. 

Dr.  W.  was  born  in  a  New-Eng- 
land village,  in  1766.  His  parents 
were  respectable,  and  of  reputed  piety. 
He  early  gave  indications  of  a  vigor- 
oos  mind,  and  of  a  susceptible  heart. 
His  reUgious  education  ended  where 
it  ought  to  have  commenced — with  a 
knowledge  of  the  shorter  catechism. 
Such,  however,  was  the  prevailing 
custom  of  those  days.  At  an  academy 
he  distinguished  himself  as  a  scholar, 
and  made  considerable  progrese  in  the 
Latin  language.  At  the  age  of  22  he 
commenced  the  practice  of  medicine. 
His  profession,  of  necessity,  brought 
him  in  contact  with  the  world.     And

here  commenced  a  series  of  associa- 
tions, which  threw  a  cloud  over  more 
than  forty  years  of  his  life.  He  was 
first  pressed  with  the  doctrine  of  um* 
versal  salvation.  Its  popularity  gave 
it  currency.  And  as  it  reouired  no 
sacrifices,  no  self-denial,  and  no  self- 
abasement,  it  readily  recommended 
itself  to  the  unrenewed  heart.  He 
tried  to  believe  it.  But  his  discerning 
mind  detected  the  sophistry  of  the  sys- 
tem, and  left  him  restless  as  the  rolhng 
billow.  He  shuddered  at  embracing 
sentiments  professedly  derived  from  a 
Book,  whicn,  he  was  aware,  condemn- 
ed them  as  unsound,  and  inconsistent. 
The  next  step  was  to  destrojr  the  ve* 
racity  of  the  Bible.  A  universalist 
he  could  not  be — an  infidel  he  might. 
To  aid  him  in  this  fearful  work,  he 
called  in  Paine,  Voltaire,  and  Rous- 
seau. He  went  not  to  the  Bible,  to 
contemplate  the  sublimity  of  its  doc- 
trines— the  purity  of  its  precepts,  the 
harmony  or  the  system  of  revealed 
truth,  and  its  tendency,  as  illustrated 
by  facts,  to  promote  the  happiness  of 
man.  Like  other  infidels,  he  cast  off 
fear,  and  restrained  prayer  before  the 
Almighty.  Thus  twelve  years  passed 
away,  all  the  while  professedly  seeking 
for  light,  and  yet  not  once  directing 
his  eye  to  Heaven.  Those  who  did  prav, 
he  thought  infatuated;  and  though, 
sometimes,  he  was  compelled  to  think 
them  sincere,  yet  in  his  view,  they  were 
fincere  hypocrite*.  The  next  twelve 
years  he  spent  in  the  mercantile  busi- 
ness. He  read,  and  reasoned  much,  but 
only  on  such  subjects  as  were  calcula- 
ted to  make  his  infidel  fortress  strong. 
At  length  the  embargo  embarrassed  his 
business,  and  he,  with  his  family,  re- 
moved to  the  state  of  Ohio.  Here  he 
resumed  his  former  profession,  and 
after  twelve  years,  declined  practice, 
to  spend  ^e  remainder  of  his  days  in 
the  quiet  of  retirement  on  a  farm. 
Three  score  winters  had  now  whUened 
his  ]]ead,  and  vet  the  old   maivbc>>«^4. 
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not  his  knee  in  prayer.  He  had  been, 
whM  the  world  would  call,  a  atrict 
moraUst.  This  waa  the  practical  part 
«f  his  religion,  though  not  the  le^ti- 
mate  effect  of  his  principles.  He  glo- 
ried in  his  consistency,  and  in  the  pride 
•f  Us  heart,  looked  with  contempt  on 
those  whom  he  called  incotuitterU  Chrit" 
Ham,  Their  irregularities,  whether 
Ikncied  or  real,  he  readily  seized,  to 
confirm  himself  in  infidelity.  Although 
he  was  not  forward  to  disseminate  hb 
principles,  he  occasionally  sought  an 
encounter,  to  try  the  temper  of  his 
weapons.  Having  been  so  long  accus- 
tomed to  them,  he  could  use  them  with 
no  ordinary  skill.  With  the  keenness 
of  his  satire,  and  the  cunning  of  his 
sophistry,  he,  almost,  invariably  tri- 
umphed. Success  inspired  him  with 
conrage,  and  increased  his  intellectual 
pride. 

In  the  winter  of  1831,  the  debate 
between  Campbell  and  Owen  fell  into 
his  hands,  ifis  long-cherished  senti- 
ments and  feelings,  inclined  him  to  es- 
pouse Owcn*8  side  in  tlic  argument. 
As  he  read,  he  was  struck  with  the 
palpable  weakness,  and  inconsistency 
of  his  reasoning.  "  What,"  said  he, 
•*  if  the  Deist  lias  no  better  arguments 
than  these,  to  support  his  system,  I  am 
ashamed  of  it."  For  the  first  time,  in 
his  life,  he  was  now  seriously  alarmed 
at  the  thought  that,  possibly,  he  had 
built  his  own  house  upon  the  sand. 
Thought  begat  feeling,  and  deep  anx- 
iety. In  this  state  of  mind,  providen- 
tially, Wilson's**  Evidencesof  the  truth 
of  Christianity,*'  came  within  his  reach. 
As  he  read,  day  began  to  dawn  on  a 
niffht  of  more  than  forty  years.  The 
llgnt  of  truth  rendered  the  darkness 
visible,  and  his  danger  apparent.  About  [ 
this  time,  on  meeting  with  a  neigh- 
bour, he  remarked, — "1  feel  as  though 
I  was  set  down  in  the  midst  of  a  wil- 
derness, without  a  single  vestige  of  a 
path  to  lead  me  out.  I  ibel  disposed 
to  trace  the  first  that  shall  present  it- 
self." He  rose,  from  the  perusal  of 
Wilson,  convinced,  that  the  Bible  is 
what  it  professes  to  be — a  Revelation 
from^  Heaven.  This  truth  admitted, 
conviclian  of  tin  rushed  upc^  his  mind, 
and  the  old  man  bowed  down  his 
head  in  agony.    He  attended  a  meet-  1 


ing  in  the  neiff hbowlwod,  ead  heani 
two  ■eraoni,  \f  $,')p^iti9^  iii«Mfasr» 
from  the  following  tmxtm :— i^*  Chosss 
ye  this  day  whom  ye  will  eerfe."  And, 
*«  Now  is  the  accepted  time.  bdioU! 
now  is  the  day  of  salratioii.**  Ths 
Holy  Sinrit  BMide  the  «m4  ^Mii  eei 
powerful.  He  went  home  to  rasud  ui 
revere  that  volume*  which,  fhr  abovt 
half  a  century,  he  had  iie||4ected  sad 
despised.  The  man,  who  nedl  nsfsr 
prayed  before,  went  home  to  ery^ 
•*  God  be  merdfal  to  me,  a  nnncr-" 
His  conscience  was  shaken*  and  hi 
trembled  under  the  mighty  Iwed  rf 
God.  Afler  a  short  seaeon  of  Mfeii 
conflict,  between  the  powen  of  liglC 
and  darkness,  the  sUr  of  Bethkhw 
arose,  and  led  him  to  Jeens. 

It  was  on  a  Sabbath  momiiif  •  Tk 
night  preceding  had  been  datS  to  km 
souL  He  aroae  from  his  mllow  ieit  Ji 
tiie  day  dawned,  when  the  fbUMPey 
train  of  thought  passed  thioe^  hm 
mind.  **  This  it  the  reaurrtdkm  wtom- 
ing  ■  on  this  mominff  C^hriti  rotefrm 
the  dead  !  But  why  did  he  dU?  7h  mm 
tinner t.  Well,  lama  «tfuier— ^i^mtf 
tinner'-<ind  xciU  he  notta'pe  fmeT  IfiH 
Jetus^  tave^  or  Iperithr*  ThsslsiB 
was  over,  and  the  calmness  oTUstvip 
came  over  his  spirit.  He  walked  sit 
The  winter  was  so  far  gone*  thatths 
birds  w*erc  singing  their  monungse- 
thcms.  The  eastern  sky  appsnai 
glowing  in  new  and  indescnktUs 
beauty.  The  fields  and  the  fcieSt 
seemed  dressed  in  unwonted  lowli- 
ness. Heaven  and  earth  looked  risd. 
He  gazed,  and  admired,  and  coeMso 
longer  keep  silent.  Although 
customed  to  sing— 

*'  Hit  tonfrue  brokn  out  in  ankaowa 
And  Kuog  aQriirMinf  graco.** 

The  next  day,  on  meeting  hisi,  hs 
readily  gave  vent  to  his  new^osn  W- 
ings  and  hopes.  Said  he,  "  1  haw  h^*^ 
sixty-six  years,  and  am  scueely  two 
days  old.  I  am  a  miracle  of  the  grs^ 
of  God!  O,  how  could  1  sapp^oU 
age  without  the  consolations  of  reli- 
gion, and  without  the  promises  written 
in  that  blessed  volume,  which  I  btve 
so  long  slighted  and  abused!"  Soon 
after  he  had  the  happiness  to  embrace 
a  prodigal  son,  who  had  wandered  iP 
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the  •ame  obeerlen  path  of  infidelity. 
The  Bible  is  now  th6ir  choicest  book— 
On  the  same  day  they  both  entered  into 
covenant  with  God,  and  with  his  people. 
Christians  are  their  chosen  companions 
— Christ  is,  to  them,  the  chief  among 
ten  thousand.  And  celestial  trea- 
sures are,  apparently,  the  only  riches 
on  which  their  afiections  are  placed. 
The  Doctor  mourns  that  he  has  so  few 
days  to  devote  to  God.  After  a  life 
devoted  to  the  cause  of  infidelity,  he 
now  testifies,  *•  I  am  led,  from  a  review 
of  my  past  experience,  to  declare  as 
my  belief,  that  with  all  the  infidel's 
b<Msted  assurance,  there  never  was  a 
peraoa  brought  up  in  a  Christian  land, 
who  could,  at  all  times  honestly,  and 
nnhesitatingly  say — I  feel  secure  in  a 
disbelief  of  the  Bible."

**  One  bom  out  of  due  tcatoru'* 
I  was  born  ond  brought  up  in  a 
Christian  land,  and  taught  to  read  by 
lay  mother.  When  about  eight  years 
old,  I  had  read  the  Bible  through  in 
course,  but  had  never  attended  any 
•chool,  and  seldom  read  any  book  but 
the  Bible.  And,  being  compelled  to 
read,  1  became  fond  of  it.  I  was  in. 
structed  by  my  motlier  and  our  minis- 
ter.  In  the  principles  of  the  Christian 
religion,  and,  according  to  the  best  of 
my  recollection,  baptized  when  about 
nine  or  ten  years  old,  and  generally 
attended  meeting  on  the  Sabbath.  1 
sometimes  had  serious  impressions,  and 
continued  in  that  partial  belief  of  the 
truths  of  the  Christian  religion,  which 
18  common  to  the  unregenernte. 
When  about  twenty  years  old,  I  com- 
menced the  study  of  medicine  and  phi- 
losophy ;  and  began  to  form  some  ac- 
<)uaintai)ce  with  the  world,  and  became 
m.  little  skeptical.     In  my  twenty-sixth 

f«ar  I  began  reading  such  books  as 
*aine*8  Age  of  Reason,  Volnoy,  Vol- 
"^ire,  &.C.  My  mind  became  cstn- 
^bliehed,  as  I  thought,  permanently,  in 
infidel  principles.  I  afterwards  gjive 
*io  thought  to  the  subject  of^relifjinn, 
fey  reading  or  reasoning  any  further. 
In  this  state  have  I  lived  almont  forty 
^rears.  After  having,  as  I  thought, 
abandoned    the    moral    restraints    of 


Christianity,  I  found  it  proper  and  ne- 
cessary to  form,  for  myself,  some  mo- 
ral rules  for  governing  my  conduct; 
and,  notwithstanding  the  imperfection 
of  these  rules,  and  my  deficiency  in 
living  according  to  them,  they  have 
been  useful  to  me.  1  believe  they  ori- 
ginated in  the  religious  instruction  I 
bad  previously  received ;  and  that  I 
owed  much  to  Christianity,  even  in 
my  unregenerate  state,  notwithstand- 
ing my  disposition  to  reject  it.  I  waa 
led  to  impose  these  restrsints  upon 
myself,  partly  by  observing  the  conse- 
quences of  a  want  of  them  in  others; 
particularly  some  of  my  associate*, 
who  had  abandoned  reUgion,  as  I  had 
done.  Near  the  time  of  imbibing  these 
principles,  a  dark  and  gloomy  prosped 
openMl  to  my  mind.  In  the  scenes  of 
adversity  through  which  I  passed,  I 
experienced  the  most  extreme  degree 
of  mental  anguish,  in  silence  and  soli- 
tude. My  friends  were  few.  I  was 
in  a  state  of  humble  dependanco  and 
poverty,  with  afar  greater  weight  of 
sufiering  from  other  and  more  import- 
ant circumstances.  In  this  state  of 
feeling  1  pat-sed  about  five  years;  life 
had  no  channs^  and  death  no  terrorg. 
In  this  condition  I  was  taken  sick,  and 
confined  near  six  months.  Wlien  I 
had  so  far  recovered,  as  to  be  able  to 
go  abroad,  1  wandered  from  home,— • 
spent  one  winter  in  the  West  Indies- 
passed  away  a  year,  in  poor  health, 
among  strangers,  and  indiiFercnt  to 
life.  All  this  I  endured  with  a  stub- 
born mind,  setting  my  will  in  opposition 
to  all  obstacles,  refusinj;  to  acknow- 
ledge  God,  and  never  offering  a  pe^ 
tition  to  llim,  who  alone  is  able  to 
give.  On  my  return  home,  in  the 
course  of  two  or  three  months  my 
health  was  established,  and  soon  nfter, 
the  dark  cloud  of  adversity  seemed  as 
if  pas.<ing  away.  Wishing  to  ovoid 
the  odium  of  being  called  an  infidel, 
and  not  willing  to  sport  with, or  wound 
the  feelings  of  others,  who  believed 
differently  from  myself,  I  have  been 
silent  on  the  subject  of  religion,  com- 
municating iny  mind  only  to  a  few, 
and  these  such  as  embraced  similar 
sentiments.  I  have  also  endeavoured 
to  keep  such  infidel  books  tm  I  had 
read  myself,  from  my  family,  fearing 
they  might  be  injurtd   bij  IKcia,  %.%  \ 
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thoa^t  fonw  of  m  wqntintuiM  bad  . 
Imob.  Snob  bu  boM  m  liA,  and  1B7  H

He  reaaooed  with  me,  and  pointed 
to  lome  appropriate  reading.  The

ftequently  wiineMcd  the  state  of  mind 
of  thoee  who  considered  their  lives 
about  to  close  ;  and  many  who  were 
in  Rill  aeauraoce  of  making  a  happy 
escliattge  in  meeting  their  God.

I  ha 
witnessed  the  dying  entieatiea,  a 
prayer*  of  a  much  loved  dau^terf  ] 
fresh  in  my  memory ;  the  silent  fi 
and  aecret  intereessiona  of  •  bMI 
companion;  the  BolidtationeandiM 
ersefaimeet  the  whole  of  nmuMn 
lamUy,  all  calling  on  tne  to  ebanfe  1 
oonrse,  and  go  with  them.  I  £■■ 
viewed  the  subject  in  its  afeel*  on  X 
moral  condition  of  man;  ita  flflbeta 
individuals  and  familioe,  on  dilfen 
countries  and  nations.  I  called 
mind  tlie  uuhappv  condition  of  t 
French  nation,   where   infidelity  1 

pTeiBiled  to  a  ^rCBt  extent  for  fi>: 
years  past ;  Iheir  vices  multiplied 
moet  beyond  descriptioni  and  their 
ligion  almost  extinct.

lama  Debtor  both  to  the  Greeks  and  to  the  Barbarians,^'  Already  had  Pmol 
1  employed  as  a  Missionary  of  the  cross,  more  than  twenty  years,  with  a 
>tedness  and  zeal,  and  subjected  to  trials  and  persecutions,  perhaps  never 
i]]ed.  Constrained  to  recount  his  labours  and  sufferings,  be  had  already 
,  <*  Five  times  have  I  received  of  the  Jews  forty  stripes,  save  one.  Thrice 
I  beaten  with  rods,  once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  sufiered  shipwreck,  a  night 
a  day  I  have  been  in  the  deep.  In  journey iugs  oflen,  in  perils  of  waters,  in 
Is  of  robbers,  in  perils  by  mine  own  countrymen,  in  perils  by  the  heathen,  in 
is  in  the  city,  in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  among 
>  brethren,  in  weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watchings  often,  in  hunger  and 
»l,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold  and  nak^doR^in."  Ypt.  Paul,  disclaiming  all 
inds  for  boasting,  acknowledges  himself  debtor  still,  though  he  had  cheer- 
'  relinquished  all  his  fair  prospects  of  honour  and  emolument  from  the  world, 
had  already  performed  unequalled  services,  and  endured  unequalled  sufier- 
',  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  who  had  been  in  labours  more  abundant,  in  stripes 
ie  measure  y  in  jtrisons  more  frequent,  and  in  deaths  oft.**  Yes,  and  had  his 
mrs  and  sufferings  been  increased  a  thousand  fold,  with  the  same  impres- 
I  of  the  astonishing  goodness  and  grace  of  God,  manifested  in  his  salvation, 
vould  doubtless  have  said,  that  ho  was  debtor  still.  My  brethren,  how  then 
ids  this  account  with  us  ? 

^here  is  reason  to  apprehend,  that  sentiments  and  feelings  extensively  prevail, 
>ng  the  professing  Christians  at  present,  which  are  very  diverse  from  those 
'aul.  With  too  many,  whatever  is  done  in  favour  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  in- 
d  of  being  considered  as  matter  of  debt  at  all,  seems  evidently  to  be  consi- 
id  as  altogether  gratuitous.  If  any  time  is  spent  for  this  object,  every  mo* 
it  is  a  gratuity.  If  a  little  money  is  bestowed,  every  mill  of  it  is  a  mere  gifl. 
en  any  thing  of  this  nature  is  done,  instead  of  saying  with  Paul,  *<  I  am 
or,"  how  many  would  h&vfi  it  considered  as  adding  too  much  to  a  balance 
leir  favour  ?  Is  it  not  under  the  influence  of  sentiments  and  feelings  of  this 
that  many  persons  entirely  refuse  their  aid,  for  the  support  of  divine  insti- 
)ns  where  they  reside,  and  think  they  do  no  wrong ;  while  others  satisfy 
[iselves  with  contributing  much  less  than  their  equal  proportion  of  necessary 
tnses  ?  And  how  many  more,  having  paid  a  trifle  to  support  a  preached  Gos- 
it  home,  feel  as  though  this  were  quite  enough,  without  contributing  a  cent, 
OL.  VI.  1 
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or  doing  any  thing  whatever,  to  cause  the  Gospel  to  be  published,  to  the  hundredi 
of  millions  who  are  sitting  '*  in  the  region  and  shadow  of  death,"  where  the  Ugi« 
of  life  has  never  ehincd,  and  the  voice  of  the  Saviour  of  sinners  was  never  beird* 
Now,  my  brotlircn,  «•  so  did  not  I'.-inl ;"  and  can  it  be,  that  this  good  apofde 
was  inJebiuil  to  nuch  a  large  amount,  that  after  twenty  years  of  uiiezaxD|iM 
labours  ari<l  ft:nlTcniijr«»t  in  which  all  that  lie  possessed,  and  all  that  he  was,  vere 
sacredly  consecrated  to  tli«^  service  of  Christ,  and  to  promote  the  salvation  of 
his  fellow  men,  hr  icni  debtor  still ;  and  yet  that  we,  in  this  favoored  age  tad 
country,  instead  of  beinrr  debtors  at  all,  are  actually  creditorM  rather,  so  thit 
every  iliinu  wc  do,  and  all  that  wc  bestow,  in  favour  of  the  same  object,  is  po^ 
fectly  gratuitous,  or  must  be  added  to  a  balance  in  our  favour?  SbaHwe 
inquire .' 

I'aiil  was  made  debtor  by  the  infmite  kindness  and  grace  of  God.  Andiiit 
so,  my  bretiireri,  that  nothing  of  this  kindness  and  grace  has  been  shown  tool? 
For  what  of  nil  that  is^  valuable  tbat  wc  arc,  and  of  all  that  we  possess,  areoot 
we,  too,  entirely  indohted  to  the  f^oodncss  of  God?  Is  it  not  in  him  thttse 
**  live,  and  move,  and  have  ourbcin<jr"  Do  we  not  owe  it  entirely  to  him, tbt 
**  the  lines  huve  I'lillen  to  us  in  jdeatant  places,  and  we  iiave  a  goodly  heritafer 
Have  not  all  our  invaluable  privileges,  and  our  every  comfort,  Ix^en  reeeind 
from  his  paternal  Imdd  ?  And  arc  not  wc  sinners,  too,  just  as  was  Paul ;  so  tint 
we  owe  all  niir  pri\iie;ri\u,  and  comforts,  and  hopes,  not  merely  to  the  abuodiBt 
goodnesfi  of  (iod,  b'lf  til  \\\<  iMuiii^lPKis:  ooinpat'sioii  ttud  gracc  ?  WcTCtfaisiBt 
then,  how  cerlnin  it  inust  be  that  we  are  all  debtors — very  great  debtors.  Were 
we  tt)  do  c\or  !^o  nnich,  and  to  ct)ntribute  ever  so  largely,  to  promote  iheBe- 
dcenicr's  rnn>e,  and  the  salvation  of  our  fellow  binners,  would  it  not  become  ui 
to  enter  der])ly  into  thi.-  feelinirs  of  the  king  of  Israel,  when  himself  and  his  peo- 
ple had  ninilt?  very  liberal  contribntions  towards  building  the  house  of  the  Loidt 
and  he  said,  '*  Who  am  1,  and  nlmt  is  my  people,  that  wc  should  be  abk  to 
otr<.T  ^o  willin|[rly  after  this  Kirt?  Tor  all  thinj^s  come  of  tliee,  and  ofthinf  own 
have  we  triveii  I  hee ()  Lord  our  God,  all  this  store  that  we  haw  pre- 
pared   c-ometh  of  thine  hand,  and  is  all  thine  own." 

I3tit  look,  also,  at  what  has  been  done  for  our  salvation.  Has  nottbeLof<l 
Jesus  Christ  been  ^'  wounded  fin*  our  transgressions,  and  bruised  for  our  ioiqoi' 
ties,"  just  as  he  was  wounded  lor  the  transgressions,  and  bruised  tor  the  tniqiu- 
ties  of  Paul  t  Did  he  not  die  for  our  sins,  that  wc  might  have  life  through  him' 
Has  not  his  great  salvation  also  been  kindly  ollercd  to  our  aoceptance'  £ven 
when  long,  and  most  ungratefully  refused;  has  it  not  still  been  kindly  offered.' 
Ah,  my  respected  friends,  are  there  not  some  in  this  numerous  assembly,  by 
whom  it  i.s  even  now  ungratefully  refused ;  and  yet  is  not  the  ofler  most  git- 
ciously  continued  ?  What  shall  we  say,  then?  Are  we  not  certainly  debtors, 
to  a  very  vast  amount  ?  liut  even  this  is  not  all.  Many  of  us.  my  brethren, 
indul;re  the  precious  ho])e,  that  wc  have  thankfully  accepted  this  salvation,  and 
become  vessels  of  mercy  prepared  unto  glory.  But  how  ?  Was  not  even  this 
entirely  of  grace  ?  Which  of  us  all  is  not  prepared  to  say,  with  the  Apostle. 
'•  Not  by  works  of  righteousness  which  we  have  done,  but  according  to  hii 
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mercy  he  sayed  us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  which  he  shed  on  us  abundantly,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour;  that 
being  justified  by  his  grace,  we  should  be  made  heirs  according  to  the  hope  of 
eternal  life?*'  Are  not  we  debtors,  then,  even  as  Paul  was  debtor,  to  an  amount 
which  can  never  be  canceUed  oi;  diminished  f 

How  is  it,  then,  that,  when  (Jlliiristians  come  to  perform  some  little  service 
for  Christ,  or  to  make  a  contribution  for  sending  the  Gospel  of  salvation  to  those 
who  are  ready  to  perish,  a  very  difierent  state  of  feeling  is  induced,  and  all  that 
is  done,  and  every  cent  that  is  bestowed,  must  be  acknowledged  as  a  mere  gra- 
tuity ?  Should  they  not  come  to  this  work  of  love,  just  as  they  should  come  to 
the  Lord's  table,  or  to  the  throne  of  grace,  confessing,  with  Paul,  that  they  are 
great  debtors  ?  For,  what  have  we  done,  which  is  not  lost  in  comparison  with 
the  labours,  and  toils,  and  stripes,  and  imprisonments,  and  deaths  of  Paul  ? 

We  behold,  indeed,  the  glimmering  dawn  of  a  brighter  day  than  has  ever  yet 
rieen  upon  the  church,  or  upon  the  world ;  but,  before  this  day  can  shine  in  meri- 
dian ^lendour,  the  efforts  of  the  Christian  world,  instead  of  being  suspended, 
or  diminished,  must  be  increased  an  hundred,  if  not  even  a  thousand  fold.  Before 
this  day  can  shine  in  all  its  glory.  Christians  must  learn  to  "  let  the  same  mind 
be  in  them  which  was  in  Christ  Jesus,"  when,  for  the  salvation  of  our  ruined 
.world, ''  though  bo  was  in  the  form  of  God,  and  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be 
equal  with  God,  yet  he  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  but  took  on  him  the  form 
of  a  servant,  and  became  in  the  likeness  of  men ;  and  being  found  in  fashion  as 
a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  and  became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of 
the  cross."  They  must  feel  somewhat  as  Paul  felt,  when,  after  twenty  years  of 
labours,  and  perils,  and  sufTeriogs,  for  Christ's  sake,  which  have  no  parallel,  he 
could  still  say,  from  his  very  heart,  '*  1  am  debtor.**  Then  would  Christians  hold 
their  substance,  their  time,  their  talents,  their  sons,  their  daughters,  and  even 
their  own  hves,  sacredly  consecrated  to  God,  to  be  improved  in  his  service,  and 
to  his  glory,  whenever,  and  wherever  ^  the  Lord  hath  need  of  them."  Then 
would  there  be  no  want  of  labourers  in  the  great  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel 
of  salvation  to  the  perishing  heathen.  Whenever  the  Lord  should  inquire,

evangelizing  the  world  would  go  on,  and  prosper.  Then  would  the  time  soon 
come,  when  **  a  nation  should  be  born  in  a  day ;"  and  there  should  no  more  be 
occasion  for  a  man  to  '*  teach  his  neighbour,  or  his  brother,  saying,  know  the 
JUord  ;  for  all  should  know  him  from  the  least  unto  the  greatest,"

Dear  Sir, 

I  have  lately  received  a  most  oigent 
letter  from  one  of  the  towns  in  this  coun- 
try, settled  principally  by  Americans,  press- 
ing me  to  use  my  efforts  to  obtain  for  them 
a  minister  from  the  States.  Their  sitoft^ 
tion  is  one  of  deep  interest  to  my  feelings. 
The  little  church  which  has  been  formed 
among  them,  is  in  danger  of  ruin,  unless 
a  pastor  can  bo  found  to  watch  over  tbem. 

But  where  shall  they  look,  where  shall  I 
look.''  Of  what  avail,  to  write  an  appeal 
to  our  Tiioological  Seminaries.  The  stu- 
dents, pre-engaged,  or  with  minds  fixed  on 
the  heathen,  or  the  ^^  far  West,"  and  kin- 
dled to  enthusiasm  by  the  visits  and  ap- 
peals of  the  various  agents  and  secreta- 
ries, would  give  no  heed  to  my  feeble  and 
silent  request.  But  of  the  host  who  come 
under  your  indupnco  or  knowledge,  is  there 
not  one  who  will  have  compassion  on  tho 
many  thousands  of  his  countrymen,  scat- 
tered over  the  territory  lying  north  of  Ver- 
mont?— who  would  bo  willing  to  make  one 
of  tiie  few — oh  how  few — labourers  in  this 
great  and  growing  field. 

But  words  cannot  express  tlie  emotions 
which  struggle  in  my  bosom  on  the  men* 
tion  of  this  theme.  Often  is  my  soul  bar- 
rowed  by  letters  which  I  receive  from  va- 
rious parts  of  the  country,  inquiring  if  there 
are  no  ministers.  1  can  only  lay  thera 
down  and  weep,  and  despondingly  say, 
»^  Send  forth  labourers  into  thy  harvest.*' 

Again  then  let  me  ask,  dear  sir,  can  you 
not  turn  the  steps  of  at  least  one  young 
minister  to  this  forgotten  land?  Will  you 
not  part  with  one  ? 

The  situation  of  our  towns  is  much  like 
that  of  the  new  and  rising  townships  of 
the  West    Support  can  be  obtained  from

Thi*  suiii  i* 
probably  more  than  hoe  been  given  in  other  placfti>, 
and  ebowf  the  urihty  of  M-itcni  und  union.  Thu 
Commtiieeiay  in  their  Report— 

The  whole  amount  contributed  by  nil 
the  parishcK,  since  our  or;^anizatinn,  will 
make  an  average  of  about  fi.'w)  dullnra  a 
year.  And  there  are  probably  in  all  tlm 
churches,  embraced  by  thin  Society,  3000 
members ;  and  probably  not  less  than  one 
third  as  many — or  one  tliou!«und — more, 
who  are  in  the  habit  of  contributing  to  our 
various  benevolent  objects;  making  the 
Dumber  of  4000  persons  within  ourlimitK, 
who  may  be  expected  to  contribute  to  this 
object.  Now  if  we  divide  the  whole  sum 
of  550  dollars  among  these -1000  contribu- 
tors, we  have  an  average  of  less  than  14 
cents  a  year  for  each  individual.  Wo 
would  here  pause  lung  enough  for  every 
man,  woman,  and  child,  thiit  can  under, 
stand  it,  to  get  this  fact  fully  into  the 
mind,  and  to  fasten  it  there.  Less  than 
14  centM  a  year  for  each  individui],  we 
have  made  the  measure  of  our  ability  to 
supply  our  destitute  and  dcnolate  settle- 
ments with  the  administrationH  of  the  (Gos- 
pel, and  to  stay  that  tido  of  demoraliziiiir 
influence  from  Popery,  and  infidelity,  and 
irreligion  of  every  name,  that  threatens 
the  ruin  of  our  country.

We  go  vf 
to  our  respective  placee  of  eoppUcaCioB, 
upon  the  first  Monday  evening  of  evsry 
month,  and  unite  with  the  mohilodes  of 
every  Christian  land  and  name,  prsji^ 
that  the  kingdom  of  God  may  oome.  Is 
our  supplications  we  forget  not  oar  be- 
loved country.  For  who  that  loves  In 
country  can  forget  her,  in  this  day  of  hv 
threatened  ruin.         *         * 

And  what  report  shall  70ixr  Comoiittsi 
have  occasion  to  make  for  the  year  to 
come  ?  We  find  again  from  official  reporli. 
that  there  liave  been  added  aboot  850 
members  to  our  churches,  mostly  within Ibi 
past  year.  Divide  the  whole  som  reporft^ 
by  our  Treasurer  among^  these  yonnjr  dis- 
ciples of  the  Saviour ;  and  we  find  tfaatao 
offering  of  65  cents  a  year  from  each  of 
them  would  be  quite  HulTicient  to  raise  the 
sum.  Yes,  only  5  or  6  cents  at  each  month- 
ly concert  fur  prayer,  from  each  of  tbon 
who  in  the  recent  visitations  of  God*s  Spi- 
rit have  graciously  been  called  into  bis 
kiniildom,  and  adtiptod  as  his  sodb  icd 
d:iu:;;)itL'rH,  and  made  hoirs  of  an  immorti! 
iiilieritance,  would  make  the  full  anount 
yiMirly  uf  oil  that  our  Treafturer  has  been 
ulile  to  report.  And  what  sliall  be  oar  re- 
port for  the  coming  year?  What  may  wo 
not  expect  from  those  who,  by  the  ^ce  of 
(rod,  iiavo  been  admitted  to  fellowship 
with  the  Saviour,  in  this  day  of  liffatand 
of  benevolent  enterprise,  in  this  dawn  of 
millental  glory. 

Let  then  these  young  disciples nfCfariit 
be  made  distinctly  acquainted  witbtbeoi- 
turc,  a!id  deeply  impressed  with  tbs  inport- 
aiice  of  our  object,  and  admitted  at  once, 
to  a  participation  of  our  labours  and  our 
joys.  And  let  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jcsof 
Olirist  and  his  cause,  come  up  to  the  ea* 
terpriso,  and  engage  in  it  with  a  xesl  is 
any  degree  proportioned  to  its  importiMSi 
and  what,  by  the  blessing  of  God,ihillbo 
our  Treasurer's  next  report ;  and  sbaloor 
;rratef*jl  and  pleasing  reflections,  vheo  in 
retrospect  wo  view  another  year.

•«  THE    GOODNESS    AND   8EVERITT   OF 

floD." — (Rom.  ii.  22.) 

[Parnlibadbya  Clergyman.] 

On  a  Sabbath  in  the  month  of  March, 
fler  entering  the  sacred  desk,  I  was 
iformed  that  a  parishioner  was  sick, 
t  was  in  the  northern  section  of  our 
ountry,  and  an  old  man,  who  had  titood 
he  shoch  of  four-score  winters,  was 
low  trembling  apparently  on  the  bor- 
lers  of  the  grave.  He  thought  he 
ihould  die,  and  felt  tliat  he  was  unpre- 
lared.  His  refuge  had  failed  him.  His 
brmer  hopes  had  vanished.  He  sent 
lis  request  by  the  hand  of  a  messenger, 
hat  he  might  be  remembered,  before 
;he  mercy  seat,  in  the  united  prayers 
of  the  church.  "  Pray  that  I  may  re- 
cover, but  pray  etpecialty  for  my  soul,'* 

The  agecfhidividual  presenting  this  re- 
quest lived  about  a  mile  distant  from  tho 
shurch,  and  partly  through  infirmity,biit 
especially  \n  consequence  of  his  lack  of 
interest  in  religious  things,  he  had  been. 
Tor  many  years,  only  an  occasional  at- 
tendant.   In  his  childhood  he  had  been 
instructed  in  the  first  principles  of  reli- 
gion, and  had  adopted  a  form  of  godli- 
ness.    For  several  year.c,  when  he  was 
first  settled  in  life,  he  attended  family 
worship  by  the  aid  of  a  prayer-book. 
Still  be  made  no  pretensions  to  a  change 
of  heart.     He  was  a  stranger  to  vital 
piety.  •*  Will  he  always  call  upon  God  ?" 
Ah,  no.     At  length,  even  this  became 
irksome,  a  yoke  grievous  to  be  borne, 
and  was  laid  aside.     Now,  he  threw  off 
the  restraints  of  religion,  and  was  left 
to    wander  in   the    mazes    of  error. 
Bat  conscience  had  not  vet  lost  all  its 
power.     At  times,  he  felt  like  Noah's 
dove:    he  had  forsaken   the  ark,  and 
cast  off  the  God  of  his  fathers,  »*  and 
could  find  no  rest  for  the  sole  of  his 
foot."    He  tried  to  disbelieve  the  Bible, 
and  bury  his  anxiety  about  the  future, 
in  the  dark  and  gloomy  hope  of  annihi- 
lation.    He  wished,  but  could  not  be- 
lieve, that  the  grave  might  be  an  eter- 
nal sleep.    Man  must  be  accountable. 


This  world  cannot  be  a  state  of  retri- 
bution. Even  in  the  eye  of  man,  re- 
wards and  punishments  are  not  propor- 
tioned to  the  merit  or  demerit  of  indi- 
viduals. The  deathless  mind,  there- 
fore, shrunk  back  with  horror,  and  could 
not  be  reasoned  into  the  belief,  that 
God  had  created  it  to  flutter  here  for 
BO  short  a  period,  and  then  cease  to 
exist.  Infidelity  could  give  him  no 
rest.  The  scoffs  of  sceptics,  and  the 
sneers  of  Paine,  could  not  destroy  all 
his  confidence  in  the  Scriptures.  He 
had  also  fallen  into  some  of  the  common 
vices.  He  tried  to  drown  his  anxiety 
by  the  inebriating  cup.  He  never  was 
considered  a  drunkard;  though  for  many 
years  he  used  spirits  freely,  and  would, 
occasionally,  on  public  days,  become  in- 
toxicated. 

At  forty  years  of  age,  unable  to  dis- 
believe a  future  state,  to  calm  his  fears 
of  coining  wrath,  and  quiet  his  con- 
science in  a  course  of  sin,  he  adopted 
the  notion  that  all  will  be  saved.  He 
reasoned  thus,  ^'God  is  infinite  in  good- 
ness ;  therefore  he  cannot  make  a  crea- 
ture to  be  for  ever  miserable."  i^ike  too 
many,  who  embrace  sentiments  founded 
on  their  wishes^  rather  than  on  reason, 
or  facts,  or  the  Bible,  he  forgot  that 
this  mode  of  reasoning  would  exclude 
all  RufTering  from  this  world,  which  is 
contrary  to  experience ;  and  that  it 
would  utterly  overthrow  the  security 
of  happiness  to  any,  by  permitting  the 
entrance  of  unholy  beings  into  heaven, 
to  disturb  the  bliss  of  God*B  obedient 
creatures,  God  is  infinitely  too  good, 
to  destroy  the  distinction  between  vir- 
tue and  vice ;  and  too  just,  to  reward 
him,  who  serves  him  not,  as  him  who 
serves  him. 

He  searched  the  Scriptures  to  sup- 
port his  creed.  P'orty  years  he  had  now 
rested  upon  it.  The  tree  was  known 
by  its  fruit.  He  had  no  closet.  His 
family  altar  was  thrown  down.  He 
seldom  visited  the  sanctuarv.  He  show- 
I  ed  a  bitter  hostility  to  vital  piety.  Hit 
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mndchildnn  attended  the  Sabbub 
School  i  but  be  wu  unwiUing  the; 
■hoald  study  the  Scripture!  in  nis  pre- 
tence- He  bad  arrived  at  the  down- 
U))  of  life.  Hia  stren^h  diiniDiBhed, 
and  he  grew  more  peevuh,  sod  exhibit- 
ed more  uid  more  an  unchriitian  tem- 
per. Still  be  held  fast  bis  hope  of  hea- 
ven, ia  making  pastoial  viakte,  I  fre- 
quently met  him.  We  spent  bouTs 
together  coDvereing  od  the  future  con- 
dition of  the  righteous  and  the  wicked. 
He  appeared  immovably  fixed  in  hia 
belief  of  univergal  Balvalion.  But  ai\er 
reason  and  revelation  had  been  success- 
fully rGsiated,  God  laid  on  lilm  the  band 
of  affliction.  He  saw  death  ap|)rotu:h- 
ing.  His  hope  was  to  be  tried.  He 
knew  hehaii  not  been  born  of  theSpifit. 
He  felt  that  the  risk  was  tremendous. 
Thore  was  at  least  a.  pcradvenlurc  that 
he  might  be  mistaken.  lie  became 
anxious.  He  sought  the  advice  of 
friends.  He  aekcd  tbeir  prayers.  His 
•nziety  increased;  hia  pridi:  yielded  i  and 
the  old  man,  who  bad  boon  forty  years 
s  Univcrealist,  now  sends  his  earnest 
request  to  the  sanctuary,  that  if  there 
le  mercy  in  benven  for  an  aged  sinner, 
it  may  be  obtained  in  answer  to  Ibc 
tmited  supplications  of  God's  people.  1 
hftstened  to  sco  him  the  next  morning. 
I  WB8  very  cordially  welcomed  at  bis 
house  by  his  doughter,  a  sister  in  tlio 
church,  who  had  oflcn  wept  in  sccrel, 
■Dd  prayed  for  the  conversion  of  ber 
aged  parents.  As  I  entered  the  room, 
the  sick  man  said  with  emotion,  "  I  nm 
glad,  I  am  glad  to  see  you."  Havin? 
passed  the  usual  compliment,  I  eeaied 
myself  by  the  bedside.  The  old  gen- 
tleman indeed  appeared  feeble ;  but  it 
•eemed  rather  the  cifect  of  age,  and 
anxiety  of  mind,  than  any  particular 
disease.  He  bad  abandoned  all  hia 
former  deluatve  hopes,  and  knew  not 
what  to  do.  He  was  driven  from  bis 
anchorage,  and  had  neither  chart  nor 
compass  to  guide  his  trackless  way. 
Neither  suu  nor  stara  shone  to  liglit 
him  into  port.  In  a  familiar  manner, 
I  endeavoured  to  lead  him  to  tlie  con- 
templation of  his  cm,  rather  tlian  bis 
danger;  and  to  convinco  him  of  the 
need  uf  a  Saviour  from  tin,  as  well  as 
from  wrath.  He  listened  with  fixed 
attention;  ondfreelycxpreBsedhiaown 
ibeSngg. 


Hia  wife,  about  the  mow  aga  wHh 
himself,  overheard  all  the  conTCnation, 
but  she  appeared  perfectly  indifferent. 
1  addressed  my  dLscnurBe  to  her,  and 
soon  found  that  sbc  was  reposing  on  the 
:  vain  and  impious  plan  of  many :  "1/ 1 
[am  lobt  Moved,  Iihail  be:  1  ant  do  HO- 
thing,  but  mutt  umil  Ood't  time  la  git* 
I  me  repentance,"  I  tried  to  present  truth 
to  her  mind,  so  that  she  might  see  the 
fatal  rock.  I  endeavoured  to  convince 
her,  that  her  excuse  was  vain,  as  it  did 
not  release  her  from  obligation  \  and 
impious,  OS  it  casts  Ibe  blame  of  her  im- 
penitence on  God.  She  was  unaffect- 
ed. Alas!  how  many  souls  have  made 
shipwreck  and  sunk  to  eternal  wo, 
waitmg  for  God  to  do  thar  duty.  She 
bad  never  adopted  the  notion,  that  all 
will  he  saved ;  but,  for  many  years, bad 
quieted  her  conscienco  by  pleading 
Uod's  sovereignty, and  her  dependence. 
After  prayer,  1  left  the  bouse, reflect- 
ing on  the  deeply  aflccting  scene  which 
I  had  witnessed.  It  may  be,  thought 
1,  that  God  is  about  to  display  both  his 
goodness  ond  his  severity  with  this  aged 
couple,  and  effect  an  entire  change  in 
Lhcir  future  prospects.  Perhaps  a  lino 
will  soon  bo  drawn  between  them  that 
shall  run  parallel  with  eternity-  Lord, 
what  is  man  ?  How  iiicflcctua)  is  even 
tbiuc  own  truth  without  thy  Spirit'. 

Un  my  leaving  him,  tbe  anxious  in- 
valiiE  earnestly  requested  me  to  repeat 
my  vicite.  T  did,  and  preached  repent- 
ance towards  God,  and  faith  in  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  At  our  next  interview, 
his  views  of  sin  were  more  clear  and 
Bcripturol,  but  he  bad  not  yet  submit- 
ted himself  to  God.  For  a  number  of 
days  he  continued  in  nearly  the  same 
state  of  mind,  till,  convinced  of  his  lost 
and  helpless  condjiion,  he  cast  himself, 
OS  a  sinner,  on  the  mercy  of  God 
through  Jesus  Christ.  His  mind  be- 
came more  tranquil.  He  looked  upon 
his  past  life  nith  penitence,  and  upon 
his  tormcr  sentiments  with  abhorrence. 
Old  things  bad  passed  away,  aiid  all 
thinga  appeared  new.  He  saw  God  in 
every  tbii:g;  and  was  sslonished  at  his 
forbearance  lowarils  him.  Hc^admired 
the  power  of  the  Saviour  in  effecting 
BO  great  o  cliiuige,  and  adored  that 
grace   which  can  show  mercy  to  the 

He  now  felt  the  deepest  aolicilude  for 
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bis  affed  wife.  He  talked  to  her  of  what 
Godhad  done  for  his  soul;  he  entreat- 
ed her  to  repent,  and  become  reconciled 
to  God.  He  prayed  with  her,  and  pray- 
ed for  her ;  but  all  was  in  vain.  She, 
who  had  so  Ion?  cast  the  blame  of  her 
sinful  neglect  of  religion  on  the  sove- 
reignty of  God,  remained  unaffected. 
About  two  years  aflerwardsyshe  died  as 
she  had  lived,  persisting  to  the  last  in  the 
vain  plea,  that  she  must  *'  loaii  God's 
time." 

This  was  a  severe  trial  to  the  aged 
husband,  who  had  recovered,  and  sur- 
vived her.  But  he  bore  it  with  Chris- 
tian resignation,  and  said,  ''  It  is  all 
riffht."  **  The  will  of  God  be  done." 
Tue  change  in  his  own  character  was 
marked  and  visible.  He  abandoned  en- 
tirely the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  and  soon 
enjoyed  better  health  than  he  had  for 
many  years.  His  temper  was  chasten- 
ed, mild,  and  affectionate.  He  became 
deeply  interested  in  the  Sabbath  schools, 
and  would  aid  his  grandchildren  in 
their  lessons. 

The  first  Sabbath  in  May  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  church.  In  the  presence 
of  a  large  congregation,  he  knelt  be- 
fore the  altar,  by  the  emblems  of  his 
Saviour's  body  and  blood,  and  publicly 
dedicated  himself  to  the  service  of  God, 
and  received  the  secJ  of  the  everlasting 
covenant.  This  was  to  him  the  begin- 
ning of  days.  During  the  recess  of  pub- 
lic worship,  as  he  sat  in  the  house  of 
his  paator,  appearing  for  some  time  to 
be  m  deep  meditation,  at  length,  the 
tears  trickling  down  his  furrowed 
cheeks,  he  broke  the  silence :  ^  O,"  said 
he,  *'  what  a  great  change  God  can 
make  in  a  sinner."  He  could  say  no 
more.  After  this  time,  I  frequently  call- 
ed at  his  house.  His  eyes  would  fil) 
with  tears  when  he  spoke  of  the  grace 
of  God.  He  seldom  failed  of  alluding 
to  his  former  sentiments,  as  inconsistent 
with  the  Bible,  derogatory  to  the  cha- 
racter of  God,  and  ruinous  to  souls.  It 
is  now  six  years  since  he  has  cherished 
the  hope  that  his  sins  are  forgiven ;  and 
he  still  lives,  a  monument  of  mercy,  and 
an  ornament  to  the  church.  The  reali- 
ty of  the  change  is  thus  far  tested  by 
the  fruit. 

"Great  it  Uie  work,  hii  aei^bboura  crj, 
And  own  the  power  divine. " 

Reader,  from  this  narrative,  admire 


the  grace  of  God  in  anatcJiing  the  aged 
sinner  from  the  vortex  of  error  and 
ruin ;  and  in  evincing  to  the  world  that 
(*  a  man  can  be  bom  again,  when  he  i# 
old,"  Let  his  lengthened  days  and  im- 
proved health  plead  with  you  the  cause 
of  temperance. 

In  reviewing  the  historj^  of  his  wife, 
be  silent,  and  adore  the  divine  justice, 
in  leaving  to  her  own  choice  the  sin- 
ner who  cast  the  blame  of  her  continu- 
ance in  sin  on  God.  Aged  sinner,  be 
encouraged  to  repent,  and  apply  for 
mercy  through  the  pardoning  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

Delaying  sinner,  tremble,  lest  thou 
also  be  hardened  through  the  deceitful- 
ness  of  sin:  **For  the  child  shall  die 
an  hundred  years  old ;  but  the  sinner, 
being  an  hundred  years  old,  shall  be  ac- 
cursed."

For  several  weeks  he  attended 
punctually,  not  only  on  a  preached  Gos- 
pel, but  also  on  meetings  for  prayer 
and  conference,  and  was  even  seen  in 
the  assembly  of  inquirers,  bowed  down 
with  a  conviction  of  his  guilt,  and  ask- 
ing with  great  emotion.  What  mutt  1  do 
to  be  tavedf     While  others  complied 
with  the  injunction,  ^*  Believe  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christy  and  thou  shalt  be 
saved f'  he  lingered  and  halted.     Day 
after  day  he  deferred  trusting  in  Christ, 
vainly  flattering  himself  that  some  fu- 
ture time  would  be  more  favourable  for 
the  performance  of  this  duty.     At  lost, 
while  realizing  in  some  measure  the 
claims  that  God  had  on  his  affections, 
he  deliberately  resolved  to  defer  his 
sours  salvation  a  Utile  longer.     He  ab- 
sented himself  from  the  meetings  for 
inquirers,  but  attended  very  punctually 
all  other  meetings.     Soon  afterwards 
he  was  perceived  to  shun  those  whom 
he  had  sought  fur  advice,  and  who  had 
entreated  lum  to  make  the  salvation  of 
his  soul  the  chief  and  immediate  busi- 
ness of  his  life.  In  a  few  weeks  he  aban- 
doned the  prayer  meetings,  but  was 
seen  always  in  the  house  of  God  on  the 
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Sabbath.  Not  loiijj  after  he  began  to 
abflcnt  himself  a  part  of  the  day  on  the 
Sabbath— then  the  whole  of  the  day; 
and  at  last  was  seen  ^oine  into  the 
woods  with  a  gun  on  his  shoulder,  to 
spend  the  Sabbath  in  liuntin^. 

When  he  had  arrivc«l  at  this  step  in 
his  downward  career,  he  removed  into 
a  neighbouring  town,  where  he  was 
freed  from  many  restraints,  and  remov- 
ed from  scenes  which  were  calculated 
to  remind  him  of  the  great  inward 
struggle  lie  had  recently  had  on  the 
subject  of  religion.  The  holydays  were 
approaching.  Great  preparations  were 
making  for  a  new  year's  ball,  at  which 
he  anticipated  much  pleasure.  The 
last  Sabbath  of  the  year  he  went  into 
his  workshop  and  continued  at  work  all 
day  at  his  trade.  Two  days  after,  he 
was  taken  suddenly  ill.  He  ecnt  for  a 
physician,  on  whose  arrival  he  said, 
**  Doctor,  1  wish  you  to  make  me  well 
before  Friday  night,  as  1  am  going  to 
the  bali."  The  physician  told  him  he 
was  a  very  sick  man,  nml  thnt  ho  must 
give  up  all  expcctati<Hi  of  going  there. 
*«But  1  must  go  to  the  ball,"  h<!  rejoin- 
ed, *«  1  have  made  my  calculations, and 
am  not  to  be  disappointed.  You  must 
cure  me  bctbre  Fridav  liijrht."  On 
Thursday,  a  minister  passing  through 
the  place,  heard  that  there  was  a  young 
man  dnngerou.'ly  ill,  and  called  to  yce 
him.  The  vouth  treated  him  with 
marked  disrespect,  and  when  asked  by 
the  minister  whether  he  should  pray  for 
him,  replied  in  clfect,  «•  That  he  did  not 
care  whether  he  prayed  or  not."  On 
Friday  morning,  which  way  the  first 
day  of  the  year,  a  sister  hearing  of  his 
illness,  came  from  a  neifrhboiiring  town 
to  see  him.  On  seeing  her,  he  snid  lie 
was  exceedingly  rejoiced  to  see  her,  as 
he  was  going  to  the  bull  in  the  eveninjr, 
and  wished  her  to  get  his  clothes  in 
trim  for  the  occasion.  Near  night,  the 
physician  called.  On  his  coming  into 
the  room,  the  young  man  inquired  if 
he  was  not  well  enough  to  go  to  the 
ball.  He  said  he  was  free  from  pain — 
felt  as  well  as  ever,  and  wished  them  to 
get  his  clothes,  that  he  might  dress  and 
make  himself  ready.  The  doctor  told 
him  he  must  dismiss  all  such  subjects 
from  his  mind,  as  he  was  very  danger- 
ously ill.  He  replied,  "  I  must  go  to  the 
ball — 1  shall  have  fine  sport  there — 
I  am  nut  to  be  denied."     Then  raisiiii' 


his  anna  out  of  the  bed,  and  percehrio| 
somcthingr  unusual  in  their  appear- 
ance, he  inquired,  **  Doctor,  what  tie 
these  dark  spots  on  my  arms  asc 
hands."  He  was  told  that  it  was  tie 
fatal  pro^ss  of  his  disease,  which  «u 
now  entirely  beyond  control,  and  which 
in  a  very  few  hours  would  number  him 
with  the  dead.  The  young  man  ttut^ 
ed  and  said,  ■*  Doctor,  you  do  not  meu 
as  you  say — ^you  are  jesting."  His  phy- 
sfician  replied — ^'I  do  mean  as  1  mj— 
it  is  no  time  to  jest."  **So^  no,"  re> 
plied  the  young  man,  forcing  a  Itn^ 
«  you  are  not  serious — you  are  attempC- 
ing  to  frighten  me."  ••  I  am  sarionii' 
was  the  reply,  *<  what  object  can  Ipoi- 
sibly  have  to  frighten  you  ?"  *•  Are  joa, 
indeed,  serious  ?"  asked  the  dyinff  man. 
«  Oh,  why  did  you  not  inform  meMfbrti 
that  nw  case  was  thus  dangeroos.'"  "I 
lid  inform  you.      The  first  time  I  itw 


yon,  I  told  you  that  your  recovery 
doubtful."  •<  Doctor,  you  mvH  do  some- 
thing for  me."    ••I   cannot."    "Bat, 
Doctor,  you  mutt — I  cannot  die^l  un 
unprepared — you  must  help  me.   Can- 
not you  do  something  for  mo .'"     His 
physician  answered,  •*  No,  my  friend  I 
cannut.*'     The  young  man  now  awoke 
to  reflection.      He  thought  on  Iw  tina 
— on  his  soul— on  the  judgme8t,and 
cried  out, "  Oh,  pray  for  me — Oh,  prty 
for  me."  The  Doctor  told  him JbfciHiM 
not  pray.  •«  Send,  then,"  he  cried,  *  for 
some  one  to  pray  for   me."    After  a 
soarcli  of  some  time,  those  wk>  h&d 
gone  out  in  compliance  with  lueiequest, 
returned,  and  informed  him,  that  they 
had  been  unable  to  find  any  OM  who 
could  pray.     It  had  been  so  ordered  in 
Providence,  that  the  few  in  the  aeifh- 
bourhood  who  could  pray  had  becD  call- 
ed away  to  some  other  part  of  thetowui 
and  were  not  to  bo  found.    He  then 
tliought,  and  others   thought,  oa  bis 
treatment  to  the  minister  oflhs Gospel, 
and  felt,  keenly  felt,  that  he  wii  Jprcn 
up  of  God,  an(i  abandoned  to  deatnic- 
tion.      In  a  f^w  hours  after,  when  his 
giddy  companions  were  dancinff  at  the 
sound  of  the  viol,  and  about  the  time 
when  he  had  anticipated  great  pleaaare 
in  the  assembly  room — covered  withMB, 
overwhelmed  'with  terror,  and  shriekii^ 
in  despair,  death  hurried  him  away  to 
another  assembly.  Surely  the  inU  ttnie 
f]f  thai  man  is  tcorse  than  the  first.

D.,  Fretident  of  the  Society,  took  the  chair,  and  tho 
meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  David  Porter,  D.  D.,  of  Gatskillf  N.  T» 

THE  PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

The  President  pronounced  the  following  addresi,  introductory  to  the  Report 
BaiTuaEN, 

Allow  me,  on  this  au8picioae'*return  of  our  anniversary,  to  aak  your  attention  to  4 
Tew  remarks^  which  the  occasion  sugf  ests.  Lot  us  praise  the  Lord  thst  he  has  made 
oar  Society  the  instrument  of  acoompliahing  much  good.  Our  efforts  have  been  blessed 
by  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  the  salvation,  as  we  humbly  believe,  of  many 
immortal  souls.  We  have  not  laboured  in  vain  in  our  day ;  wo  have  carried  into 
execution  a  system  of  religious  effort,  which  has  already  beenjtbo  means,  under  God| 
of  bringing  many  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  We  have  founded  new  churches  | 
we  have  supplied  destitute  ones  with  the  Word  of  life ;  we  have  increased  the  number 
ef  Sabbath  Schools ;  we  have  assisted  in  circulating  Bibles  and  Tracts ;  we  have 
udsd  all  the  benevolent  institutions;  and  have  thus,  in  various  ways,  enjoyed  the 
privilege  of  labouring  in  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ.  Glorious  work  1  How  shall  we 
soAeiently  praise  and  thank  the  Almighty,  for  having  put  into  our  hearts  to  found 
the  American  Home  Missionary  Society.  Another  remark  is,  that  in  order  to  sustain 
adequately  the  operations  of  the  Society,  an  increase  of  effort  is  annually  demanded. 
In  repairing  the  waste  places  of  Zion,  we  are  but  discovering  its  many  desolations. 
Ailer  all  we  have  done,  we  have  done  nothing  compared  with  what  is  stiU  left  undone* 
Every  year  claims  with  peculiar  emphasis  a  greater  enlargement  of  missionary  eier-^ 
tions ;  the  wants  of  the  country  are  multiplying  with  a  rapidity  which  can  only  be 
supplied  by  the  energies  of  the  church,  annually  increased.  If  we  ever  expect  to  go 
en  conquering  and  to  conquer ;  if  we  ever  expect  to  see  the  everlasting  Gospel  oariied 
to  every  family  in  our  land,  we  must  increase  our  efforts :  I  repeat  it,  we  must  increase 
our  eflbrts  year  by  year.  Permit  me,  in  coodusioii,  to  suggest,  that  whilst  we  strive  to 
enlarge  our  operations,  let  us  also  strive  to  increase  the  sense  of  our  dependence  upon 
tlie  Almighty. 

This  alone  is  the  spirit  that  will  insure  sueessi  in  the  use  of  means.  Our  help  is  io 
God.  V^thout  his  aid  how  could  our  past  opemtions  have  been  sustained?  How 
eoeld  onr  missionaries  have  been  so  much  blosesd  ?  Let  us  be  persuaded  to  labour  in 
the  right  spirit,  with  the  right  mind ;  let  all  intrusted  with  the  eonesms  of  tks  American 
Hone  Missionary  Society  be  humble,  prayeribl  men.  Let  all  onr  missionaries  f^ 
member  that  communion  with  God  is  the  only  foundation  of  their  nssflitosmi  the 
only  support  of  their  trials ;  the  only  reward  of  their  snocsss.  Let  ns  all  pray  more, 
in  order  .to  secure  his  blessing  upon  our  eflbrts.  Let  us  Ael  that  it  is  from  Christ 
alone  we  can  receive  it

The  report  of  aaeh  bdc- 
ceedingyear  haa  exhibited  a  rapid  enlarge- 
ment of  its  operatiooB,  and  the  blewng  of 
God  upon  every  deparlment  of  ita  influ- 
ence has  been  gonerallj  in  proportion  to 
ihii  enlargement.

The  foregoing  rentarka  are  lapported, 
not  only  by  the  details  already  enumeialed, 
hut  also,  in  part,  by  anexaminaUonof  the 
receipla  into  the  traaiury  of  the  Booielj. 
There  haa  been.every  Tear,  an  incioaie  u 
the  amount  received,  though  tbia  ineraaBO, 
for  Ihelaaltwo  yeara,  hae  not  baenin pro- 
portion to  the  increaae  of  the  Bociatj'a  ai- 
pendiluraa.  AttheUBtanniTamry,tbeba- 
lance  against  the  Ireaaurj  waa  92,509  14 ; 
and  Iho  ireaaurar'a  report,  thic  eTaning  pra- 
aeoted,  exbibita  a  balance  of  ibenme  kind, 
amountiDgtotlS993.  AldiSerent  parioda 
dnriog  tba  year,  tfaia  balance  haa  bean 
much  greater  than  it  now  ia.  Dniinitlab 
montha  of  Dacwnbm,  Jamm^^wn^Viia- 
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itiary  last,  the  Treasury  was  actually 
overdrawn  from  $8,000  to  $14,000,  for 
which  tlic  treasurer  and  other  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  were  personally 
responsible.  Here,  then,  is  a  failure  in 
that  delightful  proportion  which  has  mark- 
ed the  increase  of  Uie  Society  in  almost 
every  other  department  of  its  operations. 
The  churches  have  withheld  from  this  en- 
terprise more  than  was  meet.  And  whe- 
ther it  hath  tended  to  their  own  poverty, 
let  such  as  have  been  delinquent,  decide. 
We  judge  them  not.  But,  as  representa- 
tives of  a  Voluntary  Society,  having  no 
claim  upon  the  contributions  of  the  religious 
community,  excepting  such  as  addresses  I 
itself  to  the  heart  and  the  conscience,  and 
makes  its  appeal  for  our  "  work't  take^^  the 
Executive  Committee  affectionately  ask, 
whether  the  friends  of  this  Society,  who 
have  failed  to  do  what  they  can  to  sustain 
it,  have  duly  considered  the  amount  of  in- 
dividual sacrifice  and  ■  responsibility  de- 
volved upon  its  servants  by  their  failure  ? 
It  is  net  for  the  want  of  friends  that  the 
Committee  have  so  long  found  it  necessary 
to  pledge  their  own  notes  for  the  means 
required  to  meet  the  drails  of  the  mission- 
aries as  they  become  due.  Evidence  is 
abundant  that  the  work  in  which  we  are 
engaged  is  popular.  Multitudes  of  esti- 
mable citizens,  as  well  as  members  of  the 
chuiiches,  rejoice  in  its  prosperity  and  use- 
fulness, who  do  little  or  nothing  to  pro- 
mote it.  Their  knowledge  of  its  popularity, 
it  may  be,  is,  in  many  cases,  the  reason  of 
their  withholding  their  contributions,  or 
diverting  them  to  other  objects,  under  the 
impression,  that,  without  their  assistance, 
an  enterprise  so  interesting  to  all  Ameri- 
can Christians,  will  be  sustained.  But  in 
a  field  so  wide,  and  a  work  so  diiricult, 
such  reasoning  is  obviously  incorrect.  The 
state  of  the  Society's  Treasury  is  a  stand- 
ing appeal  for  an  iiicrcaNO  of  contributions 
from  all  such  as  have  failed  to  do  their 
duty. 

This  failure,  however,  has  not  been  uni- 
versal, and  while  the  delinquency  of  some 
seems  to  have  furnished  a  just  occasion  for 
the  foregoing  remarks,  the  C/ommittee  ac 
knowledge  with  gratitude  the  prompt  and 
efficient  aid  of  many,  in  all  parts  of  tho 
land,  who  have  loved,  not  in  word  only, 
but  in  deed  and  in  truth.  Though  the  re- 
ceipts of  tho  last  two  years  have  been  less 
than. the  expenditures  of  the  Society,  still 
tlie  receipts  of  the  last  year  have  been 
$15,812  7u  more  than  those  of  the  previous 
^ear.  In  this  respect,  therefore,  as  well  as 
in  others,  tho  grand  characlor'islic  of  \.ho 
Society  ha/t  been  preserved.  Us  movcmenV 
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is  onward,  thongh  not  in  proportJ9n  to  the 
number  of  its  mierionaries,  or  the  enlarged 
demands  of  the  work  to  be  done. 

Sources  of  income. 

Individual  contributions  directly  to  the 
Society's  Treasury  have  been  received,  u 
formerly,  from  almost  every  section  of  the 
country.    Several  small  legadea  have  also 
been  collected ;  tlio  largest  of  whicJi  was 
$1,350,  from  tho  late   Thamee  Wilcov- 
of  Connecticut.    Collections  by 
aries  and  others,  and  contributions  an 
collections  in  churches,  have  also 
continued,  and  have  constituted  a 
derablo  item  in  the  receipts  of  the  Ti 
surer.     But  Agencies,  Societies, 
ations,  and  Churches,  regularly  aazilia 
have  furnished  by  far  the  largest  amouii 
derived  from  any  one  of  the  general  n 
sources  of  tho  Society's  income. 

Tho  following,  on  account  of  their  im- 
portance and  efficiency,  demand  a  speda 
notice  in  this  report. 

Massachusetts  Missionary  Society, 

This   Society,  though   constitutionally 
auxiliary  to  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  for  severa. 
years  past,  did  not  adopt  the  terms  of  di- 
rect co-operation  with  the  Parent  Society^ 
until  the  26th  of  May,  183^.     This  even 
was  hailed  with  satisfaction  by  the  Ezecu 
tivo  Committee ;  and  they  have  watched 
with  deep  interest,  tho  increasing  prospe 
rity  of  the  Massachusetts  Society,  durin^ 
the  year.     The  Bev.  R.  S.  Storrs,  Seere 
tary  of  that  Society,  and  also  of  the  Pa 
rent  Society  for  the  New-England 
had  spent  most  of  the  preceding  year  in 
Massachusetts,  as  joint  agent  for  the  two 
and  through  his  efficient  labours  the  re- 
ceipts of  that  auxiliary  had  been  much  in- 
creased.   At  the  time  of  tho  above  change 
in  the  terms  of  its  auxiliary  connexion,  it 
brought  to  the  aid  of  the  common  cause, 
a  balance  in  its  Treasurv  of  $2,387.     Its 
receipts,  from  the  above  date  to  April  1st, 
1C33,  (a  little  more  than  ten  months^  wero 
$9,595  84,  making  the  wholo  amount  at 
die  disposal  of  that  Society,  during  the 
same  period,  $11,982  76.    A  conndcrable 
portion  of  this  sum  was  pledged  in  the 
commissions  of  the  previous  year,  and  has  ^ 
since  been  paid.    The  number  of  mission- 
aries, including  agents,  appointed  by  that — 
Society  in  Massachusetts,  within  the  year^ 
under  commissions  furnished  by  the  Pa- 
rent Society,  has  been  55.     These  have* 
been  sustained  from  tho  Treasury  of  thev 
auxiliary ;  and,  in  addition  to  the  amount' 
thus  expended,  the  sum  of  $4,900  has  beem. 
\.taT\im\\.\A^  Vq  WvT^^asox^  of  the  Ai  H^ 
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M.  S.,  and  expended  in  the  Western  and 
Southern  atatea. 

In  addition  to  the  above  amount,  the 
foUowin^  anma  have  been  received  from 
the  atato  of  MaMacbusetta,  viz.

(SBTT,  $1,862  72,  which,  together  with  a 
balance  previonsly  paid,  but  unappropria- 
ted to  the  credit  of  that  Society,  has  been 
expended  in  the  support  of  S3  missionaries 
in  differentstates.  This  amount  is  1 1,071 72 
more  than  was  received  from  the  aame 
Society  the  previous  year,  and  indicates  an 
increased  intereat  in  the  cause  among  our 
efficient  friends  in  the  ^^Old  County  of 
Hantpshtirt,^ 

Contributions  from  churches  and  indi- 
▼Idaals  in  that  state,  transmitted  by  the 
donors  directly  to  the  Parent  Society, 
92,893  31. 

These  sums  added  to  the  receipts  of  the 
JMaesachusetts  Missionary  Society,  make 
the  whole  amount  received  from  the  state 
«f  Massachusetts,  within  the  last  year, 
414,351  87. 

Conneelieul  Missionary  Society, 

The  Connecticut  Missionary  Society, 
aoziliary  to  the  A.  U.  M.  S.,  within  the 
year  ending  April  1,  1833,  granted  aid, 
under  commissions  furnished  by  the  Parent 
Society,  to  support  34  missionaries  in  that 
■tate,  one  in  Rhode  Island,  and  3  in  Mis- 
■oorL  It  has  also  employed  two  agents, 
for  a  short  time  each,  the  ilev.  Q,  L.  Wat- 
eon*  end  the  Rev.  A.  Crane,  whose  labours, 
we  ere  assured,  were  highly  useful  and 
acceptable.  The  Report  of  last  year  ex- 
hibited a  balance  in  its  Treasury  of  $2,053 
72.  Receipts  acknowledged  since  that 
Lime,  |^5j021  63,  making  in  all,  at  the  dis- 
posal of  that  Society,  during  the  year, 
(7,075  35.  Of  this  sum,  3,547  04  have 
^een  expended,  leaving  $3,528  31  in  the 
I*rea8ury,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Pa- 
rent Society,  April  1, 1833. 

The  following  sums  have  also  been  ro- 
i^eired  from  the  state  of  Connecticut,  viz.

J^ew-Hampshirt  Missionary  Society. 

The  receipts  into  the  Treasury  of  this 
Society,  in  the  year  ending  April  1,  1033, 


subject  to  the  order  of  the  Parent  Society^ 
have  been  f  5/)54  75,  which  is  $2,139  58 
more  than  the  amount  received  during  the 
previous  year.  There  have  also  been  re- 
ceived from  individuals  and  churches  in 
that  state,  contributed  directly  to  the  Pa- 
rent Society,  $411  47,  which,  with  9300 
transmitted  by  the  N.  H.  M.  8.,  makes,  in 
all,  from  the  state  of  New.Hampshire, 
|5,766  22.  The  number  of  missionaries 
within  that  state,  including  the  agent,  has 
been  53,  and  $4,609  64  has  been  expended 
in  their  support,  leaving  $441  11  on  hand, 
April  1,  1833.  This  Report  shows  an  in- 
crease of  12  missionaries  within  the  year, 
and  a  rapid  advance  in  the  amount  of  bu- 
siness done  by  the  Society.  This  auxiliary, 
in  proportion  to  the  ability  of  the  churches 
embraced  in  it,  is  perhaps  not  surpassed  in 
the  liberality  of  its  contributions  and  its 
prospects  of  enlarged  usefulness.  The  Re- 
ports, both  of  the  Secretary,  the  Rev.  J. 
Scales,  and  of  the  Rev.  A.  Rankin,  our 
agent  on  that  field,  are  of  a  highly  encou- 
raging character.  The  sum  already  pledged 
for  the  year  to  come  surpasses  the  receipts 
of  Uie  last  year ;  and  through  the  efficient 
labours  of  Mr.  R.  and  his  coadjutors,  we 
trust  a  much  larger  amount  will  be  se- 
cured. 

Maine  Missionary  Society, 

The  receipts  of  this  Society,  in  the  year 
ending  April  1, 1 832,  were  ||3,530 14.  From 
that  time  to  April  1, 1833,  its  receipts  have 
been  ^,618  56,  which  exhibits  an  increase 
of  |2,129  42.  The  number  of  iu  mission- 
aries has  also  been  increased  from  56  to 
64,  all  within  the  state  of  Maine,  while  f  9S^ 
have  been  received  by  the  Parent  Society 
fro  m  individuals  and  churches  in  that  state 
for  the  support  of  Missionaries  in  the  West- 
ern states,  making  a  total  from  the  state 
of  Maine  of  $5,717  56.  It  is  delightful 
to  witness  the  movings  of  this  sympathy 
in  churches  of  the  cxtromo  East,  on  behalf 
of  the  farthest  West.  The  Secretary,  Dr. 
Gillctt,  in  communicating  his  Report^  re- 
marks, ^^  There  is  a  Sabbath  School,  a 
Temperance  Society,  and  a  Bible  Class,  in 
almost  every  place  where  missionaries  la- 
bour. Revivals  have  not  been  as  nume- 
rous as  last  year,  but  the  general  opera- 
tions of  the  Society  have  been  very  much 
enlarged  and  wonderfully  succeeded. — 
There  have  been  18  settlements  in  the 
ministry  in  this  state  s  ince  last  year  at  this 
time,  and  10  of  this  number  are  mission- 
aries of  the  M.  M.  S.  Our  income  is  al- 
most doubled,  but  we  shall  be  constrained 
to  add  25  per  cent*  to  it  next  yeaT^OI  \^-^ 
strict  our  oporaVions. 
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H^itUm  JgMty  in  thz  Slate  of  Aev-Forfc. 
In  our  fonner  Reporti,  this  agency  has 
bMn  diatingnifhed  aa  tha  moat  efficient  of 
tliaaaxifiariei  of  the  Parent  Society.  But 
tka  inaeaaed  action  of.  the  atate  Societiec 
of  BlaaHudiaaetta,  Connecticut,  Maine,  and 
Now  Hampahire,  during  the  paat  year,  has 
ghrwi  them  the  precedence.  Yet  the  zea- 
loiia  fiienda  of  Uie  cause,  oompoaing  thia 
•geney,  have  pursued  their  work  with  en- 
«o«raging  results.  Ita  receipts  have  been 
f4;375  74,  which  exceeds  the  amount  of 
•zpenditnrea,  io  supporting  53  missionaries 
within  its  own  boonas.  The  whole  amount 
of  itareceipta,  since  the  organization  of  the 
SooietT  in  1826,  is  $34,634  92,  which  is 
ftom  il,000to  |2g000more  than  has  boon 
evptnded  on  that  field  in  the  same  time. 
[See  Report  of  Agency  in  Appendix.] 

Cmiral  Agenqf  in  the  State  of  Kew-York. 
This  agency  haa  continued  its  operations 
with  increasing  efficiency.  Its  receipts 
during  the  last  year  have  been  9^,938  29, 
the  number  of  new  congregations  supplied 
21,  and  the  number  of  missionaries  em- 
ployed 53,  who  have  laboured  the  wholo 
or  a  part  of  the  year  in  74  congregations. 
The  amount  of  money  pledged  in  the  sup- 
port of  missionaries  within  tbo  bounds  of 
thia  agency  since  ita  last  Report,  has  been 
|3,135,which  is  ^97  more  than  the  receipU 
of  the  agency.  This  deficiency  has  doubt- 
lew  been  occasioned  by  the  suspension  of 
the  action  of  the  agency  on  account  of  the 
ebalera,  and  also  by  the  resignation  of  the 
agent  on  that  field,  the  Rev.  O.  P.  Hoyt, 
whoae  place  has  recently  been  supplied  by 
the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  A.  Crane. 
The  prospects  for  another  year  are  highly 
encooraging.     [See  Report  in  Appendix.] 

VtrvMnt  Domett  ie  Miitionary  Society, 

This  Society,  owing  to  our  failure  to  se- 
cure an  agent  to  visit  the  churches  within 

ita  bonnds,  has  been  much  less  efficient  than 

the  aiater  auxiliary  in  N.  Hampshire.  Still 

it  ia  holding  on  ita  way,  and  its  officers  and 

ftiettds  manifest  a  cheerful  readiness  and 

an  earnest  desire  to  co-operate  with  the 

Parent  Society,  in  measures  to  enlist  the 

sympathies  of  the  churchea  more  deeply 

in  thia  important  eauae.

This  agency  has  prosecuted  ita 
increased  efficiency,  during  tha  laat  yetTi 
The  Rev.  J.  W.  Douglass  waa  mefally  ear 
ployed,  in  connexion  with  it,  in  visitiiif  tbs 
churches  in  several  of  the  Westom  Btat0i 
until  November  last,  when,  on  accsoont  of 
the  insufficiency  of  his  health  to  soataiB 
the  labour  of  thia  aervice,  he  waa  iadnesd 
to  relinquish  it,  and  accept  tha  diaige  of » 
church  in  Lexington,^Virginia.   Sinoethie'^ 
time  temporary  agents  only  have  been  aH*' 
ployed  on  that  &ld,  whose  laboore  ha'V* 
been  satisfactory.

Among  tho  auxiliaries  in  single  con, 
gations,  none  have  been  regarded  wl 
nioro  lively  interest  than^thoso  cooip 
of  Sabbath   School   Scholars.

Aad  for  what  definite  purposes  should 
the  review  be  made,  and  how  should 
this  recital  of  effort  and  of  success  bo 
used  by  this  Society  ?  Surely  not  for 
•elf  gratulation—- not  to  foster  pride, 
or  induce  vain-fflorious  boasting.  Far 
be  it  from  us  lul  to  cherish  such  feel- 
ings; this  would  be  altogether  un- 
worthy of  our  high  and  holy  aim  as 
ChrisUans, 

The  Report  which  we  have  heard, 
■bould  excite  unfeigned  and  humble 
gratitude  to  God— «to  oure^racious  Sa- 
viour, the  great  Author  orthe  mission- 
ary enterprise— the  Head  of  all  mis- 
BSonaries,  and  himself  the  first  and 
greatest  of  missionaries.  It  should  en- 
Boorage  and  stimulate  to  persevering 
and  more  extended  and  zealous  exer- 
tions. It  may  be  useful  as  afibrding 
the  means  of  discovering  defects  and 
bilures  where  they  exist,  in  order  to 
lalutary  humiliation  and  necessary  im- 
provement; showing  how  little  has 
been  accomplished,  compared  with  the 
l^reat  extent  and  urgency  of  the  ne- 
cessities of  fellow  men.  And  GRpecially 
will  this  review  of  the  past  afford  the 
most  important  aid  in  framing  the  plans 
for  future  opcratione. 

Much  has  been  done  by  thia  and  kin- 
dred Societies,  in  giving  to  the  desti- 
tute the  stated  mmistrations  of  the 
Gospel ;  but  more, much  more,  remains 
to  be  done,  before  our  land  shall  be  full 
of  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord.  Highly 
favoured  as  is  our  country,  in  compa- 
rison with  almost  any  other  on  earth, 
in  respect  of  religious  instruction,  there 
is  a  great  and  alarming  destitution  in 
many  portions  of  the  land,  and  every- 
where there  are  multitudes  to  whom 
the  Gospel  is  not  preached.  To  some 
views  of  our  condition  in  this  respect, 
I  ask  the  serious  attention  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  of  all  who  are  here  present 
on  this  interesting  occasion. 

It  is  indeed  a  momentous  inquiry — 
To  what  proportion  of  the  inhabitants 
of  our  country  is  the  Gospel  actually 
preached  ? 

To  this  question  an  answer  may  be 
given — very  painful  to  the  benevolent 
mind,  yet  substantially  correct — in  some 
general  statements,'  founded  on  the 
most  accurate  estimates,  for  which  we 
have  materials  within  reach.     There 


are  in  the  United  States  about  ten  niil<^ 
lions  of  inhabitants,  (excluaive  of  the 
coloured  population,  of  whom  I  shall  lay 
nothin£r,\  who  ought  to  be  fully  supj^ed 
with  able  and  faithful  ministers,  and 
must  believe  that  they  may  be  saved. 
Of  these,  nearly  one  million  and  a  half 
are  professors  of  religion,  in  difierent 
denominations  of  Christians;  and,  per- 
haps, twice  their  number  in  addition, 
enjoy  regular  Christian  instruction,  and 
are  unc^r  direct  Christian  influence  i 
leaving  more  than  five  millions  who  are 
without  regular  instruction,  a  vi^  pro* 
portion  of  whom  never  hear  a  single  ser- 
mon in  a  year.  Again,  there  are«  at  the 
most,  eight  or  ten  thousand  ministers  of 
the  Gospel,  (we  have  not  certain  ac- 
counts of  more  than  seven  thousand,] 
of  all  Christian  denominations,  edu- 
cated and  uneducated,  who  are  regur 
larly  and  exclusively  employee^  in  the 
duties  of  their  office.  These  do  not 
actually  minister  to  more  than  four 
or  five  hundred  persons  on  an  ave- 
rage, every  Sabbath,  the  bread  of  life ; 
leaving  more  than  one  half  destir 
tute,  or  partially  and  occasionally  sup? 
pliod. 

And  again,  if  we  had  an  aceurate 
estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  oc- 
cupied as  places  of  worship  and  iiwtruo- 
tion,  and  of  their  capacity  to  accommo- 
date hearers,  we  should  arrive  at  a  si- 
milar result.  It  would  be  found  that 
aflcr  deducting  that  portion  of  the  po- 
pulation who  are  too  youn^  to  be  pro- 
fited by  instruction,  there  is  not  room 
in  all  our  Churches  for  many  more 
than  one  half  the  people.  And  in  how 
many  of  these  churches  is  the  Gospel 
preached  only  once  in  a  month,  or  ocr 
casionally  ?  and  how  many  of  them 
are  very  partially  filled?  And  is  this 
indeed  a  Christian  land!  Can  we  won- 
der that  intemperance,  and  every  dis- 
fraccfql  and  destructive  vice  abound? 
am  persuaded  that  not  one  half  of 
the  adult  population  of  our  whole  coun- 
try do  hear  the  Gospel  regularly.  Sab- 
bath to  Sabbath,  from  the  lips  of  the 
authorized  ministry.  Is  not  this  an 
alarming  view  of  our  actual  condition, 
calculated  to  distress  the  l>enevolent 
heart,  and  equally  calculated  to  excite 
to  greatly  increased  effort  ?  Does  this 
destitution  remain  afler  all  that  hai 
been  done  by  this  and  o\}tv«T  %Q^xi«A'^. 
And  is  not,  the  v'\e^  ol  vX.  ^w>w^  ^.^ 
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bring  every  Christian  to  his  knees,  and 
to  send  him  forth  to  greatly  increased 
exertions?  But  what  has  been  done 
during  the  year  past  to  supply  these 
urgent  necessities  of  our  fellow  nien  ? 
Perhaps,  altogether,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  have  been  con- 
tributed, and  one  thousand  preachers 
have  been  encouraged  by  one  and  a 
half  millions  of  Christiantf  to  proclaim 
the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ  to 
five  or  six  millions  of  their  own  neigh- 
bours and  kindred,  who  are  perishing  in 
ignorance  and  sin. 

I  conclude,  then,  that  the  amount  of 
efibrt  ought  to  be  doubled,  on  the 


part  of  THIS  sociiTT,  during  thm  next 
year ;  and  then  1  would  expect  thst  tin 
success  would  be  at  least  foniibld. 
And  all  others  who  are  engaged  in  thk 
great  and  good  work  should  do  like- 
wise. All  Christians  should  do  mors, 
vastly  more,  to  raise  up  and  send  forth 
preachers  of  salvation.  They  ought 
to  be  more  harmonious,  less  sectaiun, 
less  influenced  by  a  mere  proselytinff 
spirit  in  this  holy  enterprise.  And  il 
should  look  more  earnestly  to  Godi 
prayinff  with  &ith  that  he  would  send 
forth  labourers  into  the  harvest;  and  thit 
when  his  servants  plant  and  water,  hi 
!  would  givo  yet  more  abundant  inaesn*

rendered  it  a  position  extremely  fkfom^^'

1  ioquired  if  he  knew  of 
Liijr  other  way  of  life  than  that  which 
iod  in  the  Bible  has  revealed,  or  any 
ther   SariouT  for    fallen    man    than 
7hriBt   the  Lord ;   he  replied  that  he 
id  not  believe  the  Bible  to  be  the  in- 
pired  word  Of  God,  neither  did  he 
eliev9.  that  Jeaua  Christ  was  in  any 
sapect  n  Saviour,  or  that  man  had  any 
eed  of  salvation.     1  eipreocd  my  aur- 
rise  and  aatoniahment  at  the  declara- 
lon  of  svch  senticnenti,  and  affection- 
Mljr  Bdmoaiahed  him  of  their  BinfuJnei 
nd  danger.     Ab  lime  and  eii  ~ 
ea  did  not  then  admit  of  di 
■d  knowing  his  vigorous  no 
nyielding  nature  too  well  to  believe 
bat   he   would   surrender    his    v 
without  Bu  effort,  I  requested  an  i 
riew  with  faim  at  some  future  day, 
this   he  aaaented.

■Don  after  to  his  lather's  mill,  1  foimd 
him  alone,  and  then,  with  no  other  eai 
to  hear  than  the  ear  of  Jehovah  him- 
Nlf,  and   with  no  other   eye  upon  uc 
ttatn   that  which  searches  tlie   heart, 
and  tries  the  reins,  the   discuasion  of 
tUt  moment oue  question  commenced.

Hementiwied 
several,  hut  soon  listened  upon  the 
conversion  of  Saul  of  Tarsus,  showing 
by  his  commentB  that  it  bad  made  U» 
strongest  iniprassioD  upon  hia  mind, 
and  that  he  viewed  it  aa  the  tnoat 
extravagant  of  them  all.  I  replwd 
that  it  waa  a  tact  as  well  attested  as 

occurrence,  yet  thera  was  certainly 
nothing  unreasonable.  As  you  ac- 
knowledge Qod  to  be  the  ereator  of 
the  human  soul,  there  Can  be  nothing 
unreasonable  in  saying  that  he  haa 

I  renew  or  change  that  which 
the  power  to  form.  If  he 
fashioned  it  once,  he  must  eurely  hav« 
power  to  fashioA  it  again,  or  turn  it 
whithersoever  he  will.  Here  be  re- 
verted  immediately  to  the  principles  of 
Hume's  propontion,  saying,  that  such 

raion  must  be  a  miracle,  and 
miraclsB  were  not  susceptible  of  human 

In  one  of  Ihoae  ezcursiona  I  wta 
frequently  making  to  the  mill,  tha 
weather wasextremely  boisterous;  the 
roads  were  filled  with  mud,  and  ioai 
ind  snow  ;  a  blackening  train  of  crows 
vere  beating  in  the  adverse  winds 
ibove,  whilst  endeavouring  to  make 
their  way  from  the  adjacent  ialand  to 
the  main  \  every  thing  around  was  cal- 
culated to  forebode  sorrow,  and  fill  tha 
mind  with  gloom.  When  I  arrived,  I 
said  to  my  young  friend,  with  a  serious 
air,  I  was  thinking  as  I  come  along 
what  a  gloomy  world  this  is  1  It  ap- 
pears to  be  BO  full  of  difficult*  and 
trouble,  I  had  ooncluded  that  if  yotit

lacb  ai  iMtae  with  mil  oar  itleu  ofllsurpriae,  which  Waa  Awa^  wi-aWao* 
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and  a  man  of  weakh  and  iMner^dmot 
passiDg  bj,  touched  with  compatilni, 
Kindly  rebeved  and  aupplied  his  wantib 
— what  would   you  say  to  aee  kin 
receive  the  gift,  and  turn  away  wkh 
dumb  suHenness  (Vom  the  kind  fiiver? 
*'I  would  say  he  was  ungrateiuly  hs 
ought   to  thank   his    benefactor,*'  be 
replied.     What    would  the    comnuB 
sense  of  mankind  sny  ?    *«  It  would  say 
so  too.    But,"  continued  be,  **  the  case 
ia  not  parallel;  our  thanks  can  add 
nothing  to  the  glory  of  the  Almigfatf, 
he  is  so  far  above  us/'    Neither  could 
the  thanks  of  this  miserable  being  by 
the  highway  side,  add  any  tbin^  to  tM 
wealth  or  respectability  of  bia  kind 
benefactor.     But  what  is  duty  1     And 
now,  David,  I  wieh  to  ask  you  a  pav^ 
ticular  question,  and  I  know  your  in- 
teprrity  too  well  to  believe  that  yon 
will  deceive  me  in  the  answer.    Do 
ou  ever  proy  ?    A  tier  some  besitationy 
countenance  at  the  same  time  be- 
traying the  emotions  within, be  answer- 
ed, *'  no,  1  do  not  pray."    Then  I  think 
reason  must  decide  that  that  religion 
which  leads  the  soul  to  God  moat  be 
right,  whilst  that  which  leads  it  away 
from  the  source  of  all  good  roust  cer- 
tainly be  wrong. 

I  placed  in  his  hands  Fa ber*s Difficul- 
ties of  Infidelity  :  Leslie's  Short  Me- 
thod  with  the  Deists,  &.c  Paley'i 
Evidences  of  a  Divine  Revelation  he 
told  me  he  had  read.  But  after  all 
that  had  parsed  between  us,  the  details 
of  which,  if  written  out,  would  fill  a 
large  volume,  he  still  remained  inflexi- 
bly firm.  He  appeared  to  be  as  im- 
movable as  the  man  who  had  placed 
his  foundation  upon  a  rock* 

Believing  farther  discussion  unprofit- 
able, I  told  him  that  it  must  be  left  to 
af&iction  and  death  to  test  the  truth  and 
valueof  our  respective  principlee;  and 
from  that  time  forward  we  ceased  to 
agitate  the  question.  I  saw  him  fre» 
quently  afterwards,  but  nothing  waa 
said  respecting  the  evidences  of  divine 
revelation.  In  the  mean  time  a  disease 
with  which  he  had  been  afflicted  in-^ 
creased)  and  finally  assumed  the  con- 
sumptive form.

of  life  for  his  soul.  When  I  hacf  eonclud«d 
my  discourse  he  said, "  I  have  endeavour- 
ed to  east  myself  entirely  upon  the  merer 
of  God,  as  manifested  in  Jesus  Christ.  I 
can  trust  in  no  other.  He  only  is  safe.** 
AAer  prayer  to  the  throne  of  grace,  which 
he  closed  as  before,  by  saying  Amen,  I  left 
him. 

The  next  time  I  came  to  see  him,  h^ 
said,  ^  I  am  like  Saal  of  Tarraa.  The 
scales  have  fallen  from  my  eyes;  I  can 
now  nnderstand  by  experience  what  that 
conversion  means ;  I  can  now  see,  what 
before  was  to  me  involved  in  darkness.  J 
feel  that  Jesus  Christ  ia  precious.  How 
could  I  have  died  with  my  former  views, 
and  without  an  interest  in  Christ  7  It  ia 
painful  to  think  of.*'  He  seemed  now  to 
regard  the  principles  of  infidelity  with  the 
deepest  abhorrence,  and  to  look  with  won- 
der and  gratitude  at  the  fearful  gulf  from 
which  he  had  escaped.  I  inquired  if  his 
former  views  had  ever  given  him  peace  or 
comfort.  He  replied  ^*  Not  any.  I  have 
tried  hard  to  extract  comfort  irom  them, 
but  I  could  never  obtain  it**  He  then  re** 
lated  to  me  a  long  conversation  which  he 
had  held  that  morning  with  a  neighbour, 
for  whom  he  had  sent,  and  who  had  for 
some  time  past  entertained  similar  views 
with  himself.  ''I  told  him,**  said  hOf'^that  the 
philosophy  we  had  been  cherishing  could 
not  sustain  the  soul.  It  could  not  stand 
the  test  of  death.  I  have  had  to  abandon 
it,  and  if  you  ever  die  happy  you  must 
abandon  it  also.*'  He  named  another  neigh« 
bour  whom  he  expected  16  see,  and  whom 
he  felt  it  his  duty  to  admonish.  He  aAer- 
wards  told  me  he  had  done  so,  and  related 
the  conversation  that  passed  between  them. 
I  observed  to  him,  that  tliere  were  a  great 
many  who  professed  to  adhere  to  infidel 
principles  in  this  place,  and  if  my  life  is 
spared  I  shall  most  probably  have  an  op- 
portunity of  add  ressing  them.  What  shall 
I  say  to  them  from  you  ?  •*  Tell  them,"  said 
he,  "  that  philosophy  will  not  sustain  the 
soul  in  the  prospect  of  death.  It  contains 
no  support  for  a  dying  man.  That  now 
is  the  time  to  give  it  up,  and  to  pray  for 
mercy  through  Jesus  Christ.  Whilst  my 
life  remains,  I  will  do  what  I  can  to  correct 
the  evil  myself.**  On  quitting  the  room 
his  mother  told  me  that  he  exacted  a  so- 
lemn promise  from  her  that  she  would 
burn  alibis  infidel  books, so  that  no  other 
person  might  be  poisoned  by  them  in  the 
manner  he  had  been. 

Contrary  to  my  own  expectations,  and 
the  expectations  of  all  his  friends^  he  oon.- 
tinued  eleven  daya  fiom  VYva  XitnA  >XsAa  ex- 
traordinary change  \ooV  ^\a^.    \>>«vTi^ 
this  time  he  waa  a«tu  V»3  «l  i:t«aMo»W5  ^ 
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dividuaTs,  and  to  all  who  conToreed  with 
him,  be  gave  the  most  decided  evidence  of 
ft  chaQ^  of  heart,  and  a  preoious  work  of 
grace  wrought  in  the  soul.  All  the  ezerci- 
■M  of  hif  mind  seemed  to  be  of  a  hi;;hly 
devotional  character.  He  kept  his  sisier 
constantly  employed  in  readin;r  tiic  sacred 
Scriptures.  In  the  Psalms  of  David  hi) 
greatly  delighted,  saying  at  the  same  time, 
that  all  the  rest  of  the  Bible  was  good. 

I  called  to  see  him  every  day  except  the 
day  ho  died.  But  I  seldom  ontorcd  his 
room  without  finding  his  sister  at  his  bed- 
aide,  with  her  Bible  in  her  hand.  Seeing 
her  so  as  iduous,  so  intent  upon  his  spirit- 
ual comfort,  I  could  not  refrain  from  say. 
ing  to  myself,  O!  how  sweet,  how  pre- 
cious, how  lovely  is  piety  around  the  sick 
and  dying  bed.  But,  alas !  how  unsightly, 
how  cold  and  cheerless  must  impiety  and 
unbelief  appear  in  a  place  like  this.  A 
pious  sister  in  a  dying  room,  and  arounO 
the  dying  bed,  is  like  a  ministering  angel 
come  to  sootli  the  sinking  soul. 

After  a  portion  of  Scripture  was  read  to 
him  in  the  morning,  he  would  engage  in 
prayer  for  himself  and  the  family.  He  de- 
lighted greatly  in  prayer.  After  a  long 
comvetsation  with  his  physician  respecting 
his  former  and  his  present  views  of  the 
Christian  religion,  ho  requested  his  phy- 
sician to  pray  with  him.  At  the  close  of 
the  prayer,  he  said  with  emphasis,  ^'  what 
a  blessed  privilege  Christians  enjoy  in 
offering  up  the  desires  of  their  hearts  to 
God  in  behalf  of  poor  sinful  worms  of  the 
dost." 

We  were  extremely  desirous,  if  Provi- 
dence bad  seen  fit  to  order  it,  that  he 
might  retain  his  understanding  to  the  last. 
But  Infinite  Wisdom  determined  otherwise. 
A  fever  sottins  in,  produced  a  partial  de- 
lirium. Hut  even  then,  the  subject  of  his 
remarks  was  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ. 
He  told  his  parents  to  erect  an  altar  to  the 
Xjord.  He  told  them  that  ho  was  going 
above ;  that  tho  Lord  Jesus  Christ  btood 
ready,  with  outstretched  arms  to  receive 
him.  He  was  often  in  the  attitude  of  prayer 
— his  hands  clasped  upon  his  bosom — his 
eyes  directed  upwards — his  lips  moving — 
|iie  countenance  fixed,  whilst  nothing  tint 
he  uttered  could  bo  distinctly  heard.  He

w  the  first  If ooday  in  Jumarj^  1833^  tba  writDr  t>f  tldi  Ardele  myoyi^  tbte 
^btful  privilege  of  mingling  in  the  general  cpncert  oif  pnraer  wkh.tM  .two 
Ml  Prcobyterian  CburcfaM  of  Saint  Louist  Uiaaomi.  Tba^^^jfi  m  aMiit  of 
readers  know,  had  been  set  apart  by  tiio  Geaettd  Ami  wfcly  'of  tho  PrOt* 
rian  Church,  and  by  the  Congrogational  and  Baptiat  Associationa  generally, 
Dtber  evangelical  denominations,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europei  to  bo 
rvcd,  «^  as  a  day  of  ^tiog  and  prayer  for  the  Divine  bloanqg  oo  the  miniitry 
le  Gospe)  throughout  the  world,  for  the  revival  of  religion  in  tbo  .wliolo  of 
otendoo!!,  fur  the  entire  suceess  of  those  beMevolent  enterprises,  whioi  Imto 
aeir  object  the  world's  conversion  to  God."  The  scene  was  so  intortftix^ 
•  Louis,  and  the  true  spirit  of  the  occatton  so  highly  exemplified  in  the  floo- 
irc  meetings  of  the  day,  that,  on  retiring  from  them  ateveni«g;  one  oftlio 
«"fl  expressed  it  as  his  belief  that  thi»  day  would  be  marked  as  the  eem- 
iwnent  of  a  new  era  in  tht  progress  of  CkristianUjf,  We  had  prayed  tftat  it 
t  be  80,  and  many  a  fervent  petition  had  gone  up  to  the  throne  of  GEod  from 
aajrches  of  our  own  country,  and  from  other  portions  of  Chiittoodomi  oaiCod 
B  general  concert.  But  many  of  the  outposts  of  Zion  in  beathen  eountrioei 
^x-obable,  had  not  yut  heard  of  the  designation  of  the  day  Ibr  ttiis  specific 
^Ke.  They  therefore  observed  it  only  as  the  usual  ^  MoiUhly  CmuerL'* 
^«lightful  will  it  be,  and  how  encouraging  to  all  who  pray,  if  we  siiaU  be 
"^ted  hereafter  to  know  that  many  of  those  who  uttered  their  warm  deairOs 
midst  of  tlie  habitations  of  cruelty,  ignorant  of  the  embodied  supplications

^  such  instance  has  already  come  to  our  knowledge.  The  following  is  eoc- 
^  from  a  ktter  of  the  Rev.  Uollis  Reed,  one  of  tho  miasionaiies  of  the 
^oan  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  stationed  at  Amednoggor,  near  BoiAbay, 
^io,  dated  January  13th,  1833. 

'Ho  first  Monday  of  this  month  (Jan.  1833)  was  the  most  intorestin^  day 
^  witnessed  in  India.    As  we  were  met  in  the  momiiig  with  our  ordmary 
^tta  assembly,  to  pray  for  the  influences  of  the  Hpirit  on  thia  deluded 
^»  I  observed  three  strangers  present,  who  paid  unnsad  attention*    On  in- 
'^»  I  found  two  of  them  to  be  the  parents  of  a  blind  ten  who  ftoiiDA^SaaA 
^ked  baptism.    They  acknowledged  that  thia  tb^  son  ^aa  \mia  '^\iu^«>dkA. 
^'bcgan  to  see;  by  whtit  means  they  could  not  teilU    '£te^  wawwAn^

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disposed  to  inquire  how  their  own  blindness  might  be  removed.  The  third  was 
a  cultivator,  who,  I  found,  had  before  heard  the  Gospel  by  the  way-side,  and  had 
now  come  to  hear  it  more  perfectly. 

'*  But  it  is  not  from  this  circumstance  alone  that  I  said  this  was  a  peculiarly 
interesting  day.  At  two  o'ck)ck,  fiabjco  went  to  the  poor-house  to  pive  the 
people  their  daily  supply.  Ho  returned  overwhelmed  with  joy.  I  asked  hini 
what  had  happened  ?  He  replied,  **  all  the  poor  people  have  risen  up  and  girt 
their  loins  and  are  ready."  I  asked  him  what  he  meant  by  that.  He  said,  all 
the  women  and  several  of  the  men  came  about  him,  and  asked  what  they  shonU 
do  to  be  saved.  I  requested  those  who  had  asked  baptism,  and  all  who  aov 
desired  to  be  baptized,  or  were  disposed  seriously  to  inquire,  to  meet  me  at 
Babjee's  house,  at  one  o'clock.  Not  less  than  sixteen  came,  thirteen  of  whom 
have  actually  asked  to  be  baptized  and  received  into  our  little  church.  Four 
or  five  of  these  appear  very  well.  The  others  may,  for  aught  that  appean,  be 
sincere,  but  are  very  ignorant  and  need  much  instruction. 

**  I  begin  to  think  our  Christian  friends  in  America  began  the  year  by  prajin; 
for  their  unworthy  brethren  in  India.  Did  you  not  particularly  remember  m  >t 
the  first  monthly  concert  in  the  year?

**  P.  S.  January  22. — I  have  just  read  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assemhlj, 
and  am  lost  in  wonder  at  the  goodness  of  God  in  hearing  prayer.  TheJ question 
here  asked  is  abundantly  answered.  Allowing  for  the  difference  of  time  between 
this  and  New- York,  you  will  perceive  that  some  hours  before  you  asked,  God 
answered;  and  while  you  were  yet  speaking,  he  continued  more  abundantly t* 
bless  us  in  these  remote  ends  of  the  earth.  How  faithful  is  God  to  fulfil  ^^ 
promises,  and  what  encouragement  is  here  held  out  for  men  to  pray  every 
where !  It  was  only  from  the  effects  which  1  witnessed  at  this  remote  station, 
that  I  was  induced  to  believe,  and  to  ask  if  the  friends  of  the  Redeemer  weieaot 
praying  for  us  on  the  day  above  mentioned." 

From  the  numerous  other  encouragements  to  prayer,  which  lie  before  us,  we 
extract  the  following  from  a  letter  to  the  London  Missionary  Society,  publieb^ 
in  the  Missionary  Chronicle  for  January,  1833.  It  is  from  a  missionary  of  that 
society  labouring  iu  the  Bengal  Presidency,  India. 

**  Among  the  natives  a  class  has  sprung  up,  some  of  whom  are  Brahmins;  who 
openly  avow  their  opposition  to  idolatry,  and  publish  several  weekly  new£p^' 
pers,  both  in  English  and  Bengalee,  in  which  tiiey  fearlessly  call  on  their  couO' 
trymen  to  abandon  Hindooism.  From  one  of  these,  a  paper,  the  editor  of  wbi^^* 
is  a  Brahmin  of  high  caste,  I  give  you  the  following  extracts: — 

**  *  if  there  be  any  thing  under  heaven  that  we  look  upon  with  the  atmost 
abhorrence,  it  is  Hindooism.  If  there  be  any  thing  which  we  regard  as  the  worst 
instrument  of  evil,  it  is  Hindooism.  If  there  be  any  thing  which  we  behold  as 
the  greatest  promoter  of  vice,  it  is  Hindooism.  And  if  there  be  any  thing  tb*^ 
we  consider  as  moMt  hurtful  to  the  ^eacty  comfort^  and  happiness  of  society,  il  ^ 
Hindooism.  And  neither  insinuation  nor  flattery,  neither  fear  nor  persecutioi^r 
can  alter  our  resolution  to  destroy  that  monstrous  creed. 

**  Such  are  the  words  of  men  who  have  been  born  in  families  that  forage* 
have  subsisted  by  the  popular  superstition.  These  men  are  not,  indeeil* 
Christians;  but  have  abandoned  the  rehgion  of  their  fathers,  and  profess  tbem* 
selves  to  be  inquirers  afler  truth.' 

Another  encouragement. — The  following  is  from  an  address  of  one  of  the  firil 
missionaries  to  the  Sandwich  islands,  delivered  on  the  first  Sabbath  afler  the  ar- 
rival  of  a  late  reinfoiccmont  lo  \.\\a.\.  mVeaxon^  sent  by  the  American  Board  of 
Foreign  Miwrione. 
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**  I  may  be  permitted  to  say,  in  respect  to  the  observance  of  the  ChrUHan 
Sabbath,  that  as  a  general  fact,  secular  labour  and  amusementa  are  laid  aside 
n  this  sacred  day.  No  sta^s  run  on  the  Sabbath ;  no  horses  travel  to  promote 
be  pleasure  or  gain  of  men  in  worldly  pursuits.  No  vessels  belonging  to  the 
stives  leave  port  on  the  Sabbath  ;  no  canoes  move  on  the  Sabbath,  except  to 
nd  from  the  place  of  worship.  The  stillness  of  the  Sabbath,  throughout  the 
Jands,  marks  it  as  a  sacred  day  of  rest. 

**  I  may  also  be  permitted  to  state  that  the  cause  of  iemperance  has  gained  as 
luch  in  this  country,  as  in  the^appiest  town,  village,  or  community,  in  the 
ippiest  country  in  the  world.  T<f  ot  that  we  claim  to  be  as  perfect,  but  that  the 
;tua]  gain  in  point  of  temperance,  in  respect  to  the  native  population,  is  as 
reat. 

««  To  these  facts  I  would  add,  what  is  thought  to  be  a  moderate  estimate,  that 
^000  of  the  adult  population  of  these  inlands,  are  ready  to  receire  your  iqstruc- 
TUB  as  soon  as  you  can  speak  their  language ;  50,000  who  are  already  learning 
imething  of  the  Gospel,  and  who  appear  to  regard  Christianity  as  tiie  true  re- 
lion,  and  are  willing  to  hear  its  preachers  when  they  have  an  opportunity, 
bout  1,000,  it  is  hoped,  have  passed  from  death  unto  life;  and  about  half  that 
imber  have  been  baptized,  and  admitted  to  the  fellowship  of  the  churches." 

Let  American  Christians  reflect,  that  the  above  facts  are  related  of  a  nation 
it  recently  reclaimed  from  the  most  debasing  idolatry !  Mark  the  decent 
ispect  which  is  even  there  paid  to  the  Sabbath,  and  to  the  institutions  of  reli- 
ion  generally,  and  the  triumph  of  temperance,  so  rapidly  succeeding  the  first  in- 
od  action  of  Christianity.  And  then,  as  you  pray  for  still  greater  triumphs  of 
la  Gospel  among  the  heathen,  forget  not  our  own  country.  Even  the  Sand- 
ich  islands  will  rise  up,  in  the  judgment,  against  it  to  condemn  it  Pray,  then, 
>r  Home  Missions,  and  labour  for  their  advancement,  until,  in  the  whole  ez- 
^nt  of  our  land,  as  in  those  islands  of  the  w^estern  ocean,  *<  the  stillness  of  the 
•abbath'*  shall  mark  it  '<  as  a  sacred  day  of  rest,"  until  temperance,  here  as  there, 
ball  triumph,  and  tliis  mighty  nation,  with  its  teeming  millions,  so  reckless  of 
he  peculiar  favours  bestowed  upon  it,  shall  yield  a  universal  obedience  to  the 
vospel  of  Christ. 


:^ORRESPONDENCE  OF  THE  AMERICAN  HOME  MISSIONARY 

SOCIETY. 


FLOaiDA    TERBITORT. 

The  territory  of  Florida  contains  a 
rapolation  of  about  40,000,  aod  several 
owns  and  settlements  of  considerable 
mportance  and  of  very  interesting  pros- 
laets,  among  which  are  St.  Augustine, 
rith  a  population  of  4000,  Pensacola, 
rith  3000,  and  Tallahasse,  containing,  at 
resent,  about  1500.  Tet,  with  much  ez- 
rtioB,  we  have  been  able  to  plant  only  one 
ibourer  there,  within  the  last  year,  the 
Lsv.  Amos  Savage,  of  Tallahasse,who  ar- 


rived on  that  field  in  Novambsr  last  Ws 
know  of  only  two  other  Prssbvterian 
mioisten  in  the  territory.  The  following 
from  Mr.  Savage  will  bs  read  with  in- 
terest, and  we  nope  may  be  the  means  of 
turning  the  attention  of  more  laboaren  to 
tliat  important  section  of  our  country. 

Tailahatse^  April  4, 1833. 
On    the   Sabbath  previous  to  my  ar- 
rival here,  in  Novsmbsr  last,  a  church 
had  been  organised  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Ikiles  and  H.  and  N.  PcaAi^  {torn  <Hm^^ 
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at  the  clom  offt  protfmcted  fneoting  in  thi« 
place.  Tbe  nnmbcr  frf  members  wai  then  I 
16,  only  G^Urinj  in  thwtown,  2  of  whom* 
were  males,  the  others  residing  from  7  to 
30  miles  distant.  We  had  no  place  of 
worship,  exceptinif  a  part  of  the  lime  we 
occupied  the  court-room,  when  the  Epis- 
copalians did  not,  till  the  last  of  December, 
when  the  Episcopal  minister  left,  since 
whioli  we  have  bad  tbe  room  without  in- 
torruption. 

I  have  preadicrl  usually  twice  on  the 
Sabbath,  and  attended  Sabbath  iScliool 
and  a  Bible  Clasa  :  liaye  preached  once  or 
twice  in  the  week,  and  held  two  or  three 
prsyer  meetings. 

We  had  the  assistance  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Baker  in  holding  a  protracted  meeting 
the  first  of  March.    PreTioiis  to  that  time 
we  had  soma  seriousness,  and  two  cases  of 
conversion.     The  Lord  hlcaspd  that  moot- 
ing, and  irwre  than  20  professed   hope, 
wliile  Mr.  B.  was  with  us.  The  work  is 
still  in  progress,  and  about  30  more  hope 
that  they  have  passed  from  death  to  life. 
Two  females  were  of  the  Romish  faith ; 
one  young  m.in,  who  was  a  follow  pas- 
senger with  me  to  this  place  from  New- 
Yonc,  a  follower  of  Owen;  he  lost  his  in- 
fidelity on  board  the  vessel,  and  now  ap- 
pears to  be  truly  converted.  He  has  a  pious 
mother  in  Connecticut.    The  revival  lis* 
heen   principally   among  the   men.     We 
had  a  communion  season  in  January,  and 
10  were  added ;  we  had  another  Iah  Sab- 
bath, and  received  14  more;  and   there 
are  several  others  cherishing  hope  who  will 
unite  at  the  next  season.     The  Methodist 
minister  told    mo  that  they  had  rncoivcd 
4  whites  and  10  blacks  an  the  fruit  of  this 
revival.    They  united  with  us  in  the  pro- 
tracted meeting.     Our  church  now  num- 
bers 40  members,  19  males,  and  21  females. 
We  have  a  weekly  meeting  for  the  con- 
verts, and  now  we  have  18  or  20  who  do 
not   hesitate   to  pray  when  called  upon. 
Our  object  is  to  make  our  members  feel 
that  if  thoy  are  converted,  it  is  that  they 
may  do  good  and  work   for    the  Lord. 
We  wish  to  have  Christiai.?  as  near  as 
possible  of  the  primitive  stamp :  not  drones 
or  dead  weights  in  church,  hut  men  that 
shall  feel  it  their  highest  privilege  and  joy 
to  live  for  the  promotion  of  Christy's  king- 
dom.  There  is  now  a  general  seriousness, 
and  a  few  are    anxious.     Meetings  arc 
well  attended  and  solemn.     We  do  moMi 
sincerely  ask  the  prayers  of  the  friends  of 
Zion,  that  God  wonid  carry  on  this  good 
work  among  us.     There  is  need  of  a  great 
reform  yoi  in  thii  place.  4i 


tendance  in  any  place  than  wc  had  the 
present  month. 

The  Sabbath  School  concert  was  on- 
known  here;  that  we  have  established, aad 
it  79  very  well  attended,  and  has  bad  a 
happy  cllect  to  awaken  a  deeper  feeling 
for  the  Sabbath  School.  Throe  or  four  of 
the  scholars  are  among  tlie  converts.  God 
delights  to  answer  prayer.  Whan  1  cama 
hero  tiff  Sabbath  School  was  small; it  has 
been  much  increased.  We  number  now 
70  on  our  books;  the  averasre  attendance  is 
about  50.  It  is  much  more  difficult  to 
keep  a  uniform  attendance  than  it  is  at  the 
north. 

My  Bible  Class  which  I  attend  on  the 
Sabbath- has  between  30  and  40  regular 
attendants,  and  always  a  number  who 
come  in  to  hoar,  who  have  not  joined  the 
class.  I  find  this  pleasant  and  profitable. 
It  is  not  confmcd  to  any  particular  class 
of  persons.  Most  of  them  arc  married, 
and  in  middle  life. 

The  Temperance  cause  is  gaining 
(rround,  ami  a  number  are  prepared  to 
organize,  wliirh  wo  intend  to  do  soon. 
Wo  are  now  getting  subscribers  to  the 
"  Temperance  Recorder,**  and  aro  deter- 
mined to  put  one  into  the  hands  of  every 
member  of  the  church.  We  shall  take  at 
least  forty  copies. 


INVITIXQ    FTELDS   OF   LABOrR. 

I  have  lately  visited  Monticello,  28 
miles  distant,  which  has  enjoyed  a  pre- 
cious revival,  and  I  think  the  way  will  be 
prepared  to  form  a  church  there  sooa. 
Among  the  converts  are  two  lawyers,  one 
of  whom  is  dotcrmincd  to  devote  himself 
to  the  ministry.  I  hope  this  place  will  not 
be  forcrotton,  bhouid  they  need  aid  from 
your  Society.  They  are  in  connexion 
with  another  neighbourhood  now  trying  to 
get  a  minister.  At  Quincy,  22  mt\tt^ 
we  shall  endeavour  to  organize  a  chnrdi 
in  a  few  weeks.  At  Apalachicola,  which 
is  destined  to  be  the  most  important  place 
in  the  territory,  there  is  want  of  a  minister. 
It  is  occupied  by  no  denomination,  except 
a  minister  has  beon  spending  the  winter 
there  for  health,  who  I  suppose  preacbei 
some.  St.  Marks  and  Magnoiia,  and 
another  small  settlement,  have  nopreadi' 
ingofany  denomination,  and  might  for 
nish  a  Hold  of  labour  for  a  man.  There 
are  several  other  places  that  might  be  oc- 
cupied, and  it  is  exceedingly  important  to 
do  it  soon,  while  their  charscter  hi  fons- 
ing.

his  wife,  and  the  tender  father  to'eurse 
bia  children,  a  drunkard  who  bad 
threatened  to  intuit  me  for  meddling 
ivith  this  subject)  moat  unceremonious- 
ly took  his  leave. 

31.  Thursday. — Stated  lecture  at 
another  school-house ;  interesting  col- 
lection of  young  people,  mostly  the 
children  of  professors  of  religion  of  a 
certain  sect,  who,  though  extremely 
ignorant,  regard  themselves  too  far  ad- 
vanced in  divine  knowledge  to  need 
any  further  instruction. 

524.  Sabbath, — Exchanged  with  bro- 
ther G.;  preached  on  temperance.  All 
his  Church  abstain  from  the  use  of 
spirits ;  but  some  stand  off  from  the 
society.  They  are  for  single-handed 
warfare.  Some  were  convmced,  and 
left  their  ground ; — at  night,  preached 
on  the  returning  prodigal,  with  appa- 
rently ffood  effect. 

25.  Visited  a  dear  brother,  whose 
infant  and  only  son  was  but  just  living. 
He  has  lu>o  precious  babes  in  heaven 
already,  and  this  must  soon  join  them ; 
— family  composed.  At  night,  tem- 
perance again  at  the  school-house. 
Uow  could  that  drunkard  stay  away ! 

26.  Temperance  again  at  C. — Very 
attentive  assembly,  but  no  vote  of 
thanks  from  the  SoUish  faculty.  Un- 
grateful fraternity ! 

27.  Proceeded  on  a  tour  through 
R.  county,  to  meet  brothers  J.  and 
W.,  at  V . — preached  to  a  little  hand- 
ful at  D.f  and  visited  some  of  the  fami- 
lies— made  some  inquiries  in  regard  to 
common  schools. 

28.  Preached  two  miles  and  a  half 
from  v.,  to  quite  a  collection.  Found, 
that,  after  bein^r  destitute  of  schools 
for  years,  they  have  employed  a  man 
who  can  scarcely  write  a  legible  hand 
— was  told  by  an  intelligent  man,  that 
lie  believed,  at  least,  one  half  the 
men  in  the  county  are  Vniversalists, 

Jilarch  1.  Rode  to  V.  with  brother 
W. — ^left  him  to  preach  in  town,  and 
went  five  miles  into  the  country — 
preached  in  a  neighbourhood  settled 
twelve  years,  where  there  has  never 
been  a  school,  and  never  but  one  ser- 
mon before  of  any  kind,  and  that  a 
Baptist,  six  years  ago  !  In  this  sha- 
dow of  death  found  an  intelligent  ma- 
j^rai«  thirsting  for  the  water  of  life, 
and  panting  for  the  light  of  heaven — 


precious   little    ■eaflon — talked    with 
most  present  personally. 

2-3.  f  reached  twice  each  day  at 
V.  Frozen  weather  and  frozen  hearts. 
Among  about  forty  familiesy  not  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  pall  of  death  hangs  over  the  ark 
of  God.  There  was  a  little  Church 
partially  organized  there  a  year  ago ; 
and  they  have  not  had  a  sermon  sincet 
till  we  came.  Our  meetings  were 
small,  but  increased  to  the  last  in 
number  and  interest.  Brother  J.  failed* 
So  strong  is  the  opposition  to  Presby- 
terians, that  the  men  of  influence 
hardly  dare  hazard  their  reputation  by 
approving  them.  Only  two  friends  of 
temperance  in  town— a  doctor  and  a 
lawyer.  Four  taverns  and  several 
groceries.  Had  much  conversation 
about  getting  up  a  manual  labour 
school  expressly  for  school  teachers. 

4.  Returned  home,  and  united  our 
prayers  with  millions  for  the  salvation 
of  the  world. 

5.  Preached  on  ••  Purgatory  Ridge** 
for  brother  W.  Some  cases  of  se- 
riousness.    Very  stormy. 

6.  Prepared  a  system  of  pastoral 
labour  to  present  to  the  Ministerial  As- 
sociation to-morrow.  Drew  off  one 
sermon—- made  another — read  Chal« 
mors — wrote  an  article  for  the  press. 

7-8.  Attended  the  Ministerial  As- 
sociation at  M. — Rode  to  V. 

9-1 0.  Attended  a  two  days*  meeting 
at  the  B.  Church.  Meetings  well  at- 
tended and  encouraging.  On  Sabbath 
night,  roost  of  the  congregation  re- 
mained at  the  close  for  personal  con- 
versation and  special  prayer.  Some 
manifested  solicitude — some  hope- 
some  hardihood — some  ignorance. 

12.  Preached  at  V. — Precious  little 
meeting  with  that  feeble  Church. 

13.  Preached  at  G.  on  temperance, 
or  rather  "  made  a  speech." 

14.  Preached  at  P.  These  three 
Churches  have  had  no  preaching  since 
I  rode  through  them  three  motUhsagO'^ 
not  a  sermon.  They  are  Uterally  itoro- 
ing  for  the  bread  of  life.  Temperance 
received  quite  an  impulse  among  them 
on  Feb.  26.  More  than  fifty  subscribed 
the  pledge.  Is  there  no  seer  for  them .' 

15.  Returned  home.  Have  convers- 
ed much  abont  measures  for  the  bene- 
fit of  common  schools.    W^ta^^V.^ 
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begin  atthe/oumiafioii.  Fonnedaiid 
drafted  a  constitution  (according  to  ap- 
pointmeDt)  for  a  Lyceum,  for  the  pro- 
motion of  this  object,  in  conjunction 
with  brother  W.  Matured  a  plan  for 
•*  Teachers'  Institutei"  with  manual 
labour." 

17.  Preached  at  one  of  my  regular 
stations.  Good  attendance.  A  consi- 
derable feelinff  in  the  congregation.  In 
P.  M.  expounded,  according  to  custom. 

18.  Still  prosecuted  inquiries  in  re- 
gard to  common  schools.  Explored 
rourteen  families  as  they  came  on  the 
creek — found  forty  childien,  six  of 
whom  were  able  to  read,  and  two  can 
write  a  little  !  One  girl,  the  eldest  of 
seven  children  in  one  family,  and  the 
only  one  who  had  ever  attended  school, 
said  she  could  read.  Of  her  intelli- 
gence you  can  judge,  from  the  follow- 
ing specimen:—**  How  old  are  you, 
my  young  friend?"  "I  don't  know." 
*^  Can  you  tell  me  who  made  you  ?" 
**  Isaac  D"  (her  ftther.)  Suppos- 
ing she  misunderstood  my  question, 
I  repeated  it  in  a  variety  of  forms, 
but  could  not  find  she  had  the  least 
conception  of  a  God  as  the  author 
of  her  own  existence,  or  of  other  ob- 
jects. When  I  told  her  a  few  sim- 
ple truths  about  God,  and  sin,  and 
heaven,  she  seemed  amazed.  She  is 
probably  thirteen  or  fourteen  years 
old,  and  what  mind  she  has  appears 
perfectly  sound. 

I  designed  to  have  continued  these 
briefs,  through  the  quarter ;  but  they 
are  filling  up  my  sheet  so  fast,  I  must 
suspend  them.  You  have  probably  as 
extensive  a  specimen  of  a  Western 
Pastor's  Journal  as  you  will  relish  for 
the  present.

The  writer  of  this  article  has  fre-  { 


qnently  been  atimokled  to  dat  y,  by 
the  recollection  of  a  fkct,  which  came 
under  lus  own  obBenrationy  and  which 
illustrates  the  above-cited  paange. 

Employed  as  a  Sabbath-school  Agent, 
I  called  m  the  town  of  S        »  N.  Y.» 

on  Mr.  J f  a  youuff  married  man, 

who  I  soon  discovered  was  not  pioos, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  rather  diapoeed 
to  treat  the  subject  of  religion  with 
levity.  I  accepted  his  pressing  invi- 
tation to  tea;  and  as  he  had  been 
religiously  educated,  and  knew  that 
I  was  upon  a  religious  errand,  I 
supposed  he  would  call  upon  me 
to  ask  God's  blessing  at  the  ta- 
ble. Being  naturally  dimdent,  1  wait- 
ed for  his  motion,  without  saying  any 
thing  on  the  subject  myself,  until  he 
commenced  eating.  I  saw  then  that  it 
was  too  late  to  propose  a  first  service, 
and,  for  a  moment  was  quite  at  a  loss 
to  know  how  to  act.  However,  I  soon 
followed  his  example,  and  began  80<hi 
to  converse  upon  the  duty  which  we 
had  just  neglected.  I  remarked,  that 
it  was  mv  usual  custom  to  ask  the 
blessing  or  God  upon  my  fbod ;  that  as 
we  were  entirelv  dependent  upon  Him 
for  all  the  comforts  of  life,  and  as  all 
the  comforts  we  enjoyed  came  from 
his  benevolent  hand,  it  appeared  to  me 
exceedingly  proper  that  we  should,  in 
this  way,  acknowledge  'our  depend- 
ence and  obligations.  With  these  re- 
marks all  seemed  to  be  struck,  and  pro- 
fessed their  willingness  that  the  duty 
should  be  performed.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  meal,  therefore,  I  returned 
thanks,  and  prayed  at  some  considera- 
ble length.  In  the  evening  I  preached 
in  the  neighbourhood ;  this  young  man 
attended,  and  gave  fixed  and  serious  at- 
tention. In  my  subsequent  visits,  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  conversing  with 
himself  and  wife,  as  deeply  anxious 
sinners.  They  eventually  obtained 
hope  and  joined  the  Church.  A  few 
weeks  since  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing them,  and  of  learning  that  they 
have  adorned  their  profession  for  two 
or  three  years.  L.

lated  desires  and  efTorts,  though  very  many  In  its  members,  in  the  offices  which 
they  discharge  and  in  tlie  prayers  which  they  utter, — each  at  his  post,  fulfilling  tbe 
duty  and  feehng  the  pressure  of  the  work  assigned  him.     And  all  this  variety  in 
the  subordinate  objects  of  prayer  is  necessary  to  its  cs^-cntial  unity.     This  is  the 
enly  ground  of  Christian  concert  in  prayer, — the  same  spirit  pervading  and  mor- 
ing  the  desires  of  all,  the  same  great  object  enlisting  the  sympathies  of  ill, 
while  each  soul  feels  especially  the  weight  of  its  own  responsibilities,  and  each 
heart  breathes  its  own  prayer.    That  would  be  a  forced  and  unnatural  concert, 
which  should  unite  the  whole  body  of  believers  in  prayer  for  any  one  object, 
short  of  the  great  end  of  all  prayer,  "  tut  kingdom  come."     To  attempt  a 
union  on  any  lower  ground  than  this,  would  do  violence  to  the  spirit  of  Chris- 
tianity, and  weaken  the  strength  of  the  body,  by  diverting  its  many  member^ 
from  their  appropriate  positions  in  the  conflicts  and  triumphs  of  the  churcts  ^ 
Let  then  every  member  come  to  the  monthly  concert,  under  the  deep  feeling (^ 


his  own  personal  responsibilities,  and  pray  for  grace  to  be  faithful.     This  alon^ 
will  enable  him  to  enter  into  the  sympathies  of  others,  and  add  strength  to  tl 
union  which  this  concert  is  intended  to  secure. 

But  let  it  be  remembered,  that  personal  responsibility  is  a  thing  of  larger  ex ' 

tent  than  is  generally  apprehended.  Such  arc  the  arrangements  of  God's  pro-^^ 
vidence,  at  the  present  time,  and  such  the  facilities  of  action,  that  individual  in-  ^ 
fluence  may  be,  and  if  it  may  it  ought  to  be,  incalculably  extended.  The  power 
of  association  has  been  applied  to  the  business  of  the  world's  conversion  in  a 
manner  altogether  new.  Channels  arc  now  open,  through  which  the  smalle^rt 
Contributions,  as  well  as  the  largest,  of  wealth  and  of  talent,  are  conveyed  to  al- 
most every  department  of  the  work,  in  every  part  of  the  world.  These  extra- 
ordinary facilities  are  affording  every  individual  an  opportunity  of  extending  a 
beneficent  influence  round  the  globe.  It  becomes,  therefore,  a  part  of  our  indi- 
vidual responsibility,  to  care  and  labour  for  the  necessities  of  the  whole  world. 
But  rightly  to  direct  and  apply  our  desires  and  efforts,  we  must  know  what  these 
necessities  are,  and  their  comparative  claims  upon  our  exertions  at  the  present 
time.  Every  Christian,  therefore,  is  solemnly  bound  diligently  to  acquaint  him- 
self with  passing  events  in  God*s  providence,  the  condition  of  the  world,  the  trials, 
the  triumphs,  and  the  glorious  prospects  of  the  church.  He  should  study  the 
predictions  of  the  Bible,  as  they  look  onward  to  the  future,  and  watch  the  signs  ^ 

of  the  times,  as  they  mark  the  progress  of  their  fulfilment.     It  was  this  watch 

fulness,  in  relation  to  passing  events,  which  enabled  the  writer  of  the  102d£ 
Psalm  to  say,  **  Thou  shalt  arise  and  have  mercy  upon  Zion,  for  the  time  tGC=: 
favour  her,  yea,  the  set  time  is  come ;  for  thy  servants  take  pleasure  in  he^ 
stonep,  and  favour  the  dust  thereof."     Let  Christians,  then,  as  they  come  to  th^^ 
monthly  concert,  come  furnished  with  that  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  th^^ 
world  and  of  the  church,  which  alone  can  give  a  right  direction  to  their  prayerw — 
Let  them  read,  beforehand,  the  periodical  publications  of  the  day,  especially  sueft^ 
as  are  devoted  to  the  circulation  of  intelligence  concerning  the  great  benevolen  t- 
enterprises  of  the  church,  the  work  of  home  and  foreign  missions,  the  education  « 
biblOy  trBCif  sabbath  school,  tem^eiax^c^> ^\i^  Q^«t  Ysixv^^^  ^^i&tvaa.  The  mats    j 
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of  iaformation  which  these  pablications  contain,  every  month,  is  more  than  can 
be  condensed  into  an  address  sufficiently  short  to  be  read  at  the  monthly  con- 
cert. It  should  be  read  and  studied  by  every  Christian,  as  well  as  every  minis- 
ter, as  a  necessary  preparation  for  the  solemn  assembly.  Then  the  monthly 
meeting  would  be,  as  it  should  be,  a  meeting  devoted  to  prayer.  Every  heart 
beating  in  the  midst  of  a'flood  of  light  derived  from  ten  thousand  sources,  during 
the  month,  would  come  up  to  the  concert  inditing  its  petitions.  Each  would 
feel  the  pressure  of  his  individual  responsibilities,  in  relation  to  the  whole  work, 
and  the  prayer  of  each  for  Zion  would  be  the  prayer  of  one  acquainted  with  her 
condition,  her  trials,  her  true  interests,  and  her  prospective  triumph  and  glory. 
Liet  our  concert  be  formed  agreeably  to  these  suggestion;,  and  it  will  embrace 
rahety  enough  to  reach  the  circumstances  of  every  supplicant  in  every  place, 
>.nd  address  his  warmest  and  deepest  feelings  of  individual  duty ;  and  through 
.  Lis  variety,  we  shall  reach,  in  the  happiest,  most  fervent,  and  effectual  manner, 
.l>e  ultimate  end  of  our  prayers,  the  conversion  of  the  world,  by  all  means.  This 
m  union  on  Christian  principles.

Georgetown,  the 
county  town,  contains  about  1200  in- 
habitants. On  the  *'  eastern  shore**  of 
the  Chesapeake  bay,  in  Maryland,  So- 
merset  county  has  one  Presbyterian 
minister  at  Princess  Ann.  Worcester 
county  has  the  Rev.  Alex.  Campbell  at 
Poplartown,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mustard  at 
Snowhill.  In  Cecil  countv,  at  Charles, 
town,  is  Dr.  Magraw,  and  between  him 
and  Mr.  Laird,  at  Princess  Ann  ;  in  the  in- 
tervening counties  of  Kent,  Queen  Ann, 
Talbot,  Caroline,  and  Dorchester,  there  is 
not  one  Presbyterian  minister,  except  the 
Rev.  Charles  Brown,  whom  I  penmaded 
in  May  last  to  labour  at  Gieenabofoui^ 
and  Denton,  in  Caroline  ceunty.

TUB  MINING  COUNTRY  IN  THB  NORTH-WEST. 

From  the  Rev.  Aratut  Kent^  Oalentit  JU. 

The  inhsbitants  of  the  Mining  Country 
are  as  fluctuating  as  the  waters  of  Lake 
Michigan,  whose  shores  I  have  just  visit- 
ed. It  is,  however,  important  that  they 
should  bo  followed  in  their  wanderings  by 
the  voice  of  admonition,  lest  they  forget 
the  Lord  and  profane  his  Sabbaths.  But 
to  do  this  hereafter,  will  make  it  necessary 
that  I  should  spend  some  of  my  time 
across  the  Mississippi,  for  the  opening  of 
the  country  usually  styled  **  Dubuqiie*H 
Mines,**  is  drawing  thither  a  great  multi- 
tude of  adventurers. 

A  subject  of  greater  interest,  is  a  recent 
journey  to  Chicago.  In  my  way  thither  I 
visited  Putnam  county,  and  followed  up 
tlie  Illinois  River  to  explore  a  section  of 
country  which  is  exciting  much  attention. 
The  result  of  my  observations  was  to 
awaken  the  pleasing  hope  that  we  shall 
now,  in  a  very  few  years,  have  a  line  of 
Evangelical  posts  along  the  northern 
boundary  of  this  state,  and  a  distinct 
Presbytery,  where,  but  two  years  since, 
the  Lord*s  Supper  had  never  been  admi- 
nistered within  some  hundreds  of  miles. 

It  gave  mo  great  pleasure  to  find  the 
Rev.  Jeremiah  Porter  at  Chicago,  and  I 
have  rarely  addressed  a  more  attentive 
and  apparently  devout  congregation  than 
that  which  I  met,  on  Sabbath  morning,  in 
the  garrison,  and  which,  combining  the 
people  of  the  village  and  gentlemen  of 
the  army,  constituted  a  large  assembly 
for  this  country. 

I  hope  that  brother  Porter  will  be  con- 
tinued there.  It  is  an  important  station, 
for  he  will  have  opportunities  to  visit 
several  settlements,  just  forming  in  the  vi- 
cinity, which  are  entirely  destitute  of 
Presbyterian  preaching  ;  and  if  the  pier 
DOW  commencing  should  be  permanent, 
and  the  harbour  become  a  safe  one,  Chi- 
cago will  undoubtedly  grow  as  rapidly  as 
any  village  in  the  western  country. 

On  my  return  I  preached  at  Fountain- 
dale,  so  called  from  the  numerous  springs 
of  pun  water  which  form  the  Dupage, 
one  of  the  jiMd  watsrt  of  the  l\UiioVi  Ri- 


ver. Here  I  found  a  large  settlement  of 
Eastern  emigrants,  but  lately  coma  in, 
and  about  twenty  professors  of  religion,  of 
our  denominatiou.  They  will  soon  be 
able  to  support  a  preacher.  From  this 
grove,  thirty  miles  west  of  Chicago,  I  came 
homo  in  three  days,  following  the  trail  of 
Gen.  Scott's  army,  and  was  obliged  to 
**"  camp  out**  but  one  night.  The  whole 
distance  by  that  route  could  not  be  mora 
than  175  miles,  and  my  way  lay  through 
a  tract  of  country  possessing  many  advan- 
tages which  will  give  it  the  preference 
over  the  lower  parts  of  Illinois  in  the  esti- 
mation of  emigrants  from  the  uortbeio 
states.

Onr  rondora  are  aware  that  Mr.  T.  waa  eaipluye4 
most  of  tlio  taut  year  in  the  northern  atatei^  aa 
A^etit  for  IlliiioiB  Colli*;;!-.

1  arrived  hero  on  the  Oth  of  May,  under 
the  direction  of  a  kind  Providencse,  in  to- 
lerable health.  Wo  were  detained  near  a 
week,  in  Haiti  more,  by  the  sickness  of  our 
dear  little  babe — at  Frederick,  Md.,it  leA 
its  tenement  of  clay,  and  there  we  com- 
mitted its  remains  to  the  cold  grave,  to 
slumber  till  the  resurrection  morn.  We 
felt  as  parents  do — our  little  one  was  dear 
to  us — it  was  hard  to  have  it  torn  from 
our  arms  while  on  a  journey,  without  the 
probability  of  ever  again  seeing  the  spot 
where  it  lies.  Still  wo  could  give  it  up  at 
the  bidding  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  feel- 
ing that  he  does  all  things  well.  My  dear 
wife  bore  this  atUiction  with  a  good  de- 
gree of  Christian  fortitude,  and  I  trust  it 
will  make  us  both  more  alive  to  duty  and 
more  active  in  our  Master's  cause.  Found 
our  little  Church  in  a  much  belter  state 
than  I  feared  ;  and,  although  by  the  sick- 
ness of  brother  Hardy,  thev  had  been  de- 
prived, almost  entirely,  of  the  ministra- 
tions of  the  Word,  the  past  six  months, 
many  of  them  possessed  an  unusual  spirit 
of  prayer  to  God  for  his  blessing  to  de- 
scend on  themselves  and  others.

•f  them  had  been  under  Church  censure 
for  drinking  loo  much.  Now,  we  have  a 
Temperance  Society  which,  toflrether  with 
a  small  Society  in  Islipi  now  joined  with 
oe,  consists  of  rising  of  three  hundred, 
•boot  two  hundred  and  fifty  of  whom  are 
new  members.  The  Church  has  learned 
aa  important  fact,  as  they  think,  that  a 
inan  eann'd  drink  dram*  in  this  enlightened 
age,  without  sinning  against  God  and  his 
eountry.  They,  therefore,  at  a  full  meeting 
last  Saturday,  embodied  the  temperance 
pkdgtf  on  the  plan  of  total  abttinenee,  into 
the  articles  for  admission  into  the  Church, 
by  a  unantmont  vote.  One  thing  with  re. 
gard  to  the  Temperance  Society  is  very 
pleasing :  as  yet  I  have  heard  of  no  oppo. 
•ition.  Not  a  renpectable  man  in  the  com. 
monity  oppoees  it,  even  though  he  may 
not  have  loined.  A  number,  who  dealt  in 
ardent  spirits,  have  been  convinced  of  its 
bad  tendency  upon  the  community,  and  the 
sin  of  destroying  the  lives  and  souls  of 
their  fellow  beings,  and  have  determined 
to  deal  in  this  article  no  more. 

hut  summer  there  were  four  Sabbath 
Boiiools  within  the  bounds  of  the  congre. 
gation,  and  two  Prayer  Meetings.  Now 
there  are  five  Sabbath  Schools  and  eight 
Pkrayer  A^eetings,  four  male  and  four  fe.

[Pnnkhtd  trf  ■  Clan"*"} 
fioxc  twenty-tevcD  years  ago,  the 
froridenceof  God  threw  me  into  the 
rieiDity  of  oue  oC  the  few  reniD&ntR  of 
:lie  Indiui  tribes,  that  till  then  had 
■arrived  the  deaokting  progreaa  of  a 
ram-drinking  ChriEtian  popula.tion.  It 
Uj  within  the  sUle  of  New-Yorb,  and 
W become  rediicod  to  the  number  of 
£Aj  or  ailty  sonls.  How  many  of 
lliMe  were  disciples  of  J  cbub  I  know 
Dot,  bnt  the  mBEs  of  them  were  Blaves 
to  Knauality,  and  were  regarded  by 
tlreirwhiteneichbourB  as  irrecoverably 
loEltD  God  and  to  man.  because  "  tliey 
"ere  drunken  Indians  !"  OcceEionally 
ihej  heard  the  word  of  God  from  the 
iipt  of  B  missionary  or  neighbouring 
■nutister,  but  they  were  not  taught  to 
teod  that  word.  Sometimes  they  be- 
wnbled  on  the  Sabbath,  and  made 
tittir  onceiled  chapel  resound  with 
Zioo'i  gongs,  and  listened  with  deep 
■ttcntion  to  the  unaflbcted  and  i 
eUijuence  of  a.  preacher  of  thi 
lril)c.  Never  did  human  voiees  pour 
forth  aweeter  Ftraina  of  m  ' 
bunui  eara  take  in  divine  ir 
iwre  eagerly.  But  there  vvaathe  end 
ofit.  No  weck-dav Echool  fitted  them 
for  the  common  biiMnessof  life,  and 
liabbath  school  prepared  them  to  coi 
fnbend  the  sublime  myaleries  of  i 
■iemption.  In  thi^ir  simplicity,  they 
l*ame  the  dupes  of  the  crafty.  Their 
'ppetite*  made  them  the  easy  prey  of 
^he  money- catcbinir  cormorant, 
'lie  avails  of  tlieir  induiitrv  wei-  — 
xirbed  by  the  grog-shop,  wfiile  squalid 
l^Kerty  and  noisy  wretchedness  per- 
vaded their  habitations. 

Deeply  sffected,  as  one  must  be  with 
'beir  miseries,  no  door  waa  open  t 
«rry  them  relief.  One  or  two  whit 
funiliea  onlydwelt  within  ten  or  tiflee 
miles  of  their  reservation  ;  aod  thee 
Amilies,  though  kind  and  sympalheti 
ii  their  regards  to  the  red  men  around 
Ibetn,  were  aotprgptred  to  minister  to 


their  spiritual  wants,  nor  to  guide  tb* 
little  ones  to  Jesus." 
Ulessed  be  (iod,  that  a  brighter  day 
is  dawned  on  the  abotigines  of  onr 
luulry,  that  they  are  recognised  by 
the  Church  as  men,  and  as  immortals. 
In  one  of  my  rambles  among  thia 
emaaut  of  the  "  peeled"  race,  a 
.lergyman  ofyeara  and  warm  piety  waa 
my  companion.  We  entered  one  of  tlw 
huts,  to  which  our  attention  had  been 
particularly  directed,  as  the  habitation 
Indian  widow,  whose  huibuid 
ce  led  in  the  devotiona  of  the 
sanctuary,  and  indeed  sustained,  for  a 
of  years,  a  kind  of  pastoral  rela- 
]  his  brethren.  He  was  said  to 
have  been  truly  a  "  man  of  God," 
respected  by  all  for  hia  consistency,  ra- 
d  for  his  piety,  and  honoured  &i 
wisdom.  Some  jiears  had  paaaed 
e  he  had  entered  mto  leat.  But  hia 
memory  was  sweet  to  the  venerable 
chit,  who  was  now  soon  to  follow  him 
— iiLid  the  tear  silently  stole  down  her 
heck,  as  she  mentioned  his  name,  and 
the  enjoyments  they  had  found,  when 
walking  to  the  house  of  God  in  com- 
pany, etid  when  presentiDg  their  sacri* 
ficcB  on  the  family  altar.  It  was  con- 
jugol  affection  that  loved  thus  to  dwell 
on  rhe  remembrance  of  the  put,  and  in 
tender  accents  speak  of  a  lost  huaband'a 
prayers  and  instructions, —  nanctiRed 
conjugal  affuction,  not  to  be  extio- 
guit^hed  by  the  lapse  of  years,  nor  tba 
ncverily  of  affliction,  in  the  bosom  of 
the  red  man,  more  than  in  the  boaomof 
the  white. 

Poverty  was  lierc^ — the  hut  waa  of 
thatcli,  that  had  survived  "^  the  pelting 
of  the  merciless  storm"  for  many  a 
year;  and  beside  the  artificial  opening 
St  the  top,  fur  the  escape  of  the  sraoka 
from  the  stone  hearth  beneath,  many 
an  opening  had  been  made  by  the  band 
of  time,  and  the  violence  of  the  tempest. 
Yet,  in  this  floorless  and  rude  cabin 
dwelt  the  chitdof  God.  A  ioughlt««n 
oaken  plank,  cove'ra&  >RVi\i  in>.\X»& 
■traw,  and  tuiMda  Xvn  tnc^MfttniOv  >^i» 
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ground,  was  the  bed  on  which  she  lay, 
with  a  single  coverlet,  neat  but  scanty, 
to  protect  her  from  the  dust  or  the 
rain  dro)>8  that  alternately  assailed  her 
tenement.  By  her  side  stood  a  small 
table,  having  on  it  a  cup  of  water,  and 
her  Bible  ;  and  at  her  feet  stood  a  little 
girl,  ten  or  twelve  years  old,  to  give 
the  cup  of  water,  or  to  read  the  holy 
book  by  turns  to  her  languishing  grand- 
mother ;  and  for  her  a  stool  was  ready, 
from  which  she  blushingly  arose,  as  she 
saw  "  the  strangers  "  come  in. 

The  clergyman  immediately  entered 
into  conversation  with  the  dying  Chris- 
tian ;  and  after  some  inquines  mto  the 
history  of  her  life,  and  the  progress  of 
the  disease  that  was  now  closing  her 
earthly  career,  he  examined  the  foun- 
dations of  her  hope,  and  inspired  her 
with  that  confidence  in  his  Christian 
and  fraternal  feelings,  which  led  to  the 
unreserved  communication  of  her 
Christian  experience.  But  at  this  dis- 
tance of  time,  and  without  my  notes  at 
hand,  1  dare  not  attempt  to  detail  it. 
The  impression  made,  however,  of  the 
value  of  religion,  and  of  its  mighty 
power  in  sustaining  the  soul  through 
its  conflict  with  the  last  enemy,  time 
can  never  eflace ;  and  the  hectic  flush 
was  on  her  check ;  her  voice  was  weak 
and  tremulous;  her  limbs  could  not 
sustain  the  weight  even  of  her  ema- 
ciated frame,  and  she  lay  helpless  on 
her  bed  of  straw ;  but  the  presence  of 
God  was  felt ;  her  sorrows  were  fur- 
gotten  amid  her  overflowing  joys. 
Never  was  it  my  privilege  to  witness 
deeper  humility,  in  combination  witJi 
strong  and  overpowering  faith; — never, 
to  see  the  tears  of  repentance  blend 
80  perfectly  with  the  rays  of  celestial 
hope  on  human  countenance, — never, 
to  hear  the  sighs  of  a  spirit  grieving 
over  surrounding  wickedness,  mingle 
in  such  sweet  accordance  with  the 
triumphant  aspirations  of  a  saint,  feel- 
ing itself  already  on  the  verge  of 
heaven.  There  was  nothing  fliglity  in 
any  expression  that  fell  from  her  lips  ; 
but  all  was  peace,  love, filial  confidence, 
and  chastened  joy,  in  the  prospect  of 
being  soon  with  Jesus,  and  of  being 
LIKE  him  for  ever. 

/  have  never  stood  by  the  sick  bed 


by  a  sick  bed  where  diaeaie  held  nch 
close  companionship  with  povertyy  and 
with  all  things  most  unpleasant  to 
carnal  vision;  never  by  a  sick  bed, 
with  whose  occupant  I  would  moif 
cheerfully  exchange  places ;  and  muy 
are  tJie  sick  and  dying  beds,  where  it 
has  been  my  happiness  to  witnen  the 
triumphs  of  piety.  But,  turning  froa 
the  scene  with  my  venerable  cmb- 
panion,  1  could  not  refrain  from  ex- 
claiming, "  O  that  the  rich  and  tiie 
mighty,  and  the  noble  of  the  eartk, 
could  all  behold  together  the  poor  b- 
dian  widow,  so  sweetly  breathing  ber 
soul  into  the  bosom  of  Jesus."  SIm 
lived  not  long  afler  this.  The  world 
had  become  ^*  a  tiresome  place;"  and 
though  her  eminent  piety  claimed  for 
her  the  affection  of  some,  and  the 
respect  of  all,  she  could  no  longer 
exert  that  influence  which  her  heart 
desired,  over  the  infatuated  beingi 
oround  her,  and  she  panted  for  the  em- 
ployments, and  the  joys  of  a  world 
where  prayers  and  tears  are  no  more 
needed  ;  where  sin  and  sorrow  can  no 
more  enter.  The  noise  of  revelry  often 
disturbed  her.  The  follies  and  vices 
of  her  tribe  distressed  her ;  but  eviis 
that  she  could  not  remove  were  pa- 
tiently endured,  and  her  solitary  frriefr 
were  poured  with  bumble  confidence 
into  the  bosom  of  the  Saviour,  while 
her  supplications  for  her  '•  brethren 
according  to  the  flesh  "  ceased  not,  till 
iier  spirit  returned  to  the  God  who 
gave  it. 

A  thousand  times  has  tliis  scene,  so 
loner  gone  by,  come  up  to  recollection 
with  all  the  vividness  of  the  first  io- 
pression ;  and  as  I  have  wandered  in 
imagination  over  the  hillocks  and  plaint 
;  where  stood  the  unsightly  wigwams, 
and  the  half  cultivated  fields  of  the 
despised  Indian,  the  poor  widow,  and 
the  track  of  light  she  lefl  behind  beo 
marking  the  way  to  God,  have  en- 
chained every  thought,  and  drawn  me 
irresistibly  to  contemplate  those 

**  Sweet  fields  beyond  the  living  flood. 
Dressed  in  imuiortal  green.*' 

Then  again,  I  have  been  constrained

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moral  cour^g^.  AncLlQ  everj  variety  of  condition,  ti  big  wants  aTe,in  aone 
respects,  peculiar^  so  his  pragrers  should  possen  a  convsponding  poovlimiity* 
Without  this,  though  he  may  continue  in  prayer,  be  will  fail  to  spread  bis  real 
wants  before  the  throne  of  grace ;  and  what  be  loses  in  appropriatensM  be 
will  lose  also  in  sincerity. 

The  same  principles  are  applicable  to  intercessory  prayer.  If  we  take  a  fiieV 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  friends,  we  shall  not  always  be  satisfied  with  asking 
God,  in  some  general  expressions,  to  bless  them ;  but  we  shall  discriminate 
among  them,  and  pray  for  them  according  to  their  different  conditions  and 
wants.  So  the  Christian  parent  observes  the  difierent  characters,  circumstan- 
ces, propensities,  trials,  and  temptations  of  his  children ;  and  the  kaowledgt 
which  he  thus  acquires  gives  shape  and  complexion  to  bis  prayera.  The  daptk 
of  his  sincerity  may  usually  be  measured  by  the  distinctness  and  disciiminalias 
with  which  he  urges  the  peculiar  wants  of  each  before  the  mercy  seal. 

Again,  the  consistent  Christian  is  necessarily  a  patriot,  and  one  of  the  ways 
in  which  be  faithfully  serves  his  country  is  by  his  prayers  for  her  prospenl|« 
This  ii  made  his  duty,  by  express  injunction.  '*I  exhort  therefore,"  saye-as 
Apostle,  '*  that  first  of  all,  supplications,  prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of 
thanks,  be  made  for  all  men, — for  kingB,  for  all  that  are  in  authority ;  that  we 
may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty."  With  tfaii 
exhortation  the  Christian  complies,  but  with  sincerity  just  in  proportion  tehif 
acquaintance  with  the  existing  state  and  true  interests  of  the  community  or 
the  nation  to  which  he  belongs.  If  he  take  pains  to  inform  himself  of  paasinf 
events,  of  important  objects  attempted,  and  of  vices  and  errors  which  prevail, 
there  will  be  variety  and  distinctness  in  his  perceptions  of  the  necessities  of  tbi 
public,  and  a  corresponding  variety  in  his  prayers  will  awaken  his  deepest  Ael- 
ings,  and  call  forth  his  most  ardent  desires. 

The  same  variety  and  distinctness  of  perception  is  essential  to  sincerity  io 

prayer,  when  the  Christian  turns  lus  thoughts  to  the  condition  of  the  chuich* 

ever  dear  to  his  heart,  but  dearer  in  exact  proportion  to  the  cleamess  with 

which  her  image  is  presented  to  his  mind.    Let  liim  be  familiarly  aoquaintsd 

with  her  condition,  her  dangers,  her  true  interests,  and  her  glorious  prospectti 

in  all  their  variety,  and  if  he  is  ever  fervent  in  prayer,  it  will  be  for  Zion,  tboi 

presented  and  contemplated.    His  soul  will  throw  its  deepest  sympathies  into 

her  condition,  and  he  vrill  wrestle  with  tho  Angel  of  the  covenant,  not  as  one 

who  graspeth  a  shadow,  or  beateth  the  air,  but  as  one  who  feeb  that  his  hasd 

taketh  hold  of  the  end  of  his  faith,  the  crown  of  eternal  triumph  to  the  church. 

The  variety,  also,  which  is  given  to  prayer,  by  a  contemplation  of  the  agns  of 

the  times,  contributes  to  the  warmth  of  its  sincerity.    Go  to  the  family  altar  of 

him  who  takes  no  religious  newspaper,  who  seldom  reads  the  missionary  Intel* 

ligence  of  the  day,  and  is  inattentive  to  passing  events  in  Giod's  providence; 

or  listen  to  his  prayer  in  the  social  meeting.    He  may  have  been  religioulj 

educated ;  ha  may  have  read  the  bible  and  embraced  its  general  principles;  hti 

supplications  may  be  orthodox  in  principle,  but  they  are  not  appropriate.    Tbej 

hMve  no  more  relation  to  the  ^pwatni  tmi^iJ^Miaof  the  chnrch  and  of  the  voildi 
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than  to  tha  tnoH  bafbra  tha  fcod.  By  nch  prtjms  be  ftlla  to  btaimt  In  own 
IbeGngf,  and  much  toon  the  reeling^a  of  other*.  The  dall  monotaiiy  or  hia  ad- 
drcsaei  to  tlie  throne  Uincoiuuteiit  with  deep  emotion  or  wumuDceritf.  How 
■Uikiog  the  contrut  between  each  a  luppliant  and  one  who  ia  awake  to  tha 
•igna  of  the  time*,  who  reada  the  fnlfilment  orprophecj  in  paasbg  etauta,  and 
who  haa  thu«  some  distiDct  perception  of  the  point  at  which  he  standi  in  the  pro- 
greaa  of  the  hiator;  of  the  church.  To  such  a  one,  every  day,  every  arrival 
from  a  fbreigTi  port,  averj  leeroiDf  mail,  bringa  aome  intelligenca  which  adds 
B«w  Tarietj  ta  bis  prajers,  and  the  strength  af  hia  desire*  and  the  wtnnth  «f 
hia  aincerity  are  increased  by  every  new  topic  of  supplication.  His  prayera  lor 
ZioD  enbrace,  not  only  a  general  outline,  but  a  filling  up  of  tha  pictura  of  bar 
condition.  They  grow  oat  of  the  circumatancaa  in  wMch  the  sap^iaDt  ataitds. 
And  sach  prayera  avail  much  at  the  throne  of  grace.  Such  was  the  prayer  of 
Solomon,  at  the  dedication  of  the  Temple, — the  prayer  of  NehemiaL,  when  he 
heard  of  the  dcMlatiooa  of  Jenisalem,— the  prayer  of  Daniel,  for  the  reatoration 
•f  the  Jew*,— and  such  were  many  other  prayera  recorded  in  the  bible.  They 
ware  ahaped  by  the  circiimBtanees  in  which  they  were  uttered. 

Let  all,  therefore,  who  meet  at  the  Uunthly  Concert,  as  they  would  command 
tba  sincerity  of  their  prayera  to  God,  study  the  condition  of  the  world,  and  tha 
ngns  of  the  times.  In  the  light  of  that  intelligence  which  is  reaching  us  f>^ 
every  portion  of  the  globe,  let  ua  strive  to  unroll  the  map  of  man,  and  read  tha 
whole  volome  of  the  Redeemer's  providence,  as  it  now  is.  And,  aawa  pray,  let 
osaeiienpon  passing  events,  andurge  them  before  the  throne  in  all  tbelrTCriMy. 
ud  with  all  the  interest  which  their  importance,  and  oor  oeameM  to  tUe 
tine  of  tha  final  triumph  of  the  church,  are  suited  to  inspire.

Thii  resolution,  Mr.  Preeident, 
otters  a  Bentimenl  deeply  felt  by  my- 
self, and  by  my  sssocistes  of  the  Ex- 
scDtiTe  Committee.  It  ii  in  their 
name,  air,  that  I  rise,  with  much  diffi- 
dnicfl,  to  itnprese  it  upon  the  hMrta  of 
thin  audience.  It  proposes  a  duty  to 
b«  done — a  duty,  at  once  embraced  in 
tbe  Knot  deeign  of  thie  Society,  nd

ahaping  of  divine  providaaee;  a  dnty 
which  must  be  dona,  and  which,  under 
the  blessing  of  God,  can  be,  by  the  com- 
bined aniT  concentrated  efforts  of 
American  Christians.  Yet  it  navet 
will  be  done,  imtit  its  imperious 
claims  are  more  justly  appreciated.  Bid 
more  deeply  felt  by  those  who  poaaeaa 
the  meana  of  its  accomplishment. 

In  the  first  place,  the  extent  of  the 
field  must  be  underatood.  Look  at  h, 
as  it  now  is !  The  great  South  and 
West  t  On  the  one  ride,  washed  by 
tbe  waves  of  the  oeeauf  and  on  the 
other,  extending  its  border  to  tbe  Ibot 
of  the  Rocky  Ifonntains  ;  embracing 
eighteen  states,  add  parts  of  atatea, 
and  territory  snIHcient  to  fbrm  aa  maor 
mora  of  equal  extent.  Sea  it,  waterCiF 
by  a  thousand  livers,  and  im^n(,^A: 
a  degree  of  hitUjXi  wA.  BaT9taM&  \ri 
tbat  of  my  qImi  «a^  worn*.  « 
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deteit  aify  than  that  Ito  exnbenot  Ikr- 
tility  should  nouriah  a  populatuni  to  li* 
curaed  with  the  perpetual  bl]|^ht  of  in* 
fidelity  and  irrengion.  But  it  haa  be- 
gun to  be  occupi^.  The  beaver  and 
the  buffalo  have  retired  to  remoter  i^ 

E'oDB,  and  the  untutored  tribes  whp 
toly  roamed  over  its  snrfiioei  and 
pitclwd  their  rude  tents  by  the  aide  of 
Its  fountains,  hate  receded  towards  the 
settiDff  sun.    Civilized  man  now  claina 
it  as  his  own.     Alreadr,  prindpall^ 
within  fifty  years,  a  population  of  more 
than   four  millions,   nrom    the  older 
states,  and  from  Europe,  have  flowed 
into  that  valley.    As  a  bodjTt  if  thsy 
may  be  called  so,  in  their  preeent 
heterogeneous  charactor  and  nmniif 
state,  they  are  a  noble  race  of  imi; 
and,  in  pleadinflr  their  wants,  I  wonUL 
by  no  means,  depreciate  their  charac- 
ter.    But  they  are  sinners,  like  oar- 
selves,  and,  like  other  unrenewed  men, 
if  left  without  the  Gospel,  they  will 
spoil  the  beauties  of  nature,  and  cumber 
the  ground  which  God  has  so  richly 
blessed.    They  are  men  of  vigorous 
intellect,— thinking   men,  free,  bold, 
and  energetic,  and,  in  all  that  pertains 
to     worldly     enterprise,     intelligent, 
There  are,  also,  in  the  West,  as  you 
know,    many  educated  men,  of  the 
highest    professional    eminence*    and 
many  of  enlightened  piety,  who  adorn 
the  doctrines  of  the  Saviour ;  but  the 
mass  of  the  people,  thrown  together 
from  different  parts  of  the  world,  and 
thinly  scattered  over  sn  'incnltivated 
country,  have  found  it  difficult  to  secure 
the  means  of  educating  their  children. 
The  result  is,  that  this,  to  a  ibarful 
extent,  has  been  neglected.    In  most 
of  the  Western  states,  there  is  yet 
formed  no  adequate  system  of  oommoo 
school  instruction  ;  and  even  if  a  suit- 
able system  totre  prescribed,  teachers 
have  not   been  furnished  of  suitable 
qualifications.    Multitudes,  therefore, 
are  growing  up  without  the  knowledge 
of  books,  and  many  a  family  has  not 
even  an  individual  in  it  who  is  able  to 
read  the  Bible. 

But  the  condition  of  the  West,  most 
afi^cting  to  the  heart  of  the  Christian 
philanthiopist,  is  its  inadequate  su^dy

eonnCry  on  the  globe.  Some  portions 
of  it,  evbn  in  its  natural  stptc,  are  en- 
chanting. > 

But  1  will  speak  now  of  the  West, 
sir,  and  the  South- West,  from  which  I 
have  recently  returned,  after  a  tour  of 
six  months  in  the  service  of  this  jdociety. 
My  brother,  from  the  South,*  who  pro- 
mises to  succeed  me  in  some  remarks 
upon  this  resolution,  will  tell  you  of  the 
,claima  of  the  Southern  Atlantic  Stetes, 
better  than  I  could  hope  to  do  it. 

Look  then,  a  moment,  at  the  wide 
spreading  West,  embracing  an  area  of 
1 ,300,000  square  miles,  which  is  nearly 
two  thirds  of  the  whole  territory  of 
the  United  States,  extending  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Ocean.    There 

lies  tho  *<  ORKAT  CSNTRAL  VALLEv"  of 

North  America.  From  the  mounteins, 
on  either  side  of  it,  flow  down  to  its 
centre,  through  channels  of  from  two 
to  four  thousand  miles  in  length,  the 
great  Ohio,  the  Kentucky,  the  Ten- 
nessee, the  Missouri,  the  Arkansas, 
and  the  Red  Rivers,  and  mingle  their 
waters,  with  a  thousand  others,  in  the 
mighty  Mississippi,  and  then,  by  a  hun- 
dred mouths,  pour  them  into  the  ocean. 
Taken  as  a  whole,  pothing,  on  earth, 
can  surpass  the  magnificence  of  its 
scenery.  Over  vast  regions  of  ite  sur- 
face, the  lofty  forest  waves,  in  its  un- 
broken, original  grandeur.  Anon  the 
eye  is  greeted  with  the  view  of  open 
prairies,  spread  out,  like  inland  seas, 
to  break  the  monqtony  of  nature's 
wildness.  These,  though  pew,  and 
mostly  unoccupied,  are  so  old  in  their 
aspect,  po  fertile,  so  like  the  richest 
cultivation,  so  cleared  of  '*  thorns  and 
briers,"  that  thp  traveller,  who  looks 
ppon  them  for  the  first  time,  can  hardly 
devest  himself  of  the  impression,  that 
they  must  have  been  designed  for  the 
abode  of  some  superior  order  of  beings, 
whp  h^ve  been  permitted  to  dwell 
there,  freed  from  the  curse  which  has 
pome  upon  the  earth  for  m^'s  sake. 

This,  sir,  is  patural  scenery.  This 
IS  the  rallpy  of  the  Weet,  |m  God  made 
it,  and  spread  i(  out  to  the  sun ;  and 
better,  far  better,  to  have  left  it  so,  in 
iU  original  solitude,  to  waste  the  frar 
grance  of  iu  wild-flowers  upon  the 
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the  country,  and  partly  of  the  choice, 
or  rather  the  careleiBoew,  of  the 
people.  Few,  comparatively,  who 
have  made  their  homes  in  the  West, 
have  remembered  the  God  of  their 
fathers.  Multitudes  have  gone  there 
without  reli^on;  nay,  it  may  be,  to 
avoid  the  unpleasant  restraints  of  the 
Sabbath,  and  of  religious  institutions ; 
and  while  the  few  weep  in  secret 
places,  in  remembrance  of  the  sweet 
privil^es  which  they  once  enjoyed  in 
more  ravonred  states,  the  mass  of  the 
people  are  reckless  of  these  blessings. 
fSzceptinff,  therefore,  in  the  principal 
cities  and  villages,  and  other  places 
where  the  more  able  and  better  dis- 
posed have  clustered  toj^ether,  but  lit- 
tle has  been  done  to  secure  these  bless- 
The  scattered  population  of  the

^est  have  been  contented  to  live  with 
oal,  or  have  despaired  of  their  ability 
to  attain  them.    They  have  thus  been 
open  to  every  adverse  influence.  They 
have  so  extensively  suffered  the  blind 
to  lead  the  blind,  that  almost  every 
conceivable  error  has  been  embraced. 
Infidel  books  and  infidel  papers  have 
been   widely    circulated,    and   infidel 
preachers  even  have  taken  the  place  of 
those   of  Christianity,  till  the  public 
mind  is  extensively  poisoned.     You 
often  meet  there  the  low  disciples  of 
Paine,  and  the  unblushing  atheists  of 
the  school  of  Owen  and  of  Frances 
Wright.    There  too  are  professed  min- 
isters of  the  Gospel,  who  speak  evil  of 
tbings  which  they  understand  not.    To 
ibtrpen  their  wit,  and  give  point  to 
their  sarcasm  against  benevolent  iii- 
ititutions,  they  publish  odd  and  ludi- 
crous fiuicies  on  the  predictions  of  the 
Kble.     The  scorpions,  for  instance, 
■poken  of  in  the  Book  of  Revelations, 
according  to  their  interpretation,  are 
VtMionary,  Tract  and  Sabbath  School 
Societies,  their  taih  are  the  missiona- 
Hes  and  agents  whom  they  employ, 
ud  the  Hm^t  in  their  tails  are  the 
Tracts  and  Sabbath  School  books. 

I  knoWy  sir,  that  these  grovelling 
errors,  and  this  degrading  perverseness, 
are  not  peculiar  to  the  West.  They 
are  found  to  some  extent  in  our  most 
privileged  states.  They  have  their 
larking  places  in  this  city,  fast  by  the 
neetnanee  wbsfe  wb  wo  '~'  ^  ' 
thtf  M/9.joon  pnraJent  in 


more  unrestrained,  and  less  awed  by 
religious  truth  and  religious  example. 
In  a  public  mind  so  unformed,  so  ac- 
tive and  buoyant,  so  reckless  of  eter- 
nity, they  threaten  to  sweep  away  the 
barriers  of  Christianity,  unless  they  be 
arrested  by  the  only  instrument  which 
is  or  can  be  the  power  of  God  unto  sal- 
vation. 

These,  sir,  are  the  dark  shades  of 
the  picture.  But  they  are  brightened 
with  hope.  There  is  a  redeeming  spirit 
in  the  West  itself,  which  invites  the 
efforts  and  implores  the  aid  of  the  older 
states.  There  are  perhaps  1600  church- 
es there,  of  different  denominations, 
(most  of  them  feeble  and  scattered,  it 
is  true,)  who  will  welcome  with  their 
sympathies,  their  prayers,  and  their  co- 
operation, whatever  can  be  done  to 
pervade  the  whole  valley  with  the  sav- 
ing health  of  the  gospel.  And  the 
work  is  begun.  There  are  now  on  the 
ground  not  less  than  800  educated  mi- 
nisters actively  engaged  in  holding  forth 
the  word  of  life — 540  of  our. own  de- 
nomination. Of  this  number,  260  have 
been  planted  there,  or  aided  in  their 
support,  by  this  Society.  And  other 
infloences,  the  Bible,  the  Tract,  and  the 
Sabbath  School,  are  combining  to  en- 
courage and  give  efficiency  to  their  la- 
bours. Above  all,  the  Spirit  of  God 
breathes  upon  the  valley ;  revivals  of 
religion  have  been  multiplied,  souls 
have  been  converted,and  almost  where-i 
soever  they  prophecy,  the  dry  bones 
begin  to  live.  The  results  of  the  la- 
bours of  our  missionaries,  and  of  others, 
have  been  of  the  most  encouraging 
character. 

We  have  not,  therefore,  been  accus- 
tomed to  stand  upon  the  brink  of  the 
abyss  of  infidelity,  and  shiver  over  the 
bottomless  pit,  as  if  it  were  the  doom 
unavoidable  of  the  generations  which 
shall  come  afler  us.  No,  sir,  we  read 
in  our  country's  destiny  better  things 
and  brighter  hopes.  This  land  in  all 
its  future  greatness  belongs  to  Jesus 
Christ.  Its  uncounted  milTions,  which 
will  come,  and  go,  when  we  are  dead, 
are  his.  They  shall  be,  I  had  almost 
said,  his  first  and  brightest  undistnrbed . 
inheritance  among  the  natioua.  K'adi 
y,  fwi  Dj  ujo  I  what  American  Cnna\iaii  ean  ^«n^'^> 
onbip.  Butjl  ^^^^^  memory  eervea Yiim  nVt^i  Oia  ^«- 
a  the  IVest,  11  tails  of  his  coumxy'n  Yonlor^^    ^^«rs 
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great  evcDl  which  hu  marked  its  pro- 
wnm  has  proclaimed  the  presence  of 
Him,  who  ie  bead  over  all  tbtnfErs  to  the 
church,  preparing  here  for  hiroBclf,  a 
broad  theatre,  on  which  to  display,  first 
and  most  triumphantly,  the  ascendancy 
ofthat  grace  which  shall  lubdae  and  con- 
vert the  whole  world  to  obedience  and 
love.  The  discovery  of  this  continent 
overturned  the  systems  of  the  ancients, 
and  gave  a  new  face  to  knowledge  and 
to  adventure.  The  opening  of  its  mines 
has  produced  a  revolution  in  property 
throughout  the  world ;  and  the  inde- 
pendence and  free  institutions  of  the 
United  States,  with  the  unexampled 
prosperity  which  has  thus  far  attended 
them,  have,  as  it  were,  stereotyped  snd 
spread  out  to  the  gaze  of  the  peopled 
earth  a  new  lesson  of  instruction  on  the 
riffbts  of  man,  and  the  voluntary,  heart- 
felt, and  uncompelied  homage  which  is 
due  to  God.  They  have  opened  the 
way  for  the  triumph  of  Christianity,  by 
uniting  it  with  civil  liberty,  and  truat- 
ikig  it,  yes,  trusting  it,  to  the  unaid- 
ed and  unrestrained  power  of  its  own 
truth,  wittch,  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  ap- 
proves itself  to  every  man's  conscience 
m  the  sight  of  God.  Through  the  in- 
fluence of  this  example,  thrones  have 
fallen  and  other  thrones  tremble.  At 
every  expansion  of  this  intluence,  the 
older  countries  seem  destined  to  under- 
go new  changes.  And  it  is  not  ttese 
principles  alone,  that  are  changing  the 
destinies  of  tbe  world.  Another  mflu- 
ence  has  come  down  upon  us,  directly 
from  tbe  throne  of  God,  wliich  seems 
intended  to  give  lite  and  tone,  not  to  the 
political  freedom  only,  but  to  the  unde- 
filed  religion  of  the  nations.  It  is  the 
influence  that  plants  religious  institu- 
tions, and  sustains  them,  not  by  the 
laws  of  the  land,  but  by  the  voluntary 
contributions  of  the  people,  and  the 
stronger  dominion  of  public  opinion^ 
that  converts  the  souls  of  our  citizens, 
that  wakes  with  revivals  the  slumber- 
ing churches,  and  leads  repenting  sin- 
ners in  vast  multitudes  to  the  Saviour. 
In  no  other  country,  since  the  age  ol' 
the  Apostles,  have  revivals  of  religion 
been  so  frequent  and  so  signally  mark- 
ed with  tokens  of  the  Divine  Spirit. 
And  does  not  this  in&cate  that  hA  ^ho 


euer;  and  that  he  daaigiia  to  cpnad 
these  blessed  influences  over  tbe  whols 
world?     If  this  fire  from  the  Lofd 
had  been  kindled  in  some  deep,  dark 
glen  of  obscurity,  in  some  degraded 
section  of  the  world,  where  mind  bai 
lost  its  native  energies,  and  is  booad 
down  with  afiiiction  and  with  iron,  tksB 
we  mi^ht  have  supposed,  with  soM 
plausibility   at  least,  that  it  was  d»- 
Bigned  for  some  other  purpose  thia  to 
enlighten  the  world ;  but  since  it  ii 
liffhted  up  in  so  many  blaaee  on  the  tofi 
of  the  mountains,  what  is  it— what  cts 
it  be,  but  a  light  to  lighten  the  Gentilei 
and  tbe  glory  of  his  people  ? 

We  infer,  then,  that  God  haa  detl^ 
mined  to  hasten,  in  hia  time,  the  CM- 
version  of  this  nation.  BeioM  tka 
one  hundredth  anniversary  of  tbe  Asb- 
ricau  Home  Missionary  Society,  bl 
who  shall  pen  its  annual  report,  will 
write  it  down,  and  he  wbo  ahall  tkw 
Jive  to  address  another  and  a  aon 
deeply  interested  audience,  on  behilf 
of  this  Committee,  will  proclaim  it,  that 
the  work  is  done.  Yes,  sir!  DONfi— 
and  from  Plymouth's  rock,  where  fm* 
dom's  pious  fathers  ltinded»tofieedeB'f 
farthest  mountains,  the  standard  of  tbs 
cross  shall  be  waved  over  a  giateiiil 
people,  and  incense  and  a  pure  efferinf 
ascend  to  God,  from  tho  Atlantic  to  tke 
Pacific  shore. 

This  may  appear  entbusiaatic»  Mr. 
President,  but  who,  that  has  fcithiD 
the  promises  of  God,  and  ie  awake  to 
the  signs  of  the  times,  can  doobt  tko 
practicability  of  such  a  result,  if  we  who 
now  live,  with  all  our  facilitiea  for  doitf 
good,  do  not  fail  to  improve  them  ?  Ani 
1  seem  to  hear  thirteen  hwuirtd  lA«s- 
sand  voices,  the  whole  number  of  pro- 
fessing Christiana  in  the  United  Statef» 
uttering  the  promise»  We  will  not  fidl. 
As  God  shall  prosper  our  poor  endet* 
vours,  the  work  shall  be  dose  I  Ysit 
let  it  be  done  in  the  length  and  in  tlie 
breadth  of  the  land.  Then  we  may 
say  to  the  nations.  Look  up,  and  lift  op 
your  heads,  for  your  redemption  draw- 
eth  nigh.  ''The  Lord  shall  conlbit 
Zion ;  he  will  comfort  all  her  waste  pla- 
ces ;  he  will  make  her  wilderness  like 
Eden,  and  her  d^ert  like  the  garden  of 
the  Lord ;  joy  and  gladness  shall  bs

Im  tlHO  region  there  are  twelve  Bottled 
Pteebyterian  ninistera,  or  about  one  to 
each  35,000  inhabitants.  The  number  of 
Episcopal  ministers  is  about  as  large ;  and 
of  other  evangelical  denominations,  there 
may  be,  perhaps,  as  many  more,  who  are 
educated  men.  This  statement  may  aid 
yooin  judging  of  the  destitution  of  this  re- 
giOB  or  eonntry. 

lu  natural  advantages  of  soil,  climate, 
eannaBlence  to  market,  kc,  are  very  great ; 
aot  aarpaaaed,  perhaps,  by  any  country  in 
tbe  world.  But  these  have  been  grossly 
abnsad,  by  the  indolence  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  a  wratcbed  system  of  cultivation. 
Thia  coontry  haa  been  the  great  hive  of 
population,  from  which  emigrants  have 
gOBO  out  to  the  upper  part  of  the  state,  and 
tbe  whole  West  and  South.  If  it  had  been 
thoroughly  evangelized  forty  vears  ago, 
the  West  and  South  would  probably  have 
bone  m  moral  complexion  Ycry  unlike 
what  tlioy  now  exhibit.  At  present,  there 
ia  ovary  laason  to  believe  this  country  will 
aiart  mora  iofluenee  upon  Africa,  through 
Iha  Colooiaation  Society,  than  any  other 
pMtkm  of  our  land.  The  habits  of  the 
paopia  are  rapidly  undergoing  a  change. 
riia  influence  of  the  temperance  reforma- 
tioiit  and  the  recently  commenced  process 
of  raatoriog  worn-out  lands,  through  the 
apaocy  of  marie,  which  everywhere 
aEaoDda,  bid  fair  to  regenerate  its  tempo- 
ni  ^nagmiij.    Popnlation  ia  incraaaiiv, 


and  lands  are  rising  in  value.  The  reputed 
sickliness  of  the  country  during  the  autum- 
nal months,  is  believed  to  be  owing  mora 
to  the  luxury  of  the  people,  than  to  any 
other  cause.  As  to  slavei^,  the  conviction 
of  its  wretclied  impolicy,  as  well  aa  wick- 
edness, is  fast  gaining  ground ;  and  the 
people  are  more  and  more  looking  forward 
to  the  gradual  removal  of  this  enrsa.  Un- 
der the  skilful  cultivation  of  industrioua 
freemen,  1  have  no  doubt  this  conntiy 
would  become  the  garden  of  the  United 
Slates. 

The  people  are  naturally  a  kind,  giena- 
rous, noble  race;  but,  to  a  great aitaht, 
ignorant  of  pure  religion,  and  itfestad  #tth 
many  errors. 

Now  in  this  region  we  wish  to  plant  fb^- 
ty  Presbyterian  ministers,  aa  fast  as  possi- 
ble. We  can  get  the  money  for  their  sop^ 
port,  but  where  shall  we  find  the  men  ? 
Our  seminaries  will  give  ua  a  few,  bat  net 
half  aa  many  as  we  want.  Can  you  send 
us  any  ?  We  want  men  of  enlightened 
zeal,  patient,  prudent,  and  with  lafga 
hearts,  full  of  love  to  God  and  man ;  mah 
who  will  be  willing  to  labour  for  the  salva- 
tion of  the  blacks  as  well  as  the  whites, 
and  capable  of  bringing  divine  triith  down 
to  the  comprehension  of  children  and  ser- 
vants. If  you  can  help  us  in  this  matter, 
you  will  have  our  grateful  acknowlodg- 
monts,  and,  I  doubt  not,  do  an  impdrtakit 
service  to  the  cause  of  Christ.

.    H   WAY   TO   FOaU  SABBATH    SCHOOLS  IN 
MANY    rLACCS. 

From  a  MU»ionary  in  Illinois, 

I  hare  visited  families  and  schools,  and 
been  able  to  form  lately  two  Sabbath 
Schools  in  this  neighbourhood,  whore  they 
hare  never  before  existed,  and  where  the 
Sabbath  and  the  Bible  bad  been  little 
known  or  regarded.  In  one  of  the  neigh- 
bourhoods, a  great  change  is  already  nf- 
lected  in  the  morals  and  appearance  of  the 
people,  by  means  of  the  Sabbath  SchooU 
and  the  other  is  promising.  It  is  often  diffi- 
enlt  to  start  Sabbath  Schools — there  is  so 
much  igpiorance,  prejudice,  and  sometimes 
direct  opposition.  I  have  a  way  for  it, 
which  does  well,  where  many  good  efforts 
of  another  sort  are  lost.  In  my  visiting 
about,  I  look  out  some  house  in  the  settle- 
ment where  I  intend  to  form  a  school,  in 
which  it  may  be  hold,  (and  one  can  gene- 
rally be  obtained  in  one  way  or  another,) 
and  then,  without  giving  a  word  of  notice 
to  the  people  about  forming  a  school,  (for 
Ibis  would  waken  and  combine  oppost 
tioa,)  I  fill  my  saddle-bags  with  books, 
begging  what  I  can,  and  buying  what  1 
cannot  beg — (for  it  is  against  the  rules  for 
the  depositaries  of  the  Sunday  School 
Union,  to  give  books  before  the  school  is 
formed ;)  get  on  to  my  horse  with  them, 
and  ride  round  to  each  family  in  the  set- 
tlement; talk  over  with  them  the  whole 
matter  of  the  Sabbath  School,  and  its  be- 
nefits— persuading  the  parents,  showing 
my  books,  and  interesting  the  children ; 
giving  to  each  one,  on  condition  of  their 
attending  the  school,  such  a  book  as  would 
be  needed  in  it,  and,  at  the  same  time,  tell- 
ing them  when  and  where  we  would 
meet  to  begin.  In  this  way  the  care. 
leee  and  prejudiced,  who  would  not  stir  a 
•top  to  hear  ever  to  many  addresses  on 


Sabbath  Schools,  become  deeply  faitereat- 
ed ;  objections  (at  which  you  would  smile 
often)  are  obviated  on  the  spot,  and  oppo- 
sition is  taken  by  surprise,  and  overcome, 
before  it  can  rally  and  take  groand«  Ex- 
perience has  shown  me  that  such  a  coarse 
as  this  is  the  only  way  to  succeed  in  many 
places  here.  One  of  my  most  interesting 
Sabbath  Schools,  at  present,  is  in  a  place 
which  the  good  people  around,  a  little 
time  ago,  pronounced  hopeless.

NEW  FIELDS  OF  PROMISE. 

Yon  must  have  hoard  from  Br.  Kent,  of 
his  visit  to  this  place.  [See  Home  Mis- 
sionary, for  August,  page  64.]  I  was  sur. 
prised  and  delighted  to  see  him.  He  felt, 
as  do  all  Christians,  who  see  the  wants 
and  prospects  of  this  region,  that  its  cry 
should  be  heard.  Since  he  left,  I  have  ex- 
plored the  county,  and  comforted  the  hearts 
of  many  who  had  long  sighed  for  some  one 
to  come  to  their  aid.  I  pasted  a  Sabbath, 
in  that  excursion,  at  a  settlement  on  the 
Du  Page,  30  milee  west  of  this.  There 
were  15  professing  Christians  from  a 
Church  in  Vermont,  who  seem  to  have 
transplanted  New.England  piety  into  these 
beautiful  prairies,  where  it  bids  fair  to 
flourish  with  strength  equal  to  that  seen 
on  the  hard  soil  of  the  Green  Mountains. 
They  had  two  services  on  the  Sabbath,  in 
their  log  forest  sanctuary,  a  pleasant  Sab. 
bath  School,  a  Temperance  Society,  and 
distribute  Tracts  monthly.  At  their  re- 
quest, I  expect  to  orgaitize  them  into  a 
Church  before  the  second  Sabbath  of  this 
month,  and  administer  the  Lord's  supper 
on  that  day,  when  there  may  be  as  many 
more  present  from  other  settlements,  to  en- 
joy that  feast  of  love  with  them.  There 
are  three  or  four  other  settlements,  all 
within  15  miles  of  that,  where  are  found 
many  that  are  waiting  for  the  consolations 
of  Israel.  In  two  of  them,  I  urged  the 
establishing  of  Sabbath  Schools.  In  one 
they  have  complied  with  the  suggestion 
and  try  to  keep  up  service  on  the  Sabbath 

These,  together,  would  soon  be  able  t 
sustain  a  minister,  who  could  divide  hit . 
labours  among  them. 

I  have  encouraged  them  to  expect  mr 
once  a  month,  until  I  shall  hearfroir  yovi 
Society. 

Several  excellent  Christian  families  have 
come  into  the  county,  since  my  last  letter, 
who  have  come  out  from  home  and  friends, 
with  the  great  aim  to  do  good  in  this  deep- 
ly interesting  part  of  our  country.  Some

The  whole 
cene  was  destitute  of  ••  pomp  and  cir- 
mnstance.**  Instead  of  a  costly  com- 
aunlon  board,  wc  hod  a  table  hewn  out  of 
VLT  native  •*  bass  wood.**  No  costly  fur- 
liture  decked  the  humble  board.  Silver 
ras  not  there,  but  common  glass  and 
ommon  earthen.  All  this  was  a  perfect 
ontrast  with  what  we  had  been  accus- 
omed  to  on  such  occasions.  Hut  we  felt 
hat  the  Lord  was  with  us,  and  thnt  the 
read  and  wine  represented  the  body  and 
lood  of  C^hrist  as  fully,  in  vessels  used  at 
rdinary  meals,  as  in  those  that  arc  more 
zpensive.  That  wo  should  be  so  soon 
irnished  with  the  ordinances  of  God*8 
oose,  and  invited  to  sit  at  his  table,  ex- 
eeded  the  expectations,  and  called  forth 
fie  gratitude  of  us  all.

lation  to  organize  a  Bible  Class  before 
)n£r. 

We  are  now  about  to  make  a  request 
ich  as  we  never  made  before.  Heroto- 
»re  we  have  been  accustomed  to  give  to 
3ur  Society,  and  we  gave  cheerfully,  and 
ould  gladly  give  more,  were  it  in  our 
ower.  But  Providence  has  changed  our 
Ination,  and  wo  now  need  your  assistance 
k  the  support  of  a  minister.  We  wish 
)e  Rev.  S.  Hardy,  one  of  your  former 
listionaries,  to  be  commissioned  to  this 
Ihurcli  (Guilford)  for  one  year. 


We  are  endeavouring  to  raiie  $100, 
to  relieve  his  present  necassitiea.  We  are 
all  ^^  new  beginners.**  Our  farms  are  not 
yet  sufficiently  opened.  Our  main  de- 
pendance  for  grain  the  next  year  ia 
''  sod  corn.**  The  demands  upon  our 
purses  have  been  great.  The  ^  new 
comer  **  must  oAen  purchase  provisions  for 
the  first  year,  and,  during  that  year,  must 
buy  his  land  and  stock,  and  build  his 
cabin  and  out-houses,  and  make  his  farm 
in  order  to  live  the  next  year  without  ex- 
pense. This  has  boon  the  case  with  meet 
of  us. 


INDIANA. 


A  MINISTER  WANTED. 

Many  are  wanted  in  Indiana,  ae  we 
have  often  had  occasion  to  publish.  But 
a  letter  which  has  just  reached  us  from  i^n 
elder  residing  in  Jefiersonville,  on  the  Ohio 
River,  nearly  opposite  to  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, seems  to  us  especially  worthy  of  the 
attention  of  some  faithful  labourer,  who  is 
disposed  to  make  his  home  in  the  West. 
It  is  rapidly  becoming  a  place  of  busineas, 
and  important  to  be  occupied,  and  it  is 
truly  encouraging  to  learn  that  one  of  its 
citizens  is  doing  so  much  to  prepare  ac- 
commod:itions  for  the  labours  of  a  mis- 
sionary. The  following  is  from  the  letter 
of  our  correspondent,  who,  we  hope,  will 
not  be  weary  in  well-doing,  nor  faint  in  his 
exertions,  till  the  object  of  hia  desires  ahall 
be  attained. 

The  friends  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
would  regard  the  occupancy  of  this  place 
vitally  important,  if  they  would  exaaiiine 
the  claims  of  its  locality  and  proximity  \6 
other  sections  of  the  state,  and  the  sur- 
rounding country,  which  is  fast  settlings 
and  will  admit  of  a  dense  population.  Our 
village  has  improved  more  in  two  years 
past,  than  for  the  last  15  years  before* 
The  population  is  now  supposed  to  be  800. 
I  have,  for  the  Church,  erected  on  a  lot  of 
mine  a  brick  building,  38  by  4G  feet,  and 
one  story  of  14  feet  high,  which  will  be 
ready  in  three  weeks,  for  preaching,  for  the 
expense  of  which  I  hold  myself  bounds 
Should  we  fail  to  get  a  minister,  I  shall 
feel  at  liberty  to  transfer  my  residence  to 
some  other  point.  The  amount  to  be  ex- 
pected towards  the  support  of  a  minister, 
will  depend  entirely  on  how  he  is  liked, 
when  we  hear  him.  Probably,  not  less 
than  |100,and  perhaps  more,  may  be  had 
from  the  people  here.  We  have  no  Sab- 
bath School  in  this  place,  where  there 
might  be  gatliered  at  from  SO"  to  75  with

long,  dreary,  desolate  daya,  I  mceeaarily 
boarded,  lodged,  oookod,  and  waabod  for 
myself.  The  times  are  fearfol—ainco  thon, 
I  k%Ye  genarally  rode  8, 10,  and  15  mileo 
daily,  in  town  and  country,  Tiaitiog  tho 
aick  and  dying.  The  distrees  ia  groat.  A 
short  history  of  one  week  wi|i  give  jpu  % 
faint  idea  of  its  extent. 

Wedneedaj,  July  10th— C»Uod  to  Tieit, 
throe  roilea  from  town,  Mr.  S.,  a  jonnit 
man  of  |(reat  promise  for  etability  and  nao- 
(blnees  in  the  Cburch,  one  of  the  ten  whq 
made  a  public  profesaion,  in  April  l^alU 
Disease,  typhus  fever ;  found  biin  very  low, 
yet  trusting  in  his  Saviour ;  his  aufferinga 
were  eioeeaive,  yet  he  never  once  com- 
plained or  lyianifeBted  the  aligiitast  impa- 
tience. In  the  evening,  I  received  a  note, 
requesting  me  to  attend  the  fonerfl  of  Mrei* 
Or.  W.,  whom,  that  veiy  moming ,  I  ha4 
left  in  osoal  bcmlth.  She  waa  a  mombar 
of  my  Church,  made  a  profkauon  nadoff 
Mr.  Robinson's  [our  miMioaarj  In  0U 
Charlae,  who  died  m  18S8]  miniati  j.  8ho 
died  in  the  full  assurance  of  faith.  I  had 
visited  her  several  days  before,  in  ■ooeear 
sion.  I  uniformly  found  her  ready  to  do- 
part.  She  remarked  to  Mrp.  J.  A.  Robin- 
son, her  most  intimate  frieD4«  oq  the  event 
ing  before,  ^I  have  no  apprehension  of 
cholera ;  but  should  I  bo  attacked,  I  feel 
that  I  should  have  nothing  to  fear.^  Juat 
before  ahe  expired,  she  looked  if^  her  hna. 
band's  face,  and,  with  the  sweetest  amile, 
said  to  him,  **  prepare  to  meet  mo  in  hea- 
ven."«  She  waa  sick  but  eight  hours.  In 
view  of  Br.  Robinson's  laboura«  and  of  anch 
a  happy  death,  well  can  we  say,  **  Blessed 
are  tlie  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord,  and  thoir 
works  do  follow." 

Thursday—Preached  at  Mrs.  W.*a  fa- 
neral;  numerously  attended,  and  many  a 
tear  was  shed ;  a  number  of  CathoUoa  were 
present,  and  paid  the  most  marked  atten- 
tion. Visited  the  second  time,  Mra.  H^9l 
member  of  my  Church,  in  a  state  of  c<^- 
lapse.  She  had  attended  the  bed  of  Mra. 
W.  the  day  before,  not  thinking  that  is  ^ 
hours,  she  should  follow.  She  expressed 
her  readiness  to  die.  Told  mo  ahe  oajd  gi. 
ven  every  thing,  her  soul  and  body,  and  %U 
she  poesessed,  to  the  Sa  viour.  1  asjiod  hjptr 
if  she  could,  from  her  heart,  say,  **Art« 
Lord,  J  gwt  mjfsdf  awxy^  tee.  She  qQi<4l^- 
ly  replied  in  the  affirmative.  She  said  to 
an  attendant,  ^  The  Lord  is  good,*'  an4 
was  no  more.  I  returned  to  eeo  Mr.  8. 
again  ;  he  said  he  waa  ^  willing  to  lins  or 
die,  as  God  should  please ;  I  do  not  Himlk 
dea  th ."    He  placed  hia  VulimU  Va  >^  ^Voi- 
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tade  of  prayer,  and,  aAer  a  while,  he  slept, 
I  tniBt,  in  Jeeqe.  Thai,  in  one  short  day, 
three  of  my  little  flock  were  in  waiting  for 
the  narrow  house  appointed  for  all  living. 

Friday — Preached  at  the  funeral  of  Mr. 
S.  As  we  committed  him  to  the  grave, 
the  idea  forcibly  occurred,  **  who  will  fol- 
low next?"  little  thinking  that  it  wouM  be 
a  brother  in  the  ministry.  The  disease 
continued  on  Saturdsy.  The  French  suf- 
fered much ;  a  number  died.  I  spent  that 
day,  as  others,  in  visiting  the  sick,  invaria- 
bly dropping  a  word  to  such,  and  their  at. 
tend  ants,  personally,  for  the  Saviour. 

Sabbath,  I4th— But  20  persons  collected 
for  worship.  It  was  a  solemn  meeting — 
every  countenance  looked  desolate.  Visit, 
ed  Mr.  M.  and  family,  Methodists^— their 
minister  was  absent.  They  lived  in  a  room 
15  feet  square,  no  windows.  The  Roman 
priest  had  been  urging  them  to  let  him 
baptize  their  children.  He  told  them  they 
would  go  to  hell,  unless  they  were  chris- 
tened. They  only  got  clear  of  his  solici- 
tations, by  plainly  telling  him,  they  did  not 
wish  to  have  any  thing  to  do  with  Catlio. 
lies.  Visited,  in  the  evening,  Mr.  W.  and 
family,  consisting  of  himself  and  four  young 
ladies,  his  daughters,  besides  his  servants, 
with  one  exception,  infidels.  The  young 
ladies  had  been  speaking  of  the  cholera  a 
few  days  before,  and  jeeringly  remarked, 
**  the  cholera  attacks  none  but  going  to 
meeting  folkt,**  I  found  all  the  white  fami. 
ly  sick,  two  of  the  young  ladies  with  cho. 
lera,  in  fearful  apprehension  of  death — one 
of  them  in  such'arack  of  pain,  impatience, 
and  fear,  that  she  could  not  attend  to  any 
religious  conversation.  I  ppoke  to  others 
of  the  importance  of  **  being  ready,**  and 
led  them. 

Monday  morning — Arose  with  a  heavy 
heart ;  visited  M.^s  family  again ;  the  in- 
fant  was  dying  in  the  cradle  in  one  corner 
of  the  room,  the  father  on  a  bed  in  another, 
with  his  two  little  boys,  all  helpless ;  the 
mother  on  another  bed  in  the  third  corner. 
She  asked  me  if  1  thought  she  would  die; 
though  1  supposed  she  would,  I  waved  the 
inquiry.  From  previous  visits  and  conver. 
sations,  I  believed  her  to  be  a  humble 
Christian.  She  thought  she  was  willing 
to  go — delighted  much  in  singing  and 
prayer.  I  pressed  upon  her  the  great  im- 
portance of  examining  more  particularly 
the  grounds  of  her  hopes  for  eternity.  She 
spoke  only  of  the  righteousness  of  the  Sa- 
viour. Her  infant  was  buried  in  the  even, 
ing,  and  she  died  at  night. 

Visited  Mr.  B.,  a  Frenchman,  who,  with 
his  wife,  a  stout,  strong,  and  healthy  look- 
ing woman,  with  liz  or  eight  small  chil. 
dnn^  lived  in  a  little  log  caVvn^  ^^TYva^'

not  14  feet  square.    Two  chUdren  appwr* 
ed  to  be  in  a  dying  aitoatioD  od  IIm  bad ; 
the  mother,  in  the  greateat  diatrwa,  WH 
gating  at  her  little  infknt  in  tha  ormdlt,ia 
the  last  agonies  of  death.    Her  hmtBti- 
tions  were  distressing.    ^^M^  mom  dun 
enfant!**  uttered  in  the  rooat  melaiicMy 
accents,  was   her  constant  exetamalioB. 
The  fkther  was  told  to  prepare  some  ssap 
for  the  other  children.    Said  he,  *'  I  haft 
netting  in  de  world  tomakedeaoopfiirdt 
garcons.**    My  friend  handed  him  moMj 
to  purchase  a  chicken,  for  which  he  wart 
in  pursuit.    They  took  mj  viait  kindly, 
followed  me  to  the  door,  and  with  thw 
ejea^  till  I  was  out  of  sight. 

I  next  visited  my  dear  brother  in  tin 
ministry, the  Rev.  T.  R.  Dariee.  I  had  kft 
him  in  the  morning,  and  hoped  to  bifi 
found  him  better.   He  had  been  in  bedeight 
days,  from  an  attack  of  fever,  wUch  soil 
assumed  a  more  malignant  ibraa,  and  oTit 
typhoid  character.    To  my  great  a4M- 
ishment,  1  found  him  insensible,  hia  sjv 
set,  and  apparently  dying.     However, « 
the  application  of  stimulants,  he  revirsd. 
Ho  had  remained  insensible  since  I  lef^ 
Ikim  in  the  morning,  yet  he  wae  favooiod 
with  a  lucid  interval.     Ho  waa  entirely 
unconscious  of  his  real  aituation,  and  wu 
greatly  surprised  when  hia  amiable  com- 
panion told  him  the  physiciana  conaidtisd 
his  case  hopeless.    He  waa  aroaaed  at  the 
intelligence,  and  said,  *^Do  they,indeedr 
and  then  calmly  remarked,  **  I  aappoM, 
then,  I  must -be  near  my  end."  When  qoef- 
tioned  of  his  hopes  beyond,  ho  said,  **  my 
Saviour  is  precious.''    Hia  only  daughter, 
a  lovely  little  girl  of  about  four  yeais  of 
age,  was  presented  to  him,  in  hopei  of 
reviving  him.     Ho  fondly  pressed  bar  to 
his  bosom,  and  in  the  most  afTectionate 
tone,  said,  **•  Jane,  my  dear  little  Jaoe," 
and  then  immediately  fell  into  his  former 
torpid  state,  and  brcatlied  his  last  so  gent- 
ly, that  we  know  not  that  he  was  gooe. 
He  died  on  Monday  night,  at  11  o'dock, 
the  8th  of  July.     He  was  an  indefatigable 
agent  of  the  A.  B.  Society.     )t  was  fe  bim 
a  labour  of  love,  his  meat  and  drink ;  bst 
he  has  rested  from  hia  labours,  and  hif 
works  will  follow  him  to  the  judgment. 

Tuesday — I  preached  at  the  funeral  of 
Br.  D.    Ho  was  buried  near  Mr.  S.,  forbe 
was  the  next  to  follow.     I  visited  Mrs.  W.j 
another  of  my  parishioners.    She  was  nrj 
low  of  fever,  and,  as  I  expected,  I  foQD<^ 
her  ready  to  go,  and  waiting  to  depart, 
and  be  with  Christ,  her  Saviour.    Saw  M. 
again.    His  wife  was  laid  out  before  bim, 
for  (as  I  said)  she  died  the  night  previous ; 
he  appeared  as  if  he  would  aoon  follow.

CORVERaATIOir  WITH  Alf  ATHEIST. 

[Fvniiihed  by  a  Clargyaan.] 

The  question  has  often  been  dis- 
cussed by  the  leanied«  whether  there 
^ver  has  been,  or  can  be«  among  men, 
mn  aiheistf  one  who  really  diBbelievcs  the 
^vine  existence.   It  has  been  doubted, 
iNrhether  it  is  possible  for  the  human 
mind,  in  the  exercise  of  its  rational  fa- 
vnlties,  to  resist  the  evidence  of  this 
.truth,  which  all  nature  proclaims,  in 
tien  thousand  voices,  that  there  is  a 
God.  And  this  doubt  is  certainly  coun- 
tenanced by  the  declarations  of  Scrip- 
ture :  ^^For  the  invisible  thingtaf  Him^ 
Xrom  the  creation  ofthetcorldt  are  clear- 
dy  seen,  being  understood  by  the  things 
that  are  tnadcy  even  his  eternal  power 
nnd  Godhead  ;  so  that  they  are  without 
excuse,'*  [Rom.  i.  20.]     From  this  pas- 
sage it  is  apparent,  that  even  tJiough  it 
were  possible  for  the  human  mind,  by 
the  perversion  of  its  faculties,  to  re- 
ject this  truth,  yet  all  men  are  under 
ob)  lotions  to  believe  it.  Tu  every  can- 
did mind  the  evidence  of  the  being  uf 
God  is  so  overwhelming  and  irrcMsti- 
ble,  that  all  who  disbelieve  it,  if  there 
be  any  such,  are  utterly  **  without  ex- 


Yet  there  have  been,  in  every  ogc 
of  the  world,  men  who  have  profcfabod 
to  be  atheists.  In  this  country,  at  tlic 
present  time,  they  are  supposed  to  be 
few;  and  they  are  altogether  a  pecu- 
liar class.  To  thorn  lite  is  of  so  little 
value,  and  they  feel  so  little  in  com- 
mon with  others,  that  they  have  very 
little  to  do  with  the  social  aflairs  of 
men.  Cold,  sohtaiy,  and  malevolent, 
their  hand  is  never  extended  to  melio- 
rate the  condition  of  their  fellow  be- 
ings. Having  but  one  exclusively  self- 
ish interest,  and  that  contracted  to  the 
limits  of  a  frail  and  uncertain  life,  they 
are  but  little  known  in  human  society, 
excepting  when  they  utter  their  malig- 
nant spleen  in  anonymous  publications, 
or  are  hurried  by  a  hypochondriacal  mis- 
anthropy into  the  commission  of  crimes, 


which  make  them  amenable  to  human 
tribunals.  Thus  goaded  on  by  their 
unsubdued  propensities,  *'  They  defile 
the  fleshy  despise  dominion^  and  apeak 
evil  of  those  things  which  they  know  not ; 
bid  wfuU  they  know  naturally^  as  bnde 
beasts,  in  those  tlUngs  they  corrupt  them- 
selves.^* In  some  of  our  cities  atheisti- 
cal tracts  have  been  published,  filled 
with  the  most  blasphemous  and  dis- 
gusting caricatures  of  God  and  of  the 
Christian  religion,  and  have  been  cir- 
culated, generally  in  a  covert  mannef, 
in  distant  portions  of  the  country. 

With  some  of  this  class  of  men  I 
have  occasionally  met,  especially  in 
the  southern  and  western  country, 
where  enlightened  preachers  of  the 
Gospel  are  comparatively  few,  and  the 
restraints  of  religion  are  less  generally 
felt,  than  in  older  and  more  privileged 
states.  There,  too,  1  have  found  indi- 
viduals of  them  bolder  and  less  reserved 
in  the  avowal  of  their  sentiments,  than 
I  have  been  accustomed  to  observe  in 
other  parts  of  the  country,  and  have 
several  times  been  called  to  encounter 
them.  A  cnse  of  this  kind  occurred  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  about  four  years 
since.  I  was  invited  to  tea  at  the  house 
of  Judge  W.  The  evening  having 
been  partly  spent  in  religious  con- 
versation, there  came  in  a  man  of 
gentlemanly  appearance,  who  was  in- 
troduced as  Mr.  L.,  an  acquaintance  of 
the  family,  from  a  considerable  place 
in  Kentucky.  He  was  seated,  and  af- 
ter a  few  remarks  on  the  passing  topics 
of  the  day,  Mrs.  W.  began  to  rally  him 
on  his  want  of  gallantry,  in  haviug  re- 
fused to  enter  the  church  on  the  pre- 
vious Sabbath,  after  having  walked 
with  her  to  the  door.  He  replied,  (di- 
recting his  remark  to  me,  apparently 
to  intimate  that  he  was  not  ashamed  to 
avow  his  sentiments  in  any  company,) 
"  1  have  not  been  in  a  church,  madam, 
for  eleven  years,  and  I  never  intend 
to  enter  ono  again.  I  con  spend  my 
time  to  belter  advantage  for  myself  in 
other  places."     Mrs.  W.  yi^^«>\Wv^^^ 
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if  shocked  by  this  unexpected  avowal, 
and  the  eyes  of  the  whole  family  were 
turned  to  me  for  an  answer.  I  paused 
for  a  moment,  and  said,  Are  you  not  a 
friend  to  religious  worship,  Mr.  L.  ? 

Mr.  L,  Not  sir;  I  do  not  believe 
there  is  any  such  thing  as  religious 
worship. 

Queaium,  Do  you  not  believe  the 
Bible  ? 

Mr.  L.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  there  is  a  God? 

Jdr,  L.  No ;  none,  excepting  what 
consists  in  the  powers  ot  nature. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  pow- 
ers of  nature  ?  any  thing  more  than 
philosophers  have  denominated  the 
laws  ot  nature — ^thc  rules  by  which  na- 
ture operates  ? 

J^r.  L,  Nothing  more. 

Q.  Do  you  suppose  these  laws,  or 
powers,  as  you  call  them,  have  any  in- 
telhgence,  any  intellectual  or  moral  at- 
tributes ?

18  absurd,  sir.  If  you  aak  me  to  ret- 
son^  and  examine  conclusionB,  joa  muit 
give  me  a  man  that  has  a  mind.  YoQ,it 
seems,  are  not  thus  endowed ;  and  ym 
must  either  give  up  jour  theory  on  thii 
subject,  or  keep  within  the  iiiniti  of 
sensation.  To  be  consistent)  yon  waA 
beheve  nothing,  and  know  nothing,  ez^ 
cepting  what  you  can  feelt  tastey  nieU> 
hear,  or  see.

J^Ir.  L.  I  would,  if  it  were  not  for 
the  restraints  of  human  laws. 

Q.  But  if  all  men  should  adopt  your 
processed  belief,  that  they  have  no 
souIh,  do  you  think  there  would  be  any 
human  laws  ? 

JSlr.  L,  No ;  1  don't  think  there 
would. 

Q.  Well,  this  admission  is  consist" 
ent  with  your  profession,  Mr.  L. ;  but 
what  would  be  the  results?  There 
would  be  nothing  morally  wrone— al' 
government  would  be  at  an  end,  and 
men  would  be  a  race  of  cut-tbroats 
and  murderers^-would  they  Bot? 

Mr.  L.  Yes.  But  what  of  that? 
What  harm  would  be  done  ?  Men  may 
as  well  die  as  live. 

True,  I  replied ;  if  man  has  no 
soul,  and  there  is  no  God,  and  no  here- 
after, life  is  of  no  consequence.

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^'^se;  and,    on    the  whole,  1  coiisider 
^^^  y  life  no  blessing.

^ow  state  ? 

Jdr,  L,  Ol  I  suppose  it  is  the  io- 
Btinctive  love  of  life. 

Having  thus  drawn  out  from  the 
concessions  of  this  wretched  Rian,  the 
dark  and  cheerless  system  which  made 
him  so,  I  addressed  him  in  a  solemn 
voicei  answering  to  my  deep  feelings 
of  concern  for  one  so  awfully  perverted 
froni  the  right  ways  of  the  Lord,  and 
eaid :  Mr.  L.,  you  are  an  intellijrent 
man,  capable  oi  perceiving  the  force 
of  an  argument,  and  yet  you  profess  a 
belief,  and  use  much  ingenuity  in  de-

Yes,  Mr.  L., 
immortality  is  entailed  upon  you,  and 
you  cannot  devest  yourself  of  its  re- 
sponsibilities'; and  as  you  have  declared 
your  intention  never  to  enter  a  Church 
again,  and  as  I  may  never  meet  you 


aj^aiii,  until  \vc  siiall  all  np})Cftr  bclbrc 
the  judgment  seat  of  Christ,  you  will 
suffer  me,  this  once,  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  you.  I  then  assured  him  of 
mj  affectionate  regard,  and  deep  so- 
licitude for  his  salvation ;  and,  in  a  few 
words,  urged  upon  him  the  ofiers^f 
mercy  through  Jesus  Christ.  He 
listened  in  sullen  silence,  and  with  an 
apparent  effort  to  suppress  every  rising 
feeling  of  contrition. 

The  conversation  now  closed,  and 
Mr.  L.  rose  to  depart,  when  Mrs.  W. 
invited  him  to  remain,  while  we  should 
unite  in  family  prayer;  and  I  seconded 
the  suggestion.  He  paused  a  moment, 
and  assented,  saying|he  was  not  afraid 
to  remain,  but  he  did  not  think  that 
prayers  would  do  him  any  good.

I 
prayed  for  him  with  earnestness ;  and, 
as  I  rose,  took  him  by  the  hand,  and 
said,  Mr.  L.,  I  commend  you  to  God, 
whose  existence  you  affect  to  dis- 
believe, and  to  the  word  of  his  grace. 
and  pray  that  you  may  be  convinced 
of  your  error,  and  guided  to  the  saving 
knowledge  of  Christ,  before  it  shall  be 
eternally  too  late.  He  replied,  in  a 
suppressed  voice,  perhaps  I  shall  be^ 
and  departed. 

I  have  of\en  remembered  this  occur ^ 
rence  with  hope  that  the  light  of  eterni- 
ty might  show  me  that  it  was  blessed 
to  his  salvation.  But  a  few  months 
since,  my  engagements  led  me  througl^ 
the  place  where  this  Rame  Mr.  L.  rei 
sides.  I  had  no  opportunity  to  see 
him,  but,  on  inquiry,  was  informed  that 
he  still  continues  to  be  a  professed 
atheitt.  He  avoids  the  society  of  the 
virtuous,  and  is  the  companion  of  those 
that  continue  lon^  at  the  wine,  and 
are  mighty  to  mmglc  strong  drink. 
There  is  reason  to  fear  that  the  last 
end  of  that  man  will  be  worse  than

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A    DRUNKARD    RECLAIMED.

Mr.  J.  B.  was  notorious  qs  a  man  of 
intemperate  ho  bits.  At  the  formation 
of  a  County  Temperance  Society,  he 
gave  his  pledge  of  entire  abstinence. 
Others  of  similar  habits  were  enrolled, 
but  they  soon  returned  to  their  cups, 
and  shouts  of  victory  shook  the  ene- 
my's ranks.  J.  B.  was  tempted,  and 
assailed  \  but,  by  the  good  providence 
of  God,  he  stood  firm.  Uo  became  a 
re£[ular  attendant  at  tho  house  of  God. 
The  precious  Gospel  was  repeatedly 
sounded  at  his  dwelling,  lie  appeared 
to  listen,  but  not  to  feel  very  doeply 
the  importance  of  his  soul's  salvation.

Repeated  inquiries  received  no  answer 
from  him.  Scarcely  a  word  did  he  ut- 
ter about  his  spiritual  interests.  A  tier 
plainly  addressing  him,  and  commend- 
ing him  to  the  grace  of  God,  1  left  him. 
Having  visited  him  several  times,  he 
at  length  replied  to  me,  that  he  sup-

FROM  A  MISSIONARY  TO  CHINA. 

DefeeUvt  and  Erroneotu  JVb^toru  of  Moral  Obligation  entertained  by  the  Chtneei, 

The  chief  difficulty  with  the  Chinese  seems  to  be,  to  make  them  at  all  sensible 
'of  tbeir  guilt  and  danger,  principally  because  sin  in  their  estimation  is  a  very 
different  thing  from   what  it  is  in  ours;— ^thus    murder,   araon,   theft,  and 
•adultery,  are  considered  sins ;    but  lying,  deceit,  fornication^  gaming^  dranken- 
oess,  pride,  anger,  lust,  and  covetousness,  together  with  all  bad  passions  of  the 
hum&n  heart,  which  do  not  proceed  to  any  glaring  act  injurious  to  out  fbllow 
creatures,  are  none  of  them  considered  in  the  light  of  sins.     Whatever  Chinese 
moralists  and  philosophers  may  assert  and  teach,  Chinese  men  and  women  in 
-common  life  do  not  regard  these  things  as  criminni,  do  not  strive  against  them, 
nor  feel  any  misgivings  on  account  of  their  prevalence  in  their  hearts  and  lives. 
I  have  heard  them  openly  and  unblushingly  plead  for  the  policy  and  even  neces- 
sity of  deceit  in  busincsi?,  without  which,  they  pretend,  that  they  could  not  live. 
Dninkennesp,  with  its  cognate  vice  opium  srookin^^  can  be  looked  upon  as  no  of> 
fence,  in  tbeir  estimation,  so  long  as  the  intoxicatm^  drug  or  liquor  is  purchased 
with  their  own  money.     Indeed,  no  evil  disposition,  which  can  be  concealed 
from  human  observation,  is  considered  by  them  as  crimmal;  and,  in  their  reason- 
ings  among  themselves,  their  blinded  consciences  fail  not  to  excuse  without  accu* 
eing  them  for  their  transgressions.    The  law  of  God  has   been  frequently  laid 
before  them,  in  all  its  strictness  and  impartiality— but  it  is  not  so  easy  fof  a 
Chinese  to  apprehend  the  ground  of  its  authority,  or  to  receive  it  as  a  divine 
communication  on  the  mere  words  of  a  stranger ;  particularly  when,  instead  x)i 
recommending  itself  to  their  judgments,  all  the  precepts  of  the  first  table»  and 
not  a  few  of  the  second,  when  explained  in  tbeir  utmost  latitude,  ruti  directly 
<u>ntrary  to  their  pre -conceived  notions   of  religion  and  morality.     The  only 
faults  which  they  ever  tax  themselves  with,  arCj  in  reality,  no  fkults ;  such  as  the 
quitting  their  native  country  while  their  parents  are  alive,  dying  without  pos- 
terity or  laying  up  for  their  wives  and  children  ;  also  treading  unwittingly  on  an 
antt  eatmg  beef,  or  allowing  hungry  ghosts  to  «toro«;— ^convictions  of  conscience 
for  such  like  offences  sometimes  seize  them,  but  these,  instead  of  furthering,  only 
hinder  their  sincere  humiliation  for  sin,  and  heartfelt  repentance  on  account  of  it. 

Their  Modes  of  Purifying  Conscience,  and  Ideas  of  Future  Punishment. 

Affain,  when  convinced  in  the  slightest  degree  of  sin^  they  have  so  many 
methods  of  pacifying  their  consciences,  and  putting  far  off  the  evil  day. 
Those  who  do  beheve  in  a  hell  think  that  otily  the  worst  of  criminals  aad  vilest 
of  mankind  will  be  consigned  to  that  awful  place,  the  punishment  of  which  they 
are  still  far  from  considering  eternal.  But  the  greater  part  of  them  do  not  be* 
lieve  in  a  hell,  becanse  they  do  not  see  it ;  and  though  they  are  in  the  coneteot 
habit  of  sacrificing  to  the  dead,  providing  for  hungry  ghosts,  and  eonveyiaf 
money,  food,  and  apparel,  through  the  smoke  for  the  use  of  their  deceased  rela- 
tives m  Hodes,  yet  tney  have  not  the  slightest  apprehension  of  being  themselves 
consigned  to  that  dismal  place,  and  make  no  attempts  to  esca^  ftomW  T\nr| 
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believe,  indeed,  that  they  may  be  punished  by  comiDg  out  into  the  world  agiia 
in  another  and  a  W(  rse  shape  than  that  which  they  now  inhabit-^that  they  may 
even  be  beggars,  slaves,  dogs,  horses,  or  the  meanest  reptiles;  yet  as  coneciouaooi 
will  then  cease,  and,  whatever  they  were  or  may  be,  nu  recollection  of  tbesamo 
does  or  will  accompany  them,  they  are,  therefore,  the  less  concerned  about  their 
fate  in  this  respect,  and  the  apprehension  of  it  has  no  salutary  effect  on  their  con* 
duct  and  lives.    The  retribution  which  the   Chine^e  most  dread,  ia  the  le- 
prbal  that  may  be  made  on  their  posterity  in  the  present  lite  ;  they  are  sumetiinei 
greatly  alarmed  lest,  in  consequence  of  their  fraud  and  oppression,  their  childreo 
and  grand  children  should  suiler,  and  the  widow's  mite  and  orphan's  portion, 
which  have  been  by  them  kept  back  by  fraud,  sliould  he  wrung  out  of  the  punei 
of  their  posterity  after  their  decease.     Such  a  motive  as  this,  I)owever,4s  too 
weak  to  bring  them  to  entertain  any  serious  alarm  ;  and,  without  being  awareof 
their  danger,  wo  can  hardly  expect  them  to  be  earnest  in  fleeing  from  the  wrath 
to  come. 

THE   WORSHIP   OF    DEVILS. 

Horrible  and  strange  as  it  may  appear  to  those  brought  up  in  Christiao  lands, 
many  parts  of  the  world  abound  with  worship  expressly  oflTcred  to  devils.  From 
the  island  of  Ceylon,  a  missionary  writes,  *^  in  coming  over  a  tract  of  land,  which 
would  be  called  in  America  *  barrens/  where  there  was  no  forest  and  but  little 
cultivation,  I  saw  in  several  places  near  the  foot-paths  leading  to  the  principal 
bazaar  in  Oodooville,  large  piles  of  stones;  and  inquiring  into  the  cause,  wis 
told  that  the  people  in  passing  over  such  places,  going  to  the  markets,  are  in  the 
habit,  each  one,  of  casting  a  stone  upon  heaps  begun  in  some  particular  de- 
solate spot,  as  an  offering  to  an  evil  spirit,  who  would  otherwise  afflict  them 
and  their  families.  The  women  sometimes  throw  a  lock  of  hair,  or,  if  nursing, 
scatter  a  few  drops  of  milk,  upon  the  pile,  as  a  peculiarly  acceptable  offering  to 
the  evil  spirit." 

*  *  *  Even  the  Budhist  priests  appear  so  much  governed  by  the  popular  super- 
stition as  to  have,  in  some  cases,  dances  performed  for  themselves,  and  to  Buffer 
a  house  for  offerings  to  devils  to  be  erected  contiguous  to  a  temple. 

Necromancy  is  professed  in  Ceylon  by  persons  called  Yakka  Duro,  or  devil- 
dancers.  They  provide  the  people  with  charms,  consistiner  of  incantations  writ- 
ten on  a  piece  of  o/a  or  palm-leaf,  which  is  aflcrwards  rolled  up  and  fastened  to 
the  arm.  They  arc  openly  worn  by  all  classes ;  and  some  are  so  superstitious 
as  to  have  ten  or  twenty  of  these  amulets  about  them  at  once. 

These  demons  the  people  of  Ceylon  suppose  to  have  the  power  of  inflicting 
diseases  on  their  families.  To  cause  them  to  remove  the  disease  from  the  rest, they 
ofller  one  or  more  of  their  children  in  sacrifice  at  places  where  several  roads  meet. 

And  now,  ye  fathers  and  mothers,  ye  youths  and  little  children,  in  this  hippy 
land,  think  again  of  the  facts  above  detailed,  and  ask  yourselves,  what  it  is  that  hn 
made  your  condition  so  happily  different,  it  U  the  injlu^nce  of  the  Gospel  qfJ^'^ 
Cht-ut.  And  that  Gospel  will  have  the  same  happy  mfiuence  upon  the  poorhei- 
theu,  if  it  be  faithfully  and  perseveriugly  preached  to  them.

garded,  from  the  mere  circumstance 
leir  location  above  the  45th  parallel 
titudo,  within  the  limits  of  a  foreign 
roignty. 

THYSICAL  CHARACTER. 

will  not  be  in  my  power  to  give  you 
lame  clear  and  vivid  conceptions  of 
er  Canada,  that  you  would  form  from 
*sonal  survey  of  it — nor  even  the  same 
you  have  given  to  the  readers  of  your 

•*  Letters  from  the  West,"  of  that 
i<lid  portion  of  our  country.  The 
resque  scenery  of  the  north,  however 
htful,  possesses  not  the  same  gran- 
I  neither  the  same  amplitude  nor 
^y,  as  the  almost  boundless  prairies 
%e  west,  bounded  by  immeasurable 
U,  and  intersected  by  numberless  ferti- 
^  streams,  and  covered  with  lovely 
f  es,  just  rising  into  an  existence,  that 

ran  parallel  with  the  existence  of 
Country  and  the  world.  Yet,  Canada 
t  void  of  sweet  and  powexful  attrac 
».    lU  vicinity  to  the  "Northern  Boar," 


ii  not  to  mnch  greater  than  oani,  m  to 
cover  its  undulating  foil  with  perpetual 
snows,  nor  to  render  it  cheerless  and  valae- 
less  to  the  hardy  sons  of  New-England. 
Thousands  have  already  found  their  way 
to  it — and  thousands  more  are  following 
them,  to  find  a  sure  and  comfortable  live- 
lihood, for  themselves,  and  ^^  their  little 
one«.**  Its  mountains  are  few,  nor  are 
they  lofty.  Its  hills  and  valleys,  are  like 
those  of  New-England— commonly  fertile 
^-oasy  of  cultivation — and,  at  least,  eqnil- 
iy  productive,  with  a  less  amount  of  toil 
than  is  required  to  procure  XUe  bar  vesta  of 
Massachusetts  and  Connecticut.  Hither- 
to,  or,  till  within  a  very  few  years,  the 
largest  and  healthiest  portion  of  the  Pro- 
vince, has  formed-  almost  an  unbroken 
forest.  Here  and  there,  small  sottlomentfl 
have  been  made — but  they  are  **  few  and 
far  between."  The  difficulty  of  lecnring 
the  right  of  soil,  by  a  firm  tenure,  bae 
interposed  a  serious  obstacle  to  **  internal 
improvement**  of  this  kind,  a  difficulty  that 
has  but  recently  been  removed  by  revised 
laws,  and  the  establishment  of  register 
offices.  Since  its  removal,  the  Province 
has  been  rapidly  filling  up  with  a  valiia-  . 
ble  population,  which  will  doubtless  con- 
tinue to  swell,  till  it  shall  become  equal 
in  density,  and  in  physical  strength,  to 
the  population  of  any  of  the  northern  sec- 
tions of  our  own  country. 

ORIGrN  OF  THR   POPULATION. 

You  are  aware,  that  the  first  permanent 
settlements  here,  were  made  by  the  French 
about  the  year  1600 — or,  one  hundred 
years  aAer  tlio  first  discovery  of  the  conn- 
try.  These  settlements  were  made  chiefly 
on  the  larger  rivers ;  and  still  extend  from 
ten  to  twenty  miles  back  from  the  Otta- 
was,  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  the  Troic 
Rivieres,  or  as  far  as  the  rich  alluvial  soil 
presents  its  attractive  features  to  the  eye 
of  the  French  cultivator.  Here,  the  pro- 
duction is  abundant  and  ready.  And  here 
is  still  found  the  mass  of**  Canadian"  po- 
pulation — the  deeeeadanta  of  the  primi- 
tive French,  mingling  in  their  veins  the

Tha 
aolary  of  the  Mathodiat  miniitera  k  filed 
at  100  guineas  per  annum,  with  a  fuiniah- 
ed  dwelling-house;  and  30  guineia  ira 
added  when  (hare  are  three  shildreo — 
and  ten  guinea*  more,  on  the  addition  of 
lach  other  child  to  the  family.  Thew 
alarieaaro  paid  by  (he"LoudonWe*]ajian 
Miaaioaary  Society,"  except  luch  part  of 
lay  be  made  np  by  therolunliry 
of  tlie  people.  If  a  liberal  pe- 
cuniary support  were  the  all-pawarfuL 
■timuloua  to  mlnialeriil  £delity,  there 
would  be  no  deficiency  of  lach  fidelity 
here — for  the  eipenao  of  living  ia  oompa. 
ratively  amall,  and  it  mnit  be  bad  econo- 
mj  indeed,  which  aliall  l«ai«  evia«  oC 
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complaint  on  tho  pari  of  any  minisler, 
against  tlie  dinpenserf  of  such  salarief. 
As  to  the  actual  faitlifulness  and  success 
of  these  ministers, lying  under  no  responsi- 
bility to  their  churches,  and  having  like 
passions  as  other  men,  you  are  well  able 
to  form  an  opinion  ; — certain  it  is,  that  a 
New-Englander  in  Canada,  setting  under 
such  a  ministry,  finds  not,  or  fancies  that 
he  finds  not,  all  his  wants  supplied. 

Four  hundred  dollars  will  support  a 
family  as  well  in  Canada,  as  in  any  part 
of  New.England,  so  far  as  my  acquaint- 
ance extends.  And  were  this  amount,  or 
the  larger  proportion  of  it,  paid  by  the  peo. 
pie,  to  the  man  of  their  choice,  a  man 
of  similar  habits  to  their  own,  and  wore 
its  payment  dependant  on  the  principle  of 
attachment  founded  on  benefits  reciprocal. 
]y  conferred  and  received,  results  might 
safely  be  anticipated,  of  a  character  very 
different  from  those  realised  on  the  pre- 
■ent  plan. 

Bat  the  New-England  population  of  the 
Province  will  never  be  essentially  benefit- 
ed by  the  labours  of  men  born  and  edu- 
cated in  the  old  world,  with  prejudices 
and  habits  peculiar  to  themselves,  and 
quite  dissimilar  to  those  found  under  the 
auspices  of  a  free  and  equal  government. 
For  them,  a  ministry  must  be  provided, 
that  will  eat  from  the  same  dish  and  drink 
from  the  same  cup  with  themselves — a 
ministry  that  will  claim  no  superiority, 
and  exert  no  other  influence  than  what 
flows  from  superior  talent  and  piety.  Un- 
der sueh  a  ministry,  the  rose  of  Sharon 
could  not  fail  to  diffuse  its  fragrance  over 
all  the  hills  and  valleys  of  that  northern 
region. 

PSBBLK  CHURCHES  Ilf  THE  TOWNSHIPS. 

There  are  six  Congregational  Churches 
organized  among  all  the  eastern  town 
ships,  viz.,  st  Stanstead,  Granby,  Shipton, 
Sheffbrd,  Mispisqui  Bay,  and  Potton.  Tho 
number  of  members  in  each  of  these  I  do 
not  know,  but  they  vary  from  ten  to  fif- 
ty. One  of  them  only  has  a  pastor,  and 
he  is  worn  down  by  excessive  and  solitary

And  wiiat  are  these,  among  fi(ly  w 
sixty    thousand   souls  from    tha  Uaitse 
States,  who,  remembering  earlier  days,  i 
the  land  of  their  own,  or  their  fkUhmm 
nativity,  do  say,  and  will  continna  toa^ 
**  the  former  days  were  better  than  than.  ^ 
And  how  can  these  churchea  live,  hi 
can  they  prosper,  and  make  their  figls^ 
penetrate  the  surrounding  darkneas,  wtuTi^

that  there  ever  was  a  revival  of  religion. 
This  I  verily  believe  may  be  said  of  many 
other  parts  of  tlie  state.  The  qaeetioo 
may  be  asked,  what  has  been  the  eaose? 
Is  it  beeaose  it  is  the  Eden  of  onr  eonnlry« 
the  yrwy  Imtitnde'of  Jerusalem,  and  the  in- 
habitants cursed  liiie  the  Jewa  Air  tbeir 


Great  sins  are  indeed  manifest.  Every 
commandment  is  brolten.  The  Sabbath, 
particularly,  is  profaned — but  the  nto^« 
ment  of  Chrbt  is  greater  than  onr  sins. 
May  we  not  conclude,  that  the  meaui 
have  not  been  used?  Do  not  CAruttens 
stand  in  the  wajf  f  Are  they  not  commis- 
sioned to  send  the  Gospel  to  every  erea- 
tnre  I  and  would  it  not  be  a  miracle  should 
sinners  be  converted  without  these  means? 
Is  not  God  ready  to  give  the  increase  ? 

In  some  places  a  sermon  lias  been  oc- 
casionally presched;  Bibles  and  Tracts 
have  been  distributed  ;  but  many  of  tbeea 
Bibles  will  remain  closed  and  laid  aside 
as  useless,  except  the  Word  is  preached  to 
them,  end  the  people  are  told  what  they 
contain ;  and  that  they  contain  the  worde 
of  eternal  truth  and  life. 

As  I  trust  you  will  be  interested  to  lea/a 
how  the  Bible  is  received  in  Louisiana,  as 
well  as  the  reception  of  the  preached  Gos- 
pel, I  give  the  following  statement.  A- 
bout  two  years  since,  by  reqtiest  of  ihm 
sffont  of  the  Bible  Society,  I  distributed 
aoout  a  hundred  and  fif\y  Bibles,  in  about 
the  same  number  of  familiee.  The  Pro- 
testant families  were  mostly  Aimished  al- 
ready with  the  Bible ;  those  who  were  not 
gladly  received  them. 

In  about  sixty  Catholic  families  I  found 
but  five  or  six  furnished.  One  I  recollect 
said  she  had  brought  hers  from  the  state 
of  New- York,  about  thirty  or  forty  years 
since ;  another  from  Canada,  when  they 
emigrated  to  this  country.  These  seemed 
to  understand  well  what  they  contained, 
and  duly  appreciated  their  worth. 

One  man,  a  very  superstitious  CathoUey 
on  my  making  known  to  him  my  errand, 
reprimanded  me  very  abruptly,  for  eflhr- 
ing  to  distribute  Bibles.  He  stated  bo 
had  one  :  I  was  not  very  ready  to  believe 
him.  But  it  seems  that  two  or  three  had 
been  furnished  some  years  previously  by 
sn  agent — one  of  which  had  btfen  laid 
up  in  the  loft  of  the  honee  for  years,  and 
covered  with  dust,  till  the  people  bad  |bf- 
gotten  what  book  It  wis;  only  that  tKe^ 
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reool1«cted  It  wut  eiran  to  tbsni.  I  Mus- 
ed Ihim  to  aeirch  diligaatly  tilt  Ibc 
found  it.

II. 

The  Sorrows  of  Old  Age^  in  preparing 
for  DeaUi, 

**  Mr.  H.,"  said  an  aged  man,  in  one 
of  our  New-England  parishes,  as  he 
came  trembling  into  his  minister's 
house  one  day,  *<  I  wish  very  much  that 
you  would  come  and  see  me.  I  wish 
to  talk  with  you.  My  physician  tells 
me  that  the  disease  which  has  distress* 
ed  me  lately,  will  probably,  ere  long, 
close  my  life.  I  have  no  hope !  I  am 
unfit  to  die !  I  wish  to  know  what  1 
shall  do !  my  time  it  short !  what  I  do, 
I  must  do  quickly !"  Circumstances 
prevented  his  remaining  for  conversa^ 
tion  at  the  time,  and  he  retired,  saying 
nothing  more. 

Several  things  rendered  the  coming 
in  of  this  man,  on  such  an  errand,  pe- 
culiarly interesting  and  afiectuig  to  the 
minister.  He  had  been  all  his  Bfe  one 
of  the  **  stout-hearted,  and  far  from 
righteousness."  True,  he  was  often 
in  his  pew  on  the  Sabbath,  and  listen- 
ed to  the  preachins; ;  and  he  was  pos- 
sessed of  a  mind  ot  some  strength,  and 
ability  to  discriminate  between  truth 
and  error,  if  he  would.  But  he  had  a 
constitutional  levity  of  feelings,  under 
the  influence  of  which,  united  with 
aversion  to  serious  truth,  he  often  en« 
deavourcd  to  turn  aside  the  edge  of  the 
'*  sword  of  the  Spirit,"  by  ridicule. 
Along  with  this,  he  had  been  long  en- 
deavouring to  bear  up  his  courage  re- 
specting his  future  well- being,  by  a 
scheme  of  self* righteousness  peculiar 
to  himself.  He  had  brought  up,  and 
settled  around  him,  a  large  family  of 
sons  and  daughters;  but,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  or  two,  they  had  follow- 
ed his  steps  with  such  closeness,  that, 
as  a  family  of  immortals,  on  their  way 
to  the  judgment  together,  they  pre- 
sented to  the  eye  of  the  Christian  a 
melancholy  group;  respectable,  in  a 
worldly  point  of  view,  but  **  without 
Gk>d  in  the  world."

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tliid  Qgcxi  man,  ro>i»«  rliiii;  his  <iis«';it;e, 
had  pul  an  end  tu  his  levity.  iliH  heart 
seemed  to  die  within  him,  as  he  saw 
his  grave  but  a  ehurt  distance  before 
him,  and  beyond  it  the  judgment  Beat. 
During  the  few  weeks  he  subsequently 
lived,  liis  niiud  was  most  intensely  fix- 
ed upon  the  gront  subject  of  religion. 
lie  began,  a  short  tinu;  boforo  his  death, 
to  inmilge  a  trembling  hope ;  and 
Christians  around  him  were  not  with- 
out hope  that  he  was  "  born  again.*' 
It  wail,  peihaps,  some  evidence  of  this, 
that  he  then  looked  ar(fund  upon  his 
sons  and  daughters,  with  deep  anxiety 
for  them.  With  an  aching  heart  and 
a  feeble  voice,  he  began  to  warn  them 
to  seek  their  own  salvation,  and,  though 
late,  gave  his  testimony  to  their  con- 
sciences for  the  truth  of  God,  and  to 
the  fearful  solemnity  and  criticalness  of 
approaching  the  grave,  without  a  hope 
which  bad  been  letted  and  rcnderod^mi, 
in  a  life  of  holiness. 

The  case  suggests  several  interest- 
ing points  for  renoction.  But  we  can 
present  only  one ;  the  difficulty,  the 
almost  impossibility,  of  making  any  ef- 
fectual amends  for  parental  neglect,  on 
the  bed  of  death.  A  father  brings  up 
his  children  to  ortccm  tlie  world  as 
highly  as  he  doe!>,  and.  with  him,  to 
follow  hard  aftor  its  riclies.  ilis 
habits  of  thinking,  respecting  the 
things  of  God  nnd  eternal  lift*,  becoiiie 
those  of  his  children.  Thev  erow  nrrav 
in  unronversion  around  liim;  periiaps  ' 
exceed  him  in  the  manifestation  of| 
their  aversion  to  reliprimjs  things.  If; 
at  last,  he  awake^^,  on  the  borders  of 
the  grave,  to  his  own  and  their  condi- 
tion, yet,  con  he  transfer  his  own  so- 
lemn feelings  to  their  breasts,  make 
themto  see  thiuffs  as  he  now  sees  them, 
and  persuade  tliem,  elfcotually,  to  turn 
with  him  to  God,  from  whom  he  and 
they  have  revolted  ?  «'  Alas !  Levia- 
than is  not  so  tamed."  Thev  will, 
probably.  listen  respectfully  to  the  last 
words  ot'ihe  father^  but  to  the  Chris- 
tian they  will  give  little  heed.  The 
impressions  which  should  have  been 
fastened  on  their  hearts  in  early  life, 
and  kept  abiding  by  pious  paternal  ex- 
ample, cannot  be  made  in  the  brief 
hours  which  they  spend  around  his  dy- 
ing bed,  and  upon  minds  which  have 
grown  old  in  the  caret  of  Ihc  worlds ;

I  told  her  that 
her  physician  feared  shewooldiiotlif0 
till  to-morrow.     She  said,  'are  ys* 
sure  ?'  and  aroused  from  the  lethargic 
.stato  for  a  moment,  and,  with  aa  ex- 
pression of  surprise  and  delight  that 
was  most   affecting,  said,  *  I  rejoici 
WITH  ExcKKDrNo  JOY ."     Thls  wss  bcT 
last  effort." 

iMrs.  W.  died  just  as  any  Christian, 
who  knew  what  had  been  her  life. 
wouhl  have  expected.  Her  history, 
could  it  bo  written,  would  yield  to  few, 
in  point  of  instructiveness  on  living  to 
God,  and  would  show  Aoioshe  became 
prepared  to  welcome  death  so  joyfully.

Esq.  il.  was  among  the  early  settlers 
of  a  town  in  the  western  part  of  Ver- 
mont, lie  was  soon  placed  in  a  post 
of  responsibility,  in  which  he  gave  evi- 
dence of  fearlessness  and  integrity  in 
the  discharife  of  his  official  duties.  He 
became  warmly  engaged  in  the  politi* 
cal  excitement  of  1 79ii,  and  the  follow- 
ing years;  and,  as  a  persevering  tnti 
skilful  leader  of  a  political  party,  b* 
obtained  the  entire  confidence  of  his 
friends,  but  was  moat  bitterly  hated  by 
his  opponents ;  %mi  it  was  oAen  said, 
by  those  who  knew  him  beat,  that  be 
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was  a  good  friend,  but  &  most  impla- 
cable enemy. 

ICsq.  H.  never  was  a  scoffer  at  reli- 
gion,  yet  he  was  far  indeed  from  Having 
aJiy  Of  that  spirit  which  blesses  those 
that  curse  us,  and  forgives  the  tres- 
passes of  others  as  we  would  wish  our 
Heavenly  Father  to  forgive  us. 

In  the  year  1810,  at  which  time  he 
^&e  a  little  more  than  fifty  years  old, 
^here  was  some   appearance  of  a  re- 
\ival  of  reli|rion  in  tJie  town  in  which  he 
lived,  and  lie  wus  among  the  first  of" 
^^Aose  from  without  the  church   who 
fP«>ke  publicly   of  the  importance  of 
"^ing  reconciled  to  God.     •*  My  friends 
^tid  neighbours,"   said    he,  '*  I   have 
*^ine  in  here  this  evening  to  say  to 
^oq,  that  I  feel,  for  one,  that  it  is  high 
^iine  for  me  to  look  about  me,  and  ^ee 
«>o\v  my  account  stands  in  the  sight  of 
pod.    I  feel  that  I  have  neglected  this 
^^ainess  a  great  while,   and  it  is  a 
fonder  that  God  has  spared  me  so 
^^hg:  but  I  have  now  come  to  a  reso- 
lution, God  helping  me.  to  live  hence- 
forth to  his  glory;  and  I  intend  to  take 
l^it  word  as  the  word  of  my  counsel, 
ftnd  the  lamp  to  my  feet ;  und  that  my 
Eins,  hereafter,  shall   be   the   sins  of 
omission,  rather  than  of  commission." 
The  revival  soon  became  general,  and 
the  meetings  were  frequent.     Esq.  H 
was  a  constant  attendant,  and  seldom 
lefl  a  meeting  without  repeating  the 
above  remarks,  or  expressing   senti- 
ments to  the  same  effect.     Thus  he 
continued  for  six  or  eight  weeks,  re- 
garding himself  among  the  earliest  of 
the  recent  converts,  wliich  by  this  time 
had  amounted  to  about  fifty.    But  the 
pastor  of  the  church,  not  fccliog  fully 
satisfied  that  Esq.  11.  had  become  a 
new  man  in  Christ  Jesus,  told  him  that 
he  was  afraid  he  had  not  seen  his  own 
heart,  and  that  he  might  find  when  he 
came  to  the  judgment  seat,  that  he  had 
fatally  deceived  himself.    He  appeared 
astonished,  and  rather  disposed  to  be 
offended*  and  replied,  **  Do  you  suppose 
that  1  shall  even  regard  myself  as  vile 
as  that  blasphemer,  or  that  contemner 
of  the  Sabbath?    No.     I  have  been  a 
friend  to  religion,  and  have  assisted  in 
the  support  of  it,  and  I  cannot  be  as 
oflensive  in  the  sight  of  God  as  such 
and  such  a  one.''    Here  the  conversa- 
tion ended.    Esq.  R.  returned  home ; 


and  on  the  evening  of  the  same  cay, 
while  sitting  at  his  writing  desk,  this 
conver8iiti(;n  recurred  to  his  mind,  lie 
began  to  look  and  reflect  on  his  past 
life,  to  see  if  there  was  any  thing  in  it 
to  justify  the  concern  that  the  pastor 
had  expressed.  To  ufec  his  own  lan- 
a;uage,  **  God  opened  his  eyes  to  see 
himself"  His  whole  life,  he  perceived, 
was  marked  with  rebellion  against 
God ;  his  sins  rose  up  to  the  heavens, 
calling  for  vengeance.  A  few  eve- 
nings after  this,  lie  came  into  the  con- 
ference rocm,  with  a  countenance 
which  besi>oke  the  deepest  anguish,  and 
said,  in  tones  that  pierced  the  heart  of 
every  hearer,  »*  I  am  lost.  In  me  you 
see  a  man  who  is  doomed  to  feel  in  this 
life,  some  of  that  anguish  of  soul  which 
is  the  portion  through  eternity  of  the 
hardened  sinner,  the  contemner  of 
God's  mercies.  You  can  do  nothing 
for  me,  but  I  entreat  you  to  take  care 
of  yourselves  :  1  am  h>st  !'*  He  con- 
tinued in  this  state  about  three  weeks, 
when,  in  his  own  language.  <'as  thoueb 
the  noon-day  sun  had  burst  upon  the 
{rloom  of  midnight,  all  about  him  was 
light,  and  joy,  and  love  to  the  charac- 
ter, law,  and  salvation  of  God  ;  and  he 
found  himself  with  both  hands  extend- 
ed toward  heaven,  crying  *•  glory  U% 
God  !"  Now,  indeed,  he  appeared  to 
be  a  new  man.  Before,  his  becoming 
a  Christian,  was  talked  of  by  the  men 
of  the  world,  as  an  occurrence  of  no 
more  consequence  than  a  change  or 
his  political  sentiments,  or  the  pur- 
chasing of  an  additional  farm  ;  but 
now,  tlie  most  unbelieving  were  as- 
tonished, and  their  mouths  were  shut,, 
for  they  saw  the  man,  who,  but  a  few 
weeks  before,  was  implacable  and  un- 
relenting towards  those  he  called  his 
enemies,  now  exercising  towards  al 
men  the  meek  and  quiet  tinrit  of  the 
Gorpel  of  Christ. 

He  was  a  deacon  of  a  church  for 
about  ten  years  ;  and  in  the  discharfiro 
of  his  duties  as  an  olBcer  of  a  church, 
it  might  well  be  said  of  him,  that  he 
was  *■*  a  terror  to  evil  doers,  and  a 
praise  to  them  that  did  well."  He  ap- 
peared to  regard  the  members  of  the 
church  with  parental  affection ;  and 
was  constantly  inquiring  afler  their 
growth  in  grace,  and  speaking  to  them, 
as  he  had  opportunity,  on  the  ^t^^V 
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subject  of  talvation.  1*he  writer  of 
this  article  has  often  heard  him  say, 
that  he  felt  condemned,  if  he  had  met 
a  member  of  the  church,  and  inquired 
after  his  heaUh,  and  had  not  asked 
**how  does  your  soul  prosper."  lie 
died  in  1U26,  and  well  may  we  say, 
**  filcssed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  tile 
Lord."

lati,  by  our  delegate,  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Storrs.  As  it  will  have  been  pre- 
before  the  issuing  of  this  No.,  our  readers  will  appreciate  the  propriety 
ublication  of  the  concluding  part  of  our  statement,  as  follows : 
Q  this  Society  was  or^nized,  it  was  commended  to  the  Father  of 
I  by  faith  and  prayer.  High  hopes  and  expectations  were  associated  with 
nencement.  But  hitherto  these  have  been  far  exceeded  by  the  blessing 
upon  its  operations.  A  large  proportion  of  the  Presbvterian  Church, 
ibers  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  and  Associate  Reformed  Churches,  to  somie 
and  all  of  the  Orthodox  Congregational  Churches  of  New-England, 
Lpressed  their  approbation  of  the  plan  of  this  Society,  and  have  acBiered 
auxiliaries.  Through  this  extended  co-operation  there  has  every  year 
increase  of  strength,  and  a  corresponding  extension  of  the  action  of  the 
This  increase  is  exhibited,  in  several  particulars,  in  a  tabular  view, 
4  in  the  <*  Seventh  Annual  Report**  of  the  Society,  May,  8, 1833.  Then 
iber  of  missionaries  reported,  within  the  last  year^  was  606* 
that  time,  this  committee  have  appointed  63  missionaries  and  agenta 
>re  in  commission,  and  have  renewed  the  appointment  of  79,  who  wex% 
St  year.    A  nomber  have  also  been  appointed  by  AiaxSfiiBX^  1&Qi«Mi^Mia% 
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iiidcr  commiBflions  from  this  committee,  whose  names  hare  not  yet  been  w 
urned  to  us.     Tlic  whole  number,  tlicrefore,  in  whose  support  aid  has  been 
granted  diirin^r  tlie  lust  one  year  and  Jire  immlhit^  is  not  less  than  680.     Ot* these, 
211  have  been  upptiintiMi  to  labour  in  tlio  btutes  and  territorii'ts  west  of  the  Al' 
leghany  niountumb  ;  uiid  tlie  v\h<>lo  number  employed  there  since  the  fnrniation 
of  the  Society  has  been  v!^:.'.     The  lunount  of  minibteriul  labour  performed 
under  the  patronit^e  of  this  Society,  r.p  to  the  )lre^ent  time,  hati  been  about 
1975  years  ;  and  tlie  number  reported  nti  uddeil  to  the  Churches  aided,  has  not 
been  less  tlmn  CO.UOU.     Aiore  than  tlii:*  niin.ber,  we  hu\e  rea.son  to  hope,  bare 
been  ronvcited  under  tlie  mini^trv  ot'riur  mi-^-^ionar-ioK.    Bible  ClaS!^esand  Sab- 
bfitii  Scbools  have  al^o  been  ^u^tslllu•d«  aiid;ricutly  bleated,  onmobtof  the  fields 
of  th(>ir  labour ;   and  the  cause  of  'l\-mporance  and  of  Foreign  Mis^ion^  and 
every  good  work  which  has  claimed  the  atteniiun  of  the  benevolent  of  our  laud, 
has  been  aided  by  their  inlhience. 

In  view  of  what  hau  thus  been  accomplished,  the  friends  of  this  Society  bare 
occaifion  for  the  warmest  and  most  ]irotuuiid  gratitude  to  God.  The  wurk  bat 
been  begun  and  prosecuted,  for  seven  years  and  Jire  months^  under  truly  en- 
couraging, and  t^till  increasing  assurances  of  the  Divine  favour.  An  amouutof 
good  lias  already  been  done,  which  inlinitely  outweighs  all  the  labour  aiidei- 
peose  of  its  accomplishment.  Yet  the  work  is  only  begun.  The  niountaiu  is  y^ 
before  us  which  is  to  become  a  plain.  More  than  eleven  milUoru  of  our  country' 
men  remain  yet  unconverted,  while  they  that  are  cordially  with  us  in  spirit  and 
in  prayer,  the  whole  number  of  professing  Christians  in  the  United  Statei, 
are  less  than  two  millions.  The  number  of  educated  ministers  in  all  the  states  if 
about  BOOO  ;  which,  allowing  one  minister  to  a  thousand  hearers  of  the  Goepelt 
leaves  5,000,000  of  our  ]>opu]ation  destitute.  The  pro>perity  of  the  cause  of 
Christ,  generally,  requires  that  all  these  sbould  be  supplitd. 

But  in  adapting  our  ataiements  to  a  //  i*li.in  Anniura ivy,   it  ispropertore- 
xhark,  that  the  Churches  of  the  great  West  are  especially  iniere>ted  in  this 
supply.     There  are  more  ministers  in  the  New-Kngland  states,  of  all  dfDtioii- 
nations,  than  in  the  Valley  oftlic  Missipsippi.     V!,t  the  whole  of  New-England 
is  surpassed,  in  extent  of  territory,  by  some  single  states  of  the  West.    Titc 
supply  of  till)  latter,  therefore,  as  a  whole,  is  only  one  eleventii  part  as  great  r 
that  of  the  former,  in  respect  to  territory  ;  and  in  re&pect  to  populatiui),  it' 
only  half  as  great.     ISut  if  we  confine  (he  contrast  to  I'resbyterian  and  Ci>' 
greirational  ministers,  the  (h'licirncy  of  ^upply  is  compaiati\«?ly  far  greater 
theWest,  there  being  nenrly  one  thousand  in  jN'e\v-Kii;:land,  and  only  about.- 
in  the  whole  Western  Valh-y.     'J'lierc  are  ficts  \vhi(  h  |  lend  with  overwl.cluj 
force  the  cause  of  Home  Mi>sions.     The  obio<'t  and  tendoncy  of  the  oj>cnili 
of  the  A.  U.  M.  Society  are,   not  only   to  uicreaso   the  supjtly  of  cvanpc' 
ministers  in  the  whv.lo  coinitry,  but  also  to  e(|uali/.e  the   deiiciency,  win' 
must  remain.     It  is  to  translate  labourers  from  the   older  and  better  sup 
States  to  those  which  are  new  and  less  favoured.     'J'he  work  to  be  done,  t 
fore,  concerns  especially  the  West,  and  \vn  are  happy  to  report  the  dclij 
fact,  that  the  churches  of  the  eastern  and  northern  states  are   becoming 
year  more  generally  and  deeply  interested  in  this  object.     Our  desire  is  ii 
for  the  sftintual  piosperity  of  the  West.     We  bi'hohl  there  an  area  of  1h 
square   miles    which    is  nearly   two  thirds  of  the  whole  territory  of  tl 
ted  States,  extending  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  I'acilic  ocean,  and*  rapid 
bosoming  a  population,  which,  in  numbers,  in  political  power,  and  m 
fluence,  is  soon  to  control  the  destinies   of  this  nation.     As  American^ 
fbre,  we  feel  a  thrilling  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  West.     Thither, 
warmest  sympathies  ore  drawn  by  the  fact,  that    many  brethren,    wl 
broiisrbt  up  in  the  midst  of  wjf,  are  there,   and  by  the  certain  anticipat 
liiillions  ofoiir  sons  and  dauijhters  will  hereafter  make  their  pleasant 
tiie  Western  Volley.     As  by  faith,  and  hope,  and  pra\er,  we  live  in 
dren  that  shall  comenf\er  i\s,  we  hail  the  West  as  oiir  nmnlry^  nndca 
forgBt  it  than  the  capUvea  of  \atae\,\i>j  \.W  wnvit*  vjC  Eabylun,  could 
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rusalem.  And  as  we  love  the  canse  of  Christ  omongr  men,  and  would  htisten 
the  liiiio  when  he  shall  have  the  iieathon  for  his  inheritance,  uur  hearts  beat 
witli  ar.lour  for  the  conversion  of  the  inrrcHssinnrnnllioiis  of  the  j^reat  West.  No 
other  territory  of  equal  extent,  on  the  fiflobe,  in  so  luvourably  situated  to  become 
early  the  scene  of  the  brightest  diijplay  of  that  light  which  is  to  lighten  the 
Gentiles. 

Under  the  influence  of  such  views  and  anticipations,  the  churches  of  these  older 
states  have  begun  to  appreciate  the  claims  of  the  West.  They  have  also  begun 
to  act  with  a  liberality  which  indicates  a  prevadin^  interest  in  the  cause.  Du- 
ring the  last  year,  though  more  than  one  third  of  the  missionaries  of  this  Society 
were  stationed  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains,  yet  of  the  )^Gft,627  received 
into  the  treasury,  g00,0l3  were  derived  from  Mew- York,  New-Jersev,  and  the 
New  Enirland  Hiates.  We  state  this  fjict,  jiot  to  boast  of  the  liberality  which 
ha?  enabled  us  to  do  so  much  for  the  West,  but  rather  to  provoke  our  western 
brelhern  to  take  new  courage  and  put  fortii  more  vigorous  exertions.  We  do 
not  es^teem  lightly  the  amount  of  aid  which  tiioy  ha\c  already  brought  to  this 
cause.  Many  Cliurchcri  of  the  west  also  liave  done  liberally.  IJut  we  are  con- 
strained to  tieel  that  the  whole  body  are  yet  tiir  from  being  .suitably  prevaded  and 
moved  by  the  spirit  of  this  Iioly  enterprise.  Let  it  be  known  then  in  every  western 
Church,  that  the  American  liome  Missionaiy  Society  is  rendering  aid  in  the  sup- 
port of  more  than  one  third  of  the  whole  number  of  Presbyterian  ministers  in 
the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi,  that  its  field  of  operations  there,  as  well  as  at  the 
iSouth,  is  constantly  enlarging;  that  numerous  Churches  and  benevoleiit individuals 
in  the  older  states  are  aiding  it  by  lisrvent  prayers  and  liberal  contributions,  and 
yet,  at  the  present  date,  the  treasury  of  this  Society  is  overdrawn  J2,6^,  for 
which  members  of  the  Kxccutive  committee  are  personally  responsible;  and 
the  amount  pledged  by  this  Committee  to  labourers  now  on  the  field  west  of  the 
Allcghaiiies,  to  be  paid  within  the  current  year,  is  J^<;0,413  75.  Facts  like  these 
cannot  be  regarded  with  indifference  by  our  we.-tern  brethren.  We  throw 
ihem  before  your  anniversary  with  tlie  fullest  confidence  that  they  will  be  re- 
ceived witli  the  warmest  sympathy,  that  they  will  be  commended  to  God  in 
prayer,  and  reiterated  and  published  to  the  Churclies,  till  all,  who  pray  for  the 
j)ru.-f)crity  of  the  western  states  in  every  thing  which  pertains  to  the  highest 
happine>s  ofilieir  present  ami  future  population,  shall  properly  appreiiiate  the 
importance  of  the  work  of  Home  •Missions.  W  this  work  is  important  any  where-*- 
if,  any  whore,  it  is  indispensable  to  the  welfare  of  our  whole  country — it  is  so 
in  the  jijrent  and  growing  West.  Great  encouragements  to  prosecute  it  with 
inrrease<l  vigotir  aie  presented  in  tlw*  results  of  what  has   already  been  done. 

The  responsibility  of  neglecting  to  go  forward  is  tremendous ;  and  this  re- 
sponsibility, in  the  providence  of  God,  is  devolved  especially  on  our  western 
brethren.  The  Churches  of  the  older  states  are  already,  to  a  large  extent,  as- 
sociated in  this  holy  enterprise.  An  impulse  is  felt,  and  a  zeal  enkindled,  by 
enlightened  views  of  the  magnitude  and  necessitjp  of  the  work.  Yet  this  delight- 
ful flow  of  benevolent  feelings,  so  extensive,  so  harmonious,  so  unyielding  to 
ordinary  discoiiraircments,  is  still  capable  of  being  chilled  and  diminished  by  an 
exhibition  of  comparative  indifference  on  the  part  of  western  Churches.  But 
western  Churches  and  western  Cliristians  are  not  indifferent,  and  cannot  be.  So 
far  as  tiioy  have  been  addressed  on  this  subject,  and  sufficiently  informed  of  the 
character  of  the  A.  H.  M.  S.,  prejudice  has  died  away,  and  they  have  awaked 
to  an  overwhelming  sense  of  its  importance.  Let  the  same  amount  of  agency 
be  put  forth  there  as  here,  and  the  same  amount  of  intelligence  be  circulated* 
and  western  Churches  will  soon  take  the  lead  in  the  activities  as  well  as  in  the 
blessings  of  this  benign  and  extended  Association.  On  you,  dear  brethren,  and 
other  Committees  of  correspondence  in  the  West,  rests  much  of  the  responsi- 
bility of  seeing  that  these  agencies  shall  be  exerted.  Wc  wait  to  be  directed 
by  the  counsels,  and  sustained  by  the  contributions  and  prayers  of  enlightened 
friends,  in  every  portion  of  the  country  to  which  the  effoxV^oi  \Xk\%%^tSRjv.'^vi^

opinions.  The  value  of  such  a  testimony 
I  need  not  tell  you  how  to  estimate }  nor 
does  the  singular  fact  of  Catholic  silence 
on  all  religious  subjects  require  comment. 
I  believe  that  nteh  arts  of  proselytiim 
as  prevail  amongst  some  of  the  Protestant 
sects,  are  not  chsrgeable  on  the  Catholics ; 
at  least,  not  in  Canada.  Thr!y  have  al. 
ready  an  overwhelming  superiority  in 
point  of  numbers.  They  have  abundant 
wealth  also.  The  devotion  of  tho  com. 
mon  people  to  the  priests  is  sufficiently 
servile,  and  the  authority  exerted  over 
them,  in  ecclesiastical  matters,  is  abeo. 
lute.  Not  one  in  thirty  of  tho  French 
Canadian  population  is  ablo  to  read.  Of 
400,000  of  this  class,  it  is  stated  unreser. 
vedly,  that  more  than  100,000,  who  have 
attained  to  years  of  maturity,  can  neither 
read  nor  write  their  names.  The  usur. 
pations  of  the  priests,  therefore,  are  not 
unaccountable.  But  the  Ncw.England 
population  are  not  to  bo  thus  controlled. 
They  know  too  much.  It  is  in  vain  to  aU 
attempt  reducing  them  to  a  servile  depend- 
ence on  any  priesthood.  But,  while  they 
cannot  be  directly  assailed  with  success,  a 
corrupting  influence  is  insensibly  extended 
over  them,  which  reaches  their  principles, 
affects  their  regard  to  the  Bible,  and  al- 
lures them  into  infidelity ;  and  yet  more 
remotely  touches  the  character  of  their 
children,  and  seduces  them  early  into  an 
habitual  contempt  of  all  religion.

ILLINOIS. 


Interesting  Tour  of  the  Rev.  Theron  Bald, 
win,  and  Rev.  Albert  HaU^  in  the  north, 
ern  part  of  Illinois, 

From  the  Rev.  T.  Baldwin,  Jatksonville, 
September  1, 1333. 

In  my  last,  I  informed  you  of  a  con. 
templated  tour  through  the  northern  part ' 
uf  this  state.  We  returned  a  few  days 
since,  after  an  absence  of  seven  weeks; 
having  travelled  more  than  700  miles,  and 
preached  about  50  sermons. 

TUB    CHOLERA. 

We  were  advised  by  some  physicians 
not  to  attempt  the  tonr,  in  consequence 
of  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera  ;  but  a 
kind  Providence  has  prcserTod  us.  There 
has  as  vet  been  no  cholera  farther  north 
than  Morgan  co.,  except  on  the  Missis- 
sisippi  river;  so  that  the  whole  northern 
part,  which  we  wished  to  visit,  could  be 
safely  traversed,  while  the  pestilence  was 
spreading  its  ravages  over  the  lower  parts 
of  this  state,  and  different  portions  of 
Missouri.  The  cholera  had  just  com. 
monced  its  work  of  death,  when  we  left 
Jacksonville,  and  had  almost  entirely  pass, 
ed  off,  at  our  return.  An  awful  gloom 
has  hung  over  this  village  for  two  montUa. 
past;  though  the  ivi^|gbaoiV^%7MM^«CkSA 
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hvn  beon  light,  tompared  with  ■oroe  other 
placet.  There  have  been  about  50  deaths 
in  all ;  no  case  here  at  prosent.  At  tiroes 
during  my  abeoiice,  I  had  most  serious 
apprehensions  respecting  ttio  safety  of  my 
wife,  OS  she  was  oxposod,  and  frc^iuontly 
raised  the  question  whether  it  was  not  my 
duly  to  return  ;  but  the  Lord  appeared  to 
be  opening  the  way  for  doing  good  ;  and 
after  hairing  solemnly  committed  the  case 
to  God,  I  resolved  to  proceed,  feeling  that 
life  and  death  were  at  his  disposal.

the  following  morning.     It  was  a  most 
iiffectinff  season ;  every  heart  was  bleed- 
ing by  the  loss  of  friends,  or  melting  with 
sympathy  for  the  afflicted.     Theso  bre- 
thren have  found  grace  to  help  in  this 
time  of  need.     After  the  burial  of  Mrs. 
F.,  a  number  of  us  accompanied  Br.  Ellis 
to  the  graves  of  his  family.     The  scene 
was  altogether  overwhelming.     Two   or 
three  months  before,  he  had  lefl  them  in 
perfect  health,  and  the  first  item  of  intelli- 
gence from  them,  during  his  absence,  he 
received  about  one  week  before  he  reach. 
ed  Jacksonville,  which  fell  upon  his  ears 
like  a  clap   of  thunder — *''they   are    all 
dead!**    As  he  reached  the  spot  where 
side  by  side  were  deposited  those  objects 
of  his  intense  affection,  he  did  literally 
bend  under  the  load  of  anguish ;  but  afler 
a  few  struggles  of  feeling,  ho  appeared  to 
rise  and  triumph  in  God.     He  said  he  did 
not  wish  to  recall  them,  and  blessed  the 
Lord  that  so  many  had  been  spared.     O 
what  power  in  religion  to  sustain  the  soul 
in   those  hours   of  calamnity,   when  all 
earthly  comforts  and  helpers  fail !  Deaths 
in  the  families  of  missionaries  in   this 
state  have  hitherto  been  very   rare;  but 
instances  like  these  seem  to  say  to  those 
of  us  who  survive,  in  the  most  emphatic 
manner,  *'  Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth

The  day  we  passed  it  was  excessively  hot, 
and  the  road    muddy,    and    our«iclves  and  j 
horses  were   greatly   annoyed   by   gnuts,  | 
musquittocs,  and  llics,  that  poured  upun  u^; 
in  swuriiis.     When  wilhin  a  lew  niilus  o^^ 
the  town,  our  attention  was  attracted  by 
some  object  apparently  rising  out  of  the 
prairie.    On  nearer  approach,  it  proved  to 
be  a  mast  rising  from  the  lake,  wliich,  as 
yet,  was  entirely  hidden  from  uur  view. 
We  hastened  on,  eager  to  catch  a  glimpse 
of  the  water,  and  soon   the  lake  burst  on 
the  sight,  stretching  as  far  as  the  eye  could 
reach,  on  our  right  and  lef\,  and  before 
us,  a  liquid  prairie  ;  and  when  we  reach- 
ed the  shore,  appeared  to  sleep  beneath  us 
like  a  boundless  mirror.     Chicago  is  des. 
tined  soon  to  be  a  place   of  great  impor- 
tance.    It  i«i  fast  becoming  a  great  tho. 
roughfare ;  furnishing  as  it  does,  the  only 
harbour  on  all  that  portion  of  the  lake ; 
especially,  when  the  canal,  or  rail-road,  is 
opened,   there  must  bo  a  vast  amount  of 
business  drawn  to  that  point.     It  has  in- 
creased  with  astonishing  rapidity  tho  pre- 
sent season.     I  was  told,  that  since  the 
opening  of  spring,  not  far  from  TObuildings 
of  a// «or/«,  had  been  erected,  or  wore  under 
way.     There  are  more  than  20  stores,  of 
different  kinds  ;  and,  I  regret  to  add,  that, 
with  fewiixceptions,  they  tralTic  in  ardent 
spirits.     I  hnd  been  for  some  time  desi. 
reus  of  visiting  that  place  with  reference 
to  the  location  of  a  missionary  ;  and  we 
were  delighted    to    find    it   not  only   an 
important  point   tor    labour,    but  already 
occupied    by  one   of  your   missionaries. 
We  remained  there  about  a  week,   for  the 
sake  of  a  little  relaxation,   preached   five 
sermons,  and  attended  one  prayer  meeting 
in  Fort  Dearborn.     You  will,   of  course, 
le  irn  from  brother  Porter  the  particulars 
of  his  siltintion  and  prospects.     I  saw  no. 
thing  in  Chicago  to  induce  the  belief  that 
the  moralft  of  the  people    generally  were 
below  other  now  towns  of  a  similar  cha- 
racter.

But  the  degraded  Potaw attorn ics,  who 
on  Komo  days  throng  the  streets,  present, 
ed  a  moMt  disgusting  snd  atfecting  specta- 
cle.  One  could  hardly  walk  out,  at  any 
time,  without  coming  in  contact  with 
more  or  less  cases  of  beastly  intoxication 
among  them.  One  morning,  as  I  was  sit- 
ting in  brother  Porter's  room,on\.\\eV5aT\Va' 


ed  by  a  quarrel  between  an  Indian  and  a 
squaw  on  the  opposite  aide.     Both  w«i« 
apparently  under  tho  influence  of  wbia* 
ky.     The  Indian,  in  great  apparent  rage* 
inflicted  many   a   furious  blow  upon  ber 
head,  while  she  raised  a  most  piteous yeUf 
and  put  forth  all  her  strength  to  ward  off 
the  strokes  of  his  fist.     He  then  eeized  a 
;  long  club;  upon  which,  to  escape  what  I 
expected  would  be  a  fatal  blow,  she  grap- 
pled with  him,  and,  after  many  stninlei, 
succeeded  in  forcing  the  club  from  bim. 
They  then  grappled  again,  and  fell ;   he 
pounding  her  with  all  his  might,  and  the 
raising  most  mournful  cries.     In  a  littls 
time  she  extricated  herself,  seized  the  club, 
and  threw  it  into  the  river.     Bj  thii  time 
a  chief,  who  had  witnessed  the  fray  from 
the  opposite  bank,  had  crossed  over  in  • 
canoe.     He  seized  a  stick,   gave  the  la- 
vage  one  heavy  blow,    muttered  a  few 
words  in  a  tone  of  authority,  and  passed 
on,  as  if  nothing  had  happened.    Thiu 
the  qutirrel  ended,  and   the   combatantf 
went  their  way,  probably  to  swallow  ano- 
thcrburningdraught,and  i>crhaps  to  repeat 
the  same  operation.     What  a  doom  will 
descend  on  the  n  en  who  put  the  bottle  to 
jthe  lips  of  these  poor  savages,  for  the  piti- 
ful object  of  getting  their  money  ! 

Another  circuin.stance,  of  a  different 
character,  affected  me  deeply  while  there. 
One  evening,  Hr.  Hale  preached  in  a 
school-house.  During  the  first  prdycr, 
one  of  the  Potawattomies  came  to  the 
door,  and  was  about  to  enter,  when  Roine 
one  standing  near  pushed  him  back,  and 
>.hut  tho  door.  Afterwards  he  came  round 
to  tho  window  near  which  I  was,  and 
there,  wrapj)ed  in  his  blanket,  he  stood 
gazing  in  upon  us;  and  as  the  glare  of 
the  candlo  fell  upon  his  painted  visafT^ 
and  the  trinkets  that  dangled  from  bis 
ears,  the  thought  came  home  with  melting 
power  : — there  stands  an  immortal  being 
like  ourselves — bound  to  the  same  eterni- 
ty !  Here  wo  are  engaged  in  the  worifhip 
of  the  living  (Jod,  and  resting  in  the  hope* 
of  salvation  through  a  crucified  Redeem- 
er, while  that  poor  red  man,  ignorant  of 
the  realities  of  the  future  world,  w  look- 
ing in  upon  our  worship  as  an  unmeaning 
ceremony  !  Soon  another  appeared  at  ibe 
window,  and  then  another  rode  up  on  hi» 
pony,  and  fixed  his  earnest  gaze  on  our 
assembly.  What  a  thought  I  Here  ar< 
these  sons  of  the  forest  in  the  midst  of* 
Christian  population,  who  hold  in  their 
hands  the  words  of  eternal  life,  and  vet 
}i8  ignorant  of  the  way  of  salvation  an  the 
most  benighted  heathen  on  the  globe- 
\\Nl«ti  o€  U\o  world  entice  them  from  their 


ofCbJca^o  river,  my  attention  waaaUtatO^tvaSA-^^V^^*,  ot,T^>^«\,  C^VL  n\jon  them 
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Here,    and   present   them   the    intoxica- 
^ngcup;   while  no  Christian  has  sought 
lem  out,  and  offered  them  the  cup  of 
>atk>n !     What  an  account  shall   we 
?e  to  render,  who  are  blessed  with  the 
"^rord  of  life,  and  yet  lock  it  up   from 
^Others  !     One  feels  a  sort  of  melancholy 
^terest  in  traversing  these  fVontierB,whore 
^be  rush  of  emigration  follows  hard  upon 
"^he  retiring  tribes,  and  where  the  memo- 
rials of  savage  life  are  still  fresh  around 
^he  traveller.     On  the  west  side  of  Illinois 
river  we  passed   one  of  their  towns,  now 
forsaken  and  dilapidated  !     It  is  situated 
in  a  bend  of  a  considerable  stream,  and 
on   almost  all  sides  protected  from  the 
blasts  of  winter  by  surrounding  timber 
and  bluffs.     It  was,  indeed,  an  amusing 
•pectacle.     The   ruins  of  a  town!     No 
crumbling  walls,  fallen  columns,  and  ruin, 
ed  arches  were  there  !     The  site,  consist, 
ing  of  a  number  of  acres,   was  covered 
with  a  heavy  growth  of  weeds  ;  and  above 
these  were  rising  numerous  and  lengthen. 
ed  rows  of  stakes,  running  in  different  di- 
rections, and  marking  the  different  lines 
of  their  encampment,  tolling  what  the 
town  once  was ! 

UiP0RTA^'T  FIELDS. 

Much  of  our  way  we  had  nothing  for  a 
road  but  an  Indian  trail.  In  almost  every 
8«)ttlement  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state,  we  found  forts,  which  were  con- 
structed for  the  protection  of  the  inhabit, 
ants,  during  the  Indian  war.  Some  of 
these  became  our  preaching  places. 

I  have  been  highly  gratified  with  this 
tour.  The  three  missionaries  recently  lo- 
cated in  that  region  by  the  A.  II.  M.  8., 
all  occupy  places  of  great  importance.  We 
found  brother  Bascom  in  Putnam  co.,  but 
bo  will  probably  stop  in  Tazewell.  Then 
there  will  be  a  continuous  line  of  mission. 
ary  stations  entirely  up  to  the  lake,  and 
that  through  a  portion  of  the  state  which 
will  yield  to  no  other  portion  of  Illinois. 
All  danger  from  the  savages  has  now  pass, 
ed  away,  and  emigration  begins  to  set  in 
with  a  strong  current,  by  the  way  of  the 
lakes.  It  is  principally  from  New.York  and 
^ew.Englond.  The  missionary  stations  in 
that  portion  of  the  state,  differ  from  the 
most  of  those  that  have  as  yet  been  occu- 
pied ;  as  they  are  taken  in  the  very  in- 
fancy  of  the  settlements.  Moral  and 
religious  influence  may  grow  with 
their  growth,  and  strengthen  with  their 
strength. 

RKSrONSIBIUTT  OF  LATMKN. 

We  fell  in  with  some  families  and  indi- 
▼idoala  who  eame  to  that  county  for  the 


purpose  of  doing  good,  and  who  made  this 
the  grand  consideration  by  which  they  de. 
termined  upon  their  particular  location. 
And  in  one  of  these  families,  particularlyi 
we  spent  a  most  delightful  evening.     It 
too  oAon   happens,  that  individuals  and 
families  whose  professed  controlling  motive 
in  coming  to  this  country  was  to  extend 
their  sphere   of  usefulness,  furnish   but 
little    evidence    of    being    actuated    by 
such  a  spirit,  after  they  have  once  touch, 
ed   our  soil.     And    I    have    often    been 
amazed,  to  find  how  little  responsibility 
was  felt  by  multitudes  of  professors  of  i^li- 
gion,  when  they  decide  on  the  place  oftheir 
residence  or  their  pursuits.  They  appear 
to  think  that  it  is  the  busineM  of  a  minit- 
ter  to  make  sacrifices,  to  go  to  heathen 
lands,  or  destitute  settlements  in  his  own 
country,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
work  of  the  Lord  ;  and  if  he  complainp, 
or  shows  himself  in  any  degree  influenced 
by  worldly  considerations,  how  soon  does 
ho    forfeit   his   character    for    devotion ! 
And  that  too,  when  they  themselves,  per. 
haps,  are  living  in  a  princely  mansion,  and 
enjoying  all  the    conveniences,  nay,  all 
the  luxuries  of  life !    Yet  they  have  no 
stings   of  conscience,   nor  the  remotest 
apparent  conception  that  they  ai^  under 
any  obligation  to  give  up  these  conveniens 
ces    and  luxuries,  gird  on  the  Christian 
armour,  and  go  in  person  to  relieve  thedes< 
titute.  I  am  by  no  means  pleading  in  fatout 
of  the  devotion  of  ministers,  (for  it  is  jQst 
matter  of  weeping  and  lamentation,  that 
there  is  so  little  of  it ;)  but  I  ask,  why  is 
not  every  professed  Christian  under  just 
as  strong  obligations  to  do  all  the  good  in 
his  potter^  as  the  minister  of  the  Gospel, 
and  why  is  it  not  just  as  much  a  reflec 
tion  on  his  Christian  character,  to  be- un- 
duly    influenced   by   worldly  considers, 
tions  7     I  am  satisfied  that  here  is  a  prin. 
ciple,  little  felt  or  understood  by  the  great 
mass  of  C  hristians.     Let  the  pressure  of 
responsibility  be   properly  felt   by  private 
Christians,  let   them  understand  the  full 
import  of  the  vows  of  God  that  are  upon 
them,  and  how  many  would  be  driven  out 
oftheir  comfortable  homes,  and  lay  aside 
their  luxuries,  and  conveniences,  and  imi. 
tate  the  example  of  the  Saviour,  of  whom 
it  is  recorded  that  he  **  pleased  not  him- 
self !*'     In  this  day  of  benevolent  effort* 
not  many  of  the  people  of  God  can  quiet 
their   consciences    without    contributing 
something  to  send  the  Gospel  to  the  des- 
titute.    But  how  few  private  Christians 
feel  {themselves  under  obligation  to  carry 
it  in  person  I     The   time   will  doubtleM 
come,  when  it  will  ba  yM^  aa  tdnl^  %> 
preach  to  iKtt  CWni^itMi  tajba  ^^t  %. 
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chant,  mechanic,  farmer,  or  any  one  else, 
to  Buffer  worldly  considerations  to  decide 
his  location  or  pursuits,  a«  it  now  is  for 
the  minister  of  the  («uspel.  And  it  must 
come,  before  the  world  can  be  converted. 
A  few  miniMters  scattered  over  a  largo 
territory  cannot  do  the  work.  They  will 
sink  under  their  labours,  and  little  be  cf. 
fected,  unless  tiiey  are  surrounded  by  a 
band  of  private  Christians,  who  are  will- 
ing to  endure  hardness,  as  good  soldiers. 
Ailer  all  that  has  been  said  about  the  cmi. 
gration  of  pious  laymen  to  new  settle, 
ments,  its  full  importance  has  never  been 
reached  by  any  description.  On  our  tour  we 
became  acquainted  with  one  man  who  came 
12  miles  to  attend  a  protracted  meeting, 
and  who  emigrated  to  this  country  for  the 
purpose  of  doing  good,  and  who  for  a  long 
time  has  been  persevering  in  the  strength 
of  the  Lord,  in  a  destitute  settlement. 
By  his  almost  unaided  efforts,  he  has  kept 
up  a  Sabbath  School,  and  sustained  a  re- 
ligious meeting  every  Sabbath.  The  in- 
tense flame  of  his  devotion  seems  never  to 
go  out.  He  was  called  on  to  pray,  and 
to  such  a  pouring  out  of  fouI,  and  plead. 
ing  with  God  in  behalf  of  the  interests  of 
Zion,  I  have  rarely  listened.  Wo  after. 
wards  called  at  his  house;  but  we  heard 
very  little  about  his  farm,  his  wheat  and 
corn;  the  Sabbath  School,  the  salvation 
of  souls  around  him,  the  location  of  a 
missionary  in  his  settlement,  were  the  all- 
absorbing  themes  of  his  conversation. 
And  there  he  was  toiling  on  almost  alone, 
and  his  soul  all  the  while  glowing  with 
religious  feeling.  Now,  tlicso  are  tlie 
laymen  that  we  need,  and  if  they  were 
scattered  through  our  settlements,  no  iiior. 
tal  can  form  a  conception  of  the  blessings 
that  would  be  called  down  upon  this  land 
through  their  instrumentality. 

BENEFIT  or  LAEGE  MEETINGS. 

On  our  return  we  spent  one  Sabbath  in 
Putnam  county.  A  man  introduced  himself 
and  besought  me  to  go  into  his  settlement, 
15  miles  distant,  and  preach  a  sermon. 
He  said  there  were  four  or  five  Prcsbyte. 
rians  there ;  that  tlioy  had  heard  no  mi- 
nister of  their  own  order  preach,  since  they 
came  to  this  country,  and  were  about  de- 
spairing that  they  ever  should.  I'his  is 
an  instance  to  show  the  benefit  of  large 
meetings,  on  my  agency.  They  bring  all 
the  scattered  professors  of  religion  to. 
gether  from  a  large  surrounding  region, 
who  could  not  otherwise  be  found  without 
great  difficulty.  In  this  way,  their  wants 
and  wishes  are  easily  ascertained. 

At  the  Bureau  setUeroent,  formed  by  the 
9oJony  thMt  eame  out  from  Northampton, 


pie  very  desirous  of  having  a  ministar. 
They  agreed  to  circulate  a  paper,  and  bm 
how  much  they  could  raise  for  tb«  sup* 
port  of  one.  Br.  Farnam  starts  duI 
Monday  to  visit  that  place. 

At  Canton  we  held  a  protracted  meeting. 
There  were  15  additions  to  the  church,  8 
by  letter  and  7  by  profeiision.  The  meet. 
ing  was  of  a  very  solemn  character,  and  a 
number,  when  we  left,  were  inquiring 
what  they  nmst  do  to  be  saved.  A  nan- 
ber  of  those  who  united  with  the  Church, 
had  been  lingering,  in  consequence  of  the 
difficulties.  The  site  of  Canton  is  very 
handsome,  and  the  country  around,  among 
the  most  fertile  and  beautiful  porticos  of 
the  stale.  This  station  must  hold  a  high 
rank,  as  to  importance. 

As  we  passed  on  to  Macomb,  we  called 
on  one  family,  members  of  the   Presbyte. 
rian  Church,  who  had  not  heard  a  sermon 
from  a  minister  of  their  own  order,  for 
three  years.     The  meeting  at   Macomb 
was  one  of  deep  interest,  and  well  attend- 
ed, notwithstanding  Hon'O  were  kept  away 
hy  fear  of  the  cliulora.     One  man  offered 
jlo    bet   $500  thut  the  pcstilrnca    would 
he    irilrodnced    by    llie   nioeting.      There 
I  were  1  (1  additions  to  tlio  Cliurch  by  letters. 
i      At  the  close  of  the  second  sermon   on 
j  .Sabbath,  the    deepest    feeling  seemed  to 
I  |>ervade  the  asweniMy,  and  a   number  re- 
quested the  prayers  of  (-hristians. 

During  this  tour  we  have  preached  so 
mucli  in  groves,  forts,  iog-cabins,  &c.,that 
we  have  become  some  like  Howland  Hill, 
who  was  accustomed  tu  style  himself, 
*'Not  only  Rector  of  Surrey  Chapel,  but 
Curate  of  all  the  fields,  commons,  6lc^ 
throughout  England  and  Wales.** 


From  the  Rev.  Thomas  Lippineott,  Carroll- 
tony  Ill.t  Oct.  ] . 

It  has  been  a  solemn  season  in  Carroll- 
ton.  In  July,  1832,  the  Lord  visited  the 
place  with  great  power  and  glory,  snd 
drew  many  rebels  to  the  Saviour.  In  July, 
1833,  He  came  again  in  awful  majesty,  bat 
it  was  to  sweep  the  inhabitants  of  our  guilty 
town  to  the  grave.  I  will  not  occupy 
your  time  by  particulars ;  nor  attempt  to 
describe  the  general  scene.  For  six  weeki 
we  walked  and  watched  in  solemn  st^l- 
ness  among  tlic  dead  and  dying,  none 
knowing  but  that  his  own  would  be  the 
next  funeral.  Never  have  I  so  felt,  and 
never  have  I  seen  such  evidence  of  ge- 
neral feeling,  that  there  is  but  a  step  be- 
tween us  and  death.    About  one  sixteenth

^\ariog  the  six  weeks  prevalence  of  the 
^jTr^^'lence,  there  was  little  opportunity  to 
^^**^i»<J  to  public  religious  exercises.  Our 
^H&Qg  msetings  were  discontinued  ;  but 
S&blMith  services  were  never  relinquish- 
Qor  was  the  Sabbath  School.  For 
»  -•>•««  weeks  ours  was  the  only  meeting 
^  the  village ;  and  sometimes  there  sp- 
ared hardly  to  be  a  sufficient  number 
4o  c§uld  attend  to  justify  preaching, 
t  the  Lord  sustained  us. 
8iBea  the  return  of  health  there  has  at 
been  solemnity  in  our  congre<Tation, 
"^d  several  have  indulged  a  hope  in  Christ, 
^ffrhom  some  three  or  four  have  united 
^ith  us ;  ao  that,  with  two  or  three  who 
k«ve  come  by  letter,  our  number  is,  on 
tile  whole,  enlarged. 

LABOURERS  WANTED. 

I  expect  soon  to  organize  (with  the  as- 
sistance of  a  brother  or  two)  a  church  in 
a  settlement  which  I  have  formerly  men- 
tioned, ten  miles  out  of  Carrollton.  'Plie 
congregations  increase  there,  and  two 
persons,  new  converts,  have  asked  to  be 
united  with  the  few  professors  in  a  Church. 

Another  Church  is  expected  to  be  form- 
ed in  our  county,  on  the  south  side,  about 
midway  between  this  and  Alton. 

There  is  great  need  of  more  lobour  in 
this  county.  It  is  impossible  for  one  mi- 
nister to  do  half  enough  for  half  the  settle- 
ments. I  have  of\en  thought  it  would 
be  a  happy  arrangement  to  have  brother 
Herrick  reside  here,  and  labour  in  con- 
junction with  myself  in  all  parts  of  the 
county.  He  is  remembered  with  affectidn 
by  many,  and  inquiries  are  often  made 
whether  he  will  not  return.  Good  im- 
pressions have  been  made  by  his  labours, 
which  imperceptibly  prepared  the  way  for 
Bubseqttent  efforts.

Fourteen  persons 

were  received,  for  the  first  time,  into  the 

communion  of  the  saints.   Of  these,  there 

was  one  who  had  actively  spent  sixty  .eight 

years  in  the   service  of  this  world.     He, 

together  with  a  jsrandson  about  fourteen 

years  old,  and  others,   stood  before  the 

congregation,   and    acknowledged    their 

love  to  Christ,  and  determination  to  serve 

him  the  remainder  of  their  days.     There 

were  several  hopeful  coverts,   and  othen 

deeply  anxious  as  to  the  salvation  of  their 

souls. 

MISSOURI. 

From  the  Rev,  B,  F,  Hoxey,   Taie%  on 

Grand  Prarie^  Missouri, 

I  stated,  in  my  last  letter,  that  the  spirit 
of  revival  had,  in  a  great  measure,  de- 
clined  among  us,  and  also  my  fears  that 
a  spiritual  drought  might  come  upon  us.  I 
am  however  huppy  to  say,  at  ttM)  present 
time,  that  I  do  not  believe  a  spirit  of  re- 
vival  has  been  altogether  wanting,  sine* 
the  awakening,  a  year  ago  last  spring. 
Amid  many  discouragements,  and  much 
declension,  I  believe  the  prayer  of  faith 
has  not  ceased  to  ascend  from  the  altar  of 
some  hearts.  I  need  not  again  say,  that 
in  tho  neighbourhood  of  the  main  Church, 
we  are  almost  entirely  a  settlement  of  pro. 
fessors,  and  that  consequently  the  strength 
of  our  Church  cannot  be  brought  so  im. 
mediately  to  bear  upon  impenitent  men, 
as  it  would  if  the  number  of  impenitent 
were  greater  among  us.  Our  meetings, 
for  the  last  two  mouths,  have  been  more 
interesting,  and  have  exhibited  more  ier. 
vency  in  prayer,  than  was  seen  in  our 
meetings  the  early  part  of  the  season. 

CAMP     MEETINGS. 

We  held  a  camp  meeting,  commencing 
the  23d  of  August,  at  the  Aux  Vausso 
camp  ground,  which  has  been  productive 
of  more  good,  than  a  simple  view  of  cir. 
cumstances,  and  the  additions  to  the 
Church,  would  seem  to  indicate.  There 
were  fifteen  persons  added  to  our  Churches 
— all  on  examination.  Many  were  under 
deep  convictions  during  most  of  the  meet, 
ing,  and  I  hope  for  great  good  from  those 
impressions,  and  should  ^xy^cX.  Tua<^^^v\> 
not  many  of  ihoM  Vm^tvsM^  M^«  T«infitaa 
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iVom  any  regular  preaching.  The  num. 
her  of  persons  present,  on  the  Sahbath, 
was  between  a  thousand  and  twelve  hun- 
dred ;  and  among  this  number  of  persons, 
there  was  less  moving,  and  less  noise, 
than  I  have  frequently  seen  in  this  coun. 
try,  at  a  meeting  where  two  or  three  hun. 
dred  persons  wore  assembled.  Without 
further  details,  the -effect  of  the  meeting 
was  in  every  way  good — ^leaving  ^  valua. 
ble  impression  on  the  public  mind,  which 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten.  Brothers 
Cochran,  M*Afee,  and  Holt,  (recently 
from  Virginia,)  were  present,  and  assisted 
in  the  meeting. 

The  week  following,  I  attended  a  meet, 
ing  in  Marion  county,  at  Dr.  Nelson^s 
camp  ground.  The  interest,  at  this  last 
meeting,  exceeded  what  wo  had  dared  to 
hope.  The  meeting  continued  six  days. 
The  congregation  was  orderly,  and  very 
attentive  during  the  meeting.  Supposed 
to  be  not  less  than  seventy  cases  of  con- 
version. Audience,  on  Sunday,  a  thou, 
sand  or  more. 

Eastern  people  have  some  doubts  about 
the  expediency  of  camp  meetings,  and 
raise  many  objections  to  them,  on  the 
ground  that  they  furnish  an  occasion  fur 
disorder  and  improper  conduct.  These, 
and  various  other  like  objections,  once 
had  their  full  influence  upon  my  mind, 
and  induced  me  to  believe  that  such  meet, 
ings  were  inexpedient.  These  objections 
have  been  dissipated  by  experiment  and 
observation.  There  is,  in  my  apprehen- 
sion, no  more  necessity  for  disorder  and 
improper  conduct  at  camp  meetings,  than 
at  four  days  meetings;  and,  in  a  scattered 
population,  such  as  we  more  commonly 
find  in  this  country,  I  believe  that  better 
order  may  be  preserved  at  a  camp  meeting, 
than  at  a  four  days  meeting,  which  would 
assemble  the  same  number  of  persons.  A 
Presbyterian  camp  meeting  has  Presbyte- 
rian  order  in  it.  I  have  eeen  persons  of 
other  denominations,  who,  when  at  their 
own  places  of  worship,  felt  at  liberty  to 
get  up,  and  go  out,  and  saunter  about, 
feel,  when  in  a  Presbyterian  camp  meet- 
ing, that  the  order  and  sentiment  of  the 
people  they  were  among,  would  not  per- 
mit  the  indulgence  to  which  they  had  been 
accustomed  in  their  own  places  of  worship. 
Camp  meetings  may  be  abused  ;  but  this 
is  no  argument  that  they  are  not  good 
when  well  used.  In  a  scattered  popula. 
tion,  it  is  impossible  to  accommodate  a 
thousand  or  twelve  hundred  people  with. 
out  a  camp  ground,  and  its  accompanying 
proviaioDB,  From  facta  which  1  haN«

it  appears  to  me  evident,  that  a  good  camp 
ground,  with  its  provisions,  is  the  best 
security  against  disorder,  in  a  time  of  n* 
ligious  excitement.     These  are  the  facts 
to  which    I  allude.     During  the  time  of 
g^at  excitement  in  Kentucky,   and  tbe 
western   part  of  Virginia,  soom  twentj 
years  since,  or  more,  the  people  assembled 
at  the  place  of  preaching  from  great  dis. 
tances   round,   coming  with  their  teams 
and  provisions,  and  staying  on  the  ground 
for  days.     In  these  meetings  there  wm 
oflen  a  great   want  of   order  testified  bj 
those  who  attended  them.     We  could  in. 
fer  no   less,   knowing  tbe  circumstances 
under  which  the  jteople   were  assembled. 
How  shall  we  prevent  a  like  concarrenee 
of  things  in  Missouri,  if  great  religions  ex. 
cltement  should  rise  and    collect  peo|^ 
from  a  great  distance  ?     This  difficult;, 
to  my  mind,  is  removed,  by  the  provisioDi 
of  the  camp  ground.     Twelve   or  fifteen 
hundred  people  can  be  accommodated, and 
I>erfect  order  preser\'ed,  by  a  feeble  Church, 
in  a  camp  meeting.     But  if  this  number  of 
persons  are  drawn  together  by  a  religioui 
excitement,    and  are  left   to   pursue  the 
course  of  conduct  which  inclination,  or 
caprice,  or  passion,  may  dictate,  with  no 
other  accommodation  than  their  covered 
wagons,  it  needs  not  the  gifl  of  prophecy 
to  see  that  all  will  not  be  right. 


MISSISSIPPI. 

From  a  Layman,  Amsterdam,  MUtwippi' 

Will  not  the  A.  If.  M.  S.  do  something 
for  Mississippi  ?  We  have  now  a  popula- 
tion of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand, and  only  seven  Presbyterian  minis- 
ters, wholly  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  mi- 
nistry. There  are  several  other  Presbyte- 
rian ministers  engaged  in  teaching,  plant- 
ing, &c.,  who  preach  occationaUy,  but  I 
have  long  since  learned  to.  place  but  little 
reliance  on  the  efficiency  of  this  class  of 
ministers. 

Independent  of  the  ministers  which  I 
have  mentioned,  we  have  several  (I  do  not 
know  how  many)  intelligent  and  laborious 
Methodist  ministers,  and  a  few  Baplists. 
But  after  making  a  full  allowance  (or 
what  all  denominations  of  Christians  are 
doing  for  Mississippi,  I  think  it  must  be 
acknowledged  hy  all  that  our  stale  is  ex- 
ceedingly destitute  of  devoted,  intelli- 
gent servants  of  Christ  in  the  minis'fy* 
A  large  portion  of  our  state  (more  tha" 
one  half)  hitherto  inhabited  by  the  In-

FROM  THC  SAME. 

From  the  name  of  your  Society,  and 
m  your  constitution,  one  would  sup- 
that  it  was  designed  for  the  benefit 
^f  the  whole  American  people,  yet  here 
^  a  state,  parts  of  which  have  been  set- 
tled for  fifty  years,  containing  a  popula- 
tion of  130,000,  almost  wholly  destitute  of 
%a  educated  ministry,  for  which  the  Ameri. 
Con  Home  Missionary  Society  has  done 
nothing  ! ! — and  this,  notwithstanding  re- 
peated applications  have  been  made  to  you 
for  aid  ! !  And  in  one  instance  l$300,  and 
in  another  $400,  has  been  offered  for  a 
niasionary  from  your  Society.  I  really 
cannot  account  for  the  neglect  with  which 
Mississippi  has  been  treated.  I  sincerely 
hope  your  Society  will  pursue  a  different 
course  towards  us  in  future,  and,  my  dear 
brother,  if  you  ever  intend  to  aid  us  now 
is  the  time.  While  population  is  flowing  in 
upon  us,  and  society  is  forming,  let  us  give 
it  a  proper  character  by  settling  ministers 
ofthe  Gospel.  I  view  the  present,  as  an  im- 
portant  crisis  in  the  moral  history  of  our 
state.  That  portion  of  our  territory  now 
in  the  occupancy  of  the  Choctaws  and 
Chicasaws,  but  to  which  the  Indian  title 
is  extinguished,  and  which  the  Govern- 
ment is  bringing  into  market  immediately, 
constitutes  more  than  half  of  our  state, 
And  a  great  portion  of  it  \s  fine  cottonland, 
and  very  convenient  to  steam-boat  navi- 
gation,  having  300  miles  of  Mississippi 
river  coast,  and  many  navigable  streams 
running  through  it;  and,  what  is  a  greater 
desideratum  at  the  south,  it  is  favourably 
situated  for  health ;  the  interior  being 
well  watered,  elevated,  and  free  from 
Bwamps  or  marshes.  This  being  the  cha. 
racter  of  the  country,  and  it  he\ng  sur- 
rounded  on  all  sides,  by  a  country  over- 
flowing with  population,  and  anxious  to 
emigrate ;  the  supposition  is  a  reasonable 
one,  that  it  will  b«  populated  with  unpa. 
raJelled  rapidity.  How  important  then, 
in  the  incipient  state  of  things,  to  Chris, 
tianize  this  portion  of  Mississippi. 
'Ho^f  my  brother,  what  can  you  do  for  us  7 


not  two  or  three  yoars  henoe — fbr  then  it 
will  be  too  late,  but  what  can  you  do  for 
us  notD  ?  this  year  7  I  perceive  you  have 
sent  to  an  adjoining  state — l^nnessee— a 
state  much  better  sapplied  with  ministers 
than  Missis8ippi,elcven  missionaries,  and 
that  your  receipts  from  that  state  during 
the  last  year,  was  $123  90.  If  you  will 
send  eleven  missionaries  to  Mississippi, 
(and  we  need  that  number,  and  can  give 
them  immediate  employment^  I  should  feel 
perfectly  safe  in  guaranteeing  that  your 
receipts  would  be  (me  thousand  dollars  from 
this  state  during  the  year,  and  I  have  every 
Confidence  that  you  would  receive  $2000. 
The  Mississippians  are  .a  liberal  people.

REVIVALS. 

My  field  of  labour  is  somewhat  changed, 
and  my  whole  time  is  devoted  to  Eusebia 
and  Lebanon  Churches,   and  all  the  rest 
ofthe  field  has  to  be  left  vacant  for  want 
of  labourers.     Lebanon  Church  lies  in  the 
fork  of  Houlston  and  French  Broad  Ri. 
vers.  This  Church  had  almost  been  without 
the  means  of  grace  for  some  years,  till 
last  January.     At  a  sacramental  meeting 
at  this  place  the  last  Sabbath  in  May,  the 
Lord  began  to  revive  his  work.    The  in- 
terest among  the  people  was  so  great, 
that  arrangements  were  made  for  a  two 
days  meeting,    which  began  July    12th, 
near  three  miles  from  the  Church,  on  the 
south  side  of  the  river,  and  continued  for 
six  days.  The  number  of  additions,  during 
the  meeting,  was   44 ;    and   between  80 
and  100  hopeful  and  anxious.     The  meet- 
ing  was  brought  to  a  close,  while  the  peo. 
pie  were  very  desirous  to  have  it  continued  ; 
but  necessity  from   other    calls  required 
it  to  be  closed.     The  ministers  who  assist, 
ed  on  the  occasion  were,  Dr.  Doke,  Rev. 
Messrs.  Montgomery  and  Nelson.      The 
work  is  still  going  on  ;  between  80  and  100 
have  become  hopefully  pious.     At  Euse. 
bia  Church   a  glorious    work    has   com. 
menced  at  two  meetings:    one  a  sacra, 
ment,  and  the  other  a  two  days  meeting, 
the  3d  Sabbath  of  August,  and  1st   Sab- 
bath   in   September.     Twenty-four  have 
been  added,   and  only  one  by  certificate. 
The    ministers  that  attended   were.    Dr. 
Doke,    Dr.  Anderson,     Mr.    Pope,    and 
Rev.  D.  Hoyt.     Thus  the  Lord  has  seen 
fit  to  bless  his  cause  in   the  Churches 
where  I  labour,  and  to  his  name  be  the

'  her  ardent  desire,  that  the  Gospel  may  be 
preached  to  them:  and  her  connexionii 
will,  at  least,  not  discountenance  ft.

pie  in  one  nei|i[hbourhood  to  make  some 
effort  to  proyide  a  place  for  preaciiinff. 
All  the  provisions  consist  in  what  is  call. 
ed  '*  a  shed.**  Some  poats  are  sunk  in  the 
rroond,  and  on  the  top  of  these  postsja 
Duiltacabin  roof,  covered  with  clap-boards 
that  shield  us  from  the  beams  of  the  sun 
and  fVom  the  rain.  But  it  cannot  be  used 
Id  the  winter  season.  In  this  place  I 
hay«  orjranized  a  Sabbath  Scliool  and  a 
Bible  Class  of  thirteen  memlwrs,  and 
milfht  haye  had  a  number  more,  if  they 
had  been  able  to  read. 

At  this  place  I  held  a  four  days  meetini;. 
Including  the  third  ^bbath  of  July.  Se- 
VMTtl  of  my  brethren  came  to  asKiat.  There 
wu  much  feeling,  and  a  few  hopeful  con. 
versions. 

The  people,  around  the  place  whore  I 
preached,  in  thoedpe  of  Campbell  county, 
naye  promised  to  build  a  fIkjcI,  if  1  will 
onlj  preorh  in  that  prillleinont.  Here  I 
expect  to  form  a  Sabbath  School,  if  I  can 
obtain  books.  This  place  ia  about  14 
miles  from  the  place  where  the  shed  has 
been  built. 

KfTBCTS  OF  CinCULATINO  THE  BIBLE. 

Since  the  circulation  of  the  Bible  in 
this  county,  there  appears  lo  be  a  growing 
anxiety  for  a  common  school  education  ; 
but  the  opportunities  for  mere  common 
school  instniction  are  so  poor,  that  some 
of  the  more  enlightened  t.i1k  of  selling  out, 
and  removing  to  places  where  they  con 
have  their  children  educated.

But  (he  did  noC  krget  Jier  former 
^oaptniom  in  raniVj  and  lading  pli 


sores ;  when  she  met  them  in  the  street) 
on  her  way  to  Church,  she  would  take 
tl)i>m  by  Ihe  arm.  saying,"  you  once  at- 
tended me  to  the  ball  n>om.  I'll  now 
conduct  you  to  a  far  letter  place-" 
She  even  visited  them  for  the  expresi 
purpose  of  persuading  them  to  attend 
public  worship,  and  seldom  went  in 
vain.  Afraid  of  none,  ahe  reproved 
tbe  drunkard  for  his  cups,  the  gambler 
for  his  cards,  and  the  preacher  for  his 
unfltilhrulnesB,  as  they  all  will  testify. 
To  the  poor  of  the  neighbourhood,  KM 
was  a  Diother  indeed.  To  the  iick. 
she  wns  an  alleclionate,  judicious,  in- 
vnluablo  nurse.

1833,  the  cholera  appeared. 
She  said  to  me,  "  1  shall  set  my  housa 
in  order, for  I  may  die."  Her  ptincipal 
bequests  wore  to  the  poor,  and  thn 
Church,  lu  tendaysshc  was  attacked 
with  fever,  which,  in  three  days  more, 
terminated  in  cholera.  She  was  im- 
pressed, at  once,  with  the  probability 
of  her  approaching  dissolution,  and  mel 
thai  approach  with  heroic  tbrtitude. 
She  was  willing  to  die — expressed  an 
unwavering  confidence  in  the  Saviourt 
and  full  hope  of  heaven.  She  met 
death  with  extraordinary  crmposurc — ' 
only  wished  to  live,  to  do  somelbltig' 
for  the  Church^hargcd  me  to  watcB 
T  its  inlerestB,  and  use  every  exertion 
build  it  up,  and  then  was  silent. 
The  death-sweat  gathered  on  her  brow. 
She  looked  at  her  shrivelled  hands- 
livid  blueness  of  her  skin,  and  said, 
is i)  cholera!  It  is  finished — it  i« 
finished.  The  trumpet,  the  trumpet  is 
blowing — the  trumpet  is  blowing  to 
iceive  me."  In  a  lew  mameots, 
Lord  Jesus  receive  me ;"  and,  after  a 
Bu§e,  "  Christ  will  take  me."  Tbo

)i,  and  she  died  without  a  struggle  or

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heKrt--the;  wept  tO)TeLhrT(  and  might 
together  have  eerved  the  same  Saviour ; 
but  they  pursued  different  pathx. 
Wliile  the  widow  R.  siibmited  at  mice 
Mrs.  li.  resisted  the  istrivingij  of  tin 
Spirit.  Time  uller  time  sho  wept  ii 
the  BBQctuury;  hut  as  oIlcD  bh  shi 
wept  ii)  the  liouse  of  God,  she  forgo' 
hiiu  when  she  retired  from  his  courts 
until,  on  one  Suhbath  day,  the  tcx' 
wasread,  ■'Quenchruitllit  S/riril."  Shi 
perceived,  at  once,  the  danger  of  the 
couTue  she  had  pursued,  and  retired  to 
her  liome,  the  moat  beautiful  reeiilence 
in  the  villajTe.  After  tea,  she  walked 
to  the  garden  with  a  frieiiil,  and  stand- 
ing by  '■  the  sweet  briar,"  and  gazing, 
by  moonlight,  on  the  broad  enrlace  of 
the  turbid  Mistouri.soid,  "  I  have  been 
quenching  the  Spirit,  and  tremble,  lest 
lie  ia  gone  for  ever.  But  1  am  deler- 
miued  to  geek  rehgion.  I  slinll  gu  Lo 
preachingeveryUahbath;atevery  con- 
cert, at  every  prayer  meeting,  when- 
ever the  doors  arc  opened,  I  shall  be 
there,  and,  if  1  die,  l  will  die  seeking 
the  Sariour."  These  were  good  t 
ItUUmi,  hut,  like  thuusauds  of  the  si 
kind,  tliey  were  forgotten.  She  turned 
back  to  the  world,  believed  in  fatalism, 
and  maintained  the  doctrine  of  univer- 
wl  salvatiou.  Thus  she  lived,  occa- 
sionally attending  preaching,  until  the 
appearance  nf  tlic  cholera.  Kearl'ul- 
nesH  of  death  surpriaed  heri  she  saw 
that  she  had  been  dcccirinj;  herself, 
and  must  seek  the  Savionr,  01  be  lost. 
"But,"  said  she  to  a  friend,  "I  do  nut 
teel  oa  I  once  did.  1  cannot  weep  fur 
my  eine,  nor  drop  a  xingle  tear,  at  con- 
templating the  auflenugs  of  the  Ha- 
viour.  II J  could  exiKTience  the  same 
feelings  1  did  mie  year  ago,  all  would 
be  well ;  but  they  arc  no  more.  I  have 
grieved  away  the  Spirit.  1  believe  hi> 
has  taken  his  eternal  thglit.  U  t'ur  llic 
imprcssioua  I  had  duritig  the  revival!

Une 
week  passed  iiway,and  a  letter  broiij;ht 
her  the  intelhjiencc  of  the  death  of  lie

*•  Oh,  sir  I  pray  for  me  !  they  tell  me 
they  have  but  faint  hopes  of  my  reco- 
very !"  1  immediately  knelt  down  by 
his  bedside,  but  the  sobbin|[;8  of  bis 
distressed  wife  prevented  his  uniting 
with  me  in  my  prayer,  as  be  could  not 
possibly  have  heard  it. 

About  this  time  tlie  physician  re- 
turned ;  and,  after  examining  bis  symp- 
toms, he  faithfuly,  but  very  affection- 
ately, warned  Mr.  3.  to  prkparc  fob 
DEATH  :  telling  him  that  be  was  <*  be- 
yond the  possibility  of  recovery,"  and 
that  his  symptoms  indicated  **  speedy 
dissolution !" 

My  pen  refuses  the  attempt  to  de- 
scribe the  scene  which  followed  this 
atmunciation.  Poor  S.  appeared  to  be 
just  awakened  out  of  a  delusive  dream. 
For  the  first  time  in  bis  life,  be  appear- 
ed to  have  a  correct  view  of  bb  real 
situation,  the  importance  of  eternal 
things,  and  the  vanity  of  those  false

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interests.  But  here  I  must  pause.  For 
several  weeks  previous,  1  myself  had 
been  quite  unwell,  and  the  anxiety 
and  ungiiish  of  soul  occasioned  by  this 
scene  were  greater  than  my  debilitated 
frame  could  endure.  *  *  i  ^as 
hurried  out  of  the  room.    *    *    ♦ 

In  a  few  minutes  the  physician  and 
myself  returned.  Poor  Mr.  S.  once 
more  requested  us  to  pray  for  him ;  but 
hifl  pains  were  so  intense  that  he  could 
sot  unite  with  us.  His  dreadful  groans 
so  interrupted  us,  that  it  was  impossible 
for  us  to  proceed.  The  poor  fellow  ob- 
served this,  and  requested  us  to  spend 
the  time   in   secret   prayer    for  him. 

The  natural  warmth  was  fast  leav- 
ing the  extremities  of  his  body,  and 
the  cold  chills  of  death  were  rapidly  ap- 
proaching his  vitals,  when  on  a  sudden 
lie  inquired,  **  what  distance  above  my 
feet  is  my  body  cold  ?"  and  was  an- 
swered, that  it  was  making  rapid  ad- 
vances to  his  vitals.  1  shall  never  for- 
get the  piteous  and  disconsolate  look 
with  which  he  received  this  intelligence, 
ard,  turning  to  me,  he  said,  **  dear  sir, 
what  shali  1  do!  1  am  dying  ! — Oh' 
Jam  dying  t  O  my  poor  neglerted  tout  /" 
then  raibinpr  his  eyes  to  heaven,  *•  God 
of  mercy  !  if  there  is  mercy  in  store  for 
the  chief  of  sinners,  extend  it  to  my 
poor  departing  Fpirit  ?*' 

He  called  his  young  and  interesting, 
but  distracted  and  heart-broken  wife, 
to  his  bedside ;  and  afler  he  had,  in  the 
most  solemn  manner,  exhorted  her  to 
take  warning  from  his  mournful  ex- 
ample, and  seek  the  salvation  of  her 
soul  immcdinttlij^  and  not  to  rest  until 
she  had  obtained  a  realizing  sense  of 
an  interest  in  the  blood  of  Christ, 
he  affectionately  kissed  her,  and  re- 
quested that  she  would  withdraw  from 
the  room.  He  had  observed  that  na- 
ture could  not  support  her  to  witness 
80  distressing  a  scene. 

After  lying  a  few  moments  in  silence, 
and  a  comparative  freedom  from  pain, 
he  suddenly  started  up  in  an  orrony  of 
horror,  and  (speaking  to  Dr.  M.  and 
myself) said,  **  gentlemen? — Oh,  gen- 
tlemen, what  shall  I  do?  i  am  losing 
Mf  reason?  lam  unahle  to  pray — 1 
cannot  exert  the  leant  influence  over 
m^  thoughts!"  While  he  yet  spoke,  his 
laun  d  began  to  wander,  and  tettn  mv- 


nutes  afler,  his  reason  wm  ^iikteif  i§- 
throned,  to  resume  its  empire  no 
more!  «  ♦  •  ♦         • 

Over  the  subsequent  part  of  his  bis- 
tojy  let  the  dark  mantle  of  oblivion 
rest  for  ever.  1  w  ould  that  it  were  erased 
entirely  from  my  remembrance !    *    * 

If  the  terrific  horrors  of  perdition— 
if  the  dreadful  tortures  of  the  damaedi 
resemble  the  agonies  of  poor  8.  and 
his  fearful  and  terrible  deathbed  oeeM 
in  its  conclusion,  rather  than  negkct 
the  salvation  of  my  soul,  let  me,  wlult 
in  this  world,  endure  all  that  is  drtatf- 
ful  that  has  ever  fallen  to  the  lot  of 
humanity ! 

Dr.  M.  and  myself  remained  witb 
him  lill  the  sad  conclusion  of  the  health 
sickening  scene  !  Not  quite  eighi  houii 
from  the  time  he  was  soiled,  bis  teni- 
fied  spirit  entered  upon  the  untried 
roahties  of  the  eternal  world.       R.

Tax  TRUE  MissroNART  ARGUMENT  is  an  appeal  to  the  conscience  of  erery 
Christian  on  the  dutt  of  osEruio  the  bzprsss  commakd  or  oum  Lokd. 
Whatever  views  of  Christian  doctrine  interfere  with  the  clear  appreheDsien,  or 
energetic  fulfilment  of  such  a  duty,  must,  for  this  very  reasoDi  be  erroiieoiia»  and 
ou^ht,  on  this  very  ground,  to  be  rejected  and  opposed.  The  same  iiiinciple 
is  applicable  to  every  mode  of  Christian  profession,  and  to  every  style  of  minia- 
terial  instruction.  If  the  mode  of  profession  has  a  tendency  to  fetter  the  ez- 
pansive  operations  of  the  whole  Church,  or  if  the  style  of  ministeral  instruction 
la  not  auch  as  to  awaken  Christians,  and  keep  them  awake,  to  the  work  of 
spreading  the  Gospel  enjoined  on  them  by  their  Lord,  that  mode  ia  nna^riptu- 
ral-^hat  style  is  fundamentally  opposed  to  the  style  of  the  apostlesi 

««  It  is  an  awful  fact,"  says  the  late  Mr.  Ward,  of  Serampore,  "  that  the  spirit 
af  miaaioBshas  to  christianize  the  Church,  before  the  Church  can  chriatianiie  th# 
world." 

In  urging  the  argument  of  Christian  duty  in  this  case,  we  cannot  overlook 
the  influence  of  so  momentous  a  duty,  heartily  discharged,  on  the  MrfH^tion 
omd  comfort  of  our  alcUe  as  individuals^  and  the  consequent  serenity  and  even  joy« 
fulness  flowing  in  this  channel  throughout  the  entire  Church.  Obedience  ia  tha 
evidence  of  that  faith  through  which  we  are  saved  by  the  Grace  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus.  A  missionary  spirit,  combining  the  strength  of  principle  with  the 
fervency  of  love,  in  a  wise  and  decided  course  of  active  effort  for  the  conversion 
of  the  world,  is  the  special  sign  of  genuine  faith  on  which  the  New  Testament 
writers  expatiate  with  the  greatest  warmth  and  frequency.  How  clear  a  proof 
does  auch  a  character  exhibit  of  really  believing  the  word  of  the  Gotpelp«-of 
having  *'  the  spirit  of  Christ,"— K>f  being  renewed  after  the  image  of  God«-whava 
*<  Christ  is  all  and  in  all!" 

There  can  be  no  question  that  a  mind  thoroughly  and  practically  imbnad  with 
this  apirit  obtains  a  fuller  perception  of  the  "  glorious  Grospel,*'  a  firmer  grasp 
of  its  privileges,  a  higher  personal  enjoyment  of  its  comforts,  and  a  much  graaier 
degree  of  power  to  walk  according  to  its  precepts  in  every  branch  of  the  Chrisiiaa 
temper,  than  men  who  have  not  such  a  spirit  can  possibly  imagine.  H»  m 
cast  in  a  finer  mould  than  other  men.    Hia  spirit  bttatiMat^Hraorat  «a»  "^Ssa 
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heart  throbs  with  a  holier  and  healthier  action.    He  enten  into  a  higher  walk 
of  existence.    His  range  of  thought,  desire,  purpose,  calculatioa,  is  smpler— 
stretching  into  scenes  which  God  enlightens  with  His  own  presence,  and 
which  are  enriched  with  the  mysteries  of  redemption,  with  the  revelations  of 
truth — a  spiritual  world,  brightened   with  the  glories  or  shadowed  with  the 
gloom  of  eternity.     On  such  a  mind,  raised  and  upheld  as  it  is  by  the  power 
oftbe  Holy  Spirit,  the  vulgar  temptations  of  this  world's  course   have  little 
power^    He  has  nobler  thoughts  and  better  joys.    He  has  deeper  anxieties, 
grander  struggles,  than  those  which  agitate  the  haunts  of  business  or  the  fieUs 
cf  strife.     He  has  got  beyond  them  and  above  them.     He  looks  back  on  then, 
and  looks  down  on  them,  as  on  things  that  filled  his  mind  in  days  of  darknesi. 
But  now  he  is  clothed  with  the  armour  of  light.    He  is  living  for  Christ    He 
is  praying,  and  labouring  as  well  as  praying,  for  the  coming  of  a  heavenly  king- 
jdom. 

Independently  of  these  hints,  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  oar  Chorches  ft 
home,  a  good  sign  of  growing  spirituality,  and  a  decided  means  of  promotin; 
their  prosperity,  if  efforts  were  wisely  and  diligently  carried  on  with  a  partieo- 
lar  view  to  the  calling  out  of  well  furnished  and  believing  men,  to  go  forth  into 
the  missionary  field.  It  is  true,  we  cannot  all  go  to  the  heathen,  fiut,  are  we 
all  to  stay  at  home,  till  persecution  or  distress  compel  us  to  wander  through  the 
world?  Ought  there  not  to  be  a  deeper  and  more  general  interest  in  the  mis* 
aionary  work  amongst  Christians,  as  Christians— Christian  fiunilies,  as  families 
•^Christian  ministers,  as^ ministers — Christian  Churches,  as  Churches?  And 
would  not  that  wider  and  more  general  interest,  secure  a  larger  body  of  well 
qualified  missionaries?  And  would  not  the  sending  out  of  such  a  body  of  mis* 
•iooaries,  amid  the  hopes  and  prayers  of  their  believing  brethren,  be  followed  by 
an  ample  provision  of  all  the  aid  they  might  require?  And  is  it  not  as  clear tf 
the  theory  of  the  Gospel,  illustrated  by  the  history  of  the  Gospel,  can  make  it* 
that  such  a  state  of  active  devotion  to  the  work  of  missions  amongst  the  heathen' 
woijlc)  be  at  once  the  sign  of  great  prosperity,  and  the  means  of  still  greater 
pn>sperity  throughout  tho  whole  Church  ? 

it  is  for  every  man  who  hears  the  Gospel,  to  believe  it  without  delay,  for  bii 
ewn  present  and  eternal  salvation.  And  it  remains  for  every  believer  to  weigh 
the  arguments  which  demonstrate  his  particular  duty  to  the  world.  Whether 
we  think  of  the  sanctity  of  our  obligations^-the  worth  of  our  privileges — ^tbe 
principles  involved  in  our  profession — the  pleasure  of  our  Lord  in  this  matter-^ 
or  the  glory  that  will  redound  to  Him  from  the  simplicity  and  energy  of  our 
e^rts  to  make  known  His  name  and  His  atonement  to  the  world,  whithersoever 
we  turn  our  thoughts,  the  motives  to  increased  devotion  in  the  missionary  work 
flash  on  our  consciences  and  melt  our  hearts. 

Urged  by  motives  of  so  much  stimulus  and  power,  let  every  member  of 

Mm  Church    brace  every  nerve.     The  course  is  before  ns.      Our  Leader 

flits  on  the  throne.     He  holds  forth  the  prize.    He  warns  us,  amidst  the  temptt- 

tiotm  to  erroneous  views  of  onr  duty^  or  to  sloth  unworthy  of  our  privileges,  he

HIWnOSAmT  FIELDS  IN  LOWCE  CANADA/ 

Before  leaving  **  the  king's  dominions,** 
I  requested  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Farker,  that, 
aAer  consultation  with  some  of  his  lay 
brBthren,  he  would  state  in  writing  the 
number  and  extent  of  those  missionary 
fields  that  demanded  the  earliest  attention! 
and  promised  the  best  harvest.  He  kindly 
a  Minted  to  the  proposal,  and  at  parting 
handed  me  tha  following  paper.

I  repeat  it,  my  brother,  50,000  souls, 
descended  from  **  freedom's  pious  fathers, 
who  first  landed  on  Plymouth's  rock,** 
uid»  planted  within  280  miles<»f  that  con. 
•ecrmted  spot,  may  not  be  overlooked  in 
the  distributions  of  the  means  of  grace, 
and  left  to  die  unpitie^  and  uncared  for 
hy   their  more  favoured   brethren.    The 
Gospel  they  mu9t  have.    The  Gospel  they 
wiii  have,  if  they  beg  for  it  on  their  knees 
at  oor  doors,  till  H3aven  take  it  from  us

our  souls  less  precious  7  Are  our  minde 
less  capable  of  culture  7  Are  our  bodies 
more  incorruptible,  or  are  our  treasures 
less  valuable,  when  brought  under  Gospel 
influence  7  Why  expend  6ve  hundred  or  a 
thousand  dollars  a  year,  on  a  tribe  of  four 
or  Ave  hundred  Indians,  and  send  them 
ministers,  and  leave  us  to  perish  7  Why 
support  a  mission  to  the  Sandwich  Islandih 
or  Ceylon,  or  eastern  Asia,  and  refuse  to 
give  tts  missionaries  7  These  things  ought 
ye  to  have  done,  but  not  to  leave  Uie  other 
undone."  Thus  they  reason — not  in  the 
tone  of  oensure,  but  of  plaintive  wonder* 
It  strikes  them  as  an  inconsistency.  And 
I  am  not  sure  that  it  strikes  them  incor- 
rectly.  Let  the  thousands  and  millions 
of  the  pagan  world  hear  of  Jesus  and  his 
love.  Let  his  claims  on  their  homage  be 
declared  and  urged  by  ten  thousand  vcness ; 
and  let  the  Churches  bear  cheerfully  the 
expense  of  raising  up  and  sending  forth 
the  heralds  of  salvation  by  thousands  in- 
stead  of  tens.  They  are  able  to  do  it ; 
andt  more  than  that,  they  are  bound  to  dp- 
it;  but  let  not  one  generation  of  fifty 
thousand  after  another,  who  are  bone  of 
their  bone,  and  flesh  of  their  flesh,  eosss 
to  their  doors  and  plead  in  vain  fi>r  tbsr 
crumbs  that  fall  from  thsir  tables.  Tkwp 
will  not  pieate  the  Lord. 

AN  INTSaESTINa  EXTaiCT. 

I  cannot  conclude  these  letters,  already 
extended  beyond  my  original  design,, 
without  giving  you  an  extract  of  a  letter,- 
written  a  few  months  since,  by  the  dear 
Congregational  brother  to  whom  I  have- 
before  referred,  as  fast  wearing  out  in  the 
service  of  his  Master  in  the  eastern  town, 
ships.  If  any  apology  be  due  for  quoting 
it,  it  is  due  to  Aim  ;  the  reader  will  require' 
none ;  and  my  only  apology  to  him  is,  a 
conviction  of  duty. 

**I  have  been,  for  almost  four  years, 
under  the  direction  of  this  Society,  (the 
Canada  Ekiucation  and  Home  Missionary 
Society,)  and  the  first  missionary  they 
ever  employed.    During  three  and  a  half 
years,   I   have  been  at  this  T%t^   v^:^^ 
(Shtpton,)  and  to  lYua  dvf  ,«a  A  «»xiVik^ 
to  the  east  and  tYna  waaX^  XYia  xvtstVSa.  twA 
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tlM  MNith,  ui4  not  find  a  Congregatioail, 
or  Praebyterian,  or  Brnptiat,  (except  one 
Freewill,)  or  Methodist  minister,  so  near 
••  filly  milei.  Not  one  Congr«f;ational 
Chnrch  or  min  later  ao  near  as  sixty -five 
milea.  One  High  Church  Epiacopalian 
preaches  within  ten  milea  of  me,  half  the 
tine,  and  there  ia  bat  one  more  so  near 
■■  fifty  miles. 

•«  And  yet,  the  soil  is  rich  and  feasible 
beyond  most  of  New.Hampshire  and  Ver. 
moot ;  climate  the  most  healthful  I  ever 
•njoyed,  and  the  inhabitants,  by  a  great 
majority,  emigrants  from  New.England, 
who  once  saw  the  light  of  her  Sabbaths, 
and  sat  on  the  seats  of  her  sanctuaries,  or 
the  children  of  those  emigrants.  *****

here  7  O,  sir,  I  dare  not  begin  to 
answer.  But,  is  it  wanted  7  Why,  sir, 
whhin  a  few  weeks,  one  man  has  come 
twioe  to  me  from  twenty  miles,  and  plead 
and  begged  me  to  go  to  his  town  and 
preach.  300  persona  in  that  town  were 
•dacated  under  the  Congregational  and 
Preabyterian  forma  of  religion,  and  till  I 
waa  there,  they  had  never  heard  in  that 
town,  but  two  Sabbaths,  preaching  from 
ministera  of  either  of  these  danominations. 
Since  that  time,  two  men  have  come  from 
fifty  milea,  and  most  earneatly  solicited 
me  to  go  over  and  help  them.  And  from 
other  places,  the  calls  are  not  less  impe- 
rioua.  But  a  few  days  aince,  a  father  and 
mother,  who  lived  more  than  forty.five 
miles  distant,  came  to  spend  the  Sabbath, 
and  consecrate  their  infant  child  to  God, 
the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost. 

**  A  few  months  since,  I  rode  twenty- 
five  miles  to  visit  a  few  families,  who  had 
been  seven  years  in  the  township,  and  had 
never  seen  but  one  minister,  or  heard 
anore  than  one  sermon  during  the  seven 
years.  It  was  dark  when  I  reached  the 
place,  and  too  late  to  collect  the  people 
and  preach  that  evening.  And  I  said  to

APFEAL  FOU  LABOUBERS. 

We  do  now  gnatly  noed  mora  labour- 
en  in  this  state.  Concord  Cliurch  is 
now  TBcent.  It  is  a  large  Cburcb  for  tbis 
country,  about  100  members,  able  to  sup- 
port  a  minister.  It  is  in  Washington  co., 
in  this  stale,  about  12  miles  from  Potosi. 
I  am  informed  that  Columbia,  Boonville, 
and  SL  Charles  Churches  are  alio  jtut 
now  Itia  yacant,  as  is  Dardonne,  Waverlojr 
and  Liberty.  All  our  most  important  posts 
seem  likely  to  be  given  up  to  the  enemy. 
/«  it  poBtible  that  there  are  no  men  to  be 
found  in  our  seminaries  east  of  the  moun- 
tains, who  are  willing  to  go,  at  the  com. 
nand  of  their  Master,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  to  supply  their  places  7  1  do  not 
know  that  for  a  year  past  a  single  mis- 
sionary  of  our  denomination  has  entered 
tlie  state.  In  the  mean  time,  we  have  lost 
one  by  death,  and  three  others  have  re. 
moved  from  the  state.  Oar  Presbyteries 
are  likely  to  be  broken  up,  our  Synod  dis. 
solved,   and   our    Churches    overturned. 

There  is  sin,  my  brother,  in  the  skirts 
ef  eastern  ministers,  or  these  things 
would  not  be.  IVel ve  labourers  cou Id  now 
be  advantageously  posted  in  fields  suf. 
fering  in  this  state,  if  it  was  possible  to 
•btain  them.

BIBLE  OLASSM^ 

Soon  aiVer  my  arri^aU  I  lonned  three 
Bible  Clashes,  composed  principelly  of 
Church  members ;  yet  I  made  it  an  M^'tcf 
to  obtain  the  attendance  of  thoee  who  had 
not  professed  religion,  especially  tiie  young 
men  and  ladies  of  the  village.  Thie  is  net 
the  place  to  tell  how  tbey  were  conduct- 
ed ;  but  in  a  few  months  I  had  the  satia- 
faction  of  seeing  seven  ot  them,  in  the 
bloom  of  youth,  enlist  under  the  banner 
of  the  cross.  I  am  still  looking  for  otheia 
to  come  in.  Can  your  missioaariee  pay 
too  much  attention  to  their  Bible  Classes  7 
I  take  it  fur  granted,  that  they  form  tbem 
wherever  they  go.  Wherever  a  house  oc 
a  cabin  can  be  had  to  preach  in,  there 
can  a  Bible  Class  be  organiaed;  and  il 
ought  to  be  done.  More  is  learned  theio 
than  from  preaching. 

CATBCHKM8. 

When  a  boy,  I  used,  with  the  children 
of  the  village,  to  say  tho  catechism  to  our 
minibter  every  other  Saturday.  We 
thought  that  every  body  "sat«£  Ike  caie. 
churm^  as  a  matter  of  course.  It  was  a 
strange  thing  to  see  a  youth  fifleen  years 
of  age  who  could  not  repeat  it  from  be. 
ginning  to  end.  But  when  I  became  a 
minister  myself,  and  took  charge  of  a 
congregation,  I  found,  to  my  astonish, 
ment,  that  members  of  the  Church,  thirty 
and  filly  years  old,  had  never  learned 
them,  and  consequently  knew  but  little, 
systematically,  or  the  doctrines  of  our 
Church.  To  remedy  this  evil,  all  my 
Church  members  were  resolved  into  a 
catechetical  class ;  every  one  was  fur- 
nished with  a  copy  of  the  shorter  cate.

I  began  to  preach  to  the  Second  African 
<%!»«£  in  April  last.  For  about  five 
years  previous  to  that  time,  they  had  had 
BO  stated  preaching,  though  their  pulpit 
bad  been  occupied  sometimes  by  the  mem. 
beis  of  the  2d  Presbytery  and  others.  This 
Church  was  separated  several  years  ago 
from  ihe  1st  African  Church.  The  begin. 
ning  was  very  small,  but  by  the  blessing  of 
Godatending  their  untiring  zeal  and  conti. 
nued  perseverance,  they  have  become  very 
much  increased.  They  have  been  able  to 
obtain  and  pay  for  a  veiy  neat  and  commo. 
dioas  boose  of  worship ;  but  for  the  want  of 
the  regrular  preaching  of  the  Gospel  by  some 
stated  supply,  the  Church  had  very  much 
declined.  I'he  numbers  of  the  congrega- 
tion  are  now  very  much  increasing.  8iz 
have  been  added  to  the  Church  upon  their 
profession  of  faith,  and  two  have  been  cut 
off  as  dead  branches.  We  think  the 
Church  is  gradually  coming  up  to  her 
duty,  and  we  live  in  the  hope  i  nat  a  great 
blessing  is  in  store  for  us.  Such  is  the 
situation  of  the  people,  that  they  are  pretly 
iKBch  under  the  watch  and  care  of  the 
elders,  who  are  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.     Weekly  prayer  meetings 


are  observed,  end  the  young  men  have 
formed  themselves  into  a  Missionary  So- 
ciety, to  labour  among  their  own  people  in 
this  place.  The  Sabbath  Sofaool  is  flour, 
ishing,  and  an  increasing  interest  in  it 
has  iMen  in  part  the  veward  of  my  labourt. 
We  are  doing  something  for  African 
education.  The  Temperance  Society  is 
flourishing.  I  preached  to  them  on  the 
formation  of  the  Society,  and  obtained 
sixty.^ve  subecribers.  Since  then  some 
have  boen  added.

If 
it  cannot  be  more  extensively  met,  it  wiM 
not  only  present  a  serious  and  more  seri* 
ous  obstacle  in  the  way  of  obtaining  funds 
for  Home  Missions  on  this  field,  bat  the 
famine  of  the  word  of  life  will  be  more 
and  more  appalling  in  its  results  among 
our  population.  With  the  present  habits 
of  our  countrymen  generally,  this  fkmine 
will  prevail  where  the  living  preacher  ia 
not  found,  even  in  ihe  midei  of  Bibles,  and 
Sabbath  Schools,  and  Tracts.  Indeed^ 
nothing  is  more  obvious  as  a  general  fact, 
tlian  that  without  tlie  influence  of  the 
living  preacher,  the  Bibles  and  Tracts 
will  not  be  distributed,  and  the  Sabbath 
Schools,  if  established,  will  have  only  a 
sickly  and  brief  eiistence.  **  Pray  ye  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  to  send  forth  laboufw 
ers,"  must  soon  be  obeyed  by  the  Chureh, 
and  the  necessity  of  multiplying  mission- 
aries  to  the  destitute,  and  those  too  that 
are  tried  and  able  m«s,  beyond,  fiir  beyond 
the  supplies  afibrded  by  the  present  ope. 
rations  of  education  and  other  efforts, 
must  soon  be  understood  and  felt,  or  the 
long  and  load  lamentation  will  be  heard  in

FATHERS  UPON  THE  CHILDRENw

Mr.  I — '-^  Was  blessed  with  pious 
parents,  who  took  great  pains  to  have 
his  mind  early  fmprepsed  with  a  sense 
of  his  condition  as  a  sinner,  and  his  ob- 
ligations to  love  aild  serve  God.  Pos- 
sessing talents  of  a  high  order,  his  pa- 
rents were  induced  to  gratify  his  and 
their  own  inclinations,  in  educating 
him  to  a  liberal  profeasion.  Having 
Completed  his  preparatory  studies,  he 
entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  du- 
ties as  a  physician,  in  one  of  the  coun- 
ties in  tJie  interior  of  Va.  By  his  en- 
terprise and  perseverance,  united  with 
a  high  degree  of  skill  in  his  profession, 
he  sooh  acquired  a  ^Ide  practice,  and 
w&s  fast  risiiigto  distinction  and  wealth. 
He  married  an  accompli ithed  and  pious 
female,  and  was  surrounded  by  scciie^ 
t)f  domestic  felicity.  Hitii  **did  a  wife 
and  smiling  children  bless."  During 
all  this  time,  he  had  neglected  the  great 
subject  of  religion.  His  brothers  and 
sistei's  had  all  become  hopefully  pious; 
but  by  a  more  promiscuous  intercourse, 
especially  among  the  higher  classes  in 
society,  his  principles  had  been  tainted, 
and  he  was  not  ashamed  to  avow  him- 
self a  rejector  of  divine  revelation. 
Yet  the  influence  of  early  impresi^ions 
'could  not  bo  at  once  obliterated  from 
his  mind.  The  conflict  between  dutv 
and  indication  was  severe  and  con- 
tinual. He  resorted  to  vicious  courses, 
to  intemperance,  gamblinor,  and  vices 
even  more  dit^gracefiil.  For  years  he 
persevered  in  this  mad  career ;  and 
though  the  reproofs  of  conscience  were 
sometimes  so  severe  as  to  produce  a 
temporary  reformation,  yet  the  strong 
current  of  habit,  now  setting  the  same 
way  with  his  skeptical  principles, 
would  soon  break  down  every  barrier. 
which  coDgcience,  aided  by  the  word 
Ium/  fijpmf  of  God,  bad  interposed, 
Hm  baa  m  mnaatmm  fkmily  of  cbJ^dren^ 


of  whom  the  eldest,  a  son,  pursued  the 
same  profession  with  his  father,  and  at 

the  University  of  -^ ,  probably  cod- 

fii'med  himself  in  those  sentiments  of 
unbelief  of  Which  he  was  before  H 
learner.  Through  the  divine  blessing 
on  the  prayers  and  counsels  of  a  pionk 
mother,  the  daughters  became  reli- 
gious ;  but  this  praying  mother  was 
now  takeh  away.  iShe  died  exprei^s- 
ing  that  *>joy  which  is  unspeakablid 
and  /uN  of  glory.'*  Upon  the  mind  of^ 
her  wicked  partherj  a  most  deep  im- 
pression was  produced  by  this  affecting 
scene.  At  a  protracted  meeting,  some 
months  afler,  this  aged  father,  **  ladeh 
with  guilt,  ahd  full  of  fear,"  arose,  and 
with  tearful  eyes  and  trembling  steps, 
took  the  scat  assigned  to  anxious  in- 
quirers. The  Spirit  of  God  was  pre- 
sent, and  others,  as  far  advancea  in 
age,  and  almost  as  much  in  vice  and  sin> 
were  also  pricked  in  the  heart,  and  led, 
with  him,  to  bow  at  the  foot  of  the 
cross.  The  son^  to  whom  allusion  hAs 
bech  made,  Was  also  present.  Hie 
saw  the  struggle  in  his  father's  breast. 
He  saw  him  rise,  in  the  presence  of  his 
townsmen,  and  express  his  purpose  to 
lead  a  new  life,  lie  saw  him  establish 
the  family  altar,  and  afler  a  suitable 
time,  unite  with  the  Church  of  Christ. 
But  it  all  produced  no  sensible  impress 
sion  on  his  heart.  He  said  unto  God^ 
'*  depart  from  me,  I  desire  not  the 
knowledge  of  thy  ways."  And  he 
was  taken  at  his  word.  Mercy  took 
her  returnless  flight !  Not  so  with  jus^ 
tice.  A  few  weeks  only  elapsed  before 
he  was  attacked  by  a  disease  which 
carried  him  rapidly  to  the  grave. 
When  assured  he  had  but  a  short  time 
to  live,  it  awakened  no  apprehension 
in  his  callous  bosom.  The  father  be- 
held with  anguish  the  balefnl  but  le- 
gitimate results  of  his  own  example ;

With  ■trertning    eyes,  ttnd 
with  a  breaking  heart,  as  comcIoub 
that  his  son  comJ  survive  but  a  very 
short  time,  he  strove  to  fix  his  mind 
upon  his  sinfulness,  and  his  need  of  au 
interest  in  the  Saviour  of  sinners,  but 
all  in  vain.     A  pious  neighboui\  afYer 
endeavouring^  to  direct  his  attention  to 
Christ,  inquired  if  he  would  wish  him 
to  engage  in  prayer,  to  which  he  very 
coldly  and  drily  assented.     He  retained 
his  reason  to  the  last ;  but  a  few  hours 
previous  to  his  death,  he  almost  entire- 
ly lost  his  hearing;  and  O,  it  was  a  most 
"airccting  scene  to  see  that  weeping 
parent  bdnding  close  to  his  ear,  and 
with  cries  that  bespoke    a  bursting 
heart,  and  in  a  tone  that  might  melt  an 
adamant,  entreating  him  to  give  his 
heart  to  God,  to  look  to  his  abused, 
neglected  Saviour,  before  his  eyes  were

Effects  produced  on  human  charac- 
ter, by  any  given  system,  when  the 
principles  of  that  8y:!tcm  are  allowed 
lo  have  tbeir  full  scope,  must  general- 
ly be  considered  as  irrefragable  evi- 
dences of  the  desireableness  or  unde- 
sireableness  of  that  system.     If  roli- 

fion  and  infidelity  be  weighed  in  this 
alance,  I  suppose  few  minds,  with  any 
thing  like  common  fairness,  will  be 
unable  to  decide  which  of  the  two 
should  have,  and  must  have,  the  over- 


Yet  there  are  many  appalling  fkcta 
occarring  around  us^  which  are  adA|ited 

to  confirm  the  good  man,  and  disheart- 
en the  infidel.  When  I  was,  not  long 
since,  travelling  in  the  central  parts  of 
Ohio,  1  was  taken  unwell,  and  unable 
to  proceed.  This  rendered  it  indupen* 
sable  for  me  to  rest  a  tew  days,  to  re- 
cover my  health.  I  happened  to  take 
lodgings  with  a  clergyinan,  who  u  an 
unusually  shrewd  observer  of  persons 
and  events.  I  inquired  of  him  whether 
he  considered  infidelity  gainingor  decli- 
ning, in  tiiat  vicinity.  He  answered, 
declining,  beyond  doubt.  What  hai 
been  the  cause  of  that  decline  ? 

•Several  causes  have  exerted  an  in* 
fluence.  The  number  of  well  educated 
ministers;  revivals  of  religion;  in- 
crease of  common  information  among 
the  people.  Some  leading  infidels  have 
embraced  the  Gospel,  'i'his  has  carried 
trembling  into  their  ranks;  but  the 
moral  character,  and  closing  scenes  of 
others'  lives,  have  imposed  painful  re- 
straints on  the  minds  of  many,  who 
were  quite  inclined  to  be  mfidel& 
Come,  let  us  take  a  walk,  if  you  are 
able,  to  our  grave-yard.  I  went,  and 
among  the  many  giaves  he  showed  me- 
he  pointed  to  thteo,  which,  he  said, 
deserved  notice.  This  is  the  grave 
of  the  father — those  two,  of  hts  sous. 
The  father  removed  here  when  they 
were  young.  He  was  an  in  fide  1,  a  pro- 
fane, very  hard-hearted,  and  intempe- 
rate man.  and  withal  exceedingly  mad 
against  Christians ;  and  with  such  a 
character,  in  despair  he  died. 

His  sons  followed  his  steps*  because 
ihey  imbibed  his  sentiments.  The 
eldest  lived  and  died  like  his  father. 
He  lies  buried  under  that  stone.  Ko 
one  mourns  his  death;  all  recollections 
of  him  are  painful.  His  memory  will 
soon  rot.  In  the  other  grave  lies  his 
brother.  He  was  faithful  to  the  patten 
set  by  father  and  brother.  This  con- 
tinued till  six  days  before  his  death. 
He  was  thrown  into  great  horror  of 
mind  on  religious  subjects— <:han£ed 
his  feelings  and  views,  just  about  as 
much  as  Paine  and  Judos  ]»cariot  did; 
andhke  Judas,  he  went  and  destroyed 
A  Uimself.     He  lies  buried  in  that  grave.

TwelvQ  years  ogo,  1  was  living  in 
the  state  of  Maine.  Aly  situation  and 
pursaits  introduced  me  to  a  large  circle 
of  acquaintances.  Among  tb^  was  a 
clergyman  still  living,  venerable  both 
in  age  and  clmracter,  who  had  travel- 
led extensively  as  an  itinerant  mission- 
ary,  and  whoee  labours  were  almost 
identified  with  the  early  history  of  the 
Church  in  thut  state.  From  him  1 
learned  some  most  thrilling  facts, 
which  speak  out  in  awful  terms,  on 
the  danger  of  yielding  to  temptation. 
This  danger,  he  remarked,  was  espe- 
cially fearful,  when  the  temptation  was 
encountered  during  a  time  of  religious 
mixiety  and  conviction.  The  following 
k  «D  example  of  the  m«i8t  distressing 
character,  which  I  noted  down  at  the 
time,  vnd  have  preserved. 

In  a  tour,  said  he,  which  I  made 
among  the  back  settlements  of  this 
state,  1  visited  a  family  in  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances. The  inmates  of  this  fami- 
ly were  an  aged  man,  his  wife  ;  and  an 
only  son ;  the  son  being  about  45  years 
old.  I  entered  into  religious  conver- 
sation with  the  father  and  mother. 
Perceiving  that  the  son  manifested 
rnnch  uneasiness,  I  torned  to  him,  and 
mftde  eome  inquiries  as  to  the  state  of 
his  mind.  For  a  few  moments  he  re- 
mained silent ;  but  his  countenance 
showed  that  his  soul  was  disturbed  by 
some  deep  and  agonizing  conflict.  I 
waited  until  he  answered  me,  and  gave 
in  snbstance  the  following  account  of 
his  experience : 

When  I  was  young,  I  had  many  se- 
nooE  impressions ;  these  sometimes  re- 
mained for  many  weeks ;  then,  by  some 
means  they  would  wear  ofi'and  be  for- 
gotten ;  but  after  a  short  interval,  they 
would  recur,  sometimes  with  increased 
ipain fulness.  1  saw  my  lost  condition  as 
a  sinner;  I  saw  the  way  of  escape  ;  I 
Mt  myself  pressed  to  accept  the  offers 
of  salvation.  At  length^  1  was  con* 
Tinced  of  the  propriety  of  the  divine  re- 
quirement to  accept  of  Christ  at  once, 
and  without  delay,  fiut  against  this 
conviction,  my  heart  rebelled,  I  was 
wilUag  to  repent  at  aome  future  time, 
bat  I  Qould  not  yield  to  any  per&uaaion 


to  do  it  then;  I  knew  I. was  not,  and 
could  not  be  excused,  but  my  heart 
rose  in  opposition  to  the  demands  of 
the  Almigluy.  At  a  certain  time^. 
which  is  now  vividly  in  my  recollec- 
tion, 1  felt  the  power  of  a  strong  temp* 
tation  Is  eurae  God,  who  had  made 
such  a  requirement  of  me.  Yet  I 
knew  the  requirement  was  jusL  A% 
first  I  shuddered  at  the  thought  of  such 
'  a  deed ;  I  knew  the  devil  made  the  sng-. 
gestion;  I  repelled  it;  but  in  a  few 
days  it  came  up  again.  It  always  as- 
sailed me  with  the  greatest  violence 
when  1  came  to  the  same  place,  where 
the  first  suggestion  was  made.  By  de- 
grees. I  found  my  resolution  to  resist, 
became  weaker ;  and  yet  1  was  in  ut« 
ter  horror  whenever  the  temptation 
recurred.  This  idea  was  at  length 
impressed  upon  my  mind,  it  would  be 
no  worse  for  me  to  cur$e  G^d  in  my 
words,  than  to  rebel  against  him  in  my 
heart.  This  suggestion  prevailed,  and 
upon  that  fatal  spot  I  uttered  the  aw» 
ful  blasphemy.  /  curbed  my  Makers 
The  words  had  no  sooner  escaped  my 
mouth,  than  my  feelings  became  calm^ 
and  since  that  time,  I  have  never  beea 
alarmed  in  view  of  my  condition,  as  a 
sinner,  I  know  my  damnation  is  seaU 
ed ;  hut  1  have  no  concerns  about  it. 
I  am  never  made  acutely  unhappy,  ex- 
cepting when  any  one  attempts  to  con* 
verse  with  me  on  religion.  This  1  can- 
not bear.  This  I  vtill  moI  sndure  from 
any  raan«  Therefore  you  must  say  no 
more  to  me  on  this  subject.  \  forbid  it, 
and  God  forbids  it.  1  said  to  him,  yoii^ 
ou^ht  not  to  indulge  such  feelings ;  you 
limit  God'S  mercy.  **  No,8ir»'*  he  6rm-«. 
ly  replied,  **  1  know  my  own  case,  and 
you  do  not.    Say  no  more." 

Well  then,  said  I,  we  will  pray  for 
you.    No,  sir,  you  shall  no|.     Saying 
this,  he  rose  from  his  seat,  wHh  the  mi^ 
lice  of  a  demon  depicted  on  hiscounte* 
nance.   I  also  rose  up,  supposing,  from 
his  appearance,  that  it  might  1^  pru- 
dent for  me  to  retire.     As  [  vrent  to.- 
wards  the  door  for  this  purpose,  I  turiiT 
ed  to  him  and  said  kindly,  '^  I  shall* 
pray  for  you  wlieu  I  am  alone."    He 
.  instantly  seized  a  large  ^ket  fromVlb^ 
fireplace,  and  VmtVed  \\.  iX  xcv^  ^V^ 
ereat  vio\ei\ce.     \1  stt^wcV  VCva  %^^ 
rather,  &TidneiLi\7  V>to>x^Vi\.

I  lately  spent  a  Sabbath  in  a  scat- 
tered setiloment  between  Columbia 
and  St.  Ijouis,  Missouri.  As  my  de- 
tention there  was  unexpected,  1  had 
no  appointment  made  tor  preaching:, 
and  hearing  of  a  Mcthodii«t  meeting  in 
the  neighbourhood,  1  attended.  I  had 
not  been  long  present,  when  the  Me- 
thodist brother  who  was  to  have  preach- 
ed, inquired  whether  1  was  not  a 
prearher ;  and  by  solicitation  I  took 
nis  place. 

After  preaching,  I  found  that  I  wos 
in  the  house  of  J^Jr.  Wiiluim  Rice,  an 
old  revolutionary  soldier,  now  in  his 
00th  year,  an  emigrant  from  Vir^inin, 
and  an  uncle  of  the  late  Kev.  Dr.  John 
H.  Rice.  In  hi?  younger  days  this 
aged  gentleman  was  a  school  teacher, 
and  lived  with  the  father  of  Dr.  Rice. 
In  the  course  of  a  conversation  repect- 
ingthat  distinguished  man,  he  told  me 
that  '*  Jack,*'  (a^  he  called  him.)  was 
a  very  puny,  unpromising  child.  That 
at  the  age  of  three  years,  ho  somehow 
became  exceedingly  attached  to  h!s  un- 
cle. That  he  was  accustomed  to  carry 
him  to  school  on  his  back  like  a  knap- 
8&ck.  At  the  school-house  he  would 
roll  him  up  in  his  coat  and  lay  him  on 
the  bench  to  sleep.  At  this  age  he 
discovered  a  very  retentive  memory, 
and  before  he  knew  a  letter^  learnt  to 
spell  all  the  monosyllables  in  Webster's 
Spelling-book,  and  one  table  of  dissyl- 
lables.

He  then  said,  «'  If  that  child  lives.  [ 
will  give  him  just  as  good  an  educatioa 
as  I  can,"  Thus  rose  that  luminary  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.

Gofwuferoltofu  on  giving  to  CharUabU  OhjecU^-^xtracted  thiefiyfrom  a  Sermon 

by  Dr*  Oriffin^  on  Htb,  xiii.  1 6. 

No  true  reli^on  can  exist  without  charity,  liberality,  and  general  benefit 
cence.  Love,  the  vital  principle  of  all  religion,  is  active.  If  not  active,  it  is 
dead.  In  the  animal  world  nothing  lives  without  action  ;  without  action  noo 
thiag  lives  iu  the  moral  world. 

But  it  is  proper  to  ascertain  what  appropriations  of  property  come  under  the 
denorainations  of  liberality  and  charity.  Not  what  you  are  obliged  by  law  te 
contribute  to  maintain  civil  government;  but  what  you  give  without  coa^ 
Btraint.  Not  what  you  pay  to  support  the  Gospel ;  for  this  you  receive  an 
equivalent  service.  You  may  as  well  plead  that  you  educate  your  children* 
that  you  purchase  Bibles  for  your  families,  that  you  pay  your  daily  laboureriy 
that  you  discharge  your  debts.  On  the  contrary.  What  you  give  for  the  en- 
dowment of  use^l  mstitutions,  for  the  education  of  pious  youth,  for  the  service 
of  the  Church,  for  the  support  of  Missionaries,  for  the  distribution  of  bibles  and 
tracts,  for  the  relief  of  sufferers  by  fire  and  shipwreck,  fur  the  support  of  the 
poor ;  also  your  hospitality  to  the  houseless  stranger,  and  what  you  bestow  to 
raise  modest,  desponding  worth,  to  hope  and  enterprise-^-these  and  kindred  ap< 
propriationf>,  are  rightly  denominated  liberality  and  charity. 

8ach  liberality  tf  eMtential  to  Irue  religum  Love  that  will  make  no  aacrifim 
cef  is  of  no  value.  **lf  a  brother  or  a  sister  be  naked,  and  destitute  of  daily 
food,  and  one  of  you  say  unto  them.  Depart  in  peace,  be  ye  warmed  and  filled,— « 
what  doth  it  profit.**"  *'  Whoso  hath  this  world's  ^oods,  and  seeth  his  brother 
have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compassion  from  him,  how  dwellcUi  the 
love  of  God  in  him,'  You  know  him  who  has  said  '<  I  will  have  mercy,  and 
not  sacrifice."  The  religion  which  Christ  came  to  inculcate  was  that  which 
appeared  in  the  good  Samaritan,  rather  than  in  the  barren  devotions  of  the 
priobt  and  Levite.  That  parable  was  intended  to  put  down  a  race  of  men,  who 
while  they  boasted  of  their  zeal  and  devotions,  had  no  active  charity.  No 
command  in  the  Bible  is  more  commnji,  or  more  urgenV  than  ^  to  communi- 
cate." And  do  you  expect  salvation  without  obeying  this  }  You  may  as  well 
hope  to  be  saved  in  the  habitual  transgression  of  any  other  command.  The 
portion  of  our  property  which  belongs  to  God,  as  our  liege-Lord,  must  be  paid 
into  his  treasury,  of  which  in  part,  the  poor  are  keepers.  To  use  that  part 
ourselves  is  robbery,  is  sacrilege.  ^'WUl  a  man  rob  God  f*'  Can  that  man 
hope  fur  salvation  ^ 

From  this  duty  not  even  the   poor    are  exempted,  except  that  clast    who 
themselves    tuhaiMt    by    chttrity.      These  are    permitted  to    plead,    **  silver 
and  gold  have  I  none,*'  but  they  roust  add,  **  such  as  1    have,  give   I."    Lot 
them  contribute  their  personal  servicer,  their  pious  conveiaaUoix^  ^ta^^xs  ^xl\

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ness  of  the  world.  Do  you  say  that  others  can  better  afford  to  give  ?  You  may 
as  well  say  that  others  can  better  afford  to  do  your  part  of  prayer,  and  attend 
public  worship  in  your  stead.  You  may  as  well  think  of  being  hofyhy  proxy, 
and  bein^  saved  by  proxy  Where  did  you  learn  that  the  poor  are  exempted? 
Under  the  oid  dispensation  had  they  this  impunity  ?  No,  they  were  required, 
equally  with  the  rich,  to  ofier  their  tithes,  oblations,  and  sacrifices  And  on 
whom  docs  the  New  Testament  impose  the  obligation?  On  all  who  possess 
**  this  world's  good,'*  be  it  more  or  less.  You  find  no  limitation  in  the  Scrip- 
tures, except  only  in  regard  to  the  amount.  *'If  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  it 
is  accepted,  according  to  what  a  man  hath,  and  not  according  to  what  he  hath 
not." 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  give  now  and  then,  in  a  paroxysm  of  passion;  yoa 
must  do  it  habitually^  as  you  pray,  and  transact  business,  and  practise  the  other 
moral  virtues.  The  promises  of  the  Gospel,  as  well  as  its  threatenings,  are 
made,  not  to  particular  acts,  but  to  general  characters  ;  characters  ibrmed  by 
nothing  less  than  habitual  conduct.  The  man  who  prays  only  when  he  is  sick, 
or  in  peril,  is  not,  in  the  eye  of  the  Scripture,  devout.  And  the  man  who  givei 
only  once  or  twice  a  year,  as  passion  or  caprice  dictates,  has  no  claim  to  tbe 
character  or  rewards  of  the  liberal.  Your  liberality  must  be  as  habitual  as 
love,  and  as  systematic  as  a  well  regulated  conscience.  As  far  as  possible  it 
should  be  reduced  to  a  permanent  system,  extending  through  every  month  in 
the  year,  and  through  every  year  of  your  lives. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  lamentation  that  this  duty  is  so  shamefully  neglected. 
Multitudes,  while  they  would  shudder  at  the  thought  of  breaking  the  laws 
which  God  has  enacted  against  thefl  and  mnrder,  scarcely  suspect  that  they 
are  living  in  contempt  of  precepts  equally  binding. 

How  far  should  our  libtraHty  he  carried  ? 

The  lay  tribes  of  Israel  were  bound,  by  particular  or  general  laws,  to  give 
not  lesft  than  four  tenths,  perhaps  I  may  say,  one  half  of  their  yearly  income. 
About  three  tenths  went  indeed  to  support  civil  government  and  public  worship; 
bat  at  least  one  tenth,  it  may  be  fairly  calculated,  was  given  to  the  poor.  And 
yet  few  among  them  were  indigent.  Separated  from  other  nations,  they 
had  no  opportunity  to  extend  relief  to  sufferers  abroad ;  nor  were  they  requireilt 
in  that  age,  to  send  missions  to  the  Gentiles. 

This  is  the  only  instance  in  which  God  has  required  of  any  nation  a  definite 
proportion  of  their  income  :  and  even  here  he  left  mnch  to  generosity,  directed 
only  by  general  laws.  With  such  a  spectacle  held  up  before  the  Christian 
Church,  he  put  the  Gospel  into  their  hands,  and  rested  in  this  appeal  to  their 
conscience.  It  was  the  best  way  to  test  the  temper  of  the  Christian  world. 
Had  he  by  definite  laws  forced  men  into  the  habit  of  giving  u  certain  pniporiioo 
of  their  income, /Aa<  would  have  been  no  bftter  proof  of  generous  sensibility 
than  the  payment  of  any  tax  or  debt.  Had  he  been  more  explicit,  onr  hendt^ 
and  not  our  hearts,  would  have  directed  us.  Indeed,  no  general  rule  would 
have  answered;  for  our  charity  must  bear  some  proportion  to  the  existing 
necessities  of  the  world,  especially  of  that  part  which  comes  most  under 
oar  eye. 

But  though  I  cannot  state  proportions,  I  can  show  you  tert$  which  require 
you  to  consecrate  all  your  possessions  to  Christ,  to  be  u^ed  for  him  as  occasion 
may  demand.  And  with  these  before  you,  I  can  leave  it  to  your  conscience  to 
decide  how  much  you  owe  to  him  who  gave  you  all, — to  him  who  gave  his  life 
for  you,— and  how  much  you  would  give  were  every  selfish  passion  extinct. 

One  thing  is  apparent:  the  liberal  must  do  more  than  their  propoi tion,  be- 
causo  others  do  less.  They  most  deny  themselves  m«ny  ihingic,  which  in  so 
well-furnished  a  world  they  might  afford  to  enjoy,  were  all  willing  to  do  their 
part.  While  a  great  proportion  of  the  wealth  of  the  earth  is  in  the  hands  of 
taen  whose  hearts  are  not  made  of  flesh,  and  the  w  ants  of  the  world  are  cast 
upon  «  /ew,  ebtll  thoae  few  U^«  \xv  Wxwr]  ^  and  leave  their  poor  brethren  te 
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erish,  and  public  institutions  to  fall  ?  Do  you  tell  me  that  these  sumptuary 
aws  would  dismantle  the  world  of  its  ornaments,  and  suppress  the  useful  arts, 
nd  turn  lialfof  mankind  out  of  employment  to  live  by  plunder  and  rapine  ?  I 
lean  not  to  raise  a  Vandal  crusade  against  the  arts  and  ornaments  of  society^ 
?heic  will  be  people  enough  to  guard  the  retinements  of  luxury  and  arf,  when 
/e  have  turned  the  attention  of  all  we  can  to  the  immediate  wants  and  more 
olid  intercstK  of  mankind.  While  thousands  are  destitute  of  bread,  and  nations 
re  posting  on  to  judgment  unprepared,  our  aid,  our  tenderest  cares,  are  more 
wanted  here. 

If  I  cannot  tell  you  how  much  to  give,  I  can,  at  least,  lay  down  certain  prin- 
iptes  which  may  assist  your  judgrment.  One  is,  that  every  selfish  passion  should 
e  swallowed  up  in  love  to  God  and  man.  We  must  hold  ourselves  ready,  at 
be  command  ot  God,  to  resign  all  our  property,  not  only  willingly,  but  voWijoy; 
s  a  dutiful  child  would  gladly  resign  a  tov  to  gratify  a  father,  and  feel  richer  in 

parent's  gratification  than  in  a  thousanu  trines.  Regarding  our  neighbour  as 
urselves,  we  must  be  as  willing  to  give  as  to  withhold,  wishing  only  God  to 
ecide  which. 

Another  principle  is,  that  overgrown  wealth,  so  far  from  being  desirable,  is 
ather  to  be  dreaded.  What  can  it  do?  Can  it  bring  happiness?  •*  The  sleep 
•f  a  labouring  man  is  sweet,  whether  he  eat  little  or  much  ;  but  the  abundance 
*f  the  rich  will  not  suffer  him  to  sleep."  Can  it  secure  the  soul  ?  **  it  is  easier 
or  a  camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into 
he  kingdom  of  God."  Can  it  benefit  the  world  ?  It  would  be  far  better  for 
he  world  if  all  were  liberal,  and  none  very  rich.  Can  it  bless  your  children  ? 
t  has  been  remarked,  by  judicious  observers  of  mankind,  that  they  who  inherii 
arge  estates,  are  seldom  the  most  prosperous  or  happy,  and  oi\cn  die  poor. 

Another  principle  is,  that  Christians  must  not  desire  property  merely  for  its 
►wn  sake,  nor  for  the  honour  or  power  which  it  brings  ;  nor,  on  any  account, 
ovet  fror/>»7an(  wealth.  *«  They  that  will  be  rich  faU  into  temptation  and  a 
nare,  and  into  many  foolish  and  hurtful  lusts,  which  drown  men  in  destruction 
nd  perdition."  We  read  of"  the  covetous  whom  the  Lord  abhorreth  ;**  but  we 
lo  where  read  of  covetous  Christiana.  Many  other  sins  are  ascribed«to  them, 
ut  covetonsiiess  never.  Afler  all,  it  is  desirable,  unless  pressing  calls  of  charity 
revont,  that  the  merchant  should  retain  as  much  as  he  can  well  employ  for  a 
Lock  in  trade  ;  that  the  furmcr  and  mechanic  should  retain  enough  to  carry  on 
heir  business  lo  udtanlage;  as  by  this  means  they  can  gain  faster  for  every 
sefiil  pur[)Oi:e. 

Another  principle  is,  that  by  industry  and  frugality  we  must  enlarge  onr  meam 
f  doing  good.  Every  man,  unless  otherwit?e  usefully  employed,  should  **  labour, 
'orking  with  his  hands, — that  he  may  have  to  give  to  him  that  needeth."  We 
fiould  till  the  ground,  and  spread  the  sail,  and  open  our  shops,  not  to  hoard, 
ut  to  earn  something  for  Christ. 

We  must  also  Mave  for  Christ,  as  they  who  know  that  in  the  accounts  of 
eaven  they  are  charged  with  every  squandered  shillmg.  On  every  cent  which 
oes  through  our  hands,  we  must  inscribe,  Uolineu  to  the  hord^  What  an 
wful  account  for  prostituted  wealth  will  Christian  nations  have  to  render ! 
'here  is  enough  squandered  in  dissipation  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  worUl,and 
)  leave  not  a  sufferer  for  bread  or  the  means  of  erace. 

If  mankind,  submitting  to  thete  prtnr}/>/««,  would  earnestly  unite  in  the  great 
ork  of  charity,  what  might  not  be  done  ?  The  great  movements  at  the  praeent 
ay  afford  uncommon  opportunity  for  this  noble  work.  Never  was  00  wide  a 
eld  opened.  The  numerous  institutions  lately  established  in  Europe  and 
merica,  to  improve  the  social  and  moral  state  of  man,  surpass  all  former  ex- 
Brienrc.  The  openings  recently  made  in  heathen  lands,  for  introducing  the 
osp^'l  amon^  numerous  and  most  populous  nation.^,  has  rouped  to  ardour  the 
)pes  of  the  Christian  world,  and  produced  one  universal  throb  of  desire  to 
liurl  the  standard  of  the  cross  upon  the  Indus,  tlie  Ganges,  and  Iha  YaxBk^>»« 
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CbriMiuM  or  every  deooroination  ue  praying  for  Zion,  utd  poarinf  tbelr 
weelth  iato  the  treasury  of  the  Lord.  "The  time  ii — cotoe — tut  tlw  Loid'i 
boaee  ahould  be  buili."  Let  ell  wlio  wieb  co  be  eDrolled.  either  in  beevrn  or 
earth,  as  citiaena  of  Ziois  M'iie  llie  ^reat  [ippurtiinily.  and  ci'ine  up  to  the  help 
or  the  Lord.

>ciety  is  directed,  more  than  it 
to  the  destitute  cfindition  and 
sapply  of  the  southern  states. 


I  am  aware  that  freat  diiBealtiea  kavtf 
been  suppoaed  to  eziat  in  the  way  of  rap^ 
plying  the  extreme  South  with  the  Goapel 
and  religious  institutions.  But  during  a 
recent  visit  to  the  lower  part  of  Georgia, 
I  have  been  convinced  that  the  Gospel 
may,  with  much  facility,  and  that  it  should 
immediately  be  introduced  more  exten- 
siveiy  into  that  part  of  our  country. 

Sparseness  of  population,  inaala- 
brity  of  climate,  and  the  infltienM  of 
slavery,  have,  to  too  great  an  extent, 
been  considered  by  ministers  ground  auf- 
ficient  for  not  occupying  their  exteotiTe 
fields.  From  my  own  experience,  I  am 
convinced  that  a  knowledge  of  facta 
would  lead  many  to  enter  and  laboar  in 
it,  who  now  turn  aside  to  the  appartntly 
more  inviting  North  and  Weal. 

I  lately  apent  a  month  in  the  thr»e 
lowest  coantiea  of  Georgia,  CaMiden, 
Glynn,  and  Wayno;  the  popalation  of 
which  may  be  estimated  at  2,500  whilea, 
and  10,000  blacks,  and  may  be  givatly 
increased,  there  being  extensive  tracts  of 
excellent  land  as  yet  unoecupied.  Among 
these  12.500,  there  is  but  one  Presbyterian 
preacher,  (at  the  little  Church  in  St.  Ma- 
ry's,  Camden  county,)  and  two  circuit 
riders  of  the  Methodist  denomination, 
who  are  able  to  meet  a  few  at  their  several 
stations  once  in  four  weeks.  These,  and 
occasionally  our  eminently  successful 
brother,  Re\.  J.  C.  Stiles,  are  the  only 
public  religious  teachers.  Of  eourae  so 
little  ministerial  labour,  in  a  country  where 
the  unorganized  state  of  society  oxcludea 
almost  wholly  the  beneficial  influence  of 
Sabbath  Schools,  and  social  religious  in- 
tercourse, must  leave  the  people  to  a  great 
extent  unvisited  and  unblessed  by  the 
Gospel.  Two  more  men,  at  least,  might 
immediately  enter  this  field,  each  havmg 
acce8R  to  about  one  hundred  white  fami- 
lies, besides  the  slaves;  scattered,  it  is 
tnie,  over  a  country  thirty  miles  in  extent, 
but  yet  accessible  to  one  who  went  among 
them  as  a  ri  inister  of  Christ  should  go, 
with  the  desire  and  intention  of  proclaim- 
ing and  enforcing  the  truth  aa  axtenaiTely 
av  possible. 

I'here  is  a  hospitality  among  the  people, 
which  would  actually  hinder  a  missionary 
from  being  at  any  expense,  except  in  the 
purchase  of  his  horse  and  clothes;  and 
this  not  only  among  the  fow  Christiana 
scattered  hero  and  there,  but  in  tlie  house 
of  every  man.  The  expense  of  myaelf 
and  horse  during  a  month,  was  fifly 
cents  ;  and  even  this  was  left  .entirely  at 
my  option  to  give  or  not.

MICHIGAN. 

nrrERESTiNo  meetings. 

F'rom  Rev.  L,  Shaw,  Romeo,  Macomb  Co., 
Michigan. 

Since  my  last  report,  I  have  attended 
our  annual  ecclesiastical  meetings.  The 
Detroit  Presbytery  met  at  Monroe.  Af\er 
a  session  of  unusual  interest,  we  attended 
a  protracted  meeting,  which  resulted  in 

food  to  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer.  The 
'rcsbytery  adjourned,  to  meet  at  Detroit 
on  the  day  before  the  session  of  the  Wes. 
tern  Reserve  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  to  the  ordination  of  Messrs. 
M*Ewen  and  Worthington,  missionaries 
of  your  Society.  The  ordination  services 
were  deeply  solemn  and  impressive.  Br. 
M*Rwen,  you  have  probably  learned,  is 
stationed  at  Pontiac,  Oakland  Co.,  about 
twenty-two  miles  from  this  place.  I  re- 
joice  much  to  have  a  dear  brother  located 
so  near  me.  Br.  Eastman  is  in  Troy, 
about  eighteen  miles  from  this.  Their 
fields  are  important ;  and  may  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  give  them  a  mission- 
ary spirit,  and  crown  their  efforts  with 
abundant  success.  All  the  doings  of  the 
Synod  were  characterized  by  truly  a 
catholic  spirit.  The  brethren  all  appear- 
ed to  have  their  hearts  full  of  love  to 
Zion,  and  longed  for  the  conversion  of 
the  world  unto  God.  The  impression 
made  on  the  minds  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Detroit,  was,  I  trust,  happy,  and  resulted 
in  waking  them  up  to  an  increased  spirit 
of  benevolence. 

The  above  ecclesiastical  meetings  were, 
in  some  respects,  what  such  meetings 
should  always  be, — the  means  of*'  provok- 
ing  one  another  to  love  and  good  works." 
At  the  request  of  the  DtHroit  Presbytery, 
the  Synod  set  off  two  Presbyteries  from 
it,  and  now  we  have  three.  The  Pros- 
bytery  of  Detroit,  containing  nine  minis- 
ters and  two  licentiates ;  the  Presbytery 
of  Monroe,  having  six  or  seven  ministers, 
and  the  St.  Joseph  Presbytery,  having 
four  ministers,  and  several  others  within 
its  bounds  who  wiJ}  toon  unite.    Thert 


are  now  twenty.six  or  twenty-stren  dtr. ' 
gymen  of  our  denomination  in  the  Torn, 
tory,  and  four  years  ago,  I  am  told,  the 
Presby  tenr  of  Detroit  had  only  four  mem- 
bers.  What  an  increase!  If  they  all 
possess  the  spirit  of  Christ,  we  may  look 
for  great  good  to  result  to  Zion. 

Delegation  from  the  Ckurcheo. 

Two  days  since  I  attended  a  delegation 
of  the  Churches  in  this  vicinity,  at  Pon- 
tiac.  It  was  a  meeting  of  much  import- 
ance.  Many,  I  do  believe,  came  in  the 
spirit  of  their  Master.  The  following 
were  among  the  resolutions  then  passed. 

"1.  Reoolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of 
this  meeting,  it  is  indispensibly  necessary 
to  the  progress  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ, 
that  every  follower  of  Christ  should  be  in 
the  habit  of  daily,  fervent  prayer,  both  in 
the  closet  and  family,  and  that  the  mem* 
bers  of  Churches  should  meet  at  least 
once  during  the  week,  for  the  purpose  of 
united,  fervent  supplication. 

"  2.  Resolved,  That  as  the  sense  of  this 
meeting,  no  member  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  can  claim  tho  character  of  a  Chris, 
tian  spirit  and  conversation,  who,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  will  excuse  him. 
self  from  regular  closet  and  family  devo. 
tion,  morning  and  evening,  and  from 
meeting  with  his  brethren  once  a  week 
at  least,  for  the  same  purpose ;  and  that 
we,  the  members  of  this  meeting,  do  bind 
ourselves,  and  recommend  to  the  brethren 
generally,  to  bind  themselves  to  the  per- 
formance of  these  duties. 

*'3.  Reeolved,  That  a  habitually  txem. 
plary  walk  and  conversation,  and  the  ma. 
king  of  prudent,  direct,  and  continued 
effort,  with  the  impenitent,  (with  a  view 
to  their  conversion,)  are  duties  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  this  meeting,  are  equally 
indispensable  as  prayer  to  the  prepress  of 
the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  which  duties 
they  take  on  themselves,  and  affection, 
ately  urge  on  the  brethren  in  this  region.** 

The  resolutions  were  read,  and  each 
member  of  the  delegation  was  at  liberty 
to  make  remarks,  and  prayer  was  offered 
that  the  Spirit  of  all  grace  might  descend 
and  teach  us  the  import  of  the  reso. 
lutions,  and  help  us  do  the  things  eon. 
tained  in  them.  The  delegation  met  in 
the  morning,  and  the  Church  at  Pontiac 
in  the  afternoon,  when  they  were  address, 
ed  on  the  foregoing  resolutions,  and  were 
urged  from  various  considerations  to  adopt 
them,  and  at  once  fulfil  them.  Perhaps 
there  was  not  a  dry  ere  in  the  house.

■  AirCTIFIED    TRIALS  OF  A  MISSIONARY. 

I  iNTENOED  to  go  immediately  as  a 
missionary,  to  some  destitute  place, 
but  the  Lord,  in  his  wisdom,  ordered 
it  otherwise.  Our  little  boy  was  taken 
sick  with  a  fever,  and  for  some  time 
was  not  expected  to  recover— but  God 
spared  hioH  and  in  the  cours«  of  a  few 
weeks  was  so  far  recovered,  that  we 
befi[an  to  think  of  removing,  and  to 
mauce  preparation;  when  God  again 
arrested  our  movements.  I  was  at- 
tacked with  the,  premonitory  symptoms 
of  Cholera.  By  timely  medical  aid 
these  were  checked,  and  I  sunk  into  a 
fever,  which  confined  me  three  or  four 
weeks ;  during  which  time  the  Cholera 
was  daily  carrying  off  its  victims  all 
around  me.  Death  was  abroad — came 
into  almost  every  house.  But  God 
spared  my  life.  1  had  so  far  recovered 
as  to  be  able  to  ride  a  few  times,  a 
short  distance — and  we  were  beginning 
to  congratulate  ourselves  that  the 
•*  overflowing  scourge"  had  nearly 
passed  by,  and  our  little  family  were 
all  alive.  We  could  hardly  realize 
that  it  was  so,  while  so  many  of  our 
neighbours  were  gone: — it  seemed 
like  a  dream — still  it  was  real.  We 
heard  of  this,  that,  and  the  other  dear 
acquaintance  being  dead  and  buried, 
whom  a  few  weeks  or  days  before  we 
had  seen  in  full  health.  They  had  gone 
"  to  their  long  home,  and  the  mourn- 
ers" went  »*  about  the  streets."  We 
spoke  of  the  great  reason  we  had  for 
gratitude  that  we  were  spared.  But 
the  time  was  short.  There  was  one 
more  wave  of  trouble  to  roll  over  me, 
broader,  more  overwhelming  far,  than 
all  that  preceded.  I  had  drunk,  in- 
deed, the  cup  of  affliction,  but  now  I 
mast  be  called  to  wring  out  the  bitter- 
est dregs  of  that  cup.  My  heart  still 
bleeds^my  eyes  become  dim  with 
tears,  while  I  write.  On  the  17th  of 
August,  my  dear  companion  was  at- 
tacked with  cholera  symptoms.  The 
^fisease  was  checked,  in  part,  but  could 


not  be  overcome.  She  lingered  till 
the  21  St,  when  she  died.  I  speak  not 
of  the  agony  of  that  hour,  when  I  clo- 
sed those  dear  eyes,  to  be  opened  no 
more  till  the  great  resurrection  day. 
Language  fails,  words  are  miserable 
vehicles  for  the  burden  of  such  feelings. 
He  that  has  experienced  the  like,  need$ 
not  be  told ;  he  that  has  not  expe- 
rienced it,  cannot  be  told. 

But  there  was  joy  mingled  with  sor- 
row. She  was  another  instance  of  the 
complete  triumph  of  faith  over  the  last 
enemy.  That  Saviour,  whom  she  had, 
for  so  many  years,  loved  and  served, 
and  for  whose  sake  she  left  father, 
mother,  brother,  sister, — all  the  dear 
delights  of  the  happiest  of  earthly 
homes,  that  an  afiectionate  daughter 
and  sister  was  ever  blcFsed  with, — came 
to  this  distant  land,  and  cheerfully  en- 
dured the  trials  of  a  missionary  life, — 
that  blessed  Saviour  did  not  forsake  her 
in  the  last  conflict.  She  laid  her  head 
on  his  dear  bosom,  and  breathed  her 
life  out  sweetly  there.  The  particu- 
lars of  that  mournful,  joyful  event,  1 
must  defer.  Strongly  does  her  death 
bring  to  mind  the  words  of  Young ; 

"  Tlip  chamber  wliare  Uiefood  rean  meet*  bia  fat«, 

b  pririlegcd  b«yond  the  common  walk 

Of  virtuoofl  life,  qutte  od  the  verge  of  heaven.*' 

tSo  we  felt  it  to  be  when  we  stood 
by  that  death-bed.  When  the  lungs 
ceased  to  heave,  and  life's  crimson  cur- 
rent stood  still,  we  kneeled  down  and 
committed  the  departing  spirit  to  an 
Almighty  Saviour.  It  toat  a  **  privi- 
leged" spot — we  kneeled  on  the  con- 
fines of  eternity,  hard  by  the  ^ates  of 
heaven.  Her  work  on  earth  is  done, 
and  she  has  gone  to  rest  in  the  bosom 
of  her  God«  I  was  dumb,  I  opened  not 
my  mouth,  because  Ood  did.  I  was 
wonderfully  supported.  The  wound 
was  deep^t  grows  deeper,  as  I  make 
my  lonely  way  tlirough  this  **  wilder- 
ness of  sin ;"  but  it  brings  me  nearer  to 
heaven.  1  have  had  sweet  peace  of 
soul,  such  as  I  never  experienced  be- 
fore—not one  murmunn^  thnvi^VkX.  t^x 
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feelioff  have  I  beencoDscious  of  through 
the  whole  of  this  deep  afiliction.  My 
desire  and  prayer  have  been,  and  still 
are,  that  I  may  not  only  tubmU  to  God's 
dealings,  but  have  ray  will  so  perfectly 
swallowed  up  in  his,  that  I  shall  re- 
joice in  all  he  does. 

EXPERTElfCR   OF  L.    C. 

L.  C  had  been  educated  by  religious 
parents,  in  the  pructice  of  secret  devo- 
tion, and  the  study  of  the  Bible.  At 
theafi^e  of  eighteen,  he  was  separated 
fromliis  family,  the  piou»  influences  of 
parental  guardianship  were  withdrawn, 
and  he  was  thrown  upon  the  world, 
surrounded  with  temptations,  and, 
though  strictly  moral,  without  a  hope  in 
Christ.  For  a  time  his  principles  sus- 
tained him  under  the  shock  of  tempta- 
tion. But  it  is  ordinarily  an  unequal 
war  which  conscience  wages  against 
depravity  within,  and  the  world  with- 
out. By  insensible  degrees,  L.  C.  sunk 
into  stupidity  and  sin ;  his  cloBet  was 
unvisited,  aud  his  Bible  unread,  and 
seldom  was  he  seen  in  the  house  of  God. 

But  he  was  the  child  of  many  prayers; 
the  water  of  baptism  had  been  upon 
him,  and  during  this  period  of  his  wan- 
dering, there  were,  far  off,  parental  sup- 
plications incessantly  besieging  the 
throne  of  mercy  on  his  behalf  These 
supplications  were  not  unheard.  On 
a  beautiful  Sabbath  morning  he  rose 
from  his  breakfast  and  went  forth  as 
usual  to  devise  some  way  of  spending 
the  day.  Before  him  stood  a  neat 
village  church,  and  as  his  eye  fell 
opon  the  groups  of  Sabbath  scholars, 
and  here  and  there  among  them  persons 
of  his  own  age,  going  to  act  as  teach- 
ers, the  long  buried  associations  of  his 
soul  awoke.  He  thought  of  the  time 
when  as  a  scholar,  and  afterwards  as  a 
teacher,  he  too  had  gone  to  the  house  of 
God  to  study  the  Holy  Scriptures.  He 
sighed  as  he  thought  of  the  compara- 
tive innocence  of  those  days;  and  the 
wish  arose  in  his  heart,  to  get  back 
again  to  a  serious  course  of  life,  with 
its  attendant  quiet  of  conscience.  Ac- 
cordingly, when  the  bell  rang,  he  re- 
paired to  the  house  of  God  ;  and  that 
Sabbath's  exercises  were  a  blessing  to 
his  soul,  which  eternity  will  not  be  long 


Gospel,  and  a  few  weeks  aAer,  in  that 
same  Church,  he  devoted  himself  pub- 
licly to  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer. 

For  the  first  few  days  after  his  hope- 
ful conversion,  L.  C.  was  too  happy  to 
do  anything  but  look  back  on  his  put 
hfe,  compare  it  with  his  present  hopes, 
and  wonder,  and  wonder,  and  adore! 
He  despatched  letters  to  his  fneads, 
calling  upon  them  to  magnify  the  grace 
of  God,  in  his  case ;  letters  which  car- 
ried joy  unspeakable  to  the  hearti  of 
those  who  so  long  had  prayed  for  him 
sorrowing. 

But  he  had  too  lively  a  sense  of  the 
danger  from  which  the  Saviour  had 
delivered  him,  to  be  satisfied  with  ren- 
dering mere  praise.  After  the  fint 
transports  haa  subsided,  the  eameit 
and  irrepressible  inquiry  burst  fortJi, 
*'  Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  doT 
It  did  not  require  the  aid  of  hoary  tod 
studious  philosophy  to  answer  the  ques- 
tion :  it  was  enough  for  him,  at  least  for 
the  present,  to  read  *»  whatsoever  thy 
linnd  findcth  to  do,  do  it  with  tliy 
might.'*  And  then  it  was  delightful  to 
see  the  simple  hearted  earnestness  with 
which  this  babe  in  Christ  applied  him- 
self tu  his  w^ork.  He  was  a  clerk ;  aud 
gentle  and  almost  irresistible  were  the 
modpst  and  sweet  invitations  which 
he  would  drop  in  the  ear  of  those  cus- 
tomrrs  of  the  store,  with  whom  he 
could  properly  converse.  When  the 
busine^^s  of  the  day  no  longer  claimed 
his  attention,  he  would  engage  one  or 
another  of  his  acquaintances  of  the  vil- 
la^re,  to  walk  in  the  adjoining  laofi  ^r 
by  the  river  side,  and  there  he  would 
reason  against  their  sophistry,  or  an- 
swer their  cavillings  by  the  detail  of  the 
Lords  meicies  towards  himself;  tod 
seldom  would  he  leave  an  individual 
without  gaining  his  confidence,  tnd 
oflen  he  succeeded  in  persuadioe  him 
to  bend  his  unaccustomed  knees  in 
prayer. 

Another  means  which  L.  C.  emploT- 
ed  to  do  |;o()d,  was  Utter  irri/in^.  He 
had  an  extensive  circle  of  acquaintances 
in  different  parts  of  the  county.  To 
these  he  sent  epistles  of  love. — defi- 
cient, indeed,  in  the  graces  of  litera- 
ture, but  warm  from  his  soul,  and  writ- 
ten (for  experience  had  not  yet  taught 
him  the  impenetrability  of  the  natural 


enough   to  forget.    Soon   his    heart  II  ^^i™  ^he  impenetrability  of  the  natural 
yielded  to  the  Bweet  mftuexicea  o?  \V  v(^^^^^^  ^>^^^  the  expectation  that  the 
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lersons  to  whom  they  were  addressed, 
QUBt  certainly  be  convinced  by  hia  ap- 
leals.  The  claims  of  religion  were  so 
i?erwhelmin£  in  his  own  view,  and  the 
ittractions  o!  the  Saviour  so  influential 
tver  his  own  heart,  tliat  he  did  not 
ioubt  that  he  could  so  present  the  sub 
ect  of  salvation,  as  to  melt  down  the 
opposition  of  sinners.  Alas!  he  soon 
bund  it  otherwise.  But  though  taught 
litf  own  weakness  and  dependence  on 
he  energies  of  God's  Holy  Spirit,  yet 
hoae  honest  and  earnest  efforts  were 
lot  unblessed.  The  fervour  which 
)ervaded  them,  melted  many  an  icy 
leajt.  One  of  these  communications 
WWB  read  in  a  religious  meeting,  and 
nich  was  the  effect,  that  sever^  per- 
ions  were  awakened  to  inquire  for  the 
3iie  thing  needful.  Several  others 
were  the  acknowledged  means  of  quick- 
ening the  people  of  God. 

How  long  this  happy  convert  mi^ht 
lave  gone  on,  but  fur  the  event  which 
M  now  to  be  related,  we  know  not. 
But  his  joys  were  suddenly  blasted, 
ind  his  usefulness  suspended,  by  the 
'*uUowing  occurrence.  A  venerable 
professor  of  religion,  to  whom  all  the 
Church  were  accustomed  to  look  up, 
me  day  inquired  into  the  state  of  his 
Blind,  and  on  receiving  an  ingenuous 
iccouiit  of  what  the  LfOrd  had  done  for 
him,  instead  of  joining  in  his  language 
of  praise,  said  to  him,  with  an  oracular 
tone  and  manner,  '*  Ah,  young  man, 
you  will  not  go  long  at  that  rate; 
you'll  soon  get  over  your  first  love, 
and  then  will  come  the  days  of  dark- 
ness." A  sudden  chill  overspread  the 
•oul  of  L.  C.  *•  Can  it  be  possible," 
said  he  to  himself,  *'  that  I  can  ever 
cease  to  love  my  Saviour,or  that  he  will 
ever  be  less  gracious  to  my  soul  than 
he  is  now !"  He  went  home,  and  took 
up  his  Bible,  to  see  if  he  had  mistaken 
his  ground, — if  the  hope  which  he  had 
cherished  were  only  a  fond  delusion, 
which  time  would  dissipate.  The 
promises  looked  just  as  plain  as  ever, — 
he  could  see  no  less  to  admire  in  the 
Saviour,  and  no  abatement  in  the  claims 
of  dying  men  on  his  efforts  to  save 
them.  But  the  prophecy  of  the  old 
man  rung  in  his  ears.  He  asked  others 
about  It,  and  received  for  answer,  that 
their  experience  was  made  up  of  doubts 
and  fears,  that  uninterrupten  sunshine 


was  Hot  to  be  expected,  and  that  the 
man  who  did  not  semetimes  doubt  his 
interest  in  Christ,  had,  therefore^  rea- 
son to  doubt.  This  led  him  at  once  to 
suppose  that  Christian  experience  was 
something  of  which  he  was  still  igno- 
rant ;  a  system  of  exercises  better  than 
the  faith  and  penitence  which  he  had 
felt, — deeper  in  the  soul,  and  more 
sublimated  than  so  young  a  convert 
could  be  supposed  to  possess.  As  a 
consequence,  distrust  pervaded  his 
feeling.  When  he  read  the  full  and 
unequivocal  declarations  of  God's  will- 
ingness to  pardon,  he  interpreted  them 
with  a  reserve  imbibed  from  his  new 
instructors.  Thus  unbelief  gradually 
took  the  place  of  faith;  his  closet, 
though  still  his  chosen  resort,  was  no 
longer  illumined  with  the  rays  of  his 
Saviour's  countenance.  As  the  cloud 
stole  over  his  soul,  the  energy  of  love 
which  had  hitherto  animated  his  efforts 
to  save  others,  passed  away  ;  and  al- 
though he  still  prayed,-^till  clung  ~ 
with  desperate  tenacity  to  the  word  of 
promise, — and  still  laboured  to  warn 
sinners  to  flee  to  Christ,  it  was  with 
the  air  of  a  discouraged  man.  The 
sinews  of  his  strength  had  been  cut  by 
the  untimely  remark  of  the  old  profes- 
sor, and  for  years  afler wards,  in  his 
best  times,  be  seldom  knew  the  joys  of 
faith  and  conscious  pardon. 

But  ^'patience  worketh  experience,'* 
and  at  length  the  Spirit  of  God  led 
L.  C,  by  his  own  invisible  ways,  out 
of  the  house  of  bondage,  rich  in  the 
knowledge  of  himself  He  now  re- 
joices again,  though  with  a  more  chas- 
tened joy,  because  the  natural  fire  of 
youth  has  abated.  But  O  how  he 
looks  back  on  the  long  period  of  in-< 
terrupted  usefulness  which  succeeded 
the  earlier  months  of  his  Christian 
life  !  And  when  he  speaks  of  young 
converts  in  their  happy,  first  love,  he 
exclaims  with  energy,  "  Do  not  fright- 
en them  from  Christ.  I  admit,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  that  multitudes  do  de- 
cline and  sink  into  darkness  and  ineffi- 
ciency, but  oh,  it  is  needless-^they 
need  not  lose  their  first  love.  God  does 
not  delight  in  their  doubts — they  may 
be  always  happy.  Do  not  teach  them 
that  declension  and  gloom  are  the  evi- 
dences of  piety,  and  that  the^  iu>v%\. 
expect,  as  a  neceaaat^f  part  q^  CVhsSsXjnasi 
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character,  to  occasionally  distrust 
Christ — and  perhaps  they  may  escape 
the  fowler's  snare,  and  their  path  be 
like  that  of  the  just — shining  more  and 
more  unto  the  perfect  day." 

CONVERSION  or  RB7.  £MAS  CORNELIUS. 
The  rollowiiif  account  of  tiio  comroenctsninit  of 
that  spiritual  life  which  ha«  b«vu  the  meaos  of  m> 
much  bifwaiog  to  the  world,  i*  from  the  lif«  of  Cor* 
nalluf,  by  b.  B.  Edward*,  ju<t  publuhcd. 

'<  When  the  little  college  church  awoke 
from  its  guilty  slun^bers,  aad  as  the  re- 
sult, the  eftusion  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was 
earnestly  sought  and  confidently  expect- 
ed, I  well  remember,  that  we  selected 
Cornelius  as  likely  to  become  a  leading 
opposcr  of  the  work  of  God,  and  on 
that  account,  perhaps,  he   was  made 
the  subject  of  special  prayer.    A  revi- 
val commenced,  and  to  our  inexpressi- 
ble joy,  he,  if  not  the  first,  was  one  of 
the  first  awakened.     His  convictions 
were  unusually  deep  and  painful.     Of 
the  character  of  God,  as  a  holy,  right- 
eous, and  sovereign  being,  of  the  purity 
of  bis  law,  and  the  extent  of  his  require- 
ments, of  the  entire   depravity  of  his 
own  heart,  and  the  sinfulness  of  his 
past  life,  he  had  very  clear  perceptions. 
Of  the  truth  of  the  declaration,  '  the 
carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God,'  he 
had  the  most   distresbiug  proof  in  his 
own  experience.     He  saw  that  he  was 
in  the  hands  of  God,  who  was  renson- 
ablo  in  liis  demands,  and  would  be  just 
in  condemning  tlie    sinner.     But   his  I 
heart  rose  at  limes  in  fearful  rebellion 
against  his  maker.     Liko  the  *  bullock 
unaccustomed  to  the  yj^ko,'   lie  strug- 
gled  and  seemed   »i!eterinined  not   to 
submit;  and  1  trembled  Icrst  the  Spirit, 
thus  resisted,  would  *  let  him  alone.' 
The  anguish  of  his  soul  was  almost  in- 
supportable.    I  perfectly  recollect  his 
making  his  first  entrance  into  the  Mo- 
ral Library,  of  which  I  was  librarian, 
and  drawing  the  *  Memoir  of  Susanna 
Anthony.'    The   reason  flf  my    being 
struck  with  thin  occurrence  was,  that 
although  Mr.  Cornelius  was  never  con- 
sidered as  a  vicious  or  abandoned  mem- 
ber of  our  class,  yet  he  always  appear-  ^ 
ed  80  full  of  vivacity,  gaiety,  and  even  . 
thoughtlessness,  his  very  solemn  man- ! 
ner,  and  his  inquiry  f  )r  such  a   book, 
could  not  escape  the  observation  of  any 


appeared  oo  his  counteo&nce,  till  hii 
deliverance.     He  lost  flesh  rapidly ,  and 
the  effect  of  this  external  change  was 
irresistible  upon  the  most  thoughtleasof 
our  class.  And  it  was  a  remarkable  fact 
that  our  very  large   and  respectable 
class,  then  in  their  senior  vear,  became 
immediately  and  generally  impressed 
with  a  sense  of  their  oum  accountaU- 
lity:   which  I  have  no  doubt   arae 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the  lllt^ 
vellous  alteration  of  our  gay  fneodt 
Cornelius. 

''  In  the  month  of  March,  about  dx 
or  seven  weeks  afler  the  commence- 
ment of  his  religious  impressions,  be 
found  peace  in  submission  to  Chint 
*  One  day,'  remarks  a  fellow  studeot, 
<  he  knocked  at  my  door.    On  openiDf 
it,  his  countenance  told  me  that  tlH 
contest  was  over.      The  storm  bid 
passed  away.    It  was  as  the  •cleir 
shining  after  rain.'    He  requested  iM 
to  walk  with  him.    We  were  silent 
until  we  had  proceeded  some  distance 
from  college.     My  own  emotions  were 
such  that  ihad  no  disposition  to  speik. 
He  was  musing,  and  the  fire  burned. 
When  we  had  come  to  a  retired  place, 
unable  longer  to  restrain  his  feelhigSi 
he  raised  his  hands,  and  exclaimed,  '0 
sweet  submission,  sweet  submission ." 
This  expression    he    repeated   many 
times  during  our  walk.     That  he  wti 
in  the  hands  of  God,  was  his  tbeme, 
and  the  rejoicing  of  his  heart    He 
expressed  no  hope  of  pardon.     He 
appeared  not  to  think  of  himself.  Tbe 
glorious  Being,   to  whose  cliaracter, 
law,  and  government,  he  had  felt  » 
much  opposition,  seemed  to  occupy  tbe 
whole  field  of  vision,  and  to  fill  hiseool 
with  inexpressible  delight.    Soon  be 
spoke  of  the  plan  of  salvation  throagb 
the  atoninff  sacrifice  of  the  Son  of  God. 
It  was  unfolded  in  its  glory,  and  ex- 
cited his  most  grateful  admiration.  He 
saw  how  *  God  could  be  just,  andjos- 
tify  him  that  bclieveth  in  Jesus.'  *  Be- 
lieving, he  rejoiced  in  hope  of  the  glory 
of  God.'     Pressed  with  a  sense  of  b» 
obligations  to  redeeininff  grace,  his  fer- 
vent aspiration  seemed  to  be, '  Lord, 
what  wilt  th(m  have  me  to  do?'    Tbe 
love  of  Christ,  shed  abroad  in  his  heart, 
immediately  manifested  itself  in  vi^-

Thk  BubjKl  to  which  your  aClenlion,  reepectcd  friends,  is  now  iorited,  is  Ik* 
ttedij^Oie  ovipouruig  of  the  Holij  Spirit  at  our  muiionary  itaiioiu.  This  Is  t 
nibjsct  of  which,  I  rejoice  to  know,  you  >re  not  unmindfuL  It  it  moat  coiMolinf 
M  the  heitrt  of  the  missionarj,  to  reflect  thit  thii  unapetkkble  gift  ia  implored 
lor  him  at  the  moDthljprnjer  meeting  alwiys,  uid  by  very  muiy  offaia  beloved 
brethien  uid  sisten  dtily.  Btill,  it  msy  not  be  improper  to  mggeet,  by  way  of 
ramembrance,  ■  few  conEideratioDi  (bowing  itj  importance. 

1.  The  effusion  of  the  Spirit  upon  mitiionariti  themiehtt,  ii  oeceeBary.  TJie 
Gnt  iniasionariea  ever  commissioned  to  preach  the  Gospel,  needed  the  special 
Dtictron  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  was  not  enough  that  they  were  pious  and  faith' 
M  men,  and  had  been  trained  under  the  personal  instruction  of  Christ  himself. 
Tbey  wcr  not  yet  duly  qualified,  nor  allowed  to  leave  the  holy  city.  "  Tarry 
jt  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem,"  said  their  DiviDo  Afaaler,  "  nntil  ye  be  endued  with 
pmeer/rom  on  high,"  What  this  power  was,i5  afYerwards  explained  to  them. 
"  Ye  shall  receive  power,  afUr  that  the  Holy  Ghoil  I'j  eomt  vpom  yra."— "  ¥t 
tkall  be  baptittd  with  the  Holy  OhotI  not  many  days  hence." 

The  inflaence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  given  to  th8apo«tles,not  merely  to  con- 
vey the  power  of  speaking  foreign  languages,  and  of  working  miracles  ;  it  was 
giren  to  toxeft/y  them — to  infuse  new  lifb  and  vigour  into  their  character  as 
Christiana — to  give  fervour  and  boldness  to  their  preaching,  and  enable  them 
to  apeak  with  power  to  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  men.  Modern  misiiona- 
lies,  engaging  in  the  same  sacred  employment,  need  the  same  qnalificttion  : 
tbay  need  the  life-giving,  sanctifying  power  of  tbo  same  Divine  Spirit.  All 
Chrntiana.  it  is  true,  need  this  heavenly  influence.  Bat  do  not  Ihoae  eipwiafl^ 
Med  it,  who  stand  as  tlie  representatives  of  Christianity  among  Pagans,  Jewi^ 
Hnaanlmani,  or  corrupt  Christian  nations ;  and  from  whose  lives,  no  less  than 
IVan  their  preaching,  men  will  derive  their  ideaa  of  Cbi\sl  uii  \n«  i«\\^tmi^.

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u  is  expressed  by  being  baptized  with  the  Holy  6hottt  that  n^ade  David  Bimintrd 
what  he  was?    What  else  can  make  any  missionary  what  he  ought  to  be? 

Suppose  that  some  one  missionary,  with  whom  you  have  been  aeqiiaintsd, 
should  now  be  so  happy  as  to  receive  such  an  unction  from  on  high ;  that  the 
Holy  Spirit,  with  all  his  quickening  powers,  should  come  into  his  heart,  and 
«<  abide  with  him  for  ever.*'  What  a  transformation  will  take  place  in  that  mas! 
What  a  heavenly  spirit  will  now  pervade  his  sermons,  his  prayers,  his  oonveiM- 
tioB,  his  letters, -~w hat  a  blessing  he  will  be  to  his  associatest  ud  to  the  whole 
community  in  which  he  lives !  What  a  blessing  to  the  world  is  the  life  and  tbe 
prayers  of  one  missionary,  such  as  Brainerd  was !  But  suppose  that  instead  of 
an  individual,  each  member  of  the  mission  with  which  your  friend  is  connected, 
should  receive  this  precious  baptism  of  the  Spirit.  What  a  happy  little  coB- 
munity  it  will  make  them !  How  the  hearts  of  all  will  glow  with  love,  and  bow 
cheerfully  and  entirely  will  they  give  themselves  to  their  woilu  Peace,  jof i 
love,  and  all  those  blessed  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  will  abound ;  each  favoured  brother 
and  sister  will  be  quickened  by  the  example  and  the  prayers  of  each,  while  thnr 
combined  influence  upon  the  people  around  them  will  be  incalculably  and  ele^ 
nally  happy. 

But,  brethren,  your  thoughts  will  not  stop  at  one  company  of  roisaionariei. 
You  will  instantly  recollect  that  there  are  hundreds  of  such  companies  in  variooi 
parts  of  the  world ;  and  as  your  thoughts  travel  from  station  to  station,  and  from 
land  to  land,  the  importance  of  the  subject  will  rise  in  your  view,  and  you  will, 
with  increasing  eamestnesF,  implore  for  your  missionary  brethren  and  aiitere 
the  plentiful  effusion  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

It  should  be  remembered,  too,  that  missionaries  have  not  only  to  make  known 
the  Gospel,  and  endeavour  to  win  souls  to  the  Saviour:  they  have  ako«  to  a  very 
important  extent,  to  mould  the  intellectual  and  the  religious  character  of  the 
nations  in  which  they  live.  They  are  to  found  the  schools  and  coDegMb  ^ 
make  the  boolm  of  those  nations,  as  well  as  to  set  up  the  standard  of  piely 
among  them.  Js  it  nojt  important  that  the  men  to  whom  these  responsible  tniti 
are  committed,  should  bo  men  of  much  spirituality  and  prayer? 

?.  The  Holy  Spirit  is  needed  on  account  of  the  nalive  eonverlg  at  oor  bobsiob- 
ary  stations.  At  most  of  these  stations,  Christian  Churches  have  been  gatlieisd, 
embracing  a  greater  or  less  number  of  converts  from  heathenism.  The  maaoa 
Churches  connected  with  the  Ameriican  Board  of  Foreign  Missiona,  omtain  not 
far  from  two  thousand  native  members.  Those  connected  with  other  Missioo- 
ary  Societies  in  Europe  and  America,  contain  probably  more  than  forty  thoa- 
sand.  Besides  these,  many  profess  themselves  Christians,  and  give  aome  evi- 
dence of  piety,  who  have  not,  as  yet,  been  received  as  Church  members.  Thit 
it  is  important,  for  every  individual  in  this  large  number  of  professed  disciplee 
of  Christ,  to  lead  a  holy  and  bkmeless  life,  and  that  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
alone  can  enable  them  to  do  so,  you  need  not  be  told.  But,  biethien,  yon  do 
not  know  how  difficult  it  is  for  a  convert  from  heathenisni,  or  from  popery,  to 
leai  such  a  lifo,  in  a  heathen  or  a  papal  community.  Could  yon  see  the  daagen 
Mp4  ^dipptationa  by  wlucb  thene  \afu\ia  ot  WMa^M^oC  Cbxiet  are  aunomidod', 
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the  powerful  influences  that  oppose  tbein  at  every  step ;  the  ecorn,  the  malicey 
the  vaiioQfl  persecutions  whicb  their  attachment  to  the  Gospel  brings  upon  them, 
you  would  not  wonder  that  apostacies  sometimes  occur  among  them.  You 
would  wonder|that  they  are  not  more  frequent ;  and  would  pi^ise  Ged  that  atn^ 
eoatinoe  steadfast  and  are  saved.  If  actually  called  to  exchange  our  condition 
for  IMr%  should  we  not  earnestly  beseech  our  brethren  in  all  the  Churches  to 
praj  for  us  ?    And  yet  are  they  not  oflen  forgotten  in  your  prayers  ? 

But  it  is  not  enough  that  they  be  preserved  from  apostacy  and  from  scanda- 
loBi  ains:  their  piety  ought  to  be  of  a  very  fervent  and  decided  character. 
These  joung  disciples  are  **  lights,"  set  up  in  the  dark  places  of  the  earth.  It 
is  not  enough  that  they  do  not  ge  out :  they  ought  to  •«  shine"  with  a  pore^ 
steady,  growing  brightness.  They  are  the  missionary's  **  epistles  of  commenda- 
tioB,"  which  are  to  make  him  known,  and  give  him  influence  among  the  people. 
It  is  not  enough  that  they  are  free  from  disgraceful  blots  and  errors ;  they  ought 
to  be  written  in  bright  and  living  characters,  that  all  men  may  know  and  read 
io  them  the  truth  and  purity  of  the  Gospel.  The  converts  are  the  missionary's 
most  efficient  helpers.  Some  of  them  are  regular  preachers  of  the  Gospel ; 
some  are  elders  or  deacons ;  a  large  number  are  schoolmasters ;  others  are  em- 
ployed in  translating  the  Scriptures  and  other  books  into  their  native  languages. 
They  of  course  know  the  language,  the  character,  and  prejudices  of  their  peo* 
ple^  far  better  than  the  missionary  does,  and  can  speak  of  Christ  and  salvation 
in  places  to  which  the  missionary  can  have  no  access.  Is  it  net  important  that 
all  these  persons  should  continually  enjoy  the  revrring  presence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit— that  they  should  serve  Christ  with  the  whole  heart,  and  do  every  thing 
that  a  life  of  godliness  and  prayer  can  do  for  the  salvation  of  their  feUow  men  f 

3.  The  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  is  needed,  because  it  is  hfci  influence  alone 
that  can  effect  the  great  ob)ect  of  all  eor  missions— 4As  emvenkn  ^f  ihe  world 

IsGei. 

In  tUi  age  of  benevolent  action^  one  of  the  peti  practical  errors  of  Chris* 
tians,  is  a  propenmty  to  magnify  the  importance  of  sisflSit^  and  to  undervahie  the 
e^fsncy  o/fAs  SpuriL  We  look  at  the  grand  miBBionary  operathms  of  the  last 
twenty  years— we  see  hundreds  of  Christian  labourers  et  work  in  difibrent  parts 
of  the  great  vineyard  of  the  Lord ;  the  Bible  traaelated  into  one  hundred  and 
flfly  langnages ;  printing  presses  amiHIplying  copies  of  the  sacred  volume,  and 
of  various  Christian  books  and  tracts ;  Mhools  cetaUlshed,  hi  which  myriads  of 
heathen  pupils  receive  Christian  instruction}  Sabbath  Sdiooli  in  fnany  heathen 
villages;  spacious -houses  of  worship,  and  crowded  assemblies  hearing  from  the 
lipe  of  OUT  missionaries  the  words  of  eteimal  life  \  load  calls  fbr  tracts  and  Bibles  i 
the  door  of  access  opening  wide  in  countries  hitherto  barred  against  ttussiona- 
rieev^we  look  at  these  things,  and  are  ahnoat  ready  to  think  the  converston  of 
the  world  is  well  nigh  accomj^shed.  We  almost  forget  that  all  these  means 
and  eflforts,  though  used  with  our  utmost  teal  and  perseverance,  are,  in  them- 
selves, perfectly  powerless;  and  that  until  some  mightier  agency  is  pet  forth, 
not  n  sonl  will  be  converted.  The  troth  is,  the  most  perfect  human  instnnnen^ 
tn]ity,BS,  of  itself  an  inadequate  to  the  work  of  convviWA^  lA  \9l  \a  \o  taoM%% 
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dead  body  to  rise  and  walk.    This  truth,  howeTer,  is  by  no  meani  cbsooimgiDgi 
nor  may  we  infer  from  it  that  human  efforts  are  not  important.    Tbey  are  infi- 
nitely important.    For  there  is  a  power  tbat  can  render  them  efficadonn  as  the 
means  of  accomplishing  the  infinitely  important  result— the  conversioa  of  the 
world.    That  power  is  Uu  v^Utence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.    Let  this  bleesad  inia* 
ence  descend,  and  life  will  be  imparted  to  the  whole  machinery  of  misnoss. 
The  desponding  missionary  will  no  longer  cry,  **  Lord,  who  bath  believed  sir 
report  ?"    Should  revivals  take  place  at  our  missionary  stations,  or,  which  is  tke 
same  thing,  should  the  Holy  Spirit  descend  upon  them,  we  might  ezpeot  tkil 
the  grace  of  God  would  triumph  in  many  cases  which,  to  human  view,  look  aoif 
unpromising.     Theie  are  men  in  every  pagan,  and  every  papal  eonntry*  socfc  li 
Saul  of  Tarsus  and  Martin  Luther  were,  before  the  Spirit  of  God  took  poms- 
sion  of  their  hearts.    How  easily  could  He  who  has  the  residue  of  the  SfinCi 
transform  those  men  into  zealous  preachers  and  defenders  of  his  truth,  and  DNkt 
them  the  leaders  in  a  glonons  "  reformation,*'  which  should  qoicUy  tpmi 
through  erery  nation  and  kingdom  under  heaven !  How  easily  could  be  call  km 
the  ranks  oi  his  enemies  a  host  of  such  champions  as  Asaad  £sh  Shidiak  vA 
Leang  Afa;  and  multiply  the  number  of  such  rulers  as  Pomar^,  KaahumaBOi 
and  Africaner !     Only  let  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  be  poured  out  abundantly,  asd 
each  missionary  station  will  be  to  the  surrounding  population  lirhat  leaven  is  ts 
a  measure  of  meal—- diffusing  its  benign  influence  gradually,  but  certainly,  throogk 
the  entire  mass  of  ignorance  and  corruption,  causing  the  wilderness  and  the 
solitary  places  to  be  glad,  and  the  desert  to  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rase. 

There  is,  then,  a  po¥>er  wkkh  u  able  to  give  to  the  mi»Honary  enierprim  coi- 
PLETX  AND  UNIVERSAL  SUCCESS.  Now,  wbst  invssts  the  subject  with  over- 
whelming interest  to  the  Christian,  is  the  connexion  of  this  power  with  pr^cr. 
The  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  was  the  subject  of  express  and  repeated  prewim 
in  the  Scriptures  of  the  prophets :  the  promise  was  renewed  again  and  again  by 
our  Lord,  both  before  his  death  and  after  his  resurrection,  and  is  in  fact  the  BMt 
prominent,  as  well  as  ^  greatest  among  all  the  promises  of  the  New  T«ta- 
ment.  It  was  to  this  promise  that  the  waiting  eyes  of  the  disciplee  weiedtiedsd 
after  their  Saviour's  ascension,  and  by  this  they  were  encouraged  to  **  oontimt 
with  one  accord  in  prayer  and  supplication."  The  wonders  of  the  day  of  FtB- 
tecosty  and  every  subsequent  triumph  of  Christianity  in  ancient  or  in  modfifl 
times,  have  proved  that  they  did  not  hope  and  pray  in  vain.  In  short,  it  ii  is 
certain  as  the  promises  of  God,  and  the  whole  experience  of  his  Church  cin 
make  it,  that  this  most  precious  and  most  needful  of  all  blessings  eon  he^ 
tained;  and  that  it  is  to  be  obtained  by  ptayer*  Dear  brethren,  let  us  weloooe 
to  our  hearts  this  wondrous^  joyful  truth  !  that  our  heavenly  Father  has  pst 
into  our  hands  a  key  that  can  open  the  windows  of  heaven,  and  bring  down 
upon  a  perishing  world  the  life-giving  influences  of  the  Spirit  of  grace ! 

The  application  of  this  subject,  then,  is  obvious.     JFktU  privUege  t«  eo  pr§-

ence  of  tke  Holy  Spirit  ?    It  is  plain  that  there  rests  upon  the  children  of  God  a

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felt  *  Were  some  of  oar  owd  reiative*  in  immizMOt  <Ianger«»4K  Ibr  es- 
apl«,  we  saw  them  drownio^:,  should  we  nut  implore  a»xstaiice  tor  them  wkh 
lifaittly  greater  eamestneH  than  we  pray  for  a  sinkm^,  ^P^  y^oM  *  Uid  aU 
htt  mints  songht  the  promised  Spirit,  since  the  commencement  of  modem  mi>- 
noBy  «s  Jaeok  mmgkt  Uit  bkuLng  of  hit  Gitd  at  Peniel,  is  there  not  reaaoB  to  be- 
iave  tint  those  missioDs  woald  have  been  attended  with  a  thousand  fold  greater 
neeefls  than  we  now  witne^ss  r 

The  time  miwt  come  when  there  will  be  a  generation  of  Christiana  upon  the 
wth,  who  will  tkui  appreciate  and  implore  this  heavenlj  inftoence,  and  who» 
ike  the  patriarch,  will  *-  have  power  with  God,  and  prevail"  to  the  lUl  extent 
if  their  pioaa  deare?.  Tfum  will  the  time  to  favour  Zion  have  come.  The  ap- 
■Ifing  ofaetacles  which  now  oppose  the  spread  of  the  Gospel »  will  melt  away 
face ;  the  omnipotent  Spirit  will  speedily  ^*  convince  the  woald  of  sin,"  and 
Mhig  all  nations  to  the  obedience  of  faith.  And  why  may  not  the  prtseni  be 
hit  happy  generation  of  Christians  ?  Why  may  not  tct  hope  to  see  revivals  of 
•figiui  at  our  missionary  stations,  and  that  at  no  distant  day  ?  Is  it  necessary 
hit  another,  and  another,  and  another  generation  of  our  fellow  men  should  die* 
etbre  this  glad  consummation  is  realized  ?  Will  the  obligations  and  the  en- 
oangements  to  prayer  ever  be  stronger,  or  the  necessities  of  the  world  grester, 
ban  now  ?  Is  the  hand  of  the  Lord  shortened,  or  his  car  heavy  ?  O,  brethren, 
rhat  more  could  our  gracious  God  have  done,  tlian  he  has  done,  to  convince  us 
liat  he  is  "  not  willing  that  any  should  perish'* — that  he  not  only  is  now,  but 
M  always  been,  ready  to  hear  our  prayers,  and  to  save  our  perishing  world  ^ 
le  gftfe  his  beloved  Sen — will  he  not  give  his  Spirii  ?  The  Lord  Jesus,  by  his 
eath,  purchased  this  heavenly  gift,  and,  as  Mediator,  has  power  to  bestow  it 
ithout  measure.  Will  he  withhold  the  precious  boon,  when  it  is  sought  by 
is  own  dear  disciples,  in  reliance  upon  his  own  gracious  promise  *  Shame  on 
or  unbelief!  Shante  on  all  our  vain  excuses  I  The  momentous  inquiry  then 
name— end  let  us  all  carry  it  to  our  closets*  and  into  the  secret  chambers  of

IN  TUK  WKBTCaN  STATES. 

*'  You  are  too  late  with  your  efforts ;  we 
.have  got  the  West,**  was  the  exulting  re- 
ply  of  a  Catholic  beyond  the  mountains, 
to  a  Protestant  with  whom  he  was  coa- 
versing  on  the  comparative  inflnenae  of 
their  respective  religious  systems  upon  the 
future  history  of  this  lepablio.  Now, 
though  we  believe  neither  of  the  pcoposi. 
tions  of  *<  this  some  confiteEBX^owtCoat^^— - 
though  we  OM  v^TVOLadn^  >\aX>^i  Vk«« 
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«•!  yfl  «•  fot  the  West,**  mud  that  we  are 
not  **  too  Ute**  to  mako  a  saceeasftil  effort 
to  aave  our  preeioae  inatitntions  from  their 
graapi  yet  we  are  among  the  number  of 
thoee  who  wateh  their  morementa  with 
aone  degree  of  apprehenaion. 

Thua  far,  the  increaae  of  Romaniam  in 
the  United  Statea  haa  boon  chiefly  by  the 
influx  of  foreignera.  The  conyerta  from 
Proteatantiam  are  by  no  meana  numeroua, 
though  the  paina  which  haye  been  taken 
by  the  Catholioa  to  bhiion  eyery  inatance 
of  the  kind,  and  the  feara  of  i^oteatanta 
themaelyea,  haye  greatly  magnified  thia 
aource  of  increaae  to  the  papal  atrength. 
Still,  there  ia  one  view  of  the  subject 
which  rendera  it  not  improbable  that  thia 
ayatem  may  hereafter  preyail,  eyen  among 
tlie  present  Protestant  population  of  thia 
country,  or  their  children.  Were  popery 
presented  at  once  before  the  American 
people,  full  grown,  and  showing  its  dis. 
tinctiye  featurea  without  covering  or  em. 
bellishment,  there  is  not  the  least  doubt 
that  the  entire  system  would  be  rejected 
with  horror.  All  the  republicanism  in  the 
land  would  rise  up  at  once  to  combat  a 
aet  of  principles  which  inyolye  eyery  spe- 
cies of  despotism  which  go  directly  to  rob 
men  of  the  right  t^  think  for  themselves, 
and  transfer  the  soyereignty  of  the  intcl. 
lects  and  consciences  of  millions  to  a 
spiritual  oligarchy.  All  the  common  sense 
of  the  nation  would  repudiate  such  absur. 
diUas  as  tronsubstantiation,  absolution^ 
Slc,  And  all  the  piety  of  the  Churches 
would  reyolt  from  the  contact  of  a  reli. 
gion  which  virtually,  if  not  in  words,  dis. 
cards  regeneration,  and  degrades  the 
work  of  the  Son  of  God,  hy  maintaining 
the  efficacy  of  good  works.  But  Roman- 
ism  does  not  at  once  develope  itself.  As 
h  came  into  the  Church  at  first  "paulaj- 
lim,"  by  little  and  little,  so  now,  in  this 
country,  it  comes  to  us  in  the  garb,  and 
professing  the  sympathies  of  our  common 
Christianity,  and  only  lifting,  here  and 
there,  a  corner  of  the  veil,  and  revealing 
ita  distinctive  featurea  by  degrees.

The  following  extracts  fVom  the  KfW- 
York  Observer,  will  afford  aomelUif 
more  than  mere  speculation  forthomUi 
of  thoee  who  think  this  aubfoet  woitkf  tf 
their  attention. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  aaaertad  in  lb 
religious  papera,  that  large  auma  of  moa^ 
are  annually  contributed  ia  Europe  ftr 
the  support  of  Catholic  miaaionariM  ia 
this  country ;  that  there  are  aoeietiea  as. 
tablished  for  the  express  purpose  of  boilL 
ing  up  Popery  in  the  United  Stataa  of 
America,  and  Chat  these  aoeietiea  aie  pk 
tronized  not  merely  by  the  Pope,  hut  d| 
other  despotic  sovereigna,  with  the  yiaw, 
doubtless,  of  destroying  the  influenee  af 
our  republic  on  the  progress  of  liberal 
principles  in  the  old  world.  It  has  been 
asserted  that  large  sums  have  been  raised 
by  those  societies,  and  remitted  to  Cindn- 
nati,  fbr  the  support  of  misaionariea  in  the 
valley  of  the  Mississippi.  Many  persona 
have  been  disposed  to  call  in  question  the 
truth  of  these  assertions ;  but  we  now 
have  it  in  our  power  to  support  them  by 
ofTiciol  documents.  A  gentleman  who 
has  recently  returned  from  a  tour  in  £a. 
ropo,  has  put  into  our  handa  the  annual 
reports  of  a  Missionary  Society  eatahliih- 
ed  at  Vienna,  in  1829,  under  the  name  ef 
*'  The  Leopold  Foundation  for  aiding 
Catholic  Missions  in  ilmerira,  by  Contru 
hutions  in  the  Austrian  emmreJ*  Tliass 
reports  contain  the  conatitution  ofths 
Society,  and  a  regular  history  of  its  op^ 
rations,  embracing  minute  atatements  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  oopioaa 
extracts  from  the  letters  of  ita  mxaaiona- 
ries  in  this  country.  We  haye  translated 
the  most  interesting  parts  of  these  doco^ 
ments,  and  intend  to  lay  them  before  oar 
readers  in  successive  numbers  of  the  Ob- 
server. 

From  statements,  the  details  of  whicb 
we  shall  publish  hereafter,  it  appears  that 
the  receipts  of  this  Society,  from  the  com- 
mencement of  its  operations  in  July,  1829, 
to  October  31, 1839^  were  160.906  florins, 
or  more  than  074,000.  Of  this  sum, 
50,000  florins  (about  (21,000)  were  seat 
in  three  remittances,  during  the  yeir 
1830,  to  tho  late  Bishop  Fenwick,  of  Cia-

The  whole  ac 
ceaaion  to  thia  Church,  during  the  pnut 
year,  ia  ten,  fiye  by  letter,  and  hve  by  pro- 
feaaion.  Our  Sabbath  School  haa  not  on- 
ly continued  to  the  preaent  time,  but  with 
increaaing  intereat.  I  do  not  think  it  will 
freeze  up  thia  winter.

Thia  ia  a  rery  important  county,  whoth- 
er  we  conaider  ita  location,  on  tlie  atate 
road  from  Madiaon  to  Indianapolia,  or  its 
aize  and  population,  being  tlio  largest  in 
the  state,  with  a  population  in  lcS30  of 
5480,  which  must  have  increased  by  this 
time  to  eight  or  nine  thout»and  soulfl. 
The  fertility  of  its  soil  is  surh  that  the 
greater  part  would  not  suffer  by  compari. 
eon  with  any  in  the  state.  Wo  have  ex. 
cellent  water,  and  good  water  power  for 
propelling  milla  or  manufactorica,  with, 
out  the  ezpenae  of  Btea.m. 

But  with  all  these  local  advantages, 
and  with  a  population  of  something  like 
five  hundred  in  the  county  seat,  wo  havo 
no  houae  built  exclusively  for  tho  wor. 
ahip  of  God,  and  only  one  small  school 
house,  which  is  used  by  all  parties  for 
that  purpose. 

Our  little  church  is  scattered  pretty 
much  over  the  county,  and  only  numbers 
abuut  thirty.four  members.  We  have 
had  so  much  sickness  in  this  region  this 
fall  that  I  cannot  yet  determine  to 
what  extent  the  people  will  be  disposed 
to  hear  me  prcatsh.  Aa  yet,  considering 
the  numbers  that  have  been  sick,  in 
every  neighbourhood,  my  congregations 
have  been  re^pcctRblc. 

We  have  organized  two  Temperance  So- 
cieties,  which  number  upwards  of  a  hun. 
dred  members,  and  we  have  one  Sabhath 
School  and  two  Bible  Classes,  the  regular 
exercises  of  which  have  been  greatly  in- 
terrupted by  the  intermittent  fever  which 
has  so  generally  prevailed  here. 

The  harvest  is  groat  here  and  the  la- 
bourers few.  Could  you  not  send  us  a  fel- 
low   labourer  into  this  county  ?  I   must 
conclude   by  asking    your  prayers,  and 
aubiicribing  myaelf  your  humble  aervant 
ia  tin  Gogjp9]  of  Chriat.

Another  acrioua  obatacle  to  the  prou 
gresa  of  the  Gospel  in  communitieB  bw- 
dering  on  Indian  territory,  ia  the  diar. 
acter  of  the  intercourse  between  the  two 
raicea.  But  that  the  difficulties  wbieii 
the  gospel  haa  hero  to  encounter  may  bt 
tho  better  understood,  I  will  add,  tiMt  is 
one  of  the  autumnal  months  there  tie 
annually  in  the  vicinity  of  this  pbee 
two  Indian  payments,  continuing  fren 
two  to  four  weeks,  at  which  large  smf 
are  disbursed  by  tho  government  to  Ikt 
Miami  and  Pottawattamie  tribes.  Fortva 
years  efforts  have  been  made,  at  the  tiBi 
of  the  payments,  to  treat  with  tbeae  tribes 
for  the  rcaidue  of  their  lands.  The  pe. 
sent  year,  nearly  two  months  hsTe  Imbb 
consumed  in  this  business.  On  such  oc- 
casions the  ordinary  courso  of  afiaiis  onr 
a  large  district  of  country  is  intemrpCsd. 
Merchants,  tradesmen,  and  multitudes  not 
to  be  described,  congregate  at  the  "Trea* 
ty  Ground."  This  is  the  place  to  peD 
whatever  portable  articles  men  have  to 
sell,  collect  debts,  and  obtain  contncts 
for  Indian  supplies.  It  is  the  resort,  too, 
of  larp^e  numbers  of  liarpiea  or  **baz. 
zardw,"  as  they  arc  here  significantly  term- 
rd.  There  are  the  idler,  the  jockey,  the 
gambler,  tiie  debauchee,  and  especially 
tho  man  who  deals  out  grog.  And  the 
craft  of  these  men  is  in  no  danger,  in  a 
place  so  exempt  from  moral  reatraint  as 
tiio  •'  Treaty  Ground.**  Tlie  Sabbath,  of 
course,  is,  practically,  well  nigh  aboUabed. 
The  influence  of  such  acenes  on  the  mo- 
rals of  a  community  contiguous,  yoo  will 
readily  apprehend,  must  be  terrible  ;  while 
the  only  moral  benefit  conceivable  to  ks 
derived,  is  an  ucculor  demonstratioD  of 
tho  doctrine  of  total  depravity.  We  kopa, 
however,  that  their  time  is  short;  tba 
night  is  &r  spent  and  the  day  at  hand.

Thoy  had  not,  it  is  true,  been  entirely 
without  the  means  of  grace,  for  they  had 
enjoyed  the  labours  of  a  settled  ministry 
«,  part  of  the  time  for  a  number  of  years ; 
but  then  no  Spirit's  induonce  had  ever 
been  shed  down  to  bless  and  save.  Pre. 
Tioas  to  last  November,  the  Presbyte. 
rian  Church  there  consisted  of  a  number 
of  aged  members,  roost  of  whom  professed 
religion  before  they  came  to  this  country. 
For  more  than  four  years  they  hsd  been 
destitute  of  preaching ;  and,  what  was 
still  worse,  they  were  so  divided  in  senti. 
ment,  that  they  could  not  think  of  hearing 
the  same  man  preach,  much  less  of  sup. 
porting  him ;  nor  could  they  even  meet  in 
the  prayer  meeting,  or  labour  together  in 
a  Sabbath  School ;  for,  though  there  was 
a,  school  in  the  place,  it  was  sustained  by 
a  very  few  of  the  church  members.  The 
last  of  August,  I  was  providentially  at  the 
place,  whore  I  spent  the  Sabbath.  While 
there,  I  was  strongly  solicited,  by  an  in. 
dividual,  to  leave  an  appointment  for  a 
protracted  meeting.  Not  feeling  at  li. 
berty  to*  make  the  engagement  then,  I  do. 
clined,  but  said  I  would  think  of  it,  and 
would  do  what  appeared  to  be  duty,  and 
returned  home.  Accordingly,  afler  due 
consideration,  I  sent  an  appointment  for 
the  last  week  in  Sepemher,  to  commence 
on  Thursday  evening.  On  arriving,  how. 
ever,  at  the  time  appointed,  to  my  great 
■urprise,  I  was  informed  that  the  people 
generally  were  unapprised  of  the  meeting ; 
for,  thouffh  a  few  had  exerted  themselves 
in  spreading  the  notice,  others  were  no 
less  industrious  to  contradict  it,  so  strong 
was  the  opposition.  The  meeting  was 
commenced,  notwithstanding  all  embar. 
rassments,  on  Friday  morning,  with  the 
few  that  could  be  collected  from  the  town  ; 
but  the  prospects  were  so  dark  and  trying 
during  this  and  the  following  day,  that  it 
was  thought  advisable  to  bring  it  to  a 
close  on  Sabbath  evening.  But,  as  the 
Lord  would  have  it,  the  Sabbath  was  a 

Jrlorious  day.  The  congregation  was  not 
arge,  but  it  was  apparent  that  the  Spirit 
of  God  was  operating  mightily  upon  many 
hearts.  On  the  evening  of  this  day,  more 
than  twenty  signified  their  intention  of 
forsaking  their  sinful  courses,  and  seeking 
an  interest  in  the  glorious  Son  of  God. 
We  then  thought  it  duty  to  continue  the 
meeting;  which  we  accordingly  did,  for 
tb^  two  folJowing  days,  when  the  number 


sixty.  The  meeting  was  then  eonelodid. 
But  the  people,  by  this  limey  had  ftvad 
that  they  had  an  interest  at  stake  too  deep 
to  be  delayed.  It  was  a  night  long  to  be 
remembered ;  for  there  was  joy  in  iieavm 
and  on  earth.  A  number  were  brought  to 
rejoice  in  the  Saviour.  From,  this  time 
the  work  went  on  with  great  power.  For 
twenty.seven  nights  in  succession,  the 
people  would  assemble  at  this  coneeontsd 
spot,  till  the  place  was  filled  to  OTorflowiag. 
After  which  the  meetings  were  removed 
a  mile  and  a  half  out  of  town,  wheie  tbs 
work  has  continued  to  the  present  tins 
with  unabated  power  and  interest.  I  have 
spent  two  Sabbaths  in  the  place  aioee  thi 
revival  commenced.  The  last  Sabbath  m 
November  the  Lord's  Snpper  was  adni. 
nistered,  and  fif^y.nine  admitted  to  the  be. 
som  of  the  church.  Somewhere  Mtf 
that  number  are  expected  to  join  then  en 
some  future  occasion.  More  than  seffwly 
have  gone  to  the  Methodists,  and  animbsr 
to  the  Lutherans,  and  some  few  to  the 
Baptists. 

Some  things  in  this  revival  are  very  iDfe. 
resting.  It  has  taken  all  as  it  passed.  In 
the  village,  not  more  than  five  or  six, 
about  the  age  of  ton,  but  have  fallen  be. 
fore  its  mighty  march.  Out  of  the  Sab. 
bath  School  of  seventy  members,  mors 
than  sixty  are  rejoicing  in  hope.  In  the 
settlement  out  of  town,  scarcely  a  person 
is  left  to  advocate  the  cause  of  sin.  It 
has  healed  all  divisions  among  neighbours, 
and  united  the  church  in  ties  such  as  it  ti 
believed,  neither  time  nor  eternity  will 
ever  dissolve.  The  work  has  spread  into 
the  adjoining  towns  and  congregations, 
carrying  all  before  it.  It  has  been  thought, 
by  the  most  judicious  observers,that  nearly 
five  hundred  have  been  brought  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Christ.

When  I  arrived,  there  was  no  preach- 
ing, or  means  of  my  kind  employed,  ez^ 
cept  occasionally  from  one  of  our  Baptirt 
or  Methodist  brethren.  There  was  a  fetab. 
bath  School  in  operation,  and  a  Bible 
class.  These  were  thinly  attended,  by 
children  and  adults  of  all  deiiominations. 
I  commenced  my  labours  as  a  preacher 
on  the  Sabbath  immediatelv  aAer  my  arri. 
val.  At  my  reqaeat,  the  chnrch  met,  do. 
ring  the  following  week,  and  made  ar. 
rangements  to  procure  a  place  for  regular 
worship  and  preaching.  They  hired  a 
ball-room  for  the  winter,  and  there  I  hate 
preached  every  Sabbath  since,  save  one,  * 
when  I  failed  half  of  the  day  on  aeeonnt 
of  ill  health. 

In  addition  to  these  labours,  I  have 
been  the  superintendent  of  the  Sabbath 
school  and  Kible  class  in  the  riliage,  and 
of  another  Bible  class  three  miles  out  of 
the  place.  The  Sabbath  school  I  attend 
in  the  morning,  the  Bible  class  after 
service  in  the  afVemoon.  The  other  Bible 
class  I  visit  on  Thursday,  P.  M.,  each 
week.  I  have  oocaaionally  viiited  other 
neighbonrboods,  and  held  religiotts  meet-- 
ings.  I  have  established  a  weekly  meet' 
ing  of  the  Sabbath  school  teacben  in  thar 
village,  attending  it  always  myself,  I 
have  endeavoured  to  create  an  interest  in 
the  Monthly  Concert  for  prayer,  and  have 
io  far  succeeded  as  to  make  it  a  regular 
thing,  and  eeeure  a  respectable  attend, 
ance.

days,  she  seemed  to  regard  herself  as 
siiut  out  from  the  way  of  life,  althooffh 
she  was  BtruggUug  with  all  her  might 
to  enter  it.  The  plan  of  salv&tioii«  the 
ability,  and  the  willingness  of  th« 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  save ;  the  fulness 
and  the  freoness  of  the  gospel  offert 
were  frequently  and  clearly  presented; 
still,  she  had  not  obtained  peace  in 
believing,  when  her  providential  visi* 
ter,  the  author  of  the  tract,  was  eon- 
strained,  by  the  call  of  other  duties,  to 
commend  her  to  the  mercy  of  God, 
nnd  bid  her  a  painful  farewell.  About 
four  weeks  afterwards,  he  received 
the  following  letter  from  her  aflbction- 
ate  brother-ia-law,  at  whose  house  he 
left  her  in  the  midst  of  the  convictions 
and  trials  above  described. 

Dec.  20,  1 833. 
Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, 

I  write  to  inform  you  that  our  dear 
sister  is  no  more  !  She  closed  her  eyes 
on  earthly  things,  on  the  morning  of 
the  nth  inst.  While  I  write,  feehnga 
of  sorrow  for  her  loss,  mingled  with 
those  of  joy  for  her  happy  passage  to 
the  tomb,  agitate  roy  breast.  After 
your  departure  from  us,  she  often 
spake  of  the  sweet,  consoling  promi- 
ses you  repeated  for  her  meditatioo 
and  comfort,  and  as  often  complained 
of  the  treachery  of  her  memory,  say- 
ing,— ^^  I  fear  I  shall  forget  some  of 
the  precious  promises  and  uistructionsp 
tendered  to  me  by  Mr.  C. ;  for,  O ! 
they  brought  a  comfort  and  consolatkni 
to  me,  to  which  until  then  I  was  a 
stranger."  She  expressed  great  grati- 
tude to  the  Lord,  for  your  providen- 
tial visit  to  H.,  for  she  always  consi- 
dered it  providentiaL  She  often  com- 
plained of  the  suggestions  of  the  evil 
one,  whispering  m  her  ear,  that  the 
Saviour  would  have  have  nothing  to 
do  with  her ;  that  she  was  unworthy 
of  those  mansions  which  Christ  pro- 
mised to  prepare  for  his  followers.  On 
telling  her  to  nut  Wsi  XroaX  Va  ^te 
Lord,  and  that  ne  ^au\d  vavvi^^^ 
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Btren^heo  her,  to  these  hours  of  trial, 
that  lie  would  bruise  Satan  under  her 
feet,  and  finally,  bring  her  oil'  more 
than  conqueror,  her  mind  would  become 
more  tranquil ;  but  still,  she  complain- 
ed of  the  hidings  of  her  Saviour's  coun- 
tenance, but  cherished  a  strong  hope, 
that  the  veil  would,  one  day,  be  re- 
moved, (as  you  had  told  her,)  and  that 
a  ray  of  light  from  her  dear  Redeem- 
er would  gladden  her  heart  before 
her  final  departure.  About  one  week 
before  her  death,  she  was  extremely 
ill,  and  she  thought,  as  did  her  weep- 
ing friends,  that  her  time  was  come, 
but  it  pleased  the  ijord  to  revive  Iier 
again,  for  which  she  expressed  great 
thankfulness,  saying,—*^  How  good  is 
the  Lord  to  mo,  tlfus  to  bring  me  to 
the  gates  of  death,  which  still  has 
great  ^terrors  for  me,  (for  O,  it  is  an 
awful  thing  to  die!)  and  then  restore 
me  again,  that  1  might  feel  my  need 
of,  and  place  my  wJiole  dependence  on 
the  Saoiourf  tliut  1  might  plead  the 
fulfilment  uf  his  promise  in  my  own 
behalf,  that  He  himsiclf  would  be  with 
me,  and  conifurt  mc,  in  tiiat  trying 
hour." 

About  half  an  hour  before  her  death, 
her  countenance  bri^rhtencd  up,  and 
raising  her  bonds,  with  joy  beaming- 
in  her  eyes,  shr  said, — **  O,  the  Lord 
is  gracious  to  me ;  He  has  revealed 
himself  to  me;  He  has  opened  to  my 
view  bright  prospects ;  Mr.  C.  was 
right ;  he  told  me  so ;  he  told  mc,  the 
Lord  would  dif^sipatc  the  dark  clouds 
that  threatened  to  shut  me  out  from 
his  presence  in  everlasting  night,  if  1 
would  trust  him.  They  arc  gone,  and 
now  *l  can  read  my  title  clear  to  man- 
sions in  the  8kies;'  thank  the  Lord^  O 
my  soul."  She  then  took  leave  of  her 
weeping  husband  and  friends,  tolling 
each  of  them  to  mnct  her  at  the  riffht 
hand  of  God,  wherr;  separation  should 
never  agnin  tuke  place.  She  then 
stretched  forth  her  hands,  her  eves 
devoutly  raised  to  heaven,  beaming 
with  juy,  and  repeated  a  hymn,  be- 
ginning thus, — **  O  Jcsup,  my  Saviour, 
to  thee  I  submit,"  &c.,  and  continued 
until  the  silver  cord  was  broken,  and 
her  happy  spirit  took  its  flight,  we 
frust,  to  join  the  company  of  the  re- 
deemed in  heaven.

brother  to  be  reconciled  to  Christ, 
lie  wa«,  of  course,  afl'ected,  and  when 
I  knelt  down  to  pray  with  him,  he 
knelt  down  likewise.  But  it  was  very 
evident  his  hearl  was  not  engaged. 

Many  were  the  prayers  ofi'ered  up 
for  William  W.,  during  this  revival. 
Many  were  the  pious  persons  who 
converged  with  him  on  the  subject  of 
religion,  and  urged  him  to  repent.  He 
sometimes  appeared  to  feel  the  impor- 
tance of  the  subject,  but  the  impres- 
sion was  only  momentary. 

At  one  of  the  meetings  which  I  held 
about  this  time,  William  was  present. 
Ho,  usually,  attended  the  meetings. 
Alter  the  exercises  were  ended,  I  took 
him  aside,  and  faithfully  cautioned  him 
against  longer  deferring  repentance, 
urging  him  to  remember,  that  his  soul 
must  soon  enter  upon  the  awful  reali- 
ties of  eternity,  and  adding  in  conclu- 
sion, with  peculiar  emphasis  and  earn- 
estness, *<  Oh,  William  !  the  day  of 
your  death  may  be  very  near,  nearer

I  have  often  since  endeavoured  to 
trace  to  their  source  the  feelings  which 
I  had  on  tliot  occasion,  in  order  to  as- 
certain, if  possible,  what  induced  me  to 
lay  such  peculiar  emphasis  on  my  clo- 
sing remarks;  but  I  never  could  tell. 
1  was  prompted  at  the  moment  thus  to 
address  him,  and  this  is  all  I  know  about 
it.  The  remarks  made  a  correspond- 
cntly  unaccountable  impression  on  his 
own  mind.  For  a  moment  he  was  very 
much  agitated  nnd  aflected :  the  thought 
filled  him  with  the  utmost  horror;  and 
so  great  was  his  emotion,  that  he  lite- 
rally sunk  down  before  me.

This  brings  us  to  the  grievous  part  of  the  subject. 

It  is  grUtout  to  behold  such  an  extent  of  country^  aad  so  teeming  toiih  immarUU 
souiSf  but  yet  so  destitute  of  messengers  of  life. 

From  Bombay  we  look  down  the  coast  for  seventy  miles,  and  we  see  two  mis- 
sionaries; and  fourteen  miles  further  on  we  see  two  more.  Looking  in  a  mors 
easterly  direction,  at  the  distance  of  about  300  miles,  we  see  one  missionary, 
chiefly  occupied  however  as  a  chaplain  among  Europeans.  In  an  eastern  di- 
rection the  nearest  missionary  is  about  1,000  miles  from  us.  Looking  a  little 
to  the  north  of  east,  at  the  distance  of  1,300  miles,  we  see  ten  or  twelve  mii- 
sionaries  in  little  more  than  as  many  miles  in  length  on  the  banks  of  the  Gangei. 
Turning  thence  northward,  at  nearly  the  same  distance  from  us,  we  see  threes 
four,  or  five  more,  separated  from  each  other  by  almost  as  many  hundred  inter- 
vening miles.  And  looking  onward  beyond  these  distant  posts,  in  a  north-eist 
direction,  through  the  Chinese  empire  and  Tartary,  to  Kamschatka,  andtheace 
down  the  north-western  coast  of  America,  to  the  river  Colombia,  and  thence 
across  the  mountains  to  tlie  Missouri,  tlio  first  missionaries  we  see  in  that  direc- 
tion, are  the  brethren  among  the  Osages. 

Again  we  look  north,  and  at  a  distance  of  180  miles  we  see  two  iftission- 
aries ;  but  from  thence  (with  two  or  three  doubtful  exceptions)  through  all 
the  north  of  Asia,  to  the  pole,  not  a  single  missionary  is  to  be  seen.  In  a  north- 
western direction,  it  is  doubtful  whether  there  is  now  one  missionary  between  us 
and  St.  Petersburgh.  Westerly,  the  nearest  is  at  Jerusalem,  or  Bcyroot.  Soutli- 
weet,the  nearest  is  at  Sierra  Leone;  and  more  to  the  soutii,  the  nearest  may  be 
among  the  Hottentots,  or  on  Madagascar. 

Can  you  count  the  millions  and  millions  comprised  in  this  range?  Can  any 
but  an  adamantine  heart  survey  them  and  not  be  grieved  ^ 

But  I  will  take  a  more  limited  view.  Here  are  the  Mahrattas.  They  have 
been  estimated  at  12,000,000.  To  preach  the  gospel  to  these  12,000,000  of  Aa»- 
then  there  are  now  six  missionaries,  four  from  the  Scottish  Missionary  Society, 
and  two  from  our  Society ;  that  is,  one  missionary  to  2,000,000  of  souls.  And 
to  furnish  these  12,000,000  with  the  Christian  Scriptures,  and  tracts,  and  school 
books,  there  is  one  small  printing  establishment,  1 1  is  now  about  twelve  years  since 
the  mission  here  began,  in  some  very  small  degree,  to  communicate  the  truth  W 
some  of  this  great  multitude.     Let  these  facts  be  well  weighed. 

Turn  now  to  another  hemisphere,  and  behold  thirty  missionaries  sent  to 
30,000  Islanders,  (I  do  not  here  vouch  for  precision,)  that  is  one  missionary  W 
1,000  heathen;  and  mark  those  missionaries  labouring  for  <u»«nfy  years  before  tb« 
Spirit  is  given,  and  sinners  there  converted ;  and  then  say  if  the  missionaries  here 
should  be  suspected  of  unfaithfulness,  or  they  and  the  people  be  viewed  as  under 
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some  peculiar  frown  of  heaven,  becaute  the  labours  of  nx  missionaries  among 
12,000,000,  or  one  among  2,000,000,  have  not  been  accompanied  by  their  conver- 
sion  iu  twelve  years ;  yea,  in  much  less  than  that^  for  during  a  considerable  part 
of  those  twelve  years,  there  were  not  more  than  three  missionaries  among  these 
1 2,000,000,  some  of  the  time  but  (tco,  and  a  part  of  the  time  not  one.  Under  such 
circumstances,  could  more  be  reasonably  expected  than  has  been  done  ?  With 
such  an  abashing — such  an  appalling  disparity  between  the  magnitude  of  the 
work,  and  the  fewness  of  the  workmen,  would  not  any  special  work  of  conver- 
sion have  been  a  stranger  thing  than  the  absence  of  it  is? 

During  those  twelve  years,  the  facilities  for  imparting  Christian  knowledge 
among  this  people,  or  for  employing  among  them  the  appointed  means  of  salva- 
tion, have  so  multiplied  and  improved,  that  I  think  it  moderate  to  say  that  a  mis- 
aionary  arriving  here  now,  could,  in  an  equal  period,  do  ten  times  as  much  for  the 
diffusion  of  Christian  knowledge,  as  could  have  been  done  by  one  arriving  here 
twelve  years  ago.    Then  there  was  no  school  in  which  to  catechise  and  give 
lectures— no  chapel — no  scriptures  and  tracts  to  disperse.     Now  we  have  a 
cbapcl — more  than  thirty  school-rooms — and  the  scriptures  and  tracts  for  distri- 
bution— while  hundreds  of  towns  and  villages,  *by  all  the  eloquence  and  pathos 
that  the  most  imperious  want  and  the   direst  necessity  can  inspire,  are  suppli- 
cating for  more  mission  schools — millions  of  people  calling  for  scriptures,  and 
tractSf  and  preaching — and  an  untold  number  of  large  towns,  in  population  like 
Boston,  Cambridge,  Andover,  Providence,  Dartmouth,  Williamstown,  New- 
Haven,  Albany,  and  Schenectady,  calling  for  missionary  establishments  in  them. 
Under  such  circumstances,  with  such  facilities,  what  number  of  Christian 
books   might  be  prepared,  printed  and  distributed,  what  number  of  children 
taught  to  read  the  word  of  God,  and  catechised ;  and  what  number  of  perishing 
sinners  pointed  to  the  Saviour's  cross,  in  one  year,  if  there  was  but  a  supply  of 
MissroN^RiEs  !     Is  it  not  n grievous  thing  to  witness  such  facilities  for  mission- 
ary action,  lying  comparatively  neglected  ?    Is  not  here  a  vast  and  fertile  field 
broken  up  and  ready  for  the  casting  in  of  the  seed?    And  is  not  the  seed  already 
in  the  field  waiting  for  the  sowers  to  scatter  it  ? 

**  Where  are  the  hundreds  of  students  m  theology?   Where  are  the  tens  of 
hnndredsof  bloomiiig,  pious,  well  educated  youth,  the  professed  followers  of  the 
Lamb  ?  Is  there  none  among  you  who  have  a  love,  a  sympathy,  a  compassion,  for 
tU  these  your  long  neglected,  your  dying,  you  r  perishing  fellow  men  ?   O  remem- 
ber, there  is  a  dead  love,  a  dead  sympathy,  a  dead  compassion,  as  well  as  a  dead 
fiiih ;  being  without  works.    O,  it  was  not  a  dead  love,  or  sympathy,  or  com- 
passion, which  brought  your  Redeemer  to  the  cross.     That  was  not  idle  breath 
^hich  he  uttered,  "  Go  yo  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature,"  nor  yet  that  interceding   appeal  to  the  Father,  "  As  thou  hast  sent 
^  into  the  world,  even   so  have  I  also  sent  them  into  the  world,"  O  contem- 
plate on  the  cross,  your  bleeding  Saviour,  tasting  death  for  every  man,  and  then 
"uitey  the  spiritual  miseries  and  prospects  of  these  millions  of  heathen  aeuls, 
^yiag  in  ignorance  of  that  only  name  by  which  it  is  possible  for  them  to  be  saved ; 
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kjtd  then  liy  upon  your  heart  your  Redeemer's  rarewell  charge,  and  when  jon 
have  faithliiliy  done  this,  judge  of  your  love  and  regard  foi  Jesua,  and  of  ;Ht 
cainpaEiion  for  immoTtal  Boula,  by  yamr  aorti.

ILUNOIS. 


Frtnn  Rev.  J.  Porter,  Chicago,  III. 

Between  five  and  six  hundred  dollars 
have  already  been  paid  towards  the  ex- 
pense of  our  house  of  worship,  and  it  is 
believed  the  whole  debt  will  bo  liqui. 
dated  in  a  few  months.  Aflor  this  the 
people  will  probably  feel  it  their  privi. 
lege  to  sustain  their  pastor,  and  to  aid 
others  in  their  weakness.  They  feel  now 
deeply  indebted  to  your  generous  Society, 
and  will  not  forget,  I  confidently  believe, 
to  do,  in  this  respect,  to  others,  as  they 
havo  been  done  by. 

Our  neat  little  church,  or  session  room, 
40  feet  by  26,  the  arch  16  feet  high,  was 
handsomely  completed  within,  about  the 
first  of  January.     On  the  4th,  it  was  so. 
lemnly  dedicated  to  God,  with  much  joy 
on  the  part  of  those,  who,  like   the   spar- 
row, had  sought  a  house   for  themselves. 
Brother  freeman,  of  the  Baptist  church, 
made  the   dedicatory  prayer.     The   ser- 
mon was  by   myself,    as  no  others    had 
come  to  my  aid.     On  new  year's  Sabbath 
we  commenced  our  regular  weekly  ser- 
vice there.     Until  then,  my   church  and 
the  Baptist  church   had   worshipped  to- 
gether with  perfect   cordiality,  and  now 
we  have  separated  with  the  same  kind  in- 
terest in   each   other.     Both  our  houses 
were  yesterday  well  filled,  and  will   be  so 
generally,   in   good    weather,    I   cannot 
doubt.     And  what  is  still  more  gratifying, 
I  believe  the  Holy  Ghost  was   in   each  of 
our  assemblicH,  witnessing  to  the  truth. 
The   people  of  God  are   waking   up  to 
duty,  and  the  walls  of  Zion  will  arise. 

Iniquity  has  abounded  here,  and  the 
hearts  of  Christians  have  almost  fainted 
in  them  since  my  last.  The  awful  scenes 
of  "the  treaty;"  the  unprovoked  nnd 
wanton  violation  of  the  Sabbath;  the  dis- 
regard by  multitudes  of  the  necessary 
laws  and  customs  of  well  regulated  com- 
mnnities  ;  the  ridiculous  imitation  of  the 
follies  of  the  most  profligate  cities  of  our 
land,  have  made  Christians  tremble  for  the 
future  prospects  of  this  place.  But  I  be- 
lieve tho  wrath  of  man  will  in  tliis  be 
made  to  praise  God.  We  hope  tho  work 
of  purifying  has  begun  jat  the  house  of 
God,  and  that  it  will  go  on,  till  many  here 
uliall  be  noted  among  the  followers  of 
"Christ.  But  that  we  be  not  disappointed 
aba  4hit»  we  nraat   be  ratteined  by   the 


prayen  of  our  dear  friends  at  the  east, 
who  have  Zion  engraven  on  their  hearts^ 
Pray  that  the  Lord  will  carry  on  his  good 
work  here.  He  has  done  much  for  us,  for 
which  wo  ar^  glad.  He  has  laid  a  broad 
foundation,  and  his  grace  assisting,  a  beau, 
tiful  fabric  will  arise.  He  has  planted 
three  evangelical  churches  here,  that  act 
in  concert,  and  are  looking  for  an  out- 
pouring of  spirit*  He  has  given  us  an 
academy  and  an  infant  school,  taught  by 
Christians  of  a  high  order.  These,  to  an 
infant  settlement,  are  an  incalculable 
blessing.  He  has  moved  the  hearts  of  our 
fViends,  Messrs.  B.  and  B.,  to  provide  for 
us  a  beautiful  and  complete  Sunday  school 
library,  which  has  just  arrived,  valued,  in 
New -York,  at  twenty.five  dollars.  Thus 
those  benevolent  gentlemen  will  be 
preaching  cfibctually  in  the  families  in 
Chicago,  for  years,  and  who  can  calculate, 
this  side  heaven,  the  amount  of  good  they 
will  thus  do  ?  Who,  that  has  the  means, 
would  not  covet  the  pleasure,  to  **  go  and 
do  likewise  ?*' 

Missionary  toil  and  privilege. 

Tho  **  Union  Church,"  formed  last  Au- 
gust,  is    still   under  my  care.     I   have 
preached  to   it  once  a  month  since   its 
formation^  until  this  month,  though  it  is 
35  milss  distant,  making  a  monthly  jaunt 
over  almost   an   uninhabited   prairie,    of 
from  75  to  100  miles.     But  I  have  never 
regretted  one  of  these  long  rides,  (though 
I  have   suffered  from  burning  heats  in 
summer,  from  driving  winds  and  snow  in 
winter,  and  from  sickness,  both  of  man 
and  beast,)  when  a  kind  Providence  has 
brought  me  safely  homo ;  and  I  have  re- 
membered    tho  tear   of  joy   that  started 
from  some  fond  mother's  eye  as  she  heard 
tho  sweet  sounds  of  the  gospel  in  her  own 
dwelling,  where  she  had  long  sighed  in 
vain   for  the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth 
Pfood  tidings.     I  have  rejoiced  in  the  pri- 
vilo^ro,  as  1  have  thought  of  the  families 
that  walked  or  rode  after  sluggish  oxen, 
six  miles,  through  an  ocean  of  wild  flowers, 
or  over  frozen,  wintry  fields,  to  meet  with 
God's  people,  and  to  feast  on  the  bread  of 
life.     The  table  spread  in  the  wilderness 
is  truly  a  joyful  one,  wlien  they  who  come 
to  it  seem   really  to   hunger  and   thirst 
afYer  righteousness.     Tho  blessed  Master 
is  nowhere  more  sensibly  present.    The 
Union  Church  I  think  one  of  the  moat 
promising  in  the  state.     Planted  on  one 
of  the  richest  districts  in  the  world,  soon 
to  be  covered  with  people,  and  having  in 
it  several  gentlemen  of  groat  encr^  atvd 
influence  of  chaxacleT,  \V  \%Vo\a^  \nA«t 
God,  a  perm%neiilb\eMUi^\o>^iA^twi>C'i«i:> 
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They  feci  now  the  need  of  the  convtant; 
labours  of  a  misaionary,  and  that  my 
aervicoa  will  be  all  required  at  Chicago,  as 
soon  as  you  can  send  them  aid  from  some 
one  who  will  take  that  part,  of  my  work 
from  nie.  As  thoy  are  now  settlements, 
they  cannot  promise  much  temporal  pc 
cuniary  aid  to  a  labourer  yet ;  but  in  a 
year  or  two,  would  support  him. 


From  Rev,  W,  Kirhy^  Union  Orovt^  III, 

I   have  just  returned  from  a  yisit  to 
Lasalle  county,  to  attend  a  sacramental 
occasion,  with  brother  Hazard,  at  Ottawa. 
In  anticipating  the  scone,  I  indulged  in 
no  high  ozi»cctations  respecting  the  com- 
munity whom  I  should  be  called  upon  to 
address ;    but   when    I   arose   before  the 
audience  assembled  the  first  evening  of 
my  vi^it,  I  felt  that  they  demanded  to  be 
f<nl,  not  with  milk,  but  with  strong  iiicnt. 
They  carried  with  tliem  on  uir  of  iiitelli. 
genco  and  refinement,   seldom  to  be  met 
with  in   the   rising    villages    of   a   new 
country.     But  what   is   more  promising 
for  the  interests  of  the  community,  and  of 
the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  then  seemed,  to 
a  great  extent,  to  l>e  animated  by  the  love 
of  Christ  and  of  souls.     And  here  permit 
me  to  notice  a  fact,  wliich  fmds  a  parallel 
only  in  the  hictory  of  the  early  settlement 
of  Now-England — that  Christians  seem 
to  bo  roused  to  the  importance  of  laying 
loell  the  foundations  of  society  in  the  now 
but   rapidly  rising  communities    of   the 
west.   They  begin  to  feel  thul  they  sustain 
responsibilities  in  this  matter,  which  thoy 
cannot  throw  ofi*  with  a  clear  conscience. 
They  havo  an  interest,  not  only  to  know, 
"but  to  decide,  what  shall  be  the  moral  and 
religious  tone  of  feeling  that  shall  pervade 
the  immense  masses  of  population  that 
shall  ftU  these  boundless  prairies  and  fer. 
tile  plains.     The  pilgrim    fathers  were 
driven  from  their  native   shores   by  the 
cruel  hand  of  persecution ;  but  Christians 
at  this  day,  stimulated  by  a  sense  of  duty 
and  a  regard  for  Christ's  kingdom,  cheer- 
fully  leave  the  favoured  scenes  of  older 
states,  to  exert  their  influence  informing 
the  character  of  the  infant  portions  of  our 
country. 

Such,  I  believe,  to  a  happy  extent,  was 
thn  little  church,  which,  for  the  first  time, 
surrounded  tiie  table  of  the  Lord  at  Otta. 
wn.  They  had  recently  been  organized  as 
a  church,  consisting  of  eighteen  fouIs. 
^^everal  otliors  had  united  by  letter,  so 
that  with  the  addition  of  one  or  two  from 
Bisier  churches,  twcnty-ftvo  paTtook  of  the 
emblems  of  a  Savloui's  Vove.    ll  viai  a^ 


precioui  eeuon,  and.  I  donbt  not,  will 
long  be  fresh  in  the  memorj  of  ereiy  om 
present.  I  cannot  toll  how  ofton  the 
thought  occurred  to  my  mind,  **  God  hath 
prepared  for  us  a  table  in  the  wilderneis.'* 

Testimony  to  the  usefulnett  of  our  Agenii* 
In  riding  through  the  country,  I  faa?e 
repeated  occasion  to  notice  the  influence 
of  your  agents  upon  the  feelings  of  the 
community.  Where  they  have  once  beea, 
they  are  seldom  forgotten.     No  Christians 

;  that  became  acquainted  with  them,  forget 
their  labours  of  love,  or  the  interest  tiiey 
manifested  for  souls.  One  individuil, 
adopting  the  language  of  Paul  to  the  GaL 
latians,  could  think  of  their  viait  only  u 
**  Angels  of  God."  Their  praiee  ia  on  the 
lips  of  the  good  people  throughout  all  this 
region.  Through  their  instrumentality, 
your  Society  cannot  but  feel^an  aaeuraaet 
that  they  are  doing  good  ;  and  in  this  as- 

j  surunce,  find  a  rich  reward  for  their  labonre 
and  self-denial. 


From  a  Missionary  in  the  eastern  border 
of  Illinois. 

Around  me  is  a  very  wide  and  desolate 
waKte.  I  (]aefltion  whetlier  there  is  a  larger 
region  p'tsscssing  as  many  inhabitants  in 
the  Unitod  States  that  is  more  neglected 
than  this.  I  have  long  hoped  that  some 
missionary  would  bo  directed  to  this  ter. 
ritory.  I  presume  there  are  so  many  fields 
more  inviting  than  this,  that  no  one  comes 
to  our  assistance.  True^  prospects  are 
not  very  flattering,  but  when  will  they  be 
more  so  ?  The  earlier  missionaries  enter 
the  new  settlements  the  better.  Those 
who  are  first  in  the  field  get  the  infloenoe. 

When  I  look  around  and  see  the  deso* 
lations,  and  how  much  alone  I  am,  I  ftel 
discouraged ;  but  I  am  by  no  means  dis. 
posed  to  quit  the  field,  unless  eonvinced 
that  my  usefulness  is  at  an  end.  This  ii 
the  most  important  post  on  this  side  of  the 
state.  I  know  of  but  one  brother  in  the

Wb  liopn  Ihe  ehurchea  have  advanced 
■omewhal  in  grace*  ai  welt  ai  in  numbera, 
Thcra  ia  evidently  a  higher  lone  of  reli. 
gioua  feeling,  and  a  deeper  intereat  in  the 
treat  objecla  of  benevolence.  To  ahow 
jou  thai  Chriatiana  are  not  entirely  idle 
u>  Iheee  ende  of  the  earth,  it  may  be  well 
to  eUte,  that  one  of  Iheae  churcbea.  ainco

The  achool  and 
worsliip  on  Che  Sabbath,  aro  conducted  at 
my  house.  TliBro  aro  two  school-houaoa 
in  the  vicinity,  but  both  barred  againat 
moclingiforworahip  and  Sabbalb  schools. 
An  individual  lias  ufTcrcd  ua  a  amnll  piece 
of  ground,  and  aevoraJ  have  promised  ten 
doUare  each  to  erect  a  house  for  public 
worsliip,  and  for  the  Sabbalb  achool.  If 
;  ve  can  succeed  in  collecting  about  two 
hundred  dollsra  by  nail  spring,  we  aball 
commence  the  erection  of  a  building.

meeting,  that  was  held  in  this  vicinity 
■ome  yean  ago,  for  irreligious  purpotei. 
I  did  not  fear  this  man'i  influenoe  ;  I  felt 
that  I  wai  engaged  in  the  cause  of  Christ. 
Tba  Lord  int*ifOin&,  axA  attii  «&  \mSv 
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vidual,  a  brother  of  the  Baptist  church,  to  I 
take  charge  of  a  day.8chool,  that  was 
vacaut ;  he  took  sides  with  mo  in  defend, 
ing  Sabbath  schools.  The  judge  became 
reconciled,  and  is  endeavouring  to  collect 
funds  to  pay  for  the  books  of  the  school. 

The  Temperance  Cause. 

We  have  no  Temperance  Societies  in 
this  country.  The  opposition  against  the 
cause  is  groat ;  ministers  of  the  goupcl 
have  ardent  spirits  in  their  houses;  the 
majority  of  the  elders  and  deacons  of 
churches  are  engaged  in  the  trailic  of 
ardent  spirits.  1  have  endeavoured  to 
promote  the  cause  of  temperance,  by  the 
distribution  of  the  Temperance  Recorder, 
"Ox  Sermon,"  and  Temperance  tracts; 
also,  by  reading  in  my  meetings,  •*  My 
Mother's  Gold  Ring"  A  minister  in  my 
neighbourhood,  on  the  fourth  of  July  last, 
delivered  an  address  to  a  company  of 
soldiers ;  afler  leaving  his  pulpit,  invited 
them  to  his  house,  and  had  prepared  fur 
them  ardent  spirits.  I  have  since  held 
conversation  with  this  minister,  and  he 
promised,  that  in  future,  he  would  be 
friendly  to  the  cause,  and  use  his  intluonco 
in  his  congregations :  he  has  eight  under 
his  care.  1  have  passed  on  the  Sabbath, 
one  of  this  minister's  churches,  and  my 
heart  was  pained  to  see  the  church  closed, 
and  beside  it  a  tavern  and  store,  filled  witli 
young  men,  drinking,  and  purchasing 
goods.  About  forty  were  out  of  doors, 
playing  quoits,  ball,  &.C.,  and  near  by,  a 
distillery,  manufacturing  ardent  spirits. 
I  had  to  ask  myself,  am  I  in  America,  or 
in  some  foreign  country  ?  **  O  Lord,  how 
long  shall  Satan  reign  here  !"     In  my  vi. 


cinity,   there  are  three  distllleriea;  the 
county  is  full  of  them. 

BibUt  and  Tracts, 

I  have  supplied   twentj.nine  famOiei 
with  the  sacred  scriptures,  that  were  des. 
titute,   and    distributed    eight   IhoustBd 
pages  of  tracts.     Prejudice  against  tracts 
is  somewhat  subsiding.     An   individual, 
when  tracts  were  first   handed  to  him, 
threw  thorn  into  the  fire;  he  now  will 
read  them,  and  acknowledge  their  luefaj. 
ness.     A  little  girl  handed  a  tract  to  her 
mother ;  she  threw  it  into  the  fire.    The 
little  preacher  said,  **  Mother,  so  yon  will 
burn,  if  you  do  not  repent."  Four  thoosud 
pages  of  tracts  were  handed  to  me  by  sd 
individual,  in  whoso  possession  they  had 
been  fur  some  years :  there  was  a  society  in 
the  village  where  he  resided ;  it  becama 
extinct,  and  he  was  afraid  to  distriboto 
them,  on  account  of  the  opposition  agaiut 
them.   On  the  first  Sabbath  in  this  month, 
there  was  a  Universalist  church  **  come. 

crated,"  at ;  there  were  about  two 

thouKand  persons  in  the  town  ;  the  hoaw 
would  contain  but  about  six  hundred.  It 
was  more  like  the  fourth  of  July  than  the 
Sabbath.  There  was  money  expended  in 
iutciii]>crancc,  enough  to  build  a  con- 
venient house  of  worship. 

I  would  state  to  the  managers,  that  all 
I  have  received  for  my  labours,  from  ths 
people,  has  been  thirteen  dollars.  I  hare 
been  compelled  to  take  my  staff,  and  walk 
to  my  places  of  appointment,  the  farthest 
ofwliicli  is  sixteen  miles.  I  havefouDd 
it  advisable  to  say  little  about  money,  >o 
that  I  might  stop  the  mouths  of  the  gaii^ 
sayers.

SYSTEMATIC   BENEVOLENCE. 

In  proportion  as  the  devices  of  Christ- 
ian  enterprise  are  multiplied,  the  number 
of  distinct  applications  for  contribu- 
tions  increase.  When  the  American  Bi- 
ble Society  was  the  only  important  pub- 
lic charity,  the  calls  on  a  given  congre. 
gation  for  pecuniary  donations  were  few. 
But  as  Foreign  Missionary,  Education, 
Tract,  and  Home  Missionary  Societies, 
with  many  others,  have  come  successive. 
)j  before  the  American  Churches,  each 
iffinojistrating  it«  claim  fox  \>aViotia^"t, 


there  have  not  been  wanting  loud  cobi- 
plaints  that  the  calls  were  toe  frequent,— 
that  such  a  perpetual  solicitation  bj 
agents,  was  becoming  a  burden  too  heavy 
to  be  borne. 

To  this  our  benevolent  aocietiei  hare 
answered — "  Well,  brethren,  take  yoaf 
choice.  Raise  the  funds  yourselves,  with' 
out  the  presence  of  agents,  or  else  re- 
ceive the  agents  cheerfully,  for  their 
work's  sake."  Thero  is  not  a  benevolent 
society  in  the  land,  but  would  joyfully

2.  In  no  other  way  than  bj  a  tjfgtmn 
of  benevolent  effort,  can  a  church  be 
certain  of  doing  its  duty.  That  it  is  th« 
duty  of  churches  to  do  mtmething  for  the 
spread  of  the  Bible,  no  Ghriatian  wUl  de- 
ny. But  the  Bible  Society  cannot  send 
an  agent  every  year  to  each  congregation. 
Those  congregations,  therefore,  where 
no  provision  exists  for  a  regular  present, 
ation  of  this  object,  will  fail  of  their  duty 
in  contributing  to  it ;  ai)d  so  of  other  so- 
cieties. Whereas,  if  the  congregation! 
had  all  a  system  by  which  the  annual  ex. 
hibition  of  each  great  object  of  benevo. 
lonce  were  made  certain,  they  would  pre. 
sent  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  the 
sight  never  yet  beheld,  of  eyerj  one  stand- 
ing in  its  lot,  and  doing  something  for 
the  conversion  of  the  world.  On  this 
subject  we  like  the  spirit  of  the  following 
preamble  and  resolutions,  adopted  by  ^ 
church  in  New. York : 

'^  Whereas,  through  the  effects  of  sin, 
large  portions  of  mankind,  both  in  our 
own  and  other  lands,  are  sunk  in  igno- 
rance and  vice,  from  which  the  Gospel 
alone  can  deliver  them;  and  whereaa 
common  benevolence  requires  that  those 
who  enjoy  a  blessincf  which  is  capable  of 
being  diffused,  sl^uld  impart  it  toothers ; 
and  especially  as  the  spirit  and  design  of 
Christianity  are  benevolent,  and  a  profba. 
sion  of  religion  is  equivalent  to  enrolling 
the  name  as  a  promoter  of  all  good  objects 
— therefore, 

**  Resolved — 1.  That  the  claima  of  hu- 
mane  and  pious  enterprises  to  our  co-ope- 
ration and  prayers  are  hereby  recognised 
as  binding  on  this  church  and  congrega- 
tion ;  the  promotion  of  such  enterprisea 
being,  in  our  view,  not  merely  praisewor- 
thy,  but  indispensable,  and  not  to  be  neg- 
lected  without  incurring  great  guilt. 

**  Resolved — 2.  That  our  convictions  of 
duty  do  not  permit  us  to  leave  the  cause 
of  benevolence  to  be  only  occas'tonally 
and  incidentally  presented,  but  constrain 
us  to  act  systematically,  and  to  incorpo. 
rate  it  as  a  part  of  our  business  anfl  ^uty 
as  Christians.^ 

In  the  spirit  of  the  above  resolutions 
that  church  has  .gone  on,  every  ye«x  VDLf- 
creasing   its    cou\xibxi^oiii«  lAii  \A 
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amount  altogother  surpriaini^  to  many 
richer  societies  by  which  it  is  surrounded. 
The  secret  is,  it  has  a  time  for  each  ohject, 
and  each  object  in  it»  time.  For  instance,  in 
January,  Home  Missions  is  the  caust;  pre. 
Rented.  Early  in  the  month,  a  committee 
ofthree  persons,  who  uro  made  responsible 
for  the  care  of  this  business,  cause  the  sub. 
ject  to  be  brought  before  the  congregation, 
by  an  agent,  if  one  can  bo  had,  if  not,  by 
the  pastor.  They  then  carry  the  subscrip. 
tion  through  the  whole  congregation,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  month  all  is  collected 
and  paid  over  to  the  Parent  Society.  As 
a  consequence,  there  is  almost  nothing 
for  an  ag^iit  to  do — and  whether  there  be 
an  agent  or  not,  the  work  is  done. 

Systematic  contribution  is  beginning  to 
l>e  viewed  not  only  as  desirable^  but  as 
practicable.     The  following  extracts  are 
from  a  correspondent  of  the   Boston  Re- 
corder. 

**  In  some  of  the  Connecticut  churches 
the  business  of  periodical  collection  w 
carried  to  an  extent  which  I  fear  would 
cause  uneasiness  among  some  of  our 
evang^ical  professors.  What  would  some 
Christians  in  Massachusetts  say  to  h;  ving 
a  faithful  collector  call  ui>on  them  r.,re  in 
six  weeks  through  the  year^  in  niuMt  in- 
stances af\er  a  warm-hearted  appeal  on 
the  preceding  Sabbath,  from  the  pastor, 
concerning  the  particular  branch  of  cha- 
rity to  be  presented  thak  week  ?  Yet  in 
at  leas^  one  consociation  this  is  done — 
and  done  punctually  and  faithfully — be- 
sides the  Monthly  Concert  contribution, 
and  other  occasional  calls.  The  result  is, 
that  these  churches  are  to  be  depended  on^ 
for  their  proportion  of  the  means  of  filling 
tiie  earth  with  the  glory  of  (jod.  If  an 
auKiliary  resolves  to  double  its  subscrip- 
lioiis,  each  association  knows  its  proper- 
tion,  and  each  collector  his  duty, — and 
the  thing  is  done,  instead  of  evaporating 
in  speeches  and  pledges.  One  unxiliary, 
in  a  rough  and  unpromising  section  of  the 
state,  finding  their  annuul  contribution 
for  Foreign  Alissions  to  be  but  five  hun- 
dred  dollars,  instead  of  six  hundred  as 
usual,  determined  to  make  up  the  lacking 
hundred  and  go  the  next  year  to  seven 
hundred.  Thirty  dollars  were  given  on 
the  spot,  and  the  delegates  went  home, 
charged  with  theduty  of  seeing  their  pro. 
portion  of  the  remaimn)^  a^veivV's  ^^'^^Y 
tor  the  treaiuiQT  wiihxn  a  ueek.  KivovV^iT  N\  vCv^w  O^vka:'' 
auziliarj  molved  a  yemi  ago,  Vo  do\i\>\%\\ 


their  subscription.  They  had  given  sersD 
hundred  dollars.  The  past  year  they  gave 
sixteen  hundred  ;  thus  going  beyond  their 
pledge  by  nearly  one  third  of  their  for- 
mer amount. 

*'  Nor  should  I  omit  to  give  my  tcstimo. 
ny  to  the  good  spirit  and  useful  example 
of  the  ministers  in  our  sister  state  on  this 
score.     Those  whom  I  saw  were  not  ge. 
nerally  the  pastors  of  large  parishes,  or 
having     largo     salaries.       Indeed,    the 
churches  in   Connecticut,  if  we  excepC 
those  in  the  river  towns,  and  in  thelarg^er 
places  on  the  Sound,  are  generally  small- 
er,  and   possess  less  pecuniary    ability, 
than  is  ot\en  supposed — at  least  tbao  I 
had  supposed.    In  Tolland  and  Windhtm 
counties,  for  example,  the  congregatioaf 
are  almost  without  exception  small.  Ths 
towns  are  much  sulnlivided.    In  one  torn 
in    Windham    county,    containing  aboat 
!2500  inhabitants,  I  found  nine  houses  of 
worship,  four  of  which  are  owned  hy  or* 
tliodox  Coni^regationalists.     Add  to  this 
tli(*  disadvantages  of  a  hard  soil,  andjoa 
will  readily  sec  that  w^hat  is  done  forfo. 
reign  objects  must  bo  done  with  patient 
and  wise  effort.     This  the  dear  brctbren 
in  the  ministry  are  willing  to  make,  and 
from  their  small  salaries  they  give  to  the 
Lord  sums  which  might  shame  the  avtri. 
cious  and  the  selfish  in  the  church  of  God. 
They   also   preach  upon  .the  subject  of 
Ciirihlian  benevolence   in  a  strain  of  ear- 
nestnesH,    and   with  a  frequency,  %»hich 
causes  it  to  Ite  regarded  not  as  a  strong 
thing,  but  an  an  every-day  business  to th« 
Chrihtian.     Said  one,  (who,  as  1  learned, 
with  a  small  salary  and  a  large  foiiiilji 
gives  more  than  iiiany  wealthy  profewor*.) 
at  one  of  the  meetings  which  I  attended: 
*  You   have   all  observed,    my  brellirfn, 
that  those  heads  of  families  whom  ii*^ 
has  blessed  with  numerous  childret.  are 
not  less  prosperous,   and   generally  '-lore 
so,  than  those  who  have  few  or  nom.  It 
may  be  accounted  for  in   this  wny   lh< 
former,  knowing  that  their  n«rt«ar./ ex- 
penses arc  lttr;jrc  and  increasing, avuil*"*- 
uecctiftary  ones  ;  but  the  latter,  beiii;j  ■'«^'"- 
polled  t(»   no  huch  sy^^temalic  econ-'inj' 
remain  j>oor,  while  their  ncighbuuri«,  wil^i 
many  mouths  to  fill,  thrive  in  the  w>rl(l-

She  wept  not,  however;  she  complained 
not ;  she  made  no  apologies.  There 
was  an  imposing  dignity,  and  an  at- 
tractive sweetness  in  all  her  move- 
ments. I  could  have  gazed  for  ever, 
as  I  then  thought,  on  the  brieht  bril- 
liancy of  her  eye,  swimming  in  a  tear 
of  joy,  as  it  looked  up,  forgetting  all 
things  else,  to  where  her  infant  Was  an 
angpU 

There  lay  the  corpse,  dtessed  in  its 
clean  white  linen,  brought  too  from  the 
scenes  of  former  plenty,  which  remind- 
ed us  of  the  garments  of  the  redeemed 
in  heaven.  It  was  an  infant  skeleton, 
whose  sunken  eyes,  and  little  at- 
tenuated limbp,  proclaimed  the  unna- 
tural famine  through  which  it  had 
passed  into  eternity ;  and  thore  were 
two  other  children  on  the  naked  floor, 
shivering  with  the  ague.  We  wept 
and  prayed,  and  went  to  the  place  of 
burial.  The  mother,  feeble  as  she 
was,  accompanied  us  to  the  grave,  and 
assisted  my  wile  in  bearing  the  corpse, 
as  I  drove  the  horse.  Only  four  of  us 
constituted  the  funeral  processioii. 
There,  among  the  forest  oaks,  under 
the  eye  of  God,  we  placed  the  little 
one  ill  the  ground,  and  covered  it  over 
for  the  judgment  day.  One  long  deep

bowed  my  knees  in  prayer,  but  all  with* 
out  gainiRg  any  relief.  1  now  pereeive 
the  caufe  of  my  dnapMnotment  waii 
that  the  only  motive  of  all  these  ser- 
vices, was  to  woriTout  a  righteousnen 
of  my  own — that  1  might  bring  a  sacri- 
fice, upon  which  I  could  **bia  the  Al- 
mighty look  and  be  satisfied."

PRAYEA   rUR   UOMK   MISSION!. 

In  articles  adapted  to  the  ^*MonUily  Concert  ofProjfm^**  our  atteotion  haa 
K«ually  been  directed  especially  to  the  interests  of  Foreign  Missioiia.    We 
neet  on  these  occasions  to  pray  fur  the  conversion  of  the  world,  and  the  wants 
.nd  miseries  and  eternal  destinies  of  six  hundred  millions  of  heathens  irresist- 
bly   rush  upon  tlie  mind.    These,  in  the  darkness  of  their  habitations,  and  the 
tlindiiess  of  their  devotion  to  idols,  are  the  farthest  removed    from  the  li^ht  of 
lie,  an4  their  remoteness  from  all  existing  centres  of  sanctifying  infloence, 
•eems  to  indicate  that  they  will  probably  be  the  last  to  be  subdued  by  the  con- 
Luests  of  grace.     When,  therefore,   we  contemplate  the  conversion  of  the 
oholc  worlds  our  minds  fasten  with  peculiar  interest  and  solicitude  upon  these 
Promised  and  ultimate  trophies  of  the  Redeemer's  universal  victory.    The  con- 
idencc  of  our  faith  is  that  when  he  shall  have  the  heaUien/or  hit  inheritance^ 
very  part  of  the  earth  wiQ  be  his  possession.     It  is  proper,  therefore,  that  the 
:  on  version  of  the  heathen  should  be  first  in  our  thoughts  when  we  pray,  becaifse 
his  involves  the  universal  accomplishment  of  the  Saviour's  purposes  of  mercy. 
Vhia  is  the  grand  end  and  aim  of  the  Christian  profession,    fiat  in  execution, 
or  attainment,  tho  meanM  must  necessarily  precede  the  en^.     That  end  is  glotr 
nulls,  but  it  is  afar  ofT.     Mountains  are  piled  and  oceans  spread  between  us 
and  its  attainment.    We  cannot,  therefore,  leap  at  once,  to  the  conclusion  of  aU 
the  labours  involved  in  our  profession.     These  labours  must  be  ferjbrmedy  an^ 
that  glorious  end^  though  it  be  first  and  brightest  in  our  thoughts  and  desires, 
and  though  it  present  the  most  commanding  motive  to  action,  must  neveisthen 
less,  be  last  in  execution,  and  be  reached  by  a  long  succession  of  stepsf  bring- 
ing as  nearer  and  nearer  to  its  attainment.     Thus  the  traveller  reaches  the  end 
of  his  journey.     It  is  the  Icut  step,  and  that  only,  which  attains  his  otiject. 
Thus  the  builder  erects  his  edifice,  by  stone  upon  stone,  aod  it  is  only  the  top 
stone  thereof  that  he  can  bring  forth  with  rejoicing  in  the  perfection  of  hia 
work.    Thus  too  the  Christian  church  must  build  the  house  of  the  Lord  in  all 
nations.     It  is  only  by  successive  advancements  that  this  glorious  end  is  t9  be 
attained;  and  every  stone  in  the  building  must  be  laid  by  some  maA^^^  ^^»sv«6 
agency  which  God  baa  appo'mied.     When  we  pray,  IherefoT^^tot  VYsa  ^w^^^^'t- 
^on  of  the  world,  we  abould  not  tbrgci  to  supplicate  l\\^  \AeaavD^{*  ^^  ^^  >a."^^\ 
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all  the  subordinate  agencies  by  which  this  is  to  be  effected.  Agencies  now  ex- 
isting and  others  that  are  needed  should  be  brought  in  review,  and  warmly 
urged  before  the  throne.  These  are  the  points  upon  which  the  whole  eoter- 
prisc  rests,  and  if  they  fail,  the  car  of  salvation  will  cease  to  roll. 

Not  the  work  ofp^reijrn  Missions  alone  should  absorb  the  mind  and  n»ove 
the  heart  to  pray,  but  the  labours  of  every  pastor,  and  every  evangeli:»t,\vho  liftf 
up  his  voice  in  Christendom,  and  every  form  of  benevolent  effort,  in  whatever 
part  of  the  earth  it  is  exerted,  should  be  embraced  in  our  supphcations,  and  the 
more  zealously  pleaded  in  proportion  to  its  claims  upon  our  own  agency. 

Fervent  and  effectual  prayer  is  not  only  the  exprcsbion  of  earnest  desire,  but 
it  is  essentially  connected  with  a  deep  feeling  of  personal  responsibility.    Our 
hearts,  therefore,  should  be  most  deeply  interested  in  objects  which  claim  our 
present  personal  efforts.     We  desire  the   conversion  of  the  world.     But  how 
shall  we  promote  it  ?  How  so  effectually  as  by  doing,  w  itii  our  might,  what  our 
hands  ftnd  to  do  ?  While  all  should  labour  for  the  good  oi'tho  whole,  eaciiinci- 
viduol  is  bound  to  assume  that  portion  of  tho  work  which  is  most  convenient, 
and  to  which  his  talents  and  relations  are  best  adapted.     And  in  regard  to 
whatever  should  engage  our  labours,  it  is  our  duty  to  ])ray.     It  is  therefore  di- 
rectly promotive  of  the  high  and  largo  design   of  tnc  Montlily   Concert,  ior 
Christians  to  pray  for  revivals  of  religion  in  the  churciies  to  which  they   be- 
long, and  the  conversion  of  souls  in  the  latid  where  tiicy  dwell.     These  are  Xin^ 
fields  upon  which  a  wise  Providence  has  planted  them,  and  which   furnieh  the 
readiest  and  the  happiest  facilities  for  the  exertion  of  an  immediate  personal  in- 
fluence upon  the  advancement  of  that  cause  which  is  destined  to  subdue  the 
whole  world  to  the  obedience  of  ('hrist.     In  the  present  state  of  the  world  and 
of  the  church,  few  comparatively  can  be  sjMired  to  labour  portonuUy  among  the 
heathen.     But  to  the  friends  of  the  Redeemer  iji  nominally  Christian  countne^'i 
the  field  is  open  and  inviting.     Here  no  ocean  is  to  be  traversed,  no  new  lan- 
guage to  be  acquired,  but  each  in  his  own  neighbourhood,  in  his  own  city,  in  his 
own  state  or   nation,  and  in   his   own  tongue,  may  enter  at   once  upou  tho 
work. 

On  considerations  hke  these  we  found  our  appeal  to  tiie  frie  nds  of  mission*:. 
to  pray  for  the  blessing  of  God,  and  the  outpouring  of  liis  Spirit,  upon  nominal 
Christendom.  Jerusalem  must  be  enlarged  before  she  can  become  the  joy  ot'thc 
whole  earth.  Christendom  needs  to  bo  cfirutianizeti  before  the  light  of  her  ex- 
ample can  be  expected  to  act  with  desirable  ellect  upon  the  liealhen,  and*MliC 
spirit  of  missions  must  evangelize  the  church,  before  the  church  will  be  pre- 
pared to  evangelize  the  world."  The  conversion,  then,  of  a  nominally  Christian 
country,  though  it  be  a  less  work  than  that  which  lies  beyond  it,  the  conversion 
of  all  nations,  may  yet  present  stronger  claims  to  the  present  exertions  and 
prayers  of  its  Christian  inhabitants,  because,  as  a  means  to  an  end,  it  may  be 
indispensable,  and  while  the  former  is  neglected  the  latter   cannot  be  attained. 

In  this  view  of  the  relations  of  the  church  to  the  world,  the  importance  of 
iJomc  Missions  in  this  country  cannot  be  too  highly  regarded.  And  yet  in  the

His  church  consiitt  of  300 
members ;  there  are  not  far  from  900  ehil- 
dron  in  the  different  Sabbath  schoola  con. 

He  had  previous, 
ly  given  me  a  warm  invitation  to  spend  ^ 
Sabbath  with  him  as  I  passed  through  thaP 
region,  and  the   opportunity  I  emoraced 
with  the  greatest  pleasure.     For  the  tim€ 
hting  I  laid  aside  your  commission,  and  he 
gave  roe  one  to  aet  for  the  A.  B.,  so  I  preach- 
ed to  his  people  on  the   great  principle* 
of  benevolence.

REUARKS  ON   TIIE   LABOURS  OF  TIIK  REV.  MR. 
SAOD,  AT  FARMINGTON  AND  VXCINITT. 

I  spent  a  Sabbath  with  Br.  Sadd  at  Farm. 
ington,  preached  five  times,  and  delivered 
one  temperance  and  one  missionary  ad. 
dress.  He  is  much  encouraged  in  hia  la- 
hours.  He  very  wisely  took  strong  hold  of 
the  temperance  cause,  and  it  has  made 
cheering  advances.  A  man,  with  whom 
I  spent  a  night  on  my  way  there,  told  me 
that  Farmington  was  **  the  most  temperate 
place  he  ever  saw"  But  iu  all  such  places 
the  missionary,  at  the  outset,  has  to  toil 
on  in  the  midst  of  so  many  obstacles  and 
discouragements  that  he  needs  all  the  pa. 
tionco  and  firmness  of  nerve  that  fall  to 
the  lot  of  poor  human  nature,  and  then  he 
will  sink,  without  large  measures  of  the 
grace  of  God.

Jubilee  Ive/iflMii,  of  Warner,  N.  u., 
to  go  to  Milboume  and  vicinity.  If  they 
were  already  on  the  ground,  and  with 
people  able  to  do  som^hing,  we  should 
not  hesitate  to  aasume  the  responsibility 
of  giving  them  the  remainder  of  their  sup. 
port.  But  for  the  reasons  given  above,  the 
expense  will  be  more  than  we  can  well  sua. 
tain,  without  some  help. 

We  calculate,  that  if  we  should  give 
each  one  a  commission  for  three  months, 
and  for  that  timd  assume  the  whole  re.

RESULTS  OP  FIVE  TEARS  IN  HOMESBAUL 

Your  efforts  to  plant  the  Gospel  in  Um 
village  have  not  been  in  vain.  Five  ysin 
affo  1  formed,  or  rather  organiiod  Um 
church ;  five  male,  and  four  mmsle  msB- 
hers  composed  the  whole  number.  Wci  li 
once,  established  a  Sabbath  School,  Tsa- 

g trance  Society,  Tract  Society,  and  Bibh 
ociety,  all  which  have  increaaed  in  bob- 
hers  and  influence  from  that  time  till  tki 
present.  Weekly  prayer  meetings  ban 
also  been  regularly  sustained — and  our  lit* 
tie  church  has  grown  and  flourished  beyond 
our  expectstions. 

There  have  been  added  within  five  years, 
fifly.one  by  profession,  end  fortyuine  bf 
letters  from  other  churchea.  Ourvillaget 
for  the  first  two  years,  remained  very 
small,  scarcely  a  dozen  families  in  tlM 
whole  congregation ;  snd,  as  the  vilUge 
increased  a  little,  there  were  churches  of 
other  denominations  formed,  so  that  oor 
particular  society  has  remained  small. 
When  we  consider,  however,  how  greatly 
the  Lord  has  blessed  us,  in  all  onr  effbrtf 
for  his  cause  here,  wo  are  encouraged  U> 
go  forward  and  praise  him  for  hia  free  and 
sovereign  grace. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

CATHOLIC  SEMINAaiES  IX  MXSeoURI. 

The  following  is  from  a  correspoDdeot 
in  Missouri,  whose  statements  are  woribj 
of  entire  confidence.  Surely  it  is  time  for 
Protestants  to  ponder  these  things  in  their 
hearts,  and  awake  to  thespiritau  inteiettt 
of  the  great  West. 

**  In  Perry  county,  Missouri,  is  the  Ca- 
tholic seminary,  or  rather  cluster  of  semi- 
naries, called  *»  St,  Mary't."  The  whole 
consists  of  a  collegiate  department,  a  de. 
partment  for  those  who  are  to  enter  the 
priesthood,  and  a  convent  abont  one  femth 
of  a  mile  from  the  other  buildings.  In 
the  college,  there  are  abont  130  pupils; 
in  the  seminary,  about  20 ;  and  in  the 
convent  ftnd  female  school,   30  or  35.

They  aro  starting  another  establishment 
a  few  miles  from  PerryTiUe.  Wherever 
they  find  an  orphan  girl  about  the  coun- 
try, they  take  her  up  and  educate  her  * — 
and,  generally,  her  adherence  to  them  may 
be  conaidered  sure.  A  lady  told  me  with 
tears,  of  the  conFersion  of  one  sister  to 
the  Catholic  faith,  as  the  result  of  her  hav. 
InfiT  been  sent  to  the  convent,  while  two 
others  had  received  such  a  bias  that  way, 
that  she  now  trembles  for  them.  A  fami. 
ly  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  seminary, 
offer  to  faoani  a  Protestant  female  teacher 
gratuitously,  for  one  year,  provided  any 
•ociety  will  make  up  the  remainder  of  her 
aupport,  that  she  may  teach  a  free  school. 

The  Catholic  sister  said  to  one  of  the 
others,  that  if  she  refused  to  come  into  the 
Mother  Church,  the  blood  of  her  soul 
^(vould  fall  upon  her  own  head.  I  was  told, 
that  they  teach  at  this  seminary,  that  it  is 
right  to  tell  a  lie  in  order  to  make  proee- 
lytet.  It  was  also  stated,  that  a  large 
majority  of  the  Protestant  females  who 
attend  that  school  become  Catholics.  Six 
eases  were  mentioned,  that  had  occurred 
within  a  single  year.  Before  these  indi. 
Tidaals  went  there,  the  declaration  was 
eolemnly  made,  that  no  influence  would 
be  used  to  make  them  Catholics ;  but  in 
Ihe  face  of  this  declaration,  no  means  had 
been  left  untried  to  bring  them  over  to 
^at  faith. 

CATIIOUC  MIRACLES. 

The  priests  make  pretensions  to  the 
power  of  working  miracles ;  even  Mother 
Benedicta,  at  this  convent,  is  said  to  have 
sprinkled  some  holy  water  at  night  on  a 
bed  of  peas  that  had  almost  been  devoured 
by  insects,  and  in  the  morning  the  insects 
were  dead  and  the  peas  restored  to  their 
natural  freshness  and  vigour ;  and  this  is 
xelated  to  the  scholars  as  a  miracle. 

The  following  ridiculous  story  is  circola. 
ted  among  the  scholars  as  an  undoubted 


fact:  That  after  Francis  Zavler  had  been 
seated  in  a  church  for  some  centuries,  where 
the  breath  left  the  body,which  still  retained 
all  the  freshness  of  life,  the  Pope  sent  to 
have  that  right  arm,  which  had  baptiied  so 
many,  cut  off  and  taken  to  Rome.  But 
the  instruments  shrunk  back  and  refused 
to  perform  their  office.  The  Pope  then 
sent  a  letter  to  the  dead  body,  and  it  was 
read  in  its  hearing,  when  at  once  it  stretch- 
ed out  its  right  arm,  which  was  then  cut 
off  and  sent  to  Rome  !

He 
rented  two  acres  of  good  land  last  spring 
to  a  neighbour,  for  half  the  crop,  and  when 
it  was  gathered,  transported  it  to  town, 
and  was  selling  it  for  thirty.one  and  a 
fourth  cents  per  bushel,  and  told  me  that 
he  designed  to  subscribe  95f00  in  addition 
to  this  donation. 

Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  ask  vour 
subscribsrs  if  there  are  not  some  hundreds 
of  farmers  in  this  fertile  country,  who  can 
devote  a  few  of  their  acres  the  coming  year 
to  the  same  object,  and  thus  pour  thou- 
sands into  our  treasury,  next  autumn,  to 
aid  in  the  supply  of  the  destitute  churches 
in  the  West. 

The  Lord  is  smiling  open  us,  and  giving 
us  success.  One  whole  church,  the  other 
day,  subscribed  9^0,  which  was  about 
94,00  each,  to  this  one  object.  The  gold 
and  silver  are  the  Lord's,  and  blessed  be 
his  name,  that  he  is  opening  the  hearts  of 
his  people,  to  contribute  it  tor  the  further- 
ance  of  the  Gospel.

"  Do  you  eee  the  end  of  that  coffin, 
there?*'  asked  the  venerable  sexton, 
•c  we  stood  by  the  large  opened  vault 

of  the Presbyterian  Church.    *«  It 

is  William  H's.  I  have  removed  it 
near  the  door,  that  I  may  alwa;f8  see  it 
when  I  go  down.  Precious  dust  is  that." 

The  partiality  of  our  sexton  for 
William  H.  is  not  singular.  A  large 
number  of  the  church  and  congrega- 
tion remembered  him  with  the  same 
affectionate  interest.  The  whisper 
often  goes  round  with  painful  satisfac- 
tion, on  our  repeated  visits  to  the 
bouse  appointed  for  all  living,  "  that 
is  William' t  coffin.*' 

It  is  now  almost  seven  ;^ears  since 
William,  then  a  youth  of  sixteen,  be- 
came a  teacher  in  our  Sabbath  School. 
He  had  been  apprenticed  ae  a  mechanic. 
It  was  his  privilege  to  have  from  in- 
fancy the  prayers  and  instructions  of 
n  pious  parent ;  but  as  yet  he  had  not 
learned  by  the  grace  of  God  to  appre- 
ciate their  value,  though  his  amiable 
manners  and  good  moral  character 
even  then  evinced  tliat  his  Christian 
training  was  not  lost  upon  him.  His 
connexion  with  the  Sabbath  School 
introduced  him  to  a  circle  of  pious 
companions,  who  appear  from  the  flrc^t 
to  have  enjoyed  his  affectionate  con- 
fidence. It  was  on  occasion  of  a  New- 
Year*s  lecture,  preached  to  the  youth 
of  the  congregation,  that  William 
received  his  first  ponnanent  religions 
impressions.  The  subject  of  the  lec- 
ture was  David's  advice  to  Solomon, 
recorded  in  1  Chron.  xxviii.  9. — which 
William  made  up  his  mind  jprayer fully 
to  follow*.  Nor  was  he  left  to  draw 
back  from  this  purpose.  A  tier  a  few 
weeks  of  painful  anxiety  to  secure  his 
salvation,  he  began  to  exhibit  good 
evidence  of  having  experienced  the 
new  birth;  and  afler  a  suitable  time, 
waB  admitted  to  make  a  public  profes- 
fiion  of  his  faith  in  Christ. 


William  had  not  received  an  expen- 
sive education.  He  noBflessed  not  the 
advantages  of  wealth,  or  superior 
talents.  It  might  naturally  have  been 
asked,  what  can  this  poor  hoy  do,  with 
such  slender  resources,  to  benefit  his 
fellow  men  ?  But  he  had  a  mind  to 
work  for  God,  and  the  Sabbath  School 
aiSbrded  him  precisely  the  field  which 
he  desired ;  he  became  a  regular  and 
active  member  of  the  teachers'  prajrer 
meeting.  Nor  was  he  long  in  distin- 
guishing himself  as  a  teacher.  Always 
at  his  post,  during  the  hours  of  instruc- 
tion,  and  in  their  meetings  for  business 
and  prayer,  be  soon  acquired  a  practi- 
cal knowledge  of  the  system  and  eco- 
nomy of  the  school,  whicn  rendered  him 
competent  to  any  service.  The  secret 
of  his  success  is  doubtless  to  be  found 
in  the  singleness  of  heart  with  which 
William  devoted  himself  to  this  depart- 
ment of  Christian  benevolence.  He 
manifested  no  apathy  to  other  pious 
enterprises.  1  never  observed  that  he 
was  desirous  of  urging  forward  this 
one  to  the  disparagcment'of  any  other ; 
but  in  this  he  seemed  to  have  found  his 
appropriate  sphere  fur  labour,  and  to 
have  rcHolved  to  labour  while  his  day 
should  last. 

From  the  time  of  his  conversion 
till  the  sprinj^  of  1R32,  William  re- 
mained the  active  friend  of  the  Salsbath 
School.  He  had  entertained,  at  one 
time,  some  thoughts  of  (peeking  an 
education  for  the  Christian  ministry. 
The  distant  prospect  of  such  a  work 
evidently  accorded  with  his  feelings : 
he  desired  It  much;  but  evinced  the 
most  jlieerful  submission  to  Provi- 
dence, when  he  was  constrained  to 
,  forego  this  desire.  In  the  mean  time, 
God  was  pleased  to  pour  out  his  Spirit 
upon  the  congregation.  Many  of  the 
children  and  youth,  and  not  a  few  in 
the  Snbbath  Schools,  were  visited  by 
the  saving  influence.  None  laboured 
more  faithfully^  or  with  more  success, 
in  recommending  the  Goa^Vl^  ^VBfe\%^ 
than  did  W  WWa^m  ^,    W  ^'^  ^i\^^\Axv^ 
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[Apbil, 


dissaLisfactioD  among  hits  fellow  teach- 
eni  and  profeasors*  to  say,  that  be  stood 
in  the  very  front  of  the  diligent  and 
acceptable  laymen,  whose  privilege  it 
then  was  to  be  co-workers  with  Christ, 
as  well  as  faithful  helpers  of  their  pas- 
tor. Among  the  converts  were  several 
that  found  employment  in  the  same  shop 
with  William.  Home  were  his  fellow 
apprentices.  V  There  is  good  reason  to 
believe,  that  his  exemplary  deportment 
and  Christian  faithfulness  to  them,  had 
no  small  agency  in  this  blessed  result. 

Tne  time  was  now  approaching, 
when  this  devoted  youth  would  com- 
plete his  apprenticeship.  His  friends 
entertained  high  expectations  of  his 
success  in  the  world  ;  while  those  who 
most  valued  active  piety  and  zeal  for 
God,  saw  in  him  a  future  ornament 
and  pillar  of  the  church.  But  the 
ways  of  Providence  often  contradict 
the  wisdom  of  our  calculations.  Wil- 
liam had  enjoyed  only  one  week  after 
completing  his  minority,  before  he  ex- 
hibited symptomd  of  a  fatal  disease. 
For  some  time  hopes  were  entertained 
of  his  recovery ;  but  no  means  availed 
to  eradicate  his  complaint,  which,  af- 
ter a  short  time,  settled  down  in  a  fa- 
ta) consumption.  The  grief  occasion- 
ed among  his  family  and  nearest 
friends,  on  this  unexpected  change  in 
his  prospects,  cannot  be  easily  descri- 
bed. He  alone  of  all  remained  perfect- 
ly calm  and  cheerfiil.  He  had  not 
been  slow  to  understand  the  nature  of 
his  disease  ;  nor  did  he  take  any  pains 
to  conceal  from  himself  or  others  the 
probable  result.  It  seemed  but  his 
one  desire  to  improve  the  time  which 
yet  remained  to  him  for  doing  good 
unto  all.  tJis  heart  was  still  in  his  be- 
loved Sabbath  School.  To  that  he 
resorted  every  Sabbath  while  he  had 
strength,  and  long  after  his  emaciated 
form  and  hollow  voice  excited  the  most 
serious  apprehensions  for  the  conse- 
quence of  his  efforts. 

•*  There  is  one  thing,"  said  he  to  his 
friends,  *«  that  must  be  done.  I  feel  as 
if  I  could  not  die  in  peace  without  see- 
ing the  room  back  of  the  lecture 
room  fitted  up  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  infant  Sabbath  School."  He 
net  immediately  about  the  work ;  and 
in  a  few  days  the  conecnl  o?  \\\e  Vt\»- 
iePB  wan  obtained,  the  mutentV*  ^t 


chased,  and  staging  erected  accordiiig 
to  his  wish.    It  waa  truly  afieeting  to 

see  the  interest  with  which  he  watch- 
ed its  completion.  Still  it  remained  to 
perfect  the  organization  of  the  Infant 
School.  And  though  unable  to  set  up 
more  than  a  small  portion  of  the  time, 
he  undertook  to  make  out  for  it  a  more 
regular  and  perfect  catalogue  of  the 
names.  The  number  was  large,  bot 
he  contrived  to  husband  his  strength, 
so  that  with  much  labour  and  exhaus- 
tion he  accomplished  his  design.  The 
catalogue  was  finished.  He  saidy  aa  be 
gave  it  to  his  sister,  ^*  I  have  now  done 
my  last  work." 

I  have  stated  that  William  waa  dim 
and  cheerful  in  prospect  of  hia  deatb> 
His  religion  had  from  the  first  parta- 
ken largely  of  the  benevolent  spirit  of 
doing  good.  Accordingly,  he  main- 
tained a  walk  singularly  consistent  with 
his  holy  profession  ;  and  while  he  was 
often  heard  to  condemn  his  unfaithful- 
ness, never  appeared  to  lose,  in  any 
considerable  degree,  his  zeal  for  Christ, 
nor  to  fall  into  painful  doubts  respect- 
ing his  spiritual  state.  Hi«  course  wu 
steadily  onward  in  the  way  of  life. 
When  I  made  my  first  mquiries  re- 
specting his  hope  of  heaven,  in  view 
of  his  probable  decease,  he  replied,  '<! 
feel  that  I  am  a  great  sinner,  and  des- 
titute of  all  merits  in  myself,  but  he  is 
faithful  that  has  promised  ;  and  I  think 
*  I  know  in  whom  I  have  believed.' " 
He  conversed  freely  with  his  friendi 
on  the  subject  of  his  dissolution.  Ho 
one  heard  him  express  any  complaint, 
or  let  fall  a  murmuring  word.  He  evi- 
dently had  no  fears  of  dying.  When 
his  last  hours  arrived,  all  waa  peace; 
so  that  it  can  be  said  of  him  that  be 
fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  and  has  left  the 
impression  on  ever^  mind,  that  where 
Jesus  now  is,  there  is  his  servant  also. 
Such  is  a  brief  narrative  of  the  Cbrii- 
tian  course  of  him  whose  memory  is  as- 
sociated in  the  mind  of  many  with  the 
prosperity  of  one  of  the  largest  Sabbath 
Schools  in  our  land.  It  may  serve  to 
illustrate  the  manner  in  which  hum- 
ble individuals,  without  pecuniary 
means,  or  other  considevable  resour- 
ces, without  even  the  advantages  of 
experience,  can  render  themselves  ex-

**  I  should  be  glad,"  said  an  anxious 
and  pious  mother  to  me,  *^  if  you  would 
have  a  conversation  with  my  son  on 
Che  subject  of  religion."  *•  Why  eo  ?" 
I  inquired.  •*  Because,*'  she  replied, 
**  he  appears  to  be  getting  into  a  strange 
and  dangcrpus  way.  He  has  always, 
till  now,  preserved  the  character  of  an 
industrious,  amiable,  and  moral  young 
man.  He  has  enjoyed  good  opportu- 
nity for  learninff,  and  is  fond  of  read- 
ing ;  but  of  late  he  has  taken  to  attend- 
ing infidel  meetings,  is  becoming  full  of 
new  notions,  and  very  positive  iu  them. 
W9re  some  one  to  converse  with  him, 
who  knows  more  than  himself,  it  might 
poflsibly  do  him  good.  His  aunt  and  I 
have  done  what  we  could,  but  we  seem 
to  have  little  or  no  influence  with  him." 

Such  a  request  from  a  motlier,  seemed 
to  claim  my  immediate  attention.  I  men- 
tioned the  time  when  I  would  meet  her 
■on,  and  have,  if  agreeable  to  him,  the 
conversation  she  proposed.  The  hour 
arrived,  and  I  was  enabled  to  fulfil  my 
appointment.  A  short  time  afler  my 
arrival  at  the  house  of  the  good  woman, 
her  son  came  in,  with  a  book  in  his 
hand,  which  he  had  just  procured  from 
a  public  library.  He  did  not  seem  in 
any  way  averse  to  the  interview.  The 
conversation  commenced  with  the  cha- 
racter of  the  history  he  had  procured, 
and  led,  not  unnaturally^  to  some  re- 
marks on  the  value  of  real,  practical 
knowledge  above  fiction.  Something 
was  also  added,  respecting  the  compa- 
rative importance  of  the  information 
afforded  us  in  the  sacred  volume.  At 
this  point,  however,  the  younff  man 
evidently  began  to  demur.  He  was 
asked  whether  he  had  ever  read  the 
^ble  through,  or  even  so  much  of  it  as 
the  New  Testament.  He  answered 
frailly,  that  be  had  not.  *<  Where,"  I 
iaqoiredf  **do  you  attend  church  on 
4he  SMbbMjth  ?"  The  reply  wu  no  IcBB 
Annkf  that  he  went  to  no  religious 


meeting,  but  had  been  accustomed  for 
some  time  back,  to  visit  T—-y  Hall, and 
hear  discutnons  on  the  subject  of  reli« 
gion.  A  doubt  was  expressed  whether 
the  meetings  he  had  named  were  such 
as  became  the  Sabbath,  or  accordedwell 
with  the  subjects  which  were  sometimes 
attempted  to  be  discussed.  He  rephed,* 
that  he  wished  always  to  understand 
both  sides  of  a  question  before  be  made 
up  bis  mind ;  that,  while  he  did  not 
profess  himself  an  infidel,  he  had  his 
doubts,  and  would  not  take  any  thing 
upon  trust.  **  It  seems  then,"  1  ob- 
served, '^  that  your  plan  is,  to  follow  up 
these  meetings  till  you  have  satbfied 
yourself  respecting  the  claims  of  Chris^ 
tisnity  to  be  of  God,  and,  afler  that,  to 
act  in  accordance  with  your  decisions. 
But,  what  if,  in  the  mean  time,  your 
course  should  be  arrested  by  death  ?" 
'*  1  don't  know,"  be  answered^ '«  how 
that  could  be  helped^  It  is  impossible 
to  believe  without  evidence ;  and  I 
must  be  allowed  to  jtidge  for  myself. 
'*  True,"  it  was  replied,  ^  you  must 
have  evidence  that  the  Scriptures  are 
the  word  of  God,  before  you  receive 
them  in  that  character.  My  ft)jection 
to  your  course  is,  that  it  will  not,  proba- 
bly, introduce  you  to  the  evidence  in 
question.  You  acknowledge  that  you 
have  never  read  so  much  as  the  ^Iew 
Testament  through  in  your  life.  Now,- 
it  seems  to  me,  that  instead  of  acting 
the  part  of  true  independence,  and 
judging  for  yourself  in  this  case,  you 
are  actually  giving  np  your  judgment 
to  be  determined  by  these  debaters; 
many  of  whom,  let  me  tell  you,  must 
be  poorly  qualified  for  their  employ- 
ment. What  would  you  think,  for  ex- 
ample, of  the  judge,  who  should  ^o  to 
his  tribunal  without  having  consulted, 
or  even  read  the  law  on  which  his  de- 
cisions were  to  rest,  under  the  impres- 
sion, that  it  would  be  quite  sufficient 
to  know  what  the  counsel  had  to  say 
on  both  sides  ?  Would  this  course  be 
safe  for  him  ?  Would  he  act  with  an 
independence  becoming  his  station?" 
The  bearing  of  these  questions  was 
evidently  seen  and  felt.  My  young 
friend  acknowledged, that  h&  bA.^\i«H«^

propoMd.  I  would  have  you  imme- 
diatflly  commence  the  Rtudy  of  theBible, 
begimiiD^  with  the  New  Testoment, 
with  the  object  of  forming  your  own 
opinion  of  its  contents.  \  ou  have  no 
necessity  to  feather  up  an  opinion  upon 
trust.  It  is  not  the  method  you  would 
pursue  in  judging  of  the  history  which  ; 
which  lies  before  you,  or  of  any  other  i 
book.  No  more  should  you  decide, 
either  for  the  Bible  or  against  it,  upon 
such  uncertain  evidence.  Rather  in- 
veHigale  with  all  care,  implore  wisdom 
from  God,  and  decide  as  becomes  a 
man  who  is  not  afraid  of  the  truth.  I 
am  aware  that  infidels  and  sceptics 
rarely  or  never  pursue  this  course. 
Very  few  of  them  have  a  definite  and 
thorough  acquaintance  with  the  claims 
of  revealed  religion.  But  I  do  very  much 
doubt  the  honesty  of  thus  condenming 
what  they  have  never  read,  and  cer- 
tainly cannot  understand.  You  would 
not  consider  yourself  warranted  in  pas- 
sing such  judgments  on  any  booa  or 
subject,  and  f  hope  will  not  follow 
their  example." 

Such  &  the  substance  of  a  conversa- 
tion, which  appeared  to  have  a  good 
impression  on  the  mind  of  a  respecta- 
ble and  promising  young  man.  It  re- 
sulted in  the  assurance,  on  his  part, 
that  he  would  follow  the  advice  which 
had  been  suggested.  1  have  since 
learned,  that  his  attention  hact  actually 
been  diverted  from  those  discussions 
by  which  he  was  likely  to  find  his  per- 
plexities and  scepticism  increased,  to 
those  more  appropriate  instructions 
which  are  connected  no  less  with  manly 
virtue  than  with  true  religion.       W.

These  remarks  are  applicable  to  newspapets  and 
other  periodicals  devoted  to  the  circulation  of  intelligence  of  the  same  general 
character.     In  selecting  from  these,  the  choice  of  the  judicious  reader  wiH  bo 
tiirected  to  that  which  contains  the  largest  amount  of  the  most  wisely  selected 
general  intelligence,  and  thid  choice  will  only  be  varied  by  his  personal  interest 
in  the  local  information  furnished  by  other  publications,  nearer  at  hand,  and 
more  conveniently  obtained.    But  there  are  other  periodicals  of  a  less  mis* 
cellaneous   character  which  occupy  exclusively  their  appropriate  fields,  and 
through  which  alone  the  full  amount  of  the  information  which  they  contain  is 
to  be  derived.     Each  of  these  is  devoted  to  a  single  specific  object,  and  the  lack 
of  it  cannot  be  supplied  by  other  papers,  however  excellent^  devoted  to  general 
intelligence.   None,  therefore,  who  desire  to  possess  connected  histories  of  these 
objects,  should  fail  to  procure  the  periodicals  which  afe  especially  desigaed  to 
promote  them.     Here  there  is  no  alternative  for  those  who  would  be  duly  in* 
formed  in  relation  to  the  objects  proposed.     Of  this  description  are  meet  of  the 
publications  conducted  by  our  national  benevolent  societies.    The  '*  MinUmary 
fferaldy**  for  example,  published  by  the  "  American  Board  of  Commiitioners/or 
fbreign  Jlfunoiu"  is  a  work  which  should  be  possessed  and  read  by  every  friend 
of  the  cause  to  which  it  is  devoted.     A  part  of  its  contents,  it  is  true,  is  usually 
copied  into  the  religious  newspapers,  but  its  place  is  far  from  being  supplied  by 
any  of  those  whose  pages  arc  enriched  by  its  various  snd  interesting  intelligence. 
A  similar  distinction  may  be  claimed  for  our  own  publication.     The  Home  Mis- 
sioNART  AND  Am KRicAN  Pastor*s  Journal,"  is  the  ouly  periodical  of  the  kind 
now  published  in  the  United  States.  Like  the  ^Mitaionary  Herald^'  it  is  wholly 
concerned  with  intelligence  derived  through  the  operations  and  correspondence 
of  a  great  benevolent  society,  and  to  American  Christians,  it  would  seem  tiiat  the 
field  from  which  its  pages  are  supplied,  and  the  object  to  which  it  is  devoted^oaa 
not  be  less  interesting.

The  limits  of  our  present  number  will  not  allow  of  an  extended  selection  of 
intelligence.  We  therefore  present  the  following  extracts  from  a  letter,  recently 
received  in  New-York,  from  Rev.  H.  Read,  of  the  American  Mission  to  the 
Mahrattas,  in  India,  dated

Since  I  last  wrote  you,  I  have  had  but  little  else  than  a  tale  of  wo  toteH 
Iso  one  Boouer  than  \o\\Ts«t\?  \\ov\^  ?i\\.  ^^^Ti\ft\s&\K^\.^\\vfc  ^^x^  of  a  miaswa* 
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ary's  af&ictioDs,  or  be  more  ready  to  drop  tbe  tear  of  symiMtthy  into  the  cup  of 
hie  sorrowi.    But  I  wUl  not  put  your  patience  to  the  test.    Sheeta  would  not 
contain,  were  I  to  write  in  detail,  the  more  eerioua  triala  which  we  have  recently 
experienced ;  aach  oa  have  ariaen  from  aickneas,  death,  and  loaaea  by  robbera, 
fire,  and  the  tempeat.    Much  leas  would  a  volume  auffice  to  record  the  ten 
thousand  petty  annoyancea,  perplezitiea,  and  unmentionable  triala,  which  we 
daily  experience  on  account  of  tbo  depravity  and  sordid  auperatition  of  the  people 
aoaon^  whom  we  live.    They  lie,  cheat,  deceive,  ateal,  flatter  you  gioaaly  to 
your  face,  alander  you  without  meicy  behind  your  back ;  are  atrangera  to  grati- 
tude ;  care  for  nothing  but  to  get  your  money ;  believe  any  thing  but  the  truth ; 
worahip  any  thing  but  the  true  Qodi  in  general,  show  not  the  least  inclination 
to  investigate  any  aubject,  either  religious  or  scientific,  whether  it  relate  to  their 
shastera,  or  ours,  that  they  may  know  from  evidence  what  is  true,  and  what 
false.    With  a  very  few  individual  exceptiona,  they  will  not  hear  ua  preach  after 
Che  novelty  and  curioaity  of  the  thing  have  worn  away,  unleaa  they  do  it  aa  a 
condition  of  aervice,  or  in  the  hope  of  getting  aervice.    Our  achool  teachera, 
our  pundits,  and  indeed  all  in  any  way  in  our  aervice,  or  connected  with  ua,  are 
required  aa  a  condition  of  aervice,  to  attend  our  place  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath, 
and  at  other  apecified  times.    The  inmatea  of  the  poor-houae  are  virtually, 
though  not  formally  subject  to  the  same  rules.    They  well  understand  that  we 
expect  them  to  attend.    They  are  fed  from  our  hands,  and  of  course  wish  to 
secure  our  favour.  Several  of  these  poor  creatures  have,  I  trust,  been  savingly 
benetited  by  the  word  of  life  which  they  have  heard,  and  are  now,  we  hope, 
voluntary  hearera.    Thia  account  of  the  matter  materially  comporta  in  general 
with  all  I  have  aeen  and  heard  of  other  atationa.     We  generally  have  more  or 
len  occaaional  hearera  present  at  our  religioua  services.    Some,  seeing  a  col- 
lection of  people,  are  drawn  in  from  curiosity ;  others  have  heard  of  our  new 
doctrine,  and  are  attracted  by  novelty.    Some  will  stand  at  the  door  five  or  ten 
minutes,  and  after  hearing  a  little,  and  talking  to  their  fellows  more,  will  cry 
out,  **  who  knows  any  thing  about  such  matters  I**'  and  will  wag  their  heads,  and 
go  away.  Others  will  come  wiihin,  and  if  they  can  get  the  "  highest  seat,"  will  sit 
with  a  perfect  air  of  indifference,  if  not  contempt,  for  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes ; 
then  walk  out  as  abruptly  as  they  entered.  The  former  are  generally  of  the  lower^ 
the  latter  of  the  higher  castes.     Others  will  sit  during  the  whole  discourse, 
•ometioies  listening  with  apparently  profound  attention ;  sometimes  as  listless 
as  the  mud  walls  that  surround  them.     This  class  of  occasional  hearers  are 
eoraetimes  seen  on  the  second  day.    Thus  you  have  an  imperfect  picture  of  one 
of  our  worshipping  aasemblies.    Those  who  attend  in  compliance  with  our  re- 
gulations, or  08  a  condition  of  service,  are  orderly  during  worahip,  and  comply  with 
our  wishes  as  to  form  in  worship.    They  will  find  excuses  for  abaenting  them- 
selvea,  if  possible.     The  voluntary  hearers  come  and  go,  stand  or  sit,  and  do  as 
they  pleaae,  provided  they  do  not  diaturb  our  worahip,  or  interrupt  the  diacourac. 
They  are,  however,  allowed  to  ask  questions  during  tbe  reading  or  ex^^oaitvcm. 
This  frequently  leads  to  interesting  discussion. 
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As  an  txamfU  cf  Uu  excwet  which  some  of  these  people  will  make  to  avoid 
eoming  to  hear  the  Gospel  preached,  take  the  following :  I  had  a  pUndit  soma 
months  ago»  a  learned  Brahmin,  a  gentleman  Hindoo,  a  priest,  who  pretended 
hit  mind  aoared  «6ovs  every  thing  mean,  and  who  abhorred  lying  and  deceit* 
This  man  had  racked  his  brain  for  weeks  to  invent  excuses  for  not  coming  to 
our  place  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath.    At  one  time,  his  wife  was  sick ;  at  another 
time,  a  friend  from  abroad  had  called  on  him ;  and  again,  some  friend  was  in  dis- 
tress, who  must  be  relieved.  Sometimes  he  succeeded  in  satisfying  me,  sometimes 
I  expressed  suspicion.    At  length  I  told  him  I  believed  he  was  deceiving  me, 
and  I  should  no  longer  receive  excuses  of  this  kind,  without  some  proof  jof  their 
correctness.    The  next  Sabbath  he  was  absent  again.    Immediately  after  tht 
close  of  the  morning  service*  he  came,  with  a  downcast  look,  and  the  very  imagt 
of  grief  sitting  on  his  countenance.    My  heart  softened  into  pity  as  soon  as  I 
beheld  him,  and  before  be  told  his  tale,  I  most  readily,  in  my  heart,  forgave  his 
absence ;  for,  said  I,  poor  man,  you  now  have  lost  your  dearest  friend.    Tbongk 
seareely  able  to  speak  for  grief,  he  said  his  child,  his  4mly  chUd,  his  only,  soh 
WM  dead !    My  conscience  accused  me  of  having  done  violence  to  the  poor 
man's  feelings  in  this  hour  of  distress ;  that  I  had  been  so  rigid  as  to  have  him 
think  that  be  must  come  to  me  to  render  an  excuse  on  the  present  occasion.    Bot 
to  make  amends,  if  possible,  I  took  my  Mahratta  Testamenr,  and  poured  into  bis 
wounded  spirit  the  precious  balm.    He  became  more  composed,  acknowledged 
the  superior  excellence  of  the  sacred  Scriptures  in  affording  comfort  in  the  hour 
of  afSiction,  and  went  away  apparently  calm,  and  grateful  for  the  consolations  I 
had  administered.    After  the  days  of  purification  for  the  dead  had  past,  be  again 
returned  to  service.     I  occasionally  slluded  to  his  affliction  in  that  delicate  man- 
fier  which  the  acuteness  of  his  feelings  seemed  to  require.     For  you  know,  a 
Hindoo  almost  worships  his  male  offspring,  especially  his  only  son.     Months 
passed  away,  and  the  poignancy  of  his  grief  somewhat  abated.     He  would,  how- 
ever, frequently  refer  to  the  sad  catastrophe  with  much  feeling.     Judge  then, 
between  me  and  this  man,  when  I  tell  you,  that  the  child  is  ttiil  a/ttv  and  grow- 
ing up  in  ^|ie  nurture  and  admonition  of  his  parent ! ! !     The  story  was  all  made 
pp,  and  the  grief  all  feigned,  to  avoid  hearing  the  Gospel  but  one  day !

Totent  man,  but  who  ia  beffinning,  only,  to 
recorcr  from  a  atroke  of  frotidonce,  that 
stripped  him  of  oil  bia  property,  lie  has 
been  a  friend,  and  so  much  of  a  support, 
that  were  it  not  for  him,  I  could  not  have 
continued.

Have  seveial 
Sabbath  schools  under  my  eye,  and 
branches  of  the  benevolent  aocieliea.  The 
church  in  this  place  was  formed  of  tis 
members,  about  ^ix  months  before  I  oame 
here.  It  had  ten,  when  I  arrived  ;  it  now 
has  thirty,  and  there  havabeen  aeveralad- 
ditionn  to  the  Salem  church,  which  I  at. 
tend  monthly.  We  have  built,  not  qoila 
completed,  a  brick  meeting. bouse,  flfly- 
Iwo  feet  by  thirty-two.  The  whole  coat 
wilt  he  about  |I600.  Abaat  half  tliia 
amount  is  railed  amengua.and  our  lUaiida 
around  ua.  Our  prospactt  are  better  than 
they  ever  have  been  ;  and  growin*  sUU 
better.  The  eipenaea  of  tbe  houae,  and 
other  embarrassmenla,  render  our  church 
unable  to  do  but  little  for  me  at  present. 
All  the  members  of  the  church  eioeptfonr 
families,  live  out  of  town,  though  the  sen- 
timents of  many  of  the  most  intelligent 
rcaidenta  here  are  with  ut.  My  expenses, 
smce  1  came  here,  have  been  nearly  two 
hundred  dollars  out  of  pocket.  You  sea 
1  cannot  live  so.  And  my  mind  is  made 
up  (hat  unless  I  can  get  sid,  /  mud  leave 
i-o/Mi,  a«rf  ihi  ttale  of  Mi,«,uTi.  I  have 
lorhorne,  because  I  have  been  very  un- 
willing Ihua  to  write.  But  the  allerna. 
live  la  of  a  character,  I  auppase,  (hat 
ought  to  he  known.  I  am  willing  to  live, 
and  labour,  and  die  in  Missouri,  bul  I  am 
not  willingto  be  in  debt, without  (he means 
or  prospect  of  paying.  I  love  my  people, 
and  I  believe  (hey  love  me  ;  and  if  I  ahould 
remain,  I  believe  in  the  course  ofa  very 
few  years,  thoy  will  not  need  or  ask  the 
aid  of  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  or  any  other  ao.

LABOURER!  WA!fTKD. 

Since  my  la«t  I  have  viaited  a  number 
of  destitute  churchea  in  the  ac'joining 
counties.  It  is  by  no  means  difficult  to 
find  places  where  ministen;  are  needed ; 
nor  is  it  difficult  to  secure  the  means,  in 
part,  for  their  support.  Two  are  impe. 
riuusly  needed  in  the  following  places: 
first,  in  tlio  church  of  Livonia,  in  the  west 
part  of  this  (Washington)  county.  They 
have  been  destitute  of  preaching  one  year. 
'J'ho  cliurch  consists  of  about  obe  hun- 
dred members,  and  is  able  to  raise  about 
300  dollars.  They  have  sent  fax  and  near 
for  a  minister,  but  can  obtain  none. 

Another  minister  is  much  needed  in 
Jackson  county,  directly  north  of  this. 
Some  time  in  January  there  called  on  me 
an  aged,  intelligent,  and  venerable  gentle- 
man, who  had  formerly  enjoyed  the  rich 
moans  of  grace,  but  removed  several  years 
ago  to  the  north  part  of  Jackson  county. 
His  was  indeed  a  Macedonian  call.  Tho 
amount  of  his  remarks  was  as  follows : 
*'  I  have  come  to  see  if  something  cannot 
be  done  to  aid  us,  who  are  famishing  for 
the  broad  of  life.  The  land  where  I  live 
i^  rich  ;  the  population  dense,  but  we  are 
deprived  of  the  means  of  grace.  A  little 
church  was  organized  in  my  neighbour, 
hood  several  years  ago,  which  consists  of 
about  twenty  members.  Wo  had  preach, 
ing  one  Sabbath,  and  the  sacrament  was 
administered,  but  since  that  time  we  have 
had  but  little  or  no  preaching  of  our  de. 
nomination.  Errors  of  the  most  danger- 
OU8  tendency  are  propagated  around  us. 
We  generally  meet  on  the  Sabbath  to  sing 
and  pra]p,  aud  read  God's  word ;  but  we 
are  a  little  feeble  insolated  band.  \Ve 
have  become  quite  disheartened.  No  one 
eaeras  to  care  for  our  souls ;  and  now 
cannot  something  be  done,  that  we  may 
at  leaht  occasionally  hear  the  precious 
Gospel  V*  Since  that  time  I  have  visited 
tho  place,  preached  six  sermons,  baptized 
one  child,  administered  tho  Lord's  supper, 
and  admitted  several  poreoiu  into   the 


church.  Seldom  have  I  attended  mofe 
interesting  meetings.  The  place  of  wor- 
ship was  a  large  log  sohooLhotue ;  it  wae 
crowded  ta  overflowing;  many  had  to 
stand  out  of  doors.  It  was  a  least.day  to 
God*s  people,  not  having  heard  the  Gospel 
before  for  months,  and  some  of  them  not 
having  commemorated  the  lova  of  Chriat 
for  years. 

1  know  of  no  part  of  Indiana  where  the 
land  is  superior  to  that  in  Jackeon  coonty. 
That  part  where  the  memben  of  the  Diift 
Wood  church  are  located,  is  indeed  a  real 
E^en.  But  notwithstanding  the  ezoeecL 
ing  richness  of  the  soil,  a  number  of  tba 
members  told  me^that  onlesa  they  could 
obtain  a  minister  aoon,  they  certainly 
would  sell  their  farms,  and  mora  to  where 
they  could  hear  the  Gospel.  In  addition 
to  the  Dria  Wood  church,  there  ie  in  that 
county  the  Brownstown  ehnrch,  which 
contains  about  twenty  memben.  I  know 
of  no  place  whore  they  are  ao  anxiove  to 
obtain  a  preacher  as  in  that  coanty.  AL 
though  they  are  in  low  cireomstances, 
they  will  raise  at  leaet  9^00  fur  the  siipk 
port  of  a  missionary,  if  one  can  be  sent  to 
them ;  and  I  doubt  not  but  a  judiciooa 
man  might  soon  obtain  hia  wholi  sapport 
from  that  county.

INTUiKSTINO  EBVIVAL. 

The  hand  of  the  Lord  has  been  heavj 
upon  me  in  deserved  chastisement;  but 
his  mercy  has  revived  me  again.  I  was 
taken  with  a  King  fever  on  the  15th  of 
Feb.  My  disease  has  been  eevere,  and  it 
came  upon  me  at  a  time  when,  it  seemed 
to  me,  I  was  most  needed  amongst  my 
people';  but  God  has  done  what  pleased 
iiim,  and  I  am  fully  satisfied.  He  has 
shown  me  that  I  need  not  feel  myself  of 
great  importance ;  he  can  provide  means 
to  work  with,  if  I  am  laid  aside.  He  has 
been  at  wdrk  in  the  midst  of  my  people 
in  a  glorious  mnnrcr  since  I  have  been 
confined.  I  had  iust  commenced  a  course 
of  evening  preaching  when  I  was  arrested 
by  disease.  As  an  academic  school  was 
kept  in  our  house  of  worship,  we  could 
not  hold  day  meetings  there  ;  and  I  had 
invited  neighbouring  ministers  to  be  with 
me,  one  at  a  time,  and  preach  every  even, 
ing,  and  visit  by  day,  and  hold  neighboor. 
hood  prayer  meetings.  These  means  were 
pursued  for  two  weeka^  >n«^^  ^^t^^cSun^ 
of  much  good  lo  \Vv^  c\v\ytc\i>  ^xv^  ^^  ^&»* 
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eoonnioaaftotattionen.  Three  w««kii 
after  thil  mMtJDg  cloeed,  daring;  a  yvit- 
tion  in  tba  icideni;,  ■  regnlu  pnitrmeted

vival.  Indeed  I  could  not  have  deairad 
to  me  a  work  of  grace  prevul  heri  in  any  I 
Other  way  than  it  haa.  There  hae  been  I 
nothing  for  oppoeer*  to  catch  at.  Eron 
infideU  trembled,  and  UnivoreaJiati  turned 
pale ;  and  oil  Ihe  wicked  aeemed  for  a 
time  to  be  confounded.  And  well  they 
might,  for  itout  heaile  were  bowing  be 
fore  Clitiet,  and  high  looka  were  coming 
down,  and  the  Lord  alone  was  eialted. 
We  did  verily  hope  that  this  itronghold 
of  the  adveraary  wonld  bo  utterly  broken 
up.  We  etill  hope  that  the  work  of  Ihf 
Lord  will  continue  here,  and  many  mora 
einnere  bo  brought  to  Chriit.  What  num. 
ber  have  passed  from  death  unto  lifo  we 
cannot  tell.  Fifty  ie  prol.al.ly  fl>  maiij

The  temperance  cause  had  triumphed 
in  lhi«  place,  and  seBmed  to  have  gained 
eJmost  an  entire  viotory  juat  before  thJB 
work  of  grace  begun.  From  250  to  30(1 
had  been  enrolled  as  members;  our  young 
men  had  all  taken  a  decided  stend  in  fa- 
vour of  the  cause ;  and  several  who  had 
drank  very  freely  renounced  the  sin,  and 
pledged  themsalscs  for  entire  abalinenoe.

Nothing  was  once  farther  fro(0  nj 
thoughts,  than  that  I  should  ever  addrw 
vou  from  the  land  of  Canada;  but  tbi 
'piidiug  hand  of  Providence  directed  ms 
lo  this  place  immediately  after  I  wsi 
counted  worthy  to  be  pnt  into  the  minis- 
iry.

With  all  our  Christian 

l^rethren  throughout  the  world,  we  move 

ill  sympathy  in  every  effort  that  is  making 

1.0  spread  the  Gospel  among  the  perishing 

lieathen ;  but  we  feel  knit  by  peculiar  ties 

"to  the  Societies  which  look  with  a  pitying 

eye   on  the  perishing  heathen  at  Home^ 

and  present  claims,  which  are  secondary 

to  none  on  thefuce  of  the  earth,  on  Chris. 

tian  zeal,  and  missionary  exertion.    Al. 

though  a  vast  ocean  of  dreary  water  rolls 

between  you  and  us,  and  our  respective 

departments  of  labour,  yet  we  feel  thai 

there  is  a  charm  and  a  sacredness  in  our 

mutual  Home  labours,  that  seem  to  dry  up 

the  Atlantic,  and  place  us  in  affection  and 

in  co.operation,  in  immediate  contiguity  ; 

and  often  have  we  been  stimulated  and 

encouraged  by  the  accounts  that  have  been 

received  of  your  efforts,  which  far  trans. 

cend  ours,  both  in  extent  and  in  success. 

Although   we  are  in  what  is   called  the 

**  mother  country,"  yet  we  see,  what  of. 

ten  happens,  the  children  far  outstripping 


their  parents.  In  your  prosperity  we  sis. 
cerely  rejoice,  and  in  the  name  of  oar 
common  Lord  and  Master*  say,  oo  oir. 
May  your  means  and  your  success  be  mul. 
tipiied  a  thousand  fold.  We  are  asturcd 
that  to  these  sentiments  and  ieelings  you 
cordially  respond.  In  several  respects  vott 
have  decided  advantages  over  ns,  particu- 
larly you  have  more  free  scope  for  your 
operations,  inasmuch  as  you  have  no  domi- 
nant,  jealous  ecclesiastical  etablishment, 
claiming  all  souls  as  her  own,  and  scowl. 
ing  on  all  who  make  inroads  on  her  terri- 
tory,  although  greviousiy  neglected  by 
thousands  who  reap  her  rewaids  as  spirit- 
ual instructors.  Still,  however,  we  are  far 
below  what  me  might  do,  were  the  truly 
pious  and  patriotic  in  our  country  to  do 
their  duty.** 

EBMAMCS. 

We  do  most  cordially  respond  to  the 
sentiments  and  feelings  expressed  by  our 
British  brethren,  and  sympathize  with 
them  in  the  embarrassments  to  which  they 
allude,  resulting  from  the  ecclesiastioiu 
establishment  of  England,  the  unnmtural 
and  uncongenial  union  a/  ekureh  and  sisiU, 
We  praise  the  6nd  of  providence  for  our 
superior  advantages  in  this  respect,  and 
earnestly  desire  that  the  churebee  which 
it  is  our  privilege  to  serve,  in  the  spread 
of  the  Gospel,  may  be  saved  from  the  evils 
which  thus  afflict  the  mother  cotmtrjr. 
But  with  with  these  expressions  of  ptti- 
tode  for  the  blessings  and  facilities  erase. 
fulness  which  we  enjoy,  we  have  still 
greater  reason,  perhaps,  than  our  ^p'- 
Atlantic  brethren,  to  confess,  with  hamility 
and  penitence,  that  we  have  done  so  little. 
We  too  might  witness  far  greater  and  more 
glorious  results,  *'  were  aU  the  truhf  fiouf 
and  patriotic  in  our  country  to  do  their 
duty.*'

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KACOURAGEMENT  TO  CHRISTIAN  DUTY. 
[Furniithcd  by  a  Clorgyniuu  ] 

In  tho  sprin*^  of  l«30,  Mr.  W.  and 
bis   wile    removed  from   an   adjoining 
town,  and  became  residents  in  A.  They 
were  in  the  prime  of  life.     Moving  in 
a  private  sphere,  they  were  much  es- 
teemed; but  they  were  neither  of  them 
professors  of  rehgion.    Mrs.  \V.  had, 
ajs  she  supposed,  become  a  subject  of 
conversion  to  God  afew  years  previous. 
By  some  unfavourable  circumstances, 
however,  she  was  prevented  at  the  time 
from  making  a  public  profession.     She 
felt  at  length  so  little  of  the  power  of 
religion  in  her  heart,  tliat  she  feared  to 
offer  herself  as  a  candidate  for  Christian 
coMioiunion.     Indeed,  slie   nearly   re- 
linquished the  hope  of  salvation  which 
she  had  Ibrmerly  indulged. 

In  the  summer  of  liiJO,  seriousness 
and  anxiety  on  the  subject  of  rch<;ion 
commenced  in  A.     And  a  pleasant  re- 
vival   was  in  progress  durin<j  several 
months.     At  an  early  period  of  the  re- 
vival,  Mrs.    W.    was   led    to  search 
thoroughly  her  heart,  to  reflect  upon 
her  manner  of  life,  and  to  incjuire  anx- 
iously what  was  her  spiritual  state.  She 
became  convinced  of  her  entire  neglect 
of  Christian  duty ;  and  could  find  no 
peace  to  her  troubled  boul  till  she  re- 
solve('t  by  divine  grace  asbisting,  to  do 
whatsoever    Christ   required    of  her. 
Desiring  to  profets  her  Saviour  before 
the    world,  slic  experienced  a  severe 
struggle  by  reason  of  her  conjugral  at- 
tachment.   Her  husband,  stie  could  not 
doubt,  would  be  reluctant  to  have  her 
make  a  Christian  profession.     Though 
he  was  not  an  open  opposcrand  scofier, 
and  was  not  addicted  to  any  disreputa- 
ble vice,  yet  he  avowed  total  indifler- 
encc  in  regard  to  every  thing  wtiich 
concerned  hisimmortal  welfare.  When 
pressed  with  religious  interrogations, 
he  assumed  the  character  of  a  complete 
skeptic,  lie  declared  himself  quite  un- 
certain, whether  there  were  any  truth 
n  th^  Bible,  or  not ;  whether  there 


were  any  heaven,  or  hell;  whether  he 
possessed  a  soul  which  would  survive 
the  body.  To  almost  every  question 
on  such  sflbjects,  his  ready  answer  was, 
•  I  don't  know."  x\t  the  same  time, 
he  cautiously  avoided  all  discussion. 
He  was  industrious,  and  seemed  intent 
exclusively  on  this  world's  gain.  To 
human  view,  he  was  not  at  allsuscepti- 
ble  of  religious  impressions.  It  was 
evident  that  nothing  could  reach  his 
heart  but  the  sword  of  the  Spirit. 

After  mature  deliberation  and  praver, 
Mrs.  W.  formed  the  determine]*  1. Ml  to 
make  known  to  her  husband  her  con- 
victions of  duty,  and  the  desire  she  felt 
to   unite    with   the   visible  church  of 
Christ.    She   chose  what  she  thought 
the  most  favourable  moment,  disclosed 
her  feelings,  and  asked  his  consent  that 
on  a  particular  day   of  the  following 
week;  she  might  otl'cr  herself  as  a  can- 
didate for  church  privileges.     The  con- 
tlict  in  his  breast  was  such  as  to  forbid 
any  reply.     Endeavouiing  to  suppress 
and  conceal  his  emotions,  he  left  her  ia 
suspense,  and  went  abroad  inmiediate- 
ly.     He  afterwards  seemed  absorbed 
for  days  in  the  deepest  contemplation, 
without  communicating  to  any  one  the 
burden  of  his  ii.ind.     It  was  regarded 
as  a  pleasing  and  favourable  indication, 
that  when  the  time  for  the  meeting  of 
tlie  church  arrived,  he  offered  to  bring 
her  t o  t  he  appointed  place,  and  returned 
tor  her  at  the  close.     On  the  following 
Sabbath  she  was  propounded  for  ad- 
mission to  the  church.     Mr.  W.  waa 
extremely   unhappy.      His  load    was 
more  and  more  oppressive,  till  it  seemed 
too  much  for  him  to  sustain.   He  found 
no  rest  in  the  house,  or  in  the  field,  by 
day  or  by  night.     He  no  longer  ques- 
tioned the  reality  or  tho  importance  of 
religion  :  nor  did  he  remain  insensible 
to  his  own  depravity  and  ruin.    He  felt 
himself  to  be  truly  a  sinful  and  wretch- 
ed man,  without  help  or  hope,  but  in 
the    sovereign    mercy  of  the  Bein^ 
against  whom  he  bad  offended.    Froon 
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the  time  that  his  wife  communicated  to 
him  her  convictions  of  duty,  and  her 
intention  to  obey  Christ,  he  was 
awakened  to  an  anxious  solicitude  for 
his  soul's  salvatix)n.  On  the  bright 
morning  of  the  Sabbath,  when  she  was 
about  to  join  herself  to  the  Lord  and 
his  people  in  a  perpetual  covenant,  he 
arose  very  early  atler  a  night  of  almost 
insupportable  distress,  and  retired  to 
his  barn.  There  Christ  was  made 
known  to  his  soul  as  a  suitable,  pre- 
cious and  all-sufficient  Saviour.  He 
rejoiced  to  give  up  himself  wholly  to 
him.  The  day  to  which  he  had  looked 
forward  witli  anguish  of  spirit,  as  that 
which  was  to  produce,  by  anticipation, 
an  endless  separation  between  hiiuselt 
and  his  best  earthly  friend,  was  turned 
into  aday  of  inexpressible  gladness.  It 
was  not  a  painful,  but  a  joyous  specta- 
cle, to  behold  the  wife  of  his  bosom 
making  an  open  profession  of  her  faith 
in  Jesus;  and  a  full  dedication  of  her- 
self to  be  henceforth  the  Lord's.  All 
that  he  regretted  was,  that  he  was  not 
at  this  time  himself  to  accompany  her 
in  so  momentous  and  solemn  a  trans- 
action. But  he  felt  resolved,  by  the 
aids  of  divine  grace,  to  embrace  the 
earliest  opportunity  which  should  pre- 
sent itself  to  follow  her  example. 

So  satisfactory  appeared  the  evi- 
dence of  a  saving  change  in  this  man, 
that  in  compliance  with  his  earnest  re- 
quest, the  church  at  their  next  suc- 
ceeding occasion  of  communion,  re- 
ceived him  to  their  Christian  fellow- 
ship. More  than  three  years  have 
elapsed,  since  the  union  of  Mr.  W.  and 
his  wife  with  the  church.  Thus  far 
they  have  well  sustained  their  religious 
profession.  They  have  resembled  the 
tree  planted  by  the  river.  They  have 
been  seen  to  bear,  not  leaves  only,  but 
good  fruit,  even  in  a  time  of  general 
drought.  They  have  exhibited  such  a 
uniformity  and  consistency  of  Cliris- 
tian  character,  as  is  honourable  to  the 
Gospel,  and  suited  to  convince  gain- 
sayers. 

Before  his  conversion,  Mr.  W.  stood 
aloof  from  the  temperance  society.  He 
was  addicted  to  what  he  deemed  the 
temperate  and  prudent  use  of  ardent 
spirit.  He  even  thought  it  necessary 
for  him  as  the  best  antidote  to  a  certain 
bodily  infirmity  with  whicVi  he  ^naB  af- 


flicted. But  after  he  had  embraced  the 
benevolent  and  self-denying  religioo  of 
the  Gospel,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  give 
his  whole  influence  to  aid  the  temper- 
ance reformation,  by  adopting  the 
principle  of  entire  abstinence,  and  join- 
ing the  society.  He  has  shown  him- 
self also  a  decided  friend  to  all  those 
benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day  which 
have  for  their  ultimate  object  the  uni- 
versal diffusion  of  the  Gospel,  and  the 
establishment  of  Messiah*s  kingdom 
among  all  nations. 

Would  not  instances  like  that  which 
has  been  here  narrated,  be  far  more 
numerous  than  they  are,  should  every 
Christian,  sustaining  the  most  tender 
and  endearing  relations  of  social  life, 
manifest,  in  an  humble,  discreet,  and  af- 
fectionate manner,  a  firm  resolution  to 
obey  the  Saviour? 


ALCOHOL,  INFIDELITT,  AND  DEATH. 

In  tiie  town  of ,  a  still  was 

prepared  last  fall  for  making  cider 
brandy,  (^ne  of  the  partners  in  this 
business,  while  transforming  the  juice 
of  the  apple  into  alcohol,  held  his  can- 
dle in  contact  with  the  steam  from  the 
still ;  it  took  fire,  and  flashed  in  his 
face.  He  attempted  an  escape  by 
jumping  over  the  still,  hit  it  with  his 
foot,  knocked  off  the  cap  and  fell  down; 
the  boiling  liquor  on  fire  poured  on  him. 
It  was  in  the  evening,  and  he  alone ; 
he  made  his  escape  from  the  still,  rolled 
on  the  grass  and  extinguished  the 
flames  ;  and  made  bis  way  towards  the 
house.  He  fell, — but  was  discovered 
and  carried  into  his  boarding  house. 

Your  missionary  called  on  him  the 
next  day ;  he  was  entirely  insensible. 
The  day  but  one  afler,  he  had  his  rea- 
son, and  seemed  interested  in  reUgioos 
conversation  and  prayer.  An  hour  was 
agreed  upon  the  next  day,  (Sabbath.) 
to  repeat  the  interview.  I  went  and 
was  politely  invited  to  the  sick  man's 
chamber  by  the  man  of  the  house.  The 
sick  room  was  soon  filled  from  the  bar 
room  to  overflowing.  His  partner,  an 
infidel,  began  to  rant  at  roe  for  my  for- 
mer visit,  and  because  prayer  had  been 
offered  for  the  sick.  He  appeared  in- 
toxicated with  passion,  not  with  strong 
drink,  which  he  never  uses.  He  bol£ 
ly  affirmed  that  the  young  man  would 
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be  cored  solely  bj  hmnan  roeaos,  and 
that  prayer  should  not  be  offered  in  his 
presence  even,  at  his  request ;  he  did 
not  need  supplication. 

From  that  day  he  was  not  permitted 
religious  conversation  or  prayer,  but 
was  surrounded  with  those  who  delight 
to  blaspheme  and  profane  the  name  of 
their  Maker.  He  lingered  ten  days, 
and  died  as  he  had  lived,  thoughtlesF, 
careless,  and  apparently  unprepared  for 
eternity.  Who  is  ^ruilty  of  his  blood  ? 
Alas, many  more  will  fail  victims  tothe 
use  of  the  intoxicating  poison  of  that 
still,  than  were  destroyed  while  labour- 
ing for  the  production  of  poison  I

IMPORTUNATE   WIDOWS. 

The  parable  of  •*  the  unjust  judge 
and  the  importunate  widow,"  has  sti- 
mulated the  faith  of  many  a  weeping 
daughter  in  Isrnel.  Many  years  ago, 
in  the  western  part  of  New- York,  were 
several  pious  widows,  Jiaving  large 
families  of  children,  for  the  most  part 
without  hope  in  Christ.  There  was 
no  stated  ministry  from  whose  salutary 
influence  upon  their  offspring  they 
might  hope  for  good.  Religion  was 
low,  the  church  existed  but  in  name. 
When  they  looked  around  them  on 
their  families  and  their  neighbours, 
and  saw  the  rapid  growth  of  wicked- 
ness, and  the  daily  lessening  influence 
of  piety,  their  hearts  well  nigh  died 
within  them.  Hope  almost  departed, 
and  would  have  taken  a  finnl  flight,  had 
it  not  been  for  the  word  of  God.  Look- 
ing into  the  oracles  of  truth,  they  read 
of  exigencies  as  grcot  as  their  own, 
and  of  relief  guarantied  by  a  prayer- 
hearing  God.  **  There  was  in  a  city 
a  judge,  which  feared  not  God,  neither 
regarded  man.  And  there  was  a  wi- 
dow in  that  city;  and  she  came  unto 
him,  saying,  Avenge  me  of  mine  adver- 
sary. And  he  would  not  for  a  while : 
but  afterwards  he  said  within  himself, 
though  I  fear  not  God,  neither  reffard 
man,  yet  because  this  widow  troubieth 
me,  I  will  avenge  her,  lest  by  her  con- 
tinual coming  she  weary  me.  And  the 
Lord  said,  hear  what  the  unjust  judge 
saitb.  And  shall  not  God  avenge  his 
own  elect,  which  cry  day  and  night 
unto  him,  though  he  bear  long  with 
them?" 


Sustained  by  such  simple  but  vivid 
exhibitions  of  the  duty  and  efficacy  of 
prayer,  these  pious  women  resolved  to    . 
cast  all  their  care  upon  the  Lord.  They 
associated  with  them  as  many  other 
females  as  they  could,  and  estabhshed 
meetings  for  prayerin  behalf  ofthe  des- 
olations around  them,  and  particularly 
their  own  households.  They  persevered 
throucrh   many  discouragements.     Ill- 
ness, bad  weather,  distance  from  :u.irc 
of  meeting,  and   other  circumstances 
commonly  fatal  to  faithfulness  in  such 
associations,  scarcely  interposed  any 
obstacle  to  these  women.    And  their 
prayer  was  not  unheard.     Four  or  five 
persons  connected  with  the  families  of 
these  importunate  wives  and  mothers, 
were  hopefully  converted  during  the 
first  year.     But  the  blessings  did  not 
stop  here.     Their  desire  for  the  salva- 
tion of  sinners  had  now  been  strength- 
ened by  indulgence  at  the  throne   of 
grace,  and  it  began  to  show  itself  in 
action.     ♦«  They  that  feared  the  Lord 
spake  often  one  to  another."     Other 
professors    were   awakened  to    duty, 
means  were  taken  lo  procure  a  pastor, 
and  as  a  result,  religion  was  revived, 
the  church  greatly  increased,  and  many 
ofthe  members  of  fa  mi  lies  represented 
in   that  preying  association,  hopefully 
chancred  from  death  unto  life.    In  some 
instances  almost  whole  families,  with 
extensive  connexions,  seem  to  have 
been  brought  under  the  influence  of  re* 
ligious  principle.    The  stream  of  bless- 
ing has  so  obviously  flowed  over  the 
heritage  ofthese  good  women,  that  the 
connexion   between  their  persevering 
prayers,  and  the  happy  result,  is  a  mat- 
ter of  common  remark  among  the  pious 
of  that  place,  and  is  regarded  by  them 
as  a  monument  ofthe  divine  faithful- 
ness to  the  promises  implied  in  the  par- 
able ofthe  importunate  widow. 


A  FOOL    AK8WERED   ACCORDING  TO    BIS 

FOLLY.

Near  the  Alleghany  mountains,  an 
infidel  judge  was  sitting  with  a  circle 
of  his  friendd?,  and  ridiculing  the  ac- 
count of  the  creation  of  our  race  as 
inspiration  gives  it,  and  asserted  that 
we  came  into  existence  by  chanoM 
Perhaps,  said  he,  some  of  us  cxistei'* 
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v^hile  in  less  perfect  organizations,  and 
at  length  (nature  always  tending  to 
peHection)  we  became  men,  and  others 
sprang  into  life  in  other  ways,  and  if 
we  could  find  a  rich  country  now 
which  had  not  been  injured  by  the 
band  of  man,  I  hare  no  doubt  that  we 
should  see  them  produced  from  tlie 
trees.  Being  fluent,  self-confident, 
and  in  most  respects,  superior  to  his 
audience,  he  made  his  doctrines  appear 
very  plausible,  and  asked  this  and  that 
one  of  the  company  what  they  thought 
of  them.  All  answered  in  the  alfirma- 
tive,  till  he  asked  a  youthful  stranger 
as  he  sat  silent  in  the  corner,  what  he 
thought  of  them.  •*  Indeed,  sir,"  he 
replied,  '^  1  have  no  doubt  at  all  upon 
the  subject,  for  1  have  travelled  in  the 
richest  part  of  the  Texas,  where  1  saw 
the  forest  in  its  native  perfection  un 
sullied  by  the  hand  of  mon,  and  there 
1  have  seen  large  hogs  growing  upon 
the  trees.  The  nose  is  the  end  of  the 
stem,  as  you  see  by  its  form,  and  when 
ripe  1  have  seen  them  fall,  and  proceed 
directly  to  eating  the  ncorns  that  grew 
upon  the  same  tree."  This  siiMple  il- 
lustration of  his  principles  turned  the 
laugh  upon  the  judge,  and  was  sufll- 
cient  to  counteract  the.  evils  he  in- 
tended. 


CONVERSION  OF  AN  ORTHODOX 
MORALIST. 

In  the  town  of  A.,  in  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  resided  a  man  who  had 
lived  to  the  age  of  more  than  fitly 
years  without  an  interest  in  Chript. 
His  talents  were  of  first  rate  order, 
his  morals  unimpeachable,  and  his 
views  of  religious  doctrine  sound.  In- 
deed, in  early  life  his  friends  had  in- 
tended him  for  the  Christian  ministry, 
in  case  he  should  give  evidence  of  a 
change  of  heart. 

A  revival  of  religion  which  was  en- 
joyed in  that  town,  awakened  in  the 
hroast  of  this  orthodox  moralist  very 
.strong  opposition.  He  felt  himscir 
fully  competent  to  sit  in  judgment  on 
many  things  pertaining  to  the  revival, 
and  particularly  complained  of  the  un- 
righteousness of  (iod,  in  renewing  the 
heart  of  a  man  who  he  said  was  far 
more  wicked  than  himself;  and  even 
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declared  that  the  work  was  not  ge* 
nuine,  because  the  convictions  of  tlie 
individual  liad  been  only  of  short  ^lura- 
tion.  1  pointed  him  to  the  cases  of 
Paul  and  the  jailor  of  Pbilippi,  bnt 
without  convincing  him. 

On  the  next  morning,  in  passing  his 
house,  he  accosted  me,  and  pressed  me 
to  go  in.     I  declined,  saying  that  niy 
time  in  this  harvest  of  souls  was  pre- 
cious,  and  besides,  it  was  not  likely  I 
could  be  of  any  service  to  a  man  wbo 
professed  to  be  well  versed  in  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  religion.    But  be 
still  urged  me  to  go  in,  adding,  **f 
will  tell  you  your  duty."     I  immediate- 
ly consented,  and   went   in,  and  sat 
down    6ubmist«ively   to    learn.     This, 
however,  seemed  to  disturb  him  very 
uiuch,  for  he  had  probably  intended  to 
have«  dispute.     Aflcr  some  moments' 
silence,  he  began  to  inquire  what  he 
must  do  to  be  saved.     I  replied,  that 
I  had  come  in  to  learn,  and  not  to 
teach.     lUit  he  now  was  become  anx- 
ious, and  pressed  his  inquiry.     I  then 
told  him,  that  the  work  in  that  place 
was  evidently  the  work  of  the  LfOrd, 
and  liiat  he  had  taken  the  ground  of 
an  opposcr  ;  and  that,  though  be  might 
in  Words  deny  that  there  was  any  sal- 
vation by  the  deeds  of  the  law,  vet  he 
was  evidently  resting  on  that  founda- 
tion alone.     I  told  him,  moreover,  that 
if  he  would  be  honest  with  bis  own 
soul,  and  look  at  the  manner  in  which 
he  treated   God,  he  would  be  led  to 
tremble  in  view  of  the  awful  enmity 
of  his  heart.     We  then  retired  to  a 
private  room,  and  while,  at  his  re- 
quest, 1  attempted  to  pray  with  hiiOf 
he  was  so  overwhelmed  with  convic- 
tion that  he  wept  and  trembled  so  that 
the  very  floor  of  the  apartment  ehook 
under  us,  and  he  cried  out,  **  O  wretch- 
ed man  tiiat  1  am,  who  shall  deliver 
roe!"     Thus  he   spent   the    night  in 
extreme  anguish  of  soul ;  but  within 
twenty-four  hours  his  opposition  was 
changed  to  meekness  and  submission, 
and  he  made,  as  it  is  believed,  an  entire 
surrender    of  his    heart    unto    God. 
Soon  he  came  forward  with  ccstacies 
of  joy  and  wonder,  and   now  admires 
the  goodness  of  God,  in  teaching  him 
at  length  that  orthodoxy  is  not  piety, 
nor  pood  works  the  ground  of  a  sin- 
ner's acceptance  with  God.

D., 
President  of  the  Society,  took  the  chair, 
and  the  meetings  was  opened  with  prayer 
by  the  Rev.  John  Codman,  D.  D.,  of 
Dorchestar,  Mass. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  was  road  by 
Mr.  Knowles  Taylor,  Treasurer. 

The  Eigrhth  Annual  Report  of  the  So. 
eiety  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Absalom 
Peters,  Corresponding^  Secretary. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted,

In  support  of  the  above  xesolutions,  ap. 
propriato  addresses  were  made  by  the 
Rov.  Messrs.  Eaton,  Blagden,  and  Reed, 
I  of  London,  Professor  Sturtevant,  and  Dr. 
I  Mac  Auley  ;  and  the  interest  of  the  meeU 
ing  was  enlivened  by  music  interspersed, 
conducted  by  Mr.  Hastings,  closing  with 
the  Christian  doxology.  Tho  congrega. 
tion  was  dismissed  by  the  Apestclic  bene, 
diction  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mathews,  of  New. 
York.

"  THE  FIELD  IS  THE  WORLD."  and 
the  command  of  him  to  whom  belongoth 
the  dominion  of  it  is,  **  Go,  preach  tue 
Gospel  to  btcry  creature.**  "Teach 
ALL  nations.**  These  brief  and  intelligible 
announcements,  with  the  promised  pre. 
Benee  of  the  Saviour  to  the  end,  furniih 
to  the  disciples  of  Christ  their  warrant 
and  their  encouragement  to  endeavour  the 
conversion  of  the  world.  The  purpose 
and  the  pledge  of  such  endeavours  are  the  ; 
essence  of  the  Christian  profession,  and 
must  therefore  lie  at  the  bottom  of  the  | 
•tnicture  of  every  legitimate  plan  for  the 
spread  of  the  Gospel.  | 

Such  it  is  believed  were  the  elements  of ; 
that  individual  feeling  and  public  impulse  i 
which  called  into  being  the  Society,  whose  • 
aoniversarjr  we  now  celebrate.     It  is  an  i 
Ambrican  and  a  Home  Society,  not  be- 
eanso  its  members  and  conductors  have  : 
BO  sympathy  for  other  nations.    The  ex. 
istence  of  such  a  sympathy,  deeply  and  j 
devoutly  cherished,  was  the  mainspring  of 
its  organization,  and  continues  to  furnish 
the  most  commanding  motive  to  its  ef. 
forts.    The  moral  map  of  the   peopled 
earth  began  to  be  contemplated.     A  cry 
was  heard,  from  every  land,  **  Come  over 
and  help  u»."    The  supplicating  voico  of 
want  from  all  pngan  nations  was  address. 
ed    to    Christendom.      Yet    Christendom 
was  not  christianized.     The  good  soldiers 
of  the  cross  were  not  marshallod  in  pre. 
paration  for  the  conquest  of  the  world, 
while,  even  in  the  midst  of  the  churches, 
there  remained  much  land  yet  to  be  pos- 
sessed.    The  conflict  between  light  and 
darkness,    even    in    the    most    favoured 
nations,  was  fearful.     In  our  own  country 
especially,  with  a  population  so  young  and 
buoyant,  so  rapidly  increasing,  and  wide. 
It  dispersed,   and  exposed,  by  the  very 
freedom  of  its  institutions,  to  bad  influ. 
ences,  as  well  as  good,  from  every  part  of 
the  world,  there  seemed  to  be  approach. 
log,  a  crisis,  which  would  demand  much 
more  than  all  the  religious  influence  which 
it  possessed  to  save  from  total  wreck  its 
high  and  delightful  promise  of  distinction 
among  the  benefactors  of  mankind. 

In  view  of  this  condition  of  the  world, 

presenting  a  field  so  wide,  so  desolate,  so 

hopeless,  (but  for  the  Gospel  of  Christ,) 

the  hearts  of  many  American  Christians 

were  deeply  moved.     Fervent  suppjica. 

iJons  went  up  to  the  throne  for  direction. 

A,  few  of  the  eons  end  deughtere  of  oar  ' 

shurehe*,  in  the  mrdour  of  their  devotion 


to  the  service  of  Christ,  flow  to  the  mogt 

distant  nations.      Every  yeor  added  to 

their  number.      On  the   islands  of  the 

ocean,  in  the  midst  of  our  western  forests, 

and  far  hence  among  the  Gentiles,  they 

nobly  raised  the  standard  of  the  cross,  and 

each  of  them,  at  his  post,  was  the  voice 

of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  **  Prepare 

ye  the  way  of  the  LordJ*    Our  hearts  were 

with  them,  pledged  in  principle  and  in  ef. 

fort  to  sustain  the  Foreign   Missionary 

enterprise  till  it  shall  have  achieved  its 

final  victory  in  the  spread  of  the  Gospel 

to  every  dwelling  of  man.    But  what  were 

all  they  who  had  gone,  and  all  who  could 

be  spared  to  go,  amoog  so  many  ?     And 

where  were  the  six  hundred    thousand 

ministers  who  were  required  to  preach 

the   Gospel  to  six  hundred  millions  of 

heathens  ?    Vain  and  hopeless  would  be 

the  ottempt  to  raise  them  up  from  among 

tho  worshippers  of  idols,  until  floods  of 

light  should  be  poured  upon  their  dark 

abodes  by  the  faithful  ministry  of  many 

thousands  from  Christian  lands.  The  first 

and  largest  supply  must  be  furnished  from 

countries  already  blessed  with  the  light  of 

the  Gospel.    And  upon  no  other  country, 

in  this  respect,  had  the  providence  of  God 

devolved  so  great  responsibilities  as  upon 

our  own.     Peopled  at  first  by  a  band  of 

Christian  pilgrims,  the  foundations  of  its 

government  laid  in  the  pure  principles  of 

civil  and  religious  liberty,  its  popalation  in- 

creased  with  unexampled  rapidity  in  num. 

bers,  in  wealth,  and  in  general  intelligence, 

its    territory   extending  from    ocean    to 

ocean,  lying  within  the  most  temperate 

latitudes,  and  fanned  by  the  most  healthful 

breezes,   and   embracing    in    its    area   a 

fraction  more  than  one  twentieth  part  of 

the  whole  land  surface  of  the  globe,  no 

other  countrv  concentrated  so  many  of 

the  hopes  of^  the  world.    Yet  we  were  a 

sinful  nation.     In  the  midst  of  our  pro*. 

perity,  the  virtues  on  which  we  rose,  as  a 

people,   were   beginning    to  be  sensibly 

impaired.     Infidelity,  extravagance,  and 

vice,  were  spreading  like  a  leprosy   in 

the   older  states,   while   floods    of  emi. 

grants   were  pouring  over  the    western 

mountains,  careless  of  the  spiritual  bless.

danger  that  thia  young  country,  so 
nsoly  interesting  in  its  history,  and  so 
full  of  promise  to  tho  church,  would  soon 
forsake  the  guide  of  her  youth,  survive  her 
true  glory,  and  disappoiotthe  hopes  of  the 
church.  The  enemy  was  coming  in  like 
a  flood,  when  the  founders  of  this  Society, 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  lifledup  a  stand- 
nrd  against  him.  They  were  the  same 
men  who  had  put  their  hands  to  the  work 
of  spreading  the  Gospel  amone  the  hea. 
then.  But  that  work,  they  perceived,  could 
only  be  accomplished  by  the  bleasing  of 
God  upon  the  united  strength  of  christen. 
doa.  In  this  country,  especially,  whether 
tbey  coneidered  the  extent  of  its  territory, 
tho  eharacter  and  number  of  its  prospec- 
ti¥«  population,  the  facilities  it  afforded 
Ibr  unrestrained  and  efficient  actioq,  the 
danprs  which  threatened  it,  or  its  high 
beanngs  upon  the  destinies  of  man,  they 
■aw  that  the  universal  extension  and  per. 
manent  establishment  of  the  Gospol  were 
primarily  easential  to  the  universal  spread 
of  ita  blessings  among  other  nations.  Here 
then,  if  any  where  on  earth,  was  the  field 
for  Home  Missions. 

Thus  originated  the  American  Ihme 
MtBiionmry  Society,  It  was  founded  in 
the  spirit  of  missions,  in  the  largCHtseiiMO. 
Disclaiming  all  narrow  views  and  scilitih 
aims,  its  patriotism  is  that  which  flows 
from  love  to  God  and  tho  souls  of  men 
lUiif  orsally.  Its  object  is  to  blefss  a  great 
and  growing  nation,  for  the  sake  of  the 
woau>,  to  raise  a  free  people  to  the  distinc- 
tion of**  the  glory  o/Zsrae/,"*  that  they  may 
also  bo  *'  a  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles.'' 

Thia  ociety  was  Sorganizcd  under  its 
present  constitution  on  tho  sixth  of  May, 


eight  yean  ago.  It  aMumed  the 
sibilitiea  of  a  prorioas  organisation  ia 
Btate,  The  United  Domoatie  ~" 
Society,  and  had  on  ita  books,  at  the 
mencement  of  ita  opwationa,  104 
aries.  This  number  was  increased,  te> 
ing  the  first  year  of  tho  Societv,  to  l&\r 
the  second  year,  to  201; — tbo  third,  teSH 
—the  fourth,  to  392;— the  fiilb,  to  463^ 
the  sixth,  to  509; — the  serenth,  to  €0^ 
and  the  eighth,  which  ia  the  year  now  ttr 
minated,  to  676.  This  constant  aafw 
tation  of  the  number  of  iaboareraeoipkiid 
has  required  a  pro  port  ionato  ineresit  oi 
collections  and  expenditures,  and  ku  ivi- 
dered  the  business  of  tlio  Society,  evor 
year,  more  multifarious  and  ardoocs.  Td 
a  kind  and  beneficent  Proridcaei  bi 
prospered  our  enterprise  beyond  tlia  ■iti* 
cipQtions  of  the  most  sanguine. 

The  Executive  Committee,  inprwiDlin 
their  present  report,  have  oecsaion  tsn- 
peat,  with  deeper  and  warmer  eaKtioM 
than  ever  before,  the  expreaaiona  of  gnli' 
tude  and  congratulation,  with  whiek  tk^ 
have  met  the  Society  at  each  of  iti  |n>  ' 
viousaoniversaricR.  Wo  have  felt,  ioM. 
with  others  engaged  in  kindred  efforts, ov 
share  of  the  pecuniary  embarrassmsntiof 
the  country.  Our  receipts  hare  thot beta 
reduced  below  tho  demands  of  tht  ctasi. 
Yet,  on  the  whole,  the  year  hss  been  osi 
of  incrousod  prosperity  to  this  departflMst 
of  Christian  benevolence.  AnsmooBtsf 
labour  lias  been  i>erformed  under  the  pit- 
runage  of  t)ie  Society,  and  an  amoontof 
good  accoiii(.>lishcd,  in  \  iev  of  which  wt 
bliould  be  ungrateful  not  to  rejoice  indbi 
glad.

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GENERAL  SUMMARY. 

We  have  already  slated  that  at  the  com- , 
mencemcnt  of  the  Society's  operations,; 
undor  its  present  orf^anization,  it  had  in; 
its  employment  104  missionaries.    These 
extended  their  labours,  with  more  or  less 
frequenoy,  to  perhaps  13U  congref^ations  • 
and  missionary  districts.     From  tlio  foro. 
foingr  tabular  view^  it  appears  that  the 
number  of  missionaries  has  been  increased 
in  eight  years,  to  676,  and  the  numbor  of 
congregations  and  districts  annually  aided  ■ 
in  their  support,  to  899.     Within  the  eight ' 
years,   the   missionaries  of   the   Society  | 
hare  laboured  under  its  commissions  the' 
full  amount  of  2238  years.     Under  their 
ministry,   upwards  ot  20,000  souls  have;

They  have  also  been  efficient  helpers  in 
the  cause  of  temperance,  in  the  support 
of  common  schools,  in  the  distribution  of 
Bibles  and  religious  tracts,  and  in  every 
good  work  which  has  presented  its  claims 
on  the  fields  of  their  labour. 

AUXILLiRY    SOCIETIKS. 

The  Executive  Committee  would  by  no  ■ 
means  arrogate  to  the  influences  and 
agencies  exerted  in  direct  connexion  with 
their  own  office  the  praise  of  having  ac 
complished  all  that  they  now  report. 
Several  Domestic  Missionary  Societies 
were  in  existence  and  had  been  in  opera, 
tion  a  number  of  years  previous  to  the  or. 
ganization  of  this.  The  majority  and  the  • 
most  important  of  these  have  since  become  | 
auxiliary  to  the  National  Institution,  and  I 
while  they  have  been  strengthened  by  this 
connexion,  they  have,  in  turn,  contributed 
greatly  to  augment  the  doings  of  the 
rarent  Society.  Their  missionaries  arc 
now  generally  appointed  under  comniis. 
sions  from  this  Committee,  though  the 
funds  for  the  support  of  such  as  labour 
within  the  bounds  of  each  Auxiliary,  of 
the  larger  class,  for  the  convenience  of 
disbursement,  are  permitted  to  remain  in 
its  treasury,  to  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of 
itM  proper  officers.  The  whole  amount 
eoUeelidt  however,  »  repoiUd  lo  \.Vi« 
friAtury  of  the  Parent  SocwVy,  %ivd  l\i%V 


portion  of  it  which  is  not  appropriated 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Aoziliaries  is 
expended  by  us  on  other  fields.  This  ar. 
range  ment,  not  only  without  embarrass, 
ment,  but  with  positive  advantage  to  the 
local  operations  of  Auxiliary  Societies,  has 
.  enabled  the  Parent  Society  to  avail  hself 
of  the  strength  of  the  older  states  to  sup. 
ply  the  wants  of  the  new.  It  has  also 
promoted  the  organization  and  eificieit 
j  action  of  Auxiliaries  in  several  of  the  new 
;  states,  which,  by  the  encouragement  and 
aid  afforded  them  by  this  Committee,  have 
done  much  for  the  supply  of  the  destitute 
within  their  own  bounds. 

The  following  interesting  items  ars 
gathered  from  the  annual  returns  of  sevr 
ral  important  Auxiliaries,  for  the  year 
ending  April  1,  1834. 

1.  MASSACHUSETTS   MISSIONARY   SOCIETY. 

This  Society,  it  will  be  recollected,  bors 
a  conspicuous  part  in  the  operatioas  of 
the  year  which  preceded  our  last  anni- 
versary. Its  receipts,  during  about  ten 
monthn,  ending  April  1,  1833,  were 
$9,595  84  which,  tcgether  with  a  pre- 
vious balance  of  1^2,387  in  its  treasoiy, 
made  the  whole  sum  at  the  disposal  of 
that  Society  during  the  year,  811>982  76. 
Since  tlint  date  its  resources  and  effi. 
ciency  have  been  nearly  doubled.  Its  re. 
ccipts  fur  the  year  ending  April  1.  1834, 
have  been  819,060  80  which,  with  the 
balance  in  its  treasury  at  the  beginning 
of  the  vcur,  has  made  tho  whole  amount 
ut  its  disposul,  since  the  last  annual  re. 
turn,  |i20,665  ^4.  Of  this  sum,  88,850 
91  have  been  expended  in  that  stale,  in 
tho  support  of  our  agent  and  57  mis. 
ftionaricH  under  commissions  from  this 
C'ominittec.  Of  the  remainder  88,822  32 
have  been  remitted  to  the  treasury  of  the 
Parent  Society,  and  expended  on  other 
fields.

Its  number  of  missionaries  is 
mx»  A  similar  association  in  the  South 
Dateh  Church  bas  sustained  three  mission. 
arjea ;  and  one  in  the  West  Presbyterian 
Churchy  formed  within  the  year,  has  sus. 
tained  two,  and  our  young  friends  in  these 
and  other  churches,  encouraged  by  the  co. 
operation  of  their  teachers,  are  putting 
their  hands  to  this  work  of  benevolence 
with  an  efficiency  far  surpassing  our  ox. 
pectations.  The  enlarged  and  enlightened 
views  exhibited  in  their  reports,  and  the 
ability  with  which  they  are  written,  afford 
delightful  evidence,  that  while  they  have 
watered  others,  ihhj  have  themselves  been 
watered. 

OTHia  socacEs  of  incomk. 

Besides  the  amounts  received  through 
the  treasuries  of  Auxiliary  Societies  and 
Agencies,  contributions  directly  to  the 
treasury  of  the  Parent  Society  have  been 
received*  as  formerly,  from  almost  every 
section  of  the  country.  Some  small  lega. 
cies  have  also  been  collected,  the  largest 
of  which  is  the  residue  of  the  bequest  of 
the  late  Thamea  Wilcox,  of  Connecticut, 
$1,813  55,  which,  together  with  $1,650 
preriously  received,  and  reported  at  our 
Mst  anniversary,  makes  the  total  amount 
received  on  that  legacy  $3,463  55.  Ex. 
amplee  ofindividual  munificence  have  also 
been  multiplied,  giving  evidence  that  the 
cause  of  the  Society  is  taking  a  deeper 
hold  of  the  affections  of  many  of  its  friends 
than  in  former  years. 

OFBBATIOlfS  AKD  INFLUENCE  OF  AGENTS. 

From  a  review  of  the  preceding  state. 
ment  of  receipts  from  different  sources, 
.  there  is  apparent  great  inequality  in  the 
zeal  and  efficibncy  with  which  the  work 
of  this  Society  hks  advanced  on  different 
portions  of  the  great  field  which  it  has  en. 
deavoured  to  pervade.  The  organized 
and  permanent  Auxiliary  Societies  and 
Agencies  have  by  no  means  contributed 
to  the  general  cause  in  equal  proportion 
to  the  aUlity  ef  the  churches  which  ihey 
severally  embrace.  The  same  is  also  true 
of  portions  of  the  country  not  thus  or. 
ganisod.

causes  which  operate  unseen  to  elevmtt  or 
dejEHress  the  religious  feeling  and  aetion  of 
different  portions  of  the  community.  Bat 
so  far  as  the  causes  of  theee  results  are 
visible,  they  may  be  traced  directly  and 
principally  to  the  supply  or  deficiency  of 
living  agents  to  address  the  people,  ex- 
hibit the  necessities  of  the  cause,  and  so- 
licit their  contributions.  It  is  deeply  to 
be  regretted  that  a  Christian  community, 
in  relation  to  duties  so  unexceptionable 
and  pressing,  and  in  view  of  the  ample 
sufficiency  of  intelligence  which  is  spread 
before  the  public  through  the  periodical 
press,  should  still  wait  and  need  to  be 
moved  by  the  influence  of  personal  per- 
suasion. But  much  as  it  is  to  be  lament- 
ed, the  lessons  of  our  experience  have 
taught  us  that  this  is  the  true  state  of  the 
case ;  and  while  it  is  so,  then  is  ground 
of  encouragement  and  congratulation  in 
the  fact,  that  there  does  exist  among  the 
friends  of  the  cause  an  available  influence 
which  is  sufficient,  if  exerted,  to  resist 
the  prevalent  tendency  to  indolence  and 
neglect,  and  elicit  to  a  high  degree  the 
feeling  and  interest  of  the  churches  on 
behalfof  every  enterprise  of  philanthropy. 
This  influence  has  been  realixed  in  the 
zealous,  discreet,  and  persevering  laboon 
of  Agents.  Wherever  such  Agents  have 
gone,  with  their  arrav  of  substantial  facts 
gathered  from  the  field  of  our  operations^ 
their  warm  and  living  appeals  nave  gene- 
rally been  answerad  py  liberal  contribtt- 
tions. 

These  considerations  will  explain  the 
reason  why  the  state  of  Massachasetts, 
which  three  years  ago  did  not  contribute 
more  than  about  $o,000  to  the  cause  of 
Domestic  Missions,  has,  within  the  last 
vear,  contributed  $91,640  91.  And  why 
have  Connecticut,  and  Maine,  and  New- 
Hampshire,  during  the  same  period,  ex. 
perienced  so  great  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  their  contributions  and  the 
efficiency  of  their  action  7  It  is  because  * 
living  and  efficient  Agents  have  occupied 
those  fields.  To  the  same  cause,  in  no 
small  degree,  may  be  attributed  the  faot 
that  the  whole  of  New.England,  with 
a  population  but  little  surpassing,  either  . 
in  numbers  or  wealth,  that  of  the  single 
state  of  New. York,  has  so  far  sur  pass, 
ed  it  in  the  amount  of  its  contributions 
to  this  Society,  during  the  last  year.  It 
is  true  we  have  fewer  churohes  in  Now- 
York  of  the  denominations  which  oo.op. 
eraie  with  ns,  and  many  of  these  have 
chosen  to  make  their  oontribntions  to 
Heme  Misnons  throuf^  otjhme  t>VAaK&!ift»« 
Still  there  ia  %  de&evaiicj  \o^  mtoAwoL^MiA. 
for.    White  l^ew-^niiViAii  ^b^  \tra<tt^x 
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to  our  treaiury,  within  the  laft  year, 
947,843  38.  New-York,  though  it  em. 
brmoee  the  centre  of  the  Society's  opera, 
tions,  haa  contributed  935,308  77.  The 
■ame  reasoning  will  account,  in  part,  for 
the  increase  of  receipts  from  some  por. 
tions  of  the  latter  state  and  their  diminu- 
tion from  others.  The  former  hsTo  felt 
the  influence  of  permanent  Agents,  while 
the  latter  have  been  neglected  in  this  re. 
epect,  or  but  partially  occupied.  The 
western  and  the  southern  stntcs  exhibit  a 
eimilar  contrast.  The  iormer  have  en. 
joyed  the  labours  of  several  active  and 
enterprising  Agents,  and  the  results  have 
begun  to  be  realized  in  returns  to  our 
treasury ;  while  tbe  latter,  more  wealthy, 
and  surely  not  less  liberal,  have  con. 
tribated  less  to  the  means  of  this  Society, 
because  they  have  hardly  been  visited  by 
this  important  and  indispensable  influence. 
But  the  importance  of  the  labours  of 
our  Agents  cannot  be  measured  by  th«i 
amount  of  their  direct  returns  to  the  trea. 
■ary  of  the  Society.  They  are  all  preach. 
ers  of  the  Gospel,  and  their  labours  as 
ministers,  not  less  than  those  of  ordinary 
missionaries,  have  been  instrumental  of 
the  conversion  of  souls.  They  are  aUo 
the  advocates  of  other  causes  of  benevo. 
lence,  as  they  have  opportunity.  But 
their  influence  is  especially  felt  upon  the 
congregations  aided,  and  the  fields  yet  to 
be  occupied,  in  giving  energy  and  system 
to  their  endeavours  to  provide  for  them, 
selves.  **  How  much,**  says  our  A&rent  in 
Illinois,  "  the  demands  from  this  neld  on 
the  A.  H.  M.  S.  will  be  lessened  by  my 
agency,  I  cannot  say,  but  I  think  I  can 
see  results  from  this  quarter,  not  very  re. 
mote,  which  will  be  vastly  important.** 
Similar  results  will  doubtless  be  realized 
from  the  labours  of  others  in  every  por. 
tion  of  the  country,  but  especially  in  the 
new  and  most  destitute  states.

STATS  OF  TBI  TRCASORY. 

The  Treasurer's  account  exhibits  a  total 
amount  of  receipts,  since  the  last  anni. 
▼arsary,  of  878,911  34.  This  is  $10,384 
07  more  than  the  receipts  of  the  previous 
Tear.  The  expenditures  of  the  last  year 
have  also  exceeded  those  ofthe  preceding 
4^13,737  80.  These  items,  considered  by 
Uiamseives,  exhibit  an  encouraging  ad. 
Vance  in  the  annual  inerease  ofthe  receipts 
and  expenditures  ofthe  Society.  But  they 
are  not  in  due  proportion  to  each  other. 
The  balance  against  the  Society,  at  the 
present  time  is  $1,264  25.  It  should  be 
considered  also,  that  the  pledges  of  the 
Society  for  the  year  to  come,  are  greater 
than  they  have  been  at  the  commencement 
of  any  previous  year.  With  these  respon. 
aibilities  already  assumed,  and  with  a  field 
before  them  to  be  occupied,  increasing  in 
interest  as  it  widens  in  extent,  the  Execu. 
tiva  Committee  will  enter  upon  the  labours 
of  another  year,  under  the  full  impression 
that  its  concerns  are  to  be  greater  and 
more  difficult  and  trying  than  those  of  any 
pravious  year.  The  existing  depression 
of  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  country 
haa  already  thrown  some  embarrassments 
in  the  way  of  this  and  other  kindred  en. 
terprises.  Our  receipts  for  the  last  year 
have  doubtless  been  diminished  by  this 
cause,  and  unless  its  influence  shall  be 
resisted  by  a  deeper  tone  of  religious  feel. 
ing,  there  is  danger  that  its  consequences 
may  be  more  extensively  felt  hereafter. 
Bat  as  the  organs  of  this  Society,  we  act 
for  a  community  who  profess  to  love  the 
Lord  with  all  the  tool,  and  their  neighbour 
aa  themselves;  a  commnnitj  too,  who  poi. 
J0M  wealth  enough,  and  ten  times  more 
than  enoagh,  to  provide  for  the  onward 
morament  of  erarj  braneh  of  benavolent 


effort,  which  adorns  and  blesses  our  land* 
Will  (^y,  under  the  pressure  ofthe  times, 
begin  their  retrenchments  at  the  house  of 
the  Lord?  Will  they  not  rather,  according 
to  their  ability,  make  larger  provisions  to 
supply  the  deficiency  occasioned  by  the 
influence  of  the  state  of  the  times  upon 
the  contributions  of  those  of  little  fiuth  ? 
It  is  an  adage  ofthe  practical  agriculturists 
of  our  country,  that  *'  It  ia  toiae  to  dig 
welU  in  a  dry  tima,**  Let  the  princiirfes 
of  this  maxim  be  adopted  by  the  frienos  of 
Home  Missions,  and  we  have  nothing  to 
fear.  Let  the  wells  of  salyation  be  sank 
so  low  that  they  shall  reach  the  deep 
fountain  of  Christian  benevolence  in  the 
hearts  of  the  pious,  and  theywHl  pour 
forth  the  waters  of  life  upon  a  dry  and 
thirsty  land.  That  fountain  is  inexhansti- 
ble  as  the  source  from  which  it  is  supplied, 
and  encouraged  by  the  promises  of  Him 
by  whom  it  is  opened,  and  animated  by 
the  signal  blessings  with  which  He  has 
crowned  the  efforts  of  this  Society  hither, 
to,  the  Committee,  whatever  may  be  the 
embarrassments  of  the  times,  do  not  en- 
tertain  a  doubt  that  this  enterprise  is 
owned  of  God,  and  will  be  sustained. 

GENERAL  IMFLUENCB  OF  TBI  SOCOBTT. 

When  the  American  Home  Missionary 
Society  was  formed,  the  whole  number  of 
ipissionaries  annually  employed  by  all  the 
Domestic  Missionary  Societies  and  Boards 
of  Missions,  sustained  by  the  denomina. 
tions  represented  in  tl^s  institution,  was 
less  than  300.  And  many  who  were  then 
reported  as  missionaries  were  employed 
only  for  verr  limited  periods,  and  on  a  plan 
less  adapted  to  extensive  and  permanent 
usefulness  than  that  which  now  generally 
prevails.  But  in  eight  years,  how  rapid 
and  extraordinary  has  been  the  change ! 
The  impuU^  which  gave  origin  to  this  So. 
ciety  inspired  new  hopes  in  the  nublic 
mind,  and  roused  to  new  efforts  the  friends 
ofthe  cause  throughout  the  land.  In  the 
progress  of  the  work,  most  of  the  impor. 
tant  Societies  which  then  existed,  have 
united  with  us  as  auxiliaries,  and,  invi. 
gorated  by  this  connexion,  have  largely 
contributed  to  augment  the  aggregate  of 
the  doings  of  the  Parent  Society.  The 
extent  of  these  operations,  the  energy  and 
success  with  which  they  have  been  con- 
ducted, appear  also  to  have  provoked  very 
many,  who  have  chosen  to  seek  the  pro.

menteUty,  It  unites  grandeur  of  opera, 
tion  with  economy  of  means.  It  is  a  sim. 
pie  instrumentality.  It  is  like  your  own 
woodsman,  who  goes  forth  with  his  axa 
into  the  mighty  forest,  and  olears  it  away, 
letting  in  the  genial  rays  of  the  sun,  and 
fruitful  fields  and  villages  emerge  from 
the  gloom.  You  commenced  your  labours 
in  the  neglected  portions  of  the  moral 
wilderness,  and  already  they  bud  and 
blossom  as  the  rose.  Is  it  deemed  sin  go- 
lar  that  I,  a  foreigner,  should  apaak  of  a 
HoMC  Missionary  Society  7  6at,  Sir, 
though  I  teas  a  stranger,  you  have  made 
me  feel  that  I  am  no  longer  so.  Here,  at 
least,  yon  have  taught  me  to  know  that  I 
am  entirely  at  home.  And  the  only  thing 
I  can  wonder  at,  is  how  I  can  feel  myself 
at  the  same  time  so  far  from  home,  and  so 
much  at  home.  I  claim,  then,  to  speak, 
as  far  as  my  testimony  will  go,  of  a  home 
— of  otir  Home  Missionary  Society. 

But,  besides  all  these  constructions  in 
my  own  fkvour,  I  feel  that  through  my 
country  I  possess  s  claim  upon  your  ^m. 
patliy  which  you  will  not  overlook.  Just 
a  century  ago,  Wesley  and  Whitfield 
landed  on  these  shores,  and  by  their  vivid 
exhibition  of  the  pure  and  powerful  doc. 
trioes  of  the  Gospel,  they  lefl  an  impres. 
sion  which  we  feel  this  day,  which  we 
feel  now  in  this  assembly,  and  on  this 
platform.  But  though  they  were  Britons, 
and  I  am  a  Briton,  I  would  not  insist  on 
such  a  claim  as  this.  In  such  a  place,  we 
can  only  feel  that  we  are  not  Briton,  nor 
American,  but  Chxistian.  We  can  only 
know  that  "  there  is  neither  Greek  nor 
Jew,  bond  nor  free,  but  that  Christ  is  all, 
and  in  all. 

It  may  not   be    so    strongly  felt    in 
America  as  it  is  by  myself,  but,  sir,  there 
remains  a  great  problem  to  be  solved — 
whether  the  church  can  sustain  herself 
without  the  aid  of  the  state.     In  Europe, 
the  church  has  been  at  times  the  vassal, 
and  at  times  the  despot  of  the  state.    She 
has  naver  been  left  in  that  part  of  the 
world  to  stand  aloce.    This  mighty  pro. 
blem  is  now  to  be  worked  out,  and  worked 
out  in  America,  and  nowhere  else.    And 
feeling  its  bearing  on  that  question,  I 
could  not  but  be  delighted  with  the  state, 
menta  of  the  rapid  progress  of  this  8o.

He  feali  that  he  ia  eom- 
misaionod  to  sound  the  note  of  alarm,  bat 
ho  cannot ;  diaeaie  hai  fastened  iti  wither, 
ing  grasp  upon  him.  He  feels  himaalf  to 
be  useless,  and  can  not  but  inquire  where- 
fore it  is  that  he  ia  afflicted  thus.  Zinn 
he  loves,  and  she  calls  for  the  bread  of 
life.  Why  is  ha  forbidden  to  minister  to 
her  wante  ^  And  It  raquirei  tha  lively 
axerciie  of  faith,  to  turn  and  reat  with 
peaceful  aatiifaction  on  the  anuranca  that 
God  doelb  all  thingi  well,  and  knows  beat 
ho  w  bis  servants  can  mort  honoui  bim. 

During  the  week,  I  have  praacbed  in 
the  settlements  in  the  surrounding  ceun. 
try.  How  far  God  has  or  will  own  my 
labours,  aa  the  meana  of  saving  aonli,  I 
cannot  tell.  One  fact,  at  leaat,  ia  deaerr- 
ing  of  notice.  The  people  will  for  awhile 
turn  out  prttty  generally  to  bear  the 
"learned  preacher,"  if  he  is  bat  occasional 
in  hii  effort!  to  do  them  good — but,  soma- 
timei,  the  fact  that  he  ia  a  ausaiinsarir 
will  cloaa  agaioat  him  ill  acoeas  to  thair 
minds  and  hearts.

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ned.  Then  comet  the  dty  of  triil.  He 
will  be  charged  with  aiminff  at  a  **  onion 
of  church  and  itate.**  The  whole  church 
with  which  he  if  connected,  will  be  ar. 
raigned  at  the  bar  of  public  sentiment  for 
this  crime.  And  the  alarm  will  circulate 
like  electricity  from  breast  to  breaat.  Men 
who  know  htttert  but  who  hate  the  truth, 
men  who  have  been  reared  in  New.En- 
gland,  will  lend  all  their  influence  in  sup. 
port  of  the  falsehood,  and  their  testimony 
will  be  quoted  as  oracular,  true  as  inspi. 
ration  itself.  The  people  will  then  be 
cautious,  perhaps  refuse  to  hoar  the  word 
at  his  lips.  The  Sabbath  School,  and 
every  expedient  to  do  good  which  the  in. 
genuity  of  benevolence  has  devised,  suf. 
far.  And  it  is  only  by  persevering  ef. 
forts,  by  ardour  which  nothing  can  damp- 
en, that  this  obstacle  can  be  overcome. 
The  man  of  God  must  be  thoroughly  fur. 
nished  unto  every  good  work,  or  he  will 
falter,  and  become  disheartened  amid  the 
difficulties  by  which  he  is  surrounded. 

REVIVAL   IN   WR8TBRN   HICHIOAN., 

From  Rtt>.  Luther  Humphrey^  Cass  Co.^

Since  my  last  report,  I  have  been  per- 
milted  to  witness  the  mighty  power  of 
God  in  the  conviction  and  conversion  of 
sinners.  As  a  new  Presbytery  was  orga- 
nized on  Wednesday,  the  5th  of  February 
last,  in  this  territory,  called  the  Presbytery 
of  St.  Joseph,  I  trust  it  will  not  be  alto. 
gethcr  uninteresting  to  detail  some  facts 
connected  with  the  meeting  of  the  Pres- 
bytery. 

MKBTING   AT  GULL  PRAIRIE. 

By  direction  of  the  Western  Reserve 
Synod,  we  met  at  Gull  Prairie.  At  this 
place  a  Presbyterian  church  had  l)oen  in 
existence  about  two  years  ;  but  there  had 
been  difficulties  in  the  church  almost  from 
its  first  organization.  These  difficulties 
had  increased  to  an  alarming  degree,  and 
had  become  so  groat  that  there  was  little 
or  no  prospect  that  thoy  would  ever  be 
healed  without  the  special  interposition 
of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church.  At  a 
very  early  period  ailer  the  Presbytery  was 
instituted,  a  complaint  was  presented  by 
some  members  of  the  church,  against 
other  members,  and  improper  feolings 
were  manifest.  The  Presbytery  felt  their 
own  insufficiency  to  settle  the  existing 
difficulties,  and  calling  to  mind  the  Divine 
declaration,  Ja.  i,  5,  they  spent  the  whole 
of  one  half  day  in  prayer  to  God,  for  di. 
rection,  and  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

IVhile  they  were  yet  apetkVng  in  prayti, 


God  manifested  hb  willingneee  to  bsar. 
This  was  in  the  forenoon  of  the  seeood 
day  of  the  session  of  Presbytery,  and  t 
sermon  was  preached  in  the  aftefkiooe, 
and  some  reference  was  had  in  the  dis> 
course  to  the  existing  difficulties,  and  be. 
fore  the  close  of  public  worship,  it  was 
evident  from  what  was  seen,  that  some  in. 
dividuals  in  the  church  were  begining  te 
look  into  their  own  hearts,  to  aee  if  then 
were  not  something  there  which  needed 
rectifying. 

Public  meetings  were  appointed  fins 
day  to  day,  and  from  the  increeaiBf  se^ 
riousness  of  professors  and  othere,  it  was 
plain  the  Lord  had  taken  the  work  ieto 
his  own  hands.  The  complaint  waawitb. 
drawn  from  the  Presbytery,  and  selCra- 
proach  and  flowing  tears  took  its  plaos. 
So  great,  and  of  so  long  continoanee  bad 
been  the  division  among  the  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  church,  it  had  spiiad 
until  it  appeared  that  all  elaasee  had  been 
involved  in  guilt.  Public  con fenions  be- 
gan, and  became  more  general  and  heart. 
felt,  until  Sabbath,  the  fifth  day  of  the 
meeting,  when  a  full  and  satisfactory 
written  confespion  was  exhibited  by  nMrly 
all  present,  who  had  made  a  profiwsion  of 
religion,  of  different  denominations. 

After  this,  the  Lord's  supper  was  ad. 
ministered,  and  great  love  was  manifested 
among  all  the  professed  followers  of  the 
Prince  of  Peace.  As  soon  as  God*s  people 
had  suitably  humbled  themselves  befors 
him,  then  he  was  pleased  in  a  remarkable 
manner  to  pour  out  his  Spirit  upon  im. 
penitent  sinners.  On  Sabbath  evening, 
numbers  were  anxiously  inquiring  what 
they  must  do  to  be  saved.  The  time  of 
Presbytery,  after  this,  was  principally  oc 
cupied  by  day,  and  sometimes  to  a  lato 
hour  at  night,  in  prayer,  preaching,  and 
exhortation.  God  worked  like  himstlf, 
and  although  he  wos  pleased  to  make  UM 
of  the  instrumentality  of  feeble  men,  yet 
it  was  in  such  a  manner  as  to  **  stsin  the 
pride"  of  all  human  glory,  for  saints  and 
sinners  were  constrained  to  acknowledge 
the  work  was  eflcctod  by  the  mighty  power 
of  God.  Convictions  were  deep  and  pan. 
gent,  and  usually  of  short  duration.  The 
work  was  remarkably  free  from  disorder 
from  the  beginning  to  the  end.  The 
j  solemn  countenance,  the  deathlike  still* 
nesB,  the  falling  tear,  and  the  occasiontl 
deep  sigh,  were  the  principal  indication!

There  tie  but  about  fifteen  or  twent j 

members  belonging  to  the church, 

and  thit  little  handful  of  professors  is 
scattered  over  a  large  part  of  the  county. 
Excepting  in  one  neighbourhood,  where 
there  are  three  families,  there  are  not  two 
Presbyterian  families  living  in  the  same 
neighbourhood.  Thus  the  moral  strength 
and  influence  of  the  church,  as  a  body,  is 
almost  entirely  lost ;  and  besides  this,  it 
divides  the  labours  of  your  missionary. 
Another  difficulty  which  opposes  the  pro- 
gress  of  religion  here,  is,  that  the  commu- 
nity aroond  is  divided   into  so 

many  different  sects  that  call  themselves 
Christian. 


There  are  not  less  than  seven  different 
sects  within  the  circle  of  my  Wxwn. 
Some  of  these,  of  course,  are  Anti. 
Christian,  and  directly  calculated  to  draw 
away  ignorant  and  unstable  souls,  md 
hinder  the  progress  of  truth.  The  roindf 
of  the  people,  being  kept  thus  vacillatinf 
hetwcen  truth  and  error,  and  one  fonn  of 
doctrine  and  another,  they  come  at  length 
(in  many  cases  at  least)  to  believe  no. 
thing ;  i.  e.  they  become  infidels.

COrCVBRSION   OF    AN    UNBELIEVER. 
[Forwirdvd  by  &  Mintftcr.] 

By  early  education,  I  was  taught  to 
revere    the  Scriptures,  and    consider 
them  holy  above  all  other  books ;  but 
the    excellent     system    of    Sabbath 
Schools  and  Bible   Classes,    now  so 
generally  diffused,  was  then  unknown, 
at  least  in  the  country,  and  children 
in  general  were  not  so  thoroughly  in- 
structed in  the  doctrines  of  religion  as 
at  the  present  day ;  consequently  early 
impressions  were  less  deeply  seated  in 
the  mind,  and  more  liable  to  fall  before 
objections    than    is    now     the     case. 
Though  not  of  a  particularly  serious 
turn  of  mind,  my  attention,  even  during 
childhood,  was  often  drawn  towards 
religious  subjects  by  hearing  preach- 
ing, though  the  impressions  were  not 
lasting.  As  soon  as  I  became  old  enough 
to   read,   1   grew   extremely  fond  of 
books;  and  while  I  was  a  mere  child 
read   Miss  Adams'  view  of  religion  ; 
and  among  all  the  sects  whose  belief 
she  describes,  there  was  none  so  much 
pleased   me  as   the   Universalists.     1 
immediately  wished  it  true ;  I  thought 
it  promised  the  easiest   way  to  get 
tlong.    When  I  was  about  thirteen  or 
fourteen  years  of  age,  I  read  Win- 
chester's  Dialogues,  Ballou's  Atone- 
ment, and  several  other  works  on  Uni- 
versalism ;  and  the  reasoning,  so  well 
•dapted  to  what  our  depraved  hearts 
desire,  operating  on  so  young  a  mind, 
partly  led  me  into  a  belief  that  what  I 
so  ardently  wished  to  be  true,  was  so 
'«  reality.     About  this  time,  or  soon 
*^ter,  I  heard  several  ministers  of  that! 
'enounination  preach,  and  became,  as ' 
thought,  established  in  that  belief. 
^^t  the  truth  is,  though  I  was  not  then 
^o^r^G  of  it,  that  I  had  not  then  serious- 
anci  candidly  examined  the  opposite 
'^^  of  the  question.  I  ardently  wished 
®  doctrine  true,  and  hearing  it  advo- 
*^d    by  able  preachers,  thought  I 
^«  ^^orooghly  convinced  that  it  wa« 


true ;  unconscious,  alas,  that  I  was  re* 
cciving  for  doctrines  the  command'* 
ments  of  men.  Afler  this,  I  felt  but 
little  concern  with  regard  to  a  future 
state ;  I  wished  to  live  a  correct  moral 
life ;  but  the  renovating  spirit,  which 
seeks  to  purifv  the  inmost  heart  before 
God  was  lacking.  I  had  previously 
read  Paine's  Age  of  Reason ;  but  about 
this  time,  or  soon  afler,  the  writings  of 
Volney,  toj^ether  with  some  extracts 
from  Voltaire  and  Gibbon,  fell  into  my 
hands,  and  it  has  been  justly  observed, 
that  *'the  curious  will  read  as  the 
thirsty  will  drink,  though  the  cup  and 
the  page  be  polluted.*'  It  was  so  with 
me.  I  read — did  not  believe  them; 
still  the  superior  abilities  of  some  of 
these  men,  the  splendid  histories  to 
which  Gibbon  has  wedded  his  name, 
the  wit  of  Voltaire,  the  travels  of  Vol- 
ney, the  devotion  of  Paine  to  the 
American  revolution,  these  gave  a 
kind  of  consequence  to  their  opinions, 
and  added  to  the  effect  of  the  artful 
sophistry, the  specious  arguments,  and 
tlie  keen  ridicule  of  their  >^ritings.  I 
was  far  from  believing  them,  still  it 
was  like  fracturing  a  few  links  of  a 
chain,  and  till  its  full  strength  came  to 
be  needed,  I  was  unconscious  of  their 
loss,  and  knew  not  that  any  lastingr 
impression  had  been  made  on  my  mind, 
till  painfully  convinced  of  it  at  a  later 
period.  I  went  on,  thoughtless  and 
unconcerned  for  the  most  part,  until  I 
was  about  twenty-three  years  old, 
thinking  that  if  1  did  my  duty  to  my 
neighbour  it  was  the  most  that  God 
required ;  but,  thanks  be  to  his  name, 
the  delusion  did  not  last  for  ever. 
About  this  time,  I  found  my  feelings 
more  permanently  and  deeply  affected 
than  they  ever  had  been  before.  Ever 
an  ardent  admirer  of  the  works  of 
nature ;  at  this  period,  when  I  looked 
on  the  glorious  sky,  and  the  beautiful 
earth,  f  found  my  mind  expanded  with 
a  sense  of  the  goodness  of  God.^  vol 
pouring  foTlb  luA  %  ^otwAotk  qII\«'i%- 
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liness  upon  the  external  world,  and  be« 
stowing  so  many  blessings,  and  such 
capacities  for  enjoyment  upon  the  in- 
habitants of  the  world  he  had  so  richly 
endowed.  I  regretted  that  mankind 
were  so  thoughtless  and  so  ungrateful 
to  their  Creator ;  and  felt  a  spirit  of 
most  awful  self-condemnation,  that  I 
had  exercised  so  little  lively  gratitude 
to  the  Author  of  all  my  blessings.  I 
kniew  not  then  why  I  thus  felt,  or 
what  so  irresistibly  drew  me  to  such 
reflections;  but,  tljanks  be  to  God,  I 
now  believe  it  was  the  influence  of  his 
blessed  and  holy  Spirit,  which  suffers 
none  to  go  down  to  perdition  unwarned 
and  uninvited.  1  remained  much  in 
the  same  state  of  mind  for  weeks,  and 
then  for  a  short  time  was  more  stupid, 
but  shortly  my  convictions  returned 
with  redoubled  force.  A  deep  sense 
of  my  awful  ingratitude  to  God  weigh- 
ed down  my  spirits,  and  bocainc  a  bur- 
then which  1  could  by  no  means  shake 
off.  I  felt,  at  this  time,  that  I  wanted 
some  system  of  belief  on  which  to  rest; 
but,  oh  I  I  had  none,  no  steadfast  faith 
on  which  to  ground  my  hope.  I  now 
felt  unwilling  that  any  one  should  know 
the  state  of  my  mind.  1  read  the 
Scriptures,  but  found  no  special  altera- 
tion in  my  feelings.  At  this  period,  I 
obtained  I'ollok's  Course  of.  Time,  of 
which  I  had  heard  much,  and  which  I 
believe,  in  the  hand  of  God,  was  the 
means  of  deepenincj  my  sense  of  the 
importance  of  religion.  I  commenced 
its  perusal  with  high  expectations  of 
intellectual  enjoyment.  And  much  as 
I  admired  his  "  lofly  verse,"  and  the 
high  sublimity  of  his  genius,  I  found  in 
it  a  still  higher  claim  to  my  attention. 
When  with  a  masterly  hand,  and  a 
spirit  that  seemed  familiar  in  commu- 
ning with  the  higher  spheres,  he  un- 
veiled to  my  view  the  invisible  things 
of  that  mysterious  future  of  which  we 
long  to  be  assured,  but  which,  never- 
theless, strikes  us  with  awe,  I  said, 
can  these  things  be  trulhft^  or  are  tbey 
but  high- wrought  fancies,  vviiich  look 
their  birth  among  the  midnight  mu- 
sint^s  of  the  gifled  bard  ?  I  took  the 
Holy  Scriptures  with  a  full  purpose  to 
see  if  these  things  were  so,  and  was 
convinced  the  inferences  he  Kcid  drawn 


question »  if  Hitit  things  are  truths, 
*'  where  art  thou  ?"  presented  itielf 
forcibly  to  my  awakened  coDscience. 

My  mind  became  gexceedingly  dif- 
tressed,  that  I  had  so  lone  overlooked 
the  dreadful  penalty  attached  to  God's 
law,  and  the  impossibility  of  eecajoiiiff 
from  it  except  by  repentance  and  laith 
in  the  atoning  blood  of  the  Saviour.    I 
began  to  read  with  an  earnest  desire 
to  be  enlightened,  and  know  what  I 
must  do  to  be  saved ;  but  then,  then  it 
was  that  I  felt  the  pernicious  effects  of 
having  read    deistical    and   sccpticil 
writings.     No  sooner  was  my  heirt 
deeply  interested  about  the  ffreat  doc- 
trinal truths  of  the  Bible,  than  every 
infidel  objection  I  had  ever  seen,  ob- 
jections which  a  short  time*  before,  I 
am  confident,  I  could  not  have  called 
to  memory,  were  brought  freshly  to 
my  recollection,  with  a  force  which, 
when  1  read  them,  I  was  far  from  think- 
ing them  to  possess.     I  had  read  the 
Bible,  and  thought  that  I  had  not  a 
doubt  of  its  authenticity ;    but  now, 
when  I  began  to  feel  that  my  eternal 
i  welfare  was  staked  upon  my  belief  of 
'  the  Scriptures,  1  was  strongly  tempt- 
ed to  disbelieve  them.     Oflen  it  would 
occur  to  my  mind,  that  the  most  devo- 
ted Christian  believed  not  more  firmly 
in  his  Bible,  than  the  Mahometan  in 
his  Koran ;  and  that  the  Pagan  was  as 
strongly  attached  to  the  rites  of  bis 
idolatry  as  the  Christian  to  the  precepts 
of  the  Gospel.     But  these  almost  in- 
voluntary cavils  of  my  mind,  did  not 
deter  me  from  still  desiring  to  know 
the  truth,  and  I  found  that  the  only 
way  to  silence  and  overcome  these  ob- 
jections,  was  sincerely  to  pray  that 
God  would   help  my  unbelief;   and  I 
;  desire  humbly  to  thank  him,  that  aflcr 
a  struggle  of  sorae  weeks,  "  my  evil 
heart  of  unbelier'  departed  from  me, 
and  I  then  believed,  and  do  now,  that 
the  Scriptures  are  indeed  the  word  of 
God,"  the  lamp  which  he  in  mercy 
sent  from  heaven   to  earth  to  guide 
his  wandering  children  home. 

Afler  this  most  distressing  objection 
was  removed,  many  others  arose,  but 
for  which  I  have  no  excuse  to  plead  but 
the  desperate  wickedness  of  my  heart, 
which  willingly  received  and  cherished

eoverei^nty,  I  wished  to  escape

one  error  to  which  I  clung  with  a 
Lcity  which  was  entirely  inexcusa- 
I  was  fully  sensible  that  there 
i  no  doctrine  more  plainly  taught  in 
^ible  than  the  atonement  by  Christ ; 

that  we  have  access  to  the  Father 
f  through  him,  yet  I  was  unwiUing 
4jbmit  to  be  saved  for  Christ's  sake 
:ie.  In  my  wishes,  and  even  in  my 
yers,  I  wished  to  bring  along  with 
self  some  good  act,  which  I  pur- 
^d  to  perform  in  future,  to  recom- 
nd  me.  I  truly  believed  I  was  a  lost 
d  perishing  sinner,  but  wished  to  do 
nething  to  relieve  myself.  I  had 
t  faith  and  humility  to  throw  myself 
the  mercy  of  Jesus,  and  plead  for 
rdon  without  offering  one  word  in  ex- 
mation  of  my  guilt.  And  until  with- 
a  short  time,  for  a  year  and  a  half 
3t,  I  continued  to  fluctuate  between 
[>e  and  fear,  between  rebellion,  and 
)inission.  Sometimes  flattering  my- 
f  I  had  given  my  heart  up  to  God, 
1  then,  when  some  faithful  preacher 
1  open  the  hidden  workings  and  de- 
t  of  the  heart,  or  I  tried  my  faith  and 
LCtice  by  the  unerring  and  unbend- 
;>  standard  of  God's  holy  word,  I 
ind  my  hope  unstable,  and  felt  ready 
perish.  By  the  mercy  of  God,  his 
Irit  ceased  not  to  strive  with  me 
'ing  so  long  a  period  of  obstinacy 
1  unbelief;  and  lately,  having  op- 
rtonity  to  hear  the  truth  powerfully 
(ached,  and  the  duty  of  immediate 
1  entire  submission  to  the  terms  of 
J  Gospel  most  thrillingly  urged,  I  have 
length,  as  I  humbly  trust,  through 
th  in  the  Redeemer,  given  myself 
reservedly  into  his  hands,  and  rely- 
f  upon  his  grace,  desire  to  walk  in

REMINISCENCES   OF    COLLEGE. 
[Fornishad  bjr  a  Clergym&n.J 

I9  the  winter  of  1824-5,  there  was  a 
yintereMtiag  work  of  grace  among 


the  students  of  Hamilton  College* 
During  the  winter  previous,  there  had 
been  a  very  serious  disturbance.  The 
members  of  coUejge  at  that  time,  will 
all  remember,  durmg  life,  the  night  of 
the  1 6th  of  December,  1833,  when 
several  individuals  carried  to  the  fourth 
story  of  the  stone  edifice  a  small  piece 
of  cannon,  heavily  loaded  with  powder, 
and  plugged  with  a  piece  of  wood. 
Having  nxed  a  slow  match^  they  left  it 
to  perform  its  work  of  destruction.  It 
shortly  burst  into  numerous  pieces, 
rending  the  windows,  doors,  and  plaster 
of  the  hall ;  perforating,  with  its  frag- 
ments, the  floors  and  roof,  and  throwing 
mto  consternation  all  who  heard  it. 
There  followed  such  a  time  of  unhal- 
lowed excitement  among  the  students 
as  cannot  well  be  described.  Conse- 
quences ensued  that  cannot  be  detailed 
without  implicating  character  now  too 
respectable  to  be  reproached  with  the 
errors  of  college  life.  During  the 
whole  of  the  two  winter  sessions,  there 
was  little  peace  in  the  institution.  It 
seemed  almost  impossible  to  pray  with 
the  hope  of  any  good  beyond  that  of 
one's  own  soul. 

The  next  year  opened  with  prospects 
of  peace.  With  few  exceptions,  the 
spirits  of  all  had  become  cool,  and  there 
appeared  a  precious  tenderness  of  feel- 
ing in  the  hearts  of  several  of  the  pious 
students.  These  exhorted  the  others 
to  prayer  and  efforts  for  the  conversion 
of  the  impenitent.  Some  fasted  oflen, 
and  even  weekly  over  the  condition  of 
the  institution.  But  before  we  called, 
God  heard ;  and  while  we  were  yet 
speaking,  he  answered ;  and  ere  we 
expected  it,  some  of  the  impenitent 
were  found  so  deeply  convicted  of  their 
sin  and  danofer  as  to  be  unfitted  for 
study,  unable  to  sleep,  and  were  ex- 
cused from  recitations.  The  work  be- 
gan like  the  breaking  of  a  cloud  that 
is  charged  with  a  copious  shower.  It 
was  a  time  of  great  solemnity  and  deep 
heart  searching.  Soon  not  an  oath 
was  heard  from  the  lips  of  the  profane.. 
Several  of  them  solemnly  agreed  to- 
gether "  not  to  swear  any  more."  In 
all  our  places  of  common  resort,  in  reci- 
tations, in  our  literary  societv&«^\^^&-

Scarce  a  ecnile  was  seen  uii  uiiv  coun- 
tenance. Tlie  height  u!"  the  revival 
was  judt  one  year  from  tlie  explosion 
1)1'  the  cannon,  (ioii'd  Uixud  wns  re- 
cognised by  all.  The  work  continued 
to  the  end  of  the  set^ion,  vvi^en  it  wau 
ascertained  that  the  number  ut'  pious 
students  had  increased  irom  forty  to 
sixty,  making  about  twenty  who  pro- 
fessed to  have  entertained  new  hopes, 
and  to  have  formed  new  i)urpoi!:c8  for 
life  and  for  eternity.  Quite  a  number 
of  these  are  now  useful  minibters  of 
the  Gospel. 

~  Some  of  the  cases  of  conversion 
were  peculiarly  marked  at  the  time, 
and  their  character  and  cirrumstances 
can  never  be  forgotten.  One  or  two 
of  them  are  worthy  of  notice  in  this 
connexion.  I.  VV.  S.  was  among  the 
first  uhose  hopeful  convertiiion  was 
announced,  and  the  announcement  was 
the  instrument  of  the  awakening  of 
two  of  his  classmates.  While  ho  was 
under  conviction,  he  received  a  letter 
from  his  pious  mother,  who  was  un aft- 
prised  of  the  state  of  things  in  collof^e, 
and  of  her  son's  feelings.  That  letter 
was  full  of  unusually  fervent  exhorta- 
tions and  entreaties,  that  he  would  im- 
mediately attend  to  the  concerns  of  his 
soul,  and  stating  that  great  solicitude 
had  been  felt  ibr  him,  and  n;.ronizing 
prayer  oiTered  in  his  behalf,  llcre  was 
a  striking  coincidence — the  exhorta- 
tions and  prayers  of  a  distiint  pious 
mother,  the  prayers  and  entreat iorf  of 
his  fellow  students,  tlie  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  all  at  the  same  time  ))ross- 
ing  upon  him.  He  immcdiali  ly  gave 
his  heart  to  God.  He  scrtiiined  a 
character  for  eminent  [nety  till  his 
death,  which  occurred  while  he  wsis  a 
member  of  the  Princeton  Theolojrical 
Semmary. 

I  will  note  another  case  :  J.  1).  was 
among  the  unfortunate  malcontents  of 
the  previous  winter.  It  i:»  not  probnhle 
that  he  was  implicated  in  the  alfair  of 
the  cannon.  But  in  other  respects,  he 
partook  of  the  reigning  spirit.  He  was 
considered  so  ungovernable  as  to  re- 
quire   the  exercise  of  collerre  disci- 


pline, and  be  was  accordingly  senti 
the  country  for  a  short  time.  He  reta 
ed  to  college  at  the  commeDccmenti: 
new  year.     Ilia  experience  had  tiD' 
him  some  leseons  ot'caution,yetLei 
not  radically  corrected.     He  fioood 
played  his  feelings  of  liostility  tonn 
the  authority  of  college  and  towah 
some  of  his  fellow  students.    Wic 
the  revival  began,  J.  D.  was  iispm 
to  ridicule  it,  and  to  persecute  tliis 
who  were  active  in  its  promotion.  Ui 
was  proud,  for  he  Jjad  taleotstadfrnl 
influence  among  bis  associates.   Win

Stimulated  by  an  ardent  curiosity,  they  eagerly  seek  an 
acquaintance  with  the  religious  opinions  of  different  nations.  The  Bible,  dis- 
seminated by  Martyn,  Wolfe,  and  others,  has  excited  witiiin  them,  a  laudable 
desire  for  inquiry  into  the  truths  of  Christianity.  They  frequently  defote 
themselves  to  the  perusal  of  the  New  Testanent,  and  give  various  conttructioDs 
to  such  passages  as  are  considered  obscure  and  difficult.  They  eamettly  desire 
an  entire  version  of  the  Scriptures  in  their  own  language. 

A  Christian  power  has,  at  length,  gained  a  footing  on  the  Barbary  coast  A 
toleration  of  religion  at  Algiers,  is  already  a  matter  of  stipulation,  and  it  seemi 
highly  probable  that  the  other  Barbary  States  will  be  compelled  gradually  to 
adopt  a  more  enlightened  course  than  they  have  hitherto  pursued.  The  Britiili 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society  is  making  progress  in  translating  the  Scriptures  in  the 
Berber  language— pthe  venacular  tongue  of  the  native  tribes  in  immediate  con- 
tact with  the  territory  of  Algiers.  Two  missionaries  are  preparing  in  Paris  for 
those  regions. 

A  circumstance  of  great  interest,  is  the  recent  providential  distribution  of 
political  power.  Though  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  population  of  the  globe 
bear  the  Christian  name,  yet  nearly  one  half  are  under  Christian  govemmeots, 
and,  in  some  measure,  subjected  to  wholesome  laws.  Beneath  the  dominion  of 
the  heathen  and  Mohammedan  powers,  there  is  a  population  of  about  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  millions.  The  Christian  governments  comprise  a  population  of 
almost  four  hundred  millions,  of  which  the  Protestant  States  embrace  about  two 
hundred  millions.  Upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  millions,  which  is  more 
than  a  sixth  part  of  the  human  race,  considerably  greater  than  the  population 
of  the  ancient  Roman  empire,  exceeding  all  the  subjects  of  the  Roman  Pontiff, 
and  nearly  twice  the  population  of  all  the  Mohammedan  nations,  are  under  the 
sway  of  the  British  empire.  A  century  since,  the  population  of  Britain  wu 
scarcely  thirteen  millions.  Her  authority  now  extends  over  two  thirds  of  Ue 
globe  in  reference  to  longitude ;  and  it  is  literally  true  that  the  sun  never  ee\» 
upon  her  possessions ;  for  within  this  vast  range,  various  places  have  noon  and 
midnight  at  the  same  time.  Stretching  also  from  the  arctic  circle  to  the  thirty- 
third  degree  of  south  latitude,  the  four  seasons  are  experienced  within  ber  (fa)- 
minions  at  the  same  time. 

Another  auspicious  circumstance,  is  found  in  the  rapidly  growing  power  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  To  every  benevolent  man,  it  must  be  a  matter  for 
sincere  gratitude  to  God,  that  if  any  portion  of  the  world  is  to  be  fiDed  with  a 
population,  in  denseness  unequalled  in  the  annals  of  the  human  race,  that  portion 
is  to  be  these  United  States.  No  nation  on  earth  has  so  rich  a  legacy  in  the 
prayers  and  noble  sacrifices  of  its  founders.  None  has  witnessed  more  signal 
manifestations  of  the  goodness  of  the  Great  Being  who  presides  over  the  des- 
tinies of  the  nations.  None  is  partaking  so  largely  in  the  mercy  of  the  Son  and 
Spirit  of  God.  Upon  the  United  States  and  upon  Great  Britain  rest  the  hopes 
of  the  world. 

For  a  number  of  yeara  ^«k&\^\.\A^i\eivda  of  humanity  have  combined  their  eSot^ 
in  voluntary  a88oda.tioM.    ^^  K  li^'w  'vq&»«u^;^  t«a!Ax>ua\L\.  lames  DouglM 
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Bouaeod.  Ita  object  wmi,  howeror,  dittinetly  sUled 
'  to  b«  tb&t  of  evtDselisinf  Prance ;  and  they  have 
•ince  raeolved  to  prosecute  it  hj  every  meane  which 
God  may  place  at  their  diipoial.  It  atlerly  rrjecti 
-•Jl  party  apirit  or  dutioction  of  aeeta,  and  every 
aystcm  of  ditciplioe.  In  the  vrordi  of  the  prtflfdenti 
it  "  aeek*  lo  know  nolhinf  bat  Jetaif  Christ  crucified, 
and  lo  do  nothinf  but  to  labour  in  diffiuiag  tj»t 
knowledge." 

The  report,  however,  apeaks  of  tihe  followiaf 
means  as  those  already  proposed,  and  more  or  less 
employed  by  the  Society,  vis.  preaekJBf,  ^  Col- 
portaf «,**  iostroction,  and  Chrirtian  schools.  To 
tliese  may  be  added  Sunday  Schools,  the  board  or- 
ganized at  Paris  upon  Sundsy  Schools  hkvins  become 
oajted  with  the  Society. 

The  fullowinf  extracts  will  give  some  idea  of  what 
htLM  been  already  accomplished  by  tJiis  association. 

Eleven  labourers  have  been  •uttained 
hj  the  Society  tbit  finit  yrar,  viz  : — 

Three  EtjangeliHa  (Evangelistea.)  ]. 
M.  Major,  who  preachei  aalvation  by 
Jesue  Christ  to  an  audience  of  upwards 
of  400  at  Strasburg.  Their  place  of  moot- 
ing  having  become  too  confined,  great  ef. 
forts  have  been  made  to  obtain  a  larger 
one,  which  will  soon  bo  ready.  M.  Major 
has  also  a  Sunday  School,  and  several 
weekly  meetings.  2.  M.  Gcrbor,  who  has 
been  settled  at  Troyes  since  November 
last,  and  preaches  there  regularly.  3.  M. 
Poulain,  who  preaches  in  a  chapel  con. 
structed  for  the  purpose,  and  hired  at  a 
low  rent.  It  was  dedicated  the  8th  Sept. 
last,  and  from  130  to  200  hearers,  both 
Catholics  and  Protestants,  assemble  in  it. 

Five  Colporteurt,*  MM.  Poulet  and 
Louis  Duproix,  in  the  (department  of) 
Aisne,  under  the  direction  of  M.  Colany, 
pastor  of  Lern^.  Antoine  Berrus,  who 
Las  sold  in  a  few  months  583  New  Testa, 
mants,  and  76  Bibles,  in  the  department 
of  Vaucluse  and  I'H^rault.  Derbecq,  in 
the  Lower  Seine,  under  the  direction  of 
M.  Defdiice,  pastor  of  Bolbec.  Lastly,  a 
Colporteur  under  the  direction  of  M.  Le. 
foudrey,  pastor  of  Brest,  has  laboured  in 
Bretagne.    Ho  ha«  already  visited  Quim.

culated  throqghout  the  Word  of  God.  He 
found  almost  every  where  Protestant  fa. 
milies  wholly  destitute  of  religious  aid, 
and  anxious  to  be  visited.  The  door  is 
open  for  a  preaching  evangelist  (4van. 
g^liste  pr6dicateur)  in  Bretagne 

Three  SekoolmaUmrt,  M.  Croiet,  in 
the  church  of  St.  Laurent.du.Cros,  (High 
Alps,)  where  the  labours  of  Felix  Neff 
were  so  greatly  blessed.  M.  Clavel  (the 
pastor)  is  highly  gratified  with  the  seal  of 
M.  Croxet,  who  keeps  his  school  from 
place  to  place,  visits  from  house  to  house, 
and  holds  meetings  for  instruction  on  the 
Sabbath.  Some  fruit  has  already  crowned 
his  labours.  Another  master  has  been 
placed  st  the  head  of  a  school  in  the  de. 
partmeot  of  Deux-Sevres,  at  the  request 
of  the  pastor,  whose  testimony  is  highly 
favourable  to  him.  Finally  temporary 
relief  has  been  granted  to  the  teaching 
evangelist,  or  missionary  instructor,  (in. 
stiteur  dvangdliste)  of  the  church  of 
N^rac. 

Three  Auxiliary  Societies  are  already 
formed.  One  at  Toulouse  is  in  vigorous 
action,  has  published  an  appeal  to  the 
Christians  of  that  vicinity,  has  made  a 
remittance  to  the  central  Society,  and  will 
soon,  with  the  Divine  aid,  have  a  number 
of  branches.  One  at  Lyons,  and  one  at 
N^rac,  which  was  represented  at  the  an- 
niversary by  M.  Hoseman,  pastor  of  N., 
and  which  has  also  made  a  remittance. 
Other  auxiliaries  are  forming.  The  friends 
of  this  undertaking  have  exerted  them, 
selves  in  its  behalf  in  various  places.  The 
pastors  of  la  Somme  and  TOise  have  ad. 
dressed  a  circular  to  the  Christians  of 
those  departments  to  give  them  informs, 
tion  of  the  existence  of  the  Society.  A 
missionary  board  has  been  organized  at 
Dijon.  The  Society  has  also  received 
from  abroad  several  gratifying  testimo. 
nials  of  Christian  sympathy,  particularly 
from  the  Soci6t6  Evang^lique  of  Geneva, 
•  and  from  our  brethren  of  Guernsey.  An 
auxiliary  society  has  been  formed  there, 
which  has  already  sent  900  fr.,  and  which 
was  represented  at  the  meeting  by  one  of 
its  members,  M.  Hine,  pastor,  who  was 
delegated  for  that  purpose.

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LETTER 

From  a  Gentleman^  after  having  travelled 
in  the  Wett. 

Dear  iSiii — That  the  westera  part  of 
our  country  is  destined  to  exert  a  power- 
ful influence  on  the  destinies  of  the  whole 
iiation  must  be  evident  on  a  moment's 
reflection.  Already  does  the  Valley  of  the 
Miaaissippi  contain  one  third  of  our  whole 
population ;  and  such  are  its  capabilities 
and  resources,  that  in  all  probability  a 
majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  these  United 
States  will  be  found  in  this  valley  in  less 
than  ten  years. 

What  shall  he  the  character  of  this  popu. 
lation  ?  is  a  question  that  must  come  home 
with  thrilling  interest  to  the  bosom  of 
every  patriot  and  Christian.  Shall  tem- 
perance  and  industry — shall  purity  and 
religion  pervade  that  living  mass  of  human 
beings  ?  Shall  the  word  of  God  be  found 
in  every  cottage,  and  the  house  of  God 
lift  its  spire  from  every  village?  Shall 
colleges  and  academies,  day  schools  and 
Sabbath  schools,  extend  their  happy  influ- 
ence to  the  millions  who  are  soon  to  de- 
eide  the  destinies  of  our  country?  Or 
■hall  intemperance  and  lust,  shall  infideli. 
ty,  with  all  its  retinue  of  vices,  spread  the 
pall  of  death  over  the  fairest,  richest, 
noblest  portion  of  our  happy  land  7  This 
depends  very  much  on  another  questibn — 

Whether  yoUng  men  of  deep  piety  and 
good  talents  are  mlling  to  go  there  in 
greater  wumhers  than  they  have  done,  as 
teaehen  and  preachers  of  the  Grospel. 
The  remark  was  once  made  by  the  Seore- 
tary  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  that 
'*  the  voice  of  the  living  minister  is  what 
is  peculiarly  needed  there."  My  own  ob. 
servation  has  abundantly  verified  this  ts. 
sertion.  Although  I  have  been  but  a  little 
wky  to  the  "  far  w^st,** -enough  has  fkllen 


from  the  west,  is  men.  Not  Bibles,  aer 
tracts,  merely — but  men  :  not  piiny,diivtU 
ling,  inefficient  men,  but  men  that  otn 
stand  up  boldly  for  the  defence  of  troth;

forgotten  the  Bible,  and  preached  them- 
selves **  outf"  because  they  have  not  tt- 
plonished  their  minds  at  the  living  tod 
uncorrupted  fountains  of  truth.  Soch 
are  the  men  imperiously  demanded  at  the 
west.     Let  me  show  why. 

Infidelity  meets  you  there  in  all  its 
forms.

The  settlement 
is  large,  and  they  are  nearly  all  Fresby. 
terians,  and  very  generally  anxious  to  be 
instructed  and  led  to  Christ. 

There  is  no  difficulty  as  it  respects  the 
language,  except  in  case  of  a  few  old  per- 
sons,  who  will,  in  the  course  of  nature, 
soon  be  off  the  stage.  Still  it  would  bo 
preferable  to  have  their  minister  a  (wer- 
man,  if  such  a  one  could  be  found  of  suf. 
ficient  piety  to  undertake  the  charge  of  a 
people  so  ignorant,  and  at  present  so 
generally  wicked.  A  Felix  Tveff  among 
them  is  what  they  need ;  and  O,  sir,  ha. 
▼ing  just  read  that  blessed  man's  life,  I 
pant  for  hin  piety,  his  general  disposition, 
and  his  entire  consecration  to  the  work 
of  administerinff  to  the  wants  of  such  a 
people.  The  habits  and  customs  of  these 
Germans  approach  a  little  towards  tlmse 
with  whom  that  precious  man  had  to  do.

In  my  last  report,  I  mentioned  that  I 
had  established  two  Bible  C-Iaefics  in  dif.  \ 
ferent  parts   of  the   settlement.      Thuhe  : 
have  been  kept  up  through  tho  f]iinrlcr, 
and  with  increasing  interest.     The  Jiible   . 
Classes  are  so  located,  that  about  all  tiie   i 
members  of  the  church  and  tlieir  fainilies 
can  generally  attend.     Wo  endeavour  to  i 
bring  in  others,  and  wo  are  succoNsfuI  in  I 
a  few  cases.     With  tho  Uihio  (^hisses  are  ; 
connected  prayer  meetings.     We  have  a  I 
stated    monthly   church    co'nfi^rcncc,    nt  i 
which  time,  almost  always,  all  the  male 
members  are  present,  and  nearly  all  the 
female   members.      Tiicse   meetings  are 
generally  very  interesting.      Sometimes 
they  have  been  melting  seasons, — "hea- 
venly   places    in    Christ    Jesus.**       Our 
monthly  concert  is  observed  and  well  at- 
tended ;  generally  is  a  meeting  of  deep 
interest  to  Christians. 

A  Hint  to  Churches  in  New  Settlements. 

Our  church  has  adopted  the  monthly 
distribution  of  tracts.  This  seems  to  bo  a 
plan  wisely  adapted  to  the  circumstances 
of  new  settlements.  It  ro«)uiros  some  la- 
bour and  self-denial,  but  it  promotes  a 
9yatematie  course  of  religious  vvtitingt  and 
w/ien  the  dittribution  ia  carried  ou  \yj  the 


members  of  tho  church,  it  ia  «  grtat  hs^ 
to  the  missionary.  The  dotrilMiton  ind 
receivers  of  the  tracts,  are  mutually  bm^ 
fitod.  Since  the  eommcneement  of  tlw 
monthly  distribution,  the  church, 
cially  those  members  of  it  who  have 
employed  as  distributors,  have  been  men 
deeply  impressed  with  a  senee  of  the  vait 
amount  of  labours  requisite  in  this  nsv 
country,  and  of  the  importance  of  hariaf 
that  labour  performed.  We  have  iofideli 
of  almost  every  character  amongst  jim, 
who  cannot  bo  persuaded,  or  at  least  who 
have  not  been  persuaded  to  hear  the  Gas. 
pel.  I  believe  only  one  of  them  has  !•• 
fused  to  receive  a  traet.  Our  cemparanca 
society  has  rnised  money  sufficient  to  ttke 
one  copy  of  the  "Temperance  Recorder 
for  each  family  in  the  settlement.  WbcD 
tho  Kccorders-  shall  be  received,  tliey  are 
to  be  distributed  every  month,  one  put 
inte  each  family. 

Prayers  and  Almt, 

At  the  monthly  concert,  our  church 
takes  up  a  contrihutiun,  or  rather  pay 
tJH'ir  monthly  suhscri|>tion  for  Foreign 
Missions.

Sorrow  was  consuming  his 
soul :  he  tried  to  read  his  Bible,  but  he 
had  neglected  it  so  long  that  he  had 
almost  forgotten  how  to  read.  He 
could  understand  nothing  but  what  was 
explained  to  him.

In  this 
state  he  continued  for  about  three 
weeks,  when  light  broke  in  upon  his 
soul,  and  he  was  full  of  peace  in  believ- 
ing, lie  had  no  raptures,  but  he  was 
like  the  man  out  of  whom  the  evil  spirit 
had  departed,  and  he  was  found  "*  cloth- 
pd  and  in  bis  right  mind."  He  was  now 
an  astonishment  to  all  the  men  in  the 
town,  and  to  none  more  than  to  himself.

WHAT  THE  OBACE  Or  GOD  OAIV  DO.

An  old  man,  aged  about  70  years,  I 
found  last  fall  in  the  third  story  of  a 
hoose,  where  he  and  two  widowed 
daughters  lived.    He  was  an  old  Sab- 
bath breaker,  a  profane  swearer,  illite- 
rate, and  lay  on  the  filthiest  couch  J 
ever  saw.    He  had  been  a  very  labo- 
rious man  in  his  day,  in  heavy  work, 
of  timber,  stone,  and  the  like.    His 
form  was  large  and  tall,  but  very  much 
wasted,  having  been,  for  the  most  of 
his  whole  life,  continually  tormented, 
stung,  and  poisoned,  with  those  Jieri/ 
Merpentis  brandy,  rum,  gin,wliiskcy,  &c. 
Both  of  his  feet  were  in  a  state  of  mor- 
tification.    One  of  his  daughters  lay 
on  the  floor  at  the  foot  of  his  bed, 
**  dead  drunk  ;"  and  the  room,  indeed 
the  whole  houeic,  from  the  top  to  the 
bottom,  was  most  ofl!ensivc.    I  thought 
1  could  not  stay  long  enough  to  con- 
vcrpe  with  him  and  pray.     But  when 
I  witnessed  his  distresp,  and  felt  on  his 
sunken  countenance  the  cold  sweat, 
and  saw  around  him  no  eye  to  pity, 
nor  friendly  hand  to  relieve,  and  when 
I  thought  of  his  immortal  soul,  f  forgot 
those  trifling  inconveniences  to  myself, 
and  felt  that  this  child  of  wo  was  my 
brother,  and  knelt  by  his  low  coucli, 
and  in  the  fulness  of  my  heart  pleaded 
in  his  behalf  with  the  Friend  of  sinner?. 
I    frequently   visited    him,    read    the 
Scriptures  to  him,  firaycd  with  him, 
ur^ed  him  to  immediate  repentance 
and  prayer,  and  found  that  his  appa- 
rent poverty  in  temporal  things  was 
not  so  much  in  consequence  of  the  real 
poverty  of  the  house,  as  of  the  vices 
and  neglect  of  the  family,  and  that  the 
evil  could  not  be  very  much  remedied 
under  the  then  existing  circumstances. 
He  soon  became  concerned  for  his  soul, 
and  not  lonfi^  afler  manifested  a  saving 
change,  and  has  aince  ^iven  decided  !■ 
evidence  of  havin^^  paBvedftotci  dea\\v\\ 


unto  lift;  and  his  fe«C  were  wo  fkrkaJ' 
ed,  and  health  recovered«  that  be  wm 
able  to  walk  aboot  when  I  aaw  Imd 
last,  and  ia  now  in  comfortable  cirom- 
atancea  in  the  alms- house.  Before  he 
left  his  wicked  children,  he  talked  vfiy 
tenderly  to  them  about  their  soidsf  uA 
"  begged  of  them  to  fbraake  their  wiek- 
ed  ways,  and  pray  for  themsetvea" 
He  aaid  *«he  wanted  to  live  where 
there  was  no  whiskey  nor  swearing ;" 
had  '*  heard  thai  there  -wa  d*  wkuktf 
at  the  alnis-house,  and  that  there  were 
some  Christian  people  there,  and  piay* 
ing  and  singing,  and  he  wanted  to  get 
away  from  that  wicked  place,  and  go 
to  the  alma-house  and  die  there." 

This  man  is  verily  a  monament  of 
God's  natience  and  redeeming  grace. 
The  following  are  some  of  his  expret- 
sions,  after  he  bc^an  to  hope  that  k 
had  experienced  the  new  birth.  "Mj 
heart  is  no  more  heavy,  but  light  104 
happy  with  love  to  Gol'.  I  have  been 
a  slave  to  the  devil  all  the  doys  of  aiy 
life,  but  will  now  serve  God  as  well  ii 
I  cun  until  I  die.  My  body  is  in  grett 
pain,  but  my  mind  is  very  happy.  1 
love  to  pray  to  my  Heavenly  Father  ail 
the  time.  I  give'  myself  away  to  Jei» 
Christ  for  ever.  Nothing  but  the  mer- 
cy of  God  can  save  such  an  old  tinner 
as  I  am."  One  day  as  I  ■pproaclie<{ 
his  room,  he  put  out  his  trembling  band, 
and  snid,  «  My  dear  friend,  how  glid 
I  am  to  SCO  you — I  am  so  lonely— I  am 
HO  sick — this  is  such  a  wicked  houfe— 
I  am  so  tired  of  staying  heie — I  want 
a  better  place."  I  asked  him  where 
he  wanted  to  go  ?  «  To  heivrn,"  he 
said, "and  Ihj  with  my  Heai-cnly  F»- 
thor.**  And  he  wept  aloud  for  his 
poor  children.  To  rclote  all  the  inte- 
resting facts  respectinflr  this  old  nian'« 
hopeful  escape  from  the  bottomlcw  pit, 
would  fill  a  volume.  S.

•end  forth  disciples?     Why  direct  them  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that 

labourers  might  be  sent  forth  into  his  harvest  ?    Why  was  it  his  last  command, 

I    •«  Go  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature  ?"     Why,  did  hi* 

first  gift,  after  his  ascension  to  heaven,  consist  of  apostles,  prophets,  evangelists, 

jMstors,  and  teachers,  sent  expressly  to  care,  to  watch  for  the  souls  of  men ' 

Why  did  those  apostles  ordain  elders  in  every  city?     Why  charge  those  to 

whom  they  leil  the  care  of  the  churches,  to  commit  the  things  which  they  had 

received  to  faithful  men,  who  should  be  able  to  teach  others  also  ? 

Has  all  this  provision  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  men  ceased  to  be  necessary  ? 
Are  the  enemies  which  once  opposed  their  salvation  dead,  or  asleep,  or  convert- 
ad  to  friends  ?    Does  the  broad  road  no  longer  lead  to  destruction  ?    Are  the 
fires  of  hell  extinguished  ?    Are  the  glories  of  heaven  departed  ?    Or,  has  the 
long  expected  day  arrived  in  which  it  is  no  longer  necesssry  to  **  teach  every 
man  his  neighbour,  and  every  man  his  brother,  saying,  know  the  Lord?"  If  not, 
then  by  whom  shall  the  requisite  care  and  exertion  for  their  salvation  be  made  ? 
Will  you  reply,  by  those  whose  necessities  require  them  ?    And  is  it,  then,  need- 
fol  to  remind  you,  that  by  them  it  will  never  be  done  ?    Have  not  observation 
and  experience  taught  you,  that  men  are  never  more  insensible  to  their  spiritual 
wants,  than  whon  those  wants  are  most  numerous  and  pressing?    This,  this  is 
the  circumstance,  which,  above  all  others,  renders  it  necessary  to  care  for  the 
spiritual  state  of  mankind.    They  will  not ;  no,  they  will  not  care  for  themselves. 
When  would  the  Son  of  God  have  made  his  appearance  in  our  world,  had  be 
waited  till  its  prayers  drew  him  down  ?    When  would  he  have  sent  his  apontlee 
to  the  heathen,  had  he  waited  till  they  solicited  such  a  favour?    And  when,  O

But  why  do  I  ineirt  on  thi«  obvious  truth?    Prom  many  of  the  destitattn 
imploriogr  cry  is  already  heard.     Wakened  by  the  etill,  emnll  Yoice  of  God,  or  tr 
the  occasional  warning  of  some  transient  messenger  of  the  crosa,  they  tre  k- 
eoming  sensible  of  their  wants,  and  beseech  us  to  care  for  tbem.     Hundreds  ui 
thousands  would  at  this  moment  receive  with  gratitude  and  joy  thefrtfiiDeiitt* 
the  crumbs  of  your  spiritual  repasts^  They  cry  for  the  bread  of  life,  batthw 
is  none  to  break  it  to  them.    To  provide  a  supply  for  themaelTes  is  beyond  tbar 
power.    And  even  if  it  were  not  so — if  all  the  destitntB  in  our  own  cooDtjyni 
Id  the  world  possessed  the  disposition  and  the  ability  to  care  e^ctuslly  lor  ihtm- 
valfea,  who  is  it  to  care  Ibr  posterity— for  your  posterity  ?     Who  is  it  to  aik 
tlM  prstsnl  exertions  which  are  necessary  to  preserve  them  from  softri^t 
Iknuiiie  of  the  Word  of  God  ?    Of  this,  chimerical  as  the  apprehension  ibi|  ip* 
pear»  there  is  no  small  nor  doubtful  dsnger.    Only  saflTer  things  to  pursue  tkrit 
'present  coursci  and  it  is  certain  thst  your  descendants,  at  no  very  distsat  d^t 
will  experience  the  fulfilment  of  that  awful  threatening ;  <*  Behold  the  dajBOoae, 
saith  the  Lord,  that  I  will  send  a  famine  upon  the  land ;  not  a  famine  of  bind, 
nor  a  thirst  for  water,  but  a  famine  of  hearing  the  Word  of  the  Lord."  Yoi 
can,  in  some  faint  degree,  conceive  of  the  miseries  attendant  upon  a  ftmise  of 
bread;  but  what  are  these  in  comparison  with  the  evils  occasioned  by  aftmioe 
of  the  bread  fflift?    As  far  inferior,  as  is  corporeal  pain  to  mental  anguiili;  » 
is  the  death  of  the  body,  to  that  of  the  soul ;  as  are  a  few  days  of  sufleriogto 
an  eternity  of  wretchedness.    To  witness  these  evils,  is  to  see  the  moral  wilder- 
ness, with  sll  its  briars  and  thorns,  its  wild  beasts  and  noxious  reptiles,  rtpidlT 
encroaching  upon  the  viney^ard  of  God.    It  is  to  see  our  golden  candlesdcb 
successively  removed  out  of  their  places,  and  one  burning  and  shining  li^ht  after 
another  extinguished ;  while  none  are  set  up  in  their  room  to  dispel  the  bmnly 
increasing  darkness.    It  is  to  see  the  ways  of  Zion  mourn  because  few  cone  to 
her  solemn  feasts;  the  houses  of  God  decaying,  shut  up,  or  desecrated;  the 
temples  of  vice  multiplying;  the  barriers  which  protect  the  sanctity  of  tbe  Sab- 
bath prostrated;  the  Bible  cast  aside  and  forgotten  as  a  useless  book;  tbeeier- 
tions  of  religious  and  charitable  institutions  suspended,  and  even  their  exis(eiice 
terminated;  the  few  remaining  disciples  of  Jesup,  destitute  of  strength,  of  acti- 
vity, and  almost  of  life,  constantly  diminishing  in  number;  the  rising  generalioa 
growing  up  without  God  and  without  hope;  and  darkness  which  maybefbh 
overspreading  the  land ;  while  an  insulted  God,  looking  down  from  above,  com- 
mands the  clouds  to  rain  no  rain  upon  it,  and  pronounces  it  a  spot  rejected,  and 
nigh  unto  cursing,  whose  end  is  to  be  burned.    Such  are  some  of  the  e£^ 
which  result  from  a  famine  of  the  Word  of  God;  such  the  evils  under  which  a 
large  proportion  of  owt  o'vm  ^.^wttXr^  %xA  ^'l  ^^a  NntsCsj^\&!v«  ^^^asm^    If  we  wish 
dither  to  remove  X\\\axQO«^\.e\r^a\^Q'^  ^o^f^\^A^lifeT^l^^ttlkTSl^i^K«fe^«ftft>a^ 
suffering  it,  or  to  SL\ett  '\l  fio^  ^vv«  v^^x^^M n  'v«k««*v^^  ^tvj^  VMi?3iw?t«^«oii^ 
is  indispenaabA^  n^c^aaaT-^. 
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Will  any  one  reply,  theie  apprehensions  are  groundlen  ?  It  if  imponible  that 
in  our  country,  or  at  least  in  the  most  highly  favoured  parts  of  it,  the  gloomy 
scenes  which  have  been  portrayed  should  ever  be  realized  ?  My  brethren,  let  no 
one  be  too  confident  of  this.  Must  I  rempid  you  that  every  spot  occupied  by 
the  Church  on  earth  is  a  spot  which,  like  the  territory  of  Holland,  has  been  won 
from  an  ocean ;  and  that  nothing  but  an  adequate  mound  can  prevent  that  ocean 
from  reclaiming  what  it  has  lost  ?  This  mound  consists,  under  God,  in  a  faith- 
ful and  well  educated  Christian  ministry.  Remove  this,  or  neglect  to  repair 
the  breaches  which  are  constantly  making  in  it,  and  you  wiU  soon  see  the  bil- 
lows, whose  rage  it  even  now  scarcely  restrains,  bursting  upon  you  with  irre- 
sistible violence,  and  sweeping  away  the  labours  of  ages  in  a  day. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  brethren,  what  will  you  say  ?  or  rather  what 
will  you  do  ?    The  calls  upon  your  sympathy  and  aid  are  many  and  great ;  but 
they  are  calls  which  it  seems  impossible  to  disregard.    They  are  the  expiring, 
agonizing  calls  of  a  drowning  world :  a  world  deluged  by  a  flood  of  ignorance 
and  misery,  far  more  terrible  than  all  the  waters  of  Noah.    Shall  those,  then, 
whom  the  arm  of  Omnipotent  Grace  has  tinatched  from  the  fatal  flood,  rest  un- 
concerned while  millions  are  sinking  around.     '*  If  thou  forbear  to  deliver  them 
that  are  drawn  unto  death, — if  thou  sayest,  Behold  we  knew  it  not ;  doth  not 
he  that  pondereth  the  heart  consider  it  ?  and  he  that  kcepeth  thy  soul  doth  be 
not  know  it  ?  and  shall  not  he   render  to  every  man  according  to  his  works  ?'* 
My  brethern,  thousands  of  your  countrymen,  and  millions  of  your  fellow  men  are 
drawn  unto  death,  and  you  cannot  even  say,  **  Behold  we  knew  it  not."     If, 
then,  we  refuse  to  care  for  their  state,  will  not  he  who  pondereth  the  heart  con- 
sider, and  he  that  keepeth  the  soul,  will  not  he  know  it  ?  and  as  we  have  re- 
fused to  deliver  the  soul  of  our  brother,  will  he  not  refuse  to  keep  our  souls  ? . 
Has  not  the  vMce  of  inspiration  said,  **  Whoso  hath  this  world's  goods,  and 
aeeth  his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  |iis  bowels  of  compassion  from 
iiim,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him  ?'* 

But  I  will  not  suppose  that  you  need  to  be  urged  by  motives  of  this  nature. 
Appealing  to  your  compassion,  rather  than  to  your  fears,  I  will  ask  if  a

Would  any  sacrifices,  any  sufferings  appear  too  great 
for  the  attainment  of  such  an  object  ?  My  brethren,  without  making  great  sa- 
crifices, without  any  personal  sufferings,  you  can,  in  an  important  sense,  do  this. 
The  situation  of  those  who  are  destitute  of  the  Gospel  is  in  efiect  the  same,  as 
if  a  Saviour  had  never  been  revealed.    In  vain,  as  it  respects  them,  have  the 
glad  tidings  of  great  joy  reached  our  world.     In  vain  have  life  and  immortality 
been  brouglit  to  light,  and  the  gates  of  heaven  opened.    Of  these  wonders  of 
redeeming  love,  of  the  only  name  given  under  heaven  whereby  men  can  be 
Mved,  they  have  never  heard.     He  then,  who  shall  send  them  the  Goepel,  will 
imitrnmantally  provide  for  them  a  Saviour,  snatch  them  ftoiik  v«t&^fia«s^^^a^^  ^^« 
them  life  Mnd  immortaUty.

NORTH   CAROLINA.

Since  my  last  report,  I  have  attended 
fifty  .five  meetings,  at  which  I  have  taken 
an  active  part,  and  preached  at  a  majority 
of  them.  Some  of  the  above  meetings 
were  of  a  deeply  interesting  character,  li^. 
cause  of  the  pretence  of  the  Lord  to  con- 
vict,  and,  I  trust,  convert  immortal  souls. 
I  have  administered  the  communion  once 
in  each  of  the  congregations  of  Harmony 
and  Red  House,  and  received  fifteen  to 
the  communion  on  profession,  and  two 
others  on  certificate,  making  the  number 
of  new  members  seventeen.  There  are 
others  Vho  will  join  soon,  unless  some, 
thing  prevents. 

We  have  three  flourishing  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  iivo  congregations,  at 
which  one  hundred  children  attend  :  some 
of  the  pupils  are  quite  grown,  having 
never  learned  to  read  before. 

I  feel  much  encouraged  to  press  for. 
ward,  hoping  and  trusting  in  the  Lord, 
who  is  able  to  work  by  feeble  instruments. 

We  need  labourers.  **The  harvest  is 
great,  the  labourers  are  few.**

EXTENT  OF  A  SOUTHERN  PARISH. 

During  the  last  quarter,  I  have  resided 

in   Waynesville,    (Wayne    co.,)   situated 

about   midway  hetwecn  St.   Mary*8  and 

Daricn.      A  church  has  been  instituted 

there,   within  throe   years,  by  the  Rev. 

Joarph   Stiles.     -Its   present    number   of 

members    is    sixteen.      It    labours    yet 

under  many  disadvantages.    The  extremes 

of  the  parish  are  separated  from  each 

other  between    thirty  and   foity  mWw. 

Aaoee,  it  is  but  Mldom,  orna^%t,\\MXlV<a 


whole  congregation  assembla.    Thtj  «t 
now,  however,  erecting  a  buildmg  ia  a 
more  central  part  of  the  pariah ;  and  thu 
this  difficulty  will  be  in  a  meaaara  obm. 
ted.    The  members  of  the  congragatioB 
very  seldom  see  each  other ;  and,  many  of 
them  entertaining  but  little  respect  for 
the   Sabbath,   the   hours  before  and  be. 
Iween  worship  are  spent  chiefly  in  cob- 
versation  on  secular  afiairs,  (agricultoft, 
politics,  &c.)   Their  minds,  thus  pra-oceo. 
pied  with  the  world,  regard  as  fanatical 
those  doctrines  which  require  them  to 
render  the  world  subservient,  and  to  coaal 
all  things  bat  loss  for  the  knowledge  of 
Christ.    There  are,  too,  in  the  neighboor- 
hood,  many  men  of  liberal  education,  mea 
of  property,  whose  influence  is  extensire, 
who  openly   avow   infidelity.    It  would 
be  easy  to  specify  numerous  other  obsta. 
I  cles  to  the  success  of  the  Gospel,  which 
are  peculiar  to  that  vicinity — the  wonder 
is  not  there  are  mo  few  Christiant,  but  that 
there  are  so  many,  who,  in  such  a  state  of 
society,  are  brought  under  the  savmf  in. 
fluence  of  the  Gospel.     W^e  can  attrirats 
it  to  nought  else  but  the  omnipotent,  all 
subduing  grace  of  God, 

As  regards  the  immediate  results  of  my 
labours  in  Wayne  co.,  and  vicinity,  bat 
little  has  been  apparently  done.    No  re- 
vival of  religion  has  taken  plao^.    The 
church  has,  however,  been  aroused,  in  a 
measure,  to  its  duty.     More  brotherly  love 
pervades  the  follouers  of  Christ ;  and  there 
is,  I  think,  more  prayer  in  behalf  of  Zion ; 
a  greater  desire  now  than  for  a  year  or 
two  past,  that  the  Lord  would  appear  and 
revive  his  work.     I   have  not  preached 
constantly  in  one  place,  but  have  laboured 
in  various  parts  of  Camden,  Wayne,  and 
Glynn  counties.     In  some   instances,  I 
have' preached  to  assemblies  of  only  ten  or 
twelve,  who  seldom  hear  the  Gospel,  and 
wVio  %t«  v«rv  ignorant  of  the  fuBdaroeatal

WANT  OP  MEETINU.IIOU8ES. 

Between  seven  hundred  and  eight  hun. 
dred  dollars  have  been  subscribed  here  to. 
wards  building  a  house  of  worship,  (/on- 
tracts  have  been  made  for  some  of  the  ma. 
terials,  and  we  expect  the  house  to  be  en- 
closed during  the  summer.  Wb  shall  not 
be  able  to  finish  it  for  some  time,  yet  wo 
hope  to  have  it  sufficiently  comfortable  to 
answer  our  purpose.  Sacrifices  have  been 
made  already,  and  greater  sacrifices  mu8t 
yet  be  made,  by  a  few  of  us,  before  it  can 
be  so  far  finished  as  to  be  at  all  comfort, 
able. 

I  oflen  think  that  if  some  of  tlie  rich 
churches  in  the  East  could  behold  us  in 
our  deep  poverty,  struj^pling  for  existence, 
in  the  midst  of  those  stronger  than  we  ; 
und  above  all,  if  they  could  see  the  fearful 
tide  of  infidelity  and  error  which  are  set. 
ting  in  upon  us,  in  our  shelterless  condi. 
tion,  and  threatening  to  sweep  us  away, 
they  would  bo  willing,  at  least,  to  dispense 
with  some  of  the  useless  ornaments  which 
adorn  their  sanctuaries,  that  they  might 
help  us  to  erect  a  plain  covert  for  our  con. 
gregations,  and  a  place  into  which  we 
could  invite  the  wandering  children  on 
the  Sabbath,  that  we  might  teach  them 
the  fear  of  the  Lord.  But  they  know  not 
our  condition ;  and,  if  they  did,  many  of 
them,  doubtless,  like  Die  Priest  and  the 
Levite,  would  pass  us  by  unrelieved. 
Wa  must,  therefore,  make  the  greater 
sacrifices,  and  try  to  he\p  ouTte\vw.  TVv% 
irint  of  meeting-hoae«8,  in  1V\%  c<mtiVn 


is  on«  of  the  greatest  obetaeles  to  the 
spread  of  the  Gospel,  and  yet  one  whkh 
the  benevolence  of  the  opulent  coaMt 
with  a  slight  eflTort,  remove.  I  wish  the 
attention  of  the  Christian  public  cotild  be 
turned  to  this  subject. 

A  TOUR  TO  GALENA. 

On  the  23d  of  April  I  left  home  and 
proceeded  to  Canton,  where  I  had  pro. 
mised  to  aid  in  a  protrated  meeting,  cooi- 
mencing  the  next  day.  Here  I  ,Dflt 
Messrs..  Bald  win  and  Hale,  and  after  two 
days  thinking,  there  were  enough  minis- 
ters present  to  carry  on  the  meeting.  I 
proceeded  to  Peoria,  a  new  and  rajHdly 
improving  village  on  the  Illinois  river,  bat 
exceedingly  destitute  ofthe  means  of  grace. 
Here  I  spent  a  Sabbath,  and  prMchcd 
three  times  to  a  constantly  increasing  and 
deeply  attentive  audience.  I  trust  good 
was  done. 

PRINCE*8  GROVS. 

From  Peoria  I  shaped  my  course  for 
Prince's  Grove,  twenty  miles  distant, 
where  I  had  been  informed  there  was  a 
Presbyterian  settlement.  There  I  found 
sixteen  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  principally  from  Indiana,  destitute 
of  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  and  likely 
to  continue  so.  Their  little  grove,  in  the 
vast  prairie,  is  like  a  small  island  in  the 
midst  of  the  ocean,  and  can  sustain  bat  a 
small  population. 

A  SINGULAR  OCCURRENCE. 

In  my  sermon,  I  described  the  character*, 
and  pointed  out  the  destiny  ofthe  righteous 
and  the  wicked.  An  old  man,  directly 
before  me,  gave  signs  of  great  uneasiness, 
until,  at  length,  I  quoted,  somewhat  em- 
phiitically,  the  words,  He  that  believeth 
shall  be  saved,  &c.,  when,  springing  op 
in  great  wrath,  he  cried,  **  /  donH  believt 
It,"  and  hastened  out  ofthe  door.  I  call, 
ed  af\er  him  to  stop  and  hear  me  out,  but 
in  vain.  He  mounted  hLs  horse,  and  rode 
off  at  full  speed.  After  preaching,  I  bap- 
tized two  children. 

BUREAU  CREEK. 

The  next  morning  I  set  out  for  the  set 
tlcment  on  Bureau  Creek,  forty  miles  dis. 
tant.     Here  is  a  good  mill  stream,  and  t 

i  beautiful  region  of  ceuntry.  The  settle- 
ment is  new,  but  contains  many  valuable 
citizens.  The  **  Hampshire  Colony," 
which  emigrated  thither  some  three  yean 
ago,  form  the  nucleus.     Brother  Famam 

\\va%  &<b\Aimined  to  locate  there,  and  will 
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KECEPTIOIC  AT  GALENA. 

Though  a  sparcelj  settled  country,  con- 
•iitiDg  of  immense  prairies,  with  small 
groves  thinly  interspersed,  I  now  made  my 
way  to  Galena,  where,  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  third  day,  I  arrived,  and  was  most  cor. 
dially  welcomed  by  brother  Kent- and  his 
interesting  family.  This  excellent  bro. 
ther  has  been  toiling  with  great  assiduity 
and  patience,  in  that  far  remote  and  most 
difficult  field,  for  more  than  five  yearfi, 
without  ever  being  cheered  by  the  aid  of 
any  of  his  ministerial  brethren.  But  he 
had  not  laboured  in  vain.  A  church,  con. 
■isting  of  twenty,  five  members,  had  been 
gathered  principally  from  the  world,  and 
the  state  of  society  much  improved. 
Brother  Kent  seems  to  be  wftll  adapted  to 
the  important  station  which  he  occupies. 
He  haa  the  affection  and  confidence  of 
his  people;  and  since  his  visit  to  Brooklyn, 
two  years  ago,  his  place  in  their  affection, 
and  his  usefulnesss  among  them,  have 
been  doubled. 

PROTRACTED  MEBTL^G. 

Two  days  after ''my  arrival,  brother 
Turner  came,  and  a  protracted  meeting 
was  commenced,  which  continued  with 
but  little  interruption  for  ten  days.  The 
audience  was  large,  attentive,  and  solemn. 
I  never  preached  to  a  more  interesting 
people.  The  audience  was  principally 
composed  of  intelligent,  enterprising 
^oung  men.  Of  the  results  of  the  meet, 
inr,  brother  Kent  will  bo  better  able  to 
inform  you  than  I  am.  Seven  persons 
were  added  to  the  church,  five  of  them  on 
profession ;  and  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
was  evidently  at  work  among  the  impeni. 
tent.  I  was  much  pleased  with  the  har. 
niony  subsisting  between  the  Presbyterian 
and  the  Methodis't  churches,  and  with  the 
Christian  politeness  and  ready  co.opera. 
tion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  the  sta. 
tioned  preacher  of  the  latter  dcnomina. 
tion. 

DV  BUaUE*8  MINES,  AN  IMPORTANT  PIELD. 

I  visited  Du  Buque*s  Mines,  on  the  west 

side  of  the  Mississippi,  and  found  sn  impor. 

tant  field  for  usefulness.      It  is  but  about 

a  year  since  government  gave  permission 

to  work  these  mines,  and  the  influx   of 

einigrants,  in  that  short  period,  has  been 

wonderful.      The    principal    business   is 

done  at  two  points,  Du  Buque  and  Peru. 

Da  Buque  is  pleasantly  situated  on  the 

western  bank  of  the  Mississippi,  on  a  strip 

of  table  land,  between  the  river  and  the 

bigb  blaSk,  ebont  two  hundred  to  three 

bandied  jarde  wide,  and  perhape  a  mile 

Mmd  M  baJf  in  length.     The    first  cabin 


was  built  there  last  June,  and  now  it  con- 
tains a  population  of  near  four  hundred. 
The  place  was  very, sickly  last  season, 
owing,  partly,  no  doubt,  to  its  locatibn, 
but  principally  to  a  variety  of  other  causes. 
It  must,  necessarily,  become  a  place  of 
gro'it  business.  The  mines  in  its  vicinity 
are  equal,  in  richness,  to  any  that  have 
yet  been  opened  in  all  that  region ;  and  a 
few  miles  back  from  the  river,  the  land  is 
fertile,  aLfl  well  adapted  to  purposes  of 
agriculture. 

Peru  is  a  charming  spot,  situated  on 
the  southern  bank  pt'  the  Mahquauque- 
toise,  a  beautiful  little  river,  which,  in 
pursuing  its  serpentine  course  towards 
the  great  **  Father  of  Waters,'*  leaves  on 
one  side  the  base  of  romantic  blnfis,  and 
OB  the  other  the  edge  of  a  gently  aweiling 
plain,  extending  back,  perhaps,  half  a 
mile,  and  forming  one  of  the  finest  town 
sites  I  ever  saw.  This  river  is  always 
navigable,  when  there  is  such  a  stage  of 
water  in  the  Mississippi  as  to  allow  boats 
to  cross  the  rapids.  A  mile  and  thjreo 
quarters  above  the  village,  a  mill  is  being 
built,  at  a  fall  which  forms  an  admirable 
site.  This  village  I  think  must  be  healthy ; 
it  is  situated  more  than  a  mile  from  the 
Mississippi,  and  there  are  no  marshy  bot« 
toms  or  stagnant  ponds  near  it.  Its  po. 
pulation  is  about  100.  This  country  is 
yet  without  law,  and  wickedness  of  course 
abounds ;  nevertheless,  I  found,  mingled 
with  the  general  mass,  a  few  pious  souls, 
who  were  mourning  over  the  scandals  of 
the  times,  and  ardently  desiring  the  mi. 
nistrations  of  the  Gospel.  I  preached  at 
Du  Buque  to  a  full  house  of  attentive 
hearers.  Brother  Kent  has  visited  these 
places  a  few  times,  and  an  itinerant  Me. 
thodist  preacher  visits  them  occasionally  ; 
but  his  circuit  is  so  extensive,  that  his 
calls  are  necessarily  few  and  far  between. 
I  know  not  of  any  missionary  fiel4  that 
more  claims  the  attention  of  your  So. 
ciety  than  this.  The  tide  of  emigration 
is  setting  in  with  astonishing  rapidity, 
bearing  .upon  it  a  small  portion  of  piety, 
which  needs  to  be  fostered  and  sustained, 
and  an  immense  amount  of  vice,  which 
ought  to  be  crushed  or  repelled.  A  man 
of  the  right  stamp  could  here  have  ample 
scope  for  active  effort  in  the  cause  of 
Christ,  and  excellent  opportunities  for  the 
exercise  of  patience  and  self-denial.  He 
ought  to  be  a  man  of  good  talent,  ready 
utterance,  conciliating  manner,  untiring 
peraeverance,  atv^,  «lVw^  iJ\^  ^^w^'^  vk»- 
bued  w\lYi  l\\e  a^^^W  o^  V>c^  ^wv^.  ^xw3ci 
a  man  m\tt\i\.

Some  of  these  may  yet  be  places  of  great 
importance;  and  even  now, .they  would, 
together,  form  a  very  interesthig  field  of 
labour. 

HENOiaSON  aiVER — aSTUIlN. 

On  my  return,  I  spent  a  Sabbath  in  one 
of  the  settlements  on  Henderson  River, 
where  I  found  a  little  cluster  of  Presby- 
terians, in  very  destitute  circumstance,  as 
it  regards  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel. 
That  region  is  principally  inhabited  by 
■eceders.  After  preaching  twice  on  the 
Sabbath,  I  was  urged  to  remain  and 
preach  again  on  Monday,  and  messengers 
were  despatched  distances  of  eight  or  ten 
miles  to  give  information  to  families  dc 
sirous  of  hearing  the  (>ospel.  I  preached 
twice  more,  and  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
was  evidently  present.  In  the  afternoon, 
I  rode  fifleen  miles,  to  another  settlement, 
but  was  prevented  from  preaching  by  a 
heavy  fall  of  rain.  In  two  days  more  I 
found  myself  at  homo,  and  the  next  day 
afVer  my  arrival  was  taken  sick  of  lung 
fever,  and  for  a  few  days  was  very  ill ; 
but,  by  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  prompt 
efforts  of  a  skilful  physician,  my  disease 
was  soon  arrested,  and  I  am  now  so  far 
recovered  that  I  hope  to  be  able  to  preach 
to-morrow. 


REVIVALS. 

A  revival  waff  the  result  of  the  protract. 
ed  nieeting  at  Cunten.  Twelve  souls 
were  hopefully  converted.  A  glorious 
revival  has  been  in  progress,  in  Spring- 
field, for  some  weeks  past.

PROTRACTED  MEETINOf   AHD  RXVIVAU. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  cur- 
rent year  of  my  agency,  I  have  atteodid 
six  protracted  meetings,  and  there  are  aix 
more  already  appointed  which  I  expect  to 
attend.  The  meetings  attended  were  held 
in  Canton,  Bloomington,  SpringfieU,  Pia- 
gah  church,  six  miiea  eaat  of  Jacksoa. 
ville,  Jacksonville,  and  Marine  settloflMBt 
In  four  of  these  places,  viz.  Caoton, 
Springfield,  Pisgah,  and  JackaonviOa,  tha 
LK>rd  poured  out  his  Spirit,  and  aouls  waia 
converted  to  God.  I  cannot  give  yoa 
particulars  now,  but  will  hereafter,  wboa 
I  can  better  understand  the  real  resolts. 
Brother  Hale  was  with  me  at  all  thsaa 
meetings.  At  Pisgah  and  Jacksoovilla, 
Dr.  Blackburn  was  present ;  also  brother 
Burrows,  who  spent  a  part  of  the  last 
winter  with  brother  Parker,  in  New.Or 
leans.

Since  my  appointment,  I  have  spent  a 
little  more  than  five  weeks  in  the  service 
of  the  Society  directly,  besides  some  other 
■enriees     rendered     incidentally,     whilst 
aboQt  other  engagements.    In  this  service 
I  have  attended  &ur  protracted  meetings ; 
and,  besides  rendering  the  usual  services 
CD  siich  occasions,  I  sought  opportunity 
to  impress  upon  the  people  their  obliga. 
iione  to  make  efforts  to  sustain  the  Gos. 
pel  and  its  institutions  amongst  them — to 
make  special  arrangements  for  supplying 
the  temporal  wants  of  their  minister — to 
make  even  sacrifices  for  providing  them, 
eelves  with  suitable  houses  for  public  wor- 
■hip ;  (for  in  this  country  we  lose  more 
lor  the  want  of  churches,  than,  perhaps, 
from  any  other  source ;)  and  to  do  accord. 
ingas  God  had  prospered  them,  in  aiding 
your  Society  directly  by  contributions. — 
More  may  oAen  be  done  in  this  last  way, 
than  by  merely  attempting  to  increase  the 
■ubecription  for  their  minister.    This  kind 
of  service  was  considered  very  important 
by  the  brethren,  and,  as  far  as  I  could 
iudge,  was  well  received  by  the  people. 
Indeed,    I  feel  satisfied   that  there   is   a 
good  share  of  willingness  on  the  part  of 
the  people  in  these  new  settlements,  to 
listen  to  instructions,  with  regfard  to  their 
duty  on  these,  as  well  as  other  subjects ; 
and  I  think  it   is  a  general  impression, 
that  an  agency  of  this  kind,  properly  ron. 
dered  amongst  the  churches,  would  effect 
more  with  them,  as  well  as  in  exploring 
nnorganized    districts,    than   the    same 
amount  of  labour  could  in  any  other  way. 
So  important  is  this  agency  for  the  into- 
rest  of  the  churches  and  of  the  state  ge. 
nerally,  as  well  as  for  your  Society,  that 
I  have  for  some  time  been  impressed  with 
the  idea,  that  we  should  have  a  man  who 
would  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  busi. 
nesB.     You  are,  no  doubt,  aware,  that  it 
will  require  a  prudent,  as  well  as  faithful 
man,  to  accomplish  what  is  to  be  effected 
by  this  agency ;  and  from  what  little  I 
bave  seen,  I  have  do   doubt  but  that  a 
man  of  proper  qualifications  will  be  the 
means  of  collecting  as  much  more,  at 
least,  for  the  Society,  as  his  agency  will 
cost;  BO  that  it  will  not  be  an  additional 
expense,  whilst  the  gain  to  the  churches 
will  be  great.

OHAaACTBK  OV  TBB  IMHABtTAJm. 

The  inhabitants  are  emigrants  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  nearlj,  most  of  them, 
Bowevcr,  are  from  Peunsylvania  and  Vir- 
ginia,  some  from  the  New.En gland  states 
and  New.Yurk.    The  character  of  thA 
people,  of  coarse,  is  different  in  different 
flaoee;  bat  there  are  some  traits  which 
ther  have  in  common.     They  may  be 
ealMd  an  industrioos,  enterprising  people, 
fend  of  making  money,  and  not  yeiy  par. 
tienlar  aa  to  the  manner  of  spending  it. 
They  are  not  very  ambitions  about  their 
nanncr  of  living,  or    tiieir  booses,  or 
eehools ;  good  farmers .  frequently  live  in 
log  cabins,  and  rich  neighbourhoods  fre. 
qaently  have  most  miserable  schools.  But 
in  these  respects  society  is  fast  improving. 
There  is  a  Female  Seroinaiy  now  esta. 
blished  in  Granville,  equal  to  the  eastern 
■eheols,  which  promises  fair  to  raise  the 
character  of  schools  in  this  region.  There 
are  but  few  in  this  region  who  may  be 
called  reading  men  ;  but  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  common  sense.    They  may  be 
called  a  practical,  rather  than  a  tliooretical 
community. 

DIFFERENT   SECTS. 

There  are  MethoditU^  Baptiitt^  New. 
lAghtif  MenoniUB,  Tunkert^  Catholietf 
and  a  few  United  Brethren^  Seeedert,  and 
Pretbyteriane^  scattered  through  this  re. 
gion.  The  Catholics  are  very  numerous 
in  our  county,  (Perry ;)  they  have  five  cha.

PROORF.RS  OF  OBRMAN  EMIGRATION. 


Extract  of  a  Letter  from  the  Rev.  B.  C. 
Wolff,  of  Engton,  Pa.,  lo  the  Rev. 
Thomas  De  Witt,  D.  D.,  of  this  city. 

You,  my  dear  sir,  are  acquainted  with 
the  condition  of  the  German  emigrants  in 
the  West.  You  know  that  thousands  are 
flocking  to  this  country  annually.  They 
come  from  the  new  provinces  of  Bavaria, 
where  the  Protestnnt  inhabitants  are  not 
satisfied  with  the  regulations  of  a  Catholic 
king.  They  come  from  the  dominions  of 
the  king  of  Prussia,  where  the  people 
have  but  little  to  complain  of,  either  as 
it  reH|)ect8  their  civil  or  religious  privi. 
leges ;  but  a  spirit  of  emigration  has  got 
among  them  there,  and  the  visionary  pro. 
ject  of  forming  a  state  in  our  confederacy, 
in  which  the  German  language  shall  pre. 
vail,  leads  men  of  wealth  and  intelligence 
to  sell  all  that  Ihey  ha^e,  Vo  coti\^  lo  our 
western  world. 

They  come  from  t\\e  \iVV«^t  c\ic\©a  ^\ 
the  Rhine  and  the  Swiss  Cantoi^a,  ^jVi^tt^ 
they  are  poor  and  roo«l\7  CwxoXxca,  Vo 


better  their  worldly  coDdition ;  and  wbn 
they  come  among  ot,  as  it  respects  spintsal 
things,  they  are  poor  and  misenhhi 
troubled  and  blind,  Slc. 

Many  land  now  at  N.  Orleans,  and  pi« 
up  the  Mississippi  to  Arkansas.  I  wu 
told,  recently,  by  a  gentleman  whose  op- 
portunities of  information  are  good,  tliit« 
it  is  supposed,  there  are  ]  4,000  Germani 
in  that  territory.  Munich 
Von  Zutingen,  it  is  said,  has  settled  then 
with  three  hundred  followers ;  and  a  gen- 
tleman of  great  wealth,  fh>m  the  neigh- 
bourhood ef  Magdeburg,  is  preparing  to 
follow.  They,  it  is  said,  bring  ministsn 
and  schoolmasters  with  them. 

Now  these  people's  spiritoal  necsssitiss 
most  be  provided  for.  The  Catholics  are 
now  far  ahead  of  us.  They  have  alreadj 
possession  of  the  field.  Whilst  we  slam- 
bered  and  slept  they  entered,  and  whilst 
we  are  but  rubbing  onr  eyes,  they  are 
among  them  and  acting.  I  do  hope  and 
trust  that  your  church  and  ours  will  fesi 
it  a  duty,  for  which  they  mast  give  ac 
count,  to  engage  in  this  work.  No  others 
can  engage  in  it  with  the  hope  of  success. 
We  must  do  it.

THE  CONVERSION  OP  JOHN  OB  LOK9. 

[Fiiriiikli«d  bj  a  Clerg jin»n  Ib  PMnylTanU.] 

Aa  the  writer  of  the  following  pages 
was  sittiog  one  day  iu  hia  study,  rumi- 
nating over  the  afiairs  of  Zion,  he  was 
much  dejected,  because  she  seemed  to 
lay  in  tlie  dust,  and  few  came  to  her 
•olemn  feasts.       The  anguish  of  h\» 
mind  became  almost  insupportable,  and 
he  arose  hastily  from  his  scat,  and  de- 
termined to  take  a  solitary  ride  of  a 
&w  miles  on  horseback,  to  relieve  his 
spirits,  and  to  call  upon  a  few  pious 
friends,  hoping  that  a  little  conversa- 
'tion  with   them  migJit  dissipate   the 
If  loom  which  oppressed  him.     He  as- 
cended an  elevation  of  eround,  which, 
in  some   plsces,  would    be   called  a 
mountain,  upon  the  top  of  which  was 
a  cluster  of  cottages,  most  of  which 
had  an  air  of  decency  and  cleanliness, 
-but  still  were  the  abodes  of  poverty. 
In  one  of  them,  at  which  he  alighted, 
resided  sn  aged  couple,  an  old  man  and 
bis  wife,  whose  reputation  fur  piety 
had  spread  through  all  that  country. 
Lfike  Zecbariah  and  Elizabeth,  they 
were    ^  both  righteous    before    God, 
walking  in  all  the  ordinances  and  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord   blameless." 
Here  the  morning  and  the  evening  sa- 
crifice of  praise  and  thanksgiving  was 
daily  offered  around  their  family  altar; 
end  here  the  neighbouring  villagers 
came  together,  fmrn  time  to  time,  to 
present  to  their  Creator  the  humble 
homage  of  their  henrti*,  and  to  unite 
their  supplications  before  his  throne. 
Poverty  was  there,  but  there,  too,  was 
contentment.      Their    animsted    and 
cheerful  countenances  bespoke  the  in- 
ward pimce  of  their  mind?;  a  peace 
which  the  vicihsitudes  of  lile  had,  in  a 
great  measure,  ceased  to  disturb;    a 
peace  which  nothing  hut  a  senae  of  the 
Mrfne  approhatioD  eould  a0bni»  and 
j'Awr/r  te^maddMify  to  Acquire  atrangth 


and  permanenry  aa  ihey  felt  life  rece- 
ding! <^<^  eteruity,  witii  its  solefluiti^, 
drawing  nigh. 

The  old  man*  in  former  days,  had 
been  an  excelleut  singer,  and  there 
was  still  something  in  his  voice  and 
manner  which  seldom  tailed  to  awoken 
a  kind  of  sacred  enthusiasm  in  all  who 
heard  him.    In  former  years,  he  had 
stored  his  memory  with  many  obscene 
and  filthy  songs  with  whiph  he  used  to 
amuse  the  young  and  thoughtless ;  but 
since  bis  return  to  God,  he  had  been  as 
diligent  in  committing   to  memory  a 
variety  of  delightful  hymns,  fur  his  own 
edification,  and  that   of  others,  and 
much  of  hid  time,  from  day  to  day,  was 
spent  in  Fehearsin^  them.    As  I  en- 
tered the  door  of  his  dwelling,  he  met 
me  with  a  plessant  look  and  a  cordial 
shake  of  tlie  hand,  and  gave  me  an 
honest  welcome.    Having  seated  my- 
self, and  knowing,  from  long  expe- 
rience, that  the  readiest  way  to  make  a 
profitable  religious  visit  was  to  enter 
at  once    upon  some  religious  topic, 
without  first  complimenting  the  world 
with  transient  remarks  upon  its  busi- 
ness or  its  changes*  I  addressed  him, 
and  said.  Well,  uncle  John,  (this  being 
the  familiar  style  in  which  he  was 
usuallv  addressed^)  I  suppose  you  are 
one  of  those  favoured  few  who  ibel  al- 
ways heaven  born  and  heaven  bound ; 
you  hardly  know,  1  supposff  those  ups 
and    downs   snd    changes  of  feeling 
which  oflentimes  distress  us  weaker 
Christians.     Blessed  be  God,  said  he, 
I  do  feel  that  I  walk  in  the  light,  and 
that  Jesus  is  constantly  precious  to  my 
soul ;  still,  there  are  seasons,  when  I 
have    not  that    full  enjoyment  with 
which  God  pleases  to  favour  me  at 
other  times.     Not  that  I  have  doubts 
and  fears  ns  to  the  fiual  issuei  for  I  can 
truly  pay«  **  1  know  in  w/bom  1  hawe  be-

»ou1,  and  interrupt  Uie  Spirit*a  commu- 
nieationt.  Upon  the  whole,  however, 
1  have  reason  for  unceasing  thankful- 
neaa,  that  it  it  with  me  a»  well  as  it  is. 
It  is  but  a  few  yeaxs  since  1  set  my 
face  heavenward,  and, during  that  time, 
J  can  truly  testify,  1  hsve  served  a  faith- 
fbl  Master,  one  who  has  said,  **I  will 
never  leave  nor  forsake  thee,"  and  who 
keepeth  covenant  for  ever.  Well,  said 
I,  friend  John,  the  saints  of  old  oflen 
■poke  to  euch  other  on  the  ?reat  con> 
cerns  of  the  soul,  and  deligiifed  to 
rehearse  the  dealings  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence, Ibr  the  encouragement  of  others. 
ISnppose  you  give  us  a  brief  statement 
of  the  Spirit's  operations  with  yournelf, 
in  bringing  you  out  from  nature's  dark- 
ness into  (jod's  marvellous  light.  I 
have  heard  it  said  you  was  once  a  faith- 
ful ally  of  the  powers  of  darkness,  and 
it  may  be  interesting  and  profitable  to 
hear  something  of  that  process  by  which 
your  views  have  been  altered,  and 
jour  mind  disciplined  in  the  obedience 
of  Christ.  I  have  no  objections,  sir,  he 
replied,  to  gratify  you  in  this  respect, 
for  I  am  often  called  upon  to  speak  of 
these  matters  to  neighbours  and  friends ; 
yet  it  is  beldom  I  can  doit  with  a  suita- 
ble command  of  feeling,  or  without 
making  my  heart  bleed  afresh  for  sins 
and  follies  I  would  joyfully,  if  possible, 
for  ever  erase  from  my  memory.  The 
*ehear»a),  however,  of  whnt  I  once 
was,  when  em  had  uncontrolled  do- 
minion over  me,  while  it  would  awaken 
in  my  own  heart  only  painful  recollf^c- 
tions,  could  cfivc  you  but  little  sati>fac- 
tion;  I  shall,  therefore,  be  very  brief 
in  this  part  of  my  narrative. 

The  history  of  my  former  lile  is  but 
the  history  of  every  other  notoriously 
wicked  man,  with  this  ditfereiioe,  that 
while  some  men  are  distingni«hed  for 
one  species  of  immorality,  and  othern 
for  anotlicr,  in  me  vice  of  every  kind 
reigned  triumphant.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  murder,  there  was  srurcely  an 
iniquity  on  the  black  cntalogiie  of  crime 
with  whioh  I  was  not  familiar.  My 
youth  wns  spent  in  the  utter  neglir^ct  of 
every  thing  that  was  good,  and  in 
greedily  walking  af\cr  the  ways  of  my 
own  heart,  and  according  to  the  sight 
of  my  own  eyes.  The  Sabbath  was 
habif  uallv  violated,  the  house  of  God 


soujjht  after  and  delighted  in,  and  the 
society  of  pioiui  neople  ma  caiefoUy 
avoided.  My  highest  pleasure  con> 
sisted  in  frolicking  and  c&rouaing ;  and, 
for  many  years,  there  was  scarcely  i 
midnight  dance,  or  any  other  scene  of 
riot  and  disorder,  within  many  milti 
around,  which  was  not  graced,  or 
rather  diMgraced,  by  my  presence.  The 
same  course  was  continued  even  after 
I  was  married,  although  I  well  knew 
that  such  irregularities  were  then  lew 
excusable ;  yet  such  was  the  force  of 
early  habits,  that  1  could  not  deny  my- 
self. In  such  places  1  felt  easy  and  at 
home— there  1  was  sure  to  meet  with 
others  as  corrupt  aa  myself,  who 
strengthened  all  my  prejudices,  and 
were  disposed  to  run  to  as  great  lengthi 
as  I  could  in  intemperance  and  blas- 
phemy, and  in  ridiculing  holy  men  and 
holy  things.  Such  places  are  the  very 
schools  of  Satan ;  and  those  who  habitu- 
ally visit  them,  not  only  run  the  risk  of 
effacing,  ere  /on^,  every  good  imprefsion 
from  their  minds,  but  the  truth  is, what- 
ever they  may  be  willing  to  confess, 
their  mindn  already  are  deeply  corrupt- 
ed. Feeling  myself  lost,  as  it  were,  to  all 
good,  I  took  a  malignant  pleasure  in 
tryinn-  to  make  others  as  abandoned  as 
myself.  Instead  of  going  to  Church  on 
the  Sabbath,  I  held  out  every  induce- 
ment to  the  young  people  and  children 
in  the  neifrhbourhood  to  come  together, 
on  thai  day,  at  my  house,  sud  studied 
to  amut^e  them  by  relating  some  of  my 
own  wicked  exploits,  or  telling  them 
obscene  and  filthy  stories.  Possessing 
a  kind  of  vulgar  wit,  I  soon  found  my 
Sabbath  audiences  quite  regular  in 
their  attendance,  and,  to  apiiearance, 
mightily  pleased.  The  amount  of  mis- 
chief which,  in  this  way  alone,  I  was 
guilty  of,  cannot  be  known  until  the 
Hnal  day  ;  and  1  can  never  think  of  it 
but  with  feclintrs  of  the  deepest  com- 
punction and  self-abhorrence.  During 
this  career  of  vice  and  tolly,  I  had,  at 
times,  it  is  true,  deep  convictions  of 
guilt,  and  awful  apprehensions  of  death 
and  eternity ;  but  I  considered  auch  feel- 
inGra,  for  the  most  part,  as  a  weakness, 
and  endeavoured  always  to  stifle  then 
as  quickly  as  possible.  I  sometime! 
found  it  pretty  difficult  to  effect  this  io 
my  sober  moments,  but  never  failed  to 


neglected,     evil     com^n^    caY«f^\V3>\a«o«av\sati  it   by  having  reconrst  to 
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mj  usuaJ  antidotei  intoxication.  With 
r«spect  to  religion,  and  all  its  concerns, 
I  had  the  most  gloomy  impreBsioiiit. 
I  viewed  it  as  a  something  well  enough 
to  be  possessed  when  men  couie  to  die, 
bat  as  utterly  inconsistent  with  fall  the 
enjoyments  and  comturtsof  life.  Chris- 
tians appeared  to  mc  a  race  of  gloomy, 
onhappy  mortals,  and   the   breath  of 

Srayer,  emphatically,  as  melancholy 
reath.  It  appeared  to  me,  that  if  1 
became  religious,  there  was  an  end  of 
ail  eartiily  comfort, — that  my  friends 
would  abandon  me,  and  the  remainder 
of  my  days  be  one  unvaried  scene  of 
^looro  and  dulness. 

Such  had  been  my  life  until  I  reached 
ebout  the  49th  year  of  my  age ;  at  that 
time,  (which  was  nearly  six  years  ago,) 
it  pleased  God,  in  his  holy  Providence, 
to  permit  you  and  brother  S.  C  to 
come  into  this  country,  and  proclaim 
tlie  truths  of  the  everlasting  Gospel. 
I  did  not  go  to  hear  you  myself,  but 
finding  a  considerable  excitement 
among  the  people,  I  sometimes  had  a 
eecret  wish  to  go.  1  was,  in  truth, 
aehamed  to  show  myself  at  a  place  of 
worship.  Hearing,  however,  that  you 
intended  to  administer  the  Lord's  sup- 
per in  D.  S.'s  barn,  and  not  recollect- 
ing ever  to  have  seen  it  administered,! 
and  knowing  that  there  would  be  a; 
^reat  crowd  of  people,  among  whom  I 
might,  in  a  measure,  hi«lc  niyhclf,  1  de- 
termined to  attend  that  meeting.  Ac- 
cordingly, 1  went,  witii  mo^t  of  my 
neighbours;  but  coming  rat  her  laie,  and 
finding  the  barn  already  filled,  I  was 
obliged  to  sit  upon  the  sill  of  the  door. 
It  so  happened,  that  1  seated  myself  by 
the  side  of  an  old  man,  who,  in  former 

Sears,  had  been  my  companion  in  sin, 
ut,  for  some  time  back,  bad  been  a  re- 
formed man,  and  a  professed  follower 
of  Christ.  Your  text  was,  Heb.  xi.  7., 
*•  Bij  faith  ^oahf  being  warned  of  God 
ofthinffM  ntd  aeen  aa  ycty  moved  icilhjlfiar, 
prepared  an  ark  to  the  saving  o/*  hi» 
iunue  i  by  the  which  he  condemned  thi 
wporid,  and  became  heir  of  the  rif^Uteoiu- 
fi€M  which  M  by  faith. ^'  During  the 
sermon,  my  attention  was  fixed,  but  I 
experienced  nothing  special,  except 
that  1  felt  rather  more  than  usually 
solemn.  But  at  the  close  of  the  ser- 
moD,  when  the  line  waa  drawn  between 
who  might  and  thoae  who  might 


not  worthily  partake,  and  1  witnessed 
the  movement  and  bustle  of  thoee  that 
were  going  forward  to  the  table,  and 
saw  among  them  some  who,  in  former 
lite,  had  run,  with  myself,  the  down- 
ward way,  and  particularly,  when  I 
saw  my  aged  friend,  who  sat  at  my 
side,  arise,  to  find  his  seat  at  the  table, 
my  feelings  becunie  overwhelming,  and 
1  was  forced  to  say  to  myself,  **  Just 
i*o  it  will  be  with  me  at  the  day  of 
judgment ;  friend  S..  and  hundreds  of 
others  that  1  was  acquainted  with  here, 
will  receive  the  joyful  salute,  '  Come, 
ye  blesa^ed,and  inherit  the  kingdom  pre- 
pared for  you,'  and  will  go  and  dwell 
ibrever  with  the  Lord,  while  I  shall  be 
left  behind.     Just  as  we  are  separated 
now,  shall  we  be  for  ever  separated  in 
a  future  state  of  existence."      1  ielt 
worse  than  it  is  possible  for  any  tongue 
to  describe,  and  did  not  know  but  I 
should    immediately    sink    under    my 
agonizing  sensations.     I  then  conclu- 
ded to  arise  and  stand  up,  and  see  if  I 
did  not  feel   better.     This,  however, 
msde  no  diflTerence;  and  although  I  was 
desirous  to  stay  until  the  exercises  were 
ended,  yet  1  found  it  was  impossible. 
1  took  my  hat,  and  hastened  from  the 
place,  and  took  a  walk  down  through 
the   village.      As    I   walked   along,   I 
found  the  tears  incessantly  rolling  down 
my  checks,  snd  wateriufr  the  path  on 
which  I  trod.

I  uent  to 
a  tavern  and  drank  a  gill  of  spirits,  but 
still  found  no  abatement  of  my  dread- 
ful feelings.    J  then  drank  half  a  gill 
morp«  and  started  for  home.     My  ois- 
trpsH,  however,  continued,  and  as  the 
efiects  of  the   liquor   began   to  sub- 
side,   it    became  tenfcdd  more  pun- 
gent and  insupportable.

The  wife  of  a  UniversaliBt  rose  in 
the  morning  in  usual  health,  but  fell 
down,  apparently  in  a  fit,  and  imme- 
diately expired.  The  bereaved  hus- 
band sent  to  a  neighbourinj|[  town  fur 
a  preacher,  to  attend  the  funeral*  of 
the  same  sentiments ;  but  being  disap- 
pointed, he  obtained  one  of  a  denomi- 
nation that  profess  to  believe  Univcr- 
salism  is  of  dangerous  tendency.  The 
preacher's  text  was,  f.  Thes.  v.  9 :  *•  For 
God  hath  not  appointed  us  to  wrath, 
but  to  obtaiik  salvation  by  eur  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.'*  The  first  point  was,  as 
to  the  limitation  and  extent  of  the  ne- 
gative and  positive  positions-  of  the 
text.  Of  whom  is  this  statement  made  ? 
Of  the  apostles,  the  ThebSHlonians, 
and  all  other  Christians  merely,  or  of 
all  mankind  ?  The  preacher  took  the 
latter  ground  ;  or,  in  other  words,  came 
to  the  conclusion,  that   God  had  ap- 

fointed  all  men  to  obtain  salvation. 
n  support  of  this  position,  the  most 
prominent  argument  used  was  embo« 
died  in  a  number  of  observations  con- 
cerning the  use  of  the  words  toe  and 
us;  it  was  asserted,  one  wats  used  when 
the  meanioo-  wus  limited  to  the  apos- 
tles and  oilier  Clinstians;  the  other, 
when  the  application  to  all  men  wus 
intended.  Was  not  this  ^^  wresting  tlie 
iScripturos,''  by  the  *'  unstable  and  un- 
learned," to  avoid  a  point  hard  to  be 
understood  in  Paul's  Cpistle?  A  school- 
boy knows  that  these  are  the  nomina- 
tive and  objective  cases  of  the  same 
word  ;  and  to  assert  that  one  meant 
more  than  the  other,  is  as  absurd  as  to 
assert  that  two  and  two  are  more  than 
four.  This  appeared  the  more  prepos- 
terous in  one  who  made  such  remarks 
upon  Latin,  (ireck,  and  Hebrew,  as 
would  lead  unlettered  hearers  to  infer 
these  languages  had  been  almost  as 
familiar  as  the  alphabet.  Was  not  this 
what  Paul  denominates  walking  in  craf- 
tiness, and  handling  the  Word  of  God 
deceitfully  P  Now,  when  it  is  known 
that  among  the  mouraeTft  lVieT«  wa«  an 


and  that  be  and  others  could  not  ivoid 
seeing  on  what  an  argument  Chrittiao 
salvation  was  made  to  depend,  it  will 
be  better  realised  bow  much  Buschief 
may  be  done  by  an  nnfiiir,  a  dishonest, 
or  an  illiterate  preacher ;  it  will  cease 
to  be  strange  that  acepttcism  4hou]d 
follow  in  his  wake.

When  W.  T.  T.  was  a  little  boy,  bis 
grandfather  gave  him  two  little  sheep; 
he  was  very  fond  of  them,  and  provi- 
ded for  them  with  special  care.

ing portion  of  our  country. 

Will  not  every  grandfather  who  has

There  is  one  passa^^e  in  the  Word  of  God,  about  which  there  seems  to  be, 
even  in  the  Christian  church,  if  we  may  judge  from  human  deportment,  a  wide 
and  ruinous  infidelity :  and,  perhaps,  the  sentiment  it  contains  can  never  be 
brought  before  our  minds  with  more  propriety  than  at  the  monthly  concert  of 
prayer.  For  only  those  petitions  will  be  successful  which  are  oBered  in  the 
spirit  of  the  passage  to  which  we  now  refer.  We  allude  to  the  declaration  of 
Christ,  that  '<It  is  more  blcsmbd  to  give  tsan  to  receive."  However 
strange  this  sentiment  may  appear,  we  consider  ft  capable  of  abundant  proof. 
In  giving  this,  we  shall  not  deny  to  the  blessedness  of  receiving,  the  luxury  with 
which  it  is  oflen  attended.  You  may  exalt  this  luxury,  and  make  it  as  sweet 
and  thrilling  as  ever  gratitude  felt  towards  its  benefactor,  either  on  earth  or  in 
heaven,  and  still  there  is  a  blessedness  vastly  superior.  It  arises  from  benevo- 
lent activity  in  the  cause  of  Christ.  The  blessedness  of  receiving  may,  indeed, 
amount  to  an  angel's  gratitude.  The  blessedness  of  giving,  however,  is  bound- 
lees  as  the  exalted  pleasures  of  Jehovah  himself.  Christ  spoke  from  experience, 
when  he  said,  *^  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

1.  Giving  secures  more  effectually  the  esteem  of  our  fellow  men  than  receiv- 
9Dg'     We  derive  much  pleasure  from  the  consciousness  of  enjoying  the  appro* 
bation  of  others;  and  this  consciousness  always  attends  a  life  of  active  benevo- 
lence.     Selfishness  is  ever  miserable  under  the  frowns  of  a  hating  community 
'while  the  generous  are  cheerful  under  its  smiles. 

2.  Giving  also  increases  our  influence — it  enlarges  the  sphere  of  our  useful- 
ness. We  are  upheld  by  those  whom  wc  assist.  The  truly  benevolent,  when 
judicious  in  their  acts  of  kindness,  always  acquire  prodigious  power  over  their 
fellow  men — the  power  of  public  confidence,  of  a  good  example,  and  of  obliga. 
tions  conferred.  The  consciousness  of  this  power  is  peculiarly  gratifying  to  the 
human  mind.  Here  is  a  blessedness  in  giving,  of  which  others  have  no  expe- 
rience. 

3.  Giving  likewise  secures  the  approbation  of  our  consciences.  Conscience 
eeldom  smiles  more  sweetly  than  when  benevolence  returns  from  its  arduous 
eflforts  in  relieving  human  woe,  to  reflect  upon  the  purity  of  its  motive?,  and 
the  probable  consequences  of  its  exertions. 

4.  Benevolence  is  more  blessed  than  selfish  doing,  bee^w^e  \\.  ^\.^w^^\i\\^\Qt\^ 
hmmren's  regard,     TbaDke  are  cheap,  while  favouta  aic  co^VX^ .»   T\v^  €\^\.  -^x^- 
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ceed  almost  ipontaiieoiuly  from  the  vtry  selfishnefs  of  human  naturo*  wUle  the 
latter  are  brought  into  existence  only  by  such  Btrnggles  at  honmn  depravity  is 
reluctant  to  afford.  Above  all  others,  does  God  love  the  cheerful  and  the  well- 
motived  giver  to  the  interests  of  his  kingdom.  Such  a  man,  in  his  moral  cht- 
racter«  approximates  nearer  than  all  his  associates  to  Jehovah  himself. 

6.  Giving  is  alio  more  blessed  than  receiving,  because  it  awakens  all  the 
kinder,  tenderer,  and  more  generous  emotions  of  human  nature  in  our  own 
bosoms.  The  love  of  the  parent  that  feeds,  is  almost  always  stronger  and  more 
enduring  than  the  love  of  the  child  that  is  sustained  by  parental  tenderness. 
The  good  will  of  God,  also,  towards  the  objects  of  his  compassions,  as  much 
exceeds  their  love  towards  him  as  heaven  is  holier  than  the  dwellers  on  the  earth. 
Benevolence  usually  feels  more,  and  feels  purer,  towards  the  objects  of  its  bestow- 
ments,  than  they  feel  towards  their  benefactor. 

6.  Giving  is  more  ennobling  to  the  mind  than  receiving.  Gratitude  is  often 
selfish  in  its  character,  and  transient  in  its  duration.  The  habit  of  receiving  not 
unfrequently  degrades  the  mind.  Favours  often  bestowed,  are  expected  as  our 
due,  and  if  withheld,  we  indulge  the  spirit,  and  utter  the  language  of  complaint 
This  is  most  affectingly  true  in  relation  to  those  fiivours  which  we  are  constantly 
receiving,  both  from  our  earthly  parents.,  and  also  from  our  Father  in  heaven. 

Giving,  however,  or  active  benevolence,  in  the  cause  of  God,  serves  to  expand 
the  mind.  He  who  lives  for  usefulness,  acts  in  direct  opposition  to  the  selfish- 
ness of  human  nature.  He  maintains  high  ground  over  those  propensities  which 
would  otherwise  incessantly  urge  him  into  meanness,  if  not  into  crime.  Every 
day  he  is  coming  forth  from  under  the  bondage  of  a  selfishness,  which  is  both  a 
disgrace  and  a  torment  to  our  world ;  and  he  is  rising  superior  to  the  anger, 
and  jealousies,  and  conflicts,  that  throng  the  path  of  ordinary  men.  There  is  a 
moral  sublimity  about  his  movements.  He  towers  up  like  Saul,  **  head  and 
shoulders"  above  the  surroundmg  multitude. 

7.  Another  motive  for  benevolent  action  consists  in  the  ideas  which  passages 
like  these  suggest.  <*  There  is  that  scattereth,  and  yet  increaseth  ;  and  there  is 
that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet,  and  it  tendeth  to  poverty.  The  liberal  soul 
shall  be  made  fat,  and  he  that  watereth,  shall  also  be  watered  himself.  There 
is  that  maketh  himself  rich,  yet  hath  nothing ;  and  there  is  that  maketh  himself 
poor,  yet  hath  great  riches.  Labour  not  to  be  rich.  Wo  unto  you  that  are 
rich,  for  ye  have  received  your  consolations.  Weep  and  howl  for  the  miseries 
that  shall  come  upon  you.  Your  riches  are  corrupted,  and  your  garments  are 
moth-eaten.  Your  gold  and  silver  is  cankered,  and  the  rust  of  them  shall  be  t 
witness  against  you,  and  shall  eat  your  flesh  as  it  were  fire." 

8.  But  the  great  reason  why  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive,  is,  be- 
because  giving,  or  doing  for  others,  is  the  way  in  which  all  that  is  grand  in  pro- 
phecy, and  glorious  in  anticipation,  must  be  fulfilled.  The  spirit  of  receiving 
will  certainly  never  cover  this  world  with  Bibles,  and  temples,  and  songs.  The 
spirit  of  giving,  increased  even  an  hundred  fold,  is  hardly  sufficteDt  for  these 
magnificent  results.  Never,  until  the  church  awakes  thoroughly,  to  the  bud 
caUb  of  God,  now  sounding  in  her  ear,  and  comes  up  to  the  high  standard  oi' 
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GiMpel  requirement  on  the  aubject  of  benevolent  action,  can  9he  expect  the  pro- 
phecies of  tcriptofe,  in  relation  to  2100*8  univemal  triumph,  will  be  accom- 
plished. It  is  the  spirit  of  giving,  therefore,  on  which  the  hopes  of  the  church 
are  suspended.  It  is  this  that  ennoblei^  the  character  of  man,  increases  his  enjoy- 
ments, and  elevates  him  high  in  point  of  those  virtues,  which  are  the  objects  of 
earth's  admiration,  and  of  heaven's  approval. 

Now  wiU  you,  on  an  occasion  like  the  present,  cultivate  the  spirit  of  giving  ? 
Will  you  inscribe  holiness  to  the  Lord  on  all  that  you  have,  before  you  commence 
the  supplications  of  this  evening  f  Will  you  believe  the  words  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  how  he  said,  '*  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive  ?"  and  will  you 
determine  to  act  on  this  principle  to  your  dying  day  ?  Give ! — why  not  call  it 
poking  to  the  Lord  P  What  on  earth  can  you  call  your  own  ?  From  whom 
have  you  received  your  enjoyments,  and  to  whom  are  you  accountable  for  their 
right  occupation.  To  what  judgment  seat  are  you  approaching,  swift  as  the 
lightning  streak  ?  and  what  are  the  high  and  awful  principles  of  its  adjudications  ? 

Do  you  complain  of  poverty  ?  but  what  has  made  you  poor  ?  your  lendings  to 
the  Lord?  your  acts  of  holy  benevolence  ?  or  is  it  your  pride,  your  idleness,  your 
sensualities  ?  Enumerate  the  sums  you  have  devoted  to  the  cause  of  Christ 
within  the  past  year,  and  then  count  the  number  of  dollars  you  have  lavished  on 
grratifications,  in  which  the  Saviour  would  never  have  indulged. 

If  then  you  must  commence  the  system  of  retrenchment,  where  will  you  begin  ? 
at  the  house  of  Ood — the  gate  of  heaven  ?  Will  you  commence  by  taking  fire 
from  the  altar  of  your  charities,  to  enlighten  the  track  of  your  chariot  wheels  as 
they  roll  you  on  to  the  place  of  sinful  indulgence  ?  Shall  heaven  be  served 
the  laH?  Must  God  or  salvation  wait  until  all  that  is  earthly  about  you  is 
feasted  to  the  full  ?  Or  will  you,  like  Christ,  make  yourselves  poor,  that  others, 
through  your  poverty,  may  become  rich  in  heaven  for  ever  ?  Do  this,  and  you 
«ie  prepared  to  pray  for  a  world's  conversion.  Do  it,  and  your  tithes  are  brought 
into  the  store-house  of  God,  and  blessings  overwhelming  will  burst  down  upon 
yon  from  the  windows  of  heaven.  It  is  not  fancy  that  makes  the  assertion ;  it 
is  tlie  Bible ;  and  faith  subscribes,  with  no  hesitation,  to  the  glorious  truth.

Mr  President— Vfe  hays  been  tontem- 
plaltDg  the  past  taoeesits  of  this  Society ; 


we  have  found,  in  reviewing  the  path 
through  which  we  have  been  led,  aban- 
dant  cause,  not  only  of  encouragement  in 
our  own  work,  bat  of  devout  gratitude  to 
God.  Through  the  blessing  of  God  on 
this  infant  Society,  **the  desert  has 
already  been  made  to  rejoice,  and  the 
wilderness  to  bad  and  blossom  as  the 
rose.**  Bat  there  is  another  point  of  view 
in  which  the  subject  may  be  contemplated, 
which,  though  perhaps  less  pleasing  and 
jnyfal,  is  not  less  necessary  or  usefol. 
Christians  should  not  only  be  benevolent 
in  their  iuisnl\«(im^>SQX«KdM\  vi^\sa%v 
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like  in  all  their  operations.  Men  tkilled 
m  this  world's  busineM  always  compare' 
with  scrutinizing  accuracy  their  means 
with  the  ends  to  be  secured,  and  endeavour 
to  form  a  sober  judgment  of  the  adeqeacy 
of  the  one  to  tho  other ;  so  Christians  en- 
gaged in  a  great  moral  enterprise,  should 
compare  with  like  sober  scrutiny  their 
resources  and  efforts  with  the  extent  and 
magnitnde  of  the  work  to  be  done. 

THE    WORK   BEFORE  US. 

What  if  this  Society  is  employing  hun- 
dreds of  Missionaries,  and  sowing  the 
good  seed  of  the  Gospel  in  a  thousand 
nelds?  It  affords  little  csuse  for  self. 
gratuUtion,  while  our  means  and  our 
efforts  are  greatly  inadequate  to  the  enter, 
prise  which  we  have  undertaken.  That 
enterprise  is  nothing  less  than  to  give  to 
the  entire  population  of  this  land  the 
stated  labours  of  an  educated  and  pious 
ministry.  When  this  result  shall  bo  reali. 
sed  the  Home  Missionary  enterprise  will 
be  accomplished  ;  till  then,  nei>er.  We  say 
a  pious  ministry,  because  any  other,  edu. 
cated  or  uneducated,  ever  has  boon  and 
ever  will  be  a  curse  to  mankind.  Wcsay  an 
§ducated  ministry,  not  because  we  suppose 
that  none  who  never  enjoyed  the  advan. 
tages  of  what  in  termed  a  liberal  education 
have  bcon  useful  and  successful  ministers 
of  Christ;  but  beciufie  reason  and  facts 
combine  to  show  thot,  other  things  being 
equal,  en  enlightened  man  is  bettor  quali. 
fied  to  instruct  others  than  an  ig^norant 
one;  and  because  experience  abundantly 
demonstrates  that  society  at  large,  as  well 
as  the  church  itself,  derive  advantages 
from  an  educated  ministry,  which,  while 
thoy  are  derivable  from  no  other  source, 
are  of  indispemsable  importance  to  the  best 
welfare  of  the  community.  Here  then  the 
Home  Missionary  Society  takes  its  stand. 
Our  erjtcrpriso  is  nothing  less  than  to  ex. 
tend  the  labours  of  an  enlijjhtened  and 
pious  ministry  over  every  hill,  plain,  and 
valley  in  this  nation  ;  and  he  who  is  pre- 
pared to  rest  at  ease  till  all  this  is  done, 
does  not  yet  rightly  understand  the  Home 
Missionary  enterprise.

But  it  is  asked,  are  our  Bible,  Tract,  and 
Sunday  School  organizations  to  relieve  os 
of  no  part  of  thie  burden  f    I  answer  of 
this  burden,  none.    They  have  their  own 
spheres  of  action,  their  *own  great  enter. 
prises  to  carry  forward,  bearing  with  ooii 
the  common  relation  of  aaxiliariea,  to  tbt 
grand,  ultimate  end  of  converting  oar  >•• 
tion  and  the  world  to  God.     We  grett 
them  as  friends  and  fellow  laboarers ;  bat 
they  can  relieve  us  from  no  part  of  nr 
responsibility,  they  do  no  part  of  o«r  work, 
and  render  no  part  of  it  unnecessary.    It 
is  no  part  of  God's  plan  for  converting  thii 
world,  that  any  substitate  is  to  be  diecovar- 
ed  for  the  living  ambassador.     Cfaristjtns 
are  to  be  exonerated  fVom  no  part  of  tbi 
work  of  **  teaching  all  nations.*'    Whers- 
ever  the  Gospel  is  to  bo  published,  thsre 
the  living  teacher  is  to  stand  up  for  God. 
There  the  hand,  the  voice,  the  eye,  arsto 
bo  employed  in  illustrating  the  perceptions 
of  the  intellect  enlightened   from  above, 
and  manifesting  the  emotions  of  a  heart 
that  has  been  touched  with  a  Savioor's 
love,  and  that  entreats  men  in  **  Christ's 
stead"  to  bo  reconciled  to  God.    Nor  is 
this  all.     Not  only  do  organisations  for 
other  benevolent  objects  do  no  part  of  svr 
work ;  but  so  vital  and  fundamental  is  tbs 
relation  which  our  enterprise  sustains  to 
theirs,  that  to  precisely  the  extent  that  ours 
shall  be  suffered  to  linger  and  fail,  tbtin 
will  linger  and  fail  also.     Where  shall  ws 
find  the  Bible  in  every  family  ?    Where  »• 
Sabbath  Schools  in  living  and  perpetual 
operation,  sending  out  their  blessings  over 
the  entire  population  7     Where  are  reli. 
gious  tracts  conveyed  to  every  family,  and 
made  to  extend  their  noiseless  admonitioot 
to  every  heart  ?  Where,  in  short,  is  the  en. 
tire  system  of  Christian  means  in  efiBcient 
and  constant  operation  7      To  all  these 
questions  the  same  answer  must  be  return, 
ed  :  it  is  where  the  regular  miniatralioM  of 
an  enlightened  and  pious  ministry  are  en- 
joyed; and,  as  a  general  rule,  it  isnoitiirt 
else.     That  community  which  enjoys  the 
labours  of  such  a  ministry,  will  speedily 
enjoy  every  other  useful  religions  instita- 
tion  ;  and  that  community  which  is  desti. 
tuto   of  such  a  ministry,  will  soon  find 
itself  scantily  supplied  with  the  Word  of 
God;  its  Sabbath  Schools  will  langutth 
and  die,  and  the  entire  system  of  Chns- 
tian  means  will  either  be  sospended  or 
\Jy opiate  with  gvtatly  diminbhad  vifoor 
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GOOD  ALMMAVr  ACCOMPUSBEO. 

The  history  of  Home  MissioDe,  though 
»t  in  their  infancy  in  this  coantry,  already 
fords  striking  proof  of  their  efficiency  in 
(tablishing  and  fostering  the  various  in- 
itutions  of  learning  and  religion.  That 
onld  bo  an  interesting  volume,  which 
lould  trace  oat  the  influence  which  they 
ave  already  exerted  in  laying  the  founda. 
one  of  those  institutions  which  are  to 
B  the  radiating  points  of  intelligence  and 
iety  to  future  generations.  There  is  a 
mC  in  the  **  far  west,"  which  in  the  year 
390  was  a  howling  wilderness.  The 
>lemn  silence  of  nature  reigned  through 
J  the  landscape,  or  was  broken  only  by 
M  howling  of  the  wolf  or  the  yell  of  the 
lYage.  On  that  spot  is  now  erected  a 
terary  institution,  which  already  offers 
>  the  youth  of  that  growing  community, 
wpectable  advantages  for  acquiring  the 
arious  branches  of  human  learning,  and 
'itbin  whose  walls  many  precious  young 
len  have  already  been  converted  to  God. 
*b&t  institution  is  one  of  the  fruits  of  the 
L.  H.  M.  Society's  labours. 

DEMAND  FOR  INCREASED  EFFORT. 

If,  then,  sucb  is  the  magnitude  and  im. 
ortance  of  our  enterprise,  how  small  in 
tie  comparison  are  our  past  efforts  and 
accesses.  How  much  occasion  have  we 
[>  **  forget  the  things  which  are  behind, 
nd  reach  forth  unto  those  that  are  be- 
ore."  True,  we  have  more  than  six 
andred  [673]  missionaries  in  the  field ; 
at  what  are  these  among  the  more  than 
wtce  six  millions  of  our  countrymen  ? 
f^hat  are  these  to  a  population,  which  is 
xpanding  itself  with  the  freedom  of  air, 


into  every  new  Beld  of  enterprise,  opened 
by  the  boundless  andeveloped  resources  oi 
such  a  country  as  ours,  rolling  like  sue 
cessive  waves  of  the  ocean  from  state  to 
state,  and  from  territory  to  territory,  year- 
ly causing  wide  uncultivated  wastes  to 
echo  with  the  sound  of  the  hammer  and 
the  voice  of  the  ploughman,  and  in- 
creasing in  numbers  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  a  thousand  in  a  day  ? 

APPEAL. 

So  numerous,  Mr.  President,  are  appli- 
cations for  aid  to  various  benevolent  ob- 
jeete  in  the  west,  that  the  thought  may 
have  entered  some  minds,  that  western 
men  always  want  money  ;  but  this  is  not 
our  only  or  our  most  urgent  request ;  tec 
want  men :  fathers  and  brethren,  toe  want 
you.  Say  not  that  you  cannot  leave  your 
churches ;  let  them  learn  to  sympathize 
with  the  wants  of  the  world,  by  feeling  a 
portion  of  those  wants  at  home.  Let  tbem 
know  the  value  of  their  privileges,  by  ex- 
pcriencing  a  temporary  privation.  It 
will  call  forth  their  energies  to  supply  a 
demand  which  they  will  then  know  to 
exist. 

Much,  Mr.  President,  has  been  done* 
but  little  compared  with  the  entire  work 
which  we  have  undertaken.  This  is  QOt 
the  time  to  sit  down  and  fold  our  hands 
at  ease.  There  remaineth  much  land  to 
be  possessed.  Let  our  motto  still  be, 
'*  onward."  Our  work  will  not  be  done 
till  all  that  is  elevating,  enlightening,  and 
saving,  in  the  influence  of  an  enlightened 
Christian  ministry  shall  have  been  brought 
within  the  reach  of  every  village  and  every 
family  in  this  mighty  republic.

I  trust  as  their  liberal  souls  devised  these 
liberal  thinfj^,  they  accompanied  their  of. 
fering  by  effectual  praver,  and  that  this 
is  one  reason  why  the  fruit,  conversion  of 
teachers  and  pupils,  has  so  soon  appeared. 
As  a  church,  and  as  a  school,  and  for  my- 
self,  as  an  individual,  we  wish  your  Com- 
mitteo  to  express  our  most  cordial  thanks 
to  those  gentlemen,  and  to  the  Union,  for 
their  Christian  interest  in  us.  What  they 
have  done,  and  what  they  shall  do,  in  the 
name  of  a  disciple,  shall  be  gloriously  re. 
warded. 

INFANT  SCHOOL  BLESSED. 

The  teacher  o'f  the  class  above  men. 
tioned,  was  abo  the  principal  in  the  infant 
school.  She  believes  that  what  David 
■aid  of  his  day,  has  been  shown  true  here, 
that  speaking  of  the  excellency  of  God, 
she  can  truly  say,  "  Out  of  the  mouth  of 
babes  and  sucklings  hast  thou  ordained 
strength,  because  of  thine  enemies,  that 
thou  mightest  still  the  enemy  and  the 
avenger."  Some  of  the  precious  souls 
under  her  immediate  charge,  gave  ovi- 
dence  of  regeneration,  and  their  influence 
on  their  older  brothers  and  sisters  is  most 
happy,  and  their  parents  also  feel  it.  The 
Sabbath  breakers  and  the  profane  are  kind- 
ly  and  most  eloquently  admonished  by 
these  infant  singers  of**  Hosanna;'Hhough 
many,  as  in  the  days  of  the  incarnation 
jof  the  Messiah,  would  have  them  hold 
their  peace.  We  hope  that  one  family,  of 
twelve  individuals,  has  been  converted.

No  especial  revival  has  attended  mj 
preaching  during  the  past  year,  yet  I 
trust  the  Word  preached  haa  not  b^n  in 
vain.  Prominent  vices  have  received  an 
important  check  ;  greg  shops  are  visited 
less  than  they  were  when  I  came  hers ; 
the  Sabbath  is  better  observed ;  stores  and 
shops  that  used  to  be  kept  open  on  the 
Loid*s  Day,  are  now  closed  on  that  day ; 
meetings  for  public  worship  are  better  at. 
tended;  the  rough  places  are  becoming 
smooth,  and  **  a  way  is  cast  up,**  and  *'a 
standard**  is  raised  **  for  tho  people**  at 
this  place.  I  preached  several  times 
during  last  summer,  to  twelve  or  fiAeen 
persons,  and  our  congregation  seldom  ex. 
ccedod  twenty  ;  now  we  have  ordinarilj 
from  fifly  to  one  hundred  preeent. 

We  are  truly  in  great  need  of  a  laraer 
room  to  worship  ioT  than  oar  little  caws 
affords,  for  that  is  too  small  to  seat  com. 
fbrtably  our  present  congregation,  which 
is  constantly  and  rapidly  increasing.  I 
have  determined,  in  view  of  the  rising 
importance  of  this  place,  and  the  valuabls 
ministerial  aid  with  which  this  coontj 
has  recently  been  bleaaed,  to  spend  mj 
^^ab^atha^  and  dlirect  ray  exertions,  proi- 
Suoh  an  infant  ecHooV  %i  ii«  )\«a.vi^  >a^^»a  vm^<  llieimpoitant 
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to  whieh  I  hsre  already  alluded*  wa  find 
in  the  faithful  labours  of  Brothers  GridUy 
fitnn  Williamstown,  Mass.,  and  Grould, 
from  Broome  county,  New. York.  These 
beloTed  brethren  came  into  thie  eounty 
nboQt  the  same  time,  and  have  been  here 
about  three  weeks.  Brother  Gridley  is 
now  at  Big  Gro?e,  about  twenty  miles 
north-east  from  Ottawa,  near  the  Fox 
river,  in  a  part  of  the  county  most  de. 
ligbtful,  with  an  extsnaive  field  of  new 
settlements  around  bin,  where  schools 
and  churches  are  to  be  organ  ized  and  bus. 
tained  with  constant  and  untiring  effort. 
Brother  Gould  is  at  present  with  his  fa. 
milj,  at  Bailey's  Grove,  fourteen  miles 
south  of  Otto  wa,  in  a  part  of  the  country 
in  no  respect  less  interesting  or  important. 
I  do  most  heartily  rejoice  to  see  men  who 
have  experience  added  to  ministerial  ta. 
lents  and  deep  piety,  coming  into  this 
▼ery  interesting  and  very  important  field  : 
and  I  know  not  if  there  be  another  field 
where  these,  united  and  well  directed,  can 
be  exerted  with  stronger  hopes  of  effecting 
extensive  and  lasting  good.

ILLINOIS. 

In  Ui«  last  namber  of  the  Home  MiMioamry,  page 
64,  W6  pobliahed  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  our  aj^ent 
in  IlUnoiSi  whieh  cootaibed  noticee  of  MToral  meeU 
aage,  and  a  promiM  to  furnish  farther  details.  We 
haTe  jttst  received  a  folfllmsnt  of  this  promise,  in  a 
letter  from  which  we  eztraet  the  followinf . 

I  shall  attempt  to  give  you  only  some 
brief  and  general  statements  with  regard 
to  the  results  of  these  several  meetings. 

The  numbers  who  hoped  that  they  had 
passed  from  death  unto  life  were,  at  Can. 
ton,  twelve  or  thirteen  ;  Springfield,  eigh. 
teen,  since  increased  to  more  than  twenty  ; 
Piegah  church,  perhaps  ten  ;  Jacksonville, 
twenty.five  or  thirty,  a  few  of  whom  were 
members  of  college ;  Carrollton,  thirteen, 
and  Naples,  eight  or  nine. 

At  Canton  five  family  altars  were  erect. 
ed,  the  church  was  greatly  revived,  and 
the  bonds  of  union  strengthened  which 
were  so  happily  thrown  around  them  last 
■ummer.  They  are  very  much  united  in 
their  minister,  the  Rev.  K.  Stewart,  and  a 
most  delightful,  healthful,  and  I  trust 
permanent  influenee,  now  prevades  the 
chnrch. 

mmNG  AT  spaiNGmcLD. 

The  meeting  at  Springfield  was  highly 
interesting  in  the  manner  of  its  origin  and 
the  character  of  its  results.  We  were  de. 
migning  giatplj  topUM  through  ibtd  place. 


and  there  expected  to  separate  for  a  sea. 
sen  ;  but  to  our  great  surprise  and  joy,  we 
found  an  unusual  interest  on  the  subnet 
of  religion.  At  the  soliciUtion  of  Br.  Ber. 
gen  and  his  people,  we  commenced  a  pro- 
tracted meeting  on  that  very  day,  without 
any  previous  notice.  The  Lord's  hand 
was  so  manifest  in  the  whole  thing  as 
greatly  to  raise  the  hopes  of  Christians, 
and  stimulate  them  to  exertion.  An  un. 
usual  effect  had  previously  attended  the 
stated  preaching  of  the  Word  there,  and  the 
Lord  had  made  remarkable  manifestations 
of  himself  to  some  of  his  people,  who  by 
the  eye  of  faith  saw  with  such  clearness 
the  coming  work  of  God,  that  they  spoke 
of  it  with  as  much  confidence  as  if  it  had 
been  a  direct  object  of  natural  vision.  At 
the  close  of  our  meeting,  the  Methodist 
brethren  commenced  a  similar  one,  and 
they  reckon  a  still  greater  number  of  con. 
versions.  From  the  number  and  from 
the  character  of  many  of  the  converts, 
this  event,  in  m^  opinion,  will  form  a  most 
important  era  m  the  religious  history  of 
that  rapidly  increasing  town.  • 

MEETING  AT  PISGAH. 

One  result  of  great  interest  at  the  Pis. 
gah  meeting  was  the  reunion  of  that 
charch  with  another  in  the  same  neigh, 
bourbood,  from  which  it  had  been  separa. 
ted  by  act  of  Presbytery,  because  they  could 
not  agree  to  tcalk  together,  Br.  Gallagher 
is  now  the  steted  supply  of  the  united 
Church. 

UNION  MEETING  AT  JACKSONVILLE. 

The  meeting  at  Jacksonville  was  a  unu 
ted  effort,  principally  on  the  part  of  Pres. 
byterians  and  Congregationalists.  The 
Methodiste  very  kindly  threw  open  the 
doors  of  their  meeting-house,  and  the  % 
preaching  was  mostly  done  there.  The 
meeting  produced  very  much  of  a  sense, 
tion  in  that  town,  and  presented  a  most 
delightful  specUcle.  Christians  of  differ, 
ent  names  sat  together  in  heavenly  places 
in  Christ  Jesus,  and  with  one  heart,  and 
one  mind,  wept,  and  prayed  and  laboured, 
for  the  salvation  of  sinners.  This  was 
true,  to  such  a  remarkable  extent,  as  to 
attract  the  attention,  and  excite  the  feass 
of  some  who  are  rarely  found  within  the 
walls  of  a  church ;  and  who  are  perpetu. 
ally  haunted  by  that  bng.bear,  union  of 
ekurek  and  9tate.  They  thought  we  had 
fallen  upon  new  tines  ;  this  onion  of  dif. 
ferent  denominations  they  could  not  un. 
derstand ;  there  must  be  some  deep-laid 
plot,  and  they  inquired  aroand  with  no 
little  soltcitnde,  toAet  t(  meant?  TVaso. 
feara  were  iX^a^ed^'Wevivt^^^BiaTi  \5\^ 
thai  it  ^ai  tun^^l  VYaimn^I^  ^^^q^Sm^. 
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ing  on  the  ptri  of  Chrittians.  In  fact, 
they  confoMed  that  thii  was  just  what 
they  thought  ought  always  to  be.  What 
a  lefton  !  a  real  union  on  tho  part  of 
Christians  of  different  denominations,  to 
save  souls,  so  rare  a  thing  in  the  19th 
century,  as  to  awal^^n  in  this  way  tho  i 
fears  of  the  enemies  of  religion  !  **  Is  ' 
Christ  divided  ?  Was  Paul  eiucified*'  for 
the  salvation  of  sinners  ? 

MARINE  SETTLEMENT  AND  CARROLLTON. 

At.tho  meeting  in  Marine  settlement,  I 
know  not  that  there  was  more  than  one 
case  of  hopeful  conversion — perhaps  not 
any  ;  but  I  trust  that  the  means  of  grace 
were  not  without  effect.     There  were  in- 

?[uiring  souls  there,  and  some  of  the  pro- 
essed  people  of  God  were  led  to  see  their 
past  unfaithfulness,  and  to  mourn  in  bit. 
terness  over  their  sins.  They  have  had 
but  little  preaching  during  the  last  year, 
and  live  so  scattered;  that  they  enjoy  but 
few  opportunities  for  social  prayer.  By 
request,  I  delivered  a  Temperance  ad. 
dress.  This  cause  has  flourished  very 
much  there,  and  some  of  the  most  active 
members  of  that  churcli  will  doubtless 
have  cause  to  bless  God  for  ever  for  the 
Temperance  refor/nation.  Forty  copies 
•of  the  Temperance  Recorder  arc  circu. 
lated  in  the  neighbourhood.  At  the  cloBe 
of  the  meeting  in  Carrollton,  about  as 
many  were  inquiring  what  they  must  do 
to  be  saved  as  were  rejoicing  in  hope,  (13); 
some  of  whom,  I  understand,  think  that 
they  have  since  fuund  the  Saviour. 

MEETING  AT  NAPLES. 

At  Naples,  seven  individuals,  heads  of 
families,  united  with  tho  church,  and  all 
of  them  on  examination,  except  one. 
Most  of  these  professed  to  have  expo- 
rienced  religion  within  a  year,  during  the 
most  of  which  time  this  people  have  been 
destitute  of  preaching.  Trevious  to  the 
meeting,  there  were  only  two  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  church  residing  at 
Naples,  one  of  the  elders  and  his  wife. 

THE  WEST  JIELPH  ITSELF. 

Since  his  residence  in  that  place,  this 
elder  has  superintended  a  Sabbath  School ; 
been  a  most  efficient  promoter  of  Tempe. 
ranee,  and  kept  up  regular  meetings  for 
prayer  and  exhortation  ;  at  which  he  has 
been  accustomed  to  remark  on  some 
portion  of  scripture.  Tho  Lord  has 
smiled  on  his  labours.  There  has  been 
a  silent  and  steady  work  of  grace  going 
forward  there  for  tlie  whole  year.  He  is 
one  of  three  brothers,  who  compose  a 
mercantile  firm  in  that  place.  One  of 
them,  and  his  wife,  joined  l\\e  cVvwich  at 


the  meeting,  and  th«  lut  of  tba  Arte, 
who,  for  some  time,  had  indulged  a  waver. 
ing  hope,  was  found  among  the  anzioos 
inquiroFi,  and  before  the  cloee  of  ths 
meeting,  seemed  to  bo  under  the  inflnenes 
of  a  strong  determination  to  live  hence* 
forth  for  the  glory  of  God.  The  hoaae  in 
which  the  meeting  was  held,  twenty  feet 
by  forty,  was, built  during  the  last  spriDf, 
entirely  by  this  firm ;  and  if  a  roissionaiy, 
with  his  family,  would  go  and  live  at  that 
place,  they  are  ready  to  pledge  two  ban. 
drcd  dollars  per  annum  for  his  laboofi 
one  half  of  the  time.  I  love  to  record 
facts  of  this  ohancter,  for  the  encouragf. 
ment  of  Christians  who  sustain  the  A. 
H.  M.  8.  This  is  another  instanee  to 
show,  that  **  the  east  will  not  alwmyt  kne 
to  help  the  vest" 

TEMPERANCE  BOAT. 

These  men  were  also,  at  the  time  of  cor 
meeting,  just  completing  a  steam.boat, 
which  they  have  named  "Cold  Water." 
It  is  to  be  navigated  strictly  on  Temps, 
ranee  principles ;  and  they  are  also  deter. 
mined  so  to  make  their  arrangements,  that 
it  shall  be  a  Sabbath-keeping  boat,  The 
engineers  and  clerk  are  pious  men,  and  at 
tho  protracted  meeting,  the  captain  and 
his  wife  profossed  to  have  found  peace  in 
believing.  The  mate,  also,  was  deeply 
anxious,  and  at  times  indulged  a  faint 
hope.  So  far  as  my  knowledge  extends, 
this  will  be  such  a  boat  as  was  never 
launched  upon  the  western  waters.  May 
prosperity  attend  its  enterprising  owners! 
I  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant,  wben 
drunken  stage-drivers,  drunken  ship  and 
steam.boat  captains,  and  pilots,  and  en. 
gincers,  will  be  no  more !  Then  may 
travellers  and  property  go  on  their  way 
in  comparative  security.  The  work  at 
Naples,  so  far  as  it  went,  was  of  a  very 
decided  character.  Some  strong  men  in 
iniquity  bowed  before  the  mighty  infla. 
ences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  the  forest  oak 
is  levelled  by  the  tornado  I 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

I  have  thus  given  you  a  general  stats, 
ment  of  the  results  at  these  different 
meetings.  But  if  all  the  instances  of 
hopeful  conversion  which  I  have  named 
were  put  together,  they  would  only  form 
a  part  of  the  cases  that  sometimes  occur 
at  a  single  meeting  in  tho  older  sectioni 
of  the  county.  We,  however,  call  these 
interesting,  nay  glorious  results.  As  a 
general  fact,  our  audiences  are  small,  say 
from  fifly  to  three  hundred,  except  on  the 
Sabbath,  when  they  are  oAen  much  larger. 
And  then  the  assemblies  are  exceedingly

loro  numerous  assemblies,  and  differently 
Dnatituted  communities,  it  would  still  be 
nry  unfair  to  judge  of  the  importance  of 
lese  results  by  numbers.  For  no  one,  I 
link,  acquainted  with  the  history  of  new 
ountries,  will  deem  it  extravagance  to 
■sert,  that  sometimes  the  cotivernion  of  a 
in^le  important  individual  will  give  cha. 
acter  to  a  settlement  or  town  for  gene- 
ations  !  And  for  this  reason,  the  friends 
r  Honrie  Missions  are  liable  to  place  too 
tw  an  estimate  on  the  sum  total  of  con- 
ervions  that  occur  annually  under  the  la- 
oars  of  your  missionaries. 

One  thing  that  I  deem  wortliy  of  special 
otice  here,  is  the  frequency  with  which 
wnv^rsfons  occur  on  the  part  of  indi. 
tdualajrom  New-England^  and  other  por. 
\on9  of  the  country^  where  the  constant 
leana  of  grace  have  been  enjoyed.  Among 
ie  converts  at  one  of  the  meetings  above 
Bseribed,  was  an  old  man,  who  had 
rov^n  gray  under  the  preaching  of  the 
loepel,  in  one  of  the  New- England  states. 
X  another,  was  the  case  of  a  ludy,  who 
>Id  me  tha  destitution  of  the  means  of 
race  whHh  she  had  experienced  in  this 
ounty,  led  her  to  reflect  on  the  rich  and 
amorous  religious  privileges  which  she 
nee  enjoyed  and  had  abused.  Thoy  were 
ovr  irone.  and  the  thought  disircHSpd 
nd  ainrmed  her!  O!  with  what  an 
Mrakcning  power  will  the  thought  roll  in 
pon  the  lost  soul  through  ctertiity,  that 
be  means  of  grace  are  goxVE  for  ever! 

Jt  is  an  object  which  I  keop  constantly 
n  viow,  to  raise  the  tone  of  benevolent 
teling  and  action  in  the  churches  which 
re  assisted  by  your  Society.  Tnis  is  the 
»nly  sure  method  of  bringing  them  per- 
nanently  into  a  state  that  they  will  not 
leed  your  aid.

viler  of  religion.  His  most  intimate 
friend  and  room-mate  was  decidedly 
pious,  and  Lamed  frequently  attended 
our  meetings  fur  religious  conference 
and  prayer.  The  evening  on  which 
tiis  first  serious  impretsions  were  mani- 
fested, is  now  as  distinctly  before  my 
mind  as  if  it  had  occurred  but  last 
week.  It  was  during  one  of  those  nu- 
merous religious  refreshings  with 
wliich  this  college  has  been  fjaivoured, 
and  when  prayer-meetings  were  held 
for  the  students  by  themhelves.  O,  how 
distinctly  is  a  certain  north-east  room, 
in  that  venerable  building,  wuh  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  event,  now  before 
me !  The  place  was  filled  with  wor- 
shippers, and  I  recollect  that  some- 
thing was  said  on  the  occasion,  of  the 
omnipresence  and  omniscience  of  God, 
as  truths  well  calculated  to  inspire 
sentiments  of  reverence  and  peni- 
tential fear.  Then  I  saw  that  many 
heads  were  bowed  down.  Manly 
youth,  and  ambitiou?,  erudite  scho- 
lars, were  not  ashamed  to  acknowledge 
that  reconciliation  to  God,  by  a  spi- 
ritual change,  was  infinitely  important 
to  them.  But  still  ]  did  not  know  that 
Lamed  was  of  the  number;  nor  do  I 
think  that  any  one  was  apprized  of  his 
state  of  mind,  unless  it  might  be  hie 
friend  Allen.  Now,  however,  it  came 
out  distinctly.  The  meeting  bad  been 
dismissed,  and  the  worshippers  dis- 
persed, when  I  found  myself^ remaining 
with  Allen  and  Larned,  alone.  Th« 
latter  was  still  sitting,  and  apparently 
in  deep  affliction,  with  his  characteris- 
tic frankness,  he  immediately  opened 
to  us  his  state  of  mind.  He  said  **  he 
was  convinced  he  was  a  sinner,  and  he 
felt  it.  He  had,  tor  some  time,  been  in- 
creasingly anxious;  but  now  he  was 
miserable.  He  was  /o«f,  unless  he  could 
find  a  Saviour.  He  felt  himself  a  con- 
demned and  helpless  criminal,  on  his 
way  to  hell."  This  was  his  confession, 
for  substance,  and  he  asked  us  to  pray 
for  him.  We  did  so,  and  aflet  i^  issXSk 
further  coikNeiwXiQ!a>W!^.\bi^tK^Oi» 
night.

Some  of  bb  triala  were  marked  for 
peculiar  Intenseneaa.  I  recollect  on 
one  occaaion^  wben  I  returned  to  col* 

^t  after  a  abort  abaenee,  I  inquired, 
t  waa  tbe  aCate  of  hia  mind  ?  He 
veplied,  tbat  be  bad  juat  bad  aucb 
viewa  and  exerciaea  aa  be  waa  never 
cboacioiiB  of  before.  He  aeemed  to 
liave  apprebended  God  to  be  infinitely 
above  bifflt  and  to  be  dealing  witb  bim 
as  a  boly  Sovereign ;  be  felt,  in  conae* 
quence  tbat  be  waa  able  to  do  notbing 
againat  tbe  will  of  tbia  migbty  Being, 
wnom  be  now  perceived  that  be  re- 
garded witb  a  moat  criminal  and  awful 
enmity.  '•  Yea,  brother,**  eaid  be,  «•  it 
b  an  awful  thing  to  aay;  but  I  may  aa 
wHl  say  as  think  it,  Ifeei  that  if  1  could 
wiih  Mia  amit  reach  up  and  pluck  Chd 
Jrom  off'  his  throne,  1  would, '*  This  waa 
horrible:  but  1  felt  that  it  waa  evi- 
dence of  the  deep  work  of  the  Spirit 
operating  upon  an  ardent  and  rebellious 
ialnd.

It  is  aa  easy  as  it  b 
to  breathe.**  The  storm  had  evidently 
jgone  by,  and  all  waa  calm,  and  clear, 
and  benignant.  He  said,  '*  he  did  not 
think  he  should  now  fear  to  die,  if  he 
knew  be  abould  be  struck  with  light- 
flinff  the  next  moment.** 

But  notwithstanding  thb  cleamesf 
hk  the  be^nning  of  his  experimental 
religion,  Hr.  Lamed  did  not  make  a 
INiblic  profession,  I  should  think,  for 
nore  than  a  year.

have  preaching  here,  I  will  give  seven- 
ty d»»llara  a  year  to  the  preacher,  and 
two  hundred  dollarn  towards  buildiuL' 
a  meeting-house.  But,  he  contiuueii. 
I  wish  to  do  somethin«T  towards  the 
effort  the  Missi«mary  Society  are  mak- 
ing to  supply  the  destitute  of  our  coun- 
try, and  whether  we  have  preaching 
among  us  or  not,  I  will  make  each  ot 
my  children  (five  in  number]  life  mem- 
bers of  the  Americnn  iionie  Missionary 
Society,  by  a  contribution  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  in  five  yearly  in- 
stalments.

A  few  days  only  had  passed  away 


since  Miss 


moved  in  all  the  love- 


liness of  youtli,  eager  for  the  scenes  of 
active  life,  but  impenitent  and  unprepar- 
ed f'T  those  of  a  lorgetcrnity.  'i'he  ijord 
t/iuched  her  body  with  a  fiital  disease, 
and  the  prospect  of  death  was  brought 
near.  JShe  now  began  the  work  of 
repentance,  and  souifht  for  pardon 
from  on  high.  Her  distress  of  mind 
was  very  great,  and  her  anxiety  past 
description.  Many  and  fervent  pray- 
ers were  presented  on  her  behalf. 
About  four  weeks  bePire  her  death, 
she  found  peace  in  believing.  After 
that  time  she  was  often  in  doubt  and 
distress  about  her  soul,  sometimes  en- 
joying a  good  hope,  and  at  otiiers  in 
the  most  awful  lears  of  the  scenes  to- 
wards which  she  was  rapidly  hasten- 
ing— the  solemn  realities  of  another 
world.  Her  knowledge  of  religious 
things  was  good,  and  she  had  a  strong 
diflii£e  to  a  sick-bed  T«pexvlaxvce,VLXiQ'«- 


ing  in  how  many  cases  it  proves  <*  like 
the  morning  cloud,  and  as  the  early 
dew."  Hence  she  was  exceedingly 
scrutinizing  upon  her  own  exercises  of 
leart,  and  unwilling  to  rest  on  any 
evidence  but  that  which  would  brin^  a 
full  assurance  of  hope.  Two  days  be- 
lore  her  death  her  frame  seemed  ready 
lo  give  way.  She  and  others  supposed 
the  hour  of  dissolution  had  arrived. 
She  bade  her  friends  farewell,  and  with 
(he  horrors  of  despair  exclaimed,  *'  My 
hope  is  gone — my  hope  is  gone  :  O  the 
agonies  of  hell !  'tis  the  a  onies  of  bell 
1  feel.*'  These  words  were  like  the 
thunders  ofSinni  to  the  bleeding  bo- 
soms of  surrounding  relatives.  But 
the  moment  of  agony  was  soon  over. 
it  seemed  like  the  last  struggle  of  the 
advetsary  of  sotils.  She  revived  agahi, 
and  the  Lord  saw  fit  to  remove  the  dark 
clouds  from  her  mind,  and  lead  her  into 
the  Tight  of  peace  and  joy. 

During  the  last  day  of  her  illnesi, 
she  manifested  penitence  for  sin,  and 
expressed  a  firm  and  strong  hope  <»f  ac- 
ceptance with  Christ.  SShe  dreaded 
the  passage  through  the  cold  river  of 
death,  but  was  anxious  to  begone.  Her 
departure  was  expected  every  hour. 
SJie  would  very  often  ask  tho>e  around 
liow  soon  they  thought  she  would  die. 
When  answered,  "  very  soon,  proba- 
bly within  a  few  minutes,"  she  seemed 
well  pleased,  and  replied,  *'  O  it  will  be 
a  glorious  change."  At  length  the 
silver  cord  was  loosed — the  golden 
bowl  was  broken — the  dust  returned 
to  the  earth,  and  the  spirit  to  God  who 
gave  it. 

Perliaps  some  of  my  youthful  read- 
ers will  take  encouragement  from  this 
account  to  put  off  the  day  of  repent- 
ance to  a  death-bed.  If  such  there 
are,  I  sincerely  wish  they  could  have 

visited  Miss in  her  last  sickness. 

I  am  confident  no  one  could  hear  her 
language  without  saying,  '*  Let  not  my 
death-bed  be  like  hers."  Though  res- 
cued at  length  (as  we  hnpc^)  yet  the 
pains  of  mind  she  suffered,  were'such  as 
no  rational  being  would  willingly  en- 
counter. They  were  such  as  a  weak 
and  decaying  body  could  scarcely  en- 
dure, and  showed  most  clearly,  that 
such  an  hour  was  a  poor  time  to  attend 
to  the  most  important  of  all  things.

ADDRESS  TO  PERSO^VS  ASSEMBLED  AT  THE  MONTHLY  CONCERT  FOR  PRATER. 

Brethren — To  that  portion  of  the  attendants  on  this  sacred  concert,  who 
earnestly  long  for  the  universal  exten8ion  of  Christ's  kingdom,  it  sometimes 
appears  mysterious  that  so  much  is  attempted  for  this  object,  and  yet  that  so 
little  has  been  accomplished.  We  hear  of  societies  formed,  of  missionaries 
educated  and  sent  forth  to  heathen  lands,  schools  established  and  sustained  lor 
years  witfi  incredible  self-denial  and  toil ;  but  the  result,  in  the  ^ronveraion  of 
souls  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  has  as  yet  been  small.  Again,  we  look  around 
us  in  our  own  country,  and  we  see  it  adorned  with  temples  of  the  living  God. 
Every  Sabbath,  the  Gospel,  like  water  j^uahing  from  ten  thousand  fountains, 
flows  over  the  land;  and  everyday,  in  their  rer^pective  spheres,  thousands  of 
liiinistei-s,  and  tens  of  thousands  of  teachers,  go  forward  with  their  silent,  perse- 
vering work  of  training  up  souls  for  the  responsibilities  of  life  and  the  retribu- 
tions of  eternity.  Prayer  is  oflcred,  sermons  are  preached,  and  the  pre^s,  the 
distributer  of  Tracts  and  Bibles,  and  the  Subbuth  School,  all  bring  their  various 
enginery  to  bear  in  promoting  tlio  grand  result.  And  yet,  how  httle  is  accom- 
plished— how  few  souls  are  converted.  AVitli  all  her  effort,  the  church  seems 
but  just  to  hold  her  own.  The  utmost  that  is  cflcctcd  appears  but  barely  suffi- 
cient to  keep  the  demons  of  false  religion  and  infidelity  at  bay.  At  the  best, 
the  success  which  the  church  enjoys  is  exceedingly  small,  compared  with  that 
which  attended  her  efforts  in  the  apostolic  age. 

In  inquiring  for  the  causes  of  this  disparity  between  the  appBrent  means  and 
the  actual  result,  it  occurs  to  us,  that  after  all,  perhaps  the  church  receives  as 
much  success  as  her  present  amount  of  pikty  will,  justify.  In  exemplifi- 
cation of  this  sentiment,  we  offer  the  following  considerations  : 

1.  It  requires  a  greater  amount  of  piety  in  the  church  to  attain  success. 
The  work  of  converting  the  world  is  rolled  by  the  Saviour  on  the  instrument* 
ality  of  men.  Before  it  can  be  accomplished,  how  many  hearts  and  heads  must 
throb  with  the  fulness  of  the  mighty  project — and  how  many  bosoms  heave  with 
the  strong  conception  and  vigorous  resolve — how  many  hands  must  conspire  in 
tiie  innumerable  labours  which  are  to  work  out  the  pervading  change— how 
much  denial  of  self— how  much  generous  contribution  of  substance,  and  strength, 
and  comforts,  and  even  of  life  !  And  what  can  prompt  to  this  sacrifice  and  en- 
deavour, and  sustain  it,  not  merely  through  a  year,  or  ten  years,  but  for  genera- 
tions, and  not  merely  in  one  church  or  denomination,  but  t.licQ\i^VvQ>>\\.'«SL>\i^

I  say  little 
church,  for  at  the  largest  it  was  so  ;  but  1^ 
the  formation  of  the  other  four  in  our 
county,  our  numbers  in  the  beginning  of 
last  wuter  were  less  than  fifly.  Ilaving  en. 
joyed  and  been  blessed  with  four  revivals  of 
religion  in  my  pastorship  in  New. Jersey, 
in  all  of  these,  this  same  spirit  was  mani. 
fosted  by  some,  and  invariably  folt  in  my 
own  soul,  so  that  I  can  subscribe  to  the 
sentiment  uttered  by  a  worthy  brother, 
who  had  been  greatly  blessed  with  revivals 
among  his  people,  that  ho  never  knew  one 
there  until  he  felt  it  first  in  his  own  aoul. 

rROTRACTKD  MEETING. 

In  May  last,  the  brethren  Baldwin  and 
Hale,  having  been  on  a  preaching  tour 
to  the  north,  arrived  in  our  town,  to  rest 
only  an  hour  and  go  on  their  way.  I  be. 
sought  them  to  tarry  a  night  with  ua  at 
leabt,  and  let  me  call  the  church  together 
an  hour  before  sunset,  for  prayer  ond  con. 
sultation,  and  then  hold  public  meeting  in 
the  evening.  The  meeting  of  our  church 
was  the  most  solemn  and  affecting  one  I 
have  ever  had  with  them.  A  meeting  for 
prayer  and  public  wornhip,  the  next  day, 
was  appointed,  and  such  appeared  to  be  the 
state  of  the  church  and  congregation,  that 
the  brethren  felt  that  there  waa  no  way 
clear  before  them  but  to  abide  in  this 
place.  The  next  day,  some  membera 
from  our  nearest  sister  church  came  to 
town,  and  began  to  reprove  us  for  not  let. 
ting  them  know  of  the  meeting.  AVhen 
we  told  them  this  meeting  waa  known  no 
where  but  in  heaven  till  it  commenced, 
they  were  satisfied,  and  went  home  to 
bring  their  families  and  other  brethren. 
That  evening  the  presence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  was  siMscially  manifested,  the  spirit 
of  prayer  was  increased,  the  assembly  waa 
crowded,  and  truth  fell  as  from  heaven, 
and  Bceinod  to  rest  on  the  heart,  making 
all  to  feel  "this  is  none  other  than  the 
gate  of  heaven  ;"  voril}',  **  God  is  in  this 
place."

IMPORTANT  FIELDS  OF  LABOUR. 

From  tk€  Rev.  Martin  M.  Post,  Logans- 
port,  Ind, 

I  have  recently  made  a  tour  of  two 
weeks  in  the  northern  counties  in  this 
•tate. 

SOUrn  BEND. 

I  spent  about  three  days,  including  a 
Sabbath,  in  South  Bend  (county  seat  of 
8t*  Joseph's)  and  its  vicinity.  I  organ. 
ued  a  Presbyterian  church  of  eleven 
members.  There  are,  probably,  as  many 
more  who  will  unite  with  it  the  first  con- 
Tonient  time.  This  is  a  very  important 
poini  to  be  occupied  by  a  missionary. 
The  town  is  on  the  St.  Joseph's  river, 
handsomely  situated  and  healthy.  It  has 
some  very  good  buildings;  among  these 
is  the  court-house.  Five  or  six  hundred 
aouls  are  now  there.  A  small  stoom.boat 
Mies  once  or  twice  a  week  from  the  mouth 
of  the  St.  JoMpb'spoH  to  South  Bend.  A

think  not  long,  considerable  aid  from  yoor 
society.  He  would  find  efficient  helpexs 
in  every  good  work  amone  the  membeni 
of  the  church.  The  field  is  ample ;  the 
population  already  numerous,  and  fast  in- 
creasing.  There  is  work  enough  for  the 
strongest.  I  was  pained  to  come  away 
from  so  interesting  a  place  for  religions 
enterprise,  without  seeing  a  prospect  of 
its  immediately  enjoying  the  benefits  of  a 
settled  ministry.  I  know  of  no  yaeant  spot 
in  Indiana  which  now  presents  a  more  ar- 
gent claim,  or  is  more  inviting  to  a  minis- 
ter willing  to  do  hard  labour. 

MICHIGAN  CITT. 

I  visited  Michigan  city,  thirteen  miles 
from  Laporte,  and  on  Lake  Michigan,  at 
the  mouth  of  Trail  Creek.  This  place  is 
in  Laporte  county,  and  the  only  point 
which  Indiana  has  on  the  lake.  It  bids 
fair  to  surpass  all  the  towns,  at  least,  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  state.  The  land 
in  its  immediate  neighbourhood  is  not 
valuable  except  for  its  timber.  It  is  co- 
vered with  pine.  Eight  or  ten  miles  back 
is  a  luxuriant  prairie,  seventeen  miles  long 
and  five  or  six  broad.  It  is  the  point 
whore  the  Michigan  road,  from  Madison, 
on  the  Ohio,  terminates.  It  is  alreadr  a 
place  of  considerable  business,  and  nas 
twenty  or  more  families  living  in  hooses 
and  sheds;  though  nine  months  before  I 
visited  the  town  it  had  not  a  beginning. 
Vessels  cross  Lake  Erie  and  come  throng 
Lake  Michigan,  to  this  point,  with  stores 
for  a  large  district  of  country.  The  United 
States  government  has  made  an  appo- 
priation  for  the  imptovement  of  the  iiar- 
bour.  It  will  undonbtedly  be  the  depot 
for  the  produce  of  an  extensive  and  fertile 
country,and  a  place  for  wholesale  merchan- 
dising. I  heard  of  no  Presbjrterian  family 
in  the  place,  but  that  thero  was  a  desire 
among  some  of  the  prominent  men  to  have 
a  Presbyterian  minister  settle  among  them, 
and  that  liberal  sums  bad  been  ofi*ered  for 
the  support  of  one.  It  is  a  very  important 
point,  and  cannot  be  occupied  too  soon. 

OTnER  FIELDS. 

The  whole  northern  frontier  of  this 
state  is  now  vory  rapidly  settling.  The 
northwestern  comer  is  not  in  market,  but 
is  fast  becoming  settled,  nevertheless,  with 
a  substantial  population.  That  frontier  ist 
on  the  whole,  the  most  beautifiil  part  of 
Indiana.  The  soil  is,  probably,  not  the 
richest,  but  is  rich  enough.  It  has  good 
roadfi,  is  healthy,  abouncb  in  fine  transpa-

CSooing  down  firom  JBikheart  county  to 
Foil  Wayne,  and  taking  the  road  along  the 
MUialt  now  in  nrogieee  and  under  con. 
tnet,  to  a  point  nfteen  milea  from  Logana- 
poit,  the  traToUer  will  peaa  through  a  rich 
and  heaTily  timbered  country,  which  al- 
'  ready  contains  two  organized  counties, 
wad  new  but  thrifty  towns,  and  presents 
auuny  eoenes  made  busy  by  the  emigrant 
or  the  labourers  of  the  canal,  and  many  in. 
'    dteatione  of  prodiise ;  but  this  entire  dis. 
tume  of  eighty  miles,  between  Fort  Wayne 
md  Logansport,  ia  unsnppUed  with  Ptes. 
hyterian  preaching.  It  is  highly  important 
iMt  at  laaet  two  ministers  should  be  sent 
to  oeeapy  theee  two  new  counties  without 
Majr.    From  Logansport,  still  following 
the  river,  he  finds  no  Presbyterian  minis, 
ter  till  he    arrives  at  Lafayette,    forty 
miles  distant.    Yet  there  arc  two  Presby- 
terian churches  at  and  near  Delphi,  in  Car- 
roll county,  and  several  other  points,  which 
it  is  very  important  should  be  supplied 
with  preaching. 

You  perceive,  sir,  from  this  imperfect 
sisetch,  something  of  the  greatness  of  the 
work  yet  to  be  done,  before  even  the  pre. 
•ent  want  of  missionaries,  in  tho  northern 
section  of  Indiana,  will  be  supplied.  And 
the  deficiency  is  every  year  becoming  great. 
or,  and  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  tho  la. 
bourer  continually  enhancing.  How  ob. 
▼ionsly  important,  then,  that  whatever 
ean  be  done  to  meet  the  necessitieti  of  this 
portion  of  our  country,  be  done  quickly.

the  new  line  of  service  on  which  I  am 
about  to  enter.  I  go  out,  not  knowing 
whither  I  go,  only  I  believe  I  go  in  ae- 
cordance  with  the  call  of  duty  and  of  Pro- 
vidence." In  this  service  he  continued  a 
little  more  than  one  year,  and  gare  the 
first  impulse  to  the  cause  of  the  society  in 
many  places  in  New. England,  but  espe- 
cially in  Massachusetts,  where  he  expend- 
ed most  of  his  labours ;  and  where  many 
friends  of  the  cause  of  missions,  in  our 
rising  country,  associate  their  recollec- 
tions of  him  and  of  his  warm  and  enlight- 
ened appeals,  with  their  deepest  and  nap* 
piest  impressions  of  its  immense  import- 
ance. He  at  length  became  convinced, 
that  the  arduousness  of  the  labours  of  this 
agency  was  too  great  for  his  somewhat 
enfeebled  constitution  to  sustain.  This 
consideration,  together  with  the  ill  health 
of  his  family,  induced  him  to  decline  a 
continuance  in  his  agency ;  and  he  adds,  in 
one  communication  on  this  subject,  '*  I 
fully  lielieve  that  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try, in -its  appropriate  sense,  is  the  work 
for  which  I  was  made,  if  I  was  made  for 
any  thing  that  is  good."  Afler  this  he 
occupied  several  pulpits  for  a  time,  in  Mas- 
sachusetts and  New- York,  and  performed 
temporary  agencies  for  other  beneyolent 
societies  with  great  acceptance,  until  he 
took  charge  of  the  church  of  which  he 
died  the  beloved  pastor.  In  this  last  pd. 
sition  he  had  acquired  a  standing  and  was 
exerting  an  influence  which  promised 
nmch  for  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this 
cily.  The  church  under  his  care  was 
enjoying  a  healthful  mcrease  in  numbers 
and  in  the  8\nni  which  gives  energy  to 
Christian  action;  and  few  pastors  have 
ever  enjoyed  more  fully  the  confidence  and 
warm  atiections  of  their  people. 

We  knew  him  well,  and  always  had  oc. 
casion  to  number  him  among  the  most  un. 
exceptionable  of  our  brethren  in  ChrisL 
His  talents  were  not  the  most  brilliaot— 
but  his  mind  was  solid,  judicious,  and  well 
balanced,  while  his  spirit  was  oharacte- 
ristically  amiable  and  kind.

I  asked  if 
it  did  not  appear  worse,  filled  up  with 
sin.     She  said  it  did,  and  continued, 
O  how  dreadfully  this  appears  to  me 
now  !     If  I  were  to  ^et  well,  it  seems 
quite  impossible  that  I  should  ever  live 
as  I  have  done.    When  I  asked  if  she 
thought  her  own  strength  sufficient  to 
lead  her  to  live  a  new  life ;  she  answer- 
ed, O  no !  and,  with  emphasis,  added,  I 
would  not  wish  it.     My  strength  is 
\    perfect  weakness.    When  I  observed 
\    to  her,  that  I  had  witnessed  a  great 
.    deal  of  sickbed  repentance,  and  feared 
_'    that  in  most  cases  it  was  not  genuine ; 
_!    that  if  she  recovered,  I  should  watch 
"     her  with  a  great  deal  of  interest,  and 
^     refer  her  back  to  this  period,  in  case 
^     abe  should  forget  it.    She  replied,  with 
;;     much  earnestness,  I  hope  you  will. 
''     She  named  her  love  to  Christians,  as 
^      one  of  the  greatest  evidences  that  her 
^      heart  was  changed.    Speaking  of  them 
'      the  nid,  they  appear  entirely  different 


to  me — I  love  them.  To  one  such  she 
said,  you  never  looked  to  me  before, 
as  you  did  when  you  came  into  my 
chamber  this  morning.  1  loved  you  as 
soon  as  1  saw  you.  vVhen  I  asked  her 
if  she  thought  that  her  gay  companions 
could  afford  her  any  consolation  now, 
her  reply  was,  O  no !  I  cannot  bear 
to  see  them  doioff  as  I  have  done.  As 
I  was  about  to  leave  her  bhe  said,  I 
hope  we  shall  travel  together  as  Chris- 
tians on  earth,  and  praise  Ged  in  his 
kingdom  fur  ever. 

When  I  next  saw  her,  she  was  de- 
prived of  her  speech,  and  at  times,  of 
her  reason,  so  that  she  was  quite  unable 
to  notice  me.  Two  days  had  passed 
since  my  last  visit ;  and  I  was  inform- 
ed by  those  who  were  with  her  during 
this  time,  that  her  evidences  for  hea- 
ven strengthened,  and  her  hopes  bright- 
ened, as  long  as  she  was  able  to  com- 
municate her  feehngs.  Her  bodily  suf- 
ferings were  now  very  great.  Every 
nerve  seemed  seized,  and  her  whole 
frame  was  in  a  constant  tremor.  Not- 
withstanding all  this,  she  soon  recog- 
nised me,  and  made  great  exertion  to 
say  something  to  me,  which  I  could 
not  understand.  But  when  I  asked  her 
if  she  thought  that  her  peace  was  made 
with  God^that  the  Saviour  was  her 
friend,  1  thought  her  to  say,  I  know 
he  is.  She  Knew  her  friends  who 
came  to  see  her,  and  made  every  pos- 
sible exertion  to  have  them  under- 
stand her;  and  when  they  could  not, 
the  agonizing  tear  would  roll  down  her 
cheeks,  as  she  reached  forth  her  trem- 
bling hand,  to  press  theirs,  that  they 
might  be  convinced  that  she  knew  them. 
Many  persons  thought  her  to  be  the 
most  distressed  object  that  they  had 
ever  beheld.  During  the  day  and  night 
previous  to  her  death,  many  stout 
hearts  were  overcome,  in  her  dying 
apartment ;  and  those  unaccustomed  to 
weep,  were  brought  to  manifest  great 
intensity  of  feehng.  Just  one  week 
previous  to  this  fatal  mom,  1  was  with 
her;  she  then  said  that  her  distress  of 
mind  was  so  intensej  that  her  soul  and 
body  must  separate,  unless  she  could 
find  the  Lord.  I  was  also  with  her, 
when  her  soul  and  body  were  indeed 
torn  asunder  by  death's  resistless  hand. 
This  was  truly  an  instructive  scene  to 
I  me.    Ye  carelea  and  fiia  oooa^'m^ 
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sport  with  the  bubbles  of  time,  npon 
the  brink  of  eternity,  yoa  too  might 
have  learned  from  that  solemn  hour,  a 
profitable  lesson.  She  was  an  instruc- 
tress of  children f  Had  those  youiijr  im- 
morUiIs  who  had  received  instruction 
from  her  lips  duringr  the  precedin^r  sum- 
Dicr  been  prebent,  and  beheld  her  fix- 
ed eycs^at^onized  countenance — and 
quivering  lips — could  they  have  heard 
the  hollow  (rroan,  and  have  seen  the 
cold  drops  of  sweat  roll  down  her  pal- 
lid cheeks ;  they  too,  might  have  learn- 
nod  a  more  solemn  lesson,  than  she 
had  ever  before  taught  them.  A  short 
time  since,  and  her  fond  anticipations 
for  the  future  were  bright  and  joyful ; 
her  hopes  were  gay  and  presuming,  un- 
obscurcd  by  a  single  cloud  of  darkness. 
So  confident  was  she  of  life  and  its 
pleasures,  that  she  had  •ven  planned 
wimt  kind  of  dress  should  be  purchased, 
the  time  that  it  should  be  obtained,  and 
the  clrjrance  and  taste  witli  wliich  it 
should  be  prepared,  in  order  to  distin- 
guish her  from  others.  The  fondly  an- 
ticipated period  arrived — a  new  dress 
was  furnished,  I  saw  it  prepared.  J3ut 
oh  I  how  ditfcrent  from  what  the  guy 
visions  of  youthful  fancy  had  selected  I 
It  was  neither  rich,  nor  gay,  nor  daz- 
zling. It  was  the  plain  robe  of  the 
ffrave.  It  was  a  mark  of  distinction. 
It  is  true,  but  not  the  distinction  which 
she  anticipated.  It  distinguished  the 
dead  from  the  living. 

Let  ini|)onitent  youth,  who  are  fond- 
ly anticipating  the  future,  spending 
their  precious  moments  in  needless  at- 
tentions to  their  frail  bodies,  and  neg- 
lecting the  vast  concerns  of  their  souls, 
be  entreated  to  stop  and  reflect  on  their 
latter  end.  That  gay  dress,  which  they 
•  may  have  contemplated  as  a  decoration 
for  the  body  may  never  bo  needed,  but 
the  robe  of  Christ's  righteousne^'s,  how 
indispensable  I  You  may  now  reject  the 
.  Saviour,  despite  his  friends,  and  trifle 
with  their  etlorts  for  your  salvation ; 
yet  the  solemn  period  \vill  arrive,  when 
nothing  but  an  interest  in  his  dying 
love,  can  afford  you  any  consolation. 
Then  will  you  be  anxious  for  the  very 
prayers  to  which  you  now  refuse  to 


listen,  and  earnestly  solicit  the  instnic- 
tions  which  yon  now  disdain  to  receive. 
And  that  hour  may  be  nigh  at  hand. 

I  have  written  the  above  principally 
as  a  warning  to  youth.  Yet  so  strong 
is  the  propensity  of  the  human  heart 
to  enjoy  all  the  pleasures  of  nin,  and 
then  presume  upon  the  mercy  of  God 
in  life's  latest  hour^  thai  I  seriously 
fear  this  may  be  the  case  with  some 
dear  youth,  who  may  read  this  pain- 
ful narrative.  It  is  hoped  that  A.  B. 
obtained  mercy  in  her  last  sickne*. 
But,  could  she  return  to  life  again,  ten 
thousand  worlds  would  be  no  induce- 
ment for  her  to  venture  again  tipoo 
mercy  so  long  abused.  Vast,  awful, 
and  eternal  consequences,  hang  on  thii 
precarious  point  I  have,  in  the  provi- 
dence of  God,  been  of^n  called  to  wit- 
ness the  untimely  exit  of  the  young; 
and  thero,  by  the  dying  bedside,  havt 
seen  sink  for  ever  the  fondest  hopes  of 
youthful  hearts.  There  too,  have  1 
been  taught,  not  only  the  indescribable 
worth  of  the  soul,  but  the  infinite  dan- 
ger of  procrastination.  And,  as  a  spe- 
cial warning  to  that  class  of  the  im- 
penitent who  have  been  powerfully 
awakened,  but,  having  resisted  the 
strivings  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  have  suok 
into  greater  stupidity.  I  have  another 
melancholy  fact  to  Relate.  Facts  are 
stubborn  things,  and  may  heaven  mer- 
cifully grant,  that  they  may  savingly 
atl'ect  stubborn  hearts.

WESTERN  Ax\NI VERSA  RIES. 

Anniversary  meetings  of  the  most  important  religious  societies  are  held  an- 
nually in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  during  the  last  week  in  October.  The  following  is  a 

STATEMENT 

Cjf  the  American  Home  J^fusionary  Socieij/,  prepared  by  the  Corretponding 
Secretary  for  theuMC  of  the  Central  Board  of  Agency  in  the  Weotem  Stales^  at 
Cincinnati f  Ohio,  on  this  occasion, 

Belotf.d  Brethur^, 

The  establishment,  at  Cincinnati,  of  an  anniversary' meeting  on  behalf  of 
this  Society,  in  October  1833,  was  hailed  by  the  friends  of  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions,  on  both  sides  of  the  mountains,  as  marking  on  important  era  in  the 
history  of  its  operations.  The  first  meeting  having  been  attended  with  unex- 
pected interest,  and  followed  with  happy  results,  we  congratulate  you  on  the 
approaching  return  of  the  second,  which  we  trust  will  be  convened  with  even 
better  preparation  for  the  exertion  of  an  extensive  and  a  healthful  influence. 
We  pray  for  the  presence  and  blessing  of  Him,  without  whose  superintendence 
'  they  labour  in  vain  who  would  build  the  house  of  the  Lord.  But  with  that 
blessing,  the  central  position  which  you  occupy,  and  the  wide  field  over  which 
yoor  agency  extends,  afford  you  the  power  of  speaking  to  a  large  portion  of  the 
western  churches.  Through  you,  and  the  public  meetings  which  you  assemble, 
it  is  our  privilege  also  to  address  our  brethren  of  the  West,  as  members  witli 
ue  of  the  same  body,  and  helpers  of  the  general  cause.  Thus  associated,  no 
distance  or  dispersion,  on  the  common  field  of  our  labours,  should  mar  the 
unanimity  of  our  counsels  or  the  harmony  of  our  efforts.  **  E  Pluribus  Unmm^ 
our  country's  motto,  is  happily  descriptive  of  the  co-operation  of  the  Statee 
which  hold  and  balance  the  civil  government  under  which  we  live.  Thon^^ 
many,  widely  extended,  and  multitudinous  in  population,  and  in  minor  noints 
of  local  interest  often  conflicting,  yet  in  the  grrand  objects  and  interests  for  the 
attainment  of  which  it  is  fit  that  a  nation,  as  such,  should  have  a  being,  they  are 
«Mte.  But  if  the  union  of  thousands  and  mUlions  of  people,  of  every  condition, 
and  widely  dispersed,  is  attainable  for  the  purposes  of  worldly  ambition,  security 
and  enjoyment,  much  more  does  it  seem  to  be  practicable  for  the  followers  of 
the  only  Saviour  to  be  **aU  one  in  Christ  Jcsvs."  Our  field,  it  is  true,  ia.larger 
than  that  of  any  nation — it  is  all  nations ;  it  is  the  world.  But  at  whatever 
point  we  labour  for  its  conversion,  we  have  all  one  object,  and  every  endeavour 
which  tends  to  promote  this  object,  tends  also  to  unity.  If  then  the  object  be 
always  and  every  where  one,  the  extent  of  the  union  is  in  proportion  to  the  mul- 
titude of  the  labourers,  and  the  largeness  of  the  field  over  which  they  are  dis- 
persed. It  is  thus  that  the  friends  and  supporters  of  Home  Missions  are  otwia 
with  those  whoaervethe  samp  Lord,  and  prrach  the  6ain^Ttt!LVi%iv^\Xi,%%t^xtv<^\k%.^ 
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tism  in  foreign  landa.  To  a  large  extent,  the  same  individuals  are  the  supporterp 
of  both  home  and  foreign  missions ;  and,  universally  the  spit  it  which  propels 
the  one  sustains  the  other.  They  are  mutual  helpers,  one  in  spirity  and  one  in 
aim. 

The  same  aereeroent  which  is  thus  adequate  to  secure  the  union  of  the  friends 
of  missions,  ofdifferent  and  far  distant  nations,  ought  surely  to  make  them  one 
in  every  subordinate  sphere  of  action.  If  for  the  good  of  the  whole  world,  the 
Providence  of  God  has  laid  upon  the  Christians  of  this  nation  the  special  re- 
sponsibility of  pervading  the  United  States  with  a  religious  influence,  this  sab- 
ordinate  object,  thoogh  less  in  itself  than  the  whole,  yet  in  its  neceasuy  con* 
nexion,  as  a  means  orpromoting  the  general  good,  possesses  all  the  power  of  the 
whole  cause  to  make  us  one.  V icwed  in  this  relation,  the  enterpnse  beibre  w 
is  surely  large  enough  to  demand  the  sympathies  of  all  hearts,  and  the  effi>rtB  of 
all  hands.  But  these  cannot  be  associated  and  brought  from  the  distant  por- 
tions of  the  country  to  bear  with  united  strength  upon  the  common  cause,  witii- 
out  concert.  The  North  and  the  South,  and  the  East  and  the  West,  most  meet 
together,  and,  by  interchange  of  sentiment  and  feeling,  become  one  in  conofel 
as  well  as  in  spirit  and  aim.  For  these  purposes,  public  anniversaries  in  centrtl 
places  afford  the  happiest  facilities;  and  it  is  a  cheering  indication  of  the  on- 
ward movement  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  constantly  increasing  Co-operation  of 
the  religious  public,  that  meetings  of  this  kind  arc  becoming  mure  frequent  and 
interesting  both  in  the  East  and  the  West.  We  hail  them  as  occasions  of  deep 
resposibility  to  all  who  would  turn  thoir  cflScicncy  to  the  beet  account;  and 
those  cspocially  which  have  been  recently  established  in  the  western  states 
are  regarded  with  the  liveliest  interest.  It  is  therefore  with  no  ordinary  feel- 
ings of  satisfaction  and  hope,  that  wc  rnmmunicatc  to  you  such  a  statement  of 
our  proceedings  as  we  suppose  suited  to  promote  the  object  of  the  anniversaries 
which  you  are  abort  to  celebrate  in  Cincinnati,  and  in  Lexington. 

For  a  history  of  the  operations  of  the  Society  to  the  first  of  May  last,  yon 
are  referred  to  the  correspondence  of  the  committee  published  in  the  *^  Home 
Missionary,**  and  to  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  At  that 
time  the  number  of  missionaries  who  had  been  employed  during  the  twelve 
month"}  preceding,  was  G7'>,  and  the  number  of  congregations  and  missionary 
districts  to  which  their  stated  labours  had  been  extended,  about  900.  The  new 
appointments  which  have  been  since  made  by  the  Executive  Committee  are  41, 
and  perhaps  an  equal  number  by  different  Auxiliary  Societies,  to  latiour  within 
their  own  bounds,  whose  names  have  not  been  returned  to  us,  making  the 
whole  number  of  missionaries  employed  under  commissions  from  this  Society, 
since  October  1B33,  about  700;  and  the  number  of  congregations  aided,  930- 
Of  the  700  missionaries  employed  within  the  last  year,  184  are  stationed  west  of 
the  Aleghanv  mountains,  and  the  whole  number  employed  there,  since  the 
formation  of  the  Society,  is  312.  Most  of  these  are  still  labouring  in  the 
western  states  and  territories,  either  as  missionaries,  or  settled  pastors  supported 
by  their  congregations,  or  as  instructors  in  literary  or  theological  institutioDs, 
and  constitute  one  half  of  the  Presbyterian  ministry  now  living  in  the  whole 
valley  of  the  Mississippi.  The  whole  amount  of  ministerial  labour  performed 
under  the  patronage  of  the  Society,  during  the  eight  years  and  five  months  of  its 
existence,  has  been  about  2,469  years ;  and  the  number  reported  as  added  to  the 
churches  aided,  on  profession  of  their  faith,  about  22,283.  More  than  thia 
number,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  have  been  hopefully  converted  under  tht 
ministry  of  our  missionaries.  A  brief  notice  of  the  inestimable  benefits  which 
have  resulted  from  their  labours  in  several  other  particulars,  is  contained  in  the 
last  Report  of  the  Society,  already  referred  to.  lu  view  of  it  all.  we  need  only 
add  here,  that  our  hearts  are  filled  with  gratitude  to  God,  and  with  deep  erootiov 
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view  of  the  ^*  delightful  progress  of  Home  Missionary  operations"  m  this 
country,  since  the  time  that  he  first  held  correspoudeuce,  in  JSSl,  with  several 
individuals  in  this  city,  in  Philudclphisy  and  in  Boston,  urging  the  formation  of  a 
United  States  Domestic  Missionary  Society,  now  exclaims,  as  he  looks  across 
the  waters  and  contemplates  the  prosperity  which  it  is  oar  privilege  to  ex- 
perience, *'  Lo,  what  liath  God  wrought  I  Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us, 
but  to  thy  name  give  we  the  glory."  Such  arc  the  expressions  of  congratulation 
and  encouragement,  which  come  to  us  from  beyond  the  ocean,  and  it  is  ours  to 
swell  the  tide  of  their  influence,  as  we  hand  them  over  to  you  beyond  the 
mountains,  with  the  pledge  of  our  own  unceasing  co-operation  ana  earnest 
prayers,  to  cheer  and  animate  our  brethren  of  the  West,  in  all  their  consecrated 
eudeavours  to  bices  and  to  save  the  great,  and  growing,  and  youthful  popula- 
tion of  their  0W.1  wide-spread  and  fertile  valley.  May  the  river  of  the  water  of 
liie  flow  to  every  dwelling,  until  it  shall  rise  above  the  mountains  which  are  yet 
beyond  you,  and  pour  iU}  blessings  onward  to  the  shore  of  the  western  ocean. 

But  to  accumpliish  all  this  will  require  continued  and  increasing  labours,  and 
great  expenditures  of  talent  and  of  wealth.  These  labours  have  been  begmi, 
as  we  have  seen,  with  the  most  encouraging  success;  and,  we  may  add,  these 
expenditures  have  been  commenced  with  a  promising  degree  of  liberality. 

The  receipts  of  the  Society  during  the  year  ending  May  7,  1 834,  were 
273,911  44,  and  its  disbursements  $^0^115  69t\etiwing  a  balance  against  the 
Treasury,  at  that  time,  ot'^  1,264  25.  From  May  7  to  the  present  time,  the  receipts 
at  this  ofHce  have  been  ^15,423  55;  and  the  payments  ;( 18,965  59,  leavinff  the 
Treasury  now  in  debt  $4,806  29,  which  is  $2,186  29  more  than  the  balance 
against  the  Society  at  the  same  date  last  year.  This  amount  ($4,806  29)  in- 
dividuals of  the  Executive  Committee  have  furnished  on  their  personal  re- 
sponsibility at  the  banks,  choosing  rather  to  be  thus  personally  indebted  for  the 
amount  needed,  than  that  the  Society  should  fall  under  the  censure  of  having 
withheld  from  its  missionaries  any  portion  of  their  dues.  From  the  beginning 
we  have  made  it  a  principle  promptly  to  pay  the  drafts  of  the  missionaries ; 
but  to  enable  us  to  do  this,  the  individual  liabilities  of  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee have,  at  times,  been  increased  to  more  than  $12,000,  and  unless  the  con- 
tributions of  the  friends  of  the  cause,  during  the  remaining  months  of  the  cur- 
rent year,  shall  be  greatly  increased  above  what  they  have  been  since  our  last 
anniversary,  these  liabihties  must  soon  be  double,  and  even  threefold  what  they 
now  are.  The  missionaries  employed  on  the  faith  of  the  Society,  must  not  and 
will  not  be  left  to  suffer.  The  amount  pledged  to  each,  is  the  least  on  which  he 
can  comfortably  subsist  and  give  himself  to  his  work,  and  this  we  are  sure  the 
friends  of  the  Societv  would  not  wish  us  to  withhold  from  any  faithful  labourer 
to  whom  it  is  due.  We  are  therefore  constrained  to  proceed,  as  we  have  done 
hitherto,  making  appropriations  with  circumspection  and  economy,  and  prompt- 
ly fulfilling  everv  engagement,  not  fearing  to  pledge  ourselves,  as  the  servants  of 
the  churcties,  that  they  will  sustain  this  cause.  But  the  friends  of  the  Society 
should  be  aware  of  the  responsibilities  which  they  have  thrown  upon  us,  and 
eitlier  censure  our  principles  of  appropriation,  or  promptly  contribute  the  means 
to  enable  us  to  do  the  work  which  they  have  given  us  to  do.  This,  to  a  large 
extent,  they  have  done  and  are  doing.  The  noble  amounts  received  from  several 
of  the  eastern  states,  as  reported  at  the  last  anniversary  of  the  Society,  indicate 
an  advancing  interest  in  the  cause,  and  may  well  be  regarded  as  a  substantial 
pledge  of  their  continued  support  and  co-operation.  Many  churciiea  abo  in  the 
West,  have  given  equally  satisfactory  assurances,  by  their  liberal  contributions, 
of  their  willingness  to  sustain  their  due  proportion  of  the  burden  of  the  common 
enterprise.  We  are  aware,  too,  that  our  western  brethren  are  becoming  every 
year  more  deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  their  responsibilities  in  this  rmpect^ 
and  it  is  because  we  are  assured  of  this  friendly  tendencv  of  the  West,  that  we 
are  encouraged  to  make  our  appeal  to  you  for  more  of  that  extended,  steady, 
cordial,  and  organized  co-operation,  which  characterizes  the  doings  of  many  of 
the  churches  m  the  older  states,  and  which  nloue  cixi  f^Tcoi^  «^  i^^M^Kofioa^. 
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ground  of  dependence  for  the  success  of  fature  operttiou.  Hitherto  it  his 
been  the  will  of  God  that  the  •«  elder  should  serve  the  younger."  But  it  wiH  not 
be  so  long.  The  balance  of  wealth,  and  of  the  power  of  moral  iiiflnencek  m 
changing  from  the  East  to  the  West,  and  the  time  is  not  fiir  dbtant  when  tht 
main  dependence  of  the  Home  Missionary  cansein  this  netiOD  will  be  upon  foOf 
and  upon  the  millions  whom  you  will  serve  in  the  labours  of  Christian  phuaiih 
thropy .  We  feel,  even  now,  the  need  of  your  generous  eo-operation,  more  than 
ever  before,  in  raising  the  means  necessary  to  enable  us  to  go  onward  in  tbt 
work.  Your  own  report,  with  such  accounts  as  we  shall  furnish  to  your  Se- 
cretary fi'om  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  will  show  the  amount  of  receipts  to 
this  cause,  from  most  of  the  western  states.  A  comparison  of  it  witn  the 
amount  expended  there  by  the  Society,  derived  from  other  sources,  win  make 
it  manifest  that  the  West,  as  a  whole,  has  but  just  begun  to  do  her  duty.  And 
yet  the  field  ie  rapidly  enlarging,  the  resources  of  the  older  states  are  becoming

We  look  then 
with  unspeakable  solicitude  to  the  western  states.  We  wait  with  lively  inteieit 
the  Jesuits  of  your  approaching  anniversaries,  and  shall  hope  to  hear  that  what- 
ever is  noble  and  generous  in  western  character,  and  whatever  ia  devoted  and 
■elf-denying  in  our  common  Christianity,  has  there  been  called  forth  in  boll 
resolves,  and  strong  and  consecrated  mutual  pledges  of  active,  united,  and  con- 
tinued labours. 

Brethreu,  much  of  the  responsibility  of  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged 
lies  at  your  doors.  The  providence  uf  God  has  placed  it  there,  and  you  trample 
it  under  your  feet,  when  you  enjoy  the  good  land  which  he  hath  given  you,  tnd 
refuse  to  do  what  you  canto  bless  every  family  of  the  wide  West  with  the  saving 
health  of  his  Gospel.  May  you,  and  we,  and  all  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
have  grace  to  bo  faithful  in  his  service.

In  making  Ibia  appeal  I  will  give  yen  a 
few  particular*  of  my  trip  around  Lake 
Michigan.  1  left  Ihia,  not  in  good  health, 
tha  morning  of  July  SBth,  after  the  eevera 
labouri  of  tho  d^y  previous,  and  crossed 
the  Lake  in  the  steam-boat  with  a  pleaaant 
company,  who  mode  no  objection  to  mj 
asking  a  blessing  at  our  nicals,  in  our  pas- 
sage to  Mackinac,  whicii  wo  reached  on 
themorning  of  the  31*t.  With  tho  choien 
brethren  and  sister*  there, who  ere  "not 
forgetful  to  entertain  itrangor*,"  and  who 
as  certainly  aecuro  the  high  and  lasting 
osteam  of  all  who  know  them,  and  enjoy 
their  hospilatily,  we  tarried  till  llie  even. 
ing  of  the  next  day.  A  eteam-boat  for 
* '  '  illy  having  arrived, 
id  ourselve*  in  com. 
.      ,  for  the  U.S.  army, 

under  charge  of  three  ollicers.  Detained 
bj  Bomc  cBPiialily,  end  by  head  winda,  we 
did  not  reach  Fort  Howard  till  Sunday 
morning,  August  3d.  This  gave  me  a 
deiightt'ul  opportunity  to  preach,  in  com. 
plianCB  with  request  nf  the^ilficer*,  to  that 
interesting  group  of  about  1.5Q  man,  in- 
cludmg  the  cabin  pgsscngers.  May  the 
Ixird  make  the  Word  "  a  savour  of  lift 
unto  life,"  ta  some  of  that  auditory,  who 
listened  so  attentively  to  the  tmth  spoken 
on  tho  npper  docii,  while  we  passed  so 
peacefully  over  tho  smooth  wutare  of  the 
bev.  Before  preaching  I  distributed  a 
bundle  of  Irects,  but  had  net  enough  for 
all  that  wanted  them. 

I  reached  llic  bay  just  in  season  to  bo 
prcBunt  in  the  days  of  severe  trial  of  the 
family  ofUen.  B.  I  baptized  his  youngest, 
beloved,  and  beautiful  eon  on  Wednesday, 
and  buried  it  on  Sabbath  al^er  my  arrival. 
This  tended  much  to  lake  tho  eting  from 
tho  alllictivo  providence.  During  tny  stay 
Ibaptiied  three  other  children  in  the  fort. 

I'hree  of  the  officera  in  fort  at  this 
lime  and  thoir  wives  are  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  chnrch.  Two  other  ladiea 
ate  member*  of  the  aamo,  and  two  of  the 
Methodist,  making  a  very  pteaeing  Chrie- 
tian  aocietj.  la  forV  \3an«  wi«  ^ftiiwA^'i 
aSO  loala.

bath  School,  and  a  Temperance  Society, 
which  numbera  88,  and  prohibits  beer, 
wine,  cider,  &c.  It  may  be  taken  as  a 
m,nd  model, — ^yet  they  want  a  minister. 
They  were  so  kind  to  me  as  to  make  me  a 
formal  call  to  labour  with  them,  and  sub-

I  watched  them  as  ther 
sonk  under  disease,  and  as  they  soak 
throngh  the  tranalnoent  waters,  to  rise  ne 
more  till  called  op  by  the  tramp  of  God. 
One  of  them  we  had  some  reason  to  bsDwa 
will  hear  that  soond  with  joy ;  thoiigfc  I 
do  not  suppose  that  the  tea/er  admiDistarsd 
to  each,  by  order  of  the  Catholic  Bishop  on 
board,  will  tend  at  all  to  prodnos  that  et 
feet.  That  evening  ws  cast  anchor  in  ear 
harbour,  having  mn  near  300  miles  in  S4 
hours.  I  could  not  but  exclaim  contiBa. 
ally,  ■*  Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,"  as  I 
found  this  dear  people  in  health,  after  ws 
had  heard  such  fearful  intelligence  from 
Detroit.

THE   CATHOLICS. 

One  fact  ought  not  to  be  omitted ;  that 
Catholic  establishments  are  now  making 
in  all  the  most  favourable  locations  on  theX 
line.  A  chapel  is  erecting  at  Fort  Wayne, 
one  at  Huntington,  one  at  Wabash,  in 
Wabash  county,  and  one  at  Logansport — 
and  a  multitude  of  Catholics  from  the  old 
countries  are  pouring  in  at  Fort  Wayne, 
and  extending  themselves  westward. 
They  are  frequently  visited  by  a  prieat 
from  the  neighbourhood  of  South  Bend, 
who  is  industriously  prosecuting  vwetj 
scheme  for  the  establishment  of  Catholic 
influence. 

OTHER  PAETICULAES. 

From  Fort  Wayne,  I  went  nerth  ta 
Lagrange  co.,  where  Brother  Corey  b  la. 
cated,  and  thence  west  through  Eakhart, 
St.  Joseph,  and  Laporte  counties.  Theae 
are  all  fine  counties.  The  land  in  geneiml 
is  very  much  like  that  of  the  Michigan 
Territory  adjoining;  a  large  part  oak 
openings,  or  barrens,  as  we  call  then. 
Some  large  portions  thick  timber  land ; 
many  beautiful  prairies,  net  very  Iaw  • 
some  of  them  are  wet,  affording  fine 
meadows,  and  in  many  plaoea  large  ponds 
or  lakes,  sometimes  extending  tor  miles 
together,  and  abounding  with  the  finest 
6sh.  New  as  the  country  is,  farmers  are 
already  reaping  a  rich  reward  for  their 
labour.  And  I  have  one  remark  of  very 
painful  iuterest;  it  is  this:  I  have  never 
seen  any  place  before,  where  there  ap. 
peered  to  be  so  strong  a  tendency  among 
Christians  and  others,  to  have  their  hearts 
and  hands  engrossed  with  the  world.  The 
temptation  is  so  strong,  that  fow  are  able 
to  resist  it. 

I  spent  one  Sabbath  in  each  of  the 
counties  above  named,  except  Lagrange, 
where  Br.  Corey  has  a  small  church.  In 
Elkhart  there  is  one  church  of  aboat 
12  members.  In  St.  Joseph  there  are 
two ;  one  at  Mishiwaoa  of  about  13,  and 
one  at  South  Bend  of  31.  la  Laporte 
there  is  one  of  36  members. 

If  you  will  look  at  a  map  of  the  U.  8., 
yoa  will  perceive  that  these  counties  are 
favourably  situated  for  an  outlet  to  their 
produce  by  the  lake  and  the  St  Joseph 
river.

"  STREAMS    IN    THE    DESERT." 

I  have  bad,  in  different  parts  of  my  field 
of  labour,  throe  sacramental  seasons  with, 
out  any  ministerial  assistance.  One  of 
these  was  quite  novel  and  interesting.  It 
was  held  in  the  county  of  Jackson,  ten 
miles  from  any  meeting-house,  under  an 
arbour  erected  for  the  purpose,  by  the 
•ido  of  a  log  house.  Il  was  a  refreshing 
retreat  from  the  fervour  of  a  summer's 
sun.  I  thought  of  the  expression  of 
Isaiah,  that  Christ  should  bo  as  the  **  sha- 
dow of  a  great  rock  in  a  weary  land,'* 
and  that  the  healing  "  waters  shall  break 
forth  in  the  wilderness  and  streams  in  the 
desert."  Here,  for  the  first  time,  "Jesus 
Christ  was  evidently  set  forth,  crucified 
among  them."  The  sgcd  man  at  whose 
hsuse  the  meeting  was  held,  remarked  in 
ny  bearing  to  his  aged  companion,  that 
for  twelve  years  they  had  lived  in  that 
place,  and  that  for  years  they  had  scarcely 
heard  what  they  called  a  Gospel  sermon  ; 
and  now,  says  he,  what  have  we  seen  ? 
By  the  good  providence  of  God,  a  mis. 
sionary  has  been  sent  to  us,  and  we  have 
had  the  sacrament  at  these  poor  old  ca- 
Uds,  and  some  ofour  own  children  have  pro. 
feaeod  their  faith  in  Christ.  His  feelings 
of  gratitude  and  joy  wore  then  far  more 
powerfully  expressed  by  the  faltering  voice 
and  sodden  burst  of  tears  which  precluded 
all  further  utterance. 


Six  of  the  children  of  this  fkther  and 
mother  in  Israel,  have  professed  their  faith 
in  Christ.  To  the  people  in  that  neigh, 
bourhood  I  have  consented  to  preaeh  one 
fourth  of  the  time  for  the  present  year,  aa 
they  are  members  of  the  Wilkesville 
church. 

Six  only  have  been  added  to  the  church 
to  which  I  preach  since  my  last  report. 
I  shall  endeavour,  if  life  be  spared,  to 
continue  in  this  field  of  labour  during  the 
present  year,  if  no  more,  though  my  means 
of  support  are  very  limited. 

It  IS  the  arm  of  your  Society  that 
tains  these  infant  churches.

A  8B0RT  time  after,  ancl  at  no  £reat 
diaftance  from  where  1  witneaeed  the 
above  mentioned  death,  I  waa  called 
to  eee  another  youth  expire.  Thia 
youth  had  been  anxiously  concerned 
Ibr  her  precioaa  soul.  The  inquiry 
room  and  the  sanctuary  of  God  had 
witneaaed  her  tears.  In  company  with 
others^  at  a  protracted  meetin§^,  which 
will  be  remembered  in  eternity,  she 
waa  deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of 
her  danger.  But  it  is  feared  she  did 
not  give  up  her  heart  to  the  Saviour. 
Two  daya  after  the  interesting  meeting 
to  which  I  have  alluded,  I  called  upon 
thia  dear  friend,  and  well  do  I  recollect 
my  anxiety  while  witnessing  her  tears, 
and  her  apparently  deep  concern  for 
her  sours  salvation.  Well,  too,  do  I 
remember  that  evening  when  Isaw  her 
in  the  inquiry  room,  almost  over- 
whelmed with  distress;  and  weeping 
profusely,  when  addressed  by  her  pas- 
tor. With  sorrow  do  I  also  recollect 
the  time,  when  I  received  from  her  the 
unwelcome  intelligence,  that  her  se- 
rioaa  impressions  were  wearing  away. 
Bat  the  kind  and  merciful  dresser  of 
the  vineyard  did  not  see  fit  to  cut  her 
down  as  a  fruitless  tree,  until  he  had 
made  use  of  other  means  for  reclaim- 
ing her.  The  rod  of  affliction  wos  em- 
ployed. Her  nearest  relative  was  re- 
moved by  death ;  and  thus  was  added 
the  solemn  call  of  God*s  providence  to 
that  of  his  Spirit.  After  this  affliction, 
I  had  some  very  peculiar  feelings  re- 
specting this  dear  youth.  It  appeared  to 
me  that  this  was  her  last  call ;  and  I  took 
an  opportunity  to  make  her  acquainted 
with  my  sad  apprehensions  of  Jier  dan- 

Sr.  Till  the  frail  powers  of  nature 
l«  I  ahall  remember  that  interesting 
evenin^r ;  it  was  the  last  favourable  op- 
portumty  which  I  ever  enjoyed  of  re- 
commending to  her  the  religion  of  Jesus. 
She  then  appeared  roused  from  her 
Btapidity,  and  expressed  her  anxiety 


with  tears.     She  said  that  she   bttd: 
never  felt  since,  as  she  did  before  th^ 
revival    A  week  previous  to  her  death,, 
fihe  was  about  her  uaual  employment,, 
:  though  not  in  usual  health.    Two  daya 
'  before  she  changed  time  for  eternity,  J' 
called  to  see  her;  found  her  sitting:  up, 
though  quite  unwell.    She  appeared 
unnatural,  and  not  able  to  converse ^ 
much.    Not  being  aware  that  shewaa- 
so  near  her  end,  1  omitted  to  iofuire* 
whether  she  thought  that  her  peace- 
was  made  with  God.     This  sad  neg- 
lect, I  have  much  reason  to  lament.. 
But,  little  did  I  think  when  I  left  her,, 
that  I  should  never  again   hear  her* 
voice ;  that  1  had  suffered  to  pass  un— 
improved,  the  last  opportunity  that  I 
ahould  ever  have  in  time,  of  learning^- 
what  were  her  prospects  for  eternity. 
The    next     morning  I  received   the 
mournful  intelligence  that  this  dear- 
youth  was  speechless,  and  apparently 
dying.    With  peculiar  emotions  1  has* 
tened  to  her  dying  abode,  and  on  enter- 
ing, could  not  but  feel  the  force  or 
many  passages  of  Scripture.    For  du- 
ring the  few  hours  of  my  absence,  the 
ghastly  king  of  terrors  had  enteted» 
and  stamped  his  pale  image  on  every 
feature  of  one,  who,  though  not  in  per- 
fect health,  was  not  apprehensive  or 
immediate  danger.     The  eyes,  which 
80  lately  wept  tears  of  anxiety,  were 
sigbtlesfi — the  lips,  which  repeatedly 
expressed  that  anxiety,  were  sealed  in> 
silence — and  those  ears  which  listened 
to  the  news  of  salvation,  were  closed 
for  ever.    My  feelings  during  this  dis- 
tressing scene,  I  shall  not  attempt  to 
describe.     None  but  those  who  have 
witnessed  similar  scenes^  under  similar 
circumstances,  can  have  any  correct 
idea  of  them.     Ministers  of  the  cross, 
and  those  Christians  who  have  agoni- 
zed much  for  the  salvation  of  sou]»-— ^ 
who  have    laboured    and  prayed  for 
some  dear  object  of  their  pious  care, 
and  then,  have  seen  that  object  sink  in 
an  untimely  grave,  without  witness- 
ing the  fruit  of  their  laboury  or  receiv-

ing  any  evidenoo  of  the  future  happi-  I  sprightlyt    active   body  ;  liuk 
neMof  those  for  whom  they  have  made  I  did  she  think,  that  it  wodd  le 


such  exertions,  may  imagine  Homething  j 
ofmyfeelingd  while  wiping  the  cold. 
sweat  of  death  from  the  faded  check?, 
and  wetting  the  parched  lipa  of  this 
dear  youth,  without  hearing  from  them 
one  broken  sentence,  from  wljich  1 
might  learn  her  prospects  for  eternity. 
They  only  can  have  even  a  faintideaof 
the  emotions  of  my  heart,  when  at  last 
called  to  clone  those  eyes  in  drath,  so 
lately  wet  with  tears  of  anguish,  with- 
out meeting  from  them  one  cheering 
ray  of  hope.  After  the  subject  of  thid 
narrative  was  considered  dangerously 
ill,  she  was  both  deaf,  blind  and  dumb, 
and  apparently  senseless.  It  secui.s 
therefore  quite  certain,  that  after  this, 
she  could  not  prepare  for  eternity. 
And  though  she  was  not  permitted  to 
speak  from  her  dying  bed  to  warn  her 
impenitent  friends  of  the  dan<rcr  of 
delay ;  yet  God  did  speak  from  tlia:  bc.I, 
saying,  bowaro,  bin  nor,  how  you  triilc 
with  tiic  blood  of  my  dear  Hon,  nnd 
grieve  my  Ijoly  Spirit;  lest  boin;;  often 
reproved,  yon  harden  your  licarr  and 
be  siiiidenly  destroyed  ;  lost  I  come 
and  take  yon  away  with  a  stroke,  a:id 
a  great  ransom  sliall  not  deliver  you. 
A  voice  of  warninof  was  heard  frrni 
that  dvinfr  bed.  It  came  to  me,  and  I 
repeat  it  to  my  youthful  readers.

CONTRAST     BETWEEN   TWO    INTEMPER- 
ATE   DRi:(KER8. 

[Furoinhcd  by  a  Clergyman.] 

About  eight  years  ago  I  had  an  ap- 
pointment to  preach  in  a  neighbour- 
hood four  miles  from  my  church.  When 
the  time  appointed  arrived,  I  began  to 
look  for  a  text,  and  one  was  suggested 
to  Diy  mind  which  would  lead  me  to 
•peak  against  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors.  Though  I  was  not  exactly 
pleased  with  the  subject,  yet  as  1  could 
think  of  nothing  else,  I  determined  to 
take  it,  and  endeavour  to  do  it  as  good 
justice  as  I  could. 

It  had  long  been  my  opinion,  that 
entire  abstinence  was  the  only  remedy 
for  one  who  had  any  appetite  for  the 
intoxicating  cup.  I  endeavoured  to 
be  plain,  and  honest,  and  faithful,  in 
what  1  said  on  the  subject.  The  Spirit 
tJiai  dictated  the  text,  applied  it  to  the 


congcicnces  of  two  individuals  in  par- 
ticular. As  they  were  returning  to 
their  respective  places  of  residence, 
they  said  one  to  the  other,  the  sermon 
was  lor  you  and  mc.  TJiey  knew  they 
were  guilty,  and  resolved' on  amend- 
ment. 8.  was  more  than  seventy 
years  old,  and  had  been  accustomed  to 
intemperate  drinking  for  forty  years, 
yet  he  was  so  fully  convinced  of  iho 
evils  of  intemperance,  that  he  resolved 
to  drink  no  more.  He  kept  his  resolu- 
tion, and  it  is  believed,  thst  he  has 
never  since  tasted  a  drop  of  distilled 
liquor,  except  in  one  instance,  when 
some  niiechevious  wretch  deceived  him. 
When  he  first  resolved  on  quitting  the 
intoxicating  cup,  he  was  not  conscious 
of  having  any  particular  anxiety  about 
the  interci^t  of  his  soul ;  but  when  he 
had  renounced  this  bepctting  sin,  all 
the  sin^  of  his  life  seemed  to  bearroyed 
before  him.  lie  saw  himself  cut  oflf 
from  every  other  hope,  and  fled  for 
refuge  to  Christ.  Since  that  time,  to 
the  joy  of  his  Christian  friends,  and  the 
astonishment  of  all  who  knew  him,  lie 
has  maintained  the  character  of  an 
humble  and  consistent  Christian. 

Dr. ,  the  other  individual  allu- 
ded to,  wassomething  more  than  thirty 
years  old.  For  a  time  he  was  anxious 
about  himself  as  a  lost  sinner,  and  re- 
solved to  drink  more  temperately. 
Knowing  his  own  weaknetis,  and  the 
strength  of  his  intemperate  habits,  he 
rcqtiested  a  friend  to  deal  him  out  a 
small  quantity  of  spirits,  at  stated  times 
in  t  he  day.  lie  probab]^  imagined  that 
this  partial  reformation,  would  merit 
something,  and  his  anxiety  about  his 
spiritual  interest  began  to  abate.  For 
some  months  he  continued  thoughtful, 
but  not  deeply  anxious.  On  special 
occasions  he  would  take  a  little  more 
than  his  stated  allowance,  till  at  length 
all  restraint  seemed  to  be  taken  away. 
To  the  great  grief  of  a  pious  mother, 
an  affectionate  wife,  and  two  interest- 
ing sons,  he  returned,  like  the  sow,  to 
her  wallowing  in  tho  mire,  fje  was 
naturally  amiable  and  knid,  but  when 
under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  li- 
quors, he  was  jealous,  unfeeling,  and 
cruel,  and  especially  towards  his  wife. 
When  she  saw  him  come  hi»me  in  a  ^t 
ofii\lox\c^\Aox\>«iVv^  ^^\\.  NXvaX>attt  ^^^-^ 
safely    'waa  "m  ^\^\A.,    Cixvft   ^^s:^  V% 
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thought  she  had  taken  refuge  in  the 
cellar,  and  in  pursuing  after  her,  he  fell, 
and  was  taken  up  dead. 

What  a  contrast  in  these  two  intem- 
perate drinkers!  Both  were  convinc- 
ed of  the  danger  and  wickedness  of  the 
course  which  they  were  pursuing.  S. 
resolved  on  immediate  reformation,  and 
thereby  seemed  to  invite  and  cherish 
the  strivings  of  the  Spirit,  and  to  him 
was  given  more  abundantly. 

Dr ,  by  resolving  on  partial  re- 
formation, by  keeping  back  a  part, 
grieved  the  Iloly  Spirit,  lost  the  power 
of  self-government,  and  was  abandoned 
for  ever. 

By  tiii?,  and  similar  cases,  which 
have  come  under  my  own  observation, 
as  well  as  by  the  Word  of  God,  I  have 
learned,  that  when  God  calls  on  a  sin- 
ner to  forsake  his  evil  ways,  there  is  in- 
finite danger  in  resolving  on  partial 
reformation.  "If  thine  eye  offend 
thee,  pluck  it  out ;  it  is  better  for  thee 
to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  with 
one  eye,  than  having  two  eyes,  to  be 
cast  into  hell  fire."  ''  if  thy  hand  of- 
fend thee  cut  it  off.'*  If  it  is  not  cut 
off  it  is  retained,  and  the  inevitable 
consequence  must  be  the  final  loss  of 
all. 

CHRISTIAN    LIBERALITT. 

As  the  various  enterprises  of  benevo- 
lence arc  advancing  in  our  land,  it  is 
interesting  to  obi^crvc  how  oflen  the 
Lord,  by  the  discipline  of  his  provi- 
dence and  the  renewing  influences  of 
his  Spirit,  is  raining  up  new  helpers.  If 
this  were  not  the  case,  there  are  so 
many  professing  Christians  who  do 
little  or  nothing  for  the  cause  of  God, 
so  many  who  endure  only  for  a  time 
and  are  then  choakcd  off  from  their 
duty  by  the  cares  of  the  world  and  the 
deccitfulncss  of  riches,  that  soon,  we 
might  fear,  the  godly  man  would  cease 
and  the  faithful  fail  from  among  the 
children  of  men.  But  this  threatened 
and  fearful  result  of  the  unfaithfulness 
of  the  multitude,  the  Lord  is  constantly 
averting,  by  calling  in  new  and  more 
devoted  servants.  And  instances  of 
those  who  count  not  their  hves  dear  to 
them,  if  they  may  serve  Christ  in  the 
conversion  of  souls,  appear  to  be  more 
frequent  than  formerly.  Yet  they  are

■erve  therefore,  in  every  proper  way, 
to  be  held  up  for  the  umtation  of 
othen. 

Let  the  reader,  if  he  can,  enter  into 
the  secret  feelings  of  those  who,  with 
humility  and  the  single  purpose  to  do 
good,  contribute  of  their  substance  to 
the  same  cause  for  which  the  Saviour 
died,  and  ima^ne  how  bleseed  it  ii 
thus  to  give.  I  know  not  the  iadivi- 
dual,  nor  where  he  lives ;  **  God  know- 
eth."  But  I  do  know  one  of  his  con- 
tributions. The  writer  of  this  article 
received  it.  It  was  a  ikouaanddoUan, 
communicated  b^  mail,  to  be  appropri- 
ated to  such  objects  of  Christian  b^ 
nevolence  as  might  seem  most  adapted 
to  promote  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
salvation  of  men.  It  has  been  lo  ap- 
propriatedy  but  the  name  of  the  donor 
was  carefully  concealed,  and  is  proba- 
bly known  only  to  himself  and  to  the 
Searcher  of  hearts.  Another,  a  few 
days  since,  from  a  distant  part  of  tbe 
country  called,  and  unsolicited,  left  his 
pledge  of  a  hundred  dollara  a  year^ 
during  life,  to  the  cause  of  Home  Mis- 
sions, with  directions  as  to  the  masDer 
in  which  to  draw  for  it  in  January  of 
each  year.  And  a  letter  from  a  be- 
loved brother  in  the  ministry  inanolher 
state,  is  now  before  me,  from  which  L 
copy  the  following  words. 

*'  During  a  revival  of  religion  among 
my  people  last  spring,  there  was  a  man 
converted,  who  seems  to  have  set  his 
heart  upon  doing  good,  and  he  feelfl 
especially  interested  in  the  cause  of 
Home  Missions,  and  says  the  rising 
West  must  be  supplied  with  tbe  ordi- 
nances of  the  Gospel.  He  wishes  to 
know  whether  an  individual  can  be 
found,  who  is  willing  to  go  into  the  far 
West,  and  labour  to  do  good  to  the 
souls  of  men.  who  possesses  the  true 
spirit  of  Christian  self-denial,  and  is 
willing  to  take  up  the  cross.  If  rack 
an  individual  can  be  found,  I  think  be 
will  sustain  the  greater  part  of  his  sup- 
port, perhaps  tl^  whole.  He  is  not  a 
man  of  very  large  property,  and  hu 
laboured  as  hara  as  almost  any  other 
for  what  he  has ;  and  is  now,  though 
considerably  advanced  in  years,  con- 
stantly occupied  in  his  business.  Bat 
he  wishes  somebody  to  be  preachin; 
the  Gospel  in  his  stead,  (as  he  cannot

I  Mforuioe  that  €k>d  has  promised  to  convert  the  world  which  we  now  have,  we 

'  could  still  anticipate  the  universal  spread  of  Christianity  with  the  same  confi- 

as  we  now  do,  even  although  this  were  the  very  first  year  of  the  Christian 

If  the  Founder  of  our  religion  were  now  suspended  on  the  cross  before  our 

•jjMi  and  the  hopes  of  his  friends  were  expiring  with  him,  and  Christianity  was 

apparently  withering  in  the  bud— with  our  present  understanding  of  the  divine 

pronuM,  we  could  not  apprehend  the  ultimate  failure  of  the  enterprise  in  which 

M  are  engaged.     Hath  God  spoken,  and  shall  he  not  bring  it  to  pass  ? 

Bat  while  the  promises  uf  the  Gospel  are  a  sufficient  warrant  for  the  expec- 
tetion  that  the  Gospel  will  prevail  over  all  the  earth,  we  have  an  additional  rea- 
ibr  this  expectation  in  the  state  of  the  missionary  enterprise  itself.  If 
should  ask,  *<  Where  is  the  promise  of  his  coming?"  our  answer  is 
'*  all  things  do  not  continue  as  they  were."  There  has  been  a  pro- 
manifest  and  undeniable  advancement.  The  stone  cut  out  of  the 
■oantain  without  hands,  has  increased  till  it  has  filled  a  very  considerable  por- 
tim  of  the  world,  and  it  is  still  increasing.  The  small  seed  of  the  kingdom  of 
keayen,  though  planted  in  sorrow,  and  watered  with  tears  and  blood,  has  sprung 
up  and  extended  its  branches  northward  and  southward,  eastward  and  west- 
waid,  and  nations  sit  under  the  shadow  of  it  with  great  delight.  Much  has 
boon  done  towards  the  general  diffusion  of  the  Gospel.  On  the  psst  history  of 
Iko  missionary  enterprise  we  may  build  a  well  founded  expectation  of  final  sue- 
ooso.  You  will  perceive  that  I  speak  of  every  effort  to  extend  the  boundaries 
•f  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  from  the  first  introduction  of  the  Gospel  dispensa- 
tioOf  till  the  present  time,  as  a  part  of  the  missionary  enterprise.  Christianity 
have  been  propagated  from  the  very  first  by  missionaries.  The  Goa^V 
0VBnbBV0beea  introduced  into  heathen  co\iiiU\ea\)^  \A%.ODntm«WQXVse^ 
aad  mpported  by  the  chnrcbcB,  as  at  the  pTeaenl  da^ .  KxA  %a  \  \A^*>X  V^'^^k

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the  object  of  the  present  resolution  to  assert,  that  what  has  been  done  fiir  the 
spread  of  the  Gospel  affords  abundant  encoufagement  to  do  moreb  I  eboald  be 
unjust  to  myself  and  my  cause,  if  I  restrict  my  argument  to  what  has  been  done 
by  our  own  board  of  missions,  or  any  Protestant  board  of  OKxieni  times.  The 
whole  history  of  the  Rise  and  Progress  of  Christianity  is  the  history  of  Mis- 
sions, and  it  is  proper  that  I  should  appeal  to  aU  the  &cts  which  may  serve  to 
substantiate  my  argument  from  the  past  to  the  future  success  of  our  cense* 

When  we  argue  the  future  triumphs  of  Christianity  from  the  ezperienee  <^ 
the  past,  we  cannot  lay  out  of  view  the  nature  of  Christianity  itsdC  Mebaoh 
medanism  commenced  with  one  person,  as  well  as  Christianity ;  nx  centnnes 
afler  the^Christian  era  too ;  and  it  numbers  about  half  as  many  disciples  is 
nominal  Christianity,  and  more  than  Protestant  Christianity.  Yet  we  do  not 
expect  the  general  prevalence  of  Hohammedanism.  FactSv  which  show  tht 
success  of  all  schemes  of  belief,  do  not,  therefore,  convince  ns  that  such 
schemes  are  destined  to  be  universally  successful. 

We  may  suppose  that  a  model  of  the  steam  engine  was  presented  to  sobs 
scientific  man  before  it  was  tested  by  actual  experiment.  Such  a  men  B%kl 
decide  with  a  great  degree  of  assurance,  that  it  might  be  applied  to  the  navifs- 
tion  of  vessels,  and  a  great  variety  of  useful  purposes.  Now  the  element  oe 
which  Christianity  is  to  act — human  nature — can  be  known,  and  the  snitable- 
ness  of  Christianity  to  its  element  can  be  seen,  and  we  may  anticipate  ftr 
Christianity  a  successful  practical  application  and  a  reception.  The  argeinsBt 
is  as  good  in  favour  of  Christianity,  as  in  favour  of  any  machine  constmcted 
on  scientific  principles.  No  machinist  would  feel  absolutely  certain  that  the 
steam  vessel  now  recently  invented,  and  not  yet  put  to  the  trial,  would  soceeed 
in  practice  and  come  into  general  use.  In  like  manner,  a  mere  ecqeaintanee 
with  the  elements  of  human  nature,  and  of  the  plan  of  salvation  by  Jssos 
Christ,  would  not  give  us  perfect  confidence  in  the  success  of  efforts  to  diffiw 
it  through  the  earth.  But  who  now  doubts  whether  there  can  be  such  a  thug 
as  the  practical  application  of  steam  power  to  the  navigation  of  vessels,  or  whe- 
ther it  can  be  made  to  commend  itself  to  the  common  sense  of  men  ?  Chris- 
tianity not  only  appears  to  be  a  religion  for  the  world,  but  it  has  been  tried,  aed 
we  are  sure  that  it  can  secure  for  itself  a  universal  reception. 

Mohammedanism  most  be  forced  upon  the  world,  if  it  shall  ever  receife  it» 
because  it  is  not  suited  to  the  religious  wants  of  man.  Christianity  is  suited  to 
man  in  every  circumstance  and  condition  of  his  being.  We  may  judge  so  htm 
a  bare  examination  of  Christianity  in  the  abstract,  without  inquiring  whether 
it  has  ever  proved  itself  to  have  this  adaptation  by  fair  trial. 

Now  when  history  informs  us  that  this  religion,  which  appears  eo  eminetttl| 
adapted  in  itself  for  universal  diffusion,  has  actually  been  diffused  over  a  eoo- 
siderable  part  of  the  world,  that  it  has  met  and  triumphed  over  opposition  sock 
as  no  other  religion  ever  encountered,  from  its  infancy  until  the  preeent  ao- 
ment,  that  it  has  never  accomplished  a  victory  by  carnal  weapons,  but  on  tkt 
contrary  that  it  has  more  frequently  been  victorious  by  its  own  sufierinr,  ui 
that  its  weakness  hia  been  \la  ^U^wf^W^x)^^  ^^w\\»»»Gk  yl  almost  forced  open  m 
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Kt  this  religion  was  dosigned  by  God  to  be  oniversa],  and  that  if  the  requiaite 
mcy  be  em|>loyed  it  will  diffuse  itself  through  the  earth. 
ChriatiaDity,  I  have  said,  has  been  tried  and  proved  to  be  the  re  ligion  of  the 
»rld.    The  laws  of  natural  science  are  ascertained  and  established  by  experi- 
oU  A  single  experiment  in  some  cases  serves  to  prove  the  existence  of  a  law 
naturt ;  and  in  no  case  is  it  necessary  that  the  experiment  should  exceed  a 
lited  nnmber.   After  we  have  fully  satisfied  ourselves  that  we  are  acquainted 
th  all  the  modifying  circumstances  in  any  given  experiment,  and  know  how 
tf  aftct  the  result*  we  consider  ourselves  as  having  obtained  as  complete  in- 
laatioB  in  regard  to  the  law  of  nature  which  the  experiment  was  designed  to 
aUiihy  as  a  large  number  of  experiments  could  give. 
How  it  is  no  less  philosophical  to  test  Christianity  by  experiment,  and  thus  to 
Ige  whether  it  be  the  proper  law  of  the  human  spirit.    One  experiment  may 
;  be  sufficient  to  demonstrate  this  truth  to  any  but  the  experimenter  himself, 
muse  the  observer  may  imagine  that  Christianity  may  have  been  received  in 
t  instance  from  some  motive  which  was  not  furnished  by  the  intrinsic  nature 
Christianity.    But  the  ten-thousandth  part  of  the  experiments  in  which 
ristianity  has  secured  the  dominion  of  the  soul,  when  every  selfish  motive 
med  to  be  arrayed  against  it ;  are  more  than  sufficient  to  demonstrate  the 
Ui  in  question. 

f  ou  and  I  have  witnessed  experiments  enough  to  prove  that  Christianity  is 
ed  and  designed  to  be  a  universal  religion.  Instances  like  that  which  I  am 
tot  to  mention,  have  been  very  numerous  in  Christian  countries.  Said  a  cor- 
pondent  of  the  London  Hibernian  Society,  *<  I  one  day  met  an  acQuaintance 
uming  from  mass.  He  began  informing  me  of  the  good  words  which  he 
;rd  from  the  priest  respecting  the  sufierings  of  Christ :  and  how  he  was 
wned  with  thorns,  mocked,  abused,  insulted,  and  crucified ;  and  expressed 
surprise  how  the  priest  got  *  such  a  fair  account  from  God.'  He  was  so 
inished  when  I  produced  the  holy  book  containing  the  account,  that  be  fell 
his  knees,  and  with  streaming  eyes,  and  uplifted  hands,  returned  God  thanks 
having  heard  such  a  book."  i 

lot  my  examples  may,  with  more  propriety  be  taken  from  heathen  ground. 
B  heathen  see  and  feel  the  adaptedness  of  the  Gospel  to  their  case.  You 
lember  Africaner,  who  was  a  powerful  chief  of  one  of  the  tribes  of  South 
ieat  and  a  wonderful  instance  of  the  regenerating  and  happy  influence  of  the 
ristian  religion.  He  was  warlike,  cruel  and  vindictive,  and  so  successful  i'^ 
robberiei^  as  to  have  become  the  terror  of  all  the  neighbouring  tribes.  But 
lediately  afler  his  conversion,  he  became  gentle,  docile,  merciful,  the  fHend 
»very  body,  and  at  peace  with  every  body.  He  who  was  but  lately  the 
orge  of  the  whole  country,  became  an  efficient  missionary  to  his  own  tribe, 
built  up  the  faith  which  once  he  destroyed. 

t  was  one  of  the  warlike  and  savage  tribes  of  South  Africa,  of  whom  Dr. 
lip  relates  the  anecdote  that  they  were  very  desirous  to  hvy  them  a  mis- 
lary  to  teach  them  the  Gospel. 

Uw-Zealand  is  another  instance  of  the  power  of  the  Gospol  in  changing  fe- 
iovlb  beasts  of  prey,  into  peaceful  men.    At  a  time  ^tefi  \.W^^>a»<cw^%% 
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•ofiged  in  •xtarminttnif  wmn»  iiid  the  fhendi  of  tiM 
fag  to  hetr  thtt  they  had  ftirniihed  a  horrid  meal  Ibr 
mum  thai  they  had  heen  caUed  upon  to  me^at*  bet^ 
partiee,  and  negotiate  a  peace. 

Bot  the  time  would  fkil  me  to  mention  a  aoaall  past  of  tlw 
nenta  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge,  ahowmi^  tbat  CHiiiatiBBi^iiiriklli 
man,  and  that  it  doea  commend  itself  to  the  eonae&eiieaa  of  inea.  We^rf 
to  theae  experiment!,  jnst  as  the  naturalist  appeale  to  Ua 
of  the  principles  of  natural  science.  We  say  that  they 
ilToly  as  experiment  can  demonstrate  any  thing,  that  Christiaaity  iitlthfftf 
the  nnperverted  human  spirit,  and  that  it  was  demgned  for  man.  WhrtM^ 
signs  fbr  man,  he  will  communicate  to  man,  as  sorely  as  the 
eannot  be  fVustrated.  What  has  already  been  done  in  the  cauesf  i 
is  therefore,  a  promise  that  the  missionary  enterprise  will  be  oncoesBfi 

Truth  is  gaining  ground— the  world  is  growing  better.  There  is 
Mity,  it  is  true,  but  it  is  because  there  is  more  re1i|pon.  It  was  to! 
expected  that  the  old  serpent  would  rear  his  head  and  ehow  hia  feBon  ateli 
was  the  most  soTerely  bruised.  There  could  be  no  infidelity  withoot  idto 
and  it  might  have  been  foreseen,  that  infidelity  wonid  be  most  biUsrski 
Christianity  was  most  active  and  most  successful.  Christians  hsTe  sotte 
any  occasion  to  feir  the  ultimate  failure  of  the  great  benevolent  ageDdMoffthi 
day.  The  signs  of  the  times  are  full  of  encouragement,  and  we  hare  enai- 
enced  no  opposition  which  is  not  an  indication  of  success. 

Bui  even  if  all  experience  were  against  us,  and  cicada  and  darfcoswMi 
rested  on  our  undertaking,  we  should  still  do  wrong  to  dcepond.

A  few  weeks  ago  I 
spent  a  Sabbath  in  a  flourishing  villafei 
the  seat  of  a  county  bordering  apon  Uie 
Reserve — a  village  embracing,  as  nearly 
as  I  could  judge,  about  two  thousand  in. 
habitants;  and  such  i^abbath.day  scenes  I 
never  witnessed  before,  and  pray  God  I 
may  never  witness  again.    Why,  sir.  In 
passing    along  the  principal  street,  my 
ears  were  literally  stunned  with  the  load 
laugh,  and  the  horrible  oaths,  which  pro. 
cceded  from   the   little  groups  collseted 
upon  the  sidewalk  from  one  end  of  it  to 
tho  other,  nnd   who  seemed  to  hail  the 
Sabbath  as  a  day  on  which  they  might 
break    away    from    every  restraint,   and 
plunge  into  everj  species  of  excess.    But 
a  short  time  before,  quite  a  number  of  per- 
sons— I  dare  not  say  how  many — had  been 
indicted  for  gambling ;  and,  sir — will  yoa 
believe  it  ? — such  was  the  state  of  puhlie 
sentiment— so  low  was  the  standard  of 
morals,  that  tho  individual  who  had  the 
moral  courage  to  inform  against  them,  did 
it  at  the  hazard  of  losing  his  standard  in 
society  as  an  honourable  man.     1  had  en- 
tered the  village  on  Saturday,  with  some- 
what  raised  expectations.      Almost  the 
first  object  which  -met  my  eye,  was  the 
spire  of  a  beautiful  brick  edifice,  which  I 
took  to  be  a  bouse  for  divine   worship: 
but,  sir,  guess  my  surprise  and  heartfelt 
grief,   when   I   was   informed,   that  Uiat 
beautiful  building  was  a  Roman  Catholie 
chapel !   and  that  the  worshippers  of  the 
beast,  constituted  a  loading  denomination 
in  tlie  place.     Since  the  time  of  which  I 
am  speaking,  I  have  read  an  account  of  a 
protracted  meeting  which  had  been  held  in 
that  place,  and  it  was  stated,  that  all  who 
attended  from  the  whole  village,  were  ac 
commodated  in  a  room  of  moderate  dimen- 
sions;  that  but  four  or  five  conversions 
took  place  ;  that  in  view  of  the  dishearten- 
ing circumstances  attending  the  meeting, 
it  wad  brought  to  a  close  a  day  or  two 
sooner  than  tho  time  previously  fixed  upon ; 
and  that  the  servants  of  Christ,  in  obedience 
to  his  command,  "shook  off  the  dust  of  their 
feet,"  and  took  their  leave  of  this  wicked 
village.    That  village,  sir,  never  enjoyed 
the  benefits  resulting  from  the  operations 
of  Domestic  Missions  ;  and  what  that  vil- 
lage now  is,  every  village,  nay,  every  spot 
on  this  Reserve,  and  throughout  this  whole 
region  of  country,  might  have  been,  and 
probably  would   have   beon^  b\il  ^^\  >2Gda 
operalions  of  T)ome%\AC.'NV^vM\vcA.

the  extremitiee  of  the  body  politic  !  But 
through  abounding  goodness  we  are  per. 
■lilted  to  behold  a  far  different  spectacle. 
And  are  not  the  churches  of  our  Lord 
Jeeos  Christ  in  this  fsToored  region,  called 
non  to  consider  well  the  peculiar  claims 
M  this  cause  to  their  patronage?  Are 
they  not  called  upon,  as  ihej  would  ez- 
press  their  gratitude  to  God  for  the  boon 
which  they  hare  recei? ed,  as  they  value 
the  privileges  which  they  enjoy,  as  tbe^ 
would  transmit  these  blessings  to  their 
ehildren  and  their  children's  children,  as 
thev  would  extend  the  triumphs  of  the 
Beoeemer's  kingdom  and  fill  this  great 
tiOey  with  the  glory  of  God,  and  roll 
■alvation  through  the  world,  are  they  not 
•aUed  upon  to  come  up  as  one  man,  to 
the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty  7 

Rev.  J.  Keep,  of  Cleveland,  presented 
the  following  resolution,  viz  : 

*'  R§9olvea,  That  to  the  ultimate  success 
of  the  various  departments  of  benevolent 
•nterprise  in  the  United  States,  the  tho. 
rough  prosecution  and  full  accomplish. 
moot  of  the  Home  Missionary  enter priM 
b  indispensable.** 

Mr.  K.  said,  this  resolution  placed  the 
Society  on  high  ground ;  but  no  higher 
than  its  importance  demands.  Facts  will 
■how,  that  all  the  other  benevolent  socie. 
ties  in  our  country  are  dependant  on  this 
Ibr  success.  He  could  enumerate  ten  dif. 
ibrent  benevolent  societies  in  tho  United 
StateSf  and  not  one  of  them  can  prosper 
if  this  fails.  Our  country  is  growing  with 
Tast  rapidity ;  religious  instruction  does 
not  keep  pace  with  the  increase  of  inhab. 
itants.  Infidelitv  and  irrcligion  will  soon 
be  triumphant,  if  Home  Missions  are  not 
Tigorously  prosecuted.  If  this  enterprise 
fliils,  what  will  become  of  America  ?  Its 
Ihir  prospects  will  soon  be  blasted.  And 
what  will  become  of  the  world,  which  is 
fixing  its  eye  on  our  country  as  the  land 
of  liberty,  virtue  and  religion  7 

Rev.  A.  Nash,  of  Ravenna,  seconded 
the  resolution. 

The  heathen  world,  said  Mr.  N.,  must 
look  to  this  country  for  help.  A  large 
portion  of  them  most  continue  in  pagan. 
ism  for  a  long  time  to^come,  unless  we 
■end  them  the  Gospel.  And  little  will  be 
done  for  them  till  the  Gospel  has  a  con.

We  have  telt  8ecaro»  and  slui- 
bered  at  our  posts,  while  they  have  htm 
entrenching  themselves  amoDgot  OS.  Hen 
is  a  Catholic  chapel  in  this  eooa^a  ^ 
yet  but  few  know  it.  They  are  andar  ov 
eye,  and  yet  we  have  not  seen  them.  Tbe 
priest  tells  them  to  be  patient,  snbinissivt, 
and  kind  to  Protestants  now ;  because  tbsj 
are  too  feeble  to  contend ;  but  soon  thejr 
will  be  able  to  dictate,  and  govern  as  they 
choose.  This  is  their  general  policy.  The 
way  is  fast  preparing  for  the  Pope  to  n- 
move  his  chair  from  Rome  to  this  vallsj. 
Wo  say  there  is  no  danger.  Tho  Prssbj. 
terian  church  we  have  been  accustomed  to 
consider  very  great,  and  so  strong,  that 
no  other  can  easily  root  it  out  or  supersede 
it.  But  this  results  from  a  partial  view 
of  the  subject,  and  from  our  having  beea 
educated  in  a  little  comer  of  the  worU, 
where  Presbyterianism  almost  exclusively 
prevailed.  The  truth  is  far  otherwiis. 
There  is  danger  —immediate  danger ;  and 
our  children  may  live  to  be  in  papal 
chains,  or  the  submissive  vassab  of  the 
Pope;  and  our  liberties  may  yet  be  en. 
tombed  in  the  dark  cells  of  the  inqnisitioo. 
Judging  from  present  prospects,  nothing 
can  prevent  this  fatal  catastrophe,  bat  a 
mighty  and  persevering  effort  in  proeecn- 
ting  the  Home  Missionarv  enterprise.

During  the  time,  I  have 
dad  and  assisted  at  four  very  inter- 
g  camp  meetings,  at  which  there 
pvoboUy  a  hnndjned  hopeful  conver- 


sions. Sixty  or  seventy  united  with  thn 
different  churches,  many  others  imtm 
deeply  impressed,  and  I  trust  much  good 
was  done.  In  these  meetings,  as  great  m 
degree  of  order  and  deeorum  was  ebsemradl 
among  the  worshippers,  as  in  tbo  pro. 
tracted  meetings  at  the  north ;  and  than 
is  no  very  important  difibrenee  in  the  goa^ 
eral  outlines  of  their  managenfent.  I 
have  also  preached  in  4  nnmoat  ^ 
plioea  boaVdna  iX  xSm  tm^ 
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objeett  and  operation!  of  the  A.  H.  M.  S. 
I  nave  presented  when  I  had  an  oppor. 
tonitj. 

In  a  majority  of  the  placen  I  have  vi- 
■ited,  evidence  has  been  aflfordod  that  the 
word  was  not  without  effect ;  Chrittianf* 
haTe  been  revived,  sinners  awakened,  and 
■ambers  in  different  places  converted,  and 
an  impulse  given  to  the  great  work  of  sal. 
Talion.  How  far  mj  own  instrumentality 
has  contributed  to  this  result,  I,  of  course, 
eannot  determine ;  I  trust,  however,  my 
labours  have  not  been  in  vain.  It  is  cor. 
tain  that  the  church  has,  by  the  good 
hand  of  God  upon  us,  made  some  progress 
in  Missouri  this  season. 

I  have  also,  in  the  course  of  my  labours, 
eoUected  much  infonnation  which  may  be 
of  great  use.  My  first  impressions  of  the 
relative  importance  of  this  state,  and  the 
immense  moral  influence  it  may  one  day 
exert,  are  not  shaken,  but  confirmed  by 
what  I  have  seen.

More  ministers  are  needed,  and  needed 
immediately.  P'armiBgton,  county  scat  of 
St.  P'rancis  county.  Union,  of  Franklin 
county,  and  Paris,  of  Monroe  county,  arc 
places  of  considerable  importance,  have 
Presbyterian  churclies  destitute,  and 
greatly  needing  supplies.  The  Wavcrley 
Church,  Pike  county,  is  now  to  be  desti- 
tote  :  the  Auz  Vausso  Church,  Calloway 
eoanty,  is  also  destitute,  though  able  and 
willing,  in  conjunction  with  the  Seven 
Mile  Uhurch,  to  support  a  minister.  The 
^^ers  would  do  more  or  less.  There  are 
also  large  portions  of  the  state  which 
ought  to  be  explored  and  supplied,  from 
which  we  have  no  certain  information.

We  greatly  need  men  of  .some  expert- 
tncf.  and  superior  qualifications.  A  young 
man  coming  here  fresh  from  the  seminary, 
anless  he  possess  much  more  than  com.

a  man  of  prayer  and  self-denial,  a  man  of 
(rod.  Do  any  shrink  from  this,  or  molt 
than  this  ?  let  them  stay  away,  or  drink 
deeper  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ.  Do  any  say 
with  their  whole  hearts  consenting,  "Halt 
am  I,  Lord,  send  mo  !"  God  will  comfort 
and  biros  them  in  their  labour ;  and  boa* 
ven  will  be  better  to  them  than  to  the  hm 
self.denying.

Among  those  who  united  were  two  headi 
of  families,  fathers,  one  fiftj  years  of  age, 
and  tho  other  forty.  The  wives  of  these 
hnsbands  were  before  members  of  the 
church.  How  interesting  it  was  to  see 
parents  and  children  come  together,  and 
for  the  first  time  dedicate  themselvei  to 
the  service  of  God !

From  the  Rev,  Robert  Stewort^  Canton, 
lllittoie. 

About  the  1st  of  July  I  journeyed 
northward  eighty  miles  through  Peoria 
county,  into  Putnam  county.  In  the 
north  of  Peoria  county  there  is  a  settle- 
ment called  Prince's  settlement;  a  man 
of  this  name  first  settled  the  place.  Every 
family  except  two  in  the  settlement  wcra 
in  some  way  connected  with  the  Presby. 
terian  church.  During  a  tour  to  the  north, 
I  preached  there,  on  my  way,  and  again  on 
my  return.  Upon  the  request  of  the  peo- 
ple, 1  agreed  to  go  back  and  hold  a  pro. 
tracted  meeting  and  form  a  church,  whioh 
I  did  on  the  third  Sabbath  of  Aagnat. 
Brother  Baldwin  met  me  there,  and  wa 
had  a  good  meeting.  The  people  had  pff». 
pared  a  place  for  public  worship  in  tho 
woods.  On  Saturday  seventeen  members 
gave  in  their  testimonials  of  church  mem. 
bership,  and  we  organized  them  into  a 
church,  and  five  ruling  elders  were  chosen, 
and  on  Sabbath  were  set  apart  to  that 
office.

Several  young 
peraons  preaeDted  themaelTOi  aa  inquirera, 
roar  of  whom  ezpre«ed  a  hope,  and  have 
■inee  united  with  the  church.  Thui,  we 
•ee  thia  little  vine  was  no  sooner  planted 
than  it  was  watered  by  divine  grace,  and 
began  to  bear  fruit.  Two  weeks  after, 
warda  I  Tiaited  this  place  again,  and  two 
others  were  added  hj  letter,  and  a  good 
•tate  of  feeling  prcTailed. 

Thia  place  is  nearly  forty  miles  north  of 
Canton.  The  intermediate  country  is  ra. 
pidly  filling  up,  and  is  as  fine  a  part  of  our 
state  aa  sny  proTiously  occupied,  and  eatU 
Umdly  for  a  mUntmary,  Indeed,  in  one 
■ettlement,  ten  miles  north  of  Canton, 
there  are  materials  now  for  another  church, 
and  a  prospect  of  the  number  speedily  in. 
ereaaing.  Here  I  have  only  preached  once, 
bnt  I  ezpoct  occaaionally  to  supply  them. 
There  is  need  of  more  mioisteriaf  labour 
within  a  circle  of  six  milea  from  this  place, 
than  I  am  able  to  perform  ;  but  the  call  is 
ao  loud,  t  feel  it  ray  duty  frequently  to  go 
beyond  this  circle.

Early  in  September  I  was  called  to 
preach  a  funeral  aerroon  twenty  milea  north 
of  this  place.  This  was  a  solemn  occasion. 
A  man  from  Connectieut,  early  in  the 
summer,  had  remo? ed  to  the  place,  with 
a  flourishing  and  rising  family.  The  set. 
tlement  was  new,  and  but  three  or  four 
families  in  it.  He  sickened  and  died  of 
the  fever.  His  wife,  having  heard  of  me, 
sent  for  me  to  preach  the  funeral  sermon. 
I  attended.  The  few  hospitable  noigh. 
hours  were  gathered,  and  afler  sermon 
from  these  words,  **  Blessod  are  the  dead 
which  die  in  the  Lord;  yea,  saith  the 
Spirit,  that  they  rest  from  their  labours, 
and  their  works  do  follow  them,**  we  con. 
▼eyed  the  departed  te  the  firtt  grave  that 
had  beMi  opened  in  that  region  to  receive 
the  bodr  of  a  white  man.  It  was  solemn 
to  break  our  way  through  the  tall  weeds 
and  brush  where  human  feet  had  seldom 
tiod ;  and  in  the  midst  and  stillness  of  this 
wiMemees,  in  the  first  opening  tomb,  de. 
posit  this  body.  I  administered  all  the  con. 
•Nation  I  could  to  the  afflicted,

Tract  distribution  in  the  14th  Ward. 
On  the  formation,  about  one  year  since, 
of  the  Brainerd  Church,  Stanton-street, 
in  a  destitute  portion  of  the  city,  he 
was  urgently  requested  to  engage  in 
the  enterprise,  and  at  the  call  of  duty, 
broke  away  from  former  ties  and  en- 
ngements,  and  became  an  officer  of 
that  Church,  and  superintendent  of  the 
Sabbath  school  connected  with  it.  His 
ftithful  labours  here,  added  to  his  labo- 
rious services  as  Depositary,  prostrated 
his  health,  already  somewhat  enfeebled. 
In  May  he  was  obliged  to  retire  from 
business,  and  grtidually  sunk  till  the 
S3d  September,  when  he  died,  at  the 
age  of  forty-three. 

The  interest  with  which  a  sermon 
by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
fiiociety,  presenting  the  outlines  of  his 
lueful  life  and  the  displays  of  divine 
ffiace  in  his  sickness  and  death,  has 
been  listened  to  by  several  large  con- 

Egations  in  different  parts  of  the  city, 
led  to  repeated  requests  that  a 
more  full  exhibition  of  his  life  and  cha- 
racter be  presented  to  the  public,  than 
ean  here  be  given — a  desire  tliat  will 
probably  ere  lung  be  complied  with. 

Whether  we  regard  the  tttadfiuiniu 
with  which  he  pursued  his  enorts  to 

Elorify  God  in  the  salvation  of  men  ; 
ia  JruiifuinesM  in  devinng  expedient*  to 
do  good;  his  ekUl  in  adapting  his 
efforts  to  the  circumstances  of  tJiose  to 
whom  he  could  gain  access,  whether 
old  or  younff ;  his  persevering  (uMtdty  ; 
the  spirit  of  Christian  love  which  per- 
vaded all  his  effi>rts;  or  his  /(/e  of 
prayer  for  the  presence  and  blessing 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  his  history  is  calcu- 
lated to  be  useful  to  every  other  fol- 
lower of  Christ.  And  when  we  wit- 
ness, through  divine  grace,  the  fruits  he 
gathered  by  his  labours  in  religious 
meetings  ;  Bible  classes  ;  Sabbath 
schools ;  Tract  operations ;  the  Tem- 
perance cause,  and  especially  by  his 
own  persona]  efforts  for  the  salvation 
of  individuals,  we  have  before  us  an 
accumulation  of  good  which  every  real 
Chmtian  must  be  emulous  to  share. 


A  few  such  Christians  in  each  church 
in  the  United  States,  holding  up  the 
hands  of  faithful  ministers;  animating 
Christians  to  duty ;  warning  the  impe- 
nitent ;  and  scouring  the  highways  and 
hedges  to  bring  in  tne  ungodly,  would 
be  the  means,  we  verily  beiieTe,  of 
morally  renovating,  not  only  our  land, 
but,  through  its  sanctified  iiifluence,ert 
long,  the  world. 

The  manner  in  which  he  met  ap- 
proaching death  is  full  of  instruction. 
For  five  weeks  before  his  departure,  be 
gave  up  all  hope  of  recovery,  while  in 
the  full  and  perfect  exercise  of  all  his 
powers.  He  arranged  every  earthly 
concern,  and  put  it  out  of  his  mind  and 
off  from  his  heart.  His  wife  and  ibur 
children  he  committed  wholly  to  God. 
He  felt  that  his  work  on  earth  was  aii 
done  ;  and  what  he  desired,  and  by  di- 
vine grace  obtained,  was  a  near  sense 
of  the  presence  of  Christ  with  his  heart 
till  the  last.  Useful  as  he  had  been, 
his  sense  of  his  own  unworthinesrand 
sinfulness,  and  his  dread  of  na  in  all  its 
forms,  were  such  as  to  be  overwbelm- 
iuff  to  every  Christian  of  tender  heart, 
who  had  the  privilege  of  being  with 
him. 

Much  of  his  conversation  and  some 
of  his  prayers,  are  retained  almost 
word  for  word,  and  will  be  embodied 
in  the  memoir,  should  one  in  any  form 
be  issued. 

As  the  writer  entered  his  chamber 
on  the  Sabbsth,  he  said — 

*'  i  wanted  to  have  gone  home  to-day, 
but  they  are  trying  to  keep  me  here. 
My  work  here  is  ail  done  ;  snd  I  want 
to  be  with  Christ." 

'«Do  yoa  not  now  look  back  with 
peculiar  pleasure  on  your  direct  per- 
sonal efforts  for  souls  ?" 

**I  hope  I  have  done  some  good. 
But  it  is  not  me.  It's  all,  all  of  grace 
in  Christ.  There  is  nothing  in  me  but 
sin.  I'm  nothing — nothing— less  than 
nothing.  Brother,  I've  been  a  great 
sinner." 

'*Is  it  the  sin  of  your  heart  that 
troubles  you  chiefly  ?" 

'<Not  particularly.  I've  been  a 
great  sinner  in  my  childhod,  and  yooth, 
and  all  my  life,  the  chief  of  sinnert. 
But  it  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy 
of  all  acc<)olat\oIl^  WaX.  ^%«Qa  ^V«\^

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«« Do  you  feel  that  it  is  your  choice 

new  to  go  ?'* 

"Yes,  ifit  be  God's  will." 

«« Should  he  please  to  restore  you, 
would  you  not  be  willing  to  remain 
here  and  labour  a  little  longer  ?*' 

••  O  yes,  I  think  so,  if  it  was  his  will. 
But  my  work  on  earth  is  all  done,  1 
want  now  to  go  and  be  with  Christ. 
Prophets,  and  apostles,  and  martyrs,  are 
there ;  and  many  pious  friends  are 
there.  I  feel  that  I  should  like  to  meet 
him,  and  see  him  as  he  is.  That  will 
be  enough." 

A  brother  in  the  church,  who  watch- 
ed with  him,  and  to  whom  he  was  de- 
voutly attached,  mentions  the  fullow- 
ing  illustration  of  his  tenderness  of 
•mrit  and  fear  of  sin.  He  regards  the 
Bight  he  spent  with  him,  as  one  of  the 
most  privileged  seasons  of  his  life. 
They  had  many  sweet  and  refreshincr 
interviews.  Towards  morning  he 
■poke  very  seriously,  <*  Have  you  seen 
any  thing,  brother,  in  which  you  think 
I  have  Binntd  to-night  ?"  *'  Nothing 
in  particular,"  was  the  reply.  "Twice," 
added  the  faithful,  affectionate  friend, 
•*  you  spoke  of  the  pain  occasioned  by 
your  laboured  respiration,  and  perhaps 
expressed  a  little  impatience."  lie 
immediately  lifled  up  his  tearful  eye  to 
God,  and  offered  an  earnest  prayer, 
that  he  might  be  purified  from  all 
em." 

i.-  A  short  time  before  he  dicdf  he  ad- 
dressed a  few  precious  parting  words 
to  each  member  of  his  family,  which 
are  retained ;  and  closed  with  a  fervent 
prayer,  the  last  words  of  which  are, 

**  I  commit  myself  to  thee,  Jesus, 
Saviour  of  sinners,  O  the  infinite  love 
of  Christ !  I  may  stop  my  mouth,  and 
lie  in  the  dust."

The  remark  is  frequently  made,  that 
nothing  is  gained  by  breaking  the  Sab- 
bath. 

A  professor  of  religion,  travelling  on 
the  Erie  canal,  and  m  great  haste  to 
reach  his  journey's  end,  yielded  to  the 
temptation  to  continue  on  during  tbe 
hours  of  holy  time.     Conscience,  bow- 
ever,  gave  him  no  rest.     Never  did  t 
day  pass  so  slowly.     He  constantly  ex- 
pected some  disaster  to  come  upon  him, 
and  suffered  a  severe  punishment  for 
his  transgression  in  the  uneasinenof 
his  own  mind.     But  this  was  not  all 
I  Soon  he  was  taken  ill,'  and  compelled 
I  to  lie  by,  in  a  strange  place.    Nor  was 
I  he  permitted  to  speed  his  return  in\k 
\  much  better  success.    A  very  eztennve 
breach  in  the  canal  prevented  his  tra- 
velling by  that  mode  of  conveyance, 
and  he  was  compelled  to  take  the  stage, 
j  at  a  considerable  increase  of  expense, 
!  which  he  could  iily  afford,  and  when 
'  the  badness  of  the  roads,  joined  to  bo- 
I  dily  debility,  made  riding  very  irksome. 
He  expressed  to  the  writer  the  convic- 
tion, that  nothing  is  gained  by  robbing 
God  of  that  time  which  he  has  sacredly 
consecrated  to  himself. 

A  similar  instance  came  to  my  know- 
ledge some  time  before.    A  young  mcr- 
cliant  from  the  country  coming  to  New- 
York,  arrived  at  Albany  on  Saturday 
afternoon.  Conscience  commanded  him 
to  tarry  until  Monday,  and  thus  hallow 
the  Sabbath  day.     But  selfishness  re- 
I  pliedf  "  I  cannot  afford  it ;  if  I  remain 
I  here  i  shall  lose  one  whole  week  day, 
i  which  I  need  for  the  transaction  of  bu- 
I  siness.     Accordingly,  he  embarked  on 
I  Saturday  evening,  and  arrived  in  New- 
York  on  the  jnorning  of  the  SabbatL

JNKW-YORK  YOUNG  MEN'S  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

ADDBB88  OF  THE  NEW-TORK  TOUNG  MEN's  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETT,  AUXILIART 

TO  THE  AMERICAN  HOME  MISSIONARY    SOCIETY. 

TitE  Board  of  M&nagers  of  the  abovie  named  Society  beg  leave  to  invite  the 
co-operation  of  the  young  men  of  New-York.  It  is  perceived  by  all  who  have 
turned  their  thoughts  to  the  subject,  that  the  condition  of  the  United  States, 
in  respect  to  religious  privileges  and  prospects,  is  one  of  deep  interest, 
Itnzietyt  and  alarm.  In  the  early  history  of  the  country,  while  the  people  were 
few,  and  were  kept,  by  the  terror  of  the  heathen,  within  comparatively  narrow 
boundaries,  religious  teachers  and  guides  were  easily  provided  in  proportion  to 
the  gradually  increasing  demands  of  the  population.  But  the  worldly  prosperity 
which  followed,  the  liberty  achieved,  the  wealth  accumulated,  the  numerous 
tsmigration  from  other  Countries,  and  the  almost  boundless  territory  opened  to 
our  occupancy,  have  given  to  this  nation,  in  two  hundred  years,  a  numerical  and 
geographical  magnitude  far  surpasising  the  anticipations  of  its  founders.  It  is 
not  surprising,  therefore,  that  the  system  of  measures  adopted,  and  the  institu. 
tiont  established  by  our  venerated  forefathers  to  provide  a  perpetual  supply  of 
Gospel  ministers  fur  succeeding  generations,  have  been  growing  less  and  less 
adequate  to  the  demand,  for  more  than  half  a  century.  In  that  time,  the  people 
of  these  states  have  been  multiplied  from  3,000,000  to  14,000,000,  while  the  edu- 
cated ministers  of  the  Gospel  have  been  increased  in  only  about  half  that  pro* 
portion.  The  energies  of  worldly  enterprise  have  also  been  quickened  and  eiu 
couraged,  and  the  population  of  the  country  scattered  over  so  wide  a  surface* 
thiLt  the  same  numerical  proportion  of  ministers  would  now  be  far  less  adequate 
to  the  wants  of  the  people  than  in  former  generations. 

It  is  long  since  the  most  intelligent  and  patriotic  of  our  fellow  citizens  began 
to  see  and  to  deplore  this  tendency  to  a  *•  famine  of  the  hearing  of  the  Word  of 
the  Lord^"  For  more  than  thirty  years  the  subject  has  been  discussed,  and  the 
clmiDM  of  the  conntiy  upon  the  present  generatiou  o^  \V«  vQ\ii\kVaTk\»\v'aN^\A^'ft 
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urged  both  from  the  pulpit  and  the  press,  till  at  length  the  voice  of  warning  and 
encouragement  has  come  to  us  from  the  enlightened  of  other  countries,  and  the 
whole  of  Christendom  is  looking  on  with  intense  solicitude,  and  the  claims  of  a 
dying  world  concur  in  urging  us  to  improve  every  advantage  and  exert  every 
talent  for  the  spiritual  improvement  of  this  immense  nation.  Yet  it  is  but  lately 
that  vigorous,  systematic  general  measures  have  begun  to  be  adopted,  to  torn 
again  the  captivity  of  the  people.  It  is  less  than  nine  years  since  the  American 
Home  Missionary  Society  was  organized,  and  commenced  its  noble  national 
work  of  supplying  all  the  destitute  in  this  country  with  the  stated  ministry  of 
the  Gospel.  But  brief  as  is  the  period  of  its  history,  the  divine  blessing  which 
has  attended  its  operations,  the  extent  of  its  field,  the  nunibers  of  its  missiona* 
ries,  and  the  visible  good  it  has  already  accomplished,  have  attracted  nearly  aS 
the  minds  in  the  nation  that  care  for  the  liberties  of  the  country  or  the  salvation 
of  men.  Yet  the  more  it  is  contemplated  the  more  does  it  appear  that  what 
has  been  done  is  but  a  beginning.  One  third  part  of  the  nation  remains  to  be 
supplied  with  the  living  ministry,  or  aided  in  its  support. 

In  this  state  of  things,  we  admire  the  wisdom  and  skill  with  which  older  men 
than  ourselves  have  adapted  the  plan  of  the  Parent  Society,  to  the  aceomplitfh" 
ment  of  the  whole  work,  on  the  broadest  scale.  We  yield  with  cheerfulnese  to 
the  propriety  of  the  adage,  "  old  men/or  counsel ;"  nor  would  we  shrink  from 
the  responsibilities  of  its  counterpart,  "  young  men  for  action;'*  and  the  object 
being  defined  and  the  plan  matured,  we  cannot  conceive  of  a  work  more  entirely 
appropriate  to  the  condition  of  the  young  men  of  this  city,  at  the  present  time, 
than  that  of  home  missions.  It  is  a  young  city  in  which  we  Jive,  and  the  coun- 
try is  young,  and  the  enterprise  to  which  we  are  invited  is  young,  and  the  cha- 
racteristics  of  the  age  are  those  of  buoyancy,  wakefulness  and  movement.  The 
spirit  of  our  holy  religion  is  eminently  a  missionary  spirit,  and  the  spirit  of  the 
age  is  onward,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  wise  calls  for  the  enlistment,  in  the  prac- 
tical duties  of  the  age  and  of  the  country,  of  those  energies  which  alone  are 
adequate,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  to  the  demands  of  the  cause.  But  where 
shall  these  energies  be  found  ?  Where,  but  in  the  young  men  of  our  country  ? 
Ours,  brethren,  is  the  bone  and  sinew  of  society,  and  **  if  the  youths  shall  faint 
and  be  weary,  and  the  young  men  shall  utterly  fall,*'  we  look  in  vain  for  any 
human  agency  adapted  to  the  work  which  our  fathers,  in  the  light  of  lon<r  ex- 
perience, have  pronounced  indispensable  to  save  this  mighty  nation  from  the 
wreck  and  ruin  of  irreligion.  Our  fathers  have  done  most  of  the  work  of  their 
day.  Many  of  them  have  gone  hence.  All  will  soon  be  in  their  graves  :  and  if 
they  live  again  on  earth,  it  will  be  in  m*,  their  sons,  to  whom  it  remains  to  do  the 
work  of  our  day.  And  if  we  live  again  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  our  labours,  in  a 
nation  regenerated  and  saved,  it  will  be  in  our  «?n#,  trained  by  our  example  to 
holy  Irving,  in  the  midst  of  a  people  blessed  of  God  in  answer  to  our  prayers 
and  zealous  endeavours.  Ours  then  are  the  chief  responsibilities  of  the  age, 
and  the  work  before  us  is  for  ourselves,  for  our  children,  for  our  country,  for  the 
world.  And  what  we  do  must  be  done  now,  while  the  •*  dew  of  youth"  is  upon 
afff  while  the  working  da^s  o^  \\^^  T^xMAii^^ii^  \wi^T«^\.VNft  neglected  enterprise. 
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Already  too  long  oec^ected,  shall  become  too  mighty  for  accomplishment,  and 
shall  for  ever  defy  the  tardy  endeavours  of  ourselves  and  of  the  generations  that 
shall  come  after  us.  And  let  us  remember,  that  the  Son  of  God  finished  the 
great  work  which  his  Father  gave  him  to  do  in  the  morning  of  life,  and  within 
the  age  of  membership  defined  by  the  constitution  of  the  Society. 

Moved  and  animated  by  these  considerations,  a  large  number  of  the  young 
men  of  this  city,  after  due  deliberation  and  conference,  have  formed  themselves 
into  a  Society,  denominated  the  New- York  Young  Men's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety, auxiliary  to  the  A.  U.  M.  S.,  and  have  constituted  the  undersigned  its 
Board  of  Managers.  The  object  of  this  association  is  to  aid  the  Parent  So- 
ciety in  the  support  of  its  missionaries ;  and  to  give  interest  to  the  operations 
of  this  Board,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Society  allow  us  to  se- 
lect from  the  list  of  their  missionaries  as  many  as  this  Society  shall  raise  funds 
to  support,  who  will  be  instructed  to  correspond  with  us,  and  keep  us  apprized 
of  their  labours,  trials,  encouragement  and  success.  The  Board  have  already 
agreed  to  support  the  following. 

1.  The  Rev.  Theron  Baldwin,  agent  of  the  Parent  Society  for  the  state  of 
Illinois,  more  than  half  of  whose  salary  is  already  pledged  to  our  treasury  for 
that  purpose  by  two  individuals.  As  the  duties  of  Mr.  Baldwin  require  him  to 
visit  all  parts  of  the  state,  and  to  be  familiar  with  all  the  stations  of  the  Parent 
Society  on  that  field,  the  Board  anticipate  much  interest  in  his  correspondence. 
He  is  also  himself  a  young  man,  ardently  and  laboriously  engaged  in  his  work, 
and  has  hitherto  been  greatly  blessed  and  prospered  in  his  labours. 

2.  The  Rev.  D.  S.  Southmayd,  recently  appointed  as  the  first  missionary  of 
the  Parent  Society  to  the  province  of  Texas.  The  character  of  this  missionary, 
as  well  as  of  the  territory  to  which  he  is  sent,  inspires  the  highest  hopes  of  ex- 
tensive usefulness.  The  state  of  Coahuila  and  Texas  is  nearly  equal  in  extent 
to  hajf  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  being  900  miles  in  length  and  600  in  width. 
Its  present  population  is  about  50,000  and  is  rapidly  increasing,  and  we  are  not 
aware  that  any  Presbyterian  minister  has  ever  yet  preached  within  its  limits. 
To  have  been  the  instruments  of  planting  the  first  Christian  missionary  in  such  a 
country,  will  be  an  honour  to  the  young  men  of  New- York ;  and  in  humble  de- 
pendence on  the  grace  and  blessing  of  God,  they  may  hope  for  great  results 
from  this  measure.  Should  the  antic ip  it  ions  of  many  be  realized,  the  time  is 
not  fir  distant,  when,  in  population,  wealth  and  enterprise,  as  well  as  in  extent, 
Texas  will  be  another  Mbsissippi  Valley.  Some  of  us  may  live  to  see  all  this 
a  reahty.  How  delightful  will  it  then  be  to  reflect,  that  we  were  among  the 
number  of  those  who  in  their  youth  planted  the  standard  of  the  cross  in  such  a 
land.    May  the  blessing  of  God  give  prosperity. 

3.  The  Board  have  also  resolved  to  sustain  a  missionary  in  the  territory  of 
Arkansas,  as  yet  unoccupied  by  the  Parent  Society,  as  soon  as  a  suitable  man 
shall  be  procured  to  be  sent  by  the  Parent  Society  to  that  interesting  field, 
containing  a  population  of  50,000,  and  only  three  Presbyterian  ministers. 

These  are  the  beginnings  of  what  we  propose  to  do,  should  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  smile  on  oui  endeavours.  We  look  with  confidence  to  the  youd^voncL 
ofoarcbarcbeM^uidortbe  eongregatiocii,  especiaW^  otxVi«^t^!i^'^T\B2D^v&^^o^ 
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formed  Dutch  denominations,  to  aid  us  in  fulfilling  the  obligations  which  we  have 
assumed,  and  also  to  furnish  us  the  means  of  discharging  much  larger  engage- 
ments. It  will  be  an  occasion  of  deep  mortification  and  disappointment,  if  a  so- 
ciety of  young  men  in  New-York,  on  the  enlarged  plan  which  this  has  adopted, 
may  nut  sustain  at  least  20  missionaries  the  first  year  of  its  operations,  and  af- 
terwards a  larorer  number.  And  we  are  assured  that  our  best  endeavours  are 
needed  in  this  cause.  We  are  pained  to  reflect  that  of  the  J80,000  expended  by 
by  the  Parent  Society  the  last  year  in  the  support  of  its  676  missionaries,  ksi 
than  ^10,000  were  raised  from  the  city  of  New- York,  and  that  there  is  no  pros- 
pect of  an  increase  of  that  amount  the  current  year,  without  special  exertion, 
though  the  field  of  the  Society  is  much  enlarged,  and  its  missionaries  increased 
to  more  than  7Q0,  requiring  a  much  larger  amount  of  expenditure  in  their  sop* 
port. 

Such  are  the  circumstances  and  prospects  under  which  we  make  our  first  ap« 
peal  to  the  young  men  of  New-York,  as  a  class.  Brethren,  will  you  put  your 
hsnds  to  this  work?  We  ask  not  with  doubtful  expectations.  We  believe  yoo 
will.  The  cause  of  our  country  requires  it.  The  Saviour  requires  it.  We 
hold  the  Gospel  on  this  condition,  that  we  send  its  blessings  toothers.  And 
from  this  obligation  there  is  no  discharge.  Under  the  weight  of  it  we  are  go- 
ing to  the  judijment.  It  is  indeed  a  privilege,  in  such  a  country  and  in  such  an 
age,  to  be  young.  But  it  is  a  brief  privilege,  and  involves  tremendous  responsi* 
bilitics.  Let  us  not  dare  to  be  idle.  If  we  would  reap  the  fruits  of  righteous- 
ness, let  us  sow  our  seed  in  the  spring-time  of  life.  Let  us  consecrate  the  first 
fruits  of  our  increase  unto  God,  and  begin  early  to  bless  the  land  of  our  birth, 
and  the  nation  which  is  to  embosom  the  homes  of  ourselves  and  our  families.

Out  of  a  Sabbath  School  of 

64,  only  four  remain  who  have  not  become 

liopefully  pious;  and  but  few  individuals 

remain  in  the  whole  place  over  ten  years 

of  age,  who  have  not  experienced  a  saving 

cbange. 

**  I  know  of  another  place,  which  was 
Tieited  by  your  agent,  a  few  months  ago. 
He  laboured  in  the  congregration  in  those 
•ervieet  which  were  preparatory  to  the 
sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  We  saw 
""no  evidence  of  the  presence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  a  special  manner,  till  the  evening 
appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  Home 
Misaions,  and  to  take  up  a  subscription 
for  this  object.  But  when  I  saw  that  one 
had  subscribed  fifty  dollars,  and  others 
tbirtj,  and  others  twenty,  and  others  ten, 
and  BO  on,  till  the  whole  amounted  to 
•boat  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  I 
felt  assured  that  the  Lord  was  about  to 
bless  us-— and  he  did  bless  as ;  and  a  con- 
mdmnhim  nnmhtr,  as  the  remih  of  that 


happy  season,  are  now  walking  in  tho 
truth.  That  same  congregation  will  not, 
this  year,  give  less  than  two  thousand 
dollars  to  tho  common  benevolent  objects 
of  the  day,  besides  supporting  religion  at 
home." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  }>Vi8ner,  Secretary  of  the 
American  Board  of  Foreign 'Missions, 
addre.sscd  tho  meeting,  and  in  the  course 
of  his  remarks  he  stated, 

"  The  first  missionaries  sent  over  tho 
Alleghany  Muuntunis  by  this  Society, 
were  ordained  in  my  church  in  BoKiun, 
less  than  nine  yeurs  ago,  and  now  the 
Society  is  assfsting  almost  two  hundred  in 
different  parts  of  the  Valley.  Such  un 
influence  nmst  be  felt  perceptibly  by  all 
your  churches,  common  schools,  ac.ide. 
mics,  colleges,  and  theological  scntiiiarics; 
and  it  is  a  cheering  thought,  that  if  its  in- 
fluence can  be  so  exten>ivu  as  to  save  the 
country,  we  can  bless  tlie  world. 

"  One  church,  aided  till  about  two  years 
ago,  gave  last  year  about  $200,  for  for. 
eign  missions. 

'^Another,  in  a  new  town,  now  receiving 
aid,  gave  last  year  $f>0,  and  this  prcsenta. 
tion  of  the  claims  of  the  heathen,  was  tho 
means  of  the  commencement  of  a  revival 
of  religon,  in  which  sixty  were  hopefully 
born  again.  W^ith  this  fact  in  view,  when 
the  same  agent  called  upon  them  tiiif* 
year,  they  gave  him  $158  75,  without 
diminishing  their  contributions  to  other 
objects. 

**  A  Home  Missionary  agent  visited  % 
church  some  months  ago,  which  is  re- 
ceiving $50,  and  the  missionary  inquired : 
*  What  shall  I  do  with  five  young  men,  in 
my  church,  who  are  well  prepared  by  ^a- 
ture  and  grace,  to  preach  the  Gospel,  andi 
would  probably  do  it,  if  the  proper  course 
were  taken  with  them  7  I  wish  to  manage 
them  BO  that  they  may  not  be  proud,  but 
be  fitted  in  the  best  manner  for  their  work.** 

**In  the  same  county,  aminister.to  whom 
you  give  $100,  said  to  the  agent,  *1  can. 
not  go  with  you,  as  1  proposed  to-^ay,  for 
my  horse  and  wagon  are  gone  to  carry 
three  boys  to  college,  that  I  expect  will 
bo  ministers.'

To  do  this  work  efiectuallj, 
howeyer,  it  is  necessary  that  men  should 
be  entirely  deroted  to  it.  An  old  church 
•My  be  kept  together  by  a  man  engaged  in 
miritual  labours  only  on  the  Sabbath. 
Xo  expect  that  a  man  in  such  circum- 
iUnces  should  prove  successful  in  form. 
fair  a  new  one,  is  almost  expecting  a  mo. 
nliniracle.  Not  only  are  six  sevenths  of 
his  time  abstracted  from  his  proper  work, 
IholI  even  the  small  remaining  fraction  of 
tame  he  devotes  to  it  is,  in  a  ?reat  mea- 
sore,  stripped  of  its  value,  by  the  secular. 
iziog  effect  of  his  ordinary  occupation 
upon  his  temper  and  spirit.  Poor  and 
Valueless  as  such  labours  are,  they  are  all 
which  the  church  in  Kentucky  has,  until 
of  late  years,  enjoyed.  The  greater  por- 
tion or  our  churches  have  been  founded 
and  built  up  under  this  miserable  system 
of  partial  labour.  And  the  wonder,  in 
view  of  such  circumstances,  is,  not  that 
we  are  so  feeble,  but  that  wo  are  so  flou- 
rishing. 

What  a  different  aspect  would  our 
church  have  now  presented,  had  Mis. 
sionary  and  Education  Societies  been  in 
operation,  to  supply  us  with  men  and 
meaus,  when  this  state  was  first  settled. 
When  Kentucky  first  began  to  fill  up, 
some  Presbyterian  preachers  found  tlieir 
way  to  its  fields,  so  famed  for  fertility  and 
beauty.  But  those,  among  the  early  set- 
tlers, who  were  disposed  to  support  the 
Gospel,  were  few  ;  and,  like  all  emigrants 
to  new  countries,  they  were  generally  pos. 
sessed  of  but  little  of  this  world's  goods — 
tbey  left  their  homes  in  the  spirit  of  enter. 
prise,  and  with  a  view  to  amass — they 
were,  therefore,  incapable,  however  well 
disposed,  of  doing  much  to  secure  to  them. 
selves  the  enjoyment  of  the  ordinances  of 
religion.  The  great  body  of  the  people, 
too,  were  even  more  destitute  of  the  incli. 
nation  than  of  the  ability  to  support  the 
preachers  of  the  Gospel.  They  did  not 
come,  as  many  of  the  settlers  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Ohio,  from  a  land  which  had 
been  originally  colonized  as  New.England  [* 
was,  on  religious  principles.  They  had 
not  been  trained  up  to  regard  the  support 
of  religion  as  the  chief  object  of  social 
organisation.  Religious  institutions  had 
ftet  been  presented  before  Ifaeir  eyes  from 
Vot.  VIL 


childhood,  claiming  their  respeet,  oom- 
manding  their  reverence,and  enlisting  their 
affections.  Many  of  them,  adopting  the 
sentiments  of  the  most  conspicuous  civi^ 
lians  and  statesmen  in  the  state  from 
which  they  emigrated,  regarded  religion 
as  an  idle  and  useless  superstition,  while 
others,  regarding  it  more  favourably,  still 
viewed  it  as  a  matter  of  subordinate  im» 
portance.  As  a  necessary  consequence  of 
all  these  untoward  circumstances,  yery 
few  preachers  could  be  settled.  Here  and 
there,  where  a  few  of  the  people  of  God 
were  gathered  in  little  groups,  a  preaeher 
was  located,  charged,  almost  always,  with 
the  care  of  many  feeble  churches,  which 
were  separated  at  great  distances  apart. 
Thus  many  settlements  remained  destitute 
of  all  ministrations  from  educated  men — ■ 
and  many -remain  so  to  this  day.  And 
even  when  ministers  of  the  Gospel  found 
those  who  were  willing  to  employ  their 
labours,  the  poverty  and  smallness  of  their 
flocks  prevented  them  from  following  the 
apostolic  precept,  which  requires  them  to 
**  give  themselves  wholly"  to  their  work. 
They  were  obliged  to  labour  on  farms  or  • 
in  schools,  for  a  subsistence.  As  far  as  I 
have  leairnod,  there  was  not  a  single  mi- 
nister  of  the  Gospel  in  Kentucky,  for 
many  years  after  it  was  settled,  but  was 
obliged,  at  least  partially,  to  support  him* 
self  by  some  secular  employment.  What 
can  we  expect  from  men  in  such  circum. 
stances  ?  Certainly  not  that  their  churches 
should  increase.  For  years  and  years  re. 
ligion  dragged  heavily  along.  There  was 
little  encouragement  to  form  new  churches 
where  those  already  existing  could  not  be 
supplied — there  was  little  encouragement 
to  labour  among  the  careless,  where  time 
could  not  be  found  even  to  feed  the  floch 
already  gathered.  Many  deeply  interest, 
ing  facts  mi^ht  be  communicated,  did 
time  allow,  illustrative  of  the  almost 
crushing  difficulties  under  which  our  early 
preachers  in  Kentucky  were  borne  down. 
Yet,  with  even  this  beggarly  array  of  means 
in  operation,  we  have  now  upwards  of  100 
churches,  and  8000  communicants.  How 
noble,  then,  would  the  present  appearance 
of  our  church  have  been,  had  we,  thirty 
or  forty  vears  ago,  possessed  the  means 
of  occupying  and  holding,  for  a  short 
time,  all  the  favourable  points  which  then 
invited  our  seizure.  Had  these  societies 
operated  forty  years  ago,  our  ministerial 
cfTiciencv  would  have  been  more  than 
<|uadrupled,  not  only  from  the  increase  of 
labourers  they  would  have  furnished,  but 
from  the  ability  they  would  have  impart, 
ed  to  the  labourers  who  were  actually  here, 
to  devote  themseWet  wholly  to  Iboa  ^-^"^Sl 
110 
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work.  We  might  now,  in  all  human  pro. 
bmbility,  haye  been  looking  abroad  on  300 
churches  scattered  over  our  state,  nearly 
all  of  whom  would,  by  this  time,  have 
been  capable  of  supportiiijr  for  themselves 
the  ordinances  of  (>od.  Ohio,  who^•c  het- 
tlemcnt  commenced  at  a  nmch  more  re 
cent  date,  has,  to  some  de^rree,  enjoyed 
the  advantage  which  was  denied  to  uu — 
many  of  her  churches  have  been  brought 
into  existence,  and  sustained  through 
their  infancy,  by  missionary  labours. 
Now,  on  the  same  extent  of  territory, 
Ohio  has  three  synods,  while  Kentucky 
has  but  one.  Other  causes,  I  know,  have 
contributed  to  this  difference  of  results. 
But  one  of  the  chief  causes  has  been,  that 
Providence  has  granted  to  our  brethren 
there,  powerful  foreign  assistance  in  form, 
ing  and  nurturing  their  churches,  while 
to  us  it  has  been  denied. 

Nor  would  the  beneficial  influence  of 
early  missionary  efforts  in  our  state,  have 
been  now  felt  by  us  alone.  Kentucky 
has,  herself,  colonized  a  grent  part  of  three 
younger  states.  I  know  not  the  propor- 
tion of  the  population  of  those  states 
which  has  gone  from  us.  ])ut  I  learn 
from  the  catalogues  of  their  respective 
legislatures,  that  the  number  of  tiieir 
members  who  are  set  down  as  emigrants 
from  all  the  other  states,  does  not  greatly 
exceed  the  number  from  Kentucky  alone. 
One  of  two  conclusions  is  unavoidable, 
from  these  facts — cither  that  the  emigrants 
from  this  state  nearly  equal  in  number 
thos«  from  all  the  others  combined ;  or  else 
that  the  Kentuckians  are  singularly  dis. 
tinguished  for  political  abilities  and  influ- 
ence. Take  either  of  these  conclusions, 
and  how  blessed  would  have  been  the 
effects  upon  all  these  states,  had  our  colo- 
nists emigrated  from  under  a  strong  influ. 
enco  of  the  Gospel,  and  carried  witli  them 
ka  principles  and  a  desire  for  its  continued 
enjoyment. 

Our  church  has  not  been  sufficiently 
aggressive.    We  have  too  much  contented

oanelves  with  retaiiiiii|r  our 
instead  of  atraggling  to  pueh  for  new 
quests.  If  we  could  aupply  our  own  pee- 
pie  with  the  Gospel — those  who  had  been 
horn  and  nurtured  in  the  borom  of  oaf 
c-hurch — we  were  salistied.  But  I  trust 
that  a  new  day  is  dawning  upon  us— that 
we  will  carry  the  Gosftel  to  all  in  our  own 
as  well  as  in  f<;reigH  lands — even  to  those 
who  ask  not  for  it,  as  well  as  to  those  whs 
stretch  out  their  hands  for  its  blessings. 
The  true  spirit  of  the  G(»spel  is  diffusive; 
and  those  who  really  possesa  this  spirit 
will  receive  no  rest,  until  the  inhabitant! 
of  the  whole  earth  are  pervaded  with  it, 
and  receive  its  rich  consolations.  Ws 
have  sent  out  hundreds  to  preach  the  ever. 
lasting  Gospel — but  we  have  not  yet  sa. 
tisfled  even  all  who  cry  to  us ;  and  test 
of  thousands  are  yet  needed,  for  those  who 
are  so  dead  in  trespassen  and  sins  as  not 
even  to  send  forth  a  cry  for  help.  A  glo- 
rious destiny  awaits  the  church,  and  will 
soon  be  realized,  if  we  are  only  prepared 
to  obey  the  calls  of  God,  the  voice  of  con. 
science,  and  the  promptings  of  hunianity. 
Every  church  that  is  estubliyhed,  ia  a 
new  conquest  won  from  Satan's  empire — 
a  now  province  added  to  the  Redeemer*! 
kingdom.  And  every  such  conquest  far. 
nihhes  additional  means  for  securing  still 
further  triumphs.  The  conquerors  of  tlie 
earth  have  usually  commenced  their  ca. 
reer  of  victories  with  feeble  means,  and 
from  small  beginnings.  But  the  resources 
of  the  vanquished  were  the  fruits  of  each 
succe8t>ive  victory — the  enemy  subdued 
to-day,  was  made  the  instrument,  in  tbo 
hand  of  the  conqueror,  of  overwhelming 
the  foe  of  to-morrow — and  thus  nation 
after  nation  was  incorporated  with  the 
conquering  mass,  until  the  world  trembled 
and  crouched  before  the  terrific  display  of 
accumulated  power.  So  shall  Messiah's 
empire  extend,  and  Messiah's  conquests 
increase,  until  all  nations  bow  before  his 
sceptre  of  mercy,  and  all  people  shout  the 
praises  of  his  name.

In  looking  back  orer  the  labours  of  the 
year,  there  are  some  things  which  call  for 
deep  humiliation.  Others  call  loudly  on 
us  ti)  pruiso  the  Lord  for  his  marvellous 
kindness  to  the  children  of  men.  Since 
the  year  coiiiinenoed,  we  have  seen  a 
house,  which  had  for  many  years  stood  a 
more  shell,  finished  and  consecrated  to 
the  Triune  Jehuvah.  We  have  enjoyed  a 
short  8c:tson  of  refreshing  from  ttio  pre- 
sence of  the  Lord  ;  during  whicli  between 
twenty  and  thirty  were  hopefully  plucked 
as  brands  from  the  burning,  the  most  of 
whom  have  united  with  the  church,  and 
we  trust  will  in  the  end  prove  as  monu- 
ments of  Divine  Grace.  Twenty-three 
have,  by  profession,  consecrated  them- 
BoWes  to  the  service  of  Christ.  Within  a 
few  weeks  past  two  or  three  more  have 
expressed  ttie  hope  of  a  saving  change ; 
one  of  whom  is  my  own  son,  and  the  lust 
of  seven  children  living,  who  had  not  pro. 
viously  embraced  the  Saviour. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  bless- 
ing  of  souls  ready  to  perish  will  come 
upon  your  Society,  for  the  aid  afforded  to 
the  church  and  congregation  in  this  place. 
May  your  effort?  to  assist  the  feeble  and 
destitute  be  greatly  enlarged,  and  the 
blessing  of  God  accompany  these  efforts, 
to  the  salvation  of  many  souls.

A  FOUNDRY   OCCUPIED  AS    A  CHAPEL. 

From  a  MisBwnary, 

I  have  established  a  weekly  lecture  at 
one  of  the  groat  iron  establishmeDts  in 
this  place.  This  is  a  novel  thing  in  the 
history  of  religious  efforts  in  this  country. 
An  iron  foundry^  in  full  operation,  occu- 
I  pied  at  the  same  time  for  a  chapel.  Ths 
I  object  is  this:  There  are  many  hands  em- 
pluyed  in  the  foundry  who  reu/d  not 
attend  a  meeting  in  any  other  place;  and 
there  are  many  in  the  neighbourhood  who 
would  attend  there,  but  would  not  attend 
in  any  other  place.  So  I  get  probably 
from  fifty  to  sixty  hearers,  most  of  whom 
would  not  hear  ti.e  Gospel  preached  onot 
in  a  year,  and  some  not  once  in  five  years, 
if  it  were  not  in  a  foundry ;  so  we  taks 
men  a$  they  are,  and  where  they  are,  and 
endeavour,  if  possible,  to  do  them  good. 
The  enterprise  I  find  excites  an  onusoal 
degree  of  interest ;  and  I  find  roy  ovn 
feelings  more  interested  than  I  could  have 
supposed.  The  scene  I  will  endeavour 
to  describe.  The  room  is  a  large  one, 
probably  30  feet  by  40,  built  of  timber  and 
rough  boards,  without  floor  either  below 
or  above,  or  ceiling  on  the  sides.  At  oM 
end  is  the  arch  for  the  hearth,  whero  ths 
ore  is  melted  and  tlie  iron  drawn  off.  At 
the  other  end  is  the  door.

Doctor  — ^-  ceaie  to  oor  nUa|fe  ten 
or  twehe  yean  ago,  and  commanced 
the  practice  of  nedknna.  Poaaeased 
^  of  a  atroBf  ndnd,  haviog  a  nemoiT 
'  Qimaually  retentive,  aiM  being  weU 
read  in  lua  prolhaiioD,  he  aoon  got  the 
eoa&dence  of  the  InhahitaBla,  and  oh- 
taiiad  a  hicratire  practice,  I  became 
aofuainted  with  him  aix  jeara  aince. 
At  that  tiflM  he  paid  but  little  atten- 
tion to  reMnbn,  wai  aeldom.seen  in 
the  house  of  worship,  though  he  had 
then  some  respect  for  its  professors. 
When  I  visited  his  house,  he  would 
bring  forward  his  Bible,  and  request 
me  to  read  and  pray  with  him.  His 
habits  were  intemperate,  and  he  ap- 
peared to  be  going  rapidly  in  the  road 
that  leads  to  ruin.  In  less  than  eirh* 
teen  months,his  cheeks  become  swollen, 
his  limbs  tremulous,  he  lost  his  respect 
for  the  ministry  and  for  Christians,  and 
habitually  derided  serious  subjects.  In 
the  fall  of  1830,  his  wife  became  seri- 
ous, and  experienced  religion.  At  first 
he  appeared  pleased,  but  afterwards 
ridiculed  and  opposed  her  in  every  pos- 
aible  form.  He  was  nominally  a  Uni- 
versalist,  though  in  reality  a  Deist.  He 
was  determined  to  have  nothing  to  do 
with  vRal  piety.  For  four  years  I  have 
considered  him  upon  the  borders  of 
eternity,  having  no  idea  that  with  his 
habits  of  dissipation,  be  would  survive 
but  a  few  months  longer.  At  times 
he  has  seemed  like  one  infuriated. 
Were  I  to  relate  to  you  some  of  the 
acenes  that  havo  been  witnessed  in  his 
family,  when  he  came  home  intoxi- 
cated, it  would  fill  your  mind  with 
horror.

I  supoose  that  what 
was  thought  to  be  the  delirium  tremeiu, 
was  the  result  of  distress  of  mind.  He 
has  informed  me  that  for  four  nights  he 
slept  none.  His  convictions,  from  his 
own  account  of  them,  were  of  a  most 
distressing  character. 


THC   VaTERAN,

On  a  pleasant  morning  io  the  month 
of  September  last,  accompanied  by  an 
aged  officer  of  the  church,  the  writer 
commenced  the  distribution  of  religious 
tracts  and  personal  conversation  on  re- 
-  liffious  subjects  in  a  distant  section  of 
bis  parish.  He  had  not  visited  more 
than  four  or  five  families,  before  we 
came  to  the  one  which  furnishes  the 
subject  af  the  following  relation. — 
There  was  nothing  in  the  external  ap- 
pearances of  the  habitation,  or  the 
premises  surrounding  it,  which  would 
lead  one,  as  it  sometimes  does,  to  sup- 
pose it  was  the  residence  of  ardent 
piety.  It  was  a  rich  farming  settle- 
ment, in  a  region  where  but  a  few 
years  since,  an  unbroken  forest  waved 
m  the  majesty  of  nature's  solitude; 
and  even  now,  though  the  forest  has 
receded  before  the  hand  of  cultivation, 
and  beautiful  fields  of  golden  harvests 
greet  the  traveller's  eye  and  reward 
tJie  huebandmau's  toil,  many  a  log- 
house  yet  remains  to  mark  the  brevity 
of  their  residence,  or  a  commendable 
economy,  while  all  appears  to  be  rapid- 
ly advancing  to  opulence  and  inde- 
pendence. 

As  we  entered  the  house,  we  were 
welcomed  by  on  aged  man,  whose  gray 
hairs  and  feeble  stop  admonished  us 
that  his  days  were  almost  numbered. 
After  the  usual  salutations  were  pass- 
ed, the  conversation  was  turned  to  re- 
ligious subjects.  We  fuuud  him  as 
rich  in  faith  nnd  experience  as  in  years, 
which  were  fourscore  and  four.  His 
piety,  too,  was  of  the  most  active  kind. 
Pfeither  agv  or  decrepitude  prevented 
him  from  the  most  sciZ-denying  duties. 
where  common  devotion  would  have 


found  an  ample  apology  ibr  omitting 
them.  I  proceed  now  to  give  his  his- 
tory, whicn  will  fully  eorroborate  the 
above  remarks. 

He  came  into  this  country  (Western 
N.  Y.]  about  eighteen  years  ago,  from 
one  or  the  New-England  states.  He 
was  then  perfectly  blind.  He  had  a 
near  relative  in  this  country,  who  ad- 
vised him  to  leave  or  sell  his  farm,  and 
come  and  reside  with  him,  to  be  taken 
care  of.  He  then  had  a  wife  of  a  simi- 
lar religious  character,  (since  dead.) 
They  accepted  the  proposal  of  their 
relative  and  came;  and,  coming  from 
society  highly  refined  and  moral,  they 
were  not  prepared  to  encounter  the 
disadvantages,  and  real  evils,  which  at- 
tend a  society  the  reverse  of  this. 
Their  first  Sabbath  in «« York  state,^  he 
declared,  would  never  be  forgotten. 
No  sooner  was  its  sacred  dawn  ushered 
than  shooting   and  other   recre- 
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ations  commenced  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  his  relative,  while  the  latter, 
being  a  merchant,  dealt  out  the  whis- 
key to  all  who  applied.  Conse(}uently 
the  day  was  trampled  on,  and  its  hal- 
lowed hours  spent  in  dissipation.  Be- 
fore breakfast,  which  was  delayed  to 
receive  a  party  of  visiters  from  another 
town,  this  devoted  pair,  resolved  to 
seek  some  retreat  from  the  noise  and 
profaneness,  fled  into  an  adjacent  wood, 
the  wife  taking  the  Bible  and  leading 
her  blind  husband.  Here,  in  the  deep 
solitude  of  the  forest,  they  spent  the 
first  Sabbath  in  fasting  and  prayer,  and 
reading  the  Word  of  God.  After  the 
Sabbath  was  past,  they  informed  their 
relative,  they  could  not  live  with  him* 
if  such  were  the  manner  of  spending 
the  Sabbath,  in  amusements  and  dissi- 
pation. They  must  have  a  house  of 
their  own.  He  replied,  that  it  would 
avail  nothing,  for  people  would  visit 

him  on  the  Sabbath.     Mr.  D said 

firmly,  that  he  would  riek  their  visits  to 
him.  Accordingly  a  house  was  pro- 
vided. The  first  Sabbath  in  their  new 
residence,  two  of  their  neighbours 
called  to  see  them,  one  of  whom  was 
a  magistrate.  His  wife  was  reading 
the    Bible.     Ailer  passing  the  usuA

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■econd,  the  other  left.  But  he  waa 
not  troubled  with  visiters.  He  com- 
menced visiting  some  of  his  ungodly 
neighbours,  and  conversing  with  them 
on  the  subject  of  reUgioD,  his  wife 
leading  him.  Soon  they  began  to  hold 
meetings  on  the  SabbatUy  and  many  at- 
tended. The  wife  read  sermons,  and 
the  husband  prayed  and  exhorted. 
One  wicked  man,  whose  shop  was  op- 
posite the  meeting,  set  open  his  door, 
and  worked,  in  order  to  disturb  it.  The 
next  Sabbath,  this  same  man  came  into 
their  meeting,  fell  on  his  knees,  confess- 
inj^  his  sins,  and  asking  forgiveness. 
The  Lord  came  down  by  his  Spirit  on 
that  wicked  neighbourhood,  and  forty 
became  the  members  of  a  church,  af- 
terwards formed  in  that  place,  as  the 
fruits  of  that  revival.  There  was  no 
regular  preaching  in  the  place  pre- 
viously, and  it  was  evidently  through 
the  instrumentality  of  this  blind  man 
and  his  wife.  That  church,  the  writer 
is  acquainted  with.  It  is  quite  flour- 
ishing. They  have  built  a  handsome 
house  of  worship,  and  settled  a  minis- 
ter to  break  unto  them  the  bread  of 
life. 


DEATH  OF  MRS.    E.  N.  THOMPSON,  WIFE 
OF  THE  REV.  WILLIAM  THOMPSON. 

In  the  latter  part  of  May,  an  insur- 
rection of  the  Fallakeens  or  Mussel- 
man  inhabitants  of  the  country,  broke 
out  in  consequence  of  some  severe 
measures  of  Ibrahim  Pacha.  They  be- 
sieged Jerusalem,  and  soon  reduced  its 
inhabitants  to  great  distress.  A  severe 
earthquake,  which  caused  much  de- 
struction, increased  the  terror  of  the 
people,  and  the  streets  were  literally 
filled  with  «*  lamentation, mourning  and 
wo."  The  building  in  which  Mrs. 
Thompson  lived  was  partly  thrown 
down,  and  she  was  obliged  to  escape 
from  the  ruins  with  her  infant,  amio 
clouds  of  dust  and  falling  stones.  In 
the  progress  of  the  siege,  she,  with  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Nicolay son's  family,  were  at 
different  times  exposed  to  great  dangers 
from  the  shot  of  the  contending  sol- 
diery ;  their  premises  were  broken  into, 
many  of  their  papers  and  books  destroy- 


in  the  space  of  a  few  days  the  dty  wis 
sacked  I  first  by  the  rebels  and  Uien  by 
the  soldiers  of  Ibrahim,  and  the  mii- 
siouaries  were  exposed  to  insult  and 
suffering.  These  events,  aggravated 
by  the  aosence  of  Mr.  Thompson,  (who 
was  at  Jaffa,  and  prevented  from  re- 
turning,] had  the  effect  to  break  down 
the  health  of  Mrs.  Thompson,  already 
firreatly  impaired  by  previous  sufferings. 
In  the  begmning  of  July  she  was  at- 
tacked with  a  severe  ophthalmia,which, 
although  it  ultimately  yielded  to  me- 
dical treatment,  left  her  system  too 
much  reduced  to  be  again  restored. 
She  died  on  the  22d  of  July,  and  her 
remains  repose  hard  by  the  tomb  of 
David,  on  Mount  Zion.  Mr.  Thomp- 
son was  permitted  to  return  and  be 
with  her  in  her  last  sickness. 

Mrs.  Thompson  was  formerly  the 
head  of  a  popular  highly  useful  female 
school  at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  and  after- 
wards conducted  a  similar  institution  at 
Jamaica,  L.  I.  The  tidings  of  her  de- 
cease will  carry  sorrow  to  very  many 
whose  principles  have  been  formed  and 
minds  enlightened  by  her  instructions. 
It  should  be  added  for  the  consolation 
of  all  who  knew  and  loved  her,  (and 
the  circle  is  large)  that  during  hor  re- 
sidence in  Syria  her  piety  brightened, 
and  with  increasing  trials  her  hope 
and  confidence  in  God  increased.  Du- 
ring the  accumulated  horrors  of  earth- 
quake, war  and  famine,  she  found  peace 
and  composure  in  the  promises  of  God. 
And  during  her  last  illness,  her  faith 
rose  triumphant  over  every  fear,  and 
she  experienced  the  joyful  fulfilment 
of  God's  promise — "  Wnen  thou  pass- 
est  through  the  waters  I  will  be  with 
three." 

While  the  friends  of  missions  view 
the  event  as  mysterious  which  has  re- 
moved from  her  work  on  earth,  one 
who  was  so  well  fitted  for  usefulness, 
by  her  piety,  intelligence  and  uncom- 
mon tact  for  imparting  instruction,  let 
them  not  forget  to  magnify  that  grace 
of  God,  which  could  sustain  a  feeble 
woman  in  such  trying  scenes.  The 
details  of  her  last  days  call  upon  all 
who  trust  God,  to  trust  him  more 
firmly,  and  mve  renewed  assurance  to 
the  truth,  that  "  He  that  believeth  on 
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Qo, Prcach  the  Gospkl Markxf'u  15.

ADDRESS  TO  PERSOlfl  ASSEMBLED  AT  THE  MO>'THLT  CONCERT  FOR  PRATER. 

Dear  Brethren— To  be  a  Christian  is  to  follow  Christ ;  to  be  like 
liiniy  to  have  the  same  leading  object  in  view,  and  to  imitate  his  example 
in  the  various  ways  by  which  that  object  is  attained.  Hence  our  Saviour 
commands  his  followers  to  do  as  h^  did — deny  themselves,  and  take  up  their 
crom,  and  come  after  him.  Hence  the  Apostle  declares^  that  "  if  any  man  have 
Rot  the  spirit  of  Christi  he  is  none  of  his;"  and  exhorts  Us  to  ^'  let  the  same 
mind,"  the  same  disposition  to  deny  ourselves  for  the  sake  of  honouring  God« 
**  be  in  us  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus."  We  are  not  Christians,  theui  uih 
less  we  resemble  Christ  in  our  ruling  motive,  and  imitate  him  in  our  conduct* 

And  what  was  the  great  object  of  our  Saviour's  life  on  earth?  What  was  it 
fi>r  which  he  travelled,  and  preached,  and  fasted,  and  prayed,  and  suffered  scom^ 
stripes,  and  death  ?  It  was  for  the  glory  of  God  in  the  salvation  of  sin- 
ners. Intent  on  this,  he  gave  his  days  to  labour,  and  his  nights  to  prayer.  It 
was  this  that  made  him  say  to  his  disciples,  '<  My  meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him 
that  sent  me,  and  to  finish  his  work."  And  when  his  enterprise  of  toil  and  suf- 
fering was  approaching  its  awful  crisis,  he  exclaimed,  **  I  have  a  baptism  to  be 
baptized  with,  and  how  am  I  straitened  till  it  be  accomplished !"  as  if  the  desire 
of  his  soul  to  finish  the  work  of  redeiuptiou  were  now  so  vehement  that  no  other 
object  could  gain  a  moment's  attention  till  tliis  great  end  was  attained.  From  * 
the  day  when  he  was  found  about  his  Father's  business  amid  the  doctors  in  the 
temple,  to  the  hour  when  he  bore  liis  own  cross  up  the  weary  steep  of  Calvary, 
be  ceased  not  to  seek  his  Father's  glory  in  the  salvation  of  men. 

Here,  then,  is  our  example.  The  same  great  purpose  that  fired  the  bosom  of  the' 
Son  of  God  must  also  inilame  our  zeal,  and  inspire  our  enterprise.     The  student 
most  pursue  knowledge  for  the  glory  of  God,  or  he  pursues  it  without  the  spirit 
of  Christ.     The  merchant  must  trade,  and  the  mechanic  must  ply  his  tool,  and 
the  farmer  speed  bis  plough,  each  with  the  leading  purpose  of  making  his  labour 
subserve  the  same  end  for  which  he  who  was  called  ^'  the  carpenter's  son"  toil- 
ed 9  the  same  purpose  for  which  the  fisliermcn  of  Galilee,  the  tent-maker  of 
Tarsus,  and  the  *«  seller  of  purple"  of  the  city  of  Thyatira,  all  prosecuted  theii' 
various  labours.     Unless  this  purpose  animate  our  spirits  and  guide  oUr  pursuits, 
whatever  we  may  do  is  somctliingelse  than  Christianity.  The  professor  of  rehgioD 
who  lives  for  any  other  purpose  is,  so  long  and  so  far  as  that  other  motive  pre- 
vails, no  Christian.    He  may  wear  the  Christian  name,  but  the  ^mt^qm^  ^>u«2& 
Vox,.  VIL  ^i 
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twelk  his  bosom  is  one  which  finds  as  congenial  a  lodgment  in  the  breast  of  the 
infidel  or  the  pagan.  He  has  nothing  distinctive  of  the  follower  of  Chriii 
but  the  outward  profession  ;  and  as  for  the  rest,  he  might  as  well  be  a  Jew  or  a 
Chinese.  From  these  considerations,  we  may  derive  the  following  practical  in- 
ferences. 

1.  We  have  reason  to  think  there  is  a  vast  number  of  unsound  professors  of 
religion.  The  conduct  of  many  shows  plainly  that  they  have  no  sympathy  with 
Christ  in  those  sublime  purposes  and  endeavours  which  led  him  to  tore  away 
from  all  the  delights  of  earth,  and  even  meet  its  bitterest  evils,  and  ^*  for  the 
joy  that  was  set  before  him,  (ludure  the  cross,  despising  the  shame."  They  seek 
the  joys  of  earth,  and  seek  them  too  with  the  same  ardour  as  those  who 
profess  BO  higher  hope.  They  labour  for  the  meat  that  perisheth  as  assiduously 
as  if  they  made  no  pretensions  to  that  which  endureth  to  everlasting  life. 

3.  We  need  not  wonder  that  the  world,  after  so  many  centuries,  is  still  an- 
converted.  Tbs  reason  is,  the  salt  has  so  little  savour,  the  leaven  has  so  little 
Ufe,  there  is  so  little  Christianity  in  Christians.  Other  objects  than  the  work 
which  Christ  bequeathed  to  his  church  have  entered  into  her  soul,  and  eiigrGesed 
her  effort.  To  •*  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature'*  is  not  her  great  en- 
deavooT ;  consequently,  there  is  but  little  prayer  that  mounts  up  to  heaven,  and, 
with  the  hand  of  fkith,  touches  the  very  hem  of  the  Saviour^s  garment,  that  ein- 
braces  his  feet,  and  will  not  let  hkn  go  until  he  bestow  a  blessing.  And  there 
are  but  few  to  bring  their  substance  and  consecrate  it  to  Christ ;  and  fewer 
still  that  look  out  upon  the  darkness  of  heathenism,  and  hearing  the  dying  moaft 
of  millions  coming  up  on  every  wind,  cry  ••  here  are  we.  Lord,  send  us." 

3.  The  fact  that  Christ  is  the  model  afler  which  the  Christian  character  is 
formed,  and  his  life  the  rule  of  Christian  conduct,  also  teaches  what  must  take 
place,  in  order  that  the  world's  conversion  may  proceed  with  greater  rapidity. 
Brethren,  have  you  not  of>en  wished  for  greater  usefulness  P  Have  not  your 
hearts  sighed  at  the  thought  that  your  years  are  stealing  away  so  rapidly,  and 
leaving  behind  them  so  little  accomplished  for  the  Lord  ?  And  have  you  given 
up  in  despair  that  it  must  always  be  thus  ?  It  need  not  be  :  you  may  be  more 
useful.  The  church  is  not  bound  down  by  so  fatal  a  chain  that^ier  activity  shall 
be  for  ever  fettered.  No,  she  will  arise  and  burst  the  green  withes  and  the 
flaxen  cords ;  and  when  she  shall  bow  herself  with  all  her  mighty  then  shall  thr 
ftbric  of  error  fall.  Let  lis  be  Hke  Christ,  and  the  bringing  of  the  whole  world 
under  his  benignant  sway,  will  be  but  the  work  of  a  single  age.  And  who  that 
hopes  one  day  to  be  changed  into  the  full  and  glorious  image  of  his  Redeemer, 
but  has  some  faint  desires  to  have  its  lineaments  even  now  drawn  upon  his  soul  ^ 
Christian,  seek  to  be  like  him,  and  you  may  be  so.  Begin  this  day  to  imitate  his- 
conduct,  and  act  from  his  spirit.  Are  you  in  health  and  prosperity  ?  Think  how 
Jesus  used  his  strength  and  opportunities  of  usefulness.  Are  you  sick  or  af- 
flicted, imitate  the  patience,  the  concern  for  others,  rather  than  for  hhnself, 
which  Christ  exemplified.  Are  you  called  to  labour  with  your  hands?  Doit 
as  you  may  suppose  ^owi  ^T«at  Example  would  do  it,  were  be  on  earth,  in  your 
i  ltce«  surrounded  b^  iVie  a%tni^  ^Q\xl'^\v\<»i%^^'G^^^^'^^^A^.^%  same  diffimlfit^ 
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Pny  u  Christ  prated,  cAvnrae  u  gravely,  libour  sb  auidaoualy,  give  m  H- 
banUf,  knd  e»crific«  your  own  ewe  as  freely,  and  soon  the  blooming  graces  of 
bU  around  you  will  sliow  that  their  aoult  are  watered.

The  "  Praabyterj  of  Niagara,"  hare  re.

within  [heir  bounds.  After  briefly  stating 
the  origin  and  history  of  each  of  fourteen 
i:huichBB,  they  give,  in  their  appendix,  the 
following  summary.

ed  grastty  to  preptre  the  way  for  what 
has  beon  dooo  within  tho  three  or  four 
years  past. 

A  little  before  the  eommencemcnt  of 
1831,  two  or  throe  Presbyterian  ministers 
came  into  this  fields  and  engaged  with  Mr. 
Eastman.  From  that  time  to  the  present, 
God  has  greatly  enlarged  our  Zion.  This 
He  has  done,  so  far  as  moans  are  concern, 
ed,  chiefly  by'  protracted  meetings. 
These  commenced  in  the  churches  under 
Mr.  Eastman*s  care  ;  and  thoy  hare  been 
held,  in  many  places,  within  our  bounds, 
with  most  blessed  results.  And  we  are  re. 
minded  to  render,  as  we  do  most  cheerful. 
ly,  our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  our 
ministerial  friends  from  abroad,  who  la. 
boured  with  us  in  these  seasons  of  pro. 
tracted  effort — brothers  Currey,  Murray, 
Coleman,  Myers,  MaKyn,  and  others. 

Our  churches  are  scattered  over  a  terri. 
lory  which,  commencing  at  the  >kiagara 
river,  extends  westerly  nearly  one  hun. 
dred  miles  :  its  width  is  from  ten  to  forty 
miles.  Almost  the  whole,  within  thcuc 
limits,  is  settled.  JSesidcu  a  full  country 
population,  there  arc  many  villages  and 
important  towns — among  wiiich  are  Druip. 
mondvillo,  St.  Catherines,  Hamilton,  and 
Brantford.  These  |>laros,  as  well  as  olh. 
ers,  are  all  flourisiiing.  liut  wiiilo  tlio 
country  is  rising,  and  improving  almost 
•very  day,  still  there  is  a  great  demand  fur 
the  services  of  devoted  ministers  of  Christ. 
Afler  the  untiring  cflbrts  of  the  ministers 
of  the  Methodist  denomination,  and  adcr 
all  that  is  done  by  the  Church  of  Kngland, 
the  Kirk,  the  United  Synod,  and  the  Hap. 
lists,  still  the  field  is  not  yet  taken  up. 

That  the  desolate  places  may  be  visited, 
and  that  the  almost  destitute  may  have 
the  Gospel,  our  few  little  churches  have 
engaged  to  support  an  evangelist  within 
our  bounds,  for  at  least -a  year;  and  for 
this  purpose  tho  necessary  funds  are  se. 
cured.  Our  churches  can  do  viore  than 
this — they  teill  do  more.  The  former  ha- 
bit, with  some,  of  doing  little  or  nothing 
for  religious  purposes,  in  breaking  up  ;  and 
of  late  many  of  our  members  are  coming 
forward  in  the  support  of  benevolent  ope- 
rations,  with  a  largeness,  in  their  be. 
•towments,  that  is  truly  praiseworthy. 

Our  Presbytery  was  organized  in  May, 
1633,  consisting  of  three  ministers,  and 
leaving  under  its  care  six   churches.     At 

S resent,  it  numbers  five  ministers,  and 
as  under  its  care  fiflecn  churches,  com. 
prising  about  900  communicants.  As 
yet,  the  Presbytery  »  noV  cotiTvttlcd  with 
any  Synod. 


LOWER  CANADA. 

The  following  valuable  document — nSn. 
able  for  its  facts,  as  well  aa  the  just  light 
in  which  it  placee  them  befbre  the  mhid 
interested  in  whatever  concenis  the  ad. 
vancement  of  society — is  taken  from  tha 
Report  of  the  <*  Canada  Edacation  and 
Home  Missionary  Society,**  for  Ocioberi 
1834. 

By  the  census  of  1831,  the  popalation 
of  Lower  Canada  was  511, 000.  Of  these, 
more  than  400,000  were  Catholics :  con- 
sequently the  state,  organization  aad  rs. 
sources  of  this  Church,  claim  our  special 
attention. 

CATHOLICS  IN  LOWER  CANADA. 

There  are  at  preeent  two  Cathdic 
Bishops  in  the  Province,  tho  Bishop  of 
Qtiobec,  who  resides  at  Quebec,  and  the 
Bishop  of  Tolmesse,  whose  residence  ii 
at  Montreal.  Their  dioceses  compriw 
the  whole  of  liowcr  Canada.  The  num. 
ber  of  Catholic  clergy  in  the  Province  i} 
about  one  hundred  and  fif\y. 

The  greater  part  of  the  French  Catho- 
lics, totally  unable  to  read,  cannot  gain 
any  knowledge  of  religion  except  by  oral 
instruction,  and  being  very  superstitious, 
will  listen  to  no  religious  instruction,  ex- 
cept from  their  priests.  Taught  to  be- 
lieve  that  inevitable  damnation  awaits  all 
heretics,  and  that  all  Protestants  are  hers, 
tics,  they  shrink  with  horror  from  hereti. 
cal  influence  on  the  subject  of  religion. 
The  Catholic  priests  and  the  Catholic  re. 
ligion,  then,  in  this  country,  hare  had  the 
best  possible  opportunity  for  developing 
the  legitimate  tendency  of  their  docthoea 
and  ceremonies.  What  has  been  their 
tendency  ? 

COMPARISON  or  CANADA   WTTB  MEW. 
ENGLAND. 

As  one  mode  of  arguing  the  tendency 
of  popery,  let  us  compare  the  present  state 
of  Ix)wer  Canada  and  New.Engtand. 
This  comparison  will  show  that  soma 
cause  of  tremendous  and  fearful  power 
has  been  at  work,  to  depreas  the  French 
Catholic  population  of  this  countrj.

Some  other  denominations  have  one  or 
two  ministers  each.  But  the  greater  part 
of  the  Protestant  population  of  the  Pro. 
▼incc,  are  not  yet  gathered  into  any  rcgu. 
larly  organized  congregation.  A  portion 
of  them  are  thin^  scattered  through 
thoee  parts  of  the  Province  inhabited 
chiefly  by  Catholics.  Another  numerous 
division,  are  sprinkled  through  the  im. 
mense  tracts  of  country  which  are  but 
partially  rescued  from  the  forest.  The 
roads  are  so  inferior,  and  the  habitations 
of  Uw  Protestant  settlers  so  distant  from

each  other,  that  any  regular  ecclesiastical 
organization,  or  any  considerable  assem. 
blage  for  public  worship  at  any  given  place, 
is  nearly  impracticable. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  to  supply  a  Pro- 
testant population  of  more  than  100,000, 
there  are  not  more  than  60  regularly 
educated  and  ordained  clergymen.  There 
may  be,  in  various  parts  of  the  country, 
uneducated  men  who  hold  meetings  and 
exhort  on  the  Sabbath,  to  such  as  will  at. 
tend  their  ministrations.  No  doubt  in  the 
absence  of  services  of  a  higher  character, 
their  labours  are  productive  of  good ;  but 
still,  if  any  truth  has  been  taught  by  the 
history  of  the  church,  it  is,  that  an 
educated  stated  ministry^  is  essential  ta 
the  permanent  religious  welfare  of  a 
people. 

Without  casting  the  slightest  imputa- 
tion,  then,  on  any  denomination  of  Chris, 
tians,  or  any  class  of  ministers,  we  may 
fearlessly  say,  that  the  Protestant  popula. 
lion  of  Lower  Canada  is  destitute  of 
spiritual  instruction,  to  a  most  alarming 
and  melancholy  degree.

During  a  part  of  the  last  three  months, 
there  hae  been  a  good  degree  of  religious 
iDtereat  within  the  bounds  of  my  charge  ; 
and  through  the  grace  of  God,  several 
have  begOB  to  discharge  the  duties  and 
experienee  the  joys  of  Christians.  Two 
er  three  individuals,  who  were  supposed 
to  be  very  far  from  the  kingdom,  and  of 
eoDsiderable  influence  in  their  respective 
spherea,  have  been  added  to  the  Lord. 
Quite  a  number,  for  this  church,  will,  I 
expect,  connect  themselves  with  us  at  the 
next  communion  of  the  Lord's  supper. 
And,  on  the  whole,  we  have  great  reason 
to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  Our 
obstacles  and  discouragements  are  ccr- 
fainly  enough  to  give  a  high  relish  to  the 
Heeeings  we  experience.  There  is  the 
apathy  of  Christians,  their  worldly  minded* 
Boee,  the  prevalence  of  Romanism,  the 
•hmraoter  of  which  is  not,  in  general,  vary 
honourable    to   God*s   fourth   command- 


ment, and  many  other  obstacles  that 
might  be  enumerated.  But  with  thtf 
blessing  of  the  Lord^  we  hope  to  do* 
valiantly.

In  presenting  my  second  report,  I  would^ 
inform  you  that  where  I  reside  there  ha» 
been  a  Bibk;  Society  in  operation  for  m 
number  of  years.  It  has  supplied  the 
county  with  Bibles.  It  has  sent  this  year 
one  hundred  dollars  to  the  parent  Society .- 
There  is  a  Tract  Society  whieh  is  doing 
something.  There  is  also  a  Temperance 
Society  which  has,  by  the  blessing  of 
Heaven,  done  some  good,  and  I  hope  from 
the  present  prospect  will  increase  in  use- 
fulness.  There  have  been,  during  the 
past  summer,  four  Sabbath  Schools  iv 
operation,  embracing  more  than  one  hun- 
dred scholars.  These  schools  have  beeoi 
owned  and  blessed  of  God  to  the  con  vie-

•cholara  Aside  from  the  benevolent 
institutions  already  named,  we  have  a 
Colonization  Society.  The  monthly  cob. 
cert  of  prayer  is  attended.  Money  has 
been  also  raised  here  this  year  to  aid  the 
cause  of  Foreign  Missions  to  the  amouut 
of  about  fifly  dollars. 

Aside  frem  the  attention  which  I  have 
paid  to  the  above  named  objects,  I  have 
rede  at  one  time,  with  brother  Brown, 
one  hundred  and  fif\y  miles,  and  organized 
a  small  church  in  Wayne  county,  under 
tolerably  flattering  prospects. 

But,  for  the  most  part,  I  have  been  en. 
gaged  in  Belleview,  in  preaching  publicly, 
and  from  house  to  house ;  and  I  have 
reason  to  rejoice,  with  a  heart  glowing 
with  love  and  gratitude  to  the  Author  of 
all  good,  that  I  have  not  laboured  in  vain. 
We  had  a  camp-meeting  the  first  of  Octe. 
her.  The  preaching  commenced  on  Thurs. 
day,  at  early  caudle-lightiug,  and  con. 
tinued  until  the  following  Wednesday. 
Brother  Allen  was  with  me.  From  the 
Sabbath  the  meeting  cuntiniied  to  increase 
in  interest  until  its  clusc.  On  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  night  it  did  seem  that  the 
great  Head  of  the  church  came  down  in 
mighty  power,  and  so  awful  was  the  place, 
in  consequence  of  his  presence,  that  the 
hardiest  sinner  was  made  to  feel,  if  not  to 
tremble;  and  some  of  this  ciiaractcr  were 
made  to  bow  to  the  Lord  of  glory,  and 
thus  evidently  to  embrace  him  by  faith  as 
the  last  hope  of  a  dying  world. 

Hrethren,  pray  for  us,  that  the  little 
cloud  of  grace,  which  has  already  afforded 
OS  a  few  drops,  may  continue  to  increase, 
and  to  descend  in  copious  showers.

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1834,  the  congrregation  were  destitute  of 
ft  minister ;  aiid  had  been  during  moiit  of 
the  preceding  year.  Though  feoblo,  they 
appeared  willing  to  do  what  they  could  to 
secure  my  labours.  When  I  knew  their 
oircumstances,  the  path  of  duty  seemed 
plain.  They  had  just  completed  a  very 
neat  house  tor  worship,  at  an  expense  of 
sixteen  hundred  dollars.  This  was  done, 
not  by  subscription,  for  that  was  impossi. 
ble,  but  by  tvoelvepoor  merit  who,  resolving 
and  binding  themselres  to  build  a  house, 
determined  to  own  it  as  their  property 
oetil  the  society,  as  a  society,  might  feel 
disposed  to  purchase  it.  These  men,  mem. 
ben  of  my  congregation,  paid  9 1600,  at 
Um  time  the  house  was  building;  and 
liftTe  paid  (600  since  receiving  my  com. 
mission.  Four  hundred  are  now  due. 
Since  September  1,  the  society  have  com- 
pleted  a  session.house,  which  cost  0250 ; 
and  the  trustees  have  also  resolved  to  ap- 
propriate 1^1300,  for  the  purpose  of  pur. 
chasing  a  lot  and  erecting  suitable  build- 
ings for  a  Parsonage.  Yet  in  addition  to 
the  above,  the  tmsteoa  have  engaged  to 


pay  $300  for  the  support  of  the  Gospel  in 
this  place  this  year,  besides  the  sum  re- 
ceived from  your  Society.  All  these 
pledges  I  feel  confident  this  oong^gatioa 
will  redeem.  One  reason  for  this  oon- 
fidence  is,  it  is  easier  to  raise  (300  in  this 
society  now,  for  the  support  of  the  Gos- 
pel, than  it  was  to  raise  $150  two  years 
ago,  when  they  had  done  next  to  nothing. 
Another  reason  for  this  confidence  is, 
there  are  men  in  the  church  worth  not 
more  than  from  one  to  two  thousand 
dollars  each,  who  toil  all  day,  with  their 
hands,  for  the  support  of  their  families ; 
poor  men,  who  have  absolutely  given,  for 
the  last  year,  to  maintain  the  regular 
preaching  of  the  Word,  from  twenty  to 
fifly  dollars  each,  besides  liberal  contribu- 
tions to  the  groat  enterprises  of  Christian 
benevolence  abroad.  One  of  these  men, 
whose  wife  is  feeble  and  has  a  number  of 
small  children,  said  to  me  a  few  weeks 
since,  if  I  were  sure  I  could  earn  a  dollar 
a  day,  I  would  give  fiflv  dollars  a  year  to 
support  the  Gospel.  He  said  not  only, 
but  he  ha$  dons  it.

TJLkTXLLIMO   ON   THE  SABBATH. 
(Pwoiibed  bjr  a  Clergyman.] 

H[ATiif G  Bettled  it  in  my  raind  that  God 
quires  me  to  rest  on  the  holy  Sab- 
thy  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  pursue 
f  jouroey  on  that  day,  and  make  my 
Iculations  accordingly,  when  I  go  on 
«Td  a  boat.  I  had  heard  complaints 
minst  ministers  and  deacons  for 
^veiling  on  the  Sabbath.  On  a  late 
amey  to  the  West,  soon  after  goin^ 
I  board  the  canal  boat  at  Albany,! 
and  myself  in  company  with  ten  or 
reive  professors  of  religion,  and  some 
her  very  respectable  people.  We 
id  a  pleasant  company  :  had  our 
maona  of  devotion,  sung  snd  prayed, 
id  conversed  together,  and  passed 
le  time  very  agreeably.  But  it  was 
idenstood  that  the  minister  purposed 

•  leave  the  company,  and  not  pursue 
a  journey  on  the  Sabbath.  This 
ive  some  uneasiness  to  deacon  R., 
ho  was  one  of  the  company;  and 
ier  a  short  time  he  came  to  me,  in 
ihalf  of  the  company,  and  invited  me 

*  stay  on  board  and  preach  on  the 
abbath.  1  asked  himt  *  Do  you 
link  boats  will  run  in  the  millennium?'* 

**  No,  I  think  not,"  was  the  reply. 

**  la  it  wrong  for  them  to  run  now  ?" 

"  Yes." 

^  Shall  we  not  countenance  them  in 
f  if  we  continue  on  board  ?" 

He  replied  :  **  I  think  we  can  spend 
jr  time  aa  profitable  here  as  any 
here,  and  probably  enjoy  ourselves 
dd  families  better  than  at  a  tavern, 
ad  besides  it  would  be  expensive  for 
B  to  lie  by." 

^*  But  duty  should  be  settled,  deacon 
:.,  without  calculating  what  it  will 
3«t,  and  is  to  be  done  even  if  it  cost 
or  life,"  I  replied ;  •*  and  you  have 
lid  that  it  is  wrong  for  us  to  travel, 
nd  wrong  for  boats  to  run,  on  the 
ahbadi;  and  now  if  you  continue  on 
oafd  you  violate  the  Sabbath  with 
real  deUberation.  You  must  bear  in 
aad,  too,  that  you  and  I  bold  a  more 


responsible  station  than  others,  over 
whom  our  conduct  will  have  an  influ- 
ence, perhaps,  during  their  whole 
future  life." 

But  after  all  I  could  say,  I  did  not 
prevail  on  the  deacon  to  leave  with 
me  and  keep  the  Sabbath.  I,  how- 
ever, felt  confident  he  would  hear  from 
his  coriMcience  a  long  sermon  on  the 
same  subject. 

Contrary  to  my  expectations,  I  waa 
landed  ten  miles  from  home,  the  next 
Saturday  evening,  and  I  remained  over 
the  Sabbath,  though  my  people  wished 
mc  very  much,  and  1  had  hoped  to 
reach  home  before  the  Sabbath ;  yet  I 
think  no  one  of  my  church  here  sup- 
poses J  did  wrong  in  not  coming  on 
Sabbath  morning.  I  suppose  it  coat 
roe  about  ten  dollars  to  keep  these  two 
Sabbaths — a  cheap  price  to  ^y  for  a 
conscience  void  of  ofience  oo  thu  sab- 
ject. 


INCIDEKTS  TN  THE  HISTORY  OP  A  THEO- 
LOGICAL STUDBBT. 

The  ways  in  which  God  brings  men 
lo  the  knowledge  of  himself  are  oAen 
wonderful,  and  calculated  to  illustrate 
the  fact,  that  all  events,  even  the  moat 
minute,  are  under  the  control  of  a 
being  of  infinite  intelligence  and  good- 
ness. Persons  are  often  placed  in  cir- 
cumstances apparently  the  most  calami- 
tous, when  the  course  of  Providence 
at  length  shows  that  the  will  of  the 
Lord  thereby  was  to  do  great  and  ever- 
lasting good.  Thus  Joseph's  captivity 
in  Egypt  was  to  him,  at  first,  a  great 
calamity,  but  in  the  end  it  turned  out 
for  his  own  advancement,  and  his 
people's  preservation  from  famine  and 
death. 

Mr.  H.  M.  was  born  in  one  of  the 
small  islands  lying  near  the  coast  of 
Great  Britain.  From  his  nearness  to 
the  ocean,  his  mind  early  became  at- 
tached to  its  rude  sodety  and  darini^ 
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lefl  hia  parental  roof  to  wander  abroad 
on  the  boeom  of  the  waves.  He  visit- 
ed many  distant  place^f  and  mingled  in 
all  the  various  scenes  which  lure  the 
unwary  in  foreign  ports.  At  length,  in 
a  voyage  from  New-Orleans  to  New- 
York,  while  he  was  doing  something  at 
the  bow  of  the  vessel,  he  missed  his 
foothold  and  fell  into  the  sen,  and  the 
■lately  ship  parsed  over  him.  Some 
of  the  men,  seeing  him  fall,  ran  to  the 
hinder  part  of  the  vessel  to  see  if,  per- 
adventure,  he  might  rise  to  the  surface, 
and  relief  be  afforded  him.  Afler  look- 
ing for  some  time,  till  he  was  nearly 
given  up  as  lost,  a  person  observed  that 
the  end  of  a  rope  was  overboard,  drag- 

fing  through  the  water.  In  his  fall 
e  had  caughl  the  loose  end  of  a  line, 
and  had  presence  of  mind  given  him  to 
wrap  it  round  his  arm,  and  was  drawn 
through  the  water,  below  the  surface. 
Thus  God  had  provided  for  his  rescue. 
His  companions  laid  hold  and  drew  him 
OD  board.  He  immediately  said  to  him- 
self, *^  so  manifest  a  deliverance  must 
mean  something.  I  am  spared  for 
seme  sretit  good  or  some  great  evil ;" 
and  the  fervent  desiro  arose  in  his 
breast  that  it  might  be  for  good,  good 
to  himself  or  others. 

But  his  mind  was  dark ;  he  had  little 
knowledge  of  divine  things,  and  he  did 
not  become  particularly  anxious  about 
his  soul  at  that  time.  On  his  arrival 
in  New- York,  he  determined  to  leave 
the  sea  and  seek  employment  on  the 
land.  He  was  at  this  time  about 
Beventeen  years  of  age.  Having  en- 
gaged with  a  man  who  kept  a  house 
of  entertainment  near  the  water  side, 
he  was  set  to  sell  ardent  spirits ;  and 
so  much  pleased  was  his  employer  with 
hid  attentiveness  and  honesty,  that  he 
was  intrusted  with  the  charge  of  the 
gambling  establishment  attached  to  the 
concern !  But  his  conscience  became 
uneasy.  •*  Was  it  for  such  purposes 
as  these,"  thought  he,  «that  I  was 
rescued  from  a  watery  grave.  Then 
indeed  my  life  has  been  saved  for  an 
evil  end." 

He  resolved  to  quit  his  employer, 
and  did  so  immediately,  although 
tempting   inducements  to  stay  were 


their  care,  and  was  boand  ont  a  corpo- 
ration apprentice,  to  a  carpenter  in 
New- York.  Thus,  employment,  one 
important  barrier  against  vice,  wu 
provided.  But  «till  he  seemed  to  be 
little  benefited  as  to  opportunities  and 
means  of  grace.  His  master  was  an 
impenitent  man,  and  one  whose  impeni- 
tence was  tbrtified  by  delusive  error. 
His  associates  in  work  were  often  the 
vilest  in  principles,  conversatioD  and 
conduct.  But  amid  all  these  biadtan- 
ces  he  was  brought  to  Christ.  In 
the  providence  of  God  he  was  boarded 
with  a  widow  woman  who  feared  ike 
Lord.  Through  her  influence,  strength* 
ening  the  resolutions  which  he  had 
formed  under  the  prompting  of  con- 
science, he  was  led  to  a  regular  attend- 
ance on  the  public  worship  of  God. 
Afler  completing  the  term  of  his  ap- 
prenticeship, he  continued  to  follow 
ins  trade,  and  board  at  the  same  place, 
until  the  memorable  revivals  which 
blessed  our  land  in  the  early  part  of 
1831,  when  M.  was  found  among  the 
anxious.  His  convictions  of  sin  were 
deep,  and  when  he  embraced  the 
Saviour,  his  love  corresponded  to  the 
view  he  had  gained  of  his  need  of  sal- 
vation. 

About  two  years  afler  this,  a  minis- 
ter acquainted  with  M.,  having  often 
remarked  the  propriety  and  zeal  with 
which  be  sought  opportunities  of  use- 
fulness, hinted  to  him  that  perhaps  he 
ought  to  study  for  the  Gospel  ministry. 
At  once  he  found  that  he  had  touch^ 
a  cord  of  great  sensibility.  It  was  the 
very  subject  on  which  M.  had  been 
long  thinking ;  but  such  was  his  mo- 
dest appreciation  of  himself^  that  be 
supposed  so  high  a  hope  was  for  him 
unattainable.  A  few  weeks  of  inqaiiyi 
and  a  few  words  of  counsel,  determined 
the  matter,  and  he  commenced  study, 
supporting  himself  mainly  by  the  labour 
of  his  hands  in  the  intervals  of  study. 
He  is  now  a  member  of  one  of  «iur 
western  collegest  affording  good  pro- 
mise that  he  will  become  a  respectable 
and  devoted  minister  of  Christ. 

In  reviewing  this  brief  narrative, 
who  does  not  magnify  the  grace  of 
God,  in  bringing  *<  the  blind  by  a  way

THIlfOS  TO  BK  THOVGHT  OF  BY  AMKRI- 
CAH  CURIttTlA>S. 

[Poff  tiM  PMlor*«  Journal] 

A  Pastor's  Journal  may  profitably 
embrace  the  &ct8  of  history,  as  well 
an  events  which  come  under  his  own 
uheervatioD.  We  venture,  therefore, 
to  introduce  the  following  estimates 
and  reflections  suggested  by  the  read- 
ing of  '^Gutzlaff's  History  of  China." 
According  to  this  writer,  the  estimated 
extent  of  the  Chinese  territory  is 
3/>]0,400  square  miles;  1,298,000  of 
which  constitute  the  area  of  China 

Cooper.  **  The  whole  empire  is  thus, 
rger  than  Europe,  and  the  population 
is  at  all  events  far  more  numerous," 
being  367,000.000.  It  is  very  probable 
that  neither  the  Persian  nor  the  Macc- 
douian  empires  ever  equaled  China  in 
extent  of  territory,  or  in  populousness. 
Even  the  Roman  empire,  in  the  age  of 
Aufrastus,  could  never  muster  so  many 
Bub|ects.  Thus  stands  this  Colossus, 
peerless,  if  compared  with  any  state 
wboee  greatness  is  recorded  eiiherin 
ancient  or  modern  history.  Yet  the 
territory  of  China  exceeds  that  of  the 
United  States  only  743,020  square 
miles,  the  latter  being,  according  tu 
the  estimate  of  Mr.  Darby,  ^,257,374, 
and  the  former  3,010,400,  as  stated 
abeve.  And  the  population  of  this 
country,  according  to  Mr.  Darby,  by  a 
ratio  of  annual  increase  much  less  than 
baa  marked  its  progress  for  the  last 
forty  years,  will  be,  in  one  hundred 
yeara  from  this  time,  333,623,000, 
which  is  only  34,000,000  less  than  the 
preeent  population  of  China.  If  it  is 
doabted  whether  the  territory  of  the 
United  States  can  sustain  such  a  popu- 
lation, let  the  reader  glance  at  the  fol- 
lowing facts  in  the  history  of  China. 

**Qiih-le,  the  province  where  the 
court  is  established,  is  extremely  sandy, 
and  by  no  means  fertile.  Its  area 
comprises  about  59,700  square  miles, 
and  it  contains,  according  to  the  latest 
census,  27,990,871  inhabitanto :"  The 
area  of  the  state  of  Illinois  is  57,900 
sQoare  miles,  and  with  its  superior  fw- 
tilitj,  irho  ni/i  doubt  that  it  may  sue- 1 


tain  as  many  inhabitants  as  Chih-lc,  in 
China? 

Keang-soo  and  Gan-hwuy,  com- 
prising 81,500  sfjuare  miles,  with 
72,011,560  inhabitants,  are  exceed- 
ingly fertile,  and  perhaps  the  most 
populous  districts  of  China.  Why  may 
not  Missouri,  with  an  area  of  06,500 
square  miles,  support  an  equal  popu- 
lation, in  proportion  to  its  territory  ? 
And  why  ma^  not  the  Mississippi 
valley,  enibracmg  an  area  of  1,353,146 
square  miles,  support  as  many  inhabit- 
ants as  China  proper,  with  an  area  of 
1,208,000  square  miles  ? 

But  if  the  population  of  this  country 
shall  increase  as  rapidly  as  we  have 
supposed,  and  be  sustained  on  our  soil, 
and  religious  influence  shall  not  keep 
pace  with  its  advancement,  then,  in 
one  hundred  years,  the  conversion  of 
this  nation  may  be  as  great  a  work  as 
is  now  the  conversion  of  China.  To 
prevent  such  a  result,  how  tremendoua 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  present 
generation !  No  mind  can  estimate 
the  importance  of  fumishincr  an  ad- 
equate supply  of  the  means  of  religioue 
instruction  to  these  states  without  de- 
lay, that  they  may  bccrin  with  the  be- 
(rinning,  and  grow  with  the  growth  of 
the  nation.  Kvery  pastor  and  every 
Christian  should  awake  to  the  claima 
of  so  great  a  cause. 

FEMALES  IN  CHTNl. 

About  1800  years  ago,  there  lived  io 
China  a  celebrated  lady,  Pan-hwuy- 
pan,  sister  to  the  historian,  Pankoo. 
She  was  descended  from  an  ancient 
noble  family,  and  excelled  in  learning 
as  well  as  in  modesty.  Married  to  one 
of  the  literati  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
years,  she  acquitted  herself  of  the  du- 
ties of  a  wife  and  mot  her  so  excel  lentlT 
that  she  has  become  a  pattern  for  all 
succeeding  ages  ;  when,  Tow-hcen  be- 
ing disgioceo,  her  brother  shared,  as  a 
partisan,  the  same  lot,  and  died  of  grief 
in  a  prison.  The  emperor,  to  make  up, 
at  least,  in  some  decree,  for  the  disho-: 
nour  done  to  the  fumil}',  assigned  to  Pan- 
hwuy-pan  apartments  in  tlic  palace. 
Here  she  published  the  joint  labour  of 
herself  and  her  brother,  a  history  which 
commences  with  Kaou-tsoo,  and  ends 
with  Wang-nlan^^  from  206  a«  c.  ta 
A.  D.^i.    S\i^  \^<aASU&  toiScj  >iBiR^ Ns^ 
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struct  ress  of  tko  empress,  and  was  the 
leading  star  of  the  imperial  court.    In 
this  capacity  she  wrote  her  instruc- 
tions for  femaleSf  comprised  in  seven 
rules,  in  which  she  asserts  that  the  fe- 
male sex  is  the  lowest  of  the  human 
species,  and  that  to  them  belongs  the 
execution  of  inferior  duties.  Formerly, 
when  a  daughter  was  born,  she   was 
laid  on  the  ground  upon   rags,   where 
she  was  for  three  days  forgotten   and 
neglected.     On  the  third  day  the  fa- 
ther presented  her  to  the  family,  whilst 
be  laid  before  her  some  bricks,  her  on- 
ly toys.      **  Think   on   the    degraded 
state,  young  ladies,  which  nature  has 
assigned  to  you,  and  fulfil  yoQr  duties 
accordingly !    Rut  the  daughter  does 
not  always  remain  a  daughter ;  when 
having  reached  the  state  of  maturity, 
she  becomes  a  wife  ;    and  it  is  in  this 
state  of  hfe  that  she  has  to  show  the 
most  implicit  obedience   to  her  lord  ; 
her  all  belongs  to   her  husband ;  she 
has  nothing  to  claim,   nothing  to  pos- 
sess; her  husband  is  her  heaven,  her 
all.     Her  husband  possesses  the  most 
iinbonnded  liberty';  he  may  marryduring" 
the  life  of  his  wife,  or  after  her  death, 
as  many  wives  as  he  chooses  ;  but  in  a 
woman  a  second  marriage  is  criminal. 
She  has  to  obey  the  relations  of  her 
husband  with  pious  reverence,  and  to 
serve  them  in  every  way.     Even  when 
she  is  repudiated   and   neglected,   she 
ought  to  love  and  to  obey  her  husband." 
Such  are   the   sentiments  of   China's 
greatest   daughter  upon  her  own  sex  ; 
if  she  had  said,  you  ought  to  be  the  ab- 
ject slaves  of  your  husbands,  she  would 
have  comprehended  her  seven  rules  in 
one  sentence.     This  celebrated  writer 
died  in  the  TOthyear  of  her  age,  praised  i 
and  regretted  by  all  the  learned  of  the 
empire.  She  is  still  considered  as  one  of 
the  best  writers  tfiat   China  ever  pro- 
duced ;  and  her  seven  rules  are  regard- 
ed with  religious  reverence.    Thus  the 
females  of  China,  during  the  lapse  of 
eighteen  centuries,  have  been  bound  in 
conscience,  so   far  as  conscience  can 
exist  under  the   operation  of  such  in- 
structions, to  the  degradation  imposed 
on  them  by  a  writer  of  their  own  sex, 
whose  precepts  that  immense   nation. 
for  so  many  ages,  \\a\o  ftvx\iCT^\!\\!\ow'a\^ 
obeyed  as  oracu\ar   anil  iv\vv\c.    'V\\t 
debasement  of  womeu  \><i\\\^  vViws  vcv- 


terwoven  with  the  religion  of  the  lU' 
tion,  men  are  degraded  as  a  necessary 
consequence,  and  the  millions  of  China 
are  lost  to  those  lof^y  sentiments  of  in- 
tegrity and  virtue,  which  the  elevation, 
reiinement  and  purity  of  the  female  cha- 
racter, in  its'best  estate,  alone  are  able  to 
diffuse  and  maintain.  The  history  of 
the  world  assures  us,  that  mothers  and 
daughters  hold  in  their  bands,  under 
God,  the  destinies  of  nations.  So  it  is  in 
China,  and  the  nation  is  destroyed  by  the 
perversion  of  the  power  of  female  inflo- 
ence.  Could  that  influence  be  regain- 
ed, and  woman  be  placed  upon  the  ele- 
vation which  Christianity  assigpra  to 
her,  the  ferocity  and  seroi-barbarian- 
ism  of  China  might  soon  be  exchanged 
for  the  improvements  of  Christian  na- 
tions, enabling  them  to  appreciate  the 
temporal  benefits  of  the  Gospel,  and 
opening  their  minds  to  the  reception 
of  its  saving  power. 

But  our  prmcipal  object  in  sketching 
this  little  scrap  of  history,  is  to  remiira 
American  females  of  their  responsibili- 
ties to  the  nation  which  has  given  them 
birth.     Should  this  nation   ultimately 
equal  in  population  the  empire  of  China, 
which  we  see  no  reason  to  doubt,  its 
immortal  destinies   rise  before  us  in 
solemn  prospect.     If  Christianity  gain 
and  hold  the  ascendency,  and  exert  its 
mild  and  saving   influences  upon  the 
teeming  millions  which  are  yet  to  be 
born  in  this  land,  then  may  the  nation 
be  saved.  For  the  diffusion  of  these  iofla- 
ences,  our  iiopes  are  especially  center- 
ed upon  American  mothers  and  daugh- 
ters.    To  them  the  God  of  providence 
and  of  grace  has  given,  in  this  coiuitrj, 
the  elevation  and  influence,  which  they 
are  fitted  to  maintain.    Let  them  exert 
that  influence  now^  and  unite  with  the 
ministers  ofour  holy  religion  in  impress 
ing  the  j>recepts  of  the   Gospel  upon 
every  mind  in  the  circle  of  every  fami- 
ly, while  the  nation  is  yet  young,  and 
victory  is  easily  achieved.     But  neg- 
lect it  now,  and  let  infidelity  and  false 
religion   become   the  reigning  power 
among  us,  and   another   century  may 
hardly  have  passed  away,  before  the 
females  of  America,  like  those  of  Chi- 
na, will  have  become  the   s^laves  of  a 
vkevworalizcd  and  dograded  community

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MONTHLY  CONCERT. 

At  the  CoDcert  of  Prayer  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  last  month,  the  newi 
was  fresh  in  this  country  of  the  murder  of  Lyman  and  Monson  by  the  violence 
of  the  heathen  in  Sumatra.    The  intelligence  too  had  recently  reached  ua  of 
the  death  of  Dr.  Morrison,  the  learned,  laborious,  long  tried  and  indefatigable 
Missionary  to  China.    Mrs.  Ramsay,  of  India,  was  dead ;  and  the  sympathies  of 
American  Christians  were  just  then  melted  into  tenderness  by  the  touching 
story  of  the  sufferings  and  decease  of  tlie  intelligent,  refined,  lovely  and  devoted 
Mrs.  Thomson,  in  the  Holy  Land,  who  was  carried  by  strangers  to  her  grrave 
on  the  top  of  Mount  Zion,  near  the  sepulchre  of  David,  and  not  far  from  the 
scene  where  **  David's  greater  Son"  was  buried  and  rose  from  the  dead,  as  an 
earnest  of  the  joyful  resurrection  of  all  who  are  buried  in  the  likeness  of  his 
death.    These  mournful  tidings,  borne  home  to  our  cliurchcs  in  rapid  succession 
from  difibrent  portions  of  the  pagan  world,  suggested  many  topics  of  prayer 
suited  to  the  occasion,  and  gave  an  interest  to  the  Monthly  Concert  of  Febru- 
aryt  1835,  which  cannot  soon  be  forgotten.    Tender  and  dccp-toned  supplica- 
tions were  offered  to  the  Father  of  mercies  on  behalf  the  bereaved  widows, 
and  husbands,  and  orphan  babes  of  those  who  had   fallen  in  the  midst  of  their 
labours  of  love.  There  was  mourning,  on  that  evening,  and  brokenness  of  spirit ; 
and   yet  there  was  courage  in  prayer.     The  sense  of  weakness  which  was 
wrought  by  these  afflictions  imparted  new  energy  to  faith.     Ab  confidence  in 
man  was  shaken,  confidence  in  God  was  made  strong.     We  know  not  how 
generally  this  was  the  experience  of  the  churches,  but  we  have  been  assured 
by  many  that  such  was  their  experience,  and,  for  ourselves,  we  can  truly  say 
that  we  never  before  took  part  in  a  concert  of  prayer  so  full  of  encouragement. 
The  brilliant  success  which  had  hitherto  attended  some  portions  of  the  mission- 
ary enterprise,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  the  largeness  of  its  object,  and  the  in- 
creasing facilities  for  its  prosecution,  had  given  to  the  work  of  the  world's  con* 
version,  in  many  minds,  an  aspect  of  romantic  grandeur,  as  deceitful  as  it  was 
exhilarating.    But  the  discipline  of  God's  providence  had  now  begun  to  teach 
us  the  difierence  between  the  poetry  of  missions,  and  the  self-sacrificing  details 
of  its  sufibrings  and  labours,  amid  perils  on  the  deep  and  perils  among  the  hea- 
then.    Bustling  and  buoyant  with  hope,  the  churches  seemed  almost  to  have 
for^tten  that  the  work  of  missions,  whose  ultimate  triumph  is  secured^by  Je- 
hovah's promise,  must  involve  so  much  sacrifice  of  life,  so  many  heart-rending 
bereavements  and  trials.     They  who  were  bearing  the  heat  and  burden  of  the 
day*  in  actual  service,  knew  something  of  these  trials,  and  we  had  read  their 
Vol.  VII.  23 
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story  of  sufierings,  and  had  published  their  hiographiei,  when  one  here  and  an- 
other there  had  been  called  home  to  his  rest  in  heaven.  But  we  did  not  suffi- 
ciently realize  that  the  missionary  work,  in  its  progress,  is  essentially  and  char- 
acteristically a  work  of  self-denial,  sacrifice  and  periL  Even  the  young  men 
who  were  pursoiug  their  education,  with  a  view  to  missionary  labours  in  distant 
regions,  were  in  danger  of  forgetting  the  toils,  the  sujSerings  and  the  privatiou 
of  the  work,  in  their  poetic  and  imaginative  conceptions  of  immediate  and  visible 
triumph  and  glory.  It  was  needful  that  God  should  speak.  And  he  did  speak, 
once,  yea  twice,  and  again,  and  again,  **  Power  BELoifOETH  ukto  me.**  We 
felt  the  rebuke,  and  hoped  that  it  might  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  our 
humihation  before  tlie  throne.  Our  prayer  was  that  the  Lord  would  say  to  the 
destroying  angel,  *<  Jt  U  enough  ;^^pyi  up  Ihy  noord,"  But  it  was  not  enough. 
We  yet  gloried  in  our  strength.  We  looked  away  from  the  places  left  vacant 
by  the  dead,  and  counted  the  number  of  the  living,  and  said  these  are  the  men  ;— 
these  we  will  call  **  Repairers  of  the  breaches,  the  Restorers  of  i>aths  to  dwell 
in  ;*'  and  our  confidence  was  not  only  in  God.  Another  rebuke  was  needed  to 
humble  the  pride  of  the  churches,  and,  the  more  effectually  to  accomplish  its 
end,  the  rod  of  chastisement  must  strike  where  all  could  see  and  all  could  feel. 
Thus,  before  another  month  was  half  ended,  he  who  was  most  conspicnooe  in 
the  cause  of  missions,  the  senior  Secretary  of  the  American  Board,  the  lamented 
Wisner,  known  to  the  friends  of  missions  not  only  here,  but  in  all  lands,  and 
confided  in  as  extensively  as  be  was  known,  as  the  devoted,  the  judicious,  the 
energetic  leader  of  a  nation's  enterprise  in  the  work  of  the  world's  converskm, 
is  cut  down  in  the  midst  of  his  labours.  Who,  in  the  United  States,  that  cares 
for  the  salvation  of  men,  had  not  heard  of  Dr.  Wisner?  And  who  that  knew 
him  well,  did  not  admire  his  zeal,  the  largeness  of  his  conceptions,  the  system- 
atic and  detailed  accuracy  of  his  plans,  and  the  vigour  and  energy  with  which  be 
carried  them  into  execution  !  But  the  man  in  whom  all  confided  to  do  grett 
things  is  gone,  and  the  place  so  lately  occupied,  and  in  such  rapid  succession, 
by  Worcester,  and  Evarts,  and  Cornelius,  and  Wisner,  is  again  vacant;  and 
God  only  can  fill  it. 

We  are  called  then  to  another  Monthly  Concert,  in  which  they  who  deeply 
sympathize  in  the  trials  of  the  missionary  enterprise,  can  be  at  no  loss  for  topicf 
of  prayer,  of  deep  and  thrilling  interest.  The  voice  of  God  in  this  quick  suc- 
cession of  afilictions  and  bereavements,  is  doubtless  intended  to  impress  upoothe 
churches  important  lessons  of  practical  instruction.  It  reproves  us  of  sio.  It 
inculcates  humility.  It  calls  us  back  from  the  buoyancy  of  fancied  triumph,  to 
contemplate  the  sober  realities  of  labours  yet  to  be  performed,  suflTerings  to  be 
endured,  and  sacrifices  of  wealth,  and  ease,  and  life,  to  be  made.  It  points  us  to 
poets  of  danger,  of  toil,  of  usefulness  and  extensive  influence  to  be  filled,  and  it 
utters  the  inquiry  in  the  ears  of  the  churches,  ^»  Whom  shall  I  send,  and  who 
will  go  for  us  f  Who  has  the  deeply  exercised  conscience,— who,  the  decision,— 
who,  the  willingness  to  make  personal  sacrifices  in  the  cause  of  missions,  which 
enlightened  views  of  the  Gospel  demand  ?  Who  possesses  the  piety,  the  talent, 
and  the  training,  to  ^  and  take  the  places  so  lately  vacated  by  the  laoented 
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dead  t .  And  vho  will  occupy  the  thounDd  other  parte  of  eqaiJ  peril,  mad  nee- 
felneta,  and  influence,  wbich  have  never  been  vacated  becauie  thej  were  never 
filled  !"  But  in  oar  view  of  such  providcncea,  we  need  make  no  addresi  to  our 
Chrirtian  brethren.  The  I^rd  Bpeeka :  let  the  churches  hear.  Be  humble,  be 
pMiileDt,  be  willing  to  obey,  and  pray  je  the  Lord  of  the  harveat  to  aeiid  forth 
atbertabourera,aiidmthemid8tof  the  afflictioDsof  Zion.be  rtrong  in  the  Lord. 
Ponder  the  voice  that  apeaketh  from  heaven,  "Fear  not,  little  flock,  for  it  k 
jonr  Fatbar'a  good  pleasure  te  give  you  the  kingdom."

I  is  agreeably  diversified  by  broad  swelling 
hilla  of  gDQtle  deeliiily,  with  a  few  mora 
I  lofty  and  precipiloai  elovslions,  which 
I  form  the  commencement  of  ranges  of 
mounliina,  oitending  eouth  through  Ver- 
mont and  Naw-IIampshUe,  It  la  wsll 
wstorod  by  rivers  interjecting  the  coontiy 
in  varioua  directiona,  and  flowing  norttt 
into  the  St.  Lairrenue.  Tlie  soil  is  good, 
and  when  properly  cultivated,  produces 
large  crops  of  grasa,  wheal,  oats  and  po- 
tatoes.   The  climate  is  in  a  bJgh  degree 

A  little  more  than  forty  jean  si&ee, 
this  whole  territory,  extending  north, 
from  the  boundary  line  of  fba  United 
J  States,  OS  fir  as  the  St.  Lawrence  flats, 
I  and  within  fifty  miles  of  the  St.  Lawrenee 
I  itself,  was  an  unbroken  forest.  But  now 
I  it  ii  divided  into  townabips,  from  ten  to 
tweivs  miles  square,  eitenaivelj  cleared, 
I  and  more  or  leas  thickly  setUed.  They 
eooUin  a  population  of  Irom  50ta60,000, 
mostly  Frotestsnii,  end  amigrmnts  ttotn 
Naw.Bngland,  principally  from  Vsrmont, 
New-Hampsbtio  and  Massachusetts. 

The  motives  which,  at  first,  led  to  the 
MtUement  of  the  Townships,  yon  are 
aware,  were  very  diSbrant  from  thoea 
which  influenced  our  fathers  to  teare  tha 
green  fields  of  their  native  country  for 
the  wilds  of  New. England.  The  latter 
timgliX,  ptrnned,  lived  and  acted  with  a 
loiee,  ttnnaliiil,  higi.miititd  rigard  for 
Ibe  utt/ar*  of  their  eliJdrcn'*  chiUrtn, 
With  great  self  denial,  and  with  a  deep 
and  thoroogh  knowledge  and  love  of  (tsl 
which  conatitotes  man's  highest  temporal 
ind  elamsl  good,  they  early  made  ample 
provision  for  the  intellectual  and  moral 
culture  of  •oeeeedingganerationa.

PARTICULAR  FIELDS. 

It  was  apparent  that  very  little  perma. 
nent  good  would  bo  done  by  adopting  an 
itinerating  course  of  missionary  labour; 
accordingly,  with  the  advice  of  the  breth. 
ren  already  in  the  field,  we  located  our. 
selves,  the  one  in  Stanstead,  and  the 
other  in  Melbourne,  and  laboured  with  a 
view  of  preparing  the  way  for  the  pcrma. 
nent  establishment  of  a  Gospel  ministry. 

STANSTEAD. 

This  township  lies  directly  north  of 
Derby,  Vt.,  having  lake  Memphremagog 
on  the  west,  106  miles  S.  E.  from  Mon. 
treal,  and  205  miles  S.  W.  from  Quebec. 
It  is  a  good  township  of  land,  and  surpass.

ever  organized  in  the  Townsiiips.  It  was 
brought  into  being  through  the  instrumen. 
tality  of  a  few  sons  and  daughters  from 
the  county  of  Hampshire,  Mass.  A  good 
old  man,  now  in  his  grave,  commenced  in 
the  early  settlement  of  Stanstead,  Sab. 
bath  loading,  and  prayer  meetings.  For 
yoars,  they  were  maintained  with  the  reg. 
ularity  of  the  returning  Sabbath,  in  seed 
time  and  harvest.  Occasionally  a  mis- 
sionary from  the  Connecticut  Missionary 
Society,  labouring  in  Vt.,  would  pass  tlie 
line,  and  preach  a  lecture.  The  Lord  bless- 
ed these  scanty  means,  and  souls  were 
hojiefully  converted,  and  a  little  church 
gathered,  but  it  has  been,  and  is  still,  an 
afllictcd  church. 

For  some  time  previous  to  the  arrival  of 
your  missionary,  a  dark  cloud  had  rested 
upon  it.  They  were  ready  to  hang  their 
harps  upon  the  willows,  while  they  heard 
the  reproach  of  many. 

We  need  not  say  that  your  missionary 
arriving  at  this  juncture,  was  most  cor. 
dially  wclconied.  He  spent  most  of  hia 
time  in  eftbrts  to  collect  the  scattered 
members  of  this  broken  church,  and  to 
unite  them  in  heart  and  hand.  Before  ho 
left,  he  had  the  happiness  of  seeing  the 
church  come  forward,  with  only  throe  or 
four  exceptions,  and  ezpreaa  their  eonfi. 
dence  in  the  articles  of  faith  which  had 
been  set  aside,  and  renew  their  covenant. 
This  took  place  at  the  close  of  a  day  of 
fasting  and  prayer ;  it  was  a  day  of  no  or- 
dinary interest  to  that  little  church.  The 
congregation  had  increased  from  about  50 
to  200  or  more. 

Your  missionary  left  that  interesting 
flock  with  regret,  and  with  many  testimo. 
nials  of  gratitude  for  the  interest  which 
the  Hampshire  Association  had  taken  in 
their  welfare,  as  well  as  for  the  labours  of 
your  missionary. 

MKLBOURNK. 

Melbourne  is  situated  on  the  west  bank 
of  the  river  St.  Francis,  about  75  miles 
from  its  entrance  into  the  St.  Lawrence, 
and  about  60  N.  K.  from  Stanstead. 

This  was  one  of  the  first  townships,  in 
which  a  permanent  settlement  was  made. 
It  presents  a  wide  and  encouraging  field 
for  missionary  labour.    Here  your  mis. 
sionary  located  himself,  and  extended  his 
labours  up  and  down  the  river  25  miles, 
preaching  publicly,  and  from  house  to 
house,  as  opportunity  presented.     Within 
this  extent  are  the  rising  towns  of  Dur. 
ham,     Hingaey,     Melbourne,     Shiptoo«

In  comineDclDg  his  laboon  here,  your 
miMionmry  found  do  little  difficulty*  For 
a  eeason,  it  was  doubtful  whether  he 
would  be  able  to  obtain  a  boarding  place. 
At  first,  only  aeven  came  out  to  hear  him ; 
but  the  acene  wae  aoon  changed.  The 
congregation  increaaed,  and  Uie  people 
manifested  more  and  more  a  desire  to  en- 
joy the  ministrations  of  a  faithful  Congre. 
gational  or  Presbyterian  minister.  From 
aeven,  his  congregation  had  increaaed,  be. 
ibre  he  left,  to  near  two  hundred !  Indi. 
Tiduals  often  came  to  him,  to  know  if  he 
«oald  not  get  eome  one  to  take  his  place, 
when  it  became  necessary  for  him  to  re- 
turn to  his  own  people.  Although  there 
was  DO  church  iu  the  place,  of  our  deno- 
mination,  individuals  came  forward,  and 
paid  for  the  board  and  horsekeepiog  of 
your  missionsry;  and  in  yarious  wajrs, 
gave  him  reason  to  believe  that  his  labours 
had  been  highly  appreciated,  and  most 
thankfully  received.. 

Our  hearts  ache,  at  the  bare  prospect  of 
having  that  spot  left  for  a  single  week 
without  a  faithful  watchman.  The  peo. 
pie  are  anxious  to  obtain  one.  The  field 
IS  wide,  interesting,  and  important.  A 
little  cliurch  might  soon  be  gathered ;  and 
A  fountain  of  salvation  there  be  unsealed, 
which  would  send  forth  its  hesling,  life- 
giving  waters  through  all  that  region. 
But,  dear  sir,  this  cannot  take  place  with. 
out  a  faithful  minister  of  Christ;  and 
where  shall  they  look  for  one  ?  In  vain,  to 
every  quarter  but  to  your  noble  Society, 
towards  which   their    eyes  are  directed. 

We  hope,  dear  sir,  that  they  are  not  di. 
rected  to  you  in  vain.  You  will  feel  for 
them,  and  pray  for  them,  if  you  cannot 
speedily  send  them  a  missionary. 

We  commend  this  field  to  your  sympa. 
ihy,  your  prayers,  and  your  charity. 

UNITED  LABOUaS PROTaACTBD   MEKTING.

Our  visit  to  Shipton  will  ever  stand  set 
among  the  prominent  ineidents  of  oar  ais- 
sion.  We  can  truly  say,  that  we  have 
never  mingled  in  scenes  of  more  thrillisf 
interest.'  The  communion  of  saints,  tbs 
private  conversations,  the  family  wonhi^ 
the  public  and  social  meetings,  the  part, 
in^  scenes,  made  an  impression  on  oar 
mmds,  deep  and  permanent.  Six  individa* 
als  were  received  into  the  church ;  three 
by  letter,  and  three  by  profession.  Tboie 
who  joined  by  profession,  had  long  iodol. 
ged  the  hope  of  pardoned  sin,  and  recoa. 
cileation  with  Gcxl.  One  of  them  resided 
45  miles  from  the  place  of  worship,  boo. 
ther  30,  and  the  other  12. 

The  communion  service  was  closed  by 
singing  the  parting  hymn —

Our  beuru  in  Christian  lov«.** 

As  we  were  retiring,  the  good  people 
gathered  around  us,  and  took  us  by  the 
hand ,  and,  with  tears  and  faltering tongoef, 
bade  us  farewell;  thanking  us  over 
and  over  again  for  having  pity  on  them, 
and  thanking  God  for  inclining  us  '*to 
come  to  these  ends  of  the  earth,  and  tbii 
wilderness  world,**  as  they  called  it  Said 
one  old  lady,  leaning  on  the  top  of  hei 
staff,  bending  under  the  weight  of  near 
threescore  years  and  ten,  taking  ns  by 
the  hand,  **  I  must  now  bid  yon  farewtll, 
sorrowing  most  of  all,  that  I  shall  seeyoer 
faces  no  more  on  earth ;  I  hope  to  meet 
you  in  heaven.  I  have  got  almost  to  my 
journey^s  end.  Time  is  short.  Soon,  if 
we  are  the  children  of  God,  we  shall  meet 
to  part  no  more.  Blessed  hope !  May  God 
bless  you,  and  vonr  dear  ftmilies  and  peo-

Efforte  shoilld  be  made  to  secure  for 
Canada,  as  speedily  ss  possible, 

1.  A  competent  number  of  pious,  devo. 
ted,  well-educated  evangelical  ministers. 
The  number  of  such  is  very  small,  while 
the  demand  is  every  day  increasing.  For 
the  want  of  them,  thousands  are  per- 
ishingin  their  sins. 

3.  Th«re  must  be  eetablbhed,  soma, 
where  in  the  townships— ^nrobably  Stan- 
stead—Bible,  Tract  and  Sabbath  School 
Book  Depositories. 

These  are  all  now  very  much  needed. 
Without  them  we  know  not  how  the  real 
wante  of  the  people,  especially  the  rbing 
generation,  can  be  supplied. 

3.  The  labours  of  a  general  sgont  for 
Canada  should  be  secured.  This  is  ne- 
cessarf  to  bring  the  real  condition  of 
Canada  before  the  public  ;  for  the  origi. 
nating  of  plans  for  tho  moral  improvement 
of  the  people,  and  for  giving  unity,  bar- 
mony,  and  efficiency  to  all  such  plans. 

4.  An  institution  of  learning  should  ba 
esUblished,  in  which  Protestant  children 
may  be  educated  for  either  of  the  learned 
professions,  especially  for  the  mlnistrr. 

Now  is  evidently  an  important  crbis  in 
the  moral  history  of  Canada.  Let  the 
churches  in  New.England  arise  and  im. 
prove  this  crisis,  as  uiey  now  may,  and 
unborn  millions  will  rise  up  and  eall  them 
blessed.  The  oause  of  Christ  will  revive, 
and  extend  ite  redeeming  influence  over 
those  fair  regions,  over  which  the  **man 
of  sin**  now  reigns.  But  let  our  churches 
monopolise  the  means  of  grace,  and  turn 
a  dear  ear  to  the  cry  that  comes  to  them 
from  the  north,  and  sleep  away  the  pre* 
sent  opportunities  of  building  up  there  tha 
Redeemer's  kingdom,  and  infidelity  and 
Romanism  will,  in  all  probability,  in  hor. 
rid  triumph,  insult  the  dying  agonies  of 
the  remnant  of  the  children  of  God.

But 
as  we  valued  him  while  living,  we  axpa. 
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rience  ft'meUncholy  pIoMure,  in  ■ympaihy 
with  his  bereaved  people,  in  reeording  the 
following  tribute  to  hit  memory,  contained 
in  a  letter  from  the  elders  of  the  church* 
of  Clark  iburgh,  making  application  for 
another  minister,  to  enter  into  the  labours 
of  their  late  beloved  pastor. 

Mr.  Brooks'  great  anxiety  for  the  well. 
fare  of  his  flock  was  manifested  on  his 
death- bed.  But  a  few  minutes  before  his 
departure,  he  requested  that  the  church 
hero  should  not  be  without  a  pastor  for 
one  month.  This  dying  request  we  are 
anxious  to  comply  with,  or  as  nearly  so 
as  practicable.  We  know  of  no  other 
source  from  which  to  obtain  help  but 
through  the  Homo  Missionary  Society. 

The  church  is  small  in  point  of  num. 
hers,  as'  well  as  means  of  supporting  a 
minister.  At  this  time,  especially,  their 
means  are  nearly  exhausted  in  erecting  a 
meeting-house.  They  have  already  ex. 
pended  91000,  and  the  house  is  not  yet 
BO  far  completed  as  to  admit  pf  preaching 
in  it.  Wo  earnestly  solicit  the  attention 
of  the  Board  to  our  destitute  situation J 
and  confidently  hope  that  immediate  mea- 1 
mires  will  be  taken  to  supply  us.

From  a  late  interesting  report  of  Mr.

The  other  half  of  my  time  I  gave  to 
vacant  congregations,  wherever  I  could 
find  them,  until  the  1st  of  January,  1835. 
Then  my  labours  commenced  in  Evans- 
villo,  Ind.,  10  miles  from  Henderson. 
You  have  learned  the  state  of  things  there 
from  brother  Butler.  I  expect  to  preach 
there  half  of  my  time  for  three  months. 
They  have  subscribed  about  $35  for  that 
time.  It  is  an  important  place,  and  ought 
to  have  a  minister  on  the  ground.  It  bids 
fair  to  become  the  largest  town  between 
Louisville  and  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio. 

WIDE   FIELDS  OV  DESOLATION. 

This  part  of  the  valley  of  the   Missis, 
sippi  is  peculiarly  destitute.    No  Presby. 
tcrian  preacher  resides  in   less  than  o5 
miles  of  me  in  any  direction.    There  mim 
about  30  counties  around  me,  sustaining 
a  population  of  upwards  of  100,000  souls, 
who  have  but  little  preaching  of  any  kind. 
Occasionally,    in    each    neighbourhood, 
where  little  log  meeting-houses  are  erect, 
ed,  a^ermcnis  preached  by  a  Baptist  or 
Methodist.     To  the  praise  of  the  latter  be 
it  spoken,  that  in  no  corner  of  this  desolate 
field  can  it  be  said,  that  Methodiste  have 
not  published  the   good  news    of  great 
joy.     Still,  their  success  is  small,  and  like 
all  otiier  denominations,  their  number  of 
members  is  small.    While  so  much  is  to 
be  done ;  while  the  people  on  this  side  of 
the  river  are  favourably  disposed  towards 
Presbyterian  ministers,  and  many  of  them 
are  willing  to  contribute  liberally  for  their 
support,  ought  not  something  to  be  done  7 
I  could  mention  several  yrerj  important 
places  on  the  river,  which  do  a  large  busi. 
ness   for  the  back    country,    and    have 
scarcely  any  preaching.    I  mention  only 
one,  which  I  have  visited — Owensboro', 
or  the  Yellow  Banks,  the  seat  ofjustice, 
situated  most  beautifully  on  the  Ohio,  in 
a  county  of  fine  land,  and  containing  a 
population  of  400  souls,  has  no  organized 
church    of  any   denomination,    and  no 
preaching,  except  a  sermon  from  a  Baptist

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lawyer  of  that  plaee  told  me  that  the  peo. 
plo  were  anxious  to  hare  preaching,  that 
they  would  like  a  Presbyterian,  and  would 
raise  about  9^0  towards  his  support. — 
Owensboro*  demands  immediate  attention. 
The  Catholics  are  making  an  establish- 
ment in  the  county,  and  will  no  doubt  go 
into  town  as  soon  as  a  favourable  opportu- 
nity offers. 

Owensboro'  is  about  30  miles  from  Hen. 
derson.  I  should  feel  grestly  strengthen, 
ed,  if  a  Presbyterian  would  settle  there. 
He  would  have  a  large  field,  and  I  should 
be  his  nearest  neighbour. 

May  God  look  down  with  pittyiog  eye, 
and  send  labourers  into  this  pari  of  his 
great  vineyard. 

INDIANA   AND   ILLINOIS. 
AN   APPEAL  FOR   MISSION AXIES. 

In  connexion  with  the  foregoing  state, 
ments  from  Mr.  M*Afee,  it  seems  proper 
to  introduce  the  following  affecting  ap. 
peal  on  behalf  of  a  portion  of  the  same 
field,  and  the  adjoining  counties  of  Indi. 
ana  and  Illinois,  which  we  have  recently 
received  over  the  united  signature  of 

The  Rev,  Stephen  Bliaa,  and  the  Rev, 
Isaac  Bennett,  dated  Wabash  Co.,  II- 
linois. 

What  cnn  be  done  to  revive  the  hopes 
and  sustain  in  existence  our  destitute 
churches  in  the  Southern  snd  Eastern 
parts  of  Illinois  ?  Here  is  an  extensive 
country,  and  very  important  portion  of 
our  Western  Zion,  which  hitherto* ap- 
pears to  have  been  overlooked  and  neg- 
lected, in  the  great  extensive  missionary 
operations  of  the  day.  Your  missions, 
ries  all  stop  short,  turn  aside,  or  pass  by 
this  extensive  field.  We  esteem  it  our 
duty  to  mnke  a  full  expose,  and  sn  hum- 
ble and  affectionate  appeal  to  the  Mission, 
ary  Boards  and  Theological  Seminaries 
at  the  East,  in  behalf  of  the  famishing 
churches  in  this  section.  Wherever  we 
turn  our  eyes,  we  see  little  but  a  vast,  a 
fearful  desolation.  Begin  at  Darwin, 
Clark  Co.,  on  the  Wabash,  run  a  line 
west  to  the  Okan  river,  thence  down  that 
river  to  the  Mississippi.  Rising  of  twenty 
counties,  the  oldest,  and  some  of  them 
the  most  populous  in  the  State,  lie  south 
of  that  line.  Here  Romanism,  Arianism, 
Univcrsalism,  Campbelism,  Deism,  and 
almost  every  other  delusion  prevail.  Here 
are  seventeen  Presbyterian  churches, 
widely  separated,  many  destitute,  famish, 
ing,  and  some  expiring,  supplied  by  only 
four  minislOTS,  most  of  whom  have  been 
Jong  in  the  field  and  neaiA^'  ^i>Ttv  wA..  M\

our  homblt  eff«iff^  to  imtaiB  tlM^p 
eharehes,  to  raiae  vp  fmier*  in  ~ 
places,  and' introduce  the  Tttrioos 
of  instruction,  are  necessarily 
and  feeble.  For  five  years  or  more,  hnm 
of  our  number  have  been  riding  tbeaeaade 
of  milee^  preaching  every  where  day  and 
night,  oAen  with  nature  confpletely  ex. 
hausted,  hepiRgto  hold  out  a  littW  longer, 
striving  to  keep  these  churches  alive,iiD. 
til  additional  labourere  could  come  to  our 
aid.  The  churches  too  have  been  anx- 
iously crying  for  help.  But  they  reeeiyt 
no  response ;  their  fond  hopes  are  blatfted. 
No  additional  labourers  can  be  obtained. 
One  of  our  number  has  joat  returned  from 
the  East,  having  flattered  himself  and  en- 
couraged the  churches,  that  he  woold 
bring  with  him  two  or  three  Missionaries. 
He  hss  been  faithful  in  his  efforts,  but  bes 
returned  alone  in  despondency — ^is  almost 
daily  met  with  the  heartrending  qoestioo, 
Where  are  our  missionaries  7  We  knov 
not  what  reply  to  make.  Mast  we  teU 
them  the  desponding  truth,  there  is  no 
help,  no  hope  for  you  7  How  can  vt 
bear  to  pronounce  to  these  perishing 
churehes  their  fearful  doom  ! — perpetital 
desolation!  No.  We  cannot  give  tbem 
up.  Therefore,  two  or'  three  of  us,  after 
much  prayerful 'deliberation,  have  d«ter. 
mined,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  make 
one  more  humble  appeal  to  the  Boardi  of 
Missions  and  Theological  Seminaries  of 
older  states. 

These  churches  must  die,  and  die 
soon,  without  immediate  aid.  The  Great 
Head  of  the  church  never  designed  tlieo 
to  live  and  flourish  without  culture,  with- 
out  a  minister ;  and  when  they  die,  other 
important  religious  institutions  will  ex- 
pire with  them.  One  or  two  of  our 
churches  may  be  already  considered  u 
extinct — two  or  three  more  will  probably 
expire  soon,  if  not  aided.  One  of  this 
brethren  consulted  with  regard  to  tbii 
appeal,  is  your  missionary  in  the  sootli 
west  part  of  Indiana.  There  too,  are 
twelve  or  fifteen  counties,  with  about  u 
many  churches,  with  only  two  minittert 
to  break  unto  them  the  bread  of  life.  Six 
of  these  churches  are  located  in  countT 
towns,  which  must  and  will  exert  a  pow. 
erful  influence  over  the  surrounding  coun 
try.  It  is  vastly  important  that  tl»<»y 
should  be  supplied  without  delay.  Tbe 
church  in  Vincennes,  the  oldest  and  per 
haps  most  influential  town  in  the  state, 
(the  key  to  the  Wubash  county,)  is  dov 
without  a  pastor.  Here,  as  report  saff. 
are  soon  to  go  up  a  Catholic  college  and 
nunnery,  and  910,000  to  be  expended  is

A   EEVIVAL. 

Mr.  Clark  reports  a  protracted  meeting 
held  at  \Veb«ter,  in  September  last,  im> 
mediately  following  the  meetincr  of  the 
Monroe  Presbytery,  and  continuing  four 
days.  The  close  of  his  account  is  as  fol- 
lows. 

On  the  third  day,  which  was  the  Sab. 
hath,  there  was  so  much  evidence  of  the 
Spirit's  presence,  that  we  dared  not  close 
the  meeting,  as  had  hecTi  expected.  Mon. 
day  was  the  most  solemn  and  interesting 
day  I  ever  witnessed.  The  power  of  God 
was  felt  by  many.  The  hearts  of  Chris, 
tians  were  enlarged  and  animated.  More 
than  forty  attended  the  inquiry  meeting 
during:  tbe  intermission.  Ten  or  twelve 
manifested  a  determination  to  live  hence, 
forth  to  the  glory  of  God.  At  the  close 
of  the  afternoon  service,  all  who  felt  anx- 
ious for  their  souls'  salvation,  were  re. 
quested  to  remain.  Not  an  individual  left 
the  house.  I  do  not  suppose  that  all  were 
deeply  affected,  but  great  solemnity 
reigned.  We  reg^tted  the  necessity  of 
bringing  the  mcetingtoaclose;  but  I  had 
no  ministerial  help,  on  which  to  depend, 
and  was  myself  literally  worn  out  with 
toil  and  anxiety. 

I  immediately  commenced  visiting  and 
holding  neighbourhood  meetings,  but  on 
the  second  day  was  taken  down  by  the 
lever  and  ague,  which  laid  me  byHbr  some 
weeks,  and  soon  afler,  I  experienced 
symptoms  of  the  cholera,  which  brought 
me  low.  Although  I  have  tried  to  preach 
every  Sabbath  but  one,  yet  it  has  been  in 
great  fiieblenoss.  And  it  has  been  but  a 
short  time  since  I  have  felt  able  to  enter 
vi|ror<msly  into  my  official  duties. 

Doring  the  last  two  weeks,  I  have,  in 


connexion  with  the  elders  of  the  ohnreh, 
visited  most  of  the  families  in  the  society. 
Generally  there  appears  to  be  a  good  de. 
gxee  of  feeling  in  the  church,  and  we  found 
a  goodly  number  whose  minds  are  tender, 
and  some  are  anxious.  1  cannot  but 
hope  that  God  is  about  to  reveal  his  power 
in  the  midst  of  us.    Hasten  it,  O  Lord. 

Yesterday  was  our  communion.  Eight 
were  added  to  the  church,  and  one,  who 
had  been  examined  and  accepted  as  a 
candidate,  was  prevented  from  coming 
forward.  Numbers  are  hoping,  who  are 
not  yet  ready  publicly  to  take  the  vows  of 
God  upon  them. 

The  little  church  in  Livingston  county, 
which  claims  one  quarter  of  my  time,  is 
moving  forward  harmoniously.  The 
ground  on  which  thot  church  is  planted* 
was  entirely  wild  when  I  came  to  this 
place. 

REVIEW  OF  FIVE  TEAES. 

In  reviewing  the  five  years  I  have  spent 
here,  I  have  much  cause  of  thankfulness.

A 
number  of  Sabbath  Schools,  and  various 
benevolent  societies,  have  likewise  sprung 
into  existence.  About  fortv  have  profess, 
ed  religion  under  my  ministrations.

During  the  year  I  Lave  collected  in  Ihe 
congregQlinn  of  Springville,  SSdoUan  for 
the  Home  Miaaionary  EJoeiely. 


Since  my  lost,  the  Lord  his  appeared 
in  mercy  fui  □(  ;  graciously  poured  down 
his  Holy  Spirh,  gladdened  our  hearla,  and 
astonished  oa  with  the  wonderful  eihibi. 
tiona  of  hia  grace.  From  my  former  re. 
porta,  you  have  learned  aomething  of  our 
situation  aa  a  church.  We  have  had  a 
lung  aeason  of'  darkneaa.  The  proapacte 
of  this  church,  for  a  year  previoui  to  last 
September,  were  very  gloomy.  Such  Wii 
the  stale  of  things,  that  I  conaidered  my 
utel'ulneaa  here  at  an  end,  and  determined  * 
lo  leave  for  some  other  lield  of  laboor.  In 
the  month  of  July,  1  called  the  church 
together,  made  known  lo  them  my  feeU 
inga,  and  lakod  for  a  dismiaaion.  They 
refused  lo  comply  with  my  requeali  and 
Buch  were  the  feelings  nianifcaled  in  re. 
gard  to  my  leaving,  that  I  heaitated  about 
preaaing  Ihe  aubject  further.  About  the 
beginning  of  September,  there  waa  per- 
ceptible a  little  increase  of  ruligioua  ^1. 
ing  among  a*.  At  a  church  meeting,  it 
was  reaolvad  to  hold  a  protracted  meeting, 
to  commence  Tueaday  evening,  the  14lh 
of  October.  About  the  36lh  of  6eptem. 
bor,  a  aeaaon  of  protracted  worship 
was  held  by  Ihe  church  in  Champlain. 
Many  from  thia  place  were  preaent. 
Christiana  i^ere  revived ;  several  hn- 
penilent  ainnera  were  awakened  ;  and  one 
of  our  Sabbath  lehool  aeholan,  a  boy  about 
M,  was  bopefnlly  converted.    After  thU 
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Christians  began  to  eonfess  their  sins  to 
one  another,  and  to  the  world;  and  to 
exhibit  in  their  prayers,  and  otherwise,  a 
desire  for  the  salvation  of  sinners. 

Tuesday,  previous  to  the  commence, 
ment  of  our  protracted  meeting,  I  called 
the  church  together  fur  a  season  of  prayer, 
and  to  make  such  arrangements  as  were 
necessary  for   the  approaching  season  of 
worship.      At   this    meeting,   difficulties 
were  found  to  ezuit  among  some   of  the 
members  of  the  church  of  a  very  formida. 
ble  character ;  difficulties  that  we  knew 
would  certainly  keep  the  blessing  of  God 
from  us  unless   removed.     Efforts   were 
made  to  remove  them,  but  without  success, 
and  the  meeting  closed  under  circumstan- 
ces full  of  ditfcourasrement ;  and  the  church 
separated,  many  ot  them  alarmed  and  bur- 
dencd  in  view  of  our  situation.     My  own 
feelings  were  indiscribable.     At  the  Wed. 
nesday  and  Saturday  evening  prayer  meet- 
ings,    all   was  cold   and   lifeless.       God 
seemed  to  frown.     On  the  Sabbath,  I  en. 
doavoured  to  preach  truth,  appropriate  to 
our  circumstances,  and  to  look  up  to  God 
for  holp  in  this  time  of  need.     At  the  so- 
licitation of  two  or  three  sisterH,   whose 
spirits  seemed  to  be  **  stirred  within  them," 
in  view  of  our  situation,    I  appointed  a 
meeting  of  the   church  the  next  Monday 
evening,   at  a  private  house,  in  the  hope 
that,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  our  difficulties 
might  be  removed.     Many  of  the  church 
assembled  at  the  time  appointed.     It  was 
a  scene  of  deep  and  solemn  interest,  that 
never  will  be  forgotten.     It  was  literally 
a  Bochim.     The  Holy  Spirit,  I  doubt  not, 
was  there.     And  while  those   who  were 
disaffected,  with  myself  and  two  or  three 
brethren,  retired  to  another  room,   to  en. 
tleavour  to  restore  peace,    the    rest  spent 
the  time   in   prayer — besought  the   Lord 
for  aid,  and    I  shall   never  doubt  but  He 
heard  tlieir  united  cries.     Brethren  long 
alienated  were  reconciled,  and  those  pre- 
sent signed  a  resolution,  to  be  placed  on 
the  records  of  the  church,  declaring  that 
all  past  difficulties    should  be  buried  in 
oblivion,  and  that  they  would  henceforth 
love  each  other  as  brethren  in  Christ.     I 
believe,  if  angels  rejoice  "  over  one  sinner 
that  repenteth,"  they  rejoice  over  such  a 
scene  as  this.     I  believe  all  of  us,  as  we 
Ief\  this  place  of  solemn  meeting,  felt  dis. 
posed  to  say,  under  an  affecting  sense  of 
God*s  mercy,  **  Bless  the   Lord,  O  my 
soul." 

Our  protracted  meeting  commenced 
Tuesday,  14th  October,  and  continued 
till  the  Monday  evening  following.  Br. 
Perkins,  of  Montreal,  Kinny,  of  Cham- 


plain,  and  Bailey,  of  Btekmantown,  were 

with  OS  a  part  of  the  time,  and  brother 

Brinckerhoff,of  Plattsburgh,  to  the  close. 

All  these  brethren  commended  themselves 

to  the  consciences  of  their  hearers,  by 

preaching  "the  truth  as   it  ii  in  Jesus." 

The  grand  object  of  ail  the  preaching  was 

to  lead  men  to  do  their  duty — to  induce 

the  people  of  God  to  live  more  godly  in 

Christ  Jesus,  and  to  convince  the  impeni> 

tent,  that  it  is  an    "evil  and  bitter  thing 

to  sin  against  God** — that  they  are  loat; 

that  there  is  salvation  only  in  Jesus  Christ; 

that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  sinner,  without 

delay,  by  repenting  of  all  his  sins,  and  ex. 

ercising  faith  in  the  Saviour,  and  in  hum. 

ble  dependabce  on  divine  grace,  to  enter 

at  once  upon  a  life  of  holy   obedience  to 

God.     The  truth,  plainly  and  forcibly  ex- 

hibited,  was   owned  of  God,  and  bleited 

to  the  conversion  of  sinners.      It  wu 

evident,  from  the  solemn  stillness  of  the 

place  of  worship,  and  the  fixed  attention 

of  the  hearers,  that  the  Iloly  Spirit  wu 

present  at  the    commencement    of  tbs 

meeting.     Sinners  were    awakened,  and 

began  to  inquire  what  they  must  do  to  be 

saved.

In  the  laat  Rtport  a/  tks  Ntw^Hamp. 
tkbrt  Mittionary  Society,  we  find  the  foU 
lowing  tensiblo  and  important  remar Kb, 
which  we  commond  to  the  attention  of  oar 
readers.  After  noticing  the  necoMity  of 
pecuniary  meant  to  suetain  religious  in- 
stitutions,  the  writer  proceeds, — In  the 
present  state  of  the  world,  other  things 
less  obvious  may  be  indispensable  to  the 
best  good  of  our  feeble  churches.  'Among 
these,  we  would  mention 

1.  They  should  be  fuminbed  with  a 
convenient  place  for  public  worship. 
Their  house  of  worship  should  be  known 
and  acknowledged  by  all  as  a  convenient 
place,  in  good  repair,  and  ready  for  con- 
stant use.  No  church  flourishes  in  a 
fallen  or  decaying  sanctuary,  much  less 
without  any.  Let  any  church  and  people 
be  driven  from  place  to  place,  and  pressed  1 
into  barns,  or  houses  where  they  cannot 
attend  upon  the  duties  of  religion  without 
distraction,  and  though  individuals  may 
grow  in  knowledge  and  grace,  the  church 
will  not  flourish. 

2.  Feeble  churches  must  make  efforts 
to  secure  ond  support  the  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel.  The  limbs  of  men  never  be- 
come strong  without  being  employed. 
Any  church  neglecting  to  moke  efforts  in 
proportion  to  its  strength,  will  certainly 
lose  much  of  its  vital  power.    The  exer.

THE      SECRET   OF     DOING     GOOD     18    TO 

BE   GOOD. 

RBMINUCEHCCS   OP  MRI.   P. 
[Pii'OMhod  bj  a  Clerfymao*!  Wirr.] 

Mrs.  F.  was  born  in  Massachusetts, 

A.  D.  175^,  and  died  in  R county, 

Vermont,  where  she  bad  spent  most  oi 
her  life,  October,  183^,  aged  8u  years. 
She  had  been  the  wife  of  two  husbands, 
the  last  of  whom  she  survived  only  a 
few  months.  Mrs.  F.was  not  dis- 
tinguished for  native  talents,  and  her 
advantages  for  early  education  were 
very  limited.  She  was  destitute  of 
property,  and  pofi»e:ised  none  of  the 
means  of  doine  good  which  are  not 
within  the  reach  of  all.  Yet  this  wo- 
man, in  her  retired,  humble  sphere, 
exerted  a  most  salutary  influence  on 
the  church,  which  will  be  felt  down  to 
the  end  of  time. 

She  had  learned  the  great  secret 
of  doing  good,  which  is  to  be  good. 

She  has  left  no  written  account  of  her 
religious  experience,  and  very  little  is 
known  of  her  early  life,  except  that  she 
was  the  subject  of  occasional  religious 
impressions  from  her  childhood.  She 
united  with  the  church  in  B  some 
years  after  her  removal  to  Vermont, 
^he  was  not,  however,  distinguished 
as  a  Christian.  Her  faith  and  patience 
were  often  tried  by  poverty,  and  other 
afflictions,  to  which  a  merciful  God 
subjected  her,  and  often  did  she  yield 
to  impatience  and  fretfuluess.  There 
was  not,  perhaps,  any  decisive  evidence 
ofjfifty  until,  in  her  Beventy-tecond  year^ 
she  was  visited  with  a  severe  sickness, 
which  was  blessed  to  her  spiritual  good. 
After  this,  to  the  close  of  her  life,  she 
exhibited  *«the  peaceable  fruit  of  right- 
eousness.*'  Her  children  say,  she  has 
never  since  appeared  as  formerly.  Her 
affections  seemed  to  be  loosed  from 


earth.  She  manifested  a  humble  con- 
fidence in  God,  and  cheerful  resicna- 
lo  his  ^  ill.  She  had  peculiarly  deep 
and  abiding  views  of  the  exceeding 
sinfulness  of  f>iu,  and  her  object  now 
deemed  to  be  simply,  to  learn  her  dtUjf, 
and  do  it. 

The  laet  years  of  her  life  were  spent 
in  ministering  to  the  wants  of  her  hus- 
band, who  was  blind  and  almost  help- 
less. She  usually  performed  her  self- 
denying  duties  with  cheerfulness,  and 
laboured  much  for  the  spiritual  good 
of  her  husband.  If  she  had  been  com. 
forted,  or  edified,  by  what  she  heard  or 
read,  she  would  communicate  the  same 
to  him,  though  it  required  great  eflTort 
to  make  him  hear.  When  told,  she 
would  impair  her  own  health  bv  doing 
so  much  tor  him,  she  replied,  *•  It  is  the 
only  useftil  employment  I  have,  I  see 
no  other  reason  why  my  life  is  spared.** 

She  was  a  cheerful  Christian,  enj[oved 
much  of  the  divine  presence,  cherished 
a  firm  and  unwavering  confidence  in 
the  promisee  of  God,  rested  on  them  as 
on  a  rock,  and  rejoiced  in  the  pros- 
perity of  Zion.  In  her  conversation, 
she  dwelt  much  on  the  goodness  and 
faithfulness  of  God. 

Mrs.  F.  lovtd  her  Bible.  She  search- 
ed it  as  for  hidden  treasures,  and  her 
labour  was  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 
Her  views  of  Bible  truth  were  unusual- 
ly clear  and  correct.  The  question 
arose  among  her  Christian  friends,  how 
she  could  make  such  advancement  in 
divine  knowledge  in  her  old  age  ?  A 
deacon  of  the  church  replied,  **her 
heart  is  in  the  work.  She  n^akes  it 
the  business  of  life."  He  had  before 
said,  •«  I  had  rather  hear  Mrs.  F.  con- 
verse five  minutes,  than  common 
Christians  a  half  a  day."  Her  speech 
**  dropt  as  the  rain,  and  distilled  at  the 
dew." 
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In  her  8eveDty-Dinth  year  she  was 
invited  to  becouie  a  member  of  a  Bible 
cla8it.  She  gladly  accepted  the  offer, 
becaiKtCt  said  she, '« it  will  lielp  me  to 
understand  my  Bible.'*  It  was  truly 
delightfn]  tu  see  that  aged  saint  sit, 
with  the  simplicity  of  a  little  child,  at 
the  teet  of  her  Saviour,  to  learn  lessons 
of  heavenly  wisdom.  May  all  who 
read  this,  of  every  age,  go  and  do  like- 
wise. 

She  loved  the  Mcmcluary^  and  listened 
with  fixed  attention  to  the  Gospel 
meijsage.  She  was  able  to  ^ive  a 
lucid  view  of  the  sermons  she  neard. 
She  would  often  sav,  when  passing  out 
of  the  churchy  *'  It  is  so  ^ood  to  be 
here."  She  knew  by  expenence,  that 
they  who  wait  on  the  Lord  renew  their 
strength. 

She  loved  the  tociety  of  Chrietiant^ 
and  was  ever  ready  to  converse  on  the 
subject  of  religion.  If  she  fell  in  com- 
pany with  professors,  who  did  not  make 
religion  their  theme,  she  would  with- 
draw, choosing  to  be  alone. 

With  intimate  friends  she  was  un- 
reserved. I  once  asked  her,  what 
evidence  she  had  of  growth  in  grace  ? 
**  Why,"  said  she,  **  1  have  a  great 
many,  but  the  brightest  of  all  the  train 
is  lovtf  growing  love  to  God,  and  all 
mankind."  She  seemed  in  a  moment 
to  lose  sigrht  of  herself.  The  thought 
of  God  filled  her  mind.  I  never  heard 
such  strains  of  praise,  from  mortal  lips, 
as  she  then  uttered.  I  have  seldom 
spent  a  half  hour  with  her,  without 
hearing  her  speak  of  God  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  convince  me  she  did  really 
love  him. 

She  proved  the  iinctriiy  of  her  love^ 
by  her  liberality.  In  her  old  age,  her 
son  took  her  and  her  husband  to  his 
own  home  to  provide  for  them.  A 
support  was  all  she  expected  or  wished 
of  him.  She  once  said  to  me,  "  I  fear 
that  I  am  a  cipher  in  the  church.'* — 
•«  Why  do  you  fear  that  ?"  **  I  do  not 
give  any  thing  to  spread  the  Gospel. 
I  wish  I  could,  in  some  way,  earn  a 
little  money.  I  would  be  glad  to  eat 
but  two  meals  in  a  day  if  I  could  sell 
the  other  for  money.*' 

In  the  summer  of  1829,  her  pastor 
preached  a  sermon  in  behalf  of  the 
American  Bible  Boc\e\^',  vj\\\c\v  ^^^y^n 


affected  her.  She  went  home,  as  her 
custom  was,  to  meditate  on  what  she 
had  heard,  and  inquire  what  the  Lord 
would  hare  her  to  do.  While  she 
thought  of  the  famine  of  the  Word  of 
Life,  her  soul  was  stirred  within  her. 
She  said,  *'  I  had  rather  spare  my  Bible 
than  to  have  any  live  and  die  without 
ever  seeing  the  Bible.  1  can  borrow 
yours  to  read  in.     I  shall  remember  a 

freat  deal  that  1  have  read ;  enough, 
hope,  to  guide  me  to  heaven."  I 
told  her  there  was  money  eootigh,  in 
the  hands  of  the  church,  to  supply  all 
the  destitute  in  the  world,  at  once, 
without  her  help;  and  that,  perhaps, 
her  only  duty  was  to  pray  that  Christ- 
ians mi^rht  have  a  lit»eniJ  spirit.  She 
said,  'M  fear  my  poor  prayers  will 
never  do  much  good  1  want  to  do 
something  to  save  precious  souk.** 
Soon  after  I  saw  her  again.  She  said, 
**I  have  forty  cents,  which  1  have 
been  saving  to  get  me  a  Bible,  with  a 
large  type;  I  will  give  that.  If  my 
sight  fails,  I  can  get  my  grandchildren 
to  read  to  me.** 

She  carried  it  to  her  pastor.  He,  at 
first,  refused  to  take  it ;  but  she  could 
not  be  denied  the  privilege  of  casting 
her  mite  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord. 
She  brought  it  again  and  again.  When 
he  took  it,  he  said,  **  Is  this  your  all  ? " 
*<  Yes,  'tis  the  last  money  1  expect  to 
have ;"  and  added,  with  a  benignant 
smile,  **  I  am  glad  it  is  ffone.*' 

What  this  woman  had  done,  was  told 
to  a  member  of"  Union  Church,"  Bos- 
ton, and  he  sent  her  a  dollar.  When 
she  received  it,  she  was  advised  to  dis- 
pose of  it  for  her  own  comfort.  She 
replied,  *'  1  shall  five  it  all  to  the  Lord.'* 
She  gave  that  luso  to  the  Bible  So- 
ciety. 

It  was  love  that  constrained  Mrs.  F. 
to  give  her  all  to  the  Lord.  She  was 
not  urged  to  give  any  thing.  The 
simple  fact  that  multitudes  were  desti- 
tute of  the  Word  of  Life  found  its  wa 


rav 
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to  her  heart,  and  she  did  not  rest  till 
the  had  done  what  she  could. 

I  was  favoured  with  the  intimate 
friendship  of  Mrs.  F.  for  four  years, 
and  witnessed  much  of  her  holy  life 
and  godly  conversation.  She  was  in- 
deed a  purified  portion  of  the  salt  of 
VVv^  ^%ttK.    Her  Christian  friends  were 
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cheered  by  ber  bright  example. 
Truly  it  is  consoling  to  the  heart,  to 
know  that  there  are  some  burning  and 
shining  lights  in  this  sin-darkened 
world. 

What  an  aspect  would  the  church 
present,  if  all  professors  of  religion 
were  like  Mrs.  F. !

*'  Yea^  alto  the  heart  of  the  sons  of  men 
isJtUl  of  m/,  and  madness  is  in  their 
heart  while  they  live;  and  after  thai 
they  go  to  the  dead. " — Eccles.  ix.  3. 

A B was  a  son  of  wealthy, 

influencial  parents,  in  one  of  the  north- 
ern counties  of  New- York.  He  com- 
menced business  for  himself  early  in 
life,  and  exhibited  considerable  shrewd- 
ness and  energy  of  mind,  fiut  the 
safeguards  of  virtue  and  piety  did  not 
shield  him  in  the  perilous  season  of 
youth;  and  he  soon  became  (in  the 
language  of  the  world)  a  bold,  gene- 
rous-hearted fellow ;  growing  in  popu- 
larity and  wealth.  He  was  above  the 
fear  of  religious  admonition  or  com- 
mands, and  was  considered  quite  able 
to  confute  any  Christian  believer.  He 
was,  iudeed,  a  young  man  of  promise ; 
but  his  life  was  a  dreadful  illustration 
of  the  words  of  Holy  Writ,  placed  at 
the  head  of  this  article ;  and  his  last 
end  was  a  scene  of  thickening  horrors, 
to  which  I  would  point  every  sinner, 
particularly  young  men  who  may  read 
this  sketch.  The  substance  of  what  1 
am  abont  to  relate,  is  well  known  in 
the  neighbourhood  where  he  lived  and 
died. 

About  a  year  before  his  death,  and 
not  above  five  years  ago,  A —  B«-  was 
riding  wiih  an  intimate  friend,  when 
the  conversation  which  follows,  was 
held.  This  friend,  as  he  now  says, 
was,  at  the  time,  considerably  impressed 
by  religious  truth ;  but,  that  he  might 
be  comforted  in  his  impenitence  by  the 
skepticism  of  his  more  intelligent  and 
reckless  comrade,  or  for  some  other 

reason,  he  felt  desirous  to  know  B 's 

sentiments  fully  on  religion.  Accord- 
ingly, after  a  little  hesitation,  he  com- 
menced by  saying : 

*<  B ,  you  and  I  have  been  much 

together,  and   have  confidence,  1  be- 


lieve, in  each  other  as  frieiids.  We 
have  conversed  freely  upon  almost 
pvery  subject';  but  there  is  one  that 
we  have  never  seriously  talked  about. 
It  is  a  subject  that  has  troubled  me  for 
some  time  ;  and  1  should  like  to  know 
what  are  really  your  candid  opinions. 
If  you  don*t  wish  to  have  them  tuld,  1 
will  keep  the  matter  to  myself" 

*'  O,  certainly,"  was  the  reply,  «*  I've 
no  objection  against  making  known 
any  of  my  opinions." 

•'  Well,  then,"  said  Henry,  (for  so  1 
will  name  his  friend,)  *<  what  do  you 
think  about  the  Bible?  Is  it  true? 
And  is  there  any  such  thing  as  reli- 
gion, or  is  it  all  a  delusion  ? " 

*•  Why,    as  to  that,"  said   B , 

^M've  no  more  doubt  that  there  is  a 
God,  and  that  religion  is  a  reality, 
and  that  it  is  necessary  to  be  what  the 
Christians  call  pious,  in  order  to  be 
happy  hereafter,  than  that  we  are 
riding  together." 

Henry  was  greatly  surprised;    and 
looking  at  him  intently,  to  see  whether 
there  was  not  designed  trifling,  B 
proceeded — 

**  It  is  plain  enough  that  the  Bible  is 
true.  It's  a  book  that  no  mere  man 
could  ever  have  written ;  and  a  book,  in 
my  opinion,  that  no  6ne,  however 
wicked  he  may  be,  can  read,  and  be- 
lieve in  his  heart  to  be  an  imposition. 
I  have  tried  often  to  believe  so.  And 
no  one  can  look  at  the  Christian  re- 
ligion, and  see  what  it  is  designed  to 
efiect ;  without  feeling  that  it  must  be 
from  God.  In  fact,  no  man  can  be  a 
Deist  who  is'nt  a  —  fool.  For 
reason  and  conscience  confirm  the 
Christian  doctrines,  and  satisfy  me,  that 
there  is  a  place  of  happiness  and  of 
misery  hereafter." 

Henry  was  amazed  by  these  confes- 
sions, from  one  who  had  been  nurtured 
in  infidelity,  and  was  regarded  by  the 
pious,  as  a  heaven-daring  young  man. 
At  length  he  replied,  «<  If  this  is  vour 
belief,  B ,  you're  in  an  awful  situa- 
tion :  What  can  you  think  of  your 
present  course  ? " 

"  Why,  it's  a  pretty  bad  one,  to  be 
sure:  But  h'e  no  notion  of  dying  so. 
I  calculate  to  become  a  Christian.  But 
the  fact  is,  a  man  must  have  property ; 
unless  he  has,  he  is  scarcely  respected 
by  the  church.    And  I  mean  to  make 
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money,  and  enjoy  life ;  and  when  I'vp 

fot  thin  ^around  me  to  my  oiindi  then 
will  be  liberal,  and  feed  the  poor,  and 
do  good :  that*B  the  way  church  mem- 
bers do." 

'« Hut  liow  long  do  you  think  it  will 
be  safe  lor  you  to  indulge  your  prefient 
li  tbits  ?  tiemg  out  late,  and  drinkiug, 
have  already  injured  your  health." 

''  lv*o  thought  ut  that,"  answered 
B— .  **  iiut  1  m  young  and  hearty ; 
tliougii  1  do  mean  to  quit  cards  and 
drinking  pretty  fK)on." 

**  1  speak  as  a  friend,  B  ;  but  I 
did*nt  suppose,  from  what  Iv'e  heard 
you  t^ay,  t  hat  yon  believed  in  a  Saviour, 
or  in  heaven  or  hell." 

**  f  do,  as  mtich  hf  you  or  any  man." 

'*  Do  you  remember  playing  cards  at 
— — ."  And  here  Henry  referred  to 
most  horrid  profanity,  utlered  during  a 
night  of  carousal. 

*'Oh«  when  I  swore  so,  f  was  a  little 
intoxicated  ;  but  1  felt  sorry  for  it  after- 
wards. I  know  it's  wronjLS  and  I  al- 
ways feel  sorry.  Dut  when  I'm  amonir 
those  fellows,  J  can't  very  wpU  holp  it."' 

*•  But  how  of>cn,"  contintied  his  still 
doubting  queript,  »•  have  I  heard  yon 
•ay  that  reli;rion  was  nothing  but  a 
kind  of  priestcralt,  and  that  Christians 
were  a  pack  of  cursed  fools." 

»*  I  know  I've  said  so,  when  they've 
crossed  my  path,  and  made  me  angry. 
And  I  think  now,  that  a  good  many  of| 
those  who  pretend  to  be  Christian*:, i 
are  nothing  but  hypocrites.  But  that 
there  is  real  relicrinn,  and  that  there  are 
some  who  possess  it,  nnd  have  what  you 
and  I  know  nothing  about,  it's  no  use 
to  deny." 

The  conversation  continued  much  in 
this  strain  for  some  time ;  and,  it  is  use- 
loss  to  say,  niade  a  deep  and  niont  hap- 
py imprcHsiun  on  the  mind  of  Henry. 

As  for  his  companion,  madness  w«f 
in  his   heart  as  lonir  as   he  lived,  and 
he  Boon  went  to  the   dead.     He  con- 
tinued to  drink,  until  ho  was  known  to 
be  a  drunkard.  Ho  miiig'ed  with  gnm- 
blerr",  till  his  moral  f-ensibilitios  scorned 
wholly    blunted.      At  length,  after   a 
night  of   dissipation,   he   started    for 
homo — was   thrown  from  his  wagon, 
and  badly  bruised:  disease  set  in,  with 
dreadful  severity,  upon  his  constitution, 
greatly  enfeebled  by  irregularities;  and 
in  u  little  space,  deVmum  ttemewa  \\\w- 
ried  him  to  hi^  irrave  *. 


Now,  while  every  remiler  may  well 
be  astonished  at  the  iiioonmtencieff,aB 
well  aa  shocked  mt  the  impiety  of  thb 
poor  wretch — yet,  cea  they  avoid  see- 
ing that  his  character  is  essentially  that 
of  thousands,  who  mean  finally  to  enter 
the  kingdom  of  heaven?     Are  there 
not  many  who  read   this,  respectable 
before  the  world,  free,  as  they  think, 
from  gross  vices,  and  from  danger,  that 
have  already  entered  the   path  Vihich 
sunk  this  young  man  to  eternal  uighu 
Let  the  gay  and  the  fashionable  remem- 
ber, that  the  btepswhich  take  holdou  hell 
are,  by  no  means  seldom,  tho^-e  which 
Jirsi  lead  to  the   convivial   curd  party. 
They  here  find  an   atmosphere  pecu- 
liarly intoxicating ;  which    renders  se- 
rious society,  and  instructive  employ- 
ment, altogether  distasteful ;    and  are 
drawn,  step  by  step,  into  the  associated 
vices  which  destroy  body  and  soul. 

Let  the  sinner  who  shall  peruse  tliii, 
remember,  also,  that  however  confident 
and  bold  he  may  be  in  skeptici&^m,  hi? 
confidence  will  desert  him  al  the  hour 
of  need.  Nay,  his  hopet«  from  any 
system  of  intidelity  will  vanish  now, 
if  he  will  only  set  down  and  retlect,  if 
he  will  listen,  for  a  few  hours,  to  the 
sober  decisions  of  reason  and  con- 
science. 

.\nd,  finally,  let  not  the  sinner  ima- 
gine that  leligion  is  something  always, 
as  it  were,  waiting  on  him :  a  prize, 
which,  at  any  future  time,  he  has  little 
more  to  do,  than  to  reuch  out  his  hand 
;nnd  take.  It  is  not  so.  And  yet  many 
trust  in  this  delusion,  and  quiet  them- 
selves with  this  hope,  at  the  very  hour 
that  they  are  passing  the  bounds  of 
mercy.  Reader!  are  you  8aying**T've 
no  notion  of  dying  as  1  am — I  mean  tu 
become  a  Christian  ?  "     Beware  !

My  dear  Friend^A  think  you  will  be  anxious  to  hear  about  my  further  pro- 
idings.  therefore  you  ought  not  to  get  tired  with  a  large  journal* 
LiABuuRKRs  NEEDED.— l;2th  November,  1 833*->Received  orders  to  embark  for 
kien.  My  last  stay  at  Canton  had  proved  very  beneficial.  As  the  work  of 
mgelizing  China  has  greatly  increased,  the  expenses  are  in  equal  proportion. 
fVi^  therefore,  anxious  to  consolidate  my  connexion  with  an  association  now 
ming  in  England  and  America^  for  the  express  purpose  of  benefiting  the  Chi« 
le  Empire.  One  of  the  number,  a  man  very  enthusiastic  and  firm  in  the 
motion  of  the  good  cause,  was  at  Canton ;  with  him  1  conferred  ;  he  gave 
nediate  assistance,  and  powerfully  advocated  the  cause.  A  Scottish  gentle« 
n  promised  to  furnish  the  steamboat  which  will  be  required  to  penetrate  the 
itral  part  of  China-^Keaugsoo,  Gowkwang,  Flookwangi  Tyechuen-ad,  Yun« 
I,  to  its  western  frontiers.  I  engaged,  at  the  time,  some  scientific  English 
itleraan  to  take  a  part  in  the  enterprise,  and  gained  a  tew  advocates  of  the 
y  cause  in  Bengal ;  but  nothing  delighted  me  so  much  as  the  readiness  of  a 
inese  bookseller,  who  carries  on  an  extensive  trade  in  all  sorts  of  books,  to 
;ulate  the  divine  oracles,  with  all  our  religious'  and  scientific  productions, 
oughout  the  vast  empire.  If  God  graciously  bestow  life  and  health,  I  shall 
ow  up  this  plan  immediately  after  my  return ;  but  what  increased  sums  will 
iceforth  be  required  !  Yet  the  Almighty  has  hitherto  furnished  the  meaosi 
I  to  Him  I  look  fur  further  assistance. 

have  sufiered  more  than  ever  before  for  wsnt  of  a  coadjutor,  t  have  been 
iged  to  neglect  many  important  things  which  are  indispensably  necessary  in 
er  to  carry  on  the  work  with  vigour.  Alas !  I  have  not  yet  done  the  least 
Chinese  families;  but  this  ought  to  come  next  in  rotation. 
)EMA^D  FOR  BIBLF.S. — On  the  I5th,  1  embarked  (at  Canton]  with  the  kind« 
rted  Captain.  We  weighed  snchor  ;  and,  aAer  much  tacking,  arrived  two 
8  atlerwards  at  Tactom.  Here  I  opened  my  treasures.  The  demand  for  the 
>rd  of  Life,  throughout  the  hostile  neighbourhood  of  Canton  was  very  ^reat* 
(  spent  a  dismal  day ;  and  were  afterwards  prevented,  by  wind  and  tide,  from 
eeeding  much  in  our  intended  voyage.

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It  is  only  by  incessant  labour  that  a  work,  now  of  such  magnitude,  can  be  car- 
ried on.  In  vain  have  I  tried  to  substitute  others ;  'the  most  imporUni  bosineM 
had  been  often  negrlected,  and  I  have  had  to  commence  afresh.  My  sitnation  is, 
humanly  speaking,  ibrloru;  but  with  the  help  of  my  all-merciful  Saviour*  1  shall 
ajgrain  rally  my  strength ;  around  me  is  an  innumerable  nation,  to  whom  God  hat 
L^ranled  •i'« -ss;  bei'uiemc  a  crown  of  glory — bcliind  me,  former  m€:rci'*8  in  long 
array.     1  am  encouraged  to  persevere.     Oh  I  that  the  end  may  be  glorious! 

Female  ki)Lcatio>. —  I  am  much  t<truck  with  our  Anglo-Chinee-e  femals 
friends.  How  zealous  have  they  been  in  the  cause  of  Malacca.  1  laud  their  en- 
deavours there,  but  cannot  applaud  their  apathy  in  promoting  the  Gospel  amoog 
their  own  sex  in  (;hina  itself;  a  more  extensive  sphere  of  usefulness  ^ill  ne?er 
be  exhibited.  I  have  been  obliged,  for  want  of  help,  to  stop  my  negotiations  for 
the  promotion  of  female  education  in  Che  Keang;  this  is  a  matter  of  fi^rief  to  mj 
heart.  Idle  complaints  will  benefit  you  very  little,  and  therefore  1  snail  pursue 
my  journal. 

Eagerness  for  books. — In  the  channel  of  Formosa  we  met  with  very  bard 
blowing  weather.    1  arrived,  however,  at  my  parish,  near  Haua,  on  Sunday,  De- 
cember 1.     God  be  praised  for  all  his  mercies.     My  sphere  of  operation  here  ex- 
tends round  a  bay,  thirty  miles  in  circuit.     Though  the  country  is  hilly,  and  ex- 
ceedingly barren,  it  is,  neverthelesi*,  well  inhabited  by  fishermen,  bailors,  and 
merchants.     The  population  I  may  pronounce  the  wilHeti^t  and  most  degraded 
in  my  extensive  route.     It  is  now  three  times  I  have  visited  this  place  witliin 
the  course  of  one  year.     When  I  ^o  amongst  the  inhabitants,  I  generally  take 
a  few  thousand  books,  tracts,  and  Scriptures  with  me.   When  I  am  still  very  far 
off  from  the  villages,  the  crowd  collect  and  seize  upon  the  books  like  vultures. 
In  vain  have  I  tried  to  reprove  their  im[)etuosity  ;  they  want  the  bookt',  and  as  I 
am  come  to  distribute  thorn  gratuitously,  the  books  they  will  have.     Within  a 
few  moments  there  is  not  one  volume  left,  and  then  I  am  at  leisure  to  turn  my 
attention  to  the  bodily  wants  of  the.*^e  eager  applicants.     Half  the  community  is 
generally  sick  with  various  dist*ases,  an<l  it  requires  a  great  deal  uf  exertion  to 
satisfy  all  demands.     In  one  villutre,  which  I  had  never  visited  before,  as  it  is  in- 
habited by  rutfians,  I  entered  without  waiting  for  the  bearers  of  the  books  to 
come  up.     I  was  very  soon   met  by   f»)ur  men,  who  told  me  plainly,  if  1  bad 
brought  no  books  1  should  not  be  permitted  to  enter.     Not  heedmg  this  harsh 
lanoruage,  a  sudden  cry  from  the  bearers  roused  me  ;  they  had  seized  upon  the 
whole,  and  more  than  tifty  men  were  dividing  the  spoil.     Remonstrances  were 
fruitless.     1  exposed  this  brutal  behaviour,  and  received  a  pohte  message  from 
three  literary  gcntienien,  accompanied  by  some  of  their  books,  and  a  tew  pre- 
sents, in  order  to  assuage  my  wrath. 

Stro.ncj  missionaries  wa.ntk.d. — Incessant  labour  at  home,  stormy  weather, 
and  other  accidents,  often  prevent  my  making  the  usual  circuits.  1  had  to-day 
planned  an  extensive  ramble,  luid  nppeared  well  prepared  in  front  of  a  borough, 
but  the  surf  was  so  hii^h,  that  1  funnd  it  impossible  to  land,  'i'o  my  great  regret 
I  have  therefore  to  withdraw  without  having  etiecled  anything,  after  six  hour* 
of  hard  toil,  whilst  the  people  on  shore  waited  for  me  with  extreme  eagerness. 
At  other  limes,  I  have  been  thoroughly  drenched  with  salt  water,  and  waded 
through  the  surf;  yet  these  are  things  not  worth  mentioning  ;  I  humbly  hope 
that  these  poor  wretches  will  be  beiiefitecl  by  my  visits.  The  God  of  all  grace 
will  carry  on  his  own  work,  and  fructify  the  seed  so  abundantly  sown.  If  I 
should  have  a  voice  in  choosing  y»)ur  missionaries  to  China,  I  should  say,  never 
send  feeble-hearted  men  to  this  province;  we  want  some  iron  characters,  who 
can  face  dangers  and  bear  with  fatigue.  Though  we  are  in  lat.  25,  the  cUmatc 
is  very  bracing,  so  that  we  are  not  apprehensive  of  getting  the  liver  complaint; 
but  we  are  all  as  ruddy  as  if  we  were  living  in  the  Highlands  of  ^Scotland. 

CoNorTiOM  OF  TiiK  PEOPLE. — Tlic  people  are,  in  general,  badly  ofl*  for  cloth- 
ing, as  well  as  for  food.  Much  of  their  sufl'ering  arises  from  their  being  ini 
state  of  semi-barbarism.  The  houses,  built  of  stone,  are  extremely  filthy;  for 
the  Chinese  ladies,  though  generally  neat  in  their  persons,  pay  not  the  least  re- 
gard to  true  comtoxX,  anS  «^  %tvv\^  home.     You  look  in  vain  for  furniture;   a  sffliD 
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form  or  stool,  and  perhaps  a  tablet  are  luxuries;  the  floor  is  not  paved,  but  mere 
mud,  exhibiting  all  the  varieties  of  hill  and  dale.  The  little  urcbins«  who  are 
every  where  extremely  numerous,  consider  mud  their  element  and  themselves 
very  well  situated.  These  remarks,  however,  principally  apply  to  the  villages 
of  ttiis  district ;  the  capital  has  very  neat  buildings,  and  the  inhabitants  are  well 
dressed ;  but  though  the  common  people  are  in  such  a  low  state  of  civilization, 
they  are  very  shrewd,  possessing  a  great  share  of  common  sense,  and  if  they 
were  well  educated,  would  yield  to  few  in  ability.  Oh  that  the  glorious  Gospel 
may  run  and  have  free  course,  that  they  may  be  emancipated  from  the  slavery  of 
Satan.  Mr.  Tomlin  very  kindly  forwarded  me  a  large  investment  of  choice 
books,  printed  at  Malacca.  1  pray  God  that  I  may  be  enabled  to  circulate  them 
all,  and  unless  I  be  immediately  recalled,  I  shall  be  enabled  to  do  so. 

fiiBLE-sHip  FROM  AMERICA.— 12th  January. — Time  is  on  the  wing — ^the  last 
year  is  past.  It  was  full  of  trials;  O,  may  this  year  be  accompanied  by  more 
extensive  blessings!  Yet  the  recollection  of  past  mercies  cheers  my  heart;  I 
rejoice  that  about  100,000  Christian  books  have  been  circulated  in  China. 
Though  there  are  hitherto  no  signs  of  the  overthrow  of  heathenism,  I  trust  in 
the  Almighty  Saviour  that  he  will  do  his  gracious  work.  Anew  I  have  conse- 
crated myself  to  his  service  ; — gladly  would  I  pour  a  million  of  books  into  this 
vast  empire,  during  this  year,  if  I  had  the  means  and  opportunity  to  do  so.  Our 
American  friends  have  already  taken  into  consideration  the  sending  out  of  a  ves- 
sel, in  order  to  go  along  the  whole  coast,  for  the  express  purpose  of  circulating 
Christian  tracts  and  Bibles,  whilst  the  Cis- Atlantic  public  will  continue  to  tell 
OS  that  China  is  inaccessible. 

Distribution  or  books. — We  landed,  on  a  boisterous  morning,  at  Takut,  a 
trading  place  ;  the  coast  was  hned  by  the  populace,  expecting  a  large  grant  of 
books.  Three  considerable  b:>xe8  of  the  inestimable  treasure  of  the  Word  of 
God  were  distributed  to  these  eager  people.  Thus  the  Malacca  books,  an  im- 
mense stock,  have  vanished.  At  this  time  we  e.«pied  a  brig ;  it  was  the  long 
expected  Fairy ^  from  Liverpool,  the  swiAest  craft  in  these  seas.  As  the  Canton 
owners  are  my  friends,  tt^ey  promised  that  1  should  make  occasional  tours  in 
her,  and  therefore  I  proposed,  at  her  return,  a  trip  to  Formosa.  She  brought 
in  a  large  stock  of  books  from  Mr.  Mcdhurst  and  Dr.  Morrison.— .Wishing  to  cir- 
culate tiiem  as  soon  as  possible,  I  took  my  road  in  the  directirTu  of  the  capital, 
Tsuen-choo-foo.  Here  I  met  with  a  gentler  race;  at  least  willing  to  wait  till  I 
bad  offered  them  the  tracts.  Never  did  1  distribute  so  many  at  once  as  at  ^o- 
toa.  Severe  weather  prevented  my  furt'lier  operations;  but  as  soon  as  I  shall 
be  permitted  to  cruize  about,  1  intend,  with  the  help  of  God,  16  make  fresh  ex- 
earsions. 

New  tracts. — Having  commenced  the  series  of  tracts  for  this  year,  I  sub- 
join a  list  :•— 1st.  *  Eternal  truth;  or.  Letters  from  Fuhkeen  men  abroad  to  their 
families  at  home;'  the  contrasts  are  the  great  leading  doctrines  of  the  Gospel, 
compared  with  heathenism  in  all  its  bearings;  this  will  be  about  200  pages. 
Jdly.  *The  Holy  Trinity  ;'  in  a  sententious  style.  3dly.  'The  Life  of  our  bless- 
ed Lord  Jesus  Christ;'  in  the  style  of  historical  narrative.  4thly.  *  History  of 
the  Jews  till  our  limes,'  wherein  I  hope  to  imitate  the  Chinese  histories.  The 
first  will  very  soon  be  in  print.  To  defraythe  expenses  will  fall  to  my  share; 
for  this,  and  a  hundred  other  things,  I  just  look  up  to  the  Lord.  In  the  literary 
department  I  have  to  perform  a  very  difficult  task,  and  to  conciliate  the  inter- 
ests of  many.  If  God,  however,  grant  health  and  vigour  of  mind,  work  is  a 
real  pleasure. 

Medictnkr. — I  have  nsed  a  great  quantity  of  medicines  amongst  a  population 
eaten  up    with  disease.      An    independent  American  gentleman  has    made 

grants  of  drugs  to  a  large  amount,  and  continues  to  prove  my  benefactor.     My 
^utch  friends,  who  are  now  quite  reconciled  with  my  projects,  have  sent  out  a 
fresh  investment,  so  that  there  still  remains  a  large  stock  in  hand. 

Too  MUCH  cAUTroN  BAD  POLICY. — Afol  carHes  on  the  great  work  with  vigour. 
In  pursuing  a  cautious  line  of  conduct  we  have  all  been  toiled ;  and  I  hope  that 
this  method  of  Christianizing  China  will  be  entirely  discarded. 
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Thb  oaiLDmBif. ^Lom  Kea,  January  23.— Still  I  am  od  vaj  adveotnrona  tovr 
ia  •  dktrict  adjaeent  to  Tang-oa,  of  which  the  mandarina  declare  me  to  be  a 
native.  This  is  rather  a  happy  coincidence,  for  I  became  a  naturalized  citizen 
of  the  aame  place.  The  people  are  here  far  superior  to  those  I  left.  On  my 
first  visit,  they  hailed  me  with  great  joy,  which  was  considerably  heigfhtened  by 
the  large  presents  of  books  I  made  them. — Their  dwellinga  are  comfortable 
though  very  irregularly  built,  and  they  dress  well.  When  1  saw  the  multitudes 
carryinfir  away  the  bread  of  life,  my  eye  was  uplifted  to  the  Saviour,  that  he 
might  reed  them  with  the  food  he  promises  in  the  Gospel  of  St.  John,  6th  chap- 
ter. The  little  boys  constituted  a  third  part  of  the  population  we  saw,  whilst 
the  bashful  girls  scarcely  dared  to  peep  out  in  order  to  show  their  pale  faces  to 
the  strangers.  Their  lo(  is  here  exceedingly  direful;  the  greater  part  of  their 
sex  is  murdered  shortly  afler  their  birth,  and  in  few  districta  ia  female  infanti- 
cide carried  to  so  great  an  extent. 

China  opan  to  mission  4 ries.— -How  many  schools  must  you  establish  toin- 
•truct  these  myriads  of  children  in  the  principles  of  Christianity,  and  especially 
to  enfranchise  the  softer  sex  !     If  you  saw  these  multitudes,  you  would  for  a 
while  forget  Malacca.     China  is  a  living  bee-rhive,  with  a  population  increasing 
at  the  rate  of  i4  per  rent,  within  ten  years,  notwithstanding  the  horrible  custom 
of  infanticide.   I  raise  my  heart  in  steadfast  hope  to  the  gracious  Redeemer,  that 
the  glorious  work  of  converting  these  immense  numbers,  now   feebly  began, 
may  be   carried  on  until  its  glorious  accompUshmeut.     Consider  this  not  as  a 
common-place  observation :  it  is  a  deep  felt  conviction,  an  earnest  and  constant 
subject  and  theme  of  my  prayers,  and  it  is  the  concentration  of  all  my  wislies. 
The  coast  of  China  is  full  of  bays,  harbours,  and  rivers,  which,  at  theopening  of 
the   trade,  will  become  the  rendezvous  of  your  countrymen.     It  i^  less  known 
than  the  inhospitable  shores ofLabrador,  and  I  have  therefore  requested  most  ear- 
nestly one  of  your  statesmen  to  send  out  a  vessel  to  survey  the  whole.     Coura* 
geous  missionaries  will  be  able  to  establish  themselves  in  every  part  where  British 
ships  may  find  access.     Their  spheres  will  be  amongst  millions  who  live  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood  uf  the  emporiums  :   they   will  not  need  to  pursue  a 
ayatem  of  timid  precaution,  but  with  Christian  wisdom  announce  to  these  multi- 
tudes the  blessed  Saviour.     Before  this  reaches  you,  measures  will  perhaps  have 
been  taken  by  your  government  to  insure  a  free  trade  to  all  the  ports.     1  do  not 
trust  in  an  arm  of  flesh,  but  upon  an  all-wise  Saviour,  who  will  open  a  wide  and 
effectual  door  for  his  Gospel ;  but  I  merely  mention  this  to  rouse  you  at  this 
eventful  crisis  to  earnest  prayers,  and  vigorous  exertions.     Believe  me,  with  all 
the  specious  arguments  which  you  use  in  your  reportp,  that  China  is  inaccefsi- 
He,  you  will  not  fill  up  the  breaches  which  have  been  made  in  the  wall  of  sepa- 
ration by  an  omnipotent   hand.     God   reigneth,  and   he  loudly  proclaims  to  the 
Chinese  by  his  word,  **  Repent  ye,  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand."   How 
much  do  1 1  egret  to  have  no  advocate  of  thb  holy  cause   from  your  country  ! 
Your  Secretary,  Mr.  Ellis,  sympathizes  with  me,  thinking  that  I  have  returned 
from  Siam,  and  am  spending  these  days  of  sickness  at  Singapore,  whilst  another 

gentleman  asks  me  whether  I  meant  China  Proper  !  Now,  only  think,  all  the 
while  I  am  many  thousands  of  miles  from  Singapore,  with  the  inestimable  bless- 
ing of  health,  in  China  Proper,  roaming  about  in  a  space  of  ground  almost 
equal  in  extent  to  the  whole  coast  of  Europe.  I  should  not  have  mentioned 
this,  if  it  were  not  my  desire  to  prevent  all  misunderstanding,  and  to  reassure 
you  that  China  Proper  is  becoming  the  largest  of  all  our  Protestant  missionary 
spheres. 

Rush  for  books. — Yins^-Linfr,  Feb.  2.— A  fever  attacked  nie  on  a  sudden, 
and  made  me  extremely  wretched  for  several  days.  When  I  be^an  to  recover, 
by  the  mighty  help  of  God,  the  Frt/ry  made  her  appearance.  It  having  been 
leflto  my  option  to  sail  in  her  to  Canton,  and  from  thence  to  Malacca,  or  to  go 
over  to  Formosa  with  another  vessel,  I  considered  it  my  duty  to  choose  the  lat- 
ter. All  the  regions  of  our  wide  missionary  sphere  must  be  explored  again  and 
a^ain  ;  and  I  should  rather/orego  every  thing,  even  a  visit  to  my  dear  Malaca 
friends,  than  neglect  axxeVv  axk  o\i^iVsrKvV)«    ^«^t«^  however,  we  could  enter 
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upoD  this  new  expedition,  we  had  to  visit  other  placet  in  Fakien.  It  waa  a  fine 
day  when  we  started,  a  ^reat  rarity  during  this  season.  The  inhabitants,  never 
having  seen  an  European,  crowded  in  lar^e  numbers  around  me,  still  uncertain 
whether  I  was  not  a  Chinaman  in  digcruise.  How  eagerly  they  grasped  the 
books,  of  which  I  had  taken  with  me  about  two  thoui?and  volumes  !  When  the 
crowd  increased,  one  man  requested  me  to  stand  out  and  expouud  the  new  doc- 
trines, and  assisted  with  a  stentorian  voice  to  repeat  what  1  had  said.  To-day, 
we  went  to  an  emporium  built  upon  solid  rock,  in  a  most  barren  spot,  but  the 
inhabitants  are  wealthy  on  account  of  the  great  trade  they  carry  on.  The 
throng  of  people  here  was  immense  ;  they  nished  with  violence  upon  a  box  of 
books  which  1  h&d  with  me,  and  when  this  was  empty,  which  was  in  a  few  mi- 
nutes, they  continually  demanded  more.  Whilst  pacing  the  streets,  I  had  to 
endure  the  taunts  of  the  populace  for  not  having  brought  off  a  larger  supply. 
Having  administered  to  their  bodUy  infirmities,  1  withdrew  from  an  immense 
crowd  with  the  humble  prayer  that  God  might  bestow  his  blessing  upon  the  read 
ing  of  the  Divine  Word,  in  which  a  great  part  of  the  inhabitants  were  enjj^- 
ed  when  I  lefl  them.  The  store  is  now  exhausted.  At  ray  renewed  vi^iit  ai 
Tin^- Ling  a  large  borough  on  the  declivity  of  a  hill,  I  had  to  answer  the  manr 
applicants  :  **  Ihave  no  more."  More  books  than  we  used  to  circulate  at  all 
oar  Chinese  missionary  stations,  have  been  sent  forth  in  Fakien  during  a  few- 
months  ;  but  this  is  like  a  drop  in  a  sea.  Those  who  follow  me  will  Se  asto-^ 
nished  at  the  multitude  for  whom  they  have  to  provide  Christian  instruction; 
they  will  wonder  that  the  most  extensive  sphere  in  Asia  has  been  neglected  so 
long  without  any  cause  : — they  will  rally  their  strength,  and  carry  on  the  glo- 
rious work  without  ceasing.  God  will  pour  down  from  on  high  his  divine  grace, 
and  convert  and  revive  a  nation  hitherto  unborn.  Such  are  my  fondest  hopes, 
and  I  shnll  not  be  disappointed,  having  founded  them  upon  the  Rock  of  Ages. 

21st  March. — I  am  just  now  returned,  but  have  no  more  tinrie  to  write.     May 
the  Lord  bless  you  and  your  dear  children.

On  my  way  to  this  place,  I  had  oppor. 
tunities  of  publishing  to  dying  men  the 
good  news  of  pardon  and  peace  through 
Christ,  which  I  endeavour  to  improve. 
My  "  spirit  was  stirred**  within  me,  when 
I  saw  the  wickedness  that  reigns  on  the 
Erie  canal.  That  may  be  called  the  great 
thoroughfare — the  grand  highway  of  cor- 
ruption.  How  long  God  will  bear  with 
such  wickedness  I  know  not.  Truly  **  ini. 
quity,"  especially  that  of  profaneness  and 
Sabbath  breaking,  **  abounds,  and  the  love 
of  many,**  even  of  professors  of  religion, 
seem  to  **  wax  cold.** 

We  arrived  in  this  state  in  October,  and 
fbnnd  the  little  church  alive,  waiting  our 


arrival ;  and  they  received  us  gladly.  Iq 
many  things  they  have  been  highly  nvour. 
ed  of  the  Lord.  The  settlement  has  great* 
ly  increased,  and  been  remarkably  healthy. 
While  the  pestilence  has  swept  off  many 
in  other  places  during  the  past  year,  this 
has  been  spared.  They  tftul  not  had  a  ser. 
mon  from  a  Presbyterian  preacher  since  I 
left,  but  they  had  regularly  kept  up  meet, 
ings  on  the  Sabbath,  the  monthly  concert,, 
and  the  Sabbath  school.  We  had  a  coro.«. 
munion  season  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  De. 
cember,  which  was  refreshing  to  the  hun- 
gry souls  of  Christians,  as  manna  in  the 
desert.  Fourteen  were  added  to  the  church 
by  letter,  so  that  the  little  company,  which 
consisted  of  only  four  when  I  Brst  came 
among  them,  about  fourteen  months  ago» 
now  numbers  twenty-fdhr,  six  having  been 
added  last  February.  Much  union  of 
effort,  and  harmony  of  feeling  prevail.  We 
are  making  an  attempt  to  build  a  meeting

world,  on  the  other,  yet  I  am  confident 
the  Lord  will  help  us  through. 

HOUSE   OP   WORSniP    NEEDED. 

We  greatly  need  a  house  of  worship. 
Wo  meet  now  in  a  private  house,  and  Ihe 
place  is  far  too  strait  for  us.  Tlio  houw  i* 
crowded  every  Sabbath  ;  the  congregalion 
has  been  increasing  in  number  and  iu  in- 
terest, and  many  more  would  attend,  if 
we  had  a  house  large  enough  to  accommo- 
4ate  them.  The  church  are  doing  all  they  are 
•ble,  and  some  who  do  not  belong  to  the 
ehurch  have  shown  a  commendable  libe- 
rality.  It  will  be  a  hard  struggle  for  them 
to  build  a  house  and  raise  sufficient  for 
my  support,  but  still  with  the  help  of  the 
Lord,  we  shall  get  altmg.

I  commenced  my  labours 
in  Greencastle  and  Putnamvillo  in  Oc. 
tober,  and  have  preached  in  those  two 
places  regularly  since.  Putnamvillo  had 
about  20  persons  added  to  the  church  by 
examination  previous  to  my  engaging  as 
their  minister,  during  two  visits,  wtiich  I 
made  them  at  different  times  ;  aAer  which 
a  large  temperance  society  was  formed 
in  Putnamvillo.  The  Sabbath  school  and 
Bible  class  are  regularly  and  protitably 
eonducted,  and  likewise  a  weekly  prayer- 
meeting  is  kept  up.  Our  meetings  for 
preaching  are  crowded.  This  church  is 
just  finishing  a  large  brick  meeting  house. 
At  Greencastle,  things  were  quite  differ- 
ent. The  people  seemed  to  bo  alive  to 
every  thing  but  religion.  The  church  had 
little  else  than  a  name — the  pious  that 
were  there  seemed  broken  hearted.  Hav- 
ing no  meeting  house,  but  as  we  borrowed. 
we  appointed  a  two  days*  meeting  ;  six 
were  added  on  certificate  and  a  good  im- 
pression seemed  to  be  made  on  the  assem. 
bly.  At  that  time  we  appointed  a  com. 
munion  on  the  3d  Sabbath  of  January,  and 
organized  a  female  weekly  prayer-meeting. 
I  preached  on  through  many  discourage- 
ments, the  want  of  a  house,  and  frequent. 
ly  cold.unpleasant  weather,  until  the  week 
before  the  commuAion  in  January,  at 
whi^^h  time  we  learned  we  could  not  have 
the  Methodist  meeting  house  for  our  meet, 
ings,  as  workmen  were  that  week  to  seat 
it  off.  We  at  that  time  had  prayer-meet, 
ing  on  every  day  at  12  o'clock,  and  preach, 
ing  at  night.  We  had  to  recall  the  ap- 
pointments  for  the  week,  and  thou|^h  we 
knew  not  what  to  do,  the  Lord  knew. 
While  we  were  yet  inquiring,  one  citizen, 
and  another,  and  another,  invited  as  to 


their  houses,  to  hold  our  meetings  for 
prayer,  and  another  gave  as  a  large  draw« 
ing  room  foe  night  meetingg.  The  mud 
was  deep,  yet  the  meetings  were  well  at- 
tended,  a  iew  praying  souls  were  always 
there.  Tlie  meeting  closed  with  the  ad> 
dition  of  14  to  the  clmrnh  ;  several  othera 
protcssed  a  hope.  Two  of  the  persons  add- 
ed, gave  great  interest  to  the  meeting,  the 
one  a  lawyer,  the  other  one  of  the  oldest 
settlers  in  the  place,  a  man  of  influence 
and  wealth.  After  his  conversion,  the 
latter  arose  in  the  assembly  to  renounce 
his  pretensions  to  Universalism,  and 
ask  the  pardon  of  those  he  had  injured  by 
his  infidel  arguments,  and  told  them  there 
was  no  resting  place  for  the  soul,  but  io 
the  hearty  l>elief  of  the  Christian  religions 
There  is  much  in  the  history  of  these  men 
truly  interesting.  But  I  must  stop  ;  thej 
are  actively  engaged  in  doing  good,  or,  as 
they  say,  in  trying  to  undo  what  they 
have  done.

It  gives  me  unspeakable  pleasure  to 
cheer  your  heart,  and  the  hearts  of  all  who 
are  fellow  labourers  in  the  great  and  glc 
rious  work  of  Home  Missions,  by  telling 
you  that  we  are  here,  enjoying  a  precioue 
season  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of 
the  Lord.

It 
was  upon  this  class  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
first  fa«gaa  to  mo? e,  and  brought  forth  its 
first  fruits.  With  this  clsss  of  the  mate, 
rials  we  had  to  operate  upon.  It  ap. 
peared  that  the  set  time  to  favour  Zion  had 
come,  for  we  had  hardly  commenced  our 
special  efforts,  before  a  considerable  num. 
ber  were  deeply  anxious,  and  were  soon 
rejoicing  in  hope.  It  did  appear  that  the 
materials  were  prepared,  and  that  nothing 
more  was  necessary  than  for  the  Spirit  of 
God  to  mofe  upon  them  to  bring  them 
into  the  kingdom.  I  have  before  been 
permitted  to  witness  the  hopeful  conver- 
sion of  hundreds  of  souls,  but  I  have 
never  before  bad  so  full  proof  of  the  salu- 
tary  influence  of  the  Sabbath  schools. 
The  interest  felt  by  the  teachers  exceeded 
by  far  what  we  ordinarily  witness  in  those 
who  are  not  connected  with  this  institu- 
tion. Like  those  in  the  days  when  our 
Saviour  was  upon  earth,  who  brought 
their  sick  relatives  to  him  to  be  healed, 
ihetft  in  the  exercise  of  strong  faith, 
brought  the  members  of  their  several: 
classes  to  him  for  spiritual  healing.  Some 
of  them  seemed  to  wrestle  in  puin  until 
they  had  evidence  that  their  charge  was  j 
redeemed,  and  made  to  rejoice  in  hope  ofi 
the  glory  of  God.  You  can  better  ima- ' 
gine  than  I  describe  the  interest  of  such 
ft  scene. 

The  second  fact  peculiarly  noticeable  in 
the  work  of  grace   hero  is,   that  probably ; 
three  out  of  four  are  children  of  the  cove- ' 
nant.     In  this  place  Prosbyterians  think 
much  of  such  tokens  of  the  divine  favour, 
and  for  the  obvious  reason  that  there  arc  | 
in  the  vicinity  many  who  have  no  confi- 
dence in  the  covenant.     In  the  bestow.' 
ment  of  these  inestimable  blessings,  (wod 
has  been  saying  to  us  as  he  used  to  s<iy  to 
his  ancient  people,   **  I  remember  the  co. 
venant  that  I   made  with  your  f.ithcrs." 
O,  sir,  it  would  do  your  heart  good  to  see 
the  interesting  group  of  children  who,  wc 
trust,  the  Saviour  has  taken  in  his  arms  ' 
and  blessed,  saying,  '*  These  shall  he  minp 
in  the   day  when  I  make  up  my  jewels.'"  ^ 
But  by  this  I  do  not  mean  that  there  are  i 
no  adults  who  are  subjects  of  hope,  still  it 
is   a  fact   that  the  proportion    is   small. 
Some  of  this  class  have,  in  the  judgment 
of  charity,  been  brought  in,  who,  to  hu. ' 
man  appearance,  were  the  least  probable 
subjects. 

A    TROPHV    OF   GRACE. 

One  man,  fifty  years  old,  had  been  a 
Universalist,  and  a  drunkard.  He  hnd 
lived  to  see  his  whole  family,  seven  in 
number,  hopefuUy  biougUl  mlo  the  king- 


dom, before  he  manifested  any  eonceni 
for  himself.  When  hie  last  child  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  she  had  found  tks 
Saviour,  he  replied  in  an  angry  tone, 
**  Well,  there  is  one  devU  left.'*  Tbs 
Spirit  of  God  was  evidently  striving  with 
him,  and  yet  he  resisted.  In  a  state  of 
mind  somewhat  distressed,  he  attempted 
to  pursue  his  avocations,  still  be  could 
not ;  and  as  he  told  me  himself,  went  to 
his  house,  and  took  a  bottle,  on  purpoee  to 
torment  his  family,  and  said,  **  I  will  drink 
rum,  and  curse  and  swear,  and  you  may 
pray;  and  we  will  see  who  will  enjoy 
themselves  the  best.*'  lie  got  his  ram, 
but  could  not  drink  it.  The  Spirit  of  God 
was  too  strong  for  him,  and  he  was  soon 
overwhelmed  with  a  sense  of  his  linfol. 
ness  and  danger.  In  this  state  of  mbd 
ho  arose  one  morning  after  a  sleeplen 
night,  and  called  up  his  whole  family  bs. 
fore  it  was  light,  and  requested  them  to 
go  with  him  to  a  pious  neighbour,  who 
lived  about  a  half  a  mile  from  him,  for  tbs 
purpose  of  prayer.  And  you  may  well 
suppose  they  were  not  reluctant  to  com- 
ply with  such  a  request.  They  arose,  and 
such  a  scene  w^as  never  witnessed  in  that 
family  before.  They  repaired  to  the 
neighbours,  and  had  a  prayer  meeting 
before  the  sun  rose.  lie  remained  in  ibis 
state  of  mind  a  short  time,  and  then,  as 
we  trust,  threw  himself  at  the  foot  of  the 
cross;  his  burden  rolled  off,  and  be  be- 
came a  childlike  penitent. 

I  give  you  an  account  of  this  particular 
case,  because  it  is  of  great  interest  to  ui, 
and  I  trust  it  w^ill  be  so  to  you.  It  is  cer> 
tainly  a  striking  proof  of  the  power  and 
efiicucy  of  divine  grace ;  and  to  God  be  all 
the  glory. 

A  third  fact  of  some  prominence  with 
us  is,  that  a  number  who  had  for  some 
time  been  indulging  hope,  have  been  in- 
duced to  take  a  more  bold  and  open  stand 
on  the  side  of  truth,  and  are  now  deter- 
mined to  be  faithful  witnesses  for  Jesui 
Christ.  The  Lord  grant  them  strength  to 
'*  pay  their  vow*" 

UNIO.N    OF   DENOSUNATIONS. 

Another  fact  of  no  small  interest  to 
us  is,  that  during  tho  progress  of  our 
protracted  efforts,  a  similar  course  his 
been  pursued  by  the  Methodists  and  Bap. 
tists  in  this  place,  and  yet  without  any 
clashing  or  interference.  For  about  three 
weeks  we  had  the  kind  and  atfectionats 
co-operation  of  tho  Baptist  brethren,  and  , 
then  they  commenced  their  special  effort, 
and  we  put  our  shoulder  to  the  wheel 
with  them.  We  talked  together,  prayed 
together,  exhorted  together,  and  preached 
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together,  and  the  Lord  feemed  to  work 
with  U8  in  the  mean  time.  Such  a  aea. 
son  has  never  before  been  witnessed  in 
this  place.  Af  any  have  been  constrained 
to  say,  ••  We  never  9aw  it  on  thi$  fashion 
before:'

REVIVAL. 

From  Rev.  Ira  Smithy  Nichols,  N.  Y. 

Since  the  middle  of  December  there  has 
been  an  increased  attention  to  public  wor. 
■hip,  and  there  have  been  a  number  of 
conversions.  We  held  a  protracted  sea. 
■on  of  worship  the  two  last  weeks  in  De. 
cember.  The  Lord  was  with  us.  During 
the  meeting,  twelve  professed  hope  in 
Christ.  The  Holy  Spiritdescended  upon  the 


church  with  hia  qniekeninf  inflaono«,a]id 
they  awoke  from  their  slumber  to  new  lift 
and  activity  in  their  Master's  caose.  Al. 
most  the  whole  population  were  rendered 
solemn  ;  and  we  hope  the  seed  sown  will 
yet  produce  a  rich  harvest  to  the  glory  of 
God|^  grace.  The  good  work  is  still  goinf 
forward,  and  there  are  frequent  cases  of 
conversion.  Our  Methodist  brethren  have 
just  closed  a  protracted  meeting,  held  two 
miles  from  this  village;  this  has  increased 
the  work.  The  fields  appear  white,  ready 
to  the  harvest.  The  Lord  has  crowned 
the  labours  of  your  missionary  with  sue. 
cess,  beyond  what  could  have  been  expect- 
ed, when  looking  at  the  difficulties  that  lay 
in  the  way. 

l*hirty.two  have  been  added  to  the 
church  during  the  year ;  twenty.eight  by 
profession,  and  four  by  letter.  A  number 
are  indulging  hope,  who  have  made  no 
profession.  Some  of  them  will  probably 
unite  with  us.

and  fears  were  eotcrtained  fiir  nlgliL  m 
tea  days  that  inflammation  of  the  brair 
would  ensue.  For  a  number  of  week; 
ahe  laboured  under  a  degiee  of  nicntn 
alienation;  nnd  for  a  week  or  more  she 
supposed  herself  to  be  in  a  'world  ci 
•pirits.  She  imsffined  aba  saw  the  glo- 
riea  and  bliss  of  heaven  ;  that  she  sav. 
the  Saviour;  heard  the  angela  Bing- 
that  she  vidited  the  woild  of  wo:  tai\ 
the  miseries  and  heord  tlie  giuuns  ol 
the  damned.  These  views  led  liei  eat 
neatly  and  aolemnly  to  warn  nil  whc 
came  to  her  bed-side,  to  prepare  fui 
eternity. 

After  the  inflanimatioii  subsided,  for  i 
few  days,  a  deep  horror  of  dnrkne^ 
and  despair  came  over  her  mind.  )i 
was  truly  distresaingto  witness  her  an- 
guish  and  despair.  But  whilst  she  wrti 
in  this  unhappy  stile  of  mind,  (he  Lord 
assisted  me  in  bringing  passages  of 
Scripture,  promise  after  promise,  tu  lier 
view.  Meanwhile  piayer  was  oIFored 
by  the  church,  without  ceasing,  on  her 
behalf— that  her  reason  might  be  re- 
atored,  and  that  the  grace  ofGod  might 
l>e  tutBdent  for bvf.  Prajerwu heard. 


Our  Heavenly  Father  in  great  mercf 
restored  her  reason  and  gave  her  peace 
in  believing.  Her  conldence  in  her 
Redeemer  was  unshaken,  yea  it  in- 
creased to  the  last. 

For  two  or  three  weeks  after  boi 
reason  was  restored,  hopes  were  again 
entertained  of  her  recovery.  Soon, 
however,  regular  and  fearful  paroxisms 
of  the  hectic  appeared,  which  warned 
us  of  approaching  dissolution.  About 
ten  days  before  the  closing  scene  I  be- 
came fully  convinced  that  we  must  soon 
part.  I  informed  her  that  she  could 
not  probably  recover.  She  received 
the  intelligence  with  the  utmost  com- 
posure, and  replied — "  i  am  somewhat 
disappointed,  but  not  disturbed,"  Prom 
this  time  I  conversed  with  her  oflcn 
and  freely  on  thesubject  of  death.  She 
always  manifested  a  calmuess,  compo* 
sure,  and  a  resigsation  to  the  divina 
will  which  ihe  Christian  alone   enjoys. 

Some  of  her  expreBsione  are  remem- 
bered. Atone  time  I  spoke  to  her  of 
the  infinite  love  of  the  Saviour,  and 
the  tender  care  He  took  of  His  disci- 
ples— and  she  broke  out  and  repeate<t 
considershle  of  the  hymn. 

At  another,  she  exclaimed — "  O  when 
shsll  I  see  Jesus  and  reign  with  him  !" 
When  shacould  speak  only  in  whisper*, 
she  waa  asked  : — la  the  Saviour  pre- 
cious? "Yes,  the  chief  among  ten 
thousand  and  the  one  sltogether  love- 
ly," Does  heaven  appear  glorious  f 
"Yes."  Do  you  expect  soon  to  see 
Jesus,  and  behold  his  glory  f  "  Yes." 
Is  the  thought  of  meeting  Him  plea- 
sant? "Yas."There  ihalfbe  no  night 
there  ;  and  they  need  no  candle,  nei- 
ther light  of  tbeaatsfoT  tt»  l/w4<ltA. 
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and  sustairiing  influence  of  religion,  and 
the  presence  of  the  great  Redeemer. 
Thifl  tends  very  much  to  break  the  ago- 
ny of  the  parting  pang.  Then  we 
kneeled  down  and  engaged  in  prayer. 
Tiie  scene  was  solemn,  melting.  The 
opfin,  avowed  deist  even  wept.

no  #m  Uiere,  nor  sickness  nor  death  ? 
**No,  no,"  was  her  emphatic  reply. 

A  few  minutes  afler«  she  was  asked » 
-—Do  you  teel  as  though  rou  were  go- 
ing to  a  house  not  made  with  hands, 
eternal  in  the  heavens?  '•Yes."  To 
join  the  blood-washed  thron^r  around 
the  great  white  throne  ?"  •'  Yes."  To 
sing  with  them, — •*  Blessing,  and  ho- 
nour, and  glory,  and  power,  unto  Himj 
that  sittelh  on  the  throne,  and  unto  the 
Lamb  for  ever  and  ever?"  '«  Yes." 

About  five  hfturs  bctbre  she  expired, 
it  became  evident  that  her  end  was 
Dear.  She  was  able,  however,  to  con- 
verse in  broken  whispers.  She  herself 
was  sensible  that  death  was  rapidly 
approaching ;  and  reaching  out  her 
emaciated  arm,  exclaimed — ^*  I  am  go- 
ing;*' and  seizing  my  hand,  said,  **  Fare- 
welly  my  dear  huihaml^  farewelL"  Soon 

her  respiration  became  so  difficult  that 
although  she  madcKCVoral  attempts  to 

converse  in  whispers,  she   could  not. 
About  an  hour  before   hnr  eyes  were 

closed,  her  little  son  (three  months  old] 

was  carried  to  her  bed.     She  clasped 

him  in  her  dying  arms  and  kissed  him. 

Although  speechless,  siio  n^taincd  her 

senses  to  the  last.     She  was  asked — 

Have  you  any  request  t-)  make  respect- 
ing your  son?    As  she  could  not  speak, 

1  requested  her  to  express  h«3r  desires 

by  squeezing  my    hand.     I  oskcd — Do 

you  desire  to  have  your  son   educated 

for  the  Lord?     She  pressed  my  hand, 

and  attempted  with  a  voice  faltering  in 

death,  to  wliisper — ''  Kduraied  fur  the 

Lord,*'  She  breathed  shorter  and  short- 
er, until  her  happy  spirit  was  released 

without  a  strugjrle  or  a  groan. 

As  soon  as  lier  eyes  wore  closed  in 

death,  I  requested  those  wlio  hadcomr 

in  to  see  her  die, — (trreat  numbers  had 

come  in,) — to  be  seated,  and  prayed.  ] 

read   the    14th  chapter  of  John,    and 

made  some  remarks  as  I  proceeded.    I 

said,  death  to  the  Christian  is  not  an 

event  to  be  dreaded ;  nor  is  it  an  event 

which  should  cause  immoderate  grief 

You  have  seen  that  my  companion  was 

not  afraid  to  die.     Her   confidence   in 

her  heavenly  Father  was  strong  and  un- 
shaken. He  called  ;  Llis  call  she  has 
cheerfully  obeyed.    The  parting  scene 

has  been  one  of  great  lfti\deTiv4a»,  Wv\\femid«  graying  circle  will  deeply  feel 
it  has  been  attended  by  tVi^i  cYie^xvti^WVv^i  \^w. 


In  the  funeral  services  I  was  assisted 
by   brother   Eastman  of  Troy.     The 
text,    John  xiv.   27,  *<  Peace    I  leave 
with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  yoa ; 
not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto 
you.     Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled, 
neither  let  it  be  afraid."  Blessed  words! 
flow  rich  in  consolation  !    At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  exercises  I  dedica- 
ted my  infant  son  to  the  Triune  God  in 
baptism.     Prayer  was  offered  that  the 
dying  request  of  his  mother  might  be 
granted.     The   fimeral  services  were 
deeply  solemn  and  impressive,  and  were 
attended  by  a  larger  concourse  of  peo- 
ple than  I  have  seen  assembled  in  Mi- 
chigan. 

In  tlie  death  of  my   companion,  the 
Home  Missionary  cause  experiences  a 
ijreat  loss.     She  loved  and  prayed  for 
Home  Mnsions.  She  studied  and  prac- 
tised the  most  riffid  economy,  and  did 
without  many  things,  both  articles  of 
furniture  and  dress,  which  others  would 
have  thought  indisi)ensable.     She  sym- 
pithizcd   with   her   liusband  in  all  his 
trials,  in   the  church  and   out  of  the 
(!hurch.     Often    has    she   encouraged 
him  by  her  prayers    and  resolutions, 
when  his  heart  was  readv  to  sink  within 
liim.     Often   when  our  scanty  provi- 
sions  were  exhausted,  and  we  knew 
not  how  our  wants  for  the  coming  day 
would  be  supplied,  has  she  expressed 
the  iiiijhest   confidence  in    God.     For 
proP'ssors  ofthe  holy  reliofion  of  Jesni 
('hrist  to   be  extravagant  in  dress  and 
furniture,  was  to  her  agfreat  grief.  She 
rejfarded  such  oxtravacjance  as  hirrhlv 
sinful    and   offensive    to   the   Saviour. 
She   loved   prayer,   secret  and  social. 
The  w»»t»kly  female  prayer  meeting  she 
regularly  attended.  Small  exciises  were 
not  suffered  to  detain  her,  and  she  al- 
ways took  a  part  in  the  exercises.  The 
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The  foUowiDg  resolutions  were  found 
■"  ^fler  her  decease  : 

•*  1 .  I  will  retire  three  times  a  day  for 
prayer. 

•'  2.  I  will  watch  more  against  temp- 
tation. 

*'  3.  I  will  seek  for  grace  to  over- 
come my  besetting  sins. 

*»  4.  1  will  aak  for  patience  that  1 
may  endure  more  like  a  Christian. 

^^  d.  I  will  examine  this  every  night, 
and  see  wherein  I  come  short.     O  that 
I  may  feel  my  dependence  on  God  tor 
>     all  these  things !" 

While  her  health  permitted,  she  en- 
flraeed  in  the  Tract  distribution,  and 
bad  high  enjoyment  in  the  work.  She 
laboured  and  prayed  for  the  spread  ot 
the  Gospel  through  the  world.  But  her 
services  on  earth  are  ended.  She  now 
mingles,  1  trust,  in  the  higher  and  ho- 
lier services  of  heaven.

Duringr  the  time  of  one  of  our  revi- 
vals, a  Mr  M.  was  found  among  the 
anxious.     He  was  quite  an  aged  man, 
and  for  many  years  had  been  very  in- 
temperate.    He  now  manifested  great 
anxiety  about  his  soul,  and  was  much 
impressed  with  a  sense  of  unpjirdoned 
guilt.     Ai\er  some  time,  he  obtained  a 
nope  in  Christ,  and  wished  to  unite  him- 
ftelf  with   the   church.     Although- he 
now  appeared  deeply  penitent,  1,  suppo- 
sing that  great  caution  was  necessary 
in  bis  case,  was  not  willing  to  receive 
him  into  the  communion  at  that  time.  J 
therefore  advised  him  to  remain  as  he 
was  for  some  time,  that  we  mit;ht  see 
whether  he  would  entirely  abandon  his 
former  habits,     lie  appeared  for  some 
time  to  do  well,  and  was  received  into 
the  church  ;  at  which  time  I  charged 
him  very  particularly  never  to  taste  ar- 
dent spirits  in  any  way,  and  he  promi- 
sed that   he  would  not,  and  requested^ 
that  if  ever  I  heard  of  his  tasting  it,  I 
would  call  him  to  account.     I   agreed 
to  do  so.     Two  years  or  more  passed 
by.     Mr.  M.  attended  punctually  the 
means  of  grace,  and  from  his  orderly 
and  Christian  deportment  all  were  con- 
vinced that  he  was  a  reformed  man. 

About  this  time,  and  a  few  days  after 
delivering  a  plain  sermon  in  the  church, 


1  happened  to  meet  with  my  old  friend* 
Mr.  M.,in  company.  He  took  me  a8ide« 
and  with  tears  running  down  both  hia 
withered  cheeks,  beffan :  Mr.  B.,  when 
I  joined  the  church  1  hoped  to  live  and 
die  a  member  in  peace  without  disgra- 
cing myself  or  the  church,  but  in  that 
i  was  disappointed. 

With  some  surprise,  I  inquired*  what 
is  the  matter  >*  He  replied,  vou  know 
Mr.  B.  what  is  the  matter,  nut  1  wish 
you  never  had  known.  I  then  remark- 
ed that  although  1  might  know,  yet  I 
would  be  glad  to  hear  him  eive  a  full 
statement  of  the  case  himself.  Well, 
said  he,  you  remember  very  well  what 
you  said  about  me  in  your  sermon  the 
other  day  in  the  church.  What  ser- 
mon f  I  inquired !  You  appear  to  be 
very  ignorant  about  it  now,  said  he, 
but  you  kuew  every  circumstance  the 
other  day.  It  was  the  sermon  you 
preached  from  the  text,  '<And  they 
brought  up  an  evil  report  of  the  land/^ 

1'hat  whole  sermon,  he  continued,  I 
thought  was  severe,  but  when  you  come 
out  and  told  about  that  bottle  of  whis- 
ky that  1  hid,  i  felt  as  though  I  wished 
to  sink  into  the  earth !  Here  the  old 
man  wept  bitterly  for  a  while,  and  then 
remarked :  I  acknowledge  what  you 
said  is  true.  I  did  get  a  Bottle  of  whis- 
ky, and  hid  it  in  the  woods,  and  thought 
that  if  I  could  keep  any  person  from 
finding  it  out,  even  any  of  my  own  fa- 
mily, and  would  drink  very  little  of  it 
at  a  time, no  person  knowing  it,it  would 
do  no  harm.  But  little  did  I  think  that 
ever  it  was  to  be  made  public,  for  1  was 
certain  that  no  one  knew  it,  or  could 
find  it  out.  Now,  said  he,  Mr.  B.,  I

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and  you  meant  me,  and  you  know  you 
did,  and  every  body  there  knew  it.  I 
could  not  lift  up  my  head  at  the  time 
to  look  at  any  body,  but  I  knew  the 
eyes  of  the  whole  congregation  were 
on  me,  and  I  would  just  as  soon  you 
had  uumed  me  out ;  it  could  not  have 
been  any  worse.  He  tlien  wi^ihed  to 
know  how  I  (rot  the  information  re- 
specting the  hid  whisky,  which  he  was 
BO  confident  no  one  knew  but  himself. 
I  replied  that  I  was  not  willing  to  say 
any  thing  with  regard  to  my  informa- 
tion, or  from  whom  I  ?ot  it ;  but  that 
professors  of  religiou  should  never  do 
any  thing  wrong  with  an  expectation 
that  it  would  nut  be  known.  But  the 
truth  was,  I  was  ignorant  os  the  dead 
with  recrard  to  the  matter,  until  reveal- 
eil  by  himself,  for  I  had  not  suspected 
him  f>f  any  thing  of  the  kind.

THE    AFRICAN'  CIIMICHES1)F  SAVANNAH. 

We  t:ikp  tli*f  lib(*rty  to  piiblinh  in  this  piKea  the 
roliowin<;  i.itprpoiiiijr  Thcis  from  tbo  MiMtionary  R« 
port  of  K»«v.  Thaiiiii'iH  roineniy,  Troni  Maine,  fton- 
priiiinf  iHiiicca  of  labours  la  th«  South,  diirutg  the 
Ust  winter. 

I  have  preached  in  the  Ist  African 
church  in-  this  city  cm  Sabbath  atler- 
noon^j  and  Tliursday  evcnin^rs,  and  oc- 
coriionally  in  each  of  the  two  other  Af- 
rican chiirolios  in  this  city,  and  once  ini 
tiie  African  church  at  White  Bluff. 
The  meetings  huv*  been  well  attended. 
End  the  in^jtructions  well  received.  In- 
deed, I  have  never  been  happier  than 
when  prenching  to  these  sous  and 
daughters  of  Africa. 

Tiie  2d  and  3d  African  churches  in 
this  city  iire  suppHed  by  coloured 
prcnciiers  of  good  Christian  and  minis- 
terial character.  They  have  a  prayer 
meeting  every  night  in  the  week  when 
they  cannot  have  preaching.  1  have 
formed  an  acquaintance  with  both  their 
nainisters,  and  am  happy  to  express  the 
high  opinion  which  I  entertain  of  their 
piety  and  devoteduess  to  their  flocks. 


1  have  p  oached  for  them  whenever  I 
could  possibly  do  it. 

The  3d  African  church  contains 
about  twelve  hundred  members,  and 
the  3d,  which  is  in  its  infancy,  about 
two  hundred. 

The  1st  African  church  is  ut  pre- 
sent destitute  of  a  regular  pastor,  and 
involved  in  difficulties  of  long  standing. 
1  am  told  that  there  is  now  a  prospect 
that  they  will  be  ere  long  terminated. 
It  was  principally  to  supply  this  church 
that  my  services  were  engaged. 

I  am  told  that  this  church  has  near- 
ly three  thousand  members,  but,  in 
this,  as  in  all  the  other  African  church- 
es, the  members  are  gathered  from  the 
surroundiug  plantations.     I  have  on  the 
Sabbath    not  far  from    one  thousand 
hearers,  and  on  Thursday  cveuiug  from 
j  two  hundred  to  four  hundred.     The 
i  sacred  music  is  as  good  as  in  any  con- 
j  gregation  in  this  city,  and  the  people  as 
!  attentive  and  orderly.     Their  apparent 
I  enjoyment   of  public  worship    1    liave 
I  never  seen  8urpas.<<ed  an«l,  rarely  eq«ial- 
eJ,    and  for  ought  1  can  discover,  they 
make  as  good  improvement  of  a  j>rt'ach- 
ed  Gospel  as  congregations  of  whites 
generally. 

The  Temperance  Society  connected 
with  this  congregation  numbers  about 
seven  hundred,  i  have  addressed  them 
on  this  subject  at  two  of  their  meetinirs, 
when   I  should*  judge  four  hiindrcil  or 
five  hundreil   members   were   present, 
and  as  many  others  who  werr  not  iiif  iii- 
bers.     They  appear  more  engucrtMl  in 
this  good  cause  than  any  other  ^oriety 
I  have  attended  in  this  city.     Tliero  is 
a  Temperance  society  attached  to  each 
of  the  other  African   churches  in  this 
city.     The   number  of  members  1  do 
not  know.     I  have  visited  five  planta- 
tions, and  am    happy  to    say   that  the 
slaves  are  treated  with  humanity  and 
kindness,  and  are  favoured  more  or  less 
with  rehgious  instruction.     1  am  hap- 
py also  to  say  that  I  have  witnesse:i  no 
cruelty,   and  have,  in  all  my  acqanint- 
ance     with   the    slaves,    heard    thfin 
speak,  with   very  few   exceptions,  in 
terms  of  high  affection   for   their  mas- 
ters. 
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
